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This  volume  comprises  the  Garfield-Arthur  tenn  of  four  years  and 
the  first  term  of  Cleveland.  The  period  covered  is  from  March  4,  1881, 
to  March  4.  1889.  The  death  of  President  Garfield  at  the  hand  of  an 
aa&as^n  early  in  his  Administration  created  a  vacancy  iu  the  ofiice  of  the 
Chief  Kxccutivc.  and  for  the  fourth  time  in  our  history  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent siicc'ee^led  lo  tliat  office.  The  iutense  excitement  throughout  the 
land  brtjiiKlit  ahout  by  the  tragic  death  of  the  President,  and  the  succes- 
Moii  of  the  Vice-President,  caused  no  dangerous  strain  upon  our  insti- 
tutioiui,  atnl  once  more  proof  was  given,  if,  indeed,  further  evidence  was 
rei[uired,  that  our  Government  was  strong  enough  to  quietly  and  peace- 
fully endare  a  sudden  change  of  mlerB  and  of  ad  mi  uist  ration,  no  matter 
how  (distressing  aiitl  odious  the  cause. 

During  the  Administration  of  President  Arthur  a  treaty  between  the 
United  States  and  the  Republic  of  Nicaragua  was  signed,  providing  for  aa 
inieroceanic  canal  across  the  territory  of  that  State,  An  able  and  learned 
discussion  of  this  proposition  will  be  found  among  his  papers.  This 
treaty  was  pending  when  he  retired  from  office,  and  was  promptly  with- 
drawn by  President  Cleveland.  The  act  to  regulate  and  improve  the  civil 
ser\-ice  of  tlie  United  States  was  approved  by  President  Arthur,  and  he 
put  into  operation  rules  and  regulations  wide  iu  their  scope  and  far-reach- 
ing for  the  enforcement  of  the  measure.  In  his  papers  will  be  found  fre- 
quent and  interesting  discussions  of  this  question.  His  vetoes  of  "An 
act  to  execute  certain  treaty  stipulations  relating  to  Chinese"  and  of 
"An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  construction,  repair,  and  preser- 
vation of  certain  works  on  rivers  and  harbors,  and  for  other  purposes," 
are  interesting  and  effective  papers. 

The  latter  half  of  the  period  comprised  in  this  volume,  as  already 
stated,  covers  the  Administration  of  Cleveland.  His  accession  to  the 
Presideticy  marked  the  return  of  the  Democratic  party  to  power.     No 
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Democrat  who  had  been  chosen  by  his  party  had  held  the  office  since  the 
retirement  of  Buchanan,  in  1861.  President  Cleveland's  papers  fill  558 
pages  of  this  volume,  occupying  more  space  than  any  other  Chief  Mag- 
istrate, Andrew  Johnson  being  next  with  457  pages.  At  an  early  date 
after  Mr.  Cleveland's  inauguration  he  became  involved  in  an  important 
and  rather  acrimonious  discussion  with  the  Senate  on  the  subject  of 
suspensions  from  office.  The  Senate  demanded  of  him  and  of  the  heads 
of  some  of  the  Executive  Departments  the  reasons  for  the  suspension 
of  certain  officials  and  the  papers  and  correspondence  incident  thereto. 
In  an  exhaustive  and  interesting  paper  he  declined  to  comply  with  the 
demand.  His  annual  message  of  December,  1887,  was  devoted  exclu- 
sively to  a  discussion  of  the  tariff.  It  is  conceded  by  all  to  be  an  able 
document,  and  is  the  only  instance  where  a  President  in  his  annual  mes- 
sage  made  reference  to  only  one  question.  His  vetoes  are  more  numer- 
ous than  those  of  any  other  Chief  Executive,  amounting  within  the  four 
years  to  over  three  hundred,  or  more  than  twice  the  number  in  the 
aggregate  of  all  his  predecessors.  These  vetoes  relate  to  almost  all 
subjects  of  legislation,  but  mainly  to  pension  cases  and  bills  providing 
for  the  erection  of  public  buildings  throughout  the  country.

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James  A.  Garfield 


Jamks  Abham  Garfikld  was  boni  in  Orange,  Cuyahoga  Cotnity, 
Ohiti.  Noveinlwr  19,  1831.  His  father,  Abram  Garfield,  was  a  native  of 
New  York,  but  of  Massachusetts  ancestry;  descendetl  from  Edward  Gar- 
field, au  English  Puritan,  who  in  1630  was  one  of  the  founders  of  Water- 
town.  His  motlier,  Eli^a  Ballou,  was  boni  in  New  Hampshire,  of  a 
Huguenot  family  that  fled  from  France  to  New  England  after  the  revo- 
cation of  the  Edict  of  Nantes  in  1685.  Garfield,  therefore,  was  from 
lineage  well  represented  in  the  struggles  for  civil  and  religious  liljerty, 
both  in  the  Old  and  in  the  New  World.  His  father  moved  to  Ohio  in 
iS,io  and  settled  in  what  was  then  known  as  the  "Wilderness,"  now  as 
the  "Western  Reserve,"  which  was  occupied  by  Connecticut  people.  He 
(litil  at  the  age  of  33,  leaving  a  widow  and  four  small  children,  of  whom 
James  was  the  youngest.  Mrs.  Garfield  brought  up  her  family  unaided, 
and  impressed  upon  them  a  high  standard  of  moral  and  intellectual  worth, 
James  altcniltil  schrujl  in  a  lot;  hut  at  the  af^e  of  3  years,  learned  In  read, 
and  l>egan  that  habit  of  omnivorous  reading  which  ended  only  witli  his 
life.  At  10  years  of  age  was  accustomed  to  manual  labor,  helping  out  his 
mother's  meager  income  by  work  at  home  or  on  the  farms  of  the  neigh- 
Ixjrs.  Attended  the  district  school  in  the  winter  months,  made  good  prog- 
ress, and  was  conspicuous  for  his  assiduity.  At  the  age  of  14  had  a  fair 
knowledge  of  arithmetic  and  grammar,  and  was  particularly  apt  in  the 
facts  of  American  history.  His  imagination  was  especially  kindled  by 
tales  of  the  sea,  and  he  so  far  yielded  to  his  love  of  adventure  that  in 
1848  he  went  to  Cleveland  and  proposed  to  ship  as  a  sailor  on  board  a 
lake  schooner.  Seeing  that  this  life  was  not  the  romance  he  had  con- 
cei\'ed,  he  turned  promptly  from  the  lake;  but  loath  to  return  home 
without  adventure  and  without  money,  he  drove  some  months  for  a  boat 
on  the  Ohio  Canal,  when  he  was  promoted  from  the  towpath  to  the  boat. 
Attended  the  Geauga  Seminary  at  Cheater,  Ohio,  during  the  whiter  of 
1849-50.  In  the  vacations  learned  and  practiced  the  trade  of  a  carpen- 
ter, helj>ed  at  harvest,  taught — did  anything  and  everything  to  earn  money 
to  pay  for  his  schooling.  After  the  first  term  he  asked  and  needed  no 
aid  from  home;  he  had  reached  the  point  where  he  could  support  him- 
self.    Was  converted  under  the  instructions  of  a  Christian  preacher. 
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was  baptized  and  received  into  that  denomination.  As  soQn  as  he  fin- 
ished his  studies  in  Chester  entered  ( 1 85 1 )  the  Hiram  Eclectic  Institute 
(now  Hiram  College),  at  Hiram,  Portage  County,  Ohio,  the  principal 
educational  institution  of  his  church.  He  was  not  very  quick  of  acqui- 
sition, but  his  perseverance  was  indomitable  and  he  soon  had  an  excel- 
lent knowledge  of  Latin  and  a  fair  acquaintance  with  algebra,  natural 
philosophy,  and  botany.  His  superiority  was  easily  recognized  in  the 
prayer  meetings  and  debating  societies  of  the  college,  where  he  was 
assiduous  and  conspicuous.  Living  here  was  inexpensive,  and  he  readily 
made  his  expenses  by  teaching  in  the  English  departments,  and  also  gave 
instruction  in  the  ancient  languages.  Entered  Williams  College  in  the 
autumn  of  1854,  and  graduated  with  the  highest  honors  in  the  class  of 
1856.  Returned  to  Ohio  and  resumed  his  place  as  a  teacher  of  Latin 
and  Greek  at  Hiram  Institute,  and  the  next  year,  being  then  only  26 
years  of  age,  was  made  its  president.  The  regulations  and  practices  of 
his  church,  knowni  as  the  Christian  Church,  or  Church  of  the  Disciples, 
permitted  him  to  preach,  and  he  used  the  permission.  He  also  pursued 
the  study  of  law,  entering  his  name  in  1858  as  a  student  in  a  law  office  in 
Cleveland,  but  studying  in  Hiram.  Cast  his  first  vote  in  1856  for  John 
C.  Fremont,  the  first  Republican  candidate  for  the  Presidency.  Married 
Lucretia  Rudolph  November  11,  1858.  In  1859  was  chosen  to  represent 
the  counties  of  Summit  and  Portage  in  the  Ohio  senate.     In  August, 

1 86 1,  Governor  William  Dennison  commissioned  him  lieutenant-colonel 
in  the  Forty-second  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteers.  Was  promoted  to  the 
command  of  this  regiment.  In  December,  1861,  reported  to  General 
Buell  in  Louisville,  Ky.  Was  given  a  brigade  and  assigned  the  difficult 
task  of  driving  the  Confederate  general  Humphrey  Marshall  from  east- 
ern Kentucky.  General  Garfield  triumphed  over  the  Confederate  forces 
at  the  battle  of  Middle  Creek,  January  10,  1862,  and  in  recognition  of 
his  services  was  made  a  brigadier-general  by  President  Lincoln.  During 
the  campaign  of  the  Big  Sandy,  while  Garfield  w^as  engaged  in  break- 
ing up  some  scattered  Confederate  encampments,  his  supplies  gave  out 
and  he  was  threatened  with  starvation.  Going  himself  to  the  Ohio 
River,  he  seized  a  steamer,  loaded  it  with  provisions,  and  on  the  refusal 
of  any  pilot  to  undertake  the  perilous  voyage,  because  of  a  freshet  that 
had  sw^elled  the  river,  he  stood  at  the  helm  for  forty-eight  hours  and 
piloted  the  craft  through  the  dangerous  channel.  In  order  to  surprise 
Marshall,  then  intrenched  in  Cumberland  Gap,  Garfield  marched  his  sol- 
diers 100  miles  in  four  days  through  a  blinding  snowstorm.  Returning 
to  Louisville,  he  found  that  General  Buell  was  away;  overtook  him  at 
Columbia,  Tenn.,  and  was  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  Twentieth 
Brigade.  Reached  Shiloh  in  time  to  take  part  in  the  second  day's  fight. 
Was  engaged  in  all  the  operations  in  front  of  Corinth,  and  in  June, 

1862,  rebuilt  the  bridges  on  the  Memphis  and  Charleston  Railroad,  and 
exhibited  noticeable  engineering  skill  in  repairing  the  fortifications  of 
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Hnntsville.  Was  granted  leave  of  absence  July  30,  1862,  on  account  irf 
ill  ht"alth,  and  returned  to  Hiram,  Ohio,  where  he  lay  ill  for  two  months. 
WeJil  In  Washington  on  September  25, 1S62,  and  was  ordered  on  court- 
martial  doty.  November  35  was  a.s.signed  to  the  case  of  General  Fitz 
John  I'lirter.  In  Februarj',  1863,  returned  to  duty  under  General  Rose- 
crans,  then  in  conunand  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumterlaud.  Rosecrans 
made  him  hi.s  chief  of  staff,  with  responsibilities  beyond  tliose  usually 
given  to  this  office.  In  this  field  Garfield's  influence  on  the  campaign 
in  middle  Tennessee  was  most  important.  One  familiar  incident  shows 
and  justifies  the  great  influence  he  wieldetl  in  its  coun.sels.  Before  the 
battle  of  Cbickamauga,  June  24.  1863,  General  Rosecrans  asked  the 
written  opinion  of  seventeen  of  his  generals  on  the  ad^'isal)ility  of  an 
immediate  advance.  All  others  opposed,  but  Garfield  advised  it,  and 
his  arguments  were  so  convincing  that  Rosecrans  determined  to  seek  an 
engagement.  General  Garfield  wrote  out  all  the  orders  of  that  fateful 
day.  September  19,  excepting  one,  and  that  one  was  the  blunder  that  lost 
the  <!ay.  Garfield  volunteered  to  take  the  news  of  the  defeat  on  the 
right  to  General  George  H.  Thomas,  who  held  the  left  of  the  line.  It 
was  a  Iwld  ride,  under  constant  fire,  but  he  reached  Thomas  and  gave 
the  information  that  saved  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland.  For  this 
»eiioii  he  was  made  a  major-general  September  19,  1863— promoted  for 
gallantry  on  a  field  that  was  lost.  Yielded  to  Mr.  Lincoln's  urgent 
request  and  ou  December  5, 1S63,  resigned  his  commission  and  hastened 
to  Washington  to  sit  in  Congress,  to  which  he  had  Ijeen  chosen  fifteen 
months  before.  Was  offered  a  division  in  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland 
by  General  Thomas,  but  yielded  to  the  representations  of  the  President 
and  Secretary  Stanton  that  he  would  be  more  useful  in  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives. Was  placed  on  the  Committee  on  Militarj'  Affairs,  then  the 
most  important  in  Congress.  In  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress  (1865)  was 
changed,  at  his  own  request,  from  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  to 
the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means.  In  the  Fortieth  Congress  (1867) 
was  restored  to  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  an<l  made  its  chair- 
man. In  the  Forty-first  Congress  the  Committee  on  Banking  and  Cur- 
rency was  created  and  he  was  made  its  chairman.  Served  also  on  the 
Select  Committee  on  the  Census  and  on  the  Committee  on  Rules.  Was 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  in  the  Forty-second  and 
Forty-third  Congres.ses.  In  the  Forty- fourth.  Forty-fifth,  and  Forty- 
sixth  Congres.ses  (the  House  being  Democratic)  was  assigned  to  the 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means.  In  1876,  at  Pre.sident  Grant's  request. 
went  to  New  Orleans  in  company  with  Senators  Sherman  and  Matthews 
and  other  Republicans,  to  watch  the  counting  of  the  I^uisiana  vote. 
He  made  a  special  study  of  the  West  Feliciana  Parish  case,  and  embodied 
his  views  in  a  brief  but  significant  report.  In  Janiiary,  1877,  made  two 
notable  speeches  in  the  House  on  the  duty  of  Congress  in  a  Presidential 
election,  and  claimed  that  the  Vice-President  had  a  constitutional  right 
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to  count  the  electoral  vote.  Opposed  the  Electoral  Commission,  yet 
when  the  commission  was  ordered  was  chosen  by  acclamation  to  fill  one 
of  the  two  seats  allotted  to  Republican  Representatives.  Mr.  Blaine  left 
the  House  for  the  Senate  in  1877,  ^^^  ^^^s  made  Mr.  Garfield  the  undis- 
puted leader  of  his  party  in  the  House.  At  this  time  and  subsequently 
was  its  candidate  for  Speaker.  Was  elected  to  the  United  States  Senate 
January  13,  1880.  Attended  the  Republican  convention  which  met  at 
Chicago  in  June,  1880,  where  hq  opposed  the  renomination  of  President 
Grant  and  supported  Senator  Sherman.  On  the  thirty-sixth  ballot  the 
delegates  broke  their  ranks,  and,  rushing  to  General  Garfield,  he  was 
unanimously  nominated  for  President  on  June  8,  1880.  Was  elected 
November  2,  1880,  receiving  214  electoral  votes  to  144  that  were  cast 
for  Winfield  8.  Hancock.  Was  shot  July  2,  188 1,  by  an  assassin  in  the 
Baltimore  and  Potomac  Railroad  station,  in  Washington,  and  died  from 
the  effects  of  the  wound  September  19  at  Elberon,  N.  J.  He  was  buried 
at  Cleveland,  Ohio. 


INAUGURAL  ADDRESS. 


Fkllow- Citizens:  We  stand  to-day  upon  an  eminence  which  over- 
looks a  hundred  years  of  national  life — a  century  crowded  with  perils, 
but  crowned  with  the  triumphs  of  liberty  and  law.  Before  continuing 
the  onward  march  let  us  pause  on  this  height  for  a  moment  to  strengthen 
our  faith  and  renew  our  hope  by  a  glance  at  the  pathway  along  which 
our  people  have  traveled. 

It  is  now  three  days  more  than  a  hundred  years  since  the  adoption  of 
the  first  written  constitution  of  the  United  States — the  Articles  of  Con- 
federation and  Perpetual  Union.  The  new  Republic  was  then  beset 
with  danger  on  every  hand.  It  had  not  conquered  a  place  in  the  family 
of  nations.  The  decisive  battle  of  the  war  for  independence,  whose  cen- 
tennial anniversary  will  soon  be  gratefully  celebrated  at  York  town,  had 
not  yet  been  fought.  The  colonists  were  struggling  not  only  against 
the  armies  of  a  great  nation,  but  against  the  settled  opinions  of  man- 
kind; for  the  world  did  not  then  believe  that  the  supreme  authority  of 
government  could  be  safely  intrusted  to  the  guardianship  of  the  people 
themselves. 

We  can  not  overestimate  the  fervent  love  of  liberty,  the  intelligent 
courage,  and  the  sum  of  common  sense  with  which  our  fathers  made  the 
great  experiment  of  self-government.  When  they  found,  after  a  short 
trial,  that  the  confederacy  of  States  was  too  weak  to  meet  the  necessities 
of  a  vigorous  and  expanding  republic,  they  boldly  set  it  aside,  and  in  its 
stead  established  a  National  Union,  founded  directly  upon  the  will  of  the 
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peojtlc,  endowed  with  full  power  of  self-preservatioa  and  ample  author-        j 
it>'  for  the  acconiplishnient  of  its  great  object. 

Under  this  Constitution  the  boundaries  of  freedom  have  been  enlarged,  ' 
the  foundations  of  order  and  peace  have  been  strengrthened,  and  the 
gnnvth  of  our  people  in  all  the  better  elements  of  national  life  Jias  indi- 
cated the  wisdom  of  the  founders  and  given  new  hope  to  their  descend- 
uiils.  Uuder  this  Constitution  our  jjeople  long  ago  made  themselves  safe 
against  danger  from  without  and  secured  for  their  mariners  and  flag 
equality  of  rights  on  all  the  seas.  Under  this  Constitution  twenty- five 
States  have  been  added  to  the  Union,  with  constitutions  and  laws,  framed 
and  enforced  by  their  own  citizens,  to  secure  the  manifold  blessings  of 
local  self-government. 

The  jurisdiction  of  this  Constitution  now  covers  an  area  fifty  times 
^eater  than  that  of  the  original  thirteen  States  and  a  population  twenty 
times  greater  than  that  of  1780. 

The  supreme  trial  of  the  Constitution  came  at  last  under  tlie  tremen- 
dous pressure  of  civil  war.  We  ourselves  are  witnesses  that  the  Union 
emerged  from  the  blood  and  fire  of  that  conflict  purified  and  made 
stronger  for  all  the  beneficent  purposes  of  good  government, 

Aud  now,  at  the  close  of  this  first  century  of  growth,  with  tlie  inspira- 
tions of  its  history  in  their  hearts,  our  people  have  lately  reviewed  the 
condition  of  the  nation,  passed  judgment  upon  the  conduct  and  opinions 
of  political  parties,  and  have  registered  their  will  concerning  the  future 
administration  of  the  Goveninient.  To  interpret  and  to  execute  that 
will  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  is  the  paramount  duty  of  the 
Kxecutive. 

Kven  from  this  brief  review  it  is  manifest  that  the  nation  is  resolutely 
facing  to  the  front,  resolved  to  employ  its  best  energies  in  developing 
the  great  possibilities  of  the  future.  Sacredly  preserving  whatever  has 
been  gained  to  liberty  and  good  government  during  the  century,  our 
people  are  determined  to  leave  behind  them  all  those  bitter  controversies 
concerning  things  which  have  been  irrevocably  settled,  and  the  further 
discussion  of  which  can  only  stir  up  strife  and  delay  the  onward  march. 

The  supremacy  of  the  nation  and  its  laws  should  be  no  longer  a  sub- 
ject of  debate.  That  discussion,  which  for  half  a  century  threatened 
the  existence  of  the  Union,  was  closed  at  last  in  the  high  court  of  war 
by  a  decree  from  which  there  is  no  appeal^that  the  Constitution  and 
the  laws  made  in  pursuance  thereof  are  and  shall  continue  to  be  the 
supreme  law  of  the  land,  binding  alike  upon  the  States  and  the  people. 
This  decree  does  not  disturb  the  autonomy  of  the  States  nor  interfere 
with  any  of  their  iieces.sary  rights  of  local  self-government,  but  it  does 
fix  and  establish  the  permanent  supremacy  of  the  Union. 

The  will  of  the  nation,  speaking  with  the  voice  of  battle  and  througli 
the  amended  Constitution,  has  fulfilled  the  great  promise  of  1776  by  pro- 
claiming "liberty  throughout  the  land  to  all  the  inhabitants  thereof." 
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The  elevation  of  the  negro  race  from  slavery  to  the  full  rights  of  citi- 
zenship is  the  most  important  political  change  we  have  known  since  the 
adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  1787.  No  thoughtful  man  can  fail  to 
appreciate  its  beneficent  effect  upon  our  institutions  and  people.  It  has 
freed  us  from  the  perpetual  danger  of  war  and  dissolution.  It  has  added 
immensely  to  the  moral  and  industrial  forces  of  our  people.  It  has  lib- 
erated the  master  as  well  as  the  slave  from  a  relation  which  wronged 
and  enfeebled  both.  It  has  surrendered  to  their  own  guardianship  the 
manhood  of  more  than  5,000,000  people,  and  has  opened  to  each  one  of 
them  a  career  of  freedom  and  usefulness.  It  has  given  new  inspiration 
to  the  power  of  self-help  in  both  races  by  making  labor  more  honor- 
able to  the  one  and  more  necessary  to  the  other.  The  influence  of  this 
force  will  grow  greater  and  bear  richer  fruit  with  the  coming  years. 

No  doubt  this  great  change  has  caused  serious  disturbance  to  our 
Southern  communities.  This  is  to  be  deplored,  though  it  was  perhaps 
unavoidable.  But  those  who  resisted  the  change  should  remember  that 
under  our  institutions  there  was  no  middle  ground  for  the  negro  race 
between  slavery  and  equal  citizenship.  There  can  be  no  permanent  dis- 
franchised peasantry  in  the  United  States.  Freedom  can  never  yield 
its  fullness  of  blessings  so  long  as  the  law  or  its  administration  places 
the  smallest  obstacle  in  the  pathway  of  any  virtuous  citizen. 

The  emancipated  race  has  already  made  remarkable  progress.  With 
unquCvStioning  devotion  to  the  Union,  with  a  patience  and  gentleness  not 
born  of  fear,  they  have  *  *  followed  the  light  as  God  gave  them  to  see  the 
light.  ^ '  They  are  rapidly  laying  the  material  foundations  of  self-sup- 
port, widening  their  circle  of  intelligence,  and  beginning  to  enjoy  the 
blessings  that  gather  around  the  homes  of  the  industrious  poor.  They 
deserve  the  generous  encouragement  of  all  good  men.  So  far  as  my 
authority  can  lawfully  extend,  they  shall  enjoy  the  full  and  equal  protec- 
tion of  the  Constitution  and  the  laws. 

The  free  enjoyment  of  equal  suffrage  is  still  in  question,  and  a  frank 
statement  of  the  issue  may  aid  its  solution.  It  is  alleged  that  in  many 
communities  negro  citizens  are  practically  denied  the  freedom  of  the  bal- 
lot. In  so  far  as  the  truth  of  this  allegation  is  admitted,  it  is  answered 
that  in  many  places  honest  local  government  is  impossible  if  the  mass  of 
uneducated  negroes  are  allowed  to  vote.  These  are  grave  allegations. 
So  far  as  the  latter  is  true,  it  is  the  only  palliation  that  can  be  offered 
for  opposing  the  freedom  of  the  ballot.  Bad  local  government  is  cer- 
tainly a  great  evil,  which  ought  to  be  prevented;  but  to  violate  the  free- 
dom and  sanctities  of  the  suffrage  is  more  than  an  evil.  It  is  a  crime 
which,  if  persisted  in,  will  destroy  the  Government  itself.  Suicide  is  not 
a  remedy.  If  in  other  lands  it  be  high  treason  to  compass  the  death  of 
the  king,  it  shall  be  counted  no  less  a  crime  here  to  strangle  our  sover- 
eign power  and  stifle  its  voice. 

It  has  been  said  that  unsettled  questions  have  no  pity  for  the  repose 
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of  nations.  It  should  Ije  said  with  the  iitiuast  emphasis  that  this  ques- 
tion of  the  suffrage  will  never  give  repose  or  safety  to  tht;  States  or  to 
the  nation  until  each,  within  its  owni  juristtictioii,  makes  and  keeps  the 
t>allot  free  and  pure  by  the  strong  sanctions  of  the  law. 

But  the  danger  which  arises  from  ignorance  in  the  voter  can  not  be 
denied.  It  covers  a  field  far  wider  than  that  of  negro  suffrage  and  the 
present  condition  of  the  race.  It  is  a  danger  that  lurks  and  hides  in 
tlie  sources  and  fountains  of  power  in  everj'  state.  We  have  no  standard 
b>'  which  to  measure  the  disaster  that  may  be  brought  upon  us  by  igno- 
rance and  vice  in  the  citizens  when  joined  to  corruption  and  fraud  in  the 
suffrage. 

The  voters  of  the  Union,  who  make  and  unmake  constitutions,  and 
upon  wiiose  will  hang  the  destinies  of  our  governments,  can  transmit 
their  Hupreme  authority  to  no  successors  save  the  coming  generation  of 
voters,  who  are  the  sole  heirs  of  sovereign  power.  If  that  generation 
coincs  to  its  inheritance  blinded  by  ignorance  and  corrupted  hy  vice,  the 
fall  of  the  Republic  will  be  certain  and  remediless. 

The  census  has  already  sounded  the  alarm  in  the  appalling  figures 
which  mark  how  dangerously  high  the  tide  of  illiteracy  has  risen  among 
onr  vcfters  and  their  children. 

To  the  South  this  ([uestion  is  of  supreme  importance.  But  the  respon- 
Mbility  for  the  existence  of  slavery  did  not  rest  upon  the  South  alone. 
The  nation  itself  is  responsible  for  the  extension  of  the  suffrage,  and  is 
under  special  obligations  to  aid  in  removiug  the  illiteracy  which  it  has 
added  to  the  voting  population.  For  the  North  and  South  alike  there 
is  but  one  remedy.  All  the  constitutional  power  of  the  nation  and  of 
the  States  and  all  the  volunteer  forces  of  the  people  should  be  surren- 
dered to  meet  this  danger  by  the  savory  influence  of  universal  education. 

It  is  the  high  privilege  and  sacred  duty  of  those  now  living  to  educate 
their  successors  and  fit  them,  by  intelligence  and  virtue,  for  the  inherit- 
ance which  awaits  them. 

In  this  beneficent  work  sections  and  races  should  be  forgotten  and 
partisanship  should  be  unknown.  Let  our  people  find  a  new  meaning 
in  the  divine  oracle  which  declares  that  "a  little  child  shall  lead  them," 
for  our  own  little  children  will  soon  control  the  destinies  of  the  Republic. 

My  countrymen,  we  do  not  now  differ  in  our  judgment  concerning  the 
controversies  of  past  generations,  and  fifty  years  hence  our  children  will 
not  be  divided  in  their  opinions  concerning  our  controversies.  They 
will  surely  bless  their  fathers  and  their  fathers'  God  that  the  Union  was 
preseri'ed,  that  slavery  was  overthrown,  and  that  both  races  were  made 
equal  before  the  law.  We  may  hasten  or  we  may  retard,  but  we  can  not 
prevent,  the  final  reconciliation.  Is  it  not  possible  for  us  now  to  make  a 
truce  with  time  by  anticipating  and  accepting  its  inevitable  verdict? 

Enterprises  of  the  highest  importance  to  our  moral  and  material  well- 
being  unite  us  and  offer  ample  employment  of  our  best  powers,     I^et  all 
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our  people,  leaving  behind  them  the  battlefields  of  dead  issues,  move 
forward  and  in  their  strength  of  liberty  and  the  restored  Union  win  the 
grander  victories  of  peace. 

The  prosperity  which  now  prevails  is  without  parallel  in  our  history. 
Fruitful  seasons  have  done  much  to  secure  it,  but  they  have  not  done 
all.  The  preservation  of  the  public  credit  and  the  resumption  of  specie 
payments,  so  successfully  attained  by  the  Administration  of  my  prede- 
cessors, have  enabled  our  people  to  secure  the  blessings  which  the  sea- 
sons brought. 

By  the  experience  of  commercial  nations  in  all  ages  it  has  been  found 
that  gold  and  silver  afford  the  only  safe  foundation  for  a  monetary  sys- 
tem. Confusion  has  recently  been  created  by  variations  in  the  relative 
value  of  the  two  metals,  but  I  confidently  believe  that  arrangements  can 
be  made  between  the  leading  commercial  nations  which  will  secure  the 
general  use  of  both  metals.  Congress  should  provide  that  the  compul- 
sory coinage  of  silver  now  required  by  law  may  not  disturb  our  monetary 
system  by  driving  either  metal  out  of  circulation.  If  possible,  such  an 
adjustment  should  be  made  that  the  purchasing  power  of  every  coined 
dollar  will  be  exactly  equal  to  its  debt-paying  power  in  all  the  markets 
of  the  world. 

The  chief  duty  of  the  National  Government  in  connection  with  the 
currency  of  the  country  is  to  coin  money  and  declare  its  value.  Grave 
doubts  have  been  entertained  whether  Congress  is  authorized  by  the 
Constitution  to  make  an}^  form  of  paper  money  legal  tender.  The  pres- 
ent issue  of  United  States  notes  has  been  vsustained  by  the  necessities 
of  war;  but  such  paper  vShould  depend  for  its  value  and  currency  upon 
its  convenience  in  use  and  its  prompt  redemption  in  coin  at  the  will  of 
the  holder,  and  not  upon  its  compulsory  circulation.  These  notes  are 
not  money,  but  promises  to  pay  money.  If  the  holders  demand  it,  the 
promise  should  be  kept. 

The  refunding  of  the  national  debt  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest  should 
be  accomplished  without  compelling  the  withdrawal  of  the  national-bank 
notes,  and  thus  disturbing  the  business  of  the  country. 

I  venture  to  refer  to  the  position  I  have  occupied  on  financial  questions 
during  a  long  service  in  Congress,  and  to  say  that  time  and  experience  have 
strengthened  the  opinions  I  have  so  often  expressed  on  these  subjects. 

The  finances  of  the  Government  shall  suffer  no  detriment  which  it 
may  be  possible  for  my  Administration  to  prevent. 

The  interests  of  agriculture  deserve  more  attention  from  the  Govern- 
ment than  they  have  yet  received.  The  farms  of  the  United  States  afford 
homes  and  employment  for  more  than  one-half  our  people,  and  furnish 
much  the  largest  part  of  all  our  exports.  As  the  Government  lights  our 
coasts  for  the  protection  of  mariners  and  the  benefit  of  commerce,  so  it 
should  give  to  the  tillers  of  the  soil  the  best  lights  of  practical  science 
and  experience. 
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s  are  rapidly  making  us  industrially  independent,  and 
are  opening  to  capital  and  labor  new  and  profitable  fields  of  emplo>'ment. 
Their  steady  and  healthy  growth  should  still  be  matured.  Our  facilities 
for  transportation  should  be  promoted  by  the  continued  improvement  of 
our  harbors  and  great  interior  waterways  and  by  the  increase  of  our  ton- 
nage on  the  ocean. 

The  development  of  the  world's  commerce  has  led  to  an  urgent  de- 
mand for  shortening  the  great  sea  voyage  around  Cape  Horn  by  con- 
structing ship  canals  or  railways  across  the  isthmus  which  unites  the 
cuiiliiients.  Various  plans  to  this  end  have  been  suggested  and  will 
need  consideration,  but  none  of  them  has  been  sufficiently  matured  to 
warrant  the  United  States  in  extending  pecuniary  aid.  The  .subject, 
howe^'e^,  is  one  which  will  immediately  engage  the  attention  of  the  Gov- 
ernment with  a  view  to  a  thorough  protection  to  American  interests. 
We  will  urge  no  narrow  policy  nor  seek  peculiar  or  exclusive  privileges 
in  anycommercial  route;  but,  in  the  language  of  my  predecessor,  I  believe 
it  to  l»c  the  right  ' '  and  duty  of  the  United  States  to  assert  and  maintain 
sucli  supervision  and  authority  over  any  interoceanic  canal  across  the 
isthmus  that  connects  North  and  South  America  as  will  protect  our 
uatioiial  interest." 

The  Constitution  guarantees  absolute  religious  freedom.  Congress  is 
jffohibited  from  making  any  law  respecting  an  establishment  of  religion 
or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof.  The  Territories  of  the  United 
Slates  are  subject  to  the  direct  legislative  autlKirity  of  Congres.s,  and 
lience  the  General  Government  is  responsible  for  any  violation  of  the 
Constitution  in  any  of  them.  It  is  therefore  a  reproach  to  the  Govern- 
ment that  in  the  most  populous  of  the  Territories  the  constitutional 
guaranty  is  not  enjoyed  by  the  people  and  the  authority  of  Congress  is 
set  at  naught.  The  Mormon  Church  not  only  offends  the  moral  sense 
of  manhood  by  sanctioning  polygamy,  but  prevents  the  administration  of 
justice  through  ordinary  instrumentalities  of  law. 

In  niy  judgment  it  is  the  duty  of  Congress,  while  respecting  to  the 
uttennost  the  conscientious  convictions  and  religious  scruples  of  every 
citizen,  to  prohibit  within  its  jurisdiction  all  criminal  practices,  especially 
of  that  class  which  destroy  the  family  relations  and  endanger  social 
order.  Nor  can  any  ecclesiastical  organization  be  safely  permitted  to 
usurp  in  the  smallest  degree  the  functions  and  powers  of  the  National 
Covemnient. 

The  civil  service  can  never  be  placed  on  a  satisfactory  basis  until  it  is 
regulated  by  law.  For  the  good  of  the  service  itself,  for  the  protection 
of  those  who  are  intrusted  with  the  appointing  power  against  the  waste  of 
time  and  obstruction  to  the  public  business  caused  by  the  inordinate 
pressure  for  place,  and  for  the  protection  of  incumbents  against  intrigue 
and  wrong,  I  shall  at  the  proper  time  ask  Congress  to  iix  the  tenure  of 
the  minor  oflBces  of  the  several  Executive  Departments  and  prescribe  the 
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grounds  upon  which  removals  shall  be  made  during  the  terms  for  which 
incumbents  have  been  appointed. 

Finally,  acting  always  within  the  authority  and  limitations  of  the 
Constitution,  invading  neither  the  rights  of  the  States  nor  the  reserved 
rights  of  the  people,  it  will  be  the  purpose  of  my  Administration  to 
maintain  the  authority  of  the  nation  in  all  places  within  its  jurisdiction; 
to  enforce  obedience  to  all  the  laws  of  the  Union  in  the  interests  of  the 
people;  to  demand  rigid  economy  in  all  the  expenditures  of  the  Govern- 
ment, and  to  require  the  honest  and  faithful  service  of  all  executive 
officers,  remembering  that  the  offices  were  created,  not  for  the  benefit  of 
incumbents  or  their  supporters,  but  for  the  service  of  the  Government. 

And  now,  fellow-citizens,  I  am  about  to  assume  the  great  trust  which 
you  have  committed  to  my  hands.  I  appeal  to  you  for  that  earnest  and 
thoughtful  support  which  makes  this  Government  in  fact,  as  it  is  in  law, 
a  government  of  the  people. 

I  shall  greatly  rely  upon  the  wisdom  and  patriotism  of  Congress  and 
of  those  who  may  share  with  me  the  responsibilities  and  duties  of  admin- 
istration, and,  above  all,  upon  our  efforts  to  promote  the  welfare  of  this 
great  people  and  their  Government  I  reverently  invoke  the  support  and 
blessings  of  Almighty  God.

The  President  of  the  United  States  was  shot  this  morning  by  an  assas- 
sin named  Charles  Giiileau.  The  weapon  was  a  large-sized  revolver. 
The  President  had  just  reached  the  Baltimore  and  Potomac  station,  at 
about  9.20.  intending,  with  a  portion  of  his  Cabinet,  to  leave  on  the 
limited  express  for  New  York.  I  rode  in  the  carriage  with  him  from 
the  Executive  Mansion  and  was  walking  by  his  side  when  he  was  shot. 
The  assassin  was  immediately  arrested,  and  the  President  was  conveyed 
to  a  private  room  in  the  station  building  and  surgical  aid  at  once  sum- 
moned. He  has  now,  at  10.20,  been  removed  to  the  Executive  Mansion.

I.   The  following  order  of  the  Secretary  of  War  announces  to  the  Army 
the  death  of  James  A.  Garfield,  President  of  the  United  States: 

War  Department,  September  20.  i88r. 
With  profound  sorrow  the  Secretary  of  War  announces  to  the  Army 
that  James  A.  Garfield,  President  of  the  United  States,  died  at  Elberoo, 
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N.  J.,  at  twenty-five  minutes  before  ii  in  the  evening  of  September  19, 
1881. 

The  great  grief  which  is  felt  by  the  nation  at  the  untimely  death  of  the 
President  will  be  especially  felt  by  the  Army,  in  whose  service  he  bore  so 
distinguished  a  part  during  the  War  of  the  Rebellion.  In  him  the  Army 
has  lost  a  beloved  Commander  in  Chief,  friend,  and  former  comrade. 

Proper  honors  will  be  paid  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Chief  Magistrate 
of  the  nation  at  headquarters  of  each  military  department  and  division 
and  at  each  military  station. 

The  General  of  the  Army  will  give  the  necessary  instructions  for  carry- 
ing this  order  into  effect.

II.  On  the  day  after  the  receipt  of  this  order  at  the  headquarters  of 
military  commands  in  the  field,  and  at  each  military  station,  and  at  the 
Military  Academy  at  West  Point,  the  troops  and  cadets  will  be  paraded 
at  10  o'clock  a.  m.  and  the  order  read  to  them,  after  which  all  labor  for 
the  day  will  cease. 

At  dawn  of  day  thirteen  guns  will  be  fired  at  each  military  post,  and 
afterwards  at  intervals  of  thirty  minutes  between  the  rising  and  setting 
sun  a  single  gun,  and  at  the  close  of  the  day  a  national  salute  of  thirty- 
eight  guns. 

The  national  flag  will  be  displayed  at  half-staff  at  the  headquarters  of 
the  several  military  divisions  and  departments  and  at  all  military  stations 
until  the  remains  of  the  late  Chief  Magistrate  are  consigned  to  their  final 
resting  place  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  at  2  p.  m.  on  the  26th  instant. 

The  officers  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States  will  wear  the  badge  of 
mourning  on  the  left  arm  and  on  their  swords  and  the  colors  of  the  regi- 
ments will  be  draped  in  mourning  for  the  period  of  six  months.    ' 

III.  The  following  officers  of  the  Army  will,  with  a  like  number  of 
officers  of  the  Navy  selected  for  the  purpose,  compose  the  guard  of

OFFICIAL  BULLETIN  OF  THE  AUTOPSY  ON  THE  BODY  OF  PRESIDENT 

GARFIELD. 

The  following  official  bulletin  was  prepared  by  the  surgeons  who  have 
been  in  attendance  upon  the  late  President: 

By  previous  arrangement  a  post-mortem  examination  of  the  body  of 
President  Garfield  was  made  this  afternoon  in  the  presence  and  with  the 
assistance  of  Drs.  Hamilton,  Agnew,  Bliss,  Barnes,  Woodward,  Reybum, 
Andrew  H.  Smith,  of  Elberoii,  and  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  D.  S.  I^amb, 
of  the  Army  Medical  Museum,  of  Washington.  The  operation  was  per- 
formed by  Dr.  Lamb.  It  was  found  that  the  ball,  after  fracturing  the 
right  eleventh  rib,  had  passed  through  the  spinal  column  in  front  of 
the  spinal  cord,  fracturing  the  body  of  the  first  lumbar  vertebra,  driving 
a  number  of  small  fragments  of  bone  into  the  adjacent  soft  parts,  and 
lodging  below  the  pancreas,  about  2j^  inches  to  the  left  of  the  spine 
and  behind  the  peritoneum,  where  it  had  become  completely  encysted. 

The  immediate  cause  of  death  was  secondary  hemorrhage  from  one  of 
the  mCvSenteric  arteries  adjoining  the  track  of  the  ball,  the  blood  ruptur- 
ing the  peritoneum  and  nearly  a  pint  escaping  into  the  abdominal  cavity. 
This  hemorrhage  is  believed  to  have  been  the  cause  of  the  severe  pain 
in  the  lower  part  of  the  chest  complained  of  just  before  death.  An 
abscess  cavity  6  inches  by  4  in  dimensions  was  found  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  gall  bladder,  between  the  liver  and  the  transverse  colon,  which  were 
strongly  adherent.  It  did  not  involve  the  substance  of  the  liver,  and  no 
communication  was  found  between  it  and  the  wound. 

A  long  suppurating  channel  extended  from  the  external  wound,  be- 
tween the  loin  muscles  and  the  right  kidney,  almost  to  the  right  g^oin. 
This  channel,  now  known  to  be  due  to  the  burrowing  of  pus  from  the 
wound,  was  supposed  during  life  to  have  been  the  track  of  the  ball. 
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On  an  examination  of  the  organs  of  the  chest  evidences  of  severe 
brouchitis  were  found  on  both  sides,  with  broncho-pueumonia  of  the 
lower  portions  of  the  right  lung,  and,  though  to  a  much  less  extent,  of 
the  left.  The  lungs  contained  no  abscesses  and  the  heart  no  clots. 
The  liver  was  enlarged  and  fatty,  but  not  from  abscesses.  Nor  were 
£iiy  found  in  any  other  organ  except  the  left  kidney,  which  contained 
near  its  surface  a  small  abscess  about  one-third  of  an  inch  in  diameter. 

In  reviewing  the  history  of  the  case  in  connection  with  the  autopsy 
it  is  quite  evident  that  the  different  suppurating  surfaces,  and  especially 
the  fractured,  spongy  tissue  of  the  vertebra;,  funiish  a  sufficient  explana- 
tion of  the  septic  condition  wliich  existed.

Sherman,  and  a  number  of  Senators  and  Representatives.

ACTION  OF  CONGRESS. 

President  Arthur,  in  his  first  annual  message  to  the  first  session  of  the 
Forty-seventh  Congress,  thus  announced  the  death  of  his  predeces.sor: 

An  appalling  calamity  has  befallen  the  American  people  since  their  cliosen  repre- 
sentatives last  met  in  the  halls  where  you  are  now  assembled.  We  might  else  recall 
with  unalloyed  content  the  rare  prosperity  with  which  throughout  the  year  the 
nation  has  been  blessed.  Itsharvests  have  been  plenteous;  its  varied  industries  have 
thriven :  the  health  of  its  people  has  been  preserved;  it  has  maintained  with  foreign 
governments  the  undisturbed  relations  of  amity  and  peace.  For  these  manifestations 
of  His  favor  we  owe  to  Him  who  holds  our  destiny  in  His  hands  the  tribute  of  our 
grateful  devotion. 
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To  that  mysterious  exercise  of  His  will  which  has  taken  from  us  the  loved  and 
illustrious  citizen  who  was  but  lately  the  head  of  the  nation  we  bow  in  sorrow  and 
submission. 

The  memory  of  his  exalted  character,  of  his  noble  achievements,  and  of  his  patriotic 
life  will  be  treasured  forever  as  a  sacred  possession  of  the  whole  people. 

The  announcement  of  his  death  drew  from  foreign  governments  and  peoples  trib- 
utes of  sympathy  and  sorrow  which  history  will  record  as  signal  tokens  of  the  kin- 
ship of  nations  and  the  federation  of  mankind. 

The  Senate  on  December  6,  1881,  adopted  the  following  resolution:

Ritbr  Alan  Arthur  was  bom  in  Fairfield,  Fraukliii  Count>-, 
tober  5,  1830.  He  was  the  eldest  son  of  Rev.  William  Arthur 
ana  niahiiia  Stone.  His  father,  a  Baptist  minister,  was  Ixiru  in  Ireland 
and  emigrated  to  the  United  States.  Chester  prepared  for  college  at 
l^liijon  Village  in  Greenwich  and  at  Schenectady,  N.  Y.,  and  in  1845 
entered  the  sophomore  class  of  Union  College.  While  in  his  sophomore 
year  tanght  school  for  a  term  at  Schaghticoke,  Rensselaer  County,  and 
a  second  term  at  the  same  place  during  liis  last  3-ear  in  college.  Joined 
the  Psa  Upsilon  Society,  and  was  one  of  six  in  a  clas.s  of  one  hundred 
who  were  elected  members  of  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Society,  the  condi- 
tion of  admission  lacing  high  scholarship.  After  his  graduation  in  1848, 
at  the  age  of  18,  attended  a  law  school  at  Ballston  Spa,  N,  Y. ;  returned 
to  Lansingburg,  N.  Y.,  where  his  father  then  resided,  and  continued  his 
IcKn'  Studies.  Was  principal  nf  an  academy  at  North  Pownal.  Beiiuinj;- 
ton  County,  Vt.,  in  1S51.  In  1853  entered  the  law  office  of  Erastus  D. 
Culver  in  New  York  City  as  a  student;  was  admitted  to  the  bar  during 
the  same  year,  and  at  once  l>ecame  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Culver, 
Parker  &  Arthur.  Having  formed  from  early  associations  sentiments 
of  hostility  to  slavery,  as  a  law  student  and  after  his  admission  to  the 
bar  became  an  earnest  advocate  for  the•sla^■es.  Became  a  Henry  Clay 
Whig,  and  ca.st  his  first  vote  in  1852  for  Winfield  Scott  for  President. 
Particii>ated  in  the  first  Republican  State  convention,  at  Saratoga,  and 
took  an  active  part  in  the  Fremont  campaign  of  1856.  October  29,  1859, 
married  Ellen  Lewis  Henidon,  of  Fredericksburg,  Va.  January  i,  r86i, 
was  appointed  on  Governor  Edwin  D.  Morgan's  staff  as  engineer  in 
chief,  with  the  rank  of  brigadier-general.  Had  previonslj'  taken  part 
in  the  organization  of  the  State  militia,  and  had  been  judge-advocate  of 
the  Second  Brigade.  When  the  civil  war  began,  in  April,  1861,  he 
Ijecanie  acting  quartermaster-general,  and  as  such  began  in  New  York 
City  the  work  of  preparing  and  forwarding  the  State's  quota  of  troops. 
Was  called  to  Albany  in  December  for  consultation  concerning  the 
defenses  of  New  York  Harlx»r.  Summoned  a  board  of  engineers  on 
December  24,  of  which  he  l^ecame  a  member,  and  on  January  18,  1862, 
submitted  an  elaborate  report  on  the  condition  of  the  national  forts  both 
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on  the  seacoast  and  on  the  inland  border  of  the  State.  Was  appointed 
inspector-general  February  lo,  1862,  with  the  rank  of  brigadier-general, 
and  in  May  inspected  the  New  York  troops  at  Fredericksburg  and  on 
the  Chickahominy.  In  June,  1862,  Governor  Morgan  ordered  his  return 
from  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  and  he  acted  as  secretary  of  the  meeting 
of  the  governors  of  the  loyal  States  which  was  held  June  28  in  New 
York  City.  At  Governor  Morgan's  request.  General  Arthur  resumed 
his  former  work,  resigned  as  inspector-general,  and  on  July  10  was 
appointed  quartermaster-general.  Retired  from  the  ofl&ce  December  31, 
1862,  when  Horatio  Seymour  succeeded  Governor  Morgan.  Between 
1862  and  1872  was  engaged  in  continuous  and  active  law  practice — in 
partnership  with  Henry  G.  Gardner  from  1862  till  1867,  then  for  five 
years  alone,  and  on  January  i,  1872,  formed  the  firm  of  Arthur,  Phelps  & 
Knevals.  Was  for  a  short  time  counsel  for  the  department  of  assess- 
ments and  taxes,  but  resigned  the  place.  Continued  during  all  this 
period  to  take  an  active  part  in  politics.  Was  chairman  in  1868  of  the 
Central  Grant  Club  of  New  York,  and  became  chairman  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Republican  State  committee  in  1879.  Was  appointed 
collector  of  the  port  of  New  York  by  President  Grant  on  November  20, 
1 871;  was  reappointed  on  December  17,  1875,  and  confirmed  by  the  Sen- 
ate on  the  same  day  without  reference  to  a  committee,  a  courtesy  never 
before  extended  to  an  appointee  who  had  not  been  a  Senator;  retained 
the  ofl&ce  until  July  11,  1878,  when  he  was  suspended  by  President 
Hayes.  On  retiring  from  the  ofl&ce  of  collector  resumed  the  practice  of 
law  with  the  firm  of  Arthur,  Phelps,  Knevals  &  Ransom.  Advocated 
in  1880  the  nomination  of  General  Grant  to  succeed  President  Hayes. 
Was  a  delegate  at  large  to  the  Chicago  convention,  which  met  June  2, 
1880.  After  the  nomination  of  General  Garfield  for  the  Presidency  a 
general  desire  arose  in  the  convention  to  nominate  for  Vice-President 
some  advocate  of  General  Grant  and  a  resident  of  New  York  State.  The 
New  York  delegation  indicated  iheir  preference  for  General  Arthur,  and 
he  was  nominated  on  the  first  ballot.  Was  elected  Vice-President  No- 
vember 2,  1880;  took  the  oath  of  ofl&ce  March  4,  1881,  and  presided  over 
the  extraordinary  session  of  the  Senate  that  then  began,  which  was  very 
exciting.  That  body  being  equally  divided,  he  was  frequently  called 
upon  to  exercise  the  right  of  casting  the  controlling  vote.  President 
Garfield  was  shot  July  2,  1881,  and  died  September  19.  His  Cabinet 
announced  his  death  to  the  Vice-President,  then  in  New  York,  and  at 
their  suggestion  he  took  the  oath  as  President  on  the  20th  at  his  resi- 
dence in  New  York  City  before  Judge  John  R.  Brady,  of  the  New  York 
supreme  court.  On  the  2 2d  the  oath  was  formally  administered  again 
in  the  Vice-President's  room  in  the  Capitol  at  Washington  by  Chief 
Justice  Waite.  President  Arthur's  name  was  presented  to  the  Repub- 
lican Presidential  convention  which  met  at  Chicago  Jime  3,  1884.  On 
the  first  ballot  he   received  278  votes  against  540  for  all  others,  276 
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on  tlie  second,  274  011  the  third,  and  207  on  the  fourth,  which  resulted 
in  the  nomination  of  James  G.  Blaine,  In  the  canvass  which  ensned 
Mr,  Arthur  rendered  all  possible  assistance  to  the  Republican  cause  and 
caudiilates.  Died  suddenly  at  his  residence  in  New  York  City  Novem- 
ber IS,  1886,  aud  was  buried  in  Rural  Cemeterj'  at  Albany. 


INAUGURAL  ADDRESS. 

For  the  fourth  time  in  the  history-  of  the  Republic  its  Chief  Magistrate 
has  been  removed  by  death.  All  hearts  are  tilled  with  grief  aud  horror 
at  the  hideous  crime  which  has  darkened  our  laud,  and  the  meraorj'  of 
the  murdered  President,  his  protracted  suffering.-i,  his  unyielding  forti- 
tude, the  example  and  achievements  of  his  life,  and  the  pathos  of  his 
death  will  forever  illumine  the  pages  of  our  history. 

For  the  fourth  time  the  officer  elected  by  the  people  and  ordained  by 
the  Constitution  to  fill  a  vacancy  so  created  is  called  to  assume  the  Exec- 
utive chair.  The  wisdom  of  oiu-  fathers,  foreseeing  even  the  most  dire 
possibilities,  made  sure  that  the  Government  should  never  be  imperiled 
because  of  the  uncertainty  of  human  life.  Men  may  die,  but  the  fabrics 
of  our  free  institutions  remain  unshaken.  No  higher  or  more  assuring 
proof  could  exist  of  the  strength  and  permanence  of  popular  government 
than  the  fact  that  though  the  chosen  of  the  people  be  stnick  down  lii.s 
constitutional  successor  is  peacefully  installed  without  shock  or  strain 
except  the  sorrow  which  mourns  the  bereavement.  All  the  noble  aspi- 
rations of  my  lamented  predecessor  which  found  expression  in  his  life, 
the  measures  devised  and  suggested  during  his  brief  Administration  to 
correct  abuses,  to  enforce  economy,  to  ad\'ance  prosperity,  and  to  promote 
the  general  welfare,  to  insure  domestic  security  and  maintain  friendly  and 
honorable  relations  with  the  nations  of  the  earth,  will  be  garnered  in  the 
hearts  of  the  people;  and  it  will  be  my  earnest  endeavor  to  profit,  and  to 
see  that  the  nation  shall  profit,  by  his  example  and  experience. 

Prosperity  blesses  our  country.  Our  fiscal  policy  is  fixed  by  law,  is 
well  grounded  and  generally  approved.  No  threatening  issue  mars  our 
foreign  intercourse,  and  the  wisdom,  integrity,  and  thrift  of  our  people 
may  be  trusted  to  continue  undisturbed  the  present  assured  career  of 
peace,  tranquillity,  and  welfare.  The  gloom  and  anxiety  which  have 
enshrouded  the  country  must  make  repose  especially  welcome  now.  No 
demand  for  speedy  legislation  has  been  heard;  no  adequate  occasion  is 
apparent  for  an  unusual  session  of  Congress.  The  Constitution  defines 
the  functions  and  powers  of  the  executive  as  clearly  as  those  of  either 
of  the  other  two  departments  of  the  Government,  aud  he  must  answer  for 
the  just  exercise  of  the  discretion  it  permits  and  the  performance  of  the 
duties  it  imposes.  Summoned  to  these  high  duties  and  responsibilities 
M  P— VOL  vni— 3 
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and  profoundly  conscious  of  their  magnitude  and  gravity,  I  assume  the 
trust  imposed  by  the  Constitution,  relying  for  aid  on  divine  guidance  and 
the  virtue,  patriotism,  and  intelligence  of  the  American  people.

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PROCLAMATION.

A  proclamation. 

It  has  long  been  the  pious  custom  of  our  people,  with  the  closing  of 
the  year,  to  look  back  upon  the  blessings  brought  to  them  in  the  chang- 
ing course  of  the  seasons  and  to  return  solemn  thanks  to  the  all-giving 
source  from  whom  they  flow.  And  although  at  this  period,  when  the 
falling  leaf  admonishes  us  that  the  time  of  our  sacred  duty  is  at  hand, 
our  nation  still  lies  in  the  shadow  of  a  great  bereavement,  and  the 
mourning  which  has  filled  our  hearts  still  finds  its  sorrowful  expression 
toward  the  God  before  whom  we  but  lately  bowed  in  grief  and  suppli- 
cation, yet  the  countless  benefits  which  have  showered  upon  us  during 
the  past  twelvemonth  call  for  our  fervent  gratitude  and  make  it  fitting 
that  we  should  rejoice  with  thankfulness  that  the  Lord  in  His  infinite 
mercy  has  most  signally  favored  our  country  and  our  people.  Peace 
without  and  prosperity  within  have  been  vouchsafed  to  us,  no  pestilence 
has  visited  our  shores,  the  abundant  privileges  of  freedom  which  our 
fathers  left  us  in  their  wisdom  are  still  our  increasing  heritage;  and  if 
in  parts  of  our  vast  domain  sore  affliction  has  \nsited  our  brethren  in 
their  forest  homes,  yet  even  this  calamity  has  been  tempered  and  in  a 
manner  sanctified  by  the  generous  compassion  for  the  sufferers  which 
has  been  called  forth  throughout  our  land.  For  all  these  things  it  is 
meet  that  the  voice  of  the  nation  should  go  up  to  God  in  devout  homage. 

Wherefore  I,  Chester  A.  Arthur,  President  of  the  United  States,  do 
recommend  that  all  the  people  observe  Thursday,  the  24th  day  of  No- 
vember instant,  as  a  day  of  national  thanksgiving  and  prayer,  by  ceasing, 
so  far  as  may  be,  from  their  secular  labors  and  meeting  in  their  several 
places  of  worship,  there  to  join  in  ascribing  honor  and  praise  to  Almighty 
God,  whose  goodness  has  been  so  manifest  in  our  history  and  in  our 
lives,  and  offering  earnest  prayers  that  His  bounties  may  continue  to  us 
and  to  our  children.

FIRST  ANNUAL  MEvSSAGE.

Washington,  Dccemi>er  6,  iS8i. 
To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  f lie  United  Slates: 

Au  appaUing  calamity  has  befallen  the  American  people  since  their 
chosen  representatives  last  met  in  the  halls  where  you  are  now  assem- 
bled. We  might  else  recall  with  unalloyed  content  the  rare  prosperity 
with  which  throughout  the  year  the  nation  has  been  blessed.  Its  har- 
vests have  been  plenteous;  its  varied  industries  have  thriven;  the  health 
of  its  people  has  been  preserved;  it  has  maintained  with  foreign  govern- 
ments the  imdisturbed  relations  of  amity  and  peace.  For  these  mani- 
festations of  His  favor  we  owe  to  Him  who  holds  our  destiny  in  His 
hands  the  tribute  of  our  grateful  devotion. 

To  that  mysterious  exercise  of  His  will  which  has  taken  from  us  the 
loved  and  illustrious  citizen  who  was  but  lately  the  head  of  the  nation 
we  bow  in  sorrow  and  submission. 

The  memory  of  his  exalted  character,  of  his  noble  achievements,  and 
of  his  patriotic  life  will  be  treasured  forever  as  a  sacred  pos.session  of  the 
whole  people. 

•R«»d  by  lilt  Secretary  of  Ktatcf  Iwforc  tlie  people  awiemblert  to  celebrate  the  Yorktown  CeU' 
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The  announcement  of  his  death  drew  from  foreign  governments  and 
peoples  tributes  of  sympathy  and  sorrow  which  history  will  record  as 
signal  tokens  of  the  kinship  of  nations  and  the  federation  of  mankind. 

The  feeling  of  good  will  between  our  own  Government  and  that  of 
Great  Britain  was  never  more  marked  than  at  present.  In  recognition 
of  this  pleasing  fact  I  directed,  on  the  occasion  of  the  late  centennial 
celebration  at  Yorktown,  that  a  salute  be  given  to  the  British  flag. 

Save  for  the  correspondence  to  w^hich  I  shall  refer  hereafter  in  relation 
to  the  proposed  canal  across  the  Isthmus  of  Panama,  little  has  occurred 
worthy  of  mention  in  the  diplomatic  relations  of  the  two  countries. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Fortune  Bay  claims  were  satisfactorily  settled 
by  the  British  Government  paying  in  full  the  sum  of  ;^  15, 000,  most  of 
which  has  been  already  distributed.  As  the  terms  of  the  settlement 
included  compensation  for  injuries  suffered  by  our  fishermen  at  Aspee 
Bay,  there  has  been  retained  from  the  gross  award  a  sum  which  is  deemed 
adequate  for  those  claims. 

The  participation  of  Americans  in  the  exhibitions  at  Melbourne  and 
Sydney  will  be  approvingly  mentioned  in  the  reports  of  the  two  exhibi- 
tions, soon  to  be  presented  to  Congress.  They  wall  disclose  the  readiness 
of  our  countrymen  to  make  successful  competition  in  distant  fields  of 
enterprise. 

Negotiations  for  an  international  copyright  convention  are  in  hopeful 
progress. 

The  surrender  of  Sitting  Bull  and  his  forces  upon  the  Canadian  fron- 
tier has  allayed  apprehension,  although  bodies  of  British  Indians  still 
cross  the  border  in  quest  of  sustenance.  Upon  this  subject  a  correspond- 
ence has  been  opened  which  promises  an  adequate  understanding.  Our 
troops  have  orders  to  avoid  meanwhile  all  collisions  with  alien  Indians. 

The  presence  at  the  Yorktown  celebration  of  representatives  of  the 
French  RepubHc  and  descendants  of  Lafayette  and  of  his  gallant  com- 
patriots who  were  our  allies  in  the  Revolution  has  served  to  strengthen 
the  spirit  of  good  will  which  has  always  existed  between  the  two  nations. 

You  will  be  furnished  with  the  proceedings  of  the  Bimetallic  Confer- 
,ence  held  during  the  summer  at  the  city  of  Paris.  No  accord  was 
reached,  but  a  valuable  interchange  of  views  was  had,  and  the  confer- 
ence will  next  year  be  renewed. 

At  the  Electrical  Exhibition  and  Congress,  also  held  at  Paris,  this 
country  was  creditably  represented  by  eminent  specialists,  who,  in  the 
absence  of  an  appropriation,  generously  lent  their  efficient  aid  at  the 
instance  of  the  State  Department.  While  our  exhibitors  in  this  almost 
distinctively  American  field  of  achievement  have  won  several  valuable 
awards,  I  recommend  that  Congress  provide  for  the  repayment  of  the 
personal  expenses  incurred  in  the  public  interest  by  the  honorary  com- 
missioners and  delegates. 

No  new  questions  respecting  the  status  of  our  naturalized  citizens  in 


Germany  have  arisen  during  the  j'ear,  and  the  causes  of  complaint,  espe- 
cially iu  Alsace  and  I,orraine,  Iiave  practically  ceased  through  the  liberal 
action  of  the  Imperial  Government  in  accepting  our  often- expressed 
views  on  tlie  subject.  The  application  of  the  treaty  of  i863  to  the 
lately  acquired  Rhenish  provinces  has  recei^'cd  very  earnest  attention, 
and  a  definite  and  lasting  agreement  on  this  point  is  confidently  ex- 
pected. The  participation  of  the  descendants  of  liaron  von  Steuben  hi 
the  Yorktown  festivities,  and  their  subsequent  reception  by  their  Amer- 
ican kinsmen,  strikingly  evinced  the  ties  of  good  will  which  unite  the 
German  people  and  our  own. 

Our  intercourse  with  Spain  has  been  friendly.  An  agreement  con- 
cluded in  Fchniary  last  fixes  a  term  for  the  labors  of  the  Spanish  and 
American  Claims  Commission.  The  Spanish  Government  has  l»een 
requested  to  pay  the  late  awards  of  that  Commission,  and  will,  it  is 
believed,  accede  to  the  request  as  promptly  and  conrteously  as  on  former 


By  recent  legislation  onerous  fines  have  been  imposed  upon  American 
shipping  ill  Spanish  and  colonial  ports  for  slight  irregularities  in  mani- 
fests. One  case  of  hardship  is  specially  worthy  of  attention.  The  bark 
Afasottk,  bound  for  Japan,  entered  Manila  in  distress,  and  is  there  sought 
to  l)e  confiscated  under  Spanish  revenue  laws  for  an  alleged  shortage  in 
her  transshipped  cargo.  Though  efforts  for  her  relief  have  thus  far 
proved  unavailing,  it  is  expected  that  the  whole  matter  will  be  adjusted 
iu  a  friendly  spirit. 

The  Sciiati.-  resolutions  of  condolence  on  the  assa.ssination  of  the  Czar 
Alexander  II  were  appropriately  comnn-.nicated  to  the  Russian  Govern- 
ment, which  in  turn  has  expressed  its  sympathj-  in  our  late  national 
bereavement.  It  is  desirable  tiiat  our  cordial  relations  with  Russia 
should  be  strengthened  by  proper  engagements  assuring  to  peaceable 
Americans  who  visit  the  Kmpire  tiie  consideiation  which  is  due  to  them 
as  citizens  of  a  friendly  state.  This  is  especially  needful  with  respect  to 
American  Israelites,  whose  clas.sification  with  the  native  Hebrews  has 
evoked  energetic  remonstrances  from  this  Go\'ernment. 

A  supplementary  consular  agreement  with  Italy  has  been  sanctioned 
and  proclaimed,  which  puts  at  rest  conflicts  of  jurisdiction  in  the  case  of 
crimes  on  shipboard. 

Several  important  international  conferences  have  been  held  in  Italy 
during  the  year.  At  the  Geographical  Congress  of  Venice,  the  Benefi- 
cence Congress  of  Milan,  and  the  Hygienic  Congress  of  Turin  this  coun- 
try was  represented  b>'  delegates  from  branches  of  the  public  service  or 
by  private  citizens  duly  accredited  in  an  honortiry  capacity.  It  is  hoped 
that  Congress  will  give  such  prominence  to  the  results  of  their  partici- 
pation as  they  may  seem  to  deser\'e. 

The  abolition  of  all  discriminating  duties  against  such  colonial  pro- 
ductions of  the  Dutch  East  Indies  as  are  imported  hither  from  Holland 
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has  been  already  considered  by  Congress.  I  trust  that  at  the  present 
session  the  matter  may  be  favorably  concluded. 

The  insecurity  of  life  and  property  in  many  parts  of  Turkey  has  given 
rise  to  correspondence  with  the  Porte  looking  particularly  to  the  better 
protection  of  American  missionaries  in  the  Empire.  The  condemned 
murderer  of  the  eminent  missionary  Dr.  Justin  W.  Parsons  has  not  yet 
been  executed,  although  this  Government  has  repeatedly  demanded  that 
exemplary  justice  be  done. 

The  Swiss  Government  has  again  solicited  the  good  ofl&ces  of  our 
diplomatic  and  consular  agents  for  the  protection  of  its  citizens  in  coun- 
tries where  it  is  not  itself  represented.  This  request  has,  within  proper 
limits,  been  granted. 

Our  agents  in  Switzerland  have  been  instructed  to  protest  against  the 
conduct  of  the  authorities  of  certain  communes  in  permitting  the  emi- 
gration to  this  country  of  criminals  and  other  objectionable  persons. 
Several  such  persons,  through  the  cooperation  of  the  commissioners  of 
emigration  at  New  York,  have  been  sent  back  by  the  steamers  which 
brought  them.  A  continuance  of  this  course  may  prove  a  more  effectual 
remedy  than  diplomatic  remonstrance. 

Treaties  of  commerce  and  navigation  and  for  the  regulation  of  con- 
sular privileges  have  been  concluded  wuth  Roumania  and  Servia  since 
their  admission  into  the  family  of  European  States. 

As  is  natural  with  contiguous  states  having  like  institutions  and  like 
aims  of  advancement  and  development,  the  friendship  of  the  United  States 
and  Mexico  has  been  constantly  maintained.  This  Government  has  lost 
no  occasion  of  encouraging  the  Mexican  Government  to  a  beneficial 
realization  of  the  mutual  advantages  which  will  result  from  more  inti- 
mate commercial  intercourse  and  from  the  opening  of  the  rich  interior 
of  Mexico  to  railway  enterprise.  I  deem  it  important  that  means  be 
provided  to  restrain  the  lawlessness  unfortunately  so  common  on  the 
frontier  and  to  suppress  the  forays  of  the  reservation  Indians  on  either 
side  of  the  Rio  Grande. 

The  neighboring  States  of  Central  America  have  preserved  internal 
peace,  and  their  outward  relations  toward  us  have  been  those  of  intimate 
friendship.  There  are  encouraging  signs  of  their  growing  disposition  to 
subordinate  their  local  interests  to  those  which  are  common  to  them  by 
reason  of  their  geographical  relations. 

The  boundary  dispute  between  Guatemala  and  Mexico  has  afforded 
this  Government  an  opportunity  to  exercise  its  good  ofl&ces  for  prevent- 
ing a  rupture  between  those  States  and  for  procuring  a  peaceable  solution 
of  the  question.  I  cherish  strong  hope  that  in  view  of  our  relations  of 
amity  with  both  countries  our  friendly  counsels  may  prevail. 

A  special  envoy  of  Guatemala  has  brought  to  me  the  condolences  of 
his  Government  and  people  on  the  death  of  President  Garfield. 

The  Costa  Rican   Government  lately  framed   an   engagement  with 
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Colombia  for  settling  by  arbitration  the  boinidary  question  between  those 
countries,  pro\*iding  that  the  post  of  arbitrator  should  be  offered  succes- 
sively to  the  King  of  the  Belgians,  the  King  of  Spain,  and  llie  President 
of  the  Argentine  Confederation.  The  King  of  the  Belgians  has  declined 
to  act.  but  I  am  not  as  yet  advised  of  the  action  of  the  King  of  Spain. 
As  we  have  certain  interests  in  the  disputed  territorj'  which  are  protected 
bj'  our  treaty  engagements  with  one  of  the  parties,  it  is  important  that 
the  arbitration  should  not  without  our  consent  affect  our  rights,  and  this 
Go\-ermuent  has  accordingly  thought  proper  to  make  its  \-iews  known  to 
the  parlies  to  the  agreement,  as  ^vell  as  to  intimate  them  to  the  Belgian 
and  Spanish  Governments. 

The  questions  growing  out  of  the  proposed  interoceanic  waterway 
across  the  Isthmus  of  Panama  are  of  grave  national  importance.  This 
Government  has  not  been  unmindful  of  the  solenui  obligations  imposed 
Upon  it  by  its  compact  of  1846  with  Colombia,  as  the  independent  and 
sovereign  mistress  of  the  territory  crossed  by  the  canal,  and  has  sought 
to  render  them  effective  by  fresh  engagements  with  the  Colombian  Repub- 
lic looking  to  their  practical  execution.  The  negotiations  to  this  end, 
after  they  had  reached  what  appeared  to  be  a  mutually  satisfactory  solu- 
tion here,  were  met  in  Colombia  by  a  disavowal  of  the  powers  which  its 
envoy  had  assumed  and  by  a  proposal  for  renewed  negotiation  on  a 
modified  basis. 

Meanwhile  this  Government  learned  that  Colombia  had  proposed  to 
the  European  powers  to  join  in  a  guaranty  of  the  neutrality  of  the  i>ro- 
posed  Panama  canal — a  guaranty  which  would  be  in  direct  contravention 
of  our  obligation  as  the  sole  guarantor  of  the  integrity  of  Colombian  ter- 
ritory and  of  the  neutrality  of  the  canal  itself.  My  lamented  predecessor 
felt  it  his  duty  to  place  before  the  European  powers  the  reasons  which 
make  the  prior  guaranty  of  the  United  States  indispensable,  and  for 
which  the  interjection  of  any  foreign  guaranty  might  be  regarded  as  a 
superfluous  and  unfriendly  act. 

Foreseeing  the  probable  reliance  of  the  British  Government  on  the 
provisions  of  the  Clayton-Bulwer  treaty  of  1850  as  affording  room  for 
a  share  in  the  guaranties  which  the  United  States  covenanted  with 
Colombia  four  years  before,  I  have  not  hesitated  to  supplement  the 
action  of  my  predecessor  by  proposing  to  Her  Majesty's  Government 
the  modification  of  that  instnunent  and  the  abrogation  of  such  clauses 
thereof  as  do  not  comport  with  the  obligations  of  the  United  States 
toward  Colombia  or  with  the  vital  needs  of  the  two  friendly  parties  to 
the  compact. 

This  Government  sees  witli  great  concern  the  continuance  of  the  hos- 
tile relations  between  Chile,  Bolivia,  and  Peru.  An  early  peace  between 
these  Republics  is  nmch  to  be  desired,  not  onlj'  that  they  may  themselves 
be  spared  further  misery  and  bloodshed,  but  because  their  continued  an- 
tagonism threatens  consequences  which  are,  in  my  judgment,  dangerous 
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to  the  interests  of  republican  government  on  this  continent  and  cal- 
culated to  destroy  the  best  elements  of  our  free  and  peaceful  civiliza- 
tion. 

As  in  the  present  excited  condition  of  popular  feeling  in  these  coun- 
tries there  has  been  serious  misapprehension  of  the  position  of  the  United 
States,  and  as  separate  diplomatic  intercourse  with  each  through  inde- 
pendent ministers  is  sometimes  subject,  owing  to  the  want  of  prompt 
reciprocal  communication,  to  temporary  misunderstanding,  I  have  deemed 
it  judicious  at  the  present  time  to  send  a  special  envoy  accredited  to  all 
and  each  of  them,  and  furnished  with  general  instructions  which  wull,  I 
trust,  enable  him  to  bring  these  powders  into  friendly  relations. 

The  Government  of  Venezuela  maintains  its  attitude  of  warm  friend- 
ship and  continues  with  great  regularity  its  payment  of  the  monthly 
quota  of  the  diplomatic  debt.  Without  suggesting  the  direction  in 
which  Congress  should  act,  I  ask  its  attention  to  the  pending  questions 
affecting  the  distribution  of  the  sums  thus  far  received. 

The  relations  between  Venezuela  and  France  growing  out  of  the  same 
debt  have  been  for  some  time  past  in  an  unsatisfactory  state,  and  this 
Government,  as  the  neighbor  and  one  of  the  largest  creditors  of  Vene- 
zuela, has  interposed  its  influence  with  the  French  Government  w^ith  the 
view  of  producing  a  friendly  and  honorable  adjustment. 

I  regret  that  the  commercial  interests  between  the  United  States  and 
Brazil,  from  w^hich  great  advantages  w^ere  hoped  a  year  ago,  have  suf- 
fered from  the  withdrawal  of  the  American  lines  of  communication 
betw^een  the  Brazilian  ports  ard  our  own. 

Through  the  efforts  of  our  minister  resident  at  Buenos  Ayres  and  the 
United  States  minister  at  Santiago,  a  treaty  has  been  concluded  between 
the  Argentine  Republic  and  Chile,  disposing  of  the  long- pending  Pata- 
gonian  boundary  question.  It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  our 
Government  has  been  afforded  the  opportunity  of  successfully  exerting 
its  good  influence  for  the  prevention  of  disagreements  betw^een  these 
Republics  of  the  American  continent. 

I  am  glad  to  inform  you  that  the  treaties  lately  negotiated  with  China 
have  been  duly  ratified  on  both  sides  and  the  exchange  made  at  Peking. 
Legislation  is  necessary  to  carry  their  provisions  into  effect.  The  prompt 
and  friendly  spirit  with  which  the  Chinese  Govennnent,  at  the  request 
of  the  United  States,  conceded  the  modification  of  existing  treaties  should 
secure  careful  regard  for  the  interests  and  susceptibilities  of  that  Govern- 
ment in  the  enactment  of  any  law's  relating  to  Chinese  immigration. 

Those  clauses  of  the  treaties  w^hich  forbid  the  participation  of  citizens 
or  vessels  of  the  United  States  in  the  opium  trade  will  doubtless  receive 
your  approval.  They  wall  attest  the  sincere  interest  w^hich  our  people 
and  Government  feel  in  the  commendable  efforts  of  the  Chinese  Govern- 
ment to  put  a  stop  to  this  demoralizing  and  destructive  traffic. 

In  relation  both  to  China  and  Japan  some  changes  are  desirable  in  our 
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present  system  of  consular  jurisdiction.  I  hope  at  some  future  time  to 
lay  before  you  a  scheme  for  its  improvement  in  the  entire  East. 

The  intimae3'  between  our  own  country  and  Japan,  the  most  advanced 
of  the  Eastern  nations,  continues  to  be  cordial.  I  am  advised  that  the 
Emperor  contemplates  the  establishment  of  full  constitutional  govern- 
ment,  and  that  he  has  already  summoned  a  parliamentary  congress  for 
the  purpose  of  effecting  the  change.  Such  a  remarkable  step  toward 
complete  assimilation  with  the  Western  system  can  not  fail  to  bring 
Japan  into  closer  and  more  Ijeneficial  relatiousliip  with  ourselves  as  the 
chief  Pacific  i»wer. 

A  question  has  arisen  in  relation  to  the  exercise  in  that  coimtrj-  of  the 
judicial  functions  conferred  upon  onr  ministers  and  consuls.  The  indict- 
ment, trial,  and  conviction  in  the  consular  court  at  Yokohama  of  John 
Ross,  a  merchant  seaman  on  board  an  American  \'essel,  have  made  it 
necessary  for  the  Government  to  institute  a  careful  examination  into  the 
nattire  and  methods  of  this  jurisdiction. 

It  appeared  that  Ross  was  regularly  shipped  under  the  flag  of  the 
United  States,  but  was  by  birth  a  British  subject.  Mj'  pretlecessor  felt 
it  liis  duty  to  maintain  the  position  that  during  his  service  as  a  regularlj- 
shipped  seaman  on  Imard  an  American  merchant  vessel  Ross  was  .lubject 
t"  the  laws  of  that  ser\-ice  an<l  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States 
consular  authorities. 

I  renew  the  recommendation  which  has  been  heretofore  urged  by  the 
Executive  upon  the  attention  of  Con^T-ess.  that  after  the  deduction  of 
such  amount  as  may  be  foimd  due  to  American  citizens  the  balance 
of  the  indemnity  funds  heretofore  obtained  from  China  and  Japan,  and 
which  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Department,  be  returned  to  the 
Governments  of  those  countries. 

The  King  of  Hawaii,  in  the  course  of  his  homeward  return  after  a  jour- 
ney around  the  world,  has  lately  visited  this  country.  While  our  rela- 
tions with  that  Kingdom  are  friendly,  this  Goveniment  has  viewed  with 
concern  the  efforts  to  .seek  replenishment  of  the  diminishing  population 
of  the  islands  from  outward  sources,  to  a  degree  which  may  impair  the 
native  sovereignty  and  independence,  in  which  the  United  States  was 
among  the  first  to  testify  a  lively  interest. 

Relations  of  unimpaired  amity  have  been  maintained  throughout  the 
year  with  the  respective  Governments  of  Austria- Hungary.  Belgium, 
Denmark,  Hayti,  Paraguay  and  Unigiiay,  Portugal,  and  Sweden  and 
Norway.  This  may  also  be  said  of  Greece  and  Ecuador,  although  our 
relations  with  those  States  have  for  some  years  been  severed  by  the 
withdrawal  of  appropriations  for  diplomatic  representatives  at  Athens 
and  Quito.  It  seems  expedient  to  restore  those  missions,  even  on  a 
reduced  scale,  and  I  decidedly  recommend  such  a  course  with  respect  to 
Ecuador,  which  is  likely  within  the  near  future  to  play  an  important  part 
atnoug  the  nations  of  the  Southern  Pacific. 
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At  its  last  extra  session  the  Senate  called  for  the  text  of  the  Geneva 
convention  for  the  relief  of  the  wounded  in  war.  I  trust  that  this  action 
foreshadows  such  interest  in  the  subject  as  will  result  in  the  adhesion  of 
the  United  States  to  that  humane  and  commendable  engagement. 

I  invite  your  attention  to  the  propriety  of  adopting  the  new  code  of 
international  rules  for  the  prevention  of  collisions  on  the  high  seas  and 
of  conforming  the  domestic  legislation  of  the  United  States  thereto,  so 
that  no  confusion  may  arise  from  the  application  of  conflicting  rules 
in  the  case  of  vessels  of  different  nationalities  meeting  in  tidal  waters. 
These  international  rules  differ  but  slightly  from  our  own.  They  have 
been  adopted  by  the  Navy  Department  for  the  governance  of  the  war 
ships  of  the  United  States  on  the  high  seas  and  in  foreign  waters,  and, 
through  the  action  of  the  State  Department  in  disseminating  the  rules 
and  in  acquainting  shipmasters  with  the  option  of  conforming  to  them 
without  the  jurisdictional  waters  of  the  United  States,  they  are  now  very 
generally  known  and  obeyed. 

The  State  Department  still  continues  to  publish  to  the  country  the 
trade  and  manufacturing  reports  received  from  its  officers  abroad.  The 
success  of  this  course  warrants  its  continuance  and  such  appropriation  as 
may  be  required  to  meet  the  rapidly  increasing  demand  for  these  publi- 
cations. With  special  reference  to  the  Atlanta  Cotton  Exposition,  the 
October  number  of  the  reports  was  devoted  to  a  valuable  collection  of 
papers  on  the  cotton-goods  trade  of  the  world. 

The  International  Sanitary  Conference  for  which,  in  1879,  Congress 
made  provision  assembled  in  this  city  early  in  January  last,  and  its  ses- 
sions were  prolonged  until  March.  Although  it  reached  no  specific 
conclusions  affecting  the  future  action  of  the  participant  powers,  the 
interchange  of  views  proved  to  be  most  valuable.  The  full  protocols  of 
the  sessions  have  been  already  presented  to  the  Senate. 

As  pertinent  to  this  general  subject,  I  call  your  attention  to  the 
operations  of  the  National  Board  of  Health.  Established  by  act  of 
Congress  approved  March  3,  1879,  its  sphere  of  duty  was  enlarged  by 
the  act  of  June  2  in  the  same  year.  By  the  last-named  act  the  board 
was  required  to  institute  such  measures  as  might  be  deemed  necessary 
for  preventing  the  introduction  of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  from 
foreign  countries  into  the  United  States  or  from  one  State  into  another. 

The  execution  of  the  rules  and  regulations  prepared  by  the  board  and 
approved  by  my  predecessor  has  done  much  to  arrest  the  progress  of 
epidemic  disease,  and  has  thus  rendered  substantial  service  to  the  nation. 

The  International  Sanitary  Conference,  to  which  I  have  referred, 
adopted  a  form  of  a  bill  of  health  to  be  used  by  all  vessels  seeking  to 
enter  the  ports  of  the  countries  whose  representatives  participated  in 
its  deliberations.  This  form  has  since  been  prescribed  by  the  National 
Board  of  Health  and  incorporated  with  its  rules  and  regulations,  which 
have  been  approved  by  me  in  pursuance  of  law. 
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The  health  of  the  people  is  of  supreme  iraiiortance.  j 
looking  to  their  protection  against  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases  and 
to  the  increase  of  our  sanitar>'  knowledge  for  such  purposes  deserve 
attention  of  Congress. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  presents  in  detail  a  highly 
satisfactor\-  exhibit  of  the  state  of  the  finances  and  the  condition  of  the 
various  branches  of  the  public  service  administered  by  tliat  Department.

The  requirements  of  the    sinking    fund   for   the   year    amounted    to 
J90, 7 86, 064.02,  which  sum  included  a  balance  of  jt49,8i7,i28.78.  not 
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provided  for  during  the  previous  fi^al  year.  The  sum  of  $74,480,201.05 
was  applied  to  this  fund,  which  left  a  deficit  of  $16,305,873.47.  The 
increase  of  the  revenues  for  1881  over  those  of  the  previous  year  was 
$29,352,901.10.  It  is  estimated  that  the  receipts  during  the  present 
fiscal  year  will  reach  $400,000,000  and  the  expenditures  $270,000,000, 
leaving  a  surplus  of  $130,000,000  applicable  to  the  sinking  fund  and  the 
redemption  of  the  public  debt. 

I  approve  the  recommendation  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  that 
provision  be  made  for  the  early  retirement  of  silver  certificates  and  that 
the  act  requiring  their  issue  be  repealed.  They  were  issued  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  policy  of  the  Government  to  maintain  silver  at  or  near  the 
gold  standard,  and  were  accordingly  made  receivable  for  all  customs, 
taxes,  and  public  dues.  About  sixty-six  millions  of  them  are  now  out- 
standing. They  form  an  unnecessary  addition  to  the  paper  currency, 
a  sufl&cient  amount  of  which  may  be  readily  supplied  by  the  national 
banks. 

In  accordance  with  the  act  of  February  28,  1878,  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment has  monthly  caused  at  least  two  millions  in  value  of  silver  bullion 
to  be  coined  into  standard  silver  dollars.  One  hundred  and  two  millions 
of  these  dollars  have  been  already  coined,  while  only  about  thirty-four 
millions  are  in  circulation. 

For  the  reasons  which  he  specifies,  I  concur  in  the  Secretary's  recom- 
mendation that  the  provision  for  coinage  of  a  fixed  amount  each  month 
be  repealed,  and  that  hereafter  only  so  much  be  coined  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  supply  the  demand. 

The  Secretary  advises  that  the  issue  of  gold  certificates  should  not  for 
the  present  be  resumed,  and  suggests  that  the  national  banks  may  prop- 
erly be  forbidden  by  law  to  retire  their  currency  except  upon  reasonable 
notice  of  their  intention  so  to  do.  Such  legislation  would  seem  to  be 
justified  by  the  recent  action  of  certain  banks  on  the  occasion  referred  to 
in  the  Secretary's  report. 

Of  the  fifteen  millions  of  fractional  currency  still  outstanding,  only 
about  eighty  thousand  has  been  redeemed  the  past  year.  The  sugges- 
tion that  this  amount  may  properly  be  dropped  from  future  statements 
of  the  public  debt  seems  worthy  of  approval. 

So  also  does  the  suggestion  of  the  Secretary  as  to  the  advisability  of 
relieving  the  calendar  of  the  United  States  courts  in  the  southern  district 
of  New  York  by  the  transfer  to  another  tribunal  of  the  numerous  suits 
there  pending  against  collectors. 

The  revenue  from  customs  for  the  past  fiscal  year  was  $198, 159,676.02, 
an  increase  of  $1 1 ,637,61 1 .42  over  that  of  the  year  preceding.  One  hini- 
dred  and  thirty-eight  million  ninety-eight  thousand  five  hundred  and 
sixty-two  dollars  and  thirty-nine  cents  of  this  amount  was  collected  at 
the  port  of  New  York,  leaving  $50,251,113.63  as  the  amount  collected 
at  all  the  other  ports  of  the  country.     Of  this  sum  $47,977,137.63  was 
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collected  on  sugar,  melado,  aud  molasses:  $27,285,624.78  on  wool  and 
ils  mauufacturcs;  $21,462,534.34  on  iron  and  steel  and  manufactures 
thereof;  $19,038,665.81  on  manufactures  of  silk;  $10,825, 1 15.21  on  man- 
ufactures of  cotton,  and  $6,469,643.04  on  wines  and  spirits,  making  a 
total  revenue  from  these  sources  of  $133,058,720.81. 

The  expenses  of  collection  for  the  past  year  were  $6,419,345.20,  an 
■r  the  precwling  year  of  5387,410.04.  Notwithstanding  the 
:  in  the  revenue  from  customs  o\-er  the  preceding  year,  the  gross 
value  of  the  imports,  including  free  gxx)ds,  decreasetl  over  $25,000,000. 
The  most  marked  decrease  was  in  the  value  of  luimanufactured  wool, 
{14.023,682,  and  in  that  of  scrap  and  pig  iron,  $12,810,671.  The  value 
of  imported  sugar,  on  the  other  hand,  showed  an  increase  of  $7,457,474; 
of  steel  rails,  $4,345,521;  of  barley,  $2,154,304,  and  of  steel  in  bars, 
ingots,  etc. ,  $1 ,620,046.

Compared  with  the  previous  year,  there  was  an  increase  of  $66,738,688 
in  the  value  of  exjiorts  of  merchandise  and  a  decrease  of  $25.290, 1  iS  in 
the  \-alue  of  imports.  The  annual  average  of  the  excess  of  imports  of 
merchandise  over  exports  thereof  for  ten  years  previous  to  June  30,  \  873, 
was  $104,706,922,  but  for  the  last  six  years  there  has  been  an  excess 
of  exports  over  imports  of  merchandise  amounting  to  $1,180,668,105, 
an  annual  average  of  $196,778,017.  The  specie  value  of  the  exports 
of  domestic  merchandise  was  $376,616,473  in  1870  and  $883,925,947 
in  1881,  an  increase  of  $507,309,474,  or  135  percent.  The  vahie  of  im- 
ports was  $435,958,408  in  1870  and  $642,664,628  in  1881,  an  increase  of 
$206,706,220,  or  47  per  cent. 

During  each  year  from  1862  to  1879,  inclusive,  the  exports  of  specie 
exceeded  the  imports.  The  largest  excess  of  such  exports  over  imports 
was  reached  during  the  year  1864,  when  it  amounted  to  $92,280,929. 
But  during  the  year  ended  June  30, 1880,  the  imports  of  coin  and  bullion 
exceeded  the  exports  by  $75,891,391,  and  during  the  last  fiscal  year  the 
excess  of  imports  over  exports  was  $91,168,650. 

In  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  the  atten- 
tion of  Congress  was  called  to  the  fact  that  $469,651,050  in  5  per  cent 
bonds  and  $203,573,750  in  6  per  cent  bonds  would  become  redeemable 
during  the  year,  and  Congress  was  asked  to  authorize  the  refunding  of 
these  bonds  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest.  The  bill  for  such  refunding 
ha\ing  failed  to  become  a  law,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  April 
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last  notified  the  holders  of  the  $195,690,400  6  per  cent  bonds  then  out- 
standing that  the  bonds  would  be  paid  at  par  on  the  ist  day  of  July 
following,  or  that  they  might  be  * '  <5Dn tinned ' '  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Government,  to  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  3^^  per  cent  per  annum. 

Under  this  notice  $178,055,150  of  the  6  per  cent  bonds  were  continued 
at  the  lower  rate  and  $17,635,250  were  redeemed. 

In  the  month  of  May  a  like  notice  was  given  respecting  the  redemp- 
tion or  continuance  of  the  $439,841,350  of  5  per  cent  bonds  then  out- 
standing, and  of  these  $401,504,900  w^ere  continued  at  3)^  per  cent  per 
annum  and  $38,336,450  redeemed. 

The  6  per  cent  bonds  of  the  loan  of  February  8, 1861 ,  and  of  the  Oregon 
war  debt,  amounting  together  to  $14, 125,800,  having  matured  during  the 
year,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  gave  notice  of  his  intention  to  redeem 
the  same,  and  such  as  have  been  presented  have  been  paid  from  the  sur- 
plus revenues.  There  have  also  been  redeemed  at  par  $16,179,100  of 
the  3J^  per  cent  "continued"  bonds,  making  a  total  of  bonds  redeemed 
or  which  have  ceased  to  bear  interest  during  the  year  of  $123,969,650. 

The  reduction  of  the  annual  interest  on  the  public  debt  through  these 
transactions  is  as  follow^s:

The  3J^  per  cent  bonds,  being  payable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Govern- 
ment, are  available  for  the  investment  of  surplus  revenues  without  the 
payment  of  premiums. 

Unless  these  bonds  can  be  funded  at  a  much  lower  rate  of  interest  than 
they  now  bear,  I  agree  with  the  Secretar>'  of  the  Treasury  that  no  legis- 
lation respecting  them  is  desirable. 

It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  the  business  of  the  country  has 
been  so  prosperous  during  the  past  year  as  to  yield  by  taxation  a  large 
surplus  of  income  to  the  Government.  If  the  revenue  laws  remain 
unchanged,  this  surplus  must  j^ear  by  year  increase,  on  account  of  the 
reduction  of  the  public  debt  and  its  burden  of  interest  and  because  of 
the  rapid  increase  of  our  population.  In  i860,  just  prior  to  the  institu- 
tion of  our  internal-revenue  system,  our  population  but  slightly  exceeded 
30,000,000;  by  the  census  of  1880  it  is  now  found  to  exceed  50,000,000. 
It  is  estimated  that  even  if  the  annual  receipts  and  expenditures  should 
continue  as  at  present  the  entire  debt  could  be  paid  in  ten  years. 

In  view,  however,  of  the  heavy  load  of  taxation  which  our  people  have 
already  borne,  we  may  well  consider  w^hether  it  is  not  the  part  of  wisdom 
to  reduce  the  revenues,  even  if  w^e  delay  a  little  the  payment  of  the  debt. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  the  people  may  justly 
demand  some  relief  from  their  present  onerous  burden,  and  that  by  due 
economy  in  the  various  branches  of  the  public  service  this  may  readily  be 
afforded. 
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I  therefore  concur  with  the  Secretary  in  recommending  the  abolition  of 
all  internal-revenue  taxes  except  those  upon  tobacco  in  its  various  forms 
and  upon  distilled  spirits  and  fefmented  liquors,  and  except  also  the 
special  tax  upon  the  manufacturers  of  and  dealers  in  such  articles.  The 
retention  of  the  latter  tax  is  desirable  as  affording  the  officers  of  the  Gov- 
ernment a  proper  supervision  of  these  articles  for  the  prevention  of 
fraud.  I  agree  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  that  the  law  impos- 
ing a  stamp  tax  upon  matches,  proprietary  articles,  playing  cards,  checks, 
and  drafts  may  with  propriety  be  repealed,  and  the  law  also  by  which 
banks  and  bankers  are  assessed  upon  their  capital  and  deposits.  There 
seems  to  be  a  general  sentiment  in  favor  of  this  course. 

In  the  present  condition  of  our  revenues  the  tax  upon  deposits  is 
especially  unjust.  It  was  never  imposed  in  this  country  until  it  was 
demanded  by  the  necessities  of  war,  and  was  never  exacted,  I  believe,  in 
any  other  country  even  in  its  greatest  exigencies.  Banks  are  required 
to  secure  their  circulation  by  pledging  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  United 
States  bonds  of  the  General  Government.  The  interest  upon  these  bonds, 
which  at  the  time  when  the  tax  was  imposed  was  6  per  cent,  is  now  in 
most  instances  3  J^  per  cent.  Besides,  the  entire  circulation  was  originally 
limited  by  law  and  no  increavSe  was  allowable.  When  the  existing  banks 
had  practically  a  monopoly  of  the  business,  there  was  force  in  the  sugges- 
tion that  for  the  franchise  to  the  favored  grantees  the  Government  might 
very  properly  exact  a  tax  on  circulation ;  but  for  years  the  system  has  been 
free  and  the  amount  of  circulation  regulated  by  the  public  demand. 

The  retention  of  this  tax  has  ])eeii  suji^gested  as  a  means  of  reimburs- 
ing the  Government  for  the  expense  of  printing  and  furnishing  the  cir- 
culating notes.  If  the  tax  should  be  repealed,  it  would  certainly  seem 
proper  to  require  the  national  banks  to  pay  the  amount  of  such  expense 
to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency. 

It  is  perhaps  doubtful  whether  the  inunediate  reduction  of  the  rate  of 
taxation  upon  liquors  and  tol)acco  is  advisaljle,  especially  in  view  of  the 
drain  upon  the  Treasury  which  must  attend  the  payment  of  arrears  of 
pensions.  A  comparison,  however,  of  the  amount  of  taxes  collected  under 
the  varying  rates  of  taxation  which  have  at  different  times  prevailed 
suggests  the  intimation  that  some  reduction  may  soon  be  made  without 
material  diminution  of  the  revenue. 

The  tariff  laws  also  need  revision;  Init,  that  a  due  regard  may  be  paid 
to  the  conflicting  interests  of  our  citizens,  important  changes  should  l)e 
made  with  caution.  If  a  careful  revision  can  not  V)e  made  at  this  ses- 
sion, a  commission  such  as  was  lately  approved  l)y  the  Senate  and  is  now 
recommended  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  would  doubtless  lighten 
the  lalx)rs  of  Congress  whenever  this  subject  shall  be  brought  to  its  con- 
sideration. 

The  accompanying  re]K)rt  of  tlie  vSecretary  of  War  will  make  known  to 

you  the  operations  of  that  Dei)artnient  for  the  past  year. 
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He  suggests  measures  for  promoting  the  efficiency  of  the  Army  with- 
out adding  to  the  number  of  its  officers,  and  recommends  the  legislation 
necessary  to  increase  the  number  of  Unlisted  men  to  30,000,  the  maxi- 
mum allowed  by  law. 

This  he  deems  necessary  to  maintain  quietude  on  our  ever-shifting 
frontier;  to  preser\^e  peace  and  suppress  disorder  and  marauding  in  new 
settlements;  to  protect  settlers  and  their  property  against  Indians,  and 
Indians  against  the  encroachments  of  intruders;  and  to  enable  peaceable 
immigrants  to  establish  homes  in  the  most  remote  parts  of  our  country. 

The  Army  is  now  necessarily  scattered  over  such  a  vast  extent  of  ter- 
ritory that  whenever  an  outbreak  occurs  reenforcements  must  be  hurried 
from  many  quarters,  over  great  distances,  and  always  at  heavy  cost  for 
transportation  of  men,  horses,  wagons,  and  supplies. 

I  concur  in  the  recommendations  of  the  Secretary  for  increasing  the 
Army  to  the  strength  of  30,000  enlisted  men. 

It  appears  by  the  Secretar>^'s  report  that  in  the  absence  of  disturb- 
ances on  the  frontier  the  troops  have  been  actively  employed  in  col- 
lecting the  Indians  hitherto  hostile  and  locating  them  on  their  proper 
reservations;  that  Sitting  Bull  and  his  adherents  are  now  prisoners  at 
Fort  Randall;  that  the  Utes  have  been  moved  to  their  new  reservation 
in  Utah;  that  during  the  recent  outbreak  of  the  Apaches  it  was  neces- 
sary to  reenforce  the  garrisons  in  Arizona  by  troops  withdrawn  from 
New  Mexico;  and  that  some  of  the  Apaches  are  now  held  prisoners  for 
trial,  while  some  have  escaped,  and  the  majority  of  the  tribe  are  now  on 
their  reservation. 

There  is  need  of  legislation  to  prevent  intrusion  upon  the  lands  set 
apart  for  the  Indians.  A  large  military  force,  at  great  expense,  is  now 
required  to  patrol  the  boundary  line  between  Kansas  and  the  Indian 
Territory.  The  only  punishment  that  can  at  present  be  inflicted  is  the 
forcible  removal  of  the  intruder  and  the  imposition  of  a  pecuniary  fine, 
which  in  most  cases  it  is  impossible  to  collect.  There  should  be  a  penalty 
by  imprisonment  in  such  cases. 

The  separate  organization  of  the  Signal  Service  is  urged  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  War,  and  a  full  statement  of  the  advantages  of  such  permanent 
organization  is  presented  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Signal  Officer.  A 
detailed  account  of  the  \iseful  work  performed  by  the  Signal  Corps  and 
the  Weather  Bureau  is  also  given  in  that  report. 

I  ask  attention  to  the  statements  of  the  Secretar}-  of  War  regarding 
the  requisitions  frequently  made  by  the  Indian  Bureau  upon  the  Subsist- 
ence Department  of  the  Army  for  the  casual  support  of  bands  and  tribes 
of  Indians  whose  appropriations  are  exhausted.  The  War  Department 
should  not  be  left,  by  reason  of  inadequate  provision  for  the  Indian 
Bureau,  to  contribute  for  the  maintenance  of  Indians. 

The  report  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers  furnishes  a  detailed  account  of 
the  operations  for  the  improvement  of  rivers  and  barters. 
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I  commend  to  your  attention  the  suggestions  contaiiiiid  111  this  report 
in  regard  to  the  condition  of  uur  fortifications,  especially  our  coast  de- 
fenses, and  recommend  an  increase  of  the  strength  of  the  Kngineer  Bat- 
talion, by  which  the  efEciency  of  our  torpedo  system  would  be  ini]>roved. 

I  also  call  your  attention  to  the  remarks  upon  the  improvement  of  the 
South  Pass  of  the  Mississippi  River,  the  proposed  free  bridge  over  the 
Potomac  River  at  Georgetown,  tlie  importance  of  completing  at  an  earh' 
day  the  north  wing  of  the  War  Department  building,  and  other  recom- 
mendations of  the  Secretary  of  War  which  appear  in  his  report. 

The  actual  expenditures  of  that  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
Jnne  30.  1881,  were  $42,122,201.39.  The  appropriations  for  the  year 
1882  were  $44,889,725.42.     The  estimates  for  1883  are  $44,541,276.91. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  exhibits  tJie  condition  of  that 
branch  of  the  service  and  presents  valuable  suggestions  for  its  improve- 
ment. I  call  your  especial  attention  also  to  the  appended  report  of  the 
Advisory  Board  which  he  convened  to  devise  siutable  measures  for  in- 
creasing the  efficiency  of  the  Navy,  and  particularly  to  re^wrt  as  to  the 
character  and  number  of  vessels  necessary-  to  place  it  upon  a  footing 
commensurate  with  the  necessities  of  the  Government. 

I  can  not  too  strongly  urge  upon  j-on  my  conviction  that  everj'  consid- 
eration of  national  safety,  economy,  and  honor  imperatively  demands  a 
thorough  rehabiUtation  of  our  Navy. 

With  a  full  appreciation  of  the  fact  that  compliance  with  the  sugges- 
tions of  the  head  of  that  Department  and  of  tht*  Advisory  Board  must 
involve  a  large  expenditure  of  the  public  moneys,  I  earnestly  recom- 
mend such  appropriations  as  will  accomplish  an  end  which  seems  to  me 
so  de-sirable. 

Nothing  can  be  more  inconsistent  with  tnte  public  economy  than 
withholding  the  means  necessary  to  accomplish  the  objects  intrusted  by 
the  Constitution  to  the  National  Legislature.  One  of  those  objects,  and 
one  which  is  of  paramount  importance,  is  declared  by  our  fundamental 
law  to  be  the  provision  for  the  "common  defense."  Surely  nothing  is 
more  essential  to  the  defense  of  the  United  States  and  of  all  our  people 
than  the  efficiency  of  our  Navy. 

We  have  for  many  years  maintained  with  foreign  governments  the 
relations  of  honorable  peace,  and  that  such  relations  may  be  permanent 
is  desired  by  every  patriotic  citizen  of  the  Republic.  But  if  we  heed  the 
teachings  of  historj'  we  shall  not  forget  that  in  the  life  of  every  nation 
emergencies  may  arise  when  a  r&sort  to  arms  can  alone  save  it  from 
dishonor. 

No  danger  from  abroad  now  threatens  this  people,  nor  have  we  any 
cause  to  distrust  the  friendly  professions  of  other  governments.  But  for 
avoiding  as  well  as  for  repelling  dangers  that  may  threaten  us  in  the 
future  we  must  be  prepared  to  enforce  any  policy  which  we  think  wise 
to  adopt. 
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We  must  be  ready  to  defend  our  harbors  against  aggression;  to  pro- 
tect, by  the  distribution  of  our  ships  of  war  over  the  highways  of  com- 
merce, the  varied  interests  of  our  foreign  trade  and  the  persons  and 
pr6perty  of  our  citizens  abroad;  to  maintain  everywhere  the  honor  of  our 
flag  and  the  distinguished  position  which  we  may  rightfully  claim  among 
the  nations  of  the  world. 

The  report  of  the  Postmaster-General  is  a  gratifying  exhibit  of  the 
growth  and  efficiency  of  the  postal  service. 

The  receipts  from  postage  and  other  ordinary  sources  during  the  past 
fiscal  year  were  $36,489,816.58.  The  receipts  from  the  money-order 
business  were  $295,581.39,  making  a  total  of  $36,785,397.97.  The  ex- 
penditure for  the  fiscal  year  was  $39,251,736.46.  The  deficit  suppHed 
out  of  the  general  Treasury  was  $2,481,129.35,  or  6.3  per  cent  of  the 
amount  expended.  The  receipts  were  $3,469,918.63  in  excess  of  those 
of  the  previous  year,  and  $4,575,397-97  in  excess  of  the  estimate  made 
two  years  ago,  before  the  present  period  of  business  prosperity  had  fairly 
begun. 

The  whole  number  of  letters  mailed  in  this  country  in  the  last  fiscal 
year  exceeded  1,000,000,000. 

The  registry  system  is  reported  to  be  in  excellent  condition,  having 
been  remodeled  during  the  past  four  years  with  good  results.  The 
amount  of  registration  fees  collected  during  the  last  fiscal  year  was 
$712,882.20,  an  increase  over  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1877,  of 

$345 » 443 -40- 

The  entire  number  of  letters  and  packages  registered  during  the  year 

was  8,338,919,  of  which  only  2,061  were  lOvSt  or  destroyed  in  transit. 

The  operations  of  the  money-order  system  are  multiplying  yearly  under 
the  impulse  of  immigration,  of  the  rapid  development  of  the  newer  States 
and  Territories,  and  the  consequent  demand  for  additional  means  of  inter- 
communication and  exchange. 

During  the  past  year  338  additional  money-order  offices  have  been  es- 
tablished, making  a  total  of  5,499  in  operation  at  the  date  of  this  report. 

During  the  year  the  domestic  money  orders  aggregated  in  value  $105,- 

075,769.35- 

A  modification  of  the  system  is  suggested,  reducing  the  fees  for  money 

orders  not  exceeding  $5  from  10  cents  to  5  cents  and  making  the  maxi- 
mum limit  $100  in  place  of  $50. 

Legislation  for  the  disposition  of  unclaimed  money  orders  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  Post-Office  Department  is  recommended,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  their  total  value  now  exceeds  $1,000,000. 

The  attention  of  Congress  is  again  invited  to  the  subject  of  establish- 
ing a  system  of  sa\nngs  depositories  in  connection  with  the  Post -Office 
Department. 

The  statistics  of  mail  transportation  show  that  during  the  past  year 
railroad  routes  have  been  increased  in  length  6,249  miles  and  in  cost 
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$1,114,382,  while  steamboat  routes  have  been  decreased  in  length  2,182 
miles  and  in  cost  $134,054.  The  so-called  star  routes  have  been  de- 
creased in  length  3,949  miles  and  in  cost  $364,144. 

Nearly  all  of  the  more  expensive  routes  have  been  superseded  by  rail- 
road service.  The  cost  of  the  star  service  must  therefore  rapidly  decrease 
in  the  Western  States  and  Territories. 

The  Postmaster- General,  however,  calls  attention  to  the  constantly 
increasing  cost  of  the  railway  mail  service  as  a  serious  difficulty  in  the 
way  of  making  the  Department  self-sustaining. 

Oin*  postal  intercourse  with  foreign  countries  has  kept  pace  with  the 
growth  of  the  domestic  service.  Within  the  past  year  several  countries 
and  colonies  have  declared  their  adhesion  to  the  Postal  Union.  It  now 
includes  all  those  which  have  an  organized  postal  service  except  Bolivia, 
Costa  Rica,  New  Zealand,  and  the  British  colonies  in  Australia. 

As  has  been  already  stated,  great  reductions  have  recently  been  made 
in  the  expense  of  the  star-route  service.  The  investigations  of  the  De- 
partment of  Justice  and  the  Post-Office  Department  have  resulted  in  the 
presentation  of  indictments  against  persons  formerly  connected  with  that 
service,  accusing  them  of  offenses  against  the  United  States.  I  have 
enjoined  upon  the  officials  who  are  charged  with  the  conduct  of  the  cases 
on  the  part  of  the  Government,  and  upon  the  eminent  counsel  who 
before  my  accession  to  the  Presidency  were  called  to  their  assistance,  the 
duty  of  prosecuting  with  the  utmost  \dgor  of  the  law  all  persons  who 
may  be  found  chargeable  with  frauds  upon  the  postal  service. 

The  Acting  Attorney-General  calls  attention  to  the  necessity  of  niodi- 
f3'ing  the  present  system  of  the  courts  of  the  United  vStates — a  necessity 
due  to  the  large  increase  of  business,  especially  in  the  vSnpreme  Court. 
Litigation  in  our  Federal  tribunals  became  i^reatly  expanded  after  the 
close  of  the  late  war.  So  loiij^  as  that  expansion  might  be  attributable 
to  the  abnormal  condition  in  which  the  coninuniity  found  itself  imme- 
diately after  the  return  of  peace,  prudence  recjuired  that  no  change  be 
made  in  the  constitution  of  our  judicial  tribunals.  But  it  has  now  become 
apparent  that  an  innnense  increase  of  litigation  has  directly  resulted  from 
the  wonderful  growth  and  development  of  the  comitry.  There  is  no 
ground  for  belief  that  the  business  of  the  United  vStates  courts  will  ever 
be  less  in  volume  than  at  present.  Indeed,  that  it  is  likely  to  be  much 
greater  is  generally  recognized  by  the  bench  and  bar. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Congress  has  already  given  nuich  considera- 
tion to  this  subject,  I  make  no  suggestion  as  to  detail,  but  express  the 
hope  that  your  deliberations  may  result  in  such  legislation  as  will  give 
early  relief  to  our  overburdened  courts. 

The  Acting  Attorney-General  also  calls  attention  to  the  disturl)ance  of 
the  public  tranquillity  during  the  past  year  in  the  Territory  of  Arizona. 
A  band  of  armed  desperadoes  known  as  "Cowboys,"  j^robably  number- 
ing from  fifty  to  one  hundred  men,  have  been  engaged  for  months  in 
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committing  acts  of  lawlessness  and  brutality  which  the  local  authorities 
have  been  unable  to  repress.  The  depredations  of  these  *  'Cowboj^s'  *  have 
also  extended  into  Mexico,  which  the  marauders  reach  from  the  Arizona 
frontier.  With  every  disposition  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  case,  I 
am  embarrassed  by  lack  of  authority  to  deal  with  them  effectually.  The 
punishment  of  crimes  committed  within  Arizona  should  ordinarily,  of 
course,  be  left  to  the  Territorial  authorities;  but  it  is  worthy  considera- 
tion whether  acts  which  necessarily  tend  to  embroil  the  United  States 
with  neighboring  governments  should  not  be  declared  crimes  against 
the  United  States.  Some  of  the  incursions  alluded  to  may  perhaps  be 
within  the  scope  of  the  law  (U.  S.  Revised  Statutes,  sec.  5286)  forbidding 
"military  expeditions  or  enterprises"  against  friendly  states;  but  in  view 
of  the  speedy  assembling  of  your  body  I  have  preferred  to  await  such 
legislation  as  in  your  wisdom  the  occasion  may  seem  to  demand. 

It  may  perhaps  be  thought  proper  to  provide  that  the  setting  on  foot 
within  our  own  territory  of  brigandage  and  armed  marauding  expedi- 
tions against  friendly  nations  and  their  citizens  shall  be  punishable  as 
an  offense  against  the  United  States. 

I  will  add  that  in  the  event  of  a  request  from  the  Territorial  govern- 
ment for  protection  by  the  United  States  against  "domestic  violence" 
this  Government  would  be  powerless  to  render  assistance. 

The  act  of  1795,  chapter  36,  passed  at  a  time  when  Territorial  govern- 
ments received  little  attention  from  Congress,  enforced  this  duty  of  the 
United  States  only  as  to  the  State  governments.  But  the  act  of  1807, 
chapter  39,  applied  also  to  Territories.  This  law  seems  to  have  remained 
in  force  until  the  revision  of  the  statutes,  when  the  provision  for  the 
Territories  was  dropped.  I  am  not  advised  whether  this  alteration  was 
intentional  or  accidental;  but  as  it  seems  to  me  that  the  Territories 
should  be  offered  the  protection  which  is  accorded  to  the  States  by  the 
Constitution,  I  suggest  legislation  to  that  end. 

It  seems  to  me,  too,  that  whatever  views  may  prevail  as  to  the  policy 
of  recent  legislation  by  which  the  Army  has  ceased  to  be  a  part  of  the 
posse  comitatus,  an  exception  might  well  be  made  for  permitting  the  mili- 
tary to  assist  the  civil  Territorial  authorities  in  enforcing  the  laws  of 
the  United  States.  This  use  of  the  Army  would  not  seem  to  be  within  the 
alleged  evil  against  which  that  legislation  was  aimed.  From  sparseness 
of  population  and  other  circumstances  it  is  often  quite  impracticable  to 
summon  a  civil  posse  in  places  where  officers  of  justice  require  assistance 
and  where  a  military  force  is  within  easy  reach. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  with  accompanying  docu- 
ments, prCvSents  an  elaborate  account  of  the  business  of  that  Department. 
A  summary  of  it  would  be  too  extended  for  this  place.  I  ask  your  care- 
ful attention  to  the  report  itself. 

Prominent  among  the  matters  which  challenge  the  attention  of  Con- 
gress at  its  present  session  is  the  management  of  our  Indian  affairs.

While  this  qiiestioii  has  beeu  a  cause  of  trouble  and  einbarrassnient  from 
the  infaucy  of  the  Goveninient,  it  is  but  recently  that  any  effort  has  been 
made  for  its  solutioii  at  once  serious,  determined,  consistent,  and  promis- 
ing success. 

It  has  beeti  easier  to  resort  to  convenient  makeshifts  for  tiding  over 
temporary  difBcuUies  than  to  grapple  with  the  great  permanent  problem, 
and  accordingly  the  easier  course  has  almost  invariably  been  pursued. 

It  was  natural,  at  a  time  when  the  national  territory  seemed  almost 
illimitable  and  contained  many  millions  of  acres  far  outside  the  bounds  of 
civilized  settlements,  that  a  policy  should  have  been  initiated  which  more 
than  aught  else  has  been  the  fruitful  source  of  our  Indian  complications, 

I  refer,  of  course,  to  the  policy  of  dealing  with  the  various  Indian  tribes 
as  separate  nationalities,  of  relegating  them  by  treaty  stipulations  to  the 
occui>ancy  of  immense  reservations  in  the  West,  and  of  encouraging  them 
to  live  a  savage  life,  undisturbed  by  any  earnest  and  well-directed  efforts  to 
bring  them  under  the  influences  of  ci\'ilization. 

The  unsatisfactory  results  which  have  sprung  from  this  policy  are 
becoming  apparent  to  all. 

As  the  white  settlements  have  crowded  the  borders  of  the  reservations, 
the  Indians,  sometimes  contentedly  and  sometimes  against  their  will,  have 
been  transferred  to  other  hunting  grounds,  from  which  they  have  again 
been  dislodged  whenever  their  new-found  homes  have  been  desired  by 
the  adventurous  settlers, 

These  removals  and  the  frcmtier  collisions  by  which  they  have  often 
been  preceded  have  led  to  frequent  and  disastrous  conflicts  between  the 

It  is  profitless  to  discuss  here  which  of  them  has  been  chiefly  responsi- 
ble for  the  disturbances  whose  recital  occupies  so  large  a  space  upon  the 
pages  of  our  history. 

We  ha\'e  to  deal  with  the  appalling  fact  that  though  thousands  of  lives 
have  been  sacrificed  and  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  expended  in  the 
attempt  to  solve  the  Indian  problem,  it  has  until  within  the  past  few  years 
seemed  scarcely  nearer  a  solution  than  it  was  lialf  a  century  ago.  But 
the  Goveniment  has  of  late  l)een  cautiously  but  steadily  feeling  its  way 
to  the  adoption  of  a  policj'  which  has  already  produced  gratifying  results, 
and  which,  in  my  judgment,  is  likely,  if  Congress  and  the  Executive 
accord  in  its  support,  to  relieve  us  ere  long  from  the  difficulties  which 
have  hitherto  beset  ns. 

For  the  success  of  the  efforts  now  making  to  introduce  among  the 
Indians  the  customs  and  pursuits  of  civilized  life  and  gradually  to  ab- 
sorb them  into  the  mass  of  our  citizens,  sharing  their  rights  and  holden 
to  their  responsibilities,  there  is  imperative  need  for  legislative  action. 

My  suggestions  in  that  regard  will  be  chiefly  such  as  have  been  already 
called  to  the  attention  of  Congress  and  liave  received  to  some  extent  its 
consideration. 
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First.  I  recommend  the  passage  of  an  act  making  the  laws  of  the  vari- 
ous States  and  Territories  applicable  to  the  Indian  reservations  within 
their  borders  and  extending  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Arkansas  to  the 
portion  of  the  Indian  Territory  not  occupied  by  the  Five  Civilized  Tribes. 

The  Indian  should  receive  the  protection  of  the  law.  He  should  be 
allowed  to  maintain  in  court  his  rights  of  person  and  property.  He  has 
repeatedly  begged  for  this  privilege.  Its  exercise  would  be  very  valua- 
ble to  him  in  his  progress  toward  civilization. 

Second.  Of  even  greater  importance  is  a  measure  which  has  been  fre- 
quently recommended  by  my  predecessors  in  office,  and  in  furtherance 
of  which  several  bills  have  been  from  time  to  time  introduced  in  both 
Houses  of  Congress.  The  enactment  of  a  general  law  permitting  the 
allotment  in  severalty,  to  such  Indians,  at  least,  as  desire  it,  of  a  reason- 
able quantity  of  land  secured  to  them  by  patent,  and  for  their  own  pro- 
tection made  inahenable  for  twenty  or  twenty-five  years,  is  demanded 
for  their  present  welfare  and  their  permanent  advancement. 

In  return  for  such  considerate  action  on  the  part  of  the  Government, 
there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  Indians  in  large  numbers  would  be 
persuaded  to  sever  their  tribal  relations  and  to  engage  at  once  in  agricul- 
tural pursuits.  Many  of  them  realize  the  fact  that  their  hunting  days 
are  over  and  that  it  is  now  for  their  best  interests  to  conform  their  manner 
of  life  to  the  new  order  of  things.  By  no  greater  inducement  than  the 
assurance  of  permanent  title  to  the  soil  can  they  be  led  to  engage  in 
the  occupation  of  tilling  it. 

The  well -attested  reports  of  their  increasing  interest  in  husbandry  jus- 
tify the  hope  and  belief  that  the  enactment  of  such  a  statute  as  I  recom- 
mend would  be  at  once  attended  with  gratifjang  results.  A  resort  to  the 
allotment  system  would  have  a  direct  and  powerful  influence  in  dissolving 
the  tribal  bond,  which  is  so  prominent  a  feature  of  savage  life,  and  which 
tends  so  strongly  to  perpetuate  it. 

Third.  I  advise  a  liberal  appropriation  for  the  support  of  Indian  schools, 
because  of  my  confident  belief  that  such  a  course  is  consistent  with  the 
wisest  economy. 

Even  among  the  most  imcultivated  Indian  tribes  there  is  reported  to  be 
a  general  and  urgent  desire  on  the  part  of  the  chiefs  and  older  members 
for  the  education  of  their  children.  It  is  unfortunate,  in  view  of  this  fact, 
that  during  the  past  year  the  means  which  have  been  at  the  command  of 
the  Interior  Department  for  the  purpose  of  Indian  instruction  have  proved 
to  be  utterly  inadequate. 

The  success  of  the  schools  which  are  in  operation  at  Hampton,  Carlisle, 
and  Forest  Grove  should  not  only  encourage  a  more  generous  provision 
for  the  support  of  those  institutions,  but  should  prompt  the  establishment 
of  others  of  a  similar  character. 

They  are  doubtless  much  more  potent  for  good  than  the  day  schools 
upon  the  reservation,  as  the  pupils  are  altogether  separated  from  the 
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surroundings  of  savage  life  and  brought  into  constant  contact  with  civ- 
ilization. 

There  are  many  other  phases  of  this  subject  which  are  of  great  inter- 
est, but  which  can  not  be  included  within  the  becoming  limits  of  this 
communication.  They  are  discussed  ably  in  the  reports  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  and  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs. 

For  many  years  the  Executive,  in  his  annual  message  to  Congress,  has 
urged  the  necessity  of  stringent  legislation  for  the  suppression  of  polyg- 
amy in  the  Territories,  and  especially  in  the  Territory  of  Utah.  The 
existing  statute  for  the  punishment  of  this  odious  crime,  so  revolting  to 
the  moral  and  religious  sense  of  Christendom,  has  been  persistently  and 
contemptuously  violated  ever  since  its  enactment.  Indeed,  in  spite  of 
commendable  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  who  represent  the 
United  States  in  that  Territory,  the  law  has  in  very  rare  instances  been 
enforced,  and,, for  a  cause  to  which  reference  will  presently  be  made,  is 
practically  a  dead  letter. 

The  fact  that  adherents  of  the  Mormon  Church,  which  rests  upon 
polygamy  as  its  comer  stone,  have  recently  been  peopling  in  large  num- 
bers Idaho,  Arizona,  and  other  of  our  Western  Territories  is  well  calcu- 
lated to  excite  the  liveliest  interest  and  apprehension.  It  imposes  upon 
Congress  and  the  Executive  the  duty  of  arraying  against  this  barbarous 
system  all  the  power  which  under  the  Constitution  and  the  law  they  can 
wield  for  its  destruction. 

Reference  has  been  already  made  to  the  obstacles  w^liich  the  United 
States  officers  have  encountered  in  their  efforts  to  ])iinish  violations  of 
law.  Prominent  amoncr  these  obstacles  is  the  difficulty  of  procuring 
legal  evidence  sufficient  to  warrant  a  conviction  even  in  the  case  of  the 
most  notorious  offenders. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  a  recent  opinion  of  the  Su])renie  Court  of 
the  United  States,  explainin«^  its  judgment  of  reversal  in  tlie  case  of 
Miles,  who  had  been  convicted  of  l)iij^aniy  in  I^tah.  The  court  refers  to 
the  fact  that  the  secrecy  attending  the  cele]:)ration  of  marriages  in  that 
Territory  makes  the  proof  of  polygamy  very  difficult,  and  the  pro])riety 
is  suggested  of  modifying  the  law  of  evidence  which  now  makes  a  wife 
incompetent  to  testify  against  her  husband. 

This  suggestion  is  apj^roved.  I  recouunend  also  the  passage  of  an  act 
providing  that  in  the  Territories  of  the  United  vStates  the  fact  that  a 
woman  has  been  niarficd  to  a  pers(Mi  charged  with  iMganiy  shall  not  dis- 
qualify her  as  a  witness  upon  his  trial  for  that  offense.  I  furtlier  rec- 
ommend legislation  l)y  \vhich  any  person  solenuiizing  a  marriage  in  any 
of  the  Territories  shall  be  required,  under  stringent  ])enalties  for  neglect 
or  refusal,  to  file  a  certificate  of  such  marriage  in  the  supreme  court  of 
the  Territory. 

Doubtless  Congress  may  devise  other  practicable  measures  for  obviating 
the  difficulties  which  have  hitherto  attended  the  efforts  to  suppress  this 
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iniquity.  I  assure  you  of  my  determined  purpose  to  cooperate  with  you 
in  any  lawful  and  discreet  measures  which  may  l^e  proposed  to  that  end. 

Although  our  system  of  government  does  not  contemplate  that  the 
nation  should  provide  or  support  a  system  for  the  education  of  our  peo- 
ple, no  measures  calculated  to  promote  that  general  intelligence  and 
virtue  upon  which  the  perpetuity  of  our  institutions  so  greatly  depends 
have  ever  been  regarded  with  indifference  by  Congress  or  the  Execu- 
tive. 

A  large  portion  of  the  public  domain  has  been  from  time  to  time 
devoted  to  the  promotion  of  education. 

There  is  now  a  special  reason  why,  by  setting  apart  the  proceeds  of 
its  sales  of  public  lands  or  by  some  other  course,  the  Government  should 
aid  the  work  of  education.  Many  who  now  exercise  the  right  of  suffrage 
are  unable  to  read  the  ballot  which  they  cast.  Upon  many  who  had  just 
emerged  from  a  condition  of  slavery  were  suddenly  devolved  the  respon- 
sibilities of  citizenship  in  that  portion  of  the  country  most  impoverished 
by  war.  I  have  been  pleased  to  learn  from  the  report  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Education  that  there  has  lately  been  a  commendable  increase  of 
interest  and  effort  for  their  instruction;  but  all  that  can  be  done  by  local 
legislation  and  private  generosity  should  be  supplemented  by  such  aid  as 
can  be  constitutionally  afforded  by  the  National  Government. 

I  would  suggest  that  if  any  fund  be  dedicated  to  this  purpose  it  may  be 
wisely  distributed  in  the  different  States  according  to  the  ratio  of  illit- 
eracy, as  by  this  means  those  localities  which  are  most  in  need  of  such 
assistance  will  reap  its  special  benefits. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  exhibits  the  results  of 
the  experiments  in  which  that  Department  has  been  engaged  during  the 
past  year  and  makes  important  suggestions  in  reference  to  the  agricul- 
tural development  of  the  country. 

The  steady  increase  of  our  population  and  the  consequent  addition  to 
the  number  of  those  engaging  in  the  pursuit  of  husbandrj'  are  giving 
to  this  Department  a  growing  dignity  and  importance.  The  Commis- 
sioner's suggestions  touching  its  capacity  for  greater  UvSefulness  deserve 
attention,  as  it  more  and  more  commends  itself  to  the  interests  which  it 
was  created  to  promote. 

It  appears  from  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  that  since 
i860  789,063  original  pension  claims  have  been  filed;  450,949  of  these 
have  been  allowed  and  inscribed  on  the  i^ension  roll;  72,539  have  been 
rejected  and  abandoned,  being  13-t-  per  cent  of  the  whole  number  of 
claims  settled. 

There  are  now  pending  for  settlement  265,575  original  pension  claims, 
227,040  of  which  were  filed  prior  to  July  i,  1880.  These,  when  allowed, 
will  involve  the  payment  of  arrears  from  the  date  of  discharge  in  case  of 
an  invalid  and  from  date  of  death  or  termination  of  a  prior  right  in  all 
other  cases. 
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From  all  the  data  obtainable  it  is  estimated  that  15  per  cent  of  the 
uuiiil>er  of  claims  iiow  pending  will  be  rejected  or  abandoned.  This 
would  show  the  probable  rejection  of  34,040  cases  and  the  proliable 
admission  of  about  193,000  claims,  all  of  which  involve  the  payment  of 
arrears  of  pension. 

With  the  present  force  employed,  the  number  of  adjudications  remain- 
ing tlie  same  and  no  new  business  intervening,  this  number  of  claims 
(193,000)  could  be  acted  upon  in  a  period  of  six  years;  and  taking  Jau- 
uarj'  I,  1884, as  a  near  period  from  which  to  estimate  in  each  ca.se  an 
average  amount  of  arrears,  it  is  found  that  every  case  allowed  would 
require  for  the  first  payment  upon  it  the  sum  of  $1,350.  Multiplying 
this  amount  by  the  whole  number  of  probable  admissions  gives  $250,- 
000,000  as  the  sum  required  for  first  payment.  This  represents  the 
sum  which  must  l>e  paid  upon  plaims  which  were  filed  before  July  i, 
1880,  and  are  now  pending  and  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  arrears 
act.  From  this  amount  ($250,000,000)  may  be  deducted  from  ten  to 
fifteen  millions  for  cases  where,  the  claimaut  dying,  tliere  is  no  person 
who  under  the  law  would  be  entitled  to  succeed  to  the  pension,  leaving 
$235,000,000  as  the  probable  amount  to  be  paid. 

In  these  estimates  no  account  has  been  taken  of  the  38.500  cases  filed 
MHce  June  30,  18S0,  and  now  pending,  which  must  receive  attention  as 
current  business,  but  which  do  not  involve  the  payment  of  any  arrears 
beyond  the  date  of  filing  the  claim.  Of  this  number  it  is  estimated  that 
86  per  cent  will  be  allowed. 

As  has  been  stated,  with  the  present  force  of  the  Pension  Bureau  (675 
clerks)  it  is  estimated  that  it  will  take  six  years  to  dispose  of  the  claims 
now  pending. 

It  is  stated  by  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  that  by  an  addition  of 
250  clerks  (increasing  the  adjudicating  force  rather  than  the  mechanical) 
double  the  amount  of  work  could  be  accomplished,  so  that  these  cases 
could  be  acted  upon  within  three  years. 

Aside  from  the  considerations  of  justice  which  may  be  urged  for  a 
speedy  settlement  of  the  claims  now  on  the  files  of  the  Pension  Office,  it 
is  no  less  important  on  the  score  of  economy,  inasmuch  as  fully  one-third 
of  the  clerical  force  of  the  office  is  now  wholly  occupied  in  giving  atten- 
tion to  correspondence  with  the  thousands  of  claimants  whose  cases  have 
been  on  the  files  for  the  past  eighteen  years.  The  fact  that  a  sum  so 
enormous  must  be  expended  by  the  Government  to  meet  demands  for 
arrears  of  pensions  is  an  admonition  to  Congress  and  the  Executive  to 
give  cautious  consideration  to  any  similar  project  in  the  future.  The 
great  temptation  to  the  presentation  of  fictitious  claims  afforded  by  the 
fact  that  the  average  sum  obtained  upon  each  application  is  $1,300  leads 
me  to  suggest  the  propriety  of  making  some  special  appropriation  for  the 
prevention  of  fraud. 

I  advise  appropriations  for  such  internal  improvements  as  the  wisdom 
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of  Congress  may  deem  to  be  of  public  importance.  The  necessity  of 
improving  the  navigation  of  the  Mississippi  River  justifies  a  special 
allusion  to  that  subject.  I  suggest  the  adoption  of  some  measure  for  the 
removal  of  obstructions  which  now  impede  the  navigation  of  that  great 
channel  of  commerce. 

In  my  letter  accepting  the  nomination  for  the  Vice-Presidency  I  stated 
that  in  my  judgment — 

No  man  should  be  the  incumbent  of  an  office  the  duties  of  which  he  is  for  any 
cause  unfit  to  perform;  who  is  lacking  in  the  ability,  fidelity,  or  integrity  which  a 
proper  administration  of  such  office  demands.  This  sentiment  would  doubtless  meet 
with  general  acquiescence,  but  opinion  has  been  widely  divided  upon  the  wisdom  and 
practicability  of  the  various  reformatory  schemes  which  have  been  suggested  and  of 
certain  proposed  regulations  governing  appointments  to  public  oflfice. 

The  efficiency  of  such  regulations  has  been  distrusted  mainly  because  they  have 
seemed  to  exalt  mere  educational  and  abstract  Aests  above  general  business  capacity 
and  even  special  fitness  for  the  i>articular  work  in  hand.  It  seems  to  me  that  the 
rules  which  should  be  applied  to  the  management  of  the  public  service  may  properly 
conform  in  the  main  to  such  as  regulate  the  conduct  of  successful  private  business: 

Original  appointments  should  be  based  upon  ascertained  fitness. 

The  tenure  of  office  should  be  stable. 

Positions  of  responsibility  should,  so  far  as  practicable,  be  filled  by  the  promotion 
of  worthy  and  efl&cient  ofl&cers. 

The  investigation  of  all  complaints  and  the  punishment  of  all  official  misconduct 
should  be  prompt  and  thorough. 

The  views  expressed  in  the  foregoing  letter  are  those  which  will 
govern  my  administration  of  the  executive  office.  They  are  doubt- 
less shared  by  all  intelligent  and  patriotic  citizens,  however  divergent 
in  their  opinions  as  to  the  best  methods  of  putting  them  into  practical 
operation. 

For  example,  the  assertion  that  **  original  appointments  should  be 
based  upon  ascertained  fitness  * '  is  not  open  to  dispute. 

But  the  question  how  in  practice  such  fitness  can  be  most  effectually 
ascertained  is  one  which  has  for  years  excited  interest  and  discussion. 
The  measure  which,  with  slight  variations  in  its  details,  has  lately  been 
urged  upon  the  attention  of  CougrCvSS  and  the  Executive  has  as  its  prin- 
cipal feature  the  scheme  of  competitive  examination.  Save  for  certain 
exceptions,  which  need  not  here  be  specified,  this  plan  would  allow  ad- 
mission to  the  service  only  in  its  lowest  grade,  and  would  accordingly 
demand  that  all  vacancies  in  higher  positions  should  be  filled  by  promo- 
tion alone.  In  these  particulars  it  is  in  conformity  with  the  existing 
civil-service  system  of  Great  Britain;  and  indeed  the  success  which  has 
attended  that  system  in  the  country  of  its  birth  is  the  strongest  argument 
which  has  been  urged  for  its  adoption  here. 

The  fact  should  not,  however,  be  overlooked  that  there  are  certain 
features  of  the  English  system  which  have  not  generally  been  received 
with  favor  in  this  country,  even  among  the  foremost  advocates  of  civil- 
service  reform. 
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Among  them  are: 

1.  A  tenure  of  office  which  is  substantially  a  life  tenure. 

2.  A  limitation  of  the  maximum  age  at  which  an  applicant  can  enter 
the  service,  whereby  all  men  in  middle  life  or  older  are,  with  some  ex- 
ceptions, rigidly  excluded. 

3.  A  retiring  allowance  upon  going  out  of  office. 

These  three  elements  are  as  important  factors  of  the  problem  as  any 
of  the  others.  To  eliminate  them  from  the  English  system  would  effect 
a  most  radical  change  in  its  theory  and  practice. 

The  avowed  purpose  of  that  system  is  to  induce  the  educated  young 
men  of  the  country  to  devote  their  lives  to  public  employment  by  an 
assurance  that  having  once  entered  upon  it  they  need  never  leave  it,  and 
that  after  voluntary  retirement  they  shall  be  the  recipients  of  an  annual 
pension.  That  this  system  as  an  entirety  has  proved  very  successful  in 
Great  Britain  seems  to  be  generally  conceded  even  by  those  who  once 
opposed  its  adoption. 

To  a  statute  which  should  incorporate  all  its  essential  features  I  should 
feel  bound  to  give  my  approval;  but  whether  it  would  be  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  public  to  fix  upon  an  expedient  for  immediate  and  exten- 
sive application  which  embraces  certain  features  of  the  English  system, 
but  excludes  or  ignores  others  of  equal  importance,  may  be  seriously 
doubted,  even  by  those  who  are  impressed,  as  I  am  myself,  with  the  g^ave 
importance  of  correcting  the  evils  which  inhere  in  the  present  methods 
of  appointment. 

If,  for  example,  the  English  rule  which  shuts  out  persons  alx)ve  the 
age  of  25  years  from  a  large  number  of  public  employments  is  not  to  be 
made  an  essential  part  of  our  own  system,  it  is  ({uestionable  whether  the 
attainment  of  the  highest  number  of  marks  at  a  competitive  examination 
should  be  the  criterion  by  which  all  applications  for  appointment  should 
be  put  to  test.  And  under  similar  conditions  it  may  also  be  questioned 
whether  admission  to  the  ser^'icc  should  be  strictly  limited  to  its  lowest 
ranks. 

There  are  very  many  characteristics  which  go  to  make  a  model  civil 
ser\*ant.  Prominent  among  them  are  probity,  industry,  good  sense,  good 
habits,  good  temper,  patience,  order,  courtesy,  tact,  self-reliance,  manly 
deference  to  superior  officers,  and  manly  consideration  for  inferiors.  The 
absence  of  these  traits  is  not  supplied  by  wide  knowledge  of  books,  or 
by  promptitude  in  answering  questions,  or  by  any  other  quality  likely  to 
be  brought  to  light  by  competitive  examination. 

To  make  success  in  such  a  contest,  therefore,  an  indispensable  con- 
dition of  public  employment  would  very  likely  result  in  the  practical 
exclusion  of  the  older  applicants,  even  though  they  might  ])ossess  quali- 
fications far  superior  to  their  younger  and  more  brilliant  competitors. 

These  suggestions  nuist  not  be  regarded  as  evincing  any  spirit  of 
opposition  to  the  conqxititive  plan,  which   has   been   to   some    extent 
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successful!}'  employed  already,  and  which  may  hereafter  vindicate  the 
claim  of  its  most  earnest  supporters;  but  it  ought  to  be  seriously  consid- 
ered whether  the  application  of  the  same  educational  standard  to  persons 
of  mature  years  and  to  young  men  fresh  from  school  and  college  would 
not  be  likely  to  exalt  mere  intellectual  proficiency  above  other  qualities 
of  equal  or  greater  importance. 

Another  feature  of  the  proposed  system  is  the  selection  bj''  promotion 
of  all  officers  of  the  Government  above  the  lowest  grade,  except  such  as 
would  fairly  be  regarded  as  exponents  of  the  policy  of  the  Executive  and 
the  principles  of  the  dominant  party. 

To  afford  encouragement  to  faithful  public  servants  by  exciting  in 
their  minds  the  hope  of  promotion  if  they  are  found  to  merit  it  is  much 
to  be  desired. 

But  would  it  be  wise  to  adopt  a  rule  so  rigid  as  to  permit  no  other 
mode  of  supplying  the  intermediate  walks  of  the  service? 

There  are  many  persons  who  fill  subordinate  positions  with  great 
credit,  but  lack  those  qualities  which  are  requisite  for  higher  posts  of 
duty;  and,  besides,  the  modes  of  thought  and  action  of  one  whose  serv- 
ice in  a  governmental  bureau  has  been  long  continued  are  often  so 
cramped  by  routine  procedure  as  almost  to  disqualifj^  him  from  institut- 
ing changes  required  by  the  public  interests.  An  infusion  of  new  blood 
from  time  to  time  into  the  middle  ranks  of  the  service  might  be  very 
beneficial  in  its  results. 

The  subject  under  discussion  is  one  of  grave  importance.  The  evils 
which  are  complained  of  can  not  be  eradicated  at  once;  the  work  must  be 
gradual. 

The  present  English  system  is  a  growth  of  years,  and  was  not  created 
by  a  single  stroke  of  executive  or  legislative  action. 

Its  beginnings  are  found  in  an  order  in  council  promulgated  in  1855, 
and  it  was  after  patient  and  cautious  scrutiny  of  its  workings  that  fifteen 
years  later  it  took  its  present  shape. 

Five  years  after  the  issuance  of  the  order  in  council,  and  at  a  time 
when  rCvSort  had  been  had  to  competitive  examinations  as  an  experiment 
much  more  extenvsively  than  has  yet  been  the  case  in  this  country,  a 
select  committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  made  a  report  to  that  House 
which,  declaring  its  approval  of  the  competitive  plan,  deprecated,  never- 
theless, any  precipitancy  in  its  general  adoption  as  likel}'  to  endanger  its 
ultimate  success. 

During  this  tentative  period  the  results  of  the  two  methods  of  pass 
examination  and  competitive  examination  were  closely  watched  and  com- 
pared. It  may  be  that  before  we  confine  ourselves  upon  this  important 
question  within  the  stringent  lx)unds  of  statutory  enactment  we  may 
profitably  await  the  result  of  further  inciuiry  and  experiment. 

The  submission  of  a  portion  of  the  nominations  to  a  central  lx)ard  of 
examiners  selected  solely  for  testing  the  qualifications  of  applicants  may 
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perhaps,  without  resort  to  the  conipetitive  test,  put  an  end  to  the  mis- 
chiefs which  attend  the  present  sj^stem  of  appointment,  and  it  may  be 
feasible  to  vest  in  such  a  board  a  wide  discretion  to  ascertain  the  charac- 
teristics and  attainments  of  candidates  in  those  particulars  which  I  have 
already  referred  to  as  beiug  no  less  important  than  mere  intellectual 
attainment. 

If  Congress  should  deem  it  advisable  at  the  present  session  to  establish 
competitive  tests  for  admission  to  the  ser\-ice.  no  doubts  such  as  have  been 
suggested  shall  deter  nie  from  gi\'ing  the  measure  my  earnest  support. 

And  I  urgently  recommend,  should  there  be  a  failure  to  pass  any  other 
act  upon  this  subject,  that  an  appropriation  of  $25,000  per  year  may  lie 
made  for  the  enforcement  of  section  1753  of  the  Re\-ised  Statutes, 

With  the  aid  thus  afforded  me  I  shall  strive  to  execute  the  provisions 
of  that  law  according  to  its  letter  and  spirit. 

I  am  unwilling,  in  justice  to  the  present  civil  servants  of  the  Govern- 
ment, to  dismiss  this  subject  without  declaring  my  dissent  from  the  severe 
and  almost  indiscriminate  censure  with  which  they  have  been  recently 
assailed.  That  they  are  as  a  class  indolent,  inefficient,  and  corrupt  Is  a 
statement  which  has  been  often  made  and  widely  credited;  but  when  the 
extent,  variety,  dehcacy,  and  importance  of  their  duties  are  considered 
the  great  majority  of  the  employees  of  the  Government  are,  in  my  judg- 
ment, deserving  of  high  commendation. 

The  continuing  decline  of  the  merchant  marine  of  the  United  States 
is  greatly  to  be  deplored.  In  \'iew  of  the  fact  that  we  furnish  so  large 
a  proportion  of  the  freights  of  the  commercial  world  and  that  our  ship- 
ments are  steadily  and  rapidly  increasing,  it  is  cause  of  surprise  that  not 
only  is  our  navigation  interest  diminishing,  but  it  is  less  than  when  our 
exports  and  imports  were  not  half  so  large  as  now,  either  in  bulk  or  value. 
There  must  be  some  pecidiar  hindrance  to  the  development  of  this  inter- 
est, or  the  enterprise  and  energy  of  American  mechanics  and  capitalists 
would  have  kept  this  coinitry  at  least  abreast  of  our  rivals  in  the  friendly 
contest  for  ocean  supremacy. 

The  substitution  of  iron  for  wood  and  of  steam  for  sail  have  wrought 
great  revolutions  in  the  carrying  trade  of  the  world;  but  these  changes 
could  not  liave  been  adverse  to  America  if  we  had  given  to  our  naviga- 
tion interests  a  portion  of  the  aid  and  protection  which  have  been  so 
wisely  bestowed  upon  our  manufactures.  I  commend  the  whole  sub- 
ject to  the  wisdom  of  Congress,  with  the  suggestion  that  no  question 
of  greater  magnitude  or  farther  reaching  importance  can  engage  their 
attention. 

In  1S75  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  declared  unconstitu- 
tional the  statutes  of  certain  States  which  imposed  upon  shipowners  or 
consignees  a  tax  of  $1,50  for  each  jiassenger  arriving  from  a  foreign 
counciy,  or  in  lieu  thereof  required  a  bond  to  indenmify  the  State  and 
local  authorities  against  expense  for  the  future  relief  or  support  of  such 
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passenger.  Since  this  decision  the  expense  attending  the  care  and  super- 
vision  of  immigrants  has  fallen  on  the  States  at  whose  ports  they  have 
landed.  As  a  large  majority  of  such  immigrants,  immediately  upon 
their  arrival,  proceed  to  the  inland  States  and  the  Territories  to  seek 
permanent  homes,  it  is  manifestly  unjust  to  impose  upon  the  State  whose 
shores  they  first  reach  the  burden  which  it  now  bears.  For  this  reason, 
and  because  of  the  national  importance  of  the  subject,  I  recommend 
legislation  regarding  the  supervision  and  transitory  care  of  immigrants 
at  the  ports  of  debarkation. 

I  regret  to  state  that  the  people  of  Alaska  have  reason  to  complain 
that  they  are  as  yet  unprovided  with  any  form  of  government  by  which 
life  or  property  can  be  protected.  While  the  extent  of  its  population 
does  not  justify  the  application  of  the  costly  machinery  of  Territorial 
administration,  there  is  immediate  necessity  for  constituting  such  a  form 
of  government  as  will  promote  the  education  of  the  people  and  secure 
the  administration  of  justice. 

The  Senate  at  its  last  session  passed  a  bill  providing  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  building  for  the  Library  of  Congress,  but  it  failed  to  become  a 
law.  The  provision  of  suitable  protection  for  this  great  collection  of 
books  and  for  the  copyright  department  connected  with  it  has  become 
a  subject  of  national  importance  and  should  receive  prompt  attention. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  herewith 
transmitted  will  inform  vou  fully  of  the  condition  of  the  affairs  of  the 
District. 

They  urge  the  vital  importance  of  legislation  for  the  reclamation  and 
improvement  of  the  marshes  and  for  the  establishment  of  the  harbor  lines 
along  the  Potomac  River  front. 

It  is  represented  that  in  their  present  condition  thCvSe  marshes  seriously 
affect  the  health  of  the  residents  of  the  adjacent  parts  of  the  city,  and 
that  they  greatly  mar  the  general  aspect  of  the  park  in  which  stands  the 
Washington  Monument.  This  improvement  would  add  to  that  park  and 
to  the  park  south  of  the  Executive  Mansion  a  large  area  of  valuable 
land,  and  would  transform  what  is  now  believed  to  Ixi  a  dangerous  nui- 
sance into  an  attractive  landscape  extending  to  the  river  front. 

They  recommend  the  removal  of  the  steam  railway  lines  from  the  sur- 
face of  the  streets  of  the  city  and  the  location  of  the  necessary  depots 
in  such  places  as  may  be  convenient  for  the  public  accommodation,  and 
they  call  attention  to  the  deficiency  of  the  water  supply,  which  seriously 
affects  the  material  prosperity  of  the  city  and  the  health  and  comfort  of 
its  inhabitants. 

I  commend  these  subjects  to  your  favorable  consideration. 

The  importance  of  timely  legislation  with  respect  to  the  ascertainment 
and  declaration  of  the  vote  for  Presidential  electors  was  sharply  called  to 
the  attention  of  the  people  more  than  four  years  ago. 
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!t  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  ivell-deliijed  uieasure  may  be  de\-ised  before 
another  iiatioiial  election  wliicli  will  render  unnecessary  a  resort  to  any 
expedient  of  a  temporary  character  for  the  determination  of  questions 
upon  contested  returns. 

Questions  which  concern  the  very  existence  of  the  Government  and  the 
liberties  of  the  people  were  suggested  by  the  prolonged  illness  of  the  late 
President  and  bis  consequent  incapacity  lo  perform  the  functions  of  his 
office. 

It  is  provided  by  the  second  article  of  the  Constitution,  in  the  fifth 
clause  of  its  first  section,  that  "in  case  of  the  removal  of  the  President 
from  office,  or  of  his  death,  resignation,  or  inability  to  disdiarge  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  said  office,  the  same  shall  devolve  on  the  Vice- 
President." 

What  is  the  intendment  of  the  Constitution  in  its  specification  of  ' '  ina- 
bility to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  .said  office ' '  as  one  of  the 
contingencies  which  calls  the  \' ice- President  to  the  exercise  of  Presi- 
dential functions? 

Is  the  inability  limited  in  its  nature  to  long-continued  intellectual 
hicapacity,  or  has  it  a  broader  import? 

What  must  be  its  extent  and  duration? 

How  must  its  existence  l)e  established? 

Has  the  President  whose  inability  is  the  subject  of  inquiry  any  %*oice 
11  determining  whether  or  not  it  exists,  or  is  the  decision  of  that  momen- 
tous and  delicate  question  confided  to  the  Vice-President,  or  is  it  contem- 
plated by  the  Constitution  that  Congress  should  provide  by  law  precisely 
what  should  constitute  inability  and  how  and  by  what  tribunal  or  author- 
ity it  should  be  ascertained? 

If  the  inability  proves  to  be  temporary  in  its  nature,  and  during  its 
continuance  the  Vice-President  lawfully  exercises  the  functions  of  the 
Executive,  by  what  tenure  does  he  hold  his  office? 

Does  he  continue  as  President  for  the  remainder  of  the  four  years' 
term? 

Or  would  the  elected  President,  if  his  inability  should  cease  in  the 
iiiter\-al, !«  empowered  to  resume  his  office? 

And  if,  having  such  lawful  authority,  he  should  exercise  it,  would  the 
\' ice- President  be  thereupon  empowered  to  resume  his  powers  and  duties 
as  such? 

I  can  not  doubt  that  these  important  questions  will  receive  your  early 
and  thoughtful  consideration. 

Deeply  impres,sed  with  the  gravity  of  the  responsibilities  which  have 
so  unexpectedly  devolved  upon  me,  it  will  be  my  constant  purpose  to  coop- 
erate with  you  in  such  measures  as  will  promote  the  glory  of  the  country 
and  the  prosperit}-  of  its  people.

Having  possession  of  and  jurisdiction  over  the  river,  Con- 
gress, with  a  view  of  improving  its  navigation  and  protecting  the  people 
of  the  valley  from  floods,  has  for  years  caused  surveys  of  the  river  to  be 
made  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  knowledge  of  the  laws  that  control 
it  and  of  its  phenomena.  By  act  approved  June  2S,  1879,  the  Mississippi 
River  Commission  was  created,  composed  of  able  engineers.  Section  4 
of  the  act  provides  that — 

It  hhiill  tie  the  Jut}'  of  s-iid  commission  to  take  into  consideration  and  mature  such 
plan  or  plans  and  estimates  as  w-ill  correct,  permanently  locate,  and  deepen  the 
channel  and  protect  the  hanks  of  the  Mississippi  River;  improve  and  give  safety 
and  ease  to  the  navigation  thereof;  prevent  destructive  floods;  promote  and  facilitate 
commerce,  trade,  and  the  postal  service." 

The  constitutionality  of  a  law  making  appropriations  in  aid  of  these 
objects  can  not  be  questioned.  While  the  report  of  the  commission  sub- 
mitted and  the  plans  pro]x>sed  for  the  river's  improvement  seem  justi- 
fied as  well  on  scientific  principles  as  by  experience  and  the  approval  of 
the  people  most  interested,  I  desire  to  leave  it  to  the  judgment  of  Con- 
gress to  decide  upon  the  best  plan  for  the  permanent  and  complete 
improvement  of  the  navigation  of  the  river  and  for  the  protection  of  the 
valley. 

The  immense  losses  and  widespread  suffering  of  the  people  dwelling 
near  the  river  induce  me  to  urge  upon  Congress  the  propriety  of  not  only 
making  an  appropriation  to  close  the  gaps  in  the  levees  occasioned  by 
the  recent  floods,  as  recommended  by  the  commission,  but  that  Congress 
should  inaugurate  measures  for  the  permanent  improvement  of  the  navi- 
gation of  the  river  and  security  of  the  valley.  It  may  be  that  such  a 
system  of  improvement  would  as  it  progressed  require  the  appropriation 
of  twenty  or  thirty  millions  of  dollars.  Even  such  an  expenditure,  extend- 
ing, as  it  must,  over  several  years,  can  not  be  regarded  as  extravagant 
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in  view  of  the  immense  interest  involved.  The  safe  and  convenient  nav- 
igation of  the  Mississippi  is  a  matter  of  concern  to  all  sections  of  the 
country,  but  to  the  Northwest,  with  its  immense  harvests,  needing  cheap 
transportation  to  the  sea,  and  to  ^  the  inhabitants  of  the  river  valley, 
whose  Hves  and  property  depend  upon  the  proper  construction  of  the 
safeguards  which  protect  them  from  the  floods,  it  is  of  vital  importance 
that  a  well-matured  and  comprehensive  plan  for  improvement  should  be 
put  into  operation  with  as  little  delay  as  possible.  The  cotton  product 
of  the  region  subject  to  the  devastating  floods  is  a  source  of  wealth  to 
the  nation  and  of  great  importance  to  keeping  the  balances  of  trade  in 
our  favor. 

It  may  not  be  inopportune  to  mention  that  this  Government  has  imposed 
and  collected  some  $70,000,000  by  a  tax  on  cotton,  in  the  production  of 
which  the  population  of  the  Lower  Mississippi  is  largely  engaged,  and  it 
does  not  seem  inequitable  to  return  a  portion  of  this  tax  to  those  who 
contributed  it,  particularly  as  such  an  action  will  also  result  in  an  impor- 
tant gain  to  the  country  at  large,  and  especially  so  to  the  great  and  rich 
States  of  the  Northwest  and  the  Mississippi  Valley.

I  send  herewith  a  copy  of  the  circular  invitation  extended  to  all  the 
independent  countries  of  North  and  South  America  to  participate  in  a 
general  congress  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  Washington  on  the  22d  o£ 
November  next  for  the  pur])ose  of  considering  and  discussing  the  meth- 
ods of  preventing  war  tetween  the  nations  of  America. 

In  giving  this  invitation  I  was  not  unaware  that  there  existed  differ- 
ences between  several  of  the  Repubhcs  of  South  America  which  would 
militate  against  the  happy  results  which  might  otherwise  be  expected 
from  such  an  assemblage.  The  differences  indicated  are  such  as  exist 
between  Chile  and  Peru,  between  Mexico  and  Guatemala,  and  between 
the  States  of  Central  America. 

It  was  hoped  that  these  differences  would  disappear  before  the  time 
fixed  for  the  meeting  of  the  congress.     This  hope  has  not  been  realized. 

Having  observed  that  the  authority  of  the  President  to  convene  such 
a  congress  has  been  questioned,  I  beg  leave  to  state  that  the  Constitu- 
tion confers  upon  the  President  the  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
con.sent  of  the  Senate,  to  make  treaties,  and  that  this  provision  confers 
the  power  to  take  all  requisite  measures  to  initiate  them,  and  to  this 
end  the  President  may  freely  confer  with  one  or  several  commissioners  or 
delegates  from  other  nations.  The  congress  contemplated  by  the  invi- 
tation could  only  effect  any  valuable  results  by  its  conclusions  eventu- 
ally taking  the  form  of  a  treaty  of  peace  f^etween  the  States  represented; 
and,  besides,  the  invitation  to  the  States  of  North  and  South  America  is 
merely  a  preliminary  act,  of  which  constitutionality  or  the  want  of  it  can 
hardly  be  affirmed. 

It  has  !>een  suggested  that  while  the  international  congress  would 
have  no  power  to  affect  the  rights  of  nationalities  there  represented,  still 
Congress  miglit  be  unwilling  to  subject  the  existing  treaty  rights  of 
the  United  Slates  on  the  Isthmus  and  elsewhere  on  the  continent  to  be 
clouded  and  rendered  uncertain  by  the  expression  of  the  opinions  of  a 
congress  composed  largely  of  iuterested  parties. 

I  am  glad  to  have  it  in  my  power  to  refer  to  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States,  as  I  now  do,  the  propriety  of  convening  the  suggested 
international  congress,  tliat  I  may  thus  be  informed  of  its  views,  which 
it  will  be  my  pleasure  to  carr>'  out. 

Inquiry  having  been  made  by  some  of  the  Republics  invited  whether  it 
is  intended  that  this  international  congress  sliall  convene,  it  is  important

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that  Congress  should  at  as  early  a  day  as  is  convenient  inform  me  by  reso- 
lution or  otherwise  of  its  opinion  in  the  premises.  My  action  will  be  in 
harmony  with  such  expression.  CHESTER  A.  ARTHUR.

Sir:*  The  attitude  of  the  United  States  with  respect  to  the  question  of  general 
peace  on  the  American  continent  is  well  known  through  its  persistent  efforts  for 
years  past  to  avert  the  evils  of  warfare,  or,  these  efforts  failing,  to  bring  positive  con- 
flicts to  an  end  through  pacific  counsels  or  the  advocacy  of  impartial  arbitration. 
This  attitude  has  been  consistently  maintained,' and  always  with  such  fairness  as  to 
leave  no  room  for  imputing  to  our  Government  any  motive  except  the  humane  and 
disinterested  one  of  saving  the  kindred  States  of  the  American  continent  from  the 
bm-dens  of  war.  The  position  of  the  United  States  as  the  leading  power  of  the  New 
World  might  well  give  to  its  Government  a  claim  to  authoritative  utterance  for  the 
purpose  of  quieting  discord  among  its  neighbors,  with  all  of  whom  the  most  friendly 
relations  exist.  Nevertheless,  the  good  offices  of  this  Government  are  not  and  have 
not  at  any  time  been  tendered  with  a  show  of  dictation  or  compulsion,  but  only  as 
exhibiting  the  solicitous  good  will  of  a  common  friend. 

For  some  years  past  a  growing  disposition  has  been  manifested  by  certain  States 
of  Central  and  South  America  to  refer  disputes  affecting  grave  questions  of  interna- 
tional relationship  and  boundaries  to  arbitration  rather  than  to  the  sword.  It  has 
been  on  several  such  occasions  a  source  of  profound  satisfaction  to  the  Government 
of  the  United  States  to  see  that  this  country  is  in  a  large  measure  looked  to  by  all 
the  American  powers  as  their  friend  and  mediator. 

The  just  and  impartial  counsel  of  the  President  in  such  cases  has  never  been 
withheld,  and  his  efforts  have  been  rewarded  by  the  prevention  of  sanguinary  strife 
or  angry  contentions  between  peoples  whom  we  regard  as  brethren. 

The  existence  of  this  growing  tendency  convinces  the  President  that  the  time  is 
ripe  for  a  proposal  that  shall  enlist  the  good  will  and  active  cooperation  of  all  the 
States  of  the  Western  Hemisphere,  both  north  and  south,  in  the  interest  of  humanity 
and  for  the  common  weal  of  nations. 

He  conceives  that  none  of  the  Governments  of  America  can  be  less  alive  than  our 
own  to  the  dangers  and  horrors  of  a  state  of  war,  and  especially  of  war  between  kins- 
men. He  is  sure  that  none  of  the  chiefs  of  Governments  on  the  continent  can  be  less 
sensitive  than  he  is  to  the  sacred  duty  of  making  every  endeavor  to  do  away  with 
the  chances  of  fratricidal  strife.  And  he  looks  with  hopeful  confidence  to  such 
active  assistance  from  them  as  will  serve  to  show  the  broadness  of  our  common 
humanity  and  the  strength  of  the  ties  which  bind  us  all  together  as  a  great  and 
harmonious  system  of  American  Commonwealths. 

Impressed  by  these  views,  the  President  extends  to  all  the  independent  countries 
of  North  and  South  America  an  earnest  invitation  to  participate  in  a  general  congress 
to  be  held  in  the  city  of  Washington  on  the  24th  day  of  November,  1882,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  considering  and  discussing  the  methods  of  preventing  war  between  the  nations 
of  America.  He  desires  that  the  attention  of  the  congress  shall  be  strictly  confined 
to  this  one  great  object;  that  its  sole  aim  shall  be  to  seek  a  way  of  permanently 
averting  the  horrors  of  cruel  and  bloody  combat  between  countries,  oftenest  of  one 
blood  and  speech,  or  the  even  worse  calamity  of  internal  commotion  and  civil  strife; 
that  it  shall  regard  the  burdensome  and  far-reaching  consequences  of  such  struggles, 
the  legacies  of  exhausted  finances,  of  oppressive  debt,  of  onerous  taxation,  of  ruined

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cities,  of  paraljrzed  industries,  of  devastated  fields,  of  ruthless  conscription,  of  the 
slaughter  of  men,  of  the  grief  of  the  widow  and  the  orpljan,  of  imbittered  resent- 
ments that  long  survive  those  who  provoked  them  and  heavily  afflict  the  innocent 
generations  that  come  after. 

The  President  is  especially  desirous  to  have  it  understood  that  in  putting  forth 
this  invitation  the  United  States  does  not  assume  the  position  of  counseling,  or 
attempting  through  the  voice  of  the  congress  to  counsel,  any  determinate  solution  of 
existing  questions  which  may  now  divide  any  of  tlie  countries  of  America.  Such 
questions  can  not  properly  come  before  the  congress.  Its  mission  is  higher.  It  is 
to  provide  for  the  interests  of  all  in  the  future,  not  to  settle  the  individual  differ- 
ences of  the  present.  For  this  reason  es|>ecially  the  President  has  indicated  a  day 
for  the  assembling  of  the  congress  so  far  in  tlie  future  as  to  leave  good  ground  for 
hope  that  by  the  time  named  the  present  situation  on  the  South  Pacific  coast  will 
be  happily  terminated,  and  that  those  engaged  in  the  contest  may  take  peaceable 
part  in  the  discussion  and  solution  of  the  general  question  affecting  in  an  equal 
degree  the  well-being  of  all. 

It  seems  also  desirable  to  disclaim  in  advance  any  purpose  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States  to  prejudge  the  issues  to  be  presented  to  the  congress.  It  is  far  from 
the  intent  of  this  Government  to  appear  before  the  congress  as  in  any  sense  the  pro- 
tector of  its  neighbors  or  the  predestined  and  necessary  arbitrator  of  their  disputes. 
The  United  States  will  enter  into  the  deliberations  of  the  congress  on  the  same  foot- 
ing as  the  other  powers  represented,  and  with  the  loyal  determination  to  approach 
any  proposed  solution  not  merely  in  its  own  interest  or  with  a  view  to  asserting  its 
own  jwwer,  but  as  a  single  member  among  many  coordinate  and  coequal  States.  So 
far  as  the  influence  of  this  Government  may  be  potential,  it  will  be  exerted  in  the 
direction  of  conciliating  whatever  conflicting  interests  of  blood  or  government  or 
historical  tradition  may  necessarily  come  together  in  response  to  a  call  embracing 
such  vast  and  diverse  elements. 

You  will  present  these  views  to  the  minister  of  foreign  relations  of  Mexico, 
enlarg^ing,  if  need  be,  in  such  terms  as  will  readily  occur  to  you,  upon  the  great  mis- 
sion which  it  is  within  the  power  of  the  proposed  congress  to  accomplish  in  the  in- 
terest of  humanity,  and  upon  the  firm  purpose  of  the  United  States  to  maintain  a 
position  of  the  most  absolute  and  impartial  friendship  toward  all.  You  will  there- 
ujx)n,  in  the  name  of  the  I*resident  of  the  United  States,  tender  to  His  Kxccllcncy  the 
President  of  the  Mexican  Republic  a  formal  invitation  to  send  two  connnissioners 
to  the  congress,  provided  with  such  powers  and  instructions  on  l)ehalf  of  their  Gov- 
ermnent  as  will  enable  them  to  consider  the  questions  brought  before  that  body 
within  the  limit  of  submission  contemplated  by  this  invitation. 

The  United  States  as  well  as  the  other  powers  will  in  like  manner  be  represented 
by  two  connnissioners,  so  that  equality  and  impartiality  will  be  amply  .secured  in 
the  proceedings  of  the  congress. 

In  delivering  this  invitation  through  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs  you  will  read 
this  dispatch  to  him  and  leave  with  him  a  copy,  intimating  that  an  answer  is  desired 
by  this  Government  as  promptly  as  the  just  consideration  of  so  important  a  proposi- 
tion will  permit.

I  transmit  herewith,  for  the  consideration  of  Congress,  a  note  addressed 
by  the  minister  plenipotentiary  of  Mexico  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  pro- 
posing the  conclusion  of  a  convention  between  the  two  countries  for 
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defining  the  boundary  between  the  United  States  and  Mexico  from  the 
Rio  Grande  westward  to  the  Pacific  Ocean  by  the  erection  of  durable 
monuments.  I  also  lay  before  Congress  a  letter  on  the  same  subject, 
with  its  accompaniment,  from  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  whom  the  propo- 
sition was  referred  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  expression  of  his 
views  thereon. 

I  deem  it  important  that  the  boundary  line  between  the  two  countries, 
as  defined  by  existing  treaties  and  already  once  stuveyed,  should  be  run 
anew  and  defined  by  suitable  permanent  monuments.  By  so  doing  uncer- 
tainty will  be  prevented  as  to  jurisdiction  in  criminal  and  municipal 
affairs,  and  questions  be  averted  which  may  at  any  time  in  the  near 
future  arise  with  the  growth  of  population  on  the  border. 

Moreover,  I  conceive  that  the  willing  and  speedy  assent  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  to  the  proposal  thus  to  determine  the  existing 
stipulated  boundary  with  permanence  and  precision  will  be  in  some  sense 
an  assurance  to  Mexico  that  the  unauthorized  suspicion  which  of  late 
years  seems  to  have  gained  some  credence  in  that  Republic  that  the 
United  States  covets  and  seeks  to  annex  neighboring  territory  is  with- 
out foundation.  That  which  the  United  States  seeks,  and  which  the 
definite  settlement  of  the.boundary  in  the  proposed  manner  will  promote, 
is  a  confiding  and  friendly  feeling  between  the  two  nations,  leading  to 
advantageous  commerce  and  closer  commercial  relations. 

I  have  to  suggest  that  in  accepting  this  proposal  suitable  provision  be 
made  for  an  adequate  military  force  on  the  frontier  to  protect  the  survey- 
ing parties  from  hostile  Indians.  The  troops  so  employed  will  at  the 
same  time  protect  the  settlers  on  the  border  and  help  to  prevent  maraud- 
ing on  both  sides  by  the  nomadic  Indians.

By  recent  information  received  from  official  and  other  sources  I  am 
advised  that  an  alarming  state  of  disorder  continues  to  exist  within  the 
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Territory  of  Arizona,  and  that  lawlessness  has  already  gained  such  head 
there  as  to  require  a  resort  to  extraordinary  means  to  repress  it. 

The  governor  of  the  Territory,  under  date  of  the  31st  ultimo,  reports 
that  violence  and  anarchy  prevail,  particularly  in  Cochise  County  and 
along  the  Mexican  border;  that  robbery,  murder,  and  resistance  to  law 
have  become  so  common  as  to  cease  causing  sturprise,  and  that  the  people 
are  greatly  intimidated  and  losing  confidence  in  the  protection  of  the 
law.  I  transmit  his  communication  herewith  and  call  especial  attention 
thereto. 

In  a  telegram  from  the  General  of  the  Army  dated  at  Tucson,  Ariz. ,  on 
the  nth  instant,  herewith  transmitted,  that  oflBcer  states  that  he  hears  of 
lawlessness  and  disorders  which  seem  well  attested,  and  that  the  civil 
officers  have  not  sufficient  force  to  make  arrests  and  hold  the  prisoners 
for  trial  or  punish  them  when  convicted. 

Much  of  this  disorder  is  caused  by  armed  bands  of  desperadoes  known 
as  *  *  Cowboys, ' '  by  whom  depredations  are  not  only  committed  within  the 
Territory,  but  it  is  alleged  predatory  incursions  are  made  therefrom  into 
Mexico.  In  my  message  to  Congress  at  the  beginning  of  the  present 
session  I  called  attention  to  the  existence  of  these  bands  and  suggested 
that  the  setting  on  foot  within  our  own  territory  of  brigandage  and  armed 
marauding  expeditions  against  friendly  nations  and  their  citizens  be 
made  punishable  as  an  offense  against  the  United  States.  I  renew  this 
suggestion. 

To  effectually  repress  the  lawlessness  prevailing  within  the  Territory 
a  prompt  execution  of  the  process  of  the  courts  and  vigorous  enforce- 
ment of  the  laws  against  offenders  are  needed.  This  the  civil  authori- 
ties there  are  unable  to  do  without  the  aid  of  other  means  and  forces 
than  they  can  now  avail  themselves  of.  To  meet  the  present  exigencies 
the  governor  asks  that  provision  be  made  by  Congress  to  enjible  him  to 
employ  and  maintain  temporarily  a  volunteer  militia  force  to  aid  the  civil 
authorities,  the  members  of  which  force  to  be  invested  with  the  same 
powers  and  authority  as  are  conferred  by  the  laws  of  the  Territory  upon 
peace  officers  thereof. 

On  the  ground  of  economy  as  well  as  effectiveness,  however,  it  appears 
to  me  to  be  more  advisable  to  permit  the  cooperation  with  the  civil  au- 
thorities of  a  part  of  the  Army  as  a  posse  comitatus.  Believing  that  this, 
in  addition  to  such  use  of  the  Army  as  may  be  made  under  the  powers 
already  conferred  by  section  5298,  Revised  Statutes,  would  be  adequate  to 
secure  the  accomplishment  of  the  ends  in  view,  I  again  call  the  attention 
of  Congress  to  the  expediency  of  so  amending  section  15  of  the  act  of 
June  18,  1878,  chapter  263,  as  to  allow  the  military  forces  to  be  employed 
as  a  posse  cofnitatus  to  assist  the  civil  authorities  within  a  Territory  to 
execute  the  laws  therein.  This  use  of  the  Army,  as  I  have  in  my  former 
message  observ^ed,  would  not  seem  to  be  within  the  alleged  evil  against 
which  that  legislation  was  aimed.

I  transmit  herewith  a  report  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  submitted  in 
compliance  with  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
28th  of  June,  calling  for  additional  information  respecting  the  case  of 
American  citizens  under  arrest  in  Ireland.

VETO  MESSAGES. 

Executive  Mansion, 

Washington,  April  ^,  1882, 
To  the  Senate  of  the  United  States: 

After  careful  consideration  of  Senate  bill  No.  71,  entitled  *'An  act  to 
execute  certain  treaty  stipulations  relating  to  Chinese,**  I  herewith  re- 
turn it  to  the  Senate,  in  which  it  originated,  with  my  objections  to  its 
passage. 

A  nation  is  justified  in  repudiating  its  treaty  obligations  only  when 
they  are  in  conflict  with  great  paramount  interests.  Even  then  all  pos- 
sible reasonable  means  for  modifying  or  changing  those  obligations  by 
mutual  agreement  should  be  exhausted  before  resorting  to  the  supreme 
right  of  refusal  to  comply  with  them. 

These  rules  have  governed  the  United  States  in  their  past  intercourse 
with  other  powers  as  one  of  the  family  of  nations.  I  am  persuaded  that 
if  Congress  can  feel  that  this  act  violates  the  faith  of  the  nation  as  pledged 
to  China  it  will  concur  with  me  in  rejecting  this  particular  mode  of  regu- 
lating Chinese  immigration,  and  will  endeavor  to  find  another  which  shall 
meet  the  expectations  of  the  people  of  the  United  States  without  coming 
in  conflict  with  the  rights  of  China. 

The  present  treaty  relations  between  that  power  and  the  United  States 
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spring  from  an  antagonism  which  arose  between  our  paramount  domestic 
interests  and  our  previous  relations. 

The  treaty  conmionly  knowu  as  the  Burhngame  treaty  conferred  upon 
Chinese  subjects  the  right  of  voluntary  emigration  to  the  United  States 
tor  the  purposes  of  curiosity  or  trade  or  as  permanent  residents,  and  was 
in  all  respects  reciprocal  as  to  citizens  of  the  United  States  in  China.  It 
gave  to  the  voluntary  emigrant  coming  to  the  United  States  the  right 
to  travel  there  or  to  reside  there,  with  all  the  privileges,  immunities,  or 
exemptions  enjoyed  by  the  citizens  or  subjects  of  the  most  favored 
nation. 

Under  the  operation  of  this  treaty  it  was  found  that  the  institutions  of 
the  United  States  and  the  character  of  its  people  and  their  means  of  obtain- 
ing a  livelihood  might  be  seriously  affected  by  the  unrestricted  introduc- 
tion of  Chinese  labor.  Congress  attempted  to  alle\'iate  this  condition  by 
legislation,  but  the  act  which  it  passed  proved  to  be  in  violation  of  our 
treaty  obligations,  and,  being  returned  by  the  President  with  his  objec- 
tions, failed  to  become  a  law. 

Diplomatic  relief  was  then  sought,  A  new  treaty  was  concluded  with 
China.  Without  abrogating  the  Burlingame  treaty,  it  was  agreed  to 
modify  it  so  far  that  the  Government  of  the  United  States  might  regu- 
late, limit,  or  suspend  the  coming  of  Chinese  laborers  to  the  United  States 
or  their  residence  therein,  but  that  it  should  not  absolutely  prohibit  them, 
and  that  the  limitation  or  suspension  should  be  reasonable  and  should 
apply  only  to  Chinese  who  might  go  to  the  United  States  as  laborers, 
other  classes  not  bein^  included  in  the  limitations.  This  treaty  is  unilat- 
eral, not  reciprocal.  It  is  a  concession  from  China  to  the  United  States 
in  limitation  of  the  rights  which  she  was  enjoying  under  the  Burlingame 
treaty.  It  leaves  us  by  our  own  act  to  determine  when  and  how  we  will 
enforce  those  limitations.  China  may  therefore  fairly  have  a  right  to 
expect  that  in  enforcing  them  we  will  take  good  care  not  to  overstep  the 
grant  and  take  more  than  lias  been  conceded  to  us. 

It  is  but  a  year  since  this  new  treaty,  under  the  operation  of  the  Consti- 
tution, became  part  of  the  supreme  law  of  the  land,  and  the  present  act 
is  the  first  attempt  to  exercise  the  more  enlarged  powers  which  it  relin- 
quishes to  the  United  States. 

In  its  first  article  the  United  States  is  empowered  to  decide  whether 
the  coming  of  Chinese  laborers  to  the  United  States  or  their  residence 
therein  affects  or  threatens  to  affect  our  interests  or  to  endanger  good 
order,  either  within  the  whole  country  or  in  any  part  of  it.  The  act 
recites  that  "in  the  opinion  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  the 
coming  of  Chinese  laborers  to  this  country  endangers  the  good  order  of 
certain  localities  thereof. ' '  But  the  act  itself  is  much  broader  than  the 
recital.  It  acts  upon  residence  as  well  as  immigration,  and  its  provi- 
sions are  effective  throughout  the  United  States.  I  think  it  may  fairly 
be  accepted  as  an  expression  of  the  opinion  of  Congress  that  the  coming 
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of  such  laborers  to  the  United  States  or  their  residence  here  affects  our 
interests  and  endangers  good  order  throughout  the  country.  On  this 
point  I  should  feel  it  my  duty  to  accept  the  views  of  Congress. 

The  first  article  further  confers  the  power  upon  this  Government  to 
regulate,  limit,  or  suspend,  but  not  actually  to  prohibit,  the  coming  of 
such  laborers  to  or  their  residence  in  the  United  States.  The  negotiators 
of  the  treaty  have  recorded  with  unusual  fullness  their  understanding  of 
the  sense  and  meaning  with  which  these  words  were  used. 

As  to  the  class  of  persons  to  be  affected  by  the  treaty,  the  Americans 
inserted  in  their  draft  a  provision  that  the  words  '^Chinese  laborers"  sig- 
nify all  immigration  other  than  that  for  *' teaching,  trade,  travel,  study, 
and  curiosity.**  The  Chinese  objected  to  this  that  it  operated  to  include 
artisans  in  the  class  of  laborers  whose  immigration  might  be  forbidden. 
The  Americans  replied  that  they  *  *  could ' '  not  consent  that  artisans  shall 
be  excluded  from  the  class  of  Chinese  laborers,  for  it  is  this  very  compe- 
tition of  skilled  labor  in  the  cities  where  the  Chinese  labor  immigration 
concentrates  which  has  caused  the  embarrassment  and  popular  discon- 
tent. In  the  subsequent  negotiations  this  definition  dropped  out,  and 
does  not  appear  in  the  treaty.  Article  II  of  the  treaty  confers  the  rights, 
privileges,  immunities,  and  exemptions  which  are  accorded  to  citizens  and 
subjects  of  the  most  favored  nation  upon  Chinese  subjects  proceeding  to 
the  United  States  as  teachers,  students,  merchants,  or  from  curiosity.  The 
American  commissioners  report  that  the  Chinese  Government  claimed 
that  in  this  article  they  did  by  exclusion  provide  that  nobody  should  be 
entitled  to  claim  the  benefit  of  the  general  provisions  of  the  Burlingame 
treaty  but  those  who  might  go  to  the  United  States  in  those  capacities  or 
for  those  purposes.  I  accept  this  as  the  definition  of  the  word  *  *  laborers  *  * 
as  used  in  the  treaty. 

As  to  the  power  of  legislating  respecting  this  class  of  persons,  the 
new  treaty  provides  that  we  *  *  may  not  absolutely  prohibit  *  *  their  coming 
or  their  residence.  The  Chinese  commissioners  gave  notice  in  the  out- 
set that  they  would  never  agree  to  a  prohibition  of  voluntary  emigra- 
tion. Notwithstanding  this  the  United  States  commissioners  submitted 
a  draft,  in  which  it  was  provided  that  the  United  States  might  **  regulate, 
limit,  suspend,  or  prohibit  * '  it.  The  Chinese  refused  to  accept  this.  The 
Americans  replied  that  they  were  * '  willing  to  consult  the  wishes  of  the 
Chinese  Government  in  preserving  the  principle  of  free  intercourse  be- 
tween the  people  of  the  two  countries,  as  established  by  existing  treaties, 
provided  that  the  right  of  the  United  States  Government  to  use  its  dis- 
cretion in  guarding  against  any  possible  evils  of  immigration  of  Chinese 
laborers  is  distinctly  recognized.  Therefore  if  such  concession  removes 
all  difficulty  on  the  part  of  the  Chinese  commissioners  (but  only  in  that 
case)  the  United  States  commissioners  will  agree  to  remove  the  word 
*  prohibit*  from  their  article  and  to  use  the  words  'regulate,  limit,  or  sus- 
pend.' '*     The  Chinese  reply  to  this  can  only  be  inferred  from  the  fact 
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that  in  the  place  of  an  agreement,  as  proposed  by  our  commissioners,  that 
we  might  prohibit  the  coming  or  residence  of  Chinese  laborers,  there  was 
inserted  in  the  treaty  an  agreement  that  we  might  not  do  it. 

The  remaining  words,  "regulate,  limit, and  suspend,"  first  appear  in 
the  American  draft.    When  it  was  submitted  to  the  Chinese,  they  said: 

We  infer  that  of  the  phrases  regulate,  limit,  suspend,  or  prohibit,  the  first  is  a  gen- 
enil  expression  referring  to  tile  others.  *  *  *  We  are  entirely  ready  to  negotiate 
with  your  excellencies  to  the  end  that  a  limitation  either  in  point  of  time  or  of  num- 
bers may  be  fixed  upon  the  emigration  of  Chinese  laborers  to  tile  United  States. 

At  a  subsequent  interview  they  said  that  "by  limitation  in  number 
they  meant,  for  example,  that  the  United  States,  having,  as  they  sup- 
posed, a  record  of  the  number  of  immigrants  in  each  year,  as  well  as  the 
total  number  of  Chinese  now  there,  that  no  more  should  be  allowed  to 
go  in  any  one  year  in  future  than  either  the  greatest  number  which 
had  gone  in  any  year  in  the  past,  or  that  the  total  immber  should  never 
be  allowed  to  exceed  the  number  now  there.  As  to  hmitation  of  time 
they  meant,  for  example,  that  Chinese  should  be  allowed  to  go  in  alter- 
nate years,  or  everj'  third  year,  or,  for  example,  that  they  should  not  be 
allowed  to  go  for  two,  three,  or  five  years." 

At  a  subsequent  conference  tlie  Americans  said: 

The  Chinese  commissioners  have  in  their  project  explicitly  recognized  the  right  of 
the  United  States  to  use  some  discretion,  and  have  proposed  a  limitation  as  to  time 
and  number.     This  is  the  right  to  regulate,  limit,  or  suspend. 

Tn  one  of  the  conferences  the  Chinese  asked  the  Americans  whether 
they  could  give  them  any  idea  of  the  laws  which  would  be  passed  to 
carry  the  powers  into  execution.  The  Americans  answered  that  this 
could  hardly  be  done;  that  the  United  States  Government  might  n^er 
deem  it  necessary  to  exercise  this  power.  It  would  depend  upon  circum- 
stances. If  Chinese  immigration  concentrated  in  cities  where  it  threat- 
ened public  order,  or  if  it  confined  itself  to  localities  where  it  was  an 
injury  to  the  interests  of  the  American  people,  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  would  undoubtedly  take  steps  to  prevent  such  accumula- 
tions of  Chinese.  If,  on  the  contrary,  there  was  no  large  immigration,  or 
if  there  were  sections  of  the  country  where  such  immigration  was  clearly 
beneficial,  then  the  legislation  of  the  United  States  under  this  power 
would  be  adapted  to  such  circumstances.  For  example,  there  might  be 
a  demand  for  Chinese  labor  in  the  South  and  a  surplus  of  such  labor  in 
California,  and  Congress  might  legislate  in  accordance  with  these  facts. 
In  general  the  legislation  would  be  in  view  of  and  depend  upon  the 
circumstances  of  the  situation  at  the  moment  such  legislation  became 
necessary.  The  Chinese  commissioners  .said  this  explanation  was  satis- 
factory; that  they  had  not  intended  to  ask  for  a  draft  of  any  special  act, 
but  for  some  general  idea  how  the  power  would  be  exercised.  Wliat 
liad  ju.st  been  said  gave  them  the  explanation  which  they  wanted. 

With  this  entire  accord  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  words  they  were 
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about  to  employ  and  the  object  of  the  legislation  which  might  be  had  in 
consequence,  the  parties  signed  the  treaty,  in  Article  I  of  which — 

The  Government  of  China  agrees  that  the  Government  of  the  United  States  may 
regulate,  limit,  or  suspend  such  coming  or  residence,  but  may  not  absolutely  pro- 
hibit it.  The  limitation  or  suspension  shall  be  reasonable,  and  shall  apply  only 
to  Chinese  who  may  go  to  the  United  States  as  laborers,  other  classes  not  being 
included  in  the  limitations.  Legislation  taken  in  regard  to  Chinese  laborers  will 
be  of  such  a  character  only  as  is  necessary  to  enforce  the  regulation,  limitation,  or 
suspension  of  immigration. 

The  first  section  of  the  act  provides  that — 

From  and  after  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  next  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and 
until  the  expiration  of  twenty  years  next  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  coming  of 
Chinese  laborers  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  suspended;  and  during  such  suspension 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  Chinese  laborer  to  come,  or,  having  so  come  after  the 
expiration  of  said  sixty  days,  to  remain  within  the  United  States. 

The  examination  which  I  have  made  of  the  treaty  and  of  the  declara- 
tions which  its  negotiators  have  left  on  record  of  the  meaning  of  its  lan- 
guage leaves  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  neither  contracting  party  in 
concluding  the  treaty  of  1880  contemplated  the  passage  of  an  act  pro- 
hibiting immigration  for  twenty  years,  which  is  nearly  a  generation,  or 
thought  that  such  a  period  would  be  a  reasonable  suspension  or  limi- 
tation, or  intended  to  change  the  provisions  of  the  Burlingame  treaty 
to  that  extent.  I  regard  this  provision  of  the  act  as  a  breach  of  our 
national  faith,  and  being  unable  to  bring  myself  in  harmony  with  the 
views  of  Congress  on  this  vital  point  the  honor  of  the  country  constrains 
me  to  return  the  act  with  this  objection  to  its  passage. 

Deeply  convinced  of  the  necessity  of  some  legislation  on  this  subject, 
and  concurring  fully  with  Congress  in  many  of  the  objects  which  are 
sought  to  be  accomplished,  I  avail  myself  of  the  opportunity  to  point 
out  some  other  features  of  the  present  act  which,  in  my  opinion,  can 
be  modified  to  advantage. 

The  classes  of  Chinese  who  still  enjoy  the  protection  of  the  Burlin- 
game treaty  are  entitled  to  the  privileges,  immunities,  and  exemptions 
accorded  to  citizens  and  subjects  of  the  most  favored  nation.  We  have 
treaties  with  many  powers  which  permit  their  citizens  and  subjects  to 
reside  within  the  United  States  and  carry  on  business  under  the  same 
laws  and  regulations  which  are  enforced  against  citizens  of  the  United 
State's.  I  think  it  may  be  doubted  whether  provisions  requiring  per- 
sonal registration  and  the  taking  out  of  passports  which  are  not  imposed 
upon  natives  can  be  required  of  Chinese.  Without  expressing  an  opin- 
ion on  that  point,  I  may  invite  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  fact  that 
the  system  of  personal  registration  and  passports  is  undemocratic  and 
hostile  to  the  spirit  of  our  institutions.  I  doubt  the  wisdom  of  putting  an 
entering  wedge  of  this  kind  into  our  laws.  A  nation  like  the  United 
States,  jealous  of  the  liberties  of  its  citizens,  may  well  hesitate  before  it 
incorporates  into  its  polity  a  system  which  is  fast  disappearing  in  Europe 
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before  the  progress  of  liberal  institutions.  A  wide  experience  has  shown 
how  futile  such  precautions  are,  and  how  easily  passports  may  he  bor- 
rowed, exchanged,  or  even  forged  by  persons  interested  to  do  so. 

If  it  is,  nevertheless,  thought  that  a  passport  is  the  most  convenient 
way  for  identifying  the  Chinese  entitled  to  the  protection  of  the  Bnrlin- 
game  treaty,  it  may  still  he  doubted  whether  they  ought  to  be  required 
to  register.  It  is  certainly  our  duty  under  the  Burlingame  treaty  to 
make  their  stay  in  the  United  States,  in  the  operation  of  general  laws 
upon  them,  as  nearly  like  that  of  our  own  citizens  as  we  can  consistently 
with  oiu-  right  to  shut  out  the  laborers.  No  good  purpose  is  served  in 
requiring  them  to  register. 

My  attention  has  been  called  by  tlie  Chinese  minister  to  the  fact  that 
the  bill  as  it  stands  makes  no  provision  for  the  transit  across  the  United 
States  of  Chinese  subjects  now  residing  iu  foreign  countries.  I  think 
that  this  point  may  well  claim  the  attention  of  Congress  in  legislating 
on  this  subject. 

I  have  said  that  good  faith  requires  us  to  suspend  the  immigration  of 
Chinese  laborers  for  a  less  period  than  twenty  years;  I  now  add  that 
good  policy  points  in  the  same  direction. 

Our  intercoiuse  with  China  is  of  recent  date.  Our  first  treaty  with  tliat 
power  is  not  yet  forty  years  old.  It  is  only  since  we  acquired  Cahfoniia 
and  established  a  great  seat  of  commerce  on  the  Pacific  that  we  may  be 
said  to  have  broken  down  the  barriers  which  fenced  in  that  ancient 
Monarchy.  Tlie  Burling^ame  treaty  naturalh-  followed.  Under  the  spirit 
which  inspired  it  many  thousand  Chinese  lalx>rers  came  to  the  United 
States.  No  one  can  say  that  the  country  has  not  profited  by  their  work. 
They  were  largely  instrumental  in  constructing  the  railways  which  con- 
nect the  Atlantic  with  the  Pacific.  The  States  of  the  Pacific  Slope  are 
full  of  evidences  of  their  indnstrj-.  Enterprises  profitable  alike  to  the 
capitalist  and  to  the  laborer  of  Caucasian  origin  would  have  lain  dor- 
mant but  for  them.  A  time  has  now  come  when  it  is  supposed  that  they 
are  not  needed,  and  when  it  is  thought  by  Congress  and  by  those  most 
acquainted  with  the  sidiject  that  it  is  best  to  try  to  get  along  without 
them.  There  may,  however,  be  other  sections  of  the  country  where  this 
species  of  labor  may  be  advantageously  employed  without  interfering 
with  the  laborers  of  our  own  race.  In  making  the  proposed  experiment 
it  may  be  the  part  of  wisdom  as  well  as  of  good  faith  to  fix  the  length  of 
the  experimental  period  with  reference  to  this  fact. 

Experience  has  shown  that  the  trade  of  the  East  is  the  key  to  national 
wealth  and  influence.  The  opening  of  China  to  the  commerce  of  the 
whole  world  has  benefited  no  section  of  it  more  than  the  States  of  our 
own  Pacific  Slope.  The  .State  of  California,  and  its  great  maritime  port 
especially,  have  reaped  enormous  advantages  from  this  source.  Blessed 
with  an  exceptional  climate,  enjoying  an  unrivaled  harbor,  with  the  riches 
of  a  great  agricultural  and  mining  State  in  its  rear  and  the  wealth  of 
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the  whole  Union  pouring  into  it  over  its  lines  of  railway,  San  Francisco 
has  before  it  an  incalculable  future  if  our  friendly  and  amicable  relations 
with  Asia  remain  undisturbed.  It  needs  no  argument  to  show  that  the 
policy  which  we  now  propose  to  adopt  must  have  a  direct  tendency  to 
repel  Oriental  nations  from  us  and  to  drive  their  trade  and  commerce 
into  more  friendly  lands.  It  may  be  that  the  great  and  paramount  in- 
terest of  protecting  our  labor  from  Asiatic  competition  may  justify  us  in 
a  permanent  adoption  of  this  policy;  but  it  is  wiser  in  the  first  place  to 
make  a  shorter  experiment,  with  a  view  hereafter  of  maintaining  perma- 
nently only  such  features  as  time  and  experience  may  commend. 

I  transmit  herewith  copies  of  the  papers  relating  to  the  recent  treaty 
with  China,  which  accompanied  the  confidential  message  of  President 
Hayes  to  the  Senate  of  the  loth  January,  1881,  and  also  a  copy  of  a 
memorandum  respecting  the  act  herewith  returned,  which  was  handed  to 
the  Secretary  of  State  by  the  Chinese  minister  in  Washington.

To  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States: 

Herewith  I  return  House  bill  No.  2744,  entitled  **An  act  to  regulate 
the  carriage  of  passengers  by  sea,"  without  my  approval.  In  doing  this 
I  regret  that  I  am  not  able  to  give  my  assent  to  an  act  which  has  received 
the  sanction  of  the  majority  of  both  Houses  of  Congress. 

The  object  proposed  to  be  secured  by  the  act  is  meritorious  and  phil- 
anthropic. Some  correct  and  accurate  legislation  upon  this  subject  is 
undoubtedly  necessary.  Steamships  that  bring  large  bodies  of  emigrants 
must  be  subjected  to  strict  legal  enactments,  so  as  to  prevent  the  passen- 
gers from  being  exposed  to  hardship  and  suffering;  and  such  legislation 
should  be  made  as  will  give  them  abundance  of  space  and  air  and  light, 
protecting  their  health  by  affording  all  reasonable  comforts  and  conven- 
iences and  by  providing  for  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  food  to  be 
furnished  and  all  of  the  other  essentials  of  roomy,  safe,  and  healthful 
accommodations  in  their  passage  across  the  vSea. 

A  statute  providing  for  all  this  is  absolutely  needed,  and  in  the  spirit 
of  humane  legislation  must  be  enacted.  The  present  act,  by  most  of  its 
provisions,  will  obtain  and  secure  this  protection  for  such  passengers, 
and  were  it  not  for  some  serious  errors  contained  in  it  it  would  be  most 
willingly  approved  by  me. 

My  objections  are  these:  In  the  first  section,  in  lines  from  13  to  24, 
inclusive,  it  is  provided  **that  the  compartments  or  spaces,'*  etc.,  ** shall 
be  of  sufficient  dimensions  to  allow  for  each  and  any  passenger, '  *  etc. , 
**  100  cubic  feet,  if  the  compartment  or  space  is  located  on  the  first  deck 
next  below  the  uppermost  deck  of  the  vessel,'*  etc.,**or  120  cubic  feet  for 
each  passenger,"  etc.,  **if  the  compartment  or  space  is  located  on  the 
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second  deck  below  the  uppermost  deck  of  the  vessel,"  etc.  "It  shall 
uot  be  lawful  to  carrj'  or  bring  passengers  on  any  deck  other  thau  the 
two  decks  mentioned,"  etc. 

Nearly  all  of  the  new  and  most  of  the  improved  ocean  steamers  have 
a  spar  deck,  which  is  above  the  main  deck.  The  main  deck  was  in  the 
old  style  of  steamers  the  only  uppermost  deck.  The  spar  deck  is  a  com- 
paratively new  feature  of  the  large  and  costly  steamships,  and  is  now 
practically  the  uppermost  deck.  Below  this  spar  deck  is  the  main  deck. 
Because  of  the  misuse  of  the  words  "uppermost  deck"  instead  of  the 
use  of  tile  words  "main  deck"  by  this  act, the  result  will  be  to  exclude 
nearly  all  of  the  large  steamships  from  carrying  passengers  anywhere 
but  on  the  main  deck  and  on  the  deck  below,  which  is  the  steerage  deck, 
and  to  leave  the  orlop,  or  lower  deck,  heretofore  used  for  passengers, 
useless  and  unoccupied  by  passengers.  This  objection,  which  is  now 
presented  in  connection  with  others  that  will  be  presently  explained, 
will,  if  this  act  is  enforced  as  it  is  now  phrased,  render  useless  for  pas- 
senger traffic  and  expose  to  heavy  loss  all  of  the  great  ocean  steam  lines; 
and  it  will  also  hinder  emigration,  as  there  will  not  be  ships  enough  that 
could  accept  these  conditions  to  carry  all  who  jnay  now  wish  to  come. 

The  use  of  the  new  and  the  hitherto  unknown  term  ' '  uppermost  deck  ' ' 
creates  this  difficulty,  and  I  can  not  couseut  to  have  an  abuse  of  terras 
like  this  to  operate  thus  injuriously  to  these  large  fleets  of  ships.  The 
passengers  will  not  be  benefited  by  such  a  statute,  but  emigration  will  be 
hindered,  if  not  for  a  while  almost  prevented  for  jiiany. 

Again,  the  act  in  the  first  section,  from  hue  31  to  line  35,  inclusive, 
provides:  "And  such  passengers  shall  uot  be  carried  or  brought  in  any 
between -decks,  nor  in  any  compartment,"  etc.,  "the  clear  height  of 
which  is  less  than  7  feet."  Between  the  decks  of  all  ships  are  the 
beams;  they  are  about  a  foot  in  width.  The  legal  method  of  ascertain- 
ing tonnage  for  the  purpose  of  taxation  is  to  measure  between  the  beams 
from  the  floor  to  the  ceiling.  If  this  becomes  a  law  the  space  required 
would  be  8  feet  from  floor  to  ceiling,  and  this  is  impracticable,  for  in  all 
ships  the  spaces  between  decks  are  adjusted  in  proportion  to  the  dimen- 
sions of  the  ship;  and  if  these  spaces  between  decks  are  changed  so  as 
not  to  correspond  in  their  proportions  with  the  dimensions  of  the  vessel, 
the  ship  will  not  work  well  in  the  sea,  her  sailing  qualities  will  be  injured, 
and  she  will  be  rendered  unfit  for  service. 

It  is  only  in  great  ships  of  vast  tonnage  that  the  height  between  decks 
can  be  increased.  All  the  ordinary -sized  ships  are  necessarily  con- 
structed with  7  feet  space  in  the  interval  lietween  the  beams  from  the 
floor  to  the  ceiling.  To  adopt  this  act,  with  this  provision,  would  be 
to  drive  out  of  the  service  of  transporting  passengers  most  all  of  the 
steamships  now  in  such  trade,  and  no  practical  good  obtained  by  it,  for 
really,  with  the  exception  of  the  narrow  beam,  the  space  between  the 
decks  is  now  7  feet.     The  purpose  of  the  space  commanded  by  the  act 
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is  to  obtain  sufficient  air  and  ventilation,  and  that  is  actually  now  given 
to  the  passenger  by  the  7  feet  that  exists  in  all  of  these  vessels  between 
floor  and  ceiling. 

There  is  also  another  objection  that  I  must  suggest.  In  section  12, 
from  line  14  to  line  24,  it  is  provided:  **  Before  such  vessel  shall  be 
cleared  or  may  lawfully  depart, '  *  etc. ,  *  *  the  master  of  said  vessel  shall  fur- 
nish/ *  etc,  *  *  a  correct  list  of  all  passengers  who  have  been  or  are  intended 
to  be  taken  on  board  the  vessel,  and  shall  specify,"  etc.  This  provision 
would  prevent  the  clearing  of  the  vessel.  Steam  vessels  start  at  an  ap- 
pointed hour  and  with  punctuality.  Down  almost  to  the  very  hour  of 
their  departure  new  passengers,  other  than  those  who  have  engaged  their 
passage,  constantly  come  on  board.  If  this  provision  is  to  be  the  law, 
they  must  be  rejected,  for  the  ship  can  not,  without  incurring  heavy  pen- 
alties, take  passengers  whose  names  are  not  set  forth  on  the  list  required 
before  such  vessel  shall  be  cleared.  They  should  be  allowed  to  take  such 
new  passengers  upon  condition  that  they  would  furnish  an  additional  list 
containing  such  persons'  names.  There  are  other  points  of  objection  of 
a  minor  character  that  might  be  presented  for  consideration  if  the  bill 
could  be  reconsidered  and  amended,  but  the  three  that  I  have  recited  are 
conspicuous  defects  in  a  bill  that  ought  to  be  a  code  for  such  a  purpose, 
clear  and  explicit,  free  from  all  such  objections.  The  practical  result  of 
this  law  would  be  to  subject  all  of  the  competing  lines  of  large  ocean 
steamers  to  great  losses.  By  restricting  their  carrying  accommodations 
it  would  also  stay  the  current  of  emigration  that  it  is  our  policy  to  encour- 
age as  well  as  to  protect.  A  good  bill,  correctly  phrased,  and  expressing 
and  naming  in  plain,  well-known  technical  terms  the  proper  and  usual 
places  and  decks  where  passengers  are  and  ought  to  be  placed  and  car- 
ried, will  receive  my  prompt  and  immediate  assent  as  a  public  necessity 
and  blessing  CHESTER  A.  ARTHUR. 

Executive  Mansion,  Atigust  /,  1882, 
To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

Having  watched  with  much  interest  the  progress  of  House  bill  No. 
6242,  entitled  **An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  construction,  re- 
pair, and  preservation  of  certain  works  on  rivers  and  harbors,  and  for 
other  purposes,*'  and  having  since  it  was  received  carefully  examined  it, 
after  mature  consideration  I  am  constrained  to  return  it  herewith  to  the 
House  of  Representatives,  in  which  it  originated,  without  my  signature 
and  with  my  objections  to  its  passage. 

Many  of  the  appropriations  in  the  bill  are  deaily  for  the  general  wel- 
fare and  most  beneficent  in  their  character.  Two  of  the  objects  for  which 
provision  is  made  were  by  me  considered  so  important  that  I  felt  it  my 
duty  to  direct  to  them  the  attention  of  Congress.  In  my  annual  message 
in  December  last  I  urged  the  vital  importance  of  legislation  for  the  recla- 
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Illation  of  the  marshes  and  for  the  estalilishmeiit  of  tlie  harbor  lines  along 
the  Potomac  front.  In  April  last,  by  special  message,  I  recommended  an 
appropriation  for  the  improvement  of  the  Mississippi  River.  It  is  not 
neces.sary  that  I  say  that  wlien  my  signature  would  make  the  bill  appro- 
priating for  these  and  otlier  valuable  national  objects  a  law  it  is  with 
great  reluctance  and  only  under  a  sense  of  duty  that  I  withhold  it. 

My  principal  objection  to  the  bill  is  that  it  contains  appropriations  for 
purposes  not  for  the  common  defense  or  general  welfare,  and  which  do 
not  promote  commerce  among  the  States.  These  provisions,  on  the  con- 
trary, are  entirely  for  the  benefit  of  the  particular  localities  in  which  it 
is  proposed  to  make  the  improvements.  I  regard  such  appropriation  of 
the  public  money  as  beyond  the  powers  given  by  the  Constitution  to 
Congress  and  the  President. 

I  feel  the  more  bound  to  withhold  my  signature  from  the  bill  because 
of  the  peculiar  evils  which  manifestly  result  from  this  infraction  of  the 
Constitution.  Appropriations  of  this  nature,  to  be  devoted  purely  to 
local  objects,  tend  to  an  increase  in  number  and  in  amount.  As  the  citi- 
zens of  one  State  find  that  money,  to  raise  which  they  in  common  with 
the  whole  country  are  taxed,  is  to  1«  expended  for  local  improvements  in 
another  State,  they  demand  similar  benefits  for  themselves,  and  it  is  not 
unnatural  that  they  should  seek  to  indemnify  themselves  for  such  use  of 
the  public  funds  by  securing  appropriations  for  similar  improvements  in 
their  own  neighborhood.  Thus  as  the  bill  becomes  more  objectionable 
it  secures  more  .support.  This  result  is  invariable  and  necessarily  fol- 
lows a  neglect  to  obser\-e  the  constitutional  limitations  imposed  upon 
the  lawniaking  power. 

The  appropriations  for  river  and  harbor  improvements  have,  under 
the  influences  to  which  I  have  alluded,  increased  year  by  year  out  of 
proportion  to  the  progress  of  the  country,  great  as  that  lias  been.  In 
1870  the  aggregate  appropriation  was  §3,975,900:  in  1875,  $6,648,517.50; 
in  i88o,  J8.976,5c?o;  and  in  i88t,  $11,451,000;  while  by  the  present  act 
there  is  appropriated  $18,743,875. 

While  feeling  every  disposition  to  leave  to  the  Legislature  the  respon- 
sibility of  determining  what  amount  should  be  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  bill,  so  long  as  the  appropriations  are  confined  to  objects 
indicated  bj'  the  grant  of  power,  I  can  not  escape  the  conclusion  that, 
as  a  part  of  the  lawmaking  power  of  the  Government,  the  duty  devolves 
upon  me  to  withhold  my  signature  from  a  bill  containing  appropriations 
which  in  my  opinion  greatly  exceed  in  amount  the  needs  of  the  country 
for  the  present  fi.scal  year.  It  being  the  usage  to  provide  money  for 
these  purposes  by  annual  appropriation  bills,  the  President  is  in  effect 
directed  to  expend  .so  large  an  amount  of  money  within  so  brief  a  period 
that  the  expenditure  can  not  be  made  economically  and  advantageously. 

The  extravagant  expenditure  of  public  money  is  an  evil  not  to  be 
measured  by  the  value  of  that  money  to  the  people  who  are  taxed  for  it. 
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They  sustain  a  greater  injury  in  the  demoralizing  effect  produced  upon 
those  who  are  intrusted  with  official  duty  through  all  the  ramifications 
of  government. 

These  objections  could  be  removed  and  every  constitutional  purpose 
readily  attained  should  Congress  enact  that  one-half  only  of  the  aggre- 
gate amount  provided  for  in  the  bill  be  appropriated  for  expenditure 
during  the  fiscal  year,  and  that  the  sum  so  appropriated  be  expended 
only  for  such  objects  named  in  the  bill  as  the  Secretary  of  War,  under 
the  direction  of  the  President,  shall  determine;  provided  that  in  no  case 
shall  the  expenditure  for  any  one  purpose  exceed  the  sum  now  desig- 
nated by  the  bill  for  that  purpose. 

I  feel  authorized  to  make  this  suggestion  because  of  the  duty  imposed 
upon  the  President  by  the  Constitution  **to  recommend  to  the  consid- 
eration of  Congress  such  measures  as  he  shall  judge  necessary  and  expe- 
dient,** and  because  it  is  my  earnest  desire  that  the  public  works  which 
are  in  progress  shall  suffer  no  injury.  Congress  will  also  convene  again 
in  four  months,  when  this  whole  subject  will  be  open  for  their  consid-

PROCLAMATIONS. 

By  thk  President  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

a  proclamation. 

Whereas  it  is  provided  in  the  laws  of  the  United  States  that — 

Whenever,  by  reason  of  unlawful  obstructions,  combinations,  or  assemblages  of 
persons  or  rebellion  against  the  authority  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  it 
shall  become  impracticable,  in  the  judgment  of  the  President,  to  enforce  by  the  ordi- 
nary course  of  judicial  proceedings  the  laws  of  the  United  States  within  any  State  or 
Territory,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  to  call  forth  the  militia  of  any  or  all 
the  States  and  to  employ  such  parts  of  the  land  and  naval  forces  of  the  United 
States  as  he  may  deem  necessary'  to  enforce  the  faithful  execution  of  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  or  to  suppress  such  rebellion,  in  whatever  State  or  Territory  thereof 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  may  be  forcibly  opposed  or  the  execution  thereof  for- 
cibly obstructed. 

And  whereas  it  has  been  made  to  appear  satisfactorily  to  me,  by  infor- 
mation received  from  the  governor  of  the  Territory  of  Arizona  and  from 
the  General  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States  and  other  reliable  sources, 
that  in  consequence  of  unlawful  combinations  of  evil-disposed  persons 
who  are  banded  together  to  oppose  and  obstruct  the  execution  of  the 
laws  it  has  become  impracticable  to  enforce  by  the  ordinary  course  of 
judicial  proceedings  the  laws  of  the  United  States  within  that  Territory, 
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aud  that  the  laws  of  the  United  States  have  been  therein  forcibly  op- 
posed and  the  execution  thereof  forcibly  resisted;  and 

Whereas  the  laws  of  the  United  States  require  that  whenever  it  may 
be  necessary,  in  the  judgment  of  the  President,  to  use  the  niilitarj'  forces 
for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  faithful  execution  of  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  he  shall  forthwith,  bj-  proclamation,  connnand  such  insur- 
gents to  disperse  aud  retire  peaceably  to  their  respective  abodes  within 
a  limited  time: 

Now.  therefore,  I,  Chester  A.  Arthur,  President  of  the  United  States, 
do  hereby  admonish  all  good  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  especially 
of  the  Territory  of  Arizona,  against  aiding,  countenancing,  abetting,  or 
taking  part  in  any  such  uidawful  prcxreedings;  and  I  do  hereby  warn  all 
persons  engaged  in  or  connected  with  said  obstruction  of  the  laws  to 
disperse  and  retire  peaceably  to  their  respective  abodes  on  or  before  noon 
of  the  15th  day  of  May.

In  conformity  with  a  custom  the  annual  observance  of  which  is  justly 
held  in  honor  by  this  people,  I,  Chester  A.  Arthur,  President  of  the 
United  States,  do  hereby  set  apart  Thursday,  the  30th  day  of  November 
next,  as  a  day  of  public  thanksgiving. 

The  blessings  demanding  our  gratitude  are  numerous  and  varied.  For 
the  peace  and  amity  which  subsist  between  this  Republic  and  all  the 
nations  of  the  world;  for  the  freedom  from  internal  discord  and  violence; 
for  the  increasing  friendship  between  the  different  sections  of  the  land;  for 
liberty,  justice,  and  constitutional  government;  for  the  devotion  of  the 
people  to  our  free  institutions  and  their  cheerful  obedience  to  mild  laws; 
for  the  constantly  increasing  strength  of  the  Republic  while  extending 
its  privileges  to  fellow-men  who  come  to  us;  for  the  improved  means  of 
internal  communication  and  the  increased  facilities  of  intercourse  with 
other  nations;  for  the  general  prevailing  health  of  the  year;  for  the 
prosperity  of  all  our  industries,  the  liberal  retunt  for  the  mechanic's 
toil  affording  a  market  for  the  abundant  harvests  of  the  husbandman; 
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for  the  preservation  of  the  national  faith  and  credit;  for  wise  and  gener- 
ous provision  to  effect  the  intellectual  and  moral  education  of  our  youth; 
for  the  influence  upon  the  conscience  of  a  restraining  and  transforming 
religion,  and  for  the  joys  of  home — for  these  and  for  many  other  bless- 
ings we  should  give  thanks. 

Wherefore  I  do  recommend  that  the  day  above  designated  be  observed 
throughout  the  country  as  a  day  of  national  thanksgiving  and  prayer, 
and  that  the  people,  ceasing  from  their  daily  labors  and  meeting  in 
accordance  with  their  several  forms  of  worship,  draw  near  to  the  throne 
of  Almighty  God,  offering  to  Him  praise  and  gratitude  for  the  manifold 
goodness  which  He  has  vouchsafed  to  us  and  praying  that  His  blessings 
and  His  mercies  may  continue. 

And  I  do  further  recommend  that  the  day  thus  appointed  be  made  a 
special  occasion  for  deeds  of  kindness  and  charity  to  the  suffering  and 
the  needy,  so  that  all  who  dwell  within  the  land  may  rejoice  and  be  glad 
in  this  season  of  national  thanksgiving.

EXECUTIVE  ORDERS. 

To  Collectors  of  Customs:  Treasury  Department,  March  30,  iSSi. 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  1955,  Revised  Statutes,  so  much  of  Department 
instructions  of  July  3,  1875,*  approved  by  the  President,  as  prohibits  the  importation 
and  use  of  breech -loading  rifles  and  suitable  ammunition  therefor  into  and  within 
the  limits  of  the  Territory  of  Alaska  is  hereby  amended  and  modified  so  as  to  permit 
emigrants  who  intend  to  become  actual  bona  fide  settlers  upon  the  mainland  to  ship 
to  the  care  of  the  collector  of  customs  at  Sitka,  for  their  own  personal  protection 
and  for  the  hunting  of  game,  not  exceeding  one  such  rifle  and  suitable  ammunition 
therefor  to  each  male  adult;  also  to  permit  actual  bona  fide  residents  of  the  mainland 
of  Alaska  (not  including  Indians  or  traders),  upon  application  to  the  collector  and 
with  his  approval,  to  order  and  ship  for  personal  use  such  arms  and  ammunition  to 
his  care,  not  exceeding  one  rifle  for  each  such  person,  and  proper  amnmnition. 

The  sale  of  such  arms  and  ammunition  is  prohibited  except  by  persons  about 
to  leave  the  Territory,  and  then  only  to  bona  fide  residents  (excluding  Indians  and 
traders)  upon  application  to  and  with  the  approval  of  the  collector.

Whereas  on  the  loth  day  of  January,  1863,  Fitz  John  Porter,  then 
major-general  of  volunteers  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States, 
and  also  colonel  of  the  Fifteenth  Regiment  of  Infantry  and  brevet  briga- 
dier-general in  the  United  States  Army,  was  by  a  general  court-martial, 
for  certain  offenses  of  which  he  had  been  thereby  convicted,  sentenced 
"  to  be  cashiered  and  to  be  forever  disqualified  from  holding  any  office  of

Whereas  on  the  zistday  of  January,  1863,  that  sentence  was  duly  con- 
firmed by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  by  his  order  of  the 
same  date  carried  into  execution;  and 

Whereas  so  much  of  that  sentence  as  forever  disqualified  the  said  Fitz 
John  Porter  from  holding  office  imposed  upon  him  a  continuing  pen- 
alty and  is  still  being  executed;  and 

WHiereas  doubts  have  since  arisen  concerning  the  guilt  of  the  said  Fitz 
John  Porter  of  the  offenses  whereof  he  was  convicted  by  the  said  court- 
martial,  founded  upon  the  result  of  an  investigation  ordered  on  the  uth 
day  of  April,  1878,  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  which  are 
deemed  by  nie  to  be  of  sufficient  gravity  to  warrant  the  remission  of  that 
part  of  said  sentence  which  has  not  yet  been  completely  executed: 

Now,  therefore,  know  ye  that  I,  Chester  A.  Arthur,  President  of  the 
United  States,  by  virtue  of  the  power  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States  and  in  consideration  of  the  premises,  do  hereby 
grant  to  the  said  Fitz  John  Porter  full  remission  of  the  hereinbefore- 
mentioned  continuing  penaltj'.

I.  By  direction  of  the  President,  the  Military  Department  of  West 
Point  will  be  discontinued  September  i,  1882. 

II.  By  direction  of  the  President,  sections  i  and  2  of  Article  I  of  the 
general  regulations  for  the  United  States  Military  Academy  are  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

1.  The  General  of  the  Army,  under  the  War  Department,  shall  have  supervision 
and  charge  of  the  United  States  Military  Academy.  He  will  watch  over  its  admin- 
istration and  discipline  and  the  instruction  of  the  Corps  of  Cadets,  and  will  make 
reports  thereof  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

2.  The  Superintendent,  and  in  his  absence  the  next  in  rank,  shall  have  the  imme- 
diate government  and  military  command  of  the  Academy,  and  shall  be  commandant 
of  the  military  post  of  West  Point.     The  Superintendent  will  render,  through  the 

*  Adjutant-General,  to  the  General  of  the  Army,  for  submission  to  the  Secretary  of 
War,  all  required  reports,  returns,  and  estimates  concerning  the  Academy.

SECOND  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 

Washington,  December  4.,  1882. 
To  the  Sejiate  ajid  House  of  Represeyitatives  of  the  United  States: 

It  is  provided  by  the  Constitution  that  the  President  shall  from  time 
to  time  give  to  the  Congress  information  of  the  state  of  the  Union  and 
recommend  to  their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  shall  judge  nec- 
essary and  expedient. 

In  reviewing  the  events  of  the  3'ear  which  has  elapsed  since  the  com- 
mencement of  your  sessions,  I  first  call  your  attention  to  the  gratifying 
condition  of  our  foreign  affairs.  Our  intercounse  with  other  powers  has 
continued  to  be  of  the  most  friendly  character. 

Such  slight  differences  as  have  arisen  during  the  year  have  been  already 
settled  or  are  likely  to  reach  an  early  adjustment.  The  arrest  of  citi- 
zens of  the  ITnited  States  in  Ireland  under  recent  laws  which  owe  their 
origin  to  the  disturbed  condition  of  that  country  has  led  to  a  some- 
what extended  correspondence  with  the  Government  of  Great  Britain. 
A  divSposition  to  respect  our  rights  has  been  practically  manifested  by 
the  release  of  the  arrested  parties. 

The  claim  of  this  nation  in  regard  to  the  supervision  and  control  of 
any  interoceanic  canal  across  the  American  Isthmus  has  continued  to  be 
the  subject  of  conference. 

It  is  likely  that  time  will  be  more  powerful  than  discussion  in  removing 
the  divergence  between  the  two  nations  whose  friendship  is  so  closely 
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cemented  by  the  intimacy  of  their  relations  and  the  community  of  their 
interests. 

Our  long-established  friendliness  with  Russia  has  remained  unshaken. 
It  has  prompted  me  to  proffer  the  earnest  counsels  of  this  Government 
that  measures  be  adopted  for  suppressing  the  proscription  which  the 
Hebrew  race  in  that  country  has  lately  suffered.  It  has  not  transpired 
that  any  American  citizen  has  been  subjected  to  arrest  or  injury,  but 
our  conrteons  remonstrance  has  nevertheless  Ijeen  courteously  received. 
There  is  reason  to  belie\'e  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  Russia 
will  be  able  to  secure  toleration  to  all  faiths  witliin  her  borders. 

At  an  inteniatioiial  conventiou  held  at  Paris  in  1880,  and  attended  by 
representatives  of  the  United  States,  au  agreement  was  reached  in  respect 
to  the  protection  of  trade-marks,  patentedarticles.atid  the  rights  of  manu- 
facturing firms  and  corporations.  The  formulating  into  treaties  of  the 
recommendations  thus  adopted  is  receiving  the  attention  which  it  merits. 

The  protection  of  submarine  cables  is  a  subject  now  under  considera- 
tion by  au  international  conference  at  Paris.  Believing  that  it  is  clearly 
the  tnie  policy  of  this  Government  to  favor  the  neutrahzation  of  this 
means  of  intercourse,  I  requested  our  minister  to  France  to  attend  the 
convention  as  a  delegate.  I  al.so  designated  two  of  our  eminent  scien- 
tists to  attend  as  our  representatives  at  the  meeting  of  an  international 
committee  at  Paris  for  considering  the  adoption  of  a  common  unit  to 
measure  electric  force. 

In  view  of  the  frequent  occurrence  of  conferences  for  the  consideration 
of  important  matters  of  common  interest  to  civilized  nations,  I  resjiect- 
fully  suggest  that  the  Executive  be  invested  by  Congress  with  discre- 
tionary powers  to  send  delegates  to  such  conventions,  and  that  provision 
be  made  to  defray  the  expenses  incident  ttiereto. 

The  difference  between  the  United  States  and  Spain  as  to  the  effect  of 
a  judgment  and  certificate  of  naturali/.ation  has  not  yet  been  adjusted, 
but  it  is  hoped  and  believed  that  negotiations  now  in  progre-ss  will  result 
in  the  establishment  of  the  position  which  seems  to  this  Government  so 
reasonable  and  just. 

I  have  alreadj-  called  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  fact  that  in  the 
ports  of  Spain  and  its  colonies  onerous  fines  have  lately  been  imposed 
upon  vessels  of  the  United  States  for  trivial  technical  offenses  against 
local  regulations.  Efforts  for  the  abatement  of  these  exactions  have 
thus  far  proved  unsuccessful. 

I  regret  to  inform  you  also  that  the  fees  demanded  by  Spanish  consuls 
in  American  ports  are  in  some  cases  so  large,  when  compared  with  the 
value  of  the  cargo,  as  to  amount  in  effect  to  a  considerable  export  duty, 
and  that  our  remonstrances  in  this  regard  have  not  as  yet  received  the 
attention  which  they  seem  to  deserve. 

The  German  Government  has  invited  the  United  States  to  participate 
in  an  international  exhibitiou  of  domestic  cattle  to  be  held  at  Hamburg 
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in  July,  1883.  If  this  country  is  to  be  represented,  it  is  important  that  in 
the  early  days  of  this  session  Congress  should  make  a  suitable  appropri- 
ation for  that  purpose. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Marsh,  our  late  minister  to  Italy,  has  evoked  from 
that  Government  expressions  of  profound  respect  for  his  exalted  charac- 
ter and  for  his  honorable  career  in  the  diplomatic  service  of  his  coun- 
try. The  Italian  Government  has  raised  a  question  as  to  the  propriety 
of  recognizing  in  his  dual  capacity  the  representative  of  this  country 
recently  accredited  both  as  secretary  of  legation  and  as  consul-general  at 
Rome.  He  has  been  received  as  secretary,  but  his  exequatur  as  consul- 
general  has  thus  far  been  withheld. 

The  extradition  convention  with  Belgium,  which  has  been  in  opera- 
tion since  X874,  has  been  lately  supplanted  by  another.  The  Senate 
has  signified  its  approval,  and  ratifications  have  been  duly  exchanged 
between  the  contracting  countries.  To  the  list  of  extraditable  crimes 
has  been  added  that  of  the  assassination  or  attempted  assassination  of 
the  chief  of  the  State. 

Negotiations  have  been  opened  with  Switzerland  looking  to  a  settle- 
ment by  treaty  of  the  question  whether  its  citizens  can  renounce  their 
allegiance  and  become  citizens  of  the  United  States  without  obtaining 
the  consent  of  the  Swiss  Government. 

I  am  glad  to  inform  you  that  the  immigration  of  paupers  and  crimi- 
nals from  certain  of  the  Cantons  of  Switzerland  has  substantially  ceased 
and  is  no  longer  sanctioned  by  the  authorities. 

The  consideration  of  this  subject  prompts  the  suggestion  that  the  act 
of  August  3,  1882,  which  has  for  its  object  the  return  of  foreign  con- 
victs to  their  own  country,  should  be  so  modified  as  not  to  be  open  to 
the  interpretation  that  it  affects  the  extradition  of  criminals  on  preferred 
charges  of  crime. 

The  Ottoman  Porte  has  not  yet  assented  to  the  interpretation  which 
this  Government  has  put  upon  the  treaty  of  1830  relative  to  its  jurisdic- 
tional rights  in  Turkey.  It  may  well  be,  however,  that  this  difference 
will  l)e  adjusted  by  a  general  revision  of  the  system  of  jurisdiction  of 
the  United  States  in  the  countries  of  the  East,  a  subject  to  which  your 
attention  has  been  already  called  by  the  Secretar>'  of  State. 

In  the  interest  of  justice  toward  China  and  Japan,  I  trust  that  the 
question  of  the  return  of  the  indemnity  fund  to  the  Governments  of 
those  countries  will  reach  at  the  present  session  the  satisfactory  solu- 
tion which  I  have  already  recommended,  and  which  has  recently  been 
foreshadowed  by  Congressional  discussion. 

The  treaty  lately  concluded  wMth  Korea  awaits  the  action  of  the  Senate. 

During  the  late  disturbance  in  Egypt  the  timely  presence  of  American 
vessels  serv^-ed  as  a  protection  to  the  persons  and  property  of  many  of  our 
own  citizens  and  of  citizens  of  other  countries,  whose  governments  have 
expressed  their  thanks  for  this  assistance. 
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The  recent  legislation  restricting  immigration  of  iaborers  from  China 
has  gi\-en  rise  to  the  question  whether  Chinese  proceeding  to  or  from 
another  country  may  lawfully  pass  through  our  own. 

Construing  the  act  of  May  6,  1882,  in  connection  with  the  treaty  of 
November  7,  r88o,  the  restriction  would  seem  to  be  limited  to  Chinese 
immigrants  coming  to  the  I'nited  States  as  laborers,  and  would  not  forbid 
a  mere  transit  across  our  territorj'.  I  ask  the  attention  of  Congress  to 
the  subject,  for  such  action,  if  any,  as  may  be  deemed  advisable. 

This  Government  has  recently  had  occasion  to  manifest  its  interest  in 
the  Republic  of  Liberia  by  seeking  to  aid  the  amicable  settlement  of  the 
boundary  dispute  now  pending  between  that  Repitblic  and  tlie  British 
possession  of  Sierra  Leone. 

The  reciprocitj'  treaty  with  Hawaii  will  become  terminable  after  Sep- 
tember 9, 1883,  on  tweh'e  mouths'  notice  by  either  party.  While  certain 
provisions  of  that  compact  inay  have  proved  onerous,  its  existence  has 
fostered  commercial  relations  which  it  is  important  to  preserve.  I  sug- 
gest, therefore,  that  early  consideration  Ije  given  to  such  modifications  of 
the  treaty  as  seem  to  be  demanded  by  the  interests  of  our  people. 

In  view  of  our  increasing  trade  witli  both  Hayti  and  Santo  Domingo,  I 
advise  that  provision  be  made  for  diplomatic  intercourse  with  the  latter 
by  enlarging  the  scope  of  tlie  mission  at  Port  an  Prince. 

I  regret  that  certain  claims  of  American  citizens  against  the  Govern- 
ment of  Hayti  have  thus  far  been  urged  unavailingly. 

A  recent  agreement  with  Mexico  provides  for  the  crossing  of  the  fron- 
tier by  the  armed  forces  of  either  country  in  pursuit  of  hostile  Indians. 
In  my  message  of  last  year  I  called  attention  to  the  prevalent  lawlessness 
upon  the  borders  and  to  the  necessity  of  legislation  for  its  suppression, 
I  again  invite  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  subject. 

A  partial  relief  from  these  miscliiefs  has  been  sought  in  a  convention, 
which  now  awaits  the  approval  of  the  Senate,  as  dots  also  another  touch- 
ing the  establishment  of  the  international  boundary  between  the  United 
States  and  Mexico.  If  the  latter  is  ratified,  the  action  of  Congress  will 
be  required  for  establishing  suitable  commissions  of  survey.  The  bound- 
ary dispute  between  Mexico  and  Guatemala,  which  led  this  Government 
to  proffer  its  friendly  counsels  to  both  parties,  has  been  amicably  settled. 

No  change  has  occurred  in  our  relations  with  Venezuela.  I  again 
invoke  your  action  in  the  matter  of  the  pending  awards  against  that 
Republic,  to  which  reference  was  made  by  a  special  message  from  the 
Executive  at  your  last  session. 

An  invitation  lias  been  received  from  the  Government  of  Venezuela 
to  send  representatives  in  July,  1883,  to  Caracas  for  participating  in  the 
centennial  celebration  of  the  birth  of  Bolivar,  the  founder  of  South  Amer- 
ican independence.  In  connection  with  this  event  it  is  designed  to  com- 
mence the  erection  at  Caracas  of  a  statue  of  Washington  and  to  conduct 
an  industrial  exhibition  which  will  be  open  to  American  products.     I 
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recommend  that  the  United  States  be  represented  and  that  suitable  pro- 
vision be  made  therefor. 

The  elevation  of  the  grade  of  our  mission  in  Central  America  to  the 
plenipotentiary  rank,  which  was  authorized  by  Congress  at  its  late  ses- 
sion, has  been  since  effected. 

The  war  between  Peru  and  Bolivia  on  the  6ne  side  and  Chile  on  the 
other  began  more  than  three  years  ago.  On  the  occupation  by  Chile  in 
1880  of  all  the  littoral  territory  of  Bolivia,  negotiations  for  peace  were 
conducted  under  the  direction  of  the  United  States.  The  allies  refused 
to  concede  any  territory,  but  Chile  has  since  become  master  of  the  whole 
coast  of  both  countries  and  of  the  capital  of  Peru.  A  year  since,  as  you 
have  already  been  advised  by  correspondence  transmitted  to  you  in  Janu- 
ary last,  this  Government  sent  a  special  mission  to  the  belligerent  powers 
to  express  the  hope  that  Chile  would  be  disposed  to  accept  a  money 
indemnity  for  the  expenses  of  the  war  and  to  relinquish  her  demand  for 
a  portion  of  the  territor>'  of  her  antagonist. 

This  recommendation,  which  Chile  declined  to  follow,  this  Government 
did  not  assume  to  enforce;  nor  can  it  be  enforced  without  resort  to  meas- 
ures which  would  be  in  keeping  neither  with  the  temper  of  our  people 
nor  with  the  spirit  of  our  institutions. 

The  power  of  Peru  no  longer  extends  over  its  whole  territory,  and  in 
the  event  of  our  interference  to  dictate  peace  would  need  to  be  supple- 
mented by  the  armies  and  navies  of  the  United  States.  Such  interfer- 
ence would  almost  inevitably  lead  to  the  establishment  of  a  protectorate — 
a  result  utterly  at  odds  with  our  past  policy,  injurious  to  our  present  inter- 
ests, and  full  of  embarrassments  for  the  future. 

For  effecting  the  termination  of  hostilities  upon  terms  at  once  just  to 
the  victorious  nation  and  generous  to  its  adversaries,  this  Government  has 
spared  no  efforts  save  such  as  might  involve  the  complications  which  I 
have  indicated. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  deplored  that  Chile  seems  resolved  to  exact  such  rig- 
orous conditions  of  peace  and  indispOvSed  to  submit  to  arbitration  the  terms 
of  an  amicable  settlement.  No  peace  is  likely  to  be  lasting  that  is  not 
sufficiently  equitable  and  just  to  command  the  approval  of  other  nations. 

About  a  year  since  invitations  were  extended  to  the  nations  of  this  con- 
tinent to  send  representatives  to  a  peace  congress  to  assemble  at  Washing- 
ton in  November,  1882.  The  time  of  meeting  was  fixed  at  a  period  then 
remote,  in  the  hope,  as  the  invitation  itself  declared,  that  in  the  mean- 
time the  disturbances  between  the  South  American  Republics  would  be 
adjusted.  As  that  expectation  seemed  unlikely  to  be  realized,  I  asked  in 
April  last  for  an  expression  of  opinion  from  the  two  HoUvSes  of  Congress 
as  to  the  advisability  of  holding  the  proposed  convention  at  the  time 
appointed.  This  action  was  prompted  in  part  by  doubts  which  mature 
reflection  had  suggested  whether  the  diplomatic  usage  and  traditions  of 
the  Government  did  not  make  it  fitting  that  the  Executive  should  consult 
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the  representatives  of  the  people  before  pursuing  a  line  of  policy  some- 
what novel  in  its  character  and  far  reaching  in  its  possible  consequences. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  no  action  was  taken  by  Congress  in  the  premises 
and  that  no  provision  had  been  made  for  necessary  expenses.  I  subse- 
quently decided  to  p^jstpone  the  convocation,  and  so  notified  the  several 
Governments  which  had  been  invited  to  attend. 

I  am  unwilling  to  dismiss  this  subject  without  assuring  you  of  my 
support  of  any  measures  the  wisdom  of  Congress  may  devise  for  the  pro- 
motion of  peace  on  this  continent  and  throughout  the  world,  and  I  trust 
that  the  time  is  nigh  when,  with  the  universal  assent  of  civilized  peoples, 
all  international  differences  shall  be  detennined  without  resort  to  arms 
by  the  benignant  processes  of  arbitration. 

Changes  have  occurred  in  the  diplomatic  representation  of  several  for- 
eign powers  during  the  past  year.  New  ministers  from  the  Argentine 
Republic,  Austria -Hungary,  Brazil,  Chile,  China,  France,  Japan,  Mexico, 
the  Netherlands,  and  Russia  have  presented  their  credentials.  The  mis- 
sions of  Denmark  and  Venezuela  at  this  capital  have  been  raised  in  grade. 
Switzerland  has  created  a  plenipotentiary  mission  to  this  Government. 
and  an  embassy  from  Madagascar  and  a  minister  from  Siam  will  shortly 

Our  diplomatic  intercourse  has  been  enlarged  by  the  establishment  of 
relations  with  the  new  Kingdom  of  Servia,  by  the  creation  of  a  mission 
to  Siam.  and  by  the  restoration  of  the  mission  to  Greece.  The  Shah  of 
Persia  has  expressed  his  gratification  that  a  charg^  d'aifaires  will  shortlv 
be  sent  to  that  country,  where  the  rights  of  our  citizens  have  been  hitherto 
courteously  guarded  by  the  representatives  of  Great  Britain. 

I  renew  my  recommendation  of  such  legislation  as  will  place  the  United 
States  in  harmony  with  other  maritime  powers  with  respect  to  the  inter- 
national rules  for  the  prevention  of  collisions  at  sea. 

In  conformity  with  your  joint  resolution  of  the  3d  of  August  last,  I  have 
directed  the  Secretary  of  State  to  address  foreign  governments  in  respect 
to  a  proposed  conference  for  considering  the  subject  of  the  iniiversal  adop- 
tion of  a  common  prime  meridian  to  be  used  in  the  reckoning  of  longi- 
tude and  in  the  regulation  of  time  throughout  the  civilized  world.  Their 
replies  wiil  in  due  time  be  laid  Ijefore  you. 

An  agreement  was  reached  at  Paris  in  1875  between  the  principal  pow- 
ers for  the  interchange  of  official  publications  through  the  medium  of  their 
respective  foreign  departments. 

The  admirable  system  which  has  been  built  up  by  the  enterprise  of  the 
Smithsonian  Institution  affords  a  practical  basis  for  our  cooperation  in  this 
scheme,  and  an  arrangement  has  teen  effected  by  which  that  institution 
will  perform  the  necessary  lalior,  under  the  direction  of  the  Department 
of  State.     A  reasonable  compensation  therefor  should  be  provided  by  law. 

A  clause  in  the  act  making  appropriations  for  the  diplomatic  and  con- 
sular service  contemplates  the  reorganization  of  both  branches  of  such 
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service  on  a  salaried  basis,  leaving  fees  to  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  Treas- 
ury. I  cordially  favor  such  a  project,  as  likely  to  correct  abuses  in  the 
present  system.  The  Secretary  of  State  will  present  to  you  at  an  early 
day  a  plan  for  such  reorganization. 

A  full  and  interesting  exhibit  of  the  operations  of  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment is  afforded  by  the  report  of  the  Secretary.

During  the  year  there  have  been  organized  171  national  banks,  and  of 
those  institutions  there  are  now  in  operation  2,269,  ^  larger  number  than 
ever  before.  The  value  of  their  notes  in  active  circulation  on  July  i, 
1882,  was  $324,656,458. 

I  commend  to  your  attention  the  Secretar>-'s  views  in  respect  to  the 
likelihood  of  a  serious  contraction  of  this  circulation,  and  to  the  modes 
by  which  that  result  niaj-,  in  his  judgment,  be  averted. 

In  respect  to  the  coinage  of  silver  dollars  and  the  retirement  of  silver 
certificates,  I  have  seen  nothing  to  alter  but  much  to  confirm  the  senti- 
ments to  which  I  gave  expression  last  year. 

A  comparison  between  the  respective  amounts  of  silver-dollar  circu- 
lation on  Noveniljer  1,  1881,  and  on  November  i,  1882,  shows  a  sUght 
increase  of  a  million  and  a  half  of  dollars;  but  during  the  interval  there 
had  been  in  the  whole  nmnber  coined  an  increase  of  twenty-six  millions. 
Of  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  millions  thus  far  minted,  little 
more  than  thirty-five  millions  are  in  circulation.  The  mass  of  accumu- 
lated coin  has  grown  so  great  that  the  vault  room  at  present  available 
for  storage  is  scarcely  sufficient  to  contain  it.  It  is  not  apparent  why  it 
is  desirable  to  conttime  this  coinage,  now  so  enormously  in  excess  of  the 
public  demand. 

As  to  the  silver  certificates,  in  addition  to  the  grounds  which  seemed 
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last  year  to  justify  their  retirement  may  be  mentioned  the  effect  which 
is  likely  to  ensue  from  the  supply  of  gold  certificates  for  whose  issuance 
Congress  recently  made  provision,  and  which  are  now  in  active  circula- 
tion. 

You  can  not  fail  to  note  with  interest  the  discussion  by  the  Secretary 
as  to  the  necessity  of  providing  by  legislation  some  mode  of  freeing  the 
Treasury  of  an  excess  of  assets  in  the  event  that  Congress  fails  to  reach 
an  early  agreement  for  the  reduction  of  taxation. 

I  heartily  approve  the  Secretary's  recommendation  of  immediate  and 
extensive  reductions  in  the  annual  revenues  of  the  Government. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  I  urged  upon  the  attention  of  Congress  at 
its  last  session  the  importance  of  relieving  the  industry  and  enterprise  of 
the  country  from  the  pressure  of  unnecessary  taxation.  It  is  one  of  the 
tritest  maxims  of  political  economy  that  all  taxes  are  burdensome,  how- 
ever wisely  and  prudently  imposed;  and  though  there  have  always  been 
among  our  people  wide  differences  of  sentiment  as  to  the  best  methods 
of  raising  the  national  revenues,  and,  indeed,  as  to  the  principles  upon 
which  taxation  should  be  based,  there  has  been  substantial  accord  in 
the  doctrine  that  only  such  taxes  ought  to  be  levied  as  are  necessary 
for  a  wise  and  economical  administration  of  the  Government.  Of  late 
the  public  revenues  have  far  exceeded  that  limit,  and  unless  checked  by 
appropriate  legislation  such  excess  will  continue  to  increase  from  year 
to  year.  For  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1881,  the  surplus  revenue 
amounted  to  $100,000,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  on  the  30th  of  June 
last  the  surplus  was  more  than  one  hundred  and  forty-five  milHons. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  shows  what  disposition  has  been  made  of 
these  moneys.  They  have  not  only  answered  the  requirements  of  the 
sinking  fund,  but  have  afforded  a  large  balance  applicable  to  other  reduc- 
tions of  the  public  debt. 

But  I  renew  the  expression  of  my  conviction  that  such  rapid  extin- 
guishment of  the  national  indebtedness  as  is  now  taking  place  is  by  no 
means  a  cause  for  congratulation;  it  is  a  cause  rather  for  serious  appre- 
hension. 

If  it  continues,  it  must  speedily  be  followed  by  one  of  the  evil  resuUs 
so  clearly  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Secretary. 

Either  the  surplus  must  lie  idle  in  the  Treasury  or  the  Government 
will  be  forced  to  buy  at  market  rates  its  bonds  not  then  redeemable,  and 
which  under  such  circumstances  can  not  fail  to  command  an  enormous 
premium,  or  the  swollen  revenues  will  be  devoted  to  extravagant  expendi- 
ture, which,  as  experience  has  taught,  is  ever  the  bane  of  an  overflowing 
treasury. 

It  was  made  apparent  in  the  course  of  the  animated  discussions  which 
this  question  aroused  at  the  last  session  of  Congress  that  the  policy  of 
diminishing  the  revenue  by  reducing  taxation  commanded  the  general 
approval  of  the  members  of  both  Houses.

I  regret  that  because  of  conflicting  views  as  to  the  best  methods  by 
which  that  pohcy  should  be  made  operative  none  of  its  benefits  have  as 
yet  tieen  reajied. 

In  fulfillment  of  what  I  deeui  my  constitutional  duty,  but  with  little 
hope  that  I  can  make  valuable  contribution  to  this  vexed  question,  I 
shall  proceed  to  intimate  briefly  my  own  views  in  relation  to  it. 

Upon  the  showing  of  our  financial  condition  at  the  close  of  the  last 
fiscal  year,  I  felt  justified  in  recommending  to  Congress  the  abolition  of 
all  internal  revenue  taxes  except  those  upon  tobacco  in  its  various  forms 
and  upon  distilled  spirits  and  fennented  liquors,  and  except  also  the 
special  tax  upon  the  manufacturers  of  and  dealers  in  such  articles. 

I  venttu'e  now  to  suggest  that  unle.ss  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  the 
probable  expenditures  of  the  Government  for  the  coming  year  have  been 
underestimated  all  internal  taxes  save  those  which  relate  to  distilled 
spirits  can  be  prudently  abrogated. 

Such  a  course,  if  accompanied  by  a  simplification  of  the  machinery  of 
collection,  which  would  then  Ije  easy  of  accomplishment,  might  reason- 
ably be  expected  to  result  in  diminishing  the  cost  of  such  collection  by 
at  least  $2,500,000  and  in  the  retirement  from  office  of  from  1,500  to 
2.000  persons. 

The  system  of  excise  duties  has  never  commended  itself  to  the  favor 
of  the  American  people,  and  has  never  been  resorted  to  except  for  sup- 
plying deficiencies  in  the  Treasury  when,  by  reason  of  special  exigen- 
cies, the  dutit's  on  imports  have  proved  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  the 
Government.  The  sentiment  of  the  country  doubtless  demands  that 
the  present  exci.se  tax  shall  be  abolished  as  soon  as  such  a  course  can 
be  safely  pursued. 

It  seems  to  nie,  however,  that,  for  \^rious  reasons,  so  sweeping  a  meas- 
ure as  the  total  abolition  of  internal  taxes  would  for  the  present  be  an 
unwise  step. 

Two  of  these  reasons  are  desen'ing  of  special  mention: 

First.  It  is  by  no  means  clear  that  even  if  the  existing  system  of  duties 
on  imports  is  continued  without  modification  those  duties  alone  will  yield 
sufficient  revenue  for  all  the  needs  of  the  Government.  It  is  estimated 
that  $100,000,000  will  hn  retiuired  for  pensions  during  the  coming  year, 
and  it  may  well  be  doubted  whether  the  maximum  annual  demand  for 
that  object  has  yet  been  reached.  Uncertainty  upon  this  question  would 
alone  justify,  in  my  judgment,  the  retention  for  the  present  of  that  por- 
tion of  the  system  of  internal  revenue  which  is  least  objectionable  to  the 
people. 

Second.  A  total  abolition  of  excise  taxes  would  almost  inevitably  prove 
a  serious  if  not  an  insurmountable  obstacle  to  a  thorough  revisiou  of  the 
tariff  and  to  any  considerable  reduction  in  import  duties. 

The  present  tariff  system  is  in  many  respects  unjust.  It  makes  un- 
equal distributions  both  of  its  burdens  and  its  benefits.     This  fact  was 
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practically  recognized  by  a  majority  of  each  House  of  Congress  in  the 
passage  of  the  act  creating  the  Tariff  Commission.  The  report  of  that 
commission  will  be  placed  before  you  at  the  beginning  of  this  session, 
and  will,  I  trust,  afford  you  such  information  as  to  the  condition  and 
prospects  of  the  various  commercial,  agricultural,  manufacturing,  min- 
ing, and  other  interests  of  the  country  and  contain  such  suggestions  for 
statutory  revision  as  will  practically  aid  your  action  upon  this  important 
subject. 

The  revenue  from  customs  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1879, 
amounted  to  $137,000,000. 

It  has  in  the  three  succeeding  years  reached,  first,  $186,000,000,  then 
$198,000,000,  and  finally,  as  has  been  already  stated,  $220,000,000. 

The  income  from  this  source  for  the  fiscal  year  which  will  end  on 
June  30,  1883,  will  doubtless  be  considerably  in  excess  of  the  sum  last 
mentioned. 

If  the  tax  on  domestic  spirits  is  to  be  retained,  it  is  plain,  therefore, 
that  large  reductions  from  the  customs  revenue  are  entirely  feasible. 
While  recommending  this  reduction,  I  am  far  from  advising  the  aban- 
donment of  the  policy  of  so  discriminating  in  the  adjustment  of  details  as 
to  afford  aid  and  protection  to  domestic  labor.  But  the  present  system 
should  be  so  revised  as  to  equalize  the  public  burden  among  all  classes 
and  occupations  and  bring  it  into  closer  harmony  with  the  present  needs 
of  industry. 

Without  entering  into  minute  detail,  which  under  present  circum- 
stances is  quite  unnecessary,  I  recommend  an  enlargement  of  the  free 
list  so  as  to  include  within  it  the  numerous  articles  which  yield  incon- 
siderable revenue,  a  simplification  of  the  complex  and  inconsistent  sched- 
ule of  duties  upon  certain  manufactures,  particularly  those  of  cotton,  iron, 
and  steel,  and  a  substantial  reduction  of  the  duties  upon  those  articles  and 
upon  sugar,  molasses,  silk,  wool,  and  woolen  goods. 

If  a  general  revision  of  the  tariff  shall  be  found  to  be  impracticable 
at  this  session,  I  express  the  hope  that  at  least  some  of  the  more  con- 
spicuous inequahties  of  the  present  law  may  be  corrected  before  your 
final  adjournment.  One  of  them  is  specially  referred  to  by  the  Secretary^. 
In  view  of  a  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  necessity  of 
amending  the  law  by  which  the  Dutch  standard  of  color  is  adopted  as 
the  test  of  the  saccharine  strength  of  sugars  is  too  obvious  to  require 
comment. 

From  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  it  appears  that  the  only  out- 
breaks of  Indians  during  the  past  year  occurred  in  Arizona  and  in  the 
southwestern  part  of  New  Mexico.  They  were  promptly  quelled,  and 
the  quiet  which  has  prevailed  in  all  other  parts  of  the  countr>"  has  per- 
mitted such  an  addition  to  be  made  to  the  military  force  in  the  region 
endangered  by  the  Apaches  that  there  is  Httle  reason  to  apprehend  trouble 
in  the  future. 
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Thofie  parts  of  the  Secretary's  report  which  relate  to  our  seacoast 
defenses  and  their  armament  suggest  the  gravest  reflections.  Our  exist- 
ing fortifications  are  notoriously  inadequate  to  the  defense  of  the  great 
harbors  and  cities  for  whose  protection  they  were  built. 

Tile  question  of  providing  an  armament  suited  to  our  present  necessi- 
ties has  been  the  subject  of  consideration  by  a  board,  whose  report  was 
transmitted  to  Congress  at  the  last  session.  Pending  the  consideration 
of  that  report,  the  War  Department  has  taken  no  steps  for  the  manufac- 
ture or  conversion  of  any  heavy  cannon,  but  the  Secretary  expresses  the 
hope  that  authority  and  means  to  begin  that  important  work  will  be  soon 
provided,  I  invite  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  propriety  of  making 
more  adequate  provision  for  arming  and  equipping  the  mihtia  than  is 
afforded  by  the  act  of  1808,  which  is  still  upon  the  statute  book.  The 
matter  has  already  been  the  subject  of  discussion  In  the  Senate,  and  a  bill 
which  seeks  to  supply  the  deficiencies  of  existing  laws  is  now  upon  its 
calendar. 

The  Secretary  of  War  calls  attention  to  an  embarrassment  growing 
out  of  the  recent  act  of  Congress  making  the  retirement  of  officers  of  the 
Army  compulsory  at  the  age  of  64.  The  act  of  1S78  is  still  in  force, 
which  limits  to  400  the  number  of  those  who  can  be  retired  for  disability 
or  upon  their  own  application.  The  two  acts,  when  construed  together, 
seem  to  forbid  the  relieving,  even  for  absolute  incapacity,  of  of&cers  who 
do  not  fall  within  the  purview  of  the  later  statute,  save  at  such  times  as 
there  chance  to  be  les.s  than  400  names  on  the  retired  list.  There  are 
now  420.  It  is  not  likely  that  Congress  intended  this  result,  and  I  con- 
cur with  the  Secretary  that  the  law  ought  to  be  amended. 

The  grounds  that  impelled  me  to  withhold  my  signature  from  the  bill 
entitled  "An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  construction,  repair,  and 
preservation  of  certain  works  on  rivers  and  harbors,"  which  became  a 
law  near  the  close  of  your  last  session,  prompt  me  to  express  the  hope 
that  no  similar  measure  will  be  deemed  necessary  during  the  present 
session  of  Congress.  Indeed,  such  a  measure  would  now  be  open  to  a 
serious  objection  in  addition  to  that  which  was  lately  urged  upon  your 
attention.  I  am  informed  by  the  Secretary  of  War  that  the  greater  por- 
tion of  the  sum  appropriated  for  the  various  items  specified  in  that  act 
remains  unexpended. 

Of  the  new  works  which  it  authorized,  expenses  have  been  incurred 
upon  two  only,  for  which  the  total  appropriation  was  $210,000.  The 
present  available  balance  is  disclosed  by  the  following  table:

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It  is  apparent  by  this  exhibit  that  so  far  as  concerns  most  of  the  items 
to  which  the  act  of  August  2, 1882,  relates  there  can  be  no  need  of  further 
appropriations  until  after  the  close  of  the  present  session.  If,  however, 
any  action  should  seem  to  be  necessary  in  respect  to  particular  objects,  it 
will  be  entirely  feasible  to  provide  for  those  objects  by  appropriate  legis- 
lation. It  is  possible,  for  example,  that  a  delay  until  the  assembling  of 
the  next  Congress  to  make  additional  provision  for  the  Mississippi  River 
improvements  might  be  attended  with  serious  consequences.  If  such 
should  appear  to  be  the  case,  a  just  bill  relating  to  that  subject  would 
command  my  approval. 

This  leads  me  to  offer  a  suggestion  which  I  trust  will  commend  itself 
to  the  wisdom  of  Congress.  Is  it  not  advisable  that  grants  of  consid- 
erable sums  of  money  for  diverse  and  independent  schemes  of  internal 
improvement  should  be  made  the  subjects  of  separate  and  distinct  legis- 
lative enactments?  It  will  vScarcely  be  gainsaid,  even  by  those  who  favor 
the  most  liberal  expenditures  for  such  purposes  as  are  sought  to  be  accom- 
plished by  what  is  commonly  called  the  river  and  harbor  bill,  that  the 
practice  of  grouping  in  such  a  bill  appropriations  for  a  g^eat  diversity  of 
objects,  widely  separated  either  in  their  nature  or  in  the  locality  with 
which  they  are  concerned,  or  in  both,  is  one  which  is  much  to  be  depre- 
cated unless  it  is  irremediable.  It  inevitably  tends  to  secure  the  success 
of  the  bill  as  a  whole,  though  many  of  the  items,  if  separately  considered, 
could  scarcely  fail  of  rejection.  By  the  adoption  of  the  course  I  have  rec- 
ommended every  member  of  Congress,  whenever  opportunity  should  arise 
for  giving  his  influence  and  vote  for  meritorious  appropriations,  would  be 
enabled  so  to  do  without  being  called  upon  to  sanction  others  undeserv- 
ing his  approval.  So  also  would  the  Executive  be  afforded  thereby  full 
opportunity  to  exercise  his  constitutional  prerogative  of  opposing  what- 
ever appropriations  seemed  to  him  objectionable  without  imperiling  the 
success  of  others  which  commended  themselves  to  his  judgment. 

It  may  be  urged  in  opposition  to  these  suggestions  that  the  number 
of  works  of  internal  improvement  which  are  justly  entitled  to  govern- 
mental aid  is  so  great  as  to  render  impracticable  separate  appropriation 
bills  therefor,  or  even  for  such  comparatively  limited  number  as  make 
disposition  of  large  sums  of  money.  This  objection  may  be  well  founded, 
and,  whether  it  be  or  not,  the  advantages  which  would  be  likely  to  ensue 
from  the  adoption  of  the  course  I  have  recommended  may  perhaps  be 
more  effectually  attained  by  another,  which  I  respectfully  submit  to  Con- 
gress as  an  alternative  proposition. 

It  is  provided  by  the  constitutions  of  fourteen  of  our  States  that  the 
executive  may  disapprove  any  item  or  items  of  a  bill  appropriating 
money,  whereupon  the  part  of  the  bill  approved  shall  be  law  and  the 
part  disapproved  shall  fail  to  become  law  unless  repassed  according  to 
the  provisions  prescribed  for  the  passage  of  bills  over  the  veto  of  the 
executive.    The  States  wherein  some  such  provision  as  the  foregoing  is 
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a  part  of  the  fiinclameiital  law  are  Alabama,  California,  Colorado,  Flor- 
ida, Georgia,  Louisiana,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  New  Jersey,  New 
York,  Pennsylvania,  Texas,  and  West  \'irginia.  I  commend  to  your  care- 
ful consideration  the  question  whether  an  amendment  of  the  Federal  Con- 
stitution in  the  particidar  indicated  would  not  afford  the  best  remedy  for 
what  is  often  a  grave  embarrassment  both  to  members  of  Congress  and 
to  the  Executive,  and  is  sometimes  a  serious  public  mischief. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Na\'>-  states  the  movemeuts  of  the 
various  squadrons  during  the  year,  in  home  and  foreign  waters,  where  our 
officers  and  seamen,  with  such  ships  as  we  possess,  have  continued  to  illus- 
trate the  high  character  and  excellent  discipline  of  the  naval  organization. 

On  the  2 1  st  of  December,  1881,  information  was  received  that  the  ex- 
ploring sX.es.-mer/eaNnelle  had  been  crushed  and  abandoned  in  the  Arctic 
Ocean,  The  officers  and  crew,  after  a  journey  over  the  ice,  embarked 
in  three  boats  for  the  coast  of  Siberia.  One  of  the  parties,  under  the 
command  of  Chief  Kngineer  George  W.  Melville,  reached  the  land,  and, 
fa.Uing  in  with  the  natives,  was  saved.  Another,  under  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander De  Long,  lauded  in  a  barren  region  near  the  mouth  of  the  Lena 
River.  After  six  weeks  had  elapsed  all  but  two  of  the  number  had  died 
from  fatigue  and  starvation.  No  tidings  have  been  received  from  the 
party  in  the  third  boat,  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  Chipp,  but 
a  long  aud  fruitless  investigation  leaves  little  doubt  that  all  its  members 
perished  at  sea.  As  a  slight  tribute  to  their  heroism  I  give  in  this  com- 
munication the  names  of  the  gallant  men  who  sacrificed  their  li\'es  on 
this  expetlition:  Lieu  ten  ant -Commander  George  W.  De  Long,  Surgeon 
James  M.  Ambler,  Jerome  J.  Collins,  Hans  Halmer  Erichseu,  Heinrich  H. 
Kaacke,  George  W.  Boyd,  Walter  Lee,  Adolph  Dressier,  Carl  A.  Gortz, 
Nelse  Iverson,  the  cook  Ah  Sam,  and  the  Indian  Aiexy.  The  officers 
and  meu  in  the  missing  boat  were  Lieutenant  Charles  W.  Chipp,  com- 
manding; William  Dunbar,  Alfred  Sweetman ,  Walter  Sharvell,  Albert  C. 
Kuehne,  Edward  Star,  Henry  D.  Warren,  and  Peter  E.  Johnson. 

Lieutenant  Giles  B.  Harl)er  and  Master  William  H.  Scheutze  are  now 
bringing  home  the  remains  of  Lieutenant  De  Long  and  his  comrades,  in 
pursuance  of  the  directions  of  Congress. 

The  Rodgers,  fitted  out  for  the  relief  of  the  Jeannelte  in  accordance 
with  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  3,  1881,  sailed  from  San  Francisco 
June  16  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  Robert  M.  Berry.  On  Novem- 
ber 30  she  was  accidentally  destroyed  by  fire  while  in  winter  quarters  in 
St.  Lawrence  Bay.  but  the  officers  and  crew  succeeded  in  escaping  to  the 
shore.  Lieutenant  Berry  and  one  of  his  officers,  after  making  a  search 
for  the  Jeannelte  along  the  coast  of  Siberia,  fell  in  with  Chief  Engineer 
Melville's  party  and  returned  home  by  way  of  Europe.  The  other  offi- 
cers and  the  crew  of  the  Rodgers  were  brought  from  St.  Lawrence  Bay 
by  the  whaling  steamer  North  Star.  Master  Charles  F.  Putnam,  who 
had  been  placed  iu  charge  of  a  depot  of  supplies  at  Cape  Serdze,  returning 
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to  his  post  from  St.  Lawrence  Bay  across  the  ice  in  a  blinding  snow- 
storm, was  carried  out  to  sea  and  lost,  notwithstanding  all  efforts  to 
rescue  him. 

It  appears  by  the  Secretar>''s  report  that  the  available  naval  force  of 
the  United  States  consists  of  37  cruisers,  14  single-turreted  monitors, 
built  during  the  rebellion,  a  large  number  of  smoothbore  guns  and  Par- 
rott  rifles,  and  87  rifled  cannon. 

The  cruising  vessels  should  be  gradually  replaced  by  iron  or  steel 
ships,  the  monitors  by  modem  armored  vessels,  and  the  armament  by 
high-power  rifled  g^ns. 

The  reconstruction  of  our  Navy,  which  was  recommended  in  my  last 
message,  was  begun  by  Congress  authorizing,  in  its  recent  act,  the  con- 
struction of  two  large  unarmored  steel  vessels  of  the  character  recom- 
mended by  the  late  Naval  Advisory  Board,  and  subject  to  the  final  ap- 
proval of  a  new  advisory  board  to  be  organized  as  provided  by  that  act. 
I  call  your  attention  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Secretary  and  the 
board  that  authority  be  given  to  construct  two  more  cruisers  of  smaller 
dimensions  and  one  fleet  dispatch  vessel,  and  that  appropriations  be 
made  for  high-power  rifled  cannon  for  the  torpedo  service  and  for  other 
harbor  defenses. 

Pending  the  consideration  by  Congress  of  the  policy  to  be  hereafter 
adopted  in  conducting  the  eight  large  navy-yards  and  their  expensive 
establishments,  the  Secretary  advocates  the  reduction  of  expenditures 
therefor  to  the  lowest  possible  amounts. 

For  the  purpose  of  affording  the  officers  and  seamen  of  the  Navy  op- 
portunities for  exercise  and  discipline  in  their  profession,  under  appro- 
priate control  and  direction,  the  Secretary  advises  that  the  Light-House 
Service  and  Coast  Survey  be  transferred,  as  now  organized,  from  the 
Treasury  to  the  Navy  Department;  and  he  also  suggests,  for  the  reasons 
w^hich  he  assigns,  that  a  similar  transfer  may  wisely  be  made  of  the  cruis- 
ing revenue  vessels. 

The  Secretary  forcibly  depicts  the  intimate  connection  and  interde- 
pendence of  the  Navy  and  the  commercial  marine,  and  imdtes  attention 
to  the  continued  decadence  of  the  latter  and  the  corresponding  transfer 
of  our  growing  commerce  to  foreign  bottoms. 

This  subject  is  one  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  national  welfare. 
Methods  of  re\dving  American  shipbuilding  and  of  restoring  the  United 
States  flag  in  the  ocean  carrying  trade  should  receive  the  immediate 
attention  of  Congress.  We  have  mechanical  skill  and  abundant  material 
for  the  manufacture  of  modern  iron  steamships  in  fair  competition  with 
our  commercial  rivals.  Our  disadvantage  in  building  ships  is  the  greater 
cost  of  labor,  and  in  sailing  them,  higher  taxes,  and  greater  interest  on 
capital,  while  the  ocean  highways  are  already  monopolized  by  our  for- 
midable competitors.  These  obstacles  should  in  some  way  be  over- 
come, and  for  our  rapid  communication  with  foreign  lands  we  should  not 
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continue  to  depend  wholly  upon  vessels  built  in  the  j'ards  of  other  coun- 
tries and  sailing  under  foreign  flags.  With  no  United  States  steamers  on 
the  principal  ocean  lines  or  in  any  foreign  ports,  our  facilities  for  extend- 
ing our  commerce  are  greatly  restricted,  while  the  nations  which  build 
and  sail  the  ships  and  carry  the  mails  and  passengers  obtain  thereby 
conspicuous  advantages  in  increasing  their  trade. 

The  report  of  the  Postmaster- General  gives  evidence  of  the  satisfac- 
tory condition  of  that  Departnjent  and  contains  many  ^-aluable  data  and 
accompanying  suggestions  which  can  not  fail  to  be  of  interest. 

The  information  which  it  affords  that  the  receipts  for  the  fiscal  year 
have  exceeded  the  expenditures  must  be  very  gratifying  to  Congress  and 
to  the  people  of  the  country. 

As  matters  which  may  fairly  claim  particular  attention,  l  refer  you  to 
his  observations  in  reference  to  the  advisability  of  changing  the  present 
basis  for  fixing  salaries  and  allowances,  of  extending  the  money-order 
system,  and  of  enlarging  the  functions  of  the  postal  establishment  so  as 
to  put  under  its  control  the  telegraph  system  of  the  country,  though 
from  this  last  and  most  important  recommendation  I  must  withhold  my 
concurrence. 

At  the  last  session  of  Congress  several  bills  were  introduced  into  the 
House  of  Representatives  for  the  reduction  of  letter  postage  to  the  rate 
of  2  cents  per  lialf  ounce. 

I  have  given  much  study  and  reflection  to  this  subject,  and  am  thor- 
oughly persuaded  that  snch  a  reduction  would  be  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  public. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Government  from  its  foundation  to  defray 
as  far  as  possible  the  expenses  of  carrj'ing  the  mails  by  a  direct  tax  in 
the  form  of  postage.  It  has  never  been  claimed,  however,  that  this  serv- 
ice ought  to  be  producti\'e  of  a  net  revenue. 

As  has  been  stated  already,  the  report  of  the  Post  master- General  shows 
that  there  is  now  a  very  considerable  surplus  in  his  Department  and  that 
henceforth  the  receipts  are  likely  to  increase  at  a  much  greater  ratio  than 
the  necessary  expenditures.  Unless  some  change  is  made  in  the  exist- 
ing laws,  the  profits  of  the  postal  service  will  in  a  very  few  years  swell 
the  revenues  of  the  Government  many  millions  of  dollars.  The  time 
seems  auspicious,  therefore,  for  some  reduction  in  the  rates  of  postage. 
In  what  shall  that  reduction  consist? 

A  review  of  the  legislation  which  has  been  had  upon  this  subject  dur- 
ing the  last  thirty  years  discloses  that  domestic  letters  constitute  the  only 
class  of  mail  matter  which  has  never  l>een  favored  by  a  substantial  reduc- 
tion of  rates.  I  am  convinced  that  the  burden  of  maintaining  the  service 
falls  most  unequally  upon  that  cla.ss,  and  that  more  than  any  other  it  is 
entitled  to  present  relief. 

That  such  relief  may  be  extended  without  detriment  to  other  public  in- 
terests will  be  discovered  upon  reviewing  the  results  of  former  reductions. 
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Immediately  prior  to  the  act  of  1845  the  postage  upon  a  letter  com- 
posed of  a  single  sheet  was  as  follows: 

If  conveyed —  Cents. 

30  miles  or  less 6 

Between  30  and  80  miles 10 

Between  80  and  150  miles 12}^ 

Between  150  and  4c»  miles i8)i 

Over  400  miles 25 

By  the  act  of  1845  ^^  postage  upon  a  single  letter  conveyed  for  any 
distance  under  300  miles  was  fixed  at  5  cents  and  for  any  greater  dis- 
tance at  ID  cents. 

By  the  act  of  1851  it  was  provided  that  a  single  letter,  if  prepaid, 
should  be  carried  any  distance  not  exceeding  3,000  miles  for  3  cents  and 
any  greater  distance  for  6  cents. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  both  of  these  reductions  w^ere  of  a  radical  char- 
acter and  relatively  quite  as  important  as  that  which  is  now  proposed. 

In  each  case  there  ensued  a  temporary  loss  of  revenue,  but  a  sudden 
and  large  influx  of  business,  which  substantially  repaired  that  loss  within 
three  years. 

Unless  the  experience  of  past  legislation  in  this  country  and  elsewhere 
goes  for  naught,  it  may  be  safely  predicted  that  the  stimulus  of  ZTyA  P^r 
cent  reduction  in  the  tax  for  carriage  would  at  once  increase  the  number 
of  letters  consigned  to  the  mails. 

The  advantages  of  secrecy  would  lead  to  a  very  general  substitution 
of  sealed  packets  for  postal  cards  and  open  circulars,  and  in  divers  other 
ways  the  volume  of  first-class  matter  would  be  enormously  augmented. 
Such  increase  amounted  in  England,  in  the  first  year  after  the  adoption 
of  penny  postage,  to  more  than  125  per  cent. 

As  a  result  of  careful  estimates,  the  details  of  which  can  not  be  here  set 
out,  I  have  become  convinced  that  the  deficiency  for  the  first  year  after 
the  proposed  reduction  would  not  exceed  7  per  cent  of  the  expenditures, 
or  $3,000,000,  while  the  deficiency  after  the  reduction  of  1845  was  more 
than  14  per  cent,  and  after  that  of  1851  was  27  per  cent. 

Another  interesting  comparison  is  afforded  by  statistics  furnished  me 
by  the  Post-Office  Department. 

The  act  of  1845  was  passed  in  face  of  the  fact  that  there  existed  a 
deficiency  of  more  than  $30,000.  That  of  185 1  was  encouraged  by  the 
slight  surplus  of  $132,000.  The  excess  of  revenue  in  the  next  fiscal 
year  is  likely  to  be  $3,500,000. 

If  Congress  should  approve  these  suggestions,  it  may  be  deemed  desir- 
able to  supply  to  some  extent  the  deficiency  w^hich  must  for  a  time  result 
by  increasing  the  charge  for  carrying  merchandise,  which  is  now  only  16 
cents  per  pound;  but  even  without  such  an  increase  I  am  confident  that 
the  receipts  under  the  diminished  rates  would  equal  the  expenditures 
after  the  lapse  of  three  or  four  years. 

The  report  of  the  Department  of  Justice  brings  anew  to  your  notice 
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the  necessity  of  enlarging  the  present  system  of  Federal  jurispnidence 
so  as  effectually  to  answer  the  rerjuirements  of  the  ever- increasing  liti- 
gation with  which  it  is  called  upon  to  deal. 

The  Attorney -General  renews  tlie  suggestions  of  his  predecessor  that 
in  the  interests  of  justice  better  provision  than  the  existing  laws  aEford 
should  be  made  in  certain  judicial  districts  for  fixing  the  fees  of  wit- 
nesses and  jurors. 

In  my  message  of  December  last  1  referred  to  pending  criminal  pro- 
ceedings growing  out  of  alleged  frauds  in  what  is  known  as  the  star- 
route  sen'ice  of  the  Post-Office  Department,  and  advised  you  that  I  had 
enjoined  upon  the  Attorney -General  and  associate  counsel,  to  whom  the 
interests  of  the  Government  were  intrusted,  the  duty  of  prosecuting  with 
the  utmost  vigor  of  the  law  all  persons  who  might  be  found  chargeable 
with  those  offenses.  A  trial  of  one  of  these  cases  has  since  occiured. 
It  occupied  for  many  weeks  the  attention  of  the  supreme  court  of  this 
District  and  was  conducted  with  great  zeal  and  ability.  It  resulted  in  a 
disagreement  of  the  jury,  but  the  cause  has  been  again  placed  upon  the 
calendar  and  will  shortly  be  retried.  If  any  guilty  persons  shall  finally 
escape  punishment  for  their  offen.ses,  it  vvill  not  be  for  lack  of  diligent 
and  earnest  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  prosecution. 

I  trust  that  some  agreement  may  be  reached  which  will  speedily  enable 
Congress,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Executive,  to  afford  the  commer- 
cial conununity  the  benefits  of  a  national  bankrupt  law. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary'  of  the  Interior,  with  its  accompanying 
documents,  presents  a  full  statement  of  the  varied  operations  of  that 
Department.  In  respect  to  Indian  affairs  nothing  has  occurred  which 
has  changed  or  seriously  modified  the  views  to  which  I  devoted  much 
space  in  a  former  communication  to  Congress.  I  renew  the  recommen- 
dations therein  contained  as  to  extending  to  the  Indian  the  protection 
of  the  law,  allotting  land  in  severalty  to  such  as  desire  it,  and  making 
suitable  provision  for  the  education  of  youth.  Such  provision,  as  the 
Secretary  forcibly  maintains,  will  prove  unavailing  unless  it  is  broad 
enough  to  include  all  those  who  are  able  and  willing  to  make  use  of  it, 
and  should  not  soleh'  relate  to  intellectual  training,  but  also  to  instruc- 
tion in  such  manual  labor  and  simple  industrial  arts  as  can  be  made  prac- 
tically available. 

Among  other  important  subjects  which  are  included  within  the  Secre- 
tary's report,  and  which  will  doubtless  furnish  occasion  for  Congressional 
action,  may  be  mentioned  the  neglect  of  the  railroad  companies  to  which 
large  grants  of  land  were  made  by  the  acts  of  1862  and  1864  to  take  title 
thereto,  and  their  consequent  inetiuitable  exemption  from  local  taxation. 

No  survey  of  our  material  condition  can  fail  to  suggest  inquiries  as  to 
the  moral  and  intellectual  progress  of  the  people. 

The  census  returns  disclose  an  alarming  state  of  illiteracy  in  certain  por- 
tions of  the  country,  where  the  provision  for  schools  is  grossly  inadequate. 
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It  is  a  momentous  question  for  the  decision  of  Congress  whether  imme- 
diate and  substantial  aid  should  not  be  extended  by  the  General  Govern- 
ment for  supplementing  the  efforts  of  private  beneficence  and  of  State 
and  Territorial  legislation  in  behalf  of  education. 

The  regulation  of  interstate  commerce  has  already  been  the  subject  of 
your  deliberations.  One  of  the  incidents  of  the  marvelous  extension  of 
the  railway  system  of  the  country  has  been  the  adoption  of  such  meas- 
ures by  the  corporations  which  own  or  control  the  roads  as  have  tended 
to  impair  the  advantages  of  healthful  competition  and  to  make  hurtful 
discriminations  in  the  adjustment  of  freightage. 

These  inequalities  have  been  corrected  in  several  of  the  States  by 
appropriate  legislation,  the  effect  of  which  is  necessarily  restricted  to  the 
limits  of  their  own  territory. 

So  far  as  such  mischiefs  affect  commerce  between  the  States  or  between 
any  one  of  the  States  and  a  foreign  country,  they  are  subjects  of  national 
concern,  and  Congress  alone  can  afford  relief. 

The  results  which  have  thus  far  attended  the  enforcement  of  the 
recent  statute  for  the  suppression  of  polygamy  in  the  Territories  are 
reported  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  It  is  not  probable  that  any 
additional  legislation  in  this  regard  will  be  deemed  desirable  until  the 
effect  of  existing  laws  shall  be  more  closely  observed  and  studied. 

I  congratulate  you  that  the  commissioners  under  whose  supervision 
those  laws  have  been  put  in  operation  are  encouraged  to  believe  that  the 
evil  at  which  they  are  aimed  may  be  suppressed  without  resort  to  such 
radical  measures  as  in  some  quarters  have  been  thought  indispensable 
for  success. 

The  close  relation  of  the  General  Government  to  the  Territories  pre- 
paring to  be  great  States  may  well  engage  your  special  attention.  It 
is  there  that  the  Indian  disturbances  mainly  occur  and  that  polygamy 
has  found  room  for  its  growth.  I  can  not  doubt  that  a  careful  sur- 
vey of  Territorial  legivslation  would  be  of  the  highest  utility.  Life  and 
property  would  become  more  secure.  The  liability  of  outbreaks  between 
Indians  and  whites  would  be  lessened.  The  public  domain  would  be 
more  securely  guarded  and  better  progress  be  made  in  the  instruction 
of  the  young. 

Alaska  is  still  without  any  form  of  civil  government.  If  means  were 
provided  for  the  education  of  its  people  and  for  the  protection  of  their 
lives  and  property,  the  immense  resources  of  the  region  would  invite 
permanent  settlements  and  open  new  fields  for  industry  and  enterprise. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  presents  an  account  of 
the  labors  of  that  Department  during  the  past  year  and  includes  infor- 
mation of  much  interest  to  the  general  public. 

The  condition  of  tlie  forests  of  the  country  and  the  wasteful  manner 
in  which  their  destruction  is  taking  place  give  cause  for  serious  appre- 
hension.    Their  action  in  protecting  the  earth's  surface,  in  modifying 
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the  extremes  of  climate,  and  in  regulating  and  sustaining  the  flow  of 
springs  and  streams  is  now  well  understood,  and  their  importance  in 
relation  to  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  country  can  not  l>e  safely 
disregarded.  They  are  fast  disappearing  before  destructive  fires  and  the 
legitimate  requirements  of  our  increasing  population,  and  their  total  ex- 
tinction can  not  be  long  delayed  unless  better  methods  than  now  pre- 
vail shall  be  adopted  for  their  protection  and  cultivation.  The  attention 
of  Congress  is  invited  to  the  necessity  of  additional  legislation  to  secure 
the  presen-'ation  of  the  valuable  forests  still  remaining  on  the  public 
domain,  especially  in  the  extreme  Western  States  and  Territories,  where 
the  necessity  for  their  preser\'ation  is  greater  than  in  less  mountainous 
regions,  and  where  the  prevailing  dryness  of  the  climate  renders  their 
restoration,  if  they  are  once  destroyed,  well-nigh  impossible. 

The  communication  which  I  made  to  Congress  at  its  first  session,  in 
December  last,  contained  a  somewhat  full  statement  of  my  sentiments 
in  relation  to  the  principles  and  rules  which  ought  to  govern  appoint- 
ments to  public  service. 

Referring  to  the  various  plans  which  had  theretofore  been  the  subject 
of  discussion  in  the  National  Legislature  (plans  which  in  the  main  were 
modeled  upon  t!ie  system  which  obtains  in  Great  Britain,  but  which 
lacked  certain  of  the  prominent  features  whereby  that  system  is  distin- 
guished}, I  felt  bound  to  intimate  my  doubts  whether  they,  or  any  of 
them,  would  afford  adequate  remedy  for  the  evils  which  they  aimed  lo 
correct. 

I  declared,  nevertheless,  that  if  the  proposed  measures  should  prove 
acceptable  to  Congress  they  would  receive  the  unhesitating  support  of 
the  Executive. 

Since  these  suggestions  were  submitted  for  your  consideration  there 
has  been  no  legislation  upon  the  subject  to  which  they  relate,  but  there 
has  meanwhile  been  an  increase  in  the  public  interest  in  that  subject, 
and  the  people  of  the  country,  apparently  without  distinction  of  party, 
have  in  various  ways  and  upon  frequent  occasions  given  expression  to 
their  earnest  wish  for  prompt  and  definite  action.  In  my  judgment  such 
action  should  no  longer  he  postponed, 

I  may  add  that  my  own  sense  of  its  pressing  importance  has  been 
quickened  by  obser\'ation  of  a  practical  phase  of  the  matter,  to  which 
attention  has  more  than  once  been  called  by  my  predecessors. 

The  civil  list  now  comprises  about  100,000  persons,  far  the  larger  part 
of  whom  must,  under  the  terms  of  the  Constitution,  be  selected  by  the 
President  either  directly  or  through  his  own  appointees. 

In  the  early  years  of  the  administration  of  the  Government  the  per- 
sonal direction  of  appointments  to  the  civil  service  may  not  have  been  an 
irksome  task  for  the  Executive,  but  now  that  the  burden  has  increased 
fully  a  hundredfold  it  has  become  greater  than  he  ought  to  bear,  and  it 
necessarily  diverts  his  time  and  attention  from  the  proper  discharge  of 
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other  duties  no  less  delicate  and  responsible,  and  which  in  the  very  nature 
of  things  can  not  be  delegated  to  other  hands. 

In  the  judgment  of  not  a  few  who  have  given  study  and  reflection  to 
this  matter,  the  nation  has  outgrown  the  provisions  w^hich  the  Constitu- 
tion has  established  for  filling  the  minor  ofl&ces  in  the  public  service. 

But  whatever  may  be  thought  of  the  wisdom  or  expediency  of  chang- 
ing the  fundamental  law  in  this  regard,  it  is  certain  that  much  relief  may 
be  afforded,  not  only  to  the  President  and  to  the  heads  of  the  Depart- 
ments, but  to  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress,  by  discreet  leg- 
islation. They  would  be  protected  in  a  great  measure  by  the  bill  now 
pending  before  the  Senate,  or  by  any  other  which  should  embody  its 
important  features,  from  the  pressure  of  personal  importunity  and  from 
the  labor  of  examining  conflicting  claims  and  pretensions  of  candidates. 

I  trust  that  before  the  close  of  the  present  session  some  decisive  action 
may  be  taken  for  the  correction  of  the  e\'ils  which  inhere  in  the  present 
methods  of  appointment,  and  I  assure  you  of  my  hearty  cooperation  in 
any  measures  which  are  likely  to  conduce  to  that  end. 

As  to  the  most  appropriate  term  and  tenure  of  the  ofl&cial  life  of  the 
subordinate  employees  of  the  Government,  it  seems  to  be  generally 
agreed  that,  whatever  their  extent  or  character,  the  one  should  be  defi- 
nite and  the  other  stable,  and  that  neither  should  be  regulated  by  zeal  in 
the  service  of  party  or  fidelity  to  the  fortunes  of  an  indi\ndual. 

It  matters  little  to  the  people  at  large  what  competent  person  is  at 
the  head  of  this  department  or  of  that  bureau  if  they  feel  assured  that 
the  removal  of  one  and  the  accession  of  another  will  not  involve  the 
retirement  of  honest  and  faithful  subordinates  whose  duties  are  purely 
administrative  and  have  no  legitimate  connection  with  the  triumph  of 
any  political  principles  or  the  success  of  any  political  party  or  faction. 
It  is  to  this  latter  class  of  ofl&cers  that  the  Senate  bill,  to  which  I  have 
already  referred,  exclusively  applies. 

While  neither  that  bill  nor  any  other  prominent  scheme  for  improving 
the  civil  service  concerns  the  higher  grade  of  officials,  who  are  appointed 
by  the  President  and  confirmed  by  the  Senate,  I  feel  bound  to  correct  a 
prevalent  misapprehension  as  to  the  frequency  with  which  the  present 
Executive  has  displaced  the  incumbent  of  an  office  and  appointed  another 
in  his  stead. 

It  has  been  repeatedly  alleged  that  he  has  in  this  particular  signally 
departed  from  the  course  which  has  been  pursued  under  recent  Admin- 
istrations of  the  Government.     The  facts  are  as  follows: 

The  whole  number  of  Executive  appointments  during  the  four  years 
immediately  preceding  Mr.  Garfield's  accession  to  the  Presidenc}^  was 
2,696.  Of  this  number  244,  or  9  per  cent,  involved  the  removal  of  pre- 
vious incumbents. 

The  ratio  of  removals  to  the  whole  number  of  appointments  was  much 
the  same  during  each  of  those  four  years. 
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In  the  first  year,  with  790  appoint meuts,  there  were  74  removals,  or  9.3 
per  cent;  in  the  second,  with  917  appointments,  there  were  85  removals, 
or  8.5  per  cent;  in  the  third,  with  480  appointments,  there  were  48  remov- 
als, or  10  per  cent;  in  the  fourth,  with  429  appointments,  there  were  37 
removals,  or  8.6  per  cent.  In  the  four  months  of  President  Garfield's 
Administration  there  were  390  appointments  aud  89  removals,  or  22.7 
per  cent.  Precisely  the  same  number  of  removals  (8g)  has  taken  place 
in  the  fourteen  months  which  have  since  elapsed,  but  they  constitute 
only  7.8  per  cent  of  the  whole  number  of  appointments  ( 1,1 18)  within 
that  period  and  less  than  2.6  of  the  entire  list  of  officials  (3,459),  exclu- 
sive of  the  Army  and  Navy,  which  is  filled  by  Presidential  appointment. 

I  declare  my  approval  of  such  legislation  as  may  be  found  necessary 
for  supplementing  the  existing  provisions  of  law  in  relation  to  political 
assessments. 

In  July  last  I  authorized  a  public  announcement  that  employees  of  the 
Government  should  regard  themselves  as  at  liberty  to  exercise  their 
pleasure  in  making  or  refusing  to  make  political  contributions,  and  that 
their  action  in  that  regard  would  in  no  manner  affect  their  official  status. 

In  this  announcement  I  acted  upon  the  view,  which  I  had  always  main- 
tained and  still  maintain,  that  a  public  officer  should  be  as  absolutely 
free  as  any  other  citizen  to  give  or  to  withhold  a  contribution  for  the 
aid  of  the  political  party  of  his  choice.  It  has,  however,  been  urged, 
and  doubtless  not  without  foundation  in  fact,  that  by  solidtatiou  of  offi- 
cial superiors  and  by  other  modes  such  contributions  have  at  times  been 
obtained  from  persons  whose  only  motive  for  giving  has  been  the  fear 
of  what  might  Ijefall  them  if  they  refused.  It  goes  without  saying  that 
such  contributions  are  not  voluntary,  and  in  my  judgment  their  collec- 
tion should  be  prohibited  by  law.  A  bill  which  will  effectually  suppress 
them  will  receive  my  cordial  approval. 

I  hope  that,  however  numerous  and  urgent  may  be  the  demands  upon 
your  attention,  the  interests  of  this  District  will  not  be  forgotten. 

The  denial  to  its  residents  of  the  great  right  of  suffrage  in  all  its  re- 
lations to  national.  State,  and  municipal  action  imposes  upon  Congress 
the  duty  of  affording  them  the  best  administration  which  its  wisdom 
can  devise. 

The  report  of  the  District  Commissioners  indicates  certain  measures 
whose  adoption  would  seem  to  be  very  desirable.  I  instance  in  partic- 
ular those  which  relate  to  arrears  of  taxes,  to  steam  railroads,  and  to 
assessments  of  real  property. 

Among  the  questions  which  have  been  the  topic  of  recent  debate  in 
the  halls  of  Congress  none  are  of  greater  gravity  than  those  relating  to 
the  ascertainment  of  the  vote  for  Presidential  electors  and  the  intend- 
ment of  the  Constitution  in  its  provisions  for  devolving  Executive  func- 
tions upon  the  Vice-President  when  the  President  suffers  from  inabiUty 
to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  his  office. 
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I  trust  that  no  embarrassments  may  result  from  a  failure  to  determine 
these  questions  before  another  national  election. 

The  closing  year  has  been  replete  with  blessings,  for  which  we  owe  to 
the  Giver  of  All  Good  our  reverent  acknowledgment.  For  the  uninter- 
rupted harmony  of  our  foreign  relations,  for  the  decay  of  sectional  animos- 
ities, for  the  exuberance  of  our  harvests  and  the  triumphs  of  our  mining 
and  manufacturing  industries,  for  the  prevalence  of  health,  the  spread  of 
intelligence,  and  the  conservation  of  the  public  credit,  for  the  growth 
of  the  country  in  all  the  elements  of  national  greatness — for  these  and 
countless  other  blessings  we  should  rejoice  and  be  glad.  I  trust  that 
under  the  inspiration  of  this  great  prosperity  our  counsels  may  be  har- 
monious, and  that  the  dictates  of  prudence,  patriotism,  justice,  and  econ- 
omy may  lead  to  the  adoption  of  measures  in  which  the  Congress  and 
the  Executive  may  heartily  unite.  CHESTER  A.  ARTHUR. 


SPECIAL  MESSAGES. 

Executive  Mansion,  December  6,  1882, 

To  the  Se7iate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

I  transmit  herewith  a  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  War,  dated 
the  4th  instant,  and  its  accompanying  papers,  in  which  it  is  recommended 
that  section  12 16,  Revised  Statutes,  be  so  amended  as  to  include  in  its 
provisions  the  enlisted  men  of  the  Army,  and  that  section  1285,  Revised 
Statutes,  be  modified  so  as  to  read: 

A  certificate  of  merit  granted  to  an  enlisted  man  for  distinguished  service  shall 
entitle  him  thereafter  to  additional  pay,  at  the  rate  of  %2  per  month,  while  he  is  in  the 
military  service,  although  such  service  may  not  be  continuous.

To  the  Senate  afid  House  of  Representatives: 

I  transmit  herewith  a  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  War,  dated 
the  4th  instant,  setting  forth  certain  facts  respecting  the  title  to  the  penin- 
sula of  Presque  Isle,  at  Erie,  Pa.,  and  recommending  that  the  subject  be 
presented  to  Congress. with  the  view  of  legislation  by  that  body  modify- 
ing the  act  of  May  27,  1882,  entitled  **An  act  to  authorize  the  Secretary 
of  War  to  accept  the  peninsula  in  Lake  Erie  opposite  the  harbor  of  Erie, 
in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania"  (17  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  p.  162),  so  as 
to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  War  to  accept  title  to  the  said  peninsula, 
proffered  by  the  marine  hospital  of  Pennsylvania  pursuant  to  an  act  of 
the  legislature  of  that  State  approved  by  the  governor  May  11,  187 1.

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

I  transmit  herewith,  for  tbe  consideration  of  Congress,  a  communica- 
tion from  the  Secretary  of  War,  inclosing  one  from  the  commanding  gen- 
eral Department  of  the  Missouri,  indorsed  by  the  division  commander, 
urging  the  advisability  of  prompt  action  in  the  matter  of  perfecting  the 
title  to  the  site  of  Fort  Bliss,  Tex. 

Accompanying  also  is  a  copy  of  Senate  Executive  Document  No,  g6, 
Forty-seventh  Congress,  first  session,  which  presents  fully  the  facts  in 
the  case,  as  well  as  the  character  of  the  legislation  necessar>'  to  secure 
to  the  United  States  proper  title  to  the  laud  in  question. 

The  Secretary  of  War  expres.ses  his  concurrence  in  the  inews  of  the 
military  authorities  as  to  the  importance  of  this  subject  and  urges  that 
the  requisite  legislation  be  had  by  Congress  at  its  present  session.

Executive  Mansion,  March  z,  1883, 
To  the  Seyiate  of  the  Uyiited  States: 

Having  approved  the  act  recently  passed  by  Congress  **to  regulate 
and  improve  the  civil  service  of  the  United  States,"  I  deem  it  my  duty 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  provision  for  the  employment  of  a  *' chief 
examiner"  contained  in  the  third  section  of  the  act,  which  was  the  sub- 
ject of  consideration  at  the  time  of  its  approval. 

I  am  advised  by  the  Attorney-General  that  there  is  great  doubt  whether 
such  examiner  is  not  properly  an  officer  of  the  United  States  because  of 
the  nature  of  his  employment,  its  duration,  emolument,  and  duties.  If 
he  be  such,  the  provision  for  his  employment  (which  involves  an  appoint- 
ment by  the  Commission)  is  not  in  conformity  with  section  2,  Article  II 
of  the  Constitution.  Assuming  this  to  be  the  case,  the  result  would  be 
that  the  appointment  of  the  chief  examiner  must  be  deemed  to  be  vested 
in  the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  since 
in  such  case  the  appointment  would  not  be  otherwise  provided  for  by  law. 
Concurring  in  this  opinion,  I  nominate  Silas  W.  Burt,  of  New  York,  to  be 
chief  examiner  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission.

board  of  management,  for  publication  in  their  respective  countries. 

And  whereas  the  duly  constituted  board  of  nianager.'i  of  the  aforesaid 
World's  Industrial  and  Cotton  Centennial  Exposition  has  informed  me 
that  provision  has  been  made  for  the  erection  of  suitable  buildings  for 
the  purposes  of  said  exposition: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Chester  A.  Arthur,  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  by  authority  of  and  in  fulfillment  of  the  requirements  of  said 
act  approved  Fcbntary  10,  1883,  do  hereby  declare  and  make  known  that 
the  World's  Industrial  and  Cotton  Centennial  Exposition  will  be  opened 
on  the  first  Monday  in  December.  1884,  at  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  in 
the  State  of  Ijouisiana,  and  will  there  be  holden  continuously  until  the 
31st  day  of  May,  1885.

Sir:*  It  is  my  melancholy  duty  to  inform  you  that  the  Hon.  Timo- 
thy O.  Howe,  Postmaster-General,  and  lately  a  Senator  of  the  United 
States,  died  yesterday  at  Kenosha,  Wis.,  at  2  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.

3.  No  one  shall  be  entitled  to  be  certified  for  appointment  whose  standing  upon 
a  just  grading  in  the  general  esaniination  shall  be  less  tlian  65  per  cent  of  complete 
proficiency  in  the  first  three  subjects  mentioned  in  tliis  rule,  and  that  measure 
of  proficjcncy  shall  be  deemed  adequate.

No  (]uestio[i  in  any  cxiiniinalion  or  proceeding  hy  or  imder  the  Commission  or 
examiners  shall  call  for  tlie  expression  or  disclu.sure  of  any  political  or  religious 
opinion  or  affiliation,  nor  shall  any  discrimination  be  made  hy  reasou  thereof  if 
known;  and  the  Conmiission  and  its  examiners  shall  discountenance  til  dinclosure 
before  either  of  them  of  such  opinion  by  or  concerning  any  applicants  for  examina- 
tion orhy  or  concerning  anyone  whose  name  isou  any  register  awaiting  appointment. 


All  regular  applications  for  the  competitive  examinations  for  admission  to  the 
classified  service  must  he  made  on  blanks  in  a  form  approved  by  the  Commission.

Every  examining  lioard  shall  keep  siicli  records  and  such  papers  on  file  and  make 
such  reports  as  the  Cunimission  .shall  require,  and  any  such  paper  or  record  in  the 
charge  of  any  examining  1)oard  or  any  officer  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  examina- 
tion as  the  C«niniis.sion  shall  direct,  and  upon  its  request  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
Commission  for  inspection  and  revision. 


Every  application,  in  order  to  entitle  tlie  applicant  to  appear  tor  e 
to  be  examined,  must  state  under  oath  the  facts  on  the  following  subjects:  { i )  Full 
name,  residence,  and  post-office  addres.s;  (3)  citizenship;  (3}  age;  (4)  place  of  birth; 
(5)  health  and  physical  capacity  tor  the  public  service;  (6)  right  ot  preference  by 
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reason  of  military  or  naval  service;  (7)  previous  employment  in  the  public  service; 
(8)  business  or  employment  and  residence  for  the  previous  five  years;  (9)  educa- 
tion. Such  other  information  shall  be  furnished  as  the  Commission  may  reasonably 
require  touching  the  applicant's  fitness  for  the  public  ser\ice.  The  applicant  must 
also  state  the  number  of  members  of  his  family  in  the  public  service  and  where 
employed,  and  must  also  assert  that  he  is  not  disqualified  imder  section  3  of  the 
civil-service  act,  which  is  as  follows: 

"That  no  person  habitually  using  intoxicating  beverages  to  excess  shall  be  ap- 
pointed to  or  retained  in  any  office,  appointment,  or  employment  to  which  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  applicable." 

RULK  XII. 

1.  Every  regular  application  nmst  be  supportetl  by  proper  certificates  of  good 
moral  character,  health,  and  physical  and  mental  capacity  for  doing  the  public 
work,  the  certificates  to  l)e  in  such  form  and  number  as  the  regulations  of  the 
Conmiission  shall  provide;  but  no  certificate  will  be  received  which  is  inconsistent 
with  the  tenth  section  of  the  civil -scr\'ice  act. 

2.  No  one  shall  lie  entitled  to  l)e  examined  for  admission  to  the  classified  postal 
service  if  under  16  or  over  35  years  of  age,  or  to  the  classified  customs  service  or  to 
the  classified  departmental  service  if  under  18  or  over  45  years  of  age;  but  no  one 
shall  be  examined  for  appointment  to  any  place  in  the  classified  customs  service, 
except  that  of  clerk  or  messenger,  who  is  under  21  years  of  age;  but  tliese  limita- 
tions of  age  shall  not  apply  to  honorably  discharged  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  last 
war  who  are  otherwise  duly  qualified. 

RUI^K   XIII. 

1.  The  date  of  the  reception  of  all  regular  applications  for  the  classified  depart- 
mental scr\'ice  shall  l>e  entered  of  record  by  the  Commission,  and  of  all  other  regu- 
lar applications  by  the  proper  examining  boards  of  the  district  or  office  for  which 
they  are  made;  and  applicants,  when  in  excess  of  the  number  that  can  be  examined 
at  a  single  exanii nation,  shall  be  notified  to  appear  in  their  order  on  tlie  respective 
records.

Those  examined  shall  be  graded,  and  shall  have  their  grade  marked  upon  a  regis- 
ter after  those  previously  thereon,  in  the  order  of  their  excellence  as  shown  by  their 
examination  papers,  except  that  those  from  the  siune  State  or  Territory  may  l)e  en- 
tered upon  tlie  register  together,  in  the  order  of  relative  excellence,  to  facilitate 
apportionment.

1.  WLeiiever  any  officer  liaving  the  power  of  appointment  or  employment  slioll  so 
Inquest,  there  shall  be  certified  to  him  by  the  ComniiBsion  or  the  proper  examining 
Ixmrd  four  namea  tor  the  vacancy  specified,  to  be  tfllteii  from  those  graded  highest  on 
tlie  proper  register  of  those  in  his  branch  of  the  service  and  remaining  eligible, 
regard  beinghad  to  the  apportionment  of  appointments  to  States  and  Territories;  and 
from  tlie  said  four  a  selection  shall  be  made  for  the  vacancy. 

2.  These  certificalious  for  the  service  at  Wasbington  shall  be  made  in  such  onler 
OS  to  apportion,  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable,  the  original  ilppointinents  thereto 
among  the  Statea  and  Territories  am!  the  District  of  Columbia  npoii  the  basis  of 
population  as  ascertained  at  the  la.>it  preceding  census. 

3.  In  case  the  request  tor  any  sudi  certification  or  any  law  or  regulaliun  shall  call 
for  tliose  of  either  sex.  the  four  highest  of  that  sex  shall  be  certifietl;  otherwise  sex 
shall  be  dLsregartled  in  such  certification. 

4.  No  person  upon  any  register  shall  he  certified  more  than  three  times  to  the  same 
officer  in  the  customs  or  postal  service  or  more  tlian  twice  to  aity  department  at 
Washington,  unless  upon  request  of  the  appointing  ofiicer;  nor  shall  anyone  remain 
eligible  more  than  one  year  upon  any  register.  And  no  person  while  remaining  eli- 
gible on  any  register  shall  be  admitted  to  11  new  examination  of  the  same  grade.

3.  Every  false  statement  knowingly  ma<1e  by  any  person  in  his  application  for 
examination  and  every  connivance  liy  liiiii  at  any  false  statement  made  in  any  cer- 
tificate which  may  accompany  his  application  shall  be  regarded  as  good  cause  for 
the  removal  or  discharge  of  such  person  during  his  probation. 


Every  head  of  a  Department  or  office  shall  notify  the  Commission  of  tlie  name  of 
every  person  appointed  to  or  employed  in  the  classified  service  under  him  (giving 
the  rlate  of  the  appointment  and  the  designation  of  the  office  or  place)  from  those 
examined  under  the  Commis,sion,and  shall  also  inform  the  Commission  of  tlie  date 
of  any  rejection  or  final  appointment  or  employment  of  any  probationer  and  of  the 
promotion,  removal,  discharge,  resignation,  transfer,  or  death  of  any  such  person 
after  proliation. 

There  arc  exceptcil  from  examination  the  following:  (i)  The  confidential  clerk 
or  secretary  of  any  head  of  a  Department  or  office;  (2)  cashiers  of  collectors;  (3) 
cashiers  of  postmasters;  {4)  superintendents  of  money-order  divisions  in  post-oflices; 
(5)  the  direct  custoilians  of  money  for  whose  fidelity  another  officer  is  under  official 
bond,  but  these  exceptiims  shall  not  extend  to  any  official  below  the  grade  of  asjiist. 
ant  cashier  or  teller;  (6)  iH.'rsons  employed  exclusively  in  the  secret  service  of  the 
as  translators  or  interpreters  or  stenographers;  (7)  persons  whose 
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person  shall  be  certified  for  appointment  under  this  clause  whose  grading  shall  be 
less  than  an  average  of  65  i)er  cent  on  such  of  the  first  tliree  subjects  or  parts  thereof 
as  the  examination  may  embrace. 

5.  The  Commission  may  also  order  examinations  upon  other  subjects,  of  a  tech- 
nical or  special  character,  to  test  the  capacity  which  may  be  needed  in  any  part  of 
the  classified  service  which  requires  j>eculiar  information  or  skill.  Examinations 
hereunder  may  l)e  competitive  or  noncompetitive,  and  the  maximum  limitations  of 
age  contained  in  the  twelfth  rule  shall  not  apply  to  applicants  for  the  same.

1.  The  date  of  the  reception  of  all  regular  applications  for  the  classified  depart- 
mental service  shall  be  entered  of  record  by  the  Commission,  and  of  all  other  regu- 
lar applications  by  the  proper  examining  lK)ards  of  the  district  or  office  for  which 
they  are  made;  and  applicants,  when  in  excess  of  the  number  that  can  l)e  examined 
at  a  single  examination,  sliall,  subject  to  the  needs  of  apportionment,  be  notified  to 
appear  in  their  order  on  the  respective  records.

a.  These  certifications  for  the  service  at  Washington  shall  be  made  in  such  order 
as  to  apportion,  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable,  the  original  appointments  thereto 
among  the  States  and  Territories  and  the  District  of  Columbia  upon  the  tiasls  of 
population  Rs  ascertained  at  the  last  preceding  censas. 

3.  In  case  tbe  request  for  any  such  certification  or  any  law  or  regulation  shall  call 
for  those  of  either  sex,  the  four  highest  of  that  sex  shall  be  certified;  otlierwi.se  sex 
shall  be  disregarded  in  such  certification. 

4.  No  person  upon  any  register  sliall  be  certified  more  than  four  times  to  the  same 
officer  in  the  customs  or  postal  service  or  more  tliau  twice  to  any  Department  at 
Washington,  unlesii  upon  request  of  the  appointing  officer;  nor  shall  anyone  reinain 
eligible  more  tlian  one  year  upon  any  register.  No  person  while  reraaining  eligilile 
on  any  register  sliall  be  admitted  to  a  new  examination,  and  no  person  having'  failed 
upon  any  examination  shall  witliin  six  mouths  tliereafter  be  admitted  to  another 
examination  without  the  consent  of  theCo^mmission;  but  these  restrictions  shall  iwt 
extend  to  examinations  under  clause  5  of  Rule  VII.

probation.  Every  head  of  an  office  in  the  postal  or  customs  .service  shall  give  such 
information  on  these  subjects  to  the  Itoard  of  examiners  for  his  office  as  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Commission  may  provide  for.

Promotions  may  lie  made  without  examina- 
tions in  offices  where  examinations  for  promotion  are  not  now  held  until  rules  on 
the  subject  shall  Ik;  promulgated.

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THIRD  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 

WASHiNCiTON,  December  4.,  188 j. 
To  the  Congress  of  the  United  States: 

At  the  threshold  of  your  deliberations  I  congratulate  you  upon  the 
favorable  aspect  of  the  domestic  and  foreign  affairs  of  this  Government . 

Our  relations  with  other  countries  continue  to  be  upon  a  friendly  foot- 
ing. With  the  Argentine  Republic,  Austria,  Belgium,  Brazil,  Denmark, 
Hayti,  Italy,  Santo  Domingo,  and  Sweden  and  Norway  no  incident  has 
occurred  which  calls  for  special  comment.  The  recent  opening  of  new 
lines  of  telegraphic  comnmnication  with  Central  America  and  Brazil  per- 
mitted the  interchange  of  messages  of  friendship  with  the  Governments 
of  those  countries. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  ]')erfected  and  proclaimed  consular 
and  connnercial  treaties  with  Ser\'ia  and  a  consular  treaty  with  Rouma- 
nia,  thus  extending  our  intercourse  with  the  Danubian  countries,  while 
our  Kastern  relations  have  been  put  uix)n  a  wider  basis  by  treaties  with 
Korea  and  Madagascar.  The  new  lx)undary- survey  treaty  with  Mexico, 
a  trade-marks  convention  and  a  supplementary  treaty  of  extradition  with 
Spain,  and  conventions  extending  the  duration  of  the  Franco- American 
Claims  Commission  have  also  been  proclaimed. 

Notice  of  the  termination  of  the  fisheries  articles  of  the  treaty  of  Wash- 
ington  was  duly  given  to  the  Ikitish  Government,  and  the  reciprocal  priv- 
ileges and  exemptions  of  the  treaty  will  accordingly  cease  on  July  i,  1885. 
The  fisheries  industries,  pursued  by  a  numerous  class  of  our  citizens  on 
the  northern  coasts,  both  of  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  oceans,  are  worthy 
of  the  fostering  care  of  Congress.  Whenever  brought  into  competition 
with  the  like  industries  of  other  countries,  our  fishermen,  as  well  as  our 
manufacturers  of  fishing  appliances  and  preparers  of  fivSh  products,  have 
maintained  a  foremost  place.  I  suggest  that  Congress  create  a  commLs- 
sion  to  consider  the  general  question  of  our  rights  in  the  fisheries  and  the 
means  of  opening  to  our  citizens,  under  just  and  enduring  conditions, 
the  richly  st(x:ked  fishing  waters  and  sealing  grounds  of  British  North 
America. 

Question  has  arisen  touching  the  de]x>rtatic)n  to  the  United  States  from 
the  liritish  Islands,  by  governmental  or  nuuiicipal  aid,  of  persons  unable 
there  to  gain  a  living  and  equally  a  burden  on  the  community  here. 
Such  of  these  ])ersons  as  fall  under  the  i)auper  class  as  defined  by  law 
have  been  sent  back  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  our  statutes. 
Her  Majesty's  Government  has  insisted  that  precautions  have  l)een 
taken  before  shipment  to  ])revent  these  objectionable  visitors  from  com- 
ing hither  without  guaranty  of  sup])ort  by  their  relatives  in  this  coun- 
try.     The  action  of  the  liritish  authorities  in  applying  measures  for 
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relief  has.  however,  in  so  many  cases  proved  ineffectual,  and  especially 
so  in  certain  recent  instances  of  needy  emigrants  reacliing'  our  territory 
through  Canada,  that  a  revision  of  our  legislation  upon  this  suhject  may 
be  di^enied  advisable. 

Correspondence  relative  to  the  Claj-ton-Buhver  treaty  has  Ijeen  con- 
tinued and  will  I>e  laid  before  Congress. 

The  legislation  of  France  against  the  importation  of  prepared  swine 
products  from  the  United  States  has  been  repealed.  That  result  is  due 
no  less  to  the  friendly  representations  of  this  Government  than  to  a 
growing  conviction  in  France  that  the  restriction  was  not  demanded  by 
any  real  danger  to  health. 

Germany  still  prohibits  the  introduction  of  all  swine  products  from 
-  America.  1  extended  to  the  Imperial  Government  a  friendly  invitation 
to  send  experts  to  the  United  States  to  inquire  whether  the  use  of  those 
products  was  dangerous  to  health.  This  invitation  was  declined.  I  have 
believed  it  of  such  importance,  however,  that  the  exact  facts  should  be 
ascertained  and  promulgated  that  1  have  appointed  a  competent  commis- 
sion to  make  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  subject.  Its  members  have 
shown  their  public  spirit  by  accepting  their  trust  without  pledge  of  com- 
pensation, but  I  trust  that  Congress  will  see  in  the  national  and  interna- 
tional bearings  of  the  matter  a  sufficient  motive  for  providing  at  least  for 
reimbursement  of  such  expenses  as  they  may  nece.ssarily  incur. 

The  coronation  of  the  Czar  at  Moscow  afforded  to  this  Govemmeut  au 
occasion  for  testifying  its  continued  friendship  by  sending  a  .special  envoy 
and  a  representative  of  the  Na\-y  to  attend  the  ceremony. 

While  there  have  arisen  during  the  year  no  grave  questions  affecting 
the  status  in  the  Russian  Empire  of  American  citizens  of  other  faith 
than  that  held  by  the  national  church,  this  Government  remains  firm  in 
its  conviction  that  the  rights  of  its  citizens  abroad  .should  be  in  no  wise 
affected  bj-  their  religious  belief. 

It  is  understood  that  measures  for  the  removal  of  the  restrictions 
which  now  burden  our  trade  xvith  Cuba  and  Puerto  Rico  are  uuder  con- 
sideration by  the  Spanish  Cio\-ernnieut. 

The  proximitj'  of  Cuba  to  the  United  States  and  the  peculiar  methods 
of  administration  which  there  pre\'ail  necessitate  constant  discussion  and 
appeal  on  our  part  from  the  proceedings  of  the  insular  authorities.  I 
regret  to  say  that  the  just  protests  of  this  Government  have  not  as  yet 
produced  satisfactory  results. 

The  commission  appointed  to  decide  certain  claims  of  our  citizens 
against  the  Spanish  Ooveninient,  after  the  recognition  of  a  satisfactory 
rule  as  to  the  validity  and  force  of  naturalization  in  the  United  States, 
has  finall>-  adjourned.  Some  of  its  awards,  though  made  more  than  two 
years  ago,  ha\-e  not  j'et  lx;en  paid.     Their  sjieedy  payment  is  expected. 

Claims  to  a  large  aniouut  which  were  held  by  the  late  commission  to 
be  without  its  jurisdiction    have  lieen  diplomatically  presented  to  the 
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Spanish  Government.  As  the  action  of  the  colonial  authorities  which 
has  given  rise  to  these  claims  was  admittedly  illegal,  full  reparation  for 
the  injur>'  sustained  by  our  citizens  should  be  no  longer  delayed. 

The  case  of  the  Masojiic  has  not  yet  reached  a  settlement.  The 
Manila  court  has  found  that  the  proceedings  of  which  this  Government 
has  complained  were  unauthorized,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Government 
of  Spain  will  not  withhold  the  speedy  reparation  which  its  sense  of  jus- 
tice should  impel  it  to  offer  for  the  unusual  severity  and  unjust  action  of 
its  subordinate  colonial  officers  in  the  case  of  this  vessel. 

The  Helvetian  Confederation  has  proposed  the  inauguration  of  a  class 
of  international  treaties  for  the  referment  to  arbitration  of  g^ave  ques- 
tions between  nations.  This  Government  has  assented  to  the  proposed 
negotiation  of  such  a  treaty  with  Switzerland. 

Under  the  treaty  of  Berlin  liberty  of  conscience  and  civil  rights  are 
assured  to  all  strangers  in  Bulgaria.  As  the  United  States  have  no  dis- 
tinct conventional  relations  with  that  countr>^  and  are  not  a  party  to  the 
treaty,  they  should,  in  my  opinion,  maintain  diplomatic  representation 
at  Sofia  for  the  improvement  of  intercourse  and  the  proper  protection 
of  the  many  American  citizens  who  resort  to  that  country  as  mission- 
aries and  teachers.  I  suggest  that  I  be  given  authority  to  establish  an 
agency  and  consulate-general  at  the  Bulgarian  capital. 

The  United  States  are  now  participating  in  a  revision  of  the  tariffs  of 
the  Ottoman  Empire.  They  have  assented  to  the  application  of  a  license 
tax  to  foreigners  doing  business  in  Turkey,  but  have  opposed  the  oppres- 
vSive  storage  tax  upon  petroleum  entering  the  ports  of  that  country. 

The  Government  of  the  Khedive  has  proposed  that  the  authority  of 
the  mixed  judicial  tribunals  in  Egypt  be  extended  so  as  to  cover  citizens 
of  the  United  States  accused  of  crime,  who  are  now  triable  before  consu- 
lar courts.  This  Government  is  not  indisposed  to  accept  the  change, 
but  believes  that  its  terms  should  be  submitted  for  criticism  to  the  com- 
mission appointed  to  revise  the  whole  subject. 

At  no  time  in  our  national  history  has  there  been  more  manifest  need 
of  close  and  lasting  relations  with  a  neighboring  state  than  now  exists 
with  respect  to  Mexico.  The  rapid  influx  of  our  capital  and  enterprise 
into  that  country  shows,  b}^  what  has  already  been  accomplished,  the 
vast  reciprocal  advantages  which  must  attend  the  progress  of  its  inter- 
nal development.  The  treat}'  of  commerce  and  navigation  of  1848  has 
been  terminated  b}'  the  Mexican  Government,  and  in  the  absence  of  con- 
ventional engagements  the  rights  of  our  citizens  in  Mexico  now  depend 
upon  the  domestic  statutes  of  that  Republic.  There  have  been  instances 
of  harsh  enforcement  of  the  laws  against  our  vessels  and  citizens  in 
Mexico  and  of  denial  of  the  diplomatic  resort  for  their  protection.  The 
initial  step  toward  a  better  understanding  has  Ix^en  taken  in  the  negotia- 
tion by  the  commission  authorized  by  Congress  of  a  treaty  which  is  still 
before  the  Senate  awaiting  its  ai)proval. 
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The  provisions  for  the  reciprocal  crossing  of  the  frontier  by  the  troops 
in  pursuit  of  hostile  Indians  have  been  prolonged  for  another  year.  The 
operations  of  the  forces  of  both  Governments  agahist  these  savages  have 
been  successful,  and  several  of  their  most  dangerous  bauds  have  been 
captured  or  dispersed  by  the  sidll  and  valor  of  United  States  and  Mexi- 
can soldiers  fighting  in  a  common  cause. 

The  convention  for  the  resurvey  of  the  boundary  from  the  Rio  Grande 
to  the  Pacific  having  been  ratified  and  exchanged,  the  preliminary  re- 
coiinoissance  therein  stipulated  has  been  effected.  It  now  rests  with 
Congress  to  make  provision  for  completing  the  survey  and  relocating 
the  boundary  moinimeuts. 

A  convention  was  signed  with  Mexico  on  July  13,  1882,  providing 
for  the  rehearing  of  the  cases  of  Benjamin  Weil  and  the  Abra  Silver 
Mining  Company,  in  whose  favor  awards  were  made  by  the  late  Ameri- 
can and  Mexican  Claims  Commission.  That  convention  still  awaits  the 
consent  of  the  Senate.  Meanwhile,  because  of  those  charges  of  fraudu- 
lent awards  which  have  made  a  new  commission  necessary,  the  Execu- 
tive has  directed  the  suspension  of  pai'uients  of  the  distributive  quota 
received  from  Mexico. 

Our  geogjaphical  proximity  to  Central  America  and  our  political  and 
commercial  relations  with  the  States  of  that  country  justify,  in  my  judg- 
ment, such  a  material  increase  of  our  consular  corps  as  will  place  at  each 
capital  a  consul-general. 

The  contest  between  Bolivia,  Chile,  and  Peru  has  passed  from  the 
stage  of  strategic  hostilities  to  that  of  negotiation,  in  which  the  counsels 
of  this  Government  have  been  exercised.  The  demands  of  Chile  for 
absolute  cession  of  territory  have  been  maintained  and  accepted  by  the 
party  of  General  Iglesias  to  the  extent  of  concluding  a  treaty  of  peace 
with  the  Governinent  of  Chile  in  general  conformity  with  the  terms  of 
the  protocol  signed  in  May  last  between  the  Chilean  commander  and 
General  Iglesias.  As  a  result  of  the  conclusion  of  this  treaty  General 
Iglesias  has  been  formally  recognized  by  Chile  as  President  of  Peru  and 
his  government  installed  at  Lima,  which  has  been  evacuated  by  the 
Chileans.  A  call  has  been  issued  by  General  Iglesias  for  a  representa- 
tive as.semblj',  to  be  elected  on  the  13th  of  January,  and  to  meet  at  Lima 
on  the  ist  of  March  next.  Meanwhile  the  pro%'isional  government  of 
General  Iglesias  has  applied  for  recognition  to  the  principal  powers  of 
America  and  Europe.  When  the  will  of  the  Peruvian  peoi>le  shall  be 
manifested,  I  shall  not  hesitate  to  recognize  the  govenmient  approved  by 
them. 

Diplomatic  and  naval  representatives  of  this  Government  attended  at 
Caracas  the  centennial  celebration  of  the  birth  of  the  illustrious  Bolivar. 
At  the  same  time  the  inauguration  of  the  statue  of  Washington  in  the 
Venezuelan  capital  testified  to  the  veneration  in  which  his  memory  is 
there  held. 
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Congress  at  its  last  session  authorized  the  Executive  to  propose  to 
Venezuela  a  reopening  of  the  awards  of  the  mixed  commission  of  Cara- 
cas. The  departure  from  this  country  of  the  Venezuelan  minister  has 
delayed  the  opening  of  negotiations  for  reviving  the  commission.  This 
Government  holds  that  until  the  establishment  of  a  treaty  upon  this 
subject  the  Venezuelan  Government  must  continue  to  make  the  payments 
provided  for  in  the  convention  of  1866. 

There  is  ground  for  believing  that  the  dispute  growing  out  of  the 
unpaid  obligations  due  from  Venezuela  to  France  will  be  satisfactorily 
adjusted.  The  French  cabinet  has  proposed  a  basis  of  settlement  which 
meets  my  approval,  but  as  it  involves  a  recasting  of  the  annual  quotas  of 
the  foreign  debt  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  submit  the  proposal 
to  the  judgment  of  the  cabinets  of  Berlin,  Copenhagen,  The  Hague, 
London,  and  Madrid. 

At  the  recent  coronation  of  His  Majesty  King  Kalakaua  this  Govern- 
ment was  represented  both  diplomatically  and  by  the  formal  visit  of  a 
vessel  of  war. 

The  question  of  terminating  or  modifying  the  existing  reciprocity 
treaty  with  Hawaii  is  now^  before  Congress.  I  am  convinced  that  the 
charges  of  abuses  and  frauds  under  that  treaty  have  been  exaggerated, 
and  I  renew  the  suggestion  of  last  3^ear's  message  that  the  treaty  be 
modified  wherever  its  provisions  have  proved  onerous  to  legitimate  trade 
between  the  tw^o  countries.  I  am  not  disposed  to  favor  the  entire  cessa- 
tion of  the  treat}^  relations  which  have  fostered  good  will  between  the 
countries  and  contributed  toward  the  equality  of  Hawaii  in  the  family 
of  nations. 

In  pursuance  of  the  policy  declared  by  this  Government  of  extending 
our  intercounse  with  the  Eastern  nations,  legations  have  during  the  past 
year  been  established  in  Persia,  Siam,  and  Korea.  It  is  probable  that 
permanent  missions  of  those  countries  will  ere  long  be  maintained  in  the 
United  States.     A  special  cmbaasy  from  Siam  is  now  on  its  way  hither. 

Treaty  relations  with  Korea  were  perfected  by  the  exchange  at  Seoul, 
on  the  19th  of  May  last,  of  the  ratifications  of  the  lately  concluded  con- 
vention, and  envoys  from  the  King  of  Tah  Chosen  have  visited  this  coun- 
try and  received  a  cordial  welcome.  Korea,  as  yet  unacquainted  with 
the  methocls  of  Western  civilization,  now  invites  the  attention  of  those 
interested  in  the  advancement  of  our  foreign  trade,  as  it  needs  the  imple- 
ments and  products  which  the  United  States  are  ready  to  supply.  We 
seek  no  monopoly  of  its  commerce  and  no  advantages  over  other  nations, 
but  as  the  Chosenese,  in  reaching  for  a  higher  civilization,  have  confided 
in  this  Republic,  we  can  not  regard  with  indifference  any  encroachment 
on  their  rights. 

China,  by  the  payment  of  a  money  indemnity,  has  settled  certain  of 
the  long-pending  claims  of  our  citizens,  and  I  have  strong  hopes  that  the 
remainder  will  soon  be  adjusted. 
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Questions  ha\'e  nri.seii  touching  thi:  riglits  of  American  and  other 
foreign  manufacturers  in  China  under  the  provisions  uf  treaties  which 
permit  aliens  lu  exercise  their  industries  in  that  coiuitry.  On  this  spe- 
cific point  our  own  treaty  is  silent,  but  under  tlie  operation  of  the 
most- favored -nation  clause  we  have  like  privileges  with  those  of  other 
powers.  While  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  see  that  our  citi- 
zens have  the  full  enjoyment  of  every  benefit  secured  by  treaty,  I  doubt 
the  expedienc)-  of  leading  in  a  movement  to  constrain  China  to  admit 
au  interpretation  which  we  ha\-e  only  an  indirect  treaty  right  to  exact. 
The  transference  to  China  of  American  capital  for  the  employment 
there  of  Chinese  labor  would  Iti  effect  inaugurate  a  competition  for  the 
control  of  markets  now  supplied  by  our  home  industries. 

There  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  law  restricting  the  immigra- 
tion of  Chinese  has  been  violated,  intentionally  or  otherwise,  by  the 
ofGcials  of  China  upon  whom  is  devolved  the  duty  of  certifying  tliat 
the  immigrants  belong  to  the  excepted  classes. 

Measures  have  been  taken  to  ascertain  the  facts  incident  to  this  sup- 
posed infraction,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  Govenimeut  of  China  will 
cooperate  with  the  United  States  in  securing  the  faithful  observauce  of 
the  law. 

The  same  considerations  which  prompted  Congress  at  its  last  session 
to  return  to  Japan  the  Simonoseki  indemnity  seem  to  me  to  require  at  its 
bauds  like  action  in  respect  to  the  Canton  indemnity  fund,  now  amount- 
ing to  )S300,ooo. 

The  question  of  the  general  re\'isioii  of  the  foreign  treaties  of  Japan  has 
been  considered  in  an  international  conference  held  at  Tokyo,  but  without 
definite  result  as  jet.  This  Go\'ernnient  is  dispased  to  concede  the  re- 
quests of  Jajian  to  determine  its  own  tariff  duties,  to  provide  such  proper 
judicial  tribunals  as  may  conunend  llieniseh'es  to  the  Western  powers  for 
the  trial  of  causes  to  which  foreigners  are  parties,  and  to  assimilate  the 
terms  and  duration  of  its  treaties  to  those  of  other  civilized  states. 

Through  our  ministers  at  London  and  at  Monrovia  this  Government 
has  endeavored  to  aid  Liberia  in  its  differences  with  Great  Uritain  touch- 
ing the  northwestern  boundary  of  that  Republic.  There  is  a  prospect  of 
adjustment  of  the  dispute  b\-  the  adoption  of  the  Maniiah  River  as  the 
line.  This  arrangement  is  a  compromise  of  the  conflicting  territorial 
claims  and  takes  from  Liberia  no  country  o^'er  which  it  has  maintained 
effective  jurisdiction. 

Tlie  rich  and  jxjpidous  \-alley  of  the  Kongo  is  Ijeing  opened  to  commerce 
by  a  society  calle<l  the  International  African  Association,  of  which  the 
King  of  the  Belgians  is  the  president  and  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
the  chief  executive  officer.  Large  tracts  of  territory  have  been  ceded 
to  the  association  by  nati\-e  chiefs,  roads  have  been  opened,  steamboats 
placed  on  the  river,  and  the  nuclei  of  states  established  at  twenty-two 
stations  under  one  flag  which  offers  freedom  to  connnerce  and  prohibits 
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the  slave  trade.  The  objects  of  the  society  are  philanthropic.  It  does 
not  aim  at  permanent  political  control,  but  seeks  the  neutrality  of  the 
valley.  The  United  States  can  not  be  indifferent  to  this  work  nor  to 
the  interests  of  their  citizens  involved  in  it.  It  may  become  advisable 
for  us  to  cooperate  with  other  connnercial  powers  in  promoting  the  rights 
of  trade  and  residence  in  the  Kongo  Valley  free  from  the  interference  or 
political  control  of  any  one  nation. 

In  view  of  the  frequency  of  invitations  from  foreign  governments  to 
participate  in  social  and  scientific  congresses  for  the  discussion  of  impor- 
tant matters  of  general  concern,  I  repeat  the  suggestion  of  my  last  mes- 
sage that  provision  l)e  made  for  the  exercise  of  discretionary  power  by 
the  Executive  in  appointing  delegates  to  such  convocations.  Able  spe- 
cialists are  ready  to  serx^e  the  national  interests  in  such  capacity  without 
personal  profit  or  other  compensation  than  the  defrayment  of  expenses 
actually  incurred,  and  this  a  comparatively  small  annual  appropriation 
would  suffice  to  meet. 

I  have  alluded  in  my  previous  messages  to  the  injurious  and  vex- 
atious restrictions  suffered  by  our  trade  in  the  Spanish  West  Indies. 
Brazil,  whose  natural  outlet  for  its  great  national  staple,  coffee,  is  in 
and  through  the  United  States,  imposes  a  hea\'y  export  duty  upon  that 
product.  Our  petroleum  exports  are  hampered  in  Turkey  and  in  other 
Eastern  jx^rts  by  restrictions  as  to  storage  and  by  onerous  taxation. 
For  these  mischiefs  adequate  relief  is  not  always  afforded  by  reciprocity 
treaties  like  that  with  Hawaii  or  that  lately  negotiated  with  Mexico  and 
now  awaiting  the  action  of  the  Senate.  Is  it  not  advisable  to  provide 
some  measure  of  equitable  retaliation  in  our  relations  with  governments 
which  discriminate  against  our  own?  If,  for  example,  the  Executive 
were  empowered  to  apply  to  Spanish  vCvSvSels  and  cargoes  from  Cuba  and 
Puerto  Rico  the  same  rules  of  treatment  and  scale  of  penalties  for  tech- 
nical faults  which  are  applied  to  our  vessels  and  cargoes  in  the  Antilles, 
a  resort  to  that  course  might  not  be  barren  of  good  results. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  gives  a  full  and  interesting 
exhibit  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  country. 

It  shows  that  the  ordinary  revenues  from  all  sources  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  1883,  amounted  to  $398,287,581.95,  whereof  there  was 
received —

If  the  revenue  for  the  fiscal  year  which  will  end  on  June  30,  1885,  be 
estimated  upon  the  basis  of  existing  laws,  the  Secretary  is  of  the  opinion 
that  for  that  year  the  receipts  will  exceed  by  $60,000,000  the  ordinary 
expenditures  inchiding  the  amount  devoted  to  the  sinking  fund. 

Hitherto  the  surplus,  as  rapidly  as  it  has  accumulated,  has  been  devoted 
to  the  reduction  of  the  national  debt. 

As  a  result  the  only  lx)nds  now  outstanding  which  are  redeemable  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Government  are  the  3  percents,  amounting  to  about 
$305,000,000. 

The  4J^  percents,  amounthig  to  $250,000,000,  and  the  $737,000,000 
4  percents  are  not  payable  until  1891  and  1907,  respectively. 

If  the  surplus  shall  hereafter  be  as  large  as  the  Treasury  estimates 
now  indicate,  the  3  per  cent  bonds  may  all  be  redeemed  at  least  four 
years  Ixjfore  any  of  the  4>^  ^xircents  can  be  called  in.  The  latter  at 
the  same  rate  of  accumulation  of  surplus  can  be  paid  at  maturity,  and  the 
moneys  recpiisite  for  the  redemi)ti()n  of  the  4  percents  will  be  in  the  Treas- 
ury many  years  before  those  obligations  become  payable. 

There  are  cogent  reasons,  however,  why  the  national  indebtedness 
should  not  l)e  thus  rapidly  extinguished.  Chief  among  them  is  the  fact 
that  only  b}-  excessive  taxation  is  such  rapidity  attainable. 

In  a  communication  to  the  Congress  at  its  last  session  I  recommended 
that  all  excise  taxes  Ix;  alx)li.shcd  except  those  relating  to  distilled  spir- 
its and  that  substantial  reductions  be  also  made  in  the  revenues  from 
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customs.     A  statute  haH  since  l>eeii  enacted  liy  wliich  the  animal  tax 
and  tariff  receipts  of  the  Govenimeiit  have  been  cut  down  to  the  extent 
'     of  at  least  fifty  or  sixty  luillioiis  of  dollars. 

,         While  I  have  no  doubt  that  still  further  reduction.s  may  be  wisely 

'     made,  I  do  not  advise  the  adoption  at  this  session  of  any  measures  for 

I     large  diminution  of  the  national  revenues.     The  results  of  the  legi.slation 

'     of  the  last  session  of  the  Congress  have  not  as  yet  become  sufficiently 

apparent  to  justify  any  radical  revision  or  sweeping  modifications  of 

existing  law. 

,  III  the  interval  which  ninst  elapse  before  the  effects  of  the  act  of 

'     March  3,  1883,  can  be  definitely  ascertained  a  portion  at  least  of  the 

I     surplus  revenues  may  be  wisely  applied  to  the  long- neglected  duty  of 

'     rehabilitating  our  Navy  and  providing  coast  defenses  for  the  protection 

of  our  harbors.     This  is  a  matter  to  which  I  shall  again  advert. 

Immediately  associated  with  the  financial  subject  just  discussed  is  the 
important  question  what  legislation  is  needed  regarding  the  national  cur- 
'     rency. 

I  The  aggregate  amount  of  iKinds  now  on  deposit  in  the  Treasury  to 

support  the  national -l>ank  circulation  is  about  $350,000,000.      Nearly 

$200,000,000  of  this  amount  consists  of  3  percents,  which,  as  already 

stated,  are  payable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Government  and  are  likely  to 

I     be  called  in  within  less  than  four  years  unless  meantime  the  siupUis 

\    revenues  shall  be  diminished. 

The  prolrahle  effect  of  such  an  extensive  retirement  of  the  securities 
which  are  the  basis  of  the  national-bank  circulation  would  be  such  a 
contraction  of  the  \-olnni(^  of  the  currencj'  as  to  produce  grave  commer- 
cial embarrassments. 

How  can  this  danger  he  obviatetl?  The  most  effectual  plan,  and  one 
whose  adoption  at  the  earliest  practicable  opportunity  I  shall  heartily 
approve,  has  alreadj'  been  indicated. 

If  the  revenues  of  the  next  four  years  shall  be  kept  sub.stanti ally  com- 
mensurate with  the  expenses,  the  v<)lume  of  circulation  will  not  be  likely 
to  suffer  any  material  disturkuice;  but  if,  on  the  other  hand,  there  shall 
be  great  delay  in  reducing  taxation,  it  will  I>ecome  neces.sary  either  to 
suljstitute  some  other  form  of  currency  in  place  of  the  national-bank 
notes  or  to  make  important  changes  in  the  laws  by  which  their  circula- 
tion is  now  controlled. 

In  my  judgment  the  latter  cotirse  is  far  preferable.  I  commend  to 
your  attention  the  very  interesting  and  thoughtful  suggestions  upon 
this  subject  wliich  appear  in  tlie  Secretary's  report. 

The  objections  which  he  urges  against  the  acceptance  of  any  other 
securities  than  the  obligations  of  the  Goveriunent  itself  as  a  foundation 
for  national -Ijank  circulation  .SL-em  to  me  insuperable. 

For  averting  the  threatened  contraction  two  courses  ha\'e  l)een  sug- 
gested, either  of  which  is  prol>ahly  feasible.     One  is  the  issuance  of  new 
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bonds,  having  many  3'ears  to  run,  bearing  a  low  rate  of  interest,  and 
exchangeable  upon  specified  terms  for  those  now  outstanding.  The 
other  course,  which  commends  itself  to  my  own  judgment  as  the  better, 
is  the  enactment  of  a  law  repealing  the  tax  on  circulation  and  permitting 
the  banks  to  issue  notes  for  an  amount  equal  to  90  per  cent  of  the  mar- 
ket value  instead  of,  as  now,  the  face  value  of  their  deposited  bonds.  I 
agree  with  the  Secretary  in  the  behef  that  the  adoption  of  this  plan 
would  afford  the  necessar>^  relief. 

The  trade  dollar  was  coined  for  the  purpose  of  traffic  in  countries 
where  silver  passed  at  its  value  as  ascertained  by  its  weight  and  fineneas. 
It  never  had  a  legal- tender  quality.  Large  numbers  of  these  coins  en- 
tered, however,  into  the  volume  of  our  currency.  By  common  consent 
their  circulation  in  domestic  trade  has  now  ceased,  and  they  have  thus 
become  a  disturbing  element.  They  should  not  be  longer  permitted  to 
embarrass  our  currency  system.  I  recommend  that  provision  be  made 
for  their  reception  by  the  Treasury  and  the  mints,  as  bullion,  at  a  small 
percentage  above  the  current  market  price  of  silver  of  like  fineness. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  advises  a  consolidation  of  certain  of 
the  customs  districts  of  the  country,  and  suggests  that  the  President 
l)e  vested  with  such  power  in  relation  thereto  as  is  now  given  him  in 
respect  to  collectors  of  internal  revenue  by  section  3 141  of  the  Revised 
Statutes.  The  statistics  upon  this  subject  which  are  contained  in  his 
report  furnish  of  themselves  a  strong  argument  in  defense  of  his  views. 

At  the  adjournment  of  Congress  the  number  of  internal-revenue  col- 
lection districts  was  126.  B3'  Executive  order  dated  June  25,  1883,  I 
directed  that  certain  of  these  districts  be  consolidated.  The  result  has 
been  a  reduction  of  one-third  their  numl)er,  which  at  present  is  but  83. 

From  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  it  will  \y^  seen  that  in  only 
a  single  instance  has  there  l)een  any  disturbance  of  the  quiet  condition 
of  our  Indian  tribes.  A  raid  from  Mexico  into  Arizona  was  made  in 
March  last  by  a  small  party  of  Indians,  which  was  pursued  by  General 
Crook  into  the  mountain  regions  from  which  it  had  come.  It  is  confi- 
dently hoped  that  serious  outbreaks  will  not  again  occur  and  that  the 
Indian  tribes  which  have  for  so  many  years  disturbed  the  West  will 
hereafter  remain  in  peaceable  submission. 

I  again  call  your  attention  to  the  prCvSent  condition  of  our  extended 
seacoast,  upon  which  are  .so  man}'  large  cities  whose  wealth  and  impor- 
tance to  the  country  would  in  time  of  war  invite  attack  from  modem 
armored  ships,  against  which  our  existing  defensive  works  could  give  no 
adequate  protection.  Those  works  were  built  l)efore  the  introduction  of 
modern  heavy  rifled  guns  into  maritime  warfare,  and  if  they  are  not  put 
in  an  efficient  condition  we  ma}'  easil}^  be  subjected  to  humiliation  by  a 
hostile  ix)wer  greatly  inferior  to  ourselves.  As  germane  to  this  subject, 
I  call  your  attention  to  the  imix)rtance  of  perfecting  our  vSubmarine- 
torpedo  defenses.    The  board  authorized  by  the  last  Congress  to  report 
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upon  the  method  which  should  be  adopted  for  the  uiatiiifaclure  of  heavy 
ordnance  adapted  to  modem  warfare  has  visited  the  principal  iron  and 
steel  works  in  this  country  and  in  Europe.  It  is  hoped  that  its  report 
will  soon  be  made,  and  that  Congress  will  thereupon  be  disposed  to  pro- 
vide  suitable  facilities  and  plant  for  the  manufacture  of  such  guns  as  are 
HOW  imperatively  needed. 

On  several  occasions  during  the  past  year  officers  of  the  Army  have 
at  the  request  of  the  State  authorities  visited  their  militia  encampments 
for  inspection  of  the  troops.  From  the  reports  of  these  officers  I  am 
induced  to  believe  that  the  encouragemeut  of  the  State  militia  organiza- 
tions by  the  National  Government  would  be  followed  by  very  gratifying 
results,  and  would  afford  it  in  sudden  emergencies  the  aid  of  a  large  body 
of  volunteers  educated  in  the  performance  of  military  duties. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  reports  that  uuder  the  authority  of  the 
acts  of  August  5,  i88i,  and  March  3,  1883,  the  work  of  strengthening 
our  Navy  by  the  construction  of  modem  vessels  has  been  auspiciously 
begun.  Three  cruisers  are  in  process  of  construction — the  Chicago,  of 
4,500  tons  displacement,  and  the  Boston  and  Atlanta,  each  of  2,500  tons. 
They  are  to  be  built  of  steel,  with  the  tensile  strength  and  ductility  pre- 
scribed by  law,  and  in  the  combination  of  speed,  endurance,  and  arma- 
ment are  expected  to  compare  favorably  with  the  best  unarmored  war 
vessels  of  other  natione.  A  fourth  vessel,  the  Dolphin,  is  to  be  con- 
-  stnicted  of  similar  material,  and  is  intended  to  serve  as  a  fleet  dispatch 
l)oat. 

The  double- turret ed  monitors  Piirilaji,  Amphitrite,  and  Terror  have 
been  launched  on  the  Delaware  Ri\-er  and  a  contract  has  l^een  made  for 
the  supplj-  of  their  machinery.  A  similar  monitor,  the  Monadnock,  has 
been  launched  in  California. 

The  Naval  Ad\isory  Board  and  the  Secretary  recommend  the  comple- 
tion of  the  monitors,  the  construction  of  four  gunboats,  and  also  of  three 
additional  steel  vessels  like  the  Chicago,  Boston,  and  Dolphin. 

As  an  important  measure  of  national  defen.se,  the  Secretary  urges  also 
the  inunediate  creation  of  an  interior  coast  line  of  waterwaj-s  across  the 
peninsula  of  Florida,  along  the  coast  from  Florida  to  Hampton  Roads, 
lietween  the  Chesapeake  Baj-  and  the  Delaware  River,  and  through  Cape 
Cod. 

I  feel  bound  to  impress  Upon  the  attention  of  Congress  the  necessity 
of  continued  progress  in  the  reconstruction  of  the  Navy.  The  condition 
of  the  public  Treasurj-,  as  I  have  already  intimated,  makes  the  present 
an  auspicious  time  for  putting  this  branch  of  the  service  in  a  state  of 
efficiency. 

It  is  no  part  of  our  policy  to  create  and  maintain  a  Navy  able  to  cope 
with  that  of  the  other  great  powers  of  the  world. 

We  ha\"e  no  wish  for  foreign  conquest,  and  the  peace  which  we  have 
long  enjoyed  is  in  no  seeming  danger  of  interruption. 
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But  that  our  naval  strength  should  be  made  adequate  for  the  defense 
of  our  harbors,  the  protection  of  our  commercial  interests,  and  the  main- 
tenance of  our  national  honor  is  a  proposition  from  which  no  patriotic 
citizen  can  withhold  his  assent. 

The  report  of  the  Postmaster- General  contains  a  gratifying  exhibit  of 
the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  interesting  branch  of  the  public  service 
committed  to  his  care. 

It  appears  that  on  June  30,  1883,  the  whole  number  of  post-ofl&ces 
was  47,863,  of  which  1,632  were  established  during  the  previous  fiscal 
year.  The  number  of  offices  operating  under  the  system  of  free  deliv- 
ery was  154. 

At  these  latter  offices  the  postage  on  local  matter  amounted  to 
$4,195,230.52,  a  sum  exceeding  by  $1,021,894.01  the  entire  cost  of  the 
carrier  service  of  the  country. 

The  rate  of  postage  on  drop  letters  passing  through  these  offices  is 
now  fixed  by  law  at  2  cents  per  half  ounce  or  fraction  thereof.  In 
offices  where  the  carrier  system  has  not  been  established  the  rate  is  only 
half  as  large. 

It  wnll  be  remembered  that  in  1863,  when  free  delivery  was  first  estab- 
lished by  law,  the  uniform  single-rate  postage  upon  local  letters  was  i 
cent,  and  so  it  remained  until  1872,  when  in  those  cities  where  carrier 
service  was  established  it  was  increased  in  order  to  defray  the  expense  of 
such  serv^ice. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  old  rate  may  now  with  propriety  be  restored, 
and  that,  too,  even  at  the  risk  of  diminishing,  for  a  time  at  least,  the 
receipts  from  postage  upon  local  letters. 

I  can  see  no  reason  why  that  particular  class  of  mail  matter  should  be 
held  accountable  for  the  entire  cost  of  not  onl}'  its  own  collection  and 
delivery,  but  the  collection  and  delivery  of  all  other  classes;  and  I  am 
confident,  after  full  consideration  of  the  subject,  that  the  reduction  of 
rate  would  be  followed  by  such  a  growing  accession  of  business  as  to 
occasion  but  slight  and  temporary  loss  to  the  revenues  of  the  Post-Office. 
The  Postmaster- General  devotes  nuich  of  his  report  to  the  consideration 
in  its  various  aspects  of  the  relations  of  the  Government  to  the  tele- 
graph. Such  reflection  as  I  hav-e  been  able  to  give  to  this  subject  since 
my  last  annual  message  has  not  led  me  to  change  the  views  which  I 
there  expressed  in  dissenting  from  the  reconnnendation  of  the  then  Past- 
master- General  that  the  Government  assume  the  same  control  over  the 
telegraph  which  it  has  always  exercised  over  the  mail. 

Admitting  that  its  authority  in  the  premises  is  as  ample  as  has  ever 
been  claimed  for  it,  it  would  not,  in  my  judgment,  be  a  wise  use  of  that 
authority  to  purchase  or  assume  the  control  of  existing  telegraph  lines, 
or  to  construct  others  with  a  view  of  entering  into  general  competition 
with  private  enterprise. 

The  objections  which  may  be  justly  urged  against  either  of  those 
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projects,  and  indeed  against  any  system  which  would  require  an  enor- 
mous increase  in  the  civil-service  list,  do  not,  howe\-er.  apply  to  some  of 
the  plans  which  have  lately  provoked  public  comment  and  discus^on. 
It  has  been  claimed,  for  example,  that  Congress  might  wisely  authorize 
the  Postmaster- General  to  contract  \vith  some  pri\'ale  persons  or  corpo- 
ration for  the  transmission  of  messages,  or  of  a  certain  class  of  messages, 
at  specified  rates  and  under  Government  supervision.  Various  such 
schemes,  of  the  same  general  nature,  but  widely  differing  in  their  special 
characteristics,  have  Ijeen  suggested  in  the  public  prints,  and  the  argu- 
ments by  which  they  have  Ijeen  supported  and  opposed  have  doubtless 
attracted  your  attention. 

It  is  likely  that  the  whole  subject  ivill  Ix.-  considered  by  you  at  the 
present  session. 

In  the  nature  of  things  it  involves  so  many  questions  of  detail  that 
your  deliberations  would  probably  Ik:  aided  slightly,  if  at  all,  by  any  par- 
ticular suggestions  which  I  might  now  submit. 

I  avow  niy  belief,  however,  that  the  Government  should  be  authorized 
hy  law  to  exercise  some  sort  of  supervision  o\"er  interstate  telegraphic 
communication ,  and  I  express  the  hope  that  for  attaining  that  end  some 
measure  may  be  devised  which  will  receive  your  approbation. 

The  Attorney- General  criticises  in  his  report  the  pro\'isioHS  of  existing 
law  fixing  the  fees  of  jurors  ^nd  witnesses  in  tlie  Federal  courts.  These 
provisions  are  chiefly  contained  in  the  act  of  February  26,  1853,  though 
some  of  them  were  introduced  into  that  act  from  statutes  which  had 
been  passed  many  years  previous.  It  is  manifest  that  such  compensa- 
tion as  might  when  these  laws  were  enacted  have  lieen  just  and  reason- 
able would  in  many  instances  lie  jnsth'  regarded  at  the  present  day  as 
inadequate.  I  concur  with  the  Attorney- General  in  the  belief  that  the 
statutes  should  be  revi.sed  bj-  which  these  fees  are  regulated. 

So,  too,  should  the  la«s  which  regulate  the  compensation  of  district 
attorneys  and  marshals.  They  sliould  be  paid  wholly  by  salaries  instead 
of  in  part  by  fee.s,  as  is  now  the  case. 

The  change  would  pro^'e  to  l>c  a  measure  of  economy  und  would  dis- 
courage the  institution  of  needless  and  oppressive  legal  proceedings, 
which  it  is  to  be  feared  have  in  some  instances  been  conducted  for  the 
mere  sake  of  i>crsouaI  gain. 

Much  interesting  and  \-aried  information  is  contained  in  the  report  of 
the  Secretarj'  of  the  Interior. 

I  particularly  call  your  attention  to  his  presentation  of  certain  phases 
of  the  Indian  question,  to  his  recommendations  for  the  repeal  of  the  pre- 
emption and  timl)er -culture  acts,  and  for  more  stringent  legislation  to 
prevent  frauds  under  the  pension  laws.  The  statutes  which  prescribe 
the  definitions  and  piniishments  of  crimes  relating  to  pensions  could 
doubtless  l>c  made  more  effective  by  certain  amendments  and  additions 
which  are  pointed  out  in  the  Secretary's  report. 
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I  have  previously  referred  to  the  alarming  state  of  illiteracy  in  certain 
portions  of  the  country,  and  again  submit  for  the  consideration  of  Con- 
gress whether  some  Federal  aid  should  not  be  extended  to  public  pri- 
mary education  wherever  adec^uate  provision  therefor  has  not  already 
been  made. 

The  Utah  Commission  has  submitted  to  the  Secretary"  of  the  Interior 
its  second  annual  report.  As  a  result  of  its  labors  in  supervising  the 
recent  election  in  that  Territory,  pursuant  to  the  act  of  March  22,  1882, 
it  appears  that  persons  by  that  act  disqualified  to  the  number  of  about 
12,000,  were  excluded  from  the  polls.  This  fact,  however,  affords  little 
cause  for  congratulation,  and  I  fear  that  it  is  far  from  indicating  any  real 
and  substantial  progress  toward  the  extirpation  of  polygamy.  All  the 
meml)ers  elect  of  the  legislature  are  Mormons.  There  is  grave  reason  to 
believe  that  they  are  in  sympathy  with  the  practices  that  this  Ck)vem- 
ment  is  seeking  to  suppress,  and  that  its  efforts  in  that  regard  will  be 
more  likely  to  encounter  their  opposition  than  to  receive  their  encourage- 
ment and  support.  Even  if  this  view  should  happily  be  erroneous,  the 
law  under  which  the  commissioners  have  been  acting  should  be  made 
more  effective  by  the  incorporation  of  some  such  stringent  amendments 
as  they  recommend,  and  as  were  included  in  bill  No.  2238  on  the  Cal- 
endar of  the  Senate  at  its  last  session. 

I  am  convinced,  however,  that  polygani}-  has  become  so  strongly  in- 
trenched in  the  Territory  of  Utah  that  it  is  profitless  to  attack  it  w-ith 
any  but  the  stoutest  weajx)ns  which  constitutional  legislation  can  fash- 
ion. I  favor,  therefore,  the  repeal  of  the  act  upon  which  the  existing 
government  depends,  the  assumption  by  the  National  Legislature  of  the 
entire  political  control  of  the  Territor3%  and  the  establishment  of  a  com- 
mission wnth  such  powders  and  duties  as  shall  be  delegated  to  it  by  law. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  is  accomplishing  nuich  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  agricultural  development  of  the  country,  and  the  report  of 
the  Commissioner  giving  the  results  of  his  investigations  and  experi- 
m^its  wnll  be  found  interesting  and  valuable. 

At  his  instance  a  convention  of  those  interested  in  the  cattle  industry 
of  the  country  was  lately  held  at  Chicago.  The  prevalence  of  pleuro- 
pneumonia and  other  contagious  diseases  of  animals  was  one  of  the  chief 
topics  of  discussion.  A  connnittee  of  the  convention  wdll  invite  your 
cooperation  in  investigating  the  causes  of  these  diseaj^es  and  providing 
methods  for  their  prevention  and  cure. 

I  trust  that  Congress  will  not  fail  at  its  present  session  to  put  Alaska 
mider  the  protection  of  law^  Its  people  have  repeatedly  remonstrated 
against  our  neglect  to  afford  them  the  maintenance  and  protection  ex- 
pressly guaranteed  by  the  terms  of  the  treaty  whereby  that  Territory 
w^as  ceded  to  the  United  States.  For  sixteen  years  they  have  pleaded 
in  vain  for  that  which  they  should  have  received  without  the  asking. 

They  have  no  law  for  the  collection  of  debts,  the  support  of  education, 
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the  conveyance  of  property,  tlie  adniinist ration  of  estates,  or  tlie  eiiforce- 
meut  of  contracts;  none,  indeed,  for  tlie  piinishnient  of  criminals,  except 
sudi  as  offend  against  certain  customs,  commerce,  and  navigation  acts. 

The  resources  of  Alaska,  esjiecially  in  fur,  mines,  and  lumber,  are  con- 
siderable in  extent  and  capable  of  large  development,  while  its  geograph- 
ical situation  is  one  of  political  and  commercial  importance. 

The  promptings  of  interest,  therefore,  as  well  as  considerations  of 
honor  and  good  faith,  demand  the  immediate  establishment  of  dvil  gov- 
ernment in  that  Territory. 

Complaints  have  latelj'  been  numerous  and  urgent  that  certain  corpo- 
rations, controlling  in  whole  or  in  part  the  facilities  for  the  interstate 
carriage  of  persona  and  merchandise  over  the  great  railroads  of  the  coun- 
try, have  resorted  in  their  dealings  with  the  public  to  divers  measures 
unjust  and  oppres.'ji^-e  in  their  character. 

In  some  instances  the  State  governments  have  attacked  aud  suppressed 
these  evils,  but  in  others  tliey  have  been  unable  to  afford  adequate  relief 
because  of  the  jurisdictional  limitations  which  are  imposed  upon  them  by 
tlie  Federal  Constitution. 

The  question  bow  far  the  National  Government  may  lawfully  inter- 
fere in  the  premises,  and  what,  if  aiiy,  supervision  or  control  it  ought  to 
exercise,  is  one  which  merits  j'our  careful  consideration. 

While  we  can  not  fail  to  recognize  the  importance  of  the  vast  railway 
systems  of  the  country  and  their  ]great  and  beneficent  influences  upon 
the  development  of  our  material  wealth,  vi'e  should,  on  the  other  hand, 
renienil^er  that  no  in(li\-idual  and  no  corporation  ought  to  be  invested  with 
absolute  power  over  the  interest  of  any  other  citizen  or  class  of  citizens. 
The  right  of  liiese  railway  corporations  to  a  fair  aud  profitable  return  * 
upon  their  investments  and  to  reasonable  freedom  in  their  regulations 
must  be  recognized;  but  it  seems  only  just  that,  so  far  as  its  constitu- 
tional authoritj-  \vill  ])erniit,  Congress  sJionld  protect  the  people  at  large 
in  their  interstate  traffic  against  acts  of  injustice  which  the  State  govern- 
ments arc  powerless  to  prevent. 

In  my  last  animal  niesHage  I  called  attention  to  the  necessity'  of  pro- 
tecting by  suitable  legislation  the  forests  situated  upon  the  public  domain. 
In  many  portions  of  the  West  the  pursuit  of  general  agriculture  is  only 
made  practicable  by  resort  to  irrigation,  while  successful  irrigation  would 
itself  Ije  impossible  without  the  aid  afforded  by  forests  in  contributing 
to  the  regidarit\'  and  constancy  of  the  supplj-  of  water. 

During  the  past  \-ear  .severe  suffering  and  great  loss  of  property  liave 
been  occasioned  b>  profuse  floods  followed  bj-  periods  of  unusually  low 
water  in  many  (if  the  great  ri\-ers  of  the  country. 

These  irregularities  were  in  great  measure  caused  by  the  removal  from 
about  the  sources  of  the  streams  in  question  of  the  timber  by  which  the 
water  snppl;-  had  been  notirislied  and  protected. 

The  preser\-ation  of  such  ])ortions  of  the  forests  on  the  national  domain 
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as  essentially  contribute  to  the  equable  flow  of  important  water  courses 
is  of  the  highest  consequence. 

Important  tributaries  of  the  Missouri,  the  Columbia,  and  the  Saskatch- 
ewan rise  in  the  mountain  region  of  Montana,  near  the  northern  boundary 
of  the  United  States,  between  the  Blackfeet  and  Flathead  Indian  reserva- 
tions. This  region  is  unsuitable  for  settlement,  but  upon  the  rivers  which 
flow  from  it  depends  the  future  agricultural  development  of  a  vast  tract 
of  country.  The  attention  of  Congress  is  called  tt)  the  necessity  of  with- 
drawing from  public  sale  this  part  of  the  public  domain  and  establishing 
there  a  forest  preserve. 

The  industrial  exhibitions  which  have  been  held  in  the  United  States 
during  the  present  year  attracted  attention  in  many  foreign  countries, 
where  the  announcement  of  those  enterprises  had  been  made  public 
through  the  foreign  agencies  of  this  Government.  The  Industrial  Exhi- 
bition at  Boston  and  the  Southern  Exposition  at  Louisville  were  largely 
attended  by  the  exhibitors  of  foreign  countries,  notwithstanding  the 
absence  of  any  professed  national  character  in  those  undertakings. 

The  Centennial  Exposition  to  be  held  next  year  at  New  Orleans  in 
commemoration  of  the  centenary  of  the  first  shipment  of  cotton  from  a 
port  of  the  United  States  bids  fair  to  meet  with  like  gratifying  success. 
Under  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  loth  of  February,  1883,  declaring  that 
exposition  to  l^e  national  and  international  in  its  character,  all  foreign 
governments  with  which  the  United  States  maintain  relations  have  been 
invited  to  participate. 

The  promoters  of  this  important  undertaking  have  already  received 
assurances  of  the  lively  interest  which  it  has  excited  abroad. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  is  here- 
with transmitted.  I  ask  for  it  your  careful  attention,  especially  for 
those  portions  which  relate  to  assessments,  arrears  of  taxes,  and  increase 
of  water  supply. 

The  commissioners  who  were  appointed  under  the  act  of  January  16, 
1883,  entitled  **An  act  to  regulate  and  improve  the  civil  service  of  the 
United  States, ' '  entered  promptly  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

A  series  of  rules,  framed  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  statute, 
was  approved  and  promulgated  by  the  President. 

In  some  particulars  wherein  they  seemed  defective  those  rules  were 
subsequently  amended.  It  will  be  perceived  that  they  discountenance 
any  political  or  religious  tests  for  admission  to  those  offices  of  the  public 
service  to  which  the  statute  relates. 

The  act  is  limited  in  its  original  application  to  the  classified  clerkships 
in  the  several  Executive  Departments  at  Washington  (numbering  about 
5,600)  and  to  similar  positions  in  customs  districts  and  post-offices  where 
as  many  as  fifty  persons  are  employed.  A  classification  of  these  posi- 
tions analogous  to  that  existing  in  the  Washington  offices  was  duly  made 
before  the  law  went  into  effect.     ICleven  customs  districts  and  twenty- 
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three  post-offices  were  thus  brought  under  tlii;  ininiediate  operation  of 
the  statute. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  which  wilt  soon  be 
submitted  to  Congress  will  doubtless  afford  the  means  of  a  more  definite 
jiidgmeut  than  I  am  now  prepared  to  express  as  to  the  merits  of  the  new 
system.  I  am  persuaded  that  its  effects  have  thus  far  proved  beneficial. 
Its  practical  methods  appear  to  be  adequate  for  the  ends  proposed,  and 
there  has  been  no  serious  difficulty  in  carrying  them  into  effect.  Since 
the  i6tU  of  July  last  no  person,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  has  l»eeii  appointed 
to  the  public  service  in  the  clas.sified  portions  thereof  at  any  of  the  Depart- 
ments, or  at  any  of  the  post-ofEces  and  customs  districts  alxn-e  named, 
excejit  those  certified  by  the  Commission  to  be  the  most  competent  on 
the  basts  of  the  examinations  held  in  conformity  to  the  rules. 

At  the  time  when  the  present  Executive  enteretl  upon  his  office  his 
death,  removal,  resignation,  or  inability  to  discharge  his  duties  would 
have  left  the  Govenunent  without  a  constitutional  head. 

It  is  possible,  of  course,  that  a  similar  contingency  may  again  arise 
unless  the  wisdom  of  Congress  shall  ])rovide  against  its  recurrence. 

The  Senate  at  its  last  session,  after  full  consideration.  pa.ssed  an  act 
relating  to  this  subject,  which  will  now,  I  trust,  commend  itself  to  the 
approval  of  both  Houses  of  Congress. 

The  clause  of  the  Constitution  upon  which  must  de]>end  any  law  regu- 
lating the  Presidential  succession  presents  also  for  solution  other  ques- 
tions of  paramount  importance. 

These  questions  relate  to  the  proper  interpretation  of  the  phrase 
"inability  to  discharj^e  the  powers  and  duties  of  .said  office,"  our  organic 
law  providing  that  when  the  President  shall  suffer  from  such  inability 
tlie  Presidential  office  sliull  devolve  uix)n  the  Vice-President,  who  must 
himself  under  like  circumstances  give  place  to  such  officer  as  Congress 
maj-  by  law  apixiiiit  to  act  as  President. 

I  need  not  here  set  forth  the  numerous  and  interesting  inquiries  which 
are  suggested  b>-  these  words  of  the  Constitution.  They  were  fully 
stated  in  my  first  coninmnication  to  Congre.ss  and  have  since  been  the 
.subject  of  frequent  deliberations  in  that  body. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  hoped  th.it  these  niomentous  questions  will  find 
speedy  solution,  lest  einerjieticies  may  arise  when  longer  delay  will  be 
ini]>os.sible  and  any  deteriinnation,  albeit  the  wisc.st,  may  furnish  cause 
for  anxiety  and  alarm. 

For  the  reasons  fnlh  stated  in  mj'  last  annual  message  I  repeat  my 
recommendation  that  Congress  propose  an  amendment  to  that  provision 
of  the  Constitution  which  jirescribes  the  formalities  for  the  enactment  of 
laws,  wliereb\-.  in  resiiect  to  bills  for  the  appropriation  of  public  moneys, 
the  Kxecutive  may  be  enabled,  while  giving  his  approval  to  particular 
items,  to  interpose  his  \-eto  as  to  such  others  as  do  not  commend  them- 
selves to  his  judgment. 
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The  fourteenth  amendment  of  the  Constitution  confers  the  rights  of 
citizenship  upon  all  persons  born  or  naturalized  in  the  United  States  and 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof.  It  was  the  special  purpose  of  this 
amendment  to  insure  to  members  of  the  colored  race  the  full  enjoyment 
of  civil  and  political  rights.  Certain  statutory  provisions  intended  to 
secure  the  enforcement  of  those  rights  have  been  recently  declared  un- 
constitutional by  the  Supreme  Court. 

Any  legislation  wliereby  Congress  may  lawfully  supplement  the  guar- 
anties which  the  Constitution  affords  for  the  equal  enjoyment  by  all  the 
citizens  of  the  United  States  of  every  right,  privilege,  and  immunity  of 
citizenship  wdll  receive  my  unhesitating  approval.

The  proposed  cession  is  an  element  of  the  subject  which  Congress  had 
under  consideration  in  directing  by  the  act  of  August  2, 1882,  a  sur\'ey 
for  a  canal  from  a  point  on  the  Illinois  River  at  or  near  the  town  of  Hen- 
nepin by  the  most  practicable  route  to  the  Mississippi  River  ^t  or  above 
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the  city  of  Rock  Island,  the  caual  to  be  not  less  than  70  feet  wide  at  the 
water  line  and  not  less  than  7  feet  iu  depth  of  water,  and  with  capacity 
for  vessels  of  at  least  280  tons  burden;  and  also  a  survey  of  the  Illinois 
and  Michigan  Canal  and  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  enlarging  it  to  the 
dimensions  of  the  proposed  canal  between  Hennepin  and  the  Mississippi 
River. 

The  snrveys  ordered  in  the  above  act  have  been  completed  and  the 
report  upon  them  is  included  in  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Secretary 
of  War.  and  a  copy  is  herewith  submitted.  It  is  estimated  in  the  report 
that  by  the  enlargement  of  the  Illinois  and  Michigan  Caual  and  the  con- 
struction of  the  proposed  canal  by  the  shortest  route  between  Heimepin 
and  the  Mississippi  Ri\'er  a  direct  and  convenient  tliorouglifare  for  ves- 
sels of  280  tons  burden  may  be  opened  from  the  Mississippi  River  to  I^ake 
Michigan  at  a  cost  of  $8, 110,286.65,  and  that  the  annual  charge  for  main- 
tenance would  be  $138,600. 

It  appears  from  these  papers  that  the  estimated  yield  of  com,  wheat, 
and  oats  for  1882  in  the  States  of  llhuois,  Wisconsin,  Iowa,  Minnesota, 
Kansas,  and  Nebraska  was  more  than  r, 000,000,000  bushels.  It  is 
claimed  that  if  the  clieap  water  transportation  route  which  is  now  con- 
tinuous from  the  Atlantic  Ocean  to  Chicago  is  extended  to  the  Upper 
Mississippi  by  such  a  canal  a  great  benefit  in  the  reduction  of  freight 
charges  would  result  to  the  people  of  the  Upper  Mississippi  Valley,  whose 
productions  I  have  only  partly  noted,  not  only  upon  their  own  ship- 
ments, but  upon  the  articles  of  commerce  used  by  them,  which  are  now 
taken  from  the  Eastern  States  by  water  only  as  far  as  Chicago. 

As  a  matter  of  great  interest,  especially  to  the  citizens  of  that  part  of 
the  country,  I  comnieud  the  general  subject  to  your  consideration.

My  sense  of  the  importance 
of  the  improvement  of  this  river,  not  only  to  the  people  of  the  North- 
west, but  especially  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  Lower  Mississippi  Valley, 
has  already  been  expressed  in  a  special  communication  to  the  last  Con- 
gress. The  harvests  of  grain  and  cotton  produced  in  the  region  border- 
ing upon  the  Mississippi  are  so  vast  as  to  be  of  national  importance,  and 
the  project  now  being  executed  for  their  cheap  transportation  should  be 
sufficiently  provided  for. 

The  commission  report  that  the  results  due  to  the  still  uncompleted 
works  have  been  remarkable,  and  give  the  highest  encouragement  for 
expecting  the  ultimate  success  of  the  improvement.        ^  - 

The  act  of  August  2,  1882,  appropriated  $4,123,000  for  the  work  on 
that  part  of  the  river  below  Cairo.  The  estimates  of  the  commission 
already  transmitted  to  Congress  call  for  $3,000,000  for  the  continuation 
of  the  work  below  Cairo,  and  it  appears  from  their  report  that  all  of  the 
last  appropriation  available  for  active  operations  has  been  exhausted 
and  that  there  is  urgently  needed  an  immediate  appropriation  of  $1,000,- 
000  to  continue  the  work  without  loss  of  time,  in  view  of  the  approach 
of  the  flood  season,  with  its  attendant  dangers. 

I  therefore  recommend  to  Congress  the  early  passage  of  a  separate 
bill  on  this  subject.

Franklin  Bay  not  later  than  the  above-mentioned  date  and  proceed  south- 
ward, and  would  find  a  well-supplied  relief  station  at  the  entrance  to 
Smiths  Sound,  a  point  where  it  would  not  be  difficult  to  reach  him  during 
a  part  of  each  year.  The  expeditions  of  1882  and  1883  were  sent,  but 
neither  one  of  them  was  able  to  communicate  with  Lieutenant  Greely; 
and  the  last  one  failed  to  accomplish  any  part  of  its  object  beyond  leav- 
ing a  very  small  quantity  of  stores  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  entrance 
to  Smiths  Sound.

In  the  search  for  vessels  suitable  for  the  expedition  now  preparing  to  relieve  Lieu- 
tenant Greely  and  his  party,  attention  was  early  directed  to  the  Alert,  which  is  the 
property  of  the  British  Government,  and  was  the  advance  ship  of  the  expedition  under 
Sir  George  Nares.  It  was  desirable  to  secure  this  vessel,  as  she  is  peculiarly  fitted 
for  the  intended  vservice,  and  as  the  inspecting  officers  recommended  her  Mr.  Lowell 
was  therefore  instructed  to  ask  whether  she  could  be  spared  for  the  service.

On  her  arrival  in  England  the  vessel  was  received  by  the  Queen 
in  person,  and  the  officers  of  the  United  States  Navy  who  took  the  ship  thither  were 
treated  with  every  official  and  persona!  courtesj-. 

The  Government  of  Her  Majesty  has  now  given  the  Aleri  to  the  United  States 
cnconditionally,  with  her  anchors,  chains,  and  such  of  her  equipment  as  can  be 
utilized. 

Recognizing  this  graceful  and  opportune  act  of  courtesy  on  the  part  of  Her  Maj- 
esty's Govermaent,  the  undersigneil  to-day  instructed  Mr.  Lowell  as  follows,  by 
telegraph ; 

"  Her  Majesty's  Government  ha\4ng  presented  to  the  Government  of  the  United 
Stales  the  ship  Alerl  to  aid  in  the  relief  of  Lieutenant  Greely  and  his  party,  you 
will  inform  the  secretary  of  state  for  foreigu  affairs  that  the  spirit  which  prompts 
this  act  of  generosity,  and  this  eiidence  of  sympathy  with  the  object  in  view,  re- 
cei\-es  the  highest  appreciation  of  the  President,  as  it  will  that  of  the  people  of  the 
United  States.  The  President  sends  his  cordial  thanks  for  the  opportune  gift  of  this 
vessel,  which  he  accepts  in  the  name  of  the  United  States,  and  which  will  be  used  in 
the  humane  enterprise  for  which  it  is  so  peculiarly  adapted."

At  all  events,  in  view  of 
the  conflicting  theories  touching  the  origin  and  propagation  of  trichi- 
niasis  and  the  means  of  isolating  and  extirpating  it  among  domestic 
swine,  and  considering  the  important  bearing  which  precise  knowledge 
on  these  points  would  have  on  the  commercial  aspects  of  the  matter,  I 
recommend  provision  for  special  research  in  this  direction.

In  my  annual  message  I  impressed  upon  Congress  the  necessity  of  cou- 
tinned  progress  in  the  reconstruction  of  the  Navy.  The  recommeudations 
in  this  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  of  the  Naval  Advisory 
Board  were  submitted  by  me  unacconipauied  by  specific  expressions  of 
approval.  I  now  deem  it  my  duty  to  advise  that  appropriations  be  made 
at  the  present  session  toward  designing  and  commencing  the  construction 
of  at  least  the  three  additional  steel  cniisers  and  the  four  gunboats  thus 
recommended,  the  cost  of  which,  including  their  armament,  will  not  ex- 
ceed $4,283,000,  of  which  sum  one-half  should  be  appropriated  for  the 
next  fiscal  year. 

The  Ctiicago,  Boston,  Atlanta,  and  Dolpliin  have  been  designed  and  ate 
being  built  with  care  and  skill,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that 
they  will  prove  creditable  and  sen-iceable  modem  cruisers.  Technical 
questions  concerning  the  details  of  these  or  of  additional  vessels  can  not 
wisely  be  settled  except  by  experts,  and  the  Naval  Advisory  Board ,  organ- 
ized by  direction  of  Congress  under  the  act  of  August  5, 1882,  and  con- 
sisting of  three  line  officers,  a  naval  constructor,  and  a  naval  engineer, 
selected  "with  reference  only  to  character,  experience,  knowledge,  and 
skill."  and  a  naval  architect  and  a  marine  engineer  from  civil  life  "of 
establislied  reputation  and  standing  as  experts  in  naval  or  marine  con- 
struction," is  an  appropriate  authority  to  decide  finally  all  such  ques- 
tions. I  aui  unwilling  to  see  the  gradual  reconstruction  of  our  naval 
cruisers,  now  happily  begun  in  conformity  with  modem  requirements, 
delayed  one  full  year  for  any  unsubstantial  reason. 

Whatever  conditions  Congress  may  see  fit  to  impose  in  order  to 
secure  judicious  designs  and  honest  and  economical  construction  will  be 
acceptable  to  me,  but  to  relinquish  or  jxistpone  the  policy  already  delib- 
erately declared  will  be,  in  my  judgment,  an  act  of  national  imprudence. 

Appropriations  should  also  t>e  made  without  delay  for  finishing  the 
four  double- turre ted  monitors,  the  Pitrilati,  Ampliilrite,  Terror,  and  Mo- 
jiadnotk,  and  for  procuring  their  armament  and  that  of  the  Mianlofw- 
moh.  Their  hulls  are  built,  and  their  machinery  is  under  contract  and 
approaching  completion,  except  tliat  of  the  Monadnock,  on  the  Pacific 
coast.  This  should  also  be  built,  and  the  armor  and  heavy  guns  of  all 
should  be  procured  at  tJie  earliest  practicable  moment. 

The  total  amount  appropriated  up  to  this  time  for  the  four  vessels  is 
$3,546,941.41.  A  sum  not  exceeding  $3,838,769.62,  including  $866,725 
for  four  powerfid  rifled  cannon  and  for  the  remainder  of  the  ordnance 
outfit,  will  complete  and  equip  them  for  service.  Of  the  sum  required, 
only  two  millions  need  \k  appropriated  for  the  next  fiscal  year.  It  is 
not  expecte<i  that  one  of  the  monitors  will  be  a  match  for  the  heaviest 
broadside  ironclads  which  certain  other  Governments  have  constructed 
at  a  cost  of  four  or  five  millions  each,  but  they  will  be  armored  vessels  of 
Ml'— voLvni— 14 
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an  approved  and  useful  type,  presenting  limited  surfaces  for  the  shot  of  an 
enemy,  and  possessed  of  such  seagoing  capacity  and  offensive  power  as 
fully  to  answer  our  immediate  necessities.  Their  completion  having  been 
determined  upon  in  the  recent  legislation  of  Congress,  no  time  should  be 
lost  in  accomplishing  the  necessar>'  object. 

The  Gun  Foundry  Board,  appointed  by  direction  of  Congress,  consist- 
ing of  three  army  and  three  navy  officers,  has  submitted  its  report,  duly 
transmitted  on  the  20th  day  of  February,  1884,  recommending  that  the 
Government  should  promote  the  production  at  private  steel  works  of 
the  required  material  for  heavy  cannon,  and  that  two  Government  fac- 
tories, one  for  the  Army  and  one  for  the  Navy,  should  be  established  for 
the  fabrication  of  guns  from  such  material.  An  early  consideration  of  the 
report  is  recommended,  together  with  such  action  as  will  enable  the  Gov- 
ernment to  construct  its  ordnance  upon  its  own  territory  and  so  to  provide 
the  armaments  demanded  by  considerations  which  concern  the  national 
safety  and  honor.

This  board  was  appointed  by  Executive  order  of  May  13, 1884,* 
and  is  composed  of  representatives  of  the  several  Executive  Departments, 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  It  is 
charged  with  the  im^wrtant  and  responsible  duty  of  making  arrangements 
for  a  complete  and  harmonious  collection  of  the  articles  and  materials 
deemed  desirable  to  place  on  exhibition,  in  illustration  of  the  resources  of 
the  country,  its  methods  of  governmental  administration,  and  its  means 
of  ofTense  and  defense. 

The  board  submits  an  estimate  calling  for  an  appropriation  of  $588,000 
to  accomplish  the  desired  end.  That  amount  is  distributed  among  the 
Departments  as  shown  in  the  table.  The  War,  Navy,  and  Interior  De- 
partments call  for  the  largest  share,  representing  as  they  do  the  national 
defenses  by  land  and  sea,  the  progress  of  naval  architecture  and  ord- 
nance, the  geological  sur\-ey  and  mineral  wealth  of  the  Territories,  the 
treatment  of  the  Indians,  and  the  education  of  the  masses,  all  of  which 
admit  of  varied  and  instructive  exhibits.  The  Smithsonian  Institution, 
having  under  its  general  care  the  National  Museum  and  the  Fish  Com- 
mts.sion,  is  prepared  to  make  a  display  second  in  interest  to  none  of 
modem  days.  The  remaining  Departments  can  present  instructive  and 
interesting  exhibits,  which  will  attract  popular  attention  and  convey  an 
idea  of  their  extensively  ramified  duties  and  of  the  many  points  where 
they  beneficially  affect  the  life  of  the  people  as  a  nation  and  as  indi- 
viduals. 

The  exhibit  of  the  Government  at  the  Centennial  Exhibition  held 
at  Philadelphia  in  1876  was  admitted  to  he  one  of  the  most  attractive 
features  of  that  great  national  undertaking  and  a  valuable  addition  to  it. 
From  men  of  intelligence  and  scientific  attainments,  at  home  and  abroad, 
it  received  the  highest  encomiums,  showing  the  interest  it  awakened

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among  those  whose  lives  are  given  to  the  improvement  of  the  social  and 
material  condition  of  the  people. 

The  reproduction  of  such  a  display  now  on  a  more  extensive  plan  is 
rendered  possible  by  the  advancement  of  science  and  invention  during 
the  eight  years  that  have  passed  since  the  Philadelphia  exhibit  was 
collected. 

The  importance,  purposes,  and  benefits  of  the  New  Orleans  Exhibition 
are  continental  in  their  scope.  Standing  at  the  threshold  of  the  almost 
unopened  markets  of  Spanish  and  Portuguese  America,  New  Orleans  is  a 
natural  gateway  to  their  trade,  and  the  exhibition  offers  to  the  people  of 
Mexico  and  Central  and  South  America  an  adequate  knowledge  of  our 
farming  implements,  metal  manufactures,  cotton  and  woolen  goods,  and 
the  like  necessities  of  existence,  in  respect  to  which  those  countries  are 
either  deficient  or  supplied  to  a  limited  extent.  The  breaking  down  of 
the  barriers  which  still  separate  us  from  the  Republics  of  America  whose 
productions  so  entirely  complement  our  own  will  aid  greatly  in  removing 
the  disparity  of  commercial  intercourse  under  which  less  than  lo  per  cent 
of  our  exports  go  to  American  countries. 

I  trust  that  Congress  will  realize  the  urgency  of  this  recommendation 
and  make  its  appropriation  immediately  available,  so  that  the  board  may

VETO  MESSAGE.

After  careful  consideration  of  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  for  the  relief 
of  Fitz  John  Porter,"  I  herewith  return  it  with  my  objections  to  that 
House  of  Congress  in  which  it  originated.  Its  enacting  clause  is  in 
terms  following: 

That  the  Presideut  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorised  to  nominate  and,  \iy  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  tlie  Senate,  to  appoint  Fitz  John  Porter,  late  a  major- 
general  of  the  t'nited  States  Volunteers  and  a  brevet  brigadier-general  and  colonel 
of  the  Army,  to  the  position  of  colonel  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  of  tlie  same 
grade  and  rank  held  by  him  at  the  time  of  his  disinis.sal  from  the  Army  hy  sentence 
of  conrt-martial  promulgated  January  27, 1863.    *    *    » 

It  is  apparent  that  should  this  bill  become  a  law  it  will  create  a  new 
office  which  can  be  filled  by  the  appointment  of  the  particular  individual 
whom  it  specifies,  and  can  not  be  filled  otherwise;  or  it  may  be  said  with 
perhaps  greater  precision  of  statement  that  it  will  create  a  new  office 
upon  condition  that  the  particular  person  designated  sliall  be  chosen  to 
fill  it.  Such  an  act,  a.s  it  seems  to  me,  is  either  unnecessary  and  inef- 
fective or  it  involves  an  encroacluiient  by  the  legislative  branch  of  the 
Government  uix>n  the  authority  of  the  Executive.  As  the  Congress  has 
no  power  under  the  Constitution  to  nominate  or  appoint  an  officer  and 
can  not  lawfully  impose  upon  the  President  the  duty  of  nominating  or 
appointing  to  office  any  particular  individual  of  its  own  selection,  this 
bill,  if  it  can  fairly  be  construed  as  requiring  the  President  to  make  the 
nomination  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
the  appointment  which  it  authorizes,  is  in  manifest  violation  of  the  Con- 
stitution. If  such  be  not  its  just  interpretation,  it  must  be  regarded  as 
a  mere  enactment  of  advice  and  counsel,  which  lacks  in  the  very  nature 
of  things  the  force  of  positive  law  and  can  serve  no  useful  purpose  upon 
the  statute  books. 

There  are  other  causes  that  deter  me  from  giving  this  bill  the  sanction 
of  my  approval.  The  judgment  of  the  court-martial  by  which  more  than 
twenty  years  since  General  Fitz  John  Porter  was  tried  and  convicted  was 
pronounced  b>'  a  tribunal  composed  of  nine  general  officers  of  distin- 
guished character  and  ability.  Its  investigation  of  the  charges  of  which " 
it  found  the  accused  guilty  was  thorough  and  conscientious,  and  its  find- 
ings and  sentence  were  in  due  course  of  law  approved  by  Abraham 
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Lincoln,  then  President  of  the  United  States.  Its  legal  competency,  its 
jurisdiction  of  the  accused  and  of  the  subject  of  the  accusation,  and  the 
substantial  regularity  of  all  of  its  proceedings  are  matters  which  have 
never  been  brought  into  question.  Its  judgment,  therefore,  is  final  and 
conclusive  in  its  character.* 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has  recently  declared  that 
a  court-martial  such  as  this  was  is  the  organism  provided  by  law  and 
clothed  with  the  duty  of  administering  justice  in  this  class  of  cases.  Its 
judgments,  when  approved,  rest  on  the  same  basis  and  are  surrounded  by 
the  same  considerations  which  give  conclusiveness  to  the  judgments  of 
other  legal  tribunals,  including  as  well  the  lowest  as  the  highest.  It  fol- 
lows, accordingly,  that  when  a  lawfully  constituted  coiul-martial  has  duly 
declared  its  findings  and  its  sentence  and  the  same  have  been  duly  ap- 
proved neither  the  President  nor  the  Congress  has  any  power  to  set  them 
aside.  The  existence  of  such  power  is  not  openly  asserted,  nor  perhaps 
is  it  necessarily  implied,  in  the  provisions  of  the  bill  which  is  before  me, 
but  when  its  enacting  clauses  are  read  in  the  light  of  the  recitations  of 
its  preamble  it  will  be  seen  that  it  seeks  in  effect  the  practical  annulment 
of  the  findings  and  the  sentence  of  a  competent  court-martial. 

A  conclusion  at  variance  with  these  findings  has  been  reached  after 
investigation  by  a  board  consisting  of  three  ofl&cers  of  the  Army.  This 
board  was  not  created  in  pursuance  of  any  statutory  authority  and  was 
powerless  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  or  to  pronounce  a  judg- 
ment which  could  have  been  lawfully  enforced.  The  officers  who  consti- 
tuted it,  in  their  report  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  dated  March  19,  1879, 
state  that  in  their  opinion — 

Justice  requires  *  *  *  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  annul  and  set  aside 
the  findings  and  sentence  of  the  court-martial  in  the  case  of  Major-General  Fitz  John 
Porter  and  to  restore  him  to  the  positions  of  which  that  sentence  deprived  him,  such 
restoration  to  take  effect  from  tjie  date  of  his  dismissal  from  the  service. 

The  provisions  of  the  bill  now  under  consideration  are  avowedly  based 
on  the  assumption  that  the  findings  of  the  court-martial  have  been  dis- 
covered to  l>e  erroneous;  but  it  will  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  investiga- 
tion which  is  claimed  to  have  resulted  in  this  discovery  was  made  many 
years  after  the  events  to  which  that  evidence  related  and  under  circum- 
stances that  made  it  impossible  to  reproduce  the  evidence  on  which  they 
were  based. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  proposed  legislation  would  establish  a  danger- 
ous precedent,  calculated  to  imperil  in  no  small  measure  the  binding  force 
and  effect  of  the  judgments  of  the  various  tribunals  estabUshed  under  our 
Constitution  and  laws. 

I  have  already,  in  the  exercise  of  the  pardoning  power  with  which  the 
President  is  vested  by  the  Constitution,  remitted  the  continuing  penalty 
which  had  made  it  impossible  for  Fitz  John  Porter  to  hold  any  office 
of  trust  or  profit  under  the  Government  of  the  United  States;  but  I  am 
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unwilling  to  give  my  sanction  to  any  legislation  which  shall  practically 
annul  and  set  at  naught  the  solemn  and  deliberate  conclusions  of  the 
tribunal  by  which  lie  was  convicted  and  of  the  President  by  whom  its 
findings  were  examined  and  approved.

Feeling  It  my  duty,  I  hereby  call  upon  all  persons  who  under  existing 
systems  in  the  several  States  are  intrusted  with  the  execution  of  quar- 
antine regulations  to  be  diligent  and  on  the  alert  in  order  to  prevent  the 
iutroductjon  of  the  pestilence  which  we  all  regret  to  learn  has  made  its 
appearance  in  some  of  the  countries  of  Europe  between  which  and  the 
ports  of  the  United  States  intercourse  is  direct  and  frequent. 

I  fiirtlier  advise  that  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  United  States,  whether 
on  the  coast  or  on  the  lines  of  interior  communication,  by  sound  sanitary 
regulations  and  the  promotion  of  cleanliness,  be  prepared  to  resist  the 
power  of  the  disease  and  to  mitigate  its  severity. 

And  I  further  direct  the  consuls  of  the  United  States  in  the  ports  where 
the  pestilence  has  made  or  may  make  its  appearance  to  exercise  vigilance 
in  carrying  out  the  instructions  heretofore  given  and  in  communicating 
to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  any  information  of  value  relat- 
ing to  the  progress  or  treatment  of  the  disease.

EXECUTIVE  ORDERS. 

In  the  exercise  of  the  power  vested  in  the  President  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  by  virtue  of  the  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty- third  section  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  and  of  the  civil-ser\4ce  act  approved  January  16, 
1883,  the  following  rule  for  the  regulation  and  improvement  of  the 
executive  civil  service  is  hereby  amended  and  promulgated,  as  follows: 

RULE  XII. 

1.  Every  regular  application  must  be  supported  by  proper  certificates  of  good 
moral  character,  health,  and  physical  and  mental  capacity  for  doing  the  public  work, 
the  certificates  to  be  in  such  form  and  number  as  the  regulations  of  the  Commission 
shall  provide;  but  no  certificate  will  be  received  which  is  inconsistent  with  the  tenth 
section  of  the  civil-service  act. 

2.  No  one  shall  be  entitled  to  be  examined  for  admission  to  the  classified  postal 
service  if  under  16  or  over  35  years  of  age,  or  to  the  classified  customs  service  or  to 
the  classified  departmental  service  if  under  18  or  over  45  years  of  age;  but  no  one 
shall  be  examined  for  appointment  to  any  place  in  the  classified  customs  service, 
except  that  of  clerk  or  messenger,  who  is  under  21  years  of  age;  but  these  limita- 
tions of  age  shall  not  apply  to  persons  honorably  discharged  from  the  military  or 
naval  service  of  the  country  who  are  otherwise  duly  qualified.

departmental  or  customs  service  be  promoted  within  two  j'ears  after  appointment  to 
any  portion  giving  a  salary  of  (1,000  or  upward  without  first  passing  an  examination 
under  clause  i  of  said  rule,  aud  such  examination  shall  not  be  allowed  within  the 
first  year  after  appointment. 

i.  But  a  perso[i  who  has  passed  the  examination  under  said  clause  i  and  has 
accepted  a  position  giving  n  salary  of  J900  or  less  shall  have  the  same  right  of  pro- 
motion as  if  originally  appointed  to  a  position  giving  a  salary  of  $1,000  or  more, 

3.  The  Commission  may  at  any  time  certify  for  a  J9Q0  or  any  lower  place  in  the 
clas-iiified  service  any  person  upon  tlie  register  who  has  passed  the  examination  under 
clause  1  of  Rule  VII  if  such  person  does  not  object  before  such  certification  is  made. 

II.  The  following  words  are  added  as  a  fifth  clause  at  the  end  of  Rule 
XVI,  viz: 

5.  Any  person  appointed  to  or  employeil  in  any  part  of  the  classified  service,  after 
due  certification  for  the  same  under  these  rules,  who  shall  be  dismissed  or  separated 
therefrom  without  fault  or  delinquency  on  his  part  may  te  reappointed  or  reem- 
ployed in  the  same  part  or  grade  of  such  service  at  the  same  office,  within  eight 
months  next  following  such  dismissal  or  separation,  without  further  examination. 

III.  It  is  further  ordered  that  the  rule  heretofore  designated  XXI  be 
hereafter  de.signatetl  XXIT,  and  XXII  as  Rule  XXIII.

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The  announcement  of  the  severance  from  the  command  of  the  Army 
of  one  who  has  been  for  so  many  years  its  distinguished  chief  can  but 
awaken  in  the  minds,  not  only  of  the  Army,  but  of  the  people  of  the 
United  States,  mingled  emotions  of  regret  and  gratitude — regret  at  the 
withdrawal  from  active  military  service  of  an  officer  whose  lofty  sense  of 
duty  has  been  a  model  for  all  soldiers  since  he  first  entered  the  Army  in 
July,  1840,  and  gratitude,  freshly  awakened,  for  the  services,  of  incalcu- 
lable value,  rendered  by  him  in  the  war  for  the  Union,  which  his  great 
military  genius  and  daring  did  so  much  to  end. 

The  President  deems  this  a  fitting  occasion  to  give  expression  in  this 
manner  to  the  gratitude  felt  toward  General  Sherman  by  his  fellow-citi- 
zeUvS,  and  to  the  hope  that  Piovidence  may  grant  him  many  years  of 
health  and  happiness  in  the  relief  from  the  active  duties  of  his  profession.

By  direction  of  the  President,  I  have  to  inform  you  it  is  reported  that 
certain  persons  are  aiding  in  the  prosecution  of  heinous  crimes  by  ship- 
ping to  foreign  ports  explosives  dangerous  in  the  highest  degree  to  life 
and  property.  No  proof  has  been  adduced  that  this  rumor  is  founded 
upon  fact,  and  the  President  can  not  believe  its  truth.  The  honor  of 
this  nation,  however,  requires  that  it  should  not  be  open  to  the  imputa- 
tion, unfounded  though  it  be,  of  the  slightest  appearance  of  tolerating 
such  crimes,  whether  to  be  committed  against  our  people  or  those  of 
other  countries. 

Your  attention  is  therefore  called  to  sections  5353,  5354,  5355,  4278, 
and  4279  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  which  regulate 
the  shipment  of  explosives  and  the  punishment  of  those  who  infringe 
their  provisions;  and  you  are  instructed  to  be  diligent  in  your  efforts  to 
prevent  the  offenses  described  and  to  detect  and  prosecute  those  who  have 
or  may  commit  them.

Whereas  it  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States  that  in  the  World's  Industrial  and  Cotton  Centennial 
Exhibition  of  Arts,  Manufactures,  and  Products  of  the  Soil  and  Mines, 
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to  be  litld  ill  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  comiueiicing  December  1,  1884. 
for  the  purpose  of  celebrating  the  one  hundredth  aiiiu\-ersary  of  the  pro- 
duction, manufacture,  and  commerce  of  cotton,  it  is  desirable  that  from 
the  Executive  Departments  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  in 
which  there  maj'  be  articles  suitable  for  the  puqxise  intended  there 
should  appear  such  articles  and  materials  as  will,  when  presented  in  a 
collective  exhibition,  illustrate  the  fmictions  and  administrative  faculties 
of  the  Government  in  time  of  peace  and  its  resources  as  a  war  power, 
and  thereby  serve  to  demonstrate  the  nature  of  our  institutions  and  their 
adaptation  to  the  wants  of  the  people: 

Now,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  complete  and  harmonious  arrange- 
ment of  the  articles  and  materials  desigiied  to  be  exhibited  from  the 
Executive  Departments  of  the  Government,  it  is  ordered  that  a  board, 
to  be  composed  of  one  person  to  be  named  by  the  head  of  each  of  the 
Executive  Departments  which  may  have  articles  and  materials  to  be 
exhibited,  and  also  of  one  person  to  be  named  in  behalf  of  the  Smith- 
sonian Institution,  and  one  to  be  named  in  behalf  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  and  one  to  be  named  in  behalf  of  the  Bureau  of  Education, 
be  charged  with  the  preparation,  arrangement,  and  safe-keeping  of  such 
articles  and  materials  as  the  heads  of  the  se\'eral  Departments  and  the 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  the  Director  of  the  Smithsonian  Institu- 
tion, and  the  Commissioner  of  Education  may  respectively  decide  shall 
be  embraced  in  the  collection;  that  one  of  the  persons  thus  named,  to  be 
designated  b;'  the  President,  shall  be  chairman  of  such  board,  and  that 
the  board  apixiint  from  their  nuiuber  such  other  officers  as  they  may 
think  necessary;  and  that  the  .said  board,  when  organized,  shall  be  au-

1.  Rule  XI  is  amended  by  adding  thereto  a  second  clause,  as  follows: 

2.  The  Commission  may  by  regulations,  subject  to  change  at  any  time  by  the 
President,  declare  the  kind  and  measure  of  ill  health,  physical  incapacity,  misrep- 
resentation, and  bad  faith  which  may  properly  exclude  any  person  from  the  right 
of  examination,  grading,  or  certification  under  these  rules.  It  may  also  provide  for 
medical  certificates  of  physical  capacity  in  the  proper  cases,  and  for  the  appropriate 
certification  of  persons  so  defective  in  sight,  speech,  hearing,  or  otherwise  as  to  be 
apparently  disqualified  for  some  of  the  duties  of  the  part  of  the  service  which  they 
seek  to  enter. 

2.  The  second  clause  of  Rule  XII  is  amended  by  substituting  for  the 

first  line  and  the  second  line  thereof  down  to  the  word  **age**  therein  (as 

printed  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Commission)  the  following  words: 

No  one  shall  be  entitled  to  be  examined  for  admission  to  the  classified  postal 
service  if  under  16  or  over  35  years  of  age,  excepting  messengers,  stampers,  and  other 
junior  assistants,  who  must  not  be  under  14  years  of  age. 

3.  Rule  XXI,  as  printed  in  said  report,  is  amended  by  substituting 

for  the  first  two  lines  and  the  third  line  down  to  the  word  ** rules** 

therein  the  following  words:

Sir:*  With  deep  regret  I  announce  to  you  that  the  Hon.  Charles  J. 
Folger,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  yesterday  died 
at  his  home  in  Geneva,  State  of  New  York. 

Thus  has  closed  the  life  of  a  distinguished  and  respected  citizen,  who 
by  his  services  as  an  executive  officer  of  the  United  States  and  as  a  legis- 
lator and  judge  of  his  own  State  won  the  esteem  and  regard  of  his  fellow- 
countrymen. 

The  President  directs  that  all  Departments  of  the  executive  branch  of 
the  Government  and  the  offices  subordinate  to  them  shall  manifest  due 
honor  for  the  memory  of  this  eminent  citizen,  in  a  manner  consonant 
with  the  dignity  of  the  office  thus  made  vacant  and  with  the  upright 
character  of  him  who  held  it. 

To  this  end  the  President  directs  that  the  Treasury  Department  and 
its  dependencies  hi  this  capital  shall  be  draped  in  mourning  for  a  period 
of  thirty  days,  the  several  Executive  Departments  shall  be  closed  on  the 
day  of  the  funeral  of  the  deceased,  and  that  on  all  public  buildings  of 
the  Government  throughout  the  United  States  the  national  flag  shall  be 
draped  in  mourning  and  displayed  at  half-mast.

(6)  persons  employed  exclusively  in  the  secret  service  of  the  Government,  or  as 
translators  or  interpreters  or  stenographers;  (7)  persons  whose  employment  is  exclu- 
sively professional;  (S)  chief  clerks,  deputy  collectors,  and  superintendents,  or  cliiefs

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of  divisions  and  bureaus.  Bui  rio  jicrsoti  ao  excepted  shall  be  either  traiisfcirc'l, 
apiKiiliteJ,  or  promoted,  unkss  to  some  excepted  place,  without  an  examination  under 
tie  CoinaiissioH.

FOURTH  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 

Washington,  December  1,  1SS4. 
To  tlie  Congress  0/  ilic  United  Stales: 

Since  the  close  of  )-oiir  last  ses.sion  the  American  people,  in  the  exer- 
cise of  their  highest  right  of  suffrage,  have  chosen  their  Chief  Magistrate 
for  the  four  jears  ensuing. 

Whenit  is  remembered  that  at  no  period  in  the  country's  history  has  the 
long  political  contest  which  customarily  precedes  the  day  of  the  national 
election  been  waged  with  greater  ftr\'or  and  intensity,  it  is  a  subject  of 
general  congratulation  tliat  after  the  coutroversj'  at  the  polls  was  over, 
and  while  the  slight  preponderance  by  which  the  issue  liad  been  deter- 
mined was  as  yet  unascertained,  the  public  peace  suffered  no  disturbance, 
but  the  people  everywhere  patiently  and  quietly  awaited  the  result. 

Nothing  could  more  strikingly  illustrate  the  temper  of  the  American 
citizen,  his  love  of  order,  and  his  loyalty  to  law.  Nothing  could  more 
signally  demonstrate  the  strength  and  wisdom  of  our  political  institu- 
tions. 

Eight  years  have  pas,<>ed  since  a  controversy  concerning  the  result  of 
a  national  election  sharply  called  the  attention  of  the  Congress  to  the 
necessity  of  providing  more  precise  and  definite  regulations  for  counting 
the  electoral  vote. 

It  is  of  the  gravest  importance  that  this  question  be  solved  before  con- 
flicting claims  to  the  Presidency  shall  again  distract  the  country,  and  I 
ant  persuaded  that  by  the  people  at  large  any  of  the  measures  of  relief 
thus  far  proposed  would  be  preferred  to  continued  inaction. 

Our  relations  with  all  foreign  powers  continue  to  be  amicable. 

With  Belgium  a  convention  has  been  signed  whereby  the  scope  of  pres- 
ent treaties  has  Ix.'en  so  enlarged  as  to  secure  to  citizens  of  either  country 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  other  equal  rights  and  privileges  in  the 
acquisition  and  alienation  of  property.  A  trade-marks  treaty  has  also 
been  concluded. 

The  war  Iwtween  Chile  and  Peru  is  at  an  end.  For  the  arbitration 
of  the  claims  of  American  citizens  who  during  its  continuance  suffered 
through  the  acts  of  the  Chilean  authorities  a  convention  will  soon  be 
negotiated. 
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The  state  of  hostilities  between  France  and  China  continues  to  be  an 
embarrassing  feature  of  our  Eastern  relations.  The  Chinese  Government 
has  promptly  adjusted  and  paid  the  claims  of  American  citizens  whose 
property  was  destroyed  in  the  recent  riots  at  Canton.  I  renew  the 
recommendation  of  my  last  annual  message,  that  the  Canton  indemnity 
fund  be  returned  to  China. 

The  true  interpretation  of  the  recent  treaty  with  that  country  per- 
mitting the  restriction  of  Chinese  immigration  is  likely  to  be  again  the 
subject  of  your  deliberations.  It  may  be  seriously  questioned  whether 
the  statute  passed  at  the  last  vSession  does  not  violate  the  treaty  rights 
of  certain  Chinese  who  left  this  country  with  return  certificates  valid 
under  the  old  law,  and  who  now  seem  to  be  debarred  from  relanding  for 
lack;  of  the  certificates  required  by  the  new. 

The  recent  purchase  by  citizens  of  the  United  States  of  a  large  trading 
fleet  heretofore  under  the  Chinese  flag  has  considerably  enhanced  our 
commercial  importance  in  the  East.  In  view  of  the  large  number  of 
vessels  built  or  purchased  by  American  citizens  in  other  countries  and 
exclusively  emplo^^ed  in  legitimate  traffic  between  foreign  ports  under 
the  recognized  protection  of  our  flag,  it  might  be  well  to  provide  a 
uniform  rule  for  their  registration  and  documentation,  so  that  the  l>ofia 
fide  property  rights  of  our  citizens  therein  shall  be  duly  evidenced  and 
properly  guarded. 

Pursuant  to  the  advice  of  the  Senate  at  the  last  session,  I  recognized  the 
flag  of  the  International  Association  of  the  Kongo  as  that  of  a  friendly 
govenmient,  avoiding  in  so  doing  any  prejudgment  of  conflicting  terri- 
torial claims  in  that  region.  Subsequent!}',  in  execution  of  the  expressed 
wish  of  the  Congress,  I  appointed  a  connnercial  agent  for  the  Kongo  basin. 

The  importance  of  the  rich  prospective  trade  of  the  Kongo  Valley  has 
led  to  the  general  conviction  that  it  should  be  open  to  all  nations  upon 
equal  terms.  At  an  international  conference  for  the  consideration  of 
this  subject  called  by  the  Emperor  of  Germany,  and  now  in  session  at 
Berlin,  delegates  are  in  attendance  on  behalf  of  the  United  States.  Of 
the  results  of  the  conference  you  will  l)e  duly  advised. 

The  Government  of  Korea  has  generously  aided  the  efforts  of  the  United 
States  minister  to  secure  suital>le  premises  for  the  use  of  the  legation. 
As  the  conditions  of  diplomatic  intercourse  with  Eastern  nations  demand 
that  the  legation  premises  be  owned  by  the  represented  power,  I  advise 
that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  the  acquisition  of  this  property  by  the 
Government.  The  United  States  already  pOvSsess  valuable  premises  at 
Tangier  as  a  gift  from  the  Sultan  of  Morocco.  As  is  vStated  hereafter, 
they  have  lately  received  a  similar  gift  from  the  Siamese  Government. 
The  Government  of  Japan  stands  ready  to  present  to  us  extensive 
grounds  at  Tokyo  whereon  to  erect  a  suitable  building  for  the  legation, 
court-house,  and  jail,  and  similar  privileges  can  probably  be  secured  in 
China  and  Persia.     The  owning  of  such  premises  would  not  only  effect  a 
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large  saving  of  the  present  rentals,  but  would  peruiit  of  the  due  assertion 
of  extraterritorial  rights  in  those  countries,  and  would  the  better  serve  to 
uiaintaiii  the  dignity  of  the  United  States. 

The  failure  of  Congress  to  make  appropriation  for  our  representation 
at  the  autonomous  court  of  the  Khedive  has  pro\'ed  a  serious  erabarraas- 
ment  in  our  intercourse  with  Egypt;  and  in  view  of  the  necessary 
intimacy  of  diplomatic  relationship  due  to  the  participation  of  this  Gov- 
enimeiit  as  one  of  tlie  treaty  powers  in  all  matters  of  administration 
there  affecting  the  rights  of  foreigners,  I  advise  the  restoration  of  the 
agencj-  and  consulate- general  at  Cairo  on  its  former  l>asis.  I  do  not  con- 
ceive it  to  l)e  the  wish  of  Congress  that  the  United  States  should  with- 
draw altogether  from  the  honorable  position  they  have  hitherto  held  with 
respect  to  the  Khetiive,  or  that  citizens  of  this  Republic  residing  or 
sojourning  in  Egypt  should  hereafter  be  witliout  the  aid  and  protection 
of  a  competent  representative. 

With  France  the  traditional  cordial  relationship  continues.  The  co- 
lossal statue  of  I,il>erty  Enlightening  the  World,  the  generous  gift  of  the 
people  of  France,  is  expected  to  reach  New  York  in  May  next.  I  sug- 
gest that  Congressional  action  be  taken  in  recognition  of  the  spirit  which 
has  prompted  this  gift  and  in  aid  of  the  timely  completion  of  the  ped- 
estal upon  which  it  is  to  be  placed. 

Our  relations  with  Germany,  a  country  which  contrihtites  to  our  own 
some  of  the  best  elements  of  citizenship,  continue  to  be  cordial.  The 
United  States  have  extradition  treaties  with  several  of  the  German 
States,  but  by  reason  of  the  confederation  of  those  States  under  the 
imperial  rule  the  application  of  such  treaties  is  not  as  uniform  and  com- 
prehensi\'e  as  the  interests  of  the  two  countries  require.  I  propose, 
therefore,  to  open  negotiations  for  a  single  convention  of  extradition  to 
embrace  all  the  territory  of  the  Empire. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  say  that  our  intercourse  with  Great  Britain 
continues  to  be  of  a  most  friendly  character. 

The  Government  of  Hawaii  has  indicated  its  willingness  to  continue 
for  seven  years  the  provisions  of  the  existing  reciprocity  treaty.  Such 
continuance,  in  view  of  the  relations  of  that  country  to  the  American 
system  of  States,  should,  in  my  judgment,  be  favored. 

Tlie  re^'ohition  in  Hayti  against  the  established  Government  has  ter- 
minated. While  it  was  in  progress  it  l^ecame  necessary  to  enforce  our 
neutrality  laws  by  in.stituting  proceedings  against  individuals  and  vessels 
charged  with  their  infringement.  These  prosecutions  were  in  all  cases 
successful. 

Much  anxietj'  has  lately  been  displayed  by  various  European  Govern- 
ments, and  e.specially  by  the  Government  of  Italy,  for  the  abolition  of 
our  import  duties  upon  works  of  art.  It  is  well  to  consider  whether  the 
present  di.scri mi  nation  in  favor  of  the  productions  of  American  artists 
abroad  is  not  likely  to  result,  as  they  themselves  seem  very  generally  to 
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believe  it  may,  in  the  practical  exclusion  of  our  painters  and  sculptors 
from  the  rich  fields  for  observation,  study,  and  labor  which  they  have 
hitherto  enjoyed. 

There  is  prospect  that  the  long-pending  revision  of  the  foreign  treaties 
of  Japan  may  be  concluded  at  a  new  conference  to  be  held  at  Tokyo. 
While  this  Government  fully  recognizes  the  equal  and  independent  sta- 
tion of  Japan  in  the  community  of  nations,  it  would  not  oppose  the  general 
adoption  of  such  terms  of  compromise  as  Japan  may  be  disposed  to  offer 
in  furtherance  of  a  uniform  policy  of  intercourse  with  Western  nations. 

During  the  past  year  the  increasing  good  will  between  our  own  Gov- 
ernment and  that  of  Mexico  has  been  variously  manifested.  The  treaty 
of  commercial  reciprocity  concluded  January  20,  1883,  has  been  ratified 
and  awaits  the  necessary  tariff  legislation  of  Congress  to  become  effect- 
ive. This  legislation  will,  I  doubt  not,  be  among  the  first  measures  to 
claim  your  attention. 

A  full  treaty  of  commerce,  navigation,  and  consular  rights  is  much  to 
be  desired,  and  such  a  treaty  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  Mexican 
Government  stands  ready  to  conclude. 

Some  embarrassment  has  been  occasioned  by  the  failure  of  Congress  at 
its  last  session  to  provide  means  for  the  due  execution  of  the  treaty  of 
July  29,  1882,  for  the  resurvey  of  the  Mexican  boundary  and  the  reloca- 
tion of  boundary  monuments. 

With  the  Republic  of  Nicaragua  a  treaty  has  been  concluded  which 
authorizes  the  construction  by  the  United  States  of  a  canal,  railway,  and 
telegraph  line  across  the  Nicaraguan  territory. 

By  the  terms  of  this  treaty  60  miles  of  the  river  San  Juan,  as  well  as 
Lake  Nicaragua,  an  inland  sea  40  miles  in  width,  are  to  constitute  a 
part  of  the  projected  enterprise. 

This  leaves  for  actual  canal  construction  17  miles  on  the  Pacific  side 
and  36  miles  on  the  Atlantic.  To  the  United  States,  whose  rich  terri- 
tory on  the  Pacific  is  for  the  ordinary  purposes  of  commerce  practically 
cut  off  from  communication  by  water  with  the  Atlantic  ports,  the  polit- 
ical and  commercial  advantages  of  such  a  project  can  scarcely  be  over- 
estimated. 

It  is  believed  that  when  the  treaty  is  laid  before  you  the  justice  and 
liberality  of  its  provisions  will  command  universal  approval  at  home 
and  abroad. 

The  death  of  our  representative  at  Russia  while  at  his  post  at  St. 
Petersburg  afforded  to  the  Imperial  Government  a  renewed  opportunity 
to  testify  its  vSympathy  in  a  manner  befitting  the  intimate  friendUness 
which  has  ever  marked  the  intercourse  of  the  two  countries. 

The  course  of  this  Government  in  raising  its  representation  at  Bang- 
kok to  the  diplomatic  rank  has  evoked  from  Siam  evidences  of  warm 
friendship  and  augurs  well  for  our  enlarged  intercourse.  The  Siamese 
Government  has  presented  to  the  United  States  a  commodious  mansion 
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and  grounds  for  the  occupancy  of  the  legation ,  and  I  suggest  tliat  by 
joint  resolution  Congress  attest  its  appreciation  of  this  geneirjus  gift. 

This  Government  has  more  than  once  been  called  upon  of  late  to  take 
action  in  fulfillment  of  ils  international  obUgations  toward  Spain.  Agi- 
tation in  the  island  of  Cuba  hostile  to  the  Spanish  Crown  having  been 
fomented  by  persons  abusing  the  sacred  rights  of  haspitality  which  our 
territory  affords,  the  officers  of  this  Government  have  been  instructed  to 
exercise  ^-igilance  to  prevent  infractions  of  our  ueutrahly  laws  at  Key 
West  and  at  other  points  near  the  Cuban  coast.  I  am  happy  to  say  that 
in  the  only  instance  where  these  precautionary  measures  were  .success- 
fully eluded  the  offenders,  when  found  in  our  territory,  were  subsequently 
tried  and  con\'icted. 

The  growing  need  of  close  relationship  of  intercourse  and  traffic  be- 
tween the  Spanish  Antilles  and  their  natural  market  in  the  United  States 
led  to  the  adoption  in  Januarj-  last  of  a  commercial  agreement  lookiug  to 
tliat  end.  This  agreement  has  since  been  superseded  by  a  more  care- 
fully framed  and  comprehensive  convention,  which  I  shall  submit  to  the 
Senate  for  approval.  It  has  been  the  aim  of  this  negotiation  to  open 
such  a  favored  reciprocal  exchange  of  productions  carried  under  the  flag 
of  either  country  as  to  make  the  intercourse  between  Cuba  and  Puerto 
Rico  and  ourselves  scarcely  les.s  intimate  than  the  commercial  movement 
between  our  domestic  ports,  and  to  insure  a  removal  of  the  burdens  on 
shipping  in  the  Spanish  Indies,  of  which  in  the  past  our  shipowners  and 
shipmasters  have  so  often  had  cauHC  to  complain. 

The  negotiation  of  this  convention  has  for  a  time  postponed  the  pros- 
ecution of  certain  claims  of  our  citizens  which  were  declared  to  be  with- 
out the  jurisdiction  of  the  late  Spanish- American  Claims  Commission, 
and  which  are  therefore  remitted  to  diplomatic  channels  for  adjustment. 
The  speedj'  settlement  of  these  claims  will  now  be  urged  by  this  Gov- 
ernment. 

Negotiations  for  a  treaty  of  commercial  reciprocity  with  the  Dominican 
Republic  have  been  successfully  concluded,  and  the  result  will  shortly  be 
laid  before  the  Senate. 

Certain  questions  between  the  United  States  and  the  Ottoman  Empire 
still  remain  unsolved.  Complaints  on  behalf  of  our  citizens  are  not  sat- 
isfactorily adjusted.  The  Porte  has  sought  to  withhold  from  onr  com- 
merce the  right  of  favored  treatment  to  which  we  are  entitled  by  existing 
conventional  stipulations,  and  the  revision  of  the  tariffs  is  unaccomplished. 

The  final  disposition  of  pending  questions  with  Venezuela  has  not  as 
yet  been  reached,  but  I  have  good  reason  to  expect  an  early  settlement 
which  will  provide  the  means  of  reexamining  the  Caracas  awards  in  con- 
formity with  tlie  expressed  desire  of  Congress,  and  which  will  recognize 
the  justice  of  certain  claims  preferred  against  Venezuela. 

The  Central  and  South  American  Commission  appointed  by  authority  of 
theact  of  July  7,1884,  will  soon  proceed  to  Mexico.    It  has  been  furnished 
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with  instructions  which  will  be  laid  before  you.  They  contain  a  state- 
ment of  the  general  policy  of  the  Government  for  enlarging  its  commer- 
cial intercourse  with  American  States.  The  commissioners  have  been 
actively  preparing  for  their  responsible  task  by  holding  conferences  in 
the  principal  cities  with  merchants  and  others  interested  in  Central  and 
South  American  trade. 

The  International  Meridian  Conference  lately  convened  in  Washington 
upon  the  invitation  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  was  com- 
posed of  representatives  from  twenty-five  nations.  The  conference  con- 
cluded its  labors  on  the  ist  of  November,  having  with  substantial  unanimity 
agreed  upon  the  meridian  of  Greenwich  as  the  starting  point  whence  longi- 
tude is  to  be  computed  through  180  degrees  eastward  and  westward,  and 
upon  the  adoption,  for  all  purposes  for  which  it  may  be  found  convenient, 
of  a  universal  day  which  shall  begin  at  midnight  on  the  initial  meridian 
and  whose  hours  shall  be  counted  from  zero  up  to  twenty-four. 

The  formal  report  of  the  transactions  of  this  conference  will  be  here- 
after transmitted  to  the  Congress. 

This  Government  is  in  frequent  receipt  of  invitations  from  foreign 
states  to  participate  in  international  exhibitions,  often  of  great  interest 
and  importance.  Occupying,  as  we  do,  an  advanced  position  in  the 
world's  production,  and  aiming  to  secure  a  profitable  share  for  our  indus- 
tries in  the  general  competitive  markets,  it  is  a  matter  of  serious  concern 
that  the  want  of  means  for  participation  in  these  exhibitions  should  so 
often  exclude  our  producers  from  advantages  enjoyed  by  those  of  other 
countries.  During  the  past  year  the  attention  of  Congress  was  drawn  to 
the  formal  invitations  in  this  regard  tendered  by  the  Governments  of 
England,  Holland,  Belgium,  Germany,  and  Austria.  The  Executive  has 
in  some  instances  appointed  honorary  commissioners.  This  is,  however, 
a  most  unsatisfactory  expedient,  for  without  some  provision  to  meet  the 
necessary  working  expenses  of  a  commission  it  can  effect  little  or  noth- 
ing in  behalf  of  exhibitors.  An  International  Inventions  Exhibition 
is  to  be  held  in  I^ondon  next  May.  This  will  cover  a  field  of  special 
importance,  in  which  our  country  holds  a  foremost  rank;  but  the  Exec- 
utive is  at  present  powerless  to  organize  a  proper  representation  of  our 
vast  national  interests  in  this  direction. 

I  have  in  several  previous  messages  referred  to  this  subject.  It  seems 
to  me  that  a  statute  giving  to  the  Executive  general  discretionarj' 
authority  to  accept  such  invitations  and  to  appoint  honorary  commis- 
sioners, without  salary,  and  placing  at  the  disposal  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  a  small  fund  for  defraying  their  reasonable  expenses,  would  be 
of  great  public  utility. 

This  Government  has  received  official  notice  that  the  revised  inter- 
national regulations  for  preventing  collisions  at  sea  have  been  adopted 
by  all  the  leading  maritime  powers  except  the  United  States,  and  came 
into  force  on  the  ist  of  September  last.     For  the  due  protection  of  our 
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shipping  interests  the  provisions  of  our  statutes  should  at  once  Ix:  brought 
into  confomiily  with  these  regulations. 

The  question  of  securing  to  authors,  composers,  and  artists  copyright 
privileges  in  this  country  in  return  for  reciprocal  rights  abroad  is  one 
that  may  justly  challenge  your  attention.  It  is  true  that  conventions 
will  be  iiecesiiary  for  fully  accomplishing  this  result;  !jut  until  Congress 
shall  hy  statute  fix  the  extent  to  which  foreign  holders  of  copyright  shall 
be  here  privileged  it  has  been  deemed  inadvisable  to  negotiate  such 
conventions.  For  this  reason  the  United  States  were  not  represented 
at  the  recent  conference  at  Berne. 

I  recommend  that  the  scope  of  the  neutrality  laws  of  the  United 
States  be  so  enlarged  as  to  cover  all  patent  acts  of  hostility  committed 
iu  our  territory  and  aimed  against  the  peace  of  a  friendly  nation.  Exist- 
ing statutes  prohibit  the  fitting  out  of  armed  expeditions  and  restrict  the 
shipment  of  explosives,  though  the  enactments  in  the  latter  respect  were 
not  framed  with  regard  to  international  obligations,  but  simply  for  the 
protection  of  pas.senger  travel.  All  these  statutes  were  intended  to  meet 
special  eniergencies  that  had  already  arisen.  Other  emergencies  have 
arisen  since,  and  modern  ingenuity  supplies  means  for  the  organization  of 
hostilities  without  open  resort  to  armed  ves.sels  or  to  filibustering  ]>arties. 

I  see  no  reason  why  overt  preparations  in  this  country  for  the  commis- 
sion of  criminal  acts  such  as  are  here  under  consideration  should  not  be 
alike  punishable  whether  such  acts  are  intended  to  be  committed  in  our 
own  countrj'  or  in  a  foreign  coiuilry  with  which  we  are  at  peace. 

The  prompt  and  thorough  treatment  of  this  question  is  one  which 
intimately  concerns  the  national  honor. 

Our  existing  naturalization  laws  also  need  revision.  Those  sections 
relating  to  per.sons  residing  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States  in  1795 
and  179S  have  now  only  a  historical  interest.  Section  2172,  recognizing 
the  citizenship  of  the  children  of  naturalized  parents,  is  ambiguous  in  its 
terms  and  ijartly  obsolete.  There  are  special  provisions  of  law  favoring 
the  naturalization  of  those  who  ser\-c  in  the  Army  or  in  merchant  vessels, 
while  no  similar  privileges  are  granted  those  who  serve  in  the  Navy  or 
the  Marine  Corps. 

"An  uniform  rule  of  naturalization"  such  as  the  Constitution  con- 
templates should,  among  other  things,  clearly  define  the  status  of  persons 
born  within  the  United  States  .subject  to  a  foreign  power  (section  1992) 
and  of  minor  children  of  fathers  who  have  declared  their  intention  to 
become  citizens  but  have  failed  to  perfect  their  naturalization.  It  might 
be  wi.se  to  provide  for  a  central  bureau  of  registry,  wherein  should  be 
file<l  authenticated  transcripts  of  every  record  of  naturalization  in  the 
several  Federal  and  State  courts,  and  to  make  provision  also  for  the  vaca- 
tion or  cancellation  of  such  record  in  cases  where  fraud  had  Ijeeu  prac- 
ticed upon  the  court  by  the  applicant  hhnself  or  where'  he  had  renounced 
or  forfeited  his  acquired  citizenship.     A  just  and  uniform  law  in  this 
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respect  would  strengthen  the  hands  of  the  Goveniment  in  protecting  its 
citizens  abroad  and  would  pave  the  way  for  the  conclusion  of  treaties  of 
naturalization  with  foreign  countries. 

The  legislation  of  the  last  session  effected  in  the  diplomatic  and  con- 
sular ser\'ice  certain  changes  and  reductions  which  have  been  productive 
of  embarrassment.  The  population  and  commercial  activity  of  otu*  coun- 
try are  steadily  on  the  increase,  and  are  giving  rise  to  new,  varying,  and 
often  delicate  relationships  with  other  countries.  Our  foreign  establish- 
ment now  embraces  nearly  double  the  area  of  operations  that  it  occupied 
twenty  years  ago.  The  confinement  of  such  a  service  within  the  limits  of 
expenditure  then  established  is  not,  it  seems  to  me,  in  accordance  with 
true  economy.  A  comminiity  of  60,000,000  people  should  be  adequately 
represented  in  its  intercourse  w^ith  foreign  nations. 

A  project  for  the  reorganization  of  the  consular  service  and  for  recast- 
ing the  scheme  of  extraterritorial  jurisdiction  is  now  before  you.  If  the 
limits  of  a  short  session  \\\\\  not  allow  of  its  full  consideration,  I  trust 
that  you  \vill  not  fail  to  make  suitable  provision  for  the  present  needs  of 
the  service. 

It  has  been  customary  to  define  in  the  appropriation  acts  the  rank  of 
each  diplomatic  office  to  which  a  salary  is  attached.  I  suggest  that  this 
course  Ixi  abandoned  and  that  it  be  left  to  the  President,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  fix  from  time  to  time  the  diplomatic  grade 
of  the  representatives  of  this  Government  abroad  as  may  seem  advisa- 
ble, provision  l)eing  definitely  made,  however,  as  now,  for  the  amount  of 
salary  attached  to  the  respective  stations. 

The  condition  of  our  finances  and  the  operations  of  the  various 
branches  of  the  public  ser\dce  which  are  connected  with  the  Treasury 
Department  are  very  fully  discussed  in  the  report  of  the  Secretary.

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As  compared  with  the  preceding  fiscal  )'ear,  there  was  a  net  decrease 
of  over  $21,000,000  in  the  amount  of  expenditures.  The  aggregate 
receipts  were  less  than  those  of  the  year  previous  by  about  $54,000,000. 
The  falling  off  in  revenue  from  cnstonis  made  up  nearly  jiso.ooo.ooo  of 
this  deficiency,  and  about  $23,000,000  of  the  reniaiader  was  due  to  the 
diminished  receipts  from  iutemal  taxation. 

The  Secretary  estimates  the  total  receipts  for  the  fiscal  year  which 
will  end  June  30,  1885,  at  J5330, 000,000  and  the  total  expenditures  at 
$290,620,201,16,  in  which  sum  are  included  the  interest  on  the  debt  and 
the  amount  payable  to  the  sinking  fund.  This  would  leave  a  surplus 
for  tlie  entire  year  of  alxjiit  $39,000,000,

I  concur  with  the  Secretarj-  of  the  Treasury  in  recommending  the 
inime(hate  suspension  of  the  coinage  of  silver  dollars  and  of  the  issu- 
ance of  .silver  certificates.  This  is  a  matter  to  which  in  former  commu- 
nications I  have  more  than  once  invoked  the  attention  of  the  National 
Legislature. 

It  appears  that  annually  for  the  past  six  years  there  have  been  coined, 
in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the.act  of  February  28, 1878, 
more  than  27,000,000  silver  dollars. 

The  mnnber  now  outstanding  is  reported  by  the  Secretary  to  be  nearly 
185,000,000,  whereof  but  little  more  than  40,000.000,  or  le.ss  than  22  per 
cent,  are  in  actual  circulation.     The  mere  existence  of  this  fact  seems  to 
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me  to  furnish  of  itself  a  cogent  argument  for  the  repeal  of  the  statute 
wliich  has  made  such  fact  possible. 

But  there  are  other  and  graver  considerations  that  tend  in  the  same 
direction. 

The  Secretary  avows  his  conviction  that  unless  this  coinage  and  the 
issuance  of  silver  certificates  be  suspended  silver  is  likely  at  no  distant 
day  to  become  our  sole  metallic  standard.  The  commercial  disturbance 
and  the  impairment  of  national  credit  that  would  be  thus  occasioned  can 
scarcely  be  overestimated. 

I  hope  that  the  Secretary's  suggestions  respecting  the  withdrawal  from 
circulation  of  the  $i  and  $2  notes  w-ill  receive  your  approval.  It  is  likely 
that  a  considerable  portion  of  the  silver  now  encumbering  the  vaults  of 
the  Treasury  might  thus  find  its  way  into  the  currency. 

While  trade  dollars  have  ceased,  for  the  present  at  least,  to  be  an  ele- 
ment of  active  disturbance  in  our  currency  system,  some  provision  should 
be  made  for  their  surrender  to  the  Government.  In  view  of  the  circum- 
stances under  which  they  were  coined  and  of  the  fact  that  they  have 
never  had  a  legal-tender  quality,  there  should  \yt  offered  for  them  only 
a  slight  advance  over  their  bullion  value. 

The  Secretary  in  the  course  of  his  report  considers  the  propriety  of 
Ijeautifying  the  designs  of  our  subsidiary  silver  coins  and  of  so  increas- 
ing their  weight  that  they  may  l>ear  their  due  ratio  of  value  to  the  stand- 
ard dollar.     His  conclusions  in  this  regard  are  cordially  approved. 

In  my  annual  message  of  1882  I  recommended  the  abolition  of  all 
excise  taxes  except  those  relating  to  distilled  spirits.  This  recommenda- 
tion is  now  renewed.  In  case  these  taxes  shall  be  abolished  the  revenues 
that  will  still  remain  to  the  Government  will,  in  my  opinion,  not  only 
suffice  to  meet  its  reasonable  expenditures,  but  will  afford  a  surplus  large 
enough  to  permit  such  tariff  reduction  as  may  seem  to  be  advisable  when 
the  results  of  recent  revenue  law\s  and  commercial  treaties  shall  have 
shown  in  w^hat  quarters  those  reductions  can  be  most  judiciously  effected. 

One  of  the  gravest  of  the  problems  which  appeal  to  the  wisdom  of 
Congress  for  solution  is  the  ascertainment  of  the  most  effective  means 
for  increasing  our  foreign  trade  and  thus  relieving  the  depression  under 
w^hich  our  industries  are  now  languishing.  The  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury advises  that  the  duty  of  investigating  this  subject  be  intrusted  iu 
the  first  instance  to  a  comjxitent  connnission.  While  fully  recognizing 
the  considerations  that  may  l)e  urged  against  this  course,  I  am  neverthe- 
less of  the  opinion  that  upon  the  whole  no  other  would  l^e  likely  to  effect 
speedier  or  better  rCvSults. 

That  portion  of  the  Secretary's  report  which  concerns  the  condition 
of  our  shipping  interests  can  not  fail  to  command  your  attention.  He 
emphatically  rcconnnends  that  as  an  incentive  to  the  investment  of 
American  capital  in  American  steamships  the  Oovennnent  shall,  by 
liberal  payments  for  mail  transportation  or  otherwise,  lend  its  active 
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assistance  to  iiidividual  enterprise,  and  declares  his  belief  tliat  uuless 
that  course  be  pursued  our  foreign  carrying  trade  must  remain,  as  it  is 
to-day,  almost  exclusively  in  the  Iiands  of  foreigners. 

One  phase  of  this  subject  is  now  especially  prominent  in  view  of  the 
repeal  by  the  act  of  June  26.  1884,  of  all  statutory  provisions  arbitrarily 
compelling  American  vessels  to  carry  the  mails  to  and  from  the  United 
States.  As  it  is  necessary  to  make  pro^'ision  to  compensate  the  owners 
of  .such  vessels  for  perfonning  that  service  after  ApriJ,  1885,  it  is  hoped 
that  the  whole  subject  will  receive  early  consideration  that  will  lead  to 
the  enactment  of  such  measures  for  the  revival  of  our  merchant  mariue 
as  the  wisdom  of  Congress  may  devise. 

The  3  per  cent  bonds  of  the  Government  to  the  amount  of  more  than 
]f  100,000,000  have  since  my  last  annual  message  been  redeemed  by  the 
Treasury.  The  bonds  of  that  issue  still  outstanding  amount  to  little 
over  $200,000,000.  about  one-fourtli  of  which  will  be  retired  through  the 
operations  of  the  sinking  fund  during  the  coming  year.  As  these  l>onds 
still  constitute  the  diief  basis  for  the  circulation  of  the  national  banks, 
the  question  how  to  avert  the  contraction  of  the  currency  caused  by 
their  retirement  is  one  of  constantly  increasing  importance. 

It  seems  to  be  generally  conceded  that  the  law  governing  this  matter 
exacts  from  the  banks  e.xces.sive  securitj',  and  that  upou  their  present 
boud  deposits  a  larger  circulation  than  is  now  allowed  may  be  granted 
with  safety.  I  hope  tliat  the  bill  which  passed  the  Senate  at  the  laat 
session,  pennitting  the  is.sue  of  notes  equal  to  the  face  value  of  the 
dejXKiited  bontls.  will  connnend  itself  to  the  approval  of  the  House  of 
Represe  nta  t  i  ves . 

In  the  ex]K-nscs  of  the  War  Department  the  Secretary  reports  a  de- 
crease of  more  thaii  fy. 000. 000,  Of  this  reduction  $5,600,000  was 
effected  in  the  exiienditures  for  ri^'ers  and  harbors  and  $2,700,000  in 
expenditures  for  the  Quartermaster's  Department. 

Outside  of  that  Department  the  annual  expenses  of  all  the  Army 
bureaus  proper  (except  possibly  the  Ordnance  Bureau)  are  substantially 
fixed  charges,  which  can  not  t>e  materially  diminished  without  a  change 
in  the  numerical  strength  of  the  Army.  The  expenditures  in  the  Quar- 
termaster's Department  can  readily  l)e  subjected  to  administrative  dis- 
cretion, and  it  is  reported  by  the  Secretary  of  War  that  as  a  result  of 
exercising  such  discretion  in  reducing  the  number  of  draft  and  pack 
animals  in  the  Army  the  annual  cost  of  supplying  and  caring  for  such 
animals  is  now  $1,108,085,90  less  than  it  was  in  1881. 

The  reports  of  military  commanders  show  that  the  last  year  has  been 
notable  for  its  entire  freedom  from  Indian  outbreaks. 

In  defiance  of  the  President's  proclamation  of  July  i,  1884,*  certain 
intruders  sought  to  make  settlements  in  the  Indian  Territory.  They 
were  promptly  remo\-cd  \>\  a  detachment  of  troops.

During  the  past  session  of  Congress  a  bill  to  provide  a  suitable  fire- 
proof building  for  the  Army  Medical  Museum  and  the  librar>'  of  the 
Surgeon- General's  Office  received  the  approval  of  the  Senate.  A  similar 
bill,  reported  favorably  to  the  House  of  Representatives  by  one  of  its 
connnittees,  is  still  pending  before  that  body.  It  is  hoped  that  during 
the  coming  se.ssion  the  measure  may  become  a  law,  and  that  thereafter 
immediate  steps  may  be  taken  to  secure  a  place  of  safe  deposit  for  these 
valuable  collections,  now  in  a  state  of  insecurity. 

The  funds  with  which  the  works  for  the  improvement  of  rivers  and 
liarlx)rs  were  prosecuted  during  the  past  year  were  derived  from  the 
appropriations  of  the  act  of  August  2,  1882,  together  with  such  few  bal- 
ances as  were  on  hand  from  previous  appropriations.  The  balance  in 
the  Treasur>^  subject  to  requisition  July  i,  1883,  was  $10,021,649.55. 
The  amount  appropriated  during  the  fiscal  year  1884  was  $1,319,634.62, 
and  the  amount  drawn  from  the  Treasury  during  the  fiscal  year  was 
$8,228,703.54,  leaving  a  l3alance  of  $3,112,580.63  in  the  Treasury  sub- 
ject to  requisition  July  i,  1884. 

The  Secretary  of  War  submits  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers  as 
to  the  practicability  of  protecting  our  important  cities  on  the  seaboard  by 
fortifications  and  other  defenses  able  to  repel  modem  methods  of  attack. 
The  time  has  now  come  when  such  defenses  can  be  prepared  with  confi- 
dence that  they  will  not  prove  abortive,  and  when  the  possible  result  of 
delay  in  making  such  preparation  is  seriously  considered  delay  seems 
inexcusable.  For  the  most  important  cities — those  whose  destruction  or 
capture  w^ould  be  a  national  humiliation — adequate  defenses,  inclusive  of 
guns,  may  be  made  by  the  gradual  expenditure  of  $60,000,000 — a  sum 
much  less  than  a  victorious  enemy  could  levy  as  a  contribution.  An 
appropriation  of  alx)Ut  one-tenth  of  that  amount  is  asked  to  l^egin  the 
work,  and  I  concur  with  the  Secretary  of  War  in  urging  that  it  be 
granted. 

The  War  Department  is  proceeding  with  the  conversion  of  lo-inch 
smoothlx)re  guns  into  8-incli  rifles  by  lining  the  former  with  tubes  of 
forged  steel  or  of  coil  wrought  iron.  Fifty  guns  will  be  thus  converted 
within  the  year.  This,  however,  does  not  obviate  the  necessit}'  of  pro- 
viding means  for  the  construction  of  guns  of  the  highest  power  both  for 
the  purix)ses  of  coast  defense  and  for  the  armament  of  war  vessels. 

The  report  of  the  Gun  Foundry  Board,  appointed  April  2,  1883,  in 
pursuance  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1883,  was  transmitted  to  Congress  in  a 
special  message  of  February  18,  1884.*  In  my  message  of  March  26, 
i884,t  I  called  attention  to  the  recommendation  of  the  lx)ard  that  the  Gov- 
ernment should  encourage  the  production  at  private  steel  works  of  the 
recjuired  material  for  heavy  cannon,  and  that  two  Government  factories, 
one  for  the  Army  and  one  for  the  Navy,  should  1^  established  for  the 
fabrication  of  guns  from  such  material.     No  action  having  been  taken,

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the  board  was  subsequently  rcconvetied  to  determine  more  fully  the 
plans  aud  estimates  uecessar\'  for  carrying  out  its  recomiiieiidation.  It 
has  received  information  which  indicates  that  there  are  responsible  steel 
manufacturers  in  this  country  who,  although  not  provided  at  present 
with  the  necessary  plant,  are  willing  to  construct  the  same  and  to  make 
bids  for  contracts  with  the  Government  for  the  supply  of  the  requisite 
material  for  the  heaviest  guns  adapted  to  modern  warfare  if  a  guaran- 
teed order  of  sufficient  magnitude,  accompanied  by  a  positive  appropria- 
tion extending  over  a  series  of  years,  shall  be  made  by  Congress.  All 
doubts  as  to  the  feasibility  of  the  plan  being  thus  removed,  I  renew  my 
recommendation  that  such  action  Ije  taken  by  Congress  as  will  enable 
the  Government  to  construct  its  own  ordnance  upon  its  own  territory, 
and  so  to  provide  the  armaments  demanded  by  considerations  of  national 
safety  and  honor. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  exhibit.s  the  progress  wliich 
ha-s  been  made  on  the  new  steel  cruisers  authorized  by  the  acts  of  August 
5, 1882,  and  March  3,  1S83.  Of  the  four  vessels  under  contract,  one,  the 
CkUago,  of  4,500  tons,  is  more  than  half  finished;  the  Allania,  of  3,000 
tons,  has  been  successfully  launched,  and  her  machinery  is  now  fitting; 
the  Bosto?!,  al.so  of  3,000  tons,  is  ready  for  launching,  and  the  Dolphin,  a 
dispatch  steamer  of  1.500  tons,  is  ready  for  delivery. 

Certain  ad\'erse  criticisms  upon  the  designs  of  these  crui.sers  are  dis- 
cussed by  the  Secretary,  who  insists  that  the  correctness  of  the  condu- 
sinns  reached  by  the  Advisory  Board  and  b\'  the  Department  has  been 
demonstrated  by  recent  de\-elopments  in  shipbuilding  abroad. 

The  machinery  of  the  double- turre tod  monitors  Puritan,  Terror,  and 
Amphiiritc,  contracted  for  under  the  act  of  March  3,  1883,  is  in  process 
of  construction.  No  work  has  been  done  during  the  past  year  on  their 
armcr  for  lack  of  the  necessary  apjjropriations.  A  fourth  monitor,  the 
Mmiadnock,  still  remains  unfinished  at  the  navy-yard  in  California.  It  is 
reconimen<k'(l  that  early  steps  be  taken  to  complete  these  vessels  and  to 
provide  also  an  armament  for  the  monitor  Mianlonomoh. 

The  reconiiuendations  of  the  Naval  Advisory  Board,  approved  by  the 
Department,  comprise  the  construction  of  one  steel  cruiser  of  4,500  tons, 
one  cruiser  of  3,000  tons,  two  heavily  armed  gunboats,  one  light  cruising 
gunboat,  one  dispatch  vessel  armed  with  Hotchkiss  cannon,  one  armored 
ram,  and  three  toqiedo  boats.  The  general  designs,  all  of  which  are  calcu- 
lated to  meet  the  existing  wants  of  the  ser\^ice,  are  now  well  advanced, 
and  the  construction  of  the  vessels  can  be  undertaken  as  soon  as  >'ou 
shall  grant  the  necessary  authority. 

The  act  of  Congress  ajiproved  August  7,  1882,  authorized  the  removal 
to  the  United  States  of  the  bodies  of  Lieu  ten  ant- Commander  George  W. 
De  Iflug  and  his  companions  of  \.\\e  Jeanne! te  expedition.  This  removal 
has  been  successfidly  accomplislied  by  Lieutenants  Harber  and  Schuetze. 
The  remains  were  taken  from  their  grave  in  the  Lena  Delta  in  March. 
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1883,  and  were  retained  at  Yakutsk  until  the  following  winter,  the  sea- 
son being  too  far  advanced  to  admit  of  their  immediate  transportation. 
They  arrived  at  New  York  February  20,  1884,  where  they  were  received 
with  suitable  honors. 

In  pursuance  of  the  joint  resolution  of  Congress  approved  Febniary  13, 

1884,  a  naval  expedition  was  fitted  out  for  the  relief  of  Lieutenant  A.  W. 
Greely,  United  States  Army,  and  of  the  party  who  had  been  engaged 
under  his  conmiand  in  scientific  observations  at  Lady  Franklin  Bay.  The 
fleet  consisted  of  the  steam  sealer  Thetis,  purchased  in  England;  Wx^Bear^ 
purchased  at  St.  Johns,  New^foundland,  and  the  Alert,  which  was  gener- 
ously provided  by  the  British  Government.  Preparations  for  the  expedi- 
tion were  promptly  made  by  the  Secretar>'  of  the  Navy,  wuth  the  active 
cooperation  of  the  Secretary  of  War.  Commander  George  \V.  Coffin  was 
placed  in  command  of  the  Alert  and  Lieutenant  William  H.  Emory  in 
connnand  of  the  Bear.  The  Thetis  was  intrusted  to  Conmiander  Win- 
field  S.  Schley,  to  whom  also  w^as  assigned  the  superintendence  of  the 
entire  exj^edition. 

Immediately  upon  its  arrival  at  Upernavik  the  fleet  began  the  danger- 
ous navigation  of  Melville  Bay,  and  in  spite  of  ever>'  obstacle  reached 
Littleton  Island  on  June  22,  a  fortnight  earlier  than  any  veSvSel  had 
before  attained  that  ix)int.  On  the  same  day  it  crossed  over  to  Cape 
Sabine,  where  Lieutenant  Greely  and  the  other  sur\nvors  of  his  party 
were  discovered.  After  taking  on  board  the  living  and  the  bodies  of 
the  dead,  the  relief  ships  sailed  for  St.  Johns,  where  they  arrived  on  July 
17.  They  were  appropriately  received  at  Portsmouth,  N.  H. ,  on  August  i 
and  at  New  York  on  August  8.  One  of  the  Ixxlies  was  landed  at  the 
former  place.  The  others  were  put  on  shore  at  Governors  Island,  and, 
with  the  exception  of  one,  which  was  interred  in  the  national  cemetery, 
were  forwarded  thence  to  the  destinations  indicated  by  friends.  The 
organization  and  conduct  of  this  relief  expedition  reflects  great  credit 
upon  all  who  contributed  to  its  success. 

In  this  the  last  of  the  stated  messages  that  I  shall  have  the  honor  to 
transmit  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  I  can  not  too  strongly 
urge  upon  its  attention  the  duty  of  rCvStoring  our  Navy  as  rapidly  as 
possible  to  the  high  state  of  efficiency  which  formerly  characterized  it. 
As  the  long  peace  that  has  lulled  us  into  a  sense  of  fancied  security  may 
at  any  time  be  disturbed,  it  is  plain  that  the  policy  of  strengthening  this 
arm  of  the  service  is  dictated  by  considerations  of  wise  economy,  of  just 
regard  for  our  future  tranquillity,  and  of  true  appreciation  of  the  dignity 
and  honor  of  the  Republic. 

The  report  of  the  Postmaster-General  accjuaints  you  with  the  present 
condition  and  needs  of  the  postal  service. 

It  discloses  the  gratifying  fact  that  the  loss  of  revenue  from  the  reduc- 
tion in  the  rate  of  letter  ]X)stage  reconnnended  in  my  message  of  Decem- 
ber 4,  1882,  and  effected  by  the  act  of  March  3,  1883,  has  been  much  less 
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tlian  was  generally  anticipated.  My  recomuiendatiou  of  this  reduction 
was  based  npou  tlie  belief  tliat  the  actual  falling  ofl  in  receipts  from  letter 
postages  for  the  year  immediately  succeeding  the  change  of  rate  would 
be  53,000,000.     It  has  proved  to  be  only  $2,275,000. 

This  is  a  trustworthy  indication  that  the  revenue  will  soon  he  restored 
to  its  former  volume  bj'  the  natural  increase  of  sealed  correspondence. 

I  confidently  repeat,  therefore,  the  recouimendation  of  my  last  annual 
message  that  the  single-rate  postage  upon  drop  letters  be  reduced  to  i 
cent  wherever  the  payment  of  2  cents  is  now  required  by  law.  The 
double  rate  is  only  exacted  at  offices  where  the  carrier  system  is  tn  opera- 
tion, and  it  appears  that  at  those  offices  the  increase  in  Ihe  tax  upon  local 
letters  defrays  the  cost  not  only  of  its  own  collection  and  delivery,  but  of 
the  collection  and  delivery  of  all  other  mail  matter.  This  is  au  inequal- 
ity  tliat  onglit  no  longer  to  exist. 

I  approve  the  recommendation  of  the  Postmaster- General  that  the  unit 
of  weight  in  the  rating  of  iirst-class  matter  should  Ije  i  ounce  instead  of 
one-half  ounce,  as  it  now  is.  In  view  of  the  statistics  furnished  by  the 
Department,  it  may  well  be  doubted  whether  the  change  would  result  ill 
any  loss  of  revenue.  Tliat  it  would  greatly  promote  the  convenience  of 
the  public  is  beyond  dispute. 

The  free- del  i\-ery  system  has  been  lately  applied  to  five  cities,  and  the 
total  number  of  offices  in  which  it  is  now  in  operation  is  159,  Exije- 
rience  sho\vs  that  its  adoption,  under  proper  conditions,  is  equally  aa 
accommodation  to  the  public  and  an  ad\'antage  to  the  po.stal  service.  It 
is  more  than  self-sustaining,  and  for  the  reasons  urgetl  bj'  the  Postmaster- 
General  may  properlj-  Ije  extended. 

Ill  the  opinion  of  that  officer  it  is  important  to  provide  means  whereby 
exceptional  dispatch  in  dealing  with  letters  in  free-deUvery  offices  may 
be  secured  bj  paj  ment  of  extraordinary  postage.  This  scheme  might  be 
made  effectn  e  by  emplo>  ment  of  a  special  stamp  whose  cost  should  be 
conimensurite  nitli  tin.  c\pensi.  of  tlie  extra  sen'ice. 

In  some  of  the  Hrgc  titles  private  express  companies  have  undertaken 
to  outstrip  the  Govtrnmeiit  mail  carriers  by  affording  for  the  prompt 
transmission  of  letters  liettLr  facilities  tlian  have  hitherto  been  at  the 
conimind  of  the  I'ost  Offiee 

It  has  aU\n\s  bteii  the  polie\  of  the  Government  to  discourage  such 
enterprises  and  111  no  better  mode  can  that  policy  be  maintained  than  in 
supphing  the  public  «ith  the  most  efficient  mail  service  that,  with  due 
regard  to  its  o«  n  Ijest  interests  can  l)e  furnished  for  its  accommodation. 

The  Attorney- General  renews  the  recommendation  contained  in  his 
rejwrt  of  last  year  touching  the  fees  of  witnes.ses  and  jurors. 

He  favors  radical  clianges  in  the  fee  bill,  the  adoption  of  a  system  by 
which  attorneys  and  niar.shals  of  the  United  States  shall  be  compensated 
solely  bj-  .'ialarics,  and  the  erection  by  the  Go\'ernnient  of  a  penitentiary 
for  the  confinement  of  offenders  against  its  laws. 
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Of  the  varied  goveniniental  concerns  in  charge  of  the  Interior  Depart- 
ment the  report  of  its  Secretary  presents  an  interesting  summary. 
Among  the  topics  deser\'ing  particular  attention  I  refer  you  to  his  obser- 
vations respecting  our  Indian  affairs,  the  preemption  and  timber-culture 
acts,  the  failure  of  railroad  companies  to  take  title  to  lands  granted  by 
the  Government,  and  the  operations  of  the  Pension  Office,  the  Patent 
Office,  the  Census  Bureau,  and  the  Bureau  of  Education. 

Allusion  has  been  made  already  to  the  circumstance  that,  both  as 
between  the  different  Indian  tribes  and  as  l^etween  the  Indians  and  the 
whites,  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  unbroken  peace. 

In  this  circumstance  the  President  is  glad  to  find  justification  for  the 
policy  of  the  Government  in  its  dealing  with  the  Indian  question  and 
confirmation  of  the  views  which  were  fully  expressed  in  his  first  com- 
munication to  the  Forty-seventh  Congress. 

The  Secretary  urges  anew  the  enactment  of  a  statute  for  the  punish- 
ment of  crimes  committed  on  the  Indian  reser\'ations,  and  recommends 
the  passage  of  the  bill  now  pending  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
for  the  purchase  of  a  tract  of  18,000  square  miles  from  the  Sioux  Reser- 
vation.    Both  these  measures  are  worthy  of  approval. 

I  concur  with  him  also  in  advising  the  repeal  of  the  preemption  law, 
the  enactment  of  statutes  resolving  the  present  legal  complications  touch- 
ing lapsed  grants  to  railroad  companies,  and  the  funding  of  the  debt  of 
the  several  Pacific  railroads  under  such  guaranty  as  shall  effectually 
secure  its  ultimate  payment. 

The  report  of  the  Utah  Commission  will  be  read  with  interest. 

It  discloses  the  results  of  recent  legislation  looking  to  the  prevention 
and  punishment  of  polygamy  in  that  Territory.  I  still  believe  that  if 
that  abominable  practice  can  be  suppressed  by  law  it  can  only  be  by  the 
most  radical  legislation  consistent  with  the  restraints  of  the  Constitution. 

I  again  recommend,  therefore,  that  Congress  assume  absolute  polit- 
ical control  of  the  Territory  of  Utah  and  provide  for  the  appointment  of 
commissioners  with  such  governmental  powers  as  in  its  judgment  may 
jUvStly  and  wisely  l^e  put  into  their  hands. 

In  the  course  of  this  connnmiication  reference  has  more  than  once  been 
made  to  the  jwlicy  of  this  Government  as  regards  the  extension  of  our 
foreign  trade.  It  seems  proper  to  declare  the  general  principles  that 
should,  in  my  opinion,  underlie  our  national  efforts  in  this  direction. 

The  main  conditions  of  the  problem  may  be  thus  stated: 

We  are  a  jxiople  apt  in  mechanical  pursuits  and  fertile  in  invention. 
We  cover  a  vast  extent  of  territor>'  rich  in  agricultural  products  and  in 
nearly  all  the  raw  materials  necessary  for  successful  manufacture.  We 
have  a  system  of  productive  establishments  more  than  sufficient  to  supply 
our  own  demands.  The  wages  of  labor  are  nowhere  else  so  great.  The 
scale  of  living  of  our  artisan  classes  is  such  as  tends  to  secure  their  per- 
sonal comfort  and  the  development  of  those  higher  moral  and  intellectual 
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qualities  that  go  to  the  making  of  good  citizens,  Our  system  of  tax  aiid 
tariff  legislation  is  yielding  a  revenue  which  is  in  excess  of  the  present 
needs  of  the  Government. 

These  are  the  elements  from  which  it  is  sought  to  devise  a  scheme  by 
which,  without  unfavorably  changing  the  condition  of  the  workingman, 
our  merchant  marine  shall  be  raised  from  its  enfeebled  condition  and  new 
markets  provided  for  the  sale  beyond  our  borders  of  the  manifold  fruits 
of  our  iudustrial  enterprises. 

The  problem  is  complex  and  can  be  solved  by  no  single  measure  of 
inuovation  or  reform. 

The  countries  of  the  American  continent  and  the  adjacent  islands  are 
for  the  United  States  the  natural  marts  of  supply  and  demand.  It  is 
from  them  that  we  should  obtain  what  we  do  not  produce  or  do  not  pro- 
duce in  sufficiency,  and  it  is  to  them  that  the  surplus  productions  of  our 
fields,  our  mills,  and  our  workshops  should  flow,  under  conditions  that 
will  equalize  or  favor  them  in  comparison  with  foreign  competition. 

Four  paths  of  pohcy  seem  to  point  to  this  end: 

First.  A  series  of  reciprocal  commercial  treaties  with  the  countries  of 
America  which  shall  foster  between  us  and  them  an  unhampered  move- 
ment of  trade.  The  conditions  of  these  treaties  should  l)e  the  free  ad- 
inis,sion  of  such  merchandise  as  this  country  does  not  prodtice,  in  return 
for  the  admi.ssiou  free  or  under  a  favored  .scheme  of  duties  of  our  owu 
products,  the  benefits  of  such  exchange  to  apply  only  to  goods  carried 
under  the  flag  of  the  parties  to  the  contract;  the  removal  on  iwtii  sides 
from  the  vessels  .so  privileged  of  all  tonnage  dues  and  national  imposts, 
so  that  those  vessels  may  ply  luihindered  between  our  ports  and  those 
of  the  other  contracting  jKirties.  tlunigh  without  infringing  on  the  re- 
ser\'etl  home  coasting  trade;  the  rcmo\-al  or  reduction  of  burdens  ou  the 
exported  products  of  those  countries  coming  within  the  benefits  of  the 
treaties,  and  the  avoidance  of  the  technical  restrictions  and  penalties  by 
which  our  intercourse  «ith  those  countries  is  at  present  hampered. 

Secondly.  The  establishment  of  the  consular  service  of  the  United 
States  on  a  salaried  fixjting,  thus  permitting  the  relinquishment  of  con- 
sular fees  not  onl\-  as  resi>ects  vessels  under  the  national  flag,  but  also 
as  respects  vessels  of  the  treaty  nations  carrying  goods  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  the  treaties. 

Thirdly.  The  enactment  of  measures  to  favor  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  a  hteam  carr>ing  marine  under  the  flag  of  the  United 
States. 

Fourthly.  The  establishment  of  an  uniform  currency  basis  for  the 
countries  of  America,  so  that  the  coined  products  of  our  mines  may  cir- 
culate on  e([ual  terms  throughout  the  whole  system  of  commonwealths. 
This  would  require  a  monetary  union  of  America,  whereby  the  output 
of  the  bullion-producing  countries  and  the  circulation  of  those  which 
yield  neither  gold  nor  silver  could  be  adjusted  in  conformity  with  the 
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population,  wealth,  and  commercial  needs  of  each.  As  many. of  the  coun- 
tries furnish  no  bullion  to  the  common  stock,  the  surplus  production  of 
our  mines  and  mints  might  thus  be  utilized  and  a  step  taken  toward  the 
general  remonetization  of  silver. 

To  the  accomplishment  of  these  ends,  so  far  as  they  can  be  attained 
by  separate  treaties,  the  negotiations  already  concluded  and  now  hi  prog- 
ress have  been  directed;  and  the  favor  which  this  enlarged  policy  has 
thus  far  received  warrants  the  belief  that  its  operations  will  ere  long 
embrace  all,  or  nearly  all,  the  countries  of  this  hemisphere. 

It  is  by  no  means  desirable,  however,  that  the  policy  under  considera- 
tion should  be  applied  to  these  countries  alone.  The  healthful  enlarge- 
ment of  our  trade  with  Europe,  Asia,  and  Africa  should  be  sought  by 
reducing  tariff  burdens  on  such  of  their  wares  as  neither  we  nor  the 
other  American  States  are  fitted  to  produce,  and  thus  enabling  ourselves 
to  obtain  in  return  a  better  market  for  our  supplies  of  food,  of  raw  mate- 
rials, and  of  the  manufactures  in  which  we  excel. 

It  seems  to  me  that  many  of  the  embarrassing  elements  in  the  great 
national  conflict  between  protection  and  free  trade  may  thus  l)e  turned 
to  good  account;  that  the  revenue  may  be  reduced  so  as  no  longer  to 
overtax  the  people;  that  protective  duties  may  be  retained  without 
becoming  burdensome;  that  our  shipping  interests  may  be  judiciously 
encouraged,  the  currency  fixed  on  firm  bases,  and,  above  all,  such  an  unity 
of  interests  established  among  the  States  of  the  American  system  as  will 
be  of  great  and  ever-increasing  advantage  to  them  all. 

All  treaties  in  the  line  of  this  policy  which  have  l)een  negotiated  or 
are  in  process  of  negotiation  contain  a  provision  deemed  to  l3e  requisite 
under  the  clause  of  the  Constitution  limiting  to  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives the  authority  to  originate  bills  for  raising  revenue. 

On  the  29th  of  February  last*  I  transmitted  to  the  Congress  the  first 
annual  report  of  the  Civil  Ser\ace  Connnission,  together  with  commu- 
nications from  the  heads  of  the  several  Executive  Departments  of  the 
Government  respecting  the  practical  workings  of  the  law  under  which 
the  Commission  had  been  acting.  The  good  results  therein  foreshadowed 
have  lK2en  more  than  realized. 

The  system  has  fully  answered  the  expectations  of  its  friends  in 
securing  competent  and  faithful  public  servants  and  in  protecting  the 
appointing  officers  of  the  Govennnent  from  the  pressure  of  personal 
importunity  and  from  the  labor  of  examining  the  claims  and  pretensions 
of  rival  candidates  for  public  employment. 

The  law  has  had  the  unqualified  support  of  the  President  and  of  the 
heads  of  the  several  Departments,  and  the  members  of  the  Commission 
have  performed  their  duties  with  zeal  and  fidelity.  Their  report  will 
shortly  be  submitted,  and  will  l^e  accompanied  by  such  recommendations 
for  enlarging  the  scope  of  the  existing  statute  as  shall  commend  them-

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selves  to  tlie  Executive  aiid  the  Commissioners  charged  with  its  admin- 
ist  ration. 

In  view  of  the  general  and  persistent  demand  throughout  the  commer- 
cial community  for  a  national  bankrupt  law,  I  hope  that  the  differences 
of  sentiment  which  have  hitherto  prevented  its  enactment  may  uot  out- 
last the  present  session. 

The  pestilence  which  for  the  past  two  years  has  been  raging  in  the 
couutries  of  the  East  recently  made  its  appearance  in  European  ports 
with  which  we  are  in  constant  communication. 

The  then  Secretarj'  of  the  Treasury,  in  pursuance  of  a  proclamation 
of  the  President,*  issued  certain  regulations  restricting  and  for  a  time 
prohibiting  the  importation  of  rags  and  the  admission  of  baggage  of 
immigrants  aiid  of  travelers  arriving  from  infected  quarters.  Lest  this 
course  may  have  been  without  strict  warrant  of  law,  I  approve  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  present  Secretarj'  that  the  Congress  take  action  in 
the  premises,  and  I  also  recommend  the  immediate  adoption  of  such 
measureii  as  will  be  likely  to  ward  off  the  dreaded  epideniic  and  to  miti- 
gate its  severity  in  case  it  shall  unhappily  extend  to  our  shores. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  re- 
views the  operations  of  the  several  departments  of  its  nuinicipal  govern- 
ment, I  ask  your  careful  consideration  of  its  suggestions  in  resiiect  to 
legislation,  especially  commending  such  as  relate  to  a  revision  of  the  dvil 
and  criminal  code,  the  performance  of  labor  by  persons  sentenced  to  im- 
prisonment in  the  jail,  the  construction  and  occupation  of  wharves  along 
the  river  front,  and  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building  for  District  offices. 

I  recommend  that  in  recognition  of  the  eminent  services  of  Ulysses  S, 
Grant,  late  General  of  the  armies  of  the  United  States  and  twice  Presi- 
dent of  this  nation,  the  Congress  confer  upon  him  a  suitable  pension. 

Certain  of  the  niea,snres  that  seem  to  nie  necessary  and  expedient  I  have 
now,  in  obedience  to  the  Constitution,  recommended  for  your  adoption. 

As  respects  others  of  no  less  importance  I  shall  content  myself  with 
renewing  the  recommendations  already  made  to  the  Congress,  without 
restating  tlie  groimds  upon  which  such  recommendations  were  based. 

The  preser\-ation  of  forests  on  the  public  domain,  the  granting  of 
Government  aid  for  popidar  education,  the  amendment  of  the  Federal 
Constklition  so  as  to  make  effective  the  disapproval  by  the  President  of 
particular  items  in  appropriation  bills,  the  enactment  of  statutes  in 
regard  to  the  tilling  of  vacancies  in  the  Presidential  office,  and  the  deter- 
mining of  vexed  questions  resjiecting  Presidential  inability  are  measures 
wdiich  may  justly  receive  your  serious  consideration. 

As  the  time  draws  nigh  when  I  am  to  retire  from  the  public  service,  I 
can  not  refrain  from  expressing  to  the  members  of  the  National  Legisla- 
ture with  whom  I  have  lieen  brought  into  personal  and  official  inter- 
course my  sincere  appreciation  of  their  unfailing  courtesy  and  of  their 
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harmonious  cooperation  with  the  Executive  in  so  many  measures  calcu- 
lated to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  nation. 

And  to  my  fellow-citizens  generally  I  acknowledge  a  deep  sense  of 
obligation  for  the  support  which  they  have  accorded  me  in  my  adminis- 
tration of  the  executive  department  of  this  Government.

Santo 
Domingo  is  the  first  of  the  independent  Republics  of  the  Western  Hemi- 
sphere with  which  an  engagement  of  this  character  has  been  concluded, 
and  the  precedent  now  set  will  command  your  fullest  attention  as  affect- 
i„g  like  future  negotiations.

I  transmit  herewith,  for  consideration  by  the  Senate  with  a  view  to 
advising  and  consenting  to  its  ratification,  a  convention  for  commercial 
reciprocity  between  the  United  States  and  Spain,  providing  for  an  inti- 
mate and  favored  exchange  of  products  with  the  islands  of  Cuba  and 
Puerto  Rico,  which  convention  was  signed  at  Madrid  on  the  i8th  ultimo. 

The  negotiations  for  this  convention  have  been  in  progress  since  April 
last,  in  pursuance  of  the  understanding  reached  by  the  two  Governments 
on  the  2d  of  January,  18S4,  for  the  improvement  of  commercial  relations 
between  the  United  States  and  the  Spanish  Antilles,  by  the  eighth  article 
of  which  Ixith  Governments  engaged  ' '  to  begin  at  once  negotiations  for 
a  complete  treaty  of  commerce  and  navigation  between  the  United  States 
of  Anierica  and  the  said  Provinces  of  Cuba  and  Puerto  Rico."  Although 
this  claiise  was  by  common  consent  omitte<l  from  the  substitutionary 
agreement  of  Februarj-  13, 1884  ("now  in  force  until  replaced  by  this  con- 
vention being  carried  into  effect),  the  obligation  to  enter  upon  such  a 
negotiation  was  deemed  to  continue.     With  the  best  desire  manifest  on 
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both  sides  to  reach  a  common  accord,  the  negotiation  has  been  necessarily 
protracted,  owing  to  the  complexity  of  the  details  to  be  incorporated  in 
order  that  the  convention  might  respond  to  the  national  policy  of  inter- 
course with  the  neighboring  communities  of  the  American  system,  which 
is  outlined  in  my  late  annual  message  to  the  Congress  in  the  following 
words: 

The  conditions  of  these  treaties  should  txj  the  free  admission  of  such  merchandise 
as  this  countrv'  does  not  produce,  in  return  for  the  admission  free,  or  under  a  favored 
scheme  of  duties,  of  our  own  products,  the  Ixinefits  of  such  exchange  to  apply  only 
to  goods  carried  under  the  flag  of  the  parties  to  the  contract;  the  removal  on  botli 
sides  from  the  vessels  so  privileged  of  all  toimage  dues  and  national  imposts,  so  that 
those  vessels  may  ply  unhindered  between  our  ports  and  those  of  the  other  contract- 
ing parties,  though  without  infringing  on  the  reserved  home  coasting  trade;  the 
removal  or  reduction  of  burdens  on  the  exported  products  of  those  countries  coining 
within  the  benefits  of  the  treaties,  and  the  avoidance  of  the  technical  restrictions 
and  penalties  by  which  our  intercourse  with  those  countries  is  at  present  hampered. 

A  perusal  of  the  convention  now  submitted  will  suffice  to  show  how 
fully  it  carries  out  the  policy  of  intercourse  thus  announced.  I  commend 
it  to  you  in  the  confident  expectation  that  it  w^ill  receive  your  sanction. 

It  does  not  seem  necessary  to  my  present  purpose  to  enter  into  de- 
tailed consideration  of  the  many  immediate  and  prospective  advantages 
which  will  flow  from  this  convention  to  our  productions  and  our  shipping

I  transmit  herewith  to  the  Senate,  for  consideration  with  a  view  to 
ratification,  a  treaty  signed  on  the  ist  of  December  with  the  Republic  of 
Nicaragua,  providing  for  the  construction  of  an  interoceanic  canal  across 
the  territory  of  that  State. 

The  negotiation  of  this  treaty  was  entered  ujwn  under  a  conviction 
that  it  was  imperatively  demanded  by  the  present  and  future  political 
and  material  interests  of  the  United  States. 

The  establishment  of  water  connnunication  between  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  coasts  of  the  Union  is  a  necessity,  the  accomplishment  of  which, 
however,  within  the  territory  of  the  United  States  is  a  physical  impossi- 
bility. While  the  enterprise  of  our  citi/.ens  has  responded  to  the  duty 
of  creating  means  of  speedy  transit  by  rail  between  the  tw^o  oceans,  these 
great  achievements  are  inadequate  to  supply  a  most  important  requisite 
of  national  union  and  prosperity. 

For  all  maritime  purposes  the  States  \\\m\  the  Pacific  are  more  dis- 
tant from  those  u^xm  the  Atlantic  than  if  separated  by  either  ocean 
alone.  iMirope  and  Africa  are  nearer  to  New  York,  and  Asia  nearer  to 
California,  than  are  these  two  great  vStates  to  each  other  by  sea.    Weeks 
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of  steam  voyage  or  moiitlis  under  sail  are  consumed  in  the  passage 
around  the  Horn,  with  the  disadvantage  of  traversing  tempestuous 
waters  or  risking  the  navigation  of  the  Straits  of  Magellan. 

A  nation  like  ours  can  not  rest  satisfied  with  such  a  separation  of  its 
mutually  dependent  members.  We  possess  an  ocean  border  of  consider- 
ably over  10,000  miles  on  the  Atlantic  and  Gulf  of  Mexico,  and,  includ- 
ing Alaska,  of  some  10,000  miles  on  the  Pacific.  Within  a  generation 
the  western  coast  has  developed  into  an  empire,  with  a  large  and  rapidly 
growing  population,  with  vast,  but  partially  developed,  resource.s.  At 
the  present  rate  of  increase  the  end  of  the  century  will  see  us  a  common- 
wealth of  perhaps  nearly  100,000,000  inhabitants,  of  which  the  West 
should  have  a  considerably  larger  and  richer  proportion  thau  now. 
Forming  one  nation  in  interests  and  aims,  the  East  and  the  West  are 
more  widely  disjoined  for  all  purposes  of  direct  and  economical  inter- 
course hy  water  and  of  national  defense  against  maritime  aggression  than 
are  most  of  the  colonies  of  other  powers  fronj  their  mother  country. 

The  problem  of  establishing  such  water  communication  has  long  at- 
tracted attention.  Many  projects  have  been  formed  and  surveys  have 
been  made  of  all  possible  available  routes.  As  a  knowledge  of  the  true 
topical  conditions  of  the  Isthmus  was  gained,  insuperable  difficulties  in 
one  ca-se  and  another  became  evident,  until  by  a  process  of  eiiniination 
only  two  routes  remained  within  range  of  profitable  achievement,  one  by 
way  of  Pauania  and  the  other  across  Nicaragua. 

The  treaty  now  laid  iK-fore  you  provides  for  such  a  waterway  through 
the  friendly  territory  of  Nicaragua. 

I  invite  your  special  attention  to  the  provisions  of  the  convention  itself 
as  best  evidencing  its  scope. 

From  respect  to  the  independent  sovereignt\'  of  the  Republic,  through 
whose  cooperation  the  project  can  alone  he  realized,  the  stipulations  of 
the  treaty  look  to  the  ftdlest  recognition  and  protectiou  of  Nicaragiian 
rights  in  the  premises.  The  United  States  have  no  motive  or  desire  for 
territorial  acquisition  or  political  control  beyond  the  present  borders,  and 
none  such  is  contemplated  by  this  treaty.  The  two  Governments  unite 
in  framing  this  scheme  as  the  sole  means  by  which  the  work,  as  indis- 
pensable to  the  one  as  to  the  other,  can  be  accomplished  under  such  cir- 
cumstances as  to  prevent  alike  the  pos,sibility  of  conflict  between  them 
and  of  interference  from  without. 

The  canal  is  primarily  a  domestic  means  of  water  communication  be- 
tween the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  shores  of  the  two  countries  wliich  unite 
for  its  construction,  the  one  contributing  the  territory  aud  the  other  fur- 
nishing the  money  therefor.  Recognizing  the  advantages  which  the 
world's  commerce  must  deri\-e  from  the  work,  appreciating  the  benefit 
of  enlarged  use  to  the  canal  itself  by  contributing  to  its  maintenance 
and  by  yielding  an  interest  return  on  the  capital  invested  therein,  and 
inspired  by  the  lielief  that  any  great  enterprise  which  inures  to  the  general

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benefit  of  the  world  is  in  some  sort  a  trust  for  the  common  advancement 
of  mankind,  the  two  Governments  have  by  this  treaty  provided  for  its 
peaceable  use  by  all  nations  on  equal  terms,  while  reserving  to  the  coast- 
ing trade  of  both  countries  (in  which  none  but  the  contracting  parties 
are  interested)  the  privilege  of  favoring  tolls. 

The  treaty  provides  for  the  construction  of  a  railway  and  telegraph 
line,  if  deemed  advisable,  as  accessories  to  the  canal,  as  both  may  be 
necessary  for  the  economical  construction  of  the  work  and  probably  in 
its  operation  when  completed. 

The  terms  of  the  treaty  as  to  the  protection  of  the  canal,  while  scrupu- 
lously confirming  the  sovereignty  of  Nicaragua,  amply  secure  that  State 
and  the  work  itself  from  possible  contingencies  of  the  future  which  it 
may  not  be  within  the  sole  power  of  Nicaragua  to  meet. 

From  a  purely  commercial  point  of  view  the  completion  of  such  a 
waterway  opens  a  most  favorable  prospect  for  the  future  of  our  country. 
The  nations  of  the  Pacific  coast  of  South  America  will  by  its  means  be 
brought  into  close  connection  with  our  Gulf  States.  The  relation  of 
those  American  countries  to  the  United  States  is  that  of  a  natural  mar- 
ket, from  which  the  want  of  direct  communication  has  hitherto  practi- 
cally excluded  us.  By  piercing  the  Isthmus  the  heretofore  insuperable 
obstacles  of  time  and  sea  distance  disappear,  and  our  vessels  and  produc- 
tions will  enter  upon  the  world's  comj>etitive  field  with  a  decided  advan- 
tage, of  which  they  will  avail  themselves. 

When  to  this  is  joined  the  large  coasting  trade  l^etween  the  Atlantic 
and  Pacific  vStates,  which  must  necCvSsarily  spring  up,  it  is  evident  that 
tliis  canal  affords,  even  alone,  an  efficient  means  of  restoring  our  flag  to 
its  former  place  on  the  vSeas. 

Such  a  domestic  coasting  trade  would  arise  immediately,  for  even  the 
fishing  vessels  of  lx)tli  seaboards,  which  now  lie  idle  in  the  winter 
mouths,  could  then  profitably  carry  goods  between  the  Eastern  and  the 
Western  vStates. 

The  political  effect  of  the  canal  will  be  to  knit  closer  the  States  now 
depending  upon  railway  corporations  for  all  commercial  and  personal 
intercourse,  and  it  will  not  only  cheapen  the  cost  of  transportation,  but 
will  free  individuals  from  the  possibility  of  unjust  discriminations. 

It  will  bring  tlie  European  grain  markets  of  demand  within  easy  dis- 
tance of  our  Pacific  vStates,  and  will  give  to  the  manufacturers  on  the 
Atlantic  seaboard  economical  access  to  the  cities  of  China,  thus  breaking 
down  the  barrier  which  separates  the  principal  manufacturing  centers  of 
the  United  States  from  the  markets  of  the  vast  population  of  Asia,  and 
placing  the  Eastern  States  of  the  Union  for  all  purposes  of  trade  midway 
between  Europe  and  Asia.  In  point  of  time  the  gain  for  sailing  vessels 
would  be  great,  amounting  from  New  York  to  San  Francisco  to  a  saving 
of  seventy-five  days;  to  Hongkong,  of  twenty-seven  days;  to  Shanghai,  of 
thirty-four  days,  and  to  Callao^  of  fifty-two  days. 
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Lake  Nicaragua  is  about  90  miles  long  and  40  miles  in  greatest  width. 
The  water  is  fresh,  and  affords  abundant  depth  for  vessels  of  the  deepest 
draft.  Several  islands  give  facilitie.s  for  cstabhahiug  coaling  stations, 
supply  depots,  harbors,  and  places  for  repairs.  The  advantage  of  this 
vast  inland  harbor  is  evident. 

The  lake  is  1 10  feet  abo^'e  tide  water.  Six  locks,  or  five  inteniiediate 
levels,  are  required  for  the  Pacific  end  of  the  canal.  On  the  Atlantic 
side  but  fi\-e  locks,  or  four  intermediate  levels,  are  proposed.  These 
locks  would  in  practice  no  more  limit  the  number  of  vessels  pa,ssiug 
through  the  canal  than  would  the  single  tide  lock  on  the  Pacific  end, 
which  is  necessary  to  any  e\'en  or  sea-level  route. 

Seventeen  and  a  half  miles  of  canal  lie  between  the  Pacific  and  the 
lake.  The  distance  across  the  lake  is  56  miles,  and  a  dam  at  the  mouth 
of  the  San  Carlos  (a  tributary  of  the  San  Juan),  raising  the  water  level 
49  feet,  practically  extends  the  lake  63  miles  to  that  point  by  a  channel 
from  600  to  1 ,  200  feet  wide,  with  an  abundant  depth  of  water. 

From  the  mouth  of  the  San  Carlos  (where  the  canal  will  leave  the 
San  Juan)  to  the  harlwr  of  Greytown  the  distance  is  36  miles,  which 
it  is  hoped  may  by  new  surveys  be  shortened  10  miles. 

The  total  canal  excavation  would  thus  >>e  from  43.5^  to  53)^  miles, 
and  the  lake  and  river  navigation,  amounting  to  1 19  miles  by  the  present 
survey,  would  be  somewhat  increased  if  the  new  surveys  are  successful, 

From  New  York  to  San  Francisco  by  this  route  for  sailing  ves.sels  the 
time  is  ten  days  shorter  than  by  the  Panama  route. 

The  purely  peciuiiarj-  prospects  of  the  canal  as  an  investment  are  sub- 
ordinate to  the  great  national  benefits  to  accrue  from  it;  but  it  seems 
evident  that  the  work,  great  as  its  cost  may  appear,  will  be  a  measure 
of  prudent  economy  and  foresight  if  undertaken  simply  to  afford  our  own 
ves,se!s  a  free  waterway,  for  its  far-reaching  results  will,  even  within  a 
few  years  in  the  life  of  a  nation,  amply  repay  the  expenditure  by  the 
increase  of  national  prosperity.  Further,  the  canal  would  unquestionably 
be  imniediateh'  rcniiuierati\'e.  It  offers  a  shorter  sea  voyage,  with  more 
continuously  fa\'oring  winds,  between  the  Atlantic  ports  of  America  and 
F.urope  and  the  coinitries  of  the  Fast  than  any  other  practicable  route, 
and  with  lower  tolls,  by  reason  of  its  les.ser  cost,  the  Nicaragua  route 
innst  be  the  interoceanic  highway  for  the  bidk  of  the  world's  trade 
l>etween  the  Atlantic  and  the  Pacific. 

So  strong  is  this  consideration  that  it  offers  an  abundant  guaranty  for 
the  investment  to  Ik;  made,  as  well  as  for  the  speedy  payment  of  the  loan 
of  four  millions  which  the  treaty  stipulates  shall  be  made  to  Nicaragua 
for  the  construction  of  internal  improvements  to  serve  as  aids  to  the 
business  of  the  canal. 

I  might  snggest  many  other  considerations  in  detail,  but  it  seems 
lunieces-sary  to  do  so.  Knough  has  been  said  to  more  than  justify  the 
practical  utility  of  the  measure.     I  therefore  commit  it  to  the  Congress 
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in  the  confident  expectation  that  it  will  receive  approval,  and  that  by 
appropriate  legislation  means  may  be  provided  for  inaugurating  the 
work  without  delay  after  the  treaty  shall  have  Ix^n  ratified. 

In  conclusion  I  urge  the  justice  of  recognizing  the  aid  which  has 
recently  been  rendered  in  this  matter  by  vSome  of  our  citizens.  The 
efforts  of  certain  gentlemen  connected  with  the  American  company  which 
received  the  concession  from  Nicaragua  (now  terminated  and  replaced 
by  this  international  compact)  accomplished  much  of  the  preliminary 
labors  leading  to  the  conclusion  of  the  treaty. 

You  may  have  occasion  to  examine  the  matter  of  their  services,  when 
such  further  information  as  you  may  desire  will  be  furnished  you. 

I  may  add  that  the  canal  can  be  constructed  by  the  able  Engineer 
Corps  of  our  Army,  under  their  thorough  syvStem,  cheaper  and  better 
than  any  work  of  such  magnitude  can  in  any  other  way  be  built.

The  negotiations  for  this  convention  have  been  in  progress  since  April 
last,  in  pursuance  of  the  understanding  reached  by  the  two  Governments 
on  the  2d  of  January,  1884,  for  the  improvement  of  commercial  relations 
between  the  United  States  and  the  Spanish  Antilles,  by  the  eighth  article 
of  which  both  Governments  engaged  * '  to  begin  at  once  negotiations  for 
a  complete  treaty  of  conmierce  and  navigation  between  the  United  States 
of  America  and  the  said  Provinces  of  Cuba  and  Puerto  Rico.*"  Although 
this  clause  was  by  connnon  consent  omitted  from  the  substitutionary 
agreement  of  February  13,  1884  (now  in  force  until  replaced  by  this  con- 
vention l)eing  carried  into  effect),  the  obligation  to  enter  upon  such  a 
negotiation  was  deemed  to  continue.  With  the  best  desire  manifest  on 
both  sides  to  reach  a  common  accord,  the  negotiation  has  been  necessa- 
rily ])rotracted,  owing  to  the  complexity  of  the  details  to  be  incorporated 
in  order  that  the  convention  might  respond  to  the  national  policy  of  inter- 
course with  the  neighboring  comnuinities  of  the  American  system,  which 
is  outlined  in  my  late  annual  message  to  the  Congress  in  the  following 
words: 

The  conditions  of  these  treaties  should  he  the  free  admission  of  such  merchandise 
as  this  country  does  not  produce,  in  return  for  the  admission  free  or  under  a  favored 
scheme  of  duties  of  our  own  products,  the  benefits  of  such  exchange  to  apply  only  to 
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goods  carried  under  tlie  flag  of  the  parties  to  tbe  contract;  the  renio^'al  on  Ijoth 
sides  from  the  vessebi  so  privileged  of  ail  tonnage  dues  Hnd  national  imposts,  so  that 
those  vessels  may  ply  unhindered  between  oiu'  ports  and  those  of  the  other  con- 
tracting parties,  though  without  infringing  on  the  reserved  home  coasting  trade;  tlie 
removal  or  reduction  of  burdens  on  the  exported  products  of  those  countries  coming 
within  the  benefits  of  the  treaties,  and  the  avoidance  of  the  lechnicfll  restrictions 
and  penalties  by  which  our  intercourse  with  those  countries  is  at  present  hampered. 

A  perusal  of  tlie  convention  now  siihiiiitted  will  suffice  to  show  how 
fully  it  carries  out  the  policy  of  intercourse  thus  announced.  I  commend 
it  to  you  in  the  confident  expectation  that  it  will  receive  your  sanction. 

It  does  uot  seeui  neces-sarj-  to  mj-  present  purpose  to  enter  into  detailed 
consideration  of  the  many  immediate  and  prospective  advantages  which 
will  flow  from  this  convention  to  our  productions  and  our  shipping

Whereas  a  widely  extended  belief  exists  that  such  unoccupied  lands  are  public 
lands  of  the  United  States,  and  as  such  vSubject  to  homestead  and  preemption  settle- 
ment, and  pursuant  to  such  belief  a  large  number  of  citizens  of  tlie  United  States 
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liiivc  goue  upon  them  claiming  the  right  to  settle  and  acquire  title  thereto  under  tile 
general  land  laws  of  the  United  States;  and 

Whereas  it  is  understood  that  the  President  of  the  United  States  does  not  regard 
said  lands  as  open  to  settlement  and  believes  it  to  be  his  duty  to  remove  all  perams 
who  go  upon  the  same  claiming  the  right  to  settle  thereon,  and  tor  tliat  purpose  has 
directed  the  expulsion  of  the  persons  now  on  said  lands  by  the  use  of  military  force, 
and  there  seems  to  he  a  probability  of  a  conflict  growing  out  of  the  attempt  to  enpel 
said  persons  so  claiming  right  and  attempting  to  settle:  Tliertfore. 

Resolved .  Tliat  the  President  l>e  requested  to  ad^-ise  the  Senate  as  to  tlie  status  of 
the  lands  in  question  as  viewed  by  the  Executive,  the  action  taken,  if  any,  to  expel 
persons  seeking  to  settle  thereon,  and  the  reasons  for  the  same,  together  with  any 
other  information  in  hia  possession  beariug  apon  the  existing  controversy — 

I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Secreta- 
ries of  War  and  the  Interior  and  to  transmit  herewith  their  respective 
reports  thereon,  dated  the  26th  instant. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  accompanying  that 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  recites  fully  the  provisions  of  the  treaties 
made  with  the  Indian  triljes  ceding  the  lands  in  questioii  to  the  United 
States,  showing  the  condition  and  purposes  expressed  in  said  treaties 
regarding  said  lands,  as  well  as  the  action  taken  with  reference  thereto, 
from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  they  are  not  open  to  settlement  under  any 
laws  of  the  United  States. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  shows  the  action  of  the  militarj' 
authorities  at  the  request  of  the  Interior  Department  under  section  2147 
of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

The  status  of  these'  lands  was  considered  hy  my  predecessor,  Presi- 
dent Hayes,  who  on  tlie  26th  day  of  April.  1879,  issued  a  proclamation* 
warning  all  persons  intenthng  to  go  upon  said  lands  without  proper  per- 
mission of  the  Interior  Department  that  they  would  be  speedily  and 
immediately  removed  therefrom  according  to  tlie  laws  made  and  pro- 
x-ided,  and  that  if  necessary  the  aid  and  assistance  of  the  military  forces 
of  the  United  States  would  Ije  invoked  to  carry  into  proper  execution  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  referring  thereto.  A  similar  proclamation f  was 
issued  by  President  Hayes  on  the  12th  day  of  February,  1880.  On  the 
1st  day  of  July,  1HH4, 1  considered  it  to  be  my  duty  to  issue  a  proclama- 
tion J  of  like  import. 

These  several  proclamations  were  at  tlie  request  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior. 

As  will  lie  seen  by  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  niilitarj' 
forces  of  the  United  States  have  been  repeatedly  employed  to  remove 
intruders  from  the  hmds  in  question,  aiui  that  notwithstanding  such 
remo\-als  and  in  disregard  of  law  and  the  Executive  proclamations  a 
large  bod}-  of  intruders  is  now  within  the  territory  in  question,  and  that 
an  adequate  force  of  troops  has  been  ordered  to  remove  the  intruders  and 
is  now  being  concentrated  for  that  purpose.

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None  of  the  land  or  general  laws  of  the  United  States  have  been  ex- 
tended over  these  lands  except  as  to  the  punishment  for  crimes  and  other 
provisions  contained  in  the  intercourse  act  which  relate  to  trade  and  the 
introduction  of  spirituous  liquors  and  arms  among  Indians,  and  do  not 
sanction  settlement.  It  is  clear  that  no  authorized  settlement  can  be 
made  by  any  person  in  the  territory  in  question. 

Until  the  existing  status  of  these  lands  shall  have  been  changed  by 
agreement  with  the  Indians  interested,  or  in  some  other  manner  as  may 
be  determined  by  Congress,  the  treaties  heretofore  made  with  the  Indians 
should  be  maintained  and  the  power  of  the  Government  to  the  extent 
necessary  should  be  exercised  to  keep  off  intruders  and  all  unauthorized

PROCLAMATIONS. 

By  the  President  or  the  United  vStates  of  America. 

A  proclamation. 

Whereas  the  treaty  concluded  l:)et\veen  the  United  States  of  America 
and  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  concluded  at 
Washington  on  the  8th  day  of  May,  1871,  contains  among  other  articles 
the  following,  viz: 

ARTICLE   XVIII. 

It  is  af^eed  by  the  high  contracting  parties  that,  in  addition  to  the  liberty  secured 
to  the  United  States  fishermen  by  the  convention  between  the  United  States  and 
(ireat  Britain  signed  at  London  on  the  20th  day  of  October,  1818,  of  taking,  curing, 
and  drying  fish  on  certain  coasts  of  the  Hritish  North  American  colonies  therein  de- 
fined, the  inhabitants  of  the  United  States  shall  have,  in  connnon  with  the  subjects 
of  Her  Britannic  Majesty,  the  liberty,  for  the  term  of  years  mentioned  in  Article 
XXXIII  of  this  treaty,  to  take  fish  of  ever>'  kind,  except  shellfish,  on  the  seacoasts 
and  shores  and  in  the  bays,  harbors,  and  creeks  of  the  Provinces  of  Quel>ec,  Nova 
Scotia,  and  New  Brunswick,  an<l  the  colony  of  Prince  Edwards  Island,  and  of  the 
several  islands  thereunto  adjacent,  without  being  restricted  to  any  <Ustance  from 
the  shore,  with  i)crmission  to  land  uj)on  the  sjiid  coasts  and  shores  and  islands,  and 
also  upon  the  Mag<l{den  Islands,  for  the  purpose  of  drying  their  nets  and  curing 
their  fish;  proviiled  that  in  so  doing  they  <lo  not  interfere  with  the  rights  of  private 
property  or  with  British  fishermen  in  the  ])eaceable  use  of  any  part  of  the  said  coasts 
in  their  occupancy  for  the  same  purpose. 

It  is  understood  that  the  alK)ve-mentioned  lilK'rty  applies  vsolely  to  the  sea  fishery', 
and  that  the  siilmon  and  shad  fisheries,  an<l  all  other  fisheries  in  rivers  and  the 
mouths  of  rivers,  are  hereby  reserved  exclusively  for  British  fishermen.

agreed  l>y  the  higlt  ccmtractinK  parties  that  British  subjecLs  shall  have,  in 
1  with  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  the  hberty,  for  the  term  of  years 
mentioiied  in  Article  XXXUI  of  tJiis  treaty,  to  take  fisli  of  every  kind,  except  shell- 
fish, on  the  eastern  seacoasts  and  shores  -of  the  United  States  north  of  the  thirty- 
ninth  parallel  of  north  latitude,  and  on  the  shores  of  the  several  islands  thereunto 
adjacent,  and  in  tire  bays,  harbors,  and  creeks  of  tlie  said  seacoasts  and  shores  of 
the  United  Slates  and  of  the  said  islands,  without  being  restricted  to  any  di.staiice 
from  the  shore,  with  permission  to  land  upon  the  said  coasts  of  the  Uniteil  States 
and  of  the  islands  aforesaid,  for  the  purpose  of  drying  their  nets  and  curing  their 
fish;  provided  that  in  so  doing  they  do  not  interfere  with  the  rights  of  private 
property  or  with  the  fishermen  of  the  United  States  in  the  peaceable  use  of  any  part 
of  the  said  coasts  in  their  occupancy  for  the  same  purpose. 

It  is  understood  that  the  above-mentioned  liberty  applies  solely  to  the  sea  fishery; 
and  that  salmon  and  shad  fisheries,  and  all  other  fisheries  in  rivers  and  inotltlis  of 
rivers,  are  hereby  reserved  exclusively  for  (isheniicn  of  the  United  States. 


It  is  agreed  that  the  places  designateii  by  tlie  commissioners  appointed  under 
the  first  article  of  the  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  concluded 
at  Washington  on  the  sth  of  June,  t834,  nf>on  the  coasts  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty's 
dominions  and  tlic  United  States,  as  places  reser\-ed  from  the  common  right  of  fish- 
ing under  that  treaty,  shall  be  regarded  as  in  like  manner  reserved  from  the  com- 
mon right  of  fishing  under  the  preceding  articles.  In  case  any  question  should  arise 
between  the  Governments  of  the  United  States  and  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  as  to 
the  common  right  of  fishing  in  places  not  thus  designated  as  reserved,  it  is  agreed 
that  a  commission  shall  be  appointed  to  designate  such  places,  and  skeXl  be  consti- 
tuted in  the  same  manner  and  have  the  same  powers,  duties,  and  authority  as  the 
conmiission  appointed  under  the  said  first  article  of  the  treaty  of  the  5th  of  June, 
1854- 

It  is  agreed  that  for  the  term  of  jears  mentioned  in  Article  XXXIII  of  this  treaty 
fish  oil  and  fish  of  all  kinds  (except  fish  of  the  inland  lakes  and  of  the  rivers  falling 
into  them,  anil  except  fish  preserved  in  oil),  being  the  produce  of  the  fisheries  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  the  Dcmiinion  of  Canaila.  or  of  Prince  Edwards  Island,  shall  be 
admitted  into  each  country,  respectively,  free  of  duty. 


Inasmnch  as  it  is  asserted  by  the  Government  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  that 
the  privileges  accorded  to  the  cili/j^ns  of  the  United  States  under  Article  XVIII  of 
this  treaty  are  of  greater  value  than  those  accorded  by  Articles  XIX  and  XXI 
of  this  treaty  to  the  subjects  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty,  and  this  assertion  is  not 
admitted  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  it  is  further  agreed  that  commis- 
sioners shall  l>e  appointeil  t()  iletermine,  having  regard  to  the  privileges  accorded 
by  the  United  States  to  the  subjects  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty,  as  stated  in  Articles 
XIX  and  XXI  of  this  treaty,  the  amount  of  any  compensation  which  in  their 
opinion  ought  to  l)e  p.iid  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States  to  the  Govern- 
ment of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  in  return  for  the  privileges  accorded  to  the  citizens 
of  the  t'niled  States  under  .\rticle  XVIII  of  this  treaty;  and  that  any  sum  of  money 
which  the  said  commissioners  may  so  award  shall  be  paid  by  the  Uniteil  States 
Government,  in  a  gross  sum,  within  twelve  mouths  after  such  award  shall  have  been 
given. 
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ARTrCI^K   XXIII. 

The  commissioners  referred  to  in  the  preceding  article  shall  be  appointed  in  the 
following  manner;  that  is  to  say:  One  commissioner  shall  be  named  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  one  by  Her  Britannic  Majesty,  and  a  third  by  the  President 
of  the  Unitetl  States  and  Her  Britannic  Majesty  conjointly;  and  in  case  the  third 
commissioner  shall  not  have  l)een  so  named  within  a  period  of  three  months  from 
the  date  when  this  article  shall  take  effect,  then  the  third  commissioner  shall  be 
named  by  the  representative-  at  London  of  His  Majesty  the  Kmperor  of  Austria  and 
King  of  Hungary.  In  case  of  the  death,  absence,  or  incapacity  of  any  commissioner, 
or  in  the  event  of  any  commissioner  omitting  or  ceasing  to  act,  the  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided  for  making  the  original  appointment,  the 
period  of  three  months  in  case  of  such  substitution  being  calculated  from  the  date 
of  the  happening  of  the  vacancy. 

The  commissioners  so  nameil  vshall  meet  in  the  city  of  Halifax,  in  the  Province 
of  Nova  Scotia,  at  the  earliest  convenient  period  after  they  have  been  respectively 
named,  and  shall  before  proceeding  to  any  business  make  and  subscribe  a  solemn 
declaration  that  they  will  impartially  and  carefully  examine  and  decide  the  matters 
referred  to  them  to  the  Ixist  of  their  judgment  and  according  to  justice  and  equity; 
and  such  declaration  shall  be  entered  on  the  record  of  their  proceedings. 

Each  of  the  high  contracting  parties  shall  also  name  one  person  to  attend  tlie  com- 
mission as  its  agent,  to  represent  it  generally  in  all  matters  connected  with  the 
commission. 

ARTlCIJv   XXIV. 

The  proceedings  shall  be  coinlucted  in  such  order  as  the  commissioners  ap- 
pointed under  Articles  XXII  and  XXIII  of  this  treaty  shall  determine.  They  sliall 
be  l>ound  to  receive  such  oral  or  written  testimony  as  either  Government  may  pre- 
sent. If  either  part)'  shall  offer  oral  testimony,  the  other  party  shall  have  the  right 
of  cross-examination,  under  such  rules  as  the  commissioners  shall  prescribe. 

If  in  the  case  submitted  to  the  commissioners  either  |)art3''  shall  have  specified 
or  alluded  to  an}-  report  or  df)cunient  in  its  own  exclusive  i)ossession,  without  annex- 
ing a  coj)y,  such  party  shall  be  bounil,  if  the  f)ther  party  thinks  ])roper  to  apply  for 
it,  to  furnish  that  party  with  a  copy  thereof;  and  either  jxirty  may  call  upon  tlie 
other,  through  the  commissioners,  to  pro<luce  the  originals  or  certified  copies  of  any 
I)npers  adduced  as  evidence,  giving  in  each  instance  such  reasonable  notice  as  the 
commissioners  may  require. 

The  case  on  either  side  shall  be  closed  within  a  period  of  six  months  from  the 
date  of  the  organization  of  the  commission,  and  the  commissioners  shall  be  requested 
to  give  their  award  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter.  The  aforesaid  period  of  six  months 
may  be  extended  for  three  months  in  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  among  the  com- 
missioners under  the  circumstances  contemplated  in  Article  XXIII  of  this  treaty. 

ARTICLK   XXV. 

The  commissioners  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  and  correct  minutes  or  notes  of 
all  their  proceedings,  with  the  dates  thereof,  and  may  appoint  and  employ  a  secre- 
tary and  any  other  necessiiry  ofTiccr  or  officers  to  assist  them  in  the  transaction  of  tlie 
business  which  may  come  before  them, 

P^ach  of  the  high  contracting  parties  shall  j)ay  its  own  connnivssioner  and  agent 
or  counsel;  all  other  expenses  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  two  Governments  in  equal 
moieties. 

ARTICUC    XXX. 

It  is  agreed  that  for  the  tenn  of  years  mentioned  in  Article  XXXIII  of  this 
treaty  subjects  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  may  carry  in  British  vessels,  without  pay- 
ment of  duty,  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  from  one  port  or  place  within  the  terri- 
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tory  of  the  United  StBtes  npon  the  St.  Lawrence,  the  Great  L^kes,  and  the  rivers 
connecting  the.  same,  to  another  port  or  place  within  the  territory  of  the  United 
States  as  aforesaid:  Provided.,  That  n  portion  of  such  transportation  is  made  through 
the  Dominion  of  Canada  by  land  carnage  and  in  bond,  under  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  Government  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  and 
the  tiovernnient  of  the  United  States, 

Citizens  of  the  United  States  may  for  the  like  period  carry  in  United  States  ves- 
sels, without  payment  of  duty,  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  from  one  port  or  place 
within  the  possessions  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  in  North  America  to  another  port  or 
place  within  the  said  possessions:  Provided,  That  a  portion  of  such  transportation  is 
made  through  the  territory  of  the  United  States  by  land  carriage  and  in  bond,  under 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  and  the  Government  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty. 

The  Government  of  the  United  States  further  engages  not  to  impose  any  export 
duties  on  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  carried  under  this  article  through  the  terri- 
tory of  the  United  States;  and  Her  Majesty's  Government  engages  to  urge  the  par- 
liament of  tlte  Dominion  of  Canada  and  the  legislatures  of  the  other  colonies  not  to 
impose  any  export  duties  on  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  carried  under  this  article; 
and  the  Government  of  the  United  States  may,  in  case  such  export  duties  are  imposed 
by  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  siispend  during  the  period  tliat  such  duties  are  im- 
posed the  right  of  carrying  granted  under  this  article  in  favor  of  the  subjects  of  Her 
Britannic  Majesty. 

The  Government  of  the  United  States  may  suspend  tlie  right  of  carrjing  granted 
in  favor  of  the  subjects  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  under  this  article  in  case  the  Do- 
minion of  Canada  should  at  any  time  deprive  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  of  the 
use  of  the  canals  in  the  said  Dominion  on  terms  of  equality  with  the  inhabitants  of 
the  Dominion,  as  provided  in  Article  XXVII. 


It  is  further  agreed  that  tlie  pn)visions  and  stipulations  of  Articles  XVllI  to  XXV 
of  this  treaty,  inclusive,  shall  extend  to  the  colony  of  Newfoundland,  so  far  as  they 
are  applicable.  But  if  the  Imperial  Parliament,  the  legislature  of  Newfoundland, 
or  the  Congress  "f  tile  United  States  shall  not  embrace  the  colony  of  Newfoundland 
in  their  laws  enacted  for  carryinjj  llie  foregoing  articles  into  effect,  then  this  article 
sliall  be  of  no  effect;  but  the  omission  to  make  provision  by  law  to  give  it  effect  by 
eitlier  of  the  legislative  bodies  aforesaid  shall  not  in  any  way  impair  any  other  arti- 
cles of  this  treaty. 

And  whereas,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Article  XXXIII  of  said 
treaty,  due  notice  has  been  given  to  the  Government  of  Her  Britannic 
Majesty  of  the  intention  of  the  Go\'erninent  of  the  United  States  of 
America  to  terminate  the  above-recited  articles  of  the  treaty  in  question 
on  the  ist  day  of  July.  1S85;  and 

Whereas,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  said  treaty  and  of  the  notice  given 
thereunder  b\-  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America  to  that  of 
Her  Britannic  Majesty,  the  alx>ve- re  cited  articles  of  the  treaty  of  Wash- 
ington, concluded  May  8,  1871,  will  expire  and  terminate  on  the  1st  day  of 
July,  18H5: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Chester  A.  Arthur,  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  do  hereby  give  public  notice  that  Articles  XVIII,  XIX, 
XX,  XXI,  XXII,  XXIII,  XXIV,  XXV,  XXX,  and  XXXII  of  the 
treaty  of  Washington,  concluded  May  8, 1871,  will  expire  and  terminate 
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on  the  ist  day  of  July,  1885,  and  all  citizens  of  the  United  States  are 

hereby  warned  that  none  of  the  privileges  secured  by  the  above-recited 

articles  of  the  treaty  in  question  will  exist  after  the  ist  day  of  July  next. 

All  American  fishermen  should  govern  themselves  accordingly.

EXECUTIVE  ORDERS. 

In  the  exercise  of  the  power  vested  in  the  President  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  by  virtue  of  the  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty-third  section  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  and  of  the  civil-serv'ice  act  approved  January  16, 
1883,  the  following  rules  for  the  regulation  and  improvement  of  the 
executive  civil  service  are  hereby  amended  and  promulgated,  as  follows: 

RULK   V. 

There  shall  l)e  three  branches  of  the  service  classified  under  the  civil-service  act 
( not  including  laborers  or  workmen  or  officers  re(juired  to  be  confirmed  by  the  Sen- 
ate), as  follows: 

1.  Those  classified  in  the  Departments  at  Washington  shall  be  designated  "The 
classified  departmental  service."

I.  The  general  examiiiations  under  the  first  clause  of  Rule  VI  for  admission  to 
the  service  sbnll  be  limited  to  the  following  subjects:  ( i )  Orthography,  pentnau- 
sfaip,  and  copying;  (2)  aritliinetic  — fundamental  rules,  fractions,  and  percentage;

That  the  provisions  of  chapter  3,  Title  XXIII,  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  the  United  States,  relating  to  the  unorganized  Territory  of  Alaska,  shall  remain 
in  full  force  except  as  herein  specially  otherwise  provided;  and  the  importation, 
manufacture,  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  said  divStrict,  except  for  medicinal, 
mechanical,  and  scientific  purposes,  is  hereby  prohibited  under  the  penalties  which 
are  provided  in  section  1955  of  the  Revised  Statutes  for  the  wrongful  importation  of 
distilled  spirits;  and  the  President  of  the  United  States  shall  make  such  regulations 
as  are  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  section." 

To  enforce  this  section  of  law  the  following  regulations  are  prescribed: 

No  intoxicating  liquors  shall  be  landed  at  any  port  or  place  in  said  Territory  with- 
out a  permit  from  the  chief  officer  of  the  customs  at  such  port  or  place,  to  be  issued 
upon  evidence  satisfactory  to  such  officer  that  the  liquors  are  imported  and  are  to  be 
used  vSolely  for  medicinal,  mechanical,  and  scientific  purposes. 

No  person  shall  manufacture  or  sell  intoxicating  liquors  within  the  Territory  of 
Alaska  without  first  having  obtained  a  license  from  the  governor  of  said  Territory, 
to  be  issued  upon  evidence  satisfactory  to  that  officer  that  the  making  and  sale  of 
such  liquor  will  be  conducted  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
statute. 

Any  intoxicating  liquors  imported,  manufactured,  or  sold  within  the  limits  of  said 
Territory  in  violation  of  these  regulations,  and  the  persons  engaged  in  such  violation, 
will  be  dealt  with  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section  1955  of  the  Revised  Statutes; 
and  the  governor  of  Alaska  and  the  officers  of  the  customs  at  any  port  or  place  in 
the  Ignited  States  from  which  intoxicating  liquors  may  be  shipped  to  that  Territory, 
as  well  as  officers  of  the  United  States  within  that  Territory,  are  hereby  authorized 
respectively  to  exact,  in  their  discretion,  a  bond  of  the  character  mentioned  in  sec- 
tion 1955,  Revised  Statutes,  from  the  master  or  mate  of  any  vessel  and  from  the 
persons  in  vsucli  Territory  to  whom  the  litjuors  may  be  vSent. 
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The  penally  prescribed  by  section  1955,  RevisutI  Statutes,  for  violation  of  the  law 
is  a  fine  not  exceeding  fgoo,  or  imprisontiient  not  more  than  six  mciiiths,  and  tile  for- 
feiture of  tlie  vessel  bringing  the  merchandise  and  her  cargo,  together  with  her  tackle, 
apparel,  and  tuniiture,  where  the  value  of  the  merchandise  exceeds  $400.  Where  the 
value  does  not  exceed  J40Q,  the  penalty  ts  forfeiture  of  the  merchatidiBe. 

The  proper  officers  within  the  Territorj-  are  charged  with  the  execution  of  the  law 
and  these  regulations.  Intoxicating  liquors  forfeited  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
will  be  subject  to  sale  under  tlie  same  provisions  of  law  iis  govern  the  sale  of  other 
goods  that  may  have  become  liable  to  forfeiture,  but  will  only  be  delivered  for 
removal  beyond  the  linuts  of  the  Territory.  ^^   mcCULLOCH,  Secrclary.

In  the  exercise  of  the  power  vested  in  the  President  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  by  virtue  of  the  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty-third  section  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  and  of  the  civil -.ser^nce  act  approved  January  16, 
1883,  the  following  rule  for  the  regulation  and  impro\'enienl  of  the 
executive  civil  sen'ice  is  hereby  amended  and  promulgated,  as  follows: 


1.  Wlienever  any  officer  having  the  power  of  appointment  or  employment  .Oiall  so 
request,  there  shall  be  certified  to  him  by  the  Coliunission  or  the  proper  examining 
board  four  names  for  the  vacancy  .specified,  to  be  taken  from  those  graded  highest 
ou  the  proper  register  pf  tliose  in  his  branch  of  the  service  and  remaining  eligible, 
regard  being  had  to  any  right  of  preference  and  to  the  apportionment  of  appoint- 
ments to  States  and  Territories:  and  from  the  said  four  a  selection  shall  be  made  for 
the  vacancy.  But  if  a  person  is  on  botli  a  general  and  a  special  register  he  ueed  be 
cerlifieil  from  the  fomicr  (miy,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Conimis.sion,  imtil  he  has 
remained  two  months  upon  the  latter. 

a.  These  certifications  for  the  service  at  Wasliington  shall  be  made  in  such  order 
as  to  apportion,  as  nearly  as  may  lie  practicable,  the  original  appointments  thereto 
among  tlie  States  and  Teiritories  and  the  Di.strict  of  Columbia  upon  the  basis  of 
population  as  ascertained  at  the  last  preceding  census. 

3.  In  case  the  request  for  any  such  certification  or  any  law  or  regulation  shall  call 
for  those  of  either  se.i.  persons  of  that  sex  shall  be  certified;  otherwisfe  sex  shall  be 
disregarded  in  such  certification. 

4.  No  person  upon  any  register  shall  be  Certified  more  than  tour  times  to  the  same 
officer  in  the  customs  or  postal  service  or  more  than  three  times  to  any  Department 
at  Washington,  unless  upon  request  of  the  appointing  officer;  nor  shall  anyone  remain 
eligible  more  than  one  year  upon  an  '  r  gisler  except  as  may  be  provided  by  regula- 
tion; but  these  restr  n  nd  o  examinations  under  clause  5  of  Rule 
VII.  No  person  wl  en  g  gbeo  any  register  shall  be  admitted  to  a  new 
examination,  and  no  |  rso  gad  upon  any  examination  shall  within  six 
months  thereafter  1  u  o  examination  without  the  consent  of  the 
Commission . 

5.  Any  person  appo  o  e  p  In  any  part  of  the  classified  service  who 
sliall  be  dismissed  or  separated  therefrom  without  fault  or  delinquency  on  his  part 
maybe  reappointed  or  reemployed  in  the  same  part  or  grade  of  such  service  in  the 
same  Department  or  office  within  one  year  next  following  such  dismissal  or  sepa- 
ration, without  furtlier  examination,  on  such  certification  as  the  Commission  may 
provide.

Grover  Cleveland

Grover  Cleveland 


Grover  Cleveland  was  born  in  Caldwell,  Essex  County,  N.  J., 
March  i8,  1837.  On  the  paternal  side  he  is  of  English  origin.  Moses 
Cleveland  emigrated  from  Ipswich,  County  of  Suffolk,  England,  in  1635, 
and  settled  at  Woburn,  Mass.,  where  he  died  in  1701.  His  descendant 
William  Cleveland  was  a  silversmith  and  watchmaker  at  Norwich,  Conn. 
Richard  Falley  Cleveland,  son  of  the  latter  named,  was  graduated  at  Yale 
in  1824,  was  ordained  to  the  Presbyterian  ministry  in  1829,  and  in  the 
same  year  married  Ann  Neal,  daughter  of  a  Baltimore  merchant  of  Irish 
birth.  These  two  were  the  parents  of  Grover  Cleveland.  The  Presbyte- 
rian parsonage  at  Caldwell,  where  he  was  bom,  was  fir.st  occupied  bj'  the 
Rev.  Stephen  Grover,  in  whose  honor  he  was  named;  but  the  first  name 
was  early  dropped,  and  he  has  been  since  known  as  Grover  Cleveland, 
When  he  was  4  years  old  his  father  accepted  a  call  to  Fayetteville, 
near  Sj'racuse,  N.  Y..  Avhere  the  son  had  common  and  academic  school- 
ing, and  afterwards  was  a  clerk  in  a  country  store.  The  removal  of  the 
family  to  Clinton.  Oneida  County,  gave  Iiim  additional  educational  advan- 
tages in  the  academy  there.  In  Iiis  seventeenth  year  he  became  a  clerk 
and  an  assistant  teacher  in  the  New  York  Institution  for  the  Blind,  in 
New  York  City,  in  which  his  elder  brother,  William,  a  Presbyterian  cler- 
gyman, was  then  a  teacher.  In  1855  he  left  Holland  Patent,  in  Oneida 
Count)-,  where  his  mother  at  that  time  resided,  to  go  to  the  West  in 
search  of  employment.  On  his  way  he  stopped  at  Black  Rock,  now  a 
jxtrt  of  Buffalo,  and  called  on  his  uncle,  Lewis  F.  Allen,  who  induced 
him  to  remain  and  aid  him  in  the  compilation  of  a  volume  of  the  Ameri- 
can Herd  Book,  receiving  for  six  weeks'  service  $60.  He  afterwards, 
and  while  studying  law,  assisted  in  the  preparation  of  several  other  vol- 
nmes  of  this  work,  and  the  preface  to  the  fifth  volume  (1861)  acknowl- 
edges his  ser\-ices.  In  August,  1855,  he  secured  a  place  as  clerk  and 
copyist  for  the  law  firm  of  Rogers,  Bowen  &  Rogers,  in  Buffalo,  began 
to  read  Blackstone,  and  in  the  autumn  of  that  year  was  receiving  $4  per 
week  for  his  work.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1859,  but  for  three 
years  longer  remained  with  the  firm  that  first  employed  him,  acting  as 
managing  clerk  at  a  salary  of  $600,  a  part  of  which  he  devoted  to  the 
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support  of  his  widowed  mother,  who  died  in  1882.  Was  appointed 
assistant  district  attorney  of  Erie  County  January  i,  1863,  and  held  the 
office  for  three  years.  At  this  time  the  Civil  War  was  raging.  Two 
of  his  brothers  were  in  the  Arm}',  and  his  mother  and  sisters  were 
largely  dependent  upon  him  for  support.  Unable  himself  to  enlist, 
he  borrowed  money  and  sent  a  substitute  to  the  war,  and  it  was  not 
till  long  after  the  war  that  he  was  able  to  repay  the  loan.  In  1865, 
at  the  age  of  28,  he  was  the  Democratic  candidate  for  district  attor- 
ney, but  was  defeated  by  the  Republican  candidate,  his  intimate  friend, 
Lyman  K.  Bass.  He  then  became  the  law  partner  of  Isaac  V.  Vander- 
pool,  and  in  1869  became  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Lanning,  Cleveland 
&  Folsom.  He  continued  a  successful  practice  till  1870,  when  he  was 
elected  sheriff  of  Erie  County.  At  the  expiration  of  his  three  years' 
term  he  formed  a  law  partnership  with  his  personal  friend  and  political 
antagonist,  L3-man  K.  Bass,  the  firm  being  Bass,  Cleveland  &  Bissell, 
and,  after  the  forced  retirement,  from  failing  health,  of  Mr.  Bass,  Cleve- 
land &  Bissell.  In  1881  he  was  nominated  the  Democratic  candidate 
for  mayor  of  Buffalo,  and  was  elected  by  a  majority  of  3,530,  the  largest 
ever  given  to  a  candidate  in  that  city.  In  the  same  election  the  Repub- 
lican State  ticket  was  carried  in  Buffalo  by  an  average  majority  of  over 
1,600.  He  entered  upon  the  office  January  i,  1882,  and  soon  became 
known  as  the  "Veto  Mayor,"  using  that  prerogative  fearlessly  in  check- 
ing unwise,  illegal,  and  extravagant  expenditures.  By  his  vetoes  he 
saved  the  city  nearly  $1,000,000  in  the  first  half  year  of  his  adminis- 
tration. He  oppOvSed  giving  $500  of  the  taxpayers'  money  to  the  Fire- 
men's Benevolent  Society  on  the  ground  that  such  appropriation  was 
not  permissible  under  the  terms  of  the  State  constitution  and  the  charter 
of  the  city.  He  vetoed  a  resolution  diverting  $500  from  the  Fourth  of 
July  appropriations  to  the  observance  of  Decoration  Day  for  the  same 
reason,  and  immediately  subscribed  one- tenth  of  the  sum  wanted  for  the 
purpose.  His  administration  of  the  office  won  tributes  to  his  integrity 
and  ability  from  the  press  and  the  people  irrespective  of  party.  On  the 
second  day  of  the  Democratic  State  convention  at  Syracuse,  September 
22,  1882,  on  the  third  ballot,  was  nominated  for  governor  in  opposition 
to  the  Republican  candidate,  Charles  J.  Folger,  then  Secretary  of  the 
United  States  Treasury.  He  had  the  united  support  of  his  own  party, 
while  the  Republicans  were  not  united  on  his  opponent,  and  at  the  elec- 
tion in  November  he  received  a  plurality  over  Mr.  Folger  of  192,854. 
His  State  administration  was  only  an  expansion  of  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples that  controlled  his  official  action  while  mayor  of  Buffalo.  In  a 
letter  written  to  his  brother  on  the  day  of  his  election  he  announced 
a  policy  he  intended  to  adopt,  and  afterwards  carried  out,  **that  is,  to 
make  the  matter  a  business  engagement  between  the  people  of  the  State 
and  myself,  in  which  the  obligation  on  my  side  is  to  perform  the  duties 
assigned  me  with  an  eye  single  to  the  interest  of  my  employers.**    The 
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Deniricralic  national  convention  met  at  Chicago  July  H,  1S84.  On  Julj' 
1 1  he  was  nominated  as  their  candidate  for  President.  The  Repub- 
licans made  James  G.  Blaine  their  candidate,  while  Benjamin  F.  Butler, 
of  Massachusetts,  was  the  Labor  and  Greenback  candidate,  and  John  P. 
St.  John,  of  Kansas,  was  the  Prohibition  candidate.  At  the  election, 
November  4,  Mr,  Cleveland  received  2ig  and  Mr.  Blaine  182  electoral 
votes.  He  was  unanimously  renominated  for  the  Presidency-  by  the 
national  Democratic  convention  in  St.  Louis  on  June  6,  18S8.  At  the 
election  iti  Novemlwr  he  received  168  electoral  votes,  while  233  were 
cast  for  Benjamin  Harrison,  the  Republican  candidate.  Of  the  popu- 
lar vote,  however,  he  received  5.540,329,  and  Mr.  Harrison  received 
5.439i'*53-  At  the  close  of  his  Administration,  March  4,  1889,  he  retired 
to  New  York.  City,  where  he  reentered  upon  the  practice  of  his  profes- 
sion. It  soon  became  evident,  however,  that  he  would  be  prominently 
urged  as  a  candidate  for  renomination  in  1892.  At  the  national  Demo- 
cratic couveiition  which  met  in  Chicago  June  21,  1892,  he  received  more 
than  two-thirds  of  the  votes  on  the  first  ballot.  At  the  election  in 
November  he  received  277  of  the  electoral  votes,  while  Mr.  Harrison 
received  145  and  Mr.  James  B.  Weaver,  the  candidate  of  the  People's 
Party,  22.  Of  the  popular  vote  Mr.  Cleveland  received  5.553.142,  Mr. 
Harrison  5,186,931,  and  Mr.  Weaver  1,030,128.  He  retired  from  office 
March  4.  1897,  and  removed  to  Princeton,  N.  J.,  where  he  has  since 
resided.  He  is  the  first  of  our  Presidents  who  served  a  second  terra 
without  being  elected  as  his  own  successor.  President  Cleveland  was 
married  in  the  White  House  on  June  2,  iS.Sfi.to  Miss  Frances  Folsom, 
daughter  of  his  deceased  friend  and  partner,  Oscar  Folsom,  of  the  Buffalo 
bar.  Mrs.  Cleveland  was  the  youngest  (except  the  wife  of  Mr.  Madison) 
of  the  many  mistres.ses  of  the  White  House,  having  been  born  in  Buf- 
falo, N.  V,,  in  1864.  She  is  the  first  wife  of  a  President  married  in  the 
White  House,  and  tlie  first  to  give  birth  to  a  child  there,  their  second 
daughter  (Esther)  having  been  born  in  the  Executive  Mansion  in  1893. 


INAUGURAL  ADDRESS. 

Fellow-Citizkns:  In  the  presence  of  this  vast  assemblage  of  my 
countrymen  I  am  about  to  supplement  and  seal  by  the  oath  which  1 
shall  take  the  manifestation  of  the  will  of  a  great  and  free  people.  In 
the  exertise  of  their  power  and  right  of  self-government  they  have  com- 
mitted to  one  of  their  fellow-citizens  a  supreme  and  sacred  trust,  and  he 
here  consecrates  himself  to  their  service. 

This  impressive  ceremony  adds  little  to  the  solemn  sense  of  responsi- 
bility with  which  I  contemplate  the  duty  I  owe  to  all  the  people  of  the 
land.     Nothing  cau  relieve  me  from  anxiety  lest  by  any  act  of  mine 
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their  interests  may  suffer,  and  nothing  is  needed  to  strengthen  my  resolu- 
tion to  engage  every  faculty  and  effort  in  the  promotion  of  their  welfare. 

Amid  the  din  of  party  strife  the  people's  choice  was  made,  but  its 
attendant  circumstances  have  demonstrated  anew  the  strength  and  safety 
of  a  go\'ernment  by  the  people.  In  each  succeeding  year  it  more  clearly 
appears  that  our  democratic  principle  needs  no  apolog>',  and  that  in  its 
fearless  and  faithful  application  is  to  be  found  the  surest  guaranty  of 
good  government. 

But  the  l>est  results  in  the  operation  of  a  government  wherein  every 
citizen  has  a  share  largel}'  depend  upon  a  proper  limitation  of  purely 
partisan  zeal  and  effort  and  a  correct  appreciation  of  the  time  when  the 
heat  of  the  partisan  should  be  merged  in  the  patriotism  of  the  citizen. 

To-day  the  executive  branch  of  the  Government  is  transferred  to  new 
keeping.  But  this  is  still  the  Government  of  all  the  people,  and  it 
should  be  none  the  less  an  object  of  their  affectionate  solicitude.  At 
this  hour  the  animosities  of  political  strife,  the  bitterness  of  partisan 
defeat,  and  the  exultation  of  partisan  triumph  should  be  supplanted 
by  an  ungrudging  acquiescence  in  the  popular  will  and  a  sober,  consci- 
entious concern  for  the  general  weal.  Moreover,  if  from  this  hour  we 
cheerfully  and  honestly  abandon  all  .sectional  prejudice  and  distrust,  and 
determine,  with  manly  confidence  in  one  another,  to  work  out  harmo- 
niously the  achievements  of  our  national  destiny,  we  shall  deserve  to 
realize  all  the  benefits  which  our  happy  form  of  government  can  bestow. 

On  this  auspicious  occasion  we  may  well  renew  the  pledge  of  our  devo- 
tion to  the  Constitution,  which,  lainiched  b}'  the  founders  of  the  Republic 
and  consecrated  by  their  prayers  and  patriotic  devotion,  has  for  almost  a 
century  borne  the  hopes  and  the  aspirations  of  a  gfreat  people  through 
prosperity  and  peace  and  through  the  shock  of  foreign  conflicts  and  the 
perils  of  domestic  strife  and  vicissitudes. 

By  the  F'ather  of  his  Country  our  Constitution  was  commended  for 
adoption  as  *  *  the  result  of  a  spirit  of  amity  and  mutual  concession.  * '  In 
that  same  spirit  it  should  be  administered,  in  order  to  promote  the  last- 
ing welfare  of  the  country  and  to  secure  the  full  measure  of  its  price- 
less benefits  to  us  and  to  those  who  will  succeed  to  the  blessings  of 
our  national  life.  The  large  variety  of  diverse  and  competing  interests 
subject  to  F'ederal  control,  persistently  seeking  the  recognition  of  their 
claims,  need  give  us  no  fear  that  * '  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  num- 
ber" will  fail  to  be  accomplished  if  in  the  halls  of  national  legislation 
that  vSpirit  of  amity  and  mutual  concession  shall  prevail  in  which  the 
Constitution  had  its  birth.  If  this  involves  the  surrender  or  postpone- 
ment of  private  interests  and  the  abandonment  of  local  advantages,  com- 
pensation will  be  found  in  the  assurance  that  the  common  interest  is 
subserved  and  the  general  welfare  advanced. 

In  the  discharge  of  my  official  duty  I  shall  endeavor  to  be  guided  by  a 
just  and  unstrained  construction  of  the  Constitution,  a  careful  observance 
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of  the  distinctiou  between  the  powers  granted  to  the  Federal  Goveni- 
ment  and  those  reserved  to  the  States  or  to  the  people,  and  by  a  cautious 
appreciation  of  those  functions  which  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  have 
been  especially  assigned,  to  the  executive  branch  of  the  Government. 

But  he  who  takes  the  oath  to-day  to  preserve,  protect,  and  defend  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  only  assumes  the  solemn  obHgation 
which  everj'  patriotic  citizen — on  the  fann,  in  the  workshop,  in  the  busy 
marts  of  trade,  and  everywhere— should  share  with  him.  The  Constitu- 
tion which  prescribes  his  oath,  my  countrymen,  is  yours;  the  Govern- 
ment you  have  chosen  him  to  administer  for  a  time  is  yours;  the  suffrage 
which  executes  the  will  of  freemen  is  yours;  the  laws  and  the  entire 
scheme  of  our  civil  rule,  from  the  town  meeting  to  the  State  capitals  and 
the  national  capital,  is  yours.  Your  every  voter,  as  surely  as  your  Chief 
Magistrate,  under  the  same  high  sanction,  though  in  a  different  sphere, 
exercises  a  public  trust.  Nor  is  this  all.  Every  citizen  owes  to  the 
country  a  vigilant  watch  and  close  scrutiny  of  its  public  servants  and  a 
fair  and  reasonable  estimate  of  their  fidelity'  and  usefulness.  Thus  is  the 
people's  will  impressed  ujxm  the  whole  framework  of  otir  civil  polity — 
municipal.  State,  and  Federal;  and  this  is  the  price  of  our  liberty  and  the 
inspiration  of  our  faith  in  the  Republic. 

It  is  the  duty  of  those  serving  the  people  in  public  place  to  closely 
limit  public  expenditures  to  the  actual  needs  of  the  Government  econom- 
ically administered,  because  this  bounds  the  right  of  the  Government  to 
exact  tribute  from  the  earnings  of  labor  or  the  property  of  the  citizen, 
and  because  public  extravagance  begets  extravagance  anioiit;  tJie  people. 
We  should  never  be  ashamed  of  the  simplicity  and  prudential  economies 
which  are  best  suited  to  the  operation  of  a  republican  form  of  government 
and  most  compatible  with  the  mission  of  the  American  people.  Those 
who  are  selected  for  a  limited  time  to  manage  public  affairs  are  still  of  the 
people,  and  may  do  much  by  their  example  to  encourage,  consistently  with 
the  dignity  of  their  official  functions,  that  plain  way  of  hfe  which  among 
their  fellow-citizens  aids  integrity  and  promotes  thrift  and  prosperity. 

The  genius  of  our  institutions,  the  needs  of  our  people  in  their  home 
life,  and  the  attention  which  is  demanded  for  the  settlement  and  develop- 
ment of  the  resources  of  our  vast  territory  dictate  the  scrupulous  avoid- 
ance of  any  departure  from  that  foreign  policy  commended  by  the  history, 
the  traditions,  and  the  prosperity  of  our  Republic.  It  is  the  policy  of 
independence,  favored  by  onr  position  and  defended  by  our  known  love 
of  justice  and  by  our  power.  It  is  the  policy  of  peace  suitable  to  our 
interests.  It  is  the  ]X)licy  of  neutrality,  rejecting  any  share  in  foreign 
broils  and  ambitions  upon  other  continents  and  repelling  their  intrusion 
here.  It  is  the  policy  of  Monroe  and  of  Washington  and  Jefferson — 
"Peace,  commerce,  and  hone.st  friendship  with  all  nations;  entangling 
alliance  with  none." 

A  due  regard  for  the  interests  and  prosperity  of  all  the  people  demands

that  our  finances  shall  be  established  upon  such  a  sound  and  sensible 
basis  as  shall  secure  the  safety  and  confidence  of  business  interests  and 
make  the  wage  of  lalx>r  sure  and  steady,  and  that  our  system  of  revenue 
shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to  relieve  the  people  of  unnecessary  taxation, 
having  a  due  regard  to  the  interests  of  capital  invested  and^  working^en 
employed  in  American  industries,  and  preventing  the  accumulation  of  a 
surplus  in  the  Treasury  to  tempt  extravagance  and  waste. 

Care  for  the  property  of  the  nation  and  for  the  needs  of  future  settlers 
requires  that  the  public  domain  should  be  protected  from  purloining 
schemes  and  unlawful  occupation. 

The  conscience  of  the  people  demands  that  the  Indians  within  our 
boundaries  .shall  be  fairly  and  honestly  treated  as  wards  of  the  Govern- 
ment and  their  education  and  civilization  promoted  with  a  view  to  their 
ultimate  citizenship,  and  that  polygamy  in  the  Territories,  destructive  of 
the  family  relation  and  offensive  to  the  moral  sense  of  the  civilized 
world,  shall  l)e  repressed. 

The  laws  should  be  rigidly  enforced  which  prohibit  the  immigration 
of  a  servile  class  to  compete  with  American  labor,  with  no  intention  of 
acquiring  citizenship,  and  bringing  with  them  and  retaining  habits  and 
customs  repugnant  to  our  civilization. 

The  people  demand  refonn  in  the  administration  of  the  Government 
and  the  application  of  business  principles  to  public  affairs.  As  a  means 
to  this  end,  civil-service  reform  should  be  in  good  faith  enforced.  Our 
citizens  have  the  right  to  protection  from  the  incompetency  of  public 
employees  who  hold  their  places  solely  as  the  reward  of  partisan  service, 
and  from  the  corrupting  influence  of  those  who  promise  and  the  vicious 
methods  of  those  who  expect  such  rewards;  and  those  \vho  worthily  seek 
public  emplo3'ment  have  the  right  to  insist  that  merit  and  competency 
shall  be  recognized  instead  of  party  subsennency  or  the  surrender  of 
honest  political  belief. 

In  the  administration  of  a  government  pledged  to  do  equal  and  exact 
justice  to  all  men  there  should  be  no  pretext  for  anxiety  touching  the 
protection  of  the  freedmen  in  their  rights  or  their  securit}"  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  their  privileges  mider  the  Constitution  and  its  amendments.  All 
discussion  as  to  their  fitness  for  the  place  accorded  to  them  as  American 
citizens  is  idle  and  iniprofitable  except  as  it  suggests  the  necessity  for 
their  improvement.  The  fact  that  they  are  citizens  entitles  them  to  all 
the  rights  due  to  that  relation  and  charges  them  with  all  its  duties,  obli- 
gations, and  resixmsibilities. 

These  topics  and  the  constant  and  ever-varying  wants  of  an  active  and 
enterprising  population  may  well  receive  the  attention  and  the  patriotic 
endeavor  of  all  who  make  and  execute  the  Federal  law.  Our  duties  are 
practical  and  call  for  industrious  application,  an  intelligent  perception  of 
the  claims  of  public  office,  and,  above  all,  a  firm  determination,  by  united 
action,  to  secure  to  all  the  people  of  the  land  the  full  benefits  of  the  best 
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fomi  of  government  ever  vouchsafed  to  man.  And  let  us  not  trust  to 
human  effort  aloue,  but  humbly  acknowledging  the  power  and  goodness 
of  Almighty  God,  who  presides  over  the  destiny  of  nations,  and  who  lias 
at  all  times  been  revealed  in  our  country's  history,  let  us  invoke  His  aid 
and  His  blessing  upon  our  labors.

Whereas  it  is  further  alleged  that  certain  other  persons  or  associations 
within  the  territory  and  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  have  begun 
and  set  on  foot  preparations  for  an  organized  and  forcible  entry  and 
settlement  upon  the  aforesaid  lands  and  are  now  threatening  such  entry 
and  occupation;  and 

Whereas  the  law^s  of  the  United  States  provide  for  the  removal  of 
all  persons  residing  or  being  found  upon  such  Indian  lands  and  terri- 
tory without  permission  expressly  and  legally  obtained  of  the  Interior 
Department: 

Now,  therefore,  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  public  interests,  as 
well  as  the  interests  of  the  Indian  nations  and  tribes,  and  to  the  end  that 
no  person  or  persons  may  be  induced  to  enter  upon  said  territory,  where 
they  will  not  be  allowed  to  remain  without  the  permission  of  the  authority 
aforesaid,  I,  Grover  Cleveland,  President  of  the  United  States,  do  hereby 
warn  and  admonish  all  and  every  person  or  persons  now  in  the  occupa-

the  Indians  residing  upon  said  reservation,  or  which  may  have  heretofore

of  April  29,  1868,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  restored  to  the  public 
domain;*'  and 

Whereas  upon  the  claim  being  made  that  said  order  is  illegal  and  in 
violation  of  the  plighted  faith  and  obligations  of  the  United  States  con- 
tained in  sundry  treaties  heretofore  entered  into  with  the  Indian  tribes 
or  bands  occupants  of  said  reser\'ation,  and  that  the  further  execution  of 
said  order  will  not  only  occasion  much  distress  and  suffering  to  peaceable 
Indians,  but  retard  the  work  of  their  civilization  and  engender  amongst 
them  a  distrust  of  the  National  Government,  I  have  determined,  after  a 
careful  examination  of  the  several  treaties,  acts  of  Congress,  and  other 
official  data  bearing  on  the  subject,  aided  and  assisted  therein  by  the 
advice  and  opinion  of  the  Attorney- General  of  the  United  States  duly 
rendered  in  that  behalf,  that  the  lands  so  proposed  to  be  restored  to  the 
public  domain  by  said  Executive  order  of  February  27, 1885,  are  included 
as  existing  Indian  reservations  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Missouri  River  by 
the  terms  of  the  second  article  of  the  treaty  wnth  the  Sioux  Indians  con- 
cluded April  29,  1868,  and  that  consequently,  being  treaty  reservations, 
the  Executive  was  without  lawful  power  to  restore  them  to  the  public 
domain  by  said  Executive  order,  which  is  therefore  deemed  and  consid- 
ered to  Ije  wholly  inoperative  and  void;  and 

Whereas  the  laws  of  the  United  States  provide  for  the  removal  of  all 
persons  residing  or  l)eing  found  upon  Indian  lands  and  territory  without 
permission  expressly  and  legally  obtained  of  the  Interior  Department: 

Now,  therefore,  in  order  to  maintain  inviolate  the  solemn  pledges  and 
plighted  faith  of  the  Government  as  given  in  the  treaties  in  question,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  properly  protecting  the  interests  of  the  Indian  tribes 
as  well  as  of  the  United  States  in  the  premises,  and  to  the  end  that  no 
person  or  persons  may  be  induced  to  enter  upon  said  lands,  where  they 
will  not  be  allowed  to  remain  without  the  permission  of  the  authority 
aforesaid,  I,  Grover  Cleveland,  President  of  the  United  States,  do  hereby 
declare  and  proclaim  the  said  Executive  order  of  February  27,  1885,  to 
be  in  contravention  of  the  treaty  obligations  of  the  United  States  with

I  do  further  wani  and  admonish  all  and  every  person  or  persons 
now  in  the  occupation  of  said  lands  under  color  of  said  Executive  order, 
and  all  such  person  or  persons  as  are  intending  or  preparing  to  enter  and 
settle  upon  the  same  thereunder,  that  they  will  neither  be  permitted  to 
remain  or  enter  upon  said  lands,  and  such  persons  as  are  already  there 
are  hereby  required  to  vacate  and  remove  therefrom  with  their  effects 
within  sixty  days  from  the  date  hereof;  and  in  case  a  due  regard  for  and 
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vohuitarj'  obedience  lo  the  laws  and  treaties  of  the  ITnited  States  and  this 
admonition  and  warning  be  not  sufficient  to  eSect  the  purpose  and  inten- 
tions as  herein  declared,  all  the  power  of  the  Government  will  be  em- 
ployed to  carry  into  proper  execntiou  the  treaties  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  herein  referred  to.

Whereas  certain  portions  of  the  Cheyenne  and  Arapahoe  Indian  Res- 
ervation, in  the  Indian  Territorj-,  are  occupied  by  persons  other  than 
Indians,  who  claim  the  right  to  keep  and  graze  cattle  thereon  by  agree- 
ment made  with  the  Indians  for  who.ie  special  pos.sessioii  and  occupancy 
the  said  lauds  have  been  reserved  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States, 
or  under  other  pretexts  and  liceu.ses;   and 

Whereas  all  such  agreements  and  licenses  are  deemed  void  and  of  no 
effect,  and  the  persons  so  occupying  said  lands  with  cattle  are  considered 
unlawfully  upon  the  domain  of  the  United  States  so  reserved  as  afore- 
said; and 

Whereas  the  claims  of  such  persons  under  said  leases  and  licenses  and 
their  unauthorized  presence  upon  such  reservation  have  caused  com- 
plaint and  discontent  on  the  part  of  the  Indians  located  thereon,  and  are 
likely  to  cause  serious  outbreaks  and  disturbances; 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Grover  Cleveland,  President  of  the  United  States, 
do  hereby  order  and  direct  that  all  persons  other  than  Indians  who  are 
now  upon  any  part  of  said  reser\'ation  for  the  purpose  of  grazing  cattle 
thereon,  and  their  ser\-ants  and  agents,  and  all  other  unauthorized  per- 
sons now  upon  said  reservation,  do,  within  forty  days  from  the  date  of 
this  proclamation,  depart  and  entirely  remove  therefrom  with  their  cattle, 
horses,  and  other  property.

The  President  of  the  United  States  has  just  received  the  sad  tidings 
of  the  death  of  that  illustrious  citizen  and  ex- President  of  the  United 
States,  General  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  at  Mount  McGregor,  in  the  State  of 
New  York,  to  which  place  he  had  lately  been  removed  in  the  endeavor 
to  prolong  his  life. 

In  making  this  announcement  to  the  people  of  the  United  States  the 
President  is  impressed  with  the  magnitude  of  the  public  loss  of  a  great 
military  leader,  who  was  in  the  hour  of  victory  magnanimous,  amid  dis- 
aster serene  and  self -sustained;  who  in  every  station,  whether  as  a  soldier 
or  as  a  Chief  Magistrate,  twice  called  to  powder  by  his  fellow-countrymen, 
trod  unswervingly  the  pathway  of  duty,  undeterred  by  doubts,  single- 
minded  and  straightforward. 

The  entire  country  has  witnessed  with  deep  emotion  his  prolonged  and 
patient  struggle  with  painful  disease,  and  has  watched  by  his  couch  of 
suffering  wnth  tearful  sympathy. 

The  destined  end  has  come  at  last,  and  his  spirit  has  returned  to  the 
Creator  w^ho  sent  it  forth. 

The  great  heart  of  the  nation  that  followed  him  when  living  with  love 
and  pride  bows  now"  in  sorrow  above  him  dead,  tenderly  mindful  of  his 
\nrtues,  his  great  patriotic  services,  and  of  the  loss  occasioned  by  his  death. 

In  testimony  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  General  Grant,  it  is  ordered 
that  the  Executive  Mansion  and  the  several  Departments  at  Washington 
be  draped  in  mourning  for  a  period  of  thirty  days  and  that  all  public 
business  shall  on  the  day  of  the  funeral  be  suspended;  and  the  Secre- 
taries of  War  and  of  the  Navy  will  cause  orders  to  be  issued  for  appro- 
priate military  and  naval  honors  to  be  rendered  on  that  day.

Whereas  public  policy  demands  that  the  public  domain  shall  be  reserved 
for  the  occupancy  of  actual  settlers  in  good  faith,  and  that  our  people 
who  seek  homes  upon  such  domain  shall  in  no  wnse  be  prevented  by  any 
wrongful  interference  from  the  safe  and  free  entr>'  thereon  to  which  they 
may  l)e  entitled;  and 

Whereas,  to  secure  and  maintain  this  Ijeneficent  policy,  a  statute  was 
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passed  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  on  the  25th  day  of  February, 
in  the  year  1885.  which  declared  to  be  unlawful  all  inclosuresaf  any  pub- 
lic lauds  in  any  State  or  Territoo'  to  any  of  which  land  included  within 
said  inclosure  the  person,  party,  association,  or  corporation  making  or 
controlling  such  inclasnre  had  no  claim  or  color  of  title  made  or  acquired 
in  good  faith,  or  an  asserted  right  thereto  by  or  under  claim  made  in 
good  faith  with  a  view  to  entry  thereof  at  the  proper  land  office;  and 
which  statute  also  prohibited  any  person,  by  force,  threats,  intimidation, 
or  by  any  fencing  or  inclosure  or  other  unlawful  means,  from  prevent- 
ing or  obstructing  anj-  person  ffom  peaceably  entering  upon  or  estab- 
lishing a  settlement  or  residence  on  any  tract  of  public  land  subject  to 
settlement  or  entry  under  the  public-land  laws  of  the  United  States,  and 
from  preventing  or  obstructing  free  passage  and  transit  over  or  through 
the  public  lands;  and 

Whereas  it  is  by  the  fifth  section  of  said  act  provided  as  follows: 

Thai  the  President  is  hereby  autliorbed  to  take  such  means  as  diall  be  necessary 
to  remove  and  destroy  any  unlawful  inclosure  of  any  of  said  lands,  and  to  employ 
dvil  or  military  force  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose. 

And  whereas  it  has  l^een  brought  to  my  knowledge  that  unlawful  inclo- 
sures,  and  such  as  are  prohibited  by  the  terms  of  the  aforesaid  statute, 
exist  upon  the  public  domain,  and  that  actual  legal  settlement  thereon  is 
prevented  and  obstructed  by  such  indosures  and  by  iorce,  threats,  and 
intimidation : 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Grover  Cleveland,  President  of  the  United  States, 
do  hereby  order  and  direct  that  any  and  ever>-  unlawful  inclosure  of  the 
public  lands  maintained  by  any  person,  association,  or  corporation  be  im- 
mediately removed;  and  I  do  hereby  forbid  any  person,  association,  or  cor- 
poration from  preventing  or  obstructing  by  means  of  such  inclosures,  or 
by  force,  threats,  or  intimidation,  any  person  entitled  thereto  from  peace- 
ably entering  upon  and  establishing  a  settlement  or  residence  on  any  part 
of  such  public  land  which  is  subject  to  entry  and  settlement  under  the 
laws  of  the  United  Slates. 

And  I  command  and  require  each  and  every  officer  of  the  United  States 
upon  whom  the  duty  is  legally  de\-olved  to  cause  this  order  to  lie  obeyed 
and  all  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  herein  mentioned  to  be  faith- 
fully enforced.

Whereas  by  the  provisions  of  section  14  of  an  act  approved  June  26, 
1S84,  "to  remove  certain  burdens  on  the  American  merchant  marine  and 
encourage  the  American  foreign  carrying  trade,  and  for  other  purposes,'* 
the  President  of  the  Ignited  States  is  authorized  to  sus}x;nd  the  collec- 
tion in  ports  of  the  United  vStates  from  vessels  arriving  from  any  port  in

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  me  by  the  governor  of  the  Territory  of 
Washington  that  domestic  violence  exists  within  the  said  Territory,  and 
that  by  reason  of  unlawful  obstructions  and  combinations  aud  the  assem- 
blage of  evil-disposed  persons  it  has  become  impracticable  to  enforce  by 
the  ordinary  course  of  judicial  proceedings  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
at  Seattle  aud  at  other  points  and  places  within  said  Territory,  whereby 
life  and  property  are  there  threatened  and  endangered;  and 

Whereas  the  legislature  of  said  Territory  cau  not  be  convened,  and  in 
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the  judgment  of  the  President  an  emergency  has  arisen  and  a  case  is 
now  presented  which  justifies  and  requires,  under  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  the  United  States,  the  employment  of  military  force  to  suppress 
domestic  \nolence  and  enforce  the  faithful  execution  of  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  if  the  command  and  warning  of  this  proclamation  be  dis- 
ol)eyed  or  disregarded: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Grover  Cleveland,  President  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  do  hereby  command  and  warn  all  insurgents  and  all  persons 
who  have  assembled  at  any  point  within  the  said  Territory  of  Washing- 
ton for  the  unlawful  purposes  aforesaid  to  desist  therefrom  and  to  dis- 
perse and  retire  peaceably  to  their  respective  abodes  on  or  before  12 
o'clock  meridian  on  the  8th  day  of  Noveml^er  instant. 

And  I  do  admonish  all  good  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  all  persons 
within  the  limits  and  jurisdiction  thereof  against  aiding,  abetting,  coun- 
tenancing, or  taking  any  part  in  such  unlawful  acts  or  assemblages.

EXECUTIVE  ORDERS. 

In  the  exercise  of  the  ]X)wer  vested  in  the  President  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  by  virtue  of  the  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty- third  section  of 
the  Revised  vStatutes  and  of  the  civil-ser\4ce  act  approved  January  16, 
1883,  the  following  rule  for  the  regulation  and  improvement  of  the 
executive  civil  service  is  hereby  amended  and  promulgated,  as  follows: 

RUIJv   XXII. 

Any  person  who  has  been  in  the  classified  departmental  service  for  one  year  01 
more  immediately  previous  may,  when  the  needs  of  the  service  require  it,  be  trans- 
ferred or  appointed  to  any  other  place  therein  upon  producing  a  certificate  from  the 
Civil  Service  Conmiission  that  such  ])erson  has  i)assed  at  the  required  grade  one  or 
more  examinations  which  are  toj^ether  equal  to  that  necessary  for  original  entrance 
to  the  i)lace  which  would  be  secured  by  the  transferor  appointment;  and  any  person 
who  has  for  three  years  last  i)rcoedinjj^  served  as  a  clerk  in  the  office  of  the  President 
of  the  T'nited  States  may  bo  transferred  or  appointed  to  any  place  in  the  classified 
service  witlumt  examination.

UTiereas  the  Government  of  His  Majesty  tiie  King  of  Italy  lias  ex- 
tended to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  an  invitation  to  partici- 
pate in  a  sanitarj'  conference  to  be  held  at  Rome  on  the  15th  day  of 
May,  1885,  for  the  purpose  of  devising  efficient  measures  to  prevent  the 
invasion  of  cholera  and  to  mitigate  its  disastrous  consequences;  and 

Whereas,  by  a  provision  of  the  act  of  Congress  entitled  '  'An  act  mak- 
ing appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  Government  for  tlie 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1886,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved 
March  3.  1885,  for  the  suppression  of  epidemic  diseases,  the  President 
of  the  United  States  is  authorized,  in  case  of  threatened  or  actual  epi- 
demic of  cholera  or  yellow  fever,  to  use  certain  appropriated  sums,  made 
immediately  available,  "in  aid  of  State  and  local  boards  or  otherwise, 
in  his  discretion,  in  preventing  and  suppressing  the  spread  of  the  same 
and  for  maintaining  quarantine  and  maritime  inspections  at  points  of 
danger;"  and 

Whereas  there  is  imminent  danger  of  a  recurrence  of  a  cholera  epi- 
demic in  Europe,  which  may  be  brought  to  our  shores  unless  adetpiate 
measures  of  international  or  local  quarantine  and  maritime  inspection 
are  taken  in  season,  which  measures  of  preventive  inspection  are  proper 
to  he  considered  by  the  aforesaid  conference,  to  the  end  that  their  effi- 
ciency in  divers  countries  may  l)e  secured: 

Now,  therefore,  in  virtue  of  the  discretionary  authority  conferred  upon 
me  by  the  aforesaid  act  of  Congress,  I  hereby  designate  and  appoint 
Major  George  M.  Sternberg,  surgeon  in  the  United  States  Army,  to 
attend  said  conference  at  Rome  as  the  delegate  thereto  on  the  part  of 
the  Government  of  the  United  States,  under  the  directions  and  instruc- 
tions of  the  Secretary  of  State;  and  I  hereby  direct  the  Secretary  of  War 
to  detail  the  said  George  M.  Sternberg  to  perform  the  special  service  to 
which  he  i^  thus  assigned,  with  full  pay  and  allowances  as  on  active 
ser\-ice;  and  I  further  direct  that  the  reasonable  and  necessary  expenses 
of  tra\'el  and  sojourn  of  the  said  George  M.  Stenil^erg  in  proceeding 
from  Washington  to  Rome,  and  during  his  attendance  there  uixin  the 
sessions  of  the  said  conference,  and  in  returning,  upon  the  conclusion 
thereof,  from  Rome  to  Washington,  be  adjusted  and  paid  from  the  ap- 
propriation available  under  the  aforesaid  act  of  March  3,  1885,  upon  his 
statement  of  account  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State.

executive  civil  service  is  hereby  amended  and  promulgated,  as  follows: 

RULK    XT. 

I.  Ivvcry  ai)plicati<)ii,  in  order  to  entitle  the  ai)plicant  to  api)ear  for  examination 
or  to  be  examined,  mnst  state  nnder  oath  the  facts  on  the  following  subjects:  (i) 
I'nll  name,  residence,  and  j)ost-oflice  address;  (2)  citizenship;  (3)  age;  (4)  place  of 
birth;  {5  )  health  and  physical  capacity  for  the  public  service;  (6)  right  of  preference 
by  reason  of  military  or  naval  service;  (7)  previt)us  employment  in  the  public  ser\*- 
ice;  (  S  )  business  or  employment  and  residence  for  the  previous  five  years;  (9)  e<luca- 
tion.  Such  other  information  shall  be  furnished  as  the  Connnission  niav  reasonably 
require  touching  the  api)licant's  fitness  for  the  public  service.  The  applicant  must 
also  state  the  number  of  members  of  his  family  in  the  jniblic  service  and  where 
emi)loyed,  and  nni.st  also  assert  that  he  is  not»disqualifie<l  under  .section  8  of  the 
civil-service  act.  which  is  as  follows: 

"That  no  person  h.abitually  usin^  intoxicating  beverages  to  excess  shall  be  ap- 
pointed to  or  retained  in  any  ofllce.  a])pointnient,  or  employment  to  which  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  are  api)lica]jle." 
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No  person  dismissed  troju  tiie  public  sen-ice  for  misconduct  and  110  person  who 
has  not  liccii  abitolutely  appointed  or  employed  after  probation  shall  be  admitted 
to  eicamination  within  two  years  tliereafter. 

1.  No  person  under  enlistment  in  the  Anny  or  Navy  of  the  United  States  shall  be 
examined  under  these  rules,  except  for  iiome  place  in  the  Department  under  which 
he  is  enlisted  requiring  special  qualifications,  and  with  tlie  consent  in  writing  of  the 
heati  of  such  Department. 

3.  The  Commission  may  by  regulations,  subject  to  change  at  any  time  by  the 
President,  declare  the  kind  and  measure  of  ill  health,  physical  incapacity,  misrep- 
resentation, and  bad  faith  whicli  may  properly  exclude  any  person  from  the  right 
of  examination,  grading,  or  certification  under  these  rules.  It  may  also  provide  for 
medical  certificates  of  physical  capacity  in  the  proper  cases,  and  fur  the  appropriate 
certification  of  persons  so  defective  in  sight,  speech,  hearing,  or  otherwise  as  to  be 
apparentlj'  disqualified  for  some  of  the  duties  of  the  part  of  the  service  which  tltey 
seek  to  enter.

Whereas  there  is  imminent  danger  of  a  recurrence  of  a  cholera  epi- 
demic in  Europe,  which  may  be  brought  to  our  shores  unless  adequate 
measures  of  international  or  local  quarantine  inspections  are  taken  in 
season,  which  measures  of  preventive  inspection  are  proper  subjects  to 
be  considered,  to  the  end  that  their  efficiency  in  divers  countries  may  be 
secured:

RULE  IV. 

1.  All  officials  connected  with  any  office  where  or  tor  which  any  enaminalion  is 
to  take  place  will  give  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and  the  chief  examiner  such 
information  zs,  may  be  reasonably  required  to  enable  the  Commission  to  select  com- 
petent and  trustworthy  examiners;  and  the  examinations  by  tliose  selected  as  exam- 
iners, and  the  work  incident  tliereto.  will  lie  regarded  as  a  part  of  the  public  business 
to  be  performed  at  such  office,  and  with  ilue  regard  to  other  parts  of  the  public  busi- 
ness said  esHiniuers  shall  lie  allowed  time  during  office  hours  to  perforin  the  duties 
required  of  them. 

2,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  executive  officer  promptly  to  inform  the  Commis- 
sion, in  writing,  of  the  removal  or  discharge  from  the  public  service  of  any  examiner 
in  his  office,  or  of  the  inability  or  refusal  of  any  such  examiner  to  act  in  that  capac- 
ity; and,  on  the  request  of  the  Commission,  such  officer  shall  thereupon  name  not 
teas  than  two  persons  serving  under  bim  whom  he  regards  as  most  competent  for  a 
place  on  an  examining  board,  stating  generally  their  qualilicatious ;  and  from  all 
those  who  msy  be  named  for  any  such  place  the  Cammission  shall  select  a  person  to 
fill  the  same. 


I.  Every  application,  in  order  to  entitle  the  applicant  to  appear  for  e 
or  til  be  examined,  must  state  under  oath  the  facta  on  the  following  subjects:  ( I ) 
Full  name,  residence,  and  post-office  address;  (2)  citiicnship;  (3)  age;  I4)  place  of 
birth;  (5)  health  and  physical  cnpBcity  for  tlie  public  service;  (6)  right  of  preference 
by  reason  of  niilitarj-  or  naval  service;  ( 7 )  previous  employment  in  the  public  serv- 
ice; (8)  basiness  or  employment  and  residence  for  the  previous  five  years;  (9)  educa- 
tion. Such  other  information  shall  be  furnished  as  the  Commission  may  reasonably 
require  touching  the  applicant's  fitness  for  the  public  service.  The  applicant  must 
also  state  the  number  of  members  of  his  family  in  tlie  public  service  and  where 
employed,  and  must  also  as,seTt  that  he  is  not  disqualified  under  section  8  of  the 
civil -ser\'ice  act,  which  is  as  follows: 

"That  no  person  Iw^bitually  using  intoxicating  beverages  to  excess  shall  be  ap- 
*  pointed  to  or  retained  in  any  office,  apjxiintment,  or  employment  to  which  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  are  applicable." 

No  person  dismissed  from  the  public  service  for  tnisconduct  shall  be  admitted  to 
examination  within  two  years  thereafter,  and  no  person  not  ab.solutely  appointed 
or  employed  after  probation  shall  be  admitted  to  an  examination  within  one  year 
thereafter. 

J.  No  person  under  enlistment  in  the  Arniy  or  Navy  of  the  United  States  shall  be 
examined  under  these  rules,  except  for  some  place  requiring  special  qualifications, 
and  with  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  head  of  the  Department  under  which  he  is 
enlisted. 

3.  The  Commission  may,  by  regulations  subject  to  change  at  any  time  by  the 

President,  declare  the  kintl  and  measure  of  ill  health,  physical  incapacity,  misrepre- 

and  bad  faith  wliicli  may  properly  exclude  any  person  from  the  right  of 

in,  grading,  or  certification  under  these  rules.      It  may  also  provide  for 

medical  certificates  of  physical  capacity  in  the  proper  cases,  and  for  the  appropriate 
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certification  of  i>ersons  so  defective  in  sight,  speech,  hearing,  or  otherwise  as  to  be 
apparently  disqualified  for  sotue  of  the  duties  of  the  part  of  the  service  which  they 
seek  to  enter. 

RULK  XII. 

1.  Every  regular  application  must  be  supported  by  proper  certificates  of  good  moral 
character,  health,  and  physical  and  mental  capacity  for  doing  the  public  work,  the 
certificates  to  be  in  such  form  and  number  as  the  regulations  of  the  Commission  shall 
provide;  but  no  certificate  will  be  received  which  is  inconsistent  with  the  tenth  sec- 
tion of  the  civil-ser\-ice  act. 

2.  No  one  shall  be  examined  for  admission  to  the  classified  postal  service  if  under 
i6  or  over  35  years  of  age,  excepting  messengers,  stampers,  and  other  junior  assist- 
ants, who  must  not  be  under  14  years  of  age,  or  to  the  classified  customs  sendee  or  to 
the  classified  departmental  service  if  under  18  or  over  45  years  of  age;  but  no  one 
shall  be  examined  for  appointment  to  any  place  in  the  classified  customs  service, 
except  that  of  clerk  or  messenger,  who  is  under  21  years  of  age;  but  these  limitations 
of  age  shall  not  apply  to  persons  honorably  discharged  from  the  military  or  naval 
service  of  the  country  who  are  otherwise  duly  qualified. 

RUI^E  XVI. 

1.  Whenever  any  officer  having  the  power  of  appointment  or  employment  shall  so 
request,  there  shall  be  certified  to  him  by  the  Commission  or  the  proper  examining 
board  four  names  for  the  vacancy  specified,  to  l>e  taken  from  those  graded  highest  on 
the  proper  register  of  those  in  his  branch  of  the  service  and  remaining  eligible,  regard 
being  had  for  any  right  of  preference  and  to  the  apportionments  to  States  and  Terri- 
tories; and  from  the  said  four  a  selection  shall  be  made  for  the  vacancy.  But  if  a 
person  is  on  both  a  general  and  a  special  register  he  need  not  be  certified  for  the 
former,  except  at  the  discretion  of  the  Commission,  until  he  has  remained  two  months 
upon  the  latter. 

2.  These  certifications  for  the  service  at  Washington  shall  be  made  in  such  order 
as  to  apportion,  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable,  the  original  appointments  thereto 
among  the  States  and  Territories  and  the  District  of  Columbia  upon  the  basis  of 
population  as  ascertained  at  the  last  preceding  census. 

3.  In  case  the  request  for  any  such  certification  or  any  law  or  regulation  shall  call 
for  those  of  either  sex,  persons  of  that  sex  shall  be  certified;  otherwise  sex  shall  be 
disregarded  in  such  certification. 

4.  Subject  to  the  other  provisions  of  this  rule,  persons  eligible  on  any  register 
shall  be  entitled  to  three  certifications  only  to  the  same  officer,  but  with  his  request 
in  writing  there  may  be  a  fourth  certification  of  such  persons  to  him  when  reached 
in  order.  No  one  shall  remain  eligible  for  more  than  one  year  upon  any  register^ 
except  as  may  be  provided  by  regulation;  but  these  restrictions  shall  not  extend  to 
examinations  under  clause  5  of  Rule  VII.  No  person  while  remaining  eligible  on 
any  register  shall  be  admitted  to  a  new  examination,  and  no  person  having  failed 
upon  any  examination  shall  within  six  months  be  admitted  to  another  examination 
without  the  consent  of  the  Commission. 

5.  Any  person  ai)i)ointed  to  or  employed  in  any  place  in  the  classified  ser\nce  who 
shall  be  dismissed  or  separated  therefrom  without  fault  or  delinquency  on  his  part 
may  be  reappointed  or  reemployed  in  the  same  Department  or  office,  at  a  grade  for 
which  no  higher  examination  is  required  than  that  for  the  position  he  last  held, 
within  one  year  next  following  such  dismissal  or  separation,  without  further  exami- 
nation, on  such  certification  as  the  Commission  may  provide. 

RULK   XVII. 

I.  P:)very  original  appointment  or  employment  in  said  classified  ser\'ice  shall  be  for 
the  probati(^nary  period  of  six  months,  at  the  end  of  which  time,  if  the  conduct  and 
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capacity  of  the  person  appointed  liave  Ireen  found  satisfactory  to  tlie  officer  having 
tlie  duty  of  selection,  the  proliationer  shall  be  absolutely  appointed  or  employed,  hut 
otherwise  be  deemed  out  of  the  service. 

1.  Every  officer  under  whom  any  probationer  shall  serve  during  any  part  of  the 
probation  provided  for  by  these  rules  shall  carefully  observe  tlie  quality  and  value 
of  the  service  rendered  by  such  probationer,  and  shall  report  to  the  proper  appoint- 
ing officer  in  writing  the  facts  observed  by  hiin,  showing  the  character  and  qualifica- 
tions of  such  probationer  and  of  the  service  performed  by  him;  and  such  reports  shall 
be  preserved  on  file. 

3.  Every  false  statement  knowingly  made  by  any  person  in  his  application  for 
examination,  and  every  connivance  by  him  at  any  false  statement  made  in  any  cer- 
tificate which  may  accompany  his  application,  and  every  deception  or  fraud  prac- 
ticed by  him  or  by  any  person  in  his  behalf  and  VBith  his  knowledge  to  iiifluence  his 
examination,  certification,  or  appointment,  shall  be  regarded  as  good  cause  for  refus- 
ing to  certify  such  person  or  for  the  retnoval  or  discharge  of  such  person  diu'ing  his 
probation  or  thereafter. 


There  are  excepted  from  ccj  at  ou  the  following:  ( i )  The  confidential  clerk 
or  secretary  of  any  head  of  a  Dcpartn  nt  or  office;  (s)  cashiers  of  collectors;  (j) 
cashiere  of  postmasters;  ( 4 1  superintendent,  of  money-order  divisions  in  post-offices; 
(5)  the  direct  custodians  of  n  one  for  wl  oae  fidelity  another  officer  is  under  official 
bond,  and  disbursing  officers  ha  ng  the  custody  of  money  who  give  bond;  but  these 
exceptions  shall  not  extend  to  any  official  below  the  grade  of  assistant  cashier  or 
teller;  (6)  persona  employed  exclusively  in  the  secret  service  of  the  Government, 
or  as  translators,  or  interpreters,  or  stenographers;  ( 7 )  persons  whose  employment 
is  exclusively  professional,  but  medical  examiners  are  not  included  among  such 
persons;  (8)  chief  clerks, deputy  collectors,  deputy  naval  officers,  deputy  surveyors 
of  customs,  and  superintendents  or  chiefs  of  divisions  or  bureaus.  But  no  person  so 
excepted  shall  be  either  transferred,  appointed,  or  promoted,  unless  to  some  excepted 
place,  without  an  examination  under  the  Commission,  which  examination  shall  not 
take  place  within  six  months  after  entering  the  seriice.  Promotions  may  be  made 
without  examination  in  offices  where  examinations  are  not  now  held  until  rules  on 
the  subject  shall  be  promulgated . 


1.  No  person,  unless  excepted  under  Rule  XIX,  shall  be  admitted  into  the  classi- 
fied civil  service  frotn  any  place  not  within  said  service  without  an  examination  and 
0|rtification  under  the  rules;  with  this  exception,  that  any  person  who  shall  have 
been  an  officer  for  one  year  or  niore  last  preceding  in  any  Department  or  office,  in  a 
grade  abo\-e  the  classified  service  thereof,  may  be  transferred  or  appointed  to  any 
place  in  the  service  of  the  same  without  examination. 

2.  No  person  who  has  passed  only  a  limited  examination  under  clause  4  of  Rule 
VII  for  the  lower  classes  or  grades  in  the  departmental  or  customs  service  shall  be 
appointed,  or  be  promoted  within  two  years  after  appointment,  to  any  position  giv- 
ing a  salary  of  f  [,000  or  upward,  without  first  passing  an  examination  under  clause  I 
of  said  rule;  and  such  examination  shall  not  be  allowed  within  the  first  year  after 
appointment. 

3.  But  a  person  who  lias  passed  the  examination  under  said  clause  i,  and  has 
accepted  a  position  giving  a  salary  of  (900  or  less,  shall  have  the  same  right  of  pro- 
motion as  if  originally  appointed  to  a  position  giving  a  salary  of  Ji,ooo  or  more. 

4.  The  Commission  may  at  any  time  certify  for  a  (1900  or  any  lower  place  in  the 
classified  service  any  person  upon  the  register  who  has  passed  the  examination  under 
clause  I  of  Rule  VII  if  such  person  does  not  object  before  such  certification  is  made. 
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RUr.K  XXII. 

Any  person  who  has  been  in  the  classified  departmental  sendee  for  six  months  or 
more  immediately  previous  may,  when  the  needs  of  the  service  require  it,  be  trans- 
ferred or  appointed  to  any  other  place  therein  upon  producing  a  certificate  from  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  that  such  person  has  passed  at  the  required  grade  one  or 
more  examinations  which  are  together  equal  to  that  necessary  for  original  entrance 
to  the  place  which  would  be  secured  by  the  transfer  or  appointment;  and  any  person 
who  has  for  three  years  last  preceding  served  as  a  clerk  in  the  ofiice  of  the  President 
of  the  United  States  may  be  transferred  or  appointed  to  any  place  in  the  classified 
service  without  examination.

FIRST  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 

Washington,  December  <y,  188^, 
To  the  Congress  of  the  United  States: 

Your  assembling  is  clouded  by  a  sense  of  public  bereavement,  caused 
by  the  recent  and  sudden  death  of  Thomas  A.  Hendricks,  Vice-President 
of  the  United  States.  His  distinguished  public  vSer\^ices,  his  complete 
integrity  and  devotion  to  ever>^  duty,  and  his  personal  virtues  will  fin# 
honorable  record  in  his  country's  history. 

Ample  and  repeated  proofs  of  the  esteem  and  confidence  in  which  he 
was  held  by  his  fellow-countrymen  were  manifested  by  his  election  to 
offices  of  the  most  important  tnist  and  highest  dignity;  and  at  length, 
full  of  years  and  honors,  he  has  been  laid  at  rest  amid  universal  sorrow 
and  benediction. 

The  Constitution,  which  requires  those  chosen  to  legislate  for  the 
people  to  annually  meet  in  the  discharge  of  their  solemn  trust,  also  re- 
quires the  President  to  give  to  Congress  infonnation  of  the  state  of  the 
Union  and  recommend  to  their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  shall 
deem  necessary  and  expedient.  At  the  threshold  of  a  compliance  with 
these  constitutional  directions  it  is  well  for  us  to  bear  in  mind  that  our 
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usefulness  to  the  people' s  interests  will  be  promoted  by  a  constant  appre- 
ciation of  the  scope  and  character  of  our  respective  duties  as  they  relate  to 
Federal  legislation.  While  the  Executive  may  recommend  such  measures 
as  he  shall  deem  expedient,  the  re.sponsibility  for  legislative  action  mnst 
and  shonld  rest  npon  those  selected  by  the  people  to  make  their  laws. 

Contemplation  of  the  grave  and  responsible  functions  assigned  to  the 
respective  branches  of  the  Government  under  the  Constitution  will  dis- 
close the  partitions  of  power  between  our  respective  departments  and 
their  necessary  independence,  and  also  the  need  for  the  exercise  of  all  the 
power  jntmsted  to  each  in  that  spirit  of  comity  and  cooperation  which  is 
essential  to  the  proper  fulfillment  of  the  patriotic  obligations  which  rest 
upon  us  as  faithful  servants  of  the  people. 

The  jealous  watchfulness  of  our  constituencies,  great  and  small,  sup- 
plements their  suffrages,  and  before  the  tribunal  they  estabUsh  every 
public  servant  should  be  judged. 

It  is  gratifying  to  announce  that  the  relations  of  the  United  States 
with  all  foreign  powers  continue  to  be  friendly.  Our  position  after 
nearly  a  century  of  successfid  constitutional  government,  maintenance 
of  good  faith  ill  all  our  engagements,  the  avoidance  of  complications  with 
other  nations,  and  our  consistent  and  amicable  attitude  toward  the  strong 
and  weak  alike  furnish  proof  of  a  political  disposition  which  renders  pro- 
fessions of  good  will  unnece5.sary.  There  are  no  questions  of  difficulty 
pending  with  any  foreign  government. 

The  Argentine  Government  has  revived  the  long  dormant  question  of 
the  Falkland  Islands  by  claiming  from  the  United  States  indemnity  for 
their  loss,  attributed  to  the  action  of  the  commander  of  the  sloop  of  war 
Lexingtov  in  breaking  up  a  piratical  colony  on  those  islands  in  1831,  and 
their  subsequent  occupation  by  Great  Britain.  In  \'iew  of  the  ample 
justification  for  the  act  of  the  Lexington  and  the  derelict  condition  of 
the  islands  before  and  after  their  alleged  occupation  by  Argentine  colo- 
nists, this  Government  considers  the  claim  as  wholly  groundless. 

Question  has  arisen  with  the  Government  of  Austria- Hungary  touch- 
ing the  representation  of  the  United  States  at  Vienna.  Having  under 
my  constitutional  prerogative  appointed  an  estimable  citizen  of  unini' 
peached  probity  and  competence  as  minister  at  that  court,  the  Go\'ei 
ment  of  Austria- Hungary  in^-ited  this  Government  to  take  cognizance 
certain  exceptions,  based  upon  allegations  against  the  personal  accepta- 
bility of  Mr.  Keiley.  the  appointed  envoy,  asking  that  in  view  thereof 
the  appointment  should  be  withdrawn.  The  reasons  advanced  were 
such  as  could  not  be  acquiesced  in  without  violation  of  my  oath  of  office 
and  the  precepts  of  the  Constitution,  since  they  necessarily  involved  a 
limitation  in  fa\-or  of  a  foreign  government  upon  the  right  of  selection 
by  the  Executive  and  required  such  an  application  of  a  religious  test  as 
a  qualification  for  office  under  the  United  States  as  would  have  resulted 
in  the  practical  disfranchisement  of  a  large  class  of  our  citizens  and  the 
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abandonment  of  a  vital  principle  in  our  Government.  The  Austro- 
Hungarian  Government  finally  decided  not  to  receive  Mr.  Keiley  as  the 
envoy  of  the  United  States,  and  that  gentleman  has  since  resigned  his 
commission,  leaving  the  post  vacant.  I  have  made  no  new  nomination, 
and  the  interests  of  this  Government  at  Vienna  are  now  in  the  care  of 
the  secretary  of  legation,  acting  as  charge  d'affaires  ad  interim. 

Early  in  March  last  war  broke  out  in  Central  America,  caused  by  the 
attempt  of  Guatemala  to  consoHdate  the  several  States  into  a  single  gov- 
ernment. In  these  contests  between  our  neighboring  States  the  United 
States  forebore  to  interfere  actively,  but  lent  the  aid  of  their  friendly 
offices  in  deprecation  of  war  and  to  promote  peace  and  concord  among 
the  belligerents,  and  by  such  counsel  contributed  importantly  to  the  res- 
toration of  tranquillity  in  that  locality. 

Emergencies  growing  out  of  civil  war  in  the  United  States  of  Colom- 
bia demanded  of  the  Government  at  the  beginning  of  this  Administra- 
tion the  employment  of  armed  forces  to  fulfill  its  guaranties  under  the 
thirty-fifth  article  of  the  treaty  of  1846,  in  order  to  keep  the  transit  open 
across  the  Isthmus  of  Panama.  Desirous  of  exercising  only  the  powers 
expressly  reserved  to  us  by  the  treaty,  and  mindful  of  the  rights  of 
Colombia,  the  forces  sent  to  the  Isthmus  were  instructed  to  confine  their 
action  to  *' positively  and  efficaciously"  preventing  the  transit  and  its 
accessories  from  being  * '  interrupted  or  embarrassed. ' ' 

The  execution  of  this  delicate  and  responsible  task  necessarily  involved 
police  control  where  the  local  authority  was  temporarily  powerless,  but 
always  in  aid  of  the  sovereignty  of  Colombia. 

The  prompt  and  successful  fulfillment  of  its  duty  by  this  Government 
was  highly  appreciated  by  the  Government  of  Colombia,  and  has  been 
followed  by  expressions  of  its  satisfaction. 

High  praise  is  due  to  the  officers  and  men  engaged  in  this  ser\dce. 

The  restoration  of  peace  on  the  Isthmus  by  the  reestablishment  of 
the  constituted  Government  there  being  thus  accomplished,  the  forces 
of  the  United  States  were  withdrawn. 

Pending  these  occurrences  a  question  of  much  importance  was  pre- 
sented by  decrees  of  the  Colombian  Government  proclaiming  the  closure 
of  certain  ports  then  in  the  hands  of  insurgents  and  declaring  vessels 
held  by  the  revolutionists  to  be  piratical  and  liable  to  capture  by  any 
power.  To  neither  of  these  propositions  could  the  United  States  assent. 
An  effective  closure  of  ports  not  in  the  possession  of  the  Government, 
but  held  by  hostile  partisans,  could  not  be  recognized;  neither  could  the 
vessels  of  insurgents  against  the  legitimate  sovereignty  be  deemed  hostes 
huma7ii  generis  vi\M\\\\  the  precepts  of  international  law,  whatever  might 
be  the  definition  and  j^nalty  of  their  acts  under  the  municipal  law  of  the 
State  against  whose  authority  they  were  in  revolt.  The  denial  by  this 
Govennnent  of  the  Colombian  propositions  did  not,  however,  imply  the 
admission  of  a  belligerent  status  on  the  part  of  the  insurgents. 
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The  Colombian  Government  has  expressed  its  wilhngness  to  negotiate 
conventions  tor  the  adjustment  by  arbitration  of  claims  by  foreign  citi- 
zens arising  oni  of  the  destruction  of  the  city  of  Aspinwall  by  the  iusiir- 
recti onar>'  forces. 

The  interest  of  the  United  States  in  a  practicable  transit  for  ships 
across  the  strip  of  land  separating  the  Atlantic  from  the  Pacific  has  been 
repeatedly  manifested  during  the  last  half  century. 

My  immediate  predecessor  caused  to  be  negotiated  with  Nicaragua  a 
treaty  for  the  construction,  by  and  at  the  sole  cost  of  the  United  States, 
of  a  canal  through  Nicaragiian  territory,  and  laid  it  before  the  Senate. 
Pending  the  action  of  that  body  thereon,  I  withdrew  the  treaty  for  reex- 
amiuatiou.  Atteuti\-e  consideration  of  its  provisions  leads  me  to  withhold 
it  from  resubmission  to  the  Senate. 

Maintaining,  as  I  do,  the  tenets  of  a  line  of  precedents  from  Washing- 
ton's day,  which  proscribe  entangling  alliances  with  foreign  states,  I  do 
not  favor  a  policy  of  acquisition  of  new  and  distant  territory  or  the 
incorporation  of  remote  interestswith  our  own. 

The  laws  of  progrc-w  are  vital  and  organic,  and  we  must  be  conscious 
of  that  irresistible  tide  of  commercial  expansion  which,  as  the  concomi- 
tant of  our  active  civilization,  day  by  day  is  being  urged  onward  by 
those  increasing  facilities  of  production,  transportation,  and  communica- 
tion to  which  steam  and  electricity  have  given  birth:  but  oiu"  duty  in  the 
present  instructs  us  to  address  ourselves  mainly  to  the  development  of 
the  vast  resources  of  the  great  area  committed  to  our  charge  and  to  the 
cultivation  of  the  arts  of  peace  witliiu  our  own  borders,  though  jealously 
alert  in  preventing  the  American  hemisphere  from  being  involved  in  the 
political  problems  and  complications  of  distant  governments.  There- 
fore I  am  unable  to  recommend  propositions  involving  paramount  privi- 
leges of  ownership  or  right  outside  of  our  own  territory,  when  coupled 
with  absolute  and  unlimited  engagements  to  defend  the  territorial  integ- 
rity of  the  state  where  such  interests  lie.  While  the  general  project  of 
connecting  the  two  oceans  by  means  of  a  canal  is  to  he  encouraged,  I 
am  of  opinion  that  any  scheme  to  that  end  to  be  considered  with  favor 
should  be  free  from  the  features  alluded  to. 

The  Tehuantepec  route  is  declared  by  engineers  of  the  highest  repute 
and  by  competent  scientists  to  afford  an  entirely  practicable  transit  for 
vessels  and  cargoes,  by  means  of  a  ship  railway,  from  the  Atlantic  to  the 
Pacific.  The  obvious  ad\'antages  of  such  a  route,  if  feasible,  over  others 
more  remote  from  the  axial  lines  of  traffic  between  Europe  and  the  Pacific, 
and  particularly  between  the  Valley  of  the  Mississippi  and  tlie  western 
coast  of  North  and  South  America,  are  deserving  of  consideration. 

Whatever  highwa>'  may  be  constructed  across  the  barrier  dividing  the 
two  greatest  maritime  areas  of  the  world  must  be  for  the  world's  bene- 
fit— -2.  trust  for  mankind,  to  be  removed  from  the  chance  of  domination 
by  any  single  power,  nor  become  a  point  of  invitation  for  hostilities  or  a 
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prize  for  warlike  ambition.  An  engagement  combining  the  construc- 
tion, ownership,  and  operation  of  such  a  work  by  this  Government,  with 
an  offensive  and  defensive  alliance  for  its  protection,  with  the  foreign 
state  whose  responsibilities  and  rights  we  would  share  is,  in  my  judg- 
ment, inconsistent  with  such  dedication  to  universal  and  neutral  use,  and 
would,  moreover,  entail  measures  for  its  realization  beyond  the  scope  of 
our  national  polity  or  present  means. 

The  lapse  of  years  has  abundantly  confirmed  the  wisdom  and  foresight 
of  those  earlier  Administrations  which,  long  before  the  conditions  of  mar- 
itime intercourse  were  changed  and  enlarged  by  the  progress  of  the  age, 
proclaimed  the  vital  need  of  interoceanic  transit  across  the  American 
Isthmus  and  consecrated  it  in  advance  to  the  common  use  of  mankind  by 
their  positive  declarations  and  through  the  formal  obligation  of  treaties. 
Toward  such  realization  the  efforts  of  my  Administration  will  be  applied, 
ever  bearing  in  mind  the  principles  on  which  it  must  rest,  and  which 
were  declared  in  no  uncertain  tones  by  Mr.  Cass,  who,  while  Secretary  of 
State,  in  1858,  announced  that  "what  the  United  States  want  in  Central 
America,  next  to  the  happiness  of  its  people,  is  the  security  and  neutral- 
ity of  the  interoceanic  routes  which  lead  through  it.  * ' 

The  construction  of  three  transcontinental  lines  of  railway,  all  in  suc- 
cessful operation,  wholly  within  our  territory,  and  uniting  the  Atlantic 
and  the  Pacific  oceans,  has  been  accompanied  by  result'  of  a  most  inter- 
esting and  impressive  nature,  and  has  created  new  conditions,  not  in  the 
routes  of  commerce  only,  but  in  political  geography,  which  powerfully 
affect  our  relations  toward  and  necessarily  increase  our  interests  in  any 
transisthmian  route  which  may  be  opene<l  and  employed  for  the  ends  of 
peace  and  traffic,  or,  in  other  contingencies,  for  uses  inimical  to  both. 

TransjK)rtation  is  a  factor  in  the  cost  of  commodities  scarcely  second 
to  that  of  their  production,  and  weighs  as  heavily  upon  the  consumer. 

Our  experience  already  has  proven  the  great  importance  of  having 
the  competition  between  land  carriage  and  water  carriage  fully  devel- 
oped, each  acting  as  a  protection  to  the  public  against  the  tendencies  to 
monopoly  which  are  inherent  in  the  consolidation  of  wealth  and  power 
in  the  hands  of  vast  corporations. 

These  suggestions  may  serv^c  to  emphasize  what  I  have  already  said  on 
the  score  of  the  necessity  of  a  neutralization  of  any  interoceanic  transit; 
and  this  can  only  be  accomplished  by  making  the  uses  of  the  route  open 
to  all  nations  and  subject  to  the  ambitions  and  warlike  necessities  of  none. 

The  drawings  and  report  of  a  recent  survey  of  the  Nicaragua  Canal 
route,  made  by  Chief  IJnginecr  Menocal,  will  be  communicated  for  your 
information. 

The  claims  of  citizens  of  the  ITnited  vStates  for  losses  by  reason  of  the 
late  military  operations  of  Chile  in  Peru  and  Bolivia  are  the  subject  of 
negotiation  for  a  claims  convention  with  Chile,  providing  for  their  sub- 
mission to  arbitration. 
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The  harmoiij'  of  our  relations  with  China  is  fully  sustained. 

lu  the  apphcatioii  of  the  acts  lately  passed  to  execute  the  treaty  of 
1880,  restrictive  of  the  immigration  of  Chinese  laborers  into  the  United 
States,  individual  cases  of  hardship  have  occurred  beyond  the  power  of 
the  Executive  to  remedy,  and  calling  for  judicial  determination. 

The  condition  of  the  Chinese  question  in  the  Western  States  and  Ter- 
ritories is.  despite  this  restrictive  legislation,  far  from  being  satisfactory. 
The  recent  outbreak  in  Wyoming  Territory,  where  numbers  of  unoffend- 
ing Chinamen,  indisputably  within  the  protection  of  the  treaties  and  the 
law,  were  murdered  by  a  mob,  and  the  still  more  recent  threatened  out- 
break of  the  same  character  in  Washington  Territory,  are  fresh  in  the 
minds  of  all,  and  there  is  apprehension  lest  the  bitterness  of  feeling 
against  the  Mongolian  race  on  the  Pacific  Slope  may  find  vent  in  simi- 
lar lawless  demonstrations.  All  the  power  of  this  Government  should  be 
exerted  to  maintain  the  amplest  good  faith  toward  China  in  the  treat- 
ment of  these  men,  and  the  inflexible  sternness  of  the  law  in  bringing 
the  wrongdoers  to  justice  should  be  insisted  upon. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  by  this  Government  to  prevent  these  vio- 
lent outbreaks  and  to  aid  the  representatives  of  China  in  their  investiga- 
tion of  these  outrages;  and  it  is  but  just  to  say  that  they  are  traceable 
to  the  lawlessness  of  men  not  citizens  of  the  United  States  engaged  in 
competition  with  Chinese  laborers. 

Race  prejudice  is  the  chief  factor  in  originating  these  disttirbances, 
and  it  exists  in  a  large  part  of  our  domain,  jeopardizing  our  domestic 
peace  and  the  good  relationship  we  strive  to  maintain  with  China. 

The  admitted  right  of  a  government  to  prevent  the  influx  of  elements 
hostile  to  its  intenial  peace  and  security  may  not  be  questioned,  even 
where  there  is  no  treaty  stipulation  on  the  subject.  That  the  exclusion 
of  Chinese  labor  is  demanded  in  other  countries  where  like  conditions 
prevail  is  strongly  evidenced  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  where  Chine.se 
immigration  is  now  regulated  by  laws  more  exclusive  than  our  own.  If 
existing  laws  are  inadequate  to  compass  the  end  in  view,  I  shall  be  pre- 
pared to  give  earnest  consideration  to  any  further  remedial  measures, 
within  the  treaty  limits,  which  the  wisdom  of  Congress  maj-  devise. 

The  independent  State  of  the  Kongo  has  been  organized  as  a  govern- 
ment under  the  sovereignty  of  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Belgians, 
who  assumes  its  chief  magistracy  in  his  personal  character  only,  without 
making  the  new  State  a  dependency'  of  Belgium.  It  is  fortiniate  that  a 
benighted  region,  owing  all  it  has  of  quickening  civihzation  to  the  benefi- 
cence and  philantliropic  spirit  of  this  monarch,  should  have  the  advan- 
tage and  securit)'  of  his  benevolent  supenision. 

The  action  taken  b}'  this  Government  last  year  in  being  the  first  to 
recognize  the  flag  of  the  International  Association  of  the  Kongo  has  been 
followed  b\'  formal  recognition  of  the  new  nationality  which  succeeds  to 
its  sovereign  powers.

A  conference  of  delegates  of  the  principal  commercial  nations  was  held 
at  Berlin  last  winter  to  discuss  methods  whereby  the  Kongo  basin  might 
be  kept  open  to  the  world's  trade.  Delegates  attended  on  behalf  of  the 
United  States  on  the  imderstanding  that  their  part  should  be  merely 
deliberative,  without  imparting  to  the  results  any  binding  character  so 
far  as  the  United  States  were  concerned.  This  reserve  was  due  to  the 
indisposition  of  this  Government  to  share  in  any  disposal  by  an  interna- 
tional congress  of  jurisdictional  questions  in  remote  foreign  territories. 
The  results  of  the  conference  were  embodied  in  a  fonnal  act  of  the  nature 
of  an  international  convention,  which  laid  down  certain  obligations  pur- 
porting to  be  binding  on  the  signatories,  subject  to  ratification  within 
one  year.  Notwithstanding  the  reservation  under  which  the  delegates 
of  the  United  States  attended,  their  signatures  were  attached  to  the  gen- 
eral act  in  the  same  manner  as  those  of  the  plenipotentiaries  of  other 
governments,  thus  making  the  United  States  appear,  without  reserve  or 
qualification,  as  signatories  to  a  joint  international  engagement  impos- 
ing on  the  signers  the  conser\- ation  of  the  territorial  integrity  of  distant 
regions  where  we  have  no  established  interests  or  control. 

This  Government  does  not,  however,  regard  its  reservation  of  liberty 
of  action  in  the  premises  as  at  all  impaired;  and  holding  that  an  en- 
gagement to  share  in  the  obligation  of  enforcing  neutrality  in  the  remote 
valley  of  the  Kongo  would  be  an  alliance  whose  responsibilities  we  are 
not  in  a  position  to  assume,  I  abstain  from  asking  the  sanction  of  the 
Senate  to  that  general  act. 

The  correspondence  will  be  laid  before  you,  and  the -instructive  and 
interesting  report  of  the  agent  sent  by  this  Government  to  the  Kongo 
country  and  his  recommendations  for  the  establishment  of  commercial 
agencies  on  the  African  coast  are  also  submitted  for  your  consideration. 

The  commission  appointed  by  my  predecessor  last  winter  to  \'isit  the 
Central  and  South  American  countries  and  report  on  the  methods  of 
enlarging  the  commercial  relations  of  the  United  States  therewith  has 
submitted  reports,  which  will  be  laid  before  you. 

No  opportunity  has  been  omitted  to  testify  the  friendliness  of  this  Gov- 
ernment toward  Korea,  whose  entrance  into  the  family  of  treaty  powers 
the  United  States  were  the  first  to  recognize.  I  regard  with  favor  the 
application  made  by  the  Korean  Government  to  Ixi  allowed  to  employ 
American  officers  as  military  instructors,  to  which  the  avSsent  of  Congress 
becomes  necessary,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  this  request  has  the  con- 
current vsanction  of  China  and  Japan. 

The  arrest  and  imprisonment  of  Julio  R.  Santos,  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  1)}^  the  authorities  of  Ecuador  gave  rise  to  a  contention  with  that 
Government,  in  which  his  right  to  be  released  or  to  have  a  speedy  and 
impartial  trial  on  announced  charges  and  with  all  guaranties  of  defense 
stipulated  by  treaty  was  insisted  upon  by  us.  After  an  elal>orate  cor- 
respondence and  repeated  and  earnest  rei)resentations  on  our  part  Mr. 
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Santos  was,  after  an  alleged  trial  and  conviction,  e\'eiitiiallj'  included  in 
a  general  decree  of  aninesty  and  pardoned  by  the  Ecuadorian  Executive 
aud  released,  leaving  the  question  of  his  American  citizenship  denied  by 
the  Ecuadorian  Government,  but  insisted  upon  by  our  own. 

The  amount  adjudged  by  the  late  French  and  American  Claims  Com- 
mission to  be  due  from  the  United  States  to  French  claimants  on  account 
of  injuries  suffered  by  them  during  the  War  of  Secession,  having  been 
appropriated  by  the  last  Congress,  has  been  duly  paid  to  the  French 
Government. 

The  act  of  February  25,  1885,  provided  for  a  preliminary  search  of  the 
records  of  French  prize  courts  for  evidence  bearing  on  the  claims  of 
American  citizens  against  France  for  spoliations  committed  prior  to  1801. 
The  duty  has  been  performed,  and  the  report  of  the  agent  will  be  laid 
before  yon. 

I  regret  to  say  that  the  restrictions  upon  the  importatiou  of  our  pork 
into  France  continue,  notwithstanding  the  abundant  demonstration  of 
the  absence  of  sanitarj'  danger  in  its  use ;  but  I  entertain  strong  hopes 
tliat  with  a  better  understanding  of  the  matter  this  vexatious  prohibi- 
tion will  be  removed.  It  would  be  pleasing  to  be  able  to  say  as  much 
with  respect  to  Gennany,  Austria,  and  other  countries,  where  such  food 
products  are  absolutely  excluded,  without  present  prospect  of  reasonable 
change. 

The  interpretation  of  our  existing  treaties  of  naturalization  by  Ger- 
many during  the  past  year  has  attracted  attention  by  reason  of  an  appar- 
ent tendency  on  the  part  of  tJie  Iinijerial  Government  to  extend  the  scope 
of  the  residential  restrictions  to  which  returning  naturalized  citizens  of 
German  origin  are  asserted  to  be  liable  under  the  laws  of  the  Empire. 
The  temperate  and  just  attitude  taken  by  this  Government  with  regard 
to  this  class  of  questions  will  doubtless  lead  to  a  satisfactory  under- 
standing. 

The  dispute  of  Germany  and  Spain  relative  to  the  domination  of  the 
Caroline  Islands  has  attracted  the  attention  of  this  Government  by  rea- 
son of  extensive  interests  of  American  citizens  having  grown  up  in  those 
parts  during  the  past  thirty  years,  and  because  the  question  of  ownership 
involves  jurisdiction  of  matters  affecting  the  status  of  our  citizens  under 
civil  and  criminal  law.  While  standing  wholly  aloof  from  the  proprie- 
tary issues  raised  between  powers  to  both  of  which  the  United  States  are 
friendly,  this  Government  expects  that  nothing  in  the  present  contention 
shall  unfavorably  affect  our  citizens  carrying  on  a  peaceful  commerce  or 
there  donuciled,  and  has  so  informed  the  Governments  of  Spain  and 
Gennany. 

The  marked  good  will  between  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain 
has  been  maintained  during  the  past  year. 

The  termination  of  the  fishing  clauses  of  the  treaty  of  Washington,  in 
purstiance  of  the  joint  re.wlution  of  March  3.  1883,  mu.st  have  re,sulted 
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in  the  abrupt  cessation  on  the  ist  of  July  of  this  year,  in  the  midst  of 
their  ventures,  of  the  ojxirations  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  engaged 
in  fishing  in  British  American  waters  but  for  a  diplomatic  understanding 
reached  with  Her  Majesty's  Government  in  June  last,  whereby  assur- 
ance was  obtained  that  no  interruption  of  those  operations  should  take 
place  during  the  current  fishing  season. 

In  the  interest  of  good  neighborhood  and  of  the  commercial  inter- 
course of  adjacent  communities,  the  question  of  the  North  American  fish- 
eries is  one  of  much  importance.  Following  out  the  intimation  given 
by  me  when  the  extensory  arrangement  above  described  was  negotiated, 
I  recommend  that  the  Congress  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mission in  which  the  Governments  of  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain 
shall  be  respectively  represented,  charged  with  the  consideration  and  set- 
tlement, upon  a  just,  equitable,  and  honorable  basis,  of  the  entire  ques- 
tion of  the  fishing  rights  of  the  two  Governments  and  their  respective 
citizens  on  the  coasts  of  the  United  States  and  British  North  America. 
The  fishing  interests  being  intimately  related  to  other  general  questions 
dependent  upon  contiguity  and  intercourse,  consideration  thereof  in  all 
their  equities  might  also  properly  come  within  the  purview  of  such  a 
commission,  and  the  fullest  latitude  of  expression  on  both  sides  should 
be  permitted. 

The  correspondence  in  relation  to  the  fishing  rights  will  be  submitted. 

The  arctic  exploring  steamer  Alert,  which  was  generously  given  by 
Her  Majesty's  Government  to  aid  in  the  relief  of  the  Greely  expedition, 
w^as,  after  the  successful  attainment  of  that  humane  purpose,  returned 
to  Great  Britain,  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  conferred  by  the  act  of 
March  3,  1885. 

The  inadequacy  of  the  existing  engagements  for  extradition  between 
the  United  States  and  (yreat  Britain  has  been  long  apparent.  The  tenth 
article  of  the  treaty  of  1842,  one  of  the  earliest  compacts  in  this  regard 
entered  into  by  us,  stipulated  for  surrender  in  respect  of  a  limited  num- 
ber of  offenses.  Other  crimes  no  less  inimical  to  the  social  welfare 
should  be  embraced  and  the  pnx:edure  of  extradition  brought  in  har- 
mony with  present  international  ]>ractice.  Negotiations  with  Her  Maj- 
esty's Government  for  an  enlarged  treaty  of  extradition  have  been 
pending  since  1870,  and  T  entertain  strong  ho^xis  that  a  satisfactory 
result  mav  be  soon  attained. 

The  frontier  line  ])etween  Alaska  and  British  Columbia,  as  defined  by 
the  treaty  of  cession  with  Russia,  follows  the  demarcation  assigned  in  a 
l)rior  treaty  between  Great  Britain  and  Russia.  Modern  exploration  dis- 
closes that  this  ancient  lx)undary  is  impracticable  as  a  geographical  fact. 
In  the  unsettled  condition  of  that  region  the  question  has  lacked  impor- 
tance, but  the  discovery  of  mineral  wealth  in  the  territory  the  line  is  sup- 
posed to  traverse  admonishes  that  the  time  has  come  when  an  accurate 
knowledge  of  the  lx)undary  is  needful  to  avert  jurisdictional  complications. 
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I  recommend,  therefore,  that  pro\-isioii  be  made  for  a  preliminary  recon- 
noissance  by  officers  of  the  United  States,  to  the  end  of  acquiring  more 
precise  iuformation  on  the  subject.  I  have  invited  Her  Majesty's  Gov- 
emmeut  to  cousider  with  us  the  adoption  of  a  more  convenient  hne,  to  be 
established  by  meridian  observations  or  by  known  geographical  features 
without  the  necessity  of  an  expensive  survey  of  the  whole. 

The  late  insurrectiouary  movements  in  Hayti  having  been  quelled, 
the  Government  of  that  Republic  has  made  prompt  pro\'ision  for  adjudi- 
catiug  the  losses  suffered  by  foreigners  because  of  hostilities  there,  and 
the  claims  of  certain  citizens  of  the  United  States  will  be  in  this  manner 
determined. 

The  long-pending  claims  of  two  citizens  of  the  United  States,  Pelletier 
and  Lazare,  have  been  disposed  of  by  arbitration,  and  an  award  in  favor 
of  each  claimant  has  been  made,  which  by  the  terms  of  the  engagement 
is  final.  It  remains  for  Congress  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  stipu- 
lated moiety  of  the  expenses. 

A  question  arose  with  Hayti  during  the  past  year  by  rea.son  of  the 
exceptional  treatment  of  an  American  citizen,  Mr.  Van  Bokkelen,  a  resi- 
dent of  Port-au-Prince,  who,  on  suit  by  creditors  residing  iu  the  United 
States,  was  sentenced  to  imprisonment,  and,  under  the  operation  of  a 
Haytian  statute,  was  denied  relief  secured  to  a  native  Haj'tian,  This 
Government  asserted  his  treaty  right  to  equal  treatment  with  natives 
of  Hayti  in  all  suits  at  law.  Our  contentiou  was  denied  by  the  Hay- 
tian Govermnent,  which,  however,  while  still  professing  to  maintain  the 
ground  taken  against  Mr,  Vau  Bokkeleii's  right,  terminated  the  contro- 
versy by  setting  hini  at  liberty  without  explanation. 

An  international  conference  to  consider  the  means  of  arresting  the 
spread  of  cholera  and  other  epidemic  diseases  was  held  at  Rome  in  May 
last,  and  adjourned  to  meet  again  on  further  notice.  An  expert  delegate 
on  behalf  of  the  United  States  has  attended  its  sessions  and  will  submit 
a  report. 

Our  relations  with  Mexico  continue  to  be  most  cordial,  as  befits  those 
of  neighbors  between  whom  the  strongest  ties  of  friendship  and  commer- 
cial intimacy  exist,  as  the  natural  and  growing  consequence  of  our  simi- 
larity of  institutions  and  geographical  propinquity. 

The  relocation  of  the  Ixinndary  line  between  the  United  States  and 
Mexico  westward  of  the  Rio  Grande,  under  the  convention  of  July  29, 
1882,  has  been  unavoidably  delayed,  but  I  apprehend  no  difficulty  in 
securing  a  prolongation  of  the  period  for  its  accomplishment. 

The  lately  concluded  commercial  treaty  with  Mexico  still  awaits  the 
stipulated  legislation  to  carr}'  its  provisions  into  effect,  for  which  one 
year's  additional  time  has  been  .secured  by  a  supplementary  article  signed 
in  February  last  and  .since  ratified  on  both  sides. 

As  this  convention,  .so  important  to  the  commercial  welfare  of  the  two 
adjoining  countries,  has  been  constitution  ally  confirmed  by  the  treaty- 
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making  branch,  I  express  the  hope  that  legislation  needed  to  make  it 
effective  may  not  be  long  delayed. 

The  large  influx  of  capital  and  enterprise  to  Mexico  from  the  United 
States  continues  to  aid  in  the  development  of  the  resources  and  in  aug- 
menting the  material  well-being  of  our  sister  Republic.  Lines  of  rail- 
way, penetrating  to  the  heart  and  capital  of  the  country,  bring  the  two 
peoples  into  mutually  beneficial  intercourse,  and  enlarged  facilities  of 
transit  add  to  profitable  commerce,  create  new  markets,  and  furnish  ave- 
nues to  otherwise  isolated  communities. 

I  have  already  adverted  to  the  suggested  construction  of  a  ship  railway 
across  the  narrow  formation  of  the  territory  of  Mexico  at  Tehuantepec. 

With  the  gradual  recover>'^  of  Peru  from  the  effects  of  her  late  disas- 
trous conflict  with  Chile,  and  with  the  restoration  of  civil  authority  in 
that  distracted  country,  it  is  hoped  that  pending  war  claims  of  our  citi- 
zens will  be  adjusted. 

In  conformity  with  notification  given  by  the  Government  of  Peru,  the 
existing  treaties  of  commerce  and  extradition  between  the  United  States 
and  that  coimtry  will  terminate  March  31, 1886. 

Our  good  relationship  with  Russia  continues. 

An  officer  of  the  Navy,  detailed  for  the  purpose,  is  now  on  his  way  to 
Siberia  bearing  the  testimonials  voted  by  Congress  to  those  who  gener- 
ously succored  the  sur\nvors  of  the  unfortunate /m/zw^/Zd?  expedition. 

It  is  gratifying  to  advert  to  the  cordiality  of  our  intercourse  with 
Spain. 

The  long-pending  claim  of  the  owners  of  the  ship  Masonic  for  loss 
suffered  through  the  admitted  dereliction  of  the  Spanish  authorities  in 
the  Philippine  Islands  has  been  adjusted  by  arbitration  and  an  indem- 
nity awarded.  The  principle  of  arbitration  in  such  cases,  to  which  the 
United  States  have  long  and  consistently  adhered,  thus  receives  a  fresh 
and  gratifying  confinnation. 

Other  questions  with  Spain  have  been  disposed  of  or  are  under  dip- 
lomatic consideration  with  a  view  to  just  and  honorable  settlement. 

The  operation  of  the  conunercial  agreement  with  Spain  of  January  2- 
February  13, 1884,  has  l)een  found  inadequate  to  the  commercial  needs  of 
the  United  States  and  the  Spanish  Antilles,  and  the  terms  of  the  agree- 
ment are  subjected  to  conflicting  interpretations  in  those  islands. 

Negotiations  have  been  instituted  at  Madrid  for  a  full  treaty  not  open 
to  these  objections  and  in  the  line  of  the  general  policy  touching  the 
neighborly  intercourse  of  proximate  comnmnities,  to  which  I  elsewhere 
advert,  and  aiming,  moreover,  at  the  removal  of  existing  burdens  and 
annoying  restrictions;  and  although  a  satisfactory  tennination  is  prom- 
ised, I  am  compelled  to  delay  its  announcement. 

An  international  cop3Tight  conference  was  held  at  Berne  in  Septem- 
ber, on  the  invitation  of  the  Swiss  Government.  The  envoy  of  the 
United  States  attended  as  a  delegate,  but  refrained  from  committing  this 
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Goveniniewl  to  the  results,  even  by  signing  the  recouimendaton-  protocol 
adopteii.  The  interesting  and  important  subject  of  international  copy- 
riglit  has  been  before  you  for  several  years.  Action  is  certainly  desirable 
to  effect  tlie  object  in  view;  and  while  there  may  be  question  as  to  the 
relative  advantage  of  treating  it  by  legislation  or  by  specific  treaty,  the 
matured  \'iews  of  the  Berne  conference  can  not  fail  to  aid  your  considera- 
tion of  the  subject. 

The  termiuatiou  of  the  commercial  treaty  of  1S62  between  the  United 
States  and  Turkey  has  been  sought  by  that  Government.  While  there 
is  question  as  to  the  suEBciency  of  the  notice  of  termination  given,  yet  as 
the  commercial  rights  of  our  citizens  in  Turkej'  come  under  the  favored- 
nation  Ruaranties  of  the  prior  treaty  of  1830,  and  as  equal  treatment  is 
admitted  by  the  Porte,  no  inconvenience  can  result  from  the  assent  of 
this  Government  to  the  revision  of  the  Ottoman  tariffs,  in  which  the 
treaty  powers  have  been  invited  to  join. 

Questions  concerning  our  citizens  in  Turkey  may  be  afTected  by  the 
Porte's  nonacquiescence  in  the  right  of  expatriation  and  by  the  impo- 
sition of  religious  teats  as  a  condition  of  residence,  in  which  this  Gov- 
ernment cau  not  concur.  The  United  States  must  hold  in  their  inter- 
course with  every  power  that  the  status  of  their  citizens  is  to  be  respected 
and  equal  civil  privileges  accorded  to  them  without  regard  to  creed,  and 
affected  by  no  considerations  save  those  growing  out  of  domiciliary 
return  to  the  land  of  original  allegiance  or  of  unfulfilled  personal  obli- 
gations which  may  survive,  under  municipal  laws,  after  such  voluutarj- 
return. 

The  negotiation  with  Venezuela  relative  to  the  rehearing  of  the  awards 
of  the  mixed  comniission  constituted  under  the  treaty  of  1866  was  re- 
sumed in  view  of  the  recent  acquiescence  of  the  Venezuelan  envoy  in  the 
principal  point  advanced  by  this  Government,  that  the  effects  of  the  old 
treaty  could  only  Ire  set  aside  by  the  operation  of  a  new  convention.  A 
result  in  substantial  accord  with  the  advisory  suggestions  contained  in 
the  joint  resolution  of  March  3,  1883,  has  Ireen  agreed  upon  and  will 
shortly  Ije  submitted  to  the  Senate  for  ratification. 

Under  section  3659  of  the  Revised  Statutes  all  funds  held  in  tnist  by 
the  United  States  and  the  annual  interest  accruing  thereon,  when  not 
otherwise  required  by  treaty,  are  to  Ire  invested  in  stocks  of  the  United 
States  bearing  a  rate  of  interest  not  le.ss  than  5  per  cent  per  annum. 
There  freing  now  no  procurable  stocks  paj'ing  so  high  a  rate  of  interest, 
the  letter  of  the  statute  is  at  present  inapphcable,  but  its  spirit  is  sub- 
ser\-ed  by  contiiniing  to  make  in\-estments  of  this  nature  in  current  stocks 
bearing  the  highest  interest  now  paid.  The  statute,  however,  makes  no 
provision  for  the  disposal  of  such  accretions.  It  being  contrary  to  the 
general  rule  of  this  Go\-ernnient  to  allow  interest  on  claims,  I  recommend 
the  repeal  of  the  prodsion  in  question  and  the  di.sposition,  under  a  uni- 
form rule,  of  the  present  accumulations  from  investment  of  trust  funds. 
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Govc-riunent  to  the  results,  even  by  sibling  the  recoiiiiiieiidatory  protocol 
adopted.

Questions  concerning  our  citizens  in  Turkey  may  be  affected  by  the 
Porte's  nonacquiescence  in  the  right  of  expatriation  and  by  the  impo- 
sition of  religious  tests  as  a  condition  of  residence,  in  which  this  Gov- 
ernment can  not  concur.  The  United  States  must  hold  in  their  inter- 
course with  ever>'  power  that  the  status  of  their  citizens  is  to  be  respected 
and  equal  ci\'il  privileges  accorded  to  them  without  regard  to  creed,  and 
affected  by  no  considerations  save  those  growing  out  of  domiciliary

The  negotiatioTi  with  Venezuela  relative  to  the  rehearing  of  the  a 
of  the  mixed  commission  constituted  under  the  treaty  of  1866  was  re- 
sumed in  \'iew  of  the  recent  acquiescence  of  the  Venezuelan  envoy  in  the 
principal  point  advanced  by  this  Goveniment,  that  the  effects  of  the  old 
treaty  could  only  be  set  aside  by  the  operation  of  a  new  convention.

There  l^eing  now  no  procurable  stocks  paying  so  high  a  rate  of  interest, 
the  letter  of  the  statute  is  at  present  inapplicable,  but  its  spirit  is  sub- 
served by  continuing  to  make  investments  of  this  nature  in  current  stocks 
bearing  the  highest  interest  now  paid.  The  statute,  however,  makes  no 
provision  for  the  disposal  of  such  accretions.  It  being  contrary  to  the 
general  rule  of  this  Go\-ernment  to  allow  interest  on  claims,  I  recommend 
the  repeal  of  the  provision  in  question  and  the  disposition,  under  a  uni- 
form rule,  of  the  present  accumulations  from  investment  of  trust  funds. 
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The  inadequacy  of  existing  legislation  touching  citizenship  and  nat- 
uralization demands  your  consideration. 

While  recognizing  the  right  of  expatriation,  no  statutory  provision 
exists  providing  means  for  renouncing  citizenship  by  an  American  citizen, 
native  born  or  naturalized,  nor  for  terminating  and  vacating  an  improper 
acquisition  of  citizenship.  Even  a  fraudulent  decree  of  naturalization 
can  not  now  be  canceled.  The  privilege  and  franchise  of  American  citi- 
zenship should  be  granted  with  care,  and  extended  to  those  only  who 
intend  in  good  faith  to  assume  its  duties  and  responsibilities  when  at- 
taining its  privileges  and  benefits.  It  should  be  withheld  from  those 
who  merely  go  through  the  forms  of  naturalization  with  the  intent  of 
escaping  the  duties  of  their  original  allegiance  without  taking  upon 
themselves  those  of  their  new  status,  or  who  may  acquire  the  rights  of 
American  citizenship  for  no  other  than  a  hostile  purpose  toward  their 
original  governments.    These  evils  have  had  many  flagrant  illustrations. 

I  regard  with  favor  the  suggestion  put  forth  by  one  of  my  predecessors 
that  provision  \y^  made  for  a  central  bureau  of  record  of  the  decrees  of 
naturalization  granted  by  the  various  courts  throughout  the  United  States 
now  invested  with  that  power. 

The  rights  which  spring  from  domicile  in  the  United  States,  especially 
when  coupled  with  a  declaration  of  intention  to  become  a  citizen,  are 
worthy  of  definition  by  statute.  The  stranger  coming  hither  with  intent 
to  remain,  establishing  his  residence  in  our  midst,  contributing  to  the 
general  welfare,  and  by  his  voluntary  act  declaring  his  purpose  to  assume 
the  responsibilities  of  citizenship,  thereby  gains  an  inchoate  status  which 
legislation  may  properly  define.  The  laws  of  certain  States  and  Terri- 
tories admit  a  domiciled  alien  to  the  local  franchise,  conferring  on  him 
the  rights  of  citizenship  to  a  degree  which  places  him  in  the  anomalous 
position  of  l)eing  a  citizen  of  a  State  and  yet  not  of  the  United  States 
within  the  purview  of  Federal  and  international  law. 

It  is  important  within  the  scope  of  national  legislation  to  define  this 
right  of  alien  domicile  as  distinguished  from  Federal  naturalization. 

The  connuercial  relations  of  the  United  States  with  their  immediate 
neighbors  and  with  important  areas  of  traffic  near  our  shores  suggest 
especially  lil)eral  intercourse  between  them  and  us. 

Following  the  treaty  of  1883  with  Mexico,  which  rested  on  the  basis 
of  a  recipnxral  exemption  from  customs  duties,  other  similar  treaties  were 
initiated  by  my  ])redecessor. 

Recognizing  the  need  of  less  obstructed  traffic  with  Cuba  and  Puerto 
Rico,  and  met  by  the  desire  of  Spain  to  succor  languishing  interests  in  the 
Antilles,  steps  were  taken  to  attain  those  ends  by  a  treaty  of  commerce. 
A  similar  treat}'  was  afterwards  signed  by  the  Dominican  Republic.  Sub- 
.sequently  overtures  were  made  by  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Government 
for  a  like  mutual  extension  of  commercial  intercourse  with  the  British 
West  Indian  and  South  American  dependencies,  but  without  result. 
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On  taking  office  I  withdrew  for  reexaiiii nation  the  treaties  signed  with 
Spain  and  Santo  Domingo,  then  pending  before  the  Senate.  The  result 
has  been  to  satisfy  me  of  the  inexpediency  of  entering  into  engagements 
of  this  character  not  covering  the  entire  traffic. 

Tliese  treatie.'i  contemplated  the  surrender  by  the  United  States  of 
large  revenues  for  inadequate  considerations.  Upon  sugar  alone  duties 
were  surrendered  to  an  amount  far  exceeding  all  the  advantages  offered 
in  exchange.  Even  were  it  intended  to  relieve  our  consumers,  it  was 
evident  that  so  long  as  the  exemption  but  partially  covered  our  importa- 
tion such  relief  would  be  illusory.  To  relinquish  a  revenue  so  essential 
seemed  highly  improvident  at  a  time  when  new  and  large  drains  upon 
the  Treasurj-  were  contemplated.  Moreover,  embarrassing  qnestions 
would  have  ari.sen  imder  the  favored -nation  clauses  of  treaties  with  other 
nations. 

As  a  further  objection,  it  is  evident  that  tariff  regulation  by  treaty 
diminishes  that  independent  control  over  its  own  revenues  which  is  es- 
sential for  the  safety  and  welfare  of  any  government.  Emergency  calling 
for  an  increase  of  taxation  may  at  any  time  arise,  and  no  engagement  with 
a  foreign  power  should  exist  to  hamper  the  action  of  the  Government. 

By  the  fourteenth  section  of  the  shipping  act  appro^'ed  June  26,  1884, 
certain  reductions  and  contingent  exemptions  from  tonnage  dues  were 
made  as  to  vessels  entering  ports  of  the  United  States  from  any  foreign 
port  in  North  and  Central  America,  the  West  India  Islands,  the  Bahamas 
and  Bermudas,  Mexico,  and  the  Isthmus  as  far  as  Aspinwall  and  Panama. 
The  Governments  of  Belgium,  Denniark,  Germany,  Portugal,  and  Sweden 
and  Norway  have  asserted,  under  the  favored -nation  clause  in  their  treaties 
with  the  United  States,  a  claim  to  like  treatment  in  respect  of  vessels 
coming  to  the  United  States  from  their  home  ports.  This  Goveniment, 
howe%'er,  holds  that  the  privileges  granted  by  the  act  are  purely  geo- 
graphical, inuring  to  any  vessel  of  any  foreign  power  that  may  choose 
to  engage  in  traffic  between  this  country  and  any  port  within  the  defined 
zone,  and  no  warrant  exists  under  the  most- favored -nation  clause  for  the 
extension  of  the  privileges  in  question  to  vessels  sailing  to  this  country 
from  ports  outside  the  limitation  of  the  act. 

Undoubtedly  the  relations  of  commerce  with  our  near  neighbors,  whose 
territories  form  .so  long  a  frontier  Uiie  difficult  to  be  guarded,  and  who 
find  in  our  country,  and  equally  offer  to  us,  natural  markets,  demand 
special  and  considerate  treatment.  It  rests  with  Congress  to  consider 
what  legislati\-e  action  may  increase  facilities  of  intercourse  which  con- 
tiguity makes  natural  and  desirable. 

I  earnestly  urge  that  Congress  recast  the  appropriations  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  diplomatic  and  consular  service  on  a  footing  commensu- 
rate with  the  importance  of  our  national  interests.  At  everj'  post  where 
a  representati\-e  is  necessary  the  salary  should  be  so  graded  as  to  permit 
him  to  hve  with  comfort.     With  the  assignment  of  adequate  salaries  the 
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so-called  notarial  extraofficial  fees,  which  our  officers  abroad  are  now 
permitted  to  treat  as  personal  perquisites,  should  be  done  away  with. 
Every  act  requiring  the  certification  and  seal  of  the  officer  should  be 
taxable  at  schedule  rates  and  the  fee  therefor  returned  to  the  Treasury. 
By  restoring  these  revenues  to  the  public  use  the  consular  service  would 
be  self-supporting,  even  with  a  liberal  increase  of  the  present  low  salaries. 

In  further  prevention  of  abuses  a  system  of  consular  inspection  should 
be  instituted. 

The  appointment  of  a  limited  number  of  secretaries  of  legation  at 
large,  to  be  assigned  to  duty  wherever  necessar>',  and  in  particular  for 
temporary  service  at  missions  which  for  any  cause  may  be  without  a 
head,  should  also  be  authorized. 

I  favor  also  authorization  for  the  detail  of  officers  of  the  regular  serv- 
ice as  military  or  naval  attaches  at  legations. 

Some  foreign  governments  do  not  recognize  the  union  of  consular 
with  diplomatic  functions.  Italy  and  Venezuela  will  only  receive  the 
appointee  in  one  of  his  two  capacities,  but  this  does  not  prevent  the  re- 
quirement of  a  bond  and  submission  to  the  responsibilities  of  an  office 
whose  duties  he  can  not  discharge.  The  superadded  title  of  consul- 
general  should  be  abandoned  at  all  missions. 

I  deem  it  expedient  that  a  well-devised  measure  for  the  reorganization 
of  the  extraterritorial  courts  in  Oriental  countries  should  replace  the 
present  system,  which  labors  under  the  disadvantage  of  combining  judi- 
cial and  executive  functions  in  the  same  office. 

In  several  Oriental  countries  generous  offers  have  been  made  of  prem- 
ises for  hoUvSing  the  legations  of  the  United  States.  A  grant  of  land  for 
that  purpose  was  made  some  years  since  by  Japan,  and  has  been  referred 
to  in  the  annual  messages  of  my  predeceSvSor.  The  Siamese  Government 
has  made  a  gift  to  the  United  States  of  commodious  quarters  in  Bang- 
kok. In  Korea  the  late  minister  was  permitted  to  purchase  a  building 
from  the  Govennnent  for  legation  use.  In  China  the  premises  rented 
for  the  legation  are  favored  as  to  local  charges.  At  Tangier  the  house 
occupied  l>y  our  representative  has  been  for  manj'  years  the  property  of 
this  Government,  having  l)een  given  for  that  purpOvSe  in  1822  by  the 
Sultan  of  Morocco.  I  approve  the  suggestion  heretofore  made,  that,  in 
view  of  the  conditions  of  life  and  administration  in  the  Eastern  coun- 
tries, the  legation  buildings  in  China,  Japan,  Korea,  Siani,  and  perhaps 
Persia,  should  be  owned  and  furnished  by  the  Government  with  a  view 
to  permanency  and  security.  To  tliis  end  I  recommend  that  authority 
be  given  to  accept  the  gifts  adverted  to  in  Japan  and  Siam,  and  to  pur- 
chase in  the  other  countries  named,  with  provision  for  furniture  and 
repairs.     A  considerable  saving  in  rentals  would  result. 

The  World's  Industrial  Exposition,  held  at  New  Orleans  last  winter, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Federal  Government,  attracted  a  large  num- 
ber of  foreign  exhibits,  and  proved  of  great  value  in  spreading  among 
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the  concourse  of  visitors  from  Mexico  and  Central  and  South  America 
a  wider  knowledge  of  the  varied  manufactures  and  productions  of  this 
countrj'  and  their  availability  in  exchange  for  the  productions  of  those 
regions. 

Past  Congresses  have  had  under  consideration  the  advisability  of  abol- 
ishing the  discrimination  made  by  the  tariff  laws  hi  favor  of  the  works  ' 
of  American  artists.  The  odium  of  the  policy  which  subjects  to  a  high 
rate  of  dutj'  the  paintings  of  foreign  artists  and  exempts  the  productions 
of  American  artists  residing  abroad,  and  who  receive  gratuitously  advan- 
tages and  instruction,  is  visited  upon  our  citizens  engaged  in  art  culture 
in  Europe,  and  has  caused  them  with  practical  unanimity  to  favor  the 
abolition  of  such  an  ungracious  distinction;  and  in  their  interest,  and  for 
other  obvious  reasons,  I  strongly  recommend  it. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  fully  exhibits  the  con- 
dition of  the  public  finances  and  of  the  several  branches  of  the  Govern- 
ment connected  with  his  Department.  The  suggestions  of  the  Secretary 
relating  to  the  practical  operations  of  this  important  Department,  and 
his  recommendations  in  the  direction  of  simplification  and  economy,  par- 
ticularly in  the  work  of  collecting  customs  duties,  are  especially  urged 
upon  the  attention  of  Congress, 

The  ordinary  receipts  from  all  sources  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30.  1885,  were  $322,690,706.38.  Of  this  sum  $181,471,939.34  was  re- 
ceived from  customs  and  $112,498,725.54  from  internal  revenue.  The 
total  receipts,  as  given  above,  were  $24,829,163.54  less  than  those  for 
the  year  ended  June  30,  1SH4,  This  diminution  embraces  a  falling  off  of 
$13,595,550.42  in  the  receipts  from  customs  and  $9,687,346.97  in  the 
receipts  from  internal  revenue. 

The  total  ordiuarj-  expenditures  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year 
were  $260,226,935.50,  leaving  a  surplus  in  the  Treasury  at  the  close  of 
the  year  of  $63,463,771,27.  This  is  $40,929,854.32  less  than  the  sur- 
plus reported  at  the  close  of  the  previous  j-ear.

The  fact  that  our  revenues  are  in  excess  of  the  actual  needs  of  an  eco- 
nomical administration  of  the  Government  justifies  a  reduction  in  the 
amount  exacted  from  the  people  for  its  support.  Onr  Government  is  but 
the  means  established  by  the  will  of  a  free  people  by  which  certain  prin- 
ciples are  applied  which  they  have  adopted  for  their  benefit  and  protec- 
tion; and  it  is  never  better  administered  and  its  true  spirit  is  never 
better  observed  than  wlieu  the  people's  taxation  for  its  support  is  scru- 
pulously limited  to  the  actual  necessity  of  expenditure  and  distributed 
according  to  a  just  and  equitable  plan. 

The  proposition  with  which  we  have  to  deal  is  the  reduction  of  the 
revenue  received  by  the  Government,  and  indirectly  paid  by  the  people, 
from  customs  duties.  The  question  of  free  trade  is  not  involved,  nor  is 
there  now  any  occasion  for  the  general  discussion  of  the  ivisdom  or  expe- 
diency of  a  protective  system. 

Justice  and  fairness  dictate  that  in  any  modification  of  our  present 
laA-s  relating  to  revenue  the  industries  and  interests  which  have  been 
encouraged  by  such  laws,  and  in  which  our  citizens  have  large  invest- 
ments, should  not  be  ruthlessly  injured  or  destroyed.  We  should  al.so 
deal  with  the  subject  iu  such  manner  as  to  protect  the  interests  of 
American  labor,  which  is  the  capital  of  our  workingmen.  Its  stability 
and  proper  remuneration  furnish  the  most  justifiable  pretext  for  a  pro- 
tective policy. 

Within  these  limitations  a  certain  reduction  should  be  made  in  our 
customs  reveiuie.  The  amount  of  such  reduction  having  been  deter- 
mined, the  inquiry  follows,  Where  can  it  best  be  remitted  and  what  arti- 
cles can  best  be  released  from  duty  in  the  interest  of  our  citizens? 

I  think  the  reduction  should  be  made  in  the  revenue  derived  from  a 
tax  upon  the  imported  necessaries  of  life.  We  thus  directly  lessen  the 
cost  of  living  in  every  family  of  the  land  and  release  to  the  people  in 
every  humble  home  a  larger  measure  of  the  rewards  of  frugal  industry. 

During  the  year  ended  November  i,  1885.  145  national  banks  were 
organized,  with  an  aggregate  capital  of  $16,938,000,  and  circulating  notes 
have  been  issued  to  them  amounting  to  $4,274,910.  The  whole  num- 
ber of  these  banks  in  existence  on  the  day  above  mentioned  was  2,727. 

The  ver>'  limited  amount  of  circulating  notes  issued  by  our  national 
banks,  compared  with  the  amount  the  law  permits  them  to  issue  upon  a 
deposit  of  Ixsnds  for  their  redemption,  indicates  that  the  volume  of  our  cir- 
culating medium  may  be  largely  increased  through  this  instrumentality. 
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Nothing  more  imiwrtaiit  than  the  present  condition  of  our  currency 
and  coinage  can  claim  your  attention. 

Since  February,  1S78,  the  Government  has,  under  the  compulsor}*  pro- 
visions of  law,  i)urchased  silver  bullion  and  coined  the  same  at  the  rate 
of  more  than  $2,000,000  everj'  month.  By  this  process  up  to  the  pres- 
ent date  215,759.431  silver  dollars  have  been  coined. 

A  reasonable  appreciation  of  a  delegation  of  power  to  the  General 
Government  would  limit  its  exercise,  without  express  restrictive  words, 
to  the  people's  needs  and  the  requirements  of  the  public  welfare. 

Upon  this  theory  the  authority  to  ' '  coin  money '  *  given  to  Congress 
by  the  Constitution,  if  it  permits  the  purchase  by  the  Government  of 
bullion  for  coinage  in  any  event,  does  not  justify  such  purchase  and 
coinage  to  an  extent  Ixryond  the  amount  needed  for  a  suflScient  circu- 
lating medium. 

The  desire  to  utilize  the  silver  product  of  the  country  should  not  lead 
to  a  misuse  or  the  j)er\'ersion  of  this  power. 

The  necessity  for  such  an  addition  to  the  silver  currency  of  the  nation 
as  is  compelled  by  the  silver-coinage  act  is  negatived  by  the  fact  that 
up  to  the  present  time  only  about  50,000,000  of  the  silver  dollars  so 
coined  have  actuallj^  found  their  w^ay  into  circulation,  leaving  more  than 
165,000,000  in  the  possession  of  the  Government,  the  custody  of  which 
has  entailed  a  considerable  expense  for  the  construction  of  vaults  for  its 
deposit.  Against  this  latter  amount  there  are  outstanding  silver  certifi- 
cates amounting  to  about  $93,000,000. 

Kvery  month  two  millions  of  gold  in  the  public  Treasury  are  paid  out 
for  two  millions  or  more  of  silver  dollars,  to  be  added  to  the  idle  mass 
already  accumulated. 

If  continued  long  enough,  this  operation  will  result  in  the  substitution 
of  silver  for  all  the  gold  the  Government  owns  applicable  to  its  general 
purjx^ses.  It  will  not  do  to  rely  upon  the  customs  receipts  of  the  Gov- 
ernment to  make  good  this  drain  of  gold,  because  the  silver  thus  coined 
having  been  made  legal  tender  for  all  debts  and  dues,  public  and  private, 
at  times  during  the  last  six  months  58  per  cent  of  the  receipts  for  duties 
has  l)een  in  silver  or  silver  certificates,  while  the  average  within  that 
period  has  been  20  per  cent.  The  proiK)rtion  of  vsilver  and  its  certifi- 
cates received  by  the  Government  will  probably  increase  as  time  goes 
on,  for  the  reason  that  the  nearer  the  period  approaches  when  it  will  be 
obliged  to  offer  silver  in  payment  of  its  obligations  the  greater  induce- 
ment there  will  be  to  hoard  gold  against  depreciation  in  the  value  of 
silver  or  for  the  purpose  of  si:>eculating. 

This  hoarding  of  gold  has  already  l^gun. 

When  the  time  comes  that  gold  has  been  withdrawn  from  circulation, 
then  will  Idc  apparent  the  difference  l)etween  the  real  value  of  the  silver 
dollar  and  a  dollar  in  gold,  and  the  two  coins  will  part  company.  Gold, 
still  the  standard  of  value  and  necessary  in  our  deaUngs  with  other 
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countries,  will  be  at  a  premium  over  silver;  hanks  which  have  substi- 
tuted gold  for  the  deposits  of  their  customers  may  pay  Ihem  with  silver 
bought  with  such  K"ld,  thus  makiug  a  handsome  profit;  rich  speculators 
will  sell  their  hoarded  gold  to  their  ueighbors  who  need  it  to  liquidate 
their  foreign  debts,  at  a  ruinous  premium  over  silver,  and  the  laboring 
men  and  women  of  the  land,  most  defenseless  of  all,  will  find  that  the 
dollar  received  for  the  wage  of  their  toil  has  sadly  shrunk  in  its  pur- 
chasing power.  It  may  be  said  that  the  latter  result  will  be  but  tempo- 
rary, and  that  ultimately  the  price  of  labor  will  be  adjusted  to  the  change; 
but  even  if  tliis  takes  place  the  wage-worker  cau  not  possibly  gain,  but 
must  inevitably  lose,  since  the  price  he  is  compelled  to  pay  for  his  living 
will  not  only  be  measured  in  a  coin  heavily  depreciated  and  fluctuating 
and  uncertain  in  its  value,  but  this  uncertainty  jii  the  value  of  the  pur- 
chasing medium  will  be  made  tie  pretext  for  an  advance  in  prices  beyoud 
that  justified  by  actual  depreciation. 

The  words  uttered  in  1834  by  Daniel  Webster  in  the  Senate  of  the 
United  States  are  true  to-day: 

Tile  very  man  of  all  others  who  has  the  deepest  interest  in  a  sound  currency,  and 
who  suffers  most  by  uiischievous  legislation  iu  money  matters,  is  the  man  who  earns 
his  daily  bread  by  his  daily  toil. 

The  most  distinguished  advocate  of  bimetallism,  discussing  our  silver 
coinage,  has  lately  written: 


Ko  American  citizen's  hand  has  yet  felt  the  sensation  of  cheapness,  either  in 
receiving  or  expending  the  silver-act  dollars. 

And  those  who  live  by  labor  or  legitimate  trade  never  will  feel  that 
sensation  of  cheapness.  However  plenty  silver  dollars  may  become, 
they  will  not  be  distributed  as  gifts  among  the  people;  and  if  the  labor- 
ing man  should  receive  four  depreciated  dollars  where  he  now  receives 
but  two,  he  will  pay  in  the  depreciated  coin  more  than  double  the  price 
he  now  pays  for  all  the  necessaries  and  comforts  of  life. 

Those  who  do  not  fear  any  disastrous  consequences  arising  from  tile 
continued  compulsory  coinage  of  silver  as  now  directed  by  law,  and  who 
suppose  that  the  addition  to  the  currency  of  the  country  intended  as  its 
result  will  lie  a  public  benefit,  are  reminded  that  history  demonstrates 
that  the  point  is  easily  reached  in  the  attempt  to  float  at  the  same  time 
two  sorts  of  money  of  different  excellence  when  the  better  will  cease  to 
be  in  general  circulation.  The  hoarding  of  gold  which  has  already 
taken  place  indicates  that  we  shall  not  escape  the  usual  experience  in 
such  cases.  So  if  this  silver  coinage  be  continued  we  may  reasonably 
expect  that  gold  and  its  equivalent  will  abandon  the  field  of  circulation 
to  silver  alone.  This  of  course  must  produce  a  severe  contraction  of 
our  circulating  medium,  instead  of  adding  to  it. 

It  will  not  be  disi>uted  that  any  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  Goveniment 
to  cause  the  circulation  of  silver  dollars  worth  80  cents  side  by  side  with 
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gold  dollars  worth  too  cents,  even  within  the  limit  that  legislation  does 
not  nni  counter  to  the  laws  of  trade,  to  Ix?  successful  must  be  seconded 
by  the  confidence  of  the  i^ople  that  lx)th  coins  will  retain  the  same  pur- 
chasing iK)wer  and  l)e  interchangeable  at  will.  A  special  effort  lias  been 
made  l)v  the  Secretars'  of  the  Treasury  to  increase  the  amount  of  our  silver 

^  ^  » 

coin  in  circulation;  but  the  fact  that  a  large  share  of  the  limited  amount 
thus  put  out  has  soon  returned  to  the  public  Treasury  in  payment  of 
duties  leads  to  the  Ixilief  that  the  people  do  not  now  desire  to  keep  it  in 
hand,  and  this,  with  the  evident  disposition  to  hoard  gold,  gives  rise  to 
the  suspicion  that  there  already  exists  a  lack  of  confidence  among  the 
people  touching  our  financial  processes.  There  is  certainly  not  enough 
silver  now  in  circulation  to  cause  uneasiness,  and  the  whole  amount 
coined  and  now  on  hand  might  after  a  time  be  absorbed  by  the  people 
without  apprehension;  but  it  is  the  ceaseless  stream  that  threatens  to 
overflow  the  land  which  causes  fear  and  uncertainty. 

What  has  been  thus  far  submitted  upon  this  subject  relates  almost 
entirely  to  considerations  of  a  home  nature,  unconnected  with  the  bearing 
which  the  policies  of  other  nations  have  upon  the  question.  But  it  is 
perfectly  apparent  that  a  line  of  action  in  regard  to  our  currency  can  not 
wisely  Ije  settled  upon  or  persisted  in  without  considering  the  attitude  on 
the  sul^ject  of  other  countries  with  whom  we  maintain  intercourse  through 
connnerce,  trade,  and  travel.  An  acknowledgment  of  this  fact  is  found 
in  the  act  b}'  virtue  of  which  our  silver  is  compulsorily  coined.  It  pro- 
vides that — 

The  l*resi(lent  shall  invite  the  f^overinnents  of  the  countries  composing  the  Latin 
I'nion,  so  called,  and  of  such  other  Kuropean  nations  as  he  may  deem  advisable,  to 
join  the  United  States  in  a  conference  to  adopt  a  common  ratio  l)etween  gold  and 
silver  for  the  purpose  of  estaljlishing  internationally  the  use  of  bimetallic  money 
and  securing  fixity  of  relative  value  between  those  metals. 

This  conference  absolutely  failed,  and  a  similar  fate  has  awaited  all 
subsequent  efi"orts  in  the  same  direction.  And  still  we  continue  our 
coinage  of  silver  at  a  ratio  difi"erent  from  that  of  any  other  nation.  The 
most  vital  part  of  the  silver-coinage  act  remains  inoperative  and  unexe- 
cuted, and  without  an  ally  or  friend  we  battle  \\\)on  the  silver  field  in  an 
illogical  and  losing  contest. 

To  give  full  efi"ect  to  the  design  of  Congress  on  this  subject  I  have 
made  careful  and  earnest  endeavor  since  the  adjournment  of  the  last 
Congress. 

To  this  end  I  delegated  a  gentleman  well  instructed  in  fiscal  science 
to  proceed  to  the  financial  centers  of  Kurope  and,  in  conjunction  with 
our  ministers  to  England,  France,  and  Germany,  to  obtain  a  full  knowl- 
edge of  the  attitude  and  intent  of  those  governments  in  respect  of  the 
establishment  of  such  an  international  ratio  as  would  procure  free  coin- 
age of  both  metals  at  the  mints  of  those  countries  and  our  own.  By  my 
direction  our  consul-general  at  Paris  has  given  close  attention  to  the 
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proceedings  of  the  congress  of  the  Latin  Union,  in  orilcr  Ki  indicate  our 
interest  in  its  objects  and  report  its  action. 

It  may  be  said  in  brief,  as  the  result  of  these  efforts,  that  the  attitude 
of  the  leading  powers  remains  substantially  unchanged  since  the  raone- 
tarj- conference  of  1881,  nor  is  it  to  be  questioned  that  the  views  of  these 
governments  are  in  each  instance  supported  by  the  weight  of  public 
opinion. 

The  steps  thus  taken  have  therefore  only  more  fully  demonstrated  the 
uselessness  of  further  attempts  at  present  to  arrive  at  any  agreement  on 
the  subject  with  other  nations. 

In  the  meantime  we  are  accumulating  silver  coin,  based  upon  our  own 
peculiar  ratio,  to  such  an  extent,  and  assuming  so  heavy  a  burden  to  be 
provided  for  in  any  international  negotiations,  as  will  render  us  an  unde- 
sirable party  to  any  future  monetary  conference  of  nations. 

It  is  a  significant  fact  that  four  of  the  five  countries  composing  the 
I^tiu  Union  mentioned  in  our  coinage  act,  embarrassed  with  their  silver 
currency,  have  just  completed  an  agreement  among  themselves  that  no 
more  silver  shall  be  coined  by  their  respective  Governments  and  that 
such  as  has  been  already  coined  and  in  circulation  shall  be  redeemed 
in  gold  by  the  country  of  its  coinage.  The  resort  to  this  expedient  by 
these  countries  may  well  arrest  the  attention  of  thase  who  suppose  that 
we  can  succeed  without  shock  or  injury  in  the  attempt  to  circulate  upon 
its  merits  all  the  ^ver  we  may  coin  under  the  provisions  of  our  silver- 
coinage  act. 

Tile  condition  in  which  our  Treasury  may  be  placed  b>'  a  persistence  in 
our  present  course  is  a  matter  of  concern  to  every  patriotic  citizen  who 
does  not  desire  liis  Government  to  pay  in  silver  such  of  its  obligations  as 
should  be  paid  in  gold.  Nor  should  our  condition  be  such  as  to  oblige 
us,  in  a  prudent  management  of  our  affairs,  to  discontinue  the  calling  in 
and  payment  of  interest -bearing  obligations  which  we  have  the  right 
now  to  discharge,  and  thus  avoid  the  payment  of  further  interest  thereon. 

The  so-called  debtor  class,  for  whose  benefit  the  continued  compulsory 
coinage  of  silver  is  insisted  upon,  are  not  dishonest  because  they  are  in 
debt,  and  they  should  not  be  suspected  of  a  desire  to  jeopardize  the 
financial  safety  of  the  country  in  order  that  they  may  cancel  their  pres- 
ent debts  b)'  paying  the  same  in  depreciated  dollars.  Nor  should  it  be 
forgotten  that  it  is  not  the  rich  nor  the  money  lender  alone  that  must 
submit  to  such  a  readjustment,  enforced  by  the  Government  and  their 
debtors.  The  pittance  of  the  widow  and  the  orphan  and  the  incomes  of 
helpless  lieneficiaries  of  all  kinds  would  be  disastrously  reduced.  The 
depositors  in  savings  banks  and  in  other  institutions  which  hold  in  trust 
the  sa\-ings  of  the  poor,  when  their  little  accumulations  are  scaled  down 
to  meet  the  new  order  of  things,  would  in  their  distress  painfully  realize 
the  delusion  of  the  promise  made  to  them  that  plentiful  money  would 
improve  tlieir  condition. 
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We  have  now  on  hand  all  the  silver  dollars  necessary  to  vSUpply  the 
present  needs  of  the  people  and  to  satisfy  those  who  from  sentiment  wish 
to  see  them  in  circulation,  and  if  their  coinage  is  suspended  they  can  be 
readily  obtained  by  all  who  desire  them.  If  the  need  of  more  is  at  any 
time  apparent,  their  coinage  may  Ixi  renewed. 

That  disaster  has  not  already  overtaken  us  furnishes  no  proof  that 
danger  does  not  wait  upon  a  continuation  of  the  present  silver  coinage. 
We  have  l^een  saved  by  the  most  careful  management  and  unusual  ex- 
pedients, by  a  combination  of  fortunate  conditions,  and  by  a  confident 
expectation  that  the  course  of  the  Government  in  regard  to  silver  coinage 
would  be  speedily  changed  by  the  action  of  Congress. 

Prosperity  hesitates  upon  our  threshold  because  of  the  dangers  and 
uncertainties  surrounding  this  question.  Capital  timidly  shrinks  from 
trade,  and  investors  are  unwilling  to  take  the  chance  of  the  questionable 
shape  in  which  their  money  will  be  returned  to  them,  while  enterprise 
halts  at  a  risk  against  which  care  and  sagacious  management  do  not 
protect. 

As  a  necessary  consequence,  lalK)r  lacks  employment  and  suffering  and 
distress  are  visited  upon  a  portion  of  our  fellow-citizens  especially  entitled 
to  the  careful  consideration  of  those  charged  with  the  duties  of  legisla- 
tion. No  interest  api)eals  to  us  so  strongly  for  a  safe  and  stable  currency 
as  the  vast  army  of  the  unemployed. 

I  recommend  the  suspension  of  the  compulsory  coinage  of  silver  dollars, 
directed  by  the  law  passed  in  February,  1878. 

The  Steamlx)at- Inspection  Service  on  the  3otli  daj'  of  June,  1885,  was 
composed  of  140  persons,  including  officers,  clerks,  and  messengers.  The 
expenses  of  the  service  over  the  receipts  were  $138,822.22  during  the 
fiscal  year.  The  special  inspection  of  foreign  vSteam  vessels,  organized 
under  a  law  passed  in  1882,  was  maintained  during  the  year  at  an  ex- 
pense of  $36,641.63.  Since  the  clOvSe  of  the  fiscal  3'ear  reductions  have 
l)een  made  in  the  force  employed  which  will  result  in  a  saving  during  the 
current  year  of  $17,000  without  affecting  the  efficiency  of  the  service. 

The  Supervising  Surgeon- General  reports  that  during  the  fiscal  year 
41,714  patients  have  received  relief  through  the  Marine-Hospital  Serv- 
ice, of  whom  12,803  were  treated  in  hospitals  and  28,911  at  the  dispen- 
saries. 

Active  and  effective  efforts  have  been  made  through  the  medium  of 
this  service  to  protect  the  country  against  an  invasion  of  cholera,  which 
has  prevailed  in  Spain  and  France,  and  the  smallpox,  which  recently 
broke  out  in  Canada. 

The  most  gratifying  results  have  attended  the  operations  of  the JLife- 
Saving  vService  during  the  last  fiscal  year.  The  observance  of  the  pro- 
vision of  law  retjuiring  the  appointment  of  the  force  employed  in  this 
ser\nce  to  be  made  ' '  solely  with  reference  to  their  fitness,  and  without 
reference  to  their  political  or  party  affiliation,"  has  secured  the  result 
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which  may  cfnifidentl\"  l>e  expected  in  any  branch  of  public  employment 
where  such  a  rule  is  applied.  As  a  consequence,  this  service  is  com- 
posed of  men  well  qualified  for  the  performance  of  their  dangerous  and 
exceptionally  important  duties. 

The  number  of  stations  in  commission  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  203. 
The  number  of  disasters  to  vessels  and  craft  of  all  kinds  within  their  field 
of  action  wa.s  37 1 .  The  number  of  persons  endangered  in  such  disasters 
was  3,439,  of  whom  2.438  were  saved  and  only  11  lost.  Other  lives  which 
were  imperiled,  though  not  by  disa.sters  to  shipping,  were  also  rescued, 
and  a  large  an:ount  of  property  was  saved  through  the  aid  of  this  service. 
The  cast  of  its  maintenance  during  the  year  was  8828,474.43. 

The  work  of  the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  was  during  the  last  fiscal 
year  carried  on  within  the  boundaries  and  off  the  coasts  of  thirty-two 
States,  two  Territories,  and  the  District  of  Columbia.  In  July  last  cer- 
tain irregularities  were  found  to  exist  in  the  management  of  this  Bureau, 
which  led  to  a  prompt  investigation  of  its  methods.  The  abuses  which 
were  brought  to  light  by  this  examination  and  the  reckless  disregard  of 
duty  and  the  interests  of  the  Go\'emment  developed  on  the  part  of  some 
of  those  connected  with  the  ser^'ice  made  a  change  of  superin  tendency 
and  a  few  of  its  other  officers  necessarj'.  Since  the  Bureau  has  been  in 
new  hands  an  introduction  of  economies  and  the  application  of  business 
methods  have  produced  an  important  saving  to  the  Government  and  a 
promise  of  more  usefid  results. 

This  service  has  never  been  regulated  by  anything  but  the  most  indefi- 
niti^  legal  L-nactmenls  and  the  most  uiisatisfactorj"  ndes.  It  was  many 
years  ago  sanctioned  apparently  for  a  purpose  regarded  as  temporary  and 
related  to  a  survey  of  our  coast.  Having  gained  a  place  in  the  appropri- 
ations made  by  Congress,  it  has  gradually  taken  to  itself  powers  and 
objects  not  contemplated  in  its  creation  and  extended  its  operations  until 
it  sadlj'  needs  legislative  attention. 

So  far  as  a  further  sur\-ey  of  our  coast  is  concerned,  there  seems  to  be  a 
propriety  in  transferring  that  work  to  the  Navy  Department.  The  other 
duties  now  in  charge  of  this  establishment,  if  they  can  not  be  profitably 
attached  to  some  existing  Department  or  other  bureau,  should  be  prose- 
cuted under  a  law  exactly  defining  their  scope  and  purpose,  and  with  a 
careful  discrimination  between  the  scientific  inquiries  which  may  prop- 
erly be  assumed  by  the  Government  and  those  which  should  be  under- 
taken  by  State  authority  or  by  individual  enterprise. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  report  of  the  Congressional  committee  hereto- 
fore appointed  to  investigate  this  and  other  like  matters  will  aid  in  the 
accomplishment  of  proper  legislation  on  this  subject. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  is  herewith  submitted.  The  atten- 
tion of  Congress  is  invited  to  the  detailed  account  which  it  contains  of 
the  administration  of  his  Department,  and  his  recommendations  and 
suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  service.

The  Army  consisted,  at  the  date  of  the  last  consolidated  returns,  of 
2,154  officers  and  24,705  enhsted  men. 

The  expenses  of  the  Departments  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1885,  including  $13,164,394.60  for  public  works  and  river  and  harbor 
improvements,  were  $45,850,999.54. 

Besides  the  troops  which  were  dispatched  in  pursuit  of  the  small  band 
of  Indians  who  left  their  reservation  in  Arizona  and  committed  murders 
and  outrages,  two  regiments  of  cavalry  and  one  of  infantry  were  sent  last 
July  to  the  Indian  Territory  to  prevent  an  outbreak  which  seemed  immi- 
nent. They  remained  to  aid,  if  necessary,  in  the  expulsion  of  intruders 
upon  the  reservation,  who  seemed  to  have  caused  the  discontent  among 
the  Indians,  but  the  IJxecutive  proclamation*  warning  them  to  remove 
was  complied  with  without  their  interference. 

Troops  were  also  sent  to  Rock  Springs,  in  Wyoming  Territorj',  after 
the  massacre  of  Chinese  there,  to  prevent  further  disturbance,  and  after- 
wards to  vSeattle,  in  Washington  Territory,  to  avert  a  threatened  attack 
upon  Chinese  lal:)orers  and  domestic  violence  there.  In  both  cases  the 
mere  presence  of  the  troops  had  the  desired  effect. 

It  appears  that  the  number  of  desertions  has  diminished,  but  that  dur- 
ing the  last  fiscal  year  they  numljered  2,927;  and  one  instance  is  given 
by  the  Lieutenant- General  of  six  desertions  by  the  same  recruit.  I  am 
convinced  that  this  number  of  desertions  can  Ixi  much  diminished  by 
better  discipline  and  treatment;  but  the  punishment  should  be  increased 
for  rei)eated  offenses. 

These  desertions  might  also  be  reduced  by  lessening  the  term  of  first 
enlistments,  thus  allowing  a  discontented  recruit  to  contemplate  a  nearer 
discharge  and  the  Army  a  profitable  riddance.  After  one  term  of  service 
a  reenlistment  would  be  quite  apt  to  secure  a  contented  recruit  and  a 
good  soldier. 

The  Acting  Judge- Advocate- General  reports  that  the  number  of  trials 
by  general  courts-martial  during  the  year  was  2,328,  and  that  11,851 
trials  took  place  before  garrison  and  regimental  courts-martial.  The 
suggestion  that  probably  more  than  half  the  Army  have  been  tried  for 
offenses,  great  and  small,  in  one  3^ear  may  well  arrest  attention.  Of 
course  many  of  these  trials  l)efore  garrison  and  regimental  courts-martial 
were  for  offenses  almost  frivolous,  and  there  should,  I  think,  be  a  way 
devised  to  dispose  of  these  in  a  more  summary  and  less  inconvenient 
manner  than  In-  court-martial. 

If  some  of  the  proceedings  of  courts-martial  which  I  have  had  occa- 
sion to  examine  present  the  ideas  of  justice  which  generally  prevail  in 
these  tribunals,  I  am  satisfied  that  they  should  l)e  nuich  reformed  if  the 
honor  and  the  honesty  of  the  Army  and  Navy  are  by  their  instrumen- 
tality to  l)e  vindicated  and  protected. 

The  Board  on  Fortifications  or  other  defenses,  appointed  in  pursuance 

*  Sec  pp.  3^3-.V4. 
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of  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1885,  will  in 
a  short  time  present  their  report,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  may  greatly 
aid  the  legislation  so  necessary  to  remedy  the  present  defenseless  condi- 
tion of  our  seacoasts. 

The  work  of  the  Signal  Sen,'icc  lias  been  prosecuted  during  the  last 
year  with  results  of  increasing  benefit  to  the  country.  The  field  of 
instruction  has  been  enlarged  with  a  -view  of  adding  to  its  usefulness. 
The  number  of  stations  in  operation  June  30,  1885.  was  489.  Tele- 
graphic reports  are  received  daily  from  160  stations.  Reports  are  also 
received  from  25  Canadian  stations,  375  volunteer  observers,  52  array 
surgeons  at  military  posts,  and  333  foreign  stations.  The  expense  of  the 
sen.'ice  during  the  fiscal  year,  after  deducting  receipts  from  militarj'  tele- 
graph lines,  was  $792,592.97.  In  view  of  the  fact  referred  to  by  the 
Secretary  of  War,  that  the  work  of  this  service  ordinarily  is  of  a  scientific 
nature,  and  the  further  fact  that  it  is  assuming  larger  proportions  con- 
stantly and  l)ecoming  more  and  more  unsuited  to  the  fixed  rules  which 
must  goveni  the  Annj',  I  am  inclined  to  agree  ^vith  him  in  the  opinion 
that  it  should  V>e  separately  established.  If  this  is  done,  the  scope  and 
extent  of  its  operations  should,  as  nearly  as  possible,  be  definitely  pre- 
scribed by  law  and  always  capable  of  exact  ascertainment. 

The  Military  Academy  at  West  Point  is  reported  as  being  in  a  high 
state  of  efficiency  and  well  equipped  for  the  satisfactory  accomplishment 
of  the  purposes  of  its  maintenance. 

The  fact  that  the  class  which  graduates  next  year  is  an  unusually  large 
one  has  constrained  me  to  decline  to  make  appointments  to  second  lieu- 
tenancies in  the  Army  from  civil  life,  .so  that  such  vacancies  as  exist  in 
these  places  may  lie  re-ser\'ed  for  such  graduates;  and  yet  it  is  not  proba- 
ble that  there  will  be  enough  vacancies  to  provide  positions  for  them  all 
when  they  leave  the  military  school.  Under  the  prevailing  law  and  usage 
those  not  thus  as.signed  to  duty  never  actively  enter  the  military  service. 
It  is  suggested  that  the  law  on  this  subject  be  changed  so  that  such  of 
these  young  men  as  are  not  at  once  assigtied  to  duty  after  graduation 
may  be  retained  as  second  lieutenants  in  the  Army  if  they  desire  it,  sub- 
ject to  assignment  when  opportunity  occurs,  and  under  proper  rules  as  to 
priority  of  selection. 

The  expenditures  on  account  of  the  Military  Academy  for  the  last 
fiscal  year,  exclusive  of  the  sum  taken  for  its  purposes  from  appropria- 
tions for  the  support  of  the  Army,  were  $390,712.07. 

The  act  approved  March  3,  1885,  designed  to  compensate  officers  and 
enlisted  men  for  loss  of  private  property  while  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  is  so  indefinite  in  its  terms  and  apparently  admits  so 
many  claims  the  adjustment  of  which  could  not  have  been  contemplated 
that  if  it  is  to  remain  upon  the  statute  book  it  needs  amendment. 

There  should  l)e  a  general  law  of  Congress  prohibiting  the  construc- 
tion of  bridges  over  navigable  waters  in  such  manner  as  to  obstrtict 
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navigation,  with  provisions  for  preventing  the  same.  It  seems  that  under 
existing  statutes  the  Government  can  not  intervene  to  prevent  such  a 
construction  when  entered  upon  without  its  consent,  though  when  such 
consent  is  asked  and  granted  upon  condition  the  authority  to  insist  upon 
such  condition  is  clear.  Thus  it  is  represented  that  while  the  officers 
of  the  Government  are  with  great  care  guarding  against  the  obstruc- 
tion of  navigation  by  a  bridge  across  the  Mississippi  River  at  St.  Paul  a 
large  pier  for  a  bridge  has  been  built  just  below^  this  place  directly  in  the 
navigable  channel  of  the  river.  If  such  things  are  to  be  permitted,  a 
strong  argument  is  presented  against  the  appropriation  of  large  sums  of 
money  to  improve  the  navigation  of  tliis  and  other  important  highways 
of  commerce. 

The  report  of  the  Secretar>^  of  the  Navy  gives  a  histor>'  of  the  opera- 
tions of  his  Department  and  the  present  condition  of  the  work  committed 
to  his  charge. 

He  details  in  full  the  course  pursued  by  him  to  protect  the  rights 
of  the  Government  in  respect  of  certain  vessels  unfinished  at  the  time  of 
his  accession  to  office,  and  also  concerning  the  dispatch  boat  Dolphin^ 
claimed  to  be  completed  and  awaiting  the  acceptance  of  the  Department. 
No  one  can  fail  to  see  from  recitals  contained  in  this  report  that  only  the 
application  of  business  principles  has  been  insisted  upon  in  the  treatment 
of  these  subjects,  and  that  whatever  controversy  has  arisen  was  caused 
by  the  exaction  on  the  part  of  the  Department  of  contract  obligations 
as  they  were  legally  construed.  In  the  case  of  the  Dolphin^  with  entire 
justice  to  the  contractor,  an  agreement  has  been  entered  into  providing 
for  the  ascertainment  by  a  judicial  inquir>'  of  the  complete  or  partial 
compliance  with  the  contract  in  her  construction,  and  further  providing 
for  the  assessment  of  any  damages  to  which  the  Government  may  be 
entitled  on  account  of  a  partial  failure  to  jxjrform  such  contract,  or  the 
payment  of  the  sum  still  remaining  unpaid  \\^\\  her  price  in  case  a 
full  performance  is  adjudged. 

The  contractor,  by  reason  of  his  failure  in  business,  being  unable  to 
complete  the  other  three  vessels,  they  were  taken  possession  of  by  the 
Government  in  their  unfinished  state  under  a  clause  in  the  contract  per- 
mitting such  a  course,  and  are  now  in  pr(x:ess  of  completion  in  the  3'ard 
of  the  contractor,  but  under  the  supervision  of  the  Navy  Department. 

Congress  at  its  last  session  authorized  the  construction  of  two  addi- 
tional new  cruisers  and  two  gunboats,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  in  the 
aggregate  $2,995,o(k).  The  appropriation  for  this  purpase  having  be- 
come availal)le  on  the  ist  day  of  July  last,  steps  were  at  once  taken  for 
the  procurement  of  such  plans  for  the  construction  of  these  vessels  as 
would  be  likely  to  insure  their  usefulness  when  completed.  These  are 
of  the  utmost  iniix)rtancu,  considering  the  ccmstant  advance  in  the  art  of 
building  vessels  of  this  character,  and  the  time  is  not  lost  which  is  spent 
in  their  careful  consideration  and  selection. 
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All  must  admit  the  importance  of  an  effective  navy  to  a  nation  like 
ours,  having  such  an  extended  seacoast  to  protect;  and  yet  we  have  not 
a  single  vessel  of  war  that  could  keep  the  seas  against  a  first-class  vessel 
of  any  important  power.  Such  a  condition  ought  not  longer  to  continue. 
The  nation  that  can  not  resist  aggression  is  constantly  exposed  to  it.  Its 
foreign  policy  is  of  necessity  weak  and  its  negotiations  are  conducted 
with  di.sadvantage  because  it  is  not  in  condition  to  enforce  the  terms 
dictated  by  its  sense  of  right  and  justice. 

Inspired,  as  I  am,  by  the  hope,  shared  by  all  patriotic  citizens,  that  the 
day  is  not  very  far  distant  when  our  Navy  will  be  such  as  befits  our  stand- 
ing among  the  nations  of  the  earth,  and  rejoiced  at  every  step  that  leads 
in  the  direction  of  such  a  consummation,  I  deem  it  ray  duty  to  especially 
direct  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  close  of  the  report  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy,  in  which  the  humiliating  «'eakiiess  of  the  present 
organization  of  his  Department  is  exhibited  and  the  starthng  abuse.s  and 
waste  of  its  present  methods  are  exposed.  The  con\-ictioH  is  forced 
Upon  us  with  the  certainty  of  mathematical  demonstration  that  before 
we  proceed  further  in  the  restoration  of  a  Navy  we  need  a  thorough!)' 
reorganized  Navy  Departuient,  The  fact  that  within  seventeen  years 
more  than  $75,000,000  have  been  spent  in  the  construction,  repair,  equip- 
ment, and  armament  of  vessels,  and  the  further  fact  that  instead  of  an 
effective  and  creditable  fleet  we  have  only  the  discontent  and  apprehen- 
sion of  a  nation  undefended  by  war  vessels,  added  to  the  disclosures  now 
made,  do  not  permit  us  to  doubt  that  ei-ery  attenipt  to  revive  our  Navy 
has  thus  far  for  the  mo;-.!  part  been  misdirected,  and  all  our  efforts  in 
that  direction  have  been  little  better  than  blind  gropings  and  expensive, 
aimless  follies, 

Unquestionablj'  if  we  are  content  with  the  maintenance  of  a  Navy 
Department  simply  as  a  shabby  oniament  to  the  Government,  a  constant 
watchfidness  may  pre\'ent  some  of  the  scaudal  and  abuse  which  have 
found  their  way  into  our  present  organization,  and  its  incurable  waste 
may  be  reduced  to  the  minimum.  But  if  we  desire  to  build  ships  for  pres- 
ent usefulness  instead  of  naval  reminders  of  the  days  that  are  past,  we 
must  have  a  Department  organize<l  for  the  work,  supplied  with  all  the 
talent  and  ingenuity  our  country  affords,  prepared  to  take  advantage  of 
the  experience  of  other  nations,  sj-steraatized  so  that  all  effort  shall  unite 
and  lead  in  one  direction,  nnd  fully  imbued  with  the  conviction  that  war 
\-es.sels,  though  nt\v,  are  useless  luilcsh  they  cunihiiie  all  that  tJie  ingenu- 
ity of  man  has  up  to  this  day  brought  forth  relating  to  their  construction. 

I  earnestly  conmiend  the  portion  of  the  Secretary's  report  devoted  to 
this  subject  to  the  attention  of  Congress,  in  the  hope  that  his  sugges- 
tions touching  the  reorganization  of  his  Department  may  be  adopted  as 
the  first  step  toward  the  reconstruction  of  our  Navy. 

The  affairs  of  the  ]>osta!  service  are  exhibited  by  the  report  of  the 
Postmaster-General,  which  will  be  laid  before  you. 
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The  postal  revenue,  whose  ratio  of  gain  upon  the  rising  prosperity  of 
1882  and  1883  outstripped  the  increasing  expenses  of  our  growing  serv- 
ice, was  checked  by  the  reduction  in  the  rate  of  letter  postage  which  took 
effect  with  the  beginning  of  October  in  the  latter  year,  and  it  diminished 
during  the  two  past  fiscal  years  $2,790,000,  in  about  the  proportion  of 
$2,270,000  in  1884  to  $520,000  in  1885.  Natural  growth  and  develop- 
ment have  meantime  increased  expenditure,  resulting  in  a  deficiency  in 
the  revenue  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Department  of  five  and  a  quar- 
ter million  dollars  for  the  year  1884  and  eight  and  a  third  million  in  the 
last  fiscal  year.  The  anticipated  and  natural  revival  of  the  revenue  has 
been  oppressed  and  retarded  by  the  unfavorable  business  condition  of  the 
country,  of  which  the  postal  service  is  a  faithful  indicator.  The  gratify- 
ing fact  is  shown,  however,  by  the  report  that  our  returning  prosperity  is 
marked  by  a  gain  of  $380,000  in  the  revenue  of  the  latter  half  of  the  last 
year  over  the  corresponding  period  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  change  in  the  weight  of  first-class  matter  which  may  be  carried  for 
a  single  rate  of  postage  from  a  half  ounce  to  an  ounce,  and  the  reduction 
by  one-half  of  the  rate  of  newspaper  postage,  which,  under  recent  legis- 
lation, began  with  the  current  year,  will  operate  to  restrain  the  augmen- 
tation of  receipts  which  otherwise  might  have  been  expected  to  such  a 
degree  that  the  scale  of  expense  may  gain  upon  the  revenue  and  cause 
an  increased  deficiency  to  be  shown  at  its  close.  Yet,  after  no  long  period 
of  reawakened  prosperity,  by  proper  economy  it  is  confidently  anticipated 
that  even  the  present  low  rates,  now  as  favorable  as  any  country  affords, 
will  be  adequate  to  sustain  the  cost  of  the  ser\'ice. 

The  operation  of  the  Post-Office  Department  is  for  the  convenience 
and  benefit  of  the  people,  and  the  method  by  which  they  pay  the  charges 
of  this  useful  arm  of  their  public  vService,  so  that  it  be  just  and  impartial, 
is  of  less  importance  to  them  than  the  economical  exp>enditure  of  the 
means  they  provide  for  its  maintenance  and  the  due  improvement  of  its 
agencies,  so  that  they  may  enjoy  its  highest  usefulness. 

A  proper  attention  has  l>een  directed  to  the  prevention  of  waste  or 
extravagance,  and  good  results  appear  from  the  report  to  liave  already 
been  acconi])lislicd. 

I  approve  the  recommendation  of  the  Postmaster- General  to  reduce  the 
charges  on  domestic  money  orders  of  $5  and  less  from  8  to  5  cents.  This 
change  will  materially  aid  those  of  our  people  who  most  of  all  avail  them- 
selves of  this  instrumentality,  but  to  whom  the  element  of  cheapness  is 
of  the  greatest  imix)rtance.  With  this  reduction  the  system  would  still 
remain  self-su])porting. 

The  free-delivery  system  has  been  extended  to  19  additional  cities 
during  the  year,  and  17S  now  enjoy  its  conveniences.  Exp>erience  has 
connnended  it  to  those  who  enjoy  its  benefits,  and  further  enlargement 
of  its  facilities  is  due  to  other  connnunities  to  which  it  is  adapted.  lu 
the  cities  where  it  has  Ix^en  established,  taken  together,  the  local  postage 
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excf«ls  its  maintenance  by  nearly  $1,300,000.  The  limit  to  which  this 
system  is  now  confined  by  law  has  been  nearly  reached,  and  the  reasons 
given  justify  its  extension,  which  is  proposed. 

It  was  decided,  with  ray  approbation,  after  a  sufficient  exaiiii nation, 
to  be  inexpedient  for  the  Post -Office  Department  to  contract  for  carry- 
ing our  foreign  mails  under  the  additional  authority  given  bj'  the  last 
Congress.  The  amount  limited  was  inadequate  to  pay  all  within  the 
purview  of  the  law  the  full  rate  of  50  cents  per  mile,  and  it  would  have 
been  unjust  and  unwise  to  have  given  it  to  some  and  denied  it  to  others. 
Nor  could  contracts  have  been  let  under  the  law  to  all  at  a  rate  to  have 
brought  the  aggregate  «'ithin  the  appropriation  without  such  practical 
prearrangement  of  terms  as  would  have  violated  it. 

Tile  rale  of  .sea  and  inland  postage  which  was  proffered  under  another 
statute  clearly  appears  to  be  a  fair  compensation  for  the  desired  ser^Hce, 
being  three  times  the  price  necessary  to  secure  transfwrtation  by  Other 
vessels  upon  any  route,  and  much  beyond  the  charges  made  to  private 
persons  for  .services  not  less  burdensome. 

Some  of  the  .steamship  couijianies,  upon  the  refusal  of  the  Postmaster- 
General  to  attempt,  by  the  means  provided,  the  distribution  of  the  sum 
appropriated  as  an  extra  compensation,  withdrew  the  ser\'ices  of  their 
vessels  and  thereby  occasioned  slight  inconvenience,  though  no  consider- 
able injury,  the  mails  having  been  dispatched  by  other  means. 

Whatever  may  be  thought  of  the  policy  of  subsidizing  any  line  of  public 
conve\-ance  or  travel,  T  am  satisfied  that  it  should  not  l)e  done  under  cover 
of  an  expenditure  incident  to  the  ad  nnni  strati  on  of  a  Department,  nor 
should  there  l>o  any  inicertainty  as  to  the  recipients  of  the  subsidy  or  any 
discretion  left  to  an  executive  officer  as  to  its  distribution.  If  such  gifts 
of  the  public  money  are  to  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  any  enter- 
prise in  the  supposed  interest  of  the  public,  I  can  not  but  think  that  the 
amount  to  be  jxiid  and  the  beneficiary  might  better  be  determined  by 
Congress  than  in  any  other  way. 

The  international  congress  of  delegate.s  from  the  Postal  Union  countries 
convened  at  Lisbon,  in  Portugal,  in  Febriiary  last,  and  after  a  session  of 
some  weeks  the  delegates  signed  a  convention  amendatory  of  the  present 
postal-union  convention  in  some  partictdars  designed  to  advance  its  pur- 
poses. This  additional  act  has  had  my  appro\'aI  and  will  be  laid  before 
you  with  the  departmental  report. 

I  ai>proi-e  the  recommendation  of  the  Past  master- General  that  another 
as.sistant  he  provided  for  his  Department.  I  invite  your  consideration  to 
the  several  other  recommendations  contained  in  his  report. 

The  report  of  the  Attorney -General  contains  a  history  of  the  conduct  of 
the  Department  of  Justice  during  the  last  year  and  a  number  of  valuable 
suggestions  as  to  needed  legislation,  and  I  invite  your  careful  attention 
to  the  same. 

The  condition  of  business  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States  is  such  that 
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there  seems  to  be  an  imperative  necessity  for  remedial  legislation  on  the 
subject.  Some  of  these  courts  are  so  overburdened  with  pending  causes 
that  the  delays  in  determining  litigation  amount  often  to  a  denial  of 
justice.  Among  the  plans  suggCvSted  for  relief  is  one  submitted  by  the 
Attorney-General.  Its  main  features  are:  The  transfer  of  all  the  origi- 
nal jurisdiction  of  the  circuit  courts  to  the  district  courts  and  an  increase 
of  judges  for  the  latter  where  necessary;  an  addition  of  judges  to  the 
circuit  courts,  and  constituting  them  exclusively  courts  of  appeal,  and 
reasonably  limiting  appeals  thereto;  further  restrictions  of  the  right  to 
remove  causes  from  the  State  to  Federal  courts;  p>emiitting  appeals  to  the 
Supreme  Court  from  the  courts  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  the  Ter- 
ritories only  in  the  same  cases  as  thev  are  allowed  from  State  courts, 
and  guarding  against  an  unnecessary  numl)er  of  appeals  from  the  circuit 
courts. 

I  approve  the  plan  thus  outlined,  and  recommend  the  legislation  nec- 
essary for  its  application  to  our  judicial  .system. 

The  present  mode  of  compensating  United  States  marshals  and  district 
attorneys  .should,  in  my  opinion,  be  changed.  They  are  allowed  to  charge 
against  the  Government  certain  fees  for  services,  their  income  being  meas- 
ured by  the  amount  of  such  fees  within  a  fixed  limit  as  to  their  annual 
aggregate.  This  is  a  direct  inducement  for  them  to  make  their  fees  in 
criminal  cases  as  large  as  possible  in  an  eiTort  to  reach  the  maximum  sum 
permitted.  As  an  entirely  natural  consequence,  unscrupulous  marshals 
are  found  encouraging  frivolous  prosecutions,  arresting  people  on  petty 
charges  of  crime  and  transporting  them  to  distant  places  for  examination 
and  trial,  for  the  purix)se  of  earning  mileage  and  other  fees;  and  dis- 
trict attorneys  uselessly  attend  criminal  examinations  far  from  their  places 
of  residence  for  the  express  purpose  of  swelling  their  accounts  against 
the  Government.  The  actual  expenses  incurred  in  these  transactions  are 
also  charged  against  the  Government. 

Thus  the  rights  and  freedom  of  our  citizens  are  outraged  and  public 
expenditures  increased  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  public  officers  pre- 
texts for  increasing  the  measure  of  their  compensation. 

I  think  marshals  and  district  attorneys  should  be  paid  salaries,  ad- 
justed by  a  rule  which  will  make  them  commensurate  with  services 
fairly  rendered. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  I  desire  to  suggest  the  advi.sability,  if 
it  l)e  found  not  obnoxious  to  constitutional  objection,  of  investing  United 
vStates  commissioners  with  the  ])ower  to  try  and  determine  certain  viola- 
tions of  law  within  the  grade  of  misdemeanors.  Such  trials  might  be 
made  to  dei)end  upon  the  option  of  the  accused.  The  multiplication 
of  small  and  technical  ofTenses,  es])ecially  under  the  provisions  of  our 
internal -re  veiuie  law,  render  some  change  in  our  present  sy.stem  very  de- 
sirable in  tlic  interests  of  humanity  as  well  as  economy.  The  district 
courts  are  now  crowded  with  jxitty  ])rosecuti()ns,  involving  a  punishment, 
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in  case  of  conviction,  of  only  a  sliglit  fine,  wliile  the  parties  accused  are 
harassed  bj-  an  enforced  attendance  upon  courts  held  hundreds  of  miles 
from  their  homes.  If  poor  and  friendless,  they  are  obliged  to  remain  in 
jail  during  months,  jierhaps,  that  elapse  before  a  session  of  the  court  is 
held,  and  are  finally  brought  to  trial  surrounded  by  strangers  and  with 
but  little  real  opportunity  for  defense.  In  the  meantime  frequently  the 
marshal  has  charged  against  the  Government  his  fees  for  au  arrest,  the 
transportation  of  the  accused  and  the  expen.se  of  the  same,  and  for  sum- 
moning witnesses  before  a  commissioner,  a  grand  jury,  and  a  court;  the 
witnesses  have  been  paid  from  the  public  funds  large  fees  and  traveling 
expenses,  and  the  comniis.sioner  and  district  attorney  have  also  made 
their  charges  against  the  Government. 

This  abuse  in  the  administration  of  our  criminal  law  should  be  rem- 
edied; and  if  the  plan  above  suggested  is  not  practicable,  some  other 
should  be  devised. 

The  report  of  the  Secretarj'  of  the  Interior,  containing  an  account  of 
the  operations  of  this  important  Department  and  much  interesting  infor- 
mation, will  be  submitted  for  your  consideration. 

The  most  intricate  and  difficult  subject  in  charge  of  this  Department 
is  the  treatment  and  management  of  the  Indians.  I  am  satisfied  that 
some  progress  may  be  noted  in  their  condition  as  a  result  of  a  prudent 
administration  of  the  present  laws  and  regulations  for  their  control. 

But  it  i3  submitted  that  there  is  lack  of  a  fixed  purpose  or  policy  on 
this  subject,  which  should  be  supplied.  It  is  useless  to  dilate  upon  the 
wrongs  of  the  Indians,  and  as  useless  to  indulge  in  the  heartless  belief 
that  becau.se  their  wrongs  are  revenged  in  their  own  atrocious  manner, 
therefore  they  should  Ik  exterminated. 

They  are  within  the  care  of  our  Government,  and  their  rights  are, 
or  should  be,  protected  from  invasion  by  the  most  solemn  obligations. 
They  are  properly  enough  called  the  wards  of  the  Government;  and  it 
should  be  borue  in  mind  that  this  guardianship  involves  on  our  part 
efforts  for  the  improvement  of  their  condition  and  the  enforcement  of 
their  rights.  There  seems  to  be  general  concurrence  in  the  proposition 
that  the  idtimate  object  of  their  treatment  should  be  their  civilization 
and  citizenship.  Fitted  by  these  to  keep  pace  in  the  march  of  prog- 
ress with  the  advanced  civilization  about  them,  they  will  readily  assimi- 
late with  the  mass  of  our  population,  assuming  the  responsibilities  and 
receiving  the  protection  incident  to  this  condition. 

The  difficulty  appears  to  lie  in  the  selection  of  the  means  to  be  at 
present  employed  toward  the  attainment  of  this  result. 

Our  Indian  population,  exclu.sive  of  those  in  Alaska,  is  reported  as 
numbering  260,000,  nearly  all  being  located  on  lands  set  apart  for  their 
use  and  occui^ation,  aggregating  over  134,000,000  acres.  These  lauds 
are  included  in  the  Iwundaries  of  171  reservations  of  different  dimen- 
sions, scattered  in  21  States  and  Territories,  presenting  great  variations  in 
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climate  and  in  the  kind  and  quality  of  their  >soils.  Among  the  Indians 
upon  these  several  reser\'ations  there  exist  the  most  marked  di£Ferences 
in  natural  traits  and  disposition  and  in  their  progress  toward  civilization. 
While  some  are  lazy,  vicious,  and  stupid,  others  are  industrious,  peace- 
ful, and  intelligent;  while  a  portion  of  them  are  self-supporting  and  inde- 
pendent, and  have  vSo  far  advanced  in  civilization  that  they  make  their 
own  laws,  administered  through  officers  of  their  own  choice,  and  educate 
their  children  in  schools  of  their  own  establishment  and  maintenance, 
others  still  retain,  in  squalor  and  dependence,  almost  the  savagery  of 
their  natural  state. 

In  dealing  with  this  question  the  desires  manifevSted  by  the  Indians 
should  not  l)e  ignored.  Here  again  we  find  a  great  diversity.  With 
some  the  tribal  relation  is  cherished  with  the  utmost  tenacity,  while  its 
hold  upon  others  is  considerably  relaxed;  the  love  of  home  is  strong  with 
all,  and  yet  there  are  those  whose  attachment  to  a  particular  locality  is  by 
no  means  unyielding;  the  ownership  of  their  lands  in  severalty  is  much 
desired  by  some,  while  by  others,  and  sometimes  among  the  most  civilized, 
such  a  distribution  would  l^e  bitterly  op]K)sed. 

The  variation  of  their  wants,  growing  out  of  and  connected  with  the 
character  of  their  several  l(x:ations,  should  \vt  regarded.  Some  are  upon 
reservations  most  fit  for  grazing,  but  without  flocks  or  herds;  and  some, 
on  arable  land,  have  no  agricultural  implements.  While  some  of  the  res- 
ervations are  double  the  size  necessary  to  maintain  the  number  of  Indians 
now  upon  them,  in  a  few  cases,  perhaps,  they  should  be  enlarged. 

Add  to  all  this  the  difference  in  the  administration  of  the  agencies. 
While  the  same  duties  are  devolved  upon  all,  the  disposition  of  the 
agents  and  the  manner  of  their  contact  with  the  Indians  have  much  to 
do  with  their  condition  and  welfare.  The  agent  who  perfunctorily  per- 
forms his  duty  and  slothfully  neglects  all  opportunity  to  advance  their 
moral  and  physical  improvement  and  fails  to  inspire  them  with  a  desire 
for  Ixitter  things  will  accomplish  nothing  in  the  direction  of  their  civ- 
ilization, while  he  who  feels  the  burden  of  an  important  trust  and  has 
an  interest  in  his  work  will,  by  consistent  example,  firm  yet  consider- 
ate treatment,  and  well-directed  aid  and  encouragement,  constantly  lead 
those  inider  his  charge  toward  the  light  of  their  enfranchisement. 

The  history  of  all  the  progress  which  has  l)een  made  in  the  civiliza- 
tion of  the  Indian  I  think  will  disclose  the  fact  that  the  beginning  has 
l)een  religious  teaching,  followed  by  or  accompanying  secular  education. 
While  the  self-sacrificing  and  ]mous  men  and  women  who  have  aided  in 
this  good  work  by  their  independent  endeavor  have  for  their  reward  the 
l)eneficent  results  of  their  labor  and  the  consciousness  of  Christian  duty 
well  performed,  their  valuable  services  should  l>e  fully  acknowledged  by 
all  who  under  the  law  are  charged  with  the  control  and  management  of 
our  Indian  wards. 

What  has  Ix^en  said   indicates  that  in   the  present  condition  of  the 
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Indians  no  attempt  should  be  made  to  apply  a  fixed  and  unyielding 
plan  i)f  action  to  their  varied  and  var>-iiiR  needs  and  circumstances. 

The  Indian  Bureau,  burdened  as  it  is  with  their  general  oversight 
and  with  the  details  of  the  establishment,  can  hardly  possess  itself  of 
the  minute  phases  of  the  particular  cases  needing  treatment;  and  thus 
the  propriety  of  creating  an  inslnunentality  auxihary  to  those  already 
estabhshed  for  the  care  of  the  Indians  suggests  itself. 

I  recommend  the  passage  of  a  law  authorizing  the  appointment  of  six 
commissioners,  three  of  whom  shall  he  detailed  from  the  Army,  to  be 
charged  with  the  duty  of  a  careful  inspection  from  time  to  time  of  all  the 
Indians  upon  our  reservations  or  subject  to  the  care  and  control  of  the 
Government,  with  a  view  of  discovering  their  exact  condition  and  needs 
and  determining  what  steps  shall  be  taken  on  behalf  of  the  Govemraent 
to  improve  their  situation  in  the  direction  of  their  self-support  and  com- 
plete civilization;  that  they  ascertain  from  such  inspection  what,  if  any, 
of  the  reservations  may  be  reduced  in  area,  and  in  such  cases  what  part 
not  needed  for  Indian  occupation  may  l>e  purchased  by  the  Gox-eniment 
from  the  Indians  and  disjxjsed  of  for  their  benefit;  what,  if  any,  Indians 
may,  with  their  consent,  be  removed  to  other  reservations,  with  a  view  of 
their  concentration  and  the  sale  on  their  behalf  of  their  abandoned  reser- 
vations; what  Indian  lands  now  held  iu  common  should  be  allotted  in 
severalty;  in  what  manner  and  to  what  extent  the  Indians  upon  the  res- 
ervations can  be  placed  under  the  protection  of  our  laws  and  subjected 
to  their  penalties,  and  which,  if  any,  Indians  .should  lie  invested  with 
the  right  of  citi/.cnship.  Tht  jxiwers  and  functions  of  the  commission- 
ers in  regard  to  these  subjects  should  be  clearly  defined,  though  they 
should,  in  conjmiction  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  be  given  all 
the  authority  to  deal  definitely  with  the  qnestioiis  presented  deemed  safe 
and  consistent. 

They  should  he  also  charged  with  the  duty  of  ascertaining  the  In- 
dians who  might  properly  be  furnished  with  implements  of  agriculture, 
and  of  what  kind;  in  what  cases  the  support  of  the  Government  should 
be  withdrawn;  where  the  present  plan  of  distributing  Indian  supplies 
should  be  changed;  n-here  schools  may  be  established  and  where  discon- 
tinued; the  conduct,  methoils,  and  fitness  of  agents  in  charge  of  reser- 
vations; the  extent  to  which  such  re.ser\'ations  are  occupied  or  intruded 
upon  by  unauthorized  [lersons,  and  generally  all  matters  related  to  the 
welfare  and  improvement  of  the  Indian. 

They  should  advise  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  concerning  these 
matters  of  detail  in  management,  and  he  should  be  given  power  to  deal 
with  them  fully,  if  he  is  not  now  invested  with  such  power. 

This  plan  contemplates  the  selection  of  persons  for  commissioners  who 
are  interested  in  the  Indian  question  and  who  have  practical  ideas  upon 
the  subject  of  their  treatment. 

The  expense  of  the  Indian  Bureau  during  the  last  fiscal  year  was  more 
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than  six  and  a  half  million  dollars.  I  believe  much  of  this  expenditure 
might  be  saved  under  the  plan  proposed;  that  its  economical  effects  would 
be  increased  with  its  continuance;  that  the  safety  of  our  frontier  settlers 
would  be  subserved  under  its  operation,  and  that  the  nation  would  be 
saved  through  its  results  from  the  imputation  of  inhumanity,  injustice, 
and  mismanagement. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  policy  of  allotment  of  Indian  lands  in  severalty, 
when  deemed  expedient,  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  surveys  completed 
of  the  reser\'ations,  and  I  hope  that  provivSion  will  be  made  for  the  prose- 
cution of  this  work. 

In  May  of  the  present  year  a  small  portion  of  the  Chiricahua  Apaches 
on  the  White  Mountain  Reservation,  in  Arizona,  left  the  reservation  and 
committed  a  number  of  murders  and  depredations  upon  settlers  in  that 
neighborhood.  Though  prompt  and  energetic  action  was  taken  by  the 
military,  the  renegades  eluded  capture  and  escaped  into  Mexico.  The  for- 
mation of  the  country  through  which  these  Indians  passed,  their  thorough 
acquaintance  with  the  same,  the  speed  of  their  escape,  and  the  manner  in 
which  they  scattered  and  concealed  themselves  among  the  mountains  near 
the  scene  of  their  outrages  put  our  soldiers  at  a  great  disadvantage  in 
their  efforts  to  capture  them,  though  the  expectation  is  still  entertained 
that  they  will  l)e  ultimately  taken  and  punished  for  their  crimes. 

The  threatening  and  disorderly  conduct  of  the  Cheyennes  in  the  Indian 
Territory  early  last  summer  caused  considerable  alarm  and  uneasiness. 
Investigation  proved  that  their  threatening  attitude  was  due  in  a  great 
measure  to  the  occupation  of  the  land  of  their  reservation  by  immense 
herds  of  cattle,  which  their  owners  claimed  were  rightfully  there  under 
certain  leases  made  by  the  Indians.  Such  occupation  appearing  upon 
examination  to  be  unlawful  notwithstanding  these  leases,  the  intruders 
were  ordered  to  remove  with  their  cattle  from  the  lands  of  the  Indians 
by  Executive  proclamation.*  The  enforcement  of  this  proclamation  had 
the  effect  of  restoring  peace  and  order  among  the  Indians,  and  they  are 
now  quiet  and  well  behaved. 

By  an  Executive  order  issued  on  February  27,  1885,  by  my  prede- 
cessor, a  portion  of  the  tract  of  country  in  the  territory  known  as  the 
Old  Winnebago  and  Crow  Creek  reservations  was  directed  to  be  restored 
to  the  public  domain  and  opened  to  settlement  under  the  land  laws  of 
the  United  vStates,  and  a  large  number  of  j^rsons  entered  upon  those 
lands.  This  action  alarmed  the  Sioux  Indians,  who  claimed  the  terri- 
tory as  belonging  to  their  reservation  under  the  treaty  of  1868.  This 
claim  was  determined,  after  careful  investigation,  to  be  well  founded,  and 
consequently  the  Executive  order  referred  to  was  by  proclamation  of 
April  17,  i885,t  declared  to  be  inoperative  and  of  no  effect,  and  all  per- 
sons upon  the  land  were  warned  to  leave.  This  warning  has  been  sub- 
stantially complied  wath.

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The  public  domain  had  its  origin  iu  cessions  of  land  by  the  States  to 
the  General  Governinejit.  The  first  cession  was  made  by  the  State  of 
New  York,  and  the  largest,  which  in  area  exceeded  all  the  others,  by 
the  State  of  Virginia.  The  territory  the  proprietorship  of  which  became 
thus  vested  in  the  General  Government  extended  from  the  western  line 
of  Pennsylvania  to  the  Mississippi  River.  These  patriotic  donations  of 
the  States  were  encumbered  with  no  condition  except  that  they  should 
be  held  and  used  "for  the  common  benefit  of  the  United  States."  By 
purchase  with  the  common  fund  of  all  the  people  additions  were  made 
to  this  domain  until  it  extended  to  the  nortliern  line  of  Mexico,  the 
Pacific  Ocean,  and  the  Polar  Sea.  The  original  trust,  "  for  the  common 
benefit  of  the  United  States,"  attached  to  all.  In  the  execution  of  that 
trust  the  poUcy  of  many  homes,  rather  than  large  estates,  was  adopted 
by  the  Government.  That  these  might  be  easily  obtained,  and  be  the 
abode  of  .security  and  contentment,  the  laws  for  their  acquisition  were 
few,  easily  understood,  and  general  in  their  character.  But  the  pressure 
of  local  interests,  combined  with  a  speculative  spirit,  have  in  many  in- 
stances procured  the  passage  of  laws  which  marred  the  harmony  of  the 
general  plan  and  encumbered  the  system  with  a  multitude  of  general 
and  special  enactments  which  render  the  land  laws  complicated,  subject 
tlie  titles  to  uncertainty,  and  the  purchasers  often  to  oppression  and 
wrong.  Laws  whicli  were  intended  for  the  "common  benefit"  have 
been  perverted  so  that  large  quantities  of  laud  are  vesting  in  single 
o\vnerships.  From  the  multitude  and  character  of  the  laws,  this  conse- 
quence seems  incapable  of  correction  by  mere  administration. 

It  is  not  for  the  "common  benefit  of  the  United  States"  that  a  large 
area  of  the  public  lands  should  be  acquired,  directly  or  through  fraud, 
in  the  hands  of  a  single  individual.  The  nation's  strength  is  in  the 
people.  The  nation's  prosperity  is  in  their  prosperity.  The  nation's 
glory  is  in  the  equality  of  lier  justice.  The  nation's  perpetuity  is  in 
the  patriotism  of  all  her  people.  Hence,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  plan 
adopted  in  the  disposal  of  the  public  lands  should  have  in  view  the  origi- 
nal polic)',  which  encouraged  many  purchasers  of  these  lands  for  homes 
and  discouraged  the  massing  of  large  areas.  Exclusive  of  Alaska,  about 
three-fifths  of  the  national  domain  has  been  sold  or  subjected  to  contract 
or  grant.  Of  the  remaining  two-fifths  a  considerable  portiou  is  either 
mountain  or  desert.  A  rapidly  increasing  population  creates  a  growing 
demand  for  homes,  and  the  accumulation  of  wealth  inspires  an  eager 
competition  to  obtain  the  public  land  for  speculative  purposes.  In  the 
future  this  collision  of  interests  will  be  more  marked  than  in  the  past, 
and  the  execution  of  the  nation's  trust  in  behalf  of  our  settlers  will  be 
more  difficult.  I  therefore  commend  to  your  attention  the  recommenda- 
tions contained  in  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  with  refer- 
ence to  the  repeal  and  moflification  of  certain  of  our  land  laws. 

The  nation  lias  made  princely  grants  and  subsidies  to  a  system  of 
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railroads  i)rojected  as  j^^reat  national  highways  to  connect  the  Pacific 
States  with  the  Ivast.  It  has  l>een  charged  that  these  donations  from 
the  ixK)ple  have  l)een  diverted  to  private  gain  and  corrupt  uses,  and  thus 
public  indignation  has  l)een  aroused  and  suspicion  engendered.  Our 
great  nation  does  not  Ixigrudge  its  generosity,  but  it  abhors  peculation 
and  fraud;  and  the  favorable  regard  of  our  i^eople  for  the  great  corpora- 
tions to  which  these  grants  were  made  can  only  be  reWved  by  a  resto- 
ration of  confidence,  to  l)e  secured  by  their  constant,  unequivocal,  and 
clearly  manifested  integrity.  A  faithful  application  of  the  undiminished 
proceeds  of  the  grants  to  the  construction  and  perfecting  of  their  roads, 
an  honest  discharge  of  their  obligations,  and  entire  justice  to  all  the 
people  in  the  enjoyment  of  their  rights  on  these  highways  of  travel  are 
all  the  public  asks,  and  it  will  l)e  content  with  no  less.  To  secure  these 
things  should  l)e  the  connnon  purpose  of  the  officers  of  the  Government, 
as  well  as  of  the  corjx^rations.  With  this  accomplishment  prosperity 
would  be  ])ermanently  secured  to  the  roads,  and  national  pride  would 
take  the  place  of  national  complaint. 

It  ap])ears  from  the  re]x)rt  of  the  Conmiissioner  of  Pensions  that  there 
were  on  the  ist  day  of  July,  1SS5,  345,125  persons  borne  upon  the  pen- 
sion rolls,  whc»  were  classified  as  follows:  Army  invalids,  241,456;  widows, 
minor  children,  and  de])en(lenl  relatives  of  deceased  soldiers,  78,841;  navy 
invalids,  2,745:  navy  widows,  minor  children,  and  dep>endents,  1,926;  sur- 
vivors of  the  War  of  1S12,  2,945;  and  widows  of  those  who  serv^ed  in  that 
war,  17,212.  About  one  man  in  ten  of  all  those  who  enlisted  in  the  late 
war  are  re])orte(l  as  receiving  pensions',  exclusive  of  the  dependents  of 
deceased  soldiers.  On  the  ist  of  July,  1875,  the  number  of  pensioners 
was  234,821,  and  the  increase  within  the  ten  years  next  thereafter  was 
110,304, 

While  there  is  no  exi)enditure  of  the  jniblic  funds  which  the  people 
more  cheerfully  a])])rove  tlian  that  made  in  recognition  of  the  services  of 
our  soldiers  living  and  dead,  the  sentiment  underlying  the  subject  should 
not  be  vitiated  by  the  introduction  of  any  fraudulent  practices.  There- 
fore it  is  fully  as  important  that  the  rolls  should  l)e  cleansed  of  all  those 
who  by  fraud  have  secured  a  i)lace  thereon  as  that  meritorious  claims 
should  l)e  s])eedily  examined  and  adjusted.  The  reforms  in  the  methods 
of  doing  the  business  of  tliis  Ihireau  which  have  lately  l)een  inaugurated 
promise  better  results  in  both  these  directions. 

The  o])erations  of  the  Patent  Ofiice  demonstrate  the  activity  of  the  in- 
ventive genius  of  the  country.  I'or  the  year  ended  Jmic  30,  1885,  the 
a])i)lications  for  ])atents,  including  reissues,  and  for  the  registration  of 
trade-marks  and  lal)els,  numbered  35,688.  During  the  same  period  there 
were  22,928  patents  granted  and  reissued  and  1,429  trade-marks  and 
labels  registered.  The  numl)er  of  patents  issued  in  the  year  1875  was 
M»3'^7-  '1*1^^'  receipts  during  the  last  fiscal  year  were  $1,074,974.35,  and 
the  total  ex|x?nditures,  not  including  conthigent  expenses,  $934, 123. 11. 
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There  were  9,788  applications  for  patents  pending  on  the  ist  clay  of 
July.  1S84,  and  5,7S6onilie  saiuedate  in  the  year  1885.  There  has  been 
considerable  impro\'enient  made  in  tlie  prompt  determination  of  applica- 
tions and  a  consequent  relief  to  expectant  inventors. 

A  number  of  suggestions  and  recommendations  are  contained  in  the 
report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Patents  which  are  well  entitled  to  the  con- 
sideration of  Congress. 

In  the  Territory  of  Utah  the  law  of  the  United  States  passed  for  the 
suppression  of  polygamy  has  been  energetically  and  faithfully  executed 
during  the  past  year,  with  measurably  good  results.  A  number  of  con- 
victions have  been  secured  for  unlawful  cohabitation,  and  in  some  cases 
pleas  of  guilty  have  been  entered  and  a  slight  punislnnent  imposed,  upon 
a  promise  by  the  accused  that  they  would  not  again  offend  against  the  law, 
nor  advise,  counsel,  aid,  or  abet  in  any  way  its  violation  by  others. 

The  Utah  commissioners  express  the  opinion,  based  upon  such  infor- 
mation as  they  are  able  to  obtain,  that  but  few  polygamous  marriages 
have  taken  place  in  the  Territory  during  the  last  year.  They  further 
report  that  while  there  can  not  l)e  found  upon  the  registration  lists  of 
%-oters  the  name  of  a  man  actually  guilty  of  polygamy,  and  while  none 
of  that  class  are  liokUng  office,  yet  at  the  last  election  in  the  Territory 
all  the  officers  elected,  except  in  one  county,  were  men  who,  though  not 
actually  living  in  the  practice  of  polygamy,  subscribe  to  the  doctrine  of 
polygamous  marriages  as  a  divine  revelation  and  a  law  unto  all  higher 
and  more  binding  upon  the  conscience  than  any  human  law,  local  or 
national.  Thus  is  the  strange  spectacle  presented  of  a  community  pro- 
tected by  a  republican  form  of  government,  to  which  they  owe  allegiance, 
sustaining  by  their  suffrages  a  principle  and  a  belief  which  set  at  naught 
that  obligation  of  al>Hohite  obedience  to  the  law  of  the  land  which  hes  at 
the  foundation  of  republican  institntions. 

The  strength,  the  iieri>etuity,  and  the  destiny  of  the  nation  rest  upon 
our  homes,  established  b)-  the  law  of  God,  guarded  by  parental  care, 
regulated  by  parental  authority,  and  sanctified  by  parental  love. 

These  are  not  the  homes  of  polygamy. 

The  mothers  of  our  laiul,  who  rule  the  nation  as  they  mold  the  char- 
acters and  guide  the  actions  of  their  sons,  live  according  to  God's  holy 
ordinances,  and  each,  secure  and  happy  in  the  exclusive  love  of  the 
father  of  her  children,  .shetls  the  warm  light  of  true  womanhood,  unper- 
verted  and  unpolluted,  iiix>n  all  within  her  pure  and  wholesome  family  ■ 
circle. 

These  are  not  the  cheerless,  crushed,  and  unwomanly  mothers  of  po- 
lygamy. 

The  fathers  of  our  families  are  the  best  citizens  of  the  Republic.  Wife 
and  children  are  the  sources  of  patriotism,  and  conjugal  and  parental 
affection  beget  devotion  to  the  country.  The  man  who,  undefiled  with 
plural  marriage,  is  surrounded  in  his  single  home  with  his  wife  and 
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children  has  a  stake  in  the  countr>'  which  inspires  him  with  respect  for 
its  laws  and  courage  for  its  defense. 

ThevSe  are  not  the  fathers  of  polygamous  families. 

There  is  no  feature  of  this  practice  or  the  sj'Stem  which  sanctions  it 
which  is  not  opposed  to  all  tliat  is  of  value  in  our  institutions. 

There  should  be  no  relaxation  in  the  firm  but  just  execution  of  the 
law  now  in  operation,  and  I  should  be  glad  to  approve  such  further  dis- 
creet legislation  as  will  rid  the  country  of  this  blot  upon  its  fair  fame. 

Since  the  people  upholding  polygamy  in  our  Territories  are  reenforced 
bj'  immigration  from  other  lands,  I  recommend  that  a  law  be  passed  to 
prevent  the  importation  of  Mormons  into  the  country. 

The  agricultural  interest  of  the  country  demands  just  recognition  and 
liberal  encouragement.  It  sustains  with  certainty  and  unfailing  strength 
our  nation's  prosperity  by  the  products  of  its  steady  toil,  and  bears  its  full 
share  of  the  burden  of  taxation  without  complaint.  Our  agriculturists 
have  but  slight  personal  representation  in  the  councils  of  the  nation,  and 
are  generally  content  with  the  humbler  duties  of  citizenship  and  willing 
to  trust  to  the  bounty  of  nature  for  a  reward  of  their  labor.  But  the 
magnitude  and  value  of  this  industry  are  appreciated  when  the  statement 
is  made  that  of  our  total  annual  exports  more  than  three-fourths  are  the 
products  of  agriculture,  and  of  our  total  population  nearly  one-half  are 
exclusively  engaged  in  that  occupation. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  was  created  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring 
and  diffusing  among  the  people  useful  information  respecting  the  subjects 
it  has  in  charge,  and  aiding  in  the  cause  of  intelligent  and  progressive 
farming,  by  the  collection  of  statistics,  by  testing  the  value  and  usefulness 
of  new  seeds  and  plants,  and  distributing  such  as  are  found  desirable 
among  agriculturists.  This  and  other  powers  and  duties  with  w^hich  this 
I)e])artment  is  invested  are  of  the  utmost  imf)ortance,  and  if  wisely  exer- 
cised must  l)e  of  great  benefit  to  the  countr3^  The  aim  of  our  beneficent 
Government  is  the  improvement  of  the  people  in  ever>'  station  and  the 
amelioration  of  their  condition.  Surely  our  agriculturists  should  not 
be  neglected.  The  instrumentality  estal:)lislied  in  aid  of  the  farmers  of 
the  land  should  not  only  be  well  ecjuipped  for  the  accomplishment  of  its 
purpose,  but  those  for  whose  benefit  it  has  Ixjen  adopted  should  be  en- 
couraged to  avail  themselves  fully  of  its  advantages. 

The  prohibition  of  the  importation  into  several  countries  of  certain  of 
our  animals  and  their  products,  based  upon  the  suspicion  that  health  i.v 
endangered  in  their  use  and  consumption,  suggests  the  importance  of 
such  ])recautions  for  the  protection  of  our  stock  of  all  kinds  against  dis- 
ease as  will  disarm  su.spicion  of  danger  and  cause  the  removal  of  such 
an  injurious  prohibition. 

If  the  laws  now  in  o])eration  are  insufficient  to  accomplish  this  pro- 
tection, I  reconnnend  their  amendment  to  meet  the  necessities  of  the  sit- 
uation; and  I  commend  to  the  consideration  of  Congress  the  suggestions 
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coutaiTietl  in  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  calculated 
to  iucrease  the  value  and  efficiency  of  this  IJepartmenl. 

The  report  of  the  Civil  Service  Comuiission,  which  will  he  submitted, 
contains  an  account  of  the  manner  in  which  the  civil-service  law  has 
been  executed  during  the  last  year  and  much  valuable  information  on 
this  important  subject. 

I  am  inclined  to  think  that  there  is  no  sentiment  more  general  in 
the  minds  of  the  people  of  our  country  than  a  conviction  of  the  correct- 
ness of  the  principle  upon  which  the  law  enforcing  civil-service  reform 
is  based.  In  its  present  condition  the  law  regulates  only  a  part  of  the 
subordinate  public  positions  throughout  the  country.  It  applies  the  test 
of  fitness  to  applicants  for  these  places  by  means  of  a  competitive  ex- 
amination, and  gives  large  discretion  to  the  Commissioners  as  to  the 
character  of  the  examination  and  many  other  matters  connected  with 
its  execution.  Thus  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Commis- 
sion have  much  to  do  with  the  practical  usefulness  of  the  statute  and 
with  the  results  of  its  application. 

The  people  may  well  trust  the  Commission  to  execute  the  law  with 
perfect  fairness  and  with  as  little  irritation  as  is  possible.  But  of  course 
no  relaxation  of  the  principle  which  underlies  it  and  no  weakening  of 
the  safeguards  which  surround  it  can  be  expected.  Experience  in  its 
administration  will  probablj'  suggest  aniendmeut  of  the  methods  of  its 
execution,  hut  I  venture  to  hope  that  we  shall  never  again  be  remitted 
to  the  system  which  distributes  public  positions  purely  as  rewards  for 
partisan  ser\'ice.  Doubts  may  well  be  entertained  whether  our  Govern- 
ment could  sur\-ive  the  strain  of  a  continuance  of  this  system,  which  upon 
every  change  of  Administration  inspires  an  immense  army  of  claimants 
for  office  to  lay  siege  to  the  patronage  of  Government,  engrossing  the 
time  of  public  officers  with  their  importunities,  spreading  abroad  the  con- 
tagion of  their  disappointment,  and  filling  the  air  with  the  tumult  of  their 
discontent. 

The  allurements  of  an  immense  number  of  offices  and  places  exhibited 
to  the  voters  of  the  land,  and  the  promise  of  their  bestowal  in  recogni- 
tion of  partisan  acti\-ity,  debauch  the  suffrage  and  rob  political  action 
of  its  thoughtful  and  deliberative  character.  The  evil  would  increase 
with  the  multiplication  of  offices  consequent  upon  our  extension,  and  the 
mania  for  office  holding,  growing  from  its  indulgence,  would  pervade 
our  population  so  generally  that  patriotic  purpose,  the  support  of  prin- 
ciple, the  desire  for  the  public  good,  and  solicitude  for  the  nation's  wel- 
fare would  be  nearly  banished  from  the  activity  of  our  party  contests  and 
cause  them  to  degenerate  into  iguoble,  selfish,  and  disgraceful  struggles 
for  the  possession  of  office  and  public  place. 

Civil-service  reform  enforced  by  law  came  none  too  soon  to  check  the 
progress  of  demoralization. 

One  of  its  eSects,  not  enough  regarded,  is  the  freedom  it  brings  to  the 
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ix)litical  action  of  those  conservative  and  solxir  men  who,  in  fear  of  the  con- 
fusion and  risk  attendinj^:  an  arbitrary  and  sudden  change  in  all  the  public 
offices  with  a  change  of  party  rule,  cast  their  ballots  against  such  a  chance. 

Parties  seem  to  be  necessary,  and  will  long  continue  to  exist;  nor  can 
it  Ixi  now  denied  that  there  are  legitimate  advantages,  not  disconnected 
with  office  hokUng,  which  follow  party  supremacy.  While  partisanship 
continues  bitter  atid  pronounced  and  suppHes  so  much  of  motive  to 
sentiment  and  action,  it  is  not  fair  to  hold  public  officials  in  charge 
of  important  trusts  responsible  for  the  best  results  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties,  and  yet  insist  that  they  shall  rely  in  confidential  and  impor- 
tant places  upon  the  work  of  those  not  only  opposed  to  them  in  political 
affiliation,  but  so  steeped  in  partisan  prejudice  and  rancor  tliat  they  have 
no  loyalty  to  their  chiefs  and  no  desire  for  their  success.  Civil-service 
reform  does  not  exact  this,  nor  does  it  require  that  those  in  subordinate 
jwsitions  who  fail  in  yielding  their  l>est  servnce  or  who  are  incompetent 
should  1^  retained  simply  l)ecause  they  are  in  place.  The  whining  of  a 
clerk  discharged  for  indolence  or  incompetency,  who,  though  he  gained 
his  place  by  the  worst  possible  operation  of  the  vSpoils  system,  suddenly 
discovers  that  he  is  entitled  to  protection  under  the  sanction  of  civil- 
service  reform,  represents  an  idea  no  less  absurd  than  the  clamor  of  the 
applicant  who  claims  the  vacant  position  as  his  compensation  for  the  most 
questionable  party  work. 

The  civil -service  law  does  not  prevent  the  discharge  of  the  indolent  or 
incompetent  clerk,  but  it  does  prevent  supplying  his  place  with  the  unfit 
party  worker.  Thus  in  lK)th  these  ])hases  is  seen  benefit  to  the  public 
service.  And  the  j^eople  who  desire  good  government,  having  secured 
this  statute,  will  not  reHnijuish  its  benefits  without  protest.  Nor  are 
they  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  its  full  advantages  can  only  be  gained 
through  the  complete  good  faith  of  those  having  its  execution  in  charge. 
And  this  they  will  insist  U])on. 

I  reconnnend  that  the  salaries  of  the  Civil  Service  Commis.sioners  be 
increased  to  a  smn  more  nearly  connnensurate  to  their  important  duties. 

It  is  a  source  of  considerable  and  not  unnatural  discontent  that  no 
ade(iuate  provision  has  yet  been  niade  for  accommodating  the  principal 
library  of  the  C^xovernment.  Of  the  vast  collection  of  books  and  pam- 
])hlets  gathered  at  the  Capitol,  numbering  some  700,000,  exclusive  of 
manuscripts,  mai)s,  and  the  jmnlucts  of  the  graphic  arts,  also  of  great 
volume  and  value,  only  alK)Ut  3(x>,(xx)  volumes,  or  less  than  half  the 
collection,  are  provided  with  shelf  nxHu.  The  others,  which  are  increas- 
ing at  the  rate  of  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  thousand  volumes  a  year,  are 
not  only  inaccessible  to  the  i)ublic,  but  are  vSubject  to  serious  damage  and 
deterioration  from  other  causes  in  their  present  situation. 

A  consideration  of  the  facts  that  the  library  of  the  Capitol  has  twice 
been  destroyed  or  damaged  by  fire,  its  daily  increa.sing  value,  and  its 
importance  as  a  place  of  deposit  of  lx)oks  under  the  law  relating  to  copy- 
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rij^ht  makes  manifest  the  neceswity  of  prompt  action  to  insure  its  ])njj>er 
accommodation  and  protection. 

My  attention  has  l>een  called  to  a  controversy  which  has  arisen  from 
the  condition  of  the  law  relating  to  railroad  facilities  in  the  city  of 
Washington,  which  has  involved  the  Commissi  oners  of  the  District  in 
mucli  annoyance  and  trouble.  I  hope  this  difficulty  will  be  promptly 
settled  by  appropriate  legislation. 

The  Commissioners  represent  that  enough  of  the  revenues  of  the  Dis- 
trict are  now  on  deposit  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  to  repay 
the  sum  advanced  by  the  Government  for  sewer  impro\-ementS  under 
the  act  of  June  30.  18S4,  They  desire  now  an  advance  of  the  share 
which  ultimately  should  be  bonie  by  the  District  of  the  cost  of  extensive 
improvements  to  the  streets  of  the  city.  The  total  expense  of  these 
contemplated  improvements  is  estimated  at  $1,000,000,  and  they  are  of 
the  opinion  that  a  considerable  sum  could  be  saved  if  they  had  all  the 
money  in  hand,  so  thai  contracts  for  the  whole  work  could  be  made  at 
the  same  time.  They  express  confidence  that  if  the  advance  asked  for 
should  be  made  the  Government  would  be  reimbursed  the  same  within 
a  reasonable  time,  I  have  no  doubt  that  these  improvements  could  be 
made  much  cheaper  if  undertaken  together  and  prosecuted  according  to 
a  general  plan. 

The  license  law  now  in  force  witliiu  the  District  is  deficient  and  uncer- 
tain in  some  of  its  provisions  and  ought  to  be  amended.  The  Commis- 
sioners urge,  with  goixl  reason,  the  necessity  of  providing  a  building  for 
the  use  of  the  District  goverimient  which  shall  better  secure  the  safety 
and  preser\'ation  of  its  valuable  books  and  records. 

The  present  condition  of  the  law  relating  to  the  succe.ssion  to  the 
Presidency  in  the  event  of  the  death,  disability,  or  removal  of  both 
the  President  and  Vice-President  is  such  as  to  require  immediate  amend- 
ment. This  subject  has  repeatedly  been  considered  by  Congress,  but  no 
result  has  been  reached.  The  recent  lamentable  death  of  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent, and  vacancies  at  the  same  time  in  all  other  offices  the  incumbents 
of  which  might  immediately  exercise  the  functions  of  the  Presidential 
office,  has  caused  public  anxiety  and  a  just  demand  that  a  recurrence  of 
such  a  condition  of  affairs  should  not  be  permitted. 

In  couchision  I  commend  to  the  wise  care  and  thoughtful  attention 
of  Congress  the  needs,  the  welfare,  and  the  aspirations  of  au  intelligent 
and  generous  nation.  To  subordinate  these  to  the  narrow  advantages 
of  partisanship  or  the  accomplishment  of  selfish  aims  is  to  violate  the 
people's  trust  and  betray  the  people's  interests;  but  an  individual  sense 
of  responsibility  on  the  part  of  each  of  us  and  a  stem  determination  to 
perfonn  our  dut\'  well  must  gi\'e  us  place  among  those  who  have  added 
in  their  day  and  generation  to  the  glory  and  prosperity  of  our  beloved

Romero,  the  minister  of  Mexico  here,  advises  him  of  a  decree  issued  by 
the  Mexican  vSenate  in  its  session  of  December  11  last,  approving,  with 
certain  niodifioations,  the  convention  in  question: 

•'The  modifications  made  in  the  said  treaty  by  the  Mexican  Senate 
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are  not  essential,"  says  Mr.  Romero,  "since  they  consist  mainly  in  the 
rectification  of  the  mistake  made  when  the  Gila  River  was  mentioned  iis 
a  part  of  the  boundary  line,  the  Colorado  River  being  omitted,  and  in 
the  correction  of  an  error  in  the  Spanish  translation."

To  the  Senate  of  the  United  States: 

Ever  since  the  beginning  of  the  present  session  of  the  Senate  the  dif- 
ferent heads  of  the  Departments  attached  to  the  executive  branch  of  the 
Government  lia\'e  been  plied  with  various  requests  and  demands  from 
committees  of  the  Senate,  from  members  of  such  committees,  and  at  last 
from  the  Senate  itself,  requiring  the  transmission  of  reasons  for -the  sus- 
pension of  certain  officials  during  the  recess  of  that  body,  or  for  the 
papers  touching  the  conduct  of  such  officials,  or  for  all  papers  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  such  suspensions,  or  for  all  documents  and  papers  filed 
in  such  Departments  in  relation  to  the  management  and  conduct  of  the 
offices  held  by  such  susjxinded  officials. 

The  different  terms  from  time  to  time  adopted  in  making  these  requests 
and  demands,  the  order  in  which  they  succeeded  each  other,  and  the  fact 
that  when  made  by  the  Senate  the  resolution  for  that  purpose  was  passed 
in  executive  session  have  led  to  the  presumption,  the  correctness  of  which 
will,  I  suppose,  be  candidly  admitted,  that  from  first  to  last  the  informa- 
tion thus  sought  and  the  papers  thus  demanded  were  desired  for  use  by 
the  Senate  and  its  conimittees  in  considering  the  propriety  of  the  suspen- 
.sions  referred  to. 
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Though  these  suspensions  are  my  executive  acts,  based  upon  consid- 
erations addressed  to  nie  alone  and  for  which  I  am  wholly  responsible, 
I  have  had  no  invitation  from  the  Senate  to  state  the  position  which  I 
have  felt  constrained  to  assume  in  relation  to  the  same  or  to  interpret 
for  myself  my  acts  and  motives  in  the  premises. 

In  this  condition  of  affairs  I  have  forlx)rne  addressing  the  Senate  upon 
the  subject,  lest  I  might  be  accused  of  thrusting  myself  unbidden  upon 
the  attention  of  that  Ixxiy. 

But  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  of  the  Senate  lately 
presented  and  published,  which  censures  the  Attorney- General  of  the 
United  States  for  his  refusal  to  transmit  certain  papers  relating  to  a  sus- 
I)ension  from  office,  and  which  also,  if  I  correctly  interpret  it,  evinces  a 
misapprehension  of  the  position  of  the  Executive  upon  the  question  of 
such  suspensions,  will,  I  hope,  justify  this  communication. 

This  report  is  predicated  upon  a  resolution  of  the  Senate  directed  to 
the  Attorney-General  and  his  reply  to  the  same.  This  resolution  was 
adopted  in  executive  session  devoted  entirely  to  business  connected  with 
the  consideration  of  nominations  for  office.  It  required  the  Attorney- 
General  "to  transmit  to  the  Senate  copies  of  all  documents  and  papers 
that  have  ])een  filed  in  the  Department  of  Justice  since  the  ist  day  of 
January,  1SS5,  in  relation  to  the  management  and  conduct  of  the  office 
of  district  attorney  of  the  United  vStates  for  the  southern  district  of 
Alabama. ' ' 

The  incuniteit  of  this  office  on  the  ist  day  of  January,  1885,  and  until 
the  17th  day  of  July  ensuinj^^,  was  George  M.  Duskin,  who  on  the  day  last 
mentioned  was  susjK-nded  ])y  an  Ivxecutive  order,  and  John  D.  Burnett 
designated  to  perform  the  duties  of  said  office.  At  the  time  of  the  pas- 
sage of  the  resolution  aljove  referred  to  the  nomination  of  Burnett  for 
said  office  was  pending  l^efore  the  vSenate,  and  all  the  papers  relating  to 
said  nomination  were  Ix-fore  that  l)ody  for  its  inspection  and  information. 

In  reply  to  this  resolution  the  Attorney-General,  after  referring  to  the 
fact  that  the  papers  relating  to  the  nomination  of  Burnett  had  already 
been  sent  to  the  Senate,  stated  that  he  was  directed  by  the  President  to 
say  that — 

The  i)a]xTs  and  (lociniicnts  which  aro  iiu'iilioned  in  said  resolution  and  still 
remaining  in  the  custody  of  this  Department,  having  exchisive  reference  to  the  sus- 
pension by  the  President  of  Oeor^^e  M.  Duskin,  the  late  incuinl>ent  of  the  office  of 
district  attorney  for  the  s<mthern  district  of  Ahibama,  it  is  not  considered  that  the 
public  interests  will  be  pr<imote<l  by  a  compliance  with  said  resolution  and  the  trans- 
mission of  the  pa])ers  and  documents  therein  mentioned  to  the  Senate  in  executive 
session. 

IT])()n  this  resolution  and  the  answer  thereto  the  issue  is  thus  stated  by 
the  Connnittee  (m  the  Judiciary  at  the  outset  of  the  re]X)rt: 

The  im])ortant  (piestion.  tlu-n.  is  whether  it  is  within  the  ctmstitutional  competence 
of  either  Mouse  of  Congrt'ss  to  havt-  access  to  the  ofhcial  papers  and  dociunents  in 
the  various  jmblic  oflicesof  the  United  States  created  by  laws  enacte<l  by  themselves. 
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I  do  not  suppose  that ' '  the  public  offices  of  the  United  States ' '  are  regu- 
lated or  controlled  in  their  relations  to  either  House  of  Congress  by  tlie 
fact  that  they  were  ' '  created  by  laws  enacted  by  themselves. ' '  It  must 
be  that  these  instrumentalities  were  created  for  the  benefit  of  the  people 
and  to  answer  the  general  purposes  of  government  under  the  Constitu- 
tion and  the  laws,  and  that  they  are  unencumbered  bj-  any  lieu  iu  favor  of 
either  branch  of  Congress  growing  out  of  their  construction,  aud  unem- 
barrassed by  anj-  obligation  to  the  Senate  as  the  price  of  their  creation. 

The  complaint  of  the  committee  that  access  to  official  pajwrs  in  the 
public  offices  is  denied  the  Senate  is  met  by  the  statement  that  at  no 
time  has  it  been  the  disposition  or  the  intention  of  the  President  or  any 
Department  of  the  executive  branch  of  the  GoA'enimeut  to  withhold  from 
the  Senate  official  document.^  or  papers  filed  in  anj'  of  the  public  offices. 
While  it  is  by  no  means  conceded  that  the  Senate  has  the  right  in  any 
case  to  review  the  act  of  the  Executive  iu  remo\'ing  or  suspending  a 
public  officer,  upon  official  documents  or  otherwise,  it  is  considered  that 
documents  and  papers  of  that  nature  should,  l^ecause  they  are  official,  be 
freely  transmitted  to  the  Senate  upon  its  demand,  trusting  the  use  of  the 
same  for  proper  and  legitimate  purposes  to  the  good  faith  of  that  body; 
and  though  no  such  paper  or  document  has  been  specifically  demandetl 
in  any  of  the  numerous  requests  and  demands  made  upon  the  Depart- 
ments, yet  as  often  as  tliey  were  found  in  the  public  offices  they  have 
been  furnished  in  answer  to  such  applications. 

The  letter  of  the  Attorney -General  in  response  to  the  resolution  of  the 
Senate  in  the  particular  case  menliuiied  iu  the  committee's  report  was 
written  at  m>'  suggestion  and  by  my  direction.  There  had  been  no  offi- 
cial papers  or  documents  filed  in  his  Department  relating  to  the  case 
within  the  period  specified  in  the  resolution.  The  letter  was  intended, 
by  its  description  of  the  papers  and  documents  remaining  in  the  custody 
of  the  Department,  to  convey  the  idea  that  they  were  not  official;  and  it 
was  assumed  that  the  resohiliou  called  for  information,  papers,  aud  docu- 
ments of  the  same  character  as  were  required  by  the  requests  aud  de- 
mands which  preceded  it. 

Everything  that  had  Ix^n  written  or  done  on  behalf  of  the  Senate 
from  the  beginning  pointed  to  all  letters  aud  papers  of  a  private  aud 
unofficial  nature  as  the  objects  of  search,  If  they  were  to  be  found  in  the 
Departments,  aud  pro\-ided  tliey  had  been  presented  to  the  Executive 
with  a  view  to  their  ccnisideration  upon  the  question  of  suspension  from 

Against  the  transmission  of  such  papers  and  documents  I  have  inter- 
posed my  advice  and  direction.  This  has  not  been  done,  as  is  suggested 
in  the  committee's  report,  upon  the  assumption  on  my  part  that  the 
Attorney -General  or  any  other  head  of  a  Department  "is  the  servant 
of  the  President,  and  is  to  give  or  withhold  copies  of  documents  in  his 
office  according  to  the  will  of  the  Executive  aud  not  otherwise,"  but 
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because  I  regard  the  papers  and  documents  withheld  and  addressed  to 
me  or  intended  for  my  use  and  action  purely  unofficial  and  private,  not 
infrequently  confidential,  and  having  reference  to  the  performance  of 
a  duty  exclusively  mine.  I  consider  them  in  no  proper  sense  as  upon 
the  files  of  the  Department,  but  as  deposited  there  for  my  convenience, 
remaining  still  completely  under  my  control.  I  suppose  if  I  desired  to 
take  them  into  my  custody  I  might  do  so  with  entire  propriety,  and  if  I 
saw  fit  to  destroy  them  no  one  could  complain. 

Even  the  committee  in  its  report  appears  to  concede  that  there  may  be 
with  the  President  or  in  the  Departments  papers  and  documents  which, 
on  account  of  their  unofficial  character,  are  not  subject  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  Congress.  A  reference  in  the  report  to  instances  where  the 
House  of  Representatives  ought  not  to  succeed  in  a  call  for  the  produc- 
tion of  papers  is  immediately  followed  by  this  statement: 

The  committee  feels  authorized  to  state,  after  a  somewhat  careful  research,  that 
within  the  foregoinj^  limits  there  is  scarcely  in  the  history  of  this  Government,  until 
now,  any  instance  of  a  refusal  by  a  head  of  a  Department,  or  even  of  the  President 
himself,  to  connnunicate  official  facts  and  information,  as  distin^ished  from  private 
and  unofficial  papers,  motions,  views,  reasons,  and  opinions,  to  either  House  of  Con- 
gress when  unconditionally  demanded. 

To  which  of  the  classes  thus  recognized  do  the  papers  and  documents 
belong  that  are  now  the  objects  of  the  Senate's  quest? 

They  consist  of  letters  and  representations  addressed  to  the  Executive 
or  intended  for  his  insj)ection;  they  are  voluntarily  written  and  presented 
by  private  citizens  who  are  not  in  the  least  instigated  thereto  by  any 
official  invitation  or  at  all  subject  to  official  control.  While  some  of  them 
are  entitled  to  Executive  consideration,  many  of  them  are  so  irrelevant, 
or  in  the  light  of  other  facts  so  worthless,  that  they  have  not  been  given 
the  least  weight  in  determining  the  question  to  which  they  are  supposed 
to  relate. 

Are  all  these,  simply  because  they  are  preser\'ed,  to  be  considered  offi- 
cial documents  and  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  Senate?  If  not,  who 
is  to  determine  which  l>elong  to  this  class?  Are  the  motives  and  purposes 
of  the  Senate,  as  they  are  day  hy  day  develo]Xid,  such  as  would  be  satis- 
fied with  my  selection?  Am  I  to  submit  to  theirs  at  the  risk  of  being 
charged  with  making  a  suspension  from  office  upon  evidence  which  was 
not  even  considered? 

Are  these  papers  to  be  regarded  official  because  they  have  not  only 
been  presented  ])Ut  preserved  in  the  public  offices? 

Their  nature  and  character  remain  the  same  whether  they  are  kept  in 
the  Executive  Mansion  or  deposited  in  the  Departments.  There  is  no 
mysterious  power  of  transnuitation  in  departmental  custody,  nor  is  there 
magic  in  the  undefined  and  sacred  solemnity  of  Department  files.  If  the 
presence  of  these  papers  in  the  public  offices  is  a  stumbling  block  in 
the  way  of  the  performance  of  vSenatorial  duty,  it  can  Ix?  easily  removed. 
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The  papers  and  documents  which  have  been  described  derive  no  offi- 
cial character  from  any  constitutional,  statutor>',  or  other  requirement 
making  them  necessary  to  the  performance  of  the  official  duty  of  the 
Executive. 

It  will  not  be  denied,  I  suppose,  that  the  President  may  suspend  a 
public  officer  in  the  entire  absence  of  any  papers  or  documents  to  aid  his 
official  judgment  and  discretion;  aud  I  am  quite  prepared  to  avow  that 
the  cases  are  not  few  in  which  suspensions  from  office  have  depended 
more  upon  oral  representations  made  to  me  by  citizens  of  known  good 
repute  and  by  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  Senators 
of  the  United  States  than  upon  any  letters  and  documents  presented  for 
my  examination.  I  have  not  felt  justified  in  suspecting  the  veracity, 
integ^ty,  and  patriotism  of  Senators,  or  ignoring  their  representations, 
because  they  were  not  in  party  affiliation  with  the  majority  of  their  asso- 
ciates; and  I  recall  a  few  suspensions  which  bear  the  approval  of  indi- 
vidual members  identified  politically  with  the  majority  in  the  Senate. 

While,  therefore,  I  am  constrained  to  deny  the  right  of  the  Senate  to 
the  papers  and  documents  described,  so  far  as  the  right  to  the  same  is 
based  upon  the  claim  that  they  are  in  any  view  of  the  subject  official,  I 
am  also  led  unequivocally  to  dispute  the  right  of  the  Senate  by  the  aid  of 
any  docimients  whatever,  or  in  any  waj'  save  through  the  judicial  proc&ss 
of  trial  on  impeachment,  to  review  or  reverse  the  acts  of  the  Executive 
in  the  suspension,  during  the  recess  of  the  Senate,  of  Federal  officials. 

I  believe  the  power  to  remove  or  suspend  such  officials  is  vested  in  the 
President  alone  by  (he  Constitution,  which  in  express  terms  provides  that 
' '  the  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America,"  and  that  "he  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully 
executed. ' ' 

The  Senate  l>elongs  to  the  legislative  branch  of  the  Government. 
When  the  Constitution  by  express  provision  superadded  to  its  legislative 
duties  the  right  to  ad\'ise  and  consent  to  appointments  to  office  and  to  at 
as  a  court  of  impeachment,  it  conferred  upon  that  body  all  the  control  and 
regulation  of  Executive  action  supposed  to  be  necessary  for  the  safety  of 
the  people;  and  this  express  and  special  grant  of  such  extraordinary 
powers,  not  in  any  way  related  to  or  growing  out  of  general  Senatorial 
duty,  and  in  itself  a  departure  from  the  general  plan  of  our  Government, 
should  be  held,  inider  a  familiar  maxim  of  construction,  to  exclude  every 
other  right  of  interference  with  Executive  functions. 

In  the  first  Congress  which  assembled  after  the  adoption  of  the  Con- 
stitution, comprising  many  who  aided  in  its  preparation,  a  legislative 
construction  was  gi\-en  to  that  instrument  in  which  the  independence  of 
the  Executive  in  the  matter  of  removals  from  office  was  fully  sustained. 

I  think  it  will  Ije  found  that  in  the  subsequent  discus.sions  of  this 
question  there  was  generally,  if  not  at  all  times,  a  proposition  pending 
to  in  some  way  curtail  this  power  of  the  President  by  legislation,  which 
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funiislies  evidence  that  to  limit  such  power  it  was  supposed  to  be  neces- 
Siiry  to  supplement  the  Constitution  by  such  legislation. 

The  first  enactment  of  this  description  w^as  passed  under  a  stress  of 
partisanship  and  political  bitterness  wdiich  culminated  in  the  President's 
imi^eachnient. 

This  law  provided  that  the  Federal  officers  to  which  it  applied  could 
only  lie  suspended  during  the  recess  of  the  Senate  when  shown  by  evi- 
dence satisfactory  to  the  President  to  be  guilty  of  misconduct  in  office, 
or  crime,  or  when  incapable  or  disqualified  to  perform  their  duties,  and 
that  within  twenty  days  after  the  next  meeting  of  the  Senate  it  should 
be  the  duty  of  the  President  * '  to  report  to  the  Senate  such  suspension, 
with  the  evidence  and  reasons  for  his  action  in  the  case.  * ' 

This  statute,  passed  in  1867,  when  Congress  w^as  overwhelmingly  and 
bitterly  opi)osed  ix)litically  to  the  President,  may  be  regarded  as  an  indi- 
cation that  even  then  it  was  thought  necessary  by  a  Congress  determined 
uix)n  the  subjugation  of  the  Executive  to  legislative  will  to  furnish  itself 
a  law  for  that  puqx^se,  instead  of  attempting  to  reach  the  object  intended 
by  an  invocation  of  any  pretended  constitutional  right. 

The  law  which  thus  found  its  way  to  our  statute  book  was  plain  in  its 
terms,  and  its  intent  needed  no  avowal.  If  valid  and  now  in  operation, 
it  would  justify  the  present  cc^uise  of  the  vSenate  and  command  the  obe- 
dience of  the  Executive  to  its  demands.  It  may,  however,  be  remarked 
ill  passing  that  under  this  law  the  President  had  the  privilege  of  present- 
ing to  the  body  which  assumed  to  review  his  executive  acts  his  reasons 
therefor,  instead  of  l)eing  excluded  from  explanation  or  judged  by  papers 
found  in  I  he  Departments. 

Two  years  after  the  law  of  1S67  was  passed,  and  within  less  than  five 
weeks  after  the  inauguration  of  a  President  in  political  accord  with  both 
branches  of  Congress,  the  sections  of  the  act  regulating  suspensions  from 
office  during  the  recess  of  the  Senate  were  entirely  rei>ealed,  and  in  their 
place  were  sul)stituted  provisions  which,  instead  of  limiting  the  causes  of 
sus])eiision  to  misconduct,  crime,  disability,  or  disqualification,  expressly 
permitted  such  sus])ension  by  the  President  "in  his  discretion,"  and 
completely  abandoned  the  reciuireinent  obliging  him  to  report  to  the 
Senate  "the  evidence  and  reasons"  for  his  action. 

With  these  modifications  and  with  all  branches  of  the  Government  in 
political  harnioiiy,  and  in  the  absence  of  partisan  incentive  to  captious 
obstruction,  the  law  as  it  was  left  by  the  amendment  of  1869  w-as  much 
less  destructive  of  l^xecutive  discretion.  And  yet  the  great  general  and 
])atriotic  citi/en  who  on  the  .|th  day  of  March.  1S69,  assumed  the  duties 
of  Chief  lvxeciui\'e.  and  for  whose  freer  administration  of  his  high  office 
the  most  hateful  restraints  of  the  law  of  1S67  were,  on  the  5th  day  of 
A])ril,  1S69.  removed,  mindful  of  his  obligation  to  defend  and  protect 
every  ]>rerogative  (^f  his  great  trust,  and  a])])rehensive  of  the  injury 
threatened  the  public  service  in  the  ctmtiniied  ()])eration  of  these  statutes 
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even  in  their  modified  fonn,  in  bis  firat  message  to  Congress  advised 
their  repeal  aud  set  fortli  their  unconstitutional  character  and  hurtful 
tendency  in  the  following  language: 

It  may  be  well  to  mention  here  the  embiirrasBiiient  possible  to  arise  from  leaving 
on  the  statute  books  the  so-called  " tenure-uf -office  acts,"  and  to  earnestly  recoin- 
luend  their  total  repeal.  It  conld  not  have  been  the  intention  of  the  framers  of 
the  Constitution,  when  providing  that  appointments  made  by  the  President  should 
receive  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  that  the  latter  shonJd  have  the  power  to  retain  in 
office  persons  placed  there  by  Federal  apjjointnient  against  the  will  of  the  President. 
The  law  is  inconsistent  with  a  faitliful  and  efficient  adininistration  of  tile  Govern- 
ment. What  faith  can  an  Executive  put  in  officials  forced  upon  him,  and  tliose,  too, 
whom  he  has  suspended  for  reason?  How  wil!  such  offidals  lie  likely  to  serve  un 
Administration  which  they  know  doe.s  not  trust  them  ? 

I  am  unable  to  state  whether  or  not  this  recommendation  for  a  repeal 
of  these  laws  has  been  since  repeated.  If  it  has  not ,  the  reason  can  prob- 
ably be  found  in  the  experience  which  denionstrated  tlie  fact  that  the 
necessities  of  the  political  situation  but  rarely  developed  their  vicious 
character. 

And  so  it  happens  that  after  an  existence  of  nearly  twenty  years  of 
almost  innocuous  desuetude  these  laws  are  brought  forth — apparently 
the  repealed  as  well  as  the  unrepealed — and  put  in  the  way  of  an  Ex- 
ecutive who  is  wiliing,  if  pemiittecl,  to  attempt  an  improvement  in  the 
methods  of  administration. 

The  constitutionality  of  these  laws  is  by  no  means  admitted.  But  why 
should  the  pronsions  of  the  repealed  law,  which  required  specific  cause 
for  suspension  and  a  report  to  the  Senate  of  "evidence  and  reasons,"  be 
now  in  effect  applied  to  the  present  Executive,  instead  of  the  law,  after- 
wards passed  and  unrepealed,  which  distinctly  permits  suspensions  by  the 
President  "in  his  discretion"  and  carefully  omits  the  requirement  that 
"evidence  and  reasons  for  his  action  in  the  case"  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Senate. 

The  requests  and  demands  which  by  the  score  have  for  nearly  three 
months  been  presented  to  the  different  Departments  of  the  Government, 
whatever  may  be  their  form,  have  but  one  complexion.  They  assume 
the  right  of  the  Senate  to  .sit  in  judgment  upon  the  exercise  of  my  exclu- 
sive discretion  and  Executive  function,  for  which  I  am  solely  responsible 
to  the  people  from  whom  I  have  rio  lately  received  the  sacred  trust  of 
office.  My  oath  to  support  and  defend  the  Constitution,  my  duty  to  the 
people  who  have  chosen  me  to  execute  the  powers  of  their  great  office 
and  not  to  relinquish  them,  and  my  duty  to  the  Chief  Magistracy,  which 
I  must  pre,ser\-e  unimpaired  in  all  its  dignity  and  vigor,  compel  me  to 
refuse  compliance  with  these  demands. 

To  the  end  that  the  ser\'ice  may  be  improved,  the  Senate  is  invited  to 
the  fullest  scrutiny  of  the  persons  submitted  to  them  for  public  office,  in 
recognition  of  the  constitutional  power  of  that  body  to  advise  and  con- 
sent to  their  apjxiintment.  I  .shall  continue,  as  I  have  thus  far  done,  to 
furnish,  at  the  request  of  the  confinning  body,  all  the  information  I  possess 
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touching  the  fitness  of  the  nominees  placed  tefore  them  for  their  action, 
both  when  they  are  proposed  to  fill  vacancies  and  to  take  the  place  of 
suspended  officials.  Upon  a  refusal  to  confirm  I  shall  not  assume  the 
right  to  ask  the  reasons  for  the  action  of  the  Senate  nor  question  its 
determination.  I  can  not  think  that  anything  more  is  required  to  secure 
worthy  incumbents  in  public  office  than  a  careful  and  independent  dis- 
charge of  our  respective  duties  within  their  well-defined  limits. 

Though  the  propriety  of  suspensions  might  be  better  assured  if  the 
action  of  the  President  was  subject  to  review  by  the  Senate,  3'et  if  the 
Constitution  and  the  laws  have  placed  this  responsibility  upon  the  execu- 
tive branch  of  the  Govenimeut  it  should  not  be  divided  nor  the  discretion 
which  it  involves  relinquished. 

It  has  been  claimed  that  the  present  Executive  having  pledged  him- 
self not  to  remove  officials  except  for  cause,  the  fact  of  their  suspension 
implies  such  misconduct  on  the  part  of  a  suspended  official  as  injures 
his  character  and  reputation,  and  therefore  the  Senate  should  review 
the  case  for  his  vindication. 

I  have  said  that  certain  officials  should  not,  in  my  opinion,  be  removed 
during  the  contiiniance  of  the  term  for  which  they  were  appointed  solely 
for  the  purpose  of  putting  in  their  place  those  in  political  affiliation  with 
the  appointing  power,  and  this  declaration  was  immediately  followed  by 
a  description  of  official  partisanship  which  ought  not  to  entitle  those  in 
whom  it  was  exhibited  to  consideration.  It  is  not  apparent  how  an 
adherence  to  the  course  thus  announced  carries  with  it  the  consequences 
descril^ed.  If  in  any  degree  the  suggestion  is  worthy  of  consideration, 
it  is  to  l>e  hoped  that  there  may  be  a  defense  against  unjust  suspension 
in  the  justice  of  the  Executive. 

Every  pledge  which  I  have  made  by  which  I  have  placed  a  limitation 
upon  my  exercise  of  executive  power  has  been  faithfully  redeemed.  Of 
course  the  pretense  is  not  put  forth  that  no  mistakes  have  been  com- 
mitted; but  not  a  suspension  has  been  made  except  it  appeared  to  my 
satisfaction  that  the  public  welfare  would  be  improved  thereby.  Many 
applications  for  suspension  have  l)een  denied,  and  the  adherence  to  the 
rule  laid  down  to  govern  my  action  as  to  such  suspensions  has  caused 
much  irritation  and  impatience  on  the  part  of  those  who  have  insisted 
upon  more  changes  in  the  offices. 

The  pledges  I  have  made  were  made  to  the  people,  and  to  them  I  am 
resix)nsible  for  the  manner  in  which  they  have  l)een  redeemed.  I  am  not 
responsible  to  the  vSenate,  and  I  am  unwilling  to  submit  my  actions  and 
official  conduct  to  them  for  judgment. 

There  are  no  grounds  for  an  allegation  that  the  fear  of  being  found 
false  to  my  professions  influences  me  in  declining  to  submit  to  the  de- 
mands of  the  vScnate.  I  have  not  constantly  refused  to  suspend  officials, 
and  thus  incurred  the  displeasure  of  political  friends,  and  yet  willfully 
broken  faith  with  the  i)eople  for  the  sake  of  being  false  to  them. 
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Neither  the  discontent  of  party  friends,  nor  the  atUirenieuts  constantly 
offered  of  con firtiiat ions  of  appointees  conditioned  upon  the  avowa!  that 
suspensions  have  been  made  on  part\'  grounds  alone,  nor  tbe  threat  pro- 
posed in  the  resolutions  now  tefore  the  Senate  that  no  confirmations  will 
be  made  unless  the  demands  of  that  body  be  complied  with,  are  sufficient 
to  discourage  or  deter  me  from  following  in  the  way  which  I  am  con- 
vinced leads  to  better  govennuent  for  the  people.

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

It  is  made  the  constitutional  duty  of  the  President  to  recommend  to 
the  consideration  of  Congress  from  time  to  time  such  measures  as  he 
shall  judge  necessary  and  expedient.  In  no  matters  caii  the  necessity 
of  this  be  more  e\'ident  than  when  the  good  faith  of  the  United  States 
under  the  solemn  obligation  of  treaties  with  foreign  powers  is  concerned. 

The  question  of  the  treatment  of  the  subjects  of  China  sojourning 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  presents  such  a  matter  for 
the  urgent  and  earnest  consideration  of  the  Executive  and  the  Congress. 

In  my  first  annual  message,  upon  the  assembling  of  the  present  Con- 
gress, I  adverted  to  this  question  in  the  following  words: 

The  harmony  of  our  relations  with  China  is  fully  sustained. 

Ill  the  applicutioti  of  the  acts  Inteh-  ]in>ised  to  cxcfule  the  treaty  of  1880,  restrictive 
of  the  iiiiniigratioH  of  Chinese  lal)orer.'i  into  the  United  States,  individual  cases  of 
hardship  have  occurred  Ijeyoiid  the  power  of  the  Executive  to  remedy,  and  calling 
for  judicial  determination. 

Tlie  condition  of  the  Chinese  (juestion  in  the  Western  States  and  Territories  is,  de- 
spite this  restrictive  legislation,  far  from  being  satisfactory.  The  recent  outbreak  in 
Wyoming  Territory,  where  numbers  of  unoffending  Chinamen,  indisputably  within 
the  protection  of  the  treaties  and  the  law,  were  murdered  by  a  mob,  and  the  still 
more  recent  tlireatetied  outbreak  of  the  same  character  in  Washington  Territory,  are 
fresh  m  the  minds  of  all.  and  there  is  apprehension  lest  the  bitterness  of  feeling 
against  the  i^Iungolian  nice  on  the  Pacific  Slope  may  find  vent  in  similar  lawless 
demonstrations.  All  the  power  of  this  Government  should  be  exerted  to  maintain 
the  amplest  gooil  faith  toward  China  in  the  treatment  ofthesemen,  and  the  inflexible 
sterimesii  of  the  law  in  bringing  the  wrongdoers  to  justice  should  be  insisted  upon. 

Every  effort  lias  lieeii  made  by  this  Government  to  prevent  tliese  violent  outbreaks 
and  to  aid  the  re]>resentatives  of  China  in  their  investigation  of  these  outrages;  and 
it  is  but  just  to  say  that  they  are  traceable  to  the  lawlessness  of  men  not  citizens  of 
the  United  States  engaged  in  competition  with  Chinese  laborers. 

Race  prejudice  is  the  chief  factor  in  originating  these  disturbances,  and  it  exists  in 
a  large  part  of  our  domain,  jeopardizing  our  domestic  peace  and  the  good  relation- 
ship we  strive  to  maintaiii  with  China. 

The  admitted  right  of  a  government  to  prevent  the  influx  of  elements  hostile  to 
its  internal  peiice  and  secnritj'  may  not  l>e  questioned,  even  where  there  is  no  treaty 
stipulation  on  the  subject.  Thai  the  exclusion  of  Chinese  labor  is  demanded  in 
other  countries  where  like  conciiticms  prevail  is  strongly  evidenced  in  the  Dominion 
of  Canada,  where  Chinese  immigration  is  now  regulated  by  laws  more  exclusive  than 
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our  own.  If  existinj^  laws  are  inadequate  to  compass  the  end  in  view,  I  shall  be 
prepared  to  jjive  earnest  consideration  to  any  further  remedial  measures,  within  the 
treaty  limits,  which  the  wisdom  of  Congress  may  devise. 

At  the  time  I  wrote  this  the  shocking  occurrences  at  Rock  Springs,  in 
Wyoming  Territory,  were  fresh  in  the  minds  of  all,  and  had  been  recently 
presented  anew  to  the  attention  of  this  Government  by  the  Chinese  min- 
ister in  a  note  which,  while  not  unnaturally  exhibiting  some  misconcep- 
tion of  our  Federal  system  of  administration  in  the  Territories  while  they 
as  yet  are  not  in  the  exercise  of  the  full  measure  of  that  sovereign  self- 
govennnent  jKTtaining  to  the  States  of  the  Union,  presents  in  truthful 
terms  the  main  features  of  the  cruel  outrage  there  perpetrated  upon  inof- 
fensive subjects  of  China.  In  the  investigation  of  the  Rock  Springs  out- 
break and  the  ascertainment  of  the  facts  on  which  the  Chinese  minister's 
statements  rest  the  Chinese  representatives  were  aided  by  the  agents  of 
the  I 'uited  vStates,  and  the  reix)rts  submitted,  having  been  thus  framed 
and  recounting  the  facts  within  the  knowledge  of  witnesses  on  both  sides, 
possess  an  impartial  truthfulness  which  could  not  fail  to  give  them  great 
impressiveness. 

The  facts,  which  so  far  are  not  controverted  or  affected  by  any  excul- 
patory or  mitigating  testimony,  show  the  murder  of  a  number  of  Chi- 
nese subjects  in  September  last  at  Rock  Springs,  the  wounding  of  many 
others,  and  the  six^liation  of  the  property  of  all  when  the  unhappy  sur- 
vivors had  been  driven  from  their  habitations.  There  is  no  allegation 
that  the  victims  by  any  lawless  or  disorderly  act  on  their  part  contrib- 
uted to  bring  about  a  collision:  on  the  contrary,  it  api>ears  that  the  law- 
abiding  (lis])osition  of  these  people,  who  were  sojourners  in  our  midst 
inuler  the  sanction  of  hospitality  and  express  treaty  obligations,  was  made 
the  ])retext  for  an  attack  \x\)o\\  them.  This  outrage  upon  law  and  treaty 
engagements  was  committed  by  a  lawless  mob.  None  of  the  aggressors — 
ha])pily  for  the  national  gocxl  fame — appear  by  the  reports  to  have  been 
citizens  of  the  United  States.  They  were  aliens  engaged  in  that  remote 
district  as  mining  laborers,  who  became  excited  against  the  Chinese  labor- 
ers, as  it  would  seem,  l)ecause  of  their  refusal  to  join  them  in  a  strike  to 
secure  higher  wages.  The  oppression  of  Chinese  subjects  by  their  rivals 
in  the  competition  for  labor  does  not  differ  in  violence  and  illegality  from 
that  applied  to  other  classes  of  native  or  alien  lalx>r.  All  are  equally 
under  the  protection  of  law  and  equally  entitled  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of 
assured  public  order. 

Were  there  no  treaty  in  existence  referring  to  the  rights  of  Chinese 
subjects;  did  they  come  hither  as  all  other  strangers  who  voluntarily 
resort  to  this  land  of  freedom,  of  self-government,  and  of  laws,  here 
peaceably  to  win  their  bread  and  to  live  their  lives,  there  can  be  no  ques- 
tion that  they  would  be  entitled  still  to  the  same  measure  of  protection 
from  \'i()lence  and  the  sjune  free  forum  for  the  redress  of  their  griex'auces 
as  any  other  aliens.

So  far  as  the  treaties  between  the  United  States  and  China  stipulate 
for  the  treatment  of  the  Chinese  subjects  actually  in  the  United  States  as 
the  citizens  or  subjects  of  "the  most  favored  nation  "  are  treated,  they 
create  no  new  status  for  them;  they  simply  recognize  and  confirm  a  gen- 
eral and  existing  rule,  applicable  to  all  alieiis  alike,  for  none  are  favored 
above  others  by  domestic  law,  and  none  by  foreign  treaties  unless  it  be 
the  Chinese  themselves  in  some  respects.  For  by  the  third  article  of  the 
treaty  of  November  17, 1880,  between  the  United  States  and  China  it  is 
provided  that — 

Art.  III.  If  Chinese  laborers,  or  Chinese  of  any  other  doss,  now  either  penua- 
iiently  or  temporarily  residing  in  the  territory  of  the  United  Stales,  meet  with  ill 
treatment  at  the  hands  of  any  other  persona,  tlie  Government  of  the  liniled  States 
will  esert  all  its  power  to  devise  measures  for  their  protection  and  to  secure  to  them 
the  same  rights,  privileges,  immunities,  and  exempllons  as  may  be  enjoj'ed  by  the 
citizens  or  subjects  of  tlie  most  favored  nation,  and  to  which  they  are  entitled  by 

This  article  maybe  held  to  constitute  a  special  privilege  for  Chinese 
subjects  in  the  United  States,  as  compared  with  other  aliens;  not  that  it 
creates  any  peculiar  rights  which  others  do  not  share,  but  because,  in 
case  of  ill  treatment  of  the  Chinese  in  the  United  States,  this  Ooveru- 
ment  is  bound  to  "exert  all  its  power  to  devise  measures  for  their  pro- 
tection," by  securing  to  them  the  rights  to  which  equally  with  any  and 
all  other  foreigners  they  are  entitled. 

Whether  it  is  now  incumbent  upon  the  United  States  to  amend  their 
general  laws  or  devise  new  measures  in  this  regard  I  do  not  consider  in 
the  present  comiiuniication,  lint  confine  myself  to  the  particular  point 
raised  by  the  outrage  and  massacre  at  Rock  Springs. 

The  note  of  the  Chinese  minister  and  the  documents  which  accom- 
pany it  give,  as  I  tielievc.  an  unexaggerated  statement  of  the  lamentable 
incident,  and  present  impressively  the  regrettable  circumstance  that  the 
proceedings,  in  the  name  of  justice,  for  the  ascertainment  of  the  crime 
and  fixing  tlie  resjxjiisibility  therefor  were  a  ghastly  mockery  of  jus- 
tice. So  long  as  the  Chinese  minister,  under  his  instructions,  makes 
this  the  liasis  of  an  apjieal  to  the  principles  and  convictions  of  mankind, 
no  exception  can  be  taken;  but  when  he  goes  further,  and,  taking  as  his 
precedent  the  action  of  the  Chinese  Goveninient  in  past  instances  where 
the  lives  of  American  citi/.ens  and  their  property  in  China  have  been 
endangered,  argues  a  reciprocal  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States  to  indemnify  the  Chinese  subjects  who  suffered  at  Rock  Springs, 
it  became  iiecessar\-  to  meet  his  argument  and  to  deny  most  emphatically 
the  conclusions  he  seeks  to  draw  as  to  the  existence  of  such  a  liability 
and  the  right  of  the  Chinese  Government  to  insist  upon  it. 

I  draw  the  attention  of  the  Congress  to  the  latter  part  of  the  note  of 
the  Secretary  nf  St.ile  of  February  18,  1886,  in  reply  to  the  Chhiese  min- 
ister's representations,  and  invite  especial  consideration  of  the  cogent  rea- 
sons b\'  which  he  reaches  the  conclusion  that  whilst  the  United  States 
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Government  is  under  ho  obligation,  whether  by  the  express  terms  of  its 
treaties  with  China  or  the  principles  of  international  law,  to  indemnify 
these  Chinese  subjects  for  losses  caused  by  such  means  and  under  the 
admitted  circumstances,  yet  that  in  view  of  the  palpable  and  discredit- 
able failure  of  the  authorities  of  Wyoming  Territory  to  bring  to  justice 
the  guilty  parties  or  to  assure  to  the  sufferers  an  impartial  forum  in 
which  to  seek  and  obtain  compensation  for  the  losses  which  those  sub- 
jects have  incurred  by  lack  of  jxjlice  protection,  and  considering  further 
the  entire  absence  of  provocation  or  contribution  on  the  part  of  the  vic- 
tims, the  Executive  may  be  induced  to  bring  the  matter  to  the  benev- 
olent consideration  of  the  Congress,  in  order  that  that  body,  in  its  high 
discretion,  may  direct  the  bounty  of  the  Government  in  aid  of  innocent 
and  peaceful  strangers  wlicse  maltreatment  has  brought  discredit  upon 
the  country,  with  the  distinct  understanding  that  such  action  is  in  no 
wise  to  be  held  as  a  precedent,  is  wholly  gratuitous,  and  is  resorted  to  in 
a  spirit  of  pure  generasity  toward  those  who  are  otherwise  helpless. 

The  correspondence  exchanged  is  herewith  submitted  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  Congress,  and  accompanies  a  like  meSvSage  to  the  House  of 
Representatives.

In  my  annual  message  of  the  Slh  of  DecemlKT  last  I  said: 

111  the  application  of  the  acts  lately  j)assc<l  to  execute  the  treaty  of  1880,  restrict- 
ive of  the  iiniiii^^ration  of  Chinese  la])orers  into  the  Ignited  States,  individual  cases 
of  hardshi])  have  occurred  beyond  the  power  of  the  Ivxecutive  to  remedy,  and  call- 
\\\^  for  judicial  deterininatit)n. 

These  cases  of  individual  hardship  are  due  to  the  ambiguous  and  de- 
fective provisions  of  the  acts  of  Congress  approved  respectively  on  the

6th  May,  1882,  and  5th  Jiily,iS84.  The  hardship  has  in  some  cases  been 
remedied  by  the  action  of  the  courts.  In  other  cases,  however,  where 
the  phraseology  of  the  statutes  liaa  appeared  to  be  conclusive  against 
any  discretion  on  the  part  of  the  officers  charged  with  the  execution  of 
the  law,  Chinese  persons  expressly  entitled  to  free  admission  uuder  the 
treaty  have  been  refused  a  landing  and  sent  back  to  the  country  whence 
they  came  without  being  afforded  any  opportunity  to  show  in  the  courts 
or  otherwise  their  right  to  the  privilege  of  free  ingress  and  egress  which 
it  was  the  purpose  of  the  treaty  to  secure. 

In  the  language  of  one  of  the  judicial  determinations  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  to  which  I  have  referred— 

Tlie  supposition  should  not  be  indulged  tliat  Congress,  while  professing  to  faith- 
fully execute  llie  treaty  stipulations  and  recognizing  the  fact  that  tliey  secure  to 
a  certain  class  the  right  to  go  from  anil  conie  to  the  Uuiteii  States,  intended  to 
make  its  protection  depend  upon  the  performance  of  conditions  which  it  was  phys- 
ically impossible  to  perform.  (ii2  U.  S.  Reports,  p.  554,  Chew  Heong  vs.  United 
States, ) 

The  act  of  July  5,  1884,  imposes  such  an  impossible  condition  in  not 
providing  for  the  admission,  under  proper  certificate,  of  Chinese  travel- 
ers of  the  exempted  clas,ses  in  the  cases  most  likely  to  arise  in  ordinary 
commercial  intercour.se. 

The  treaty  provisions  governing  the  ca.se  are  as  follows: 

AnT.  I.  *  *  *  The  limitation  or  suspension  shall  be  reasonable,  and  shali  apply 
only  to  Chinese  who  may  go  to  the  United  States  as  laborers,  other  classes  not  being 
incliuleil  in  the  limitations.     *     *     f 

Art.  II.  Chinese  subjects,  whether  proceeding  to  tlie  United  Slates  as  teachers, 
students,  merchants,  or  from  curiosity,  together  with  their  body  and  household  serv- 
ants, *  »  *  shall  lie  allowed  to  go  and  come  of  theit  own  free  will  and  accord, 
and  shall  Ire  accordeil  all  the  rights,  privileges,  immunities,  and  exemptions  which 
are  act'orile<l  to  the  citizens  and  subjects  of  the  most  favore*!  nation. 

Section  6  of  the  amended  Chinese  immigration  act  of  1884  purports  to 
secure  this  treaty  right  to  the  exempted  cla.sses  named  by  means  of  pre- 
scribed certificates  of  their  .status,  which  certificates  shall  be  i\\e  prima 
farif  and  llie  sole  permissible  evidence  to  establish  a  right  of  eutry  into 
the  United  States.  But  it  provides  in  terms  for  the  issuance  of  certifi- 
cates in  two  ca,ses  only: 

(a)  Chinese  subjects  departing  from  a  port  of  Chiua;  and 

{d)  Chinese  persons  {l.  c. ,  of  the  Chinese  race)  who  may  at  the  time 
be  subjects  of  some  foreign  goveninient  other  than  China,  and  who  may 
depart  for  the  United  States  from  the  ports  of  such  other  foreign  gov- 
ernment, 

A  statute  is  certainly  most  unusual  which,  purporting  to  execute  the 
provisions  of  a  treaty  with  China  in  respect  of  Chinese  subjects,  enacts 
strict  formalities  as  regards  the  subjects  of  other  governments  than  that 
of  China. 

It  is  sufficient  that  I  should  call  the  earnest  attention  of  Congress  to 
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the  circuiiistancc  that  the  statute  makes  no  provision  whatever  for  the 
somewhat  numerous  class  of  Chinese  persons  who,  retaining  their  Chi- 
nese subjection  in  some  countries  other  than  China,  desire  to  come  from 
such  countries  to  the  United  vStates. 

Chinese  merchants  have  trading  opL^rations  of  magnitude  throughout 
the  world.  They  do  not  l)ecome  citizens  or  subjects  of  the  country  where 
they  may  temporarily  reside  and  trade;  they  continue  to  1^  subjects  of 
China,  and  to  them  the  explicit  exemption  of  the  treaty  applies.  Yet  if 
such  a  Chinese  subject,  the  head  of  a  mercantile  house  at  Hongkong  or 
Yokohama  or  Honolulu  or  Havana  or  Colon,  desires  to  come  from  any  of 
these  places  to  the  l^'nited  vStates,  he  is  met  with  the  requirement  that  he 
must  produce  a  certificate,  in  i)rescribed  form  and  in  the  English  tongue, 
issued  by  the  Chinese  Government.  If  there  Ix;  at  the  foreign  place  of 
his  residence  no  re])resentativc  of  the  Chinese  Government  competent  to 
i.ssue  a  certificate  in  the  prcscrilnid  form,  he  can  obtain  none,  and  is  under 
the  i)rovisions  of  the  present  law  unjustly  debarred  from  entr>'  into  the 
United  >States.  His  usual  Chinese  passport  will  not  suffice,  for  it  is  not  in 
the  form  which  the  act  prescribes  shall  l)e  the  sole  j>emiissible  evidence 
of  his  ri>j;lit  to  land.  And  he  can  obtain  no  such  certificate  from  the  Gov- 
ernment of  his  place  of  residence,  l)ecause  he  is  not  a  subject  or  citizen 
thereof  '*at  the  time,"  or  at  anv  time. 

There  being,  therefore,  no  statutory  provision  prescribing  the  terms 
upon  which  Chinese  ])ersons  resident  in  foreign  countries  but  not  sub- 
jects or  citizens  of  such  countries  may  ])rove  their  status  and  rights  as 
members  of  the  exempted  classes  in  the  absence  of  a  Chinese  represent- 
ative in  such  country,  the  vSecretary  of  the  Treasury,  in  whom  the  exe- 
cution of  the  act  of  July  5.  i<SS4.  was  vested,  undertook  to  remedy  the 
omission  by  directini^  the  revenue  officers  to  recognize  as  lawful  certifi- 
cates those  issued  in  favor  of  Chinese  subjects  by  the  Chinese  consular 
and  diplomatic  officers  at  the  foreign  port  of  departure,  when  visaed  by 
the  United  States  re])resentative  thereat.  This  appears  to  be  a  just 
ap])lication  of  the  s])irit  of  the  law.  although  enlarging  its  letter,  and 
in  adopting  this  rule  he  was  controlled  by  the  authority  of  high  judicial 
decision  as  to  what  evidence  is  necessary  to  establish  the  fact  that  an 
individual  Chinaman  belongs  to  the  exempted  class. 

He,  however,  went  beyond  the  s])irit  of  the  act  and  the  judicial  deci- 
sions, by  ])roviding,  in  a  circular  dated  January  14,  1885,  for  the  original 
issuance  of  such  a  certificate  by  the  United  vStates  consular  officer  at  the 
])ort  of  departure,  in  the  absence  of  a  Chinese  diplomatic  or  consular  rep- 
resentative thereat;  for  it  is  clear  that  the  act  of  Congress  contemplated 
the  intervention  of  the  United  States  consul  only  in  a  supervisory  capac- 
ity, his  function  being  to  check  the  proceeding  and  see  that  no  abuse  of 
the  privilege  followed.  The  ix)wer  or  duty  of  original  certification  is 
wholly  distinct  from  that  su])ervisory  function.  It  either  dispenses  with 
the  foreign  certificate  altogether,  leaving  the  consular  vi.se  to  stand  alone

and  sufficient,  or  else  it  combines  in  one  official  act  the  distinct  functions 
of  certification  and  verification  of  the  fact  certified. 

The  official  character  attaching  to  the  consular  certification  contem- 
plated by  the  unamended  circular  of  January  14,  1885,  is  to  be  bonie  in 
mind.  It  is  not  merely  prima  facte  evidence  of  the  .status  of  the  bearer, 
such  as  the  courts  may  admit  in  their  discretion;  it  was  prescribed  as  an 
official  attestation,  on  the  strength  of  which  the  customs  officers  at  the 
port  of  entry  were  to  admit  the  bearer  without  further  adjudication  of 
his  status  unless  question  should  arise  as  to  the  truth  of  the  certificate 
itself. 

It  became,  therefore,  necessary  to  amend  the  circular  of  January  14, 
1885,  and  this  was  done  on  the  13th  of  June  followhig,  by  striking  out 
the  clause  prescribing  original  certification  of  status  by  the  United  States 
consuls.  The  effect  of  this  amendment  is  to  deprive  any  certificate  the 
United  States  consuls  may  issue  of  the  value  it  purported  to  possess  as 
Bole  psrmissible  evidence  under  the  statute  when  its  issuance  was  pre- 
scribed by  Treasure'  regulations.  There  is,  however,  nothing  to  prevent 
consuls  giving  certificates  of  facts  within  their  knowledge  to  l)e  received 
as  evidence  in  the  absence  of  statutory  authentication. 

The  complaint  of  the  Chinese  minister  in  his  note  of  March  24, 1886, 
is  that  the  Chinese  merchant  I,ay  Sang,  of  the  house  of  King  Lee  &  Co. , 
of  San  Francisco,  having  arrived  at  San  Francisco  from  Hongkong  and 
exhibited  a  certificate  of  the  United  States  consul  at  Hongkong  as  to 
his  statns  as  a  merchant,  and  consequently  exempt  under  the  treaty,  was 
refused  ]>erniission  to  land  and  was  .sent  back  to  Hongkong  by  the 
steamer  which  brought  him.  While  the  certificate  he  bore  was  doubt- 
less insufficient  under  the  present  law,  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  there 
is  at  Hongkong  no  representati\'e  of  the  Government  of  China  compe- 
tent or  authorized  to  i.ssue  the  certificate  required  by  the  Statute.  The 
intent  of  Congress  to  legislate  in  execution  of  the  treaty  is  thus  defeated 
by  a  prohibition  directly  contrary  to  the  treaty,  and  conditions  are  ex- 
acted which,  in  the  words  of  the  Supreme  Court  hereinbefore  quoted, 
"it  was  physically  impossible  to  perform." 

This  anomalous  feature  of  the  act  should  be  reformed  as  speedily  as 

possible,  in  order  that  the  occurrence  of  such  cases  may  be  avoided  and 

the  imputation  removed  which  would  otherwise  rest  upon  the  goo<l  faith 

of  the  United  States  in  the  execution  of  their  solemn  treaty  engagements.

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

The  Constitution  im]>oses  iq>oii  the  President  the  duty  of  recommend- 
ing to  the  consideration  of  Congress  from  time  to  time  such  measures  as 
he  shall  judge  necessary  and  expedient. 

I  am  so  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of  immediately  and 
thoughtfully  meeting  the  ]>rol)lein  which  recent  events  and  a  present 
condition  have  thrust  upon  us,  involving  the  settlement  of  disputes  aris- 
ing between  our  lalK)ring  men  and  their  eni])loyers,  that  I  am  constrained 
to  recommend  to  Congress  legislation  upon  this  serious  and  pressing 
subject. 

Under  our  form  of  government  the  value  of  later  as  an  element  of 
national  i)rosix.Tity  should  be  distinctly  recognized,  and  the  welfare  of  the 
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laboring  man  should  be  regarded  as  especially  entitled  to  legislative  care. 
Ill  a  country  which  offers  to  all  its  citizens  the  highest  attainmeut  of 
social  and  pohtical  distinction  its  Avorkingnieii  can  not  justly  or  safely 
be  considered  as  irrevocably  consigned  to  the  limits  of  a  class  and  enti- 
tled to  no  attention  and  allowed  no  protest  against  neglect. 

The  laboring  man.  bearing  in  his  hand  an  indispensable  contribution 
to  our  growth  and  progress,  may  well  insist,  with  manly  courage  and  as 
a  right,  upon  the  same  recognition  from  those  who  make  our  laws  as  is 
accorded  to  any  other  citizen  having  a  valuable  interest  in  charge;  and 
his  reasonable  demands  should  be  met  in  such  a  spirit  of  appreciation 
and  fairness  as  to  induce  a  contented  and  patriotic  cooperation  in  the 
achievement  of  a  grand  national  destiny. 

While  the  real  interests  of  labor  are  not  promoted  by  a  resort  to  threats 
and  violent  manifestations,  and  while  those  who,  under  the  pretext  of 
an  advocacy  of  the  claims  of  labor,  wantonly  attack  the  rights  of  capital 
and  for  selfish  purposes  or  the  love  of  disorder  sow  seeds  of  violence  and 
discontent  should  neither  be  encouraged  nor  conciliated,  all  legislation  on 
the  subject  should  be  calmly  and  deliberately  undertaken,  with  no  pur- 
pose of  satisfying  unreasonable  demands  or  gaining  partisan  advantage. 

The  present  condition  of  the  relations  between  tabor  and  capital  is  far 
from  satisfactorj-.  The  discontent  of  the  employed  is  due  in  a  large  de- 
gree to  the  grasping  and  heedless  exactions  of  employers  and  the  alleged 
discnini nation  in  favor  of  capital  as  an  object  of  guverninental  attention. 
It  must  also  l>e  conceded  that  the  laboring  men  are  not  always  careful  to 
avoid  causeless  and  unjust Lfiahk'  disturbance. 

Though  the  iniiTorlancc  of  a  hctltT  accord  between  these  interests  is 
apparent,  it  must  he  borne  in  mind  that  any  effort  in  that  direction  by 
the  Federal  Go^■ernment  nuist  be  greatly  limited  by  constitutional  re- 
strictions. There  are  many  grievances  which  legislation  by  Congress 
can  not  redress,  and  many  conditions  wliicli  can  not  by  such  means  be 
reformed. 

I  am  satisfied,  however,  that  something  may  be  done  under  Federal 
authority  to  pre\'eut  the  disturbances  which  so  often  arise  from  disputes 
between  employers  and  the  employed,  and  which  at  times  seriously 
threaten  the  business  interests  of  the  country;  and,  in  my  opinion,  the 
proper  theory  iiimn  which  to  proceed  is  that  of  voluntarj'  arbitration  as 
the  means  of  settling  these  difficulties. 

But  I  suggest  that  instead  of  arbitrators  chosen  in  the  heat  of  conflict- 
ing claims,  and  after  each  dispute  shall  arise,  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining the  same,  there  be  created  a  conimis.sion  of  labor,  consisting  of 
three  nieml>ers,  who  shall  be  regular  officers  of  the  Government, charged 
among  other  duties  with  the  consideration  and  settlement,  when  possible, 
of  all  controversies  between  lalwr  and  capital. 

A  commission  thus  organized  woidd  have  the  advantage  of  being  a 
stable  body,  and  its  members,  as  they  gained  experience,  would  constantly 
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improve  in  llicir  ahility  to  deal  iiitellij^ciilly  and  usefully  with  the  ques- 
tions which  ini>:^ht  lx_*  submitted  to  them.  If  arbitrators  are  chosen  for 
temporary  service  as  each  case  of  dispute  arises,  experience  and  familiar- 
ity with  much  that  is  involved  in  the  question  will  be  lacking,  extreme 
partisanship  and  bias  will  be  the  qualifications  sought  on  either  side,  and 
frequent  complaints  of  unfairness  and  partiality  will  be  inevitable.  The 
inqyosition  upon  a  Federal  court  of  a  duty  so  foreign  to  the  judicial  func- 
tion as  the  selection  of  an  arbitrator  in  such  cases  is  at  least  of  doubtful 
propriety. 

The  establishment  bv  Federal  authoritv  of  such  a  bureau  would  be  a 
just  and  sensible  recognition  of  the  value  of  lalx)r  and  of  its  right  to  l)e 
represented  in  the  departments  of  the  Government.  So  far  as  its  concil- 
iatory offices  shall  have  relation  to  disturbances  which  interfere  with 
transit  and  connnerce  l)etween  the  States,  its  existence  would  be  justi- 
fied inider  the  ])rovision  of  the  Constitution  which  gives  to  Congress  the 
power  "to  regulate  connnerce  with  foreign  nations  and  among  the  sev- 
eral States;"  and  in  the  frecjuent  disputes  iK^tween  the  laboring  men  and 
their  employers,  of  less  extent,  and  the  conseciuences  of  which  are  con- 
fined within  State  limits  and  threaten  domestic  violence,  the  interpasi- 
tion  of  such  a  connnission  might  1k»  tendered,  upon  the  application  of  the 
legislature  or  executive  of  a  vState,  under  the  constitutional  provision 
which  requires  the  General  (lovernnient  to  "protect"  each  of  the  States 
"against  domestic  violence." 

If  such  a  commission  were  fairly  organized,  the  risk  of  a  loss  of  popular 
supi)ort  and  sympathy  resulting  from  a  refusal  to  submit  to  so  peaceful 
an  instrumentality  would  constrain  both  parties  to  such  disputes  to  invoke 
its  interference  and  abide  by  its  decisions.  There  would  also  h^  good 
reason  to  Iiojhj  that  the  very  existence  of  such  an  agency  would  invite 
a])])lication  to  it  for  advice  and  counsel,  frequently  resulting  in  the  avoid- 
ance of  contention  and  misunderstanding. 

If  the  usefulness  of  such  a  connnission  is  doubted  l)ecause  it  might  lack 
]K)wer  to  enforce  its  decisions,  nnich  encouragement  is  derived  from  the 
conceded  good  that  has  been  acconq)hshed  by  the  railroad  commissions 
which  have  been  organized  in  many  of  the  vStates,  which,  having  little 
more  than  advisory  ])Ower,  have  exerted  a  most  salutary  influence  in  the 
settlement  of  disjnites  between  conflicting  interests. 

In  July,  i«SS4,  by  a  law  of  Congress,  a  Hureau  of  Lalx)r  was  established 
and  ])laced  in  charge  of  a  Commissioner  of  Labor,  who  is  required  to 
"collect  information  n])()n  the  subject  of  lalx)r,  its  relations  to  capital, 
the  hours  of  labor  and  the  earnings  of  lalM)ring  men  and  women,  and  the 
means  of  promoting  their  material,  s<K*ial.  intellectual,  and  moral  pros- 
ix:rity." 

The  connnission  which  I  suggest  could  easily  be  ingrafted  up>on  the 
bureau  thus  already  organized  by  the  addition  of  two  more  commission- 
ers and  i)y  supplementing  the  duties  now  inqH)sed  \\\Kin  it  by  such  other 
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powers  and  functions  as  would  pennit  the  commissioners  to  act  as  arbi- 
trators when  uecessarj-  lietween  labor  and  capital,  under  such  limitations 
and  upon  such  occasions  as  should  be  deemed  proper  and  useful. 

Power  should  also  be  distinctly  conferred  upon  this  bureau  to  inves- 
tigate the  causes  of  all  disputes  as  they  occur,  whether  submitted  for 
arbitration  or  not,  so  that  information  may  alwaj'S  be  at  hand  to  aid 
legislation  on  the  subject  when  necessary  and  desirable.

By  a  joint  resolution  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1877,  the  Presi- 
dent was  authorized  and  directed  to  accept  the  colossal  statue  of  ' '  Lib- 
erty Enlightening  the  World"  when  presented  by  the  citizens  of  the 
French  Republic,  and  to  designate  and  set  apart  for  the  erection  thereof 
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a  suitable  site  upon  either  Governors  or  Bedloes  Island,  in  the  harbor  of 
New  York,  and  ii|X)n  the  completion  thereof  to  cause  the  statue  **to  be 
inaugurated  with  such  ceremonies  as  will  serve  to  testify  the  gratitude  of 
our  jxiople  for  this  expressive  and  felicitous  memorial  of  the  sympathy 
of  the  citizens  of  our  sister  Republic. ' ' 

The  President  was  further  thereby  "authorized  to  cause  suitable  regu- 
lations to  be  made  for  its  future  maintenance  as  a  l>eacon  and  for  the 
l)ermanent  care  and  preservation  thereof  as  a  monument  of  art  and  the 
continued  good  will  of  the  great  nation  which  aided  us  in  our  struggle 
for  freedom." 

Under  the  authority  of  this  resolution,  on  the  4th  day  of  July,  1884,  the 
minister  of  the  United  States  to  the  French  Repubhc,  by  direction  of 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  accepted  the  statue  and  received  a 
deed  of  presentation  from  the  Franco- American  Union,  which  is  now 
preserved  in  the  archives  of  the  Department  of  State. 

I  now  transmit  to  Congress  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  State  from 
Joseph  W.  Drexel,  esq.,  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  **the 
American  connnittee  on  the  ]x*(leslal  of  the  great  .statue  of  *  Liberty  En- 
lightening the  World,'"  dated  the  27th  of  April,  1886,  suggesting  the 
propriety  of  the  further  execution  by  the  President  of  the  joint  resolution 
referred  to  by  prescribing  the  ceremonies  of  inauguration  to  be  observed 
upon  the  comj)lete  erection  of  the  statue  upon  its  site  on  Bedloes  Island, 
in  the  lmrl)or  of  New  York. 

Thursday,  the  3d  of  vSe]>tember,  being  the  anniversary  of  the  .signing  of 
the  treaty  of  ])eace  at  Paris  by  which  the  independence  of  these  United 
vStates  was  recognized  and  secured,  has  been  .suggested  by  this  committee 
under  whose  ausjMces  and  agency  the  pedestal  for  the  statue  has  been 
constructecV  as  an  a])propriate  day  for  the  ceremonies  of  inauguration. 

The  international  character  which  has  been  imprinted  upon  this  work 
l)y  the  joint  resolnticm  of  1877  makes  it  incunil:)ent  upon  Congress  to 
provide  means  to  carry  their  resolution  into  effect. 

Therefore  I  recommend  the  appropriation  of  .such  .sum  of  money  as  in 
the  judgment  of  Congress  shall  l)e  deemed  adequate  and  proper  to  defray 
the  cost  of  the  inauguration  of  this  .statue. 

I  have  ])een  informed  l)y  the  connnittee  that  certain  expenses  have 
l)een  incurr(.(l  in  tlie  care  and  custody  of  the  .statue  .since  it  was  depos- 
ited on  Bedloes  Island,  and  the  ])ln'aseology  of  the  joint  resolution  pro- 
viding for  "tlio  ])ennanent  care  and  preservation  thereof  as  a  monument 
of  art"  would  set-ni  to  include  the  ])ayinent  by  the  Ihiited  States  of  the 
ex])ense  .so  incurred  since  the  recei)tiou  of  the  .statue  in  this  country. 

The  action  of  the  hVench  (xovernment  and  people  in  relation  to  the 
])resentalion  of  this  statue  to  the  United  vStates  will,  I  hoi>e,  meet  with 
hearty  and  res])onsive  action  ui)on  the  ])art  of  Congre.ss,  in  which  the 
Ivxecutive  will  ]>e  most  happy  to  coo])erate.

The  last  general  appropriation  bil5  passed  by  the  legislature  of  XTtah 
was  vetoed  by  the  theu  governor  of  that  Territorj-.  It  made  an  appro- 
priation of  money  for  the  support  of  the  district  courts  of  the  Terri- 
torj',  including  the  pay  of  reporters,  jurors,  and  witnesses,  and  for  the 
completion  and  maintenance  of  the  Deseret  University  and  the  education 
of  the  deaf  mutes  therein.  It  also  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the 
Territorial  insane  asylum,  as  well  as  the  salaries  of  Territorial  officers, 
including  that  of  the  superintendent  of  the  district  schools,  the  auditor, 
the  librarian ,  and  the  treasurer  of  the  Territory.  It  also  provided  for 
internal  improvements,  such  as  roads  and  bridges. 

The  appropriation  for  the  district  courts,  for  the  payment  of  witnesses 
and  jurors  in  criminal  cases,  was  $40,000;  that  for  the  Deseret  Univer- 
sity and  the  deaf  nintes  was  $66,000,  and  for  the  insane  asylum  $35,000. 

The  board  of  regents  of  the  Deseret  Uiii\"ersity  have  borrowed  money 
for  the  completion  of  the  university  buildings  which  were  authorized  by 
legislative  action,  and  which  is  now  due  and  no  provision  made  for  the 
payment.  The  act  appropriating  for  the  benefit  of  the  Territorial  insane 
asylum  passed  by  the  legislature  was  also  vetoed.  This  included  the 
sum  of  $13,000,  which  had  been  borrowed  by  the  board  of  directors  of 
the  asylum  for  its  completion  and  furnishing,  and  wliicli  now  remains 
due  and  unpaid.  It  also  included  the  sura  of  $3,548.85  for  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  the  indigent  insiine. 

The  legislature  of  the  Territory,  under  existing  law,  will  not  again 
convene  for  nearly  two  j'cars,  there  being  no  authority  for  a  special  ses- 
sion. In  the  meantime,  under  present  conditions,  the  good  order  of 
society  will  be  jeopardized,  educational  and  charitable  institutions  will  be 
paralyzed,  and  internal  improvements  stopjjed  until  the  legislature  meets 
and  makes  provision  for  their  support. 

A  determination  on  the  part  of  tlie  General  Government  to  suppress 
certain  unlawful  practices  in  this  Territory  demands  neither  the  refusal 
of  the  means  to  support  the  local  government  nor  the  .sacrifice  of  the 
interests  of  the  commnnity. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  immediate  enactment  of  such  legislation 
as  will  anthori/e  the  assemliling  of  the  legislature  of  tliat  Territory  in 
special  .session  at  an  early  day,  so  that  pro\'ision  can  \x.  made  to  meet 


the  ciifficuUics  herein  suggested.

The  negotiati(Mi  which  led  to  the  conclusion  of  this  convention  was 
caused  innnediately  by  the  case  of  a  forger  in  San  Francisco,  who,  having 
fled  to  Japan,  was  delivered  up  to  the  authorities  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia. It  was  not  ix)ssible  for  this  Government  to  ask  his  surrender, 
but  the  Japanese  Government  of  its  own  motion  caused  his  deliver>'  as  a 
friendly  act.  It  then  suggested  the  conclusion  of  an  extradition  conven- 
tion between  the  two  countries.  The  suggestion  was  favorably  enter- 
tained by  this  (jovernment,  not  only  on  account  of  the  importance  of  such 
a  treaty  to  the  execution  of  the  criminal  laws  of  the  United  States,  but 
also  because  of  the  su]>port  which  its  conclusion  would  g^ve  to  Japan  in 
her  efforts  toward  judicial  autonomy  and  complete  sovereignty.

I  find  that  there  is  such  a  failure  to  adjust  existing  laws  to  the  new  de- 
parture pr()iK)sed  by  the  bill  as  to  greatly  endanger  the  public  sen-ice  if 
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this  bill  should  not  be  amended  or  at  once  sii])iilenieiilL'd  by  additional 
legislation. 

The  fees  wliich  are  at  present  collected  from  vessels  for  services  per- 
formed by  the  Bureau  of  Inspection,  and  which  made  up  the  fund  from 
which  certain  expenses  appurtenant  to  that  Bureau  were  paid,  are  by  the 
proposed  bill  aix>lished,  but  no  provision  has  lieeu  substituted  directing 
that  such  expenses  shall  be  paid  from  the  public  Treasury  or  any  other 
source. 

The  objects  of  the  bill  are  in  the  main  so  useful  and  important  tliat  I 
have  concluded  to  approve  the  same  upon  the  assurance  of  those  actively 
promoting  its  pas.sage  that  another  bill  shall  at  once  be  introduced  to 
cover  the  defect  above  referred  to. 

The  necessity  of  such  supplemental  legislation  is  so  obvious  that  I  hope 
it  will  receive  the  immediate  action  of  the  Congress.

I  have  approved  House  bill  No.  4335,  entitled  "An  act  making  an  ap- 
propriation to  continue  the  construction  of  a  public  building  at  Clarks- 
burg, \V.  Va.,  and  changing  the  limit  of  cost  thereof." 

A  law  passed  by  the  last  Congress  authorized  the  construction  of  this 
building  and  appropriated  $50,000  for  that  purpose,  which  was  declared 
to  be  the  limit  of  its  cost.  A  site  has  been  purchased  for  said  building, 
and,  as  is  too  often  the  case,  it  is  now  discovered  that  the  sum  appropri- 
ated is  insufficient  to  meet  the  expense  of  such  a  building  as  is  really 
needed. 

The  object  of  the  bill  which  I  have  approved  is  to  extend  the  limit  of 
the  cost  to  $80,000  and  to  make  the  additional  appropriation  to  reach 
that  sum.  The  first  section  fixes  the  limit  above  mentioned,  but  the 
second  section  appropriates  $35,000,  and  thus,  with  the  appropriation  of 
$50,000  heretofore  made,  the  aggregate  appropriations  exceed  the  sum 
to  which  the  cost  of  the  building  is  limited  by  $5,000. 

Inasmuch  as  this  latter  sum  can  not  properly  be  applied  to  the  con- 
struction of  the  building,  attention  is  called  to  the  existence  of  this 
excess  of  appropriation  and  the  suggestion  made  that  it  be  returned  to 
the  Treasury.

I  have  this  day  approved  a  bill  originating  in  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives entitled  "An  act  defining  butter,  also  imposing  a  tax  upon  and 
regulating  the  manufacture,  sale,  iniportatiou,  and  exportation  of  oleo- 
margarine. ' ' 

This  legislation  has  awakened  much  interest  among  the  people  of  the 
country,  and  earnest  argument  has  been  addressed  to  the  Executive  for 
the  purpose  of  influencing  his  action  thereupon.  Many  in  opposition 
have  urged  its  dangerous  character  as  tending  to  break  down  the  bound- 
aries between  the  proper  exercise  of  legislati\'e  power  by  Federal  and 
State  authority;  many  in  favor  of  the  enactment  have  represented  that 
it  promised  great  advantages  to  a  large  portion  of  our  population  who 
sadly  need  relief;  and  those  on  both  sides  of  the  question  whose  advocacy 
or  opposition  is  based  upon  no  broader  foundation  than  local  or  personal 
interest  have  outnumbered  all  the  others. 

This  upon  its  face  and  in  its  main  features  is  a  revenue  bill,  and  ^vas 
first  introduced  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  wherein  the  Constitu- 
tion declares  that  all  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate. 

The  Constitution  has  invested  Congress  with  a  very  wide  legislative 
discretion  both  as  to  the  necessity  of  taxation  and  the  selection  of  the 
objects  of  its  burdens;  and  though  if  the  question  was  presented  to  me 
as  an  original  proposition  I  might  doubt  the  present  need  of  increased 
taxation,  I  deem  it  my  duty  in  this  instance  to  defer  to  the  judgment 
of  the  legislative  branch  of  the  Government,  which  has  been  so  emphat- 
ically announced  in  both  Houses  of  Congress  upon  the  passage  of  this  bill. 

Moreover,  those  who  desire  to  see  removed  the  weight  of  taxation 
now  pressing  upon  the  people  from  other  directions  may  well  be  justified 
in  the  hope  and  expectation  that  the  selection  of  an  additional  subject 
of  internal  taxation  so  well  able  to  bear  it  will  in  consistency  be  fol- 
lowed by  legisbtion  relieving  our  citizens  from  other  revenue  burdens, 
rendered  by  the  passage  of  this  bill  even  more  than  heretofore  unneces- 
sary and  needlessly  oppressive. 

It  lias  Ijcen  urge<l  as  an  objection  to  this  measure  that  while  purport- 
ing to  be  legislation  for  revenue  its  real  purpose  is  to  destroy,  by  the  use 
of  the  taxing  power,  one  industry  of  our  people  for  the  protection  and 
lienefit  of  another. 

If  entitled  to  indulge  in  such  a  suspicion  as  a  basis  of  official  action  in 
this  case,  and  if  entirely  satisfied  that  the  consequences  indicated  would 
ensue,  I  should  doubtless  feel  constrained  to  interpose  Executive  dissent. 

But  I  do  not  feel  called  upon  to  interpret  the  motives  of  Congress 
otlienvise  thaii  by  the  apparent  character  of  the  bill  which  has  been  pre- 
sented to  me,  and  I  am  convinced  that  the  taxes  which  it  creates  can 
not  possiblj-  destroy  the  open  and  legitimate  manufacture  and  sale  of 
the  thing  upon  which  it  is  levied.     If  this  article  has  the  merit  which 
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its  friends  claim  for  it,  and  if  the  people  of  the  land,  with  full  knowledge  of 
its  real  character,  desire  to  purchase  and  use  it,  the  taxes  exacted  by  this 
bill  will  permit  a  fair  profit  to  both  manufacturer  and  dealer.  If  the  exist- 
ence of  the  commodity  taxed  and  the  profits  of  its  manufacture  and  sale 
depend  upon  disposing  of  it  to  the  people  for  something  else  which  it  de- 
ceitfully imitates,  the  entire  enterprise  is  a  fraud  and  not  an  industrj^; 
and  if  it  can  not  endure  the  exhibition  of  its  real  character  which  will  be 
effected  by  the  inspection,  supervision,  and  stamping  which  this  bill  di- 
rects, the  sooner  it  is  destroyed  the  lx?tter  in  the  interest  of  fair  dealing. 

Such  a  result  would  not  furnish  the  first  instance  in  the  history  of 
legislation  in  which  a  reveinie  bill  produced  a  benefit  which  was  merely 
incidental  to  its  main  purpose. 

There  is  certainly  no  iiKiustrv  better  entitled  to  the  incidental  advan- 
tages  which  may  follow  this  legislation  than  our  farming  and  dairy  inter- 
ests, and  to  none  of  our  people  should  they  be  less  begrudged  than  our 
farmers  and  dairymen.  The  present  depression  of  their  occupations, 
the  hard,  steady,  and  often  unremunerative  toil  which  such  occupations 
exact,  and  the  burdens  of  taxation  which  our  agriculturists  necessarily 
bear  entitle  them  to  every  legitimate  consideration. 

Nor  should  there  be  opposition  to  the  incidental  effect  of  this  legisla- 
tion on  the  ixirt  of  those  who  profess  to  be  engaged  honestly  and  fairly 
in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  a  wholesome  and  valuable  article  of  food 
which  by  its  provisions  may  l>e  subject  to  taxation.  As  long  as  their 
business  is  carried  on  under  cover  and  by  false  pretenses  such  men  have 
bad  companions  in  those  whose  manufactures,  however  \'ile  and  harmful, 
take  their  place  without  challenge  with  the  better  sort  in  a  common  cru- 
sade of  deceit  against  the  public.  But  if  this  occujxition  and  its  methods 
are  forced  into  the  light  and  all  these  manufactures  must  thus  either 
stand  upon  their  merits  or  fall,  the  gocxl  and  bad  mu.st  soon  part  com- 
pany and  the  fittest  only  will  survive. 

Not  the  least  imi)ortant  incident  related  to  this  legislation  is  the  de- 
fense afforded  to  the  consumer  against  the  fraudulent  substitution  and 
sale  of  an  imitatic^n  for  a  genuine  article  of  food  of  very  general  house- 
hold use.  Notwithstanding  the  inmiense  quantity  of  the  article  de- 
scribed in  this  bill  which  is  sold  to  the  people  for  their  consumption  as 
food,  and  notwithstanding  the  claim  made  that  its  manufacture  supplies 
a  cheap  substitute  for  butter,  I  venture  to  say  that  hardly  a  pound  ever 
entered  a  iK)()r  man's  house  under  its  real  name  and  in  its  true  character. 

While  in  its  relation  to  an  article  of  this  description  there  should  be  no 
governmental  regulation  of  what  the  citizen  shall  eat,  it  is  certainl}'  not 
a  cause  of  regret  if  by  legislation  of  this  character  he  is  afforded  a  means 
by  which  he  may  better  ])r()tect  himself  against  imposition  in  meeting  the 
needs  and  wants  of  his  daily  life. 

Having  entered  upon  this  legislation,  it  is  manifestly  a  duty  to  render 
it  as  effective  as  pos.sible  in  the  accomplishment  of  all  the  good  which 
should  legitimately  follow  in  its  train. 

This  leads  to  the  suggestion  that  the  article  proposed  to  be  taxed  and 
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the  drcuinstances  which  subject  it  thereto  shouUl  lit-  clearlj-  ami  with 
great  distinctness  defined  in  the  statute.  It  seems  to  nie  that  this  ob- 
ject has  not  been  completely  attained  in  the  phraseology  of  the  secoad 
section  of  the  bill,  and  tliat  question  may  well  arise  as  to  the  precise  con- 
dition the  article  to  be  taxed  must  assume  in  order  to  be  regarded  as 
"made  in  imitation  or  semblance  of  butter,  or,  when  so  made,  calculated 
or  intended  to  be  sold  as  butter  or  for  butter. ' ' 

The  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  sections  of  the  bill,  in  my  opinion,  are 
in  danger  of  being  construed  as  an  interference  with  the  police  powers 
of  the  States.  Not  being  entirely  satisfied  of  the  unconstitutionahty  of 
these  provisions,  and  regarding  them  as  not  being  so  connected  and  inter- 
woven with  the  other  sections  as,  if  found  invalid,  to  vitiate  the  entire 
measure,  I  have  determined  to  commend  them  to  the  attention  of  the 
House  with  a  view  to  an  immediate  amendment  of  the  bill  if  it  should  be 
deemed  necessary  and  if  it  is  practicable  at  this  late  day  in  the  session 
of  Congress. 

The  fact,  too,  that  the  bill  does  not  take  effect  by  its  terms  until  ninety 
days  have  elapsed  after  its  appro\'al,  thus  leaving  it  but  one  mouth  in 
operation  Ijefore  the  next  session  of  Congress,  when,  if  time  does  not 
now  permit,  the  safety  and  efficiency  of  the  measure  may  be  abundantly 
protected  by  remedial  legislative  action,  and  the  desire  to  see  realized 
the  beneficial  results  which  it  is  expected  will  immediately  follow  the 
inauguration  of  this  legislation,  have  had  their  influence  in  determining 
my  official  action. 

The  considerations  which  have  been  referred  to  will,  I  hoi)e,  justify 
this  communication  and  the  suggestions  which  it  contains.

VETO  MESSAGES. 

Executive  Mansion,  March  10, 18S6. 
To  the  Senate  of  (he  United  Slates: 

I  have  carefully  considered  Senate  bill  No.  193,  entitled  "An  act  for 
the  relief  of  John  Hollins  McBlair,"  and  hereby  return  the  same  with- 
out appro\-al  to  the  Senate,  where  it  originated,  with  my  objections  to 
the  same. 
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The  object  of  this  bill  is  to  suspend  the  provisions  of  law  regulating 
appointments  in  the  Army  by  promotion  so  far  as  they  aflfect  John  Rol- 
lins McBlair,  and  to  authorize  the  President  to  nominate  and,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  appoint  said  McBlair  a  first  lieu- 
tenant in  the  Army  and  to  place  him  upon  the  retired  list  as  of  the  date 
of  April  8,  1864,  with  the  pay  of  his  rank  from  April  30,  1884. 

The  l^eneficiary  named  in  this  bill  was  appointed  a  first  lieutenant  in 
the  Army,  from  civil  life,  in  June,  1861,  with  rank  from  May  14,  1861. 

It  appears  from  his  own  testimony,  afterwards  taken  before  a  retiring 
board,  that  at  the  time  he  was  commissioned  he  was  but  17  years  of  age. 

In  Octol)er,  1861,  he  was  in  the  field  for  five  days  with  his  regiment, 
within  which  time  he  participated  in  no  battle,  skirmish,  or  engagement 
of  any  kind. 

After  five  days  spent  in  marching  and  camping  he  was  taken  sick,  and 
after  remaining  in  camp  six  or  seven  weeks,  his  illness  still  continuing, 
he  was  granted  sick  leave  and  came  to  Washington. 

In  June,  1862,  he  was  put  on  duty  in  the  Commissary  Department  at 
Washington  and  remained  there  until  August,  1863,  when  he  was  sum- 
moned Ix-'fore  a  retiring  lx)ard  convened  for  the  purpose  of  retiring  dis- 
abled officers. 

From  testimony  before  this  toard  it  appears  that  the  illness  which 
caused  him  to  leave  his  regiment  was  one  not  inicommon  in  the  Army, 
and  yielded  to  treatment,  so  that  in  April  or  May,  1862,  he  was  com- 
pletely cured. 

About  this  time,  however,  he  was  attacked  with  convulsions,  which 
were  ])rc)nounced  by  the  physicians  examined  before  the  board  to  be  a 
form  of  epilepsy,  and  for  this  cause  he  was  found  to  be  incap^adtated  for 
active  service. 

The  medical  testimony,  while  it  suggested  various  causes  for  this  epi- 
leptic condition,  negatives  entirely  any  claim  that  tliCvSe  attacks  were  at 
all  related  to  the  illness  which  ol)liged  this  officer  to  abandon  service 
with  his  regiment.  He  testified  himself  that  he  had  been  told  he  had 
one  or  two  convulsions  in  childhood,  but  there  is  no  direct  testimony  that 
he  was  subject  to  epileptic  attacks  before  he  entered  the  Army. 

The  retiring  l)oard  determined  upon  the  pnx^f  that  this  incaj>acity  did 
not  result  from  any  incident  of  military  service,  and  therefore  Lieutenant 
McBlair  was  in  October,  1863,  retired  wholly  from  the  service  with  one 
year's  pay  and  allowances,  which  is  the  usual  action  in  such  cases,  and 
which  was  approved  by  the  President. 

But  in  April,  1864,  the  President,  in  a  review  of  the  case,  made  an 
order  that  instead  of  this  officer  being  wholly  retired  he  should  be  placed 
upon  the  retired  list  as  of  the  date  when  the  action  of  the  retiring  board 
was  originally  approved. 

P^'or  al)Out  twenty  years,  and  up  to  April  30,  1884,  he  remained  up>on 
the  retired  list  and  received  the  pay  to  which  this  position  entitled  him. 
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Quite  recently,  in  consequence  of  a  claim  of  additional  pay  which  he 
made  upon  the  Government,  his  status  was  examined  by  the  Court  of 
Claims,  which  decided  that  the  action  of  the  President  in  April,  1864,  by 
which  he  sought  to  change  the  original  disposition  of  the  case  upon  the 
findings  of  the  retiring  board,  was  nugatory,  and  that  ever  since  Octo- 
ber, 1863,  this  officer  had  not  been  connected  with  the  Army  and  had 
been  receiving  from  the  Government  money  to  which  he  ivas  not  entitled. 

If  the  bill  herewith  returned  becomes  a  law,  it  makes  valid  all  pay- 
ments made,  and  if  its  purpose  is  carried  out  causes  such  payments  to  be 
resumed. 

The  finding  of  the  retiring  board  seems  so  satisfactory  and  the  merits 
of  this  case  so  slight  in  the  hght  of  the  large  sum  already  paid  to  the 
applicant,  while  the  claims  of  thousands  of  wounded  and  disabled  soldiers 
wait  for  justice  at  the  hands  of  the  Go^■er^ment,  that  I  am  constrained  to 
interpose  an  objection  to  a  measure  which  proposes  to  suspend  general 
and  wholesome  laws  for  the  purpose  of  granting  what  appears  to  me  to

This  proposed  legislation  grows  out  of  a  grant  of  land  made  to  the 
Territory  of  Iowa  in  the  year  1846  to  aid  in  the  improvement  of  the  navi- 
gation of  the  Des  Moines  River. 

The  language  of  this  grant  was  such  that  it  gave  rise  to  couSicting 
decisions  on  the  part  of  the  Government  Departments  as  to  its  extent, 
and  it  was  not  initil  i»6o  that  this  question  was  authoritatively  and  finally 
settled  by  the  Siiprenie  Court  of  the  United  States.  Its  decision  dimin- 
ished the  extent  of  the  grant  to  a  quantity  much  less  than  had  been 
insisted  on  by  certain  interested  parties  and  rendered  invalid  the  titles  of 
parties  who  held,  under  the  Territory  or  State  of  Iowa,  lands  beyond  the 
limit  of  the  grant  fixed  by  the  decision  of  the  court. 

For  the  purpose  of  \'alidatiiig  such  titles  and  to  settle  all  disputes  so 
far  as  the  General  Government  was  concerned,  the  Congress,  in  the  year 
1S61,  by  a  johit  resolution,  transferred  to  the  State  of  Iowa  all  the  title 
then  retained  by  the  United  States  to  the  lands  within  the  larger  limits 
which  had  been  claimed,  and  then  held  by  bona  fide  purchasers  from  the 
State;  and  in  1862  an  act  of  Congress  was  passed  for  the  same  general 
purpose. 

Without  detailing  the  exact  language  of  this  resolution  and  statute,  it 
certainly  seems  to  be  such  a  transfer  and  relinquishment  of  all  interests 
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in  the  land  mentioned  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  as  to  relieve  the 
Government  from  any  further  concern  therein. 

The  questions  unfortunately  growing  out  of  this  grant  and  the  leg- 
islation relating  thereto  have  Ixicn  passed  upon  by  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court  in  numerous  cases,  and  as  late  as  1883  that  court,  re- 
ferring to  its  many  previous  decisions,  adjudged  that  **the  act  of  1862 
(12  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  ch.  161,  p.  543)  transferred  the  title  from 
the  United  States  and  vested  it  in  the  State  of  Iowa  for  the  use  of  its 
grantees  under  the  river  grant." 

Bills  similar  to  this  have  l>eeu  Ixifore  Congress  for  a  number  of  j^ears 
and  have  failed  of  passage;  and  at  least  on  one  occasion  the  Committee 
on  the  Judiciary  of  the  Senate  reported  adversely  upon  a  measure  cov- 
ering the  same  ground. 

I  have  carefully  examined  the  legislation  upon  the  subject  of  this 
grant,  and  studied  the  decisions  of  the  court  upon  the  numerous  and 
complicated  (questions  which  have  arisen  from  such  legislation,  and  the 
positions  of  the  parties  claiming  an  interest  in  the  land  covered  by  said 
grant,  and  I  can  not  l)Ut  think  that  every  jx^ssible  question  that  can  be 
raised,  or  at  least  that  ought  to  l)e  raised,  in  any  suit  relating  to  these 
lands  has  Ixien  determined  by  the  highest  judicial  authority  in  the  land; 
and  if  any  substantial  i)oint  remains  yet  unsettled,  I  believe  there  is  no 
difficulty  in  presenting  it  to  the-  proper  trilmnal. 

This  h\\\  declares  that  certain  lands  which  nearly  twentj'-four  years 
ago  the  United  vStates  entirely  relincjuished  are  still  public  lands,  and 
directs  the  Attorney-Cieneral  to  hej»in  suits  to  assert  and  protect  the  title 
of  the  United  vStates  in  such  lands. 

If  it  be  true  that  these  are  ]niblic  lands,  the  declaration  that  they  are 
so  by  enactment  is  entirely  unnecessary;  and  if  they  are  wrongfully 
withheld  from  the  (lovernment,  the  duty  and  authority  of  the  Attoniey- 
( General  are  not  aided  l)y  the  proposed  legislation.  If  they  are  not  pub- 
lic lands  because  the  United  States  have  conveyed  them  to  others,  the 
l)ill  is  sul)ject  to  f;rave  objections  as  an  attem])t  to  destroy  vested  rights 
and  disturb  interests  which  have  long  since  l)ecome  fixed. 

If  a  law  of  Congress  could,  in  the  manner  contemplated  by  the  bill, 
change,  under  the  Constitution,  the  existing  rights  of  any  of  the  parties 
claiming  interests  in  these  lands,  it  hardly  seems  that  any  new  questions 
could  be  presented  to  the  courts  which  would  do  more  than  raise  false 
hoi)es  and  renew  useless  and  l>itter  strife  and  litigation. 

It  seems  to  me  that  all  controversies  which  can  hereafter  arise  between 
those  claiming  these  lands  have  l)een  fairly  remitted  to  the  State  of  Iowa, 
and  that  there  they  can  be  properly  and  safely  left;  and  the  Government, 
through  its  Attorney-Cjcneral,  should  not  be  called  upon  to  litigate  the 
rights  of  private  parties. 

It  is  not  ])leasant  to  contemi)late  loss  tlireatened  to  any  party  acting 
in  go(xl  faith,  caused  l)y  uncertainty  in  the  language  of  laws  or  their 
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conflicting  interpretation;  and  if  there  are  persons  occupv-ing  these  lands 
who  labor  under  such  disabilities  as  prevent  them  from  appealing  to  the 
courts  for  a  redress  of  their  wrongs,  a  plain  statute,  directed  siuiply  to  a 
remedy  for  such  disahiliiies,  would  not  be  objectionable. 

Should  there  be  meritorious  cases  of  hardship  and  loss,  caused  by  an 
invitation  on  the  part  of  the  Goveninient  to  settle  ii[x>n  lands  apparently 
public,  but  to  which  no  right  or  lawful  possession  can  be  secured,  it  would 
be  better,  rather  than  to  attempt  a  disturbance  of  titles  already  settled, 
to  ascertain  such  losses  and  do  equity  by  compensating  the  proper  parties 
through  an  appropriation  for  that  purpose. 

A  law  to  accomplish  this  very  object  was  passed  by  Congress  in  the 
year  1873. 

Valuable  proof  is  thus  furnished,  by  the  only  law  ever  passed  upon 
the  subject,  of  the  maimer  in  which  it  was  thought  proper  by  the  Con- 
gress at  that  time  to  meet  the  difficulties  suggested  by  the  bill  now 
under  consideration. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  there  may  be  parties  in  the  occupancy 
of  these  lands  who  suifer  hardship  by  the  application  of  Strict  legal  prin- 
ciples to  their  claims,  safety  lies  in  noninterference  by  Congress  with 
matters  which  should  be  left  to  judicial  cognizance;  and  1  am  unwilling 
to  concur  ia  legislation  which,  if  not  an  encroachment  upon  judicial 
power,  trenches  so  closely  thereon  as  to  be  of  doubtful  expediency,  and 
which  at  the  same  time  increases  the  elements  of  litigation  that  liave 
heretofore  existed  and  endangers  vested  rights.

I  herewith  return  Senate  bill  No.  349,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  pro- 
motion of  anatomical  science  and  to  pre\eiit  the  desecration  of  graves," 
without  my  appro\ai. 

The  puriwse  of  this  bill  is  to  permit  the  delivery  of  certain  dead  bodies 
to  the  medical  colleges  located  in  the  District  of  Columbia  for  dissection. 

Such  disposition  of  the  Ixxiies  of  unknown  and  pauper  dead  is  only 
excused  by  the  necessity  of  acquiring  by  this  means  proper  and  useful 
anatomical  knowledge,  and  the  laws  by  which  it  is  permitted  should,  in 
deference  to  a  decent  and  universal  sentiment,  carefully  guard  against 
abuse  and  needless  offense. 

The  measure  under  consideration  does  not  with  sufficient  care  specify 
and  limit  the  officers  and  the  parties  who  it  is  proposed  to  invest  with  dis- 
cretion in  the  disposition  of  dead  bodies  remaining  in  the  institutions  and 
places  mentioned  in  the  bill.  The  second  section  indicates  an  intention 
to  prevent  the  use  of  said  bodies  for  any  other  purpose  than  the  promotion 
of  anatomical  and  surgical  knowledge  within  the  District  of  Columbia, 
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and  to  secure  after  such  use  the  decent  l^urial  of  the  remains.  It  declares 
that  a  bond  shall  l)e  given  providing  for  the  performance  of  th^se  con- 
ditions. But  instead  of  exacting  the  bond  from  the  medical  colleges, 
to  which  alone,  by  the  terms  of  the  first  section,  the  bodies  are  to  be 
delivered,  such  lx)nd  is  recjuired  of  "every  physician  or  surgeon  before 
receiving  such  dead  Ixxly." 

The  bill  also  i^rovides  that  a  relative  by  blood  or  marriage,  or  a  friend, 
may,  within  forty-eight  hours  after  death,  demand  that  any  bodj'  be 
buried,  ujxjn  satisfying  "the  authorities"  of  the  relationship  claimed  to 
the  deceased. 

The  "authorities"  to  be  thus  satisfied  should  be  clearly  defined,  and 
the  determination  of  a  (question  so  important  should  be  left  with  those 
only  who  will  jxirfonn  this  duty  with  proper  care  and  consideration.

I  herewith  return  without  my  approval  Senate  bill  No.  141,  entitled 
"An  act  to  extend  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  June  10,  1880,  enti- 
tled 'An  act  to  amend  the  vStatutes  in  relation  to  immediate  transporta- 
tion of  dutiable  goods,  and  for  other  purposes,'  to  the  port  of  Omaha,  in 
the  vState  of  Nebraska." 

The  statute,  which  was  passed  June  10,  1880,  referred  to  in  the  title  of 
this  l)ill  permitted  certain  merchandise  imported  at  specified  ports,  but 
which  was  consigned  to  certain  other  ports  which  were  mentioned  by 
name  in  the  seventh  section  of  said  act,  to  be  shipped  immediately  after 
entry  at  the  port  of  arrival  to  such  destination. 

The  seventh  section  of  said  act  contained  the  names  of  more  than 
seventy  ports  or  ])laces  to  which  imported  merchandise  might  be  thus 
immediately  shipped.  One  of  the  places  thus  named  is  "Omaha,  in 
Nebraska. ' ' 

But  it  was  declared  in  a  proviso  which  was  made  a  part  of  this  section 
that  the  privilege  of  immediate  transportation  contemplated  by  the  act 
should  "not  extend  to  any  place  at  which  there  are  not  the  necessary 
officers  for  the  a])])raisement  of  merchandise  and  the  collection  of  duties." 

Because  there  were  no  such  officers  at  Omaha  the  privilege  mentioned 
was  withheld  from  that  place  l)y  the  Treasury  Department. 

The  bill  sulmiitted  to  me  for  approval  provides  that  these  privileges 
conferred  by  the  act  of  June  10,  iSSo,  be  "extended  to  the  port  of 
Omaha,  in  the  vStatc  of  Nebraska,  as  provided  for  as  to  the  ports  men- 
tioned in  section  7  of  said  act." 

I  can  not  see  that  anything  is  gained  by  this  legislation. 

If  the  circumstances  should  warrant  such  a  course,  the  authority  which 
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withliolds  siicli  pri\-ileges  from  any  of  tile  places  meiitioiied  in  the  Jaw 
of  1S80  cau  confer  the  same  without  the  aid  of  a  new  statute.  This  posi- 
tion is  sustained  by  an  opinion  of  the  Attorney-General,  dated  in  Febru- 
an-.  1885. 

If  Ihe  legislation  now  proposed  should  become  operative,  the  privileges 
extended  to  the  city  of  Omaha  would  stilt  be  suliject  to  the  proviso  at- 
tached to  the  seventh  section  of  the  law  of  i  S80,  and  such  newly  granted 
privileges  would  1»  liable  to  immediate  mthdrawal  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasurj'. 

Thus,  if  the  design  of  this  bill  is  to  restore  to  the  city  named  the  privi- 
leges permitted  by  the  law  of  1880,  it  seems  to  t)e  entirely  unnecessary, 
since  the  power  of  such  restoration  is  now  fully  vested  in  the  Treasury 
Department.  If  the  object  sought  is  to  bestow  such  privileges  entirely 
free  from  the  operation  of  the  proviso  above  recited,  the  language  of  the 
bill  does  not  accomplish  that  result. 

I  understand  that  the  Government  has  not  now  at  Omaha  ' '  the  neces- 
sary officers  for  the  apprai.sement  of  merchandise  and  the  collection  of 
duties,"  which  hy  such  proviso  are  necessary  in  order  to  secure  to  any 
place  the  advantages  of  immediate  transportation.  In  the  absence  of 
such  officers  the  proposed  legislation  would  be  nugatory  and  inoperative.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  a  hill  numbered  3019,  entitled  '  'An 
act  to  increase  the  pension  of  Abigail  Smith,"  which  bill  originated  in 
the  House  of  Representatives. 

This  proposed  legislation  does  injustice  to  a  very  worthy  pensioner 
who  was  on  the  pension  roll  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  law  which 
took  effect  on  the  19th  day  of  March  last,  and  by  virtue  of  which  all  pen- 
sions of  her  class  were  increased  from  $8  to  $12  per  month.  Under  this 
law  she  became  entitled  to  her  increased  pension  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.  Tlie  bill  now  retiinied  allows  her  the  same  amount,  but  if  it 
became  a  law  1  suppose  it  would  supersede  her  claim  under  the  previous 
statute  and  postpone  the  receipt  by  her  of  the  increase  to  the  date  of 
the  passage  of  the  new  law. 

She  would  thus  lose  for  nearly  two  months  the  increase  of  pension 
already  sec.red  to  her.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

To  the  House  of  Represeulalives: 

I  return  without  my  approval  House  bill  No.  1471, entitled  "An  act 
increasing  the  pension  of  Andrew  J.Hill." 
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This  bill  doubles  the  iKMision  which  the  person  named  therein  has 
been  recei\in^  for  a  nunil)er  of  years.  It  appears  from  the  report  of  the 
connnittee  to  which  the  ImII  was  referred  that  a  claim  made  by  him  for 
increased  ^K'nsion  has  lx?en  lately  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  **on 
the  ground  that  the  claimant  is  now  receiving  a  pension  commensurate 
with  the  degree  of  disability  found  to  exist." 

The  |)olicy  of  frequently  reversing  by  special  enactment  the  decisions 
of  the  Bureau  invested  by  law  with  the  examination  of  pension  claims, 
fulh'  equipped  for  such  examination,  and  which  ought  not  to  l)e  su.spected 
of  any  lack  of  liberality  to  our  veteran  soldiers,  is  exceedingly  question- 
able. It  may  well  \xt  doubted  if  a  connnittee  of  Congress  has  a  better 
opportunity  than  such  an  agency  to  judge  of  the  merits  of  these  claims. 
If,  however,  there  is  any  lack  of  power  in  the  Pension  Bureau  for  a  full 
investigation,  it  should  1^  sui)plied;  if  the  system  adopted  is  inadequate 
to  do  full  justice  to  claimants,  it  shotild  l>e  corrected,  and  if  there  is  a 
want  of  sympathy  and  consideration  for  the  defenders  of  our  Government 
the  Bureau  should  Ixi  reorganized. 

The  disjMjsition  to  concede  the  most  generous  treatment  to  the  dis- 
abled, aged,  and  needy  among  our  veterans  ought  not  to  be  restrained; 
and  it  nuist  be  admitted  that  in  some  cases  justice  and  equity  can  not 
be  done  nor  the  charitable  tendencies  of  the  Government  in  favor  of 
worthy  objects  of  its  care  indulged  under  fixed  rules.  These  conditions 
sometimes  justify  a  resort  to  sj^ecial  legislation,  but  I  am  convinced  that 
the  interiK)sition  by  special  enactment  in  the  granting  of  i:)ensions  should 
be  rare  and  exceptional.  In  the  nature  of  things  if  this  is  lightly  done 
and  u]>on  slight  occasion,  an  invitation  is  offered  for  the  presentation  of 
claims  to  Congress  which  upon  their  merits  could  not  stin'ive  the  test 
of  an  examination  by  the  Pension  Bureau,  and  whose  only  hope  of  suc- 
cess deix^nds  u|X)n  sympathy,  often  misdirected,  instead  of  right  and 
justice.  The  instrumentality  organized  by  law  for  the  determination  of 
l)ensi()n  claims  is  thus  often  overruled  and  discredited,  and  there  is  dan- 
ger that  in  the  end  ]K)])ular  ])rejudice  will  be  created  against  those  who 
are  worthily  entitled  to  the  Innnity  of  the  Government. 

There  has  lately  been  presented  to  me,  on  the  same  day,  for  approval, 
nearly  240  s])ecial  bills  granting  and  increasing  pensions  and  restoring  to 
the  pension  list  the  names  of  i)arties  which  for  cause  have  Ixjen  dropped. 
To  aid  Executive  duty  they  were  referred  to  the  Pension  Bureau  for 
examination  and  reiK>rt.  After  a  delay  absolutely  necessary  they  liave 
l)een  returned  to  me  within  a  few  hours  of  the  limit  constitutionally  per- 
mitted for  r^xecutive  action.  Two  hundred  and  thirty-two  of  these  bills 
are  thus  classified: 

liighty-one  cover  cases  in  which  favorable  action  by  the  Pension  Bu- 
reau was  denied  by  reason  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  testimony  filed  to 
prove  the  facts  alleged. 

These  bills  I  have  approved  on  the  assumption  that  the  claims  were 
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meritorious  and  that  by  the  [jassage  of  tlie  Ijills  tin;  Guveniinent  lias 
waived  full  proof  of  the  facts. 

Twenty-six  of  tht  I'llls  cover  claims  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau 
because  the  evidetice  produced  tended  to  prove  that  the  alleged  disability 
existed  before  the  claimaut's  enlistment;  21  cover  claims  which  have  been 
denied  by  such  Bureau  because  the  evidence  tended  to  show  that  the  dis- 
ability, though  contracted  in  the  service,  was  not  incurred  in  the  liue 
of  duty;  33  cover  claims  wliicli  have  been  denietl  because  the  evidence 
tended  to  establish  that  the  disability  originated  after  the  soldier's  dis- 
charge from  the  Army;  47  cover  claims  which  have  Ijeen  denied  because 
the  general  pension  laws  contain  no  provisions  under  which  they  could 
be  allowed,  and  24  of  the  claims  have  uever  been  presented  to  the  Pen- 
sion Bureau. 

I  estimate  the  ex^jenditure  involved  in  these  bills  at  more  than  $35,000 
annually. 

Though  my  conception  of  public  duty  leads  me  to  the  conclusion,  upon 
the  slight  examination  which  I  have  lieen  able  to  give  such  of  these  bills 
as  are  not  comprised  in  the  first  class  above  mentioned,  that  many  of  them 
should  be  disapproved,  I  am  utterly  unable  to  submit  within  the  time 
allowed  me  for  that  purpose  my  objections  to  the  same. 

They  will  therefore  become  operative  without  my  approval. 

A  sufficient  reason  for  the  return  of  the  particular  bill  now  inider  con- 
sideration is  found  in  the  fact  that  it  provides  that  the  name  of  Andrew 
J.  Hill  be  placed  upon  the  pension  roll,  while  the  records  of  the  Pension 
Bureau,  as  well  as  a  medical  ccrlificatt;  niadi;  a  part  of  the  committee's 
report,  disclose  that  the  correct  name  of  the  intended  beneficiary  is  Alfred 
J.  Hill.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1397,  entitled  "An  act  to 
establish  a  port  of  delivery  at  Springfield,  iu  the  State  of  Massachusetts. ' ' 

It  appears  that  the  best  reasons  urged  for  the  passage  of  this  bill  are 
that  Springfield  has  a  population  of  about  40,000,  that  the  imports  to  the 
section  of  country-  where  the  city  is  located  for  the  last  year  amounted 
in  value  to  nearly  $3,000,000,  and  that  the  importers  at  this  point  labored 
under  a  disad\-antage  in  Ijeing  obliged  to  go  to  New  York  and  Boston  to 
clear  their  goods,  which  are  frequently  greatly  delayed. 

The  Government  is  now  subjected  to  great  loss  of  revenue  through  the 
intricacies  of  the  ])rescut  system  relating  to  the  collection  of  customs 
dues,  and  through  the  frauds  and  evasions  which  that  system  permits 
and  in\'ites.  It  is  also  the  cause  of  nnich  of  the  delay  and  vexation  to 
which  the  honest  importer  is  subjected. 
M  P — VOL  viii — ^^ 
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I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  reforms  of  present  methods  which  have 
been  lately  earnestly  pressed  upon  Congress  should  be  inaugurated,  in- 
stead of  increasing  the  number  of  ports  where  present  e\'ils  may  be  fur- 
ther extended. 

The  bill  now  under  consideration  pro\'ides  that  a  surveyor  of  customs 
shall  be  appointed  to  reside  at  said  port,  who  shall  receive  a  salar>'  not  to 
exceed  $i,ooo  per  annum. 

It  is  quite  obvious  that  an  experienced  force  of  employees  at  the  ports 
where  goods  for  Springfield  are  entered  would  be  much  better  qualified 
to  adjust  the  duties  uix)n  the  same  than  the  person  thus  propased  to  be 
added  to  the  vast  anny  of  Federal  officials. 

There  are  many  cities  in  the  different  States  having  larger  popula- 
tions than  Springfield,  and  fully  as  much  entitled,  upon  every  ground 
presented,  to  the  advantages  sought  by  this  bill;  and  yet  it  is  clear  that 
the  following  of  the  precedent  which  the  proposed  legislation  would  estab- 
lish could  not  fail  to  produce  confusion  and  uncertainty  in  the  adjustment 
of  customs  dues,  leading  to  irritating  discriminations  and  probable  loss 
to  the  Government.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  2186,  entitled  **An 
act  granting  a  j)ension  to  Louis  Melcher. ' ' 

This  claimant  enlisted  on  the  25th  day  of  May,  1861,  and  was  dis- 
charged for  disability  on  the  i6th  day  of  August,  1861,  having  been  in 
the  service  less  than  three  months. 

The  certificate  of  the  surgeon  of  his  regiment,  made  at  the  time  of  his 
discharge,  stated  his  disability  to  be  **  lameness,  caused  by  previous  re- 
peated and  extensive  ulcerations  of  his  legs,  extending  deeply  among  the 
nuiscles  and  impairing  their  ]K)wers  and  action  by  cicatrices,  all  existing 
l)efore  enlistment  and  not  mentioned  to  the  mustering  officers  at  the 
time." 

U]X)n  this  certificate,  given  at  the  time  of  the  claimant's  discharge  and 
while  he  was  actually  under  the  surgeon's  observation,  an  application  for 
a  pension  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau. 

In  the  absence  of  anything  im]K\iching  the  ability  and  integrity  of  the 
surgeon  of  the  regiment,  his  certificate  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  regarded 
as  a  true  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  claimant  at  the  time  of  his  dis- 
charge, though  the  connnittee's  report  suggests  that  the  surgeon's  skill 
maj'  have  been  at  fault  when  he  declared  that  the  ulcers  existed  before 
enlistment.  The  cicatrices  showing  Ix^yond  a  doubt  the  previous  exist- 
ence of  this  difficulty  would  be  plainly  apparent  upon  an  examination 
by  a  surgeon,  and  their  origin  could  hardly  be  mistaken.  The  term  of 
the  claimant's  service  was  not  sufficiently  long  to  have  developed  and 
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healed,  even  imperfectly,  in  a  locatifm  previously  healthy,  ulcers  of  the 
kind  mentioned  in  the  claimanfs  application. 

My  approval  of  this  bill  is  therefore  withheld  upon  tlie  ground  that  I 
find  nothing  in  my  examination  of  the  facts  connected  with  the  case 
which  impeaches  the  value  of  the  surgeon's  certificate  upon  which  the 
adverse  action  of  the  Pension  Bureau  was  predicated.

To  the  Senate  of  Ike  United  dilates: 

A  bill  which  originated  in  tlie  Senate,  entitled  "An  act  granting  a  pen- 
sion to  Edward  Ayers,"  and  nnmbereil  363,  is  herewith  returned  without 
approval. 

The  person  named  in  this  bill  enlisted  October  3, 1 861,  in  an  Indiana 
regiment  and  was  mustered  out  uf  the  service  December  13,  1865.  He 
represents  that  he  was  injured  in  the  hip  at  the  battle  of  Days  Gap, 
April  30,  1863,  and  for  this  a  pension  is  provided  for  him  by  the  bill 
under  consideration.  His  application  for  pension  has  been  rejected  by 
the  Pension  Bureau  on  the  gruinid  that  it  was  proved  on  a  special  exam- 
ination of  the  case  that  the  claimant  was  injured  by  a  fall  when  a  boy, 
and  that  the  injiiry  complained  of  existed  prior  to  his  enlistment. 

Tliere  is  not  a  particle  of  proof  or  a  fact  stated  either  in  the  commit- 
tee's report  or  the  records  in  the  Pension  Bureau,  so  far  as  they  are 
brought  to  my  notice,  tending  to  show  lli^il  tlie  claimant  was  in  hos- 
pital or  under  medical  care  a  single  day  during  the  whole  term  of  his 
enlistment. 

The  report  of  the  committee  contains  the  following  statement: 

The  record  evidence  ]>roves  tliat  ]ie  «as  in  this  engagement,  but  there  is  no  proof 
from  this  source  tliat  lie  ivas  wouii'ied.  By  nuiiierous  comrades  who  were  present 
it  is  proven  that  lie  was  hurt  by  the  explosion  of  a  .shell  as  cUimed.  It  is  also 
shown  that  lie  has  1)een  disabled  ever  since;  and  the  examining  surgeon  specifically 
descril>es  tlie  wound,  and  twice  verifies  that  he  is  permanently  disabled.  From  the 
fact  that  a  man  was  exceediiigly  liable  to  injury  under  the  circumstances  in  which 
he  was  placed,  and  from  the  evidence  of  eyewitnesses,  the  committee  are  of  opinion 
Uiat  he  was  wounded  as  alle>;ed. 

A  wound  from  a  shell  causing  the  person  injiu-ed  to  be  "disabled  ever 
since ' '  usually  results  in  hospital  or  medical  treatment.  Not  only  is 
there  no  such  claim  made  in  this  case,  but,  on  the  contrary,  it  appears 
that  the  claimant  ser\-ed  in  his  regiment  two  years  and  nearly  eight 
months  after  the  alleged  injury,  and  until  he  was  mustered  out. 

It  is  represented  to  nie  by  a  report  from  the  Pension  Bureau  that  after 
his  alleged  wound,  and  in  May  or  June,  1863,  the  claimant  deserted,  and 
in  July  of  that  year  was  arrested  in  the  State  of  Indiana  and  returned  to 
duty  without  trial.  If  this  report  is  correct,  the  party  now  seeking  a 
pension  at  the  hands  of  the  Government  for  disabihty  incurred  in  the 
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semce  seems  to  have  been  capable  of  considerable  physical  exertion, 
though  not  very  creditable,  within  a  few  weeks  after  he  claims  to  have 
received  the  injury  upon  which  his  application  is  based.

To  the  Senate  of  the  United  States: 

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1630,  entitled  '*An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  James  C.  Chandler." 

It  apixiars  from  the  report  of  the  committee  to  whom  this  bill  was 
referred  and  from  an  examination  of  the  oflScial  records  that  the  pro- 
posed beneficiary  first  enlisted  on  the  27th  day  of  August,  1861,  and  about 
nine  months  thereafter,  on  the  ist  day  of  June,  1862,  was  discharged  on 
account  of  disability  arising  from  chronic  bronchitis. 

Notwithstanding  the  chronic  character  of  his  alleged  disability,  he 
enlisted  again  on  the  3d  day  of  January,  1864,  seventeen  months  after 
such  discharge. 

•  No  statement  is  presented  of  the  bounty  received  by  him  upon  either 
enlistment. 

He  was  finally  mustered  out  on  the  19th  day  of  September,  1865. 

He  first  applied  for  a  pension  under  the  general  law  in  May,  1869, 
alleging  that  in  April,  1862,  he  was  run  over  by  a  wagon  and  injured 
in  his  ankle.  This  accident  occurred  during  his  first  enlistment;  but 
instead  of  the  injury  having  been  then  regarded  a  disability,  he  was  dis- 
charged from  such  enlistment  less  than  two  months  thereafter  on  account 
of  chronic  bronchitis. 

It  appears  from  the  committee's  report  that  his  application  was  re- 
jected and  that  another  was  afterwards  made,  alleging  that  the  claimant 
had  been  afflicted  with  typhoid  fever  contracted  in  May,  1862,  resulting 
in  * '  rheumatism  and  disease  of  the  back  in  region  of  kidneys.  * ' 

This  application  was  also  rejected,  on  the  ground  that  any  disability 
that  might  have  arivSen  from  the  cause  alleged  * '  had  not  existed  in  a  pen- 
sionable degree  since  the  date  of  filing  the  claim  therefor,'*  which  was 
P'ebruary  10,  1885. 

There  still  remained  an  apjxial  to  Congress,  and  probably  there  were 
not  wanting  those  who  found  their  interests  in  advising  such  an  appeal 
and  who  had  at  hand  Congressional  precedents  which  promised  a  favor- 
able rcvsult.  That  the  parties  interested  did  not  miscalculate  the  chances 
of  success  is  demonstrated  by  the  bill  now  before  me,  which,  in  direct 
opposition  to  the  action  of  the  Pension  Bureau,  grants  a  pension  to  a  man 
who,  though  discharged  from  enlistment  for  a  certain  alleged  disability, 
made  two  applications  for  a  pension  based  upon  two  distinct  causes,  both 
claimed  to  exist  within  two  months  prior  to  such  discharge,  and  both 
different  from  the  one  upon  which  he  accepted  the  same,  and  notwith- 
»itauding  the  fact  that  the  proposed  beneficiary,  after  all  these  disabilities 
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had  dccrared,  passed  an  exatniiiation  as  to  bis  physical  fitness  f 
listment,  actually  did  reenlist,  and  served  till  finally  mustered  out  at  the 
close  of  the  war. 

If  any  money  is  to  be  given  this  man  from  the  public  Treasury,  it 
should  not  be  done  under  the  guise  of  a  pension.

To  the  Senate  of  the  United  Slatcs: 

I  hereby  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  857,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Dudley  B,  Branch." 

This  claim  is  based  upon  the  allegation,  as  appears  by  the  committee's 
report,  that  the  person  nam«^d  in  the  bill  has  a  hernia,  and  that  on  the 
gth  day  of  June,  1862,  while  in  the  military  service  and  in  the  line  of 
duty,  "in  getting  over  a  fence  he  fell  hea\'ily,  striking  a  stone  or  hard 
substance,  and  received  the  lieriiia  in  bis  left  side." 

In  December,  1875,  thirteen  and  a  half  years  thereafter,  he  filed  an 
application  for  a  pension,  which  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  on 
the  ground  that  there  was  no  record  of  the  alleged  hernia,  and  the  claim- 
ant was  unable  to  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  its  origin  in  the  service. 

The  fact  is  stated  in  the  committee's  report  that  late  in  the  year  1863 
this  soldier  was  transferred  to  the  Invalid  Corps,  and  the  records  show 
that  he  was  thus  transferred  for  a  disability  entirely  different  from  that 
upon  which  he  now  bases  his  claim.  He  was  mustered  out  in  Septem- 
ber, 1864,  at  the  end  of  his  term  of  service. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  rejection  of  this  claim  by  the  Pension  Bureau 
was  correct,  and  think  its  action  should  not  be  reversed. 

I  suppose  an  injury  of  the  description  claimed,  if  caused  by  violence 
directly  applied,  is  quite  palpable,  its  effect  usually  immediate,  and  its 
existence  easily  proved.  The  long  time  which  elapsed  between  the 
injurj-  and  the  claimant's  application  for  a  pension  may  be  fairly  consid- 
ered as  bearing  upon  the  merits  of  such  application,  while  the  fact  that 
the  claimant  was  transferred  to  the  Invalid  Corps  more  than  a  year  after 
he  alleges  the  injury  occurred,  for  an  entirely  different  disability,  can  not 
be  overlooked.  In  the  committee's  report  the  statement  is  found  that 
the  beneficiary-  named  in  the  bill  was  in  two  different  hospitals  during  the 
>'ear  1863,  and  j'et  it  is  not  claimed  that  the  history  of  his  hospital  treat- 
ment furnishes  any  proof  of  the  injury  upon  which  his  claim  is  now  based,

To  the  Senate  of  Hie  Chitted  Slates: 

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1998,  entitled  "An  act  for 
the  relief  of  John  D.  Ham,"  which  grants  a  pension  to  the  party  named. 
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The  claimant  alleges  that  he  enrolled  in  the  Army  in  January,  1862, 
and  was  "swoni  in  at  his  own  home;'*  that  the  next  day  he  started  on 
horseback  to  go  to  the  regiment  he  was  to  join,  and  that  on  the  way  his 
horse  fell  upon  his  left  ankle,  whereby  he  sustained  an  injury  which  enti- 
tles him  to  a  pension. 

His  name  is  not  bonie  upon  any  of  the  rolls  of  the  regiment  he  alleges 
he  was  on  his  way  to  join. 

He  filed  his  application  for  pension  in  the  Pension  Bureau  October  17, 
1879  (seventeen  years  after  his  alleged  injury),  wiiich  was  rejected  appar- 
ently on  the  ground  that  he  was  not  in  the  military  service  when  the 
disability  claimed  was  incurred. 

He  was  drafted  in  1863  and  served  until  he  was  mustered  out  in  1865. 

It  is  entirely  clear  that  this  claimant  was  not  in  the  military  service 
at  the  time  he  claims  to  have  been  injured;  and  his  conduct  in  remain- 
ing at  home  until  he  was  drafted,  nearly  two  years  afterwards,  furnishes 
proof  that  he  did  not  regard  himself  as  in  the  meantime  owing  any 
military  duty.  These  considerations,  and  the  further  facts  that  upon 
being  drafted  he  was  accepted  as  physically  qualified  for  service,  that  he 
actually  thereafter  served  a  year  and  eight  months,  and  that  he  waited 
seventeen  years  before  claiming  pension  for  his  injury,  in  my  mind  pre- 
sent a  case  upon  which  the  claimant  is  entitled  to  no  relief  even  if  charity 
instead  of  just  liberalitv  is  invoked.

To  the  Si' N ate  of  the  U^iitcd  States: 

I  herewith  return  without  approval  vSenate  bill  No.  1290,  entitled  **An 
act  granting  a  jxMision  to  Uavid  \V.  Hamilton." 

A  claim  fori)ension  filed  by  him  in  November,  1879,  was  rejected  by  the 
Pension  Bureau  on  the  ground  that  his  alleged  disability  existed  prior  to 
his  enlistment. 

An  examination  of  the  records  in  the  Adjutant- General* s  OflSce  and  a 
statement  from  the  Pension  Bureau  derived  from  the  claimant's  applica- 
tion there  for  pension,  with  a  reference  to  the  report  of  the  committee  to 
whom  this  bill  was  referred,  disclose  the  following  facts: 

The  claimant  was  mustered  in  the  service  as  first  lieutenant  in  Septem- 
ber, 1 86 1,  and  as  captain  June  12,  1862.  He  is  reported  as  present  with 
his  company  until  the  3()th  of  that  numth.  For  the  six  months  imme- 
diately following  the  latter  date  he  is  reported  as  "absent  sick/*  and  for 
the  ten  months  next  succeeding,  and  until  Octol)er  27, 1863,  as  ** absent 
on  detached  ser\'ice. ' '  On  the  day  last  mentioned  he  tendered  his  resig- 
nation at  Camp  Morton,  in  the  vState  of  Indiana,  to  enable  him  to  accept 
an  a]^]X)intnieut  as  captain  in  the  Invalid  Corps.  He  w-as  thereupon  so 
ap]X)inted  upon  account  of  "chronic  enlargement  of  the  spermatic  cord  of 
several  years'  standing,  c(mse(iuent  U]X)n  hydnxrele."  He  remained  in 
the  Invalid  Corps  until  July  12,  1864,  when,  upon  the  tender  of  his  resig- 
nation, he  was  discharged. 
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Less  than  four  months  afterwards,  and  on  the  6th  day  of  November, 
1864,  he  was  mustered  in  the  service  as  a  captaui  in  another  regiment  of 
volunteers,  and  on  the  17th  day  of  November,  1865,  again  tendered  his 
resignation,  and  was  finally  discharged. 

Upon  his  application  for  pension  under  the  general  law,  fourteen  years 
thereafter,  he  admitted  that  he  suffered  from  hydrocele  as  early  as  1856, 
but  claimed  that  an  operation  then  perfonued  for  the  same  had  given  him 
permanent  relief. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  claimant's  terra  of  service  was  liberally  inter- 
spersed with  sick  leave,  detached  ser\'ice,  resignations,  and  membership 
in  the  Invalid  Corps.  He  admits  ha\'iug  the  trouble  which  would  natu- 
rally result  in  his  alleged  disability  long  before  he  entered  the  service. 
The  surgeon  upon  whose  certificate  he  was  appointed  to  the  Invalid  Corps 
must  have  stated  to  him  the  character  of  his  difficulty  and  that  it  was 
chronic.  No  application  for  jjension  was  made  until  fourteen  years  after 
his  discharge  and  just  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  time  within  which 
large  arrearages  might  hs.ve  been  claimed.  There  is  uo  hint  of  any 
medical  testimony  at  all  cositradicting  the  certificate  of  the  army  surgeon 
made  in  1863,  but  it  is  stated  in  the  report  of  the  committee  that  he  can 
not  procure  medical  testimony  a.s  to  his  soundness  before  entering  the 
service  because  his  family  physician  is  dead.  If  he  had  filed  his  applica- 
tion earlier,  it  would  have  appeared  in  better  faith,  and  it  may  be  that  he 
could  have  secured  the  evidence  of  his  family  physician  if  it  was  of  the 
character  he  desired. 

After  the  Pension  Bureau  has  been  in  operation  for  a  score  of  years 
since  the  late  civil  war,  equipjjed  with  thousands  of  employees  charged 
with  no  other  duty  except  the  ascertainment  and  adjustment  of  the 
claims  of  our  discharged  soldiers  and  their  surviving  relatives,  it  seems 
to  me  that  a  stronger  case  than  this  shoidd  be  presented  to  justify  the 
passage  of  a  special  act,  twenty-three  years  after  an  alleged  disability, 
granting  a  pension  which  has  lieen  refused  by  the  Bureau  especially  or- 
ganized for  tlie  purpose  of  allowing  the  same  under  just  and  liberal  laws, 

I  am  by  no  means  insensible  to  that  influence  which  leads  the  judg- 
ment toward  the  allowance  of  every  claim  alleged  to  be  founded  upon 
patriotic  service  in  the  nation's  cause;  and  yet  I  neither  believe  it  to 
be  a  duty  nor  a  kindness  to  the  worthj'  citizens  for  whose  benefit  our 
scheme  of  jieiisioiis  was  provided  to  permit  the  diversion  of  the  nation's 
bounty  to  objects  not  within  its  scope  and  purpose,

I  hereby  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1850,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Mrs.  Annie  C.  Owen." 

The  husband  of  the  claimant  was  mustered  into  the  service  as  second 
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lieutenant  Decenil)er  14,  1861,  and  discliargecl  October  16,  1862.  It  ap- 
pears that  he  died  hi  1876  from  neuralgia  of  the  heart.  In  1883  the  pres- 
ent claimant  filed  her  application  for  jjension,  alleging  that  her  husband 
received  two  shell  wounds,  one  in  the  calf  of  his  left  leg  and  one  in  his 
left  side,  on  the  ist  day  of  July,  1862,  and  claiming  that  they  were  in  some 
way  connected  with  the  cause  of  his  death. 

On  the  records  of  his  command  there  is  no  mention  made  of  either 
wound,  but  it  does  appear  that  on  the  8th  day  of  July,  seven  days  after 
the  date  of  the  alleged  wounds,  he  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  for 
thirty  days  on  account,  as  stated  in  a  medical  certificate,  of  */ remittent 
fever  and  diarrhea."  A  medical  certificate  dated  August  5,  1862,  while 
absent  on  leave,  represents  him  to  be  at  that  time  sufiFering  from  ** chronic 
bronchitis  and  acute  dysentery. ' ' 

The  application  made  for  pension  by  the  widow  was  rejected  by  the 
Pension  Bureau  February  i,  1886. 

There  is  nothing  iK^fore  me  showing  that  the  husband  of  the  claimant 
ever  filed  an  application  for  pension,  though  he  lived  nearly  fourteen 
years  after  his  discharge;  and  his  widow's  claim  was  not  made  until 
twenty -one  years  after  the  alleged  wounds  and  seven  years  after  her 
husband's  death. 

If  the  information  furnished  concerning  this  soldier's  service  is  correct, 
this  claim  for  pension  nuist  be  based  upon  a  mivStake.  It  is  hardly  pos- 
sible that  wounds  such  as  are  alleged  should  be  received  in  battle  by  a 
second  lieutenant  and  no  record  made  of  them;  that  he  should  seven 
days  thereafter  receive  a  leave  of  absence  for  other  sickness,  with  no  men- 
tion of  these  wounds,  and  that  a  medical  certificate  should  be  made  (prob- 
ably with  a  view  of  prolonging  his  leave)  stating  still  other  ailments,  but 
silent  as  to  wounds.  The  further  facts  that  he  made  no  claim  for  pension 
and  that  the  claim  of  his  widow  was  long  delayed  are  worthy  of  consider- 
ation. And  if  the  wounds  were  received  as  descril)ed  there  is  certainly 
no  necessary  connection  between  them  and  death  fourteen  years  after- 
wards  from  neuralgia  of  the  heart.  QROVKR  CLEVELAND. 

ExKCi'TivK  Mansion,  May  28^  1886, 
To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  return  without  approval  a  bill  originating  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, numbered  2145,  and  entitled  "An  act  for  the  relief  of  Rebecca 
Kldridge. ' ' 

This  bill  provides  for  the  payment  of  a  i>ension  to  the  claimant  as  the 
widow  of  Wilhcr  11.  Ivldridge,  who  was  nuistered  into  the  service  on 
the  24111  day  of  July,  1862,  and  discharged  June  21,  1H65.  He  was  pen- 
sioned at  the  rate  of  $2  jkt  month  for  a  slight  wound  in  the  calf  of  the  left 
leg,  received  on  the  25th  day  of  March,  1S65.  There  is  no  pretense  that 
this  wound  was  at  all  vSerious,  and  a  surgeon  who  examined  it  in  1880 
re^xDrtcd  that  in  his  oi)inion  the  wounded  man  '*was  not  incapacitated 
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from  obtaining  his  subsistence  by  manual  labor;"  that  the  1 
"rather  superficially  through  the  muscles,"  and  that  the  party  exam- 
ined said  there  was  no  lameness  "unless  after  long  standing  or  walking 
a  good  deal. ' ' 

On  the  28tli  of  January,  1 S8 1 ,  while  working  about  a  building,  he  fell 
backward  ffom  a  ladder  and  fractured  his  skull,  from  which  he  died  the 
same  day. 

Without  a  particle  of  proof  and  with  no  fact  establishetl  which  con- 
nects the  fatal  accident  in  the  remotest  degree  with  the  wound  referred 
to,  it  is  proposed  to  grant  a  pension  to  the  widow  of  J!  12  per  month. 

It  is  not  a  pleasant  thing  to  interfere  in  such  a  case;  but  we  are  deal- 
ing with  pensions,  and  not  with  gratuities.

It  is  proposed  by  this  bill  to  grant  a  pension  to  the  claimant  for  the 
alleged  loss  of  sight  in  one  eye  and  the  impairment  of  the  vision  of  the 
other. 

From  the  information  furnished  me  I  am  convinced  that  the  difficulty 
alleged  by  this  applicant  had  its  origin  in  causes  existing  prior  to  his 
enlistment,  and  that  his  present  condition  of  disability  is  not  the  result 


of  his  ser\'ice  in  the  Army.

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  hereby  return  without  appro\'al  a  bill  which  originated  in  the  House 
of  Representatives,  tnnnljered  1582,  and  entitled  "An  act  for  the  rehef  of 
Eleanor  C.  Banghaui." 

The  claimant  in  this  case  is  the  widow  of  John  S.  Bangham,  who  was 
mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  as  a  private  on  the  26th 
day  of  March,  1864,  and  was  discharged  by  general  order  June  23,  1865. 

It  appears  that  during  his  fifteen  months  of  service  he  was  sick  a  con- 
siderable jKirt  of  the  time,  and  the  records  in  two  of  the  hospitals  to 
which  he  was  admitted  show  that  his  sickness  was  epilepsy.  There  are 
no  recortls  .showing  the  character  of  his  illness  in  other  hospitals. 

His  widow,  the  present  claimant,  iiled  an  application  for  pension 
March  12,  1878,  alleging  that  her  husband  committed  suicide  Septem- 
ber 10,  187,1,  from  the  effects  of  chronic  diarrhea  and  general  debility 
contracted  in  the  service.  Upon  the  evidence  then  produced  her  claim 
was  allowed  at  the  rate  of  $8  a  month.  She  remained  upon  the  rolls 
until  July,  1885,  when  a  special  examination  of  the  case  was  made,  upon 
which  it  was  de\eloped  and  admitted  by  the  pensioner  that  the  deceased 


r 
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soldier  had  suffered  from  epilepsy  from  early  childhood,  and  that  during 
a  despondent  mood  following  an  epileptic  fit  he  committed  suicide. 

Upon  these  facts  it  was  determined  by  the  Pension  Bureau  that  the 
pension  should  not  have  been  granted,  and  it  was  withdrawn.  It  was 
so  satisfactorily  proven  that  the  disease  which  indirectly  caused  the  death 
of  the  claimant's  husband  was  not  contracted  in  the  service  that,  in  my 
opinion,  the  conclusion  arrived  at  on  such  examination  should  stand.

The  claimant  mentioned  in  this  bill  enlisted  as  a  private  December  30, 
1863,  and  was  discharged  May  17,  1865. 

He  filed  an  application  for  pension  in  1866,  in  which  he  alleged  that  he 
was  injured  in  the  left  side  by  a  fall  from  a  wagon  while  in  the  service. 

In  1880  he  filed  another  application,  in  which  he  claimed  that  he  was 
afflicted  with  an  enlargement  of  the  lungs  and  heart  from  overexertion 
at  a  review.  His  record  in  the  Anny  makes  no  mention  of  either  of 
these  troubles,  but  does  show  that  he  had  at  some  time  during  his  service 
dyspepsia  and  intermittent  fe\'er. 

The  fact  that  fourteen  years  elapsed  after  he  claimed  to  have  been 
injured  by  a  fall  from  a  wagon  before  he  discovered  that  enlargement  of 
the  lungs  and  heart  was  his  real  difficulty  is  calculated  to  at  least  raise  a 
doubt  as  to  the  validity  of  his  claim. 

The  evidence  as  to  his  condition  at  the  time  of  enlistment,  as  well  as 
since,  seems  quite  contradictory  and  unsatisfactory.  The  connnittee  to 
which  the  bill  was  referred  rcix^rt  that  ' '  the  only  question  in  the  case  is 
as  to  his  condition  at  time  of  enlistment,  and  the  evidence  is  so  flatly 
contradictory  on  that  point  that  it  is  iniix>ssible  to  decide  that  question." 

Notwithstanding  this  declaration,  it  is  proposed  to  allow  him  a  pension 
of  $16  a  month,  though  he  has  survived  all  his  aihnents  long  enough  to 
reach  the  age  of  72  years. 

I  think  upon  the  case  presented  the  action  of  the  Pension  Bureau 
overruling  his  claim  should  not  l)e  reversed.

I  return  herewith  Senate  bill  No.  1441,  entitled  "An  act  granting  a 
pension  to  M.  Romahn." 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  enlisted  September  13,  1862,  and 
was  discharged  May  24,  1865. 
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He  filed  Ms  claim  in  tlie  Pension  Bureau  December  5,  1883,  alleging 
that  in  the  winter  of  1862,  from  being  put  on  duty — standiug  guard 
excessively — he  became  afRicted  with  varicose  veins.  His  army  record 
shows  no  disability  of  any  kind,  though  he  served  more  than  two  years 
after  the  date  at  which  he  alleges  his  injury  was  incurred.  His  applica- 
tion was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  no  record  of  his  disability  appeared 
and  that  the  evidence  of  the  sanie  filed  upon  such  appUcation  was  insuf- 
ficient. 

The  claim  now  made  to  Congress  for  relief  is  the  same  as  that  made 
to  the  Pension  Bureau,  with  the  allegation  added  that  in  May,  1865,  his 
breast  and  shoulder  were  injured  by  a  railroad  accideut  while  he  was  ou 
detail  duty. 

If  the  latter-described  injiu-y  really  existed,  it  is  exceeding  strange 
that  it  found  no  place  in  his  claim  l)efore  the  Pension  Bureau,  while  the 
account  given  of  the  cause  of  his  alleged  \-aricose  veins  must  surprise 
those  who  are  at  all  familiar  with  the  character  of  that  diiRculty  and  the 
routine  of  army  service.  His  continued  performance  of  military  duty 
after  he  incurred  this  infirmity,  the  fact  that  he  made  no  claim  for  pen- 
sion on  that  account  until  twenty  years  had  passed,  and  the  unsatisfactory 
evidence  now  produced  to  support  his  allegation  tend  to  induce  the  sus- 
picion that  the  decision  of  the  Pension  Bureau  was  entirely  just  and  that 
this  bill  is  not  based  upon  substantial  merits.

Senate  bill  No.  789,  entitled  "An  act  granting  a  pension  to  John  S. 
Williams, ' '  is  herewith  returned  without  approval. 

This  claimant  enlisted  in  1861.  He  alleges  that  his  shoulder  was  dis- 
located in  1862  while  ferrying  troops  across  a  river.  The  records  of  the 
War  Department  fail  to  furnish  any  information  as  to  the  alleged  injury. 
He  ser\'ed  afterwards  mUil  1S65  and  was  discharged.  His  claim  for 
pension  was  rejected  b\'  the  Pension  Bureau  in  1882,  twenty  years  after 
the  time  he  fixes  as  the  date  of  his  injury;  and  after  such  long  delay  he 
states  as  an  excuse  ftir  the  unsatisfactory  nature  of  his  proof  that  the 
doctors,  surgeons,  and  officers  who  knew  him  are  dead. 

Considering  that  the  injury  coniplained  of  is  merely  a  dislocation  of 
tile  shoulder,  and  in  view  of  the  other  facts  developed  iu  the  case,  I 
think  the  Pension  Bureau  arrived  at  a  correct  conclusion  when  this  claim 
was  rejected.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  327,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  James  E.  O'Shea. "

From  the  report  of  the  committee  to  whom  this  bill  was  referred  I 
learn  that  the  claimant  enlisted  in  April,  1861,  and  was  discharged  in 
October,  1864. 

He  filed  a  claim  in  the  Pension  Bureau  alleging  that  he  received  a 
saber  wound  in  the  head  March  7,  1862,  and  a  gunshot  wound  in  the 
left  leg  in  the  autumn  of  the  same  year. 

It  appears  upon  examination  of  his  military  record  that  there  is  no 
mention  of  either  disability,  and  that  he  served  two  years  after  the  time 
he  claims  to  have  received  these  injuries.  So  far  from  being  disabled, 
it  is  reported  as  an  incident  of  his  anny  life  that  in  the  year  1864  this 
soldier  was  found  guilty  of  dcvsertion  and  sentenced  to  forfeit  all  pay  and 
allowances  for  the  time  he  was  absent. 

The  report  of  the  committee,  in  apparent  explanation  of  the  lack  of 
any  official  mention  of  the  injuries  alleged,  declares  that  **the  fact  that 
the  records  of  the  War  Department  are  often  imperfect  works  great  hard- 
ship to  men  who  apply  for  pensions;"  and  his  con\action  of  desertion 
and  the  lack  of  proof  to  sustain  his  allegations  as  to  his  injuries  are  dis- 
posed of  as  follows  in  the  committee's  report: 

.  The  Adjutant-General's  report  shows  that  the  man  was  under  discipUne  for  some 
irregularities,  but  notwithstanding  this  and  the  lack  of  the  required  proof  that  he 
was  wounded  in  the  line  of  duty  the  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that,  situated  as 
he  was,  he  was  very  liable  to  and  vcr}'  probably  did  receive  tlie  wound  from  which  he 
has  suffered  and  is  still  suffering. 

I  am  convinced  that  there  exists  serious  difficulty  on  the  part  of  the 
claimant  instead  of  in  the  record  of  the  War  Department;  that  the  kind 
of  irregularity  for  which  he  was  inider  divScipline  is  calculated  to  produce 
a  lack  of  confidence  in  his  merits  as  a  pensioner,  and  that  the  fact  of  his 
situation  being  such  as  to  render  him  liable  to  receive  a  wound  is  hardly 
sufficient  to  establish  his  right  to  a  soldier's  pension,  which  is  only  justi- 
fied by  injuries  actually  received  and  affirmatively  proven.

I  return  herewith  without  approval  vSenate  bill  No.  1726,  entitled  **An 
act  granting  a  jxiusion  to  Augustus  L^ield  Stevens. '  * 

It  appears  that  this  claimant  enlisted  August  21,  1861,  and  was  dis- 
charged on  the  3d  da}'  of  October,  1S61,  after  a  ser\'ice  of  less  than  two 
months,  upon  a  medical  certificate  of  disiibility  which  represented  him 
as  * '  incapable  of  performing  the  duties  of  a  soldier  because  of  general 
debility,  advanced  age,  unfit  for  service  before  entering.** 

His  claim  is  not  based  upon  any  wound  or  injury,  but  he  alleges  that 
he  contracted  chronic  diarrhea  or  dysentery'  while  in  the  service.  The 
committee  to  whom  the  bill  was  referred  by  the  vSenate  admit  that  **  there 
is  a  quantity  of  contradictory  testimony,  biased  in  about  equal  proportion 
for  and  against  the  claimant." 
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His  claim  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  in  1882  and  again  in 
1885,  after  a  special  examination  concerniuK  the  facts,  on  tlie  ground 
that  the  claimant  had  failed  to  show  any  penaJouable  disability  contracted 
while  he  was  in  the  service. 

The  medical  certificate  upon  which  he  was  discharged  makes  no  men- 
tion of  the  disorders  of  which  the  applicant  for  pension  now  complains, 
but  contains  other  statements  which  demonstrate  that  no  allowance 
should  be  made  to  him  by  way  of  pension,  imless  such  pension  is  to  be 
openly  and  confessedly  regarded  as  a  mere  charity,  or  unless  the  medical 
certificate  made  at  the  time  of  discharge,  with  the  patient  under  observa- 
tion, is  to  be,  without  any  allegation  to  that  effect,  impeached, 

I  am  not  prepared  either  to  gratuitously  set  at  naught  two  detennina- 
tions  of  the  Pension  Bureau,  one  very  lately  made  after  a  special  exami- 
nation, and  especially  when  the  evidence  produced  Ijefore  the  committee 
to  reverse  the  Bureau's  action  is  admitted  to  be  "conlradictorj-"  and 
"biased  in  about  equal  proportion  for  and  against  the  claimant."

I  return  herewith  Senate  bill  No.  226,  entitletl  "An  act  granting  a 
pension  to  Margaret  D.  Marchand,"  without  approval. 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  is  the  widow  of  John  B,  Marchand, 
who  entered  the  United  States  Navy  in  1828.  who  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  commodore  in  i.S6fi,  and  who  was  placed  upon  the  retired  list  in 
1870.      He  died  in  August,  1875,  of  heart  disease. 

His  widow  filed  an  application  for  pension  in  1883,  claiming  that  his 
fatal  disease  was  caused  by  exposure  and  exertion  in  the  service  during 
the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  The  application  was  rejected  because  of  the 
inability  to  furnish  evidence  to  prove  that  the  death  had  any  relation  to 
the  naval  ser\'ice  of  the  deceased. 

I  am  unable  to  see  how  any  other  conclusion  could  have  been  reached. 
The  information  furnished  by  the  report  of  the  committee  to  whom  this 
bill  was  referred  and  deri\-ed  from  other  data  before  me  absolutely  fails 
to  connect  the  death  of  Commodore  Marchand  with  any  incident  of  his 
naval  ser\-ice. 

This  officer  was  undoubtedly  brave  and  efficient,  rendering  his  country 
valuable  service;  but  it  does  not  appear  to  have  been  of  so  distinguished 
a  character,  nor  are  the  ci  re imi stances  of  his  widow  alleged  to  be  such,  as 
to  render  a  gratuity  justifiable.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  hereby  return  without  my  approval  Senate  bill  No.  183,  entitled  "An 

act  for  the  relief  of  Thomas  S.  Hopkins,  late  of  Company  C,  Sixteenth 

Maine  Volunteers. ' ' 
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This  soldier  was  enrolled  in  the  Army  June  2,  1862,  and  discharged 
June  30, 1865.  He  was  sent  to  the  Government  hospital  September  20, 
1863,  and  thereupon  transferred  to  the  Invalid  Corps. 

He  filed  his  declaration  for  a  i>ension  in  November,  1880,  alleging  that 
while  in  the  service  he  contracted  malarial  fever  and  chronic  diarrhea, 
and  was  seized  with  convulsions,  suffering  from  great  general  debility. 

A  pension  of  $50  a  month  was  granted  to  him  in  June,  1881,  dating 
from  the  time  of  filing  his  application,  which  sum  he  has  been  receiving 
up  to  the  present  time. 

This  bill  proposes  to  remove  the  limitation  fixed  by  the  law  of  1879 
prescribing  the  date  prior  to  wliich  an  application  for  pension  must  be 
filed  in  order  to  entitle  the  claimant  to  draw  the  pension  allowed  from 
the  time  of  his  discharge  from  the  ser\dce. 

If  this  bill  should  become  a  law,  it  would  entitle  the  claimant  to  about 
$9,000  of  back  pension.  This  is  claimed  upon  the  ground  that  the  sol- 
dier was  so  sick  from  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  act  creating  the 
limitation  up  to  the  date  allowed  him  to  avail  himself  of  the  privileges 
of  the  act  that  he  could  not  file  his  claim. 

I  think  the  limitation  thus  fixed  a  very  wise  one,  and  that  it  should 
not,  in  fairness  to  other  claimants,  be  relaxed  for  causes  not  mentioned 
in  the  statute;  nor  should  the  door  be  opened  to  applications  of  this  kind. 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  had  fifteen  years  after  the  accruing 
of  his  claim,  and  before  it  is  alleged  that  he  was  incapacitated,  wdthin 
which  he  might  have  filed  his  application  and  entitled  himself  to  the 
back  pension  now  applied  for. 

The  facts  here  presented  come  so  far  short  of  furnishing  a  satisfactory 
excuse  for  his  delay  that,  in  my  judgment,  the  discrimination  asked  in 
his  favor  should  not  be  granted.  GROVER  CLEVELAND. 

To  the  Senate:  ExKCUTivK  Mansion,  June  19, 1886. 

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  763,  entitled  "An  act  for  the 
erection  of  a  public  building  at  Sioux  City,  Iowa." 

The  re}X)rt  of  the  committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  to  whom 
this  bill  was  referred  states  that  by  the  census  of  1880  the  population  of 
Sioux  City  was  nearly  8,000,  and  that  by  other  enumerations  since  made 
its  population  would  seem  to  exceed  23,000.  It  is  further  stated  in  the 
report  that  for  the  accommodation  of  this  population  the  city  contains 
393  brick  and  2,984  frame  buildings. 

It  seems  to  me  that  in  the  consideration  of  the  merits  of  this  bill  the 
necessities  of  the  Government  should  control  the  question,  and  that  it 
should  be  decided  as  a  business  proposition,  depending  upon  the  needs 
of  a  Government  building  at  the  point  projx)sed  in  order  to  do  the  Gov- 
ernment work. 

This  greatly  reduces  the  value  of  statistics  showing  population,  extent 
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of  business,  prospective  growth,  and  matters  of  that  kind,  which,  though 
exceedingly  interesting,  do  not  always  demonstrate  the  necessity  of  the 
expenditure  of  a  large  sum  of  money  for  a  public  building. 

I  find  upon  examination  that  United  States  courts  are  sometimes  held 
at  Sioux  City,  but  that  they  have  been  thus  far  held  in  the  county  court- 
house without  serious  inconvenic-uce  and  without  any  expense  to  the 
Government.  There  are  actuallj-  no  other  Federal  officers  there  for 
whom  the  Government  in  any  view  should  provide  accommodations 
except  the  postmaster.  The  post-office  is  now  located  in  a  building 
rented  by  the  Government  until  the  ist  day  of  January,  1889,  at  the  rate 
of  $2,200  per  annum. 

By  the  last  report  of  the  Supervising  Architect  it  appears  that  on 
October  1,  1885,  there  were  80  new  public  buildings  in  course  of  con- 
struction, and  that  the  amomit  expended  thereon  during  the  preceding 
year  was  nearly  $2,500,000,  wliile  large  appropriations  are  asked  to  be 
expended  on  these  buildings  diuing  the  airrent  year. 

In  my  judgment  the  number  of  public  buildings  should  not  at  this 
time  be  increased  unless  a  greater  public  necessity  exists  therefor  than 
is  apparent  ia  this  case.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  206,  entitled  "An  act  to 
provide  for  the  erection  of  a  public  building  in  the  city  of  Zauesville, 
Ohio." 

No  Federal  courts  are  held  at  Zanesville,  and  there  are  no  Govern- 
ment officers  located  there  who  should  be  provided  for  at  the  public 
expense  except  the  pastmaster. 

So  far  as  I  am  infonned  the  patrons  of  the  post-office  are  fairly  well 
accommodated  in  a  building  which  is  rented  by  the  Government  at  the 
rate  of  $800  per  annum;  and  though  the  postmaster  naturally  certifies 
that  he  and  his  fourteen  employees  require  much  more  spacious  sur- 
roundings, I  lia\-e  no  doubt  he  and  they  can  be  induced  to  continue  to 
serve  the  Government  in  its  present  quarters. 

The  public  buildings  now  in  process  of  construction,  numbering  80, 
involving  constant  super\-ision,  are  all  the  building  projects  which  the 
Go\-ennnent  ought  to  have  on  hand  at  one  time,  unless  a  very  palpable 
necessity  exists  for  an  increa.se  in  the  number.  The  multiphcation  of 
these  structures  in\-olves  not  only  the  appropriations  made  for  their  com- 
pletion, but  great  expense  in  their  care  and  preservation  thereafter. 

While  a  fine  Government  building  is  a  desirable  ornament  to  any  town 
or  city,  and  while  the  .securing  of  an  appropriation  therefor  is  often 
considered  as  an  illustration  of  zeal  and  activity  in  the  interest  of  a  con- 
stituency, I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  expenditure  of  public  money  for

such  a  puq^ose  should  dei)end  upon  the  neccvssity  of  such  a  building  for 
public  UvSes. 

In  the  case  under  consideration  I  have  no  doubt  the  Government  can 
l)e  well  accommodated  for  some  time  to  come  in  all  its  business  rela- 
tions with  the  people  of  Zanesville  by  renting  quarters,  at  less  expense 
than  the  annual  cost  of  maintaining  the  projx)sed  new  building  after  its 
completion.  GROVKR  CLEVELAND. 


Executive  Mansion, /w;/^:  79,  1886, 
To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  hereby  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  1990,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  peUvSion  to  John  Hunter. ' ' 

The  claimant  was  enrolled  July  20, 1864,  and  was  discharged  by  expira- 
tion of  his  term  of  service  July  13,  1865. 

During  four  months  of  the  twelve  while  he  remained  in  the  service 
he  is  reported  as  ' '  absent  sick. ' '  His  hospital  record  shows  that  he  was 
treated  for  intennittent  fever  and  rheumatism.  In  1879,  fourteen  years 
after  his  discharge,  he  filed  his  claim  for  a  jx^usion,  alleging  that  in  May, 
1864,  he  received  a  gunshot  wound  in  the  right  leg  w^hile  in  a  skirmish. 
The  month  of  May,  1864,  is  included  in  the  time  during  w^hich,  by  the 
record,  he  appears  to  have  been  absent  sick  and  imdergoing  treatment 
for  fever  and  rheumatism.  His  claim  was  rejected  in  December,  1884,  on 
the  ground  that  there  was  no  record  of  the  alleged  wound  and  the  claim- 
ant was  unable,  though  aided  by  the  Bureau,  to  prove  that  the  injury 
claimed  was  due  to  the  service. 

The  evidence  recited  in  the  report  of  the  Congressional  committee  to 
whom  this  bill  was  referred,  though  it  tends  to  show,  if  reliable,  that 
when  the  soldier  returned  from  his  service  his  leg  was  affected,  fails  to 
show  a  continuous  disability  from  that  cause.  It  is  stated  that  about 
five  years  ago,  while  the  claimant  was  gathering  dandelions,  in  stepping 
across  a  ditch  his  leg  broke.  The  doctor  who  attended  him  states  that 
the  leg  was  about  four  weeks  longer  in  iniiting  than  is  usual,  but  he  is 
not  represented  as  giving  an  opinion  that  the  fracture  had  anything  to 
do  with  his  patient's  military  service. 

I  find  no  reference  to  his  condition  vsince  his  recovery  from  the  fracture 
of  his  leg,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  allegation  of  present  disability  either 
from  army  service  or  the  injury  .sustained  while  gathering  dandelions.

I  return  without  my  approval  House  bill  No.  4002,  entitled  **An  act 
granting  a  pension  to  Carter  W.  Tiller." 
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The  records  of  the  War  Department  show  tliat  George  W.  Tiller,  the 
son  of  the  claimant,  enlisted  in  a  Kentucky  regiment  on  the  8th  day  of 
October,  1861,  and  that  he  deserted  on  the  20th  day  of  September,  1863; 
that  he  was  captured  by  the  Confederates  afterwards,  but  the  time  and 
circumstances  are  not  given.  On  the  21st  day  of  July,  1864,  he  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  Andersonville  hospital,  and  died  the  same  day  of  scorbutus. 

The  father  filed  his  claim  for  a  pension  in  1877.  alleging  his  depend- 
ence upon  the  deceased  soldier.  It  is  probably  true  that  the  son  while 
in  the  Airay  sent  money  to  the  claimant,  though  he  appears  to  have  been 
employed  as  a  policeman  in  the  city  of  Louisville  ever  since  his  son's 
death,  at  a  fair  salary. 

The  claim  thus  made  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  on  the 
ground  that  the  claimant  was  uot  dependent  upon  his  son. 

I  am  entirely  satis6ed  of  the  correctness  of  this  determiuatiou,  and  if 
the  records  presented  to  me  are  reliable  I  tliiuk  the  fact  which  appears 
therefrom,  that  the  death  of  the  soldier  occurred  ten  months  after  deser- 
tion and  had  no  apparent  relation  to  auy  ser\-ice  in  the  Union  Army,  is 
conclusive  against  the  claim  now  made.

i  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  3836,  entitled  "An  act  for 
the  relief  of  John  Taylor." 

By  this  bill  it  is  proposed  to  increase  the  pension  of  the  beneficiary 
named  to  §16  a  month.  He  has  been  receiving  a  pension  under  the  gen- 
eral law.  dating  from  his  discharge  in  1865.  His  pension  has  been  twice 
already  increased,  once  by  the  Pension  Bureau  and  once  by  a  special  act 
passed  in  1882.  His  wound  is  not  such  as  to  cause  his  disability  to 
beconje  aggravated  by  time.  The  increase  allowed  by  this  bill,  when 
applied  for  at  the  Pension  Bureau  in  1S85,  was  denied  on  the  ground  that 
"the  rate  he  was  recci\'ing  was  commensurate  with  the  degree  of  his 
disability,  a  Ixiard  of  surgeons  having  reported  tliat  he  was  receiving  a 
liberal  rating. ' ' 

I  can  discover  no  just  ground  for  reversing  this  determination  and 
making  a  further  di.scri  mi  nation  in  fa\-or  of  this  pensioner.

The  claimant  named  in  this  bill  is  the  widow  of  John  W.  Luce,  who 
entered  the  Army  in  August,  1861,  and  who  was  discharged  in  January, 
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1864,  for  a  disability  declared  at  the  time  in  the  surgeon's  certificate  to 
arise  from  ** organic  stricture  of  the  urethra,*'  which,  from  his  statement, 
existed  at  the  time  of  .his  enlistment. 

Notwithstanding  the  admission  which  thus  appears  to  have  been  made 
by  him  at  the  time  of  his  discharge,  he  soon  afterwards  made  an  applica- 
tion for  a  pension,  alleging  that  his  difficulty  arose  from  his  being  thrown 
forward  on  the  ponnnel  of  his  saddle  when  in  the  service. 

Upon  an  examination  of  this  claim  by  a  special  examiner,  it  is  stated 
that  no  one  could  be  found  who  had  any  knowledge  of  such  an  injury, 
and  the  claim  was  rejected. 

In  1883,  twenty  years  after  the  soldier  alleged  he  was  injured  in  the 
manner  stated,  he  died,  and  the  cause  of  his  death  was  declared  to  be 
'*  chronic  gastritis,  complicated  with  kidney  difficulty." 

It  is  alleged  that  the  examinations  made  by  the  Pension  Bureau  devel- 
oped the  fact  that  the  deceased  soldier  was  a  man  of  quite  intemperate 
habits. 

The  theory  upon  which  this  widow  should  be  pensioned  can  only  be 
that  the  death  of  her  husband  resulted  from  a  disability  or  injury  con- 
tracted or  received  in  the  military  ser\ace.  It  seems  to  me  that  how- 
ever satisfactorily  the  injury  which  he  described  may  be  established,  and 
though  every  suspicion  as  to  his  habits  be  dismissed,  there  can  hardly 
possibly  be  any  connection  between  such  an  injury  and  the  causes  to 
which  his  death  is  attributed.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  4058,  entitled  **An  act  for 
the  relief  of  Joel  1).  Monroe." 

The  claimant  mentioned  in  this  bill  enlisted  in  August,  1864,  and  was 
discharged  with  his  regiment  June  4,  1S65. 

The  record  of  his  short  military  sen-ice  exhibits  no  mention  of  any 
injury  or  disability;  but  in  June,  1880,  fifteen  years  after  his  discharge, 
he  filed  in  the  Pension  Bureau  a  claim  for  a  pension  based  upon  the  alle- 
gation that  in  December,  1864,  he  was  injured  by  the  falling  of  a  tree, 
which  struck  him  on  his  head,  affecting  both  of  his  eyes.  He  added 
to  this  allegation  the  further  complaint  that  he  contracted  rheumatism 
while  in  the  service. 

The  application  for  a  pension  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  be- 
cause there  was  no  record  of  the  disabilities  claimed,  nor  was  satisfactory 
proof  furnished  that  any  such  disabilities  originated  in  the  service. 

I  am  so  entirely  satisfied  with  this  determination  of  the  Pension  Bureau 
that  I  am  constrained  to  withhold  my  ap])roval  of  this  bill.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  3624,  entitled  ' '  Au  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Fred,  J.  Leese." 

This  claimant  enlisted  Septeiiil)er  7,  1864,  and  was  discbar8:ed  June  4, 
1865.  During  his  short  term  of  service  there  docs  not  appear  on  the 
records  any  evidence  of  disability. 

But  in  November,  1883,  eighteen  years  after  his  discharge,  he  filed  his 
application  for  a  pension,  alleging  that  in  November,  1864,  he  contracted 
chronic  diarrhea  from  exposure  and  severe  work. 

His  claim  has  not  yet  been  fully  passed  upon  by  the  Pension  Bureau. 
which,  in  my  opinion,  is  sufficient  reason  why  this  bill  should  not  become 
a  law.  I  am  also  thoroughly  convinced,  from  examination  of  the  case, 
that  the  claimant  should  not  be  penbioued.

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  6897,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Henr>-  Hippie,  jr." 

This  claimant  entered  the  Army  as  a  drummer  August  6,  1862,  and 
was  discharged  May  29,  1863. 

In  1879,  sixteen  years  after  his  discharge,  he  appears  to  have  discov- 
ered that  during  his  short  term  of  niilitarj-  ser\-ice  in  the  inlio.-ipi table 
climate  of  Port  Tobacco,  within  the  State  of  Maryland,  he  contracted 
rheumatism  to  such  an  extent  as  to  entitle  him  to  pension,  for  which 
he  then  applied. 

It  is  conceded  that  he  received  no  medical  treatment  while  in  the 
Army  for  this  complaint,  nor  does  he  seem  to  have  been  attended  by  a 
physician  since  his  discharge. 

Without  commenting  further  upon  the  features  of  this  case  which 
tend  to  discredit  it,  I  deem  myself  obliged  to  disapprove  this  bill  on  the 
ground  that  there  is  an  almost  complete  failure  to  state  any  facts  that 
should  entitle  the  claimant  to  a  pension.

I  hereby  return  without  approval  a  bill  originating  in  the  Hou.se  of 
Representatives,  entitled  "An  act  granting  an  increase  of  pension  to  John 
W.  Farris,"  which  bill  is  numbered  6136. 

The  claimant  mentioned  in  this  bill  enlisted  in  the  month  of  October, 
1861,  and  was  mu.stered  out  of  the  service  in  August,  1865. 

In  1881,  sixteen  years  after  his  discharge,  he  filed  an  application  for  a 
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pension,  alleging  that  he  was  afflicted  with  chronic  diarrhea  contracted 
in  the  Army,  and  in  1885  his  claim  was  allowed,  and  he  was  granted  a 
pension  for  that  cause. 

In  Septemlxir  of  the  same  year,  and  after  this  pension  was  granted,  he 
filed  an  application  for  an  increase  of  his  rate,  alleging  that  in  1884  his 
eyes  became  affected  in  consequence  of  liis  previous  ailments  and  the 
debility  consequent  thereupon. 

The  ingenuity  developed  in  the  constant  and  persistent  attacks  upon 
the  public  Treasury  by  those  claiming  pensions,  and  the  increase  of  those 
already  granted,  is  exhibited  in  bold  reHef  by  this  attempt  to  include 
sore  eyes  among  the  results  of  diarrhea. 

I  am  entirely  satisfied  with  the  opinion  of  the  medical  referee,  who, 
after  examining  this  case  in  October,  1885,  reported  that  **the  disease  of 
the  eyes  can  not  be  admitted  to  be  a  result  of  chronic  diarrhea.  *  * 

On  all  grounds  it  seems  to  me  that  this  claimant  should  be  contented 
with  the  pension  which  has  been  already  allowed  him.

I  hereby  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  1707,  entitled  **An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Elijah  P.  Hensley.*' 

The  records  of  the  War  Department  show  that  this  claimant  was  mus- 
tered into  the  Third  North  Carolina  Regiment,  but  on  the  muster-out  roll 
of  his  company  he  is  reported  to  have  deserted  April  3, 1865,  ^^^  there 
is  no  record  of  any  discharge  or  disability. 

In  September,  1866,  an  order  was  issued  from  his  department  head- 
quarters removing  the  charge  of  desertion  against  him.  Thirteen  days 
afterwards,  and  on  the  25th  day  of  Septeml)er,  1866,  he  filed  an  applica- 
tion for  pension,  which  in  1868  was  granted.  He  drew  such  pension 
dating  from  1865  until  1877,  when,  upon  evidence  that  the  injury  for 
which  he  was  jxiusioned  was  not  received  in  the  line  of  duty,  his  name 
w^as  dropix?d  from  the  rolls. 

The  pensioner  api:)ealed  from  this  determination  of  the  Pension  Bureau 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  who,  as  lately  as  May,  1885,  rendered  a 
decision  sustaining  the  action  of  the  Bureau. 

I  find  nothing  in  the  facts  presented  to  me  which,  in  my  opinion, 
justifies  the  reversal  of  the  judgment  of  the  Bureau  and  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior.  GROVER  CLEVELAND. 

To  tJie  Senate:  ICxKCUTivE  Mansion,  fime  21,  1886, 

I  return  without  approval  vSenate  bill  No.  2223,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Elizabeth  S.  De  Krafft." 
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My  objection  to  this  bill  is  that  it  is  of  no  possible  advaiitaKe  to  the 
beneficiary  therein  mentioned.  It  directs  that  her  name  be  placed  upon 
the  pension  roll,  subject  to  the  provisions  and  limitations  of  the  pension 
laws.  The  effect  of  such  legislation  would  be  to  permit  Mrs.  De  KraJft 
to  draw  a  pension  at  the  rate  of  $30  each  month  from  the  date  of  the 
approval  of  the  bill. 

On  the  26th  day  of  Februarj-,  1S86,  under  the  provisions  of  the  gen- 
eral pension  law,  she  was  allo%-ed  a  pension  of  this  exact  sum,  but  the 
payments  were  to  date  from  November  10, 1885. 

I  am  so  thoroughly  tired  of  d^sii]) proving  gifts  of  public  money  to  indi- 
viduals who  in  my  view  have  no  right  or  claim  to  the  same,  notwith- 
standing apparent  Congressional  sanction,  that  I  interpose  with  a  feeling 
of  relief  a  veto  in  a  case  where  1  find  it  unnecessary  to  determine  the 
merits  of  the  application.  In  speaking  of  the  promiscuous  and  ill-advised 
grants  of  pensions  which  have  lately  been  presented  to  me  for  approval, 
I  have  spoken  of  their  "apparent  Congressional  sanction"  in  recognition 
of  the  fact  that  a  large  proportion  of  these  bills  have  never  been  submitted 
to  a  majority  of  either  branch  of  Congress,  but  are  the  result  of  nominal 
sessions  held  for  the  express  purpose  of  their  consideration  and  attended 
by  a  small  minority  of  the  members  of  the  respective  Houses  of  the  leg- 
islative branch  of  Government. 

Thus  in  considering  these  bills  I  have  not  felt  that  I  was  aided  by  the 
deliberate  judgment  of  the  Congress;  and  when  I  have  deemed  it  my  duty 
to  disapprove  many  of  the  bills  presented,  I  have  hardly  regarded  my 
action  as  a  dissent  from  the  conclusions  of  the  people's  representatives. 

I  have  not  l)een  insensible  to  the  suggestions  which  should  influence 
every  citiiten,  either  in  private  station  or  official  place,  to  exhibit  not 
only  a  just  but  a  generous  appreciation  of  the  services  of  our  country's 
defenders.  In  rc\'ie\ving  the  pension  legislation  presented  to  me  many 
bills  ]ia\'e  been  3ppro\-ed  upon  the  theory  that  every  doubt  should  be 
resolved  in  favor  of  the  proposed  beneficiary,  I  have  not,  however,  been 
able  to  entirely  divest  myself  of  the  idea  tliat  the  public  money  appro- 
priated for  pensions  is  the  soldiers'  fund,  which  should  be  devoted  to 
the  indemnification  of  those  who  in  the  defense  of  the  Union  and  in  the 
nation's  ser\-ice  have  worthily  suifered,  and  who  in  the  day  of  their 
dependence  resulting  from  such  suffering  are  entitled  to  the  benefac- 
tions of  their  Goveniuient.  This  reflection  lends  to  the  bestowal  of 
pensions  a  kind  of  sacredness  which  invites  the  adoption  of  such  prin- 
ciples and  regulations  as  will  exclude  perversion  as  well  as  insure  a  ' 
liberal  and  generous  application  of  grateful  and  benevolent  designs. 
Heedlessness  and  a  disregard  of  the  principle  which  underlies  the  grant- 
ing of  pensions  is  unfair  to  the  wounded,  crippled  soldier  who  is  honored 
in  the  just  recognition  of  his  Government.  Such  a  man  should  never 
find  himself  si{le  \i\  side  on  the  pension  roll  with  those  who  have  been 
tempted  to  attribute  the  natural  ills  to  which  humanity  is  heir  to  service 
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in  the  Army.  Ever>'  relaxation  of  principle  in  the  granting  of  pensions 
invites  applications  without  merit  and  encourages  those  who  for  g^n 
urge  honest  men  to  become  dishontjst.  Thus  is  the  demoralizing  lesson 
taught  the  jx^ople  that  as  against  the  public  Treasury  the  most  ques- 
tionable expedients  are  allowable. 

During  the  present  session  of  Congress  493  special  pension  bills  have 
Ix^en  submitted  to  me,  and  I  am  advised  that  11 1  more  have  received  the 
favorable  action  of  lH)th  Houses  of  Congress  and  will  l)e  presented  within 
a  day  or  two,  making  over  600  of  these  bills  which  have  been  passed  up 
to  this  time  during  the  present  session,  nearly  three  times  the  number 
passed  at  any  entire  session  since  the  3'ear  1861.  With  the  Pension 
Bureau,  fully  equip} >ed  and  regulated  by  the  most  lilieral  rules,  in  active 
o|x;ration,  supplemented  in  its  work  by  constant  special  legislation,  it 
certainly  is  not  unreas<^nable  to  supjxxse  that  in  all  the  years  that  have 
elapsed  since  the  close  of  the  war  a  majority  of  the  meritorious  claims 
for  i)ensions  have  been  presented  and  determined. 

I  have  now  more  than  130  of  these  bills  before  me  awaiting  Execu- 
tive action.  It  will  \y^  impossible  to  bestow  upon  them  the  examination 
they  deserve,  and  many  will  probably  l)ecome  operative  which  should  be 
rejected. 

In  the  meantime  I  venture  to  suggest  the  significance  of  the  startling 
increase  in  this  kind  of  legislation  and  the  consequences  involved  in  its

I  hereby  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1584,  entitled  **An 
act  for  the  relief  of  Cornelia  R.  Schenck. ' ' 

It  is  proposed  by  this  bill  to  grant  a  pension  to  Mrs.  Schenck  as  the 
widow  of  Daniel  F.  Schenck,  who  entered  the  militarj'  service  of  the 
United  States  in  August,  1861,  and  was  mustered  out  October  21, 1864. 

The  record  of  his  service  contains  no  mention  of  any  disability.  He 
died  in  Deceml)er,  1875.  of  a  disease  called  gastroenteritis,  which,  being 
interpreted,  seems  to  denote  "inflammation  of  the  stomach  and  small 
intestines."  So  far  as  the  facts  are  made  to  appear,  the  soldier,  neither 
during  the  term  of  his  service  nor  during  the  eleven  years  he  lived  after 
his  discharge,  made  any  claim  of  any  disability. 

The  claim  of  his  widow  was  filed  in  the  Pension  Bureau  in  1885,  ten 
years  after  her  husband's  death,  and  is  still  undetermined. 

The  fact  that  her  application  is  still  pending  in  that  Bureau  is  suffi- 
cient reason  why  this  bill  should  not  become  a  law. 

A  better  reas(jn  is  based  upon  the  entire  lack  of  any  facts  shown  to 
exist  which  entitle  the  beneficiar>'^  named  to  a  i^ension.

To  the  Senate: 

I  return  herewith  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1 192,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Alfred  Denny." 

It  appears  that  the  claimant  entered  the  United  States  military  service 
as  captain  and  assistant  quartermaster  of  volunteers  on  the  latli  day  of 
June,  1863.  After  remaining  in  such  position  for  leas  than  a  year  he 
resigned  to  accept  a  civil  position. 

The  short  record  of  his  military  sen'ice  discloses  no  mention  of  any 
accident  or  disability.  But  twenty  years  after  his  resignation,  and  on 
the  i2th  day  of  March,  1SS4,  he  reappears  as  an  applicant  for  a  pension, 
and  alleges  in  his  declaration  filed  in  the  Pension  Bureau  that  in  August, 
1863,  while  in  the  line  of  duty,  he  was,  by  a  sudden  movement  of  the 
horse  he  was  riding,  thrown  forward  upon  the  horn  of  his  saddle  and 
thereby  received  a  rupture  in  his  right  side,  which  at  some  time  and  iu 
a  manner  wholly  unexplained  subsequently  caused  a  rupture  in  his  left 
side  also. 

The  number  of  instances  in  which  those  of  our  soldiers  who  rode 
horses  during  the  war  were  injured  by  being  thrown  forward  upon  their 
saddles  indicate  that  those  saddles  were  very  dangerous  contrivances. 

I  am  satisfied  there  is  not  a  particle  of  merit  in  this  claim,  and  no 
facts  are  presented  to  me  which  entitle  it  to  charitable  consideration.

To  the  Senate: 

I  hereby  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1400,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  William  H.Beck. " 

This  claimant  enlistetl  in  i86r.  He  reenlisted  as  a  veteran  volun- 
teer January  i,  1864,  and  was  finally  mustered  out  April  20,  1866.  In 
all  this  time  of  ser\'ice  his  record  shows  no  medical  treatment  or  claim 
of  disability.  Indeed,  an  abstract  of  his  reenlistment  January  i,  1864, 
shows  a  medical  examination  and  perfect  soundness. 

Notwithstanding  all  this,  he  filed  his  declaration  on  the  4th  day  of 
April,  1879,  nearly  thirteen  years  after  his  discharge,  alleging  that  in 
June,  1863,  he  incurred  epilepsy,  to  which  he  has  been  subject  since,  and 
that  his  fits  have  been  from  one  to  ten  days  apart.  To  connect  this  in 
some  way  with  his  military  sen'ice  he  stated  that  the  doctor  at  a  hospital 
said  his  epilepsy  was  caused  "by  jar  to  the  head  from  heavy  firing." 

Six  months  after  this  alleged  "jar"  and  his  consequent  epilepsy  he 
reenlisted  upon  a  medical  certificate  of  perfect  soundness  and  served 
more  than  two  \-ears  thereafter. 

E^'ery  conceded  fact  in  the  case  negatives  the  allegations  of  his  decla- 
ration, and  the  rejection  of  his  claim  necessarily  followed. 
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If  this  disease  can  be  caused  in  the  manner  here  detailed,  its  mani- 
festations are  .such  as  to  leave  no  doubt  of  its  existence,  and  it  seems  to 
me  simply  impossible  under  the  circumstances  detailed  that  there  should 
be  any  lack  of  evidence  to  support  the  claim  upon  which  this  bill  is 

predicated.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  hereby  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  2005,  entitled  *'An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Mary  J.  Nottage. ' ' 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  is  the  widow  of  Thomas  Nottage, 
who  enlisted  in  August,  1861,  and  was  discharged  for  disability  Sep- 
tember 17,  1862.  The  assistant  surgeon  of  his  regiment,  upon  his  dis- 
charge, certified  the  cause  to  l)e  ''disease  of  the  urinary  organs,'*  which 
had  troubled  him  several  years. 

He  died  of  consumption  January  8, 1879,  nearly  seventeen  years  after 
his  discharge,  without  ever  having  made  any  application  for  a  pension. 

In  1880  his  w4dow  made  an  application  for  pension,  alleging  that  he 
contracted  in  the  service  ' '  malarial  poisoning,  causing  remittent  fever, 
piles,  general  debility,  coUvSumption,  and  death,"  and  that  he  left  two 
children,  both  born  after  his  discharge,  one  in  1866  and  the  other  in 
1874. 

The  only  medical  testimony  which  has  been  brought  to  my  attention 
touching  his  condition  since  his  discharge  is  that  of  a  single  physician  to 
the  effect  that  he  attended  him  from  the  year  1873  to  the  time  of  his 
death  in  1879.  He  states  that  the  patient  had  during  that  time  ''re- 
peated attacks  of  remittent  fever  and  irritability  of  the  bladder,  with 
organic  deposits;"  that  "in  the  spring  of  1878  he  had  sore  throat  and 
cough,  which  resulted  in  consumption,  of  which  he  died.'* 

The  claim  of  the  widow  was  rejected  in  July,  1885,  ^^  ^'^  ground  that 
"  the  soldier's  death  was  not  the  result  of  his  service." 

I  am  satisfied  that  this  conclusion  of  the  Pension  Bureau  was  correct.

I  return  herewith  without  approval  vSenatc  bill  No.  342,  entitled  **An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Marrilla  Parsons,  of  Detroit,  Mich." 

No  claim  has  ever  Ixicn  made  for  a  pension  in  this  case  to  the  Pension 
Bureau,  ])rol)al)ly  for  the  reason  that  there  is  no  ]:)retext  that  the  benefi- 
ciary named  is  entitled  to  a  pension  under  any  general  law. 

Daniel  P.  Parsons  was  her  stepson,  who  enlisted  in  1861  and  died  of 
consumption  on  the  i3tli  day  of  August,  1S64. 

There  are  no  special  circumstances  to  distinguish  this  case  from  many 
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others  whose  claims  might  be  made  by  stepparents,  and  there  are  no 
facts  stated  in  support  of  the  conclusion  embodied  in  the  committee's 
report  that  the  soldier  was  taken  sick  from  exposure  incident  to  the 
service. 

To  depart  from  all  rules  regulating  the  granting  of  pensions  by  such 
an  enactment  as  is  proposed  would  establish  a  precedent  which  could  not 
fail  to  cause  embarrassmeuc  and  i)erplexity.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No,  1383,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Harriet  Welch." 

The  beneficiary  named  iii  this  bill  asks  for  a  pension  as  the  widow 
of  Syreannous  Welch,  who  was  wounded  in  1864  while  in  the  service, 
and  was  pensioned  therefor  in  1867.  In  1876  his  rate  of  pension  was 
increased.  In  1877  he  appears  to  have  applied  to  have  his  jjension  again 
increased.  It  is  alleged  that  upon  such  application  he  was  directed  to 
appear  before  an  examining  Ixiard  or  a  surgeon  at  Green  Bay,  Wis.,  for 
examination,  and  in  returning  to  liis  home  from  that  place  on  the  7th 
day  of  September,  1877,  he  fell  from  the  cars  and  was  killed,  his  remains 
having  been  found  on  the  track  the  next  morning. 

No  one  appears  to  have  seen  the  accident,  but  it  is  claimed  that  he 
could  not  depend  upon  his  wounded  leg,  and  that  it  "gave  way  many 
times  and  caused  him  to  fall."  From  this  statement  the  inference  seems 
to  have  lieen  indulged  that  his  death  was  attributable  to  the  wound  he 
had  recei\'ed  thirteen  years  before. 

The  widow's  claim  based  upon  this  state  of  facts  was  rejected  by  the 
Pension  Burerfli  on  the  ground  that  the  accident  resulting  in  death  was 
not  the  result  of  his  military  service,  and  on  an  appeal  taken  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Interior  from  that  determination  the  same  was  sustained. 

Though  this  widow  admits  that  prior  to  her  marriage  with  the  de- 
ceased soldier  she  had  married  another  man  whom  she  could  only  say 
she  Ijelieved  to  be  dead,  I  believe  her  case  to  be  a  pitiable  one  and  wish 
that  I  could  join  in  lier  relief;  but,  mi  fortunately,  official  duty  can  not 
always  l>e  well  done  when  directed  solely  by  sympathy  and  charity.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1288,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pen.siou  to  Roljert  Holsey. " 

This  claimant  enlisted  in  1862,  and  though  he  appears  to  have  been 
sick  on  two  occasions  during  his  term  of  service,  he  remained  with  his 
company  until  it  was  mustered  out  in  1865. 
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This  soldier  was  really  sick  during  the  time  he  remained  in  the  Army, 
and  in  this  respect  his  claim  for  a  pension  has  a  better  origin  than  many 
that  are  presented.  But  the  fact  mUvSt  be  recognized,  I  suppose,  that 
every  army  ailment  does  not  necessarily  result  in  death  or  disability. 

In  1882,  seventeen  years  after  his  discharge,  this  soldier  filed  his  dec- 
laration for  a  pension,  alleging  that  in  1863  he  contracted  intermittent 
fever,  affecting  his  lungs,  kidneys,  and  stomach. 

Aboard  of  surgeons,  uix)n  an  examination  made  in  1882,  find  disease 
of  kidneys,  but  no  indication  of  lung  and  stomach  trouble;  and  a  medical 
referee  rejxDrted  in  1S85  that  there  had  l)een  no  disease  of  the  stomach  and 
lungs  since  the  filing  of  the  claim,  and  that  the  difficulty  affecting  the 
kidneys  had  no  relation  to  the  sickness  for  which  the  claimant  had  been 
treated  while  in  the  Army. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  correct  conclusion  was  reached  when  the 
application  for  jxiusion  in  this  case  was  denied  by  the  Pension  Bureau.

August  23,  1864,  but  on  the  organization  of  his  company,  on  the  12th 
day  of  vScptember,  1864,  he  was  discharged  on  account  of  a  fracture  of 
his  leg,  which  happened  on  the  nth  day  of  September,  1864. 

It  appears  that  before  the  organization  of  the  company  to  which  he 
was  attached,  and  on  the  loth  day  of  vSeptember,  he  obtained  permission 
to  leave  the  place  of  rendezvous  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  his  family, 
and  was  to  return  the  next  day.  At  a  very  early  hour  in  the  morning, 
either  while  preparing  to  return  or  actually  on  his  way,  he  fell  into  a 
new  cellar  and  broke  his  leg.  It  is  said  that  the  leg  fractiu*ed  is  now 
shorter  than  the  other. 

His  claim  for  pension  was  rejected  in  December,  1864,  by  the  Pension 
Bureau,  and  its  action  was  affirmed  in  187 1  upon  the  ground  that  the 
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injary  was  received  while  the  cl:iimaut  was  ou  an  individual  furlough, 
and  therefore  not  in  the  line  of  duty. 

Considering  the  fact  that  neither  his  regiment  nor  his  company  had  at 
the  time  of  his  accident  been  organized,  and  that  he  was  in  no  sense 
in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States,  and  that  his  injury  was 
received  while  on  a  visit,  and  not  in  the  performance  of  duty,  I  can  see 
no  pretext  for  allowing  a  pension  in  this  case.

This  claimant  was  enrolled  as  a  substitute  on  the  Z5tli  day  of  March, 
1 865.  He  was  admitted  to  a  post  hospital  at  Indianapolis  on  the  3d  day 
of  April,  1865,  with  the  measles:  was  removed  to  the  City  General  Hos- 
pital, in  Indianapolis,  on  the  stli  dny  of  May,  1865;  was  returned  to  duty 
May  8,  1865,  and  was  mustered  out  with  a  detachment  of  unassigned 
men  on  the  nth  day  of  May,  1^(65. 

This  is  the  military  record  of  this  soldier,  who  remained  in  the  Army 
one  month  and  seventeen  days,  having  entered  it  as  a  substitute  at  a  time 
when  high  bounties  were  paid. 

Fifteen  years  after  this  brilliant  service  and  this  terrific  encounter  with 
the  measles,  and  on  the  28th  clay  of  June,  1880,  the  claimant  discovered 
that  his  attack  of  the  measles  had  some  relation  to  his  army  enrollment 
and  that  this  disease  had  "settled  in  his  eyes,  also  affecting  his  spiual 
column." 

This  claim  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau,  aud  I  have  no  doubt 
of  the  correctness  of  its  determination.

It  is  conceded  in  the  application  for  a  pension  made  by  this  claimant 
that  he  was  perfectly  well  prior  to  his  enlistment,  during  his  service,  and 
for  a  year  thereafter.  He  was  discharged  in  July,  1864,  and  the  proof 
is  that  he  was  taken  seriously  ill  in  the  fall  of  1865,  since  which  time  he 
has  been  troubled  with  lung  difficulty. 

He  filed  his  application  for  pension  in  1883.  This  was  rejected  on  the 
ground  that  the  sickness  which  produced  his  disability  having  occurred 
more  than  a  year  after  his  discharge  from  the  Army,  it  can  not  be  accepted 
as  a  result  of  his  military  service. 
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There  is  absolutely  no  allegation  of  any  incident  of  his  service  which 
it  is  claimed  is  at  all  related  to  his  sickness  and  disability.

In  her  declaration  for  a  pension,  filed  July  28, 1885,  this  claimant  alleges 
that  her  husband  was  drowned  upon  attempting  to  cross  Braddocks  Bay, 
near  his  residence,  in  the  State  of  New  York,  on  the  i6th  day  of  July, 

1875. 
It  is  claimed  that  in  an  effort  to  drive  across  that  bay  in  a  buggy  with 

his  young  son  the  buggy  was  overturned  and  both  were  drowned.  The 
application  for  pension  was  based  upon  the  theor>'  that  during  his  mili- 
tary service  the  deceased  soldier  contracted  rheumatism,  which  so  inter- 
fered with  his  ability  to  save  himself  by  swimming  that  his  death  may 
be  fairly  traced  to  a  disability  incurred  in  the  service. 

He  does  not  appear  to  have  been  treated  while  in  the  Army  for 
rheumatism,  though  some  evidence  is  presented  of  his  complaining  of 
rheumatic  symptoms. 

He  was  mustered  out  in  1863,  and  though  he  lived  twelve  years  there- 
after it  does  not  appear  that  he  ever  applied  for  a  pension;  and  though 
he  w^as  drow^ned  in  1875,  his  widow  apparently  did  not  comiect  his  mili- 
tary ser\'ice  with  his  death  until  ten  years  thereafter. 

It  seems  to  me  that  there  i^?  such  an  entire  absence  of  direct  and  tan- 
gible evidence  that  the  death  of  this  soldier  resulted  from  any  incident 
of  his  service  that  the  granting  of  a  pension  upon  such  a  theory  is  not 
justified.

I  return  herewith  without  appro\'al  House  bill  No.  6753,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Mrs.  Alice  E.  Travers." 

The  husband  of  the  beneficiarv-,  John  T.  Travers,  enlisted  August  25, 
1864,  and  was  discharged  June  11,  1866. 

He  died  January  6,  1881,  from  the  effects  of  an  overdose  of  morphine 
which  he  administered  himself.  He  was  a  druggist,  and  when  suifering 
severely  was  in  the  habit  of  takiug  opiates  for  relief  and  sleep. 

The  disease  from  wliich  it  is  said  he  suifered  was  lung  difficulty,  claimed 
to  have  been  caused  by  a  severe  cold  contracted  in  the  serv'ice. 

It  does  not  appear  that  he  e\'er  applied  for  a  pension,  and  the  widow's 
claim  seems  to  have  been  properly  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  on  the 
ground  that  the  soldier's  death  was  not  due  to  his  military  service.

While  thus  in  camp,  apparently  before  he  had  ever  been  to  the  front, 
and  on  the  3d  of  June,  i86r,  he  obtained  permission  to  go  to  the  city  of 
Cinciiuiati,  and  was  there  killed  by  a  blow  received  from  some  person 
who  appears  to  be  unknown;  but  undoubtedly  the  injury  occurred  in  a 
fight  or  as  the  result  of  an  altercation. 

It  is  ver\-  clear  to  me  that  the  Pension  Bureau  properly  rejected  the 
widow's  claim  for  pension,  for  the  reason  tliat  the  soldier  was  not  in  the 
fine  of  duty  at  the  date  of  his  death.  It  is  also  impossible  to  connect 
the  death  with  any  incident  of  the  soldier's  military  service.

This  claimant  is  the  widow  of  Richard  Anderson,  who  at  the  time  of 
his  death  was  receiving  a  pension  on  account  of  chronic  diarrhea  con- 
tracted in  the  service. 

On  the  /til  day  of  February.  1882,  the  deceased  pensioner  went  to 
Sparta,  in  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  to  be  examined  for  an  increase  of  his 
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pension.  He  called  on  the  surgeon  and  was  examined,  and  the  next 
morning  was  found  beheaded  on  the  railroad  track  under  such  circum- 
stances as  indicated  suicide. 

The  claim  of  the  widow  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  on  the 
ground  that  the  cause  of  the  death  of  her  husband  was  in  no  way  con- 
nected with  his  militarj"  ser\4ce. 

His  wife  and  family  present  pitiable  objects  for  sympathy,  but  I  am 
unal:)le  to  see  how  thej-  have  any  claim  to  a  pension.

He  was  discharged  July  17, 
1862,  after  having  been  in  the  hospital  considerable  of  the  short  time  he 
was  connected  with  the  Army.  The  vsurgeon's  certificate  on  his  dis- 
charge stated  that  it  was  granted  by  reason  of  **old  age,'*  he  then  being 
60  years  old. 

He  never  made  any  claim  for  jxinsion,  but  in  1877  his  widow  filed  her 
declaration,  stating  that  her  husband  died  in  1875  from  disease  con- 
tracted in  the  vServnce. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  Pension  Bureau  acted  upon  entirely  satisfac- 
tory evidence  when  this  claim  was  rejected  upon  the  ground  that  the 
cause  of  death  originated  subsequent  to  the  soldier's  discharge.

He  was  insane  l)efore  his  death,  but  in  v\y  opinion  any  connec- 
tion l)etween  his  injury  and  his  service  in  the  Army  is  next  to  impossible.

The  claimant  filed  his  declaration  for  a  pension  in  1878,  alleging  that 
about  the  25th  day  of  December,  1863,  he  received  a  gunshot  wound  iu 
his  left  knee  while  engaged  in  a  skirmish. 

There  has  been  much  testimony  taken  in  this  case,  and  a  great  deal  of 
it  is  exceedingly  contradictory.  Three  of  the  claimant's  comrades,  who 
originally  testified  to  the  receipt  of  the  injury  by  him,  afterwards  denied 
that  he  was  wounded  in  the  service,  and  a  portion  of  the  evidence  taken 
by  the  Bureau  tends  to  establish  the  fact  that  the  claimant  cut  his  left 
knee  with  a  knife  shortly  after  his  discharge. 

An  examining  surgeon  in  Novenilier,  1884,  reports  that  he  finds  "no 
indication  of  a  gunshot  wound,  there  being  no  physical  or  rational  signs 
to  sustain  claimant  in  his  application  for  pension." 

He  further  reports  that  there  "seems  to  be  an  imperfect  scar  near  the 
knee,  so  imperfect  as  to  render  its  origin  uncertain,  but  in  no  respect 
resembling  a  gnn.shot  womid." 

I  think  uixju  all  the  facts  presented  the  Pension  Bureau  properly  re- 
jected this  claim,  because  there  was  no  record  of  the  injury  and  no  satis- 
factory evidence  produced  showing  that  it  was  incurred  in  service  and  in 
line  of  duty,  "all  .sources  of  information  having  been  exhausted."

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A  board  of  surgeons  in  1881  reported  that  thej"^  failed  to  '*discx)ver  any 
evidence  of  disease  of  kidneys.  * ' 

It  will  be  observed  that  since  the  date  when  it  is  claimed  his  disabili- 
ties visited  him  Mr.  Miller  not  only  ser\'ed  out  his  first  term  of  enlistment, 
but  reenlisted,  and  necessarilj'  must  have  passed  a  medical  examination. 

I  am  entirely  satisfied  wdth  the  rejection  of  this  claim  by  the  Pension

It  appears  that  he  left  home  in  March,  1874,  for  the  purpose  of  finding 
work,  and  neither  vshe  nor  her  friends,  have  e\'er  heard  from  him  since. 
His  death  may  naturally  be  presumed,  and  the  condition  of  his  family  is 
such  that  it  would  be  a  positive  gratification  to  aid  them  in  the  man- 
ner proposed;  but  the  entire  and  conceded  absence  of  any  presumption, 
however  weak,  that  he  died  from  any  cause  connected  with  his  military 
ser\'ice  seems  to  render  it  improper  to  place  the  widow's  name  upon  the 
pension  rolls.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  7108,  entitled  **An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Andrew  J.  WiLson.'* 

It  appears  that  this  man  was  drafted  and  entered  the  ser\dce  in  Febru- 
ary, 1865,  and  was  discharged  in  September  of  the  same  year  on  account 
of  ** chronic  nephritis  and  deafness." 

In  18S2  he  filed  his  application  for  a  pension,  alleging  that  in  June, 
1865,  from  exposure,  he  contracted  rheumatism.  Afterwards  he  de- 
scribed his  trouble  as  inflammation  of  the  muscles  of  the  back,  with  pain 
in  the  kidneys.  In  another  statement,  filed  in  December,  1884,  ^^  alleges 
that  w^hile  in  the  ser\'ice  he  contracted  diarrhea  and  was  injured  in  one 
of  his  testicles,  producing  a  rupture. 

Whatever  else  may  be  said  of  this  claimant's  achievements  during  his 
short  military-  career,  it  must  be  conceded  that  he  accumulated  a  great 
deal  of  disabilitv. 

There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  w^hatever  ailments  he  may  hon- 
estly lay  claim  to,  his  title  to  the  same  was  complete  before  he  entered 
the  Army.

I  return  herewith  without  approval  House  bill  No.  7703,  entitled  *'An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Anna  A.  Probert." 

The  husband  of  this  beneficiary  was  pensioned  in  1864.  He  was  a 
druggist  and  a|X)tliecary  at  Norwalk,  in  the  vState  of  Ohio.  Shortly 
before  his  death,  in  187S,  he  went  to  Memphis  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
his  professional  assistance  to  those  sufTering  from  yellow  fever  at  that 
place.  He  was  himself  attacked  by  that  disease,  and  died  on  the  28th 
day  of  October,  1S7S. 

His  w-idow  has  never  herself  applied  for  a  pension,  but  a  power  of 
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attorney  has  been  filed,  autlioriziiig  the  prosecution  of  her  claim  by 
aDother. 

That  she  has  employed  an  ingenious  attorney  or  agent  is  demonstrated 
by  the  fact  that  the  bill  now  before  me  seems  to  be  based  upmn  the 
theory  that  Mr.  Probert  might  have  reco\'ered  from  his  attack  of  yellow 
fever  if  he  had  been  free  from  the  ailments  for  which  he  had  been  pen- 
sioned fourteen  years  before. 

If  such  specuiations  and  presumptions  as  this  are  to  be  indulged,  we 
shall  find  ourselves  surrounded  and  hedged  in  by  the  rule  that  all  men 
entering  an  array  were  free  from  disease  or  the  liability  to  disease  before 
their  enlistment,  and  every  infirmity  which  is  visited  upon  them  there- 
after is  the  consequence  of  army  service.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  7162,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Martha  Mcllwain." 

R.  J.  Mcllwain,  the  husband  of  the  claimant,  enlisted  in  1861 ,  and  was 
discharged  in  1S62  because  of  the  loss  of  his  right  leg  by  a  gunshot 
wound.  He  was  pensioned  for  this  disability.  He  died  May  15,  1883, 
from  an  overdase  of  morphia.  It  is  claimed  by  the  widow  that  her  hus- 
band was  in  the  habit  of  taking  morphia  to  alleviate  the  pain  he  endured 
from  his  stump,  and  that  lie  accidentally  took  too  much. 

The  case  was  investigated  by  a  special  examiner  upon  the  widow's 
application  for  pension,  and  his  report  shows  that  the  deceased  had  been 
in  the  habit  of  taking  morphia  and  knew  how  to  use  it;  that  he  had 
been  in  the  habit  of  buying  6  grains  at  a  time,  and  that  his  death  was 
caused  by  his  taking  one  entire  purchase  of  6  grains  while  under  the 
influence  of  liquor. 

In  any  event  it  is  quite  clear  that  the  taking  of  morphia  in  any  quan- 
tity was  not  the  natural  result  of  military  service  or  injury  received 
therein . 

I  concur  in  the  judgment  of  the  Pension  Bureau,  which  rejected  the 
widow's  claim  for  pension  on  the  ground  that  "the  death  of  the  soldier 
was  not  due  to  his  military  service."

I  hereby  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  7931,  entitled  "An 
act  increasing  the  pension  of  Clark  Boon." 

This  claimant  filed  his  declaration  for  pension  February  3,  1874,  in 
which  he  states  that  he  lost  his  health  while  a  prisoner  at  Tyler,  Tex.j 
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On  the  i9tli  day  of  Octoljer,  1874,  he  filed  an  affidavit  claiming  that  he 
contracted  diseases  of  the  heart  and  head  while  in  the  service.  In  a  fur- 
ther application,  filed  January  16,  1878,  he  abandoned  his  allegations  as 
to  disease,  and  asks  for  a  pension  on  account  of  a  gunshot  wound  in  the 
left  ankle.  Medical  testimony  was  produced  on  his  behalf  tending  to 
show  not  only  a  gunshot  wound,  but  a  disease  of  the  eyes. 

A  small  pension  was  at  last  granted  him  upon  the  theory  advanced 
by  a  lK)ard  of  surgeons  in  1880  that  it  was  **  possible  that  applicant  was 
entitled  to  a  small  rating  for  weakness  of  ankle.  * ' 

A  declaration  was  filed  June  4,  1885,  l^y  which  this  claimant  insists 
upon  an  increase  of  pension  on  account  of  the  wound  and  also  for  dis- 
ease of  eyes  and  rheumatism. 

I  am  entirely  vsatisfied  that  all  has  l:)een  done  in  this  case  that  the  most 

liberal  treatment  demands.

I  hereby  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  7257,  entitled  **An 
act  granting  a  jx^nsion  to  James  H.  Darling." 

This  man  enlisted  in  November,  1 861,  and  was  reported  as  having 
deserted  March  5,  1.S62.  The  charge  of  desertion  was,  however,  removed, 
and  it  is  stated  that  he  went  to  his  home  in  Ohio  at  the  date  stated,  by 
proper  authority,  where  he  remained  sick  till  Deceml:)er,  1862,  when  he 
was  discharged  for  disability  caused  ' '  by  a  disease  of  the  kidneys  known 
as  Bright's  disease,"  from  which,  the  physician  making  the  certificate 
thought,  "there  was  no  reasonal)le  prospect  of  his  recovery." 

The  claimant  filed  liis  application  for  i>ension,  alleging  that  in  January, 
1862,  he  contracted  rheumatism. 

The  claim  was  investigated  by  a  special  examiner  and  rejected  on  the 
ground  that  the  evidence  j^roduccd  failed  to  show  the  alleged  disability 
was  contracted  in  the  service  and  in  the  line  of  duty. 

A  medical  examination  made  in  1877  showed  that  the  claimant  was 
"a  well-nourished  man,  65  years  old;  height,  5  feet  8  inches;  weight, 
165  ]xnnids."  No  disability  was  discovered,  "but  a  general  stiffness  of 
joints,  esi>ecially  of  legs,  which  he  says  is  much  aggravated  in  stormy, 
cold  weather." 

Another  examination  in  1SS2  found  this  victim  of  war  disability  with 
**the  ap])earance  of  a  liale,  hearty  old  man — no  disease  that  was  discov- 
erable by  examination  (without  chemical  test),  except  some  lameness 
from  rheumatism."  His  weight  ujh)!!  this  examination  is  stated  to  be 
186  pounds. 

It  is  evident  to  me  that  this  man  ought  not  to  be  ]Xinsioned.

I  return  herew'ith  without  my  approval  House  tiill  No.  6372,  entitled

This  claimant  was  enrolled  September  6, 1864,  and  mustered  out  with 
bis  detachment  June  i,  1865.  His  brief  service  contains -no  record  of 
disability. 

Bm  in  1880  he  filed  a  declaration  for  pension,  in  which  he  claims  that 
by  reason  of  exposure  suffered  in  the  service  about  the  20th  of  October, 
1864,  he  contracted  disease  of  the  liver  and  kidneys. 

The  application  for  pension  was  denied  Januarj-  9,  1884,  because  there 
was  no  record  of  the  alleged  diseases,  and  no  satisfactory  proof  of  their 
contraction  in  the  Army  was  produced,  and  because  of  the  meager  and 
unconvincing  ex'idence  of  disability  found  by  the  surgeon  on  an  actual 
examination  of  the  claimant,

I  return  herewith  without  approval  House  bill  No.  6193,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Mary  Norman." 

The  husband  of  this  claimant  was  enrolled  May  22.  1863,  and  was 
nuistered  out  uf  the  scn-ice  June  1,1866. 

He  was  wouniled  in  the  head  Februarj'  20,  1S64;  was  treated  for  the 
.same,  and  retuniud  to  duty  September  3,  1864. 

In  her  declaration  for  pension,  filed  in  Februarj',  1880,  the  claimant 
claims  a  ]>eiisii>n  because  of  his  wound  and  deafne.ss  consequent  there- 
from, and  that  he  died  after  he  left  the  .service. 

In  a  letter,  however,  dated  Octoljer  13,  1880,  she  states  that  her  hus- 
liand  was  drowned  while  trying  to  cross  Roanoke  River  in  December, 
iS6,S. 

Her  claim  was  rejected  in  1S81  on  the  ground  that  the  cause  of  the 
soldier's  death  was  accidental  drowning,  and  was  not  due  to  his  military 
service. 

In  an  attempt  to  meet  this  objection  it  was  claimed  as  lately  as  1885, 
<m  l)ehalf  of  the  widow,  that  her  hu.sband's  wound  caused  deafness  to 
.such  an  extent  that  at  the  time  he  was  drowned  he  was  unable  to  hear 
the  ferryiiiati,  with  whi)m  he  was  crossing  the  river,  call  out  that  the  boat 
was  sinking. 

How  he  could  have  saved  his  life  if  he  had  heard  the  warning  is  not 
stated. 

It  seems  vtTv  ck-ar  to  nic  that  this  is  not  a  proper  case  for  the  granting 
of  a  ijensioii.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  herewith  without  my  approval  House  bill  No.  7614,  entitled

This  claimant,  in  his  dc^claration  for  pension,  filed  in  1866,  alleges  that 
he  received  a  gunshot  wound  in  his  right  leg  November  25,  1862.  He 
was  mustered  out  with  his  companj^  September  22, 1864. 

He  was  pensioned  for  the  w^ound  which  he  claimed  to  have  received  as 
his  only  injury. 

In  another  declaration,  filed  in  1872,  he  alleged  that  in  December, 
1862,  he  was  struck  in  his  left  eye  \iy  some  hard  substance,  which 
destroyed  the  vision  of  that  organ. 

In  a  subsequent  declaration,  filed  in  1878,  he  claimed  that  he  received 
a  shell  wound  in  his  left  knee  in  November,  1863. 

This  latter  claim  has  not  been  finally  acted  upon  by  the  Pension 
Bureau,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  with  the  diverse  claims  for  injuries 
which  ^ave  Ix^en  there  presented  on  Ixfhalf  of  the  beneficiary  named 
justice  will  l>e  done  in  the  case.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

An  application  made  l)y  this  claimant  to  the  Pension  Bureau  is  still 
pLMiding  there,  and  additional  evidence  has  l>een  called  for,  which  the 
claim  is  awaitinj<  before  final  decision. 

I  am  of  the  o])inion  that  the  investigation  there  should  be  fully  com- 
pleted before  special  legislation  is  resorted  to.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  7 109,  entitled  **An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Joseph  Tuttle. ' ' 

This  man  claims  a  ])ension  as  the  dependent  father  of  Charles  Tuttle, 
w-ho  enlisted  in  t<S6i  and  was  killed  in  action  May  31,  1862. 

The  claimant,  being,  as  he  s:iys,  ])()()r,  t(K)k  his  son  Charles,  at  the  age 
of  9  years,  and  placed  him  in  charge  of  an  uncle  living  in  Ohio.  An 
arrangement  was  afterwards  made  by  which  the  boy  should  live  with  a 
stranger  named  Betts.  Upon  the  death  of  this  gentleman  the  lad  was 
transferred  to  one  Ca])tain  Hill,  with  whom  he  remained  until  his  enlist- 
ment in  1 86 1. 

It  is  stated  that  during  the  time  he  remained  with  Mr.  Hill  he  sent  his 
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father  $5;  but  tht-  fatherly  care  and  iiitere.st  of  the  claimant  in  his  son  is 
exhibited  by  his  statement  that  though  the  son  was  killed  in  1862  his 
father  was  not  aware  of  it  until  the  year  1864. 

After  the  exhibition  of  heartlessness  and  abandonment  on  the  part  of 
a  father  which  is  a  prominent  featnre  in  this  case,  I  should  be  sorry  to 
be  a  party  to  a  scheme  pennitting  him  to  profit  by  the  death  of  his  patri- 
otic son.  The-  claimant  relinquished  the  care  of  his  son,  and  should  l»e 
held  to  have  relinquished  all  claim  to  his  assistance  and  the  benefits  ao 
indecently  claimed  as  the  result  of  his  death.

I  return  herewith  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5995,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  David  T.  Elderkin." 

This  claimant  enli.sted  August  5,  1863.  From  his  record  it  appears 
that  he  was  dishonorably  discharged  the  service,  to  dale  from  June  1 1, 
1863,  with  a  loss  of  all  pay,  bounty,  and  allowances. 

He  filed  a  declaration  for  a  pension  in  1882,  claiming  that  he  was 
wounded  in  the  head  by  a  shell  January  i,  1863,  which  cut  his  cheek 
close  to  his  right  ear,  causing  ahnast  total  deafness. 

There  is  conflicting  evidence  as  to  the  claimant's  freedom  from  deaf- 
ness prior  to  enlistment,  and  on  a  special  examination  it  was  shown  that 
he  was  slightly  hard  of  hearing  before  enlistment.  Indeed  the  claimant 
himself  stated  to  the  special  examiner  and  also  to  the  board  of  surgeons 
that  he  had  been  somewhat  deaf  from  childhood. 

In  1 883  an  examining  surgeon  reports  that  he  finds  no  scar  or  evidence 
of  wound,  but  his  hearing  is  very  much  imijaired. 

The  claim  was  rejected  in  1885  on  the  ground  that  deafness  existed 
]>rior  to  enhstnient,  and  also  because  of  no  ratable  disability  by  reason  of 
alleged  wound  in  the  cheek. 

I  think,  considering  the  manner  of  the  soldier's  dischai^e  and  the  facts 
ile\-eloiJed,  that  the  claimant  should  not  be  pensioned.

I  hereby  return  Senate  bill  No.  1797,  entitled  "An  act  granting  a  pen- 
sion to  John  S.  Kirkpatrick." 

This  claimant  appears  to  have  enlisted  December  10,  1861 ,  and  to  have 
l>een  discharged  Decend)er  20.  1864.  He  is  borne  upon  the  rolls  of  his 
company  as  present  up  to  June,  1862;  in  July  and  August,  1863,  as  on 
<!etached  ser\-ice  as  hospital  attendant,  and  so  reported  February  28, 
1863.     In  March  and  April,  1863,  he  is  reported  as  present,  and  in  May 
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and  June,  1863,  as  on  detached  service.  There  is  nowhere  in  his  service 
any  record  of  disability. 

He  filed  his  application  for  a  jxinsion  in  1 880,  in  which  he  alleged  that 
from  hardship  and  exposure  on  a  long  march  in  New  Mexico  in  the  month 
of  Decemlxjr,  1862,  he  contracted  varicose  veins  in  his  legs. 

As  I  understand  the  rc^^ord  jj^iven  alx)ve,  this  claimant  was  on  detached 
ser\^ice  from  July,  1862,  to  February,  1863. 

It  will  lx_*  observed  that  his  claim  is  that  he  contracted  his  disability 
within  that  time,  and  in  I)eceml)er,  1862.  He  appears  also  to  have  served 
for  two  years  after  the  date  of  his  alleged  injury- ,  and  that  he  did  not  file 
his  application  for  jxiusion  till  alxnit  sixteen  years  afterwards. 

His  claim  is  still  j^ending,  undetermined,  in  the  Pension  Bureau,  and 
if  there  is  merit  in  it  there  is  no  doubt  that  he  will  be  able  to  make  it

This  claimant  filed  an  application  for  a  pension  in  the  year  1880. 

Before  the  passage  of  the  bill  herewith  returned  the  Commissioner  of 
Pensions,  in  ignorance  of  the  action  of  Congress,  allowed  his  claim  under 
the  general  law.  As  this  decision  of  the  Pension  Bureau  entitles  the 
Ix^neficiary  named  to  draw  a  jx^nsion  from  the  date  of  filing  his  applica- 
tion, which,  under  the  provisions  of  the  sjHJcial  bill  in  his  favor,  would 
only  accrue  from  the  time  of  its  passage,  I  am  unwilling  that  one  found 
worthy  to  be  placed  upon  the  j)ension  rolls  by  the  Bureau,  to  which  he 
properly  ai)i)lied,  should  ])e  an  actual  loser  by  reascm  of  a  special  inter- 
jKjsition  of  Congress  in  his  behalf.  C>RO\- ER  CLEVELAND

I  relurn  without  ai)pr()val  House  bill  No.  473,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  lo  William  Boone." 

Tliere  is  not  the  slightest  room  for  doubt  as  to  the  facts  involved  in 
this  case. 

No  api)licati()n  for  pension  was  ever  made  to  the  Pension  Bureau  by 
the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill.  He  enlisted  in  August,  1862;  was  in 
action  November,  iS62,an(l  taken  ]iris()ner  and  at  once  j^roled.  Dur- 
ing his  ]>ar()le,  and  at  Aurora,  in  the  vState  of  Illinois,  he  took  part  in  the 
celebration  of  the  4tli  day  of  July,  1S63,  and  while  so  engaged  was  terri- 
bly injured  by  the  disc^harge  of  a  cannon.  He  is  ]X)or,  and  has  a  wife 
and  a  number  of  children. 

These  facts  are  derived  from  the  rei)ort  of  the  committee  in  Congress  to 
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whom  the  bill  wns  referred,  and  from  a  letter  written  by  the  soldier  since 
favorable  action  was  had  upon  said  bill  by  both  Houses  of  Congress, 
which  letter  is  now  before  me.  In  this  letter  lie  says:  ' '  I  never  thought 
of  trying  getting  a  pension  until  my  old  comrades  urged  me  to  do  so." 

This  declaration  does  not  in  the  least,  I  think,  militate  against  the 
present  application  for  pension,  bnt  it  tends  to  show  the  ideas  that  have 
become  quite  prevalent  concerning  the  facts  necessary  to  l)e  established 
in  order  to  prot-iire  a  pension  by  special  act  of  Congress. 

Let  it  be  conceded  that  during  the  three  months  which  elapsed  lietween 
the  soldier's  enMslment  and  his  capture  and  parole  he  was  constantly 
in  the  field  antt  bravely  did  his  duty.  The  ca.se  presented  is  that  of  a 
brave  soldier,  not  injured  in  any  engagement  with  the  enemy,  bnt  honor- 
ably captured,  and  by  his  parole  placed  in  a  condition  wliicli  prevented  for 
the  time  being  his  further  active  militari'  service.  He  proceeded  to  hi.s 
home  or  to  his  friends  and  took  his  place  among  uoncombatants,  Eight 
months  afterwards  he  joined  the  citizens  of  the  place  of  liis  sojourn  and 
the  citizens  of  every  town  and  hamlet  in  the  loyal  States  in  the  usual 
and  creditable  celebration  of  our  national  holiday.  Among  the  casualties 
which  unfortunately  always  result  from  snch  celebrations  there  occurred  a 
premature  discharge  of  a  cannon,  which  the  present  claimant  for  pension 
was  assisting  otlier  citizens  to  discharge  and  manage. 

Whether  anj-  of  those  thus  engaged  with  him  were  injiured  is  not  dis- 
closed, but  it  is  certain  that  the  paroled  soldier  was  very  badly  hurt. 

I  am  utterly  unable  to  discover  any  relation  between  this  accident  and 
the  military  service,  or  any  reason  why,  if  a  pension  is  granted  as  pro- 
posed by  this  bill,  there  should  not  also  be  a  pension  granted  to  any  of  the 
companions  of  the  claimant  who  chanced  to  !>e  injured  at  the  same  time. 

A  di.sabled  man  and  a  wife  and  family  in  need  are  objects  which  appeal 
to  the  sympathy  and  charitable  feelings  of  any  decent  man;  but  it  seems 
to  me  that  it  by  no  means  follows  that  those  intru.sted  with  the  people's 
bu.siness  and  the  ex[)enditure  of  the  people's  money  are  justified  in  so 
executing  the  jiension  laws  a.*;  that  they  sliall  furnish  a  means  of  relief  in 


every  case  of  distress  or  hardship.

By  this  bill  it  is  propo.sed  to  allow  in  the  settlement  by  tlie  United 
States  with  Mr.  Bniidy,  who  was  lately  a  paymaster  in  the  Army,  the 
sum  of  S719.47  for  the  forage  of  two  horses  to  which  he  claims  he  was 
entitled  while  in  the  ser\'ice,  and  which  has  never  been  drawn  by  him. 
The  time  during  which  it  is  alleged  this  forage  was  due  is  stated  to  be 
l)etween  July  17,  1S62,  and  April  15,  1866. 

This  claimant  was  nnistcred  out  as  paymaster  on  the  last -mentioned 
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(late,  and  in  1S72  a  certificalc-  was  issued  that,  his  accounts  having  been 
adjusted,  they  exhibited  no  indel)te(hiess  on  his  part  to  the  United  States. 
Subsequently,  however,  and  in  or  alxnit  the  year  1S79,  it  was  discov- 
ered tliat  by  reason  of  a  duplicate  credit,  which  had  been  allowed  him 
by  mistake,  he  was  actually  indebted  to  the  Government  in  the  sum  of 

After  the  fact  had  been  made  known  to  him  the  claim  embodied  in 
this  bill  was  sugj^ested  to  or  invented  by  him,  which,  if  allowed,  will  not 
only  extin^ijuish  his  indebtedness  to  the  Government,  but  leave  a  balance 
due  to  him. 

By  the  law  and  the  Army  Rep^ulations  the  forage  Uf)on  which  this 
claim  is  based  is  (^r  should  be  only  allowed  to  those  in  the  service  who 
actually  have  and  use  horses  in  the  jKirformance  of  their  duties. 

And  when  thus  entitled  to  foraj^e  it  was  necessary  to  draw  it  in  kind 
or  in  the  sj>ecific  articles  permitted  every  month,  and  if  not  thus  drawn 
it  could  not  afterwards  be  claimed.  There  seems  to  l)e  no  such  thing  as 
connnutation  of  forage  in  such  cases. 

There  is  no  suggestion  that  the  claimant  named  in  this  bill  had  or 
used  any  horses  while  in  the  service.  If  he  did  and  paid  for  their  main- 
tenance and  at  the  time  of  the  settlement  of  his  accounts  made  no  claim 
for  reimbursement,  he  presents  a  case  of  incredible  ignorance  of  his  rights 
or  a  wonderful  lack  of  that  dis]>osition  to  gain  every  possible  advantage 
which  is  usually  found  among  those  who  deal  with  the  Government. 

It  is  quite  apj)arcnt  that  the  claim  is  not  valid,  and  the  fact  that  it  is 
made  long  after  the  discovery  of  his  deficit  leads  to  the  suspicion  that 
it  is  insisted  on  merely  for  the  purj)ose  of  paying  his  debt. 

Though  in  this  ])articular  case  it  would  do  but  little  more  than  to  ex- 
tinguish an  indebtedness  to  the  Govennncnt,  the  allowance  of  this  claim 
would  set  a  ])recedent  which  could  hardly  be  ignored,  and  which,  if  fol- 
lowed, would  furnish  another  means  of  attack  upon  the  public  Treasury 
(juite  as  effective  as  many  which  are  now  in  active  oi)eration.

I  herewith  letiiru  without  approval  House  bill  No.  i8(S.  cutitled  '"An 
act  grauting  a  pension  to  H .  L.  Kyler. ' ' 

A  pension  v?as  granted  to  the  person  named  m  this  hill,  dating  from 
September,  1864,  for  neuralgia  and  disease  of  the  eyes. 

He  was  mustered  into  the  ser\-ice,  to  ser\'e  one  hundred  days.  May  14. 
1S64,  and  mustered  out  September  8, 1864, 

In  1880  information  reached  the  Pension  Bureau  that  the  pensioner 
was  treated  fof  neuralgia  and  disease  of  the  eyes  at  various  times  between 
the  years  1S59  and  1864,  and  this  fact  appearing  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Bureau  upon  the  examination  which  followed,  the  pensioner's  name  was 
dropped  from  the  roll. 

Afterwards  another  thorough  examination  of  the  case  was  made,  wheu 
the  pensioner  was  jjermitted  to  confront  the  witnesses  against  him  and 
produce  evidence  in  his  owu  behalf. 

It  is  claimed  that  a  IJr.  Saunders,  who  testified  to  treating  the  pen- 
sioner before  llis  enlistment,  was  exceedingly  unfriendly;  but  he  was  cor- 
roborated by  his  son  and  by  entries  on  his  books.  Another  physician, 
apparently  disinterested,  also  testified  to  his  treatment  of  the  pensioner 
in  i860  for  (iifficulties  with  his  eyes  and  ears.  The  pensioner  himself 
admitted  that  lie  had  trouble  with  one  of  his  eyes  in  i860,  but  that  he 
entirely  recovered.  Six  other  witnesses  testified  to  the  existence  of 
disease  of  the  pensioner's  eyes  before  enlistment. 

Though  twel\"e  in;i>;liljors  of  the  pensioner  testified  that  he  was  free 
from  neuralgia  and  disease  of  the  eyes  before  enlistment,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  evidence  against  the  pension  was  quite  satisfactory,  and 
that  it  should  not  Ix;  restored,  as  the  bill  before  me  proposes.

I  return  herewith  without  approval  House  bill  No,  3640,  entitled  "An 

act  granting  a  pension  to  James  T.  Irwin." 

This  claimant  enlisted  in  February,  1864,  and  was  mustered  out  June 
10,  1S65.  He  is  reported  as  absent  sick  from  August  20,  1864,  until  mus- 
tered oiit.  He  seems  to  have  been  treated  for  remittent  fever,  chronic 
diarrhea,  general  debility,  and  palpitation  of  the  heart. 

In  1876  he  filed  a  declaration  for  pension,  alleging  that  at  Petersburg, 
July  I,  1H64.  he  nxuracted  fever  and  inflammation  of  the  eyes. 

He  filed  an  affidavit  in  January,  1877,  in  which  he  states  that  his  dis- 
eased e\es  resulted  from  diseased  nerves,  caused  by  a  wound  received 
June  18,  i8ri4,  at  Petersburg,  and  from  a  consequent  abscess  on  the  back 
of  the  neck. 
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In  an  affidavit  filed  in  July,  1878,  he  states  that  in  June,  1864,111  front 
of  Petersburg,  he  had  his  ^un  smashed  in  front  of  his  face  aud  his  eyes 
injured,  and  afterwards  he  had  an  abscess  on  the  back  of  his  neck, 
typhoid  fever,  and  disease  of  the  left  lung. 

His  claim  founded  uix^n  these  various  allegations  of  injury  was  rejected 
in  PVbruary,  1879. 

In  vSeptemlxfr,  1884,  a  declaration  was  filed  for  a  pension,  ailing  dis- 
ease of  the  heart  contracted  at  Petersburg  June  16,  1864. 

The  claimant  was  examined  once  in  1882  and  twuce  in  1884  by  United 
States  examining  surgeons  and  lx)ards,  and  it  is  stated  that  these  exam- 
inations failed  to  reveal  any  disease  or  disability  except  disease  of  the 
eyes  and  an  irritable  heart,  the  result  of  indigestion. 

An  oculist  who  made  an  examination  in  1884  reported  that  the  un- 
natural condition  of  claimant's  eyes  was  congenital  and  in  no  manner 
the  result  of  injury  or  disease. 

Upon  a  consideration  of  the  very  short  time  that  the  claimant  was  in 
actual  service,  the  different  claims  he  has  made  touching  his  alleged  dis- 
ability, and  the  positive  results  of  medical  examinations,  I  am  satisfied 

this  |)ension  should  not  be  allowed.

I  return  herewith  without  my  approval  House  bill  No.  5306,  entitled 
"An  act  granting  a  pension  to  Roxana  V.  Rowley." 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  is  the  widow  of  Franklin  Rowley, 
who  enlisted  February  8,  1865,  was  promoted  to  first  lieutenant  March 
13'  1865,  aud  was  discharged  May  22,  1865,  having  tendered  his  resigna- 
tion, as  it  is  stated,  on  account  of  incom]ietency.  His  tender  of  resig- 
naticm  was  indorsed  by  the  commanding  officer  of  his  regiment  as  follows: 
"This  man  is  wholly  unfit  for  an  officer." 

It  will  l)e  seen  that  he  was  in  the  service  a  little  more  than  three  months. 

In  iSSo,  fifteen  years  after  his  disc^harge,  he  applied  for  a  pension, 
alleging  that  he  contracted  disease  of  the  liver  while  in  the  service. 

Ul)on  an  examination  of  the  claim  his  attending  physician  before  enlist- 
ment stated  tliat  as  early  as  1S54  the  claimant  was  afflicted  with  dyspepsia 
and  functional  disease  of  the  liver;  that  he  regarded  him  as  incurable,  so 
far  as  l)eing  restored  to  sonnd  healtli  was  concerned,  and  that  if  he  had 
been  at  h(  )me  at  the  time  when  he  enlisted  he  would  have  advised  again.st  it. 

The  testimony  of  this  ])liysician  as  to  the  claimant's  condition  after 
his  discharge  is  referred  to  in  the  rei)ort  of  the  Committee  of  the  House 
to  whom  this  bill  was  referred,  and  T  do  not  understand  that  he  is  at 
all  im])eached.  Pie  certainly  is  better  informed  than  any  other  person 
regarding  the  condition  of  the  man  who  was  his  patient. 

The  soldier  died  in  iSSi,  sixteen  \'ears  after  his  discharge,  and  his 
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widow  filed  her  claim  for  pension  in  1882,  alleging  tUat  tile  death  of  her 
husband  was  caused  by  a  disease  of  the  li\'er  contracted  in  the  service. 

Her  claim  was  rejected  in  1893  upon  the  ground  that  the  disease  of 
which  her  husband  died  existed  prior  to  his  enhstuieiit. 

I  can  not  avoid  the  conclusion,  upon  alt  the  facts  presented,  that  his 
death  was  not  chargeable  to  any  incident  of  bis  brief  military  service.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5021,  entitled  '"An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Mrs.  Margaret  A.  Jacoby." 

A  pension  has  been  allowed  on  account  of  the  disability  of  the  claim- 
ant's husband,  dating  from  his  discharge  in  1864. 

The  beneficiary  nameil  in  this  bill  applied  for  pension  in  1885,  alleg- 
ing that  she  married  the  soldier  in  1864;  that  he  incurred  deafness  and 
chronic  diarrhea  while  iii  the  service,  from  the  combined  effect  of  which 
he  partially  lost  his  mind;  that  on  the  7th  day  of  September,  1875,  he 
disappeared,  and  that  after  diligent  search  and  inquiry  she  is  unable  to 
learn  anything  of  him  since  that  time. 

His  disability  from  army  service  should  be  conceded  and  his  death 
at  some  time  and  in  some  manner  may  well  be  presumed;  but  the  fact 
that  he  died  from  any  cause  related  to  his  disability  or  bis  service  in  the 
Army  has  no  presumption  and  not  a  single  particle  of  proof  to  rest  upon. 

With  proper  diligence  something  should  be  discovered  to  throw  a  little 
light  upon  this  subject.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  3304,  entitled  "An  act  to 
restore  the  naino  of  Abner  Morehead  to  the  pension  roll." 

The  iK-rsou  nientioiied  in  this  bill  was  pensioned  in  November,  1867, 
ujwn  tile  claim  made  by  him  that  in  1863,  from  hardship  and  exposure 
incident  to  cainjt  life  and  fiL-ld  duty,  he  contracted  a  fever  which  settled 
in  his  evL's,  almost  wholly  destroying  his  sight.  Afterwards  his  pension 
was  increased  to  $15  a  month,  dating  from  December,  1867,  and  arrears 
at  tlie  rale  of  S.S  a  month  from  February,  1864.  In  1876  the  case  was 
put  in  the  hands  of  a  sjiecial  agent  of  the  Pension  Bureau  for  examina- 
tion, and  upon  his  reixirt,  .showing  that  the  claimant's  disease  of  the  eyes 
existed  prior  to  enlistment,  his  name  was  dropped  from  the  rolls. 

An  application  for  restoration  was  made  in  1879,  and  a  thorough  exam- 
ination was  made  by  a  sjiecial  examiner  in  1885,  \vho  reported  that  the 
testimony  taken  conclusively  establislied  the  fact  that  the  claimant  had 
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disvase  of  the  eyes  prior  to  the  time  of  eiiHstmeiit,  the  result  of  a  disorder 

wliich  he  siKfcifically  mentions,  and  that  he  was  treated  for  the  same  more 

than  a  year  subsequently  to  i860.     He  adds: 

There  is  no  merit  whatever  in  this  case,  and  it  is  evident  that  he  obtained  a  lar^ge 
snni  as  i^ension  to  which  he  must  have  known  he  was  not  entitle<l. 

The  results  of  these  examinations,  instituted  for  the  express  purpose 
of  developing  the  facts,  and  with  nothinjj^  apparent  to  impeach  them, 
should,  I  think,  control  as  against  the  statements  of  neighbors  and  com- 
rades based  upon  mere  j^^eneral  observation,  and  not  necessarily  covering 
the  i>eriod  wliich  is  important  to  the  controversy.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  4782,  entitled  **An' 
act  granting  a  jx^nsion  to  KHzabeth  McKay." 

The  beneficiary  named  is  the  widow  of  Rowley  S.  McKay,  who  in  1862 
seems  to  have  l)een  employed  as  ])ilot  on  the  ram  Switzerland,  He  seems 
to  have  l>een  upon  the  rolls  of  two  other  vessels  of  the  United  States,  the 
Covi Hilton  and  (i  en  era  I  Price,  but  was  discharged  by  Admiral  Porter  in 
June,  1864,  with  loss  of  all  pay  and  emoluments. 

He  filed  an  a])i>licati()n  for  pension  in  1S70,  alleging  that  while  on  duty 
as  pilot  and  in  action  with  the  rebel  ram  Arkansas  his  hearing  became 
affected  by  heavy  iiring.  He  also  claimed  that  in  February,  1863,  while 
on  the  vessel  Queen  of  the  West,  she  grounded',  and  to  escape  capture  he 
gc:t  off  and  floated  down  the  river  on  a  cotton  bale,  and,  being  in  the 
water  alnnit  three  hours,  the  exiK)sure  caused  a  disease  of  the  urinary 
organs;  and  that  a  few  days  after,  while  coming  up  the  river  on  a  trans- 
]X)rt,  the  boat  was  fired  into  and  several  balls  passed  through  his  left 
thigh.  It  seems  that  this  claim  was  not  definitely  jjassed  upon,  but  it  is 
stated  that  the  records  failed  to  show  that  McKay  was  in  the  service  of 
the  ITnited  States  at  the  time  he  alleged  the  contraction  of  disease  of  the 
urinary  organs  and  was  wounded  in  the  thigh. 

The  l)eneficiary  named  in  this  bill  never  made  application  for  pension 
to  the  Pension  Hureau,  but  it  a])pears  that  she  bases  her  claims  to  con- 
sideration by  Congress  uj>on  the  allegation  that  in  1862,  while  her  hus- 
band was  acting  as  pilot  of  the  ram  or  gunboat  Sii'itzerland,  he  contracted 
chronic  diarrhea,  from  which  he  never  recovered,  and  that  he  died  from 
the  effects  of  said  disease  in  May,  1S74. 

It  will  be  observed  that  among  the  various  causes  which  the  soldier 
or  sailor  himself  alleged  as  the  grounds  of  his  appUcation  for  pension 
chronic  diarrhea  is  not  mentioned. 

There  does  not  ai)])ear  to  Ik-  any  medical  testimony  to  support  the 
claim  thus  made  by  the  widow,  and  the  cause  of  death  is  not  definitely 
stated. 
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Taking  all  together,  it  lias  the  appearance  of  a  case,  by  no  means  rare, 
where  chronic  diarrhea  or  rheumatism  are  appealed  to  as  a  basis  for  a 
pension  claim  in  tlie  alisence  of  something  more  substantial  and  definite. 

The  fact  that  the  claim  of  the  beneficiary  has  never  been  presented 
to  the  Pension  Btireau  influences  in  some  degree  my  action  in  withhold- 
ing  tny  approval  of  this  bill.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  herewith  without  approval  Hou-se  bill  No.  3623,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  William  H.  Nevil." 

This  bill  directs  that  the  name  of  the  claimant  Ix;  placed  upon  the 
pension  roll  "subject  to  the  provisions  and  limitations  of  the  pension 
laws. ' ' 

This  very  thing  was  done  on  the  21A  day  of  Jime,  1865,  and  the  claim- 
ant is  in  tlie  receipt  at  the  present  time  of  the  full  amount  of  peii.siou 
allowed  by  our  pension  laws  as  administered  by  the  Pension  Bureau. 

I  suppose  the  intention  of  the  bill  was  to  increase  this  jiension,  but  it 
is  not  framed  in  such  a  wa\-  as  to  accomplish  that  object  or  to  lieuefit  the 
claimant  in  any  way  whatever.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  herewitJi  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  1505,  entitled  "An 
act  grautinft  a  pen.sion  to  William  Dermody." 

Bj-  the  records  of  the  War  Department  which  have  been  furnished  me 
it  appears  that  this  claimant  otdisted  August  19.  1861;  that  he  deserted 
August  29,  1862;  in  November  and  Decemljer,  i86z,  he  is  reported  as 
present  in  confineiueiit  in  regimental  guardhouse,  to  forfeit  one  month's 
pay  by  sentence  of  rei^imental  court-martial;  he  is  reported  as  having 
deserted  again  in  Decenil>er.  1863,  but  as  present  for  duty  in  Jannarj-  and 
February,  1864;  he  reenJisted  in  the  latter  month,  and  was  mustered  out 
Julv  17,  1865,  and  with  his  company  was  paid  up  to  and  including  July 
21,  1865, 

He  filed  a  declaration  for  pension  in  1879,  alleging  that  he  received  a 
gunsJiot  wound  in  the  thigh  at  Trenton,  N.  J..  July  21. 1865,  and  that  the 
woiuid  was  inflicted  b\'  a  member  of  the  In\'alid  Corps,  who  was  whip- 
ping a  drummer  Imy,  and  the  claimant  interfered  in  behalf  of  the  boy. 

It  is  fjuite  certain  that  the  transaction  took  place  July  23. 

An  examininji;  board,  in  1880,  foinid  pi.stol  shot  in  thigh,  but  refused 
to  give  the  claimant  a  rating,  because,  as  they  report,  "from  the  evi- 
dence Ijefore  the  l>oard  there  is  reason  to  suppose  that  he  was  deserting 
from  the  barracks  at  Trenton  July  23, 1865,  and  was  shot  by  the  guard.' 
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Tliis  may  not  l>e  a  just  suspicion  or  finding,  but  he  surely  was  not 
in  the  service  nor  in  the  performance  of  any  military  duty  at  the  time 
of  the  injury,  nor  was  he  engaged  in  such  manner  as  to  entitle  him  to 
indemnification  at  the  hands  of  the  Government.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  1059,  entitled  "An 

act  to  grant  a  pension  to  Joseph  Romiser.  *  * 

The  Pension  Bureau  reports  that  the  records  of  the  office  fail  to  show 
that  an  application  lias  l>een  filed  in  favor  of  this  claimant,  though  it  is 
stated  in  the  re^x^rt  of  the  House  committee  that  such  a  claim  was  made 
and  rejected  on  the  ground  that  the  claimant  was  not  at  the  time  of 
injury  in  the  service  of  the  I'^nited  States. 

It  certainly  api)ears  from  the  rejwrt  of  the  committee  that  the  bene- 
ficiary named  in  this  bill  was  not  in  the  service  of  the  Government  at 
such  a  time,  and  also  that  he  ha<l  not  been  mustered  into  the  service  of 
any  State  military  organization.  It  is  stated  that  he  belonged  to  Cap- 
tain Frank  Mason's  com])any  of  volunteers,  of  Frostburg,  in  the  State  of 
Marvland. 

Whether  this  company  was  organized  for  the  purpose  of  cooperating 
at  any  time  with  the  Tnion  or  vState  forces  is  not  alleged,  and  it  may  well 
have  l)eeii  existing  merely  for  the  purpose  of  neighborhood  protection. 

vSuch  as  it  was.  the  company  was  ordered  in  June,  1861,  to  proceed  to 
Cumberland  to  repel  a  threatened  attack  of  Confederate  forces.  Upon 
arriving  at  that  ]>lace  the  men  were  ordered  to  uncap  their  muskets.  In 
doing  this,  and  through  the  negligence  of  another  member  of  the  com- 
pany, whose  nnisket  was  discharged,  the  claimant  was  wounded. 

It  does  not  seem  to  me  that  the  facts  in  this  case,  so  far  as  they  have 
been  developed,  justify  the  passage  of  this  act.

I  herewith  return  without  a]>])r()val  House  bill  No.  4226,  entitled  **An 
net  granting  a  ])ensi()n  to  I'*annie  \\.  livans. " 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  is  the  widow  of  George  S.  Evans. 
lie  was  a  soldier  in  the  Mexican  War,  and  entered  the  Union  Army  in 
the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  on  the  \(A\\  day  of  Octol)er,  1861,  as  major  of  a 
California  regiment,  lie  became  a  colonel  in  February,  1863,  and  re- 
signed in  April  of  that  year,  to  take  elTect  on  the  31st  of  May  ensuing. 
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His  resignation  seems  to  have  been  tendered  un  account  of  private  mat- 
ters, and  no  mention  was  theu  made  of  any  disability.  It  is  stated  in 
the  committee's  report  to  the  House  that  in  1864  he  acceptetl  the  ofGce 
of  adjutant-general  of  the  Stale  of  Cahfornia,  which  he  held  for  nearly 
four  years. 

He  died  in  1883  from  cerebral  apoplexy. 

In  March,  1884,  his  widow  filed  an  application  for  pension,  ba-sed  upon 
the  allegation  that  fioui  active  and  severe  service  in  a  battle  with  the 
Indians  at  Spanish  F.irt  in  1863  her  husband  incurred  a  bemia,  which 
incapacitated  him  for  active  service. 

There  appears  to  bu  evidence  to  justify  this  statement,  notwithstand- 
ing the  fact  that  the  deceased  during  the  twenty  years  tliat  followed 
before  his  death  made  no  claim  for  such  disability. 

But  it  seems  to  me  that  the  effort  to  attribute  bis  death  by  aix>plexy 
to  the  existence  of  hernia  ought  not  to  be  successful,

I  herewith  return  without  approval  Hou.se  bill  No.  2971,  entitk-d  ".\n 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Francis  Deniing." 

This  claimant  entered  the  service  in  August,  1S6 1 ,  and  was  discharged 
Septeml)er  15.  1865. 

His  hospital  record  shows  that  during  his  service  he  was  treated  for 
various  temporarj'  ailments,  among  which  rheumatism  is  not  included. 

He  filed  an  application  for  i>ension  in  September,  1884,  alleging  that  in 
August,  i.S64,lie  contracted  rheumatism,  which  had  resulted  in  blindness. 

On  an  examination  of  his  case  in  November,  1884,  he  stated  that  his 
eyesight  began  to  fail  in  1882. 

There  seems  to  be  no  testimony  showing  his  condition  from  the  time 
of  his  di.scliarge  to  1880,  a  perlixl  of  fifteen  j'ears. 

The  claim  that  his  present  condition  of  blindness  is  the  result  of  his 
army  sen'ice  is  not  insisted  upon  as  a  reason  for  granting  him  relief  as 
strongly  as  liis  sad  and  helpless  condition.  The  committee  of  the  House 
to  which  this  bill  was  referred,  after  detailing  his  situation,  clase  their 
report  with  these  words:  ' '  He  served  well  his  country  in  its  dire  need; 
his  necessities  now  appeal  for  relief. ' ' 

We  ha\'e  here  presented  the  case  of  a  soldier  who  did  his  duty  during 
his  army  service,  and  who  was  discharged  in  1865  witliout  any  record  of 
having  suffered  with  rheumatism  and  without  any  claim  of  disability  aris- 
ing from  the  same.  He  returned  to  his  place  as  a  citizen,  and  in  peace- 
ful pursuits,  with  chances  certainly  not  impaired  by  the  circumstance 
that  he  had  .sen-ed  his  country,  he  appears  to  have  held  his  place  in  the 
race  of  life  for  fifteen  years  or  more.  Then,  like  many  another,  he  was 
M  P— VOL  vin— 30 
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subjected  to  loss  of  sight,  one  of  the  saddest  afflictions  known  to  human 
Hfe. 

Thereupon,  and  after  nineteen  years  had  elapsed  since  his  discbarge 
from  the  Army,  a  pension  is  claimed  for  him  upon  a  very  shadowy  alle- 
gation of  the  incurrence  of  rheumatism  while  in  the  service,  coupled 
with  the  startling  proposition  that  this  rheumatism  resulted,  just  pre- 
vious to  his  application,  in  blindness.  Upon  medical  examination  it 
appeared  that  his  blindness  was  caused  by  amaurosis,  which  is  gener- 
ally accepted  as  an  affection  of  the  optic  nerve. 

I  am  satisfied  that  a  fair  examination  of  the  facts  in  this  case  justifies 
the  statement  that  the  bill  under  consideration  can  rest  only  upon  the 
grounds  that  aid  vShould  l>e  furnished  to  this  ex-soldier  because  he  served 
in  the  Army  and  because  he  a  long  time  thereafter  became  blind,  disabled, 
and  dei)endent. 

The  question  is  whether  we  are  prepared  to  adopt  this  principle  and 
establish  this  precedent. 

None  of  us  are  entitled  to  credit  for  extreme  tenderness  and  considera- 
tion toward  those  who  fought  their  country's  battles.  These  are  senti- 
ments common  to  all  good  citizens.  They  lead  to  the  most  benevolent 
care  on  the  i)art  of  the  Government  and  deeds  of  charity  and  mercj''  in 
private  life.  The  blatant  and  noisy  self-assertion  of  those  who,  from 
motives  that  may  well  be  suspected,  declare  themselves  above  all  others 
friends  of  the  soldier  can  not  discredit  nor  belittle  the  calm,  steady,  and 
affectionate  regard  of  a  grateful  nation. 

An  appropriation  has  just  been  passed  setting  apart  $76,000,000  of 
the  public  money  for  distribution  as  pensions,  under  laws  liberally  con- 
structed, with  a  view  of  meeting  every  meritorious  case.  More  than 
$1,000,000  was  added  to  maintain  the  Pension  Bureau,  which  is  charged 
with  the  duty  of  a  fair,  just,  and  lil:)eral  apportionment  of  this  fund. 

Legislation  has  l^een  at  the  present  session  of  Congress  perfected  con- 
siderably increasing  the  rate  of  pension  in  certain  cases.  Appropriations 
have  also  been  made  of  large  sums  for  the  support  of  national  homes 
where  sick,  disabled,  or  needy  soldiers  are  cared  for,  and  within  a  few 
days  a  liberal  sum  has  been  appropriated  for  the  enlargement  and  in- 
creased accommodaticm  and  convenience  of  thCvSe  institutions. 

All  this  is  no  more  than  should  be  done. 

But  with  all  this,  and  with  the  hundreds  of  special  acts  which  have 
been  passed  granting  pensions  in  cases  where,  for  my  part,  I  am  willing 
to  confess  that  sympathy  rather  than  judgment  has  often  led  to  the  dis- 
covery of  a  relation  between  injury  or  death  and  military  service,  I  am 
constrained  by  a  sense  of  public  duty  to  interiK)se  against  establishing  a 
principle  and  setting  a  precedent  which  nnist  result  in  unregulated,  par- 
tial, and  unjust  gifts  of  public  money  under  the  pretext  of  indemnifj'ing 
those  who  suffered  in  their  means  of  support  as  an  incident  of  military'

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  4642,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  James  Carroll." 

The  claimant  alleges  that  lie  was  wounded  while  in  the  ser\-ice  as  a 
member  of  Company  E,  Third  Regiment  North  Carolina  Mounted  Vol- 
unteer.s,  while  securing  recruits  for  the  regiment  at  Watauga,  N.  C, , 
January  25,  1865. 

The  records  of  the  War  Department  develop  the  fact  that  the  name  of 
this  man  is  not  borne  iiix>n  any  roll  of  the  company  to  which  he  claims 
to  belong. 

He  stated  in  his  application  that  he  was  sworn  in  by  one  Geoi^  W. 
Perkins,  who,  it  appears,  was  a  private  in  said  company,  and  that  Per- 
kins was  with  him  at  the  time  he  was  .shot. 

This  is  undoubtedly  true,  and  that  the  claimant  was  injured  by  a  gun- 
shot is  also  probably  tme.  He  was  not,  however,  at  the  time  regularly  in 
the  United  States  service,  but  this  objection  might  in  some  drcnmstances 
be  regarded  as  technical.  The  difficulty  is  that  the  fact  that  he  was 
creditably  employed  in  a  service  of  Ijenefit  to  the  country  is  not  satisfac- 
torily shown.  He  gives  two  accounts  of  the  business  in  which  he  was 
engaged,  and  Mr.  Perkins's  explanation  of  the  manner  in  which  the  two 
were  occupied  is  somewhat  different  still. 

Carroll's  claim,  presented  to  the  Pension  Bureau,  was  rejected  upon  the 
ground  that  there  was  no  record  of  his  ser^'ice  on  file;  but  in  his  testi- 
niony  he  stated  that  Perkins  was  wounded  on  the  same  occasion  as  him- 
self, and  that  he  1  Perkins)  was  then  a  pensioner  on  account  thereof. 

The  records  of  the  Pension  Bureau  show  that  Perkins  was  pensioned 
in  1873  on  account  of  three  wounds  received  at  the  time  and  place  of 
Carroll's  injury. 

It  also  appears  that  his  name  was  dropped  from  the  rolls  in  1877  on 
the  ground  that  his  wounds  were  not  received  in  the  line  of  duty. 

After  an  investigation  made  at  that  time  by  a  special  examiner,  he 
reported  that  Perkins  and  Carroll  liad  collected  a  number  of  men  to- 
gether, who  made  their  headquarters  at  the  home  of  Carroll's  mother 
and  were  engaged  in  i>lundering  the  neighborhood,  and  that  on  account 
of  their  depredations  thej-  were  hunted  down  by  home  guards  and  shot 
at  the  time  they  stated. 

If  this  reiwrt  is  accepted  as  reliable,  it  should  of  course  lead  to  the 
rejection  of  the  claim  for  pension  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Carroll.

1  herewith  return  withont  approval  House  bill  No.  3043,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Lewis  W.Scanland." 
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The  claimant  filed  his  declaration  for  a  ixMision  in  1884,  alleging  that 
he  contracted  chronic  diarrhea  while  ser\Mng  in  a  company  of  mounted 
Illinois  volunteers  in  the  Black  Hawk  War. 

The  records  show  that  he  served  from  April  18,  1832,  to  May  28,  in 
the  vSame  year. 

He  was  examined  by  a  l)oard  of  surgeons  in  1884,  when  he  was  said  to 
Ijc  75  years  old.  In  his  examination  he  did  not  claim  to  have  diarrhea 
for  a  good  many  years.  On  the  contrary,  he  claimed  to  be  afifected  with 
constipation,  and  said  he  had  never  had  diarrhea  of  late  years,  except  at 
times  when  he  had  taken  medicine  for  constipation. 

I  am  inclined  to  think  it  would  have  l)een  a  fortunate  thing  if  in  this 
case  it  could  have  Ijeen  demonstrated  that  a  man  could  thrive  so  well 
with  the  chronic  diarrhea  for  fifty-two  years  as  its  existence  in  the  case 
of  this  good  old  gentleman  would  prove.  We  should  then,  perhaps, 
have  less  of  it  in  claims  for  pensions. 

The  fact  is,  in  this  case  there  is  no  disability  which  can  be  traced  to  the 
forty  days'  military  service  of  fifty-four  years  ago,  and  I  think  little,  if  any, 
more  infirmity  than  is  usually  found  in  men  of  the  age  of  the  claimant. 

Entertaining  this  belief,  I  am  constrained  to  withhold  my  signature 
from  this  bill.  GROVER  C^^EVELAND.

I  return  herewith  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5414,  entitled  **An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Maria  Cunningham." 

The  husband  of  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  enlisted  January  29, 
1862,  and  was  discharged  January  20,  1S65. 

He  applied  for  a  |x;nsion  in  1S76,  alleging  a  shell  wound  in  the  head. 
His  claim  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  there  appeared  to  be  no  dis- 
ability from  that  cause.  Xo  other  injury  or  disability  was  ever  claimed 
by  him,  but  at  the  time  of  his  examination  in  1876  he  was  found  to  be 
sickly,  feeble,  and  emaciated,  and  suiTeriiig  from  an  advanced  stage  of 
saccharine  diabetes. 

His  widow  filed  an  a])plication  for  a  j)ension  in  1879,  alleging  that  her 
husband  died  in  December,  1877,  of  spinal  disease  and  dial^etes,  contracted 
in  the  service. 

Her  claim  was  rejected  because  evidence  was  not  furnished  that  the 
cause  of  the  soldier's  death  had  its  origin  in  the  military  service. 

There  seems  to  be  an  entire  absence  of  pr(K)f  of  this  hnportaut  fact.

I  herewith  return  without  a]>proval  House  bill  Xo.  4797,  entitled  **An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Robert  H.  Stapleton." 
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This  claimant  filed  an  application  for  pension  in  the  Pension  Bureau  iu 
1883,  alleging  that  while  acting  as  lieu  ten  ant -colonel  of  a  New  Mexico 
regiment,  on  February  21,  1862,  the  tongue  of  a  caisson  struck  him,  in- 
juring his  left  side.  A  medical  examination  made  in  1882  showed  a  frac- 
ture of  the  ninth,  tenth,  and  eleventh  ribs  of  the  left  side. 

If  these  fractures  were  the  result  of  the  injurj-  alleged,  tliey  were 
immediately  apparent,  and  the  delay  of  twenty-one  years  in  presenting 
the  claim  for  pension  certainly  iiec'ds  explanation. 

Claims  of  this  description,  by  a  wise  provision  of  law,  must,  to  be  valid, 
be  prosecuted  to  a  successful  issue  prior  to  the  4th  day  of  July,  1874. 

The  rank  which  this  claimant  held  presupposes  such  intelligence  as 
admits  of  no  excuse  on  the  ground  of  ignorance  of  the  law  for  his  failure 
to  present  his  application  within  the  time  fixed  by  taw. 

The  evidence  of  disability  from  the  cause  alleged  is  weak,  to  say  the 
most  of  it,  and  I  can  not  think  that  such  a  wholesome  provision  of  law  as 
that  above  referred  to,  «liich  limits  the  time  for  the  adjustment  of  such 
claims,  should  be  modified  upon  the  facts  presented  in  this  case.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5550,  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  public  building  at  Duluth,  Minn." 

After  quite  a  careful  examination  of  the  public  needs  at  the  point 
mentioned  I  am  entirely  satisfied  that  the  public  building  provided  for 
iu  this  bill  is  not  immediately  necessary. 

Not  a  little  legislation  has  lately  been  perfected,  and  very  likely  more 
will  lie  necessary,  to  increase  miscalculated  appropriations  for  aud  cor- 
rect blunders  in  the  construction  of  many  of  the  public  buildings  now 
ill  process  of  erection. 

While  this  does  not  furnish  a  good  reason  for  disapproving  the  erec- 
tion of  other  buildings  where  actually  necessary,  it  induces  close  scrutiny 
and  gives  rise  to  tJie  earnest  wish  that  new  projects  for  pubhc  buildings 
shall  for  the  present  l>e  limited  to  such  as  are  required  by  the  most  press- 
ing necessities  of  the  Government's  business.

I  return  herewith  without  approval  House  bill  No.  2043,  entitled  "An 
act  to  place  Mary  Karstetter  on  the  pension  roll." 

The  husband  of  this  Ijcneficiary,  Jacob  Karstetter,  was  enrolled  June 
30,  1864,  as  a  substitute  in  a  Pennsylvania  regiment,  and  was  discharged 
for  disability  June  30, 1865.  caused  by  a  gunshot  wound  in  the  left  hand. 


r 
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A  declaration  for  i^eiisioii  was  filed  by  him  in  1865,  based  upon  this 
wound,  and  the  same  was  granted,  dating  from  June  in  that  year,  which 
he  drew  till  the  time  of  his  death,  August  21, 1874. 

In  1882  his  widow  filed  her  application  for  pension,  alleging  that  he 
died  of  wounds  received  in  battle.  The  claim  was  made  that  he  was 
injured  while  in  the  Arni^'  by  a  horse  nnniing  over  him. 

There  is  little  or  no  evidence  of  such  an  injury  having  been  received; 
and  if  this  was  presented  there  would  be  no  necessary  connection  be- 
tween that  and  the  cause  of  the  soldier's  death,  which  was  certified  by 
the  attending  physician  to  l)e  gastritis  and  congestion  of  the  kidneys. 

I  can  hardly  see  how  the  Pension^  Bureau  could  arrive  at  any  conclu- 
sion except  that  the  death  of  the  soldier  was  not  due  to  his  military 
service,  and  the  acceptance  of  this  finding,  after  an  examination  of  the 

facts,  leads  me  to  disapprove  this  bill.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5394,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  vSallie  Ann  Bradley." 

The  husband  of  this  proposed  beneficiary  was  discharged  from  the  mil- 
itary service  in  1S65,  after  a  long  service,  and  was  afterwards  pensioned 
for  gunshot  wound. 

He  died  in  1S82.  The  widow  appears  to  have  never  filed  a  claim  for 
pension  in  her  own  right. 

No  cause  is  given  of  the  soldier's  death,  but  it  is  not  claimed  that  it 
resulted  from  his  military  service,  her  pension  being  asked  for  entirely 
because  of  her  needs  and  the  faithful  service  of  her  husband  and  her  sons. 

This  presents  the  question  whether  a  gift  in  such  a  case  is  a  proper  dis- 
position of  money  aj^propriated  for  the  purpose  of  paying  pensions. 

The  passage  of  this  law  would,  in  my  opinion,  establish  a  precedent  so 
far-reaching  and  open  the  door  to  such  a  vast  nuiltitude  of  claims  not  on 
principle  within  our  present  pension  laws  that  I  am  constrained  to  disap- 
prove the  bill  under  consideration.

Regiment  of  vState  Militia  Volunteers,  who  died  at  Clinton,  Mo.,  April  8, 
1864.

The  widow  filed  her  claim  iii  1866,  alleging  that  her  husband  died 
while  in  the  sen-ice  from  an  overdose  of  colchicum. 

The  evidence  shows  without  dispute  that  on  the  day  previous  to  the 
death  of  the  soldier  a  comrade  procured  some  medicine  from  the  regi- 
mental surgeon  and  asked  McCarty  to  smell  aud  taste  it:  that  he  did  so, 
and  shortly  afterwards  became  very  sick  aud  died  the  next  momhig. 

It  is  quite  evident  that  the  deceased  soldier  did  more  than  taste  this 
medicine. 

Although  it  would  be  pleasant  to  aid  the  widow  in  this  case,  it  is 
hardly  fair  to  ask  the  Govenunent  to  grant  a  pension  for  the  freak  or 
gross  heedlessness  and  recklessness  of  this  soldier.

I  herewith  return  without  my  approval  House  bill  No.  6648,  entitled 
"An  act  for  the  relief  of  Edward  M.Harrington," 

It  appears  that  this  claimant  was  enrolled  as  a  recruit  December  31. 
1863,  and  mustered  iu  at  Dunkirk,  N.  V.  He  remained  at  the  barracks 
there  until  March,  1864,  when  he  was  received  at  the  Elmira  rendezvous. 
From  there  he  was  sent  to  his  regiment  on  the  7th  day  of  April,  1864. 

He  was  discharged  June  15,  1864,  upon  a  surgeon's  certificate  of  disa- 
bility, declaring  the  cause  of  discharge  to  be  epilepsy,  produced  by  blows 
of  violence  o\-er  the  hypochondria  1  region  while  in  the  service,  producing 
a  deformity  of  sternum. 

The  claimant  filed  an  application  for  pension  in  June,  1879,  and  in 
that  and  subsequent  affidavits  he  alleged  that  while  in  barracks  at  Dun- 
kirk, N,  Y. ,  and  alx)Ut  the  9th  day  of  January,  1864,  and  in  the  line  of 
duty,  he  was  attacked  b\'  one  Patrick  Burnes,  who  struck  him  upon  the 
head  and  stamped  upon  and  kicked  him,  breaking  his  collar  bone  and  a 
number  of  ribs,  causing  internal  injury  and  fits,  the  latter  recurring  every 
two  weeks. 

It  is  hardly  worth  while  considering  the  character  of  these  alleged 
injuries  or  their  connectiou  with  the  fits  with  which  the  claimant  is 
afflicted. 

I  am  entirelj'  unable  to  see  how  the  injuries  are  related  to  the  claim- 
ant's army  .service. 

The  Go\-erument  ought  not  to  be  called  upon  to  insure  against  the 
quarrelsome  propensities  of  its  individual  soldiers,  nor  to  compensate  one 
who  is  worsted  in  a  fight,  or  even  iu  an  unprovoked  attack,  when  the 
cause  of  injury  is  in  no  way  connected  with  or  related  to  any  require- 
ment or  incident  of  military  service.

To  the  Senate  of  the  I  -nited  States: 

I  return  without  ai)pr()val  Senate  bill  No.  2281,  entitled  **An  act  grant- 
ing to  railroads  the  rij^jht  of  way  through  the  Indian  reservation  in  north- 
ern Montana." 

The  reservation  referred  to  stretches  across  the  extreme  northern  part 
of  Montana  Territory,  with  British  America  for  its  northern  boundary. 
It  contains  an  area  of  over  30,000  square  miles.  It  is  dedicated  to  Indian 
occupancy  by  treaty  of  October  17,  1855,  and  act  of  Congress  of  April  15, 
1874.  No  railroads  are  within  immediate  approach  to  its  boundaries, 
and  only  one,  as  shown  on  recent  maps,  is  under  construction  in  the 
neigliborh(X)d  leading  in  its  direction.  The  surrounding  country  is 
sparsely  settled,  and  I  have  l>een  unable  to  ascertain  that  the  necessities 
of  commerce  or  any  public  exigencies  demand  this  legislation,  which 
would  affect  so  seriously  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  Indians  occupy- 
ing the  reservation. 

The  bill  is  in  the  nature  of  a  general  right  of  way  for  railroads  through 
this  Indian  reservation.  The  Indian  (xx^upants  have  not  given  their  con- 
sent to  it,  neither  have  they  been  consulted  regarding  it,  nor  is  there  any 
provision  in  it  for  securing  their  consent  or  agreement  to  the  location  or 
construction  of  railroads  upon  their  lands.  No  routes  are  described,  and 
no  general  directions  on  which  the  line  of  any  railroad  will  be  constructed 
are  given. 

No  particular  organized  railway  com])any  engaged  in  constructing  a 
railroad  toward  the  reservation  and  ready  or  desirous  to  build  its  road 
through  the  Indian  lands  to  meet  the  needs  and  requirements  of  trade 
and  connnerce  is  named.  The  bill  gives  the  right  to  any  railroad  in  the 
country,  duly  organized  inider  the  laws  of  any  Territory,  of  any  State,  or 
of  the  United  vStates,  except  those  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  enter 
this  Indian  country,  ])r()S])ect  for  routes  of  travel,  sur\^ey  them,  and  con- 
struct roirtes  of  travel  wherever  it  may  ]^lease,  with  no  check  save  possible 
disap])roval  by  the  vSecretary  of  the  Interior  of  its  maps  of  location,  and 
no  limitation  upon  its  acts  except  such  rules  and  regulations  as  he  may 
])rescril)e. 

This  ])ower  vested  in  the  vSecretary  of  the  Interior  might  itself  be  im- 
providently  exercised  and  subject  to  abuse. 

No  limit  of  time  is  fixed  within  which  the  construction  of  railroads 
should  begin  or  be  completed.  Without  such  limitations  speculating 
cor|K)rations  would  be  enabled  to  seek  out  and  secure  the  right  of  way 
over  the  natural  and  most  feasible  routes,  with  no  present  intention  of 
constructing  railroads  along  such  lines,  but  with  the  view  of  holding 
their  advantageous  easements  for  dis])osal  at  some  future  time  to  some 
other  corporation  for  a  valuable  consideration.  In  this  way  the  construc- 
tion of  needed  railroad  facilities  in  that  country  could  be  hereafter  greatly 
obstructed  and  retarded. 
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If  the  IJiiiteil  States  must  exercise  its  right  of  eminent  domain  o\-cr 
the  Indian  Territories  for  the  general  welfare  of  tlie  whole  country,  it 
should  Ije  done  cautioiisly,  with  due  regard  for  the  interests  of  the  In- 
dians, and  to  no  greater  extent  than  the  exigencies  of  the  public  service 
require. 

Bills  tending  somewhat  iu  the  direction  of  this  general  character  of 
legislation,  ailecting  the  rights  of  the  Indians  reser\'ed  to  them  by  treaty 
stipulations,  have  been  presented  to  me  during  the  present  session  of 
Congress.  They  have  received  niy  rehictant  approval,  though  I  am  by 
no  means  certain  that  a  mistake  has  not  been  made  in  passing  such  laws 
without  providing  for  the  consent  to  such  grants  by  the  Indian  occupants 
and  otherwise  more  closely  guarding  their  rights  and  interests;  and  I 
hoped  that  each  of  those  bills  as  it  received  my  approval  would  Ije  the  last 
of  the  kind  presented.  They,  however,  designated  particular  railroad 
companies,  laid  down  general  routes  over  which  the  respective  roads 
should  be  constructed  through  the  Indian  lands,  and  specified  their  direc- 
tion and  tenniiii,  so  that  I  was  enabled  to  reasonably  satisfy  myself  that 
the  exigencies  of  the  public  service  and  the  interests  of  conuiierce  prob- 
ably demanded  the  construction  of  the  roads,  and  that  by  their  construc- 
tion and  operation  the  Indians  would  not  be  too  seriously  affected. 

The  bill  now  before  me  is  much  more  general  in  its  terms  than  those 
which  have  preceded  it.  It  is  a  new  and  wide  departure  from  the  gen- 
eral tenor  of  legislation  affecting  Indian  reservations.  It  ignores  the 
right  of  the  Indians  to  be  consulted  as  to  the  disposition  of  their  lands, 
opens  wide  the  door  to  any  railroad  corporation  to  do  what,  under  the 
treaty  co\'ering  the  greater  portion  of  the  reservation,  is  reserved  to  the 
United  States  alone;  it  gives  the  right  to  enter  upon  Indian  lands  to 
a  class  of  corporations  carrying  with  them  many  individuals  not  known 
for  any  scrupulous  regard  for  the  interest  or  welfare  of  the  Indians;  it 
invites  a  general  invasion  of  the  Indian  country,  and  brings  into  con- 
tact and  intercourse  with  the  Indians  a  class  of  whites  and  others  who 
are  independent  of  the  orders,  regulations,  and  control  of  the  resident 

Corporations  operating  railroads  through  Indian  lands  are  strongly 
tempted  to  infringe  at  will  uixm  the  reser\'ed  rights  and  the  property  of 
Indians,  and  thus  are  apt  to  become  so  arbitrary  in  their  dealings  and 
domineering  in  their  conduct  toward  them  that  the  Indians  become  dis- 
quieted, often  threatening  outbreaks  and  periling  the  lives  of  frontier 
settlers  and  others. 

I  am  impressed  with  the  belief  that  the  bill  under  consideration  does 
not  sufficiently  guard  against  an  invasion  of  the  rights  and  a  disturbance 
of  the  peace  and  quiet  of  the  Indians  on  the  reservation  mentioned;  nor 
am  I  satisfied  that  the  legislation  proposed  is  demanded  by  any  exigency 
of  the  public  welfare.

I  return  herewith  without  approval  House  bill  No.  524,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Daniel  H.  Ross." 

An  application  for  pension  was  filed  in  the  Pension  Bureau  by  the 
beneficiary  named  in  this  bill,  and  considerable  testimony  was  filed  in 
supix)rt  of  the  same.  I  do  not  understand  that  the  claim  has  been  finally 
rejected.  But  however  that  may  be,  the  claimant  died,  as  I  am  advised, 
on  the  I  St  day  of  February  last.  This,  of  course,  renders  the  proposed 
legislation  entirely  inoj^erative,  if  it  would  not  actually  prejudice  the 
claim  of  his  surviving  widow.  She  has  already  been  advised  of  the  evi- 
dence necessary  to  complete  the  claim  of  her  husband,  and  it  is  not  at  all 
improbable  that  she  will  be  able  to  prosecute  the  same  to  a  successful 
issue  for  her  benefit. 

At  any  rate,  her  rights  should  not  be  in  the  least  jeopardized  by  the 
completion  of  the  legislation  proposed  in  this  bill.

To  the  Senate: 

I  herewith  return  w^ithout  approval  Senate  bill  No.  856,  entitled  **An 
act  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  public  building  in  the  city  of  Dayton, 
Ohio. ' ' 

It  is  not  claimed  that  the  Government  has  any  pubUc  department  or 
business  which  it  should  (juarter  at  Dayton  except  its  post-office  and 
internal-revenue  office.  The  former  is  represented  as  employing  ten 
clerks,  sixteen  regular  and  two  substitute  letter  carriers,  and  two  spe- 
cial-delivery employees,  who,  I  suppose,  are  Ixjys,  only  occasionally  in 
actual  service.  I  do  not  understand  that  the  present  post-office  quarters 
are  either  insufficient  or  incon\'enient.  V>y  a  statement  prepared  by  the 
present  iK)stmaster  it  ap]K'ars  that  they  are  rented  by  the  Government 
for  a  jxiriod  of  ten  years  from  the  15th  day  of  October,  1883,  at  an  an- 
nual rent  of  $2,950,  which  includes  the  cost  of  heating  the  same. 

The  office  of  the  internal-revenue  collector  is  claimed  to  be  inade- 
quate, but  I  am  led  to  believe  that  this  officer  is  fairly  accommodated 
at  an  annual  rental  of  :?it/.x).  It  is  not  impossible  that  a  suggestion  to 
change  the  area  of  this  revenue  district  may  be  adopted,  which  would 
relieve  any  comi)laint  of  inade(iuacy  of  office  room. 

With  only  these  two  offices  to  provide  for,  I  am  not  satisfied  that  the 
expenditure  (;f  $150,000  for  their  accommodation,  as  proposed  by  this 
bill,  is  in  accordance  with  sound  business  principles  or  consistent  with 
that  economy  in  public  affairs  which  has  been  promised  to  the  people.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5546,  entitled  "An 
act  for  the  erection  of  a  public  building  at  Aslieville,  N.  C." 

If  the  needs  of  the  Goveniineiit  are  alone  considered,  the  proposed 
building  is  only  necessarj'  for  the  accouunodation  of  two  terms  of  the 
United  States  court  in  each  year  and  to  provide  an  oESce  for  Uie  clerk  of 
that  court  and  more  commodious  quarters  for  the  post-office. 

The  terms  of  the  court  are  now  held  in  the  county  court  room  at 
Asheville  at  an  expense  to  the  Goveniiuent  of  $50  for  each  term;  the 
clerk  of  the  court  occupies  a  room  for  which  an  annual  rent  of  $150  is 
paid,  and  the  rent  paid  for  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  jxist -office  is  $180 
each  year. 

The  postmaster  reports  that  four  employees  are  regularly  engaged  in 
his  office,  which  is  now  rated  as  third  class. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  the  court  could  be  much  more  conveniently  pro- 
vided for  in  a  new  building  if  one  should  be  erected;  but  it  is  represented 
to  me  that  the  regular  terms  held  at  Asheville  last  only  two  or  three 
weeks  each,  though  special  teniis  are  ordered  at  times  to  clear  the 
docket.  It  is  difficult  to  see  from  any  facts  presented  in  support  of  this 
bill  why  the  United  States  court  does  not  find  accommodations  which 
fairly  answer  its  needs  in  the  rooms  now  occupied  by  it.  The  floor 
space  furnished  for  the  tenns  of  the  Federal  court  is  stated  to  be  75  by 
100  feet,  which,  it  must  bi^  admitted,  provides  a  very  respectable  court 

It  is  submitted  that  the  necessity  to  the  Government  of  a  proper  place 
to  hold  its  courts  is  the  only  consideration  which  should  have  any  weight 
in  cietermining  uikju  the  propriety  of  expending  the  money  which  will 
i>e  necessary  to  erect  the  proi»sed  new  building. 

The  limit  of  its  cost  is  fixetl  in  the  bill  under  consideration  at  the  sum 
of  $So,ooo,  but  the  history  of  such  projects  justifies  the  expectation  that 
this  limit  will  certainly  lie  exceeded. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  present  necessity  for  this  building  is  not  urgent, 
and  that  sonielhing  may  l>e  gained  by  a  delay  which  will  demonstrate 
more  fully  the  public  needs,  and  thus  better  suggest  the  style  and  size  of 
ll.c  building  to  be  erected.  GROVER  CLKVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  63,  entitled  "An  act  to 
authorize  the  construction  of  a  highway  bridge  across  that  part  of  the 
waters  of  I,akc  Chaniplain  lying  l>etween  the  towns  of  North  Hero  and 
Alhurg.  ill  the  State  of  Vermont." 

On  the  20th  day  of  June,  i«f^4.  a  bill  was  approved  and  became  a  law 
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having  the  same  title  and  containing  precisely  the  same  provisions  aud 
in  the  exact  words  of  the  bill  herewith  returned. 

The  records  of  the  War  Department  indicate  that  nothing  has  been 
done  toward  building  the  bridge  permitted  by  such  prior  act.  It  is  hardly 
possible  that  the  bill  now  before  me  is  intended  to  authorize  an  addi- 
tional bridge  Ixitween  the  two  towns  named,  and  I  have  been  unable  to 
discover  any  excuse  or  necessity  for  new  legislation  on  the  subject. 

I  conclude,  therefore,  that  Congress  in  i>assing  this  bill  acted  in  igno- 
rance of  the  fact  that  a  law  providing  for  its  objects  and  purposes  was 
already  on  the  statute  book. 

My  approval  of  the  bill  is  withheld  for  this  reason  and  in  order  to 
prevent  an  unnecessary  and  confusing  multiplicity  of  laws.

I  hereby  return  without  my  approval  House  bill  No.  1 391,  entitled  **An 
act  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  public  building  at  Springfield,  Mo." 

It  api^ars  from  the  report  of  the  committee  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives to  which  this  bill  w^as  referred  that  the  city  of  Springfield  is 
in  a  thriving  condition,  with  stores,  banks,  and  manufactories,  and  hav- 
ing, with  North  Springfield,  which  is  an  adjoining  town,  about  20,000 
inhabitants. 

No  Federal  courts  are  held  at  this  place,  and  apparently  the  only  quar- 
ters which  the  Government  should  provide  are  such  as  are  necessary  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  post-office  and  the  land-office  located  there. 

The  postmaster  reix)rts  that  six  employees  are  engaged  in  his  office. 

The  rooms  used  as  a  ix)st-office  are  now  furnished  the  Government 
free  of  expense,  and  the  rent  paid  for  the  quarters  occupied  as  a  land- 
office  amounts  to  S300  annually. 

Upon  the  facts  presented  I  am  satisfied  that  the  business  of  the  Gov- 
ernment at  this  point  can  be  well  transacted  for  the  present  vrithout  the 
construction  of  the  proposed  ])uilding.

T  return  without  approval  vScnate  bill  No.  2160,  entitled  **Abill  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Mary  J.  Hagerman." 

The  husband  of  this  pro|x)sed  l)eneficiar>^  enlisted  in  1861  and  was 
wounded  by  a  gunshot,  which  seriously  injured  his  left  forearm.  In  1864 
he  was  discharged;  was  afterwards  pensioned  for  his  wound,  and  died  in 
August,  1884. 

Dr.  Hageman,  who  attended  the  deceased  in  his  last  illness,  testifies

that  he  was  called  to  attend  him  in  August,  1884;  that  he  was  sick  with 
typhomalarial  fever,  and  that  upon  inquiry  he  (the  physician)  found 
that  it  was  caused  by  hard  work  or  overexertion  and  exposure.  He  was 
ill  for  about  ten  days. 

The  application  of  his  widow  for  pension  was  rejected  in  1885  on  the 
ground  that  the  fatal  disease  vvas  not  due  to  military  service. 

I  am  unablt  to  discover  how  any  different  determination  could  have 
been  reached. 

To  grant  a  pension  in  this  case  would  clearly  contravene  the  present 
policy  of  the  Government,  and  either  establish  a  precedent  which,  if  fol- 
lowed, would  allow  a  pension  to  the  widow  of  every  soldier  wounded  or 
disabled  in  the  war,  without  regard  to  the  cause  of  death,  or  would  un- 
justly discriminate  in  favor  of  the  few  thus  receiving  the  bounty  of  the 
Government  against  many  whose  cases  were  equally  meritorious.

I  herewith  return  without  my  approval  Senate  hill  No.  142 1,  entitled 
"An  act  granting  a  pension  to  William  H.  Weaver." 

The  claimant  named  in  this  hill  enhsted  August  12,  1862,  and  was 
mustered  out  of  service  June  12, 1865.  During  his  service  he  was  treated 
in  hospital  for  diarrhea  and  lumbago,  and  in  the  reports  for  May  and 
June,  as  well  as  July  and  August,  1S64,  he  is  reported  as  absent  sick. 

He  filed  his  application  for  pension  in  November,  1877,  alleging  that 
in  March,  1863,  he  contracted  measles,  and  in  May,  1864,  remittent  fever, 
and  that  as  a  result  of  the  two  attacks  he  was  afflicted  with  weakness  in 
the  limbs  and  ej-es.  He  made  statements  afterwards  in  support  of  his 
application  that  he  was  also  troubled  in  the  service  with  rheumatism  and 
diarrhea. 

The  case  was  examined  by  several  special  examiners,  from  which,  as 
reported  to  me,  it  appeared  from  the  claimant's  admission  that  he  had 
sore  eyes  ]}re\'ious  to  his  enlistment,  though  he  claimed  they  were  sound 
when  he  entered  the  Army. 

A  surgeon  who  made  an  examination  in  March,  1881,  reported  that  he 
could  not  find  an\-  evidence  whatever  of  disease  of  the  eyes,  and  nothing  ■ 
to  corrolx)rate  the  claimant's  assertion  that  he  was  suffering  from  rheu- 
matism, piles,  or  diarrhea. 

Another  surgeon,  who  examined  the  claimant  in  1879,  reported  that 
lie  found  the  eyelids  slightly  granulated,  producing  some  irritation  of 
the  eyeball  and  rendering  the  eyes  a  little  weak,  and  that  he  found  no 
other  disability. 

In  18S2  a  surgeon  who  made  an  examination  reported  that  he  dis- 
covered indications  that  the  claimant  had  suffered  at  some  time  with 
chronic  ophthalmia,  but  that  in  his  opinion  his  eyes  did  not  disable  him 
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ill  the  least,  and  that  the  claimant  was  well  nourished  and  in  good 
health. 

The  report  of  the  committee  to  whom  this  bill  was  referred  in  the 
Senate  states  that  six  si)ecial  examinations  have  l^een  made  in  the  case 
and  that  two  of  them  were  favorable  to  the  claim. 

The  trouble  and  exiK^nse  incurred  by  the  Pension  Bureau  to  ascertain 
the  truth  and  to  deal  fairly  by  this  claimant,  and  the  entire  absence  of 
any  suspicion  of  bias  ajti^ainst  the  claim  in  that  Bureau,  ought  to  give 
weight  to  its  determination. 

The  claim  was  rejected  by  the  Pension-  Bureau  in  July,  1885,  upon  the 
ground  that  disease  of  the  eyes  existed  prior  to  enlistment  and  that 
the  evidence  failed  to  show  that  there  had  existed  a  pen.sionable  degree 
of  disability,  since  discharge,  from  diarrhea  or  rheumatism. 

It  will  be  observed  that  this  is  not  a  case  where  there  was  a  lack  of 
the  technical  prcK)f  required  by  the  Pension  Bureau,  but  that  its  judg- 
ment was  based  upon  the  merits  of  the  application  and  affected  the  very 
foundation  of  the  claim. 

I  think  it  should  be  sustained;  and  its  correctness  is  somewhat  strength- 
ened by  the  fact  that  the  claimant  continued  in  active  ser^nce  for  more 
than  a  year  after  his  alleged  sickness,  that  after  filing  his  claim  he  added 
thereto  allegations  of  additional  disabilities,  and  that  he  made  no  appli- 
cation for  pension  until  more  than  twelve  years  after  his  discharge.

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  herewith  return  without  a]^proval  House  bill  No.  3363,  entitled  '*An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Jennette  Dow." 

The  husband  of  the  claimant  enlisted  August  7,  1862;  received  a  gun- 
shot wound  in  his  left  knee  in  vSepteml)er,  1863,  and  was  mustered  out 
with  his  company  June  10.  iH^\5.  He  was  pensioned  for  his  wound  in 
1S7S  at  the  rate  of  $4  ])er  month,  dating  from  the  time  of  his  discharge, 
which  aniomit  was  increased  to  i^S  ]>er  month  from  June  4, 1880.  The 
pensioned  soldier  died  I)eceml)er  17.  iSSj.and  in  1883  his  widow,  the 
claimant,  filed  an  a])])licati(m  for  pension,  alleging  that  her  husband's 
death  resulted  from  his  woinul.  Her  claim  was  rejected  in  1885  upon 
the  ground  that  death  was  not  caused  by  the  wound. 

The  j^hysician  who  was  ])resent  at  the  time  of  the  death  certifies  that 
the  same  resulted  from  apoplexy  in  twelve  hours  after  the  deceased  was 
attacked. 

It  also  appears  from  the  statemetit  of  this  ])hysician  that  the  deceased 
was  employed  for  years  after  his  discharge  from  the  Army  as  a  rail- 
road conductor,  and  that  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  had  with  difficulty 
reached  his  home.     He  then  describes  as  following  the  attack  the  usual 
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manifestations  of  apopifxy,  and  adds  that  he  regards  the  cast  as  une  of 
"hemiplegia,  the  outgrowth  primarily  of  nen-e  injury,  aggravated  by 
the  life's  calling,  and  eventuating  in  apoplexy  as  stated." 

Evidence  is  filed  in  the  Pension  Bureau  showing  that  after  his  dis- 
charge he  was  more  or  less  troubled  with  his  wound,  though  one  wit- 
ness testifies  that  he  milroaded  with  him  for  fifteen  years  after  his  injury. 
I  find  no  medical  ttstiiiioiiy  referred  to  which  with  any  distinctnes.s 
charges  death  to  the  wound,  and  it  would  W.  hardly  credible  if  such 
evidence  was  found. 

I  am  sure  that  in  no  case  except  in  an  application  for  pension  would 
an  attempt  be  made  in  the  circumstances  here  developed  to  attribute 
death  from  apoplexy  tu  a  wound  in  the  kuee  received  nineteen  years 
before  the  apoplectic  attack.

I  return  without  apiiroval  House  bill  No.  9106,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Rachel  Barnes." 

William  Barnes,  the  husband  of  the  beneficiarj'  named  in  this  bill. 
enlisted  in  the  United  States  infantry  in  Februaty.  1838,  and  was  dis- 
charged February  24,  1841. 

In  1880  he  applied  for  a  pension,  alleging  that  while  serving  in  Florida 
in  1840  and  1S41  he  contracted  disease  of  the  eyes.  He  procured  con- 
siderable evidence  in  sujiiNirt  of  his  claim,  but  in  1882,  and  while  still 
endeavoring  lo  furnish  further  proof,  he  committed  suicide  by  hanging. 

The  inference  that  his  death  thus  occasioned  was  the  result  of  de- 
.spondency  and  desi>air  Ijrought  on  by  his  faihire  to  procure  a  pension, 
while  it  adds  a  sad  feature  to  the  case,  does  not  aid  in  connecting  his 
death  with  his  military  service. 

That  this  was  the  view  of  the  conunittee  of  the  House  to  whom  the 
bill  was  referred  is  e\ideuced  by  the  conclusion  of  their  report  in  these 
words: 

.^lul  wliilc  your  eomniittce  do  tiot  feel  justified  under  the  law  as  at  present  exist- 
iiiH  i»  rL'Coiiiiiicmliiijj  tliat  llie  iiaine  of  tlie  widow  lie  placed  upon  the  pension  roll 
for  the  piirjiose  of  \\  pension  in  !ier  own  rinht  as  widow  of  the  deceased  soldier  and 
Ijy  reiison  iif  the  soldiir's  [leuth,  they  do  think  that  she  should  l>e  allowed  such 
[lension  as.  hdd  her  husband's  claim  been  favorably  determined  on  the  day  of  his 

And  yet  the  bill  under  consideration  directs  the  Secretary  of  the  Inte- 
rior to  place  this  widow's  name  on  the  pension  roll  and  to  "pay  her  a 
pension  as  such  widow  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  subject  to 
the  provisions  and  liniilntiuns  uf  the  pension  laws."

I  return  herewith  without  approval  House  bill  No.  8336,  entitled  **An 
act  jj^rantiiig  an  increase  of  ]x?nsion  to  Duncan  Forbes." 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  enlisted,  under  the  name  of  Alex- 
ander Sheret,  January  7,  1862,  in  the  Regular  Amiy,  and  was  discharged 
January  8,  1S65. 

He  applied  for  a  pension  in  1879,  alleging  that  he  was  wounded  in  his 
right  breast  Decenilxir  31 ,  1862,  and  in  his  right  ankle  September  20, 1863. 
He  was  pensioned  in  1883,  dating  from  January  9,  1865,  for  the  ankle 
wound,  but  that  part  of  his  claim  based  upon  the  wound  in  his  breast 
was  rejected  upcMi  the  ground  that  there  was  no  record  of  the  same  and 
the  testimony  failed  to  show  that  such  a  wound  had  its  origin  in  the 
ser\'ice. 

Though  the  lack  of  such  a  record  is  sufficiently  accounted  for,  I  am 
convinced  that,  conceding  lx)tli  the  wounds  alleged  were  received,  this 
jKMisioner  has  lx;en  fairly  and  justly  treated. 

It  ap|x.*ars  from  the  allegations  of  his  application  to  the  Pension  Bureau 
that  after  the  wound  in  his  breast,  in  December,  1862,  he  continued  his 
service  till  vScptemlxir,  1863,  when  he  was  wounded  again  in  the  ankle, 
and  that  with  lx)th  wounds  he  served  until  his  discharge  in  January, 
1865.  It  also  appears  from  the  records  that  after  his  discharge  from  the 
Army,  and  on  the  3d  day  of  February,  1865,  he  enlisted  as  landsman 
in  the  United  States  Navy,  and  served  in  that  branch  of  the  service  for 
three  years. 

A  medical  examination  in  May,  1885,  disclosed  the  appearance  of  a 
gunshot  wound  in  the  right  breast,  which  is  thus  described: 

The  inissiU'  struck  the  seventh  rib  of  rij^ht  side  and  glanced  off,  leaving  a  horizon- 
tal sear  2  '4'  inches  lon^  and  one-half  inch  wide,  deei)ly  depressed  and  firmly  adherent. 

I  credit  this  claimant  with  l)eing  a  goo<l  soldier,  and  I  am  willing  to 
Ixilieve  that  his  insistence  upon  a  greater  pension,  tlian  that  already 
allowed  by  the  Pension  Bureau,  under  liberal  general  laws,  enacted  for 
the  benefit  of  himself  and  all  his  comrades,  is  the  result  of  the  demorali- 
zation produced  by  ill-advised  sjxicial  legislation  on  the  subject.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5389,  entitled  **An  act  grant- 
ing a  ])ensi()n  to  Ann  Kinney." 

This  beneficiary  a])plie(l  for  a  pension  in  1877  as  the  widow  of  Edward 
Kinney,  alleghig  that  he  died  Septemln^r  5,  1875,  from  the  effects  of  a 
wound  received  in  the  Army.     He  enlisted  November  4,  1861,  and  was 
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discharged  Jul)-  28,  1862,  011  account  of  a  gunshot  wound  iu  hi.s  left 
elbow,  for  whicli  wound  lie  was  pensioned  in  the  year  1865. 

A  physician  testifies  that  the  pensioned  soldier's  death  was,  in  his 
opinion,  brought  on  indirectly  by  the  intemperate  use  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  and  that  he  died  from  congestion  of  the  brain. 

The  marshal  of  the  city  where  he  resided  states  that  on  the  day  of  the 
soldier's  death  lie  was  called  to  remove  him  from  a  house  in  which  he 
was  making  a  disturlxiiice,  and  that  finding  him  intoxicated  he  arrested 
him  and  took  him  to  the  lockup  and  placed  him  in  a  cell.  In  a  short 
time,  not  exceeding  an  hour,  thereafter  he  was  found  dead.  He  further 
states  that  he  was  addicted  to  periocUcal  sprees. 

Another  statement  is  made  that  the  soldier  was  an  intemperate  man, 
and  died  very  suddenly  in  the  city  lockup,  where  he  had  been  taken  by 
an  officer  while  on  a  drunken  spree. 

This  is  not  a  pleasant  recital,  and  as  against  the  widow  I  should  be 
glad  to  avoid  its  effect.  But  the  most  favorable  phase  of  the  case  does 
not  aid  her,  since  her  claim  rests  upon  the  allegation  that  her  husband 
was  subject  to  epileptic  fits  and  died  from  congestion  of  the  brain  while 
in  one  of  these  fits.  K\'en  upon  this  showing  the  connection  between 
the  fits  and  the  wound  in  the  elbow  is  not  made  apparent.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  8556,  entitled  '  'An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Abraham  Points. " 

This  soldier  enlisted  August  11,  7864,  and  was  mustered  out  June  ;8, 
1865. 

He  was  treated  during  his  short  tenn  of  service  for  "catarrhal,"  "con- 
stipation," "diarrhea,"  "jaundice,"  and  "colic." 

He  filed  an  application  for  pension  in  1878,  alleging  that  some  of  his 
comrades  in  a  joke  twisted  his  arm  in  such  a  manner  that  the  elbow  joint 
became  stiffened  and  aiichjdosed,  and  that  his  eyes  became  sore  and  have 
continued  to  grow  worse  ever  since.  There  is  no  record  of  either  of  these 
disabilities. 

The  application  was  denied  upon  the  ground,  as  stated  in  the  report 
from  the  Pensi(m  Hureau,  that  the  claim  "was  specially  examined,  and 
it  was  shown  conchisiveh'.  from  tht-  evidence  of  neighlxirs  and  acquaint- 
ances of  good  repute  and  standing,  tliat  the  alleged  disabilities  existed 
at  and  prior  to  claimant's  enlistment." 

I  am  satisfied  from  an  examination  of  the  facts  submitted  to  me  that 
this  determination  was  correct.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  3551,  entitled  **Aii 
act  granting  a  |K?nsioii  to  Oeorj^e  W.  Cutler,  late  a  private  in  Comi>any 
B,  Ninth  New  Hampshire  Volunteers." 

This  claimant  enlisted  July  12,  1862,  and  was  discharged  June  22, 
1863,  for  disability  resulting  from  "scrofulous  ulceration  of  the  tibia 
and  fibula  of  right  leg;  loss  of  sight  of  left  eye.'* 

He  made  a  claim  for  pension  in  1865,  alleging  an  injury  while  loading 
commissary  stores,  resulting  in  spitting  of  blood,  injury  to  lungs,  and 
heart  disease. 

This  claim  was  rejected  August  31,  1865. 

In  1867  he  again  enlisted  in  the  United  States  infantr}-,  and  was  dis- 
charged from  that  enlistment  March  29,  1869,  for  disability,  the  certifi- 
cate stating  that  — 

He  is  unfit  for  iiiihtary  service  by  reason  of  being  subject  to  bleeding  of  the  lungs. 
He  was  wounded,  while  in  the  line  of  his  duty  in  the  United  States  Amiy,  at  Fred- 
ericksburg, Va.,  December  13,  1S62.     Said  wound  is  not  the  cause  of  his  disability. 

Afterwards,  and  in  the  year  1879,  he  filed  affidavits  claiming  that  he 
was  wounded  by  a  minie  ball  at  the  battle  of  Fredericksburg,  December 
13,  1862,  and  was  injured  by  falling  down  an  embankment. 

In  1SS3  he  filed  an  aflklavit  in  which  he  stated  that  the  disability  for 
which  he  claims  a  ])ension  arose  from  injuries  received  in  falling  down  a 
bank  at  Fredericksburg  and  l)eing  tram])ed  on  by  troops,  causing  a  com- 
])licati()n  of  diseases  resulting  in  general  debility. 

The  statement  in  the  certificate  of  discharge  from  his  second  enlist- 
ment as  to  llie  wound  he  received  by  a  minie  ball  at  Fredericksburg  was 
of  course  derived  from  his  own  statement,  as  it  was  related  to  a  prior 
term  of  service. 

The  records  of  the  Adjutant-Oeneral's  Office  furni.sh  no  evidence  of 
wounds  or  injury  at  Fredericksburg. 

The  injury  alleged  at  first  as  a  c(>nsc([uence  of  loading  commissary 
stores  seems  to  have  been  abandoned  by  the  claimant  for  the  adoption  of 
a  wound  at  hYedericksburg,  which  in  its  turn  seems  to  have  l)een  aban- 
doned and  a  fall  down  a  bank  and  tram])ling  U])on  by  troops  substituted. 

Wliatevcr  injuries  he  may  have  suHered  during  his  first  enlistment, 
and  to  whatever  clause  he  chooses  at  last  to  attrilnite  them,  they  did  not 
])revenl  his  reenlistnient  and  passing  tlie  ]>hysical  examination  necessary 
before  acce])taiice. 

The  surgeon  of  the  Ninth  New  IIam]>shire  \'ohniteers,  in  which  he 
first  enlisted,  states  that  he  remembers  tlie  claimant  well;  that  he  was 
mustered  and  accei)ted  as  a  recruit  in  s]>ite  of  his  (the  surgeon's)  pro- 
test; that  lie  was  ])hy.sically  unfit  for  duty;  that  he  had  the  api)earance 
of  ini])aire(l  he:ilth,  and  that  his  face  and  neck  were  marked  by  one  or 
more  dee[)  scars,  the  result,  as  the  claimant  himself  alleged,  of  scrofulous 
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abRcesse.s  in  early  youth.  He  expresses  the  opinion  tliat  he  is  atteinptinf- 
to  pahii  oiT  these  old  scars  as  e\'ideiice  of  wounds  received,  aJid  that  if  he 
had  been  wounded  as  he  claimed  he  (the  surgeon)  would  have  known 
it  and  remembered  it. 

It  is  true  that  whenever  in  this  case  a  wound  is  described  it  is  located 
in  the  jaw,  while  some  of  the  medical  testimony  negatives  the  existence 
of  aiiy  wound. 

The  contrariety  of  the  claimant's  statements  and  the  testimony  and 
circumstances  tend  so  strongly  to  impeach  his  claim  that  I  do  not  think 
the  decision  of  the  Pension  Bureau  should  be  reversed  and  the  claimant

I  herewith  return  without  my  approval  House  bill  No,  7234,  entitled 
'  'An  act  granting  a  pension  to  Susan  Hawes. ' ' 

The  lieiieficiary  named  in  this  bill  is  the  mother  of  Jeremiah  Hawes, 
who  enlisted  in  Februar>',  1861,  in  the  United  States  artillery,  and  was 
discharged  in  February,  1864.  He  filed  a  claim  for  [fusion  iu  1881, 
alleging  that  in  1862,  by  the  premature  discharge  of  a  cannon,  he  sus- 
tained paralysis  of  his  right  arm  and  side.  In  1883,  while  his  claim  was 
still  pending,  he  died. 

He  does  not  appear  to  have  made  his  home  with  his  jnotlier  alto- 
gether, if  at  all.  For  .sonii.*  years  prior  to  his  death  and  at  the  time  of 
its  occurrence  lie  was  an  inmate,  or  had  been  an  inmate,  of  a  soldiers' 
home  in  Ohio. 

But  whate\-er  may  Ix;  said  of  the  character  of  any  injuries  he  may 
have  received  in  the  service  or  of  his  relations  to  his  mother,  the  cause 
of  his  death,  it  seems  to  me,  can  not  possibly  upon  any  reasonable  theory 
be  attributable  to  any  incident  of  his  military  service. 

It  appears  that  in  July,  1883,  while  the  deceased  was  on  his  way  from 
Buffalo,  where  he  had  1>een  in  a  hospital,  to  the  soldiers'  home  in  Ohio, 
he  attempted  to  step  on  a  slowly  moving  freight  train,  and  making  a 
misstep  a  wheel  of  the  car  passed  over  his  foot,  injuring  it  so  badly 
that  it  was  deemed  nece.ssary  by  two  physicians  who  were  called  to 
amputate  the  kwt.  An  anaesthetic  was  administered  preparatorj'  to  the 
o[>eratioii,  but  lH.-fore  it  was  entered  upon  the  injured  man  died,  having 
.■^urvivtd  the  accident  but  two  hours. 

The  pliysiciaiis  who  were  present  stated  that  in  their  opinion  death 
was  <lue  to  heart  <lisease. 

The  al)ove  account  of  the  death  of  the  soldier  is  derived  from  a  report 
furnished  b\-  the  Pension  Bureau,  and  differs  somewhat  from  the  state- 
ment cx>ntained  in  the  report  of  the  House  Committee  on  Invalid  Pen- 
sions as  related  to  the  intention  of  the  physicians  to  amputate  the  injtured 
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foot  and  their  administration  of  an  anaesthetic.  But  the  accident  and 
the  death  two  hours  thereafter  under  the  treatment  of  the  physicians  are 
conceded  facts.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  1584,  entitled  **An 
act  for  the  relief  of  Mrs.  Aurelia  C.  Richardson.** 

Alljert  H.  Fillmore,  the  son  of  the  beneficiary  mentioned  in  this  bill, 
enlisted  in  August,  1862,  and  died  in  the  service,  of  smallpox,  May  20, 
1865. 

His  father  having  died  some  time  prior  to  the  soldier*s  enlistment,  his 
mother  in  1858  married  Lorenzo  D.  Richardson.  It  is  stated  in  the 
re]X)rt  upon  this  case  from  the  Pension  Bureau  that  the  deceased  did  not 
live  with  his  mother  after  her  marriage  to  Richardson,  and  that  there 
is  no  competent  evidence  that  he  contributed  to  her  support  after  that 
event. 

At  the  time  of  the  soldier's  death  his  stepfather  was  a  blacksmith, 
earning  at  alx)Ut  that  time,  as  it  is  represented,  not  less  than  $70  a  month, 
and  owning  considerable  property,  a  part  of  which  still  remains  to  him. 

While  in  ordinary  cases  of  this  kind  I  am  by  no  means  inclined  to  dis- 
tinguish very  closely  l)etween  dependence  at  the  date  of  the  soldier's 
death  and  the  date  of  proposed  aid  to  a  needy  mother,  I  think  the  cir- 
cumstances here  presented,  especially  the  fact  of  nonresidence  by  the 
son  with  his  mother  since  her  second  marriage,  do  not  call  for  a  depar- 
ture from  the  law  governing  claims  based  \\\vo\\  dependence.

Dkar  vSik  :  The  President  directs  me  to  transmit  to  you  the  accompany- 
ing bills  and  joint  resolutions,  which  failed  to  l)ecome  laws  at  the  close 
of  the  late  session  of  Congress,  being  unsigned  and  not  having  been  pre- 
sented to  him  ten  days  ])ri()r  to  adjournment. 

I  may  add  that  the  i)rinted  copy  of  memorandum  (without  signature) 
is  by  the  President,  and  is  attached  to  each  bill  and  resolution  by  his 
direction.

This  bill  appropriates  $200  to  the  party  uained  thereiii  ' '  as  compensa- 
tion for  services  performed  and  money  expended  for  the  benefit  of  the 
United  States  Army. ' '  It  appears  from  a  report  of  the  House  Committee 
on  War  Claims  that  in  the  fall  of  1863  Haldeniau,  a  lad  12  years  of  age, 
purchased  a  uiiifonu  and  armed  himself  and  attached  himself  to  various 
Ohio  regiments,  and,  as  is  said,  performed  various  duties  connected  with 
the  army  service  until  the  end  of  the  year  1864,  and  for  this  it  is  pro- 
posed to  give  hira  $200. 

Of  course  he  never  enlisted  and  never  was  regidarly  attached  to  any 
regiment.  What  kind  of  anus  this  boy  12  years  of  age  armed  himself 
with  is  not  stated,  and  it  is  quite  evident  that  his  military  service  could 
not  have  amounted  to  niucli  more  than  the  indulgence  of  a  boyish  freak 
and  bis  being  made  a  pet  of  the  soldiers  with  whom  he  was  associated. 
There  is  a  pleasant  sentiment  connected  with  this  display  of  patriotism 
and  childish  military  ardor,  and  it  is  not  a  matter  of  surprise  that  he 
should,  as  stated  by  the  conunittee,  have  "  received  honorable  mention 
byname  in  the  historj"  of  his  regiment;"  but  when  it  is  proiJosed  twenty- 
two  years  after  his  one  year's  experience  with  troops  to  pay  him  a  sum 
nearly  if  not  quite  equal  to  the  pay  of  a  soldier  who  fought  and  suf- 
fered all  the  dangers  and  privations  of  a  soldier's  life,  I  am  constrained 
to  dissent.  ^^

These  two  men  weie  employed  by  the  Doorkeeper  of  the  Forty-eighth 
Congress  as  laborers  at  the  rale  of  S720  per  annum. 

They  claim  that  in  lx)th  sessions  of  that  Congress  they  not  only  per- 
formed the  duties  appertaining  to  their  positions  as  laborers,  but  also 
performed  the  full  duties  of  messengers.  Having  received  their  pay  as 
laborers,  this  bill  proposes  to  appropriate  for  them  the  difference  between 
their  compensation  as  laborers  and  Sr,200,  the  pay  allowed  messengers. 

Congress,  in  appropriation  hills  covering  the  period  in  which  these 
nieii  claim  to  have  i>erformed  these  dual  duties.  pro\'ided  for  a  certain 
si)ecified  iiuinlier  of  messengers  and  a  fixed  number  of  laborers.  They 
both  accepted  the  latter  position.  If  they  actually  performed  the  duties 
of  both  places,  their  ability  to  do  so  is  evidence  that  the  labor  of  either 
place  was  very  light.  Ill  any  case  they  owed  their  time  and  services  to 
the  Government,  and  while  they  were  performing  the  duties  of  messen- 
gers they  were  not  engaged  in  the  harder  tasks  which  might  have  been 
recjuired  of  them  as  laborers.  They  ought  not  to  complain  if  they  have 
received  the  amount  for  which  they  agreed  to  work,  and  which  was 
allowed  for  as  the  wages  of  a  place  which  they  were  glad  enough  to 
secure.  If  they  really  did  the  work  of  both  places,  I  don't  see  why  they 
should  not  l>e  paid  both  c<jini>en  sat  ions.  This  proposition  of  course 
would  not  be  entertained  for  a  moment. 
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I  am  of  the  oiniiion  that  claims  for  extra  comjxinsatioii  such  as  these 
should  Ixi  firmly  discountenanced,  and  I  am  sure  no  injustice  %vill  be 
done  by  my  declining  to  approve  this  bill. 

("An  act  for  the  relief  of  Thomas  V.  Morjfaii.  jr."  -Received  July  31,  iSSfi.— Memorandum.] 

Thomas  P.  Morgan,  jr.,  in  the  3'ear  1881  entered  into  a  contract  wth 
the  Government  to  do  certain  excavating  in  the  harbor  of  Norfolk. 

He  jxirformed  a)nsiderable  of  the  work,  but  though  the  time  limited 
by  the  contract  for  the  completion  was  extended  by  the  Government,  he 
failed  to  complete  the  work,  which  necessitated  other  arrangements,  to 
the  damage  of  the  Government  in  quite  a  large  sum.  His  contract  was 
forfeited  by  the  Gcjvernment  because  the  progress  he  made  was  so  slow 
and  unsatisfactory.  It  seems  that  a  certain  j)ercentage  of  the  money 
earned  by  him  in  the  progress  of  the  work  was,  under  the  terms  of  the 
contract,  retained  by  the  Government  to  insure  its  completion,  and  wheu 
work  was  terminated  the  sum  thus  retained  amoinited  to  $4,898.04, 
which  sum  was  justly  forfeited  to  the  Government. 

The  object  of  this  bill  is  to  waive  this  forfeiture  and  jxiy  this  sum  to 
the  derelict  contractor. 

Inasmuch  as  I  am  unable  to  see  any  equities  in  this  case  that  should 
overcome  the  fact  that  the  amount  of  loss  to  the  Govennnent  through 
the  contract  is  greater  than  the  sum  thus  sought  to  l)e  released  to  him,  I 
am  not  willing  to  agree  to  his  release  from  the  coiLsecjuence  of  his  failure 
to  iK'rform  his  contract. 

["An  act  for  the  relief  of  Charles  V.  Bowers." — Received  August  2, 1886.J 

It  a])iK'ars  that  Charles  I'.  Howers,  while  acting  as  regimental  quar- 
termaster ill  1S62,  received  of  John  Weeks,  assistant  quartennaster  of 
volunteers,  the  sum  of  5^3(\  for  which  he  gave  a  receipt.  On  the  set- 
tlement of  his  accounts  he  was  unable  to  account  for  said  sum,  for  the 
reason,  as  he  alleges,  thai  certahi  of  his  pai>ers  were  lost  and  destroj-ed. 
Thus  in  the  statement  of  his  account  he  is  represented  as  a  debtor  of 
the  (jovernmeiit  in  that  amount. 

This  bill  directs  that  a  credit  be  allowed  to  him  of  the  said  sum  of 
$230.  But  since  his  account  was  adjusted  as  alK)ve  stated,  showing  him 
ill  debt  to  the  Govennnent  in  the  amount  last  stated,  he  has  paid  the 
sum  of  $75  and  ])eeii  allowed  a  credit  of  2^125  for  the  value  of  a  horse; 
so  that  whatever  may  be  said  of  the  merits  of  his  claim  that  he  should 
not  be  charged  with  the  sum  of  i?i23C).  if  he  should  now  be  credited  with 
that  sum  the  (government  would  owe  him  upon  its  books  the  sum  of  $30. 

The  bill  is  therefore  not  approved. 

["An  act  to  proviile  for  llu-  erection  of  a  ])nMic  bnildin^  in  the  city  of  Annapolis,  Md." — Received 

Anmisi  ^.  is^^,   -MemonuKhnn.J 

The  i^)st-oflice  at  Anna])<)lis  is  now  accomuKxlated  in  quarters  for 
which  the  Governmeiil  pays  rent  at  tlu'  rate  of  $500  per  annum,  and  the 
oflice  occupied  by  the  collector  of  customs  is  rented  for  $75  per  annwn. 
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The  Go\-eriiiiient  has  no  other  use  for  .1  puhlic  building  at  Annapolis 
than  is  above  indicated,  and  the  chief  nrgnuient  urged  why  a  building 
should  be  constructed  there  is  based  upon  the  fact  that  this  city  is  the 
capital  of  the  State  of  Maryland  and  should  have  a  Government  building 
because  must  if  not  all  the  other  capitals  of  the  States  have  such  edifices. 

There  set^ms  to  he  so  little  necessity  for  the  building  proposed  for  the 
transaction  of  Go\'ernnient  business,  and  if  there  is  anything  in  the  argu- 
ment last  referred  to  it  seenis  so  well  answered  by  the  maintenance  of  the 
Naval  Academj'  at  Annapolis,  this  bill  is  allowed  to  remain  inoperative. 

This  bill  appropriates  various  sums  to  the  parties  named  therein,  l>eiiig 
claims  of  rent  of  quarters  occupied  during  the  war  by  the  Quartennaster's 
Department  of  the  Army. 

Among  the  appropriations  there  proposed  to  be  made  is  one  of  the  sum 
of  $51  to  L.  F.  Green.  This  account  has  been  once  paid,  a  special  act 
directing  such  jjaynient  having  lieen  apiJroved  February  12,  1885.  The 
fact  of  this  pa>ment  and  important  information  bearing  upon  the  validity 
of  some  of  the  other  claims  mentioned  in  the  bill  could  have  been  easily 
obtained  by  application  to  the  Third  Auditor. 

This  bill  directs  the  payment  of  the  sura  of  $633.50  to  William  H. 
Wheeler  for  quartermaster's  stores  furnished  the  Army  in  the  year  1863. 

From  the  data  furni.shed  me  by  the  Quartermaster-General  I  am  qnite 
certain  that  this  daiiu  has  been  once  paid.  The  circumstances  presented 
to  pro\-e  this  are  so  strong  that  they  should  be  explained  before  the  relief 
pro\'ide(l  by  this  bill  is  afforded  the  claimant.

A  bill  presented  to  me  for  approval,  granting  a  pension  of  $50  per 
month  to  the  Iwneficiary  named,  was  disapproved  upon  the  ground  that 
the  death  of  her  husband  did  not  appear  to  be  in  any  way  related  to  any 
incident  of  his  military  service. 

This  bill  diflers  from  the  prior  one  simply  in  granting  a  pension  sub- 
ject to  the  pro\-isions  and  limitations  of  the  pension  laws  instead  of  fixing 
the  rate  of  ix.iision  at  a  specifietl  sum.  I  am  still  unable  to  see  how  the 
objection  to  the  first  bill  has  been  obviated. 

I  "J.piiil  rL.>-,luti™  proviiliiiK  for  Ihi- ilislribiHioii  of  lilt  Official  Kegister  of  the  United  SUtes."— 

This  resolution  reached  me  five  minutes  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
two  Houses  of  Congress,  and  is  the  only  enactment  of  the  session  which 
came  to  nie  tcK)  late  for  official  action.

This  resolution  involves  .so  much  and  is  of  such  serious  import  that  I 
do  not  deem  it  Ijest  to  discuss  it  at  this  time.  It  is  not  approved  because 
I  lx;lieve  it  to  Ije  unnecessary  and  lx.^cause  I  am  by  no  means  convinced 
that  its  mere  passaji^e  and  approval  at  this  time  may  not  endanger  and 
embarrass  the  successful  and  useful  operations  of  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment and  impair  the  confidence  which  the  i>eople  should  have  in  the 
management  of  the  finances  of  the  Government.

laws  of  the  United  States  if  the  connnand  and  warning  of  this  proclama- 
tion be  di.solK'ved  and  disregarded: 

Now,  therefore,  I.  ( hover  Cle\'eland,  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  d(j  lierel)y  connnand  and  warn  all  fnsurgents  and  all  persons

])erse  and  retire  peaceably  to  their  respective  abodes  on  or  before  6  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  of  the  lotli  day  of  P'ebruary  instant. 

And  T  do  admonish  all  good  citizens  of  the  Ignited  States  and  all  per- 
sons within  the  limits  and  jurisdictiim  thereof  against  aiding,  abetting, 
countenancing,  or  taking  any  part  in  such  unlawful  acts  or  assemblages.

Not  only 
is  Iheir  time  and  labor  due  to  the  (lovernment,  btit  they  should  scrupu- 
lously avoid  in  their  political  action,  as  well  as  in  the  discharge  of  their 
official  <luly.  ofTen(hnL(  by  a  dis])lay  of  obtrtisive  partisanship  their  neigh- 
iK^rs  who  have  relations  with  them  as  public  officials. 

They  should  also  constantly  rememl)er  that  their  party  friends  from 
whom  they  have  received  preferment  have  not  invested  them  with  the 
]K)wer  of  arbitrarily  manai^int^  their  jK)litical  affairs.  They  have  no  right 
as  officeholders  to  dictate  the  iM)liiical  action  of  their  party  associates  or 
to  throttle  freedom  of  action  within  ])arty  lines  by  methods  and  practices 
which  pervert  every  useful  and  justifialjle  ])uriK)se  of  party  organization. 

The  influence  of  Inderal  officeholders  should  not  be  felt  in  the  manip- 
ulation of  j)olitical  ])rimary  meetin^j^s  and  nominating  conventions.  The 
use  by  llu'se  officials  of  their  ])ositions  to  compass  their  selection  as  dele- 
gates to  ])oiitical  coiuentions  is  indecent  and  luifair;  and  proper  regard 
for  the  proj)rietics  and  requirements  of  official  place  will  also  prevent 
tlu'ir  assiuiiin.i^  the  acti\e  conduct  of  ])olitical  campaigns.

1 1  is  my  ])ainful  duly  to  announce  the  death  of  Chester  Alan  Arthur, 
hilely  iIr-  President  of  the  United  vStates,  which  occurred,  after  an  illness 
of  lon^  (hnation,  at  an  early  hour  this  morning  at  his  residence  in  the 
city  ot  New  York. 

Mr.  Arthur  was  called  to  the  chair  of  the  Chief  Magistracy  of  the  na- 
tion bv  a  tniLfedN'  which  cast  its  shadow  over  the  entire  Government. 

I  lis  assumption  of  the  i^rave  duties  was  marked  by  an  evident  and 
conscientious  sense  of  his  responsibilities  and  an  earnest  desire  to  meet 
them  in  a  ])atri()tic  and  Injnevolent  spirit. 

Witli  (lii^nity  and  abibty  he  sustained  the  important  duties  of  his  sta- 
tion, and  tile  rei)utati()n  of  his  personal  worth,  conspicuous  graciousuess, 
and  patriotic  fidelity  will  \o\\)r  be  cherished  by  his  fellow-countrymen. 

In  token  (»f  respect  to  the  memory  of  the  deceased  it  is  ordered  that 
the  Ivxecutive  Mansion  and  the  several  departmental  buildings  be  draped 
in  mourning;  lor  a  ])eriod  of  thirty  days  and  that  on  the  day  of  the  funeral 
all  ])ublic  business  in  the  departments  be  susixiiided.

SECOND  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 

Washinctun,  December  6,  1SS6. 
To  tin-  Congress  of  the  thiitcd  States: 

In  discharge  of  a  constitutional  duty,  and  following  a  well-established 
precedent  in  the  ICxccntive  office,  I  herewith  transmit  to  the  Congress  at 
its  reassembling  certain  information  concerning  the  .state  of  the  Union, 
together  with  such  recommendations  for  legislative  consideration  as  ap- 
pear neces.'viry  and  exiK-dicnt. 

Our  Goverinnent  has  consistently  maintained  its  relatioua  of  friendship 

W  P— vol,  vm-3J  ,-, 
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toward  all  other  powers  and  of  neigli]x)rly  interest  toward  those  whose 
IMjssessions  are  contiguous  to  our  own.  Few  questions  have  arisen  dur- 
ing the  past  year  with  other  governments,  and  none  of  those  are  beyond 
the  reach  of  settlement  in  friendly  counsel. 

We  are  as  yet  witlunit  provision  for  the  settlement  of  claims  of  citizens 
of  the  United  vStates  against  Chile  for  injustice  during  the  late  war  with 
Peru  and  Bolivia.  The  mixed  conuuissions  organized  under  claims  con- 
ventions concluded  l)y  the  Chilean  Government  with  certain  European 
States  have  develojxid  an  amount  of  friction  which  we  trust  can  be  avoided 
in  the  convention  which  our  representative  at  Santiago  is  authorized  to 
negotiate. 

The  cruel  treatment  of  inoffensive  Chinese  has,  I  regret  to  say,  been 
rei)eated  in  some  of  the  far  Western  States  and  Territories,  and  acts  of 
violence  against  those  peo})le,  l)eyond  the  ix)wer  of  the  local  constituted 
authorities  to  prevent  and  difficult  to  })unisli,  are  rejwrted  even  in  dis- 
tant Alaska.  Much  of  this  violence  can  l)e  traced  to  race  prejudice  and 
conqx^tition  of  lalK)r,  which  can  not,  hcjwever,  justify  the  oppression  of 
strangers  whose  safety  is  guaranteed  by  our  treaty  with  China  equally 
with  the  most  fa\ored  nations. 

In  ox)ening  our  vast  domain  to  alien  elements  the  purpose  of  our  law- 
givers was  to  invite  assimilation,  and  not  to  provide  an  arena  for  endless 
antagonism.  The  ])aramouut  duty  of  maintaining  pul)lic  order  and  defend- 
ing the  interests  of  our  own  jK-ojile  may  recpiire  the  adoption  of  measures 
of  restriction,  Init  they  slu)uld  not  t(>lerate  tlie  oppression  of  individuals  of 
a  s]K*cial  race.  I  am  not  without  assurance  that  the  Government  of  China, 
whose  friendly  disj^osition  toward  us  lam  most  happy  to  recognize,  will 
meet  us  halfway  in  ck-vising  a  comprehensive  remedy  by  which  an  effect- 
ive limitation  of  Chinese  L'niigrati(m,  joined  to  protection  of  those  Chinese 
sul)jecls  who  remain  in  this  country,  may  l)e  secured. 

Legislation  is  needed  to  execute  the  provisions  of  our  Chinese  conven- 
tion of  iSSo  touching  the  ojnuni  traffic. 

While  the  good  will  of  the  Colombian  Ciovernment  toward  our  country 
is  manifest,  tile  situation  of  American  interests  on  the  Isthmus  of  Panama 
has  at  times  excited  concern  and  invited  friendly  action  looking  to  the 
]K-rfonnance  of  tlie  engagements  of  tlie  two  nations  concerning  the  terri- 
tory embraced  in  tlie  interoceanic  transit.  With  the  suksideuce  of  the 
Isthmian  disturbances  and  the  erection  of  the  vState  of  Panama  into  a  fed- 
eral district  under  tlie  direct  government  of  the  constitutional  admin- 
istration at  Bogota,  a  new  order  of  things  has  Ixien  inaugurated,  which, 
all  hough  as  yet  somewhat  ex]>erimental  and  affording  scope  for  arbitrary' 
exercise  of  i)ower  by  the  delegates  of  the  national  authority,  promises 
much  inii)roveinent. 

The  s>'mi)athy  between  the  peoj^le  of  the  United  States  and  France, 
born  during  our  colonial  struggle  for  independence  and  continuing  to- 
day, has  received  a  fresh  impulse  in  the  successful  completion  and  dedi- 
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cation  of  the  colossal  statue  of  ' '  Liberty  Kiiliglitening  tlie  World ' '  in 
New  York  Harhor — the  gift  of  Frenchmen  to  Americans. 

A  convention  between  the  United  States  and  certain  other  powers  for 
the  protection  of  submarine  cables  was  signed  at  Paris  on  March  14, 
1884,  and  has  l>eeu  duly  ratified  and  proclaimed  by  this  Government. 
By  agreement  Ijctvveen  the  high  contracting  parties  this  convention  is  to 
go  into  effect  on  the  ist  of  January  next,  but  the  legislation  required  for 
its  execution  in  the  United  States  has  not  yet  been  adopted.  I  earnestly 
recommend  its  enactment. 

Cases  have  ctmtinued  to  occur  in  Germany  giving  rise  to  much  corre- 
spondence in  relation  to  the  privilege  of  sojourn  of  our  naturalized  citi- 
zens of  German  origin  revisiting  the  land  of  their  birth,  yet  I  am  happy 
to  state  that  our  relations  with  that  conntrj-  have  lost  none  of  their 
accustomed  cordiality. 

The  claims  for  interest  upon  the  amount  of  tonnage  dues  illegally 
exacted  from  certain  German  steamship  lines  were  fa^'orablj'  reported  in 
both  Houses  of  Congress  at  the  last  .session,  and  I  trust  will  receive  final 
and  favorable  action  at  an  early  day. 

The  recommendations  contained  in  my  last  annual  message  in  rela- 
tion  to  a  mode  of  settlement  of  the  fishery  rights  in  the  waters  of  Brit- 
ish North  America,  so  long  a  subject  of  anxious  difference  between  the 
United  States  and  Great  Britain,  was  met  by  an  adverse  vote  of  the  Sen- 
ate on  April  13  la.st,  and  thereupon  negotiations  were  instituted  to  obtain 
an  agreement  witli  Her  Britaimic  Majesty's  Government  for  the  promul- 
gation of  such  joint  interpretation  and  definition  of  tiie  article  of  the 
convention  of  iSiK  relating  to  the  territorial  waters  and  inshore  fish- 
cries  of  thi^  British  Provinces  as  should  secure  the  Canadian  rights  from 
encroiichmeiit  l)y  the  United  States  fishermen  and  at  the  same  time 
insure  the  L-njoymeiit  by  the  latter  of  the  privileges  guaranteed  to  them 
by  such  convention. 

Tile  (juestiuns  involved  are  of  long  standing,  of  grave  consequence,  and 
from  time  to  time  for  nearly  three- quarters  of  a  centnrj'  have  given  rise 
to  earnest  international  discussions,  not  iniaccompanied  by  irritation. 

TemjMjrary  arrangements  by  treaties  have  .served  to  allay  friction, 
«hich,  ho\\e\-er.  hiis  re\-i\*ed  as  each  treatj-  was  terminated.  The  last 
arrangement,  under  the  treaty  of  187 1,  was  abrogated  after  due  notice  by 
the  United  States  on  June  30,  1.S.S5,  but  I  was  enabled  to  obtain  for  our 
fishermen  for  tlie  remainder  of  that  season  enjoyment  of  the  full  privi- 
leges accorded  by  the  terminated  treaty. 

The  joint  high  commission  by  whom  the  treaty  had  been  negotiated, 
although  in\'estetl  h  ith  ])lenar>'  power  to  make  a  permanent  settlement, 
were  content  with  a  temporary'  arrangement,  after  the  termination  of 
which  the  question  was  relegated  to  the  stipulations  of  the  treaty  of 
iKi8,  as  to  the  first  article  of  which  no  construction  satisfactory  to  both 
countries  has  e\-er  Ijeen  agreed  upou. 
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The  proj2:ress  of  civilization  and  growth  of  population  in  the  British 
Provinces  to  which  the  fisheries  in  question  are  contiguous  and  the  ex- 
pansion of  connnercial  intercourse  between  thcni  and  the  United  States 
present  to-day  a  condition  of  affairs  scarcely  realizable  at  the  date  of  the 
negotiations  of  1 8 1 8 . 

New  and  vast  interests  have  l^een  brought  into  existence;  modes  of 
intercourse  Ix^tween  the  resjxictive  countries  have  been  invented  and 
nuiltiplied;  the  methods  of  conducting  the  fisheries  have  been  wholly 
changed;  and  all  this  is  necessarily  entitled  to  candid  and  careful  con- 
sideration in  the  adjustment  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  intercourse 
and  connnerce  iK-tween  the  United  States  and  their  neighbors  along  a 
frontier  of  over  3,500  miles. 

This  propinquity,  connn unity  of  language  and  occupation,  and  simi- 
larity of  political  and  social  institutions  indicate  the  practicability  and 
obvious  wisdom  of  maintaining  nuitually  Ixiueficial  and  friendly  relations. 

Whilst  I  am  unfeignedly  desirous  that  such  relations  should  exist 
iK'tween  us  and  the  inhabitants  of  Canada,  yet  the  action  of  their  officials 
(luring  the  past  season  toward  our  fishermen  has  been  such  as  to  seriously 
threaten  their  continuance. 

Although  disappointed  in  my  efforts  to  secure  a  satisfactory  settlement 
of  the  fishery  (piesticm,  negotiations  are  still  pending,  with  reasonable 
li(^j)e  that  before  the  close  of  the  present  vSession  of  Congress  announce- 
ment may  be  made  that  an  acceptable  conclusion  has  been  reached. 

As  at  an  early  day  there  may  Ixi  laid  l)efore  Congress  the  correspond- 
ence of  the  De])artment  of  vState  in  relation  to  this  important  subject,  so 
that  the  history  of  the  past  fishing  seascm  may  be  fully  disclosed  and  the 
action  and  the  attitude  of  the  Administration  clearly  comprehended,  a 
more  extended  reference  is  not  deemed  necessary  in  this  communication. 

The  recommendation  submitted  last  year  that  pro\dsion  be  made  for 
a  ])reliminary  reconuinssance  of  the  conventional  boundary  line  between 
Alaska  and  British  Cohinihia  is  renewed. 

I  ex])ress  my  unhesilating  conviction  that  the  intimacy  of  our  rela- 
tions with  Hawaii  should  be  emphasized.  As  a  rcvSult  of  the  reciprocity 
treaty  of  1875,  those  islands,  on  the  highway  of  Oriental  and  Austral- 
asian traffic,  are  virtually  an  out]>ost  of  American  commerce  and  a  step- 
])ing-stone  to  the  growing  trade  of  the  Pacific.  The  Polynesian  Island 
groups  have  Ixieii  so  absorl)ed  by  other  and  more  powerful  governments 
that  the  Hawaiian  Islands  are  left  almost  alone  in  the  enjoyment  of  their 
autonomy,  which  it  is  inqx^rtant  for  us  should  l)e  preserved.  Our  treaty 
is  now  terminable  on  one  year's  notice,  but  proix)sitions  to  abrogate  it 
would  l)e,  in  my  judgment,  most  ill  advised.  The  paramount  influence 
we  have  there  accjuired,  once  relinquished,  could  only  with  difficulty  be' 
regained,  and  a  valuable  ground  of  vantage  for  ourselves  might  be  con- 
verted into  a  stronghold  for  our  connnercial  competitors.  I  earnestly 
recommend  that  the  existing  treaty  stipulations  be  extended  for  a  further 
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term  of  seven  years.  A  recently  sigtied  treaty  to  this  end  is  now  lieffire 
the  Senate. 

The  impoftance  of  telegraphic  communication  Ijetween  thase  islands 
and  the  United  States  should  not  be  overlooked. 

The  question  of  a  general  revision  of  the  treaties  of  Japan  is  again 
under  discu.ssinn  at  Tokyo.  As  the  first  to  open  relations  with  that  Kni- 
pire,  and  as  the  nation  in  most  direct  commercial  relations  with  Japan, 
the  United  States  have  last  no  opjxirtuiiity  to  testify  their  consistent 
friendship  bj'  supporting  the  just  claiiuB  of  Japan  to  autonomy  and  inde- 
pendence among  nations. 

A  treaty  of  extradition  lietvveen  the  United  States  and  Japan,  the  first 
concluded  by  that  Knipire,  lias  been  lately  proclaimed. 

The  weakness  of  Liberia  and  the  difficulty  of  maintaining  effective 
sovereignty  over  its  outlying  districts  have  exposed  that  Republic  lo 
encroachment.  It  can  not  he  forgotten  that  this  distant  community  is 
an  offshoot  of  our  own  system,  owing  its  origin  to  the  associated  t^enev- 
olence  of  Anierican  citizens,  whose  prai.seworthy  efforts  to  create  a  nu- 
cleus of  civilization  in  the  Dark  Continent  have  commanded  respect  and 
sympathy  everywhere,  especially  in  this  country.  Although  a  fonnal 
protectorate  over  Liberia  is  contrary  to  our  traditional  poHcy,  the  moral 
right  and  duty  of  the  United  States  to  assist  in  all  proper  ways  in  the 
maintenance  of  its  integrity  is  obvious,  and  has  been  consistently  an- 
nounced during  nearly  half  a  century.  I  recommend  that  in  the  reor- 
ganization of  our  Navy  a  small  vessel,  no  longer  found  adecjuate  to  our 
needs,  he  presented  to  Lilwria,  to  l>e  employed  by  it  in  the  protection  of 
its  coastwise  revenues. 

The  encouraging  development  of  beneficial  and  intimate  relations  be* 
tween  the  Ihiited  States  and  Mexico,  which  has  been  so  marked  within 
the  past  few  years,  is  at  once  the  occasion  of  congratulation  and  of 
friendly  solicitude.  I  urgently  renew  my  former  representation  of  the 
need  of  speedy  legislation  by  Congress  to  carry  into  effect  the  reciprocity 
con nnercial  convention  of  Januarj' 20,  18S3. 

Our  commercial  treaty  of  1S31  with  Mexico  was  terminated,  accord- 
ing to  its  ]irovisions,  in  i8Hr,  upon  notification  given  by  Mexico  in  pur- 
suance of  her  announced  policy  of  recasting  all  her  commercial  treaties. 
>texico  has  since  concluded  ^vith  several  foreign  governments  new  trea- 
ties of  commerce  and  navigation,  defining  alien  rights  of  trade,  property, 
and  residence,  treatment  of  shipping,  consular  privileges,  and  the  like. 
Our  yet  unexecuted  reciprocity  convention  of  1883  covers  none  of  these 
pohits,  the  settlement  of  which  is  so  necessarj'  to  good  relationship.  I 
propose  to  initiate  with  Mexico  negotiations  for  a  new  and  enlarged 
treaty  of  commerce  and  na\-igation. 

In  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  the  Senate,  I  communicated  to  that 
liody  iiu  August  2  last,  and  also  to  the  House  of  Representatives,*  the 
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corrfsixnidencc  in  the  case  of  A.  K.  Cutting,  an  American  citizen,  then 
inii)ris(jned  in  Mexico,  charj^ed  with  the  connnission  of  a  penal  offense  in 
Texas,  of  which  a  Mexican  citi/en  was  the  object. 

After  demand  had  l)een  made  for  his  release  the  charge  against  him 
was  amended  so  as  to  include  a  violation  of  Mexican  law  within  Mexican 
territory. 

This  joinder  of  rdleged  ofTenses,  one  within  and  the  other  exterior  to 
Mexico,  induced  me  to  order  a  sixrcial  i n vest i gat i<m  of  the  case,  pending 
whicli  Mr.  Cutting  was  released. 

The  incident  has,  however,  disclosed  a  claim  of  jurisdiction  bj*  Mexico 
novel  in  our  histijry.  whereby  any  offense  connnitted  anywhere  by  a  for- 
eigner, j)enal  in  the  ])lace  of  its  commission,  and  of  which  a  Mexican  is 
the  object,  may.  if  the  offender  Ik.*  found  in  Mexico,  Ixi  there  tried  and 
punished  in  conformity  with  Mexican  laws. 

This  jurisdiction  was  sustained  by  the  courts  of  Mexico  in  the  Cut- 
ting case,  and  ai)jm>ved  by  the  executive  branch  of  that  Government, 
uiK)n  tile  authority  of  a  Mexican  statute.  The  ap]x?llate  court  in  releas- 
ing Mr.  Cutting  decided  that  the  abandonment  of  the  complaint  \>y  the 
Mexican  citizen  aggrieved  by  the  alleged  crime  (a  lil.)elous  publication) 
removed  the  basis  of  further  ])r()secution,  and  also  declare<l  justice  to  have 
been  satisfied  by  the  enforcement  of  a  small  j)art  of  the  original  sentence. 

The  admission  of  such  a  pretension  would  l)e  attended  with  serious 
results,  invasive  of  the  jurisdiction  of  this  ( lovernment  and  highlj'  dan- 
gerous to  our  citizens  in  foreign  lands.  Therefore  I  have  denied  it  and 
])rotested  against  its  attemj)ted  exercise  as  luiwarranted  by  the  princi- 
l)les  of  law  and  international  usages. 

A  sovereign  has  jurisdiction  of  ofTenses  whicli  take  effect  within  his 
territory,  although  concocted  or  conmieiiced  cmtside  of  it;  but  the  right 
is  denied  of  any  foreign  sovereign  to  ]mnish  a  citizen  of  the  United 
vStates  for  an  oITense  consuiiimaled  on  our  soil  in  violation  of  our  laws, 
even  though  the  olTeiise  l)e  against  a  subject  or  citizen  of  such  sover- 
eign. The  Mexican  statute  in  question  makes  the  claim  broadly,  and 
the  ]>rinci])le,  if  conceded,  would  create  a  dual  resjx)nsibility  in  the  citi- 
zen and  lead  to  inextricable  confusion,  destructive  of  that  certainty  in 
the  law  which  is  an  essential  of  liberty. 

When  citizens  of  the  United  vStates  volnntarily  go  into  a  foreign 
country,  they  must  abi<le  by  the  laws  there  in  force,  and  will  not  be 
j)r()tecte(l  by  their  own  ( loveninieiit  from  the  consequences  of  an  offense 
against  those  laws  committed  in  such  foreign  country;  but  watchful 
care  and  interest  of  this  (lovernnieiit  over  its  citizens  are  not  relin- 
([uislied  because  they  have  gone  abroad,  and  if  charged  with  crime 
committed  in  the  foreign  land  a  fair  and  o])en  trial,  conducted  with  de- 
cent regard  for  justice  and  humanity,  will  be  demande<l  for  them.  With 
less  than  that  this  (loveniment  will  not  Ik*  content  when  the  life  or  lib- 
erty of  its  citizens  is  at  stake. 
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Whatever  the  degree  to  which  extratcrrilorial  criminal  jiiristlictiuii 
niay  have  been  forjiierly  allowed  by  cousent  and  reciprocal  agreement 
among  certain  of  the  European  States,  no  such  doctrine  or  practice  was 
ever  known  to  the  laws  of  this  country  or  of  that  from  which  our  insti- 
tutions have  mainly  I^een  derived. 

In  the  case  of  Mexico  there  are  reasons  especially  strong  for  perfect 
harmony  in  the  mutual  exercise  of  jurisdiction.  Nature  has  made  us 
irrevocably  neighbors,  and  wisdom  and  kind  feeling  should  make  us 
friends. 

The  overflow  of  capital  and  enterprise  from  the  United  States  is  a 
potent  factor  in  assisting  the  development  of  the  resources  of  Mexico 
and  in  building  up  the  prosperity  of  Ixith  countries. 

To  assist  tliis  good  work  all  grounds  of  apprehension  for  the  security 
of  person  and  property  should  be  removed;  and  I  trust  that  in  the  inter- 
ests of  good  neighborlnjod  the  statute  referred  to  will  l)e  so  modified  as 
to  eliminate  the  present  possibihties  of  danger  to  the  peace  of  the  two 
countries. 

The  Government  of  the  Netherlands  has  exhibited  concern  in  relation 
to  certain  features  of  our  tariff  laws,  which  are  supposed  by  tlieni  to  be 
aimed  at  a  class  of  tobacco  produceil  in  the  Dutch  East  Indies.  Com- 
ment would  seem  unnecessary  upon  the  unwisdom  of  legishition  appearing 
to  have  a  special  national  discrimination  for  its  object,  which,  although 
uni,ntentional,  may  give  rise  to  injurious  retaliation. 

The  establishment,  less  tlian  four  years  ago,  of  a  legation  at  Teheran 
is  l>eariiig  fruit  in  llie  intert'.st  e^iliiliited  by  the  Shah's  Goverament  in 
the  industrial  activity  of  the  United  States  and  the  opportunities  of  bene- 
ficial interchanges. 

Stable  government  is  now  happily  restored  in  Peru  by  the  election  of  a 
constitutional  President,  and  a  period  of  rehabilitation  is  entered  upon; 
but  the  rcco\'ery  is  necessarily  slow  from  the  exhaustion  caused  by  the 
late  war  and  civil  disturbances,  A  convention  to  adjust  by  arbitration 
claims  of  our  citixeiis  has  been  proix)sed  and  is  imder  consideration. 

The  naval  ofTicer  who  Ixire  to  Sit>eria  the  t&stimonials  bestowed  by 
Congres-s  in  recognition  of  the  aid  given  to  the  Jeannelte  survivors  has 
successfully  accomplished  liis  mission.  His  interesting  report  will  be 
submitted.  It  is  pleasant  to  know  that  this  mark  of  appreciation  has 
l>een  welcomed  by  the  Russian  Government  and  people  as  befits  the 
traditional  fricndr^hip  of  tht;  two  countries. 

Civil  !K.TUirhatii)ns  in  the  Sauioan  Islands  have  during  the  past  few 
years  been  a  source  of  considerable  embarrassment  to  the  three  Goveni- 
nients — Cierniany,  Great  liritain,  and  tlie  United  States — whose  relations 
and  extraterritorial  rights  in  that  important  group  are  guaranteed  by 
treaties.  The  weakness  of  the  native  administration  and  the  conflict  of 
opposing  interests  in  the  islands  have  led  Khig  Malietoa  to  seek  alliance 
or  protection  in  some  one  (pinrter,  regardless  of  the  distinct  engagements 
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whereby  no  one  of  the  three  treaty  powers  may  acquire  any  paramount 
or  exchisive  interest.  In  May  last  Malietoa  offered  to  place  Samoa  under 
the  protection  of  the  United  States,  and  the  late  consul,  without  authority, 
assumed  to  ^rant  it.  The  ])rocecdin^  was  promptly  disavowed  and  the 
overzealous  official  recalled.  vSi)ecial  aj^ents  of  the  three  Govenmients 
have  been  de])iited  to  examine  the  situation  in  the  islands.  With  a 
change  in  the  representation  of  all  three  |X)wers  and  a  harmonious  under- 
standing between  them,  the  jHjace.  ])rosperity,  autonomous  administration, 
and  neutrality  of  Samoa  can  hardlv  fail  to  l)e  secured. 

It  a])iK'aring  that  the  (jovernment  of  Spain  did  not  extend  to  the  flag 
of  the  T'liited  vStates  in  the  Antilles  the  full  measure  of  reciprocity 
requisite  under  our  statute  for  the  continuance  of  the  suspension  of  dis- 
criminations against  the  S])anish  flag  in  our  ports,  I  was  constrained 
in  OctolK-r  last^*  to  rescind  my  ])redecessor's  i)roclamation  of  February 
14,  iSS4,f  ])ermitting  such  sus])ension.  An  arrangement  was,  however, 
s|K'edily  reached,  and  u|)()n  notification  from  the  Government  of  Spain 
that  all  differential  treatment  of  our  vessels  and  their  cargoes,  from  the 
United  vStates  or  from  any  foreign  country,  had  l)een  completely  and 
absolutely  reliucjuislied,  I  a\-ailed  my.self  of  the  discretion  conferred  by 
law  and  issued  on  the  27th  of  ()ct()l)er  my  proclamationj  declaring  re- 
ciprcx:al  suspension  in  the  United  vStates.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  bear 
testimony  to  the  earnest  s]^irit  in  which  the  Government  of  the  Queen 
Regent  has  met  our  efforts  to  avert  the  initiation  of  commercial  discrimi- 
nations and  rej^risals,  which  are  ever  disastrous  to  the  material  interests 
and  the  ]i()litical  good  will  of  the  countries  they  may  affect. 

The  ]')r()fital)le  development  of  the  large  commercial  exchanges  be- 
tween the  Ignited  vStates  and  the  vS])anish  Antilles  is  naturally  an  object 
of  solicitude.  Lying  close  at  our  doors,  and  finding  here  their  main 
markets  of  su])])ly  and  demand,  the  welfare  of  Cuba  and  Puerto  Rico  and 
their  production  and  trade  are  scarcely  less  important  to  US  than  to 
vS])ain.  Their  commercial  and  financial  movements  are  so  naturally  a 
])art  of  our  system  that  no  obstacle  t(^  fuller  and  freer  intercourse  should 
be  ]KTmitted  to  exist.  The  standing  instructions  of  our  representatives 
at  Madrid  ruid  llavnna  have  for  years  been  to  leave  no  effort  imessaj'ed 
to  further  tliese  en<ls.  and  at  no  time  has  the  equal  g(K)d  desire  of  Spain 
been  more  hoj>efully  manifested  than  now. 

The  Oovernment  of  vS])ain.  l)y  removing  the  consular  tonnage  fees  on 
cargoes  shipi)ed  to  the  Antilles  and  by  reducing  passjx^rt  fees,  has  shown 
its  recognition  of  the  needs  of  less  trannneled  intercourse. 

An  effort  has  K-en  made  during  the  i)ast  year  to  remove  the  hindrances 
to  the  ])roclamation  of  the  treaty  of  natundi/ation  with  the  Sublime  Porte, 
signed  in  iSj.j,  which  has  remained  ino]>erative  owing  to  a  disagreement 
of  inter])retation  of  the  clauses  relative  to  the  effects  of  the  return  to  and 
sojourn  of  a  naturalized  cili/en  in  the  land  of  origin.     I  trust  soon  to 
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be  able  to  niiimuiife  a  favorable  settlement  of  llw  diffi-Tci 
interpretation. 

It  has  been  highly  satisfactory  to  note  the  improved  treatment  of 
American  missionaries  in  Turkey,  as  has  been  attested  by  their  acknowl- 
edgments to  our  late  minister  to  that  Govenniient  of  his  successful  exer- 
tions in  their  l^half. 

The  exchange  of  ratifications  of  the  convention  of  Deceml)er  5,  iSKs, 
with  Venezuela,  for  the  reopening  of  the  awards  of  the  Caracas  Conniiis- 
sion  under  the  claims  convention  of  1866,  has  not  yet  lieen  effected,  owing 
to  the  delay  of  the  Executive  of  that  Republic  in  ratifying  the  measure. 
I  trust  that  this  postponement  will  be  brief;  but  should  it  much  longer 
continue,  the  delay  may  well  be  regarded  as  a  rescission  of  the  compact 
and  a  failure  on  the  part  of  Venezuela  to  complete  an  arrangement  so 
persistently  sought  by  her  during  many  years  and  assented  to  by  this 
Government  in  a  spirit  of  international  fairness,  although  to  the  detri- 
ment of  holders  of  bona  fide  awards  of  the  impugned  commission. 

I  renew  the  recommendation  of  niy  last  annual  message  that  existing 
legislation  concerning  citizenship  and  natnrahzation  be  revised,  We 
have  treaties  with  many  states  providing  for  the  renunciation  of  citizen- 
ship by  naturalized  aliens,  but  no  statute  is  found  to  give  effect  to  such 
engagements,  nor  any  which  provides  a  needed  central  bureau  for  the 
registration  of  naturalized  citizens. 

Experience  suggests  that  our  statutes  regulating  extradition  might  be 
advantageously  ainendecl  bj'  a  pro\'5sioii  for  the  transit  across  our  terri- 
tory, now  a  convenient  Ihornughfare  of  Iravf.-]  from  one  foreign  country 
to  another,  of  fugitives  surrenderee!  by  a  foreign  government  to  a  third 
state.  Such  provi.sions  are  not  unusual  in  the  legislation  of  other  coun- 
tries, and  tend  to  prevent  the  miscarriage  of  justice.  It  is  also  desira- 
ble, in  order  to  remo\'e  present  uncertainties,  that  authority  should  be 
conferred  on  the  Secretary  of  State  to  issue  a  certificate,  in  case  of  an 
arrest  for  the  purpose  of  extradition,  to  the  officer  before  whom  the  pro- 
ceeding is  pending,  showing  that  a  requisition  for  the  surrender  of  the 
person  chargerl  has  l:>een  lUdy  made.  Such  a  certificate,  if  reqiured  to 
be  received  before  the  prisoner's  examination,  would  prevent  a  long  and 
expensive  juilicial  iiicjuiry  into  a  charge  which  the  foreign  government 
might  not  desire  to  press,  I  also  recommend  that  express  provision  lie 
made  fur  the  ininu-dialc  discharge  from  custody  of  persons  committed  for 
extrailition  where  the  President  is  of  opinion  that  surrender  should  not 
be  made. 

The  drift  of  sentiment  in  civihzed  communities  toward  full  recogni- 
tion of  the  rights  of  property  in  the  creations  of  the  human  intellect  has 
brought  alxmt  the  adoption  l)y  many  important  nations  of  an  interna- 
tional copyris;ht  convention,  which  was  signed  at  Berne  on  the  iSth  of 
Septenil)er,  1.HS5. 

Ina-snmch  as  the  Conslitutiun  gives  to  the  Congress  the  power  "to 
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pronunc  the*  ])r<)jxrcss  of  stncnce  and  useful  arts  by  securing  for  limited 
tiuK^s  to  authors  an<l  invLMitors  the  exchisive  rij^lit  to  their  resjjective 
writinj^s  ami  discoveries,"  this  (»overnnient  did  not  feel  warranted  in 
])econiin^  a  sij^niatory  i>endinj^  the  action  of  Congress  upon  measures  of 
international  co])yright  now  l>efore  it;  but  the  right  of  adhesion  to  the 
IkTue  convention  hereafter  has  l>een  reserved.  I  trust  the  subject  will 
receive  at  your  hands  the  attention  it  deserves,  and  that  the  just  claims 
of  authors,  so  urgently  ])ressed,  will  Ixi  duly  hee<led. 

Rej^resentations  continue  to  be  made  to  me  of  the  injurious  effect  upon 
American  artists  studying  alnoad  and  having  free  access  to  the  art  collec- 
tions of  foreign  ccmntries  of  maintaining  a  discriminating  duty  against 
tlie  introduction  of  the  works  of  their  brother  artists  of  other  coun- 
tries, and  I  am  induced  to  re|)eat  my  reconnnendation  for  the  abolition 
of  that  tax. 

Pursuant  to  a  ])rovision  of  the  diplomatic  and  consular  appropriation 
act  ap])roved  July  i.  iSS6,  the  estimates  submitted  by  the  Secretary- of 
State  for  the  maintenance  t)f  the  consular  service  have  l)een  recast  on  the 
basis  of  salaries  for  all  oflicers  to  whom  such  allowance  is  deemed  advisa- 
ble. Advantage  has  been  taken  of  this  to  redistrilmte  the  salaries  of  the 
offices  now  aj>]iro]^riated  for,  in  accordance  with  the  work  jxjrfonned, 
the  im])ortance  of  the  representati\e  duties  of  the  incumlxjut,  and  the 
cost  of  living  at  each  ]M)st.  The  last  consideration  has  been  too  often 
lost  sight  of  in  the  allowances  heretofore  made.  The  compensation 
which  may  suffice  for  the  decent  maintenance  of  a  worthy  and  capable 
officer  in  a  ])ositi()n  of  onerous  and  rej>resentative  trust  at  a  ix)st  readily 
accessible,  and  where  the  necessaries  of  life  are  abundant  and  cheap,  may 
j)rove  an  inadequate  i)iUance  in  dist.ant  lands,  where  the  Ixjtter  part  of  a 
year's  \ya\  is  consumetl  in  reaching  the  ])ost  of  duty,  and  where  the  com- 
forts of  ordinary  civili/ed  existence  can  only  l)e  obtained  with  difficulty 
and  at  exorbitant  cost.  I  tru>t  that  in  considering  the  submitted  sched- 
ules no  mistaken  theory  of  economy  will  ])er])etuate  a  system  which  in 
the  ])ast  lias  \irtuall\'  closed  to  deserving  talent  man}'  offices  where  cajyac- 
ity  and  attainnienls  of  a  high  order  are  in<lispensable,  and  in  not  a  few 
instanivs  has  bn>ught  dis^-redit  on  our  national  character  and  entailed  em- 
barrassnieiU  and  even  sulTering  on  those  dejnited  to  uphold  our  dig^iity 
and  interests  abroad. 

In  conne(^tion  with  this  subject  I  earnestly  reiterate  the  practical  neces- 
sity of  sn])])lying  some  mode  of  trustworthy  ins])ection  and  report  of  the 
manner  in  which  tlu-  consulates  are  conducted.  In  the  al)sence  of  such 
reliable  information  efficiency  c;ni  scarcely  be  rewarded  or  its  opposite 
correcte<l. 

Increasing  coni]K'tition  in  trade  has  directed  attention  to  the  value  of 
the  consular  re])orts  ininted  by  the  I>e]>artnient  of  State,  and  the  efforts 
of  the  Ciovernment  to  extend  the  ])ractical  usefulness  of  these  reports  have 
createtl  a  wider  demand   for   them  at   lioine  and  a  spirit  of  emulation 
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abroad.  Constituting  a  record  of  the  ciiaiiges  occuiTiug  in  trade  and  of 
the  progress  of  the  arts  and  invention  in  foreign  countries,  they  arc  much 
sought  for  by  all  interested  in  the  subjects  wliich  they  embrace. 

■  The  report  of  the  Secretarj-  of  the  Treasury  exhibits  in  detail  the  con- 
dition of  the  puhhc  finances  and  of  the  several  branches  of  the  Govern- 
ment related  to  his  Department.  I  especially  direct  the  attention  of  the 
Congress  to  the  recommendations  contained  in  this  and  the  last  preced- 
ing report  of  the  Secretarj-  touching  the  simplification  and  amendment  of 
the  laws  relating  to  the  collection  of  our  revenues,  and  in  the  interest 
of  economy  and  justice  to  the  Government  I  hope  they  may  lie  adopted 
by  appropriate  legislation. 

The  ordinary  receipts  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1886,  were  $336,439,727.06,  Of  this  amount  $192,905,023.41 
was  received  from  customs  and  $116,805,936.48  from  internal  revenue. 
The  total  receipts,  as  here  stated,  were  $13,749,020.68  greater  than  for 
the  previous  year,  but  the  increase  from  customs  was  $11,434,084.10 
and  from  internal  revenue  $4,407,210.94,  making  a  gain  in  these  items 
for  the  la,st  year  of  $15,841,295,04,  a  falling  off  in  other  resources  redu- 
cing the  total  increase  to  the  smaller  amount  luenlioued. 

The  expense  at  tJie  different  custom-houses  of  collecting  this  increased 
customs  revenue  was  less  than  the  expense  attending  the  collection  of 
such  revenue  for  the  preceding  year  by  $490,608,  and  the  increased 
receipts  of  internal  revenue  were  collected  at  a  cost  to  the  Internal- 
Revenue  Bureau  $155,944.99  l^ss  than  the  expen.se  of  such  collection 
for  the  previous  year. 

The  total  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Govcniiiient  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  Jiuie3o,iS86,  were  $243, 4^3,1 3S. 50,  being  less  by  $17,788,797  than 
such  expenditiu-es  for  the  >ear  preceding,  and  leaving  a  surplus  in  the 
Treasury  at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year  of  $93,956,588.56,  as  against 
$63,463,771.27  at  the  close  of  the  previous  year,  being  an  increase  in 
.such  surplus  of  ^^30, 492, 817. 29.

In  m>'  last  annual  message  to  the  Congress  attention  was  directed  to 
the  faet  thai  the  ie\'eiuies  of  the  ( n)venimenl  exceeded  its  actual  needs, 
and  il  was  suggested  that  lei^islative  ac^tion  should  be  taken  to  relieve 
the  i)eo])le  from  the  uniueessai y  burden  of  taxation  thus  made  apparent. 

In  view  of  the  ])ressiiig  iiiiportance  of  the  subject  I  deem  it  my  duty 
to  again  urgt"  its  eoiisideralion. 

The  income  of  the  ( lOvenniKiit,  by  its  increased  volume  and  through 
economies  in  its  collection,  is  now  more  than  ever  in  excess  of  public 
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necessities.  The  application  of  the  surphiK  to  the  payment  of  stich  por- 
tion of  the  ptilihc  debt  as  is  now  at  our  option  subject  to  extiugnishment, 
if  continued  at  the  rate  which  has  lately  prevailed,  would  retire  that  class 
of  indebtedness  within  less  than  one  j'ear  from  this  date.  Thus  a  con- 
tinuation of  iiiir  present  revenue  systeni  would  soon  result  in  the  receipt 
of  an  annual  income  mucii  greater  than  necessary  to  meet  Government 
expenses,  with  no  indel)tedness  upon  which  it  could  \x.  applied.  We 
should  then  Ik-  confronted  with  a  vast  quantity  of  raouey,  the  circulating 
medium  of  the  jieople,  hoarded  in  the  Treasury  when  it  slwuld  be  in 
their  hands,  --ir  we  should  be  drawn  into  wa.steful  public  extravagance, 
with  all  the  corrupting  national  demoralization  which  follows  in  its  traiu. 

But  it  is  lUit  the  simple  existence  of  this  surplus  and  its  threatened 
attendant  evils  which  furnish  the  strongest  argument  against  our  present 
scale  of  Federal  taxation.  Its  worst  ]>hase  is  the  exaction  of  such  a  sur- 
plus through  a  [>er\-ersion  of  the  relations  between  the  jjeople  and  their 
Government  and  a  dangeroiis  departure  from  the  rules  which  limit  the 
right  of  Federal  taxation. 

Good  govLTiuiient,  and  especially  the  government  of  which  every 
American  cilixen  Ixjasts.  has  for  its  objects  the  protection  of  every  per- 
son within  its  care  in  the  greatest  liberty  consistent  with  the  good  order 
of  society  and  his  perfect  security  in  the  enjoyment  of  his  earnings  with 
the  least  possible  diminution  for  public  needs.  When  more  of  the  peo- 
ple's substance  is  exacted  tlurough  the  form  of  taxation  than  is  necessary 
to  meet  the  just  obligations  of  the  Govemnient  and  the  expense  of  its 
economical  admiuihlratinu,  such  exaction  lx.-cumes  ruthles.s  extortion  and 
a  violation  of  the  fimdanitntal  principles  of  a  free  government. 

The  iiklirwt  manner  in  which  these  exactions  are  made  has  a  tendency 
to  conceal  tlieir  true  character  and  thdr  extent.  But  we  have  arrived  at 
a  stage  of  siipL-rfluous  ru^cnui;  wliich  has  aroused  the  people  to  a  reali- 
zation of  the  fact  that  the  amount  raised  professedly  for  the  support  of 
the  Governrnent  is  paid  by  them  as  absolutely  if  added  to  the  price  of  the 
things  which  supply  their  daily  wants  as  if  it  was  paid  at  fixed  periods 
into  the  hand  uf  tlie  taxgatherer. 

Those  who  toil  for  dailj-  wages  are  l>eginning  to  luiderstand  that  capi- 
tal, though  sometimes  vaunting  its  importance  and  clamoring  for  the 
protection  and  fa\or  of  the  Go\-ernnient,  is  dull  and  sluggish  till,  touched 
by  the  magical  hand  of  lalx>r,  it  springs  into  activity,  furnishing  an  occa- 
sion for  Tederal  taxation  and  gaining  the  value  which  enables  it  to  bear 
ils  burden.  And  the  lalx)ring  man  is  thoughtfully  inquiring  whether  in 
these  circumstances,  and  considering  the  tribute  he  constantly  pays  into 
the  i)nl>lic  Treasury  as  he  supplies  his  daily  wants,  he  receives  his  fair 
share  of  advantages. 

There  is  also  a  suspicion  abroad  that  the  surplus  of  our  revenues  indi- 
cates abnormal  and  exceptional  business  profits,  which,  under  the  system 
which  produces  such  surplus,  increase  without  corresponding  benefit  to 
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the  iK'oplii  at  lar^e  the  vast  acciiniiilatioiis  of  a  few  among  our  citizens, 
whose  fortunes,  rivaHn^  the  wealth  of  the  most  favored  in  antidemo- 
cratic nations,  are  not  the  natural  growth  of  a  steady,  plain,  and  indus- 
trious re])ul)lic. 

Our  farmers,  t(X),  and  those  engaged  directly  and  indirectly  in  supply- 
ing the  products  of  agriculture,  see  that  day  by  day,  and  as  often  as  the 
daily  wants  of  their  households  recur,  they  are  forced  to  i>ay  excessive 
and  needless  taxation,  while  their  prtnlucts  struggle  in  foreign  markets 
with  the  comiK^tition  of  nations,  which,  by  allowing  a  freer  exchange  of 
l)roductions  than  we  i>erniit,  enable  their  i)eople  to  sell  for  prices  which 
distress  the  American  farmer. 

As  every  i)atriotic  citizen  rejoices  in  the  constantly  increasing  pride 
of  our  jK-ople  in  American  citizenship  and  in  the  glory  of  our  national 
achievements  and  progress,  a  sentiment  prevails  that  the  leading  stringfs 
useful  to  a  nation  in  its  infancy  ma>'  well  l)e  to  a  great  extent  discarded 
in  the  present  stage  of  American  ingenuity,  courage,  and  fearless  self- 
reliance;  and  for  the  privilege  of  indulging  this  sentiment  with  true 
American  enthusiasm  our  citizens  are  quite  willing  to  forego  an  idle  sur- 
plus in  the  public  Treasury. 

And  all  the  i)eo])le  know  that  the  average  rate  of  Federal  taxation 
upon  imports  is  to-day,  in  time  of  peace,  but  little  less,  while  \\\to\\  some 
articles  <»f  necessary  C()nsuni])tion  it  is  actually  more,  than  was  imposed 
by  the  grievous  burden  willingly  borne  at  a  time  when  the  Government 
needed  millions  to  maintain  by  war  the  safety  and  integrity  of  the  Union. 

It  has  been  tlie  i>olicy  of  the  (lovernment  to  collect  the  principal  part 
of  its  revenue's  by  a  tax  uiK>n  im])orts,  and  no  change  in  this  policy  is 
desirable.  Hut  the  ])resi.'nt  condition  of  affairs  c(mstrains  our  people  to 
demand  that  l)y  a  revision  of  our  revenue  laws  the  receipts  of  the  Gov- 
ernment shall  be  reduced  to  the  necessary  ex]>ense  of  its  economical 
administration;  and  this  demand  should  be  recognized  and  oljeyed  by  the 
])eo])le's  re]>resentatives  in  the  legislative  branch  of  the  Government. 

In  readjusting  the  burdens  of  l\*deral  taxation  a  sound  public  policy 
recjuires  that  such  of  our  cili/ens  as  have  built  up  large  and  important 
industries  under  ])resent  conditions  should  not  be  suddenly  and  to  their 
injury  (lei)rived  of  advantages  to  which  they  have  adapted  their  busi- 
ness; but  if  the  ])ul)lic  good  re([uires  it  they  should  be  content  with  such 
consideration  as  sliall  deal  fairly  and  cautiously  with  their  interests, 
while  the  just  demand  of  the  peoi)le  for  relief  from  needless  taxation  is 
hone  si  ly  answered. 

A  reasonal)le  and  timely  submission  tr)  such  a  demand  should  certainly 
be  ])ossible  without  disastrous  shock  to  any  interest;  and  a  cheerful 
concession  somclimes  averts  al)rupt  and  heedless  action,  often  the  out- 
growtli  of  ini]xitience  and  delayed  justice. 

Due  regard  should  be  also  accorded  in  any  proposed  readjustment  to 
the  interests  of  American  lalx^r  .so  far  as  thev  are  involved.     We  con- 
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gratulate  ourselves  tliat  lliere  is  among  us  no  laboring  class  fixed  within 
unyielding  bounds  and  doomed  under  all  conditions  to  the  inexorable 
fate  of  daily  toil,  Wu  rucogiiize  in  labor  a  chief  factor  in  the  wealth  of 
the  Republic,  and  we  treat  those  who  have  it  in  tlieir  keeping  as  citi- 
zens entitled  to  the  mast  careful  regard  and  thoughtful  attention.  This 
regard  and  attention  should  l)e  awarded  them,  not  only  because  labor  is 
the  capital  of  our  workingmen,  justlj'  entitled  to  its  share  of  Government 
favor,  but  for  the  further  and  not  less  important  reason  that  the  laboring 
man,  surrounded  by  his  family  in  his  humble  home,  as  a  consumer  is 
vitally  interested  in  all  that  cheapens  the  cost  of  living  and  enables  him 
to  bring  within  his  domestic  circle  additional  comforts  and  advantages. 

This  relation  of  the  workiugman  to  the  revenoe  laws  of  the  country 
and  the  manner  in  which  it  palpably  influences  the  question  of  wages 
should  not  be  forgotltii  in  the  justifiable  prominence  given  to  the  proper 
maintenance  of  the  siqijily  and  protection  of  well-paid  lal»r.  And  these 
considerations  sugge^.t  such  an  arrangement  of  Government  re^'eimes  as 
shall  reduce  the  expense  of  living,  while  it  does  not  cnrtail  the  oppor- 
tunity for  work  nor  red;ice  the  compensation  of  American  labor  and 
injuriously  affect  its  condition  and  the  dignified  place  it  holds  in  the 
estimation  of  our  people. 

But  our  farmers  and  agriculturists — ^those  who  from  the  soil  produce 
the  things  consumed  by  all — are  perhaps  more  directly  and  pliiinly  con- 
cerned than  any  other  of  our  citizens  in  a  just  and  careful  system  of  Fed- 
eral taxation.  Those  actually  engaged  in  and  more  remotely  connected 
with  this  kind  of  wurk  number  nearly  unc-hult  of  our  jxipulation.  None 
labor  harder  or  more  continuously  than  tJiey.  No  enactments  limit  their 
hours  of  toil  and  no  intcriMisitiou  of  the  Government  enhances  to  any 
great  extent  the  value  of  their  products.  And  yet  for  many  of  the  neces- 
saries an<I  comforts  of  life,  which  the  most  scrupulous  economy  enables 
them  to  bring  into  their  homes,  and  for  their  implements  of  husbandry, 
they  are  obliged  to  pay  a  price  largel\-  increased  bj-  an  unnatural  profit, 
which  ljy  tlie  action  of  the  Govennnent  is  given  to  the  more  favored 
mamifactnrer. 

1  recommend  tliat,  keeping  in  view  all  these  considerations,  the  increas- 
ing and  uiuieces,sary  surplus  of  national  income  annually  accumulating 
Ite  released  tn  the  people  1)\-  an  amendment  to  our  revenue  laws  which 
shall  chea]K-n  the  price  of  the  necessaries  of  life  and  give  freer  entrance 
tu  such  imported  materials  as  by  American  lalxir  may  be  manufactured 
into  markeliiMe  connnoilitics. 

Xoiliing  can  lie  accomplished,  however,  in  the  direction  of  this  much- 
needeil  reform  ludess  the  sidjjcct  is  approached  in  a  patriotic  spirit  of 
devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  entire  country  and  with  a  willingness  to 
yield  .something  for  the  public  good. 

The  .sum  paid  \\\m\\  the  public  debt  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30,  ia86,  was  S44, 551,043. 36. 
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During  the  twelve  months  ended  October  31,1 886, 3  per  cent  bonds  were 
called  for  redemption  amounting  to  $127,283,100,  of  which  $80,643, 2cx> 
was  so  called  to  answer  the  requirements  of  the  law  relathig  to  the  sink- 
ing fund  and  $46,639,900  for  the  purpase  of  reducing  the  public  debt 
by  application  of  a  part  of  the  surplus  in  the  Treasury  to  that  object. 
Of  the  IxMids  thus  called  $102,269,450  l)ecame  subject  under  such  calls  ' 
to  redemption  prior  to  Noveml)er  i ,  1886.  The  remainder,  amounting  to 
$25,013,650,  matured  under  the  calls  after  that  date. 

In  addition  to  the  amount  subject  to  payment  and  cancellation  prior  to 
Novemlxir  i ,  there  were  also  paid  Ixjfore  that  day  certain  of  these  bonds, 
with  the  interest  thereon,  amounting  to  $5,072,350,  which  were  antici- 
l)ated  as  to  their  maturity,  of  which  $2,664,850  had  not  been  called. 
Thus  $107,341,800  had  been  actually  applied  prior  to  the  ist  of  Novem- 
lxir, i8S6,to  the  extinguishment  of  ourlx^nded  and  interest-bearing  debt, 
leaving  on  that  day  still  outstanding  the  siun  of  $1,153,443, 112.  Of  this 
amount  $86,848,700  were  still  represented  by  3  percent  bonds.  They, 
however,  have  been  since  X()veml)er  i,  or  will  at  once  be,  further  reduced 
by  $22,606,150,  ])eing  lM:)nds  which  have  l)een  called,  as  already  stated, 
but  not  redeemed  and  canceled  l)efore  the  latter  date. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1886,  there  were  coined,  under 
the  compulsory  silver-coinage  act  of  1878,  29,838,905  silver  dollars,  and 
the  cost  of  the  silver  used  in  such  coinage  was  $23,448,960.01.  There 
had  been  coined  up  to  the  close  of  the  previous  fiscal  year  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law  203,882,554  silver  dollars,  and  on  the  ist  day  of  Decem- 
l)er,  18S6,  the  total  amount  of  such  coinage  was  $247,131,549. 

The  Director  of  the  Mint  reports  that  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the 
law  of  1.S7S  directing  this  coinage  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  dollars  thus 
coined  was  94  '^  cents  each,  and  that  (m  the  31st  day  of  July,  1886,  the 
price  of  silver  reached  the  lowest  stage  ever  known,  so  that  the  intrinsic 
or  bullion  ]>rice  of  our  standard  silver  dollar  at  that  date  was  less  than  72 
cents.  The  price  of  silver  on  the  3()th  day  of  November  last  was  such  as 
to  make  these  dollars  intrinsically  worth  78  cents  each. 

These  differences  in  value  of  the  coins  represent  the  fluctuations  in  the 
])ricc  of  silver,  and  they  certainly  do  not  indicate  that  compulsory  coinage 
by  the  Oovernment  enhances  the  price  of  that  commodity  or  secures  uni- 
formity in  its  value. 

ICvery  fair  and  legal  efi'ort  has  been  made  by  the  Treasury  Department 
to  (listril)Ute  this  currency  among  the  people.  The  withdrawal  of  United 
vStates  Treasury  notes  of  small  denominations  and  the  issuing  of  sm&ll 
silver  certificates  have  l)een  resorted  to  in  the  endeavor  to  accomplish  this 
result,  in  obedience  to  the  will  and  sentiments  of  the  representatives  of 
the  peo])le  in  the  Congress.  On  the  27th  day  of  November,  1886,  the 
peo])le  held  of  these  coins,  or  certificates  re]>resenting  them,  the  nominal 
sum  of  $166,873,041,  and  we  still  had  $79,464,345  in  the  Treasury,  as 
against  about  $142,894,055  so  in  the  hands  of  the  people  and  $72,865,376 
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reniainiug  in  the  Treasury  one  year  ago.  The  Director  of  the  Mint  again 
urges  the  necessity  of  more  vault  room  for  tlie  purpose  of  storing  these 
silver  dollars  which  are  not  needed  for  circulation  by  the  people. 

I  have  seen  no  reason  to  change  Ihe  views  expressed  in  uij-  last  annual 
message  on  the  subject  of  this  compulsory  coinage,  and  I  again  urge  its 
suspeusiou  on  all  the  grounds  contained  in  my  fonner  recommendation, 
reeuforced  by  the  significant  increase  of  our  gold  exportations  dnring  the 
last  year,  as  appears  by  the  comparative  statement  herewith  presented, 
and  for  the  further  reasons  that  the  more  tliis  currency  is  distributed 
among  the  people  the  greater  becomes  onr  duty  to  protect  it  from  dis- 
aster, that  we  now  have  abundance  for  all  our  needs,  and  that  there 
seems  but  little  propriety  in  building  vaults  to  store  such  currency  when 
the  only  pretense  for  its  coinage  is  the  necessity  of  its  use  by  the  people 
as  a  circulating  medium. 

The  great  number  of  suits  now  pending  in  the  ITnited  States  courts 
for  the  southern  district  of  New  York  growing  out  of  the  collection  of 
customs  revenue  at  the  port  of  New  York  and  the  number  of  such  suits 
that  are  almost  daily  instituted  are  certainly  worthy  the  attention  of  the 
Congress,  These  legal  controversies,  based  upon  conflicting  views  by 
importers  and  the  collector  as  to  the  inteq>retation  of  our  present  com- 
plex and  indefinite  revenue  laws,  might  be  largely  obviated  by  an  amend- 
ment of  those  laws. 

But  pending  such  amendment  the  present  condition  of  this  litigation 
should  be  relieved.  There  are  now  pending  about  2,500  of  these  suits. 
More  than  1 ,  100  have  lieen  commenced  within  the  past  eighteen  months, 
and  many  of  tlie  others  have  been  at  issue  for  more  than  twenty-five  years. 
These  delays  subject  the  Government  to  loss  of  evidence  and  prevent  the 
preparation  necessary  to  defeat  unjust  and  fictitious  claims,  while  con- 
stantly accruing  interest  threatens  to  double  the  demands  involved. 

In  the  present  condition  of  the  dockets  of  the  courts,  well  filled  with 
private  suits,  and  of  the  force  allowed  the  district  attorney,  no  greater 
than  is  iiecessarj'  for  the  ordinary  and  current  business  of  his  office, 
these  revenue  litigations  can  not  be  considered. 

In  defaidt  of  the  adoption  by  the  Congress  of  a  plan  for  the  general 
reorganisation  of  the  Federal  courts,  as  has  been  heretofore  recom- 
mended, I  urge  the  propriet)'  of  passing  a  law  permitting  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  additional  Federal  judge  in  the  district  where  these  Govern- 
ment suits  ha\-e  accumulated,  so  that  by  continuous  sessions  of  the  courts 
devoted  to  the  trial  of  these  cases  they  maj'  Ije  determiued. 

It  is  entirely  ]>lain  that  a  great  saving  to  the  Government  would  be 
accomplished  by  sncli  a  remedy,  and  the  suitors  who  have  honest  claims 
would  not  be  denied  justice  through  delay. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  gives  a  detailed  account  of  the 
administration  of  his  Department  and  contains  sundry  recommendations 
for  the  ini])roYcment  of  the  .service,  which  I  fully  approve.

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The  Army  consisted  at  the  date  of  the  last  consolidated  return  of  2,103 
officers  and  24,946  enlisted  men. 

The  expenses  of  the  Department  for  the  last  fiscal  year  were  $36,990,- 
903.38,  including  $6,294,305.43  for  public  works  and  river  and  harbor 
improvements. 

I  especially  direct  the  attention  of  the  Congress  to  the  recommenda- 
tion that  officers  l)e  reijuired  to  submit  to  an  examination  as  a  prelimi- 
nary to  their  promotion.  I  see  no  objection,  but  many  ad\^ntages,  in 
adopting  this  feature,  which  has  operated  so  beneficially  in  our  Navy 
Department,  as  well  as  in  some  branches  of  the  Army. 

The  subject  of  coast  defenses  and  fortifications  has  been  fully  and 
carefully  treated  by  the  Board  on  Fortifications,  whose  report  was  sub- 
mitted at  the  last  session  of  Congress;  but  no  construction  work  of  the 
kind  recommended  by  the  lx)ard  has  l:)een  possible  during  the  last  year 
from  the  lack  of  aj)i)ropriations  for  such  purpose. 

The  defenseless  condition  of  our  seacoast  and  lake  frontier  is  perfectly 
palpable.  The  examinations  made  must  convince  us  all  that  certain  of 
our  cities  named  in  the  rex)ort  of  the  board  should  be  fortified  and  that 
work  on  the  most  important  of  these  fortifications  should  be  commenced 
at  once.  The  work  has  Ix^en  thoroughly  considered  and  laid  out,  the 
Secretary'  of  War  reports,  but  all  is  delayed  in  default  of  Congressional 
action. 

The  absolute  necessity,  judged  ])y  all  standards  of  prudence  and  fore- 
sight, of  our  preparation  for  an  effectual  resistance  against  the  armored 
ships  and  steel  giuis  and  mortars  of  modem  constniction  which  may 
threaten  the  cities  on  our  coasts  is  so  apparent  that  I  hope  effective 
steps  will  l)e  taken  in  that  direction  immediately. 

The  valuable  and  suggestive  treatment  of  this  question  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  is  earnestly  connnended  to  the  consideration  of  the  Congress. 

In  vSepteniber  and  October  last  the  hostile  Apaches  who,  under  the 
leadership  of  ( jcronimo,  had  for  eighteen  months  been  on  the  war  path, 
and  during  that  time  had  committed  many  murders  and  been  the  cause 
of  constant  terror  to  the  settlers  of  Arizona,  surrendered  to  General  Miles, 
the  miHtary  connnander  who  succeeded  General  Crook  in  the  manage- 
ment and  direction  of  their  pursuit. 

Under  the  terms  of  their  surrender  as  then  reported,  and  in  view  of 
the  understanding  which  these  murderous  savages  seemed  to  entertain 
of  the  assurances  given  them,  it  was  considered  best  to  im{>rison  them 
in  such  manner  as  to  ])revent  their  ever  engaging  in  such  outrages  again, 
instead  of  trying  them  for  murder.  Fort  Pickens  having  been  selected 
as  a  safe  i)lace  of  confinement,  all  the  adult  males  were  sent  thither  and 
will  l)e  closely  guarded  as  prisoners.  In  the  meantime  the  residue  of 
the  band,  who,  though  still  remaining  upon  the  reser\'ation,  were  regarded 
as  unsafe  and  sus]K*cted  of  furnishing  aid  to  those  on  the  war  path,  had 
been  removed  to  Fort  Marion.     The  women  and  larger  children  of  the 
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hostiles  were  also  taken  there,  and  arraiigeiiieiits  ha\'e  lieeii  made  for 
putting  the  children  of  proper  age  iu  Imlian  schools. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navj'  contains  a  detailed  exhibit 
of  the  condition  of  his  Department,  with  such  a  statement  of  the  action 
needed  to  improve  the  same  as  should  challenge  the  earnest  attention  of 
the  Congress. 

The  jK^esent  Navy  of  the  United  States,  aside  from  the  ships  in  course 
of  construction,  consists  of — 

First.  Fourteen  slngle-turreted  monitors,  none  of  which  are  in  com- 
mission nor  at  the  present  time  serviceable.  The  batteries  of  these  ships 
are  obsolete,  and  they  can  only  be  relied  upon  as  auxiliary  ships  in  harbor 
defense,  and  then  after  such  an  expenditure  upon  them  as  might  not  be 
deemed  justifiable. 

Second.  Five  fourth-rate  vessels  of  small  tonnage,  only  one  of  which 
was  designed  as  a  war  vessel,  and  all  of  which  are  auxiliary  merely. 

Third.  Twenty-seven  cruising  ships,  three  of  which  are  built  of  irou, 
of  small  tonnage,  and  twenty-four  of  wood.  Of  these  wooden  vessels  it 
is  estimated  by  the  Chief  Constructor  of  the  Na\^  that  only  three  will  be 
serviceable  beyond  a  period  of  six  years,  at  which  time  it  may  be  said 
that  of  the  present  naval  force  nothing  worthy  the  name  will  remain. 

All  the  vessels  heretofore  authorized  are  under  contract  or  in  course  of 
construction  except  the  armored  ships,  the  torpedo  and  dynamite  boats, 
and  one  cruiser.  As  to  the  last  of  these,  the  bids  were  in  excess  of  the 
limit  fixed  by  Congress.  The  production  iu  the  United  States  of  armor 
and  gun  steel  is  a  question  which  it  seems  necessary  to  settle  at  an  early 
day  if  the  armored  war  vessels  are  to  be  completed  with  those  materials  of 
home  manufacture.  This  has  l>een  the  subject  of  investigation  by  two 
boards  and  by  two  special  committees  of  Congress  within  the  last  three 
years.  The  report  of  the  Gnu  Foundry  Board  in  1S84,  of  the  Board  on 
Fortifications  made  in  January  last,  and  the  reports  of  the  select  com- 
mittees of  the  two  Houses  made  at  the  last  session  of  Congress  have 
entirely  exhausted  the  subject,  so  far  as  preliminary  investigation  is  in- 
volved, and  in  their  recommendations  they  are  substantialh'  agreed. 

In  the  event  that  the  present  invitation  of  the  Department  for  bids  to 
furnish  such  of  this  material  as  is  now  authorized  shall  fail  to  induce 
domestic  manufacturers  to  undertake  the  large  expenditures  required  to 
prepare  for  this  new  manufacture,  and  no  other  steps  are  taken  by  Con- 
gress at  its  coming  session,  the  Secretary  contemplates  with  dissatisfac- 
tion the  necessity  of  obtaining  abroad  the  armor  and  the  gun  steel  for  the 
authorized  sliips.  It  would  seem  desirable  that  the  wants  of  the  Army 
and  the  Navy  in  this  regard  should  l)e  reasonably  met,  and  that  by  unit- 
ing their  contracts  such  inducement  might  he  offered  as  would  result  in 
.securing  the  domestication  of  the.se  important  interests. 

The  affairs  of  the  postal  service  show  marked  and  gratifying  improve- 
ment during  the  past  year.     A  particular  account  of  its  transactions  and 
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condition  is  j^ven  in  the  report  of  the  Postmaster-General,  which  will  be 
laid  l^fore  you. 

Tlie  reduction  of  the  rate  of  letter  postap^e  in  1883,  rendering  the  postal 
revenues  inadequate  to  sustain  the  exjxinditures.  and  business  depression 
also  contrilnitin^,  resulted  in  an  excess  of  cost  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1SS5,  of  ei)^ht  and  one-third  millions  of  dollars.  An  additional 
check  ujx^n  reccii)ts  l)y  di)ul)ling  the  measure  of  weight  in  rating  sealed 
corresjwndencc  and  diminishing  one-half  the  charge  for  newspaper  car- 
riage was  imix)sed  by  legislation  which  took  effect  with  the  beginning  of 
the  past  fiscal  year,  while  the  constant  demand  of  our  territorial  devel- 
opment and  growing  population  for  the  extension  and  increase  of  mail 
facilities  and  machinery  necessitates  steady  annual  advance  in  outlay, 
and  the  careful  estimate  of  a  year  ago  u^wn  the  rates  of  expenditure 
then  existing  contemplated  the  unavoidable  augmentation  of  the  defi- 
ciency in  the  last  fiscal  year  by  nearl}*  $2,000,000.  The  anticipated  rev- 
enue for  the  last  year  failed  of  realization  by  about  $64,000,  but  proper 
measures  of  economy  have  so  satisfactorily  limited  the  growth  of  expend- 
iture that  the  total  deficiency  in  fact  fell  below  that  of  1885,  and  at  this 
time  the  increase  of  revenue  is  in  a  gaining  ratio  over  the  increase  of 
cost,  demonstrating  the  sufficiency  of  the  present  rates  of  postage  ulti- 
mately to  sustain  the  service.  This  is  the  more  pleasing  because  our 
people  enjoy  now  both  cheajx^r  postage  proportionably  to  distances  and 
a  vaster  and  more  costly  service  than  any  other  ujK)n  the  globe. 

Retrenchment  has  been  effected  in  the  cost  of  supplies,  some  expendi- 
tures unwarranted  by  law  have  ceased,  and  the  outlays  for  mail  carriage 
have  l)cen  subjected  to  l)eneficial  scrutiny.  At  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal 
year  the  expense  of  transi)ortation  on  star  routes  stood  at  an  annual  rate 
of  cost  less  !)>'  ()\'er  $56(^,cxx)  than  at  the  close  of  the  previous  year  and 
steamlK)at  and  mail-messenger  service  at  nearly  $200,000  less. 

The  service  has  l)een  in  the  meantime  enlarged  and  extended  by  the 
estal)lishment  of  new  offices,  increase  of  routes  of  carriage,  expansion  of 
carrier-delivery  conveniences,  and  additions  to  the  railway  mail  facilities, 
in  accordance  with  the  growing  exigencies  of  the  country  and  the  long- 
estahlished  ]>olicy  of  the  Government. 

The  Postmaster-Cieneral  calls  attention  to  the  existing  law  for  compen- 
sating railroads  and  ex])resses  the  opinicm  that  a  method  maybe  devised 
wliieli  will  prove  more  just  to  the  carriers  and  l)eneficial  to  the  Govern- 
ment; and  the  subject  a])])ears  wortli>'  of  your  early  consideration. 

The  differences  which  arose  during  the  year  with  certain  of  the  ocean 
steamshij)  com])anies  have  terminated  by  the  acquiescence  of  all  in  the 
])()licy  of  the  Oovernment  a])i)roved  by  the  Congress  in  the  postal  appro- 
l)riation  at  its  last  session,  and  the  Department  now  enjoys  the  utmost 
service  afforded  by  all  vessels  which  sail  from  our  ports  upon  either 
(w'ean  a  service  generally  aderiuate  to  the  needs  of  our  intercourse. 
Petitions  have,  however,  been  jnesented  to  the  Department  by  numerous 
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merchants  and  manufacturers  for  tlie  establishment  of  a  direct  seirice  to 
the  Argentine  Republic  and  for  seiuiiuonthlj-  dispatches  to  the  Emjjire 
of  Brazil,  and  the  subject  is  commended  to  your  consideration.  It  is  an 
obvious  duty  to  provide  the  means  of  postal  communication  which  our 
commerce  requires,  and  with  prudent  forecast  of  results  llie  wise  exten- 
sion of  it  may  lead  to  stimulating  intercourse  and  become  the  harbinger 
of  a  profitable  traffic  which  will  open  new  a\-enues  for  the  disposition  of 
the  products  of  our  industry.  The  circumstances  of  the  countries  at  the 
far  south  of  our  continent  are  such  as  to  invite  our  enterprise  and  afford 
the  promise  of  sufficient  advantages  to  justify  an  unusiml  effort  to  briug 
about  the  closer  relations  which  greater  freedom  of  communication  would 
tend  to  establish. 

I  suggest  that,  as  distinguished  from  a  grant  or  subsidy  for  the  mere 
benefit  of  any  line  of  trade  or  travel,  whatever  outlay  may  be  required  to 
secure  additional  postal  service,  necessary  and  proper  and  not  otherwise 
attainable,  should  be  regarded  as  within  the  limit  of  legitimate  compen- 
sation for  such  service. 

The  extension  of  the  free-delivery  service  as  suggested  by  the  Post- 
master-General has  heretofore  received  my  sanction,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
a  suitable  enactment  may  soon  l>e  agreed  upon. 

The  request  for  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  enable  the  general  insjiec- 
tion  of  fourth-class  offices  has  my  approbation. 

I  renew  my  approval  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Postmaster-Gen- 
eral that  another  assistant  be  provided  for  the  Post-Of^^ce  Department, 
and  I  in\-ite  your  attention  to  the  several  other  recommendations  iu  his 
report. 

The  conduct  of  the  Department  of  Justice  for  the  last  fiscal  j'ear  is 
fully  detailed  in  the  report  of  the  Attorney- General,  and  I  invite  the 
earnest  attention  of  the  Congress  to  the  same  and  due  consideration  of 
the  recommendations  therein  contained. 

In  the  report  submitted  by  this  officer  to  the  last  ses.sion  of  the  Congress 
he  stronglj-  recommended  the  erection  of  a  penitentiary  for  the  coufine- 
ment  of  prisoners  convicted  and  sentenced  in  the  United  States  courts, 
and  he  rejieats  the  recommendation  in  his  report  for  the  last  year. 

This  is  a  matter  of  very  great  importance  and  should  at  once  receive 
Congressional  action.  United  States  prisoners  are  now  confined  in  more 
than  thirty  different  State  prisons  and  penitentiaries  scattered  in  every 
part  of  the  coinitry.  Thej-  are  subjected  to  nearly  as  many  different 
modes  of  treatniL-nt  and  discipline  and  arc  far  too  much  removed  from  the 
control  anil  regidation  of  the  Government,  So  far  as  they  are  entitled 
to  hiunane  treatment  and  an  opportunity  for  improvement  and  refor- 
mation, the  Go\'crnmeut  is  responsible  to  them  and  society  that  these 
thiugs  are  forthcoming.  But  this  duty  can  scarcely  l)e  discharged  with- 
out more  absolute  control  and  direction  than  is  pos.sible  under  the  present 
system. 
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Many  of  our  good  citizens  have  interested  themselves,  with  the  most 
beneficial  results,  in  the  question  of  prison  reform.  The  General  Gov- 
ernment should  be  in  a  situation,  since  there  must  be  United  States 
prisoners,  to  furnish  important  aid  in  this  movement,  and  should  be  able 
to  illustrate  what  may  1^  practically  done  in  the  direction  of  this  reform 
and  to  present  an  example  in  the  treatment  and  improvement  of  its  pris- 
oners worthy  of  imitation. 

With  prisons  under  its  own  control  the  Government  could  deal  with 
the  somewhat  vexed  question  of  convict  labor,  so  far  as  its  convicts  were 
concerned,  according  to  a  plan  of  its  own  adoption,  and  with  due  regard 
to  the  rights  and  interests  of  our  laboring  citizens,  instead  of  sometimes 
aiding  in  the  operation  of  a  system  which  causes  among  them  irritation 
and  discontent. 

Upon  consideration  of  this  subject  it  might  be  thought  wise  to  erect 
more  than  one  of  these  institutions,  located  in  such  places  as  would  best 
sul)serye  the  purposes  of  convenience  and  economy  in  transportation. 
The  considerable  cost  of  maintaining  these  convicts  as  at  present,  in 
State  institutions,  w^ould  be  saved  by  the  adoption  of  the  plan  proposed, 
and  by  employing  them  in  the  manufacture  of  such  articles  as  were 
needed  for  use  by  the  Government  quite  a  large  pecuniary  benefit  would 
l^e  realized  in  partial  return  for  our  outlay. 

I  again  urge  a  change  in  the  Federal  judicial  system  to  meet  the  wants 
of  the  people  and  obviate  the  delays  necessarily  attending  the  present 
condition  of  affairs  in  our  courts.  All  are  agreed  that  something  should 
l)e  done,  and  much  favor  is  shown  by  those  well  able  to  advise  to  the 
plan  suggested  by  the  Attorney-General  at  the  last  session  of  the  Con- 
gress and  recommended  in  my  last  annual  message.  This  recommen- 
dation is  here  renewed,  together  with  another  made  at  the  same  time, 
touching  a  change  in  the  manner  of  compensating  district  attorneys  and 
marshals;  and  the  latter  subject  is  commended  to  the  Congress  for  its 
action  in  the  interest  of  economy  to  the  Government,  and  humanity,  fair- 
ness, and  justice  to  our  people. 

The  report  of  the  vSecrctary  of  the  Interior  presents  a  comprehensive 
sunniiary  of  the  work  of  the  various  branches  of  the  public  service  con- 
nected with  liis  Department,  and  the  suggestions  and  recommendations 
which  it  contains  for  the  improvement  of  the  service  should  receive  your 
careful  consideration. 

The  exhil)it  made  of  the  condition  of  our  Indian  population  and  the 
progress  of  the  work  for  their  enlightenment,  notwithstanding  the  many 
embarrassments  w^hicli  hinder  the  better  administration  of  this  important 
branch  of  the  service,  is  a  gratifying  and  hopeful  one. 

The  funds  ap])ropriate(l  for  the  Indian  ser\'ice  for  the  fiscal  year  just 
passed,  with  the  available  income  from  Indian  land  and  trust  moneys, 
amonntinj^  in  all  to  $7,850,775.12,  were  ample  for  the  service  under  the 
conditions  and  restrictions  of  laws  regulating  their  expenditure.     There 
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remained  a  balance  on  hand  on  June  30, 1886,  of  Ji, 660,023. 30,  of  which 
$1,337,768.21  are  permanent  funds  for  fulfillment  of  Ireatie.s  and  other 
hke  purposes,  and  the  remainder,  $322,255.09,  is  subject  to  be  carried  to 
the  surplus  fund  as  required  by  law. 

The  estimates  presented  for  appropriations  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year 
amount  to  $5,608,873.64,  or  $442,386.20  less  than  those  laid  before  the 
Congress  last  year. 

The  present  system  of  agencies,  while  absolutely  necessary  and  well 
adapted  for  the  management  of  our  Indian  affairs  and  for  the  ends  in 
view  when  it  was  adopted,  is  in  the  present  stage  of  Indian  management 
inadequate,  standing  alone,  for  the  accomplishineut  of  an  object  which 
has  become  pressing  in  its  importance — the  more  rapid  tran.sition  from 
tribal  organizations  to  citizenship  of  such  portions  of  the  Indians  as  are 
capable  of  civilized  hfe. 

When  the  existing  system  was  adopted,  the  Indian  race  was  outside  of 
the  limits  of  organized  States  and  Territories  and  beyond  the  immediate 
reach  and  operation  of  dvilization ,  and  all  efTorts  were  mainly  directed 
to  the  maintenance  of  friendly  relations  and  the  preservation  of  peace 
and  quiet  on  the  frontier.  All  this  is  now  changed.  There  is  no  such 
thing  as  the  Indian  frontier.  Civilization,  with  the  busy  hum  of  industry 
and  the  influences  of  Christianity,  surrounds  these  people  at  every  point. 
None  of  the  tribes  are  outside  of  the  bounds  of  organized  government 
and  society,  except  that  the  Territorial  system  has  not  been  extended 
over  that  portion  of  the  country  knov^n  as  the  Indian  Territory.  As  a 
race  the  Indians  are  no  longer  hostile,  hut  may  be  considered  as  sub- 
missive to  the  control  of  the  Oovernment.  Few  of  them  only  are  trouble- 
some. Except  the  fragmentsof  several  bands,  all  are  now  gathered  upon 
reservations. 

It  is  no  longer  possible  for  them  to  subsist  by  the  chase  and  the  spon- 
taneous productions  of  the  earth. 

With  an  abundance  of  land,  if  furnished  with  the  means  and  imple- 
ments for  profitable  husbaudry,  their  life  of  entire  dependence  upon 
Govenniient  rations  from  day  to  day  is  no  longer  defensible.  Their 
incliuatiou,  long  fostered  by  a  defective  system  of  control,  is  to  cling 
to  the  habits  and  customs  of  their  ancestors  and  struggle  with  persist- 
ence against  the  change  of  life  which  their  altered  circumstances  press 
upon  theiu.  But  barbarism  and  civilization  can  not  live  together.  It 
is  impossible  that  such  incongruous  conditions  should  coexist  on  the 

They  are  a  portion  of  our  people,  are  under  the  authority  of  our  Gov- 
ernment, and  have  a  peculiar  claim  upon  and  are  entitled  to  the  foster- 
ing care  and  protection  of  the  nation.  The  Government  can  not  relieve 
itself  of  this  responsibility  until  they  are  so  far  trained  and  civilized  as 
to  l>e  able  wholly  to  manage  and  care  for  themselves.  The  paths  in 
which  they  should  walk  uuist  l>e  clearly  marked  out  for  them,  and  they 
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must  be  led  or  guided  until  they  are  familiar  with  the  way  and  compe- 
tent to  assume  the  duties  and  resixnisibilities  of  oiu"  citizenship. 

Progress  in  this  great  work  will  continue  only  at  the  present  slow 
t>ace  and  at  great  expense  unless  the  system  and  methods  of  manage- 
ment are  improved  to  meet  the  changed  conditions  and  urgent  demands 
of  the  ser\Mce. 

The  agents,  having  general  charge  and  superv^ision  in  many  cases  of 
more  than  5,000  Indians,  scattered  over  large  reservations, and  burdened 
with  the  details  of  accountability  for  funds  and  supplies,  have  time  to 
look  after  the  industrial  training  and  improvement  of  a  few  Indians 
only.  The  many  are  neglected  and  remain  idle  and  dependent,  condi- 
tions not  favorable  Uyr  progress  and  civilization. 

The  compensation  allowed  these  agents  and  the  conditions  of  the 
service  are  not  calculated  to  secure  for  the  work  men  who  are  fitted  by 
ability  and  skill  to  projxrrly  plan  and  intelligently  direct  the  methods 
Ixist  adapted  to  produce  the  most  si)eedy  results  and  pennanent  benefits. 

Hence  the  necessity  for  a  supplemental  agency  or  system  directed  to 
the  end  of  promoting  the  general  and  more  rapid  transition  of  the  tribes 
from  habits  and  customs  of  l)arbarism  to  the  wavs  of  civdlization. 

With  an  anxious  desire  to  devise  some  plan  of  operation  by  which  to 
secure  the  welfare  of  the  Indians  and  to  relieve  the  Treasury  as  far  as 
possible  from  the  support  of  an  idle  and  dependent  population,  I  recom- 
mended in  my  j^revious  annual  message  the  passage  of  a  law  authorizing 
the  appointment  of  a  commission  as  an  instrumentality  auxiliar>''  to  those 
already  established  for  the  care  of  the  Indians.  It  was  designed  that 
this  connnission  should  be  composed  of  six  intelligent  and  capable  per- 
sons— three  to  be  detailed  from  the  Army — having  practical  ideas  upon 
the  subject  of  the  treatment  of  Indians  and  interested  in  their  welfare, 
and  that  it  should  Ix.*  charged,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior,  with  the  management  of  such  matters  of  detail  as  can  not 
with  the  ])resent  organization  be  properly  and  successfully  conducted, 
and  which  present  different  phases,  as  the  Indians  themselves  differ  in 
their  progress,  needs,  disposition,  and  capacity  for  improvement  or  imme- 
diate self-sup])ort. 

Hy  the  aid  of  such  a  connnission  nnich  unwise  and  useless  expendittune 
of  money,  waste  of  materials,  and  unavailing  efforts  might  be  avoided; 
and  it  is  hojK'd  that  this  or  some  measure  which  the  wisdom  of  Congress 
may  better  devise  to  supply  the  deficiency  of  the  present  system  may 
receive  your  consideration  and  the  appropriate  legislation  be  provided. 

The  time  is  rii)e  for  the  work  of  such  an  agency. 

There  is  less  opiK)siti()n  to  the  education  and  training  of  the  Indian 
youth,  as  shown  by  the  increased  attendance  ujxni  the  schools,  and  there 
is  a  yielding  tendency  for  the  individual  holding  of  lands.  Development 
and  advancement  in  these  directions  are  essential,  and  should  have  every 
encouragement.     As  the  rising  generation  are  taught  the  lang^ag^  of 
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civUizatioii  and  trained  in  habits  of  industry  tliey  slimild  assninii  the 
duties,  privileges,  and  responsibilities  of  citiKenship. 

No  obstacle  should  hiuder  the  location  and  settlement  of  any  Indian 
willing  to  take  land  in  severalty;  on  the  coiitrar>',  the  inclination  to  do  so 
should  be  stimulated  at  all  times  when  proper  and  expedient.  But  there 
is  no  authority  of  law  for  making  allotments  on  some  of  the  reservations, 
and  on  others  the  allotments  provided  for  are  so  small  that  the  Indians, 
though  ready  and  desiring  to  settle  down,  are  not  willing  to  accept  such 
small  areas  when  their  reservations  contain  ample  lands  to  afford  them 
homesteads  of  sufficient  size  to  meet  their  present  and  future  needs. 

These  inequalities  of  existing  special  laws  and  treaties  should  be  cor- 
rected and  some  general  legislation  on  the  subject  should  be  provided, 
so  that  the  more  progressive  members  of  the  different  tribes  may  l)e 
settled  upon  homesteads,  and  by  their  example  lead  others  to  follow, 
breaking  away  from  tribal  customs  and  substituting  t1  erefor  the  love  of 
home,  the  interest  of  the  family,  and  the  rule  of  the  state. 

The  Indian  character  and  nature  are  such  that  they  are  not  easily  led 
while  brooding  over  unadjusted  wrongs.  This  is  especially  so  regard- 
ing their  lands.  Matters  arising  from  the  construction  and  operation  of 
railroads  across  some  of  the  resen-ations,  and  claims  of  title  and  right 
of  occupancy  set  up  by  white  persons  to  some  of  the  liest  land  within 
other  reser\-ations  require  legislation  for  their  final  adjustment. 

The  -settlement  of  these  matters  will  remove  many  eniliarrassmcnts  to 
progress  in  the  work  of  leading  the  Indiatis  to  the  adoption  of  our  insti- 
tutions and  bringing  them  under  the  operation,  the  influence,  and  the 
protection  of  the  universal  laws  of  our  country. 

The  reconmiendatioiis  of  the  Sccretar>-  of  the  Interior  and  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  General  I.^nd  Office  looking  to  the  better  protection 
of  public  lands  and  of  the  public  surveys,  the  preser\'ation  of  national 
forests,  the  adjudication  of  grants  to  States  and  corporations  and  of  pri- 
vate land  claims,  and  the  increased  efficiency  of  the  public-land  service 
are  conmiended  to  the  attention  of  Congress.  To  secure  the  widest  dis- 
tribution of  public  lands  in  limited  quantities  among  settlers  for  resi- 
dence and  culti\-ation,  and  thus  make  the  greatest  number  of  individual 
homes,  was  the  primary  object  of  the  public-land  legislation  in  the  early 
days  of  the  Republic.  This  system  was  a  simple  one.  It  commenced 
with  an  admirable  scheme  of  public  sur\'eys,  by  which  the  humblest 
citizen  could  identify  the  tract  ii]xin  which  he  wished  to  establish  his 
home.  The  price  of  lands  was  [ilaced  within  the  reach  of  all  the  enter- 
prising, industrious,  and  honest  pioneer  citizens  of  the  country.  It  was 
.soon,  however,  found  that  the  object  of  the  laws  was  perverted,  under 
the  system  of  cash  sales,  from  a  distribution  of  land  among  the  people 
to  an  accunnilatiou  of  land  capital  by  wealthy  and  speculative  persons. 
To  check  this  tendency  a  preference  right  of  purcha.se  was  given  to 
settlers  on  the  land,  a  pliin  which  culminated  in  the  general  preemption 
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act  of  1 84 1.  The  foundation  of  this  system  was  actual  residence  and 
cultivation.  Twenty  years  later  the  homestead  law  was  devised  to  more 
surely  place  actual  homes  in  the  possession  of  actual  cultivators  of  the 
soil.  The  land  was  given  without  price,  the  sole  conditions  being  resi- 
dence, improvement,  and  cultivation.  Other  laws  have  followed,  each 
designed  to  encourage  the  acquirement  and  use  of  land  in  limited  indi- 
vidual quantities.  But  in  later  years  these  laws,  through  vicious  admin- 
istrative methods  and  under  changed  conditions  of  communication  and 
transportation,  have  been  so  evaded  and  violated  that  their  beneficent 
purpose  is  threatened  with  entire  defeat.  The  methods  of  such  evasions 
and  violations  are  set  forth  in  detail  in  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  and  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office.  The  rapid 
appropriation  of  our  public  lands  without  bona  fide  settlements  or  culti- 
vation, and  not  only  without  intention  of  residence,  but  for  the  purpose 
of  their  aggregation  in  large  holdings,  in  many  cases  in  the  hands  of 
foreigners,  invites  the  serious  and  immediate  attention  of  the  Congress. 

The  energies  of  the  Land  Department  have  l)een  devoted  during  the 
present  Administration  to  remedy  defects  and  correct  abuses  in  the  public- 
land  service.  The  results  of  these  efforts  are  so  largely  in  the  nature  of 
reforms  in  the  processes  and  methods  of  our  land  system  as  to  prevent 
adequate  estimate;  but  it  appears  by  a  compilation  from  the  reports  of 
the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  that  the  immediate  eflFect 
in  leading  cases  which  have  come  to  a  final  tennination  has  been  the 
restoration  to  the  mass  of  public  lands  of  2,750,000  acres;  that  2,370,000 
acres  are  embraced  in  invCvStigations  now  pending  l>efore  the  Department 
or  the  courts,  and  that  the  action  of  Congress  has  been  asked  to  effect 
the  restoration  of  2,790,000  acres  additional;  besides  which  4,000,000 
acres  have  been  withheld  from  reservation  and  the  rights  of  entry 
thereon  maintained. 

I  recommend  the  repeal  of  the  preemption  and  timber-culture  acts,  and 
that  the  homestead  laws  be  so  amended  as  to  better  secure  compliance 
with  their  requirements  of  residence,  improvement,  and  cultivation  for 
the  period  of  five  years  from  date  of  entry,  without  commutation  or  pro- 
vision for  speculative  relinquishment.  I  also  recommend  the  repeal  of 
the  desert-land  laws  unless  it  shall  be  the  pleasure  of  the  Congress  to  so 
amend  these  laws  as  to  render  them  less  liable  to  abuses.  As  the  chief 
motive  for  an  evasion  of  the  laws  and  the  principal  cause  of  their  result 
in  land  accumulation  instead  of  land  distribution  is  the  facility  with 
which  transfers  are  made  of  the  right  intended  to  be  secured  to  settlers, 
it  may  be  deemed  advisable  to  provide  by  legislation  some  guards  and 
checks  upon  the  alienation  of  homestead  rights  and  lands  covered  thereby 
until  patents  issue. 

Last  year  an  Executive  proclamation*  was  issued  directing  the  re- 
moval of  fences  which  inclosed  the  public  domain.     Many  of  these  have 

*  See  pp.  308-309. 
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been  removed  in  obedience  to  such  order,  but  much  of  tlie  public  land 
still  remains  within  the  lines  of  these  unlawful  fences.  The  ingenious 
methods  resorted  to  in  order  to  contituie  these  trespasses  and  the  hardi- 
hood of  the  pretenses  by  which  in  some  cases  such  inclosures  are  justi- 
fied are  fully  detailed  in  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

The  removal  of  the  fences  still  remaining  which  inclose  public  lands 
will  be  enforced  with  all  the  authority  and  means  with  which  the  execu- 
tive branch  of  the  Government  is  or  shall  be  invested  by  the  Congress 
for  that  purpose. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  contains  a  detailed  and 
most  satisfactory  exhibit  of  the  operations  of  the  Pension  Bureau  during 
the  last  fiscal  year.  The  amount  of  work  done  was  the  largest  in  any 
year  since  the  organization  of  the  Bureau,  and  it  has  been  done  at  less 
cost  than  during  the  previous  year  in  every  division. 

On  the  30th  day  of  June,  1886,  there  were  365,783  pensioners  on  the 
rolls  of  the  Bureau. 

Since  1861  there  have  been  1,018,735  applications  for  pensions  filed. 
of  which  78,834  were  based  upon  ser\'ice  in  the  War  of  1812.  There 
were  621,754  of  these  applications  allowed,  including  60.178  to  the  sol- 
diers of  1812  and  their  widows. 

The  total  amount  paid  for  pensions  since  1861  is  $808,624,81 1.57. 

The  number  of  new  pensions  allowed  during  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1886,  is  40,857,  a  larger  number  than  has  been  allowed  in  any  year  save 
one  since  1S61.  The  names  of  2,229  pensioners  which  had  been  previ- 
ousl\-  dropped  from  the  rolls  were  restored  during  the  year,  and  after 
deducting  those  dropped  within  the  same  time  for  various  causes  a  net 
increase  remains  for  the  year  of  20,658  names.  , 

From  January  1,  r86i,  to  December  i,  1885,  1,967  private  pension  acts 
had  been  jiassed.  Since  the  last-mentioned  date,  and  during  the  last 
ses.sion  of  the  Congress,  644  such  acts  became  laws. 

It  seems  to  me  that  no  one  can  examine  our  pension  establishment  and 
its  operations  without  being  convinced  that  through  its  instrumentality 
justice  can  be  very  nearlj'  done  to  all  who  are  entitled  under  present  laws 
to  the  pension  bounty  of  the  Government. 

Rut  it  is  undeniable  that  cases  exist,  well  entitled  to  relief,  in  which 
the  Pension  Bureau  is  powerless  to  aid.  The  really  worthy  cases  of  this 
class  arc  such  as  only  lack  bj'  misfortune  the  kind  or  quantity  of  proof 
wliich  the  law  and  regulations  of  the  Bureau  require,  or  which,  though 
their  merit  is  apparent,  for  some  other  reason  can  not  be  justly  dealt  with 
througli  general  laws.  These  conditions  fully  justify  application  to  the 
Congress  and  sjiecial  enactments.  But  resort  to  the  Congress  for  a  spe- 
cial pension  act  to  overrule  the  lieliberate  and  careful  determination  of 
the  Pension  Bureau  on  the  merits  or  to  secure  favorable  action  when  it 
cauld  not  be  expected  under  the  most  liberal  execution  of  general  laws, 
it  must  Ih.-  adniitteii  oi>eus  the  door  to  the  allowance  of  questionable 
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claims  and  presents  to  the  le>i;islative  and  executive  branches  of  the  Gov- 
ernment applications  concededly  not  within  the  law  and  plainly  devoid 
of  merit,  but  so  surrounded  by  sentiment  and  patriotic  feeling  that  they 
are  hard  to  resist.  I  suppose  it  will  not  l)e  denied  that  many  claims  for 
l>ension  are  made  without  merit  and  that  many  have  been  allowed  upon 
fraudulent  representations.  This  has  been  declared  from  the  Pension 
Bureau,  not  only  in  this  but  in  i)rior  Administrations. 

The  usefulness  and  the  justice  of  any  system  for  the  distribution  of    ( 
jx^nsions  depend  \\^\\  the  equality  and  uniformity  of  its  operation. 

It  will  Ixi  seen  from  the  rej^ort  of  the  Commissioner  that  there  are  now 
paid  by  the  Government  131  different  rates  of  pension. 

He  estimates  from  the  l)est  information  he  can  obtain  that  9,000  of 
those  who  have  served  in  the  Armv  and  Navv  of  the  United  States  are 
now  supported,  in  whole  or  in  part,  from  public  funds  or  by  organized 
charities,  exclusive  of  those  in  soldiers'  homes  under  the  direction  and 
control  of  the  Government.  Onh'  13  per  cent  of  these  are  pensioners, 
while  of  the  entire  numl)er  of  men  furnished  for  the  late  war  something 
like  20  per  cent,  including  their  widows  and  relatives,  have  been  or  now 
are  in  receipt  of  pensions. 

The  American  i>eople,  with  a  patriotic  and  grateful  regard  for  our 
ex  soldiers,  too  broad  and  too  sacred  to  hQ  monopolized  by  any  special 
advocates,  are  not  only  willing  but  anxious  that  equal  and  exact  jus- 
tice should  l)e  done  to  all  honest  claimants  for  pensions.  In  their  sight 
the  friendless  and  destitute  vSoldier,  dependent  on  public  charity,  if  oth- 
erwise entitled,  has  precisely  the  same  right  to  share  in  the  provision 
made  for  those  who  fought  their  country's  battles  as  those  better  able, 
through  friends  and  influence,  to  push  their  claims.  Everj''  pension  that 
is  granted  inider  our  present  plan  upon  any  other  grounds  than  actual 
service  and  injury  or  disease  incurred  in  such  ser\^ice,  and  every  instance 
of  the  many  in  which  ])ensions  are  increased  on  other  grounds  than  the 
merits  of  the  claim,  work  an  injustice  to  the  brave  and  crippled,  but  poor 
and  friendless,  soldier,  who  is  entirely  neglected  or  who  must  be  content 
with  the  smallest  sum  allowed  under  general  laws. 

There  are  far  too  many  neighlK)rlioods  in  which  are  found  glaring 
cases  of  ine([uality  of  treatment  in  the  matter  of  pensions,  and  they  are 
largely  due  to  a  >'iekfing  in  the  Pension  Bureau  to  importimity  on  the 
part  of  those,  other  than  the  i)ensioner,  who  are  es]>ecially  interested,  or 
they  arise  from  si)ecial  acts  ])assed  for  the  l)enefit  of  individuals. 

The  men  who  fought  side  by  side  should  stand  side  by  side  when  they 
participate  in  a  grateful  nation's  kind  remembrance. 

ICvery  consideration  of  fairness  and  justice  to  our  ex-soldiers  and  the 
protection  of  the  patriotic  instinct  of  our  citizens  from  perversion  and 
violation  i)oint  to  the  a(lo])ti()n  of  a  ]KMision  vSystem  broad  and  compre- 
hensive enough  to  cover  every  contingenc)'.  and  which  shall  make  unnec- 
essary an  objectionable  volume  of  special  legislation. 
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As  long  as  we  adhere  to  the  jiriiiciple  of  granting  i^etwions  for  serv- 
ice, and  disability  as  the  result  of  the  ser\'ice,  the  allowance  of  pensions 
should  be  restricted  to  cases  presenting  these  features. 

Bvery  patriotic  heart  responds  to  a  tender  consideration  for  those  who, 
having  served  their  country  long  and  well,  are  reduced  to  destitution 
and  dependence,  not  as  an  incident  of  their  sen-ice,  but  with  advancing 
age  or  through  sickness  or  niisfortuue.  We  are  all  tempted  by  the  con- 
templation of  such  a  condition  to  supply  relief,  and  are  often  impatient 
of  the  limitations  of  public  duty.  Yielding  to  no  one  in  the  desire  to 
indulge  this  feeling  of  consideration,  I  can  not  rid  myself  of  the  con- 
viction that  if  these  ex-soldiers  are  to  be  relieved  they  and  their  cause 
are  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  an  enactment  under  which  relief  may  be 
claimed  as  a  right,  and  that  such  relief  should  be  granted  under  the  sanc- 
tion of  law,  not  in  evasion  of  it;  nor  should  such  worthy  objects  o£  care, 
all  equally  entitled,  be  remitted  to  the  unequal  operation  of  sympathy 
or  the  tender  mercies  of  social  and  political  iuflueuce,  with  their  unjust 
discriminations. 

The  discharged  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  country  are  our  fellow-citi- 
zens, and  interested  with  us  in  the  passage  and  faithful  execution  of 
wholesome  laws.  They  can  not  Ije  swer\'ed  from  their  duty  of  citizeu- 
ship  by  artful  appeals  to  their  spirit  of  brotherhood  bom  of  common  peril 
and  suffering,  nor  will  they  exact  as  a  test  of  devotion  to  their  welfare 
a  willingness  to  neglect  public  duty  in  their  behalf. 

On  the  4th  of  March,  1885,  the  current  business  of  the  Patent  Office 
was,  on  an  a\-erage,  five  and  a  half  months  in  arrears,  and  in  several 
divisions  more  than  twelve  months  behind.  At  the  close  of  the  last 
fiscal  year  such  current  work  was  but  three  months  in  arrears,  and  it  is 
as.serted  and  believed  that  in  the  next  few  months  the  delay  in  obtaining 
an  examination  of  an  application  for  a  patent  will  be  but  nominal. 

The  niiml>er  of  applications  for  patents  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  in- 
cluding reissues,  designs,  trade-marks,  and  labels,  equals  40,678,  which  is 
considerably  in  excess  of  the  number  received  during  any  preceding  year. 

The  receipts  of  the  Patent  Office  during  the  year  aggregate  $1,205,- 
167, So,  enabling  the  office  to  turn  into  the  Treasury  a  surplus  revenue, 
over  and  above  all  exi)enditures,  of  about  $163,710.30. 

The  imniber  of  jjatents  granted  during  the  last'fi.scal  year,  including 
reis.sues,  trade-marks,  designs,  and  labels,  was  25,619,  a  number  also  quite 
largelj'  in  excess  of  that  of  any  ])rececling  year. 

The  report  of  the  Commis-sioner  shows  the  office  to  be  in  a  prosperous 
condition  and  constantly  increasing  in  its  business.  No  increase  of  force 
is  asked  Ivtx, 

The  amount  estimated  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  r886,  was 
JSgo,?^.  The  amount  estimated  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1887, 
was  $f<53,96o.  The  amount  estimated  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  i888,isS77t>,77o. 
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The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  suggests  a  change  in  the  plan  for  the 
payment  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  Pacific  subsidized  roads  to  the  Gov- 
ernment. His  suggestion  has  the  unanimous  indorsement  of  the  persons 
selected  by  the  Government  to  act  as  directors  of  these  roads  and  protect 
the  interests  of  the  United  States  in  the  board  of  direction.  In  considering 
the  plan  proposed  the  sole  matters  which  should  be  taken  into  account, 
in  my  opinion,  are  the  situation  of  the  Government  as  a  creditor  and  the 
surest  way  to  secure  the  pa5anent  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  its  debt. 

By  a  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  it  has 
been  adjudged  that  the  laws  of  the  several  States  are  inoperative  to  regu- 
late rates  of  transportation  upon  railroads  if  such  regulation  interferes 
with  the  rate  of  carriage  from  one  State  into  another.  This  important  field 
of  control  and  regulation  ha\dng  been  thus  left  entirely  unoccupied,  the 
expediency  of  Federal  action  upon  the  subject  is  worthy  of  consideration. 

The  relations  of  labor  to  capital  and  of  laboring  men  to  their  employers 
are  of  the  utmost  concern  to  every  patriotic  citizen.  When  these  are 
strained  and  distorted,  unjustifiable  claims  are  apt  to  be  insisted  upon  by 
both  interests,  and  in  the  controversv  which  results  the  welfare  of  all 
and  the  prosperity  of  the  country  are  jeopardized.  Any  intervention  of 
the  General  Government,  within  the  limits  of  its  constitutional  authority, 
to  avert  such  a  condition  should  be  willingly  accorded. 

In  a  special  message*  transmitted  to  the  Congress  at  its  last  session  I 
suggested  the  enlargement  of  our  present  Lator  Bureau  and  adding  to 
its  present  functions  the  power  of  arbitration  in  cases  where  differences 
arise  between  employer  and  employed.  When  these  differences  reach 
such  a  stage  as  to  result  in  the  interruption  of  commerce  between  the 
States,  the  application  of  this  remedy  by  the  General  Government  might 
l)e  regarded  as  entirely  within  its  constitutional  powers.  And  I  think 
we  might  reasonably  hope  that  such  arbitrators,  if  carefully  selected  and 
if  entitled  to  the  confidence  of  the  parties  to  be  affected,  would  be  vol- 
untarily called  to  the  settlement  of  controversies  of  less  extent  and  not 
necessarily  within  the  domain  of  Federal  regulation. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  suggestion  is  worthy  the  attention  of  the 
Congress. 

But  after  all  has  been  done  by  the  passage  of  laws,  either  Federal  or 
State,  to  relieve  a  situation  full  of  solicitude,  much  more  remains  to  be 
accomplished  by  the  reinstatement  and  cultivation  of  a  true  American 
sentiment  which  recognizes  the  equality  of  American  citizenship.  This, 
in  the  light  of  our  traditions  and  in  loyalty  to  the  spirit  of  our  institu- 
tions, would  teach  that  a  hearty  cooperation  on  the  part  of  all  interests  is 
the  surest  path  to  national  greatness  and  the  happiness  of  all  our  people; 
that  capital  should,  in  recognition  of  the  brotherhood  of  our  citizenship 
and  in  a  spirit  of  American  fairness,  generously  accord  to  labor  its  just 
compensation  and  consideration,  and  that  contented  labor  is  capitars 

♦  See  pp.  394-397- 
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best  protection  and  faithful  all>'.  It  would  teach,  too,  thai  the  diverse 
situations  of  our  people  are  inseparable  from  our  civilization;  that  every 
citizen  should  in  his  sphere  be  a  contributor  to  the  general  good;  that 
capital  does  not  necessarily  tend  to  the  oppression  of  labor,  and  that  vio- 
lent disturbances  and  disorders  alienate  from  their  promoters  true  Ameri- 
can sympathy  and  kindly  feeling. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture,  representing  the  oldest  and  largest  of 
our  national  industries,  is  subserving  well  the  purposes  of  its  organiza- 
tion. By  the  introduction  of  new  subjects  of  farming  enterprise  and  by 
opening  new  sources  of  agricultural  wealth  and  the  dissemination  of  early 
information  concerning  production  and  prices  it  has  contributed  largely 
to  the  country's  prosperity.  Through  this  agency  advanced  thought 
and  investigation  touching  the  subjects  it  has  in  charge  should,  among 
other  things,  be  practically  applied  to  the  home  production  at  a  low  cost 
of  articles  of  food  which  are  now  imported  from  abroad.  Such  an  innova- 
tion will  necessarily,  of  course,  in  the  beginning  Ije  within  the  domain  of 
intelligent  experiment,  and  the  subject  in  every  stage  should  receive  all 
possible  encouragement  from  the  Govenimeut, 

The  interests  of  millions  of  our  citizens  engaged  in  agriculture  are 
involved  in  an  enlargement  and  improvement  of  the  results  of  their  labor, 
and  a  zealous  regard  for  their  welfare  should  be  a  willing  tribute  to  those 
whose  productive  returns  are  a  mam  source  of  oiu-  progress  and  power. 

The  existence  of  pleuro-pneumonia  among  the  cattle  of  various  Slates 
has  le<I  to  burdensome  and  in  some  cases  disastrous  restrictions  in  an 
imiwrtant  branch  of  our  commerce,  threatening  to  affect  the  quantity 
and  (juality  of  our  food  supply.  This  is  a  matter  of  such  importance  and 
of  such  far-reaching  consequences  that  I  hoiie  it  will  engage  the  serious 
attention  of  the  Congress,  to  the  end  that  such  a  remedy  may  be  applied 
as  the  limits  of  a  constitutional  delegation  of  power  to  the  General  Gov- 
ernment will  ])ermit. 

I  commend  to  the  consideration  of  the  Congress  the  report  of  the  Com- 
missioner and  Ins  suggestions  concerning  the  interest  intrusted  to  his  care. 

The  continued  ojwration  of  the  law  relating  to  our  civil  service  has 
added  t!ie  most  con\-incing  proofs  of  its  necessity  and  usefulness.  It  is 
a  fact  worthy  of  note  that  c^■er)■  public  officer  who  has  a  just  idea  of  his 
duty  to  the  people  testifies  to  the  value  of  this  reform.  Its  staunchest 
friends  are  found  among  those  who  understand  it  best,  and  its  wannest 
sTipiyjrtcrs  arc  those  who  are  restrained  and  protected  by  its  requirements. 

Tl\e  meaning  of  such  restraint  and  protection  is  not  appreciated  by 
tliose  who  want  places  under  the  Government  regardless  of  merit  and 
efficiency,  nor  Ijy  those  who  insist  that  the  selection  of  such  places  should 
rest  upon  a  proper  cretleutial  showing  active  partisan  work.  They  mean 
to  public  officers,  if  not  their  lives,  the  only  opportunity  afforded  them  to 
attend  to  public  business,  and  they  mean  to  the  good  people  of  the  coun- 
try the  better  jKrforniance  of  the  work  of  their  Government. 
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It  is  exceedingly  strange  that  the  scope  and  nature  of  this  reform  are 
so  little  understood  and  that  vSO  many  thhigs  not  included  within  its  plan 
are  called  by  its  name.  When  ca\'il  yields  more  fully  to  examination, 
the  system  will  have  large  additions  to  the  number  of  its  friends. 

Our  civil-ser\ace  reform  may  be  imperfect  in  some  of  its  details;  it  may 
be  misunderstood  and  opposed;  it  may  not  always  be  faithfully  applied; 
its  designs  may  sometimes  miscarry  through  mistake  or  willful  intent; 
it  may  sometimes  tremble  under  the  assaults  of  its  enemies  or  languish 
under  the  misguided  zeal  of  impracticable  friends;  but  if  the  people  of 
this  country  ever  submit  to  the  banishment  of  its  underlying  principle 
from  the  operation  of  their  Government  they  will  abandon  the  surest 
guaranty  of  the  safety  and  success  of  American  institutions. 

I  invoke  for  this  reform  the  cheerful  and  ungrudging  support  of  the 
Congress.  I  renew  my  recommendation  made  last  year  that  the  salaries 
of  the  Commissioners  be  made  equal  to  other  officers  of  the  Government 
having  like  duties  and  responsibilities,  and  I  hope  that  such  reasonable 
appropriations  may  \yt  made  as  will  enable  them  to  increase  the  useful- 
ness of  the  cause  they  have  in  charge. 

I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Congress  to  a  plain  duty  which  the 
Government  owes  to  the  depositors  in  the  Freedman's  Savings  and  Trust 
Com  pan}'. 

This  company  was  chartered  b}''  the  Congress  for  the  benefit  of  the 
most  illiterate  and  humble  of  our  people,  and  w^ith  the  intention  of 
encouraging  in  them  industry  and  thrift.  Most  of  its  branches  were 
presided  over  by  officers  holding  the  commissions  and  clothed  in  the 
uniform  of  the  United  States.  These  and  other  circumstances  reason- 
ably, I  think,  led  these  simple  people  to  suppose  that  the  invitation  to 
deposit  their  hard-earned  savings  in  this  institution  implied  an  undertak- 
ing on  the  part  of  their  Government  that  their  money  should  be  safely 
kept  for  them. 

When  this  company  failed,  it  was  liable  in  the  sum  of  $2,939,925.22 
to  61,131  depositors.  Dividends  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  62  per 
cent  have  been  declared,  and  the  sum  called  for  and  paid  of  such  dividends 
seems  to  be  $1,648, 181.72.  This  sum  deducted  from  the  entire  amount 
of  deposits  leaves  $1,291, 744. 50  still  unpaid.  Past  experience  has  shown 
that  quite  a  large  part  of  this  sum  will  not  be  called  for.  There  are 
assets  still  on  hand  amounting  to  the  estimated  sum  of  $16,000. 

I  think  the  remaining  38  per  cent  of  such  of  these  deposits  as  have 
claimants  should  be  paid  by  the  Government,  upon  principles  of  equity 
and  fairness. 

The  report  of  the  commissioner,  soon  to  be  laid  before  Congress,  will 
give  more  satisfactory  details  on  this  su]>ject. 

The  control  of  the  affairs  of  the  District  of  Columbia  having  been 
placed  in  the  hands  of  purely  executive  officers,  while  the  Congress  still 
retains  all  legislative  authority  relating  to  its  government,  it  become^ 
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my  duty  to  make  known  the  most  pressing  needs  of  the  District  and 
recommend  their  con.si(!tTation, 

The  laws  of  the  District  appear  to  be  in  an  uncertain  and  unsatisfac- 
tory condition,  and  their  ccKlification  or  rei'ision  is  much  needed. 

During  the  past  year  one  of  tlie  bridges  leading  from  the  District  to 
the  State  of  Virginia  became  unfit  for  use,  and  travel  upon  it  was  forbid- 
den. This  leads  me  tn  suggest  that  the  improvement  of  all  the  bridges 
crossing  the  Potomac  and  its  branches  from  the  city  of  Washington  is 
worthy  the  attention  of  Congress. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  District  represent  that  the  laws  regulat- 
ing the  sale  of  liquor  and  granting  licenses  therefor  should  be  at  once 
amended,  and  that  legislation  is  needed  to  consolidate,  define,  and  en- 
large the  scope  and  powers  of  charitable  and  penal  institutions  within 
the  District. 

I  suggest  that  the  Commissioners  be  clothed  with  the  power  to  make, 
within  fixed  limitations,  police  regulations,  I  believe  this  power  granted 
and  carefully  guarded  would  tend  to  subser\-e  the  good  order  of  the 
municipality. 

It  seems  that  trouble  still  exists  growing  out  of  the  occupation  of  the 
streets  and  avenues  by  certain  railroads  having  their  termini  iu  the  city. 
It  is  very  important  that  such  laws  should  be  enacted  upon  this  subject 
as  will  secure  to  the  railroads  all  the  facilities  they  require  for  the  trans- 
action of  their  business  and  at  the  same  time  protect  citizens  from  injury 
to  their  persons  or  property. 

The  Commissioners  again  complain  that  the  accoumiodati<jns  afforded 
them  for  the  necessary  offices  for  District  business  and  for  the  safe-keep- 
ing of  vaUiable  books  and  papers  are  entirely  insuihcient.  I  recommend 
that  this  condition  of  affairs  be  remedied  by  the  Congress,  and  that  suit- 
able <iuarters  1«  furnished  for  the  needs  of  the  District  government. 

In  conclusion  1  caniestly  invoke  such  wise  action  on  the  part  of  the 
people's  legislators  as  will  subsen-e  the  public  good  and  demonstrate 
during  the  remaining  days  of  the  Congress  as  at  present  organized  its 
ability  and  inclination  to  so  meet  the  people's  needs  that  it  shall  be 
gratefully  remembered  by  an  exi>cctant  constituency.

I  transmit  Jierewith  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  State,  which  is  ac- 
companied hy  the  correspondence  in  relation  to  the  rights  of  American 
fishermen  iu  the  Hritish  N'orth  American  waters,  and  commend  to  your 
favorable  consideration  the  suggestion  that  a  commission  be  authorized 
M  P— vot  VIII— 34 
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by  law  to  take  perpetual in>i:  proofs  of  the  losses  sustained  during  the 
past  year  ])y  American  fishermen  owing  to  their  unfriendly  and  unwar- 
ranted treatment  by  the  local  authorities  of  the  maritime  provinces  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada. 

I  may  have  occasion  hereafter  to  make  further  recommendations  dur- 
ing the  prCvSent  session  for  such  remedial  legislation  as  may  become  nec- 
essary for  the  protection  of  the  rights  of  our  citizens  engaged  in  the 
open-sea  fisheries  in  the  North  Atlantic  waters.

Mr.  Matthews  has  now  been  in  occupancy  of  the  office  to  which  he 
was  nominated  for  more  than  four  niontlis,  aud  he  has  iu  the  perfonn- 
ance  of  the  duties  thereof  won  the  approval  of  all  those  having  business 
to  transact  with  such  office,  and  has  rendered  important  service  in  res- 
cuing the  records  of  the  District  from  loss  and  illegibility.

The  lieneficiary  named  in  this  bill  filed  his  application  for  pension 
in  the  Pension  Bureau  in  1880,  and  in  December,  18S6,  the  same  was 
granted,  taking  effect  from  the  15th  day  of  October,  1864. 

If  the  hill  herewith  returned  should  become  a  law,  it  would  permit  the 
payment  of  a  pension  only  from  tile  date  of  its  approval.  Thus,  if  it 
did  not  result  in  loss  to  the  claimant  by  superseding  the  action  of  the 
Pension  Bureau,  it  is  plain  that  it  would  l>e  a  U-seless  enactment.

This  bill  directs  that  the  beneficiary  named  therein  l)e  placed  upon 
the  pension  roll,  "subject  to  the  provisions  and  limitations  of  the  pen- 
sion laws.'* 

In  July,  1886,  the  person  named  in  this  bill  was  placed  upon  the  pen- 
sion roll  at  a  rate  determined  upon  by  the  Pension  Bureau,  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  and  limitations  of  the  pension  laws;  and  it  is  entirely  cer- 
tain that  the  special  act  now  presented  to  me  would  give  the  claimant 
no  new  rights  or  additional  Ixjnefits.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  127,  entitled  **An 
act  for  the  relief  of  li.  K.  Belding." 

This  bill  directs  the  sum  of  $1,566  to  be  paid  to  the  said  H.  K.  Beld- 
ing  "for  carrying  the  mails  of  the  United  States  l:)etween  the  years  1858 
and  1862." 

In  April,  1858,  a  contract  was  awarded  to  the  said  Belding  for  carry- 
ing the  mails  from  Brownsville,  Minn.,  to  Carimona,  in  the  same  State, 
a  distance  of  63  miles,  and  return,  three  times  a  week,  for  the  sum  of 
$1,800  per  annum,  vSaid  service  to  begin  on  the  ist  day  of  July,  1858, 
and  to  terminate  on  the  30th  day  of  June,  1862.  Tliis  contract  contained 
a  provision  that  the  Post-Office  Department  might  discontinue  the  serv- 
ice in  whole  or  in  part,  allowing  to  the  contractor  one  month's  extra  pay 
therefor. 

On  May  9,  1859,  in  consequence  of  a  failure  on  the  part  of  the  Con- 
gress to  make  the  necessary  appropriation,  a  general  reduction  of  mail 
service  was  ordered,  and  the  vSer\4ce  under  the  contract  with  the  claimant 
was  reduced  to  two  trips  per  week  from  May  10,  1859,  instead  of  three, 
as  stipulated  in  the  contract,  and  a  deduction  of  one-third  of  the  annual 
sum  to  Ixi  paid  by  the  contract  was  made  for  such  reduced  service;  and 
thereuix)n  one  month's  extra  pay  was  allowed  and  paid  the  contractor 
on  account  of  said  reduction. 

It  is  conceded  that  payment  was  made  in  full  according  to  the  terms 
of  the  contract  up  to  the  loth  day  of  May,  1859,  but  it  is  claimed  that 
notwithstanding  the  reduction  of  the  service  to  two  trips  per  week  and 
the  receipt  by  the  contractor  of  one  month's  extra  paj-  by  reason  thereof, 
he  continued  to  perform  the  full  service  of  three  trips  per  week  from  the 
lotli  day  of  May,  1859,  to  the  3otli  day  of  Septeml)er,  i860,  being  seven- 
teen months. 
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Of  the  sum  diret-ted  to  te  paid  to  him  in  the  bill  under  consideration, 
^50  is  allowed  him  on  account  of  this  service,  he  ha\-ing  been  paid  for 
the  period  statetl  at  the  rate  of  $1,200  per  annum.  The  contractor  claims 
that  this  full  sen-ice  was  performed  after  the  reduction  by  the  Post -Office 
Department  because  he  had  received  an  intimation  from  the  Postmaster- 
General  that  if  the  full  service  was  continued  after  such  reduction  there 
was  no  doubt  that  the  Congress  would  at  its  next  session  make  provision 
for  the  pajfment  of  the  sum  deducted. 

Of  course  no  legal  claim  in  favor  of  the  contractor  can  be  predicated 
upon  the  facts  which  he  alleges;  and  if  he  did  continue  full  ser\-ice 
under  the  circumstances  stated,  it  must  be  conceded  that  his  conduct 
was  hardly  in  accordance  with  the  rules  which  regulate  transactions  of 
this  kind, 

But  a  thorough  search  of  the  correspondence  and  records  in  the  Post- 
Office  Department  fails  to  disclose  any  letter,  document,  or  record  giving 
the  least  support  to  the  allegation  that  any  such  intimation  or  assurance 
as  is  claimed  was  given;  nor  is  there  the  least  evidence  in  the  Depart- 
ment that  the  full  service  was  actually  performed.  There  is,  however, 
on  the  files  of  the  Department  a  letter  from  the  claimant,  dated  August 
25,  i860,  containing  the  following  statement: 

When  I  received  official  infonnalion  of  the  curtailing  service,  Uic  reasons  why,  I 
wrote  to  the  Department  tliat  I  would,  if  allowed,  continue  se^vi^■e  three  times  a  week 
and  take  certificates,  if  I  could  be  allowed  to  connect  with  La  Crosse  at  pro  rata  rates. 
That  letter  was  never  answered,  and  I  continued  service  three  times  a  week  till  3d  of 
September  followiiij;,  then  run  twii:e  :i  week. 

Thus  it  appears  that  this  contractor,  who  in  August,  i860,  claimed  that 
he  contituied  fidl  service  uixjn  the  invitation  of  his  own  unanswered  letter 
for  less  than  four  months,  insists  twenty-seven  years  after  the  date  of 
the  alleged  sen-ice  that  he  performed  such  service  for  seventeen  months, 
and  up  to  October.  i8f]0.  Not  only  has  he  himself  in  this  manner  almost 
conclusively  sliown  that  the  claim  now  made  and  allowed  is  exorbitant, 
but  the  evidence  gives  rise  to  a  strong  presumption  that  it  is  entirely 
fictitious. 

The  remainder  of  the  amount  allowed  to  the  claimant  in  this  bill  is 
based  uix>n  an  alleged  [(erformance  by  the  contractor  of  the  same  mail 
ser\'ice  which  has  Ijcen  referred  to  from  October  i ,  i860,  to  February  14, 
1 86 1 ,  a  period  of  four  niontiis  and  fourteen  days. 

Prior  to  October  1. 1860,  the  claimant's  contract  was  annulled  and  a  new 
or  more  extended  route  estal)lishe<l,  entirely  covering  that  upon  which  he 
had  carried  the  mails.  Thereupon  a  month's  extra  pay  was  allowed  to 
liini,  and  new  contractors  inidcrtook  the  serv'ice  and  were  paid  therefor 
by  the  Government  for  the  period  covered  by  the  claimant's  alleged  serv- 
ice. From  the  i4tli  day  of  February,  1861,  Mr.  Belding's  contract  with 
the  Government  was  reinstated;  but  if  he  performed  the  ser\-ice  alleged 
during  the  jieriod  of  four  months  and  fourteen  days  immediately  prior  to 
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that  date,  it  is  quite  clear  that  he  did  so  under  an  arrangement  with  the 
new  contractors,  and  not  under  circumstances  creating  any  legal  or  equit- 
able claim  against  the  Government.

I  hereby  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  2167,  entitled  '*An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Mrs.  Margaret  Dunlap.  * ' 

By  this  bill  it  is  proposed  to  grant  a  pension  to  the  beneficiary  therein 
named  as  the  mother  of  James  F.  Dunlap,  who  enlisted  in  the  Seventh 
Missouri  State  Militia  Cavalry  in  1862  and  died  in  July,  1864,  of  wounds 
received  at  the  hand  of  a  comrade. 

The  favorable  action  of  the  Senate  upon  this  bill  appears  to  be  l>ased, 
so  far  as  the  cause  of  death  is  concerned,  upon  an  affidavit  contained  in 
the  report  of  the  committee  to  which  the  bill  was  referred,  made  by  one 
G.  Will  Houts,  second  lieutenant  in  the  company  to  which  the  deceased 
soldier  Intlonged,  in  which  the  affiant  deix)ses  that  some  of  the  comrades 
of  the  deceased  being  engaged  in  an  affray  he  attempted  to  separate 
the  combatants,  whereupon  one  of  them,  without  cause  or  provocation, 
stab])ed  the  deceased  in  the  breast,  from  which,  in  a  few  days  thereafter, 
he  died;  to  which  affidavit  is  added  the  finding  of  a  court-martial  that 
the  party  inflicting  the  wound  was  found  guilty  of  manslaughter  and 
sentenced  to  five  years'  imprisonment. 

Upon  this  showing  it  might  ]>e  difficult  to  spell  out  the  facts  that  the 
injury  to  the  soldier  was  received  in  the  line  of  duty  or  that  any  theory 
of  granting  pensions  covered  the  case. 

But  the  weak  features  of  this  application  are  not  alluded  to  in  the 
conmiittee's  report. 

The  record  of  the  soldier's  death  states  that  he  was  "killed  by  one  of 
his  comrades  in  a  difficulty." 

The  same  Lieutenant  Houts  who  in  1872  made  oath  that  the  soldier 
was  wounded  while  attempting  to  separate  comrades  who  were  fighting 
testified  in  1864  before  the  court-martial  upon  the  trial  of  the  man  who 
did  the  wounding,  and  whose  name  was  Capehart,  that  Dunlap,  the  de- 
ceased, stated  to  him  "that  he  was  more  to  blame  than  Capehart,  and  that 
they  had  ])een  scuffling,  at  first  good-naturedly,  and 'then  both  got  angr>'; 
that  he  was  rougher  with  Capehart  than  he  ought  to  have  been." 

Another  witness  testified  that  the  affray  took  place  between  Dunlap 
and  Cajxihart;  that  Dunlap  handled  Capehart  very  roughly,  kicking  him, 
etc..  and  that  finally  Capehart  stabbed  Dunlap,  upon  which  the  latter 
attempted  to  get  his  gun,  but  was  prevented  from  doing  so  by  the  witness. 

Of  course  there  can  be  no  pretense  of  any  kind  of  claim  against  the 
Govennnent  arising  from  the.se  facts. 

It  is  quite  evident  that  the  affidavit  presented  to  the  Senate  committee

was  contrived  to  de<-i.-tvi.-,  niid  it  is  to  bt  feared  that  it  is  but  a  sample 
of  many  that  are  made  in  supix>rt  of  claims  for  pensions.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  6443,  entitled  "An  act  graut- 
ing  a  pension  to  Alexander  Falconer, ' ' 

This  claimant  filed  his  application  for  pension  in  1879,  alleging  tliat 
in  1837,  being  then  an  enlisted  man  in  the  United  States  Army,  he  re- 
ceived a  gunshot  wound  in  his  right  leg  below  the  knee  at  the  battle  of 
Okeechobee  Lake,  Florida. 

The  records  disclose  the  fact  that  thi.s  soldier  enlisted  in  1834,  and  was 
almost  continuously  in  the  service  and  attached  to  the  same  company 
until  1846. 

It  further  appears  that  he  is  reported  sick  during  the  month  in  which 
the  battle  was  fought.  The  list  of  casualties  does  not  contain  his  name 
among  the  wounded. 

He  reenlisted  in  i84f>  and  again  in  1847,  and  was  finally  discharged  in 
1848.     These  latter  enlistments  were  for  service  in  the  Mexican  War, 

His  claim  for  pension  was  denied  in  1SS5  on  the  ground  that  no  disa- 
bility existed  in  a  pensionable  degree  from  the  alleged  gunshot  wound  in 
his  leg. 

It  is  perfectly  clear  that  the  only  pretexts  for  giving  this  claiuiant  a 
peii.siiHi  are  military  service,  old  age,  and  poverty. 

Inasmndi  as  he  was  a  .soldier  in  the  Mexican  War,  his  ca.se  is  undoubt- 
edly ])ru\'ide(l  for  b>'  a  general  law  approved  within  the  last  few  days. 

UiidtT  this  bill  the  amount  to  l)e  paid  him  is  fixed,  while  if  the  bill 
herewith  returned  were  ap]>roved  the  sum  to  l)e  paid  him  would  depend 
upon  the  determination  of  the  Pension  Bureau  as  to  the  extent  of  his 
disability  as  the  resnlt  of  his  wound.  As  that  Bureau  has  quite  lately 
detei  mined  thai  there  was  no  disability,  it  is  evident  that  this  old  soldier 
can  l»ctter  rely  \\\n»\  the  general  law  referred  to.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  6132,  entitled  "An 
act  Hr^uliufl  ^  pension  to  William  Lynch." 

The  claimant  meiitiiHictl  in  this  bill  enlisted  in  the  Fifth  Regiment 
I'nited  States  Infinitry  in  1849,  and  was  discharged,  after  a  reenlistment, 
Se,.teml>er,S,  iS5y. 

lie  fded  a  claim  for  pension  more  than  twenty-four  years  afterwards, 
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in  April,  1884,  claiininj^  that  he  contracted  rheumatism  of  the  right  hip 
and  le^  in  the  winter  of  1857-58,  while  ser\''in^  in  Utah.  He  admitted 
that  he  was  not  under  treatment  while  in  the  vSer\'ice  and  that  he  never 
consulted  a  physician  in  regard  to  his  disability  until  he  commenced  pro- 
ceedings for  a  pension. 

The  evidence  disclosed  to  me  falls  far  short  of  establishing  this  claim 
for  pension  upon  its  merits. 

The  application  made  to  the  Pension  Bureau  is  still  pending  and 
awaiting  answer  to  inquiries  made  by  the  Bureau  in  January,  1886. 

I  do  not  understand  that  the  Congress  intends  to  pass  special  acts  in 
cases  thus  situated.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  hereby  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  7698,  entitled  **An 
act  granting  a  pensicm  to  Ro])ert  K.  Bennett." 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  enlisted  in  September,  1862,  and  it 
apjxfars  that  ver>'  soon  after  that  he  was  detailed  to  the  cook  shop.  This 
seems  to  be  the  only  military  service  he  rendered,  and  on  February  7, 
1863,  ^\ii  months  after  enlistment,  he  was  received  into  the  marine  hos- 
pital at  New  Orleans  for  varicocele.  He  was  discharged  from  the  service 
February  22,  1863,  and  the  cause  of  discharge  is  stated  to  be  '*  varico- 
cele, to  w-hich  he  was  subject  four  years  Ixifore  enlistment." 

vSeventeen  years  thereafter,  and  in  June,  1880,  this  claimant  filed  an 
application  for  pension  in  the  Pensicm  Bureau,  alleging  that  about  the 
loth  day  of  February,  1863,  in  unloading  a  barrel  it  fell  upon  him,  pro- 
ducing a  hernia,  shortly  after  which  he  was  affected  by  piles. 

It  will  be  seen  that  he  fixes  this  injury  as  occurring  three  days  after 
his  admission  to  the  hospital,  but  he  might  well  Ixi  honestly  mistaken  as 
to  this  date.  If  the  injury,  however,  was  such  as  he  stated,  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  see  why  no  mention  was  made  of  it  in  the  hospital  records. 

He  ]x?rsisted  at  all  times,  as  I  understand  the  case,  until  the  rejection 
of  his  claim  in  1883,  that  his  disability  arose  from  hernia  and  piles.  The 
reason  of  this  rejection  is  stated  to  be  that  varicocele  existed  prior  to 
enlistment  and  that  there  was  no  evidence  of  the  existence  of  piles  in  the 
service  or  at  discharge.  From  a  medical  examination  made  in  Decem- 
l)er,  1882,  it  appears  that  there  was  "no  evidence  or  symptoms  of  disa- 
bility resulting  from  piles  or  hernia. 

Subseciuent  to  the  rejection  of  this  claim  some  proof  was  filed  tending 
to  show  that  the  disability  was  in  the  right  leg,  but  it  is  of  such  a  nature, 
in  the  light  of  the  claimant's  own  previous  allegations,  that  I  think  the 
Pension  Bureau  did  entirely  right  in  informing  his  attorney  that  the  addi- 
tional evidence  did  not  change  the  status  of  the  case.

I  hereby  retlirii  without  approval  House  bill  No.  7540,  entitled  "An 
act  to  increase  the  pension  of  Franklin  Sweet," 

This  soldier  was  pensioned  in  1863  as  sergeant,  tbongh  before  that 
time  he  had  been  acting  as  captain,  and  was  in  command  of  his  company 
when  he  was  wounded.  He  is  entitled  in  equity,  and,  I  think,  upon  the 
theory  of  an  act  very  recently  approved,  in  law,  to  be  treated  in  regard 
to  his  pension  as  a  captain;  and  the  Pension  Bureau  has  within  the  last 
few  days  ordered  a  certificate  for  pensiou  to  issue  to  him  as  captain  as  of 
the  date  of  his  discharge. 

I  fully  approve  this  action  of  the  Bureau,  and  as  this  is  much  more 
favorable  to  a  deserving  soldier  than  his  remedy  under  this  bill,  I  am  not 
wiUing  that  the  action  so  lately  and  so  justly  taken  in  his  behalf  under 
the  general  law  shonkl  be  superseded  by  the  approval  of  this  act.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bil!  No.  S834.  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Abraham  P.  Griggs." 

The  claimant  mentioned  in  this  bill  enlisted  in  a  New  Jersey  regiment 
August  14,  [861,  and  was  discharged  for  disability  November  17,  1863. 

He  entered  liospital  January  2,  1863,  and  was  transferred  to  general 
hospital  at  Newark.  N.  J.,  March  28,  1863,  with  "debility." 

He  was  discharged  from  that  hospital  and  from  the  service  in  Novem- 
ber, 1863,  as  above  stated,  and  the  following  statement  from  his  certifi- 
cate of  discharge,  if  trustworthy,  sheds  some  light  upon  the  kind  of 
debilit)'  with  which  he  was  afRicted: 

Tliis  miiii  has  lieoii  iti  this  hospital  for  the  past  eight  months.  We  do  not  believe 
bim  sick,  or  that  he  has  been  sick,  but  completely  worthless.  He  is  obese  and  a 
nialliigLTer  Id  siicIi  axx  extent  that  he  is  almost  an  imbecile — worthlessnesa,  obesity, 
and  iiiiljecility  iitid  la/.iness.  He  is  totally  unfit  for  the  Invalid  Corps  or  tor  any 
other  military  duty, 

I  do  not  regard  it  at  all  strange  that  this  claimant,  encouraged  by 
the  ease  with  which  special  acts  are  passed,  seeks  relief  through  such 
means,  after  his  application,  file<l  in  the  Pension  Bureau  nearly  twenty 
years  after  his  di.scharge,  had  been  rejected. 

Of  the  four  comrades  wiio  make  affidavit  in  support  of  his  claim,  two 
of  them  are  recorded  as  deserters. 

His  claim  is  predicated  upon  rheumatism.     He  alleges  that  after  his 

discharge  from  his  enlistment  he  was  drafted  and  served  in  the  Third 

New  York  Cavalry,  but  the  Adjutant-General  reports  that  his  name  does 

not  appear  on  the  rolls  of  the  company  to  which  he  says  he  was  attached. 
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The  l^oard  of  United  States  examining  surgeons  at  Trenton,  N.  J., 
rcjwrt  as  the  result  of  an  examination  as  late  as  May  27,  1885,  that  they 
found  ' '  no  disease  of  heart  or  lungs,  no  thickening  or  wasting  of  anj'  of 
the  joints  of  the  body,  no  evidence  of  any  rheumatic  diathesis,  no  rup- 
ture or  hemorrhoids,  no  disease  of  his  spleen  or  kidney;  hands  are  hard 
and  indicate  an  ability  to  work. ' ' 

I  can  not  think  that  the  official  statements  referred  to,  and  which  mili- 
tate s<;  strongly  against  the  merits  of  the  claimant,  should  be  impeached 
or  set  aside  by  any  of  the  other  testimony  w^iich  has  been  brought  to  my

I  hereby  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  927,  entitled  **Aii  act 
granting  a  pension  to  Cudbert  Stone.'' 

The  report  of  the  committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  to  whom 
this  bill  was  referred  states  that  the  claimant  enlisted  October  3,  1861, 
in  Company  H,  Fourteenth  Kentucky  Volunteers,  and  was  honorably  dis- 
charged on  the  31st  day  of  January,  1865;  that  he  filed  his  claim  for  pen- 
sion July  20,  1 88 1,  more  than  sixteen  years  thereafter,  alleging  that  he 
contracted  piles  while  in  the  ser\nce,  from  exposure  while  in  the  line  of 
duty,  and  that  his  claim  was  rejected  in  Octol^er,  1884,  on  the  ground 
that  the  allegation  of  the  claimant  shows  that  his  disability  originated 
while  undergoing  the  sentence  of  a  court-martial,  and  therefore  not  in 
the  line  of  duty. 

The  rejwrt  of  the  committee  closes  with  the  statement  that — 

111  view  of  the  long  and  faithful  service  and  high  character  of  the  claimant  and 
the  well-established  facts  that  claimant  was  a  stout  and  able-lxxiied  man,  free  from 
any  and  all  disease  when  he  enlisted,  and  that  by  reason  of  his  faithful  service  to  his 
country  and  the  great  suffering  and  hardship  through  which  he  passed  while  in  said 
service  his  health  was  permanently  destroyed,  the  committee  earnestly  recommend 
the  passiige  of  the  bill. 

The  records  of  the  War  Department  show  that  the  claimant  enlisted 
Octol)er  25,  1 86 1,  and  that  on  the  muster-in  roll  of  his  company  dated 
I)eceml)er  10,  1861,  he  is  reported  as  present;  that  on  the  roll  dated  De- 
cemlKT  31,  1 86 1,  he  is  reported  as  absent  without  leave;  that  on  the  roll 
for  January  and  February,  1862,  he  is  reported  as  deserted;  that  he  is  not 
lH)rne  on  subsequent  rolls  until  that  for  November,  1864,  when  he  is 
reiwrted  as  gained  from  desertion;  he  w^as  mustered  out  with  his  com- 
pany January  31, 1865,  and  the  records  offered  no  evidence  of  disability; 
that  in  his  claim  for  jxiusion,  filed  in  1 881,  he  alleges  that  he  contracted 
piles  in  the  winter  of  1863. 

In  a  subsequent  statement  he  alleges  that  this  date  is  erroneous,  and 
that  his  disability  was  contracted  in  October,  1864,  and  that  he  believes 
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it  was  the  result  of  his  having  diarrhea  for  alwiit  tweh-e  iiioiHhs  prior  to 
that  date,  contracted  while  he  was  being  carried  from  place  to  place  as  a 
prisoner,  he  having  been  tried  by  a  court-martial  in  May.  1862,  for  deser- 
tion and  sentenced  to  ini  prison  men  t  until  the  expiration  of  his  term  of 
enlistment. 

Thus  it  quite  plainly  appears  that  this  claimant  spent  the  most  of  his 
term  of  enlistment  in  desertion  or  in  imprisonment  as  a  punishment  of 
that  offense;  and  thus  is  exhibited  the  "long  and  faithful  service  and 
the  high  character  of  the  claimant'"  mentioned  as  entitling  him  to  con- 
sideration by  the  committee  who  reported  favorably  upon  this  bill. 

I  withhold  my  assent  from  this  bill  because,  if  the  facts  before  me, 
derived  from  the  army  records  and  the  statements  of  the  claimant  are 
true,  the  allowance  of  this  claim  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  a  travesty 
upon  our  whole  scheme  of  pensions  and  an  insult  to  every  decent  vet- 
eran soldier.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

To  the  House  of  Represerilalivcs: 

I  return  herewith  without  approval  House  bill  No.  8150,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Jesse  Campbell." 

The  claim  for  a  pension  made  by  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  to 
the  Pension  Bureau,  and  rejected  in  1881,  was  reopened  upon  further 
proof  in  January,  1887,  and  the  claimant  was  ordered  before  a  board  of 
examining  surgeons,  uix>n  wliich  a  report  has  not  yet  been  made. 

Inasmuch  as  the  only  ground  for  the  rejection  of  his  claim  was  the 
nonexistence  of  pensionable  disability  from  the  cause  he  alleged,  and  in 
view  of  tJie  fact  that  he  now  alleges  a  different  disability,  which  the  new 
e\'idence  .seems  to  support,  there  is  no  doubt  that  justice  will  be  done  the 
claimant  under  the  general  law. 

This  bill  if  passed  would  only  place  the  name  of  the  beneficiary  upon 
the  pension  roll,  "subject  to  the  restrictions  and  hmitations  of  the  pen- 
sion laws."  Whether  any  snm  was  allowed  him  ornot  would  still  depend 
upon  the  existence  of  a  disability;  and  if  this  is  found  upon  the  exami- 
nation lately  ordered,  he  will  undoubtedly  be  put  upon  the  pension  roll, 
under  existing  law,  in  accordance  with  his  supplementary  claim.

I  hereby  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  6832,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  ])ension  to  Mrs.  Catharine  Sattler." 

The  l>eiieficiary  named  in  this  bill  claims  a  pension  as  the  surviving 
widow  of  Julius  Sattler,  who  enlisted  in  Company  A,  Seventh  New  York 
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Volunteers,  and  was  in  the  service  from  March  lo,  1864,  to  March  22, 
1865,  when  he  was  discharged  Ixicause  of  the  amputation  of  his  left  fore- 
arm in  consequence  of  a  wound  received  in  the  battle  of  Deep  Bottom, 
Virginia,  on  the  14th  day  of  August,  1864.  He  was  pensioned  iu  1865 
at  the  rate  of  $8  i)er  month,  which  was  afterwards  increased  to  $15  per 
month,  dating  from  June  6,  1866. 

In  October,  1867,  he  was  employed  as  a  watchman  in  the  United  States 
bonded  warehouse  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  on  the  31st  day  of  tliat 
month  he  received  his  monthly  pay  of  $50.  He  disappeared  on  that  day, 
and  on  the  13th  day  of  November,  1867,  his  body  was  found  in  the  North 
River,  at  the  foot  of  West  Thirteenth  street,  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
without  his  hat,  coat,  watch,  or  money. 

These  facts,  with  the  further  statement  that  he  was  a  strong  and 
healthy  man  at  the  time  of  his  death,  constitute  the  case  on  the  part  of 
the  widow,  who  filed  her  application  for  a  pension  July  8,  1884,  nearly 
seventeen  years  after  her  husband's  death,  alleging  that  she  was  mar- 
ried to  the  deceased  in  1865,  after  the  amputation  of  his  arm. 

Her  claim  was  rejected  in  Novemlxir,  1884,  upon  the  ground  that  the 
soldier's  death  was  not  due  to  his  military  ser\nce. 

This  rejection  was  clearly  right,  unless  the  Government  is  to  be  held 
as  an  insurer  against  every  fatal  casualty  incurred  by  those  who  have 
served  in  the  Anny,  without  regard  to  the  manner  of  its  occurrence.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  6825,  entitled  **An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  James  R.  Baylor." 

The  claim  of  the  l)enericiary  named  in  this  bill  is  based  upon  an  injury 
to  his  left  ankle  in  1862. 

A  medical  examination  in  1877  showed  no  appearance  of  there  ever 
having  l>een  a  fracture  of  the  left  ankle,  as  alleged  by  the  claimant, -and 
it  was  detennined  that  there  was  no  disability.  A  later  examination  in 
the  same  year  was  had  with  the  same  result.  Still  another  medical  ex- 
amination was  had  in  June,  1884,  which,  although  nearly  agreeing  with 
the  previous  ones,  and  giving  rise  to  some  suspicion  that  the  claimant 
was  inclined  to  exaggerate  and  prevent  a  free  and  fair  examination,  still 
does  not  absolutely  exclude  a  very  slight  disability. 

Upon  the  rejwrt  of  this  last  examination  the  case  has  been  reopened 
for  further  pr(K)f  of  disability  since  discharge,  which  if  found  will  entitle 
the  claimant  to  a  pension  under  general  law\s.  On  the  question  to  be 
determined  he  would  have  no  advantage  under  a  special  act,  inasmuch 
as  there  must  be  a  ratable  disability  to  entitle  him  to  any  payment  in 
pursuance  of  its  provisions.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

To  the  House  0/  Representative s: 

I  herewith  return  without  mi-  approval  House  bill  No.  10457,  entitled 
"An  act  for  the  relief  of  dependent  parents  and  honorably  discharged 
soldiers  and  sailors  who  are  now  disabled  and  dependent  upon  their  own 
labor  for  support." 

This  is  the  first  general  bill  that  ha.s  been  sanctioned  by  the  Congress 
since  the  close  of  the  late  civil  war  permitting  a  pension  to  the  soldiers 
and  sailors  who  served  iu  that  war  upon  the  ground  of  service  and  pres- 
ent disability  alone,  and  in  the  entire  absence  of  any  injuries  received  by 
the  casualties  or  incidents  of  such  service. 

While  by  almost  constant  legislation  since  the  close  of  tliis  war  there 
has  been  coirtpensation  awarded  fur  every  possible  injury  received  as  a 
result  of  military  service  in  the  Union  Army,  and  while  a  great  number 
of  laws  passed  for  that  purpose  have  been  administered  «-ith  great  liberal  - 
ity  and  have  been  supplemented  by  numerous  private  acts  lo  reach  spe- 
cial cases,  there  has  not  until  now  been  an  avowed  departure  from  the 
principle  thus  far  adhered  to  respecting  Union  soldiers,  that  the  bounty 
of  the  Government  in  the  way  of  pensions  is  generously  bestowed  when 
granted  to  those  who,  in  this  military  .service  and  in  the  line  of  military 
duty,  have  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  been  disabled. 

But  it  is  a  mistake  to  suppose  that  service  pensions,  such  as  are  per- 
mitted by  the  second  section  of  the  hill  under  TOnsideration.  are  new  to 
our  legislation.  In  1818,  thirty-five  years  after  the  close  of  the  Revolu- 
tionary War,  they  were  granted  to  the  soldiers  engaged  in  that  struggle, 
conditional  upon  service  until  the  end  of  the  war  or  for  a  term  not  less 
than  nine  months,  and  reqiiiring  every  beneficiary  under  the  act  to  be  one 
' '  who  is,  or  hereafter  by  reason  of  his  reduced  circumstances  in  life  shall 
Ije.  in  need  of  assistance  from  his  country  for  support."  Another  law 
of  a  like  character  was  passed  in  1828,  requiring  ser\'ice  until  the  close  of 
the  Revolutionary  War;  and  still  another,  passed  in  1832,  provided  for 
those  jiersons  not  included  in  the  previous  statute,  but  who  served  two 
years  at  some  time  during  the  war,  and  gi\'ing  a  proportionate  sum  to 
those  who  had  served  not  less  than  six  months. 

A  ser\- ice- pension  law  \vas  passed  for  the  benefit  of  the  soldiers  of 
18 1 2  in  the  year  1871,  fifty-.six  years  after  the  close  of  that  war,  which  re- 
quired only  sixty  days'  service;  and  another  was  jiassed  in  1878,  sixty- 
three  years  after  the  war,  requiring  only  fourteen  days'  service. 

The  service- pension  hill  pas.sed  at  this  session  of  Congress,  thirty-nine 
years  after  the  close  of  the  Mexican  War,  for  the  benefit  of  the  soldiers  of 
that  war,  refpiires  cither  some  degree  of  disability  or  dependency  or  that 
the  claimant  under  its  provisions  should  be  62  years  of  age,  and  in  either 
case  that  he  should  have  served  sixty  days  or  been  actually  engaged  in  a 
battle. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  bill  of  1818  and  the  Mexican  pension  bill,  being 
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thus  passed  nearer  the  close  of  the  wars  in  which  its  beneficiaries  were 
engaged  than  the  others — one  thirty- five  years  and  the  other  thirty- nine 
years  after  the  termination  of  such  wars — embraced  persons  who  were 
quite  advanced  in  age,  assumed  to  be  comparatively  few  in  number,  and 
whose  circumstances,  dependence,  and  disabilities  w^ere  clearly  defined 
and  could  Ixi  quite  easily  fixed. 

The  other  laws  referred  to  appear  to  have  been  passed  at  a  time  so  re- 
mote from  the  military  service  of  the  persons  which  they  embraced  that 
their  extreme  age  alone  was  deemed  to  supply  a  presumption  of  depend- 
ency and  need. 

The  number  of  enlistments  in  the  Revolutionary  War  is  stated  to  be 
309,791,  and  in  the  War  of  1812  576,622;  but  it  is  estimated  that  on 
account  of  repeated  reenlistments  the  number  of  individuals  engaged  in 
these  wars  did  not  exceed  one-half  of  the  number  represented  by  these 
figures.  In  the  war  with  Mexico  the  number  of  enlistments  is  reported 
to  be  112,230,  which  represents  a  greater  proportion  of  individuals  en- 
gaged than  the  reported  enlistments  in  the  two  previous  wars. 

The  number  of  pensions  granted  under  all  laws  to  soldiers  of  the 
Revolution  is  given  at  62,069;  to  soldiers  of  the  War  of  181 2  and  their 
widows,  60,178;  and  to  soldiers  of  the  Mexican  War  and  their  widows, 
up  to  June  30,  1885,  7,619.  The  latter  pensions  were  granted  to  the  sol- 
diers of  a  war  involving  much  hardship  for  disabilities  incurred  as  a 
result  of  such  service;  and  it  was  not  till  within  the  last  month  that  the 
few  remaining  sur\'i\'ors  were  awarded  a  service  pension. 

The  War  of  the  Rebellion  terminated  nearly  twenty-two  years  ago;  the 
number  of  men  furnished  for  its  prosecution  is  stated  to  be  2,772,408. 
No  corresix)nding  number  of  statutes  have  ever  been  passed  to  cover  every 
kind  of  injury  or  disability  incurred  in  the  military  service  of  any  war. 
Under  these  statutes  561,576  pensions  have  been  granted  from  the  year 
1 86 1  to  June  30,  1886,  and  more  than  2,600  pensioners  have  been  added 
to  the  rolls  by  private  acts  passed  to  meet  cases,  many  of  them  of  ques- 
tionable merit,  which  the  general  laws  did  not  cover. 

On  the  ist  day  of  July,  1886,  365,763  pensioners  of  all  classes  were 
ujx)!!  the  jxjnsion  rolls,  of  whom  305,605  were  survivors  of  the  War  of  the 
Rel^ellion  and  their  widows  and  dependents.  For  the  j^ear  ending  June 
30,  1887,  $75,000,000  have  been  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  pen- 
sions, and  the  amount  expended  for  that  purpose  from  1861  to  July  i, 
1886,  is  $808,624,811.51. 

While  annually  paying  out  such  a  vast  sum  for  pensions  already 
granted,  it  is  now  proposed  by  the  bill  under  consideration  to  award  a 
ser\'ice  pension  to  the  soldiers  of  all  wars  in  which  the  United  States  has 
been  engaged,  including  of  course  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  and  to  pay 
those  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  act  the  sum  of  $12  per  month. 

So  far  as  it  relates  to  the  soldiers  of  the  late  civil  war,  the  bounty  it 
affords  them  is  given  thirteen  years  earlier  than  it  has  been  furnished  the 
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soldiers  of  any  other  war,  and  before  a  large  majority  of  its  benefidaries 
have  advanced  in  age  beyond  the  strength  and  vigor  of  the  prime  of  life. 

It  exacts  only  a  military  or  naval  service  of  three  months,  without  any 
requirement  of  actual  engagement  with  an  enemy  in  battle,  and  without 
a  subjection  to  any  of  the  actual  dangers  of  war. 

The  pension  it  awards  is  allowed  to  enlisted  men  who  have  not  suffered 
the  least  injury,  disability,  loss,  or  damage  of  any  kind,  incurred  in  or  in 
any  degree  referable  to  their  military  .sen-ice,  including  those  who  never 
reached  the  front  at  all  and  those  discharged  from  rendezvous  at  the 
close  of  the  war,  if  discharge*!  three  months  after  enlistment.  Under 
the  last  call  of  the  President  for  troops,  in  December,  1864, 1 1 ,303  men 
were  furnished  who  were  thus  discharged. 

The  section  allowing  this  pension  does,  however,  require,  besides  a  serv- 
ice of  three  months  and  an  honorable  discharge,  that  those  seeking  the 
benefit  of  the  act  shall  be  such  as  "are  now  or  nmy  hereafter  be  suffer- 
ing from  mental  or  physical  disability,  not  the  result  of  their  o\\'ii  vicious 
habits  or  gross  carelessness,  which  incapacitates  them  for  the  perform- 
ance of  labor  in  such  a  degree  as  to  render  them  unable  to  earn  a  support, 
and  who  are  dependent  upon  their  daily  labor  for  support." 

It  provides  further  that  such  persons  shall,  upon  making  proof  of  the 
fact,  "be  placed  on  the  list  of  invalid  pensioners  of  the  United  States,  and 
be  entitled  to  receive  for  such  total  inability  to  procure  their  subsistence 
by  daily  labor  $12  per  month;  and  such  pension  shall  commence  from 
the  date  of  the  fiUng  of  the  application  in  the  Pen.sion  Office,  upon  proof 
that  thi^  disability  then  existed,  and  continue  during  the  existence  of  the 
same  in  the  degree  herein  provided:  Provided,  That  persons  who  are  now 
receiving  ]>eiisions  nnder  existing  laws,  or  whose  claims  are  pending  in 
the  Pension  Office,  may,  bj'  application  to  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions, 
in  siicli  form  as  he  may  presenile,  receive  the  benefit  of  this  act." 

It  is  nianifL-stly  of  the  utmost  importance  that  statutes  which,  like  pen- 
sion laws,  shoukl  l)e  !il)eral1y  administered  as  measures  of  benevolence  in 
iKrIialf  of  wortliy  iKineficiaries  should  admit  of  no  uncertainty  as  to  their 
general  objects  and  consequences. 

Uiwm  a  careful  consideration  of  the  language  of  the  section  of  this  bill 
alwivc  gi.eii  it  seems  to  me  to  Ije  .so  uncertahi  and  liable  to  sucli  conflict- 
injf  coiistrnclions  and  to  be  subject  to  such  unjust  and  mischievous  appli- 
cation as  to  alone  furnish  sufficient  ground  for  disapproving  the  proposed 
legislation. 

I'ersiiiis  seeking  to  obtain  the  pension  provided  by  this  section  must  be 
now  or  Jiereafter — 

1.   "STiffering  from  mental  or  physical  disability." 

::.  SucJi  di.sabiJity  must  not  be  "the  result  of  their  own  vicious  habits 
or  gross  carelessness. ' ' 

3.  Suchdisahility  nuist  besucli  as  "  incapacitates  them  for  tlie  perform- 
ance of  lalx>r  in  such  a  degree  as  to  render  them  unable  to  earn  a  .support." 
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4.  They  must  Ixi  " clei>endeiit  upon  their  daily  labor  for  support.*' 

5.  I'pon  proof  of  these  conditions  they  shall  "be  placed  on  the  lists  of 
invalid  pensioners  of  the  United  States,  and  be  entitled  to  receive  for  such 
total  inability  to  procure  their  subsistence  by  daily  labor  $12  per  month.** 

It  is  not  probable  that  the  words  last  quoted,  "such  total  inability  to 
procure  their  subsistence  by  daily  labor,"  at  all  qualify  the  conditions 
prescribed  in  the  preceding  language  of  the  section.  The  "total  inabil- 
ity ' '  spoken  of  nuist  l)e  *  *  such ' '  inability — that  is,  the  inability  already 
described  and  constituted  by  the  conditions  already  detailed  in  the  pre- 
vious parts  of  the  section. 

It  thus  becomes  important  to  consider  the  meaning  and  the  scope  of 
these  last-mentioned  conditions. 

The  mental  and  physical  disability  spoken  of  has  a  distinct  meaning 
in  the  practice  of  the  Pension  Bureau  and  includes  every  impairment  of 
bodily  or  mental  strength  and  vigor.  For  such  disabilities  there  are 
now  paid  131  different  rates  of  pension,  ranging  from  $1  to  $100  per 
month. 

This  disability  must  not  Ik  the  result  of  the  applicant's  "vicious  habits 
or  gross  carelessness. ' '  Practically  this  provision  is  not  important.  The 
attempt  of  the  Government  to  escape  the  payment  of  a  pension  on  such  a 
plea  would  of  course  in  a  very  large  majority  of  instances,  and  regardless 
of  the  merits  of  the  case,  prove  a  failure.  There  would  be  that  strange 
but  nearly  universal  willingness  to  help  the  individual  as  between  him 
and  the  public  Treasury  which  goes  very  far  to  insure  a  state  of  proof  in 
favor  of  the  claimant. 

The  disability  of  applicants  must  Ixi  such  as  to  "incapacitate  them  for 
the  performance  of  lator  in  such  a  degree  as  to  render  them  unable  to 
earn  a  sup|X)rt." 

It  will  Ix.*  observed  that  there  is  no  limitation  or  definition  of  the  in- 
ca])acitating  injury  or  ailment  itself.  It  need  only  be  such  a  degree  of 
disability  from  any  cause  as  renders  the  claimant  unable  to  earn  a  sup- 
port by  labor.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  "support"  here  mentioned  as 
one  which  can  not  be  earned  is  a  complete  and  entire  support,  with  no 
diminution  on  account  of  the  least  impairment  of  physical  or  mental  con- 
dition. If  it  had  l)eeu  intended  to  embrace  only  those  who  by  disease 
or  injury  were  totally  unable  to  labor,  it  would  have  been  very  easy  to 
ex])ress  that  idea,  instead  of  recognizing,  as  is  done,  a  "degree**  of  such 
inability. 

What  is  a  sn])port?  Who  is  to  determine  whether  a  man  earns  it,  or 
has  it,  or  has  it  not?  Is  the  (jovcrnment  to  enter  the  homes  of  claim- 
ants for  pension  and  after  an  examination  of  their  surroundings  and 
circumstances  settle  those  (questions?  Shall  the  Govenmient  say  to  one 
man  that  his  manner  of  subsistence  by  his  earnings  is  a  support  and  to 
another  that  the  things  his  earnings  furnish  are  not  a  support?  Anj' 
attempt,  however  honest,  to  administer  this  law  in  such  a  manner  would 
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necessarily  produce  more  unfairness  and  unjust  discrimination  and  give 
more  scope  for  partisan  partiality,  and  would  result  in  more  perversion 
of  the  Government's  benevolent  intentions,  than  the  execution  of  any 
statute  ought  to  permit. 

If  in  the  effort  to  carry  out  the  proposed  law  the  degree  of  disability  as 
related  to  earnings  be  considered  for  the  purpose  of  discovering  if  in  any 
way  it  curtails  the  support  which  the  applicant,  if  entirely  sound,  would 
earn,  and  to  which  he  is  entitled,  we  enter  the  broad  field  long  occupied 
by  the  Pension  Bureau,  and  we  recognize  as  the  only  difference  between 
the  proposed  legislation  and  previous  laws  passed  for  the  benefit  of  the 
surviving  soldiers  of  the  Civil  War  the  incurrence  in  one  case  of  disabili- 
ties in  military  service  and  in  the  other  disabilities  existing,  but  in  no 
way  connected  with  or  resulting  from  such  service. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  in  no  case  is  there  any  grading  of  this 
proposed  pension.  Under  the  operation  of  the  rule  first  suggested,  if 
there  is  a  lack  in  any  degree,  great  or  small,  of  the  ability  to  earn  such 
a  support  as  the  Government  determines  the  claimant  should  have,  and, 
by  the  application  of  the  rule  secondly  suggested,  if  there  is  a  reduction 
in  any  degree  of  the  support  which  he  might  earn  if  sound,  he  is  entitled 
to  a  pension  of  $12. 

In  the  latter  case,  and  under  the  proviso  of  the  proposed  bill  permit- 
ting persons  now  receiving  pensions  to  be  admitted  to  the  benefits  of  the 
act,  I  do  not  see  how  those  now  on  the  pension  roll  for  disabilities  in- 
curred in  the  service,  and  which  diminish  their  earning  capacity,  can  be 
denied  the  pension  provided  in  this  bill. 

Of  course  none  will  apply  who  are  now  receiving  $12  or  more  per 
month.  But  on  the  30th  day  of  June,  1886,  there  were  on  the  pension 
rolls  202,621  persons  wJio  were  receiving  fifty-eight  different  rates  of 
l>ension  from  $■  to  S'  '75  per  month.  Of  these,  28,142  were  receiving 
$2  per  month;  63,116,  %^  per  month;  37,254,  $6  per  month,  and  50,274, 
whose  disabilities  were  rated  as  total,  $8  per  month. 

As  to  the  meaning  of  the  section  of  the  l>ill  under  consideration  there 
apjK^ars  to  have  Ix^cn  quite  a  difference  of  opinion  among  its  advocates 
in  the  Congress.  The  chairman  of  the  Connnittee  on  Pensions  in  the 
House  of  Rejjresentatives,  who  reported  the  bill,  declared  that  there  was 
in  it  no  provision  for  pensininng  anyone  who  has  a  less  disabihty  than  a 
total  inability  to  lalxjr,  and  that  it  was  a  charity  measure.  The  chair- 
man of  tlie  Connnittee  on  Pensions  in  the  Senate,  having  charge  of  the 
bill  in  that  body,  dis.sented  from  the  construction  of  the  bill  announced 
in  tile  Hiiuse  of  kepresentat!\-es,  and  declared  that  it  not  only  embraced 
all  soldiers  totally  disabled,  but,  in  his  judgment,  all  who  are  disabled 
to  any  considerable  extent;  and  such  a  construction  was  substantially 
given  to  tJie  bill  by  another  distinguished  Senator,  who,  as  a  former  Sec- 
retary of  the  Interior,  had  imposed  upon  him  the  duty  of  executing  pen- 
sion lawb  and  detennining  their  intent  and  meaning. 
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Another  condition  required  of  claimants  under  this  act  is  that  they 
shall  Ix*  "deix^ndent  upon  their  daily  lalxjr  for  support.'* 

This  lan>^uaj(e,  which  may  be  said  to  assume  that  there  exists  witliin 
the  reach  of  the  persons  mentioned  "labor/*  or  the  ability  in  some  de- 
j^ree  to  work,  is  more  aptly  uschI  in  a  statute  describing  those  not  wholly 
deprived  of  this  ability  than  in  one  which  deals  wth  those  utterly  unable 
to  work. 

I  am  of  the  oi)inion  that  it  may  fairly  be  contended  that  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section  any  soldier  whose  faculties  of  mind  or  body  have 
l)econic  impaired  by  accident,  disease,  or  age,  irrespective  of  his  service  in 
the  Army  as  a  cause,  and  who  by  his  labor  only  is  left  incapable  of  gain- 
injj;  the  fair  support  he  might  with  unimpaired  powers  have  provided  for 
himself,  and  who  is  not  so  well  endowed  with  this  world's  goods  as  to 
live  without  work,  may  claim  to  participate  in  its  bounty;  that  it  is  not 
required  that  he  should  be  without  property,  but  only  that  labor  should 
be  necessary  to  his  support  in  some  degree;  nor  is  it  required  that  he 
should  be  now  receiving  support  from  others. 

Believing  this  to  l)e  the  proper  interpretation  of  the  bill,  I  can  not  but 
remember  that  the  soldiers  of  our  Civil  War  in  their  pay  and  bounty 
received  such  compensation  for  military  service  as  has  never  been  received 
by  soldiers  Ik* fore  since  mankind  first  went  to  war;  that  never  before  on 
behalf  of  any  soldiery  have  so  many  and  such  generous  laws  been  passed 
to  relieve  against  the  incidents  of  war;  that  statutes  have  been  passed  giv- 
ing them  a  preference  in  all  public  employments;  that  the  really  needy 
and  homeless  I'nion  soldiers  of  the  rebellion  have  been  to  a  large  extent 
])rovi(lecl  for  al  soldiers'  homes,  instituted  and  supported  by  the  Govern- 
ment, where  they  are  maintained  together,  free  from  the  sense  of  deg^- 
dation  which  attaches  to  the  usual  support  of  charity;  and  that  never 
before  in  the  history  of  the  country  has  it  l)een  proposed  to  render  Gov- 
ernment aid  toward  the  sui)]K)rt  of  any  of  its  soldiers  based  alone  upon  a 
military  service  so  recent,  and  where  age  and  circumstances  appeared  so 
little  to  demand  such  aid. 

IlitliLMto  such  relief  has  been  granted  to  surviving  soldiers  few  in 
number,  venerable  in  age,  after  a  long  lapse  of  time  since  their  military 
service,  and  as  a  i)arting  benefaction  tendered  \yy  a  grateful  i)eople. 

I  can  not  l)elie\'e  that  the  vast  peaceful  <army  of  Union  soldiers,  who, 
having  contentedly  resumed  their  ])laces  in  the  ordinary  avocations  of 
life,  cherish  as  sacred  the  memory  of  patriotic  service,  or  who,  having 
been  disabled  by  the  casualties  of  war,  justly  regard  the  present  pension 
roll  on  which  a])])ear  their  names  as  a  roll  of  honor,  desire  at  this  time 
and  in  the  ]>resent  exigency  to  be  confounded  with  those  who  through 
such  a  bill  as  this  are  willing  to  be  objects  of  simple  charity  and  to  gain 
a  ])lace  U])()n  the  pension  roll  through  alleged  dependence. 

Recent  ])ersonal  ol)servation  and  ex]Xfrience  constrain  me  to  refer  to 
another  result  which  will  inevitably  follow  the  passage  of  this  bill.     It  is 
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sad,  but  nevertheless  true,  that  already  in  the  matter  of  procuring  pen- 
sions there  exists  a  widespread  disregard  of  truth  aud  good  faith,  stimu- 
lated by  those  who  as  agents  luidertake  to  establish  claims  for  pensions 
heedlessly  entered  upon  by  the  expectant  beneficiary,  and  encouraged,  or 
at  least  not  condemned,  by  those  unwilling  to  obstruct  a  ueighbor's  plans. 

In  the  execution  of  this  proposed  law  under  any  interpretation  a  wide 
field  of  inquiry  would  be  opened  for  the  establishment  of  facts  largely 
within  the  knowledge  of  the  claUnant.s  alone,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt 
that  the  race  after  the  pensions  offered  by  this  bill  would  not  oidy  stim- 
ulate weakness  and  pretended  incapacity  for  labor,  but  put  a  further  pre- 
mium on  dishonesty  and  mendacity. 

The  effect  of  new  invitations  to  apply  for  pensions  or  of  new  ad^'an- 
tages  added  to  causes  for  pensions  already  existing  is  sometimes  startling. 

Thus  in  March,  1879,  large  arrearages  of  pensions  were  allowed  to  be 
added  to  all  claims  filed  prior  to  July  i,  1880.  For  the  year  from  July  i, 
1879,  to  July  1,  1880,  there  were  filed  1 10,673  claims,  though  in  the  year 
immediately  previous  there  were  but  36,832  filed,  and  in  the  year  follow- 
ing but  18,455. 

While  cost  should  not  be  set  against  a  patriotic  duty  or  the  recognition 
of  a  right,  still  when  a  measure  proposed  is  based  n]»n  generosity  or 
motives  of  charity  it  is  not  amiss  to  meditate  somewhat  upon  the  expense 
which  it  involves.  Experience  lias  demonstrated,  I  believe,  that  all  esti- 
mates concerning  the  probable  future  cost  of  a  pension  list  are  uncertain 
and  unreliable  and  always  fall  far  below  actual  realization. 

The  chairman  of  the  House  Committee  on  Pensions  calculates  that  the 
number  of  pensioners  under  this  bill  would  be  33, 105  and  the  increased 
cost  $4,767,120.  This  is  upon  the  theory  that  only  those  who  are  entirely 
unable  to  work  would  Ije  its  beneficiaries.  Such  was  the  principle  of  the 
Revolutionary  pension  law  of  i8r8,  much  more  clearly  stated,  it  seems  to 
me,  than  in  this  l>ill.  When  the  law  of  1818  was  upon  its  passage  in  Con- 
gress, the  numljcr  of  pensioners  to  be  l>enefited  thereby  was  thought  to 
be  374;  but  the  number  of  applicants  under  the  act  was  22,297,  ^nd  the 
number  of  pensions  actually  allowed  20.485,  costing,  it  is  reported,  for 
the  first  year,  Ji  ,.^47,900,  instead  of  $40,000,  the  estimated  expense  for 
that  period. 

A  law  was  passed  in  1.S53  for  the  l>euefit  of  the  surviving  widows  of 
Rev-olntionary  soldiers  wJio  were  married  after  January  i,  1800.  It  was 
fsiimalcd  that  they  numbered  300  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  act; 
but  the  nunilier  of  jK-nsions  allowed  was  3,742,  and  the  amount  paid 
for  such  pensions  during  the  first  year  of  the  operation  of  the  act  was 
giSo.ooo.  instead  of  $24,000,  as  had  been  estimated. 

I  have  made  no  search  for  other  illustrations,  and  the  above,  being  at 
hand,  are  tl'veu  as  tending  to  show  that  estimates  can  not  be  relied  upon 
in  such  cases. 

If  none  shoidd  Ije  [jensioned  under  this  bill  except  those  utterly  unable 
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to  work,  I  am  satisfied  that  the  cost  stated  in  the  estimate  referred  to 
would  be  many  times  multiplied,  and  with  a  constant  increase  from  year 
to  year;  and  if  those  partially  unable  to  earn  their  support  should  be 
admitted  to  the  privileges  of  this  bill,  the  probable  increase  of  expense 
would  l)e  almost  appalling. 

I  think  it  may  be  said  that  at  the  close  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion 
every  Northern  vState  and  a  great  majority  of  Northern  counties  and 
cities  were  burdened  with  taxation  on  account  of  the  large  bounties 
paid  our  soldiers;  and  the  lx)nded  debt  thereby  created  still  constitutes 
a  large  item  in  the  account  of  the  taxgatherer  against  the  people.  Fed- 
eral taxation,  no  less  lx)rne  by  the  people  than  that  directly  levied  upon 
their  property,  is  still  maintained  at  the  rate  made  necessary  by  the  exi- 
gencies of  war.  If  this  bill  should  Ix^come  a  law,  with  its  tremendous 
addition  to  our  jxjnsion  obligation,  I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that  fur- 
ther efforts  to  reduce  the  Federal  revenue  and  restore  some  part  of  it  to 
our  people  will,  and  perhaps  should,  be  seriously'  questioned. 

It  has  constantly  been  a  cause  of  pride  and  congratulation  to  the  Ameri- 
can citizen  that  his  country  is  not  put  to  the  charge  of  maintaining  a 
large  standing  army  in  time  of  peace.  Yet  we  are  now  living  under 
a  war  tax  which  has  been  tolerated  in  peaceful  times  to  meet  the  obliga- 
tions incurred  in  war.  But  for  years  past,  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  the 
demaiid  for  the  reduction  of  the  burdens  of  taxation  upon  our  labor  and 
production  has  increased  in  volume  and  urgency. 

I  am  not  willing  to  a]>prove  a  measure  presenting  the  objections  to 
which  this  bill  is  subject,  and  which,  moreover,  will  have  the  effect  of 
disappointing  the  expectation  of  the  i:)eople  and  their  desire  and  hope 
for  relief  from  war  taxation  in  time  of  j^ace. 

In  my  last  annual  message  the  following  language  was  used: 

I{vcry  jxitriotic  heart  responds  to  a  tender  consideration  for  those  -who,  having 
served  Iheir  country  long  and  well,  are  reduced  to  destitution  and  dependence,  not 
as  an  incident  of  their  service,  but  with  advancing  age  or  through  sickness  or  mis- 
fortune. We  are  all  tempted  by  the  contemplation  of  such  a  condition  to  supply 
relief,  and  are  often  impatient  of  the  Hmitations  of  public  duty.  Yielding  to  no  one 
in  the  desire  to  indulge  this  feeling  of  consideration,  I  can  not  rid  myself  of  the  con- 
viction that  if  these  ex-soldiers  are  to  be  relieved  they  and  their  cause  are  entitled 
to  the  iK'nefit  of  an  enactment  under  which  relief  may  be  claimed  as  a  right,  and  that 
Kuch  relief  should  l)e  granted  under  the  sanction  of  law,  not  in  e\'asion  of  it;  nor 
should  such  worthy  objects  of  care,  all  equally  entitled,  be  remitted  to  the  unequal 
oiH-'ration  of  sympathy  or  the  tender  mercies  of  social  and  political  influence,  with 
their  inijust  discriminations. 

I  do  not  think  that  the  objects,  the  conditions,  and  the  limitations  thus 
suggested  are  contained  in  the  bill  mider  consideration. 

I  adhere  to  the  sentiments  thus  heretofore  expressed.  But  the  evil 
threatened  by  this  bill  is,  in  my  opinion,  such  that,  charged  with  a  great 
res]X)nsil>ility  in  behalf  of  the  people,  I  can  not  do  otherwise  than  to 
bring  to  the  consideration  of  this  measure  my  best  efforts  of  thought  and 
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judgment  and  perform  my  constitutional  dutj'  in  relation  thereto,  regard- 
less of  all  consequences  except  such  as  appear  to  nie  to  be  related  to  the 
best  and  highest  interests  of  the  country.

To  the  House  of  Representalivcs: 

I  return  without  my  approval  House  bill  No.  10203,  entitled  "An  act 
to  enable  the  Commissioner  of  Agricidture  to  make  a  special  distribution    ' 
of  seeds  in  the  drought -atrickeu  counties  of  Texas,  and  making  an  appro- 
priation therefor." 

It  is  represented  that  a  long- continued  and  extensive  drought  has  ex- 
isted ill  certain  portions  of  the  State  of  Texas,  resulting  in  a  failure  of 
crops  and  consequent  distress  and  destitution. 

Though  there  has  been  some  difference  in  statements  couceming  the 
extent  of  the  people's  needs  in  the  localities  thus  affected,  there  seems  to 
be  no  doubt  that  there  has  existed  a  condition  calling  for  relief;  and  I 
am  willing  to  believe  that,  notwithstanding  the  aid  already  furnished,  a 
donation  of  seed  grain  to  the  farmers  located  in  this  region,  to  enable 
them  to  put  in  new  crops,  would  serve  to  avert  a  continuance  or  return 
of  an  unfortunate  blight. 

And  yet  I  feel  obliged  to  withhold  my  approval  of  the  plan,  as  proposed 
by  this  bill,  to  indulge  a  benevolent  and  charitable  sentiment  through  the 
approi>riatioii  of  public  funds  for  that  purpose. 

I  can  find  no  warrant  for  such  an  appropriation  in  the  Constitution, 
and  I  do  not  believe  that  the  power  and  duty  of  the  General  Government 
ought  to  l>e  extended  to  tlie  relief  of  individual  suffering  which  is  in 
no  manner  properly  related  to  the  public  ser\'ice  or  benefit,  A  preva- 
lent tendency  to  disregard  the  limited  mission  of  this  power  and  duty 
should.  I  think,  be  steadfastly  resisted,  to  the  end  that  the  lesson  should 
be  constaiuly  enforced  that  though  the  people  support  the  Government 
the  Government  should  not  support  the  people. 

The  friendliness  and  charity  of  our  countrymen  can  always  be  relied 
upon  to  relieve  their  fellow-citizens  in  misfortune.  This  has  been  repeat- 
edly and  quite  lately  demonstrated.  Federal  aid  in  such  cases  encour- 
ages the  exi:)ectation  of  paternal  care  on  the  part  of  the  Government  and 
weakens  the  sturdiness  of  oiir  national  character,  while  it  prevents  the 
indulgence  among  our  people  of  that  kindly  sentiment  and  conduct  which 
strengthens  the  lx>nds  of  a  common  brotherhood. 

It  is  within  my  personal  knowledge  that  individual  aid  has  to  some 
extent  already  been  extended  to  the  sufferers  mentioned  in  this  bill. 
The  failure  of  the  proposed  appropriation  of  $10,000  additional  to  meet 
their  remaining  wants  will  not  necessarily  result  in  continued  distress  if 
the  emergcucj-  is  fully  made  known  to  the  people  of  the  country. 
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It  is  here  suggested  that  the  Coniniissioner  of  Agriculture  is  annually 
directed  to  exjxiud  a  large  sum  of  money  for  the  purchase,  i>ropagation, 
and  distribution  of  seeds  and  other  things  of  this  description,  two- thirds 
of  which  are,  upon  the  request  of  Senators,  Representatives,  and  I3eleg^tes 
in  Congress,  supplied  to  them  for  distribution  among  their  constituents. 

The  a])propriation  of  the  current  year  for  this  purpose  is  $100,000, 
and  it  will  probably  1^  no  less  in  the  appropriation  for  the  ensuing  year. 
I  understand  that  a  large  (quantity  of  grain  is  furnished  for  such  dis- 
tribution, and  it  is  su}>posed  that  this  free  apportionment  among  their 
neighbors  is  a  i)rivilege  which  may  be  waived  by  our  Senators  and  Rep- 
resentatives. 

If  sufficient  of  them  shoidd  request  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture 
to  send  their  shares  of  the  grain  thus  allowed  them  to  the  suffering 
farmers  of  Texas,  they  might  be  enabled  to  sow  their  crops,  the  con- 
stituents for  w^honi  in  theory  this  grain  is  intended  could  well  bear  the 
tcmiK)rary  deprivation,  and  the  donors  would  experience  the  satisfaction 
attendiuK  deeds  of  charity.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  859,  entitled  **An 
act  granting  a  jx^nsion  to  Charlotte  O'Neal." 

This  bill  proj)oses  to  grant  a  jxinsion  to  the  beneficiary  therein  named 
as  the  widow  of  Richard  O'Neal,  late  colonel  of  the  Twenty-sixth  Regi- 
ment Indiana  Volunteers. 

In  the  reix)rt  of  the  committee  in  the  vSenate  to  whom  this  bill  was 
referred  it  is  stated  that  the  deceased  soldier  was  the  first  colonel  of  the 
regiment  named;  that  he  resigned  from  the  Army,  and  was  by  order  of 
the  governor  of  Indiana  put  in  charge  of  the  United  States  camps  at 
IndianaiK)lis.  A  military  order  is  made  part  of  the  report,  announcing 
that  the  funeral  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Richard  O'Neal  will  take  place 
JaiHiary  6,  1863,  and  reciting  the  fact  that  the  deceased  had  charge  of 
the  camj)S  near  Indiaiuqx)lis  for^he  preceding  four  months. 

It  is  distinctly  alleged  in  the  report  that  the  beneficiary  did  not  apply 
to  the  Pension  Hureau  for  relief  l)ecause  the  disease  of  which  her  hus- 
IkuuI  died  was  incurred  after  his  resignation. 

The  re<.M)rds  of  the  War  Deixirtment  fail  to  show  that  there  was  a 
colonel  of  the  Twenty-sixth  Indiana  Regiment  named  Richard  O'Neal, 
but  it  diK'S  apix^ar  that  Richard  Neal  was  lieutenant -colonel  of  said  regi- 
ment: that  he  was  mustered  in  August  31,  1 861,  and  resigned  June  30, 

lS(>2. 

If  this  is  the  officer  whose  widow  is  named  in  the  bill,  the  proposition 
is  to  pension  a  widow  of  a  soldier  who.  after  ten  months'  ser\nce,  resigned, 
and  who  seven  months  after  his  resignation  died  of  disease  which  was  in 
\\yy  manner  relateil  to  his  militarv  ser\'ice. 
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There  is  besides  such  a  discrepancy  between  the  name  given  in  the  bill 
and  the  name  of  the  officer  who  served  as  heu  ten  ant -colonel  in  the  regi- 
ment mentioned  that  if  the  merits  were  with  the  widow  the  bill  would 
need  further  Congressiunal  consideration.

To  the  Senate:  ExKCUTiVE  Mansion,  February  19.  1887. 

I  herewith  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  i6z6,  entitled  '  'An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  John  Reed,  sr." 

The  report  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Pensions  merely  States  that 
the  mother  of  John  Reed  was  granted  a  pension,  commencing  the  5th 
day  of  December,  i86?;  that  she  lias  since  died,  and  that  the  proposed 
bill  is  to  secure  a  pension  to  John  Reed,  sr. ,  the  aged  and  dependent 
father  of  the  deceased  soldier. 

The  records  show  that  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  filed  an  appli- 
cation for  a  pension  in  1S77,  alleging  that  he  was  the  father  of  John  Reed, 
who  died  in  the  service,  and  tliat  his  wife,  the  mother  of  the  deceased 
soldier,  died  May  10,  1872,  and  that  he,  the  father,  was  mainly  depend- 
ent upon  his  son  for  siipf>ort.  He  filed  evidence  of  the  motber's  death, 
and  one  witness  alleged  that  he  was  present  at  her  death  and  attended 
her  funeral. 

In  1864  Martha  Reed,  the  mother  of  the  .soldier,  filed  her  application 
for  pension,  in  which  she  at  first  claimed  to  be  the  widow  of  John  Reed. 
She  afterwards,  however,  alleged  that  her  husband,  John  Reed,  aban- 
doned his  family  in  1859  and  had  not  thereafter  contributed  to  their  sup- 
port, and  that  the  .soldier  was  her  main  support  after  such  abandonment. 
She  was  allowed  a  pension  as  dependent  mother,  which  commenced  in 
1862,  the  date  of  her  son's  death,  and  seems  to  have  terminated  July  22, 
18S4.  when  she  died. 

The  claim  of  the  father  was  rejected  in  1883  for  the  reason  that  the 
niiitlier.  who  had  a  prior  right,  was  still  living,  and  when  his  claim  was 
again  pressed  in  1SS6  he  was  informed  that  his  abandonment  of  his  family 
in  1S59  precluded  the  idea  that  he  was  entitled  to  a  pension  as  being 
dependent  upon  the  soldier  for  support. 

Of  course  these  decisions  were  correct  in  law,  in  equity,  and  in  morals. 

This  case  demonstrates  the  means  employed  in  attempts  to  cheat  the 
Ciovernment  in  ap]>licatious  for  pensions — too  often  successful. 

The  allegation  in  1S77  of  the  man  who  now  poses  as  the  aged  and 
dei>endent  father  of  a  dead  soldier  that  the  mother  died  in  1872,  when  at 
that  time  her  claim  was  i>eiiding  for  pension  largely  based  upon  his  aban- 
donment; the  affidavit  of  the  man  who  testified  that  he  saw  her  die  in 
1S72;  the  effrontery  of  this  unworthy  father  renewing  hisclaim  after  the 
detection  of  his  fraud  and  the  actual  death  of  the  mother,  and  the  allega- 
tion of  Ibe  mother  that  she  was  a  widow  when  iu  fact  she  was  an  abandoned 
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wife,  show  the  processes  which  enter  into  these  claims  for  pensions  and 
the  lx)ldness  with  which  plans  are  sometimes  concocted  to  rob  the  Gov- 
ernment by  actually  trafficking  in  death  and  imposing  upon  the  sacred 
sentiments  of  patriotism  and  national  gratitude.

To  the  Senate-  ExKCUTivK  Mansion,  February  2f,  1887, 

I  herewith  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  2452, entitled  **An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Rachel  Ann  Pierpont. ' ' 

At  the  time  this  bill  was  introduced  and  passed  an  application  for 
I^ension  on  behalf  of  the  Ijeneficiary  named  was  i^ending  in  the  Pension 
Bureau.  This  application  was  filed  in  December,  1879.  Within  the  last 
few  days,  and  on  the  17th  day  of  February,  1887,  a  pension  was  granted 
upon  said  application  and  a  certificate  issued  at  precisely  the  same  rate 
which  the  bill  herewith  returned  authorizes. 

But  the  pension  under  the  general  laws  dates  from  the  time  of  filing 
the  application  in  1879,  while  under  a  special  act  it  would  date  only  from 
the  time  of  its  passage. 

In  the  interest  of  the  l^eneficiary  and  for  her  advantage  the  special  bill 
is  therefore  disapproved.  GROVKR  CLEVEI.AND.

7o  the  Senate:  Washington,  February  21,  1887. 

I  return  herewith  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  2 1 1 1 ,  entitled  *  *  An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Jacob  Smith. ' ' 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  filed  his  claim  for  a  pension  No- 
vemlx-T  II,  1882.  He  seems  upon  the  facts  presented  to  be  justly  enti- 
tled to  it,  and  since  this  bill  has  been  in  my  hands  the  Commissioner  of 
Pensions  has  reix)rted  to  me  that  a  certificate  therefor  would  at  once  be 
ivssued. 

Under  such  a  certificate  this  disabled  soldier's  pension  will  commence 
Novemlxir  11,  1882.  Under  this  bill,  if  approved,  it  would  date  only 
from  the  time  of  its  approval.  I  suppose  his  certificate  has  already  been 
issued,  and  I  am  unwilling  to  jeopardize  the  advantages  he  has  gained 
thereunder,  as  might  be  done  if  the  bill  herewith  returned  became  a  law.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1768,  entitled  **An 
act  granting  a  ixjnsion  to  John  D.  Fincher." 

The  l)oneficiary  named  in  this  bill  enhsted  August  6, 1862,  and  was 
discharged  for  disability  Febniary  24,  1863. 
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The  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability  given  at  the  time  of  the  soldier's 
discharge  recites  "  general  debility,  which  will  disable  him  from  perform- 
ing the  duties  of  a  soldier  for  a  good  period  of  time.  The  disease  was 
contracted  by  exposure  and  fatigue  while  perforniiug  the  duties  of  a 
soldier.  * ' 

The  claimant  filed  his  application  for  pension  in  Septcralier,  1S82, 
nearly  twenty  years  after  his  discharge,  alleging  that  in  November,  i86z, 
he  was  attacked  with  talious  fever,  followed  by  chrouic  diarrhea  aud  lung 
trouble. 

In  support  of  his  application  an  affidavit  of  a  comrade  was  filed,  setting 
forth  the  fact  that  the  cl.iiniant  was  taken  sick,  as  he  alleged,  in  the  fall 
of  1862,  and  that  he  wns  sent  to  the  hospital  on  that  account.  The  affi- 
davit further  expresses  the  belief  that  the  claimant  still  suffers  from  the 
effects  of  his  sickness  and  exposure. 

So  far  as  I  am  inforcied,  and  so  far  as  the  committee's  report  discloses, 
this  is  the  only  proof  furnished  of  any  continuance  of  disability  at  the 
time  of  filing  the  application  for  pension,  and  this  proof,  if  it  may  be  so 
regarded,  is  the  mere  ex]iression  of  an  opinion  or  belief,  not  necessarily 
based  upon  any  personal  knowledge,  and  which  might  have  been  hon- 
estly expressed  if  deri\-ed  from  representations  of  the  claimant  himself. 

In  this  condition  of  the  case  the  claimant  was  examined  by  a  surgeon 
in  1882,  whose  report  seems  to  negative  all  ailments  except  as  one  may 
be  found  in  the  fact  alleged  therein  that  he  had  pneumonia  in  i858,  and 
that  there  might  be  some  pleuritic  adhesions,  plainly  inferring  that  if 
such  adliesions  existed  they  were  the  result  of  the  sickness  to  which  he 
refers. 

In  hebruary,  1SS5,  the  claimant  was  again  examined  by  aboard  of  sur- 
geons. This  examination  seems  to  have  been  very  carefully  and  thor- 
oughh*  made.  an<l  as  a  result  of  the  same  the  board  reported  that  there 
was  no  disability.     On  this  ground  the  claim  was  rejected. 

There  is  no  doubt  as  to  the  sickness  of  the  clainjant  during  his  serv- 
icL-  and  his  disability  at  the  time  of  his  discharge,  but  unless  the  report 
of  the  board  of  surgeons  is  to  be  impeached  without  apparent  reason 
there  is  as  little  doubt  of  the  claimant's  complete  recovery. 

No  case  has  Ijeen  presented  to  me  in  which  the  evidence  afforded  of  a 
continuance  nf  disability  seems  so  inconclusive.  In  these  circumstances 
the  re[ic3rt  of  the  iKiard  of  surgeons  appears  to  be  upon  the  evidence  before 
:ne  almost  uncontradicted.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  7327, entitled  "A 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Anthony  McRobertson." 
Jl  r-voi.  vni-36 
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The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  was  badly  wounded  in  a  battle  which 
occurred  about  the  lytli  day  of  November,  1863. 

He  applied  for  pension  in  1874,  and  the  same  was  granted  in  Novem- 
ber, 1886,  to  date  from  the  time  of  his  disability,  November  17,  1863. 

He  is  now  receiving  the  highe»st  rate  allowed  under  the  general  law 
for  cases  such  as  his,  and  he  would  be  entitled  to  no  more  under  the 
special  act. 

It  could  not,  therefore,  by  any  possibility  l^e  of  the  least  benefit  to  him, 
but,  on  the  other  hand,  might  jeopardize  his  advantages  already  gained.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  8002,  entitled  **An 
act  to  increase  the  pension  of  Loren  Burritt.** 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  enlisted  in  October,  1863,  and  in 
Deceml)er  of  that  year  was  mustered  in  as  major  of  the  Eighth  Regi- 
ment United  States  Colored  Troops;  was  promoted  to  lieutenant-colonel 
and  very  badly  wounded  in  February,  1864,  and  was  mustered  out  with 
his  regiment  Noveml:)er  10,  1865. 

His  condition  at  the  present  time  is  most  pitial)le,  and  his  helplessness 
is  such  that  he  needs  the  constant  care  and  assistance  of  others.  He 
was  obliged  to  give  up  business  alx)Ut  the  year  1873. 

In  1866  he  was  j^ensioned  for  his  wound,  which  was  in  the  right  leg; 
and  such  pension  has  been  increased  from  time  to  time  until  he  is  now  in 
the  receipt  of  $72  i>er  month,  the  highest  pension  allowed  under  general 
laws.  This  rate  was  awjirded  him  imder  a  law  pa.ssed  in  1880,  increas- 
ing from  $50  to  J^72  per  month  the  pensions  of  those  w^io  were  rendered 
permanently  and  totally  helpless,  so  that  they  required  the  regular  and 
jx^rsonal  attendance  of  another. 

On  the  30th  day  of  June,  1886,  there  were  1,009  persons  on  the  rolls 
receiving  this  rate  of  pension. 

This  bill  was  reported  \v^\\  adversely  by  the  House  Committee  on 
Pensions,  and  they,  while  fully  acknowledging  the  distressing  circum- 
stances surrounding  the  case,  felt  constrained  to  adverse  action  on  the 
ground,  as  stated  in  the  language  of  their  report,  that  **  there  are  many 
cases  just  as  helpless  and  requiring  as  much  attention  as  this  one,  and 
were  the  relief  asked  for  granted  in  this  instance  it  might  reasonably  be 
looked  for  in  all.'* 

No  man  can  check,  if  he  would,  the  feeling  of  sympathy  and  pity 
aroused  by  the  contemplation  of  utter  helplessness  as  the  result  of  patri- 
otic and  faithful  military  ser\nce;  but  in  the  midst  of  all  this  I  can  not 
put  out  of  mind  the  soldiers  in  this  condition  who  were  privates  in  the 
ranks,  who  sustained  the  utmost  hardships  of  war,  but  who,  because  they 
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were  privates  and  in  the  humble  walks  of  hfe,  are  not  so  apt  to  share  in 
special  favors  of  Congressional  action.  I  find  no  reason  why  tljis  bene- 
ficiary should  be  singled  out  from  bis  class,  except  it  be  that  he  was  a 
lieutenant-colonel  instead  of  a  private, 

I  am  aware  of  a  precetlent  for  the  legislation  proposed,  which  is  fur- 
nished by  an  enactment  of  the  last  session  of  Congress,  to  which  I  assented, 
as  I  think  improvidently ;  but  I  am  certain  tliat  exact  equality  and  fair- 
ness in  the  treatment  of  our  veterans  is,  after  all,  more  just,  beneficent, 
and  useful  than  unfair  discrimination  in  favor  of  officers  or  the  special 
benefit  born  of  sympathy  iu  individual  cases. 

I  am  constrained,  therefore,  to  agree  with  the  House  Committee  on 
Pensions  in  their  views  of  this  bill.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  10082,  entitled  "An 
act  to  increase  the  pension  of  Margaret  R.  Jones." 

The  beneficiar>-  mentioned  in  this  bill  is  now  receiving  the  highest  rate 
of  pension  allowed  iu  cases  such  as  hers  under  the  general  law. 

All  the  information  which  is  available  to  me  fails  to  furnish  any  rea- 
sou  why  this  pension  should  be  specially  increased,  except  the  general 
statement  in  the  claimant's  petition  that  she  is  in  necessitous  circum- 
stances and  that  the  rate  now  allowed  her  is  insufficient  for  her  support. 

The  further  statement  in  the  petition  that  her  husband's  death  "was 
caused  prematurelj'  by  his  endeavor  to  comply  with  unusual,  disrespect- 
ful, and  indefinite  orders"  to  go  to  League  Island  Navy- Yard  certainly 
does  not  in  all  its  iK-arings  furnish  conclusive  proof  that  his  widow's 
pension  sboidd  l>e  increased  lieyond  that  furnished  others  in  her  situation,

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5877,  entitled  "An  act  for 
the  relief  of  William  H.  Morhiser." 

This  beneficiary,  though  apparently  not  regularly  enlisted  in  the  mili- 
tary ser\-ice  of  the  country  during  the  time  covered  by  this  bill  for  his 
relief,  performed  military  duty,  was  captured  and  imprisoned.  No  tech- 
nicality should  l>e  interposed  in  considering  this  bill  to  prevent  the 
receipt  by  him  of  the  same  pay  and  allowances  awarded  under  like  cir- 
cumstances to  soldiers  regidarly  enlisted. 

But  this  bill  proposes  to  appropriate  for  the  benefit  of  this  claimant 
such  sum  as  pay  and  allowances  as  would  be  allowed  a  private  of  cav- 
alry from  Novemljer  30,  1863,  to  January  i,  1865.     It  appears  from  the 
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records  of  the  War  Department  that  he  has  abeady  been  paid  for  at  least 
two  months  of  that  time. 

The  bill  also  provides  that  there  shall  also  be  allowed  to  the  claimant 
such  additional  pay  and  allowances,  as  commutation  of  rations  and  so 
forth,  as  were  allowe<l  j^risoners  of  war,  from  July  30,  1864,  to  January  i, 
1865.  The  records  disclose  the  fact  that  he  has  been  allowed  commuta- 
tion of  rations  from  July  30,  1864,  to  December  11,  1864. 

As  the  purix)se  of  this  bill,  as  gathered  from  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee to  whom  it  was  referred,  appears  to  be  to  secure  for  the  nlaifwant 
therein  named  com])ensation  *  *  at  the  rate  at  which  other  soldiers  in  the 
same  situation  w  ere  paid, ' '  and  as  he  seems  already  to  have  received  a 
considerable  part  of  the  compensation  provided  for  in  the  bill,  I  am  led 
to  suppose  that  a  mistake  has  been  made  in  framing  the  same.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  7648,  entitled  "An 
act  for  the  relief  of  the  estate  of  the  late  John  How,  Indian  agent,  and 
his  sureties. ' ' 

John  How  was  apix)intcd  Indian  agent  in  July,  1878,  and  upon  such 
a])iK)intnient  gave  a  ]K)iid  to  the  Government  in  the  penal  sum  of  $xo,ooo 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  such  agent  and 
to  protect  the  Govennnent  from  loss  by  mismanagement  or  malfeasance  in 
his  official  conduct.  The  parties  named  in  the  bill  were  his  sureties  on 
Siiid  ])ond. 

On  the  2,-^(1  day  of  I)ecem])er,  1881,  upon  a  report  of  inspectors  con- 
nected with  the  Indian  Bureau  suggesting  frauds  and  mismanagement 
in  the  conduct  of  this  agency,  Mr.  How  was  suspended  from  his  office, 
which  suspension  was  approved  by  the  President  in  January,  1882. 

After  such  suspension  the  accounts  of  the  agent  were  examined  and 
various  ex])lanati()ns  offered  by  him  in  relation  thereto.  It  is  stated, 
however,  in  a  rej)ort  from  the  Indian  Office  now  before  me,  that  such 
ex]>lanations  were  deemed  by  that  office  sufficient  to  remove  only  a  small 
])art  of  the  items  in  the  accounts  which  were  questioned.  The  matter 
was  thereujKMi  referred  to  the  Treasury  Department  for  further  examina- 
tion and  adjustment. 

Tlie  Second  Comptroller  repoi:ts  that  the  final  settlement  of  this  agent's 
accounts  was  jK'uding  before  the  accounting  officers  for  upward  of  eight- 
een months,  affording  ample  opportunity  for  any  explanation  which  might 
l)e  deemed  necessary  and  pro]^r,  and  that  on  the  21st  day  of  July,  1885, 
a  final  adjustment  was  made  of  the  said  accounts,  by  which  a  sum  very 
nnich  in  excess  of  the  penalty  of  his  bond  was  found  due  from  said  agent 
to  the  Government. 
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A  suit  was  afterwards  instituted  against  the  agent  and  Ills  sureties  to 
recover  the  amount  thus  found  due,  so  far  as  the  bond  covered  the  same. 

This  suit  is  still  pending:. 

The  object  of  the  bill  now  under  consideration  is  to  wholly  release  and 
discharge  these  sureties  from  any  liability  upon  said  bond. 

It  seems  to  be  the  opinion  of  ali  the  officers  of  the  Government  who 
have  examined  the  matter  at  all  that  a  debt  exists  in  favor  of  the  Gov- 
ernment upon  this  bontl.  It  is  reported  that  a  large  amount  of  evidence 
has  been  taken,  and  tliat  in  the  opinion  of  these  officers  the  amount  due 
the  Government  can  not  be  reduced  to  a  less  amount  than  tlie  penalty 
of  the  bond. 

The  Second  Comptroller  states,  as  results  of  examinations  made  in  his 
office  and  by  the  Second  Auditor,  that  it  appears  that  many  of  the  vouch- 
ers presented  by  the  aj^vnt  were  fictitious,  the  persons  in  whose  names 
they  were  given  testifying  that  services  and  supplies  therein  mentioned 
were  never  rendered  or  furnished;  that  in  other  cases  parties  denied  the 
genuineness  of  vouchers  purporting  to  be  made  by  them;  that  a  large 
voucher  apparently  gi\en  for  cattle  was  actually  given  for  money  loaned, 
and  that  supplies  bou},'ht  with  Government  funds  were  appropriated  for 
the  agent's  personal  benefit, 

I  do  not  suppose  that  it  was  intended  by  the  Congress  to  entirely  re- 
lieve these  sureties  if  a  condition  exists  such  as  is  above  set  out,  which 
results  in  an  indebtedness  to  the  Government,  The  proposed  legisla- 
tion, judging  from  the  rcjxjrt  of  the  House  Committee  on  Claims,  seems 
rather  to  proceed  upon  the  theory  that  no  sum  is  due  the  Government 
in  the  premises. 

I  think  it  will  hardlj"  be  claimed  that  the  patient  investigation  of  the 
accounting  ofiiccrs  should  be  lightly  discredited  in  this  case;  and  it  seems 
to  me  that  justness  to  the  Government  and  fairness  to  the  sureties  seek- 
ing relief  will  presmnably  be  secured  by  the  further  prosecution  of  the 
suit  already  instituted,  in  which  the  truth  of  all  matters  involved  can  be 
thoroughly  tested.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No,  1 163,  entitled  "An 
act  for  tlie  erection  of  a  post-office  building  at  Lynn,  Mass," 

The  title  of  this  bill  sufficiently  indicates  its  puqiose. 

Congressional  action  in  its  favor  appears  to  be  based,  as  usual  in  such 
ca,ses,  upon  representations  concerning  the  population  of  the  town  in 
which  it  is  proposed  to  erect  the  building,  and  the  increase  in  such  pop- 
ulation, the  nunil>er  of  railroad  trains  arriving  and  departing  daily,  and 
various  other  items  calculated  to  demonstrate  the  importance  of  the  city 
selected  for  Federal  decoration. 

These  statements  are  supplemented  by  a  report  from  the  postmaster, 
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setting  forth  that  his  postal  receipts  are  increasing,  giving  the  number  of 
square  feet  now  occupied  by  his  office,  the  amount  of  rent  paid,  and  the 
number  of  his  employees. 

This  bill,  unlike  others  of  its  class  which  seek  to  provide  a  place  for  a 
number  of  Federal  offices,  simply  authorizes  the  construction  of  a  build- 
ing for  the  accommodation  of  the  post-office  alone. 

The  report  of  the  postmaster  differs  also  in  this  case  from  those  which 
are  usually  furnished,  inasmuch  as  it  is  therein  distinctly  stated  that  the 
space  now  furnished  for  his  office  is  sufficient  for  its  present  operations.' 
He  adds,  however,  that  from  present  indications  there  will  be  a  large 
increase  in  the  business  of  the  office  during  the  next  ten  years. 

It  is  quite  apparent  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  the  expenditure  of 
$100,000,  the  amount  limited  in  this  bill,  or  any  other  sum,  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  proposed  building  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  Govern- 
ment, and  for  this  reason  I  am  constrained  to  disapprove  the  proposed 

legislation.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  2045,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Mrs.  Sarah  Hamilton.'* 

Thomas  Hamilton,  the  husband  of  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  hill, 
enlisted  September  2,  1862.  Uix)n  the  records  he  is  reported  present  to 
April  30,  1863;  deserted  May  27, 1863.  His  name  is  dropped  from  sub- 
secjuent  rolls  to  February  29,  1864,  when  he  is  reported  as  a  deserter  in 
arrest.  He  is  not  torne  uix)n  the  rolls  for  March  and  April,  1864;  for 
May  and  June,  1864,  he  is  reported  absent  in  arrest;  for  July  and  August, 
present  under  arrest;  and  for  Septemljer  and  October,  present  for  duty. 
He  was  mustered  out  with  his  company  May  24,  1865. 

He  applied  for  a  i)ension  in  1872,  alleging  that  he  received  an  injury 
to  his  left  leg  alx)Ut  Fe])ruary  15,  1863,  at  St.  Louis,  by  falling  from  a 
ladder,  causing  varicose  veins  and  stiffening  of  the  leg. 

He  was  granted  a  i>ension  January  29,  1 881,  to  commence  May  25, 
1865. 

He  subsequently  applied  for  an  increase  of  pension,  claiming  that  his 
eyes  had  l)ec()me  affected  as  a  result  of  his  varicose  veins.  This  appli- 
cfition  was  rejected  ujion  the  ground  that  the  disability  for  which  he  was 
pensioned  had  not  increased  and  that  the  disease  of  his  eyes  was  not  a 
result  of  such  disability. 

The  pensioner  died  April  22,  1883,  twenty  years  after  his  alleged  in- 
jury, of  cerebral  aiK)plexy;  and  a  physician  states  it  as  his  judgment  that 
the  ^'aricosed  condition  of  the  venous  system  was  primarily  the  cause  of 
his  disabilities  and  death. 

His  widow  filed  an  application  for  i)ension  October  31,  1883,  which 
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was  rejected  upon  the  ground  that  the  soldier's  death  was  not  the  result 
of  his  military  service. 

Notwithstanding  the  record  of  the  deceased  soldier,  stained  as  it  is 
with  the  charge  of  desertion,  and  the  entire  absence  of  any  record  proof 
of  sickness  and  injury,  I  should  consider  myself,  in  favor  of  his  widow, 
bound  by  the  act  of  the  Peusiou  Bureau  in  allowing  him  a  pension,  and 
should  cheerfully  aid  her  attempt  to  procure  a  pension  for  herself  in  her 
needy  condition,  if  I  was  not  thoroughly  convinced  that  her  husband's 
death  had  no  relation  to  his  military  service  or  any  injury  for  which  he 
was  pensioned. 

To  the  ordinary  mind  it  seems  impossible  that  apoplexy  could  result 
from  such  a  varicosed  condition  as  is  described  in  this  case.  I  do  not 
understand  that  the  physician  who  gives  a  contrary  opinion  bases  his 
judgment  upon  actual  observation  at  the  time  the  soldier  died.  The 
last  medical  examination  by  the  Pension  Bureau  liefore  the  soldier's 
death  was  in  October,  1882,  and  resulted  in  the  following  report  of  the 
examining  surgeon; 

Weigbt,  r8o  pomids;  age,  6g  yenrs;  has  VHricose  veins  of  left  leg,  but  not  to  such 
an  extent  as  to  int-rease  the  sine  of  the  leg  or  result  in  marked  disability;  he  ia 
entirely  blind  in  both  eyes  from  glaucoma,  whicb  does  not  in  any  degree,  in  my 
opinion,  depend  upon  the  peusioiied  disability — varicose  veins. 

It  appears  that  the  benefit  proposed  by  this  bill  can  neither  be  prop- 
erly regarded  as  a  gratuity,  based  upon  the  honorable  service  and  record 
of  the  soldier,  nor  predicated  on  his  death  resulting  from  a  disability 
iuciirml  in  s..cl,  service-.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

It  is  reiircseiUt-d  in  siqjixjrt  of  this  bill  that  Portsmouth  by  its  last  cen- 
sus had  a  population  of  11,321,  and  that  it  contains  at  present  not  less 
than  15,000  inhabitants;  that  it  is  a  place  of  considerable  manufacturing

and  commercial  importance,  and  that  there  is  no  public  building  for  the 
transaction  of  the  business  of  the  General  Government  nearer  than  Colum- 
bus or  Cincinnati,  lx)th  about  100  miles  distant. 

It  is  further  stated  in  a  communication  from  the  promoter  of  this  hill 
that— 

There  is  not  n  Pe<leral  public  building  in  the  State  of  Ohio  east  of  the  line  drawn 
on  the  accompanying  map  from  Cleveland  through  Columbus  to  Cincinnati;  and 
when  wealtli  and  |K)pulation  and  the  needs  of  the  public  service  are  considered,  the 
distribution  of  public  buildings  in  the  State  is  an  unfair  one. 

Here  is  disclosed  a  theory  of  expenditure  for  public  buildings  which  I 
can  hardly  think  should  be  adopted.  If  an  application  for  the  erection 
of  such  a  building  is  to  be  determined  by  the  distance  between  its  pro- 
posed location  and  another  public  building,  or  upon  the  allegation  that  a 
certain  division  of  a  State  is  without  a  Government  building,  or  that  the 
distribution  of  these  buildings  in  a  particular  State  is  unfair,  we  shall 
rapidly  be  led  to  an  entire  disregard  of  the  considerations  of  necessity 
and  public  need  which  it  seems  to  me  should  alone  justify  the  expendi- 
ture of  public  funds  for  such  a  purpose. 

The  care  and  protection  which  the  Government  owes  to  the  people  do 
not  embrace  the  grant  of  public  buildings  to  decorate  thriving  and  pros- 
perous cities  and  villages,  nor  should  such  buildings  be  erected  upon  any 
principle  of  fair  distribution  among  localities. 

The  Government  is  not  an  almoner  of  gifts  among  the  people,  but  an 
instrumentality  by  which  the  people's  affairs  should  be  conducted  upon 
lousiness  principles,  regulated  by  the  public  needs. 

Applying  these  i)rinciples  to  the  case  embraced  in  the  bill  under  con- 
sideration, we  find  that  at  Portsmouth  there  is  a  post-ofl&ce  and  an  internal- 
revenue  collector's  office  for  which  the  Government  should  provide. 

It  is  represented  that  the  quarters  now  furnished  for  these  offices  are 
inadequate  and  that  more  spacious  rooms  are  desirable.  In  the  post-office 
there  are  six  employees,  and  the  collector  of  internal  revenue  has  five 
assistants.     The  annual  rent  i)aid  for  both  these  offices  is  $600. 

Upon  these  facts  the  prop<Jsition  is  to  expend  $60,000  for  a  building 
to  accommodate  these  offices,  entailing  after  its  completion  quite  a  large 
sum  annually  for  its  care  and  superintendence. 

Though  the  sum  of  $60,000  is  the  limit  fixed  for  the  cost  of  this  build- 
ing, if  it  should  be  completed  for  this  sum  it  would  be  an  exception  to 
the  rule  in  such  cases;  and  if  it  is  absolutely  impossible  to  do  the  public 
business  in  the  quarters  now^  occupied  by  these  offices,  which  does  not 
appear  to  be  claimed,  there  can  Ix*  no  difficulty  in  securing  in  this  enter- 
prising city  ade(|uate  accomnuxlations  at  a  rent  not  largely  in  excess  of 
that  at  i)resent  i)aid. 

Ui>on  the  whole  it  does  not  appear,  as  a  business  proposition,  that  the 
building  proposed  should  be  undertaken.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  531,  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  public  building  at  I.afayette,  Ind." 

This  bill  appropriates  $50,000  for  the  purpose  indicated  in  its  title. 

It  is  represented  that  a  deputy  internal -revenue  collector  is  located  at 
Lafayette,  but  no  information  is  furnished  that  he  has  an  office  there 
which  is  or  ought  to  be  furnished  by  the  Government.  It  is  not  claimed 
that  the  Federal  business  at  this  point  requires  other  accommodation  ex- 
cept for  the  post-office  located  there. 

As  usual  in  such  cases,  the  postmaster  reports,  in  reply  to  inquiries, 
that  his  present  quarters  are  inadequate,  and,  as  usual,  it  appears  that  the 
postal  business  is  increasing.  The  rent  jiaid  for  the  rooms  or  building 
in  which  the  post-office  is  kept  is  $  1 , 1 00  per  auimm. 

I  have  been  informed  siuce  this  bill  has  been  in  my  hands  that  last 
spring  a  building  was  erected  at  Lafayette  wi^h  special  reference  to  its 
use  for  the  post-office,  and  that  a  part  of  it  was  leased  by  the  Govern- 
ment for  that  puqx)se  for  the  term  of  five  years.  Upon  the  faith  of  such 
lease  the  premises  thus  rented  were  fitted  up  and  furnished  by  the  owner 
of  the  building  in  a  manner  especiall}'  adapted  to  postal  uses,  and  an  ac- 
count of  such  fitting  up  and  furnishing  is  before  me,  showing  the  expense 
of  the  same  to  have  been  more  than  $2,500. 

In  view  of  such  new  and  recent  arrangements  made  by  the  Govern- 
ment for  the  transaction  of  its  postal  business  at  this  place,  it  seems  that 
the  proposed  expenditure  for  the  erection  of  a  building  for  that  purpose 
is  hardly  n.c-.sary  or  justifiable.  GROVKR  CLEVELAND.

quired in  the  Xethvriands  to  pay  any  fee  or  due  of  any  kind  or  nature, 
or  any  iin])ort  due  higher  or  other  than  is  payable  by  vessels  of  the 
Netherlands  or  their  cargoes;  that  no  export  duties  are  imposed  in  the 
Netherlands;  and  that  in  the  free  ports  of  the  Dutch  East  Indies,  to 
wit,  Riouw   (in   the   island   of   Riouw),  Pabean,  Sangrit,  Loloan,  and 
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Tainlx)ekoes  (in  the  island  of  Bali),  Koepang  (in  the  island  of  Timor), 
Makassar,  Menado,  Kenia,  and  Gorontalo  (in  the  island  of  Celebes),  Am- 
lx)ina,  Saparoa,  Banda,  Temate,  and  Kajeli  (in  the  Moluccas) ,  Olehleh  and 
Bengkalis  (in  the  island  of  Sumatra),  vessels  are  subjected  to  no  fiscal 
tax,  and  no  import  or  export  duties  are  there  levied: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Grover  Cleveland,  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  section  ii  of  the 
act  of  Congress  entitled  **An  act  to  abolish  certain  fees  for  official  serv- 
ices to  American  ve»ssels,  and  to  amend  the  laws  relating  to  shipping 
commissioners,  seamen,  and  owners  of  vessels,  and  for  other  purposes," 
approved  June  19,  1886,  do  hereby  declare  and  proclaim  that  from  and

Provided,  That  there  shall  l)e  excluded  from  the  benefits  of  the  sus- 
pension hereby  declared  and  proclaimed  the  vessels  of  any  foreign  country 
in  whose  ports  the  fees  or  dues  of  any  kind  or  nature  imposed  on  vessels 
of  the  United  States,  or  the  import  or  export  duties  on  their  cargoes,  are 
in  excess  of  the  fees,  dues,  or  duties  imposed  on  the  vessels  of  such  for- 
eign country  or  their  cargoes,  or  of  the  fees,  dues,  or  duties  imix)sed  on 
the  vessels  of  the  country  in  w^liich  are  the  ports  mentioned  in  this  proc- 
lamation, or  the  cargoes  of  such  veSvSels. 

And  the  siLsjxinsion  hereby  declared  and  proclaimed  shall  continue  so 
long  as  the  reciprocal  exemption  of  vessels  Ixilong^ng  to  citizens  of  the 
United  States  and  their  cargoes  shall  be  continued  in  the  said  ports  of 
the  Kingdom  of  the  Netherlands  in  Europe  and  the  said  free  ports  of  the 
Dutch  Ivast  Indies,  and  no  longer.

EXECUTIVE  ORDERS. 

January  4,  1887. 

In  the  exercise  of  the  power  vested  in  the  President  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  by  virtne  of  the  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty-third  section  of 
the  Revised  vStatntes  and  of  the  civil-service  act  approved  January  16, 
1883,  the  following  regulations  governing  promotions  in  the  customs 
service  at  the  city  of  New  York  are  here])y  approved  and  promulgated: 

RlC(Vri*ATlON    I. 

The  hoard  of  examiners  at  the  New  York  customs  district  may  at  any  time,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Civil  Service  Coniiiiission,  order  an  examination  for  promotion,  and 
at  least  five  days  before  the  examination  is  to  take  place  shall  cause  a  notice  to  be 
posted  conspicuously  in  the  oflioe  for  which  such  examination  is  to  be  held,  andahall 
state  in  said  notice  the  class  or  classes  to  test  fitness  for  promotion  to  which  the 
examination  is  to  be  held  and  the  time  and  place  of  examination.  Promotions  shall 
l>e  fnmi  class  to  class,  and  the  examination  of  persons  in  one  class  shaU  be  to  test 
their  fitness  for  promotion  to  the  next  higher  class:  Provided^  however^  That  if  in 
any  examination  for  promotion  the  com])etitors  in  the  next  lower  class  shall  not

exceed  three  in  nuinijer.  Uip  tionrd  may,  at  its  discretinn,  open  tlie  competition  to  one 
or  more  of  the  classes  lielow  the  class  in.  wliich  there  are  uot  mcrre  than  three  com- 
petitors. All  persons  in  the  class  ini mediately  below  the  class  for  wliich  promotions 
are  to  be  made,  and  who  have  been  in  said  class  at  least  six  months,  must  be  exam- 
ined for  promotion. 

The  examination  must  be  held  upon  such  subjects  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  board 
of  examiners,  with  the  approval  of  the  Commission,  the  genera!  nature  of  the  busi- 
ness of  the  office  and  the'  special  nature  of  (he  positions  to  he  filled  may  require. 
In  grading  the  competitors  due  weight  must  be  given  to  the  efficiency  with  which 
the  several  competitors  shall  have  performed  their  duties  in  the  office;  but  none 
who  shall  fail  to  attain  a  minimum  standard  of  75  per  cent  in  the  written  examina- 
tion shall  be  certified  for  promotion. 

RKGUIATIOM   3. 

The  whole  list  of  eligibles  trom  which  the  promotiLin  is  to  t«  made  shall  lie  certi- 
fied to  the  nominating  officer. 


Any  person  employed  in  any  of  the  offices  to  which  these  regulaliona  apply  may 
be  transferred  without  eitamination,  after  service  of  six  months  consecutively  since 
January  16,  1883,  from  one  office  to  a  class  no  higher  in  another  office,  upon  certificH- 
tion  by  the  board  of  examiners  that  he  has  passed  an  examination  for  tlie  class  in 
which  he  is  doing  duty,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  heads  of  the  respective  offices 
and  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasmy.

Ill  tliL-  exercise  iif  the  power  vested  in  the  President  by  the  Constitu-

I.  The  Civil  ScrvLct  Coninii.ssion  shall  have  authority  to  appoint  the  following- 

Thf  iC'il'iil  fioii'i/.  —This  board  shall  be  compo,sed  of  seven  members,  who  shall  be 
det^iilcd  friiin  the  Departments  in  which  they  may  be  serving  at  the  time  of  appoint- 
ment for  contimums  .service  at  the  office  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission.  Under 
the  snpiTvision  nf  the  Coniniission,  the  central  board  shall  examine  and  mark  the 
pa|)ers  nf  all  i^aminations  for  entrance  to  the  departmental  service,  and  also  such 
of  the  |Ki|H.>rs  of  i-saminalionsfor  entrance  to  either  the  customs  or  the  postal  service 
as  shall  Ih.-  sulimitUil  loitlivlhe  Commission.  The  Commission  shall  have  authority 
to  rctjuire  anv  customs  or  postal  board  to  send  the  papers  of  any  examination  con- 
ducted by  said  Ijoard  to  be  cx;iiniiied  and  marked  by  the  central  board.  The  persons 
composing  this  Ixiard  shall  be  in  the  departmental  service. 

Spreial  hiiiiidi. — These  boards  shall  mark  the  papers  of  special  examinations  for 
the  classified  dcjKirltnental  service,  and  shall  be  composed  of  persons  in  the  public 
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Supplementary  hoards, — These  lx)anls  shall  mark  tlie  papers  of  supplementary 
examinations  for  the  classified  departmental  service,  and  shall  l>e  composcil  of  per- 
sons in  the  public  service. 

Loeal  departmental  boards. — These  l)oards  shall  1k»  organized  at  one  or  more  places 
in  each  State  and  Territory  where  examinations  for  the  departmental  service  are  to 
l)e  held,  and  shall  each  l)e  comjwsed  of  persons  in  the  public  ser\'ice  residing  in  the 
State  or  Territory  in  which  the  board  is  to  act. 

Customs  hoards. — One  for  each  chissified  customs  <listrict,  to  l)e  composetl  of  per- 
sons in  the  customs  service  in  the  district  for  which  the  Iward  is  to  act.  These 
boards  shall  conduct  examinations  for  entrance  to  an<l  promotion  in  the  classified 
customs  service. 

Postal  hoards. — One  for  each  classified  post-office,  to  Ixj  comjyosed  of  persons  in  the 
postal  service  at  the  post-office  for  which  said  board  is  to  act.  These  boards  shall 
conduct  examinations  for  entrance  to  and  promotions  in  the  postal  service. 

2.  No  i)erson  shall  Ixi  appointed  a  member  of  any  board  of  examiners  named  herein 
until  after  consultation  by  the  Civil  Service  Connnission  with  the  head  of  the  Depart- 
ment or  office  in  which  the  person  whom  it  desires  to  ai)p>oint  is  serving. 

3.  It  vShall  l)e  the  duty  of  the  head  of  any  classified  customs  office  or  classified 
post-office  to  promptly  inform  the  Civil  Service  ConnniSvSion,  in  writing,  of  the  re- 
moval or  resignation  from  the  i)ublic  service,  or  of  the  death,  of  any  member  of  a 
lK)ard  of  examiners  appointed  from  his  office;  and  u]K)ii  request  of  the  Commission 
such  officer  shall  state  to  the  Commission  which  of  the  persons  employed  in  his  office 
he  regards  as  most  comjMitent  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  occasioneji,  or  any  vacancy 
which  may  otherwise  occur;  and  in  making  this  statement  the  officer  shall  mention 
generally  the  (jualifications  of  each  of  the  persons  named  therein  by  him. 

4.  The  duties  of  a  nieml>er  of  a  special,  supplementary,  local,  departmental,  customs, 
or  postal  b<.)ard  of  examiners  shall  be  regarded  as  a  part  of  the  public  duties  of  such 
examiner,  and  each  examiner  shall  be  allowed  time  during  office  hours  to  perform 
the  duties  required  of  him. 

5.  The  Civil  Service  Connnission  shall  have  authority  to  adopt  regulations  which 
shall  ( I )  i)rescribe  the  manner  of  organizing  the  several  lx)ards  of  civil-service  exam- 
iners herein  named,  (2)  more  particularly  state  the  powers  of  each  of  said  boards, 
and  (3)  specifically  define  the  duties  of  the  members  thereof. 

6.  The  Civil  Service  Connnission  shall  have  authority  to  change  at  any  time  the 
membership  of  any  of  the  above-named  boards  of  civil-service  examiners.

Executive  Mansion,  April  22,  1887. 

I.  Ivach  Territory'  shall,  if  included  within  the  provisions  of  said  act, 
annually  receive  arms,  ordnance  stores,  quartermaster's  stores,  and  camp 
equi]>ap^e  equivalent  to  the  quota  of  a  State  having  the  least  represen- 
tation in  Congress,  and  the  District  of  Columbia  sliall  annually  receive 
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arms,  ordnance  stores,  qiiartemiaster's  stores,  ami  camp  equipage  not 
exceeding  double  the  quota  of  a  State  having  the  least  representation  iu 
Congress. 

2.  Arms,  ordnance  stores,  quarterui aster's  stores,  and  camp  equipage 
shall  be  issued  to  the  Territories  on  requisitions  of  the  governors  thereof 
and  to  the  District  of  Columbia  on  requisitions  approved  by  the  senior 
general  of  the  District  Militia  present  for  duty.  Returns  shall  be  made 
annually  by  the  senior  general  of  the  District  Militia  in  the  manner  ?& 
required  by  sections  3  and  4  of  the  act  above  referred  to  iu  the  case  of 
States  and  Territories. 

3.  It  is  forbidden  to  make  issues  to  States  and  Territories  in  excess  of 
the  amount  to  their  credit  under  the  provisions  of  section  1161,  Revised 
Statutes,  as  amended  by  the  above  act. 

4.  The  regulations  established  by  President  Pierce  April  30,  1855, 
under  the  act  approved  March  30,  1855,  are  hereby  revoked.

In  the  exerci.se  of  the  power  vested  in  the  President  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  by  virtue  of  the  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty-tliird  section  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  and  of  the  civil-service  act  approved  Januarj'  16, 
1883,  Rules  IV,  VI,  XIX,  XXI  of  the  rules  for  the  regulation  and  im- 
provement of  the  executive  civil  service  are  hereby  amended  and  pro- 
mulgated as  follows: 

I.  Tlic  C'liiiiiiissiuiL  iii:iy  apiMiiiLl  Ijoiir.ls  of  ex;imi[u-rs  a.s  follows; 

The  Ctiilral  boaiii. — K  board  composed  of  seven  iiiemlier.'i,  who  slinll  Ik  detaileil 
from  tlie  Depart  men  Ls  in  which  Ihey  are  serving  when  appointeil  tor  continuous 
service  at  tlic  office  of  the  Conimi5sion.  This  board  shall  mark  such  papers  of 
examinations  for  ailniission  to  the  departmental,  customs,  and  postal  .services  as  the 
Colliniisaiuii  may  direcl. 

Deparbiictttal  special  boards.— t\\ese  boards  shall  mark  anch  papers  of  special 
examinations  for  the  departmental  serviee  as  the  Commission  may  direct,  and  sbalt 
be  composed  of  persons  in  the  public  service. 

Dt-piiiiiiuiilal  siippU'inciilary  boards.— The^e  l»ards  shall  mark  the  papers  of  such 
snppk-mfiilary  ex  am  illations  for  the  departmental  service  as  the  Couiuiission  may 
direct,  and  shall  lie  composeil  of  [lerstma  in  the  public  service. 

Dtparliiiental  promotion  boards. — One  f()r  each  of  the  Executive  Departments,  of 
three  memljcrs,  and  one  auxiliary  member  for  each  bureau  vl  t!ie  Departmeut  for 
which  the  lioard  \=,  to  act. 

Deparlmeiital  liical  boards. — These  lx>ards  shall  be  organized  at  one  or  more  places 
in  each  State  and  Territory  where  exanii nations  for  the  departmental  service  are  to 
lie  hehl,  anil  shall  each  Ijc  coniposed  of  persons  in  the  public  service  residing  in  the 
State  or  Terrilorv  in  which  the  tjoard  is  to  act. 

Ciis/oiHi!  boanh,  —One  for  each  classified  customs  district,  to  be  composed  of  per- 
sons in  the  customs  service  in  the  district  tor  which  said  board  is  to  act.  These 
boards  shall  conduct  examiiiations  tor  entrance  to  and  promotions  in  the  classified 
customs  service,  and  shall  mark  such  of  the  examination  papers  for  that  service  as 
the  Commission  sh.ill  direct.  They  shall  also  conduct  such  departmental  examina- 
tions as  the  Cuinmissiuii  may  direct. 
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Postal  hoards. — One  for  each  classified  post-office,  to  be  composed  of  persons  in 
the  postal  service  at  the  post-office  in  which  said  board  is  to  act.  Tliese  boards 
shall  conduct  examinations  for  entrance  to  and  promotions  in  the  postal  sen'ice, 
and  shall  mark  such  of  the  examination  papers  for  that  service  as  the  Commission 
niciy  direct.  They  shall  also  conduct  such  departmental  examinations  as  the  Com  • 
mission  may  direct. 

2.  No  person  shall  l)e  apjwinted  an  examiner  until  after  consultaticm  by  the  Com- 
mission with  the  head  of  the  Department  or  office  in  which  the  person  whom  it 
desires  to  appf)int  is  serving. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  head  of  any  classified  customs  office  or  post-office  to 
promptly  give  written  infonnation  to  the  Commission  of  the  removal  or  resignation 
from  the  public  service,  or  of  the  inability  or  refusal  to  act,  of  any  examiner  in  his 
office;  and  on  request  of  the  Commission  such  officer  shall  state  which  of  the  per- 
sons in  his  office  he  regards  as  most  competent  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  shall  mention 
generally  the  qualifications  of  each  person  named  by  him. 

4.  The  duties  of  an  examiner  shall  be  regarded  as  a  p.irt  of  his  public  duties, 
and  each  examiner  shall  be  allowed  time  during  office  hours  to  perfonn  the  duties 
required  of  him. 

5.  The  Commission  may  adopt  regulations  which  shall  prescribe  ( i )  the  manner 
of  organizing  the  boards  of  examiners,  (2)  the  iK)wers  of  each  board,  and  (3)  the 
duties  of  the  nienil)ers  thereof. 

6.  The  Commission  may  create  additional  boards  of  examiners  and  may  change 
the  membership  of  any  board;  and  lM)ards  of  examiners  shall  jxirform  such  other 
appropriate  duties  as  the  Commission  may  impose  upon  them. 

RUIJv   VI. 

r.  There  shall  be  open  competitive  examinations  for  testing  the  fitness  of  appli- 
cants for  admission  to  the  service.  Such  examinations  shall  Ixi  practical  in  their 
character,  and  so  far  as  may  be  shall  relate  to  those  matters  which  will  fairly  test 
the  relative  capacity  and  fitness  of  the  jwrsons  examined  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  the  l>ranch  of  the  vService  which  they  seek  to  enter. 

2.  Anrl  for  the  purpose  of  estal)lishing  in  the  claSvsified  ser\'ice  the  principle  of  com- 
pulsory competitive  examination  for  promotion  there  shall  Ixj,  so  far  as  practicable 
and  useful,  such  examinations  of  a  suitable  character  to  test  the  fitness  of  persons  for 
promotion  in  the  service,  and  the  Commission  may  make  regulations  applying  them 
to  any  classified  Department,  customs  office,  or  ix>st-office,  under  which  regulations 
examinations  for  ])ronu)tion  shall  be  conducted  and  all  promotions  ma<le;  but  until 
regulations  ma<le  by  the  Commission  in  accordance  herewith  have  been  applied  to  a 
classified  Department,  customs  oflice,  or  post-office,  promotions  therein  maybe  made 
upon  any  test  of  fitness  determined  ui>on  by  the  promoting  officer.  And  in  any  clas- 
sified De])artnient,  customs  office,  or  ]:)ost -office  in  which  promotions  are  made  under 
examinations  as  herein  provide<l  the  Commission  m.iv,  in  special  session,  if  the  exi- 
gencies of  the  service  recpiire  such  action,  provide  noncompetitive  examinations  for 
promotion. 

Rri.iC  XIX. 

There  are  excepted  from  examination  the  following:  ( i )  The  confidential  clerk  or 
secretary  of  any  hea<l  of  a  rx.'partment  or  office;  ( 2 )  cashiers  of  collectors;  (3)  cashiers 
of  lK)stmasters;  (4)  superintendents  of  money-order  di\nsions  in  post-offices;  (5)  the 
direct  custodians  of  nionev  for  whose  fidelitv  another  officer  is  under  official  bond, 
and  disbursing  ofiicers  having  the  custody  of  money,  who  give  bonds;  but  these  excep- 
tions shall  not  extend  to  any  official  below  the  grade  of  assistant  cashier  or  teller; 
( 6 )  iKTsons  em])loyed  exclusively  in  the  secret  service  of  the  Government,  or  as  trans- 
lators or  inter|)R"ters  or  stenographers;  (7)  i^rsons  whose  employment  is  exclusively 
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professional,  bnt medical  examiners  are  not  inclufled  amoiij;  such  persons;  |K)  tliief 
clerks,  deputy  collectors,  deputy  naval  officers,  deputy  surveyors  of  customs,  and  su- 
perintendents or  chiefs  of  divisions  or  bureaus.  But  110  person  so  excepted  sliall  be 
either  transferred,  appointed,  or  promoted,  unless  to  some  excepted  place,  without  an 
examination  under  the  Commission,  which  examination  shall  not  take  place  withiu 
six  months  after  entering  the  service. 


1.  No  person,  unless  excepted  under  Rule  XlX.shali  be  admitted  into  the  classi- 
fied civil  service  from  any  place  not  within  said  service  without  an  eitaminatioo  and 
certification  under  the  rules,  witli  this  exception,  that  any  person  who  shall  have 
been  an  officer  for  one  year  or  more  last  precedilig  in  any  Department  or  office  in  a 
grade  above  the  classified  service  thereof  may  be  transferred  or  appointed  to  any 
place  in  the  service  of  the  same  without  examination. 

2.  No  person  who  has  passed  only  a  limited  examination  under  clause  4  of  Rule 
VII  for  the  lower  classes  or  grades  in  the  departmental  or  customs  service  shall  be 
appointed  or  be  promoted  within  two  years  after  appointment  to  any  position  giving 
a  salary  of  fi.ooo  or  upward  without  first  passing  an  examination  under  clause  1 
of  said  rule;  and  such  examination  shall  not  be  allowed  within  the  first  year  after 
appointment. 

3.  But  a  person  who  has  passed  the  examination  under  said  clause  I  and  has 
accepted  a  position  giviiig  a  salary  of  J900  or  less  shall  have  the  same  right  of  pro- 
motion as  if  originally  appointed  to  a  position  giving  a  salary  of  Ji  ,000  or  more. 

4.  The  Commission  may  at  any  time  certify  for  a  fgoo  or  any  lower  place  in  the 
classified  service  any  person  upon  the  register  who  has  passed  the  examination  under 
clause  I  of  Rule  VII,  if  such  person  does  not  object  before  sudi  certification  is  nuide. 

5.  The  provisions  of  this  rule  relating  to  promotions  shall  cease  to  be  operative 
in  any  classified  Department,  customs  office,  or  post-office  when  regulations  for  pro- 
motions have  lieen  applicil  llicrtto  by  the  Lonimissioii  under  the  authority  conferred 
by  clause  2  of  Rule  VI.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  there  are  now  in  this  office,  stored  in  one  of 
the  attic  rooms  of  the  building,  a  number  of  Union  flags  captured  in  action,  but 
recovered  on  the  fall  of  the  Confederacy  and  forwarded  to  the  War  Department  for 
safe-keeping,  together  with  a  number  of  Confederate  flags  which  the  fortunes  of 
war  placed  in  our  hands  during  the  late  Civil  War. 

W^hile  in  the  past  favorable  action  has  been  taken  on  applications  properly  sup- 
porte<l  for  the  return  of  Union  flags  to  organizations  representing  survivors  of  the 
military  regiments  in  the  service  of  the  Government,  I  beg  to  submit  that  it  would 
be  a  graceful  act  to  anticipate  future  requests  of  this  nature,  and  venture  to  suggest 
the  propriety  of  returning  all  the  flags  (Union  and  Confederate)  to  the  authorities 
of  the  respective  States  in  which  the  regiments  which  bore  these  colors  were  organ- 
ized, for  such  final  disposition  as  they  may  determine. 

While  in  all  the  civilized  nations  of  the  world  trophies  taken  in  war  against  for- 
eign enemies  have  been  carefully  preserved  and  exhibited  as  proud  mementos  of 
the  nation's  military  glories,  wise  and  obvious  reasons  have  always  excepted  from 
the  rule  evidences  of  past  internecine  troubles  which  by  appeals  to  the  arbitrament 
of  the  sword  have  disturbed  the  peaceful  march  of  a  people  to  its  destiny. 

Over  twenty  years  have  elapsed  since  the  termination  of  the  late  Civil  War.  Many 
of  the  prominent  leaders,  civil  and  military,  of  the  late  Confederate  States  are  now 
honored  representatives  of  the  people  in  the  national  councils,  or  in  other  eminent 
positions  lend  the  aid  of  their  talents  to  the  wise  administration  of  affairs  of  the 
whole  country;  and  the  people  of  the  several  States  composing  the  Union  are  now 
united,  treading  the  broader  road  to  a  glorious  future. 

Impressed  with  these  views,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  suggestion  made  in 
this  letter  for  the  careful  consideration  it  will  receive  at  your  hands.

Sir:  The  President  of  the  United  States  having  approved  the  recommendation 
that  all  the  flags  in  the  custody  of  the  War  Department  be  returned  to  the  authori- 
ties of  the  respective  States  in  which  the  regiments  which  bore  them  were  organized, 
for  such  final  disposition  as  they  may  determine,  I  am  instructed  by  the  honorable 
Secretary  of  War  to  make  you,  in  the  name  of  the  War  Department,  a  tender  of  the 
flags  now  in  this  office  belonging  to  the  late  volunteer  organizations  of  the  State 
of . 

In  discharging  this  pleasant  duty  I  beg  you  will  please  advise  me  of  your  wishes 
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in  this  matter.     It  ktlie  intention  in  returning  each  flag  tii  give  its  historj-as  far  as 
it  is  possible  to  do  so,  stating  the  circumstances  of  its  capture  and  recovery.

I  have  to-day  considered  with  more  care  than  when  the  subject  was 
orally  presented  me  the  action  of  your  Department  directing  letters  to  be 
addressed  to  the  governors  of  all  the  States  offering  to  return,  if  desired, 
to  the  loyal  States  the  Union  flags  captured  in  the  War  of  the  Rebel- 
lion by  the  Confederate  forces  and  afterwards  recovered  by  Government 
troops,  and  to  the  Confederate  States  tlie  flags  captured  by  the  Union 
forces,  all  of  which  for  many  years  have  been  packed  in  boxes  and  stored 
in  the  cellar  and  attic  of  the  War  Department. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  rettun  of  these  flags  in  the  manner  thus 
contemplated  is  not  authorized  by  existing  law  nor  justified  as  an  execu- 
tive act. 

I  request,  therefore,  that  no  further  steps  be  taken  in  the  matter  except 
to  examine  and  inventory  these  flags  and  adopt  proper  measures  for  their 
preservation.  Any  direction  as  to  the  final  disposition  of  them  should 
originate  with  Congress.

THIRD  ANNUAL  MEvSSAGE. 

Wasiiinciton,  Dtccml)er  d,  i88y. 

To  the  ( 'o/in/fss  of  thr  f  'niird  Sfofrs: 

Von  are  oMifionted  at  the  threshold  of  your  legislative  duties  with  a 
condition  of  the  national  finances  which  ini])eratively  demands  immediate 
and  careful  consideration. 

The  amount  of  nionc-y  annually  exacted,  through   the  operation  of 
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present  laws,  from  the  industries  and  necessities  of  the  people  largely 
exceeds  the  sum  necessary  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Government. 

When  we  consider  that  the  theory  of  our  institutions  guarantees  to 
every  citizen  the  full  enjoyment  of  all  the  fruits  of  his  industry  and  enter- 
prise, with  only  such  deduction  as  may  be  his  share  toward  the  careful 
and  economical  maintenance  of  the  Government  which  protects  him,  it  is 
plain  that  the  exaction  of  more  than  this  is  indefensible  extortion  and  a 
culpable  betrayal  of  American  fairness  and  justice.  Tliis  wrong  inflicted 
upon  those  who  bear  the  burden  of  national  taxation,  like  other  wrongs, 
multiplies  a  brood  of  evil  consequences.  The  public  Treasurj',  which 
should  only  exist  as  a  conduit  conveying  the  people's  tribute  to  its  legiti- 
mate objects  of  expenditure,  becomes  a  hoarding  place  for  money  need- 
lessly withdrawn  from  trade  and  the  people's  use,  thus  crippling  our 
national  energies,  suspending  our  country's  development,  preventing 
investment  in  productive  enterprise,  threatening  financial  disturbance, 
and  inviting  scJiemes  of  public  plunder. 

This  condition  of  our  Treasury  is  not  altogether  new,  and  it  has  more 
than  once  of  late  l^een  submitted  to  the  people's  representatives  in  the 
Congress,  who  alone  can  apply  a  remedy.  And  yet  the  situation  still 
continues,  with  aggravated  incidents,  more  than  ever  presaging  financial 
convulsion  and  widespread  disaster. 

It  will  not  do  to  neglect  this  situation  because  its  dangers  are  not  now 
palpably  imminent  and  apparent.  They  exist  none  the  less  certainly, 
and  await  the  unforeseen  and  unexpected  occasion  when  suddenly  they 
will  be  precipitattd  upon  us. 

On  the  30th  day  of  June,  1885,  the  excess  of  revenues  over  public  ex- 
penditures, after  complying  with  the  annual  requirement  of  the  sinking- 
fund  act,  was  $17,859,735,84;  during  the  year  ended  June  30, 1886,  such 
excess  amounted  to  $49,405,545.20,  and  during  the  year  ended  June  30, 
18.S7,  it  reached  the  sum  of  $55,567,849.54. 

The  annual  contributions  to  the  sinking  fund  during  the  three  years 
above  sj>ecified,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $138,058,320.94,  and  de-  , 
ducted  from  the  surplus  as  stated,  were  made  b)-  calling  in  for  that  pur- 
pose outstanding  3  per  cent  tionds  of  the  Gnvernmeut.  During  the  six 
months  prior  to  June  30,  18S7,  the  surplus  revenue  had  grown  so  large 
Ijy  reiK-atcd  accumulations,  and  it  was  feared  the  withdrawal  of  this 
great  sum  of  money  needed  by  the  people  would  so  affect  the  business  of 
the  country,  that  the  sum  of  {^79, 864, 100  of  such  surplus  was  apphed 
to  the  payiiienl  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  3  per  cent  bonds  still 
outstanding,  an<l  wliicli  were  then  payable  at  the  option  of  the  Govern- 
ment. The  precaritms  condition  of  financial  affairs  among  the  people  still 
needing  relief,  innuediately  after  the  30th  day  of  June,  1887,  the  remainder 
of  the  3  per  cent  iMsnds  then  outstanding,  amounting  with  principal  and 
interest  to  the  sum  of  518,877,500,  were  called  in  and  applied  to  the  sink- 
ing-fund contribution  for  tile  current  fiscal  year.      Notwithstanding  tliese 
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operations  of  the  Treasury  Department,  representations  of  distress  in  busi- 
ness circles  not  only  continued,  but  increased,  and  absolute  peril  seemed 
at  hand.  In  these  circumstances  the  contribution  to  the  sinking  fund 
for  the  current  fiscal  >'ear  was  at  once  completed  by  the  expendittu^e  of 
$27,684,283.55  in  the  purchase  of  Government  bonds  not  yet  due  bear- 
ing 4  and  4^2  ])er  cent  interest,  the  premium  paid  thereon  averaging  about 
24  per  cent  for  the  former  and  8  per  cent  for  the  latter.  In  addition  to 
this,  the  interest  accruing  during  the  current  year  upon  the  outstanding 
bonded  indebtedness  of  the  Government  was  to  some  extent  anticipated, 
and  banks  selected  as  deixjsitories  of  public  money  were  permitted  to 
somewhat  increase  their  deposits. 

While  the  expedients  thus  employed  to  release  to  the  people  the 
money  lying  idle  in  the  Treasury  served  to  avert  immediate  danger,  oiw 
surplus  revenues  have  continued  to  accumulate,  the  excess  for  the  pres- 
ent year  amounting  on  the  ist  day  of  December  to  $55,258,701.19,  and 
estimated  to  reach  the  sum  of  $113,000,000  on  the  30th  of  June  next,  at 
which  date  it  is  ex^x^cted  that  this  sum,  added  to  prior  accumulations, 
will  vSwell  the  surplus  in  the  Treasury  to  $140,000,000. 

There  seems  to  l)e  no  assurance  that,  with  such  a  withdrawal  from  use 
of  the  people's  circulating  medium,  our  business  community  may  not  in 
the  near  future  Ix.*  subjected  to  the  same  distress  which  was  quite  lately 
produced  from  the  same  cause.  And  while  the  functions  of  our  National 
Treasury  should  be  few  and  simple,  and  while  its  best  condition  would 
be  reached,  I  lx4ieve,  by  its  entire  discoiniection  with  private  business 
interests,  yet  when,  by  a  ]Xirversion  of  its  purposes,  it  idly  holds  money 
uselessly  subtracted  from  the  channels  of  trade,  there  seems  to  be  reason 
for  the  claim  that  some  legitimate  means  should  be  devised  by  the  Gov- 
ernment to  restore  in  an  emergency,  without  waste  or  extravagance,  such 
money  to  its  place  among  the  people. 

If  such  an  emergency  arises,  there  now  exists  no  clear  and  undoubted 
executive  power  of  relief.  Heretofore  the  redemption  of  3  per  cent 
bonds,  which  were  i)ayable  at  the  option  of  the  Government,  has  afforded 
a  means  for  the  disbursement  of  the  excess  of  our  revenues;  but  these 
bonds  lia\'e  all  been  retired,  and  there  are  no  bonds  outstanding  the  pay- 
ment of  which  we  have  a  right  to  insist  upon.  The  contribution  to  the 
sinking  fund  which  furnishes  the  occasion  for  expenditure  in  the  pur- 
chase of  bonds  has  been  already  made  for  the  current  year,  so  that  there 
is  no  outlet  in  that  direction. 

In  the  ]^resent  state  of  legislation  the  only  pretense  of  any  existing 
executive  ])()wer  to  restore  at  this  time  any  part  of  our  surplus  revenues 
to  the  ])e()])le  by  its  ex])enditure  consists  in  the  supposition  tliat  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  may  enter  the  market  and  purchase  the  bonds  of 
the  (lovernnient  not  yet  due,  at  a  rate  of  premium  to  be  agreed  upon. 
The  only  ])r()visi()n  of  law  from  which  such  a  ]K)wer  could  be  derived 
is  found  in  an  appropriation  bill  passed  a  number  of  years  ago,  and  it  is 
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subject  to  the  suspicion  that  it  was  intended  as  temporary  and  liniiled  iu 
its  application,  instenti  of  conferring  a  continuing  discretion  and  authority. 
No  condition  ought  in  I'xist  which  would  justify  the  grant  of  power  to 
a  single  oflBcial,  upon  his  judgment  of  its  necessity,  to  withhold  from  or 
release  to  the  busini^ss  of  the  people,  in  an  unusual  manner,  money  held 
iu  the  Treasury,  and  thus  affect  at  his  will  the  financial  situation  of  the 
country;  and  if  it  is  deemed  wise  to  lodge  in  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury the  authority  in  the  present  juncture  to  purchase  bouds,  it  should  l)e 
plainly  vested,  and  provided,  as  far  as  possible,  with  such  checks  and 
limitations  as  will  define  this  official's  right  aiid  discretion  and  at  the 
same  time  relieve  him  from  undue  responsibility. 

In  considering  the  question  of  purchasing  bonds  as  a  means  of  restor- 
ing to  circulation  the  surplus  money  accumulating  in  the  Treasury,  it 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  premiums  must  of  course  be  paid  upon  such 
purchase,  that  there  may  be  a  large  part  of  these  bonds  held  as  invest- 
ments which  can  not  t>e  purchased  at  any  price,  andihat  combinations 
among  holders  who  are  willing  to  sell  may  unreasonably  enhance  the  cost 
of  such  bonds  to  the  Government. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  present  bonded  debt  might  be  refunded 
at  a  less  rate  of  interest  and  the  difference  between  the  old  and  new 
security  paid  in  cash,  thus  finding  use  for  the  surplus  in  the  Treasury. 
The  success  of  this  plan,  it  is  apparent,  must  depend  upon  the  volition 
of  the  holders  of  the  present  bonds;  and  it  is  not  entirely  certain  that  the 
inducement  which  must  be  offered  them  would  result  in  more  financial 
benefit  to  the  Government  than  the  purchase  of  bonds,  while  the  latter 
proposition  would  reduce  the  principal  of  the  debt  by  actual  payment 
instead  of  extending  it. 

The  proposition  to  deposit  the  money  held  by  the  Government  in 
banks  throughout  the  country  for  use  by  the  people  is,  it  seems  to  me, 
exceedingly  objectionable  in  principle,  as  establishing  too  close  a  rela- 
tion.ship  l>etween  the  operations  of  the  Government  Treasury  and  the 
business  of  the  country  and  too  extensive  a  conuninghng  of  their  money, 
thus  fostering  an  unnatural  reliance  in  private  business  upon  public 
funds.  If  this  scheme  should  be  adopted,  it  should  only  be  done  as  a 
temporary'  expedient  to  meet  an  urgent  necessity.  Legislative  and  ex- 
ecutive effort  should  generally  be  in  the  opposite  direction,  and  should 
have  a  tendency  to  divorce,  as  nmch  and  as  fast  as  can  be  safely  done, 
the  Treasury  Department  from  private  enterprise. 

Of  course  it  is  not  expected  that  unnecessary  and  extravagant  appro- 
priations will  l>e  made  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  tlie  accumulation  of 
an  excess  of  revenue.  Such  expenditure,  besides  the  demoralization  of 
all  just  conceptions  of  public  duty  which  it  entails,  stimulates  a  habit 
of  reckless  improvidence  not  in  the  least  consistent  with  the  mission  of 
our  peo]ile  or  the  high  and  beneficent  purposes  of  our  Government. 

1  have  deemed   it  my  duty  to   thus  bring  to  the  knowledge  of  my 
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countrymen,  as  well  as  to  the  attention  of  their  representatives  charjjed 
with  the  resiKMisibility  of  lej^islative  relief,  the  gravity  of  our  financial 
situation.  The  failure  of  the  Congress  heretofore  to  provide  against  the 
clangers  which  it  was  quite  evident  the  very  nature  of  the  difficulty  must 
necessarily  ])roduce  caused  a  condition  of  financial  distress  and  appre- 
hension since  your  last  adjournment  which  taxed  to  the  utmost  all  the 
authority  and  expedients  within  executive  control;  and  these  appear  now 
to  l)e  exhausted.  If  disaster  results  from  the  continued  inaction  of  Con- 
gress, the  responsibility  must  rest  where  it  Ijelongs. 

Though  the  situation  thus  far  considered  is  fraught  with  danger  which 
should  l)e  fully  reali/.ed,  and  though  it  presents  features  of  wrong  to  the 
pe()i)le  as  well  as  jK'ril  to  the  country,  it  is  Imt  a  result  growing  out  of  a 
]KM  t'ectly  pali)able  and  apparent  cause,  constantly  reproducing  the  same 
alarming  circumstances — a  congested  National  Treasury  and  a  depleted 
monetary  condition  in  the  business  of  the  country.  It  need  hardlj^  be 
stated  that  while  the  present  situation  demands  a  remedy,  we  can  only 
be  saved  from  a  like  predicament  in  the  future  by  the  removal  of  its 
cause. 

Our  scheme  of  taxation,  by  means  of  which  this  needless  surplus  is 
taken  from  the  i)e<)i)le  and  put  into  the  public  Treasur>',  consists  of  a 
tariff  or  duty  levied  u]x)n  importations  from  abroad  and  internal-revenue 
taxes  levied  upon  the  consumption  of  tobacco  and  spirituous  and  malt 
litiuors.  It  nuist  be  conceded  that  none  of  the  things  subjecte<l  to  inter- 
nal-revenue taxation  are,  strictly  speaking,  necessaries.  There  appears  to 
be  no  just  complaint  of  this  taxation  by  the  consumers  of  these  articles, 
and  there  seems  to  be  nothing  so  well  able  to  bear  the  burden  without 
hardshi])  to  any  ])orli()n  of  the  people. 

l:5ut  our  i^resent  tariff  laws,  the  vicious,  inequitable,  and  illogical  source 
of  unnecessary  taxation,  ought  to  be  at  once  revised  and  amended.  These 
laws,  as  their  ])rimary  and  plain  effect,  raise  the  price  to  consumers  of  all 
articles  iniix)rte(l  and  sul)ject  to  duty  by  precisely  the  sum  paid  for  such 
duties.  Thus  the  amount  of  the  duty  measures  the  tax  paid  by  those 
who  ])urcliase  for  use  these  im]x)rted  articles.  Many  of  these  things, 
however,  are  raised  or  manufactured  in  our  own  country,  and  the  duties 
now  levied  U])on  foreign  goods  and  ])roducts  are  called  protection  to  these 
home  manufactures,  because  they  render  it  possible  for  those  of  our  peo- 
ple who  are  manufacturers  to  make  these  taxed  articles  and  sell  them 
for  a  ])rice  ecjual  to  that  demanded  for  the  imported  goods  that  have  paid 
customs  duty.  So  it  liap])ens  tliat  while  comparatively  a  few  use  the  ini- 
])orted  articles,  millions  of  our  ix^-ople,  who  never  used  and  never  saw  any 
of  tile  foreign  ])roducts,  ])urcliase  and  use  things  of  the  same  kind  made 
in  this  country,  and  ])ay  therefor  nearly  or  (juite  the  same  enhanced  price 
which  tile  duty  adds  to  tlie  iniixMted  articK-s.  Tlio.se  who  buy  imp>orts 
])ay  the  (hit>-  cliarged  tliereon  into  the  ]Mtl)lic  Treasury,  but  the  great 
majority  of  our  citizens,  who  buy  douK-stic  articles  of  the  same  class,  pay 
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a  Slim  at  least  approximately  equal  to  this  duty  to  the  liniue  manufac- 
turer. This  reference  to  the  oijeratiou  of  our  tariff  laws  in  not  made  by 
way  of  instruction,  but  in  order  that  we  may  be  constantly  remiuded  of 
the  manner  in  which  they  iiujxjse  a  burden  upon  those  who  cousunie 
domestic  products  as  well  as  those  who  consume  imported  articles,  and 
thus  create  a  tax  upon  all  our  people. 

It  is  not  proposed  to  entirely  relieve  the  countrj-  of  this  taxation.  It 
must  be  extensively  continued  as  the  source  of  the  Govenimeiit's  in- 
come; and  in  a  readjustment  of  our  tariff  the  interests  of  American  labor 
engaged  in  manufacture  should  be  carefully  considered,  as  well  as  the 
preservation  of  our  manufacturers.  It  may  be  called  protection  or  by 
any  other  name,  but  relief  from  the  hardships  and  dangers  of  our  present 
tariff  laws  should  be  de\-ised  with  especial  precaution  against  imperiling 
the  existence  of  our  manufacturing  interests.  But  this  existence  should 
not  mean  a  condition  which,  ivithout  regard  to  the  public  welfare  or  a 
national  exigency,  must  always  insure  the  realization  of  immense  profits 
instead  of  moderately  profitable  returns.  As  the  volume  and  diversity 
of  our  national  activities  increase,  new  recruits  are  added  to  those  who 
desire  a  continuation  of  the  advantages  which  they  conceive  the  pres- 
ent system  of  tariff  taxation  directly  affords  them.  So  .stubbornly  have 
all  efforts  to  reform  Ihe  present  condition  been  resisted  by  those  of  our 
fellow -citizens  thus  engaged  that  they  can  liardly  complain  of  the  sus- 
picion, entertained  to  a  certain  extent,  that  there  exists  an  organized 
combination  all  along  the  line  to  maintain  their  advantage. 

We  are  in  the  midst  of  centennial  celebrations,  and  whh  becoming 
pride  we  rejoice  in  American  skill  and  ingenuity,  in  American  energy 
and  euterpri.-ie,  and  in  the  wonderful  natural  advantages  and  resources 
dcvelo]>ed  b)-  a  century's  national  growth.  Yet  when  an  attempt  is  made 
to  justify  a  .scheme  which  permits  a  tax  to  be  laid  upon  every  consumer 
in  the  land  for  the  Ijeiicfit  of  our  manufacturers,  quite  beyond  a  reason- 
able demand  for  governmental  regard,  it  suits  the  purposes  of  advocacy 
to  call  our  manufactures  infant  industries  still  needing  the  highest  and 
greatest  degree  of  favor  and  fostering  care  that  can  be  wrung  from  Fed- 
eral legislation. 

It  is  als<»  said  that  the  increase  in  the  price  of  domestic  manufactures 
resulting  from  the  present  tariff  is  necessary  in  order  that  higher  wages 
may  1k'  ]>aid  to  our  workingnieu  employed  in  manufactories  than  are  paid 
for  what  is  called  the  pauper  labor  of  Europe.  All  will  acknowledge  the 
force  of  an  argument  which  involves  the  welfare  and  liberal  compensation 
of  our  laljoriug  iseople.  Our  labor  is  honorable  in  the  eyes  of  every 
American  citixen;  and  as  it  lies  at  the  foundation  of  our  development 
and  progress,  it  is  entitled,  without  affectation  or  hypocrisy,  to  the  utmost 
regard.  The  st;nidnrd  of  our  laborers'  life  should  not  be  measured  by 
that  of  any  oilier  country  less  favored,  and  they  are  entitled  to  their  full 
share  of  all  our  advantages. 
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liy  the  last  CL-n>ii'»  :i  is  nia^le  to  appear  that  of  the  17,392,099  of  our 
7>'>jiUiation  enj(a;(e^l  in  all  kinr:>  of  industries  7.670.493  are  employed  in 
a;^riciiltiire.  4.074. 23S  in  profe>sional  and  personal  sennce  ("2.934,876  of 
whom  are  doine-tic  servants  and  lalx)rers),  while  1,810,256  are  employed 
in  trade  and  trans|K»rtation  and  3,837,112  are  classed  as  employed  in 
nianufacliirin^  and  mining. 

For  present  j>iirposes.  however,  the  last  number  given  should  be  con- 
siderably reduced.  Without  attempting  to  enumerate  all,  it  will  be  con- 
ceded that  there  sliould  Ix:  deducted  from  those  which  it  includes  375, 143 
car|>enters  and  joiners,  285,401  milliners,  dressmakers,  and  seamstresses, 
172,726  blacksmiths,  133,756  tailors  and  tailoresses,  102,473  masons, 
76,241  butchers.  41.-^09  bakers,  22,083  plasterers,  and  4,891  engaged  in 
manufacturing  agricultural  implements,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to 
1,214.023,  leaving  2,623,089  persons  employed  in  such  manufacturing 
industries  as  are  claimed  to  Ix:  benefited  by  a  high  tari£F. 

To  these  the  appeal  is  made  to  save  their  employment  and  maintain 
their  wa^es  by  resisting  a  change.  There  sliould  be  no  disposition  to 
answer  such  suggestions  by  the  allegation  that  they  are  in  a  minority 
among  those  who  la]x)r,  and  therefore  should  forego  an  advantage  in 
the  interest  of  low  prices  for  the  majority.  Their  compensation,  as  it 
may  l>e  affected  l)y  the  operation  of  tariff  laws,  should  at  all  times  be 
scrnimlously  kept  in  view;  and  3*et  with  slight  reflection  they  will  not 
overlook  the  fact  that  they  are  consumers  with  the  rest;  that  they  too 
have  their  own  wants  and  those  of  their  families  to  supply  from  their 
earnings,  and  that  the  ])rice  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  as  well  as  the 
amount  of  their  wages,  will  regulate  the  measure  of  their  welfare  and 
comfort. 

I^ut  tlie  reduction  of  taxation  demanded  should  be  so  measured  as  not 
to  necessitate  or  justify  either  the  loss  of  emploj'ment  by  the  working- 
man  or  the  lessening  of  his  wages;  and  the  profits  still  remaining  to  the 
manufacturer  after  a  necessary  readjtistment  should  furnish  no  excuse 
for  the  sacrifice  of  the  interests  of  his  employees,  either  in  their  oppor- 
tunity to  work  or  in  the  dimintition  of  their  compensation.  Nor  can 
tlu*  worker  in  manufactures  fail  to  iniderstand  that  wdiile  a  high  tariff 
is  claimed  to  Ik.'  necessary  to  allow  the  payment  of  remunerative  wages, 
it  certainly  results  in  a  very  large  increase  in  the  price  of  nearly  all  sorts 
of  manufactures,  which,  in  almost  coiuitlcss  forms, he  needs  for  the  use  of 
himself  and  bis  family.  He  receives  at  the  desk  of  his  employer  his 
wa^^H's,  and  ]>erha])s  before  he  reaches  his  home  is  obliged,  in  a  purchase 
for  family  use  of  an  article  which  embraces  his  own  labor,  to  return  in 
tile  i)aynient  of  the  increase  in  ])rice  which  the  tariff  permits  the  hard- 
earned  coni])ensation  of  many  days  of  toil. 

The  farmer  and  the  agriculturist,  who  manufacture  nothing,  but  who 
])ay  the  increased  ])rice  which  the  tariff  ini]><)ses  ujxin  every  agricultural 
implement,  upon  all  he  wears,  and  uinjn  all  he  uses  aud  owns,  except  the 
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increase  of  his  flocks  and  herds  and  such  things  as  his  husbandry  pro- 
duces from  the  soil,  is  invited  to  aid  in  maintaining  the  present  situa- 
tion; and  he  is  told  that  a  high  duty  on  imported  wool  is  necessary  for 
the  benefit  of  those  who  have  sheep  to  sliear,  in  order  that  the  price  of 
their  wool  may  be  increased.  They,  of  course,  are  not  reminded  that 
the  farmer  who  has  no  sheep  is  by  this  scheme  obliged,  in  his  purchases 
of  clothing  and  woolen  goods,  to  pay  a  tribute  to  his  fellow-farmer  as 
well  as  to  the  manufacturer  and  merchant;  nor  is  any  mention  made  of 
the  fact  that  the  sheep  owners  themselves  and  their  households  must 
wear  clothing  and  use  other  articles  manufactured  from  the  wool  they 
sell  at  tariff  prices,  and  tlms  as  consumers  must  return  their  share  of 
this  increased  price  to  the  tradesman. 

I  think  it  may  be  fairiy  assumed  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  sheep 
owned  by  the  farmers  Uirougliout  the  country  are  found  iu  small  flocks, 
numbering  from  twenty-fi\'e  to  fifty.  The  duty  on  the  grade  of  imported 
wool  which  these  sheep  yield  is  10  cents  each  pound  if  of  the  value  of  30 
cents  or  less  and  12  cents  if  of  the  value  of  more  than  30  cents.  If  the 
liberal  estimate  of  6  pounds  be  allowed  for  each  fleece,  the  duty  thereon 
would  be  60  or  72  cents;  and  this  may  be  taken  as  the  utmost  enhance- 
ment of  its  price  to  the  farmer  by  reason  of  this  duty.  Eighteen  dol- 
lars would  thus  represent  the  increased  price  of  the  wool  from  twenty- 
five  sheep  and  $36  that  from  the  wool  of  fifty  sheep;  and  at  present 
values  this  addition  would  amount  to  about  one-third  of  its  price.  If 
,  upon  its  sale  the  farmer  receives  this  or  a  less  tariff  profit,  the  wool 
leaves  his  hands  charg&l  with  precisely  that  sum.  which  in  all  its  changes 
will  adhere  to  it  luitil  it  reaches  the  consumer.  When  manufactured 
into  cloth  and  other  goods  and  material  for  use,  its  cost  is  not  only  in- 
creased to  the  extent  of  the  farmer's  tariff  profit,  but  a  further  sum  has 
been  added  for  the  benefit  of  the  manufacturer  under  the  operation  of 
other  tariff  laws.  In  the  meantime  the  day  arrives  when  the  farmer 
finds  it  neces,sary  to  purchase  woolen  goods  and  material  to  clothe  him- 
self and  family  for  the  winter.  When  he  faces  the  tradesman  for  that 
purpose,  he  discovers  that  he  is  obliged  not  only  to  return  in  the  way  of 
increased  prices  his  tariff  profit  on  the  wool  he  sold,  and  which  then 
perhaps  hes  before  him  in  manufactured  form,  but  that  he  must  add  a 
considerable  sum  thereto  to  meet  a  further  increase  in  cost  caused  by 
a  tariff  duty  on  the  manufacture.  Thus  in  the  end  he  is  aroused  to  the 
fact  that  he  has  ])aid  uiK>n  a  moderate  purchase,  as  a  result  of  the  tariff 
scheme, \\hich  when  he  sold  his  wool  seemed  so  profitable,  an  increase  in 
price  more  than  sufTicient  to  sweep  away  all  the  tariff  profit  he  received 
upon  the  wool  he  jirodnced  and  sold. 

When  tht:  number  of  farmers  engaged  in  wool  raising  is  compared 
with  all  the  farmers  in  the  country  and  the  small  proportion  they  bear 
to  our  pojmlation  is  considered;  when  it  is  made  apparent  that  in  the 
case  of  a  large  jtart  of  those  who  own  sheep  the  benefit  of  the  present

tariff  on  wool  is  illusory;  and,  above  all,  when  it  must  be  conceded  that 
the  increase  of  the  cost  of  living  caused  by  such  tariff  becomes  a  bur- 
den upon  those  with  moderate  means  and  the  poor,  the  employed  and 
unemployed,  the  sick  and  well,  and  the  young  and  old,  and  tliat  it  consti- 
tutes a  tax  which  with  relentless  grasp  is  fastened  upon  the  clothing  of 
every  man,  woman,  and  child  in  the  land,  reasons  are  suggested  why  the 
removal  or  reduction  of  this  duty  should  be  included  in  a  revision  of  pur 
tariff  laws. 

In  speaking  of  the  increased  cost  to  the  consumer  of  our  home  man- 
ufactures resulting  from  a  duty  laid  upon  imported  articles  of  the  same 
description,  the  fact  is  not  overlooked  that  competition  among  our  do- 
mestic producers  sometimes  has  the  effect  of  keeping  the  price  of  their 
products  below  the  highest  limit  allowed  bj'  such  duty.  But  it  is  noto- 
rious that  this  competition  is  too  often  strangled  by  combinations  quite 
prevalent  at  tliis  time,  and  frequently  called  trUvSts,  which  have  for  their 
object  the  regulation  of  the  supply  and  price  of  commodities  made  and 
sold  by  members  of  the  combination.  The  people  can  hardly  hope  for 
any  consideration  in  the  operation  of  these  selfish  schemes. 

If,  however,  in  the  absence  of  such  combination,  a  healthy  and  free 
competition  reduces  the  price  of  any  particular  dutiable  article  of  home 
production  l)elow  the  limit  which  it  might  otherwise  reach  under  our 
tariff  laws,  and  if  with  such  reduced  price  its  manufacture  continues  to 
thrive,  it  is  entirely  evident  that  one  thing  has  l)een  discovered  which 
should  be  carefully  scrutinized  in  an  effort  to  reduce  taxation. 

The  necessity  of  combination  to  maintain  the  price  of  any  commodity 
to  the  tariff  point  furnishes  proof  that  someone  is  willing  to  accept 
lower  prices  for  such  connnoditj'^  and  that  such  prices  are  remunerative; 
and  lower  prices  produced  by  competition  prove  the  same  thing.  Thus 
where  either  of  these  conditions  exists  a  case  would  seem  to  be  presented 
for  an  easy  reduction  of  taxation. 

The  considerations  which  have  been  presented  touching  our  tariff  laws 
are  intended  only  to  enforce  an  earnest  recommendation  that  the  surplus 
revenues  of  the  Government  be  prevented  by  the  reduction  of  our  cus- 
toms duties,  and  at  the  same  time  to  emphasize  a  suggestion  that  in 
accomplishing  this  purpose  we  may  discharge  a  double  duty  to  our  peo- 
ple by  granting  to  them  a  measure  of  relief  from  tariff  taxation  in  quar- 
ters where  it  is  most  needed  and  from  sources  where  it  can  be  most  fairly 
and  justly  accorded. 

Nor  can  the  presentation  made  of  such  considerations  be  with  any 
degree  of  fairness  regarded  as  evidence  of  unfriendliness  toward  our 
manufacturing  interests  or  of  any  lack  of  appreciation  of  their  value 
and  importance. 

These  interests  constitute  a  leading  and  most  substantial  element  of 
our  national  greatness  and  furnish  the  proud  prcx)f  of  our  country's  prog- 
ress.    But  if  in  the  emergency  that  ])resses  upon  us  our  manufacturers 
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are  asked  to  surrender  soinetliiiig  for  the  public  good  antl  to  avert  dis- 
aster, their  patriotism,  as  well  as  a  grateful  recognition  of  advantages 
already  afEorded,  should  lead  them  to  willing  cooperation.  No  demand 
is  made  that  they  shall  forego  all  the  benefits  of  governmental  regard; 
but  they  can  not  fail  to  be  admonished  of  their  duty,  as  well  as  their 
enlightened  self-interest  and  safety,  when  they  are  reminded  of  the  fact 
that  financial  panic  and  collapse,  to  which  the  present  condition  tends, 
afford  no  greater  shelter  or  protection  to  our  manufactures  than  to  other 
important  enterprises.  Opportiniity  for  safe,  careful,  and  deliberate  re- 
form is  now  offered;  and  none  of  us  should  be  unmindful  of  a  time  when 
an  abused  and  irritated  people,  heedless  of  those  who  have  resisted  timely 
and  reasonable  relief,  may  insist  upou  a  radical  and  sweeping  rectification 
of  their  wrongs. 

The  difficulty  attending  a  wise  and  fair  revision  of  our  tariff  laws  is 
not  underestimated.  It  will  require  on  the  part  of  the  Congress  great 
labor  aud  care,  and  especially  a  broad  and  national  contemplation  of  the 
subject  and  a  patriotic  disregard  of  such  local  and  selfish  claims  as  are 
unreasonable  and  reckless  of  the  welfare  of  the  entire  country. 

Under  our  present  laws  more  than  4,000  articles  are  subject  to  duty. 
Many  of  these  do  not  in  any  way  compete  witJi  our  own  manufactures,  and 
many  are  hardly  worth  attention  as  subjects  of  revenue.  A  considerable 
reduction  can  be  made  in  the  aggregate  by  adding  them  to  the  free  list. 
The  taxation  of  luxuries  presents  no  features  of  hardship;  but  the  neces- 
saries of  life  used  and  consumed  by  all  the  people,  the  duty  upon  which 
adds  to  the  cost  of  livinK  in  every  home,  should  Ijl-  greatly  cheapoued. 

The  radical  reduction  of  the  duties  impo.sed  upon  raw  material  used 
in  manufactures,  or  its  free  ini]X3rtation,  is  of  course  an  important  factor 
in  any  effort  to  reduce  the  price  of  these  necessaries.  It  would  not  only 
relieve  them  from  the  increased  cost  caused  by  the  tariff  on  such  mate- 
rial, but  the  manufactured  product  being  thu.s  cheapened  that  part  of  the 
tariff  now  laid  upon  such  product,  as  a  compensation  to  our  manufac- 
turers for  the  present  price  of  raw  material,  could  be  accordingly  modified. 
Such  reduction  or  free  im]X)rtation  would  serve  besides  to  largely  reduce 
the  revemie.  It  is  not  apparent  how  such  a  change  can  have  any  injuri- 
ous effect  ujwn  our  manufacturers.  On  the  contrary,  it  would  appear  to 
give  them  a  better  chance  in  foreign  markets  with  the  manufacturers  of 
other  countries,  who  cheapen  their  wares  by  free  material.  Thus  our 
]icoplc  niijjht  have  the  opportunity  of  extending  their  sales  beyond  the 
limits  of  home  consumption,  saving  them  from  the  depression,  inter- 
ruption in  Inisint-ss,  and  loss  caused  by  a  glutted  domestic  market  and 
affordinji  their  employees  more  certain  and  steady  labor,  with  its  result- 
ing (juiet  and  contentment. 

The  question  thus  imperatively  presented  for  solution  .should  l>e  ap- 
proached in  a  sjiiril  higher  tlian  partisan.ship  and  considered  in  (lie  light 
of  tJiat  regard  for  i>atriotic  duty  which  should  characterize  the  action  of 
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those  intrusted  with  the  weal  of  a  confiding  people.  But  the  obligation 
to  declared  i)arty  policy  and  principle  is  not  wanting  to  urge  prompt  and 
effective  action.  Both  of  the  great  political  parties  now  represented  in 
the  Goveniinent  have  l)y  repeated  and  authoritative  declarations  con- 
demned the  condition  of  our  laws  which  permit  the  collection  from  the 
people  of  mmccessary  revenue,  and  have  in  the  most  solemn  manner  prom- 
ised its  correction ;  and  neither  as  citizens  nor  partisans  are  our  country- 
men in  a  mood  to  condone  the  deliberate  violation  of  these  pledges. 

Our  progress  toward  a  w^ise  conclusion  will  not  be  improved  by  dwell- 
ing upon  the  theories  of  protection  and  free  trade.  This  savors  too  much 
of  bandying  epithets.  It  is  a  conditio7i  which  confronts  us,  not  a  theory. 
Relief  from  this  condition  may  involve  a  slight  reduction  of  the  advan- 
tages which  w- e  award  our  home  productions,  but  the  entire  withdrawal 
of  such  advantages  should  not  be  contemplated.  The  question  of  free 
trade  is  absolutely  irrelevant,  and  the  persistent  claim  made  in  certain 
quarters  that  all  the  efforts  to  relieve  the  people  from  unjust  and  unnec- 
essary taxation  are  schemes  of  so-called  free  traders  is  mischievous  and 
far  removed  from  any  consideration  for  the  public  good. 

The  simple  and  plain  duty  which  we  owe  the  people  is  to  reduce  tax- 
ation to  the  necessary  ex]>enses  of  an  economical  operation  of  the  Govern- 
ment and  to  restore  to  the  business  of  the  country  the  money  which  we 
liold  in  the  Treasury  through  the  per\'ersion  of  governmental  powers. 
Tliese  things  can  and  should  be  done  with  safety  to  all  our  industries, 
without  danger  to  the  opportunity-  for  remunerative  labor  which  our 
workingmen  need,  and  with  benefit  to  them  and  all  our  people  by  cheap- 
ening their  means  of  subsistence  and  increasing  the  measure  of  their 
comforts. 

The  Constitution  provides  that  the  President  **  shall  from  time  to  time 
give  to  the  Congress  information  of  the  state  of  the  Union.*'  It  has  been 
the  custom  of  the  ICxecutive,  in  compliance  with  this  provision,  to  an- 
nually exhi])it  to  the  Congress,  at  the  opening  of  its  session,  the  general 
condition  of  the  country,  and  to  detail  with  vSome  particularity  the  oper- 
ations of  the  different  ICxecutive  Departments.  It  would  be  especially 
agreeable  to  follow  this  course  at  the  present  time  and  to  call  attention 
to  the  valuable  accomplishments  of  these  Departments  during  the  last 
fiscal  year;  but  I  am  so  much  ini])ressed  wMth  the  paramount  importance 
of  the  subject  to  which  this  comnuniication  has  thus  far  been  devoted 
that  I  shall  forego  the  addition  of  any  other  topic,  and  only  urge  upon 
your  inunediate  consideration  the  "state  of  the  Union"  as  shown  in  the 
l)resent  condition  of  our  Treasury  and  our  general  fiscal  situation,  Upon 
which  every  element  of  our  safety  and  prosperity  depends. 

The  re]K)rts  of  the  heads  of  Dei)artments,  which  will  be  submitted,  con- 
tain full  and  explicit  information  touching  the  transaction  of  the  busi- 
ness intrusted  to  them  and  such  reconnnendations  relating  to  legislation 
in  the  public  interest  as  they  deem  advisable.     I  ask  for  these  reports 
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and  recommendations  the  deliberate  examinatiou  and  action  of  the  legis- 
lative branch  of  the  Government. 

There  are  other  subjects  not  embraced  in  the  departmental  reports 
demanding  legislative  consideration,  and  which  I  should  he  glad  to  sub- 
mit. Some  of  them,  however,  have  Ireen  earnestly  presented  in  previous 
messages,  and  as  to  them  I  beg  leave  to  repeat  prior  recoraniendatious. 

As  the  law  makes  no  provision  for  any  report  from  the  Department  of 
State,  a  brief  history  of  the  transactions  of  that  important  Department, 
together  with  other  matters  which  it  may  hereafter  lie  deemed  essential 
to  commend  to  the  attention  of  the  Congress,  may  furnish  the  occasion

The  documents  thus  submitted  exhibit  extensive  and  entirely 
inijustifiable  encroachments  upon  lands  set  apart  for  Indian  occupancy 
and  disclose  a  disregard  of  Indian  rights  so  long  continued  that  the  Gov- 
ernment can  not  further  temporize  without  positive  dishonor.  BfiForts  to 
dislodge  trespassers  upon  these  lands  have  in  some  cases  been  resisted 
upon  the  ground  that  certain  moneys  due  from  the  Government  for  im- 
provements have  not  been  paid.  So  far  as  this  claim  is  well  founded 
the  Sinn  necessary  to  extinguish  the  same  should  be  at  once  appropri- 
ated and  paid.  In  other  cases  the  position  of  these  intruders  is  one  of  sim- 
l^le  and  barefaced  wrongdoing,  plainly  questioning  the  inclination  of  the 
Government  to  protect  its  dependent  Indian  wards  and  its  ability  to 
maintain  itself  in  the  guaranty  of  such  protection. 

These  intruders  should  forthwith  feel  the  weight  of  the  Government's 
power.  I  earnestly  connnend  the  situation  and  the  wrongs  of  the  Indians 
occupying  the  reser\-ation  named  to  the  early  attention  of  the  Congress, 
and  ask  for  the  bill  herewith  transmitted  careful  and  prompt  attention.

commissioners  were  directed  to  submit  a  scheme  for  such  extension. 

The  commissioners  were  further  directed  by  said  act  to  report  in  full 
to  the  President  upon  all  the  matters  submitted  to  them,  and  he  was  by 
said  act  required  to  forward  said  report  to  Congress  with  such  recom- 
mendations or  comments  as  he  should  see  fit  to  make  in  the  premises. 

The  commissioners  immediately  after  their  selection  entered  upon  the 
discharge  of  their  duties,  and  have  prosecuted  their  inquiries  wnth  com- 
mendable industry,  intelligence,  and  thoroughness.  A  large  amount  of 
testimony  has  been  taken,  and  all  the  facts  have  been  developed  which  ap- 
pear to  be  necessary  for  the  consideration  of  the  questions  arising  from  the 
condition  of  these  aided  railroads  and  their  relations  to  the  Government. 

The  commissioners  have,  however,  been  unable  to  agree  upon  the  man- 
ner in  which  these  railroads  should  be  treated  respecting  their  indebted- 
ness to  the  United  States,  or  to  luiite  upon  the  plan  best  calculated  to 
secure  the  payment  of  such  indebtedness. 

This  disagreement  has  resulted  in  the  preparation  of  two  reports,  both 
of  which  are  herewith  submitted  to  the  Congress. 
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These  reports  exhibit  such  transactions  and  schemes  connected  with 
the  construction  of  the  aided  roads  and  their  management,  and  suggest 
the  invention  of  such  devices  on  the  part  of  those  having  them  in  charge, 
for  the  apparent  purpose  of  defeating  any  chance  for  the  Government's 
reimbursement,  that  any  adjustment  or  plan  of  settlement  should  be  pred- 
icated upon  the  substantia!  interests  of  the  Government  rather  than  any 
forbearance  or  generosity  deserved  by  the  companies. 

The  wide  pubhcation  which  has  already  l)een  given  to  the  substance 
of  the  commissioners'  reports  obviates  the  necessity  of  detaihng  in  this 
communication  the  facts  found  upon  the  investigation. 

The  majority  report,  while  condemning  the  methods  adopted  by  those 
who  formerly  had  charge  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad,  declares  tliat 
since  its  present  management  was  inaugurated,  in  1884,  its  affairs  have 
been  fairly  and  prudently  conducted,  and  that  the  present  administration 
"has  devoted  itself  honcKtly  and  intelligently  to  the  herculean  task  of 
rescuing  the  Union  Pacific  Railway  from  the  insolvency  which  seriously 
threatened  it  at  the  inception  of  its  work ; ' '  that  it ' '  has  devoted  itself, 
by  rigid  economy,  by  intelligent  management,  and  by  an  application  of 
every  dollar  of  the  earning  capacity  of  the  system  to  its  improvement 
and  betterment,  to  place  that  company  on  a  sound  and  endiuing  financial 
foundation. ' ' 

The  condition  of  the  present  management  of  the  Union  Pacific  Com- 
pany has  an  important  bearing  upon  its  ability  to  comply  with  the  terms 
of  any  settlement  of  its  indebtedness  which  may  be  offered  by  the  Gov- 
ernment . 

The  majority  of  the  commission  are  in  favor  of  an  extension  of  the 
time  for  llie  payment  of  the  Government  indebtedness  of  these  compa- 
nies, upon  certain  conditions;  but  the  chairman  of  the  commission,  pre- 
senting the  minority  rejTOrt,  recommends,  both  upon  principle  and  policy, 
the  institution  of  proceedings  for  the  forfeiture  of  the  charters  of  the  cor- 
porations and  the  winding  up  of  their  affairs. 

I  have  been  furnished  with  a  statement  or  argument  in  defense  of  the 
transactions  connected  with  the  construction  of  the  Central  Pacific  road 
and  its  branch  lines,  from  which  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  quote  for  the 
pur^xi^e  of  showing  how  some  of  the  operations  of  the  directors  of  such 
road,  strongly  condenuied  by  the  commissioners,  are  defended  by  the 
directors  themselves.  After  speaking  of  a  contract  for  the  construction 
of  one  (if  these  hrancli  lines  by  a  corporation  called  the  Contract  and 
Finance  Coinpan>-,  owned  by  certain  directors  of  the  Central  Pacific 
Railroad,  this  language  is  used: 

U  may  l>e  siiid  of  lliis  contract,  as  of  many  others  that  were  let  to  the  different 
toiistructiuii  coiiipaiiies  in  vliii'h  the  directors  of  the  Central  Pacific  have  t>een  stock- 
holders, tlifil  Ihey  tiuilt  the  road  with  the  moneys  furnished  by  themselves  and  had 
the  roiid  for  their  ontlay.  In  other  words,  they  paid  to  the  construction  company 
the  boTnliaiid  stock  of  the  railroad  so  constructed,  and  waited  until  such  time  as  they 
could  develop  sul^f  lent  business  on  the  road  built  to  induce  the  public  to  buy  the 
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t)on<is  or  the  stock.  If  tlie  countr>'  through  which  the  railroad  ran  developed  suffi- 
cient business,  then  the  project  H-as  a  success;  if  it  did  not,  then  the  operation  was  a 
loss.  These  gentlemen  took  all  the  responsibility;  any  loss  occurring  was  necessarily 
theirs,  and  of  right  the  profit  belonged  to  them. 

But  it  is  said  that  they  violated  a  well-known  rule  of  equity  in  dealing  with  them- 
selves; that  they  were  trustees,  and  that  they  were  representing  both  sides  of  the 
contract. 

The  answer  is  that  they  did  not  find  anybody  else  to  deal  with.  They  could  not 
find  anyone  who  would  take  the  chances  of  building  a  road  through  what  was  then 
an  almost  uninhabited  country  and  accept  the  bonds  and  stock  of  the  road  in  pay- 
ment. And  when  it  is  said  that  they  were  trustees,  if  they  did  occupy  such  relation 
it  was  merely  technical,  for  they  represented  only  their  own  interests  on  both  sides, 
there  lx.'ing  no  one  else  concerned  in  the  transaction.  They  became  the  incorporators 
of  the  company  tlliat  was  to  build  the  road,  subscribed  for  its  stock,  and  were  the  only 
subscril>ers;  therefore  it  is  difiicult  to  see  how  anyone  was  wronged  by  their  action. 
The  rule  of  equity  invoked,  which  has  its  origin  in  the  injunction  **No  man  can 
serve  two  masters,"  certainly  did  not  apply  to  them,  because  they  were  acting  in 
their  own  interests  and  were  not  charged  with  the  duty  of  caring  for  others*  rights, 
there  being  no  other  persons  interested  in  the  subject-matter. 

In  view  of  this  statement  and  the  facts  developed  in  the  cx>minissioii- 
ers'  reix)rts,  it  seems  proper  to  recall  the  grants  and  benefits  derived  from 
the  General  Government  by  both  the  Union  and  Central  Pacific  compa- 
nies for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  construction  of  their  roads. 

By  an  act  passed  in  1862  it  was  provided  that  there  should  be  ad- 
vanced to  said  companies  by  the  United  States,  to  aid  in  such  construc- 
tion, the  bonds  of  the  Government  amounting  to  $16,000  for  every  mile 
constructed,  as  often  as  a  section  of  40  miles  of  said  roads  should  be  built; 
that  there  should  also  be  granted  to  said  companies,  upon  the  completion 
of  every  said  section  of  40  miles  of  road,  five  entire  sections  of  public  land 
for  each  mile  so  built;  that  the  entire  charges  earned  by  said  roads  on 
account  of  transportation  and  service  for  the  Government  should  be 
applied  to  the  reimbursement  of  the  bonds  advanced  by  the  United  States 
and  the  interest  thereon,  and  that  to  vSecure  the  repayment  of  the  bonds 
so  advanced,  and  interest,  the  iSvSue  and  delivery  to  said  companies  of 
said  bonds  should  constitute  a  first  mortgage  on  the  whole  line  of  their 
roads  and  on  their  rolling  stock,  fixtures,  and  property  of  every  kind  and 
descrij^tion. 

The  lil)eral  donations,  advances,  and  privileges  provided  for  in  this 
law  were  granted  In'  the  General  Government  for  the  purpose  of  secur- 
ing the  construction  of  these  roads,  which  would  complete  the  connection 
between  our  eastern  and  western  coasts;  and  they  were  based  upon  a 
consideration  of  the  public  benefits  which  would  accrue  to  the  entire 
country  from  such  consideration. 

But  the  projectors  of  these  roads  were  not  content,  and  the  sentiment 
which  then  seemed  to  i>er\^ade  the  Congress  had  not  reached  the  limit 
of  its  generosity.  Two  years  after  the  passage  of  this  law  it  was  supple- 
mented and  amended  in  various  important  particulars  in  favor  of  these 
companies  by  an  act  which  provided,  among  other  things,  that  the  beads, 
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at  the  rate  already  specified,  should  be  delivered  upon  the  completion  of 
sections  of  20  miles  in  length  instead  of  40;  that  the  lands  to  be  conveyed 
to  said  companies  on  the  completion  of  each  section  of  said  road  should  be 
ten  sections  per  mile  instead  of  five;  that  only  half  of  the  charges  for 
transportation  and  ser\-ice  due  from  time  to  lime  from  the  United  States 
should  be  retained  and  applied  to  the  advances  made  to  said  companies 
by  the  Government,  thus  obliging  immediate  payment  to  its  debtor  of 
the  other  half  of  said  charges,  and  that  the  Hen  of  the  United  States  to 
secure  the  reimbursement  of  the  amount  advanced  to  said  companies 
in  bonds,  which  lien  was  declared  by  the  law  of  1862  to  constitute  a  first 
mortgage  upon  all  the  property  of  said  companies,  should  become  a  junior 
lien  and  be  subordinated  to  a  mortgage  which  the  companies  were  by  the 
amendatory  act  authorized  to  execute  to  secure  bonds  which  they  might 
from  time  to  time  issue  in  sums  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  the  United 
States  bonds  which  should  be  advanced  to  them. 

The  immense  advantages  to  the  companies  of  this  amendatorj'  act  are 
apparent;  and  in  these  days  we  may  well  wonder  that  even  the  antici- 
pated public  importance  of  the  construction  of  these  roads  induced  what 
must  now  appear  to  be  a  rather  reckless  and  unguarded  appropriation  of 
the  public  funds  and  the  public  domain. 

Under  the  operation  of  these  laws  the  principal  of  the  bonds  which 
have  been  advanced  i.s  $64,023,512,  as  given  in  the  reports  of  the  com- 
missioners; the  interest  to  November  i,  1887.  is  calculated  to  be  $76,- 
024,206.58,  making  an  aggregate  at  the  date  named  of  $140,047,718.58. 
The  interest  calculated  to  ihc  iiiatiirity  of  the  bonds  added  to  tliL-  princi- 
pal produces  an  aggregate  of  $178,884,759.50.  Against  these  amounts 
there  has  been  repaid  by  the  comjjanies  the  sum  of  $30,955,039.61. 

It  is  almost  needless  to  state  that  the  companies  have  availed  them- 
sch'es  to  the  utmost  extent  of  the  permission  given  them  to  issue  their 
bonds  and  to  mortgage  their  propterty  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  same, 
h\  an  incumbrance  Iia\'ing  preference  to  the  Government's  lien  and  pre- 
cisely eqnal  to  it  in  amount. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  was  available  for  the  building  of  each  mile 
of  these  roads  $16,000  of  United  States  bonds,  due  in  thirty  years,  with 
6  per  cent  interest;  $16,000  in  Ixjndsof  the  companies,  secured  by  a  first 
mortgage  on  all  their  property,  and  ten  sections  of  Government  land,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  stock  of  the  companies. 

When  the  relations  created  between  the  Government  and  these  com- 
panies by  the  legislation  referred  to  is  considere'd,  it  is  astonishing  that 
the  claim  should  be  made  tiiat  the  directors  of  these  roads  owed  no  duty 
except  to  tlieni,se!ves  in  their  construction;  that  they  need  regard  no 
interests  but  their  own,  and  that  they  were  justified  in  contracting  with 
themselves  and  making  such  bargains  as  resulted  in  conveying  to  their 
pockets  all  the  assets  of  the  companies.  As  a  lienor  the  Government  was 
vitally  interested  in  the  amount  of  the  mortgage  to  which  its  security  had 
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Ixreii  siilK)r(liiiatc(l.  and  it  had  the  right  to  insist  that  none  of  the  bonds 
secured  by  this  prior  niortgaj^e  should  lie  issued  fraudulently  or  for  the 
l)ur|K)se  c)f  division  among  these  stockholders  without  consideration. 

The  doctrine  of  complete  indejK^ndence  on  the  part  of  the  directors  of 
these  companies  and  their  freedom  from  any  obligation  to  care  for  other 
interests  than  their  own  in  the  construction  of  these  roads  seems  to  have 
develo|K*d  the  natural  consequences  of  its  application,  portrayed  as  fol- 
lows in  the  majority  rei)ort  of  the  commissioners: 

The  result  is  that  those  who  have  controlled  and  directed  the  construction  and  de- 
velopment of  these  companies  have  l)ecome  jx^ssessed  of  their  surplus  assets  through 
issues  of  bonds,  stocks,  an<l  payment  of  dividends  voted  by  themselves,  while  the 
great  creilitor,  the  United  States,  finds  itself  substantially  without  adequate  security 
for  the  repayment  of  its  loans. 


The  laws  enacted  in  aid  of  these  roads,  while  they  illustrated  a  pro- 
fuse lil^erality  and  a  generous  surrender  of  the  Goveniment*s  advantages, 
which  it  is  hc^jxid  exi>erience  has  corrected,  were  nevertheless  {xissed  upon 
the  theory  that  the  roads  should  be  constructed  according  to  the  common 
rules  of  business,  fairness,  and  duty,  and  that  their  value  and  their  ability 
to  pay  their  debts  should  not  l)e  impaired  by  unfair  manipulations;  and 
when  the  (joveriiment  subordinated  its  lien  to  another  it  was  in  the  expec- 
tation that  the  prior  lien  would  represent  in  its  amount  only  such  bonds 
as  should  Ije  necessarily  issued  by  the  companies  for  the  construction  of 
their  roads  at  fair  prices,  agreed  upon  in  an  honest  way  betw^een  real  and 
sulxstantial  ])arties.  For  the  j)uriK)se  of  saving  or  improving  the  security 
afforded  by  its  junior  lien  the  Government  should  have  the  right  now  to 
purge  this  paramount  lien  of  all  that  is  fraudulent,  fictitious,  or  uncon- 
scionable. If  the  transfer  to  innocent  hands  of  Ixjnds  of  this  character 
secured  by  such  first  mortgage  prevents  their  cancellation,  it  might  be 
well  to  seek  a  remedy  against  those  who  issued  and  transferred  them. 
If  legislation  is  needed  to  secure  such  a  remedy,  the  Congress  can  readily 
su])i)ly  it. 

I  (leNire  to  call  attention  also  to  the  fact  that  if  all  that  was  to  be  done 
on  the  ])art  of  the  Government  to  fully  vest  in  these  companies  the  gprants 
and  advantages  contenij^lated  by  the  acts  ]xis.sed  in  their  interest  has  not 
yet  been  perfected,  and  if  the  failure  of  sticli  companies  to  perform  in  good 
faith  their  part  of  the  contract  justifies  such  a  course,  the  ix)wer  rests  with 
the  Congress  to  withhold  further  ])erformance  on  the  part  of  the  Govern- 
ment. If  donated  lands  are  not  yet  granted  to  these  companies,  and  if 
their  violation  of  contract  and  of  duty  are  such  as  in  justice  and  morals 
forfeit  their  rights  to  such  lands,  Congressional  action  should  intervene 
to  ])revent  further  consummation.  Ii!xL^^utive  ]x)weF  must  be  exercised 
according  to  existing  laws,  and  ICxecutive  discretion  is  probably  not  broad 
enou<'li  to  reach  such  dilTiculties. 

The  California  and  Oregon  Railroad  is  now  a  part  of  the  Central 
Pacific  system,  and  is  a  land-grant  road.  Its  construction  has  been  car- 
ried on  with  the  same  features  and  incidents  which  have  characterized 
the  other  constrtictions  of  this  s\stem.  as  is  made  apparent  on  pages  78, 
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79,  and  80  of  the  report  of  the  majority  of  the  commissioners.  I  have 
in  my  hands  for  ap^iroval  the  report  of  the  eonmjissioiiers  appointed  to 
examine  two  completed  sections  of  this  road.  Upon  such  appro\-a!  the 
company  or  theCcEtral  Pacific  Conipanj'  will  be  entitled  to  patents  for 
a  large  quantity  of  public  lands.  I  especially  commend  to  the  attention 
of  Congress  this  condition  of  affairs,  in  order  that  it  may  determine 
whether  or  not  it  should  inter\'eiie  to  save  these  lands  for  settlers,  if  such 
a  course  is  justifiable. 

It  is  quite  time  that  the  troublesome  complications  surrounding  this 
entire  subject,  which  has  been  transmitted  to  us  as  a  legacy  from  former 
days,  should  be  adjnsted  aud  settled. 

No  one,  I  think,  expects  that  these  railroad  companies  will  be  able  to 
pay  their  immense  indebtedness  to  the  Goveniment  at  its  maturity. 

Any  proceeding  or  arrangement  that  would  result  now.  or  at  any  other 
time,  in  putting  these  roads,  or  any  portion  of  tliem,  in  the  possession  and 
control  of  the  Goveniment  is,  in  my  opinion,  to  be  rejected,  certainly  as 
long  as  there  is  the  least  chance  for  iiideinuificatiou  through  any  other 
means. 

I  suppose  we  are  hardly  justified  in  indulging  the  irritation  and  indig- 
nation naturally  arising  from  a  contemplation  of  malfeasance  to  such  an 
extent  as  to  lead  to  the  useless  destruction  of  these  roads  or  loss  of  the 
advances  made  by  the  Goveniment.  I  be]ie\-e  that  our  efforts  should  be 
in  a  more  practical  direction,  and  should  tend,  with  no  condouation  of 
wrongdoing,  to  the  collection  by  the  Govermnent,  on  behalf  of  the  people, 
of  the  public  money  now  in  jeopardy. 

While  the  plan  pre.senled  by  a  majority  of  the  couimis.sion  appears  to 
l)e  well  devised  and  gi\-es  at  least  partial  promise  of  the  results  sought, 
the  fact  will  not  escape  attention  that  its  success  depends  upon  its  ac- 
ceptance by  the  companies  and  their  ability  to  perform  its  conditions 
after  acceptance.  It  is  exceedingly  important  that  any  adjustment  now 
made  should  Ix;  final  and  effective.  These  considerations  suggest  the 
possibility  that  the  remedy  proposed  in  the  majority  report  might  well 
Ix-  applied  to  a  ]Kirt  only  of  these  aided  railroad  companies. 

The  setllemcnt  and  determination  of  the  questions  involved  are  pecul- 
iarly within  the  priivincL-  of  the  Congress.  The  subject  has  been  made 
quite  a  familiar  one  by  Congressional  discussion.  This  is  now  supple- 
mented in  a  valuable  niaiiner  by  the  facts  presented  in  the  reports  here- 
with submitted. 

The  public  interest  urges  prompt  and  efficient  action.

In  my  annual  me.ssage  transmitted  to  the  Congress  in  December,  1SS6, 
it  was  stated  that  negotiations  were  then  iiending  for  the  settlement  of 
the  questions  growing  ont  of  the  rights  claimed  by  American  fishermen 
in  British  North  American  waters. 

As  a  result  of  such  negotiations  a  treaty  has  been  agreed  upon  between 
Her  Britannic  Majesty  and  the  United  States,  concluded  and  signed  in 
this  capital,  under  my  direction  and  authority,  on  the  15th  of  February 
instant,  and  which  I  now  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  Senate  with 
the  recommendation  that  it  shall  receive  the  consent  of  that  body,  as 
provided  in  the  Constitution,  in  order  that  the  ratifications  thereof  may 
be  duly  exchanged  and  the  treaty  be  carried  into  effect. 

Shortly  after  Coiigrtss  had  adjounied  in  March  last,  and  in  continua- 
tion of  my  efforts  to  arrive  at  such  an  agreement  between  the  Govern- 
ments of  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  as  would  secure  to  the  citi- 
zens of  the  respective  countries  the  unmolested  enjoyment  of  their  just 
rights  under  existing  treaties  and  international  comity  in  the  territorial 
waters  of  Canada  and  ef  Newfoundland,  I  availed  myself  of  opportmie 
occurrences  indicative  of  a  desire  to  make  without  delay  an  amicable  and 
final  settlement  of  a  long-standing  controversy,  productive  of  much  irri- 
tation and  misunderstanding  l>etween  the  two  nations,  to  send  through 
our  minister  in  London  proposals  that  a  conference  should  take  place  on 
the  subject  at  this  capital. 

The  ex]>erience  ui  the  past  two  years  had  demonstrated  the  dilatory 
and  lu  I  satisfactory  consetiueuces  of  our  indirect  transaction  of  business 
through  the  foreign  office  in  London,  in  which  the  views  and  wishes  of 
the  government  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  were  practically  predominant, 
but  were  only  to  find  expression  at  second  hand. 

To  obviate  this  inconvenience  and  ol>struction  to  prompt  and  well- 
defined  settlement,  it  was  con.sidered  advisable  that  the  negotiations 
should  l>e  conducted  in  this  city  and  that  the  interests  of  Canada  and 
Ne«foundland  slioidd  he  directly  represented  therein. 

The  terms  of  reference  having  been  duly  agreed  upon  between  the  two 
G<n'ernmi.'iit.s  and  the  conference  arranged  to  be  held  here,  by  virtue  of 
the  power  in  me  \-ested  bj-  the  Constitution  I  duly  authorized  Thomas  F. 
Bayard,  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States,  William  L.  Putnam, 
a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Maine,  and  James  B.  Angell,  a  citizen  of  the  State 
of  Michigan,  for  and  in  the  name  of  the  United  States,  to  meet  and  confer 
with  the  plenifxjtentiaries  representing  the  Government  of  Her  Britannic 
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Majesty,  for  the  piirjxise  of  ccmsidcrin^;^  and  adjusting  in  a  friendly  spirit 
all  or  any  (|uestion>  relalin>(  to  rij^^hts  of  fishery  in  the  seas  adjacent  to 
British  North  America  and  Xewfonndland  which  were  in  dispute  between 
the  ('jovernnient  of  the  I'liited  States  and  that  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty, 
and  jointly  an<l  severally  to  o include  and  sign  any  treaty  or  treaties 
tonchinj^  the  premises:  and  I  herewith  transmit  for  your  information  full 
copies  of  the  ]H>wer  so  j^iven  by  me. 

In  exe<.nition  of  the  jMiwers  >o  amveyed  the  said  Thomas  F.  Bayard, 
William  L.  Putnam,  and  James  H.  Angell,  in  the  month  of  November 
last,  met  in  this  city  the  pleniix)tentiaries  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  and 
l)ro(  ceded  in  the  negotiation  of  a  treaty  as  above  authorized.  After 
many  conferences  and  ])rotracted  efforts  an  agreement  has  at  length  been 
arrived  at.  which  is  eml>odied  in  the  treatv  which  I  now  lav  before  vou. 

The  treaty  meets  my  api)roval,  Ixrcause  I  believe  that  it  supplies  a  sat- 
isfactor\-.  practical,  and  final  adjustment,  upon  a  basis  honorable  and  just 
to  both  parties,  rjf  the  difficult  and  vexed  question  to  which  it  relates. 

A  review  of  the  hist<jry  of  this  question  will  vsliow  that  all  former 
atteni])ts  to  arrive  at  a  connnon  interpretation,  satisfactory  to  both  par- 
ties, of  the  first  article  of  the  treaty  of  October  20,  18 18,  have  been  unsuc- 
cessful, and  with  the  lai)se  of  time  the  difficulty  and  obscurity  have  only 
increased. 

The  ne^^otiations  in  1S54  and  attain  in  1871  ended  in  both  cases  in 
tem])orary  reci])rocal  arranj^ements  of  the  tariffs  of  Canada  and  New- 
foundland and  of  the  T'nited  States,  and  the  payment  of  a  money  award 
by  the  I'niled  vStates.  under  which  the  real  questions  in  difference  re- 
mained unsettled,  in  al^eyance.  and  ready  to  present  themselves  anew 
jnsl  so  sf)on  as  the  con\entional  arran>i:ements  were  abrogated. 

The  situation,  therefore,  remained  unimproved  by  the  restilts  of  the 
treaty  of  isjr,  mid  a  jj^rave  condition  of  affairs,  presenting  almost  iden- 
tical) >  the  same  features  and  causes  of  complaint  by  the  United  States 
a.L;ainsi  Canadian  action  and  Ihitish  default  in  its  correction,  confronted 
us  in  Ma\',  isso,  and  has  continued  until  the  present  time. 

The  i;reatcr  i)art  of  the  corres])ondence  which  has  taken  place  between 
the  two  Governments  has  heretofore  Inren  comnuniicated  to  Congress, 
and  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible  I  shall  transmit  the  remaining  ix>rtion 
to  this  date.  acconi])anyinj^  it  with  the  joint  i)rotc)cols  of  the  conferences 
which  resuUe<l  in  the  conclnsioii  of  the  treaty  now  submitted  to  you. 

Vou  will  thus  be  fnlly  possessed  of  the  record  and  history  of  the  case 
since  the  termination  on  June  .V).  i^-'^.S,  <>f  the  fishery  articles  of  the  treaty 
of  \Vasln*n;;ton  of  isji.  whereby  we  were  relegated  to  the  provisions  of 
the  treal>'  of  October  j<».  iSiS. 

As  tile  documents  and  ])ai)ers  referred  to  will  supply  full  information 
of  the  ])ositi()ns  taken  under  my  Administration  by  the  representatives  of 
the  T'nited  vStates.  as  well  as  those  <XTUpied  by  the  representatives  of  the 
Government  of  Cheat  Britain,  it  is  not  con.sidered  necessar}' or  expedient 
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to  repeat  them  in  this  message.  But  I  believe  the  treaty  will  be  found  to 
contain  a  just,  honorable,  and  therefore  satisfactory  solution  of  the  diffi- 
culties which  have  clouded  our  relations  with  our  neighbors  on  our 
northern  border. 

Especially  5atisfactor\-  do  I  Iwlieve  the  proposed  arrangement  will  be 
found  by  those  of  our  citizens  who  are  engaged  in  the  open-sea  fisheries 
adjacent  to  the  Canadian  coast,  and  r&sorting  to  those  ports  and  harbors 
under  treaty  provisions  and  rules  of  international  law. 

The  proposed  delimitation  of  the  lines  of  the  exclusive  fisheries  from 
the  common  fisheries  will  give  certainty  and  security  as  to  the  area  of 
their  legitimate  field.  The  headland  theory  of  imaginary  lines  is  aban- 
doned by  Great  Brilain,  and  the  specification  in  the  treaty  of  certain 
named  bays  especiall^■  provided  for  gives  satisfaction  to  the  inhabitants 
of  the  shores,  without  sul>tracting  materially  from  the  value  or  conven- 
ience of  the  fishery  nights  of  Americans. 

The  uninterrupted  navigation  of  the  Strait  of  Canso  is  expressly  and 
for  the  first  time  affiiiiiuil,  and  the  four  purposes  for  which  oiu-  fishermen 
under  the  treaty  of  i  s  1 8  were  allowed  to  enter  the  baj's  and  harbors  of 
Canada  and  Newfoundland  within  the  belt  of  3  marine  miles  are  placed 
under  a  fair  and  liberal  construction,  and  their  enjoyment  secured  with- 
out such  conditions  and  restrictions  as  in  the  past  have  embarrassed  and 
obstructed  them  so  seriously. 

The  enforcement  of  penalties  for  unlawfully  fishing  or  preparing  to 
fish  within  the  inshore  and  exclusive  waters  of  Canada  and  Newfound- 
land is  to  be  accomplished  under  safeguards  against  oppressive  or  arbi- 
trary action,  thus  protecting  the  defendant  fishermen  from  punishment 
in  advance  of  trial,  delays,  and  inconvenience  and  unnecessary  expense. 

The  history  of  e\-ents  in  the  last  two  years  shows  that  no  feature  of 
Canadian  administration  was  more  harassing  and  injurious  than  the 
comptdsion  uixm  our  fishing  vessels  to  make  formal  entry  and  clearance 
on  e\-er>-  occasion  of  temporarily  seeking  shelter  in  Canadian  ports  and 
harixirs. 

Such  inconvenience  is  provided  against  in  the  proposed  treaty,  and 
this  mo.st  frccinciit  and  just  cause  of  complaint  is  removed. 

ThL-  articles  permitting  our  fishermen  to  obtain  provisions  and  the 
ordinary  siipjilies  of  trading  vessels  on  their  homeward  voyages,  and 
uikIlt  which  they  arc  accorded  the  further  and  even  more  important 
privilege  on  all  occasions  of  purchasing  such  casual  or  needful  provi- 
.sions  and  sn]>plies  as  are  ordinarily  granted  to  trading  vessels,  are  of 
great  imiiortance  and  value. 

The  licenses,  which  are  to  be  granted  without  charge  and  on  applica- 
tion, in  order  to  enable  our  fishermen  to  enjoy  these  privileges,  are  rea- 
.siniable  and  prn]ier  checks  in  the  hands  of  the  local  authorities  to  identify 
tile  recipients  and  prevent  abuse,  and  can  form  no  impediment  to  thase 
who  intend  to  use  them  fairly. 
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The  hospitality  secured  for  our  vessels  in  all  cases  of  actual  distress, 
with  liberty  to  unload  and  sell  and  transship  their  cargoes,  is  full  and 
liberal. 

These  provisions  will  secure  the  substantial  enjoyment  of  the  treaty 
rights  for  our  fishermen  under  the  treaty  of  1818,  for  which  contention 
has  l)een  steadily  made  in  the  correspondence  of  the  Department  of  State 
and  our  minister  at  London  and  by  the  American  negotiators  of  the  pres- 
ent treaty. 

The  right  of  our  fishermen  under  the  treaty  of  18 18  did  not  extend  to 
the  procurement  of  distinctive  fishery  supplies  in  Canadian  ports  and 
harbors,  and  one  item  supposed  to  be  essential — to  wit,  bait — ^was  plainly 
denied  them  by  the  explicit  and  definite  words  of  the  treaty  of  18 18,  em- 
phasized by  the  course  of  the  negotiation  and  express  decisions  which 
preceded  the  conclusion  of  that  treaty. 

The  treaty  now  submitted  contains  no  provision  affecting  tariff  duties, 
and,  independently  of  the  position  assumed  upon  the  part  of  the  United 
States  that  no  alteration  in  our  tariif  or  other  domestic  legislation  could 
be  made  as  the  price  or  consideration  of  obtaining  the  rights  of  our  citi- 
zens secured  by  treaty,  it  was  considered  more  expedient  to  allow  any 
change  in  the  revenue  laws  of  the  United  States  to  be  made  by  the  ordi- 
nar>^  exercise  of  legislative  will  and  in  the  promotion  of  the  public  inter- 
ests. Therefore  the  addition  to  the  free  list  of  fish,  fish  oil,  whale  and 
seal  oil,  etc.,  recited  in  the  last  article  of  the  treat}',  is  wholl}'  left  to  the 
action  of  Congress;  and  in  connection  therewith  the  Canadian  and  New- 
foundland right  to  regulate  sales  of  bait  and  other  fishing  supplies  ^^4thin 
their  own  jurisdiction  is  recognized,  and  the  right  of  our  fishermen  to 
freel}'  purchase  these  things  is  made  contingent  by  this  treaty  upon  the 
action  of  Congress  in  the  modification  of  our  tariif  laws. 

Our  social  and  connnercial  intercourse  with  those  populations  who  have 
been  placed  upon  our  lx)rders  and  made  fore\'er  our  neighbors  is  made 
apparent  by  a  list  of  United  States  connnon  carriers,  marine  and  inland, 
connecting  their  lines  with  Canada,  which  was  returned  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  to  the  Senate  on  the  7th  day  of  February,  1888, 
in  answer  to  a  resolution  of  that  body;  and  this  is  instructive  as  to  the 
great  volume  of  mutually  profitable  interchanges  which  has  come  into 
existence  during  the  last  half  century. 

This  intercourse  is  still  but  partially  developed,  and  if  the  amicable 
enterprise  and  wholesome  rivalry  between  the  two  populations  be  not 
obstructed  the  promise  of  the  future  is  full  of  the  fruits  of  an  unbounded 
prosj^eritj'  on  lx)th  sides  of  the  border. 

The  treat}'  now  submitted  to  you  has  l^een  framed  in  a  spirit  of  liberal 
equity  and  reciprocal  benefits,  in  the  conviction  that  mutual  advantage 
and  convenience  arc  the  only  pennanent  foundation  of  peace  and  friend- 
ship between  States,  and  that  with  the  adoption  of  the  agreement  now 
placed  Ixifore  the  Senate  a  beneficial  and  satisfactory  intercourse  between 
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the  two  countries  will  be  established  so  as  to  secure  perpetual  peace  and 
harmony. 

In  connection  with  the  treaty  herewith  submitted  I  deem  it  also  my 
duty  to  transmit  to  the  Senate  a  written  offer  or  arrangement,  in  the 
nature  of  a  modus  Vivendi,  tendered  after  the  conclusion  of  the  treaty  aw 
the  part  of  the  Kritish  plenipotentiaries,  to  secure  kindly  and  peaceful 
relations  during  the  period  that  may  be  required  for  the  consideration 
of  the  treaty  by  the  respective  Governments  and  for  the  enactment  of 
the  necessary  legislation  to  carry  its  provisions  into  effect  if  approved. 

This  paper,  freely  and  on  their  own  motion  signed  by  the  British  con- 
ferees, not  only  extends  ad^■antages  to  our  fishermen  pending  the  ratifi- 
cation of  the  treaty,  but  appears  to  have  been  dictated  by  a  friendly  and 
amicable  spirit. 

I  am  given  to  understand  that  the  other  Governments  concerned  in  this 
treaty  will  within  a  few  days,  in  accordance  with  their  methods  of  con- 
ducting public  business,  submit  said  treaty  to  their  respective  legislatures, 
when  it  will  be  at  once  published  to  the  world.  In  view  of  such  action  it 
appears  to  be  advisable  that  by  publication  here  early  and  full  knowledge 
of  all  that  has  been  done  in  the  premises  should  be  afforded  to  our  people. 

It  would  also  seem  to  be  useful  to  inform  the  popular  mind  concerning 
the  history  of  the  long-continued  disputes  growing  out  of  the  subject 
embraced  in  the  treaty  and  to  satisfy  the  public  interests  towelling  the 
same,  as  well  as  to  acquaint  our  people  with  the  present  status  of  the  ques- 
tions involved,  and  to  give  them  the  exact  terms  of  the  proposed  adjust- 
ment, in  place  of  the  exaggerated  and  imaginative  statements  which  will 
otherwise  reach  them. 

I  therefore  beg  leave  respectfully  to  suggest  that  said  treaty  and  all 
such  correspondence,  messages,  and  documents  relating  to  the  same  as 
may  be  deemed  im])ortant  to  acconi])lish  those  purposes  be  at  once  made 
public  hy  the  order  of  your  honorable  body.

I  transmit  herewith  a  communication  of  the  13th  instant  from  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Interior,  with  accompanying  papers,  and  submitting  the 
draft  of  a  propcysed  bill  to  forfeit  lands  granted  to  the  State  of  Oregon 
for  the  construction  of  certain  wagon  roads,  and  for  other  purposes. 
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The  presentation  of  facts  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  herewith 
transmitted  is  the  result  of  an  examination  made  under  his  direction, 
which  has  developed,  as  it  seems  to  me,  the  mast  unblushing  frauds  upon 
the  Government,  which,  if  remaining  unchallenged,  will  divert  several 
hundred  thousand  acres  of  land  from  the  public  domain  and  from  the 
reach  of  honest  settlers  to  thouL*  who  have  attempted  to  prevent  and 
prostitute  the  beneficent  designs  of  the  Government.  The  Govern nieiit 
sought  by  the  promise  of  generou.s  donations  of  land  to  promote  tlie  build- 
ing of  wagon  roads  for  public  convenience  and  for  the  purpose  of  encour- 
aging settlement  upon  the  public  lands.  The  roads  have  not  been  built, 
and  yet  an  attempt  is  made  to  claim  the  lands  under  a  title  which 
depends  for  its  validity  entirely  upon  the  construction  of  these  roads. 

The  evidence  which  has  been  collected  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
plainly  establishing  this  attempt  to  defraud  the  Government  and  exclude 
the  settlers  who  are  willing  to  avail  themselves  of  the  liberal  policy 
adopted  for  the  settlement  of  the  public  lands,  is  herewith  submitted  to 
the  Congress,  with  the  recommendation  that  the  bill  which  has  been  pre- 
pared, and  which  is  herewith  transmitted,  may  become  a  law,  and  with 
the  earnest  hope  that  the  opportunity  thus  presented  to  demonstrate  a 
sincere  desire  to  preser\-e  the  public  domain  for  settlers  and  to  fnistrate 
Uidawful  attempts  to  appropriate  the  same  may  not  be  neglected.

the  meat  of  diseased  hogs  which  w^ere  grown  in  that  country. 

I  also  transmit  a  re])ort  from  our  consul  at  Marseilles,  dated  February  4, 
1888,  representing  that  for  a  number  of  months  a  highly  contagious  and 
fatal  disease  has  prevailed  among  the  swine  of  a  large  section  of  France, 
which  disease  is  thought  to  be  very  similar  to  hog  cholera  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Agriculture,  whose  statement  is  herewith  submitted. 

It  is  extremely  doubtful  if  the  law  passed  April  29,  1878,  entitled  **An 
act  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  into 
the  United  vStates,"  meets  cases  of  this  description. 

In  view  of  the  danger  to  the  health  and  lives  of  our  people  and  the 
contagion  that  may  be  spread  to  the  live  stock  of  the  country  by  the  im- 
portation of  swine  or  hog  products  from  either  of  the  countries  named, 
I  reconnnend  the  passage  of  a  law  prohibiting  such  importation,  with 
l)roper  regulations  as  to  the  continuance  of  such  prohibition,  and  per- 
mitting such  further  ])rohibitions  in  other  future  cases  of  a  like  character 
as  safety  and  prudence  may  require.

Pursuant  to  the  secx)nd  section  of  chajUer  27  of  the  laws  of  1883,  en- 
titled "An  act  to  regulate  and  improve  the  civil  ser\'ice  of  the  United 
States,"  I  herewith  transmit  the  fourth  report  of  the  United  States  Civil 
Ser\'ice  Commission,  covering  the  period  b^'tween  the  i6tli  day  of  Jan- 
uary, 1SS6,  and  the  ist  day  of  July,  1887. 

While  this  re]X)rt  has  esp;.'cial  reference  to  the  operations  of  the  Com- 
mission during  the  pericxl  above  mentioned,  it  contains,  with  its  acconi- 
[)anying  ai)pendixes,  much  valuable  information  cx>ncerning  the  inception 
of  civil-service  reform  and  its  growth  and  progress  which  can  not  fail  to 
l)e  interesting  and  instructive  to  all  who  desire  improvement  in  adminis- 
trative methcxls. 

During  the  time  covered  by  the  report  15,852  ^^rsons  were  examined 
for  admis.sion  in  the  classified  civil  ser\'ice  of  the  Govenmient  in  all  its 
branches,  of  whom  10,746  passe<l  the  examination  and  5,106  failed.     Of 
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those  who  passed  the  cxamiiiation  2.<)--^  were  applicants  for  acliiiiwsion 
to  the  departmental  senice  at  Wiishiujrluii,  2,547  wen;  t^xsiniiiiwl  fur 
adniisskm  to  the  customs  service,  and  5,223  for  admission  lo  the  postal 
ser\-ice.  During  the  same  period  547  appointments  were  made  frtitn  the 
eligible  lists  to  the  departmental  service,  64 1  to  the  customs  service,  and 
3,254  to  the  postal  senice. 

Concerning  separations  from  tlie  classified  service,  the  report  only  in- 
forms us  of  such  as  have  occurred  among  employees  in  the  public  ser\'- 
ice  who  had  l)een  apijointed  from  eligible  li.sts  under  civil-service  rules. 
When  these  rules  toiik  effect,  they  did  not  apply  to  the  persons  then  in 
the  ser\-ice,  comprising  a  full  complement  of  emploj'ecs,  who  obtained 
their  positions  independently  of  the  new  law.  The  Commission  has  no 
record  of  the  separations  in  this  numerous  class.  And  the  discrepancy 
apparent  in  the  report  Ijctween  the  numljer  of  appointments  made  in  the 
respective  branches  of  the  service  from  the  lists  of  the  Commission  and 
the  small  number  of  se]>arations  mentioned  is  to  a  great  extent  accounted 
for  by  vacancies,  of  which  no  report  was  made  to  tbe  Commission,  occur- 
ring among  those  who  held  their  places  without  examination  and  certifi- 
cation, which  vacancies  were  filled  by  appointment  from  the  eligible  lists. 

In  the  departmental  service  there  occurred  between  the  i6th  day  of 
January,  1886,  and  the  30th  day  of  June,  1887,  among  the  employees  ap- 
pointed from  the  eligible  lists  under  civil-service  rules,  17  removals,  36 
resignations,  and  5  deaths.  This  does  not  include  1 4.  separations  in  the 
grade  of  special  pen.sion  examiners — ^4  by  remo\-al ,  5  by  resignation,  and 
5  \>\-  death. 

Ill  the  classified  customs  and  pastal  .services  the  number  of  separa- 
tions anidtig  th'>se  who  received  absolute  appointments  under  civil-serv- 
ice rules  is  given  for  the  period  lietween  the  ist  day  of  January,  1886, 
and  the  30th  day  of  June,  18S7.  It  appears  that  such  separations  in  the 
customs  .service  for  the  time  mentioned  embraced  21  removals,  5  deaths, 
and  I  s  resiLinatioiis,  and  in  the  postal  service  256  removals,  23  deaths,  and 
46y  rL-signalions. 

More  than  ;i  year  has  passed  since  the  expiration  of  the  period  cov- 
ered by  the  rejHirt  of  the  Comnnssion.  Within  the  time  which  has  thus 
tlapsLil  many  important  changes  have  taken  place  in  furtherance  of  a 
rt-frniH  in  niir  civil  ser\-ice.  The  rides  and  regulations  governing  the 
CNi'Culiun  of  tile  law  U]X)n  the  subject  have  been  completely  remodeled 
in  such  manner  as  to  render  the  enforcement  of  the  statute  more  effect- 
ivi;  and  greatly  increase  its  usefulness, 

.\niongotlier  things,  the  scoi>e  of  the  examinations  prescribed  for  those 
who  ■^-ek  to  fnlcr  (he  clas.-iified  service  has  been  better  defined  and  made 
more  imictical,  the  number  of  names  to  l)o  certified  from  the  eligible  lists 
to  the  ai'iiointing  officers  from  which  a  selection  is  made  has  l»een  re- 
dntvcl  from  four  to  three,  the  niaximmn  hmilation  of  the  age  of  persons 
seeking  entrance  to  the  cla.ssified  .service  to  45  years  has  Ijeen  changed, 
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and  reasonable  provision  has  been  made  for  the  transfer  of  employees 
from  one  I)e]^artment  to  another  in  proper  cases.  A  plan  has  also  been 
devised  providing  for  the  examination  of  applicants  for  promotion  in  the 
service,  which,  when  in  full  operation,  will  eliminate  all  chance  of  favor- 
itism in  the  advancement  of  em])loyees,  by  making  promotion  a  reward 
of  merit  and  faithful  discharge  of  duty. 

Until  within  a  few  weeks  there  was  no  iniiform  classification  of  eni- 
I)loyees  in  the  different  Executive  Departments  of  the  Government.  As 
a  result  of  this  condition,  in  some  of  the  Departments  positions  could  l>e 
obtained  without  civil-service  examination,  because  they  were  not  within 
the  classification  of  such  Department,  while  in  other  Departments  an 
examination  and  certification  were  necessary  to  obtain  positions  of  the 
same  grade,  l)ecause  such  positions  were  embraced  in  the  classifications 
api)licable  to  those  Departments. 

The  exception  of  laborers,  watchmen,  and  messengers  from  exami- 
nation and  classification  gave  opiK)rtunity,  in  the  absence  of  any  rule 
guarding  against  it,  for  the  employment,  free  from  civil-service  restric- 
tions, of  persons  under  these  designations,  who  were  immediately  detailed 
to  do  clerical  work. 

All  this  has  iK^en  obviated  by  the  a])plication  to  all  the  Departments  of 
an  extended  and  uniform  classification  embracing  grades  of  employees 
not  theretofore  included,  and  by  the  adoption  of  a  rule  prohibiting  the 
detail  (^f  lalK)rers,  watchmen,  or  messengers  to  clerical  duty. 

The  ])ath  of  civil-service  reform  has  not  at  all  times  l)een  pleasant  nor 
easy.  The  scope  and  puqx)se  of  the  reform  have  l)een  nuich  misappre- 
hended; and  this  has  not  only  given  rise  to  strong  opixxsition,  but  has 
led  XK^  its  inv(K\ition  by  its  friends  to  compa.ss  objects  not  in  the  least 
related  to  it.  Thus  ]xirtisans  of  the  patronage  system  have  naturally 
condemned  it.  Those  who  do  not  understand  its  meaning  either  mistrust 
it  ^^x,  when  disa])ix>inted  Ix^cause  in  its  present  stage  it  is  not  applied  to 
every  real  or  imaginary  ill,  accuse  those  charged  with  its  enforcement 
with  faithlessness  to  civil-service  reform.  Its  importance  has  frequently 
been  underestimate<l.  and  the  sup]X)rt  of  good  men  has  thus  lx?en  lost  by 
their  lack  of  interest  in  its  success.  Besides  all  these  difficulties,  those 
resjx)nsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Government  in  its  executive 
branches  have  K^en  and  still  are  often  annoyed  and  irritated  by  the  dis- 
loyalty to  the  .service  and  the  insolence  of  employees  who  remain  in  place 
as  the  beneficiaries  and  the  relics  and  reminders  of  the  vicious  system  of 
a]ipointment  which  civil-.service  reform  was  intended  to  displace. 

And  yet  these  are  but  the  incidents  of  an  advance  nuwemenl  which  is 
radical  antl  far-reaching.  The  people  are.  notwith.standing,  to  lie  con- 
gralulatevl  U|xmi  the  progress  which  has  been  made  and  upiin  the  firm, 
practical,  and  sensible  foundation  u^xin  which  this  refonn  now  rests. 

With  a  continuation  of  the  intelligent  fidelity  which  has  hitherto  char- 
acterizcvl  the  work  of  the  Commission:  with  a  continuation  and  increase 
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of  the  favor  and  liberality  whicli  li.ive  lalcly  lieen  eviiiccii  l>y  tlit  Con- 
gress iti  the  proper  equipment  of  the  Commission  for  its  work;  with  a 
firm  but  conservative  and  reasonable  support  of  the  reform  by  all  its 
friends,  and  with  the  disappearance  of  opposition  which  must  inevitably 
follow  its  better  understanding,  the  execution  of  the  civil-ser\'ice  law  can 
not  fail  to  ultimately,  answer  the  hopes  in  which  it  liad  its  origin.

7o  the  Co?/i^ress: 

The  rejection  by  the  vSenate  of  the  treaty  lately  negotiated  for  the  set- 
tlement and  adjustment  of  the  differences  existing  l^etween  the  United 
States  and  ( ireat  Britain  concerning  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Ameri- 
can fishermen  in  the  j)()rts  and  waters  of  British  North  America  seems 
to  justify  a  sur\e\'  of  the  cnmdition  to  which  the  pending  question  is  thus 
remitted. 

The  treaty  u]>on  this  subject  concluded  in  1818,  through  disagree- 
ments as  to  the  meaning  of  its  terms,  has  been  a  fruitful  source  of  irrita- 
tion and  trouble.  Our  citizens  engaged  in  fishing  enterprises  in  waters 
adjacent  to  Canada  have  been  subjected  to  numerous  vexatious  inter- 
ferences and  annoyances;  their  vessels  have  been  seized  ui>on  pretexts 
which  apiK^ared  to  be  entirely  inadmissible,  and  they  have  l)een  otherwise 
treated  by  the  Canadian  authorities  and  officials  in  a  manner  inexcusably' 
harsh  and  oppressive. 

This  conduct  has  been  justified  by  (ireat  Britain  and  Canada  by  the 
claim  that  the  treaty  of  1S18  ])ermitted  it  and  ujxm  the  ground  that  it 
was  necessary  to  the  ])roper  protection  of  Canadian  interests.  We  deny 
that  treaty  agreements  justify  these  acts,  and  we  further  maintain  tliat 
aside  from  any  treaty  restraints  of  disputed  interj)retation  the  relative 
])()sitions  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  as  near  neighbors,  the  growth 
of  our  joint  commerce,  the  development  and  prosperity  of  both  annitries. 
which  amicable  relations  surely  guarantee,  and,  above  all,  the  lil)erality 
always  extended  by  the  United  States  to  the  jx^ople  of  Canada  furnished 
motives  for  kindness  and  consideration  higher  and  better  than  treaty 
covenants. 

While  keenly  sensitive  to  all  that  was  exasperating  in  the  condition 
and  by  no  means  indis|K)sed  to  sup]x>rt  the  just  complaints  of  our  injured 
citizens,  I  still  deemed  it  my  duty,  for  the  preservation  of  imjx)rtant  Amer- 
ican interests  which  were  directly  involved,  and  in  view  of  all  the  details 
of  the  situation,  to  attempt  by  negotiation  to  remedy  existing  wrongs 
and  to  finally  terminate  by  a  fair  and  just  treaty  these  ever-recurring 
causes  of  difficulty. 

I  fully  l)elieve  that  the  treaty  just  rejected  b_v  the  Senate  was  well 
suited  to  the  exigency,  and  that  its  provisions  w^ere  adequate  for  our 
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wciirity  in  the  future  from  vexatious  incidtiUs  aiul  for  the  ]>niinotioii  of 
fri el ully  neighbor! loocl  ail tl  uitimacy,  without  sacrific'lug  in  the  least  our 
national  pride  or  dignity. 

I  am  quite  conscious  that  neither  my  opinion  of  the  vahie  of  the 
rejected  treaty  nor  tht  motives  which  prompted  its  negotiation  are  of 
importance  in  the  light  of  the  judginent  of  the  Senate  thereupon,  But 
it  is  of  importance  to  iiuti;  that  this  treaty  has  been  rejected  without  any 
apparent  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  to  alter  or  amend  its  pro- 
visions, and  with  the  evident  intention,  not  wanting  expression,  that  no 
negotiation  should  at  [jiesent  be  concluded  touching  tlie  matter  at  issue. 

The  cooperation  necessary  for  the  adjustment  of  the  long-standing  na- 
tional differences  with  which  we  have  to  deal  by  methods  of  conference 
and  agreement  having  thus  been  declined,  I  am  by  no  means  dis])oscti  to 
abandon  the  interests  and  the  rights  of  our  people  in  the  premises  or 
to  neglect  their  grievances;  and  I  therefore  turn  to  the  contemplation  of  a 
plan  of  retaliation  as  a  niotle  which  still  remains  of  treating  the  situation. 

I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  gravity  of  the  respon.sibility  assumed  in 
adopting  this  line  of  conduct,  nor  do  I  fail  in  the  least  to  appreciate 
its  serious  consequences.  It  w\\\  be  imiK)ssible  to  injure  our  Canadian 
neiglilwrs  by  retaliatory  niea.sures  without  inflicting  some  damage  u])ou 
our  own  citizens.  This  restUts  from  our  proximity,  our  connniniity  of 
interests,  and  the  inevitable  commingling  of  the  business  eulerpriscs 
which  have  been  developed  by  mutual  activity. 

Plainly  stated,  the  policy  of  national  retaliation  manifestly  embraces 
the  inflictiiin  (if  the  gruntL-st  harm  npon  those  who  have  injured  us.  with 
the  least  po^-sihle  damage  to  ourselves.  There  is  also  an  evident  pro- 
priety, as  well  as  an  invitation  to  moral  support,  found  in  visiting  upon 
the  offending  jiarlv  the  same  measure  or  kind  of  treatment  of  which  we 
coni])laiii,  and  as  far  as  possible  within  the  .same  lines.  And  above  all 
things,  the  plan  of  retaliation,  if  entered  npon,  should  be  thorough  and 

These  considerations  lead  me  at  this  time  to  invoke  the  aid  and  coun- 
M.'l  of  the  Congre^,s  and  lis  sujiport  in  such  a  further  grant  of  power  as 
M'cnis  111  me  ncces^^iry  and  desirable  to  render  effective  the  policy  I  have 

The  Congress  \v.\^  already  passed  a  law,  which  received  Executive 
absent  on  the  ~-,i\  day  of  March,  1SH7,  providing  that  in  case  American 
fishing  \essels,  being  or  visiting  in  the  waters  or  at  any  of  the  ports  of 
the  liriti^h  duminions  of  North  America,  should  be  or  lately  had  l)een 
deprived  of  the  rights  to  which  they  were  entitled  by  treaty  or  law,  or 
if  they  were  denied  certain  other  privileges  therein  specified  or  vexed 
and  harassed  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  same,  the  President  might  deny  to 
vessels  ami  their  masters  aiid  crews  of  the  British  dominions  of  North 
.VuRTica  ,ui>  tiilraiice  into  the  waters,  ports,  or  harlxirs  of  the  United 
Slate-,  and  also  deny  entry  into  any  i>ort  or  place  of  the  United  States 
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of  any  product  of  said  dominions  or  other  gcKxls  coming  from  said  domin- 
ions to  the  United  vStates. 

While  I  shall  not  hesitate  u])(mi  projKir  cx:casion  to  enforce  this  act, 
it  would  seem  to  be  unnecessary  to  suj^gest  that  if  such  enforcement  is 
limited  in  such  a  manner  as  shall  result  in  the  least  ix)ssible  injury  to 
our  own  ])eople  the  effect  would  probably  be  entirely  inadequate  to  the 
accomplishment  of  the  pur]X)se  desired. 

I  deem  it  my  duty,  therefore,  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Congress  to 
certain  particulars  in  the  action  of  the  authorities  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  in  addition  to  the  general  allegations  already  made,  which  appear 
t(^  be  in  such  marked  contrast  to  the  liberal  and  friendly  dis]>osition  of 
our  country  as  in  my  opinion  to  call  for  such  legislation  as  will,  upcm  the 
principles  already  stated,  j)roi>erl>'  supplement  the  power  to  inaugurate 
retaliation  alreadv  vested  in  the  I^xecutive. 

Actuated  by  the  generous  and  neighborly  sjnrit  which  has  character- 
i/.ed  our  legislation,  our  tariff  laws  have  since  iS66  been  so  far  waived  in 
favor  of  Canada  as  to  allow  free  of  dutv  the  transit  across  the  territory 
of  the  United  States  of  property  arriving  at  our  |)orts  and  destined  to 
Canada,  or  exported  from  Canada  to  other  foreign  countries. 

When  the  treaty  of  Washington  was  negotiated,  in  1S71,  between  the 
United  »States  and  Oreat  Britain,  having  for  its  object  very  largely  the 
modification  of  the  treaty  of  iSiS,  the  ])rivileges  alcove  referred  to  were 
made  recipnx^al  and  given  in  return  ]>y  Canada  to  the  United  States 
in  the  following  language,  ccmtained  in  the  twenty-ninth  article  of  said 
treaty: 

It  is  agreed  that  for  the  term  of  years  mentioned  in  Article  XXXIII  of  this  treaty 
g(Mxls,  wares,  or  merclianiHst^  arrivinj>^  at  the  ports  of  New  York,  Boston,  and  Port- 
land, antl  any  other  }M>rls  in  the  United  States  which  have  been  or  may  from  time  to 
time  Ik.'  specially  designated  hy  the  President  of  the  I'nitetl  States,  and  destine<l  for 
Her  Britannic  Majesty's  possessions  in  North  America,  may  be  entered  at  the  proper 
custom-house  and  conveyed  in  transit,  without  the  payment  of  duties,  througli  the 
territory  of  the  United  States,  under  such  rules,  regulations,  and  conditions  for  the 
protection  of  the  revenue  as  the  Government  of  the  Unite<l  States  may  from  time  to 
time  prescribe;  and,  under  like  rules,  regulations,  and  conditions,  >(oods,  wares,  or 
merchandise  may  be  conveyed  in  transit,  without  the  payment  of  duties,  from  such 
IM)Ssessions  throu^L^h  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  for  exiwrt  from  the  said  ports 
of  the  United  States. 

It  is  further  agreed  that  for  the  like  period  goods,  wares,  or  mercliandise  arriv- 
\\\^  at  any  of  the  ports  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  |)ossessions  in  North  America, 
and  destined  for  the  United  States,  may  be  entered  at  the  proper  custom-liouse  and 
conveyed  in  transit,  witlumt  the  payment  t)f  duties,  through  the  said  possessions, 
under  such  rides  and  regulations  and  conditions  for  the  protection  of  the  revenue 
as  the  governments  of  the  said  ixissessions  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe;  ami, 
un<ler  like  rules,  rcgidations,  and  conditions.  ;jjoods,  wares,  or  merchandise  may  be 
conveyed  in  transit,  without  payment  of  duties,  from  the  United  States  through  the 
siiid  possessions  to  other  ])laces  in  the  United  States,  or  for  ex|X)rt  from  |x>rts  in 
the  said  possessions. 

In  the  year  1886  notice  was  received  by  the  representatives  of  our 
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Government  that  our  fishentieii  would  no  longer  lie  allowed  to  sliip  their 
fish  in  bond  and  free  of  duty  through  Canadian  territory  to  this  country, 
and  ever  since  that  ti  me  such  shipment  has  been  denied. 

The  privilege  of  such  shipment,  which  had  been  extended  lo  our  fish- 
ermen, was  a  most  important  one,  allowing  them  to  spend  the  time  upon 
the  fishing  grounds  which  would  otherwise  be  devoted  to  a  voyage  home 
with  their  catch,  and  doubling  their  opportunities  for  profitably  prosecut- 
ing their  vocation. 

In  forbidding  the  transit  of  the  catch  of  our  fishennen  over  their  terri- 
tory in  bond  and  free  of  duty  the  Canadian  authorities  deprived  us  of  the 
only  facility  dependfut  ujion  their  concession  and  for  which  we  could 
supply  no  substitute. 

The  value  to  the  JJoniiniou  of  Canada  of  the  privilege  of  transit  for 
their  exports  and  imports  across  our  territory  and  to  and  from  our 
ports,  though  great  in  every  as-pect,  will  lie  better  appreciated  when  it 
is  remembered  that  for  a  considerable  portion  of  each  year  the  St.  IySW- 
rence  River,  which  constitute.t  the  direct  avenue  of  foreign  commerce 
leading  to  Canada,  is  closed  by  ice. 

During  the  last  six  years  the  imports  and  exports  of  British  Canadian 
Provinces  carried  across  our  territory  under  the  privile^fes  granted  by 
our  laws  amounted  in  value  to  alx>ut  $270,000,000.  nearly  all  of  which 
were  goods  dutiable  imder  our  tariff  laws,  by  far  the  larger  part  of  this 
traffic  consisting  of  exchanges  of  goods  between  Great  Britain  and  her 
American  Provinces  brought  to  and  carried  from  our  ports  in  their  own 

The  irL-aty  stipidation  entered  into  by  imr  Government  was  in  har- 
mony witli  laws  which  were  then  on  our  statute  book  and  are  still  in 

I  iwommend  iniiiiediate  legislative  action  conferring  upon  the  Exec- 
utive thf  pnwL-r  til  suspend  by  proclamation  the  operation  of  all  laws 
and  rL-.L;n  lilt  ion -i  ]n.rm!ttinj;  tlie  transit  of  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise 
in  IjiiikI  across  or  over  the  territory  of  the  United  States  to  or  from 
Canada. 

TIrtc  need  he  no  ht-sitatian  in  sns]>endiug  these  laws  arising  from 
the  supposition  that  their  continuation  is  secured  by  treaty  obligations, 
for  it  seems  quite  plain  that  Article  XXIX  of  the  treaty  of  1871.  which 
was  iIiL'  onlv  article  incor])orating  such  laws,  terniiuated  the  ist  day  of 
July.  i,s,S5. 

TIk-  article  Itself  declares  that  its  provisions  shall  Iw  in  force  "  for  the 
term  of  year-,  nieniioned  in  Article  XXXIII  of  this  treaty."  Turning- 
to  Ariiclc  X!\XII1,  we  find  no  mention  of  the  twenty-ninth  article,  but 
onlv  :i  provision  that  Articles  XVIII  to  XXV,  inclusive,  and  Article 
XXX  '•hall  take  effect  as  soon  as  the  laws  required  to  carry  them  into 
o|>ir:Hion  ^.hall  lie  passed  by  the  legislative  Imdies  of  the  different  coun- 
tries concerned,  and  that  "'  they  shall  remain  in  force  for  the  period  of 
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ten  years  from  the  date  at  which  they  may  come  into  o|)eration,  and,  fur- 
ther, until  the  ex])irati()n  of  two  years  after  either  of  the  high  contract- 
inji^  parties  shall  have  given  notice  to  the  other  of  its  wish  to  terminate 
the  same." 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  "term  of  years  mentioned  in  Article 
XXXIII,"  referred  to  in  Article  XXIX  as  the  limit  of  its  duration. 
means  the  period  during  which  Articles  XVIII  to  XXV,  inclusive,  and 
Article  XXX,  connnonly  called  the  "fishery  articles,"  should  continue 
in  force  under  the  language  of  said  Article  XXXIII. 

That  the  joint  high  con nnissi oners  w^lio  negotiated  the  treaty  so  under- 
stood and  intended  the  phrase  is  certain,  for  in  a  statement  containing 
an  accoinit  of  their  negotiations,  prepared  inider  their  supervision  and 
ap])r()ved  by  them,  we  find  the  following  entry  on  the  subject: 

Tlie  Iratisil  (jueslion  was  discussed,  and  it  was  aj^reed  that  any  scttlenieiit  that 
might  be  made  shouUl  inchide  a  reciprocal  arrangement  in  that  respect  for  the  period 
for  which  the  fishery  articles  shouhl  ])e  in  force. 

In  addition  to  this  very  satisfactory  evidence  supjx)rting  this  construc- 
tion of  the  language  of  Article  XXIX,  it  will  be  found  that  the  law 
])assed  by  Congress  to  carry  the  treaty  into  effect  furnishes  conclusive 
])roof  of  the  correctness  of  such  construction. 

This  law  was  passed  March  i,  1873,  and  is  entitled  '*An  act  to  carry 
into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  treaty  l)etw-een  the  United  States  and 
Great  Britain  signed  in  the  city  of  Washington  the  8th  day  of  May, 
187 1,  relating  to  the  fisheries."  After  ])roviding  in  its  first  and  second 
sections  for  putting  in  oix^ration  Articles  X\'III  to  XXV,  inclusi\^, 
and  Article  XXX  of  the  treaty,  the  third  section  is  devoted  to  Article 
XXIX,  as  follows: 

SivC.  3.  That  from  the  date  of  the  President's  proclamation  authorized  by  the  first 
section  of  this  act,  and  so  long  as  the  articles  eighteenth  to  twenty-fifth,  inclusive, 
and  article  thirtieth  of  said  treaty  shall  remain  in  force  according  to  the  tenns  and 
conditions  of  article  thirty-third  of  sitid  treaty,  all  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise, 
arriving — 

etc. ,  etc. ,  following  in  the  remainder  of  the  section  the  precise  words  of 
the  stiinihition  on  the  part  of  the  United  vStates  as  contained  in  Article 
XXIX,  which  T  have  already  fully  quoted. 

Here,  then,  is  a  distinct  enactment  of  the  Congress  limiting  the  dura- 
tion of  this  article  of  the  treaty  to  the  time  that  Articles  XVIII  to  XXV, 
inclusive,  and  Article  XXX  should  continue  in  force.  That  in  fixing 
such  limitation  it  but  gave  the  meaning  of  the  treaty  itself  is  indicated 
by  the  fact  that  its  pur]X)se  is  declared  to  l>e  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  the  treaty,  and  by  the  further  fact  that  this  law  appears  to 
have  l)een  submitted  Injfore  the  i)ronuiIgation  of  the  treaty  to  certain 
niemlK-rs  of  the  joint  high  connnission  representing  Ixjtli  countries,  and 
met  with  no  objection  or  dis.sent. 

There  apj^aring  to  be  no  conflict  or  inconsistency  between  the  treaty 
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and  the  act  of  the  Coiigress  last  cited,  it  is  not  necessary  to  invoke  the 
well-settled  principle  that  in  case  of  siicli  coiiflict  tlie  statute  governs 
the  question. 

Ill  any  event,  and  whether  the  law  of  1873  construes  the  treaty  or 
governs  it,  section  29  of  such  treaty,  I  have  no  doubt,  terminated  with 
the  proceedings  taken  by  our  Government  to  terminate  Articles  XVIII 
to  XXV,  inclusive,  and  Article  XXX  of  the  treaty.  These  proceedings 
had  their  inception  in  a  joint  resolution  of  Congress  passed  May  3,  1883, 
declaring  that  in  the  juclg^inent  of  Congress  these  articles  ought  to  be 
terminated,  and  directiiig  the  President  to  give  the  notice  to  the  Gov- 
ernment of  Great  Britnin  provided  for  in  Article  XXXIII  of  the  treaty. 
Such  notice  having  befjn  given  two  years  prior  to  the  ist  day  of  July, 
[885,  the  articles  mentioned  were  absolutely  terminated  on  the  last- 
named  day,  and  with  Ilium  Article  XXIX  was  also  terminated. 

If  by  any  language  used  in  the  joint  resolution  it  was  intended  to 
relieve  section  3  of  the  act  of  i873,embodying  Article  XXIX  of  the  treaty, 
from  its  own  limitations,  or  to  save  the  article  itself,  I  am  entirely  satis- 
fied that  the  intention  miscarried. 

But  statutes  granting  to  the  people  of  Canada  the  valuable  privileges 
of  transit  for  their  goods  from  our  ports  and  over  our  soil,  which  had 
been  passed  prior  to  the  making  of  the  treaty  of  187  [  and  independently 
of  it,  remained  in  force;  and  ever  siuce  the  abrogation  of  the  treaty,  and 
notwithstanding  the  refusal  of  Canada  to  permit  our  fishermen  to  send 
their  fish  to  their  home  market  through  her  territory  in  bond,  the  people 
of  that  Dominion  have  enjoyed  without  diminution  the  advantages  uf 
our  lil)cral  and  generous  laws. 

Without  liasing  onr  complaint  upon  a  violation  of  treaty  obligations, 
it  is  nevertheless  true  that  .such  refusal  of  transit  and  the  other  injuri- 
ous acts  which  ha\-e  lx;en  recited  constitute  a  provoking  insistence  upon 
rights  neither  mitigated  by  the  amenities  of  national  intercourse  nor 
modified  by  the  recognition  of  our  liberahty  and  generous  considerations. 

The  history  of  events  connected  with  this  subject  makes  it  manifest 
that  the  Canadian  government  can,  if  so  disposed  administer  its  laws 
and  protect  the  interests  of  its  people  without  manifestation  of  unfriend- 
liness and  without  the  unneighlwrly  treatment  of  our  fishing  vessels  of 
which  we  have  justly  complained,  and  whatever  is  done  on  our  part 
should  be  done  in  the  hope  that  the  disposition  of  the  Canadian  govern- 
ment may  remove  the  occasion  of  a  resort  to  the  additional  executive 
]K»wer  now  sought  through  legislative  action. 

I  am  satisfied  that  upon  the  principles  which  .should  govern  retaliation 
our  intercourse  .and  relations  with  the  Dominion  of  Canada  furnish  no 
lietter  opportunity  for  its  application  than  is  suggested  by  the  conditions 
herein  presented,  and  that  it  could  not  be  more  effectively  inaugurated 
than  under  the  power  of  suspension  recominended. 

While  I  lia\-e  exjiressed  my  clear  conviction  upon  the  question  of  the 
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continuance  of  section  29  of  the  treaty  of  1871, 1  of  course  fully  concede 
the  power  and  the  duty  of  the  Congress,  in  contemplating  legislative  ac- 
tion, to  construe  the  terms  of  any  treaty  stijnilation  which  might  upon  any 
possible  consideration  of  good  faith  limit  such  action,  and  likewise  the  pe- 
culiar propriety  in  the  case  here  presented  of  its  interpretation  of  its  own 
language,  as  contained  in  the  laws  of  1873  putting  in  operation  said  treaty 
and  of  1883  directing  the  termination  thereof;  and  if  in  the  deliberate 
j  udgment  of  Congress  any  restraint  to  the  proposed  legislation  exists,  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  expediency  of  its  early  removal  will  be  recognized. 

I  desire  also  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Congress  to  another  subject 
involving  such  wrongs  and  unfair  treatment  to  our  citizens  as,  in  my 
opinion,  require  prompt  action. 

The  navigation  of  the  C ireat  Lakes  and  the  inmiense  business  and  carr>'- 
ing  trade  growing  out  of  the  same  have  been  treated  broadly  and  liberally 
by  the  United  States  (xovernment  and  made  free  to  all  mankind,  while 
Canadian  railroads  and  navigation  ccmipanies  share  in  our  country  \s  trans- 
|K)rtation  upon  terms  as  favorable  as  are  accorded  to  our  own  citizens. 

The  canals  and  other  public  works  built  and  maintained  by  the  Gov- 
ernment along  the  line  of  the  lakes  are  made  free  to  all. 

In  contrast  to  this  condition,  and  evincing  a  narrow  and  ungenerous 
commercial  spirit,  every  lock  and  canal  which  is  a  public  work  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  is  subject  to  tolls  and  charges. 

By  Article  XX\'II  of  the  treaty  of  1871  provision  was  made  to  secure 
to  the  citizens  of  the  Ignited  States  the  use  of  the  Welland,  St.  Lawrence, 
and  other  canals  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada  on  terms  of  equality  with  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Dominion,  and  to  also  secure  to  the  subjects  of  Great 
Britain  the  use  of  the  St.  Clair  Flats  Canal  on  terms  of  equality  with  the 
inhabitants  of  the  United  States. 

The  equality  with  the  inhabitants  of  the  Dominion  which  we  were 
promised  in  the  use  of  the  canals  of  Canada  did  not  secure  to  us  free- 
dom from  tolls  in  their  navigation,  but  we  had  a  right  to  expect  tliat 
we.  being  Americans  and  interested  in  American  cx)nmierce,  would  be  no 
more  burdened  in  regard  to  the  same  than  Canadians  engaged  in  their 
own  trade:  and  the  whole  spirit  of  the  concession  made  was,  or  .should 
have  been,  that  merchandise  and  property  transported  to  an  American 
market  through  these  canals  should  not  l)e  enhanced  in  its  cost  by  tolls 
many  times  higher  than  such  as  were  carried  to  an  adjoining  Canadian 
market.  All  our  citizens,  producers  and  consumers  as  well  as  vessel 
owners,  were  to  enjoy  the  equality  promised. 

And  yet  evidence  has  for  some  time  been  before  the  Congress,  fur- 
nished by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  showing  that  while  the  tolls 
charged  in  the  first  instance  are  the  same  to  all,  such  vessels  and  cargoes 
as  are  destined  to  certain  Canadian  ports  are  allowed  a  refund  of  nearly 
the  entire  tolls,  w^iile  those  lx)und  for  American  ports  are  not  allowed 
any  such  advantage. 
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To  promise  equality,  and  then  in  practice  make  it  conditional  tipon 
our  vessels  doing  Canadian  business  instead  of  their  own,  is  to  fulfill  a 
promise  with  the  shadow  of  performance. 

I  recommend  that  such  legislative  action  be  taken  as  will  j^ve  Cana- 
dian vessels  navigating  our  canals,  and  their  cargoes,  precisely  the  advan- 
tages granted  to  our  vessels  and  cargoes  upon  Canadian  canals,  and  that 
the  same  be  measured  by  exactly  the  same  rule  of  discrimination. 

The  course  which  I  have  outlined  and  the  recommend  at  ions  made 
relate  to  the  honor  and  dignity  of  our  country  and  the  protection  and 
preservation  of  the  rights  and  interests  of  all  our  people.  A  government 
does  but  half  its  duty  when  it  protects  its  citizens  at  home  and  permits 
them  to  be  imposed  upon  and  humiliated  by  the  unfair  and  overreach- 
ing disposition  of  other  nations.  If  we  invite  onr  people  to  rely  upon 
arrangements  made  for  their  benefit  abroad,  we  should  see  to  it  that  tliey 
are  not  deceived;  and  if  we  are  generous  and  Hl>eral  to  a  neighboring 
country,  our  people  should  reap  the  advantage  of  it  by  a  return  of  lil)er- 
ality  and  generosity. 

These  are  subjects  which  partisanship  should  not  disturb  or  confuse. 
Let  us  survey  the  ground  calmly  and  moderately;  and  having  put  aside 
other  means  of  settlement,  if  we  enter  upon  the  policy  of  retaliation  let 
us  pursue  it  firmly,  with  a  determination  only  to  subserve  the  interests 
of  our  people  and  maintain  the  high  standard  and  the  becoming  pride  of 
American  citizenship.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.     «

Responding  to  the  inquiries  contained  in  the  subjoined  resolution  of 
the  Senate  of  the  28th  ultimo,  I  have  the  honor  to  state  in  reply  to  the 
subject  first  therein  mentioned,  calling  upon  the  Executive  for  **  copies 
of  all  communications,  if  any,  addressed  by  his  direction  to  the  Gov- 
ernment of  Great  Britain,  remonstrating  with  that  Government  against 
the  wrongs  and  unfair  treatment  to  our  citizens  by  the  action  of  the 
Canadian  Government  in  refunding  to  vessels  and  cargoes  w-hich  p>ass 
through  the  Welland  and  other  Canadian  canals  nearly  the  entire  tolls 
if  they  are  destined  to  Canadian  ix)rts,  while  those  bound  for  American 
ports  are  not  allowed  any  such  advantage,  and  the  breach  of  the  engage- 
ment contained  in  the  treaty  of  1871  whereby  Great  Britain  promised 
to  the  United  States  equality  in  the  matter  of  such  canal  transportation; 
also  copies  of  any  demand  made  by  his  direction  upon  Great  Britain  for 
the  redress  of  such  wrongs,  and  the  replies  of  Great  Britain  to  such  com- 
nuniication  and  demand,"  that  I  herewith  transmit  copies  of  all  commu- 
nications between  the  Department  of  State  and  the  United  States  consul 
at  Ottawa,  which  are  accompanied  by  copies  of  the  orders  of  the  Cana- 
dian officials  in  relation  to  the  subject  inquired  of;  also  corresixjndence 
Ix^tween  the  Department  of  State  and  the  British  minister  at  this  capital, 
with  copies  of  the  documents  therein  referred  to. 

I  also  inclose,  as  connected  therewith,  a  copy  of  Executive  Document 
No.  406,  House  of  Representatives,  Fiftieth  Congress,  first  session,  con- 
taining the  answer  of  the  Acting  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  dated  July  23, 
1888,  in  reply  to  a  resolution  of  the  House  of  Representatives  relating  to 
the  navigation  of  the  Welland  Canal,  and  the  d(x:uments  thus  transmitted 
comprise  the  entire  correspondence  in  relation  to  the  subjects  referred  to 
in  that  portion  of  the  resolution  of  inquiry  which  is  above  quoted. 

The  second  branch  of  inquiry  is  in  the  words  following: 

And  also  that  there  be  coinnuinjcated  to  the  Senate  copies  of  all  papiTs,  correspond- 
ence, and  infonnation  touching  the  matter  of  the  refusal  of  the  British  (Government, 
or  that  of  any  of  her  North  American  dominions,  to  aUow  the  entry  at  Dominion  sea- 
|>()rls  of  American  fish  or  other  cargoes  for  transportation  in  bond  to  the  United  States 
since  the  1st  day  of  July,  1S85. 

It  will  l>e  remembered  that  though  the  fishing  articles  of  the  treaty  of 
1 87 1  expired  on  the  said  ist  day  of  July,  1885,  a  temporary  arrangement 
was  made  whereby  the  i)rivileges  accorded  to  our  fishermen  under  said 
articles  were  continued  during  the  remainder  of  that  year's  fishing  season. 

No  instance  of  reftisal  by  the  Canadian  authorities  since  July  i,  1885. 
u])  to  the  present  time  to  allow  the  entr>'  at  Dominion  seaports  of  Ameri- 
can cargoes  other  than  fish  for  trans]K)rtation  in  bond  across  the  territor>' 
of  Canada  to  the  United  States  has  been  made  known  to  the  Department  of 
State. 

The  case  of  the  fishing  steamer  A^l^zr/Zr,  involving,  among  other  things, 
a  refusal,  on  July  i,  1886,  of  the  right  to  permit  the  transshipment  offish 
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in  bond  at  the  port  of  Piclou,  Nova  Scotia,  was  duly  comniunicated  to 
Congress  in  my  message  of  December  8,  1886,  a  copy  of  which  I  herewith 
transmit.     (Ex.  Doc.  No.  19,  Forty-ninth  Congress,  secondsessiou,  p.  i.) 

On  page  16  of  this  document  will  be  found  a  copy  of  a  communication 
addressed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  the  British  minister,  dated  June  14, 
1886,  on  the  subject  of  the  refusal  of  transshipment  of  fish  in  bond.  At 
page  24  of  the  same  publication  will  be  found  the  protest  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  in  the  case  of  the  A'ovelty.  and  at  pages  49-50  are  the  response  of 
the  British  minister  and  rejiort  of  the  Canadian  privj'  council. 

On  the  26th  of  Januan,',  ZS87,  a  revised  list  of  cases  of  alleged  ill  treat- 
ment of  our  fishing  vessels  in  Canadian  waters  was  furnished  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  of  the  Senate,  in 
which  the  above  case  is  included,  a  copy  of  which,  being  Senate  Execu- 
tive Document  No.  55  of  the  second  session  Forty-ninth  Congress,  is  here- 
with inclosed;  and  in  the  report  by  Mr.  Edmunds,  from  the  Committee 
on  Foreign  Relations  (Ko.  1683  of  the  same  session),  the  case  referred 
to  was  again  published.  And,  as  relating  to  the  subject  of  the  resolu- 
tion now  before  me,  the  followiug  pertinent  passage,  taken  from  the  said 
report,  may  be  of  interest: 

As  regards  eommercial  aiiii  other  friendly  Imsiness  intercourse  between  porta  and 
placts  ill  the  Dominion  and  (he  United  Stales,  it  is,  of  course,  oE  much  importance 
tliat  regulations  affecting  the  same  should  be  mnlually  reasonable  and  fairly  admin- 
istered. If  an  American  vessel  should  happen  to  have  caught  a  cargo  of  fish  at  aea 
100  miles  distant  from  some  Canadian  port,  from  whicli  there  is  railway  comntunica- 
lion  lothf  I'nilod  Rtiites,  and  sliould  he  dctittti  the  privilege  of  landing  and  ahippiiig 
its  cartjc)  UnrL'froni  In  l)ie  Tniti-il  States,  as  tlic  Canadians  do.  it  would  be,  of  course, 
a  sfniin>idis^i'lv:iin:iK''-;  :inii  tlit-ri-  is,  it  is  thouglit,  nothing  in  the  treaty  of  1818  which 
would  wiirraiil  micIi  an  uxLliisiiiii.  lint  the  Dominion  laws  may  make  such  a  dlstinc- 
liiiii,  and  ii  is  undei-slcmd  that  ill  fact  the  privilege  of  so  shipping  fish  from  Ameri- 
can \essels  has  ln-vn  refused  during  the  last  year. 

I  also  res]K:ctfnlh'  refer  to  Senate  Miscellaneous  Document  No.  54, 
Forty-ninth  Congress,  second  ses.sion,  lieing  a  coniniunication  from  the 
ComniissiiiU'.T  of  Fish  and  h'isheries  to  Hon.  George  F.  Edmunds,  chair- 
man of  tJic  C<jin[nittce  on  Foreign  Relations,  dated  February  5,  1887, 
whicli  is  iKCcjiuii^inied  liy  a  partial  hst  of  vessels  injuriously  treated  by 
the  Canadian  authorities.  Iiased  upon  information  furnished  to  the  United 
States  Com  mi  ■^sinner  of  Fish  and  Fisheries. 

T]ii»  li>l  is  stilted  to  Iw  supplementary  to  the  revised  list  which  had 
iiLeii  tr^iiisiiiittcd  to  the  connnittee  by  the  Secretary  of  State  January  z6, 

Of  thf  ^ixty-ciKht  vessels  comprised  iu  this  list  it  is  stated  that  six, 
to  wit,  tliL-.W///,'  J/.  Si„<7,\  AiielrcT,'  Btirnham,  Harry  G.  French,  Col.  J.  H. 
J-'riii<li.  W.  a.  \l'i///ii_i;/ivi,  and  Ralph  Hodgdon.  were  refused  permission 
Ir)  lrans^ihii>  fi>h.  None  of  tliese  cases,  however,  were  ever  reported  to 
the  Iteinutiiieiit  of  State  l>y  the  parties  interested,  or  were  accompanied 
by  affidavit;  nor  does  it  api>ear  the  facts  ever  were  investigated  in  any

of  the  cases  by  the  parties  making  the  reports,  which  were  obtained  by 

circulars  issued  by  order  of  the  Comniiasioner  of  Fish  and  Fisheries. 

The  concluding  inquiry  is  as  follows: 

And  alvso  that  he  communicate  to  the  Senate  what  instances  have  occurred  since 
the  3d  of  March,  1887,  of  wrongs  to  American  fishing  vessels  or  other  American  ves- 
sels in  the  ports  or  waters  of  British  North  America,  and  what  steps,  if  any,  have  been 
taken  in  respect  thereto. 

Soon  after  the  passage  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1887,  the  negotiation 
which  had  l:)een  proceeding  for  several  months  previously  progressed 
actively,  and  the  proposed  conference  and  the  presence  at  this  capital 
of  the  plenipotentiaries  of  the  two  Governments,  out  of  which  the  since 
rejected  treaty  of  February  7,  1888,  eventuated,  had  their  natural  influ- 
ence in  repressing  causes  of  complaint  in  relation  to  the  fisheries.  There- 
fore since  March  3,  1887,  no  case  has  l)een  reported  to  the  Department 
of  State  wherein  complaint  was  made  of  unfriendly  or  unlawful  treat- 
ment of  American  fishing  vessels  on  the  part  of  the  Canadian  authorities 
in  w^hich  reparation  was  not  promptly  and  satisfactorily  obtained  by  the 
United  States  consul-general  at  Halifax. 

A  single  case  of  alleged  unjust  treatment  of  an  American  merchant 
vessel,  not  engaged  in  fishing,  has  Ix^en  reported  since  March  3,  1887. 
Tliis  was  the  ship  /hidgcicater^  which  was  first  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Department  of  State  by  the  claimant  by  petition  filed  June  i,  1888. 

On  June  18,  1888,  legal  counsel,  who  ai)peared  and  desired  to  be  heard, 
filed  their  formal  authority  and  the  claim  was  at  once  duly  investigated, 
and  on  June  22,  1S8S,  a  conununication  was  addressed  by  the  Secretary 
of  State  to  the  British  minister,  which  sets  forth  the  history  of  the  claim, 
and  a  co])y  of  which  is  herewith  transmitted;  and  of  this  formal  acknowl- 
edgment was  made,  but  no  further  reply  has  been  received.

Jo  the  Cojigress: 

I  have  this  day  approved  House  bill  No.  1 1336,  supplementary  to  an 
act  entitled  "An  act  to  execute  certain  treaty  stipulations  relating  to 
Chinese,"  api)roved  the  6th  day  of  May,  1882. 

It  seems  to  me  that  some  suggestions  and  recommendations  may 
])roperly  accompany  my  approval  of  this  bill. 

Its  object  is  to  more  effectually  accomplish  by  legislation  the  exclusion 
fnmi  this  country  of  Chinese  laborers. 
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The  experiment  of  blending  the  social  habits  and  mutual  race  idio- 
syncrasies of  the  Chinese  laboring  classes  with  those  of  the  great  body 
of  the  people  of  the  United  States  has  Ijeeii  proved  by  the  experience  of 
twenty  years,  and  ever  since  the  Burlingame  treaty  of  i86s,  to  be  in 
every  sense  unwise,  impolitic,  and  injurious  to  both  nations.  With  the 
lapse  of  time  the  necessity  for  its  abandonment  has  grown  in  force,  until 
those  having  in  charge  the  Government  of  the  respective  countries  have 
resohed  to  modify  and  sufficiently  abrogate  all  those  features  of  prior 
conventional  arrangements  which  permitted  the  coming  of  Chinese  labor- 
ers to  the  United  States. 

In  modification  of  prior  conventions  the  treaty  of  November  17,  18S0, 
was  concluded,  whereby,  in  the  first  article  thereof,  it  was  agreed  that 
the  United  States  should  at  will  regulate,  limit,  or  suspend  the  coming 
of  Chinese  laborers  to  the  United  States,  but  not  aiasolutely  prohibit  it; 
and  under  this  article  an  act  of  Congre.ss.  approved  on  May  6,  i88a  (see 
22  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  p.  58).  and  amended  July  g,  1884  (23  U.  S. 
Statutes  at  Large,  p.  i  igj.susjjended  for  ten  years  the  coming  of  Chinese 
laborers  to  the  United  States,  and  regulatetl  the  going  and  coming  of 
such  Chinese  laborers  as  were  at  that  time  in  the  United  States. 

It  was,  however,  soon  made  evident  that  the  mercenary  greed  of  the 
parties  who  were  trading  in  the  labor  of  this  class  of  the  Chinese  popula- 
tion was  proving  too  strong  for  the  just  execution  of  the  law,  and  that 
the  virtual  defeat  of  the  object  and  intent  of  both  law  and  treaty  was 
-being  fraudulently  accomplished  by  false  pretense  and  perjury,  contrary 
to  the  cxpre.-i-ied  will  of  both  (.lovernments. 

To  such  an  extent  lias  the  .-iuccessful  violation  of  the  treaty  and  the 
laws  on.ictcd  for  its  execution  progressed  that  the  courts  in  the  Pacific 
StatfS  hLi\-u  l)eun  for  some  time  past  overwhelmed  by  the  examination  of 
cases  of  Chinese  lalwrers  who  are  charged  with  having  entered  our  ports 
under  fraiuhileiit  certificates  of  return  or  seek  to  establish  by  perjury  the 
claim  of  prior  residence. 

Sncli  (k-i  lion  st  ration  of  the  inoperative  and  inefficient  condition  of  the 
treaty  and  law  has  proiUiced  deep-seated  and  increasing  discontent  among 
the  ]ieople  of  the  ITnited  .States,  and  especially  with  those  resident  on  the 
Pacific  Coast.  This  lias  induced  me  to  omit  no  effort  to  find  an  effectual 
remedy  for  the  evils  complained  of  and  to  answer  the  earnest  popular 
deiiianil  for  tjie  absolute  exclusion  of  Chinese  laborers  having  objects 
and  pnr]M>scs  nnJike  our  own  and  wholly  disconnected  with  American 
citi/.eiisjiip. 

Allied  liy  tiie  presence  in  this  country  of  able  and  intelligent  diplo- 
matic and  consular  officers  of  the  Chinese  Government,  and  the  repre- 
sentations made  from  time  to  time  by  our  minister  in  China  under  the 
iiistrnctioiis  of  the  Department  of  State,  the  actual  condition  of  public 
sentiment  ami  the  status  of  affairs  iu  the  United  States  have  been  fully 
made  known  to  the  Government  of  China. 
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The  necessity  for  remedy  has  l)een  fully  appreciated  by  that  Goveni- 
ment,  and  in  August,  1886,  our  minister  at  Peking  received  from  the 
Chinese  foreign  office  a  connnunication  announcing  that  China,  of  her 
own  accord,  proposed  to  establish  a  system  of  strict  and  absolute  prohi- 
bition of  her  laborers,  under  heavy  penalties,  from  coming  to  the  United 
States,  and  likewise  to  prohibit  the  return  to  the  United  States  of  any 
Chinese  laborer  who  had  at  any  time  gone  back  to  China,  **in  order** 
(in  the  words  of  the  communication)  "that  the  Chinese  lalx>rers  may 
gradually  be  reduced  in  numlxir  and  causes  of  danger  averted  and  lives 
preserved.  * ' 

This  \dew  of  the  Chinese  Government,  so  completely  in  harmony  with 
that  of  the  United  States,  was  by  my  direction  speedily  formulated  in 
a  treaty  draft  between  the  two  nations,  embodying  the  propositions  so 
presented  by  the  Chinese  foreign  office. 

The  deliberations,  freciuent  oral  discussions,  and  correspondence  on 
the  general  questions  that  ensued  have  been  fully  communicated  by  me 
to  the  Senate  at  the  i)resent  session,  and,  as  contained  in  Senate  Execu- 
tive Document  O,  parts  i  and  2,  and  in  Senate  Executive  Document  No. 
272,  may  be  projx^rly  referred  to  as  containing  a  complete  history  of  the 
transaction. 

It  is  thus  easy  to  learn  how  the  joint  desires  and  unequivocal  mutual 
understanding  of  the  two  Governments  were  brought  into  articulated 
form  in  the  treaty,  which,  after  a  nuitual  exhibition  of  plenary  powers 
from  the  res])ective  Governments,  was  signed  and  concluded  by  the  pleni-* 
potentiaries  of  the  United  States  and  China  at  this  capital  on  March  12 
last. 

Being  submitted  f(^r  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  its  confirma- 
tion, on  the  7th  da_v  of  May  last,  was  accompanied  by  two  amendments 
which  that  lx>dy  ingrafted  uix)n  it. 

On  the  1 2th  day  of  the  same  month  the  Chinese  minister,  w^ho  was  the 
plenipotentiary  of  his  Government  in  the  negotiation  and  the  conclusion 
of  the  treaty,  in  a  note  to  the  Secretary  of  State  gave  his  approval  to 
these  amendments,  **as  they  did  not  alter  the  terms  of  the  treaty,'*  and 
the  amendments  were  at  once  telegraphed  to  China,  whither  the  orig- 
inal treaty  had  previously  been  sent  immediately  after  its  signature  on 
March  12. 

On  the  13th  day  of  last  month  I  approved  Senate  bill  No.  3304,  **to 
prohibit  the  coming  of  Chinese  lalx)rers  to  the  United  States."  This  bill 
was  intended  to  supplement  the  treaty,  and  was  api)roved  in  the  confi- 
dent anticipation  of  an  early  exchange  of  ratifications  of  the  treaty  and 
its  amendments  and  the  ]>roclamation  of  the  same,  upcm  which  event  the 
legislation  so  approved  was  by  its  terms  to  take  effect. 

No  information  of  any  definite  action  upon  the  treatj'  by  the  Chinese 
(lovernmcnt  was  received  until  the  2rst  ultimc^) — the  day  the  bill  which 
I  have  just  approved  was  j)resented  to  me — when  a  telegram  from  our 
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minister  at  Peking  to  the-  Secretary  of  State  announced  the  refusal  of  the 
Chinese  Government  to  exchange  ratifications  of  the  treaty  unless  fur- 
ther discussion  should  1^  had  with  a  view  to  shorten  the  period  stipu- 
lated i»  the  treaty  for  the  exchision  of  Chinese  laborers  and  to  change 
the  conditions  agreed  on,  which  should  entitle  auj-  Chinese  laborer  who 
might  go  back  to  China  to  return  again  to  the  United  States. 

By  a  note  from  the  chargd  d'affaires  ad  interim  of  China  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  received  on  the  evening  of  the  25th  ultimo  (a  copy  of  which 
is  herewith  transmitted,  together  with  the  reply  thereto),  a  third  amend- 
ment is  proposed,  wherebj-  the  certificate  under  which  any  departing 
Chinese  laborer  alleging  the  possession  of  property  in  the  United  States 
would  be  enabled  to  retnrn  to  this  coiuitry  should  lie  granted  by  the 
Chinese  consul  instead  of  the  United  States  collector,  as  had  been  pro- 
vided in  the  treaty. 

The  obvious  and  necessary  effect  of  this  last  proposition  would  be 
practically  to  place  the  execution  of  the  treaty  beyond  the  control  of 
the  United  States. 

Article  I  of  the  treaty  proposed  to  be  so  materially  altered  liad  in  the 
course  of  the  negotiations  been  settled  in  acquiescence  with  the  request 
of  the  Chinese  plenipotentiary  and  to  his  expre.ssed  satisfaction. 

lu  1886,  as  appears  in  the  documents  heretofore  referred  to,  the  Chi- 
nese foreign  office  had  formally  proposed  to  our  minister  strict  exclusion 
of  Chinese  laborers  from  the  United  States  without  limitation,  and  had 
otherwise  and  more  definitely  stated  that  no  terra  whatever  for  exclusion 
was  iiece'^sury.  for  (he  reason  that  China  would  of  itself  take  steps  to 
prevent  its  lalxjrers  from  coming  to  the  United  States. 

In  tlie  course  of  tht  negotiations  that  followed  suggestions  from  the 
sanit:  r|uarler  led  to  the  insertion  in  behalf  of  the  United  States  of  a  term 
of  ■' tliirty  years,"  aiul  this  term,  upon  the  representations  of  the  Chinese 
]>k-iiii«teiitiLiry.  was  reduced  to  "twenty  years,"  and  finally  so  ag;reed 
upon. 

Article  II  was  wholly  of  Chinese  origination,  and  to  that  alone  owes  its 
presence  in  the  treaty. 

And  it  is  here  pertinent  to  remark  that  everywhere  in  the  United 
States  laws  for  the  collection  of  debts  are  equally  available  to  all  cred- 
itor'^  witliont  rt-s])ect  to  race,  sex,  nationality,  or  place  of  residence,  and 
eciiiaily  willi  the  citizens  or  subjects  of  the  most  favored  nations  and  with 
tbf  citizens  of  the  United  States  recovery  can  be  had  in  any  court  of  jus- 
lice  in  the  United  States  by  a  subject  of  China,  whether  of  the  laboring 
or  any  other  class. 

Xn  <lis:d>ility  accrues  from  nonresidence  of  a  plaintiff,  whose  claim  can 
be  enforLcd  in  the  usnal  way  l>y  him  or  his  assignee  or  attorney  in  our 
courts  of  justice- 

In  tlii-i  respect  it  can  not  l>e  alleged  that  there  exists  the  slightest  dis- 
crimination against  Chinese  subjects,  and  it  is  a  notable  fact  that  large 
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trading  firms  and  companies  and  indi\-idual  merchants  and  traders  of 
that  nation  are  profitably  established  at  numerous  points  throughout  the 
Union,  in  whose  hands  ever>-  claim  transmitted  by  an  absent  Chinaman 
of  a  just  and  lawful  nature  could  be  completely  enforced. 

The  admitted  and  paramount  right  and  duty  of  every  government 
to  exclude  from  its  borders  all  elements  of  foreign  population  which  for 
any  reason  retard  its  prosperity  or  are  detrimental  to  the  moral  and  phys- 
ical health  of  its  people  must  be  regarded  as  a  recognized  canon  of  inter- 
national law  and  intercourse.  China  herself  has  not  dissented  from  this 
doctrine,  but  has.  by  the  expressions  to  which  I  have  referred,  led  us  con- 
fidently to  rely  upon  such  action  on  her  part  in  cooperation  with  us  as 
would  enforce  the  exclusion  of  Chinese  laborers  from  our  country. 

This  cooperation  has  not,  however,  been  accorded  us.  Thus  from  the 
unexpected  and  disapfHMiiting  refusal  of  the  Chinese  Govennnent  to  con- 
firm the  acts  of  its  authorized  agent  and  to  c^rry  into  effect  an  interna- 
tional agreement,  the  main  feature  of  which  was  voluntarily  presented 
by  that  Government  for  our  acceptance,  and  which  had  been  the  subject 
of  long  and  careful  deliljeration.  an  emergency  has  arisen,  in  which  the 
(lovernment  of  the  United  States  is  called  upon  to  act  in  self-defense  by 
the  exercise  of  its  legislative  power.  I  can  not  but  regard  the  expres.sed 
demand  on  the  part  of  China  for  a  reexamination  and  renewed  discussion 
of  the  topics  so  completely  an-ered  by  mutual  treaty  stipulations  as  an 
indefinite  ]K)stponenient  and  practical  abandonment  of  the  objects  we 
have  in  view,  to  which  the  Government  of  China  may  justly  be  con.sid- 
ered  as  pledged. 

The  facts  and  circmnstances  which  I  have  narrated  lead  me.  in  the 
l)erformance  of  what  seems  to  me  to  be  my  official  duty,  to  join  the 
Congress  in  dealing  legislatively  with  the  question  of  the  exclusion  of 
Chinese  lal^orers,  in  lieu  of  further  attempts  to  adjust  it  by  international 
agreement. 

Hut  while  thus  exercising  our  inidoubted  right  in  the  interest  of  our 
|)e(jple  and  for  the  general  welfare  of  our  country,  justice  and  fairness 
seem  to  require  that  some  provision  should  be  made  by  act  or  joint 
res^^lution  under  which  such  Chinese  laterers  as  shall  actually  have 
embarked  on  their  return  to  the  United  States  before  the  passage  of  the 
law  this  day  a])pr()ved,  and  are  now  on  their  way,  may  be  permitted  to  jA 
land.  ])rovided  they  have  duly  and  lawfully  obtained  and  shall  pi 
certificates  heretofore  issued  pen  %  them  to  return  in

I  return  licrewitli  without  approval  House  bill  2477.  entitled  "An  act 
for  the  relief  of  Xathanicl  McKay  and  the  executors  of  Donald  McKay." 

It  is  pnj]xjsal  by  this  hill  to  allow  the  beneficiaries  named  therein  to 
present  to  the  Court  of  Claims  for  determination  certain  demands  made 
by  lliem  a^jainst  tlic  Ciovcrnment  on  account  of  the  construction  of  two 
ironclad  monitors  called  the  .Sqiiando  and  the  Nansel  and  a  side-wheel 
steamer  called  the  .Isliiulot. 

The  contracts  lor  building  these  vessels  were  made  early  in  1863.  It 
was  a:4rcL-(l  that  they  should  be  completed  within  six  or  eight  months. 
It  was  also  provided  in  these  contracts  that  the  Government  "should 
have  Ihc  i)rivile;;e  of  making  alterations  and  additions  to  the  plans  and 
sjitvifications  at  any  time  during  the  progress  of  the  work,  as  it  may 
deem  necessary  and  proper,"  and  that  if  said  alterations  and  additions 
sbciuld  c-msc  extra  expense  to  the  contractors  the  Government  would 
■■  ]iay  fc.r  tile  same  at  fair  and  reasonable  rates." 

It  thus  ;i]ipears  that  the  time  allowed  for  the  completion  of  these  ves- 
s(.l-  wa^  with  tile  assent  of  the  contractors  made  exceedingly  short;  that 
nolwitli>lanrli]^.;  this  fact  they  consented  to  permit  such  alterations  of 
plan>  as  must  almost  neces,sarily  prolong  the  time,  fixing  no  limit  to 
n,  and  that  in  the  same  breath  they  fix  tbeir  measure  of 
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compensation  for  such  alterations  and  an  extended  time  consequent 
thereon  at  "  a  fair  and  reasonable  rate ' '  for  the  extra  expense  caused 
thereby. 

Almost  immediately  upon  the  beginninp^  of  their  work  alterations  and 
changes  \vere  made  in  the  original  plans  for  these  vessels,  and  they 
were  repeated  and  continued  to  such  a  degree  that  the  completion  of  the 
vessels  was  delayed  many  months. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1864  and  early  in  the  year  1865  payments 
in  excess  of  the  contract  price  were  made  by  the  Navy  Department  to  the 
contractors  under  the  provisions  of  the  contract  alx)ve  recited.  The  con- 
tract ])rice  for  the  Squando  was  $395,000.  The  contractors  claimed  extra 
compensati<m  amounting  to  $337,329.46,  and  there  was  allowed  $194,- 
525.70.  The  contract  price  of  the  Nausct  was  $386,000,  the  extra  com- 
pensation claimed  was  $314,768.93,  and' the  amount  allowed  $192, 1 10.98. 
The  C(mtract  price  of  the  side-wheel  steamer  Ashuelot  was  $275,000,  the 
extra  compensation  claimed  was  $81,447.50,  and  the  amount  allowed  was 
$22,415.92.  The  different  sums  as  thus  adjusted  were  received  by  the 
contractors  in  settlement  of  their  claims  for  extra  ex^^nse,  and  receipts 
in  full  were  given  by  them  to  the  Government. 

A  number  of  other  contractors  had  done  like  work  for  the  Govern- 
ment and  claimed  to  have  demands  growing  out  of  the  same  for  extra 
ccmipensation. 

Ivvidehtly  with  the  view  of  investigating  and  settling  these  claims,  on 
the  9tli  day  of  March,  1865,  the  Senate  ])assed  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  ])e  requested  to  organize  a  board  of  not 
less  than  three  persons,  whose  duty  it  shaU  be  to  inquire  into  and  determine  how 
much  the  vessels  of  war  and  steam  machinery  contracted  for  by  the  Dejiartnient  in 
the  years  1S62  and  1S63  cost  the  contractors  over  and  above  the  contract  price  and 
allowance  for  extra  work,  and  reix)rt  the  same  to  the  Senate  at  its  next  f^ession; 
none  but  those  that  have  given  satisfaction  to  the  Department  to  be  considered. 

This  Ixxard  was  ap]x)inted  b\'  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  on  the  25th 
day  of  May,  i«'>65,  and  consisted  of  a  commodore,  a  chief  engineer,  and  a 
payma.ster  in  the  Navy.  Its  iK)wers  were  broad  and  lil)eral,  and  compre-  . 
hended  an  inquiry  touching  all  things  that  made  up  **the  cost  to  the 
contractors' '  of  their  work  in  excess  of  the  contract  price  and  allowances 
for  extra  work. 

The  board  convened  on  the  6th  day  of  Jinie,  1865,  and  sat  contin- 
uously mUil  the  23d  day  of  December  following,  and  made  nmnerous 
awards  to  contractors.  The  parties  mentioned  in  the  bill  now  under 
consideration  were  notified  on  the  9th  and  15th  days  of  June,  1865,  to 
]>repare  and  submit  testimony  to  the  board  in  support  of  their  claims,  and 
they  re])eatedly  signified  their  intention  to  do  so. 

Donald  McKav  was  the  contractor  for  the  constniction  of  the  monitor 
Nauscf  and  the  steamer  Ashuelot.  The  proceedings  of  the  board  show 
that  on  the  i  ith  day  of  August,  1865,  he  notified  the  board  that  the  only 
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claim  lic  made  for  loss  was  on  the  hull,  Iwiler,  and  machinerj-  of  the 
Aslnulot,  which  he  would  l:ie  prepared  to  present  Jii  about  six  weeks. 

Neither  of  these  parties  presented  any  statement  to  the  board,  and  no 
claim  of  theirs  was  passed  upon. 

On  the  2d  day  of  March,  1867,  an  act  was  passed  directing  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy  to  investigate  the  claims  of  all  contractors  for  building 
vessels  of  war  and  steim  machinery  for  the  same  under  contracts  made 
after  May  i,  1861.  and  before  January  i,  1864.  He  was  by  said  act  re- 
qnired  "to  ascertain  the  additional  cost  which  was  necessarily  incurred  by 
each  contractor  in  the  completion  of  his  work  by  reason  of  any  changes 
or  alterations  in  the  plans  and  specifications  retiuired  and  delays  in  the 
prosecution  of  the  work  occasioned  by  tlie  Government  which  were  not 
provided  for  in  the  original  contract. ' '  It  was  further  provided  that  there 
should  l>e  reported  to  Congress  a  tabular  statement  of  each  case,  ^vhich 
should  contain  ' '  the  name  of  the  contractor,  a  description  of  the  work, 
the  contract  price,  the  ^x'liole  increased  cost  of  the  work  over  the  contract 
price,  and  the  amount  of  such  increased  cost  caused  by  the  delay  and 
action  of  the  Goveniment  as  aforesaid,  and  the  amount  already  paid  the 
contractor  over  and  above  the  contract  price." 

Under  this  act  Commcxlore  J.  A.  Marchand.  Chief  Engineer  J.  W.  King, 
and  Paymaster  Edward  I''oster,  of  the  Navy,  were  designated  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy  to  make  the  investigation  reqiured.  These  officers 
on  the  26th  day  of  November,  1867,  made  a  report  of  their  proceedings, 
which  was  submitted  to  the  Senate  with  a  tabulated  statement  of  all  the 
claims  fxaniinL-d  by  ihfiii  and  tlit-ir  findings  thtTeon 

It  ap|>ears  liy  tins  report  that  the  claims  of  the  beneficiaries  mentioned 
in  ilic  bill  herewith  returned  were  examined  by  the  Ixiard,  and  that  noth- 
inj"  was  found  duu  thereon  under  the  terms  of  the  law  directing  their 
examinatinn. 

These  diiinis  have  frc(|ueiitly  been  before  Congress  since  that  time. 
They  have  1m.l-ii  favoiahly  reixirted  and  acted  upon  a  number  of  times, 
and  have  also  l>een  more  than  once  strongly  condenuied  by  committees  to 
whom  they  were  jx-fcrred. 

A  resiilutiim  was  passed  in  1871  by  the  Congress  referring  these  and 
other  claims  of  a  like  character  to  the  Court  of  Claims  for  adjudication, 
bul  it  was  willed  by  the  President  for  reasons  not  necessarily  affecting  the 
merits  of  the  claims. 

Thv  cast  i.t"  Chouteau  ;'.r.  The  United  States,  reported  in  Fifth  Otto, 
[laj^f  ii  I ,  which  arose  out  of  the  contract  to  build  a  vessel  called  the  Ellah, 
appear.-'  lo  ptesent  the  siiuic  features  that  t>elong  to  the  claims  here  con- 
sidered. It  is  ,-tated  in  the  report  of  the  House  committee  on  this  bill 
tliat  "the  Sqiiaiido  and  Nanscl  were  identical  in  the  original  plans  and 
the  clian.!,'cs  and  alterations  thereon  with  the  Ellah  and  Shiloh.  built  in 
Si.  I.diiis;"  and  yet  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  distinctly 
decided  in  the  Elltih  case  that  the  only  pretext  for  further  compensation 
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should  be  sought  for  in  the  contract,  where  the  contractor  had  evidently 
been  content  to  provide  for  all  the  remedy  he  desired. 

It  seems,  then,  that  the  contractors  mentioned  in  this  bill,  after  enter- 
ing into  contracts  plainly  indicating  that  changes  of  plans  and  consequent 
delay  in  their  work  were  in  their  contemplation,  availed  themselves  of 
the  remedy  which  they  themselves  had  provided,  and  thereupon  received 
alx)ut  50  |KT  cent  in  the  case  of  two  of  these  vessels  of  the  contract  price 
for  extra  work,  giving  the  Government  a  receipt  in  full.  When  soon 
thereafter  opportunity  was  offered  them  to  make  further  claim  of  as 
broad  a  nature  as  they  could  desire,  they  failed  to  do  so,  and  one  of  them 
disclaimed  any  right  to  recover  on  account  of  one  of  the  vessels,  though 
all  are  now  ificluded  in  the  present  bill.  In  1867  the  claims  were  fully 
examined  mider  a  law  of  Congress  and  rejected,  and  the  Supreme  Court 
in  an  exactly  similar  case  finds  neither  law  nor  equity  supporting  them. 

If  it  l)e  claimed  that  no  compensation  has  been  yet  allowed  solely  for 
the  increase  in  the  price  of  labor  and  material  caused  by  delay  in  construc- 
tion, it  is  no  hardship  to  say  that  as  the  contractors  made  provision  for 
change  of  plans  and  delay  they  must  be  held  to  have  taken  the  risk  of  such 
rise  in  ])rice  and  be  satisfied  with  the  provision  they  have  made  against 
it.  Besides,  much  of  the  increase  in  the  i)rice  of  labor  and  material  is 
included  in  the  extra  cost  which  has  already  l)een  reimbursed  to  them. 

Hut  the  bill  does  not  provide  that  these  contractors  shall  be  limited  in 
the  Court  of  Claims  to  a  recovery  solely  for  loss  (x:casioned  by  increase 
of  the  cost  of  labor  and  material  during  the  delay  caused  by  the  Govern- 
ment. Hy  the  terms  of  the  proposed  act  the  court  is  directed  to  ascertain 
the  additional  cost  necessarily  incurred  in  building  the  vessels  by  reason 
of  any  changes  or  alterations  in  the  i)lans  and  vSpecifications  and  delays 
in  the  prosecution  of  the  work.  This,  it  seems  to  me,  would  enable  these 
contractors  to  open  the  whole  question  of  compensation  for  extra  work. 

It  hardly  seems  fair  to  the  Government  to  |>ermit  these  claims  to  be 
presented  after  a  lapse  of  twenty-three  years  since  a  settlement  in  full 
was  made  and  recei])ts  given,  after  the  opportunity  which  has  Ijeen  ofTered 
for  establishing  further  claims  if  they  existed,  and  when,  as  a  consequence 
of  the  contractor's  neglect,  the  Government  would  lal)or  under  great  dis- 
advantages in  its  defense. 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  in  view  of  the  history  of  these  claims  and  the  sus- 
])icion  naturally  excited  as  to  their  merit,  that  no  injustice  will  be  done  if 
they  are  laid  at  rest  instead  of  being  given  new  life  and  vigor  in  the  Court

To  tlie  House  of  Representatives: 

I  return  herewith  without  approval  House  bill  No.  445,  entitled  **An 
act  granting  a  {tension  to  Laura  A.  Wright." 
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The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  is  the  widow  of  Charles  H.  Wright, 
who  was  pensioned  for  a  gunshot  woniid  recei\'ed  in  the  military  ser\'ice 
of  the  United  States  on  the  igtli  day  of  September,  1864.  He  continued 
m  the  receipt  of  such  pension  until  June  35,  1884,  when  he  committed 
suicide  by  hanging. 

It  is  alleged  on  behalf  of  his  widow  that  the  pain  caused  by  his  wound 
was  so  great  that  it  caused  temporary  insanity,  under  the  influence  of 
which  he  destroyed  himself. 

There  is  not  a  particle  of  proof  that  I  can  discover  tending  to  show  an 
unsound  mind,  unless  it  l>e  the  fact  of  his  suicide.  He  suffered  much 
pain  at  inter\'als.  He  was  a  farmer  in  comfortable  circumstances,  and 
according  to  the  testimony  of  one  of  the  physicians,  filed  in  support  of 
the  widow's  claim,  his  health  was  good  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  ex- 
cept for  the  wound  and  its  residts.  The  day  before  his  death  he  was 
engaged  in  work  connected  with  his  farming  occupation,  though  he  com- 
plained of  pain  from  his  wound.  Early  the  next  morning,  still  complain- 
ing, as  it  is  alleged,  of  his  wound,  he  went  out,  declaring  he  was  going  out 
to  milk^aud  not  returning  in  due  time,  upon  search  his  body  was  found 
and  liis  self-destruction  discovered.  This  was  nearly  twent;-  years  after 
the  deceased  received  his  wound,  and  there  is  not  a  suggestion  of  any 
act  or  word  of  his  in  all  that  time  indicating  insanity.  It  seems  to  mc 
it  can  hardly  tie  assumed  in  such  circumstances  that  the  insanity  ^nd 
death  of  the  soldier  resulted  from  pain  arising  from  his  wound,  merely 
l>ecause  no  other  explanation  can  be  given.  In  numerous  cases  of  .•iui- 
cide  no  cause  or  motive  for  self-destruction  is  discovered, 

\\"(.-  have  within  our  liorders  thousands  of  widows  living  in  poverty, 
and  souiL*  of  them  in  need,  whose  dead  husbands  fought  bravely  and 
weii  in  defense  of  the  ("lovernment,  but  whose  deaths  were  not  occasioned 
by  any  incident  of  military  .service.  In  these  cases  the  wife's  long  vigil 
at  the  Ix-'d  of  wasting  disca.se,  the  poverty  that  came  tefore  the  death, 
and  the  distressing  doubt  and  uncertainty  which  darkened  the  future 
Imve  nni  sefiircd  lo  such  widows  the  aid  of  our  pension  laws. 

With  these  in  sight  the  bounty  of  the  Government  may  without  injus- 
tice be  witlihelil  from  one  whose  soldier  husband  received  a  pension  for 
nearly  IweiUy  years,  though  all  that  time  able  to  labor,  and  who,  having 
reached  a  stage  of  comfortable  living,  made  his  wife  a  widow  by  destroy- 
ing his  own  life.

I  return  herewith  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  809,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  [tension  to  Hetsey  Mannsfield." 

It  is  projiosed  to  grant  a  {>ension  to  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill 
as  the  mother  of  Franklin  J.  Mannsfield,  who  enlisted  as  a  private  April 
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27,  1861 ,  and  died  in  camp  of  disease  on  the  14th  day  of  November,  in  the 
same  year.     His  mother  filed  an  application  for  pension  in  June,  1882. 

The  testimony  filed  in  the  Pension  Bureau  discloses  the  following 
facts: 

At  the  time  of  the  death  of  the  soldier  the  family,  l^esides  himself, 
consisted  of  three  persons — his  father  and  mother  and  an  unmarried 
sister.  They  owned  and  resided  upon  a  homestead  in  Wisconsin  com- 
prising 293  acres,  20  of  which  were  cleared,  the  balance  lx;ing  in  timber, 
all  unencumbered.  The  assessed  valuation  was  $1,170,  the  real  value 
being  considerably  more.  The  father  was  a  farmer  and  blacksmith, 
healthy  and  able-lx^died,  and  furnishing  a  comfortable  support,  but  shortly 
after  the  soldier's  death  he  began  to  drink  and  his  health  began  to  fail. 
Upon  the  marriage  of  the  daughter  he  deeded  her  50  acres  of  the  land. 
He  l)ecanie  indebted,  and  from  time  to  time  sold  jxjrtions  of  his  home- 
stead to  pay  debts;  but  in  1882,  at  the  time  the  mother's  application  for 
pension  was  filed,  there  still  remained  no  acres  of  land,  valued  at  about 
$3,300,  40  acres  of  which  was  mortgaged  in  1880  for  $600.  Since  1879 
the  farm  had  been  rented,  except  8  or  10  acres  reserved  for  a  residence 
for  the  family.  They  owned  two  cows,  and  the  rent  averaged  about  $125 
a  year. 

This  was  the  condition  of  affairs  as  late  as  1886,  when  the  claim  of 
the  mother  for  a  i)ension  was,  after  investigation,  rejected  by  the  Pension 
Bureau,  and  it  is  supi>osed  to  be  substantially  the  same  now. 

It  also  appears  that  a  son,  born  since  the  soldier's  death,  and  upward 
of  18  \ears  of  age,  resides  with  his  parents  and  furnishes  them  some 
assistance. 

The  claimant  certainly  was  not  dependent  in  the  least  degree  upon 
the  soldier  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  she  did  not  file  her  claim  for 
pension  until  nearly  twenty-one  years  thereafter. 

Though  the  lack  of  dependence  at  the  date  of  the  soldier's  death  is 
sufficient  to  defeat  a  parent's  claim  for  pension  luider  our  laws,  I  believe 
that  in  proper  cases  a  relaxation  of  rules  and  a  charitable  liberality 
should  be  shown  to  parents  old  and  in  absolute  need  through  default  of 
the  help  which,  it  may  be  presumed,  a  son  would  have  furnished  if  his 
life  had  not  l)een  sacrificed  in  his  country's  service. 

But  it  seems  to  me  the  cavSe  presented  here  can  not  be  reached  by  any 
theory  of  pensions  which  has  yet  been  suggested.

I  return  herewith  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  549,  entitled  **An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Hannah  R.  Langdon." 

The  husband  of  the  lx?neficiar>^  named  in  this  bill  entered  the  military 
service  of  the  United  States  as  assistant  surgeon  in  a  Vermont  regiment 
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on  the  7tli  day  of  October,  iS62,  and  luss  tlian  six  munths  thereafter  ten- 
dered liis  resignation,  based  upon  a  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability  on 
account  of  chronic  hepatitis  ( inflammation  of  the  liver)  and  diarrhea. 

On  the  i3th  day  of  June,  1880,  more  than  seventeen  years  after  his 
discharge,  he  filed  a  claim  for  pension,  alleging  chronic  diarrhea  and 
resulting  piles.  He  was  allowed  a  pension  in  January,  iSSi,  and  died  of 
consumption  on  the  24th  day  of  September,  in  the  same  j'ear. 

Prior  to  the  allowance  of  his  claim  for  pension  he  wrote  to  the  Bureau 
of  Pensions  a  full  histor>-  of  his  disability  as  resulting  from  chronic  diar- 
rhea and  piles,  and  in  that  letter  he  made  the  following  statement; 

I  have  hail  110  other  disease,  excL'pt  last  September  ( 18S0)  I  hail  pleurisy  and  con- 
gestion of  my  left  lung. 

From  other  sources  the  Bureau  derived  the  information  that  the  de- 
ceased had  suffered  an  attack  of  pleuro-pneumonia  on  his  left  side,  and 
that  his  recovery  had  been  ])artial. 

In  December,  1880,  he  was  examined  by  two  members  of  the  board  of 
surgeons  at  Burlington,  Vt.,  of  which  board  he  was  also  a  member,  and 
the  following  facts  were  certified: 

For  the  past  fifteen  years  clHimaiit  has  practiced  his  profcasiou  iu  this  citj*,  anil 
lias  up  to  within  a  year  or  a  year  and  a  half  of  this  date  shown  a  \Tgor  and  power  of 
endurance  ijuite  eqnal  to  the  labor  imposed  upon  him  by  the  popular  demand  for  his 
services.  About  a  year  ago  he  evinced  symptoms  of  breaking  down,  cough,  emacia- 
tion, and  debility. 

These  results — "breaking  down,  cough,  emaciation,  and  debility" — 
nru  the  natural  effects  of  stich  an  attack  as  the  deceased  himself  reported, 
tliotiirli  not  niiidt-  by  him  any  ground  of  a  claim  for  ]>ension,  and  it  seems 
ijuite  clear  that  his  dealli  iu  September,  i88i,  must  be  chargeable  to  the 
s;iiue  cause. 

His  widow,  tile  l)eneficiary  named  in  this  bill,  filed  her  claim  for  pen- 
sion Deceniber  5,  1881,  based  n]>on  the  ground  that  her  husband's  death 
from  cimsuniiition  was  due  to  the  chronic  diarrhea  for  which  be  was 
pL-nsioUcd.  riM)n  such  ap|ilicaliun  the  testimony  of  Dr.  H.  H.  Atwater 
was  filed,  tu  tile  effect  tliut  ahinit  1S79  he  l>egau  to  treat  the  deceased 
ri-t;ii]arlv  I'nr  plL-uro-jinemiuniia,  followed  l>y  abscesses  and  degeneration 
uf  Inn.!,'  ti^MiL'.  whith  finally  resulted  in  death,  and  that  these  diseased 
conditi'tiis  wx/vl'  coiii|i!ioated  with  digestive  affections,  such  as  diarrhea, 
dys]icpsia,  Liiid  in<Iigi.sL!ou.  Another  affidavit  of  Dr.  Atwater,  made  in 
i.ssi),  will  lie  luunil  in  t!ie  report  n^wn  this  bill  made  by  the  House  Com- 
mittee <.u  liiv;i]id  I'cnsi.ms. 

Tin.-  i-laiiiiaiit's  apjilication  for  a  pension  was  rejected  by  the  Pension 
liint:!!!  I'll  ilic  s;round  tliat  the  cause  of  her  husband's  death  was  not 
slinwn  ti)  Ii^vl-  bven  connected  in  any  degree  with  the  disease  on  account 
of  wliicJi  lie  was  ])ensiuiied  or  with  his  mihtary  service. 

I  am  entirely  satisfied  that  this  determination  was  correct. 

I  am  constrained  to  disapprove  the  bill  under  consideration,  because

it  is  thus  far  our  settled  and  avowed  policy  to  grant  pensions  only  to 

widows  whose  husbands  have  died  from  causes  related  to  military  ser\''- 

ice,  and  because  the  proiK)sed  legislation  would,  in  my  opinion,  result 

in  a  discrimination  in  favor  of  this  claimant  inifair  and  unjust  toward 

thousands  of  poor  widows  who  are  equally  entitled  to  our  sympathy  and 

benevolence.

To  tJie  Senate: 

I  return  without  api)roval  vSenate  bill  No.  258,  entitled  "An  act  for  the 
relief  of  Major  Daniel  N.  Bash,  paymaster,  United  States  Army/' 

The  object  of  this  bill  is  to  release  Paymaster  Bash  from  all  liability  to 
the  Ciovernment  for  the  loss  by  theft  of  $7,350.93,  which  was  intrusted 
to  him  for  the  payment  of  United  vStates  troops  at  various  posts,  one  of 
which  was  Fort  McKinncy,  in  Wyoming  Territory. 

He  started  from  Cheyenne  Depot,  accompanied  by  his  clerk,  D.  F.  Bash. 
Before  starting  he  attempted  to  ])nx:ure  an  iron  safe  in  which  he  could 
deposit  the  money  which  he  should  have  in  his  possession  durinjj^  his 
absence,  but  was  unable  to  do  so.  It  is  alle<^ed  that  it  is  customary  for 
paymasters  in  such  cases  to  be  furnished  w-ith  safes  by  the  Government. 

On  the  17th  day  of  March,  1SS7,  Major  Bash  arrived  at  Douglas, Wyo- 
\\\\\v^  Territory,  haviuLj^  in  his  possession  S350. 93,  which  was  a  balance 
left  in  his  hands  after  makiuj^^  ])revious  payments  on  the  way.  At  Doug- 
las he  recei\ed  by  express  $7,(X)o,  $250  of  which  were  in  silver.  He  was 
met  here  by  an  escort  consisting  of  a  sergeant  and  private  soldier,  who 
had  been  sent  from  Fort  Mc Kinney,  and  who  were  under  orders  to  report 
to  the  j)aymaster  at  Douglas  and  to  act  as  guard  from  that  place  to  Fort 
McKiiuiev. 

Another  unsuccessful  attempt  having  been  made  at  Douglas  to  obtain 
a  safe  or  treasure  l^)x  in  which  to  carry  the  money,  the  same  was  put  in  a 
leather  valise  as  the  best  thing  that  could  be  done  in  the  circumstances. 
The  money  was  first  handed  b}-  the  jxaymaster  to  his  clerk,  and  bj-  the 
clerk  put  in  the  valise  and  handed  to  the  sergeant  of  the  CvScort.  There 
is  evidence  that  the  sergeant  was  told  not  to  permit  it  to  be  out  of  his 
sight.  Innnediately  after  sui)per  at  Douglas  the  entire  party  entered  the 
stage  and  proceeded  upon  tlK-ir  journey,  the  sergeant  carrying  the  valise. 
Major  Bash  asserts  that  he  said  to  the  sergeant,  "  You  must  take  good 
care  of  the  valise;  it  contains  the  money." 

The  next  morning,  on  the  iSth  day  of  March,  the  party  arrived  at  Dry 
Cheyenne.  When  the  paymaster  went  in  to  breakfast  at  that  place,  he 
found  all  the  party  at  the  breakfast  table.  After  breakfast  he  walked 
out  to  the  stage,  the  sergeant  going  at  the  same  time.  He  asked  him 
what  he  had  done  with  the  valise,  and  received  the  reply  that  it  was  in 
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tile  stage.  He  tlien  saitl  to  the  sergeant,  "  Voii  ought  to  have  brought 
it  in  with  you;  you  should  take  better  care  of  that  vahse."  The  vahse 
was  then  examined  and  the  money  was  found  untouched. 

Pursuing  their  journej-,  the  party  arrived  at  Antelope  Springs,  Wyo- 
ming Territory,  at  half  jjast  10  o'clock  the  same  morning.  The  pay- 
master alleges  that  he  asked  the  sergeant  if  lie  should  take  diuner  there, 
and  that,  being  auswertd  in  the  negati\-e,  he  remarked  to  him  that  he 
might  then  stay  at  the  stage;  that  he  then  went  to  the  stage  -station, 
leaving  the  two  soldiers  and  the  clerk  at  the  stage;  that  he  remained  at 
the  station  warming  himself  a  short  time,  finding  there  three  citizens, 
one  of  whom  he  afterwards  learned  \vas  Parker,  the  thief;  that  he  left 
the  room  in  which  he  had  been  wai-ming  himself  and  went  to  the  dining 
room,  passing  along  the  front  of  the  house,  and  as  he  did  so  noticed  the 
stage  standing  there  with  no  one  near  it  except  a  stock  tender;  that  on 
reaching  the  dining  room  he  found  his  entire  party  at  the  table;  that  he 
looked  "pretty  sharp"  at  the  sergeant,  as  he  was  surprised  to  see  him 
there,  but  as  he  was  just  eating  his  pie  he  (the  paymaster)  said  nothing 
to  him;  that  not  more  tliau  a  minute  after  that  the  sergeant  and  driver 
got  up  and  went  out;  that  three  or  four  minutes  after  they  went  out 
they  rushed  back  and  said  that  the  valise  had  been  taken. 

It  was  found  that  the  vahse  and  money  had  been  taken  by  Parker,  who 
liad  mounted  a  horse  and  ridden  away.  He  was  pursued  so  closely  that 
revolver  shots  were  exchanged  between  the  sergeant,  who  was  badly 
mounted,  and  the  thief.  The  sergeant  alleged  that  he  could  have  shot 
Parker  if  he  had  been  provided  with  it  gun  instead  of  a  revolver. 

The  facts  in  relation  to  this  subject  were  developed  upon  a  court  of 
in<|uiry  called  for  that  puriiose;  and  much  of  the  alx>ve  recited  is  derived 
from  the  evidence  of  Major  Bash  hiniself.  taken  upon  such  inquiry. 

Tin,'  following'  is  the  finding  of  the  court  concerning  the  conduct  of  the 
paymaster  in  llie  prcniiscs; 

Thfit  M;iji>r  ll;imul  X.  K;is]i,  ])iiyiiiiistiT,  I'liitt'd  States  Army,  did  not  give  such 
timet  anil  'kt:iiKil  oniirs  t"  tin-  iiii'tiilicrs  of  tlie  escort  as  to  the  manner  in  which 
tlii'v  .shiiiilil  s-ii^inl  till;  piililic  inoiiuy  in  his  (Hash's)  possession  while  en  route  to 
I'r.ri  McKinni y  ;is  tilt-  iinjiDri^LiiL-u  of  the  matter  re<juired.  and  that  he  did  not  take 
tile  (>rt>|Kr  ami  neees>;ir\  jiainr,  tti  set-  that  any  orders  which  he  had  given  on  this 

This  finding  defines  a  case  of  negligence  which  renders  the  paymaster 
lialile  fi  ir  tile  lu.-^s  of  ljn.se  funds.  But  a  number  of  army  officers,  includ- 
ing the  nieniher^  of  the  court  of  inquiry,  suggest  that  the  paymaster  thus 
found  ill  faull  should  be  relieved  from  responsibility.     This  is  much  the 

It  is  said  tJiat  a  s:ife  sliould  have  been  provided;  that  the  paymaster 
had  the  rii;hl  to  rely  upon  the  fidehty  and  efficiency  of  the  escort,  and 
thai  the  two  men  furnislied  him  as  an  escort  were  unintelligent  and  neg- 
ligu-nt;  that  they  .should  have  been  armed  with  guns  instead  of  pistols, 
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and  that  the  instructions  given  to  the  escort  by  the  paymaster  were  suf- 
ficient to  acquit  him  of  culpable  neglect. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  omissions  of  care  on  the  part  of  this  officer  are 
of  such  a  nature  as  to  render  much  that  is  urged  in  his  favor  irrelevant. 
He  had  the  charge  of  this  money.  It  was  his  care,  vigilance,  and  intelli- 
gence which  were  the  safeguards  of  its  protection.  If  he  had  as  full  an 
appreciation  as  he  indicates  of  the  importance  of  having  a  safe,  he  must 
have  known  that  in  its  absence  additional  care  and  watchfulness  on  his 
part  were  necessary,  whatever  his  escort  or  his  clerk  might  do. 

But  notwithstanding  all  this  he  vSeemed  quite  content  to  leave  this 
large  sum  of  money  in  the  hands  of  those  sent  to  him,  not  to  have  the 
custody  of  his  funds,  but  to  guard  him  from  violence  and  robbery.  Ou 
the  very  morning  of  the  day  the  theft  w^as  committed  he  had  found  fault 
with  the  sergeant  for  leaving  the  money  in  the  stage  while  he  took 
breakfast,  and  had  said  to  him  that  he  (the  sergeant)  ought  to  have 
brought  it  in  with  him.  He  here  furnishes  his  own  definition  of  the 
kind  of  care  which  should  have  been  taken,  of  the  money — ^the  sergeant 
"ought  to  have  brought  it  in  with  him;"  and  this  suggests  the  idea  that 
it  would  have  been  quite  consistent  with  his  duty,  and  perhaps  not  much 
beneath  his  dignity,  if  he  had  taken  it  in  him.self.  (Chief  Paymaster 
Terrell,  in  a  letter  favoring  leniency,  states  that  the  coin  could  not  have 
weighed  less  than  1 5  pounds. ) 

It  nuist  certainly  be  conceded  that  what  then  took  place  plainly 
warned  him  that  to  insure  the  safety  of  this  money  he  nuist  either  take 
l)ersonal  charge  of  it  or  he  nuist  at  least  be  sure  that  those  to  whom  he 
surrendered  it  were  watchful  and  vigilant.  And  yet  when,  a  few  hours 
later,  on  the  same  day,  upon  arriving  at  Antelo^xi  Springs,  he  was  in- 
formed by  the  sergeant  that  he  did  not  propose  to  take  dinner  there,  the 
paymaster  almost  casually  said  to  him,  "Then  you  stay  at  the  stage,''  and 
he  himself  went  to  a  room  at  the  station  to  warm  himself.  When,  as  he 
went  from  there  to  the  dining  room,  he  passed  the  stage  and  saw  no  one 
near  it  except  a  stock  tender,  a  very  conservative  idea  of  duty  and  care 
would  have  induced  him  to  stop  at  the  stage  and  ascertain  the  condition 
of  affairs.  If  he  had  done  so,  he  probably  would  have  found  the  money 
there,  and  could  have  taken  it  in  with  him  or  watched  it  until  some  of 
his  party  came  out  from  dinner.  Instead  of  doing  this,  he  himself  went 
to  the  dining  room,  and  indicated  his  surprise  at  seeing  the  sergeant 
there  by  looking  at  him  sharply.  However,  as  he  was  just  eating  his  pie, 
nothing  was  .said. 

It  is  not  improbable  that  the  thief  waited  for  the  clerk  and  escort, 
and  lastly  the  paymaster  himself,  to  enter  the  dining  room  before  ven- 
turing to  take,  entirely  unmolested,  the  valivSe  containing  the  money. 
When  it  is  considered  that  after  finishing  his  pie  the  sergeant  came  out 
to  the  stage  so  nearly  the  exact  moment  of  the  theft  that,  though  todly 
mounted,  he  was  able  to  approach  near  enough  in  pursuit  of  the  fleeing 
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thief  to  exchange  revolver  shots  with  him,  it  is  quite  apparent  that  the 
loss  might  have  been  prevented  if  the  paymaster  had  remained  a  short 
time  by  the  stage  when  he  saw  it  unprotected,  or  had  taken  the  valise  in 
with  him,  or  promptly  diverted  the  attention  of  the  sergeant  from  his  pie 
to  the  money  which  all  had  aWndoned. 

When,  therefore,  it  is  said  that  this  loss  can  1«  charged  in  any  degree 
to  the  neglect  or  default  of  the  Government,  it  is  answered  that  the  direct 
and  immeciiate  cause  of  the  loss  was  the  omission  on  the  part  of  this  pay- 
master of  the  Government,  in  whose  custotly  these  funds  were  placed,  of 
the  plainest  and  simplest  acts  of  prudence  and  care. 

The  temptation  is  very  strong  to  yield  assent  to  the  proposition  for  the 
relief  of  a  citizen  from  liability  to  the  Government  arising  from  conduct 
not  absolutely  criminal;  but  the  bonds  and  the  security  wisely  exacted 
by  the  Government  from  its  officers  to  insure  proper  discharge  of  public 
duty  will  be  of  very  limited  value  if  everything  is  to  be  excused  except 
actual  dishonesty. 

I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that  the  interests  of  the  public  would  be 
better  protected  if  fewer  private  bills  were  passed  relieving  officials,  upon 
slight  and  sentimental  grounds,  from  their  pecuniary  responsibilities;  and 
the  readiness  with  which  army  officers  join  in  apphcations  for  the  condo- 
nation of  negligence  on  the  part  of  their  army  comrades  does  not  tend, 
in  my  opinion,  to  maintain  that  re^rd  for  discipline  and  that  scrupu- 
l3us  observance  of  dnty  which  should  characterize  those  belonging  to 
their  honorable  profession.

I  rL-lnrn  witlKiut  approval  House  bill  No.  418,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ini^  a  jKiisinii  to  William  H.  lirokenshaw. " 

The  history  of  the  military  service  of  the  beneficiary  mentioned  in  this 
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bill,  as  derived  from  the  records  of  the  War  Department,  shows  that  he 
was  received  at  draft  rendezvous  at  Jackson,  Mich.,  on  the  25th  day  of 
March,  1865;  that  he  was  sent  to  the  Twenty-fourth  Regiment  of  Michi- 
gan Volunteers  on  the  29th  da)^  of  the  same  month,  and  that  he  was 
present  with  his  command,  without  any  record  of  disability,  from  that 
date  until  the  30th  day  of  June,  1865,  when  he  was  mustered  out  with  his 
company.  It  will  thus  l)e  seen  that  he  was  in  the  service  a  few  days 
more  than  three  months,  just  at  the  close  of  the  war.  It  is  not  alleged 
that  he  did  any  actual  fighting. 

In  1883  he  filed  an  application  for  pension,  alleging  that  on  the  even- 
ing of  the  25th  of  March.  1865,  being  the  da}'  he  was  received  at  ren- 
dezvous, he  was  injured  in  his  riljs  while  getting  into  his  bunk  by  three 
other  recruits,  who  were  scuffling  in  the  room  and  who  jumped  upon  him 
or  crushed  him  against  the  side  of  his  bunk. 

An  examination  upon  such  application  made  in  1884  tended  to  show 
an  injury  to  his  ribs,  but  the  claim  was  rejected  upon  the  ground  that  no 
injury  was  incurred  in  the  line  of  duty.  It  must  be  conceded  that  upon 
the  claimant's  own  showing  he  was  not  injured  as  an  incident  to  military 
ser^dce. 

Aside  from  this  objection,  it  is  hardly  pOvSsible  that  an  injury  of  this 
kind,  producing  the  consequences  which  it  is  alleged  followed  its  inflic- 
tion, could  have  been  sustained  by  this  soldier  and  not  in  the  least 
interrupted  the  performance  of  his  military  service,  though  such  ser\'ice 
was  very  short  and  probably  not  severe.  When  with  this  it  is  considered 
that  eighteen  years  elapsed  between  the  date  of  the  alleged  injury  and 
the  soldier's  application  for  pension,  I  am  satisfied  that  no  injustice  will 
be  done  if  the  disposition  made  of  this  case  by  the  Pension  Bureau  is 
allowed  to  stand.

I  return  without  approval  House  l)ill  No.  4633,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  i)ension  to  Morris  T.  Mantor. ' ' 

The  records  in  this  case  show  that  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill 
enlisted  on  the  25th  day  of  February,  1864,  and  that  he  was  mustered 
out  July  18,  1865. 

It  is  also  shown  that  though  he  was  reported  sick  a  considerable  part 
of  his  i)eriod  of  service  there  is  no  mention  of  any  trouble  with  his  eyes. 

In  the  year  1880  he  filed  an  application  for  pension,  alleging  dropsy  and 
disease  of  his  eyes,  caused  by  an  explosion  of  anmuinition. 

The  case  was  examined  in  1882  and  1883,  and  was  again  specially  ex- 
amined very  thoroughly  and  critically  in  1885. 

The  evidence  thus  secured  seemed  to  estal)lish  the  fact  that  the  claim- 
ant's eyes  were  sore  for  many  years  l)efore  enlistment,  and  that  their 
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condition  before  that  datu-.  during  liis  service,  and  after  his  disclmrxe 
did  not  materially  differ.  It  also  appeared  that  uo  iieusionable  disability 
from  dropsy  had  existed  since  the  filing  of  his  application. 

On  these  grounds  the  application  was  rejected,  and  I  am  convinced 
such  action  was  entirely  justified. 

The  reported  conduct  of  the  claimant  on  the  last  examination  aud  his 
attempts  to  influence  witnesses  in  their  testimony  add  weight  to  the 
proposition,  quite  vfell  established  by  the  proof,  that  his  claim  to  a  pen- 
sion lacks  merit.

I  return  without  appro\-al  House  bill  Nn.  5247,  entitled  '  'An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Wilhani  H.  Brimmer." 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  eub.sted  September  5,  1864.35  a 
wagon  master,  and  was  tb.scharged  on  the  30th  day  of  May,  1865.  There 
is  no  record  of  any  disability  during  his  short  service. 

In  February,  1888,  ne^irly  twenty-tiiree  years  after  hi.s  discharge,  be 
filed  an  application  for  a  pen.sion,  alleging  that  in  the  fall  of  1S64  he  was 
made  to  carry  sacks  of  corn,  which  produced  a  weakness  of  the  walls  of 
the  abdomen,  resulting  iit  rupture.  In  an  affidavit  filed  upon  said  appll* 
cation  the  claimant  testifies  that  he  said  nothing  about  bis  injury  or  dis- 
abilily  to  anyone  while  iu  ibe  ■service  and  can  furnish  110  evideiice  except 
his  own  statement. 

The  fir.-it  and  only  medical  evidence  presented  touching  this  clahn  is 
that  of  Dr.  Reytii.lds,  who  ex;aniined  him  in  1880  or  1881,  who  then  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  claimant  was  suffering  from  an  incomplete 
hernia,  which  a  few  months  thereafter  developed  iu  the  right  groin. 
From  this  examination  and  testimony  no  hint  is  furnished  that  the  in- 
jury was  dtie  lo  military  s<.-rviec.  nnr  any  intimation  that  it  might  be. 

In  I'ebiuary,  l^^S,^.a  medical  exannnatioii  was  made  under  direction 
of  the  IVnsitm  IJureau.  when  it  was  found  that  the  claimant  had  the 
general  appearance  of  htiiig  healthy  and  well  nourished,  but  that  he  had 
a  small  uncoui  plica  lei  1  inguinal  liernia  on  the  right  .side,  which  was  easily 

I  can  not  believe  u]ion  the  facts  presented  that  an  injurj' of  the  char- 
acter alleged  could  have  been  sustained  in  the  service  and  still  permitted 
the  perfnnninioe  (if  all  the  duties  of  wagon  master  for  mouths  thereafter, 
reniaiiniisr  nnileveln|ie(l  for  so  many  years,  and  that  there  should  now

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  6908,  entitled  "An  act  granting  a 
pension  to  William  P.Witt." 

The  beneficiary  named  in  the  bill  was  enrolled  for  one  hundred  daj^s* 
service  on  the  13th  day  of  July,  1864,  and  was  mustered  out  on  the  i6th 
day  of  November,  in  the  same  3'ear.  The  record  shows  that  he  was  re- 
ported present  on  all  rolls  until  he  was  mustered  out. 

He  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  1884,  alleging  that  he  incurred  chronic 
diarrhea,  liver  disease,  rheumatism,  and  a  disea.se of  the  head  affecting  his 
hearing  during  his  militar}'  ser^nce.  Two  comrades  testify  to  his  being 
sick  and  being  in  the  hospital  to  such  an  extent  as  to  wholly  discredit  his 
presence  with  his  company.  A  physician  testifies  that  he  prescribed  for 
him  some  time  in  the  month  of  November,  1864,  for  liver  disease  and  jaun- 
dice, to  which  rheumatism  sui)er\'ened,  confining  him  six  weeks  or  more. 

There  .seems  to  l)e  a  complete  hiatus  of  any  medical  or  other  evidence 
concerning  his  ph3\sical  condition  from  that  time  until  nearly  twenty 
years  thereafter,  in  July,  1884,  when  he  was  examined,  and  it  was  found 
that  he  had  impaired  hearing  in  both  ears,  but  no  symptoms  of  rlieuma- 
ti.sm,  and  that  his  liver  w- as  normal. 

Without  further  detailing  particulars,  the  entire  complexion  of  this 
case  satisfies  me  that  the  claimant  contracted  no  pen.sionable  disability 
during  his  one  hundred  days  of  service.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  4550,  entitled  **An  act  grant- 
ing a  pensi(m  to  Chloe  Quiggle,  widow  of  Philhp  Quiggle." 

The  husband  of  the  beneficiary  named  enlisted  February  11,  1865,  and 
was  discharged  vSeptember  27,  1865.  The  records  show  that  he  was 
reported  August  31,  1865,  as  **  absent,  confined  in  post  prison  at  Chatta- 
nooga since  August  18,  1865." 

He  filed  a  claim  for  pension  June  25,  1880,  alleging  that  after  a  march 
from  Chattanooga  to  a  point  i  Y^  miles  distant  and  back  he  upon  his 
return  drank  some  water,  which  produced  diarrhea,  since  which  time  he 
had  Ixjcn  troubled  also  with  disease  of  kidneys  and  rheumatism. 

He  died  in  Septemlxir,  1882,  and  the  claim  then  i>ending  on  his  behalf 
was  completed  by  his  widow.  After  a  sjx^cial  examination  the  claim  for 
diarrhea  was,  on  the  21st  day  of  April,  1887,  allowed  from  September  28, 
1865,  to  January  i,  1870,  when  it  was  shown  that  any  disability  from  this 
cause  ceased.  The  claim  for  disease  of  kidneys  and  rheumatism  was 
rejected  upon  the  ground  that  no  such  disabilities  were  shown  to  be  due 
to  military  service. 
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The  widow  filed  a  claim  011  lier  own  behalf  August  27,  18S3,  alleging 
the  death  of  the  soldier  from  the  results  of  prostration  by  heat  while 
marching  near  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  also  from  disease  of  Sidneys,  rheu- 
matism, and  chronic  diarrhea. 

It  is  reported  to  me  that  the  evidence  taken  during  a  special  examina- 
tion of  this  case  establi-;hed  that  before  and  after  enlistment  the  soldier 
was  addicted  to  the  excessive  use  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

One  phj'sician  stated  to  the  examiner  that  shortly  after  the  soldier's 
discharge  he  found  him  suffering  from  disease  of  kidneys  and  from  rheu- 
matism and  diarrhea,  but  that  he  concluded  the  disease  of  the  kidneys 
had  been  coming  on  for  a  year;  that  it  could  not  have  been  caused  by  n 
sunstroke  a  few  weeks  ])revioiisly,  and  that  tlie  diseases  were  of  longer 
standing  than  that. 

Another  physician  who  attended  the  soldier  during  his  last  illness  tes- 
tified that  he  did  not  know  that  he  suffered  from  any  disease  until  the 
sununer  of  1882;  that  he  found  him  suffering  from  retention  of  urine, 
and  that  the  difficulty  rapidly  developed  into  an  acute  attack  of  Bright's 
disease;  that  no  indications  of  rheumatism  were  found,  but  that  the  dis- 
ease progressed  steadily  and  was  a  well-marked  case  of  Bright's  disease 
of  the  kidneys.  He  also  testified  that  the  origin  of  the  disease  was  no 
doubt  recent,  though  possibly  it  might  have  existed  in  a  low  form  for 
some  years. 

A  medical  examination  in  May.  1882,  developed  no  disease  of  thfl 
kidneys. 

It  seems  to  me  that  all  the  reliable  testimony  in  the  case  tends  to  .'ihow 
K-ynnd  a  doubt  that  the  soldier's  death  was  not  due  to  any  incident  of 
his  military  .sen*i -e.  I  do  not  find  that  the  medical  testimony  given 
by  liis  nei.i;ht>ors  makes  a  suggestion  that  it  was,  and  upon  all  the  facts 
I  am  iA  tlie  opinion  that  the  pension  which  has  been  already  allowed  was 
a  Itlifi-al  <lisi»SLtion  of  the  case. 

Till-  liLtK-fitiarv  named  in  this  l)ill  is  aged,  and  it  would  certainly  be  a 
gratiricaumi  to  j^rant  her  relief;  but  the  question  is  whether  we  do  well 
!■)  fitabli^li  a  iirwedcnt  for  the  allowance  of  claims  of  this  character  in 
tlu-  .h-iribulion  of  pension  funds.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  ri.turn  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  465,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing n  ]ifii^ion  to  William  Snckman,  sr." 

TliL*  htiiefLciary  named  in  this  bill  .served  from  December  24,  1861,  to 
I'ubrnary  29,  1  S(')4,  in  the  Fifth  Regiment  of  the  Missouri  Mihtia  Cavalry, 

He  was  discharged  on  the  day  last  named  for  disability.  His  certifi- 
cate of  thscharge  states  his  disability  as  follows: 

Palpitation  oftlie  heart  and  defective  lungs,  the  disability  caused  by  falling  off  his 
horse  near  Fredericktown,  &I0.,  while  intoxicated,  on  detached  service,  in  the  month 
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of  September,  1S62.     Not  having  done  any  duty  since,  a  discharge  would  benefit  the 
Government  and  himself. 

It  appears  that  a  claim  for  pension  was  filed  in  the  year  1 88 1 ,  in  which 
the  claimant  alleged  that — 

At  Frederick  town,  Mo.,  about  the  loth  or  T2th  of  April,  1S63,  he  had  three  ribs 
broken  by  falling  from  his  horse  while  surrounded  by  guerrillas. 

It  will  be  seen  that  while  the  certificate  of  discharge  mentions  a  fall  in 
September,  1862,  no  allusion  is  made  to  any  fracture  of  ribs,  while  the 
claimant  alleges  such  an  injury  occurred  in  April,  1863. 

In  1885  the  surgeon  who  made  the  medical  certificate  attached  to  the 
discharge,  in  answer  to  an  inquir>'  made  by  the  Commissioner  of  Peii- 
vSions,  says: 

I  have  to  state  that  I  remember  the  case  very  distinctly.  I  made  the  examination 
in  person,  and  was  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  case.  I  read  the  statement  on 
which  the  application  for  discharge  was  based  to  the  man,  and  he  consente<l  to  have 
tlie  papers  forwarded  as  they  read.  The  application  for  pension  is  fraudulent  and 
should  not  be  allowed. 

I  have  omitted  references  made  to  the  habits  of  the  soldier  by  this 
medical  ofiicer. 

Of  course  much  reliance  should  be  placed  upon  these  statements  made 
by  an  officer  whose  business  it  was  to  know  the  exact  facts,  and  who  made 
his  certificate  at  a  time  when  such  facts  were  fresh  in  his  mind.  There 
is  no  intimation  that  the  surgeon  who  made  the  statement  referred  to 
was  inimical  to  the  soldier  or  influenced  by  any  inijust  motive. 

The  attempt  to  impeach  the  record  thus  made  is  based  upon  affidavits 
made  by  a  number  of  the  soldier's  comrades,  who  testify  to  his  character 
and  habits,  and  only  three  of  whom  speak  of  an  injury  to  the  soldier 
caused  by  falling  from  his  horse.  Two  of  these  aflfiants  allege  that  they 
were  with  the  claimant  on  detached  duty  when  his  horse  took  fright  and 
ran  away  with  him,  injuring  him  so  that  he  could  not  ri.sc  and  get  on  his 
horse  without  assistance.  So  far  as  these  affidavits  are  Ix^fore  nic,  no 
date  of  this  occurrence  is  given,  nothing  is  said  as  to  the  character  of  the 
injuries,  and  no  reference  is  made  to  the  condition  of  the  soldier  at  the 
time.  The  third  afiiant,  who  sjx^aks  of  an  injury,  says  that  it  occurred 
while  on  duty  on  the  march  from  Pilot  Knob  to  Cape  Girardeau,  in  the 
year  1S62  or  1863,  and  that  it  was  caused  by  the  soldier's  being  thrown 
from  his  horse.  He  says  further  that  the  soldier  was  not  intoxicated  at 
that  time. 

No  menticm  is  made  that  I  can  discover  of  any  fracture  of  the  ribs 
except  in  the  claimant's  application  for  pension  made  in  1881,  seventeen 
years  after  his  discharge,  and  in  a  reix)rt  of  an  examining  surgeon  made 
in  1882. 

With  no  denial  of  the  soldier's  condition,  as  stated  by  the  surgeon,  on 
the  part  of  the  only  parties  who  claim  to  have  l)een  present  at  the  time 
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of  the  injury,  I  can  not  satEsfy  myself,  in  \-icw  of  the  other  circiinistaiict.s 
surrounding  this  case,  that  the  allegations  contained  in  the  claimant's 
di5ch«ge  are  discredited.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  838,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Mary  Sullivan." 

On  the  ist  day  of  July,  1.SIS6,  an  act  was  approved  which  is  an  exact 
copy  of  the  one  herewith  returned.  In  pursuance  of  that  act  the  bene- 
ficiary's name  was  placed  upon  the  pension  rolls. 

A  second  law  for  the  same  purpose  is  of  course  unnecessary.

I  return  without  approval  Hmise  bill  No.  19, entitled  "Aii  act  for  the 
relief  of  H.  B.  Wilson,  administrator  of  the  estate  of  William  Tinder, 
deceased. ' ' 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  refund  to  the  estate  of  William  Tioder 
the  sum  of  $5,000,  which  was  paid  to  the  Government  by  his  administra- 
tor in  June,  1880,  upon  the  following  facts: 

In  1S76  two  indictments  wcje  fomid  against  one  Hvans,  charing  him 
with  prissiii;^  counterfeit  nionc\'.  In  May,  187S,  he  was  tried  upon  one 
of  said  indict  men  ts  and  the  jury  failed  to  agree.  Thereupon  the  prisoner 
entered  into  two  recognizances  in  the  snni  of  f,<,,ooo  each,  with  W.  R. 
Evans  ai)il  William  Tinder  as  sureties,  conditioned  for  the  appearance  of 
the  prisuner  Ivvans  .^t  the  next  term  of  the  court,  in  November,  1878,  for 
trial  Tipon  said  indictment.  Before  that  date,  however,  the  prisoner  fled 
the  country  and  fiiikd  to  appear  according  to  the  condition  of  his  bond. 
In  the  nieantime  William  Tinder  died  and  II.  B.  Wilson  was  appointed 
his  administrator. 

Suits  were  brought  upon  the  two  bail  bonds,  and,  the  liability  of  the 
sureties  not  l>eing  admitted,  the  .suits  were  tried  in  March,  rSbo.  resulting 
in  two  judgments  in  favor  of  the  lliiited  States  and  against  the  surety 
E.vans  and  the  estate  of  Tinder  for  $5,000  each  and  the  costs. 

Soon  tliereafier  an  application  was  made  by  the  administrator  of  the 
otate  of  William  Tinder  for  relief,  aiut  an  offer  was  made  by  him  to  pay 
S.^.ocKi  and  the  co?,ts  in  comi]ronuse  and  .settlement  of  the  hability  of  said 
estate  niMin  said  two  judgments. 

These  judgments  were  a  preferred  claim  against  the  estate,  which  was 
re'jiresented  to  Ix,- worth  sixteen  or  eighteen  thoU-sand dollars.  The  other 
sm-ety,  Ivvniis,  was  alleged  to  be  worthless,  and  it  was  claimed  that 
neither  the  administrator  of  the  Tinder  estate  nor  his  attorneys  liad 
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known  the  whereabouts  of  the  indicted  party  since  his  flight,  and  that 
some  time  would  elapse  l>efore  certain  litigation  in  which  the  estate  was 
involved  could  be  settled  and  the  claims  against  it  paid. 

It  was  considered  best  by  the  officers  of  the  Government  to  accept  the 
proposition  of  the  administrator,  which  was  done  in  June,  1880.  The 
sum  of  $5,099.06,  the  amount  of  one  of  said  judgments,  with  interest  and 
costs,  was  paid  into  the  United  vStates  Treasury,  and  the  estate  of  Tinder 
was  in  consideration  thereof  released  and  discharged  from  all  liability 
upon  lx)th  of  said  judgments. 

Thus  was  the  transaction  closed,  in  exact  accordance  with  the  wishes 
and  the  prayer  of  the  representative  of  this  estate  and  by  the  favor  and 
indulgence  of  the  Govennnent  upon  his  a])plication.  There  was,  so  far 
as  I  can  learn,  no  condition  attached,  and  no  understanding  or  afi^ee- 
ment  that  any  future  occurrence  would  affect  the  finality  of  the  compro- 
mise by  which  the  Government  had  accei)ted  one-half  of  its  claim  in  full 
settlement. 

It  appears  that  in  1881  the  party  indicted  was  arrested  and  broufs^ht  to 
trial,  which  resulted  in  his  conviction;  and  aj)parently  for  this  reason 
alone  it  is  pro]X)sed  by  the  bill  under  consideration  to  o])en  the  settle- 
ment made  at  the  request  of  the  administrator  and  refund  to  him  the 
sum  which  he  ]^aid  on  such  settlement  pursuant  to  his  own  offer. 

I  can  see  no  fairness  or  justice  to  the  Government  in  such  a  ]>ro]K>si- 
tion.  I  do  not  find  any  statement  that  the  administrator  delivered  the 
prisoner  to  the  United  vStates  authorities  for  trial.  On  the  contrary,  it 
ap])ears  from  an  examination  made  in  the  First  Comptroller's  Office  that 
he  was  arrested  by  the  marshal  on  the  25th  day  of  May,  188 1,  who  charged 
and  was  paid  his  fees  therefor.  And  if  the  administrator  had  surrendered 
the  j^risoner  to  justice  it  would  not  entitle  him  to  the  repayment  of  the 
money  he  has  ])aid  to  compromise  the  two  judgments  against  him. 

The  temptation  to  relieve  from  contracts  with  the  Govennnent  upon 
])lausible  api)lication  is,  in  my  opinion,  not  sufficiently  resisted;  hut  to 
refund  money  ]>ai(l  into  the  public  Treasury  upon  such  a  lilx;ral  compro- 
mise as  is  exhibited  in  this  case  seems  like  a  departure  fnmi  all  business 
principles  and  an  unsafe  concession  that  the  interests  of  the  (xovernment 

are  to  be  easily  surrendered.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  4534,  entitled  *'An  act  for 
the  relief  of  Emily  G.  Mills." 

The  object  of  this  bill  is  to  provide  a  pension  for  the  beneficiary  named 
therein  as  the  widow  of  Oscar  B.  Mills,  late  a  second  assistant  engineer, 
retired,  in  the  United  States  Navy.     The  deceased  was  appointed  an 
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acting  third  assistant  engineer  in  October,  1862,  and  in  1S64  he  was  pro- 
moted to  tlie  place  of  Sfcond  assistant  engineer. 

It  is  supposed  that  while  in  active  service  he  did  his  full  duty,  though 
I  am  not  informed  of  any  distinguished  acts  of  bra\-ery  or  heroism.  lu 
Febriiarj-,  1871,  he  was  l.>efore  a  naval  retiring  board,  which  foimd  that 
he  was  incapacitated  for  acti\-e  service  on  accoinit  of  malarious  fever, 
contracted  in  1868,  anil  recommended  tliat  he  be  allowed  six  months' 
leave  of  absence  to  recci\-er  his  health. 

In  December,  1871,  he  was  again  examined  for  retirement,  and  the 
board  found  that  he  wns  not  in  any  way  incapacitated  from  pcrfoniiiug 
the  duties  of  his  office.  The  next  year,  in  1873,  another  retiring  lx>ard, 
upon  an  examination  of  his  case,  found  that  he  was  "laboring  under  gen- 
eral debility,  the  effect  of  inlemiittent  fever  acting  upon  an  originally  deli- 
cate constitution,"  and  he  was  thereupon  placed  upon  the  retired  list  of 
the  Navy. 

On  the  10th  day  of  August,  1873,  he  was  accideutally  shot  and  killed 
by  a  neighbor,  who  was  attempting  to  shoot  an  owl. 

As  long  as  there  is  tlie  least  pretense  of  limiting  the  bestowal  of  pen- 
sions to  disability  or  death  in  some  way  related  to  the  incidents  of  mili- 
tary and  naval  service,  claims  of  this  description  can  not  consistently  Ix^

I  rttnrti  williuut  approval  House  l>iU  No.  1406,  entitled  "An  act  to  pro- 
vide f<)r  the  sale  of  certain  New  York  Indian  lauds  in  Kansas." 

Prior  to  the  year  1S3S  a  numl>er  of  bands  and  tribes  of  New  York 
IiKlians  had  obtained  500,000  acres  of  land  in  the  State  of  Wisconsin, 
npini  whicli  thk-y  pn)po.sL-d  to  reside.  In  the  year  above  named  a  treaty 
was  enlertd  int<i  lietweui  the  United  States  and  these  Indians  whereby 
IIk'v  rL'linqni>lied  to  the  Coveninient  these  Wisconsin  lands.  In  con- 
sideraliiiii  tlK-reof.  and,  as  the  treaty  declares,  "in  order  to  manifest  ihe 
dei,|>  iiUi,t\>l  of  the  I'nitvd  Slates  in  the  future  peace  and  prosperity  of 
tht-  Xt-w  V<irk  Indians,"  it  was  agreed  there  should  be  set  apart  as  a 
pL-rniaiietU  honii.-  for  all  the  New  York  Indians  then  residing  in  the  State 
of  Nl-w  York,  or  in  Wisconsin,  or  elsewhere  in  the  United  States,  who 
had  no  ]icrnianeiit  home,  a  tract  of  land  amounting  to  1,824,000  acres, 
directly  west  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  and  now  included  in  the  State  of 
Kans;is — lidng  3J0  acres  for  each  Indian,  as  their  number  was  then  coni- 
puieil — '"to  jiave  and  to  hold  the  .same  in  fee  simple  to  the  said  tribes  or 
nations  of  Indians  l>y  patent  from  tlie  President  of  the  United  States." 

I'ull  ]iower  and  authority  was  also  given  to  said  Indians  "to  divide 
said  l.iiid^  aiming  the  different  triljes,  nations,  or  bands  in  severalty," 
with  iliL-  liulu  to  sell  and  c<Jn^■ey  to  and  from  each  other  under  such 
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rules  and  regulations  as  should  be  adopted  by  said  Indians  in  their  re- 
spective trilxis  or  in  general  council. 

The  treaty  further  provided  that  such  of  the  triljes  of  these  Indians  as 
did  not  accept  vSaid  treaty  and  agree  to  remove  to  the  country  set  ap>art 
for  their  new  homes  within  five  years  or  such  other  time  as  the  Presi- 
dent might  from  time  to  time  appoint  should  forfeit  all  interest  in  the 
land  so  set  apart  to  the  United  States;  and  the  Govenmient  guaranteed 
to  protect  and  defend  them  in  the  peaceable  possession  and  enjoyment  of 
their  new  homes. 

I  have  no  positive  information  that  any  considerable  number  of  these 
Indians  removed  to  the  lands  provided  for  them  within  the  five  years 
limited  by  the  treaty.  Their  omission  to  do  so  may  have  Ix^en  owing 
to  the  failure  of  the  Government  to  appropriate  the  money  to  pay  the 
ex])ense  of  such  removal,  as  it  agreed  to  do  in  the  treaty. 

It  is,  however,  stated  in  a  letter  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  dated 
April  6, 1878,  contained  in  the  report  of  the  vSenate  connnittee  to  whom 
the  bill  under  consideration  was  referred,  that  in  the  year  1842  some  of 
these  Indians  settled  upon  the  lands  described  in  tlie  treaty;  and  it  is 
further  alleged  in  said  report  that  in  1846  about  two  hundred  more  of 
them  were  removed  to  said  lands. 

The  letter  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  above  referred  to  contains 
the  following  statement  concerning  these  Indian  occupants: 

I'rom  death  ami  the  hostility  of  the  settlers,  who  were  drawn  in  that  direction  by 
the  fertility  of  the  soil  and  other  ad vantajjjes,  all  of  the  ln<lians  j^adually  relinquishcil 
their  selections,  nntil  of  the  Indians  who  had  removed  thither  from  the  State  of 
New  York  only  thirty-two  remained  in  iS6<\ 

And  the  following  further  statement  is  made: 

The  fdes  of  the  Indian  Oflice  show  ahnnilant  proof  that  they  did  not  voluntarily 
relinqnish  their  occnpation. 

The  i)r()()f  thus  referred  to  is  indeed  abundant,  and  is  found  in  official 
rej^orls  and  affidavits  made  as  late  as  the  year  1859.  By  these  it  appears 
tliat  during  that  year,  in  repeated  instances,  Indian  men  and  widows  of 
deceased  Indians  were  driven  from  their  homes  by  the  threats  of  armed 
men;  that  in  one  case  at  least  the  habitation  of  an  Indian  woman  was 
burned,  and  tliat  the  kind  of  outrages  were  resorted  to  which  too  often 
follow  the  cupidity  of  whites  and  the  possession  of  fertile  lands  by  de- 
fenseless and  unprotected  Indians. 

An  agent,  in  an  official  letter  dated  August  9,  1859,  after  detailing  the  ' 
cruel  treatment  of  these  occupants  of  the  lands  which  the  Government 
had  given  them,  writes: 

Since  these  Indians  have  been  placed  under  my  charj^e,  which  was,  I  think,  in 
1855,  I  have  endeavored  to  protect  them;  but  complaint  after  complaint  has  reached 
me,  and  I  have  reported  their  situation  aji^ain  and  again;  and  I  hope  that  it  vrill  not 
l)e  lonj^  when  the  Indians  who  are  entitled  to  land  under  the  decision  of  the  Indian 
Oflice  shall  have  it  set  apart  to  them. 
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The  saiiic  agent,  under  clatt;  of  January  18,  iSCio,  referring  to  these 
Indians,  declares: 

Tlicse  Iiiciians  have  been  driven  off  tlicir  lanil  and  claims  upon  llie  New  York 
tract  by  tlie  whites,  and  they  arc  now  very  much  scattered  anrl  many  of  them  axv 
verj-  destitute. 

It  was  found  in  i860  that  of  all  the  Indians  who  had  prior  to  that  date 
selected  and  occupied  part  of  thene  lands  iml  thirty-two  remained,  and  it 
seems  to  have  been  deemtd  but  justice  to  them  to  confirm  their  selec- 
tions by  some  kind  of  governmental  grant  or  declaration,  though  it  does 
not  appear  that  any  of  them  had  been  able  to  maintain  actual  possession 
of  all  their  selected  lands  against  white  intrusion.  Tlins  certain  special 
commissioners  appointed  to  examine  this  subject,  under  date  of  May  29, 
i860,  make  the  following  statement: 


III  this  connection  it  may  be  proper  to  remark,  that  many  of  the  tracts  bo  selected 
were  claimed  by  lawless  men  who  had  compelled  the  Indians  to  abandon  them  under 
threats  of  violence;  but  we  are  confident  tliat  no  serious  injury  will  be  done  to  any- 
one, as  the  improvements  are  of  but  little  value. 

On  the  14th  day  of  September,  i860,  certificates  were  issued  to  tile 
thirty-two  Indians  who  had  made  selections  of  lauds  and  who  still  stir- 
\-ived,  with  a  view  of  securing  to  them  such  selectious  and  at  the  same 
time  jn'anting  to  them  the  number  of  acres  which  it  was  provided  they 
should  have  by  the  treaty  of  1S38.  These  certificates  were  made  by  the 
Connnissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  and  declared  that  in  conformity  with 
tlik.-  provi^iotis  of  the  treaty  of  iS,i8  there  liad  been  assit^ned  and  allotted 
to  tlic  person  named  therein  530  acres  of  the  laud  designated  in  said 
treaty,  wliich  Uind  was  particularly  described  in  said  certificates,  which 
cnncluded  as  follows: 

.\ml  thi*  stliTlion  of  said  tract  for  the  exclusive  use  and  benefit  of  said  reserve, 
hininj;  Ikiu  ai)]iriin.-<l  by  the  tkcrctnry  of  the  Interior,  is  not  subject  to  be  alienated 
in  fw,  Icisi.l,  ..r  ..Unrwi^e  .li!.ii..se.l  of  except  to  the  United  States. 

Ill  .1  ItltL-r  dated  September  13,  1S60,  from  the  Indian  Commis.sioner 
ti'  the  a.UL-m  ill  ihe  neighborhood  of  tlicse  lands  reference  is  made  to  the 
cuiidiicl  i>f  whilL-  intruders  ui>oii  the  same,  and  the  following  instructions

I  have  to  direct  that  you  will  visit  the  New  York 
Ri-.'.rvi-  in  Kniiwis  al  your  larlitst  convenience,  accoiiipaiiied  by  those  Indians  living 
iiiiioEiy  ihi-  nN;ii;ts  III  whiim  siiid  lands  have  been  allotted,  with  a  view  to  place  them 

in  iiii~sis-.i )f  ihf  hinds  In  which  they  are  entitled;  and  if  you  should  meet  with 

iiii\  I'.'n  ifik  ri>isl,iiii.-i-  from  white  .settlers  you  will  report  their  names  to  this  office, 
ill  Mill,  1-  th.ii  :ip]iiii|>ri.iU-  action  may  Ix.-  taken  in  the  premises,  and  you  will  inform 
iluiii  Hi. It  if  th.  V  do  not  iTiitimliattly  abandon  said  lands  they  will  be  removed  by 
foil.'.  Wlu  II  you  ^ilali  have  j"iveii  tile  thirty-two  Indians  peaceable  possession  of 
Uu'ir  I.iniK,  r.r  aUi,iTipted  to  do  w  and  have  been  prevented  by  forcible  resistance, 
vou  \\\\\  iiiaki-  :i  ri^porl  of  your  action  to  this  Bureau. 
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The  records  of  the  Indian  Bureau  do  not  disclose  that  any  report  was 
ever  made  by  the  agent  to  whom  these  instructions  were  given. 

In  1 861  and  1862  mention  was  made  by  the  agents  of  the  destit  ite 
condition  of  these  Indians  and  of  their  being  deprived  of  their  lands, 
and  in  these  years  petitions  were  presented  in  their  l>ehalf  asking  that 
justice  be  done  them  on  account  of  the  failure  of  the  Government  to 
provide  them  with  homes. 

In  the  meantime,  and  in  December,  i860,  the  remainder  of  the  reser\'e 
not  allotted  to  the  thirty-two  survivors  was  thrown  oj>en  to  settlement 
by  Kxecutive  proclamation.  Of  course  this  was  followed  by  increased 
conflict  between  the  vSettlers  and  the  Indians.  It  is  presumed  that  it 
became  dangerous  for  those  to  whoHi  lands  had  been  allotted  to  attempt 
to  gain  |x)ssession  of  them.  On  the  4th  day  of  December,  1865,  Agent 
vSnow  returned  twenty-seven  of  the  certificates  of  allotment  which  had 
not  been  delivered,  and  wrote  as  follows  to  the  Indian  Bureau: 

A  few  of  these  Indians  were  at  one  time  put  in  possession  of  their  lands.  They 
were  driven  off  by  the  whites;  one  Indian  was  killed,  others  wounded,  and  their 
houses  burned.  White  men  at  this  time  have  i)ossession  of  these  lands,  and  have 
valuable  imj>r()vements  on  them.  The  Indians  are  deterred  even  asking  for  }x)sses- 
sion.  I  would  earnestly  ask,  as  agent  for  these  wronged  and  destitute  people,  that 
some  measure  be  adopted  by  the  Government  to  give  these  Indians  their  rights. 

A"  official  report  made  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  dated  Febni- 
ary  16, 187 1,  gives  the  history  of  these  lands,  and  concludes  as  follows: 

These  lands  are  now  all  or  nearly  all  occupied  by  white  persons  who  have  driven 
the  Indians  from  their  homes — in  some  instances  with  violence.  There  is  great 
necessity  that  some  relief  should  be  afforded  to  them  by  legislation  of  Congress, 
authorizing  the  issue  of  patents  to  the  allottees  or  giving  them  jx)wer  to  sell  and 
convey. 

In  this  way  they  will  be  enabled  to  realize  sometliing  from  the  land,  and  the 
occupants  can  secure  titles  for  their  homes. 

Aj^parently  in  the  line  of  this  recommendation,  and  in  an  attempt  to 
remedy  the  condition  of  affairs  then  existing,  an  act  was  passed  on  the 
i9tli  day  of  February,  1873,  permitting  heads  of  families  and  single  i>er- 
sons  over  2 1  years  of  age  who  had  made  settlements  and  improvements 
uix)n  and  were  bona  fuic  claimants  and  occupants  of  the  lands  for  which 
the  thirty-two  certificates  of  allotments  were  issued  to  enter  and  purcliase 
at  the  ])roper  land  office  such  lands  so  occupied  by  them,  not  exceeding 
160  acres,  u])on  paying  therefor  the  appraised  value  of  .said  tracts  respec- 
tively, to  be  ascertained  by  three  disinterested  and  competent  appraisers, 
to  Ixi  ai)iK)inted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  who  should  reiwrt  the 
value  of  sucli  lands,  exclusive  of  improvements,  but  that  no  sale  should 
l>e  made  under  said  act  for  less  than  $3.75  per  acre. 

It  was  further  provided  that  the  entries  allowed  should  be  made  witliin 
twelve  months  after  the  promulgation  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  of 
regulations  to  carry  said  act  into  effect,  and  that  the  money  arising  upon 
such  sales  should  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  in  trust 
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for  and  to  be  paid  to  the  Indians  respect i\-elr  to  whom  such  certificates 
of  allotment  had  been  issued,  or  to  their  heirs,  upon  satisfactory  proof  of 
tlieir  identity,  at  any  time  within  five  years  from  the  passage  of  the  act, 
and  that  in  default  of  Kuch  proof  the  money  should  become  a  part  of  the 
pubHc  moneys  of  the  United  States. 

It  was  also  further  provided  that  any  Indian  to  whom  any  certificate  of 
allotment  had  been  issued,  and  who  was  theu  occupying  the  land  allotted 
thereby,  should  be  entitled  to  receive  a  patent  therefor. 

Pursuant  to  this  statute  these  lands  were  appraised.  The  lowest  value 
per  acre  fixed  by  the  appraisers  was  $3.75,  and  the  highest  was  $10, 
making  the  average  for  the  whole  $4.90  per  acre-. 

It  is  reported  that  only  eight  pieces,  containing  879.76  acres  of  laud 
taken  from  six  of  these  Indian  allotments,  were  sold  under  this  statute 
to  the  settlers  thereon,  ]>roducing  the  sum  of  $4,058.06,  and  that  the  price 
paid  in  no  case  was  less  than  $4.50  per  acre. 

It  is  proposed  by  the  bill  under  consideration  to  sell  the  remainder  of 
this  allotted  land  to  those  who  failed  to  avail  themselves  of  the  law  of  1873 
for  the  sum  of  $2.50  per  acre. 

Whatever  may  be  said  of  the  effect  of  the  action  of  the  Indian  Bureau 
in  issuing  certificates  of  allotment  to  individual  Indians  as  it  relates  to 
the  title  of  the  lands  described  therein,  it  was  the  only  way  that  the 
Government  could  perform  its  treaty  obligation  to  furnish  homes  for  any 
number  of  Indians  less  than  a  tribe  or  band;  and  if  these  allotments  did 
not  vest  a  title  in  these  individual  Indians  they  secured  to  them  such 
ri>;hts  to  thL'  lands  as  tlie  Governnicnt  was  Ixjund  to  protect  and  which 
it  could  not  refuse  to  confirm  if  it  became  necessary  by  the  issuance  of 
patents  therefor. 

These  rit,'hts  are  fully  recognized  by  the  statute  of  1873,  as  well  as  by 
tlio  bill  undL-r  consideration. 

The  ri.Ljlit  and  power  of  the  Government  to  divest  these  allottees  of 
their  iiitcresls  under  their  certificates  is  so  questionable  that  perhaps  it 
could  only  Ijl-  done  under  the  plan  propose<l.  through  an  estoppel  arising 
from  the  acceptance  of  the  price  for  which  tlieir  allotted  lands  were  sold, 

lint  whatever  the  effect  of  a  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  bill 
would  III.-  uixtn  tJie  title  of  the  settlers  to  these  lands,  I  can  see  no  fair- 
ness or  justice  in  i>erniitting  them  to  enter  and  purchase  such  lands  at  a 
sum  nnicli  less  than  their  ajipraised  value  in  1873  and  for  hardly  one-half 
llie  ]>rice  paid  by  their  neighbors  under  the  law  passed  in  that  year. 

Tlie  occupanc\'  upon  these  lands  of  the  settlers  seeking  relief,  and  of 
their  grantors,  is  based  upon  wrong,  violence,  and  oppression.  A  con- 
timiation  of  the  wrongful  exclusion  of  these  Indians  from  their  lands 
should  not  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  wrongdoers.  The  opportunities 
afforded  b\'  the  law  of  187,1  were  neglected,  perhaps,  in  the  hope  and  be- 
lief thai  death  would  remove  the  Indians  who  by  their  appeals  for  justice 
ann<)\ed  those  w  ho  had  driven  them  from  their  homes,  and  perliaps  in 
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Ll.c  exi)cctatioii  that  the  heedlessness  of  the  Governinont  conceniiiig  its 
t/oligatioiis  to  the  Iiuiiaiis  would  siij)ply  easier  terms.  The  idea  is  too 
l)revaleiit  that,  as  against  those  who  by  emigratioii  and  settlement  upon 
our  frontier  extend  our  civilization  and  prosperity,  the  rights  of  the 
Indians  are  of  but  little  consecpience.  But  it  must  be  absolutely  true 
that  no  development  is  j^enuine  or  valuable  based  uix^n  the  violence  and 
cruelty  of  individuals  or  the  faithlessness  of  a  government. 

While  it  might  not  result  in  exact  justice  or  precisely  rc*ctify  the 
wrong  committed,  it  may  well  l)e  that  in  existing  circiunstances  the  in- 
terests of  the  allottees  or  their  heirs  demand  an  adjustment  of  the  kind 
now  proposed.  Hut  their  lands  certainly  are  worth  much  more  than 
they  were  in  1873,  and  the  settlers,  if  they  are  not  subjected  to  a  re- 
appraisement,  should  at  least  pay  the  price  at  which  the  lands  were 
api)raised  in  that  year. 

If  the  holders  of  the  interests  of  the  allottees  have  stich  a  title  as  will 
give  them  a  standing  in  the  courts  of  Kansas,  I  do  not  think  they  need 
fear  defeat  by  ])eing  charged  with  imj)rovements  under  the  occupying 
claimants'  act.  for  it  has  been  decided  in  a  case  to  be  found  in  the 
twentieth  volume  of  Kansas  ReiK)rts,  at  page  374,  that — 

NVithcr  the  title  nor  i)()sscssion  of  the  Indian  owner,  secured  by  treaty  with  the 
United  vStates  Government,  can  be  disturbed  by  State  legislation;  and  the  occupying 
claimants'  act  has  no  application  in  this  case. 

And  >et  the  dela\',  inicertainty,  and  expense  of  legal  contests  should 
be  considered. 

I  suggest  that  any  bill  which  is  ])assed  to  adjust  the  rights  of  these 
Indians  ])y  such  a  general  plan  as  is  embodied  in  the  bill  herewith  re- 
turned should  j)rovide  for  the  ])ayment  by  the  settlers  within  a  reasou- 
a])le  time  of  an  a])i>raised  value,  and  that  in  case  the  same  is  not  jxiid  by 
the  resi)ective  (Kxnipants  that  the  lands  be  sold  at  public  auction  for  a 

j)rice  not  less  than  the  aj)])raisement.

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  4357,  entitle<l  **An  act  to 
erect  a  juiblic  building  at  Allentown,  Pa." 

The  acconnnodation  of  the  postal  business  is  the  only  public  purpose 
for  which  the  Ciovernment  can  be  called  on  to  ])rovide,  which  is  sug- 
gested as  a  pretext  for  the  erection  of  this  building.  It  is  proposed  to 
ex]>end  "^^icyo^ooo  for  a  structure  to  be  used  as  a  post-office.  It  is  said 
that  a  dc]Mity  collector  of  internal  revenue  and  a  l)oard  of  pension  exam- 
iners are  located  at  Allentown,  but  I  do  not  understand  that  the  Go\'ern- 
ment  is  obliged  to  pnnnde  quarters  for  these  officers. 

The   usual  statement  is  made  in  support  of  this  bill  setting  fortb 
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the  growth  of  the  cily  where  it  is  proposed  to  locate  the  biiildiiij;  atid 
theaiiioiuit  aiidvaritiy  i if  the  b  11  siiie*i  which  is  there  transacted;  and  the 
postmaster  in  stereot\iwd  phrase  represents  the  desirability  of  increasetl 
accommodation  for  tliL-  transaction  of  the  business  under  his  charge. 

But  I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that  there  is  no  present  necessity  for 
the  expenditure  of  pcoo.ooo  for  auy  purpose  connected  with  the  public 
business  at  this  place. 

The  annual  rent  imw  paid  for  the  post-office  is  $1,300. 

The  interest,  at  3  per  cent,  upon  the  amount  now  asked  for  this  new 
building  is  $3,000.  As  .soon  as  it  is  undertaken  the  pay  of  a  superin- 
tendent of  its  construction  will  Ijegin,  and  after  its  completion  the  com- 
pensation of  janitors  and  other  expenses  of  its  maintenance  will  follow. 

The  plan  now  piir.sued  for  the  erection  of  public  buildings  Ls,  iu  my 
opinion,  very  objection  ah  k-.  They  are  often  built  where  they  are  not 
needed,  of  dimensions  and  at  a  cost  entirely  disproportionate  to  any 
public  use  lo  which  they  can  be  applied,  and  as  a  consequence  they  fre- 
quently serve  more  I')  ik-monstrate  the  activity  and  pertiuacity  of  those 
who  represent  localiliLS  dtsiring  this  kind  of  decoration  at  public  expense 
than  to  meet  any  necessity  of  the  Government.

I  rL'lnni  willKnit  iipimnal  Huiisl  bill  No.  7715,  entitled  "An  act  for 
ilic  rolit-1'  of  r.t-orgin  A.  Slrk-klett." 

liy  tliu  tL-rnis  of  this  bill  a  pension  is  allowed  to  the  beneficiary  above 
named,  whose  husband  died  on  the  aist  day  of  July,  1873.  It  ap|>ears 
from  the  records  that  he  was  mustered  into  the  service  to  date  from 
October  [o,  [S63.  to  Sfr\-e  for  one  year.  It  is  alleged  in  the  report  of  the 
connnittee  of  the  House  who  reported  this  bill  that  he  was  wounded  with 
Imcksliot  iti  the  face  and  head  by  bushwhackers,  wheu  on  recmituig 
SLiv  iie,  "11  the  23d  day  of  July,  1S63.  If  these  dates  are  correct,  he  was 
wuuiidtd  before  he  entered  the  service;  hut  this  fact  is  not  made  the 
basis  of  tile  disapproval  of  the  widow's  application  for  relief.  There 
seems,  however,  to  be  no  mention  of  any  such  injury  during  his  term  of 
,si.r\  k'e,  llu)u;,'h  he  is  reiMirted  sick  much  of  the  time  when  present  with 
his  re;;inietit,  and  is  reiKirted  as  once  in  hospital  for  a  disease  which,  to 
Sii\'  tile  k-a-t  of  it.  can  not  be  recognized  as  related  to  the  service. 

The  soldier  himself  made  110  application  for  pension. 

A  plnsieiaii  testifies  that  he  was  pre.sent  on  the  2ist  day  of  July,  1873, 
when  the  soldier  died;  that  he  examined  the  body  after  death,  and  to  the 
best  of  his  knowledge  such  death  was  caused  partially  by  epilepsy,  and 
that  the  ei)ik'psy  was  the  result  of  "wounds  about  the  face  and  head 
received  during  his  service  during  the  war." 
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Another  physician  testifies  that  the  soldier  aj>phed  to  him  for  treat- 
ment in  1 868,  and  that  his  disa])ility  was  the  development  of  confirmed 
epilepsy,  and  he  expresses  the  opinion  that  this  was  due  to  a  wound  from 
a  buckshot.  This  physician,  while  not  giving  epilepsy  as  the  cause  of 
death,  says  that  **  had  he  lived  to  die  a  natural  death  he  certainly  would 
have  died  an  insane  epileptic." 

The  report  sj^aks  of  his  death  by  *'an  accidental  shot." 

The  truth  appears  to  be  that  he  was  killed  by  a  pistol  shot  in  an  alter- 
cation with  another  man. 

Unless  it  shall  be  assumed  that  the  epilepsy  was  caused  by  the  ])uck- 
shot  wound  spoken  of,  and  unless  a  pension  should  l)e  allowed  because, 
if  the  soldier  had  not  been  killed  in  an  altercation,  he  might  have  soon 
died  from  such  epilepsy,  this  bill  is  entirely  devoid  of  merit. 

Surely  no  one  will  seriousl}'  ])roix)se  that  a  claim  for  pension  should 
rest  upon  a  conjecture  as  to  what  would  have  caused  death  if  it  had  not 
occurred  in  an  entirely  different  way. 

The  testimony  of  the  physician  who  testified  in  this  case  that  death 
was  caused  partially  by  epilepsy  suggests  the  extreme  recklessness  which 
may  characterize  medical  testimony  in  applications  for  pension.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  2282,  entitled  "An  act  to 
pension  Mrs.  Theodora  M.  Piatt." 

The  deceased  husband  of  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  served 
faithfully  and  w^ell  in  the  volunteer  service,  and  after  his  discharge  as 
major  entered  the  Regular  Army  and  was  on  the  retired  list  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  which  occurred  on  the  17th  day  of  April,  1885.  At  that 
time  he  seems  to  have  been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  the  law  at  Cov- 
ington, Ky. 

He  does  not  appear  to  have  contracted  any  distinct  and  definite  disa- 
bility in  his  army  service,  though  his  health  and  strength  were  doubtless 
somewhat  impaired  by  hardshij)  and  exposure. 

It  is  conceded  that  he  conunitted  suicide  by  shooting  himself  with  a 
pistol. 

A  coroner's  inquest  was  held  and  the  following  verdict  was  returned: 

lUMijaniin  IVI.  Pialt  came  to  his  death  from  a  pistol  bullet  through  the  brain,  fired 
from  a  pistol  in  his  own  hand,  with  suicidal  intent,  while  laboring  under  a  fit  of  tem- 
porary insanity,  caused  by  morbid  sensitiveness  of  wasted  opjKjrtunities  and  con- 
stantly hroo(Hng  over  imaginary  troubles  and  financial  difficulties. 

It  is  said  in  support  of  his  widow's  claim  for  pension  that,  being  lame 
as  a  result,  in  part  at  least,  of  his  mililar>'  service,  he,  by  reason  of  such 
lameness,  fell  from  a  staircase  a  few^  mouths  before  his  death,  the  injury 
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from  which  affected  his  miud,  causing  insanity,  which  in  its  tuni  resulted 
ill  his  suicide. 

Much  interest  is  manifested  in  this  case,  based  upon  former  friendship 
and  intimacy  with  the  deceased  and  kind  feeling  and  sympathy  for  his 
widow.  I  should  be  glad  to  resjxind  to  these  sentiments  to  the  extent 
of  approving  this  bill,  but  it  is  one  of  the  misfortunes  of  public  life  and 
oiKcial  responsibility  that  a  sense  of  duty  frequently  stands  between  a 
conception  of  right  and  a  sympathetic  inclination. 

The  verdict  returned  upon  the  coroner's  inquest,  founded  upon  a 
friendly  examination  of  nil  the  facts  surrounding  the  melancholy  death 
of  this  soldier,  made  at  tlie  time  of  death  and  in  the  midst  of  his  neigh- 
bors and  friends,  both  bj'  what  it  contains  and  by  what  is  omitted,  to- 
gether with  the  other  facts  developed,  leads  me  to  the  conclusion  that  if 
a  pension  is  granted  in  this  case  no  soldier's  widow's  application  baaed 
upon  suicide  can  be  consistently  rejected.

I  return  without  approval  House  hill  No.  5545,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Nancy  F.  Jennings." 

William  Jennings,  the  husband  of  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill, 
enlisted  in  October,  1861.  and  was  discharged  June  24,  1862,  upon  a  sur- 
jfcon's  certificate  of  disability,  the  cause  of  disjibility  being  thi:ri.-iii  stated 
as  "  hcnuirrhoids. " 

He  never  applied  for  a  pension,  and  died  in  1877  of  apoplexy. 

In  the  rt]x)rt  of  the  connnittee  which  reported  this  bill  the  allegation 
is  made  that  the  deceased  came  home  from  the  Army  with  chronic  diar- 
rhea and  suffered  from  the  same  to  the  date  of  his  death. 

The  widow  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  1878,  which  was  rejected  on  the 
ground  that  the  fatal  disease  <a]x>plexy)  was  not  due  to  military  service 
nor  the  result  of  cither  of  the  complaints  mentioned. 

If  we  are  to  adhere  to  the  rule  that  in  order  to  entitle  the  widow  of  a 
soldier  to  a  pension  the  death  of  her  husband  nm.st  be  in  someway  related 
ti)  his  mililary  .service,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  upon  its  merits  this 
case  was  properly  disposed  of  by  the  Pension  Bureau.

To  Ihc  House  of  Rcptcscniaihcs: 

I  return  without  approval  a  joint  resolution,  which  originated  in  the 
House  of  Representatives.  ' '  authorizing  the  use  and  improvement  of 
Castle  Island,  in  Boston  Harbor." 
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This  island  is  separated  from  the  mainland  of  the  city  of  Boston  by  a 
channel  over  one-half  mile  wide.  Fort  Indep)endence  is  located  on  the 
island,  and  it  is  regarded  by  our  military  authorities  as  quite  important 
to  the  defense  of  the  city. 

The  ;[]froposition  contained  in  the  joint  resolution  is  to  permit  the  city 
of  Boston,  through  its  park  connnissioners,  to  improve  and  beautify  this 
island  in  connection  with  a  public  park  to  l^e  laid  out  in  the  city,  with  the 
intention  of  joining  the  mainland  and  the  island  by  the  construction  of  a 
viaduct  or  causeway  across  the  water  now  separating  the  same. 

It  is  quite  plain  that  the  occupancy  of  this  island  as  a  place  of  pleasure 
and  recreation,  as  contemplated  under  this  resolution,  \vould  be  entirely 
inconsistent  with  military  or  defensive  uses.  I  do  not  regard  the  control 
reserv^ed  in  the  resolution  to  the  vSecretary  of  War  over  such  excavations, 
fillings,  and  structures  U])on  the  island  as  may  be  ])roposed  as  of  much 
importance.  When  a  park  is  established  there,  the  island  is  no  longer  a 
defense  in  time  of  need. 

This  scheme,  or  one  of  the  same  character,  was  broached  more  than 
four  years  ago,  and  met  the  disapproval  of  the  Secretary  of  War  and  the 
Engineer  Department. 

I  am  now  advised  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  and 
the  Lieutenant-General  of  the  Anny,  in  quite  ix)sitive  terms,  that  the  res- 
olution under  consideration  should  not,  for  reasons  fully  stated  bj"  them, 
become  operative. 

I  deem  the  opinions  of  these  officers  abundant  justification  for  my  dis- 
approval of  the  resolution  without  further  statement  of  objections.

To  the  Senate: 

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1064,  entitled  "An  act  for 
the  relief  of  L.J.  Worden." 

This  bill  directs  the  Postmaster- General  to  allow  to  L.  J.  Worden, 
recently  the  postmaster  at  Lawrence,  Kans. ,  the  sum  of  $625  paid  out 
by  him  as  such  jx)stmaster  for  clerk  hire  during  the  pericxl  from  July  i, 
18S2,  to  June  30. 1883. 

The  allowances  to  these  officers  for  clerk  hire  and  other  Uke  expenses 
are  fixed  in  each  case  by  the  Post-Office  Department  and  are  paid  out 
of  an  aj^propriation  made  in  gross  to  cover  them  all.  The  excess  of 
receipts  for  1k)x  rents  and  commissions  over  and  above  the  salary  of  the 
jx)stmaster  is  adopted  by  law  as  the  maxiinum  amount  of  such  allow- 
ances in  each  case,  and  within  that  limit  the  amount  <ipi)ropriatecl  is 
apiK)rtioned  by  the  Post-Office  Dei)artment  to  the  different  offices  accord- 
ing to  their  needs. 

The  allowances  to  the  Lawrence  jx^st-office  for  the  year  ending  June 
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30, 1883,  was  $3, 100.  This  was  fully  its  proportion  of  the  appropriation 
made  by  Congress  for  that  year,  and  as  mucb  as  was  in  uiost  cases  given 
to  other  offices  of  the  same  grade.  In  September,  1SS2,  during  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year  in  tuieslion,  the  postmaster  made  application  for  an 
increase  of  his  allowances,  which  was  declined,  and  a  similar  application 
in  December  of  the  same  year  was  also  declined.  The  reason  given  for 
noncompliance  with  this  request  in  both  cases  was  a  lack  of  funds.  It 
is  the  rule  to  make  only  such  allowances  in  any  year  as  can  be  paid  from 
the  appropriation  made  for  that  period. 

No  further  application  for  increase  of  allowances  was  made  by  Mr. 
Worden  until  March.  rSiS4,  when  the  same  were  increased  $300  for  the 
year,  to  date  from  the  1st  day  of  January  preceding. 

It  was  found  at  tliat  lime,  after  a  full  and  fair  investigation  hy  the 
Department,  which  had  in  hand  abundant  funds  for  an  increase  of  these 
allowances,  that  notwithstanding  the  increase  of  business  at  tliis  post- 
office,  $300  added  to  the  allowances  for  the  year  from  July  i,  18S2,  to 
June  30,  1883,  was  sufficient;  and  yet  more  than  twice  that  sum  is  added 
by  the  bill  under  consideration  tn  the  allowances  for  the  year  last  named. 

Forty-four  postmasters  have  submitted  vouchers,  amounting  to  nearly 
$9,000,  for  clerk  hire  during  that  year  in  excess  of  allowances;  but  ihcy 
were  all  rejected,  and  I  iniderstand  have  not  been  insiste<l  upon. 

I  assume  that  the  Po.st-Office  Department  in  1884  dealt  justly  and  fairly 
by  the  postmaster  at  Lawrence,  and  upon  this  theory,  if  he  should  be  re- 
imbursed any  expenditure  for  a  previous  year,  the  demand  he  now  makes 

Hut  the  cases  should  be  exceetlingly  rare  in  which  postmasters  are 
awar(lc<l  any  more  than  the  allowances  made  by  the  Department  officers. 
TIiL-y  have  the  very  liest  means  of  ascertaining  the  amount  neces-sary  to 
meet  tile  demands  of  the  service  in  any  particular  case,  and  it  certainly 
may  lie  assumed  tliat  t]i(.-y  desire  to  properly  accommodate  the  public  in 
tile  matter  of  postal  facilities.  When  the  appropriation  is  sufficient,  the 
decisiuTi  of  tile  Departmcnit  .should  be  final;  and  when  the  money  in  hand 
does  not  admit  of  adequate  allowances,  postmasters  should  only  be  reim- 
bursed money  voluntarily  expended  by  them  when  recommended  by  the 
rnstiiiasler-Ceneral. 

.\ny  other  course  leads  to  the  exjienditure  of  money  by  postmasters 
for  work  which  they  should  do  tliuiiisL-lves  and  to  the  employment  of 
clerks  which  are  unnecessary.     Tl,i    :.  ■:  "V.    ■    ■.':  ■    •■■  ■';  ii    ;.■  *  may

tend  to  tlie  substitution  of  their  judgment  for  that  of  the  Department  and 
to  the  relaxation  of  wholesome  discipline. 

I  tliink,  when  the  application  of  Mr.  Worden  for  an  increase  in  his 
alluwaiices  wiis  twice  declined  for  any  cause  during  tJie  year  covering 
his  iiresent  demand,  that  if  he  made  jiersonal  expenditures  for  clerk  hire, 
and  especially  if  he  did  so  without  the  encouragement  of  the  Department, 
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they  were  made  at  his  own  risk.     It  appears,  too,  that  the  amount  of  his 
claim  is  larger  than  can  ])e  justified  in  any  event. 

GROVER  CLEVELAND. 

The  time  allowed  the  Executive  by  the  Constitution  for  the  examina- 
tion of  bills  presented  to  him  by  Congress  for  his  action  expired  in  the 
case  of  the  bill  herewith  returned  on  Saturday,  May  19.  The  Senate 
adjourned  or  took  a  recess  on  Thursday  afternoon,  May  17,  until  to-day, 
the  2 1  St  of  May. 

On  the  day  of  said  recess  or  adjournment  the  above  message,  disap- 
proving said  bill  and  accompanying  its  return  to  the  Senate,  where  it 
originated,  was  drawn,  and  on  May  18  was  engrossed  and  signed.  On 
Saturday,  the  iQtli  of  May,  the  Senate  not  being  in  session,  the  message 
and  the  bill  were  tendered  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  who  declined 
to  receive  them,  and  thereupon  they  were  on  the  same  day  tendered  to 
the  President  of  the  Senate,  who  also  declined  to  receive  the  same,  both 
of  these  officials  claiming  that  the  return  of  said  bill  and  the  delivery  of 
said  message  could  only  properly  be  made  to  the  Senate  when  in  actual 
session. 

They  are  therefore  transmitted  as  soon  as  the  Senate  reconvenes  after 
its  recess,  with  this  explanation.  GROVER  CLEVELAND. 

[May  22  the  Senate  proceeded,  as  the  Constitution  prescril^es,  to  recon- 
sider the  said  bill  returned  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  with  his 
objections,  pending  which  it  was  ordered  that  the  said  bill  and  message 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections.  No  action 
was  taken.]

To  the  House  of  Representatives : 

I  return  witliout  approval  House  bill  No.  88,  entitled  **An  act  granting 
a  2:)ension  to  Sally  A.  Randall." 

Antipas  Taber  enlisted  in  the  War  of  18 12  and  was  discharged  in  the 
year  18 14.  There  is  no  claim  made  that  he  received  any  injur}*  in 
the  Army  or  that  his  death,  which  hap^x^ned  long  after  his  discharge, 
was  in  the  slightest  degree  related  to  his  military  service.  It  does  not 
api^ear  that  he  ever  made  any  application  for  a  pension  or  was  ever  upon 
the  ]^nsion  rolls.  He  died  at  Trinidad,  in  the  island  of  Cuba,  April  11, 
1 83 1 ,  leaving  as  his  widow  the  beneficiary  mentioned  in  this  bill.  About 
twenty-two  years  after  his  death,  and  in  February,  1853,  she  married 
Allxirt  Randall,  and  twenty  years  thereafter,  in  October,  1873,  Randall 
died,  leaving  her  again  a  widow. 

■ 

It  is  alleged  in  the  report  of  the  committee  in  the  House  to  which  this 
bill  was  referred  that  Mrs.  Randall  is  a  worthy  woman,  75  years  of  age, 
in  needy  circumstances,  with  health  much  impaired,  and  that  the  petition 
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for  her  relief  was  signed  by  proiiiitient  citizens  of  Norwich,  Cotiii.  ,  where 
she  now  resides. 

All  this  certainly  commends  her  case  to  the  kinduess  aud  henev-olence 
of  the  citizens  mentioned,  and  the  State  of  Conuecticut  ought  not  to  allow 
her  to  be  in  needy  circu  instances. 

It  seems  to  me,  however,  that  it  would  establish  a  bad  precedent  to 
provide  for  her  from  the  I-'ederal  Treasury.  From  the  statement  of  her 
present  age  she  must  tave  lieen  bom  during  the  time  of  her  first  hus- 
band's enlistment.  She  knew  nothing  of  his  military  service  except  as 
the  same  may  have  been  detailed  to  her.  Her  first  widowhood  had  no 
connection  with  any  incident  or  condition  of  health  traceable  to  such 
service,  and  her  second  husband,  with  whom  she  lived  for  twenty  years, 
never  entered  the  military  service  of  the  Government. 

I  do  not  see  how  the  relief  proposed  can  be  granted  in  this  case  with- 
out an  unjustifiable  departure  from  the  rules  under  which  applications 
for  pension  should  be  detennined.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  879,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Royal  J.  Hiar." 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  enlisted  November  n,  1861,  in  the 
First  Regiment  of  Michigan  Engineers  and  Mechanics.  He  is  reported 
as  absent  without  proper  anthority  from  May  24,  1S62,  to  January  15, 
iS6,i,wlicn  he  was  discharged  by  reason  of  varicose  veins  of  the  left  leg 
and  thigh,  claimed  to  have  existed  before  enlistment. 

He  filed  a  claim  for  pension  August  30,  1876,  alleging  disease  of  the 
right  side  and  hip,  due  to  typhoid  pneumonia,  contracted  while  repairing 
a  hospital  lent  in  March. 1S62. 

There  is  no  record  of  this  disease.  The  proof  he  furnishes  of  the  same 
is  extremely  shglit,  tliongh  he  was  furnished  ample  opportunity.  The 
disability  of  which  he  complains  has  no  natural  relation  to  the  sickness 
he  claiius  to  have  had  during  his  service,  but  is  quite  a  natural  result  of 
"an  injury  while  logging."  to  which  .some  of  the  witnesses  examined  in 
a  special  examination  of  the  case  attribute  it.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5234,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  t'l  Cyrenius  G.  Stryker." 

Tile  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  enlisted  for  nine  months  in  Septem- 
ber, 1S62,  and  was  discharged  June  27,  1863. 
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His  enlistment  was  in  Conipan\'  A,  Thirtieth  New  Jersey  Regiment. 
The  bill  proix)ses  to  pension  him  as  "  a  private  in  Company  A,  Thirtieth 
Regiment  New  York  Volunteers." 

He  alleges  that  he  was  pushed  or  fell  from  the  ])latform  of  a  car  in 
which  he  was  transported  to  Washington  after  enlistment  and  injured  his 
spine.  On  the  claim  which  he  presented  to  the  Pension  Bureau  in  June, 
1879,  relocated  medical  examinations  failed  to  reveal  any  disability  from 
the  cause  alleged,  and  after  a  special  examination  liis  claim  was  rejected 
because,  with  the  assistance  of  such  special  examination,  the  claimant  did 
not  prove  the  origin  of  alleged  injury  in  service  and  the  line  of  duty  or 
a  pensionable  degree  of  disability  therefrom  since  discharge. 

The  evidence  now  offered  in  support  of  this  claim  appears  to  have  ref- 
erence to  a  time  long  anterior  to  its  rejection  by  the  Pension  Bureau  in 
1886,  and  does  not  impeach  the  finding  of  the  Bureau  that  at  the  latter 
date  there  existed  no  pensionable  disability. 

GR(3VRR  CUCVICI.AND.

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

1  return  without  approval  House  bill  Xo.  3579,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  ICllen  vShea." 

This  beneficiary  is  an  old  lady  and  a  widow.  Her  son,  Michael  Shea, 
enlisted  in  January,  1862.  The  records  show  that  he  was  sick  on  one  or 
two  occasions  during  his  service.  He  is  also  rei)()rted  as  a  deserter  and 
absent  without  leave  and  in  arrest  and  confinement  fully  as  often  a.s  he 
was  sick.     He  was  discharged  January  20,  1865. 

No  application  for  a  pension  has  l)een  made  on  his  l)ehalf .  The  mother 
filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  July,  1884,  alleging  that  her  S(m  contracte<l  a 
fever  in  the  service  which  resulted  in  insanity,  which  was  the  cause  of 
his  death  on  the  lotli  day  of  March,  1884. 

He  was  killed  by  a  snow  slide  in  the  State  of  Colorado.  The  only  hint 
that  his  death  was  in  any  way  connected  with  the  service  is  the  sugges- 
tion that  not  having  the  proper  use  of  his  mind  he  wandered  away  and 
was  killed. 

His  mother  now  lives  in  Chicago  and,  I  suppose,  lived  there  at  the 
time  of  her  son's  death.  There  is  very  little  evidence  offered  of  any 
uns<nuidness  of  mind,  and  his  death  occurring  at  Woodstock,  Colo.,  it  is 
hardly  to  l)e  sui)posed  that  he  wandered  that  far.  And  as  tending  to 
show  that  inisoundness  of  mind  had  nothing  to  do  with  his  death  it  may 
be  mentione^l  that  an  attorne}'  having  the  mother's  applicaticMi  for  i)en- 
sion  in  charge  withdrew  from  the  case  in  October,  1884,  for  the  reason 
that,  having  made  inquiries  at  the  place  where  the  soldier  was  killed,  he 
found  that  his  death  was  caused  by  a  snow  slide,  and  that  he  was  in- 
formed that  a  number  of  other  i>ers(jns  lost  their  lives  at  the  same  time.

To  the  House  of  Represeulali-.'l■s: 
\  return  without  approval  Houst  bill  No,  S164,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  William  H.  Hester." 

It  is  claimed  that  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  was  injured  by 
sand  blowing  in  his  eyes  during  a  sand  storm  while  in  the  service  in  the 
yenr  1869,  resulting  in  nearly  if  not  quite  total  blindness. 

It  is  conceded  in  the  report  of  the  committee  to  which  tltis  bill  was 
referred  in  the  House  that  the  claim  for  pension  made  by  this  man  to 
Ih^  Pension  Bureau  was  largely  supported  by  perjury  and  forgerj-;  but 
the  criminality  of  these  methods  is  made  to  rest  upon  three  rogues  and 
scoundrels  who  undertook  to  obtain  a  pension  for  the  soldier,  and  it  is 
stated  by  the  committee  as  their  opinion  that  the  claimant  himself  was 
innocent  of  any  complicity  in  the  crimes  committed  and  attempted. 

I  have  quite  a  full  report  of  the  papers  filed  and  proceedings  taken  in 
relation  to  the  claim  presented  to  the  Pension  Btu-eau,  and  I  am  sorry 
that  I  can  not  agree  with  the  committee  of  the  House  as  to  the  merits  of 
the  application  now  nuide  or  the  good  faith  and  honesty  of  the  liene- 
ficiary  named  in  the  bill  lierewilh  returned. 

Among  the  facts  presented  I  shall  refer  to  but  one  or  two  touching  the 
conduct  of  the  claimant  himself. 

Upon  his  examination,  under  oath,  by  a  special  examiner,  he  stated 
tliat  he  was  brought  to  Washington  to  fmilier  his  claim  by  a  man  named 
Miller,  one  of  the  rascally  attorneys  spoken  of  in  the  committee's  report; 
that  Miller  w,^s  to  pay  his  expenses  while  in  Washington,  and  was  to 
rtwive  one-third  of  the  money  jiaid  upon  the  claim. 

This  is  not  the  conduct  of  a  man'  claiming  in  good  faith  a  pension 
from  the  Government, 

He  t'nrllier  stated  under  oath  that  hLs  eyes  became  affected  about  Jan- 
uary 15,  iS6y,  l)y  reason  of  a  sand  storm;  that  the  sand  blew  into  them 
and  oTit  tliem  all  to  pieces:  that  he  was  thereafter  hardly  able  to  see  or 
get  annuid  and  wait  on  himself,  and  that  Kdward  N.  Baldwin  took  care 
of  him  in  his  tent. 

This  Mr.  Ha]<lwin  wa:(  found  l>y  the  special  examiner  and  testified 
thai  he  knew  the  claimant  and  served  in  same  regiment  and  bunked  with 
him;  iliat  he  never  knew  of  the  .sand  stonii  spoken  of  l^y  Hester;  that  he 
Ufvir  knew  that  he  had  sore  eyes  in  the  ser\'ice;  that  he  (Baldwin)  did 
Tiul  lake  care  of  him  when  he  was  suffering  with  sore  eyes,  and  that  he 
w-jxmx  knew  nf  Hester  t)eing  .sick  but  once,  and  that  was  when  he  had 
iMluH  tun  mneh.

He  died  by  suicide  in  1878. 

He  never  applied  for  a  pension. 

The  suggestion  is  made  that  the  woiuid  in  his  head  predisix)sed  him 
to  mental  unsoundness,  but  it  does  not  appear  to  be  claimed  that  he  was 
insane. 

1  can  not  believe  that  his  suicide  had  any  connection  with  his  army

ing a  pension  to  Farnaren  Ball. ' ' 

In  the  report  of  the  committee  to  wdiich  this  bill  w^as  referred  the  name 
of  this  beneficiary  is  given  as  "  Farnascn  Ball,"  and  in  a  rejx^rt  from  the 
Pension  Bureau  it  is  insisted  that  the  correct  name  is  "  Tamezen  Ball." 

Her  son,  Augustus  V ,  Coldecott,  was  pensioned  for  disease  of  the 
lungs  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  June  2,  1872. 

The  cause  of  his  death  was  an  overdose  of  laudanum,  and  whether  it 
was  taken  by  mistake  or  design  is  micertain. 

The  mother  is  not  entirely  destitute,  deriving  an  income,  though  small, 
from  the  interest  upcm  a  mortgage  given  to  her  upon  a  sale  of  some  real 
estate. 

The  proofs  with  which  I  have  Ixicn  furnished  fail  to  satisfy  me  that 
the  (^iO\ernment  should  grant  a  pension  on  account  of  death  produced  by 
a  self-administered  narcotic  in  the  circumstances  which  surroinid  this  case. 

As  a  general  proi)osition  I  see  nothing  unjust  or  unfair  in  holding  that 
if  a  pensioner  is  sick  and  through  ignorance  or  design  takes  laudanum 
witlumt  the  direction  or  regulation  of  a  physician  the  Govenmient  should 
not  be  held  responsible  for  the  consequences.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  339,  entitled  "An  act  for  the 
relief  of  J.  E.  Pilcher." 

This  bill  authorizes  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  pay  to  the  party 
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named  therein  the  sum  of  $905,  being  the  amount  of  one  bond  of  $100 
and  S805  in  papier  money  of  the  Republic  of  Texas. 

It  is  directed,  however,  that  this  money  be  paid  out  of  the  Texas  indem- 
nity fund. 

This  fund  was  created  under  a  law  passed  on  the  28th  day  of  Febru- 
ary. 1S55.  appropriating  tlie  sum  of  $7,750,000  to  pay  certain  claims 
against  the  Republic  of  Texas.  ]ly  the  terms  of  said  law  a  certain  time 
was  fixed  within  which  such  claims  were  to  be  presented  to  the  Treasury 
Dejiartment. 

Between  the  passage  of  said  act  and  the  year  1870  the  sum  of  57,64s,- 
786.73  was  paid  upon  said  claims,  leaving  of  the  monej-  appropriated  an 
unexpended  balance  of  $r 01 ,213.27. 

This  balance  was  on  tli«  30th  day  of  June,  1877,  carried  to  the  surplus 
fund  and  covered  into  the  Treasury,  pursuant  to  section  5  of  chapter  328 
of  the  laws  of  1874. 

Thus  since  that  date  it  seems  there  has  been  no  Texas  indemnity 
fund,  nor  is  there  any  such  fund  now  from  which  the  money  mentioned 
in  the  bill  herewith  returned  can  be  paid. 

In  this  condition  of  affairs  the  proposed  law  could  not  be  executed  and 
would  be  of  no  possible  use. 

If  the  claims  mentioned  are  such  as  should  be  paid  by  the  United 
States,  there  appears  to  be  no  difficulty  in  making  an  appropriation  for 
their  payment  from  the  general  fimds  of  the  Government.  I  notice  an 
item  to  meet  a  .similar  claim  was  inserted  in  a  deficiency  bill  passed  on

15,435.  It  is  claimed  by  those  urging  the  erection  of  a  public  build- 
iiij;  there  that  its  ])i)puIation  has  nearly  doubled  since  that  date.  The 
aniinuii  appropriated  in  the  bill  herewith  returned  is  $75,000.  There 
dots  not  seom  to  be  any  governmental  purpose  to  which  such  a  building 
ciiulil  Ik;  pm{>erly  de\-i>ted  except  the  accommodation  of  the  post-office. 

I  have  li-ilened  tu  an  unnsual  amount  of  iiersonal  representation  in 
f;iviir  i>l"  lhi>  bill  from  parties  whose  desires  I  should  be  glad  to  meet  on 
lliis  or  any  nthcr  '[ncsliim;  but  none  of  them  have  insisted  that  there  is 
;uiy  pii-tnl  .government;!!  need  of  the  proposed  new  building  even  for 
pn^i:il  ]iur]H>ses.  On  ihe  contrary.  I  am  informed  that  the  post-office  is 
at  proLiit  WL-U  accommodated  in  quarters  held  under  a  lease  which  does 
nnt  i-xpiri.-,  I  lieliae,  until  ifiya.  A  letter  addres.sed  to  the  postmaster  at 
Voung.slown  containing  certain  questions  bearing  upon,  the  necessity  of 
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a  new  biiilcliiij<  failed  to  elicit  a  reply.  This  fact  is  very  iiiiiisiial  and 
extraordinary,  for  the  postmaster  can  almost  always  be  relied  upon  to 
make  an  exhibit  of  the  j^reat  necessity  of  larger  quarters  when  a  new 
public  building  is  in  ])rospect. 

The  fact  was  ctjnununicated  to  me  early  in  the  present  session  of  the 
Congress  that  the  aggregate  sum  of  the  a])propriations  contained  in  bills 
for  the  erection  and  extension  of  juiblic  buildings  which  had  up  to  that 
time  l)een  referred  to  the  House  Conunittee  on  Public  Buildings  and 
Grounds  was  about  537,0(-kj,ckk:). 

Of  course  this  fact  would  have  no  particular  relevancy  if  all  the  build- 
ings asked  for  were  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  public  business,  as 
long  as  we  have  the  money  to  i)ay  for  them;  but  inasnuich  as  a  large  nun:- 
l)er  of  the  buildings  j^roposed  are  unnecessary  and  their  erection  would  Ixj 
wasteful  and  extravagant,  besides  furnishing  precedents  for  further  and 
more  extended  reckless  exix-nditures  of  a  like  character,  it  seems'  to  me 
that  ap])lications  for  new  and  exi)ensive  public  buildings  should  be  care- 
fully scrutinized. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  appropriation  of  $75,<kx^  for  a  building  at 
Youngstown  is  at  present  not  justified.

The  l)eneficiary  named  in  this  bill  is  the  widow  of  Charles  A.  Mertz, 
who  served  in  the  Army  as  captain  fnmi  April,  1S62,  to  June,  1863,  when 
he  resigned  on  account  of  impaired  health.  It  is  stated  in  the  connnit- 
tee's  rejiort  that  after  his  return  from  the  Army  he  worked  occasionally 
at  his  trade,  though  su])ject  to  attacks  of  very  severe  diarrhea,  accomi)a- 
nied  with  acute  catarrhal  pains  in  the  head  and  face,  which  he  cx)nstantly 
attrilnited  to  his  armv  service. 

It  is  alleged  that  he  had  several  times  taken  morphine,  under  medical 
advice,  to  allay  pain  caused  by  these  attacks. 

He  did  not  a])])ly  for  a  pension. 

On  the  rst  day  of  I)cK:cnil)er,  1S84,  more  than  twenty-one  years  after 
his  discharge  from  the  Army,  he  died  from  an  overdose  of  morphine  self- 
administered,  for  the  imri>ose,  it  is  claimed,  of  alleviating  his  suffering. 

I  do  not  think  that  in  this  case  the  death  of  the  soldier  was  so  related 
to  his  military  service  as  to  entitle  his  widow  to  a  pension.

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The  beiieficiarj-  imniL-d  in  lids  bill  enlisted  Aii^nsl  14,  1862,  ant!  was 
discharged  June  8,  if>05. 

It  is  alleged  that  alwul  the  month  of  January,  1863,  a  comrade,  by 
way  of  a  joke,  pnt  po\\'der  into  a  pipe  which  the  beneficiarj-  was  accus- 
tomed to  smoke  and  covered  it  with  toliacco,  so  that  when  he  lighted  it 
the  powder  exploded  and  injured  his  eyes.  The  rejwrt  of  the  Senate 
committee  states  that  it  does  not  appear  tliat  ' '  any  notice  was  taken  of 
this  wanton  act  of  his  teut  maty." 

There  is  no  mention  of  any  disability  or  injury  in  the  record  of  the 
soldier's  service.  He  seems  to  have  served  nearly  two  years  and  a  lialf 
after  the  injury.  He  filed  an  application  for  a  pension  in  May,  1S.S5, 
more  than  twent>-two  years  thereafter. 

Whatever  may  be  the  extent  of  the  injury  sustained,  in  regard  to 
which  the  evidence  is  apparently  quite  meager,  I  can  not  see  that  it  was 
such  a  result  of  military  service  as  to  entitle  the  applicant  to  a  pension. 

The  utmost  liberality  to  those  who  were  in  our  Army  hardly  justifies 
a  compensation  by  way  of  pension  for  injuries  incurred  in  sport  or  pas- 
time or  as  the  result  of  a  practical  joke.

The  Iieneficiary  named  in  this  bill,  which  awards  him  a  pension,  eTi- 
lislecl  in  Jriiui;iry,  iNri4,  and  was  discharged  February  12,  i«66. 

1  lis  cliiiiii  for  pension,  as  developed  in  the  rejwrt  of  the  Senate  Com- 
niittt-L-  (111  Pensions,  is  based  upon  the  allegation  that  in  January,  1866, 
liL'  fell  from  a  swing  which  had  been  put  up  in  the  building  occupied  as 
a  baiiack  and  ^ltmck  on  his  head  and  shoulder. 

The  ciiiuniittee  vtport  in  favor  of  the  bill  upon  the  grounds  that  the 
.soldier  wa^  injured  "while  engaged  in  recreation"  and  that  "such  rec- 
reatiun  is  a  nt.-ces,sary  part  of  a  soldier's  life." 

The  berR-ficiary  filed  an  application  in  January,  18S0,  and  in  support 
of  sncli  application  he  filed  on  the  i6th  day  of  July,  1886,  au  affidavit  iu 
wliLcli  lie  testifies  that  at  the  time  of  the  injury  he  was  in  prison  at  San 
Anloniti.Tex.,  upon  charges  the  character  of  which  he  could  not  ascer- 
tain, ami  that  llie  swing  from  which  he  fell  was  erected  by  himself  and 
olliers  for  iKastinn;  and  exerci.se. 

It  will  lie  seen  that  the  injury  complained  of  IS  alleged  to  have  beeii 
su>^tained  less  than  a  month  Ijefore  his  discharge.  There  is,  however, 
no  record  of  ;niy  disability. 

His  claim  based  mion  this  injurj-  was.  in  my  opinion,  properly  rejected 
as  liavinij  no  connection  with  his  military'  ser\-ice,  and  I  thiuk  the  facts 
in  his  case  as  herein  detailed  do  not  justify  the  award  of  a  pension  to 
him  by  special  eiiactiuect. 
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On  the  23d  day  of  March,  188S,  after  the  introduction  of  the  bill  here- 
with returned,  the  IxMieficiary,  apparently  liaving  abandoned  the  claim 
upon  whicli  the  bill  is  predicated,  filed  another  application  for  a  pension 
in  the  Pension  Bureau,  alleging  that  he  contracted  diarrhea  and  malarial 
l)()isoning  in  the  service.     This  application  is  still  pending.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  1275,  entitled  **An  act  for 
the  erection  of  a  public  building  at  Columbus,  Ga.,  and  appropriating 
money  therefor." 

The  city  of  Columbus,  Ga.,  is  undoubtedly  a  thriving,  growing  city. 
The  only  present  necessity  for  a  public  building  there  is  for  the  accom- 
modation of  its  post-office.  It  is  stated  in  the  report  of  the  House  com- 
mittee that  the  ^ross  revenues  of  the  office  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
I SS7 ,  were  S 1 6, 700.  Tlie  postmaster,  in  a  letter  upon  the  subject,  makes 
the  following  statement: 

I  estimate  llie  ^ross  receipts  at  ^17,500  for  the  fiscal  year  endiug  March  31,  which 
will  be  an  increase-  of  nearly  7  per  cent  over  last  year's  receipts. 

There  are  nine  persons  employed  in  the  post-office  at  present,  includ- 
\\v^  the  j)<>stmaster.  The  present  quarters  are  leased  by  the  Government 
at  an  annual  rent  of  $900.  The  postmaster  represents  that  his  accom- 
modations are  not  ade([uate  or  c(mvenient,  and  that  instead  of  a  space  of 
r.900  sc[uare  feet,  which  he  now  has,  he  should  be  pronded  with  2,500 
.v[uare  feet. 

The  population  of  the  city  in  1880  was  10,123.  It  is  claimed  that  it 
is  now  about  20,000. 

In  m>'  o])inion  the  facts  presented  do  not  exhibit  the  necessity  of  the 
exi)en(liture  of  $iix^(xx)  to  afford  the  increased  room  for  the  post-oflSce 
\N  liicli  may  be  desirable.  1  believe  a  private  person  would  erect  a  build- 
in;r  alnnulanlly  sufllcient  for  all  our  postal  needs  in  that  city  for  many 
yenrs  to  come  for  one-third  of  that  stun. 

1  business  ])rndence  and  good  judgment  .seem  to  dictate  that  the  erec- 
tion of  the  i)ro])osetl  building  should  be  delayed  imtil  its  necessity  is 
more  manifest,  and  so  that  it  can  be  better  determined  what  expenditure 
for  sncli  a  ]nirpose  will  ])e  justified  by  the  continued  growth  of  the  city 
and  the  needs  of  the  Oovernnient.

I  return  herewith  without  ap])roval  House  bill  No.  4467,  entitled  **An 
act  for  the  erection  of  a  public  building  at  Bar  Harbor,  in  Maine." 
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The  entire  town  within  which  Bar  Harbor  is  situated  contained  in 
1880  1 ,639  inhabitants,  as  apfiears  by  the  census  of  that  year. 

There  is  no  pretense  tliat  tliere  is  any  need  of  a  pubHc  building  there 
except  to  accommodate  the  post-office. 

This  is  a  third-class  office,  and  the  Government  does  not  pay  the  rent 
for  offices  of  that  class.  The  gross  receipts  of  the  ofGce  for  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1887,  are  reported  by  the  Post  master- General  at  $5,337. 
The  postmaster  reports  that  he  employs  five  clerks  in  the  summer  and 
three  in  the  winter.  The  fact  that  Bar  Harbor  is  a  place  of  very  exten- 
sive summer  resort  makes  its  population  exceedingly  variable,  and  dur- 
ing a  part  of  the  year  it  is  quite  likely  that  the  influx  of  pleasure  seekers 
may  make  a  more  comniodious  post-office  desirable,  though  there  does 
not  seem  to  be  much  complaint  of  preseut  inconvenience. 

The  postmaster  pays  a  rent  of  S500  per  annum  for  his  present  quarters. 

The  amount  appropriated  by  the  hill  is  quite  moderate,  being  only 
$25,CNXi,  but  the  postmaster  expresses  the  opinion  that  a  proper  site 
alone  would  cost  from  twenty  to  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

I  am  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  if  a  public  building  is  to  be  erected 
at  this  place,  of  which  al  present  there  appears  to  be  no  necessity,  it 
should  be  done  under  a  system  which  will  not  give  the  post-office  and 
the  postmaster  there  an  advantage  over  others  of  their  class.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  1394,  entitled  "An  act  author- 
izing the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  purchase  additional  ground  for  the 
accommodation  of  Ooveninient  offices  in  Council  Bluffs,  Iowa." 

A  new  public  building  at  Council  Bluffs  will  be  completed  in  a  short 
time.  The  ground  upon  which  it  is  located  has  a  frontage  of  192  feet 
and  a  depth  of  106  feet  and  10  inches.  The  proposition  is  to  add  30 
feet  to  its  depth.  The  act  under  which  this  building  has  been  thus  far 
constructed  provides  that  the  ground  purchased  therefor  shall  be  of  such 
dimensions  as  to  leave  the  building  unexposed  to  fire  by  an  open  space 
of  at  least  40  feet,  including  streets  and  alleys.  The  building  is  located 
on  land  now  Ijelonging  to  the  Government  sufficient  in  size  to  comply 
with  tlii.s  provision,  and  in  point  of  fact  more  than  the  open  space  re- 
quired is  left  on  all  sides  of  the  same.  There  is  no  pretense  that  any 
enlargement  of  the  building  is  necessary  or  contemplated. 

The  report  of  the  committee  to  which  this  bill  was  referred  in  the 
House  simply  states  that  "the  grounds  on  which  said  building  is  sit- 
uated are  inadequate  for  its  proper  accommodation  and  safety." 

If  this  is  so,  1  can  see  no  reason  why  additional  ground  should  not 
be  purchased  for  "the  proper  accommodation  and  safety"  of  a  large 
M  P— VOL  vm— 43 
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proportion  of  the  public  buildings  completed  and  in  process  of  erection, 
since  the  provision  that  there  shall  exist  40  feet  of  open  space  on  all 
sides  is,  I  think,  contained  in  all  the  bills  authorizing  their  construc- 
tion. In  this  view  the  proposed  legislation  would  establish  a  very  bad 
precedent. 

It  is  provided  in  the  bill  that  the  additional  30  feet  mentioned  shall 
be  purchased  for  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $10,000.  The  adjoining  106  feet 
and  10  inches,  located  on  the  corner  of  two  streets,  were  purchased  in 
the  year  1882  by  the  Government  for  $15,000.  The  permission  to  pur- 
chase this  addition  at  a  price  per  foot  greatly  in  excess  of  that  already 
owned  by  the  Government  seems  so  unnecessary,  except  to  benefit  the 
owner,  that  I  am  of  the  opinion  it  should  not  be  granted.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  739,  entitled  **An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Johanna  Loewinger. '  * 

The  husband  of  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  enlisted  June  28, 
1 86 1,  and  was  discharged  May  8,  1862,  upon  a  surgeon's  certificate  of 
disability.  He  was  pensioned  for  chronic  diarrhea.  He  died  July  17, 
1876.  A  coroner's  inquest  was  held,  who  found  by  their  verdict  that  the 
deceased  came  to  his  death  * '  from  suicide  by  cutting  his  throat  with  a 
razor,  caused  by  long-continued  illness." 

This  inquest  was  held  immediately  after  the  soldier's  death,  and  it 
appears  that  the  case  was  fully  investigated,  with  full  opportunities  to 
discover  the  truth.  Upon  the  verdict  found,  in  the  absence  of  insan- 
ity caused  by  any  disability,  it  can  hardly  be  claimed  that  his  death  was 
caused  by  his  military'  service.  The  attempts  afterwards  to  impeach 
this  verdict  and  introduce  another  cause  of  death  do  not  seem  to  be

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1772,  entitled  **An  act  for 
the  relief  of  John  H.  Marion." 

It  is  proposed  by  this  bill  to  relieve  the  party  named  therein  from  an 
indebtedness  to  the  Government  amounting  to  $1,042.45,  arising  from 
the  nonfulfilhnent  of  a  contract  made  by  him  in  1884  with  the  Govern- 
ment, by  which  he  agreed  to  furnish  for  the  use  of  the  Quartermaster's 
Department  a  (quantity  of  grama  hay. 

The  contractor  wholly  failed  to  furnish  the  hay  as  agreed,  and  there- 
upon the  Government,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  contract,  obtained 
the  hay  in  other  quarters,  paying  therefor  a  larger  sum  by  $1,042.45  than

it  would  have  been  oblig-ed  to  paj-  the  contractor  if  he  had  fulfilled  his 
agreement.     This  amount  was  charged  against  the  contractor. 

It  is  alleged  that  the  crop  of  the  particular  kind  of  hay  which  was  to 
be  furnished  under  the  contract  failed  the  season  in  which  it  was  to  be 
supplied  on  account  of  drought,  and  that  thus  performance  became  im- 
possible on  the  part  of  the  contractor. 

Between  individuals  no  injustice  could  be  claiifted  if  the  contractor  in 
such  circumstances  should  be  held  to  have  taken  the  chances  of  the  crop; 
and  if  an  equitable  adjustment  should  be  suggested  in  such  a  case  as  is 
here  presented  it  would  hardly  be  asked  that  the  party  suffering  froTU 
the  default  or  failure  of  the  other  should  sustain  a!l  the  loss. 

It  seems  that  the  contractor  was  the  proprietor  of  a  newspaper  in 
Arizona,  and  that  he  did  some  printing  for  tbe  Government  besides 
agreeing  to  furnish  hay  to  the  Quartermaster's  Department.  After  the 
ascertainment  of  the  loss  to  the  Goverument  arising  out  of  the  hay 
transactions,  certain  accounts  for  printing  presented  by  the  contractor 
were  credited  against  the  amount  of  such  loss  charged  against  him.  In 
this  way  his  debt  to  the  Government  has  been  reduced  more  than  $700. 
The  proposed  legislation  would  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  contractor  the 
sums  so  retained  for  printing  and  to  relieve  him  from  the  remainder  of 
the  Government's  claims. 

Inquiry  at  the  Quartermaster- General's  Office  fails  to  substantiate  the 
allegation  that  there  is  any  understanding  when  such  contracts  are  made 
that  their  performance  is  to  be  at  all  relaxed  by  the  failure  of  the  crop. 

There  really  seems  to  be  no  good  reason  why  the  contractor  should 
not  make  good  the  entire  loss  consequent  upon  his  default.  If,  how- 
ever, strict  rights  are  to  be  relinquished  and  the  liberality  of  the  Gov- 
ennnent  invoked,  it  should  not  be  taxed  beyond  the  limit  of  sharing  the 
loss  with  the  delinquent.  This  result  would  be  accomplished  by  dis- 
charging the  remainder  of  the  contractor's  debt  after  crediting  the  bills 
for  printing  above  referred  to. 

The  Go\'ernnient  is  oljliged  in  the  transaction  of  its  business  to  make 
numerous  contracts  with  private  parties,  and  if  these  contracts  are  to  he 
of  any  use  or  protection  thej'  should  not  be  lightly  set  aside  on  behalf  of 
citizens  who  are  disappointed  as  to  their  profitable  nature  or  their  ability 
to  perform  them.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  loi  7,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  .Stephen  Schiedel." 

Tlie  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  served  in  the  First  Regiment  Mis- 
souri Light  Artillery  from  October  24, 1861,  to  October,  1864.  There  is 
no  record  of  any  injury  or  di.sability  while  in  the  service. 
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In  March,  1880,  sixteen  years  after  his  discharge,  he  filed  an  applica- 
tion for  a  pension,  alleging  that  about  June,  1862,  while  carrying  logs  to 
aid  in  building  quarters,  a  log  slipped  and  fell  upon  a  lever,  which  flew 
up  and  struck  him,  injuring  his  back  and  shoulder. 

He  furnished  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  tending  to  support  his 
statement  of  the  manner  in  which  he  was  injured,  but  upon  investigation 
this  evidence  was  found  to  be  unreliable. 

Medical  examinations  failed  to  disclose  any  disabiUty  from  the  cause 
alleged,  but  do  tend  to  show  that  he  was  disabled  since  his  discharge  by 
an  injury  to  his  right  hand  and  arm  and  some  rheumatic  trouble. 

It  is  not  claimed  that  he  incurred  any  disability  from  rheumatism  while 
in  the  Army.  It  appears  distinctly  that  he  was  wounded  in  the  right 
wrist  and  arm  while  firing  a  cannon  at  the  village  of  Hamburg,  Erie 
County,  N.  Y. ,  on  the  4th  day  of  July,  1866.  The  doctor  who  testifies  to 
this  injury  and  who  dressed  the  wound  negatives  any  other  illness  before 
the  accident. 

Even  if  he  has,  since  his  discharge,  suffered  from  rheumatism,  he  does 
not  claim  that  this  was  incurred  in  the  Army.  He  bases  his  right  to  a 
pension  entirely  upon  an  injury  which  he  particularly  describes,  and  which 
the  medical  examination  does  not  sustain.  It  will  be  observed,  too,  that 
he  continued  his  military  service  for  two  j^ears  and  four  months  after  the 
date  of  his  alleged  injury.  It  seems  hardly  possible  that  he  could  have 
done  this  if  he  had  been  injured  in  the  manner  he  alleges.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  3959,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Dolly  Blazer. ' ' 

The  husband  of  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  was  apparently  a 
good  soldier  and  was  confined  for  a  time  in  a  Confederate  prison.  He 
was  mustered  out  of  the  service  in  June,  1865,  and  never  applied  for  a 
pension. 

He  died  in  1878,  leaving  as  survivors  his  widow  and  several  children, 
two  of  whom  are  alleged  to  be  still  under  1 6  years  of  age. 

The  cause  of  the  soldier's  death  was  yellow  fever.  There  is  in  my 
mind  no  doubt  of  this  fact,  and  the  attempt  to  establish  any  other  cause 
of  death,  if  successful,  would  go  far  toward  fixing  a  precedent  for  the 
rejection  of  all  evidence  which  stood  in  the  way  of  a  claim  for  pension. 

The  bill  herewith  returned  is  disapproved  for  the  reason  that  the  death 
of  the  soldier  had  no  relation  to  his  military  service,  and  I  do  not  think 
there  should  be  a  discrimination  in  favor  of  this  applicant  and  against 
many  thousands  of  widows  fully  as  well  entitled.

By  this  bill  it  is  profwseci  to  increase  the  pension  now  paid  to  the  bene- 
ficiary therein  named,  wlio  was  a  soldier  in  the  War  of  1812,  from  $8  to 
$2o  per  month. 

Prior  to  May  22,  1888,  an  application  was  made  for  reimbursement  of 
the  expenses  attending  the  last  sickness  and  burial  of  this  pensioner, 
and  on  the  day  mentioned  such  application  was  transmitted  to  the  proper 
auditing  officer  for  adjustment, 

I  have  no  other  information  of  the  death  of  this  soldier,  but  as  his 
age  is  stated  in  the  repwrt  of  the  House  committee  to  be  87  years,  and 
as  there  can  hardly  be  a  mistake  as  to  the  identity  of  the  person  named 
in  the  application  mentioned,  I  am  satisfied  that  the  beneficiary  has  died 
since  the  in-troduction  of  the  bill  for  his  relief.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  488,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Elizabeth  Burr," 

It  is  proposed  by  this  bill  to  grant  a  pension  to  the  beneficiary  therein 
named  as  tlie  widow  of  William  Burr,  who  enlisted  for  one  hundred  days 
in  1 864  and  was  discharged  on  the  3d  day  of  September  in  that  year. 

He  is  rejxjrtcd  as  present  on  all  roll  calls  during  his  service.  He 
died  April  7,  1867,  of  dropsy,  never  having  made  any  application  for  a 
pension. 

His  widow  fikd  an  application  for  pension  in  1880,  thirteen  years 
after  the  soldier's  death,  alleging  that  the  disease  of  which  he  died, 
claimed  to  be  dropsy,  was  contracted  in  the  service. 

The  ckiini  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  on  the  ground  that  the 
dri>psy  causing  his  death  was  not  due  to  his  military  service,  but  that  he 
was  subject  to  the  same  before  his  enlistment. 

I  am  jKTfectly  satisfied  that  the  rejection  upon  the  ground  claimed 
was  correct.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1957,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pcu.^iiim  to  Virtue  Smith." 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  hill  is  the  widoft'  of  David  M.  Smith 
(incorrectly  named  David  \V.  Smith  in  the  bill),  who  served  as  a  bugler 
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in  a  Minnesoti  regiment  from  August  22, 1862,  to  September  28,  1862,  in 

a  campaign  against  the  Sioux  Indians. 

He  received  a  ginisliot  wound  in  the  right  elbow,  for  which  in  1867 
he  was  granted  a  pension  of  $6  a  month,  which  was  very  soon  thereafter 
increased  to  $8,  and  in  August,  1875,  said  pension  was  further  increased 
to  $10  a  month,  which  he  received  to  the  date  of  his  death. 

He  died  in  the  city  of  Washington  on  the  22d  day  of  January,  i88a 

He  obtained  a  position  in  the  Second  Auditor's  Office  of  the  Tteasury 
Department  in  1864,  and  worked  steadily  there  until  about  six  months 
before  his  death. 

Medical  examinations  had  from  time  to  time  up  to  1877  seem  to  have 
found  him  in  excellent  physical  condition  except  the  wound  in  his  right 
ellx)w,  which  caused  stiffness,  and  an  injury  to  his  left  forearm  not  re- 
ceived in  the  Army. 

In  1879  he  was  examined  by  a  physician  of  this  dty  who  stands 
among  the  best  in  the  profession,  and  found  in  the  last  stages  of  con- 
siniiption,  and  this  physician  declares  he  died  from  that  cause.  A  female 
physician  certified  that  the  cause  of  death  was  **  wounds  in  the  Army." 

The  pensioner  was  64  3'ears  old  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

I  am  perfectly  satisfied  from  the  medical  testimony  and  from  other 
facts  connected  with  this  case  that  the  death  of  the  husband  of  the  bene- 
ficiary was  in  no  manner  related  to  his  military  service.

The  husband  of  this  Ixineficiary  was  discharged  from  the  military  serv- 
ice in  i<S65,  and  was  pensioned  for  a  gunshot  wound  in  the  right  foot  at 
the  rate  of  $(y  |xt  month. 

He  died  in  1882,  seventeen  years  after  his  discharge,  "from  rupture  of 
the  heart,  caused  by  the  bursting  and  parting  of  the  fibers  of  the  right 
ventricle." 

The  claim  is  now  made  that  the  death  was  the  result  of  the  wound  in 
the  f(X)t. 

An  ai)i)lication  to  the  Pension  Bureau  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that 
the  (leatli  cause  was  not  the  result  of  the  wound. 

I  am  satisfied  that  this  was  a  just  conclusion.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  600,  entitled  "An  act  increas- 
ing the  pension  of  Mary  Minor  Hoxey." 
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The  husband  of  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  was,  while  on  mili- 
tary duty,  wounded  in  the  left  hand  and  afterwards  in  the  thigh.  He 
was  pensioned  in  1871  on  account  of  these  wounds,  aiid  in  1879  was  al- 
lowed arrearages  from  time  of  his  discharge.  He  died  in  December, 
1881 ,  of  consumption,  being  at  that  time  in  the  receipt  of  a  pension  at  the 
rate  of  $17  per  month. 

In  1884  his  widow  was  allowed  a  pension  at  the  same  rate,  with  $2  a 
month  each  for  two  minor  children.  The  children  have  now  attained  the 
age  of  16  years,  but  the  widow  still  receives  the  pension  awarded  to  her, 
which  is  the  same  as  that  allowed  to  all  widows  of  her  class. 

I  discover  no  reason  of  any  substance  why  this  pension  should  be 
increased,  and  if  it  should  be  done  it  would  only  be  a  manifestation  of 
unjust  favoritism, 

I  can  not  forget  the  thousands  of  poor  widows  with  claims  superior  to 
this  beneficiary,  but  with  no  interested  friends  to  push  their  claims  for 
increase  of  pension,  who  would  be  discriminated  against  if  this  proposed 
bill  becomes  a  law. 

It  seems  to  me  that  there  is  a  chance  to  do  injustice  by  unfair  caprice 
in  fixing  the  rates  of  pension,  as  well  as  by  refusing  them  altogether 
when  they  should  be  granted.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  Hou.se  bill  No.  S2S1,  entitled  "An  act  for 
the  relief  of  Lieutenant  James  G.  W,  Hardy." 

It  is  proposed  by  this  bill  to  award  a  pension  to  the  beneficiary  above 
named. 

In  the  month  of  January,  1864,  he  was  on  recruiting  service  in  the 
State  of  Indiana.  On  the  15th  day  of  that  month  he  was  traveling 
between  Indianapolis  and  Lafayette  in  a  railroad  car,  and  he  alleges  that 
he  raised  a  window  of  the  car  to  obtain  air,  and  placed  his  arm  on  the 
window  sill,  when  it  was  struck  by  something  from  the  outside  and  one 
of  the  tones  of  his  arm  broken. 

In  February,  1865,  he  resigned  on  account  of  disability  caused  by  the 
accident  above  mentioned,  the  medical  certificate  then  stating  that  he 
had  a  fracture  of  the  right  humerus  of  ten  months'  standing  which  had 
not  !)eeii  properly  adjusted. 

He  made  an  application  for  a  pension  to  the  Pension  Bureau,  which 
was  rejected. 

Although  it  is  stated  in  a  general  way  that  he  was  traveling  on  busi- 
ness coiniected  with  Jiis  recruiting  service  at  the  time  of  his  injury,  he 
has  given  no  information  as  to  the  precise  purpose  of  his  journey;  and  it 
is  conceded  that  he  was  guilty  of  such  negligence  that  he  had  no  right 
of  action  against  the  railroad  company.

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It  also  appears  by  the  medical  certificate  upon  which  his  resignation 
was  permitted  that  the  fracture,  not  necessarily  serious,  was  never  prop- 
erly treated.  It  seems,  too,  that  he  remained  in  the  service  ten  months 
after  the  injury. 

I  am  unable  to  discover  why  a  pension  should  be  granted  in  this  case, 
unless  the  Government  is  to  be  held  as  an  insurer  of  the  safety  of  every 
person  in  the  military  ser\'ice  in  all  circumstances  and  at  all  times  and

from  (October,  1862,  to  June,  1864,  having  been  during  the  last  seven 
months  of  his  service  in  the  Veteran  Reserve  Corps.  He  was  discharged 
for  a  disability  which,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  certainly  had  no  relation  to 
his  militar>'  service,  unless  the  Government  is  to  be  held  responsible  for 
injur>'  arising  from  vicious  indulgence. 

He  died  in  the  city  of  Cork,  Ireland,  May  29,  1875,  of  consumption, 
certified  by  the  health  authorities  there  to  have  been  of  seven  years*

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  2215,  entitled  **An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Charles  Glamann." 

This  l)eneficiary  ser\'ed  in  an  Illinois  regiment  from  September,  1864, 
to  July,  1865,  and  his  record  shows  no  injury  or  sickness  except  an  attack 
of  remittent  fever. 

He  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  1880,  alleging  that  he  was  struck  acci- 
dentally with  a  half  brick  by  a  comrade  and  injured  in  his  left  arm. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  whatever  disability  he  thus  incurred  was  the 
result  of  a  ix^rsonal  altercation  between  himself  and  the  man  who  threw 
the  brick. 

The  extent  to  which  the  power  to  grant  pensions  by  special  act  has 

been  made  to  cover  all  sorts  of  claims  is  illustrated  by  the  fact  that,  in 

the  light  of  many  pensions  that  have  been  allowed,  this  case,  though 

presenting  an  absurd  claim,  docs  not  ap^xiar  to  be  much  out  of  the  wa}'. 

The  cfTect  of  ])rece(lcnt  as  an  inducement  to  increase  and  expand  claims 

and  causes  for  jKMisions  is  also  shown  by  the  allegation  in  the  report  of 

the  House  committee,  as  follows: 

Your  coinniittee  and  Congress  liavc,  however,  frequently  relaxed  the  rule,  and 
granted  pension  for  injuries  and  disabilities  ineurred  in  such  circumstances. 
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I  believe  that  if  the  veterans  of  the  war  knew  all  that  was  going  ou 
in  the  way  of  granting  pensions  by  private  bills  they  «'ould  be  more  dis- 
gusted than  any  class  of  our  citizens.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  845,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  the  widow  of  John  A.  Turley." 

The  husband  of  this  beneficiary  belonged  to  a  Kentucky  regiment  of 
volunteers,  and  in  1863,  having  been  in  camp  and  on  leave  of  absence, 
he  and  others  of  the  regiment  embarked  on  a  steamboat,  in  charge  of  a 
lieutenant,  to  be  taken  to  Louisville,  whither  they  had  been  ordered. 

While  on  the  steamboat  an  altercation  arose  between  two  of  the  sol- 
diers, and  the  deceased  interfered  to  prevent,  as  is  alleged,  an  affray.  By 
so  doing  he  was  pushed  or  struck  by  one  of  the  parlies  quarreling  and 
fell  upon  the  deck  of  the  boat,  striking  his  head  against  a  plank,  thus 
receiving  a  fatal  injury. 

It  is  quite  clear  to  me  that  the  death  of  this  soldier  was  not  the  result 
of  his  military  service.  His  presence  on  the  boat  was  in  the  line  of  duty, 
but  he  had  no  charge  of  the  rest  of  the  men  and  was  in  no  degree  respon- 
sible for  them,  and  whether  he  should  be  in  any  way  implicated  in  the 
dispute  which  occurred  wa.s  a  matter  entirely  within  his  own  control  and 
determined  by  his  own  volition.  If  he  had  refrained  from  interference, 
he  would  have  saved  himself  and  performed  to  the  utmost  Ins  military 


dnty.

To  the  Senate:  Executive  Mansion,  July  5,  .1888. 

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  432,  entitled  "An  act  for  the 
relief  of  Joel  B.  Morton." 

Calvin  Morton,  the  son  of  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill,  enlisted  in 
the  vohinteer  infantry  in  1861,  and  after  his  discharge  again  enlisted 
in  the  United  States  cavalry,  from  which  he  was  discharged  in  1867. 

It  is  alleged  by  his  father  that  he  was  killed  in  the  battle  with  the 
Indians  at  Little  Big  Horn,  called  the  "Custer  massacre,"  June  25, 1876. 

His  name  does  not  appear  in  any  record  of  the  soldiers  engaged  in  that 
battle.  The  casualty  records  of  the  affair  are  reported  as  very  complete, 
but  tlicy  contain  no  mention  of  any  soldier  of  that  name. 

His  father  claims  in  his  application  before  the  Pension  Bureau  to  have 
had  a  h-tter  from  his  sou  in  the  fall  of  1875,  dated  at  some  place  in  the 
Black  Hills,  stating  that  he  was  a  heutenant  in  the  army  under  General 
Custer,  hilt  that  the  letter  was  lost.  He  also  alleges  that  he  read  an 
accumit  of  the  massacre  in  a  newspaper,  the  name  of  which  he  has  for- 
gotten, and  that  his  son  was  there  mentioned  as  among  the  slain. 
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The  report  of  the  House  committee  states  that  the  only  evidence  of 
the  death  of  this  soldier  is  found  in  a  letter  of  Anderson  G.  Shaw,  who 
writes  that  he  was  present  on  the  field  of  the  battle  mentioned  when  the 
killed  were  buried,  and  that  one  of  the  burial  party  called  a  corpse  found 
there  Morton's.  It  is  further  claimed  that  the  description  of  this  body 
agreed  with  that  given  by  the  father  of  his  son. 

Considering  the  complete  list  of  the  casualties  attending  this  battle 
now  in  the  War  Department,  it  must  be  conceded  that  the  death  of  the 
son  of  the  beneficiary  is  far  from  being  satisfactorily  established. 

The  claim  of  the  father  is  still  pending  in  the  Pension  Bureau,  and 
perhaps  with  further  effort  more  information  on  the  subject  can  be

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  43,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Polly  H.  Smith." 

John  H.  Smith,  the  husband  of  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill,  en- 
listed in  the  Regular  Army  in  1854  and  served  until  the  year  1870. 

In  1868  a  fistula  developed,  which  was  probably  the  result  of  quite  con- 
tinuous riding  in  the  saddle.  In  1870  he  was  placed  upon  the  retired  list 
as  first  lieutenant  on  account  of  the  incapacity  arising  from  such  fistula. 

In  September,  1885,  fifteen  years  after  his  retirement,  he  died  suddenly 
at  Portland,  Oreg.,  of  heart  disease,  while  attempting  to  raise  a  trunk  to 
his  shoulder. 

I  can  not  see  how  the  cause  of  death  can  be  connected  with  his  service 
or  with  the  incapacity  for  which  he  was  placed  upon  the  retired  list. 

The  application  made  by  the  widow  for  a  pension  is  still  pending 
Ix^fore  the  Pension  Bureau,  and  I  understand  that  she  or  her  friends 
prefer  taking  the  chance  of  favorable  consideration  there  to  the  approval

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1547,  entitled  '*An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Mary  Ann  Dougherty." 

A  large  share  of  the  report  of  the  Senate  committee  to  which  this 
bill  was  referred,  and  which  report  is  adopted  by  the  committee  of  the 
House,  as  is  usual  in  such  cases,  consists  of  a  petition  signed  by  Mary 
Ann  Dougherty,  addressed  to  the  Congress,  in  which  she  states  that 
she  resides  in  Washington,  having  removed  here  with  her  husband  in 
1863  from  New  Jersey;  that  shortly  after  their  arrival  in  this  city  her 
husband,  Datiicl  Dougherty,  returned  to  New  Jersey  and  enlisted  in 
the  Thirty-fourth  Regiment  New  Jersey  Volunteers;  that  she  obtained 
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employment  in  the  United  States  arsenal  making  cartridges,  and  that 
while  so  engaged  she  was  injured  by  an  explosion. 

She  also  states  that  she  had  a  young  sou  killed  by  machinery  in  the 
navy-yard,  and  that  at  the  grand  review  of  the  Army  after  the  close  of 
the  war  another  son,  6  years  old,  was  stolen  by  an  oiEcer  of  the  Army 
and  has  not  been  heard  of  since.  She  further  says  that  her  husband  left 
his  home  in  1865  and  has  not  been  heard  of  since,  and  that  she  believes 
he  deserted  her  on  account  of  her  itifinnities. 

It  is  alleged  in  the  report  that  she  received  a  pension  as  the  widow 
of  Daniel  Dougherty  until  it  was  discovered  that  he  was  alive,  when  her 
name  was  dropped  from  the  rolls. 

The  petition  of  this  woman  is  indorsed  by  the  Admiral  and  several 
other  ofiGcers  of  the  Navy  and  a  distinguished  clergyman  of  Washington, 
certifying  that  they  know  Mrs,  Dougherty  and  beheve  the  facts  stated 
to  be  true. 

There  is  no  pretense  made  now  that  this  beneficiary  is  a  widow, 
though  she  at  one  time  claimed  to  be,  and  was  allowed  a  pension  on  that 
allegation.  Her  present  claim  rests  entirely  upon  injuries  received  by 
her  when  she  was  concededly  not  employed  in  the  military  service.  If 
the  pension  now  proposed  is  allowed  her,  it  will  be  a  mere  act  of  charity. 

Her  husband,  Daniel  Dougherty,  is  now  living  in  Philadelphia,  and  is 
a  pensioner  in  his  own  right  for  disability  alleged  to  have  been  incurred 
while  serving  in  the  Thirty-fourth  New  Jersey  Volunteers.  Of  this  fact 
this  beneficiary  has  been  repeatedly  informed;  and  yet  she  states  in  her 
petition  that  her  husljand  dtserted  her  in  1865  and  has  not  l>eeu  heard 
of  since. 

It  is  alleged  in  the  Pension  Bureau  that  in  1878  she  succeeded  in  se- 
curing a  ixriision  as  the  widow  of  Daniel  Dougherty  through  fraudulent 
testimony'  and  much  false  swearing  on  her  part. 

The  iJolicc  records  of  the  precinct  in  which  she  has  lived  for  years  show 
that  she  is  a  woman  of  very  bad  character,  and  that  she  lias  been  under 
arrest  iiini.-  times  for  drunkcnneas,  larceny,  creating  disturbance,  and  mis- 
demeanorri  of  that  sort. 

It  happens  tliat  this  claimant,  by  reason  of  her  residence  here,  has  been 
easily  traced  and  her  character  and  untruthfulness  discovered.  But  there 
is  nuich  reason  to  fear  that  this  case  will  find  its  parallel  in  many  that 
have  reached  a  successful  conclusion, 

I  can  ni)t  spell  out  any  principle  upon  which  the  bounty  of  the  Gov- 
enniiciit  is  bestowed  through  the  instrumentaUty  of  the  flood  of  private 
pension  bills  that  reach  nie.  The  theory  seems  to  have  been  adopted 
that  no  man  who  served  in  the  Armj-  can  be  the  subject  of  death  or  im- 
paired health  except  they  are  chargeable  to  his  service.  Medical  theo- 
ries are  set  at  naught  and  the  most  startling  relation  is  claimed  between 
alleged  incidents  of  military  service  and  disability  or  death.  Fatal  apo- 
plexy is  admitted  as  the  result  of  quite  insignificant  wounds,  heart  disease 
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is  attributed  to  chronic  diarrhea,  cousuniption  to  hernia,  and  suicide  is 
traced  to  army  service  in  a  wonderfully  devious  and  curious  way. 

Adjudications  of  the  Pension  Bureau  are  overruled  in  the  most  peremp-: 
tory  fashion  by  these  special  acts  of  Congress,  since  nearly  all  the  bene- 
ficiaries named  in  these  bills  have  unsuccessfully  applied  to  that  Bureau 
for  relief. 

This  course  of  special  legislation  operates  ver>''  unfairly. 

Those  with  certain  influence  or  friends  to  push  their  claims  procure 
pensions,  and  those  who  have  neither  friends  nor  influence  must  be  con- 
tent with  their  fate  under  general  laws.  It  operates  unfairly  by  increas- 
ing in  numerous  instances  the  pensions  of  those  already  on  the  rolls,  while 
many  other  more  deserving  cases,  from  the  lack  of  fortunate  advocacy, 
are  obliged  to  be  content  with  the  sum  provided  by  general  laws. 

The  apprehetision  may  well  be  entertained  that  the  freedom  with 
which  these  private  ixinsion  bills  are  passed  furnishes  an  inducement 
to  fraud  and  imiK)sition,  while  it  certainly  teaches  the  vicious  lesson  to 
our  people  that  the  Treasury  of  the  National  Government  invites  the 
approach  of  private  need. 

None  of  us  should  be  in  the  least  w^anting  in  regard  for  the  veteran 
soldier,  and  I  will  yield  to  no  man  in  a  desire  to  see  those  who  defended 
the  Government  when  it  needed  defenders  liberally  treated.  Unfriend- 
liness to  our  veterans  is  a  charge  easily  and  vSometimes  dishonestly  made. 

I  insist  that  the  true  soldier  is  a  good  citizen,  and  that  he  will  be 
satisfied  with  generous,  fair,  and  equal  consideration  for  those  who  are 
worthily  entitled  to  help. 

I  have  considered  the  pension  list  of  the  Repubhc  a  roll  of  honor,  bear- 
ing names  inscribed  by  national  gratitude,  and  not  by  improvident  and 
indiscriminate  almsgiving. 

I  have  conceived  the  prevention  of  the  complete  discredit  which  must 
ensue  from  the  unreasonable,  unfair,  and  reckless  granting  of  pensions  by 
special  acts  to  be  the  lx?st  service  I  can  render  our  veterans. 

In  the  discharge  of  what  has  seemed  to  me  my  duty  as  related  to 
legislation,  and  in  the  interest  of  all  the  veterans  of  the  Union  Army,  I 
have  attempted  to  stem  the  tide  of  improvident  pension  enactments, 
though  I  confess  to  a  full  share  of  resix)nsibility  for  some  of  these  laws 
that  should  not  have  l>een  passed. 

I  am  far  from  denying  that  there  are  cases  of  merit  which  can  not  be 
reached  exce])t  b}*  special  enactment,  but  I  do  not  believe  there  is  a 
member  of  either  House  of  Congress  who  will  not  admit  that  this  kind 
of  legislation  has  been  carried  too  far. 

I  have  now  before  me  more  than  100  special  pension  bills,  which  can 
hardly  be  examined  within  the  time  allowed  for  that  purpose. 

My  aim  has  been  at  all  times,  in  dealing  with  bills  of  this  character, 
to  give  the  ap])licant  for  a  pension  the  benefit  of  any  doubt  that  might 
arise,  and  which  balanced  the  propriety  of  granting  a  pension  if  there 
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seemed  any  just  foundation  for  the  application;  but  when  it  seemed 
entirely  outside  of  every  rule  in  its  nature  or  tlie  proof  supporting  it,  I 
have  supposed  I  only  did  my  duty  in  interposing  an  objection. 

It  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  well  if  our  general  pension  laws  should 
be  revised  with  a  view  of  meeting  every  nieritorions  case  that  can  arise. 
Our  experience  and  knowledge  of  any  existing  deficiencies  ought  to 
make  the  enactment  of  a  complete  pension  code  passible. 

In  the  absence  of  such  a  revision,  and  if  pensions  are  to  he  granted 
upon  equitable  grounds  and  without  regard  to  general  laws,  the  present 
methods  would  be  greatly  improved  by  the  establishment  of  some  tri- 
bunal to  examine  the  facts  in  ever>'  case  and  determine  upon  the  merits 
of  the  application.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

Iretum  without  approval  House  bill  No. 8291, entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Julia  Welch." 

The  husband  of  the  beneficiar>-  named  in  this  bill  sen'ed  in  the  Army 
from  December,  1863,  to  May,  1866. 

He  never  filed  an  application  for  pension,  and  died  Febniarj'  24,  1880, 
of  inflammation  of  the  lungs. 

The  claim  filed  by  his  widow  for  pension  alleged  that  her  husband 
suffered  from  chronic  diarrhea  and  disease  of  the  heart  and  lungs  as 
results  of  his  army  service. 

The  claim  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  on  the  ground  that 
the  soldier  died  from  an  acute  disease  which  bore  no  relation  to  any  com- 
plaint contracted  in  the  Army. 

I  think  the  action  of  the  Bureau  was  correct.

I  retnni  without  approval  House  bill  No.  7907,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Marj'  Ann  Lang." 

The  husband  of  this  beneficiary  was  wounded  in  the  nose  on  the  ist 
day  of  June,  1864,  and  was  mustered  out  of  the  service  July  8,  1865.  He 
was  paisLoned  on  account  of  this  wound  and  died  February  21, 1881. 
Prior  to  his  death  lie  had  executed  a  declaration  claiming  pension  also 
for  rhcnmatisni,  hut  the  application  was  not  filed  before  he  died. 

Tile  canse  of  his  death  was  dropsy.  The  widow  tiled  her  claim  for 
pension  in  18M4,  which  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  the  soldier's 
fatal  disease  was  not  the  result  of  his  military  service.  • 

A  physician  of  good  repute,  who  appears  to  have  attended  him  more 
than  any  other  physician  for  a  number  of  years  prior  to  his  death,  gives 
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an  account  of  rheumatic  ailments  and  other  troubles,  and  states  that  about 
a  3'ear  and  a  half  l^efore  he  died  he  had  a  liver  trouble  which  resulted  in 
dropsy,  which  caused  his  death.  He  adds  that  the  soldier  was  a  man 
who  drank  l^er,  and  at  times  to  excess,  and  that  he  drank  harder  toward 
the  last  of  his  life.  He  further  states  that  he  is  unable  to  connect  the 
liver  trouble  with  his  rheumatism,  and  could  not  give  any  other  reason 
for  it  except  his  long  use  of  beer  and  liquor,  and  if  that  was  not  the 
cause  it  greatly  aggravated  it;  that  he  had  cautioned  him  about  drink- 
ing, and  at  times  he  heeded  the  advice. 

An  appeal  was  taken  from  the  action  rejecting  the  claim  and  the  case 
was  submitted  to  the  medical  referee  of  the  Pension  Bureau,  who  decided 
upon  all  the  testimony  that  the  soldier's  fatal  disease  (dropsy)  was  due  to 
disease  of  the  liver,  which  was  not  a  sequence  of  rheumatism  and  was  the 
result  of  excessive  use  of  alcoholic  stimulants. 

It  will  be  obser\'ed  that  no  claim  is  made  that  death  in  any  way  resulted 
from  the  wound  for  which  a  pension  had  l)een  allowed,  and  that  even  if 
rheumatism  was  connected  with  the  death  its  incurrence  in  the  Army 
had  never  l>een  established. 

I  am  satisfied  that  this  case  was  properly  disposed  of  by  the  Pension

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  9184,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  William  M.  Campbell,  jr." 

This  l)eneficiary  was  not  enrolled  in  the  service  of  the  United  States 
until  August  5,  1S62.  Previous  to  that  time  he  had  been  a  member  of 
the  same  regiment  in  which  he  was  so  enrolled,  and  was  in  the  service 
of  the  vState  of  Kentucky. 

He  alleges  that  in  the  month  of  Febniary ,  1862,  he  was  vaccinated  with 
impure  virus  and  in  the  same  month  contracted  mumps.  He  claims  that 
as  a  result  of  these  troubles  he  has  been  afflicted  with  ulcers  and  other 
serious  consequences. 

It  is  perfectly  clear  that  at  the  time  these  disabilities  were  mcurred, 
if  they  were  incurred,  the  claimant  was  not  in  the  military  service  of  the 
United  States. 

The  records  show  that  he  deserted  September  16,  1862,  a  little  more 
than  a  month  after  he  was  mustered  into  the  United  States  ser\nce;  that 
he  was  arrested  April  25, 1864,  one  year  and  seven  months  after  his  de- 
sertion; that  he  was  restored  to  duty  by  general  court-martial  with  loss 
of  pay  and  allowances  during  absence  (the  time  lost  by  desertion  to  be 
made  gocKl),  and  that  he  was  mustered  out  July  16,  1865. 

This  enactment  seems  neither  to  have  law  nor  meritorious  equity  to 

supix)rt  it.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  8807,  entitled  "Au  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Harriet  E.  Cooper. " 

The  litisband  of  this  beneficiary  ser\'ed  as  a  major  in  an  Illinois  regi- 
ment from  September  3, 1862.  to  April  i,  1863,  when  his  resignation  was 
accepted,  it  having  been  tendered  on  account  of  business  affairs. 

He  was  pensioned  for  rheumatism  from  April,  1863,  and  died  October 
3.  1883. 

It  is  admitted  on  all  hands  that  Major  Cooper  drank  a  good  deal,  but 
the  committee  allege  that  they  can  not  arrive  at  the  conclusion  that  death 
was  attributable  to  that  cause. 

There  is  some  medical  testimony  tending  to  show  that  death  was  caused 
from  rheumatism,  but  one  physician  gives  it  as  his  opinion  that  death 
resulted  from  rheumatism  and  chronic  alcoholism. 

The  physician  who  last  attended  the  soldier  testifies  that  the  cause  of 
death  was  chronic  alcoholism.  This  should  be  the  most  reliable  of  all 
the  medical  testimony,  and  taken  in  connection  with  the  conceded  intem- 
perate habits  of  the  deceased  and  the  fact  that  the  brain  was  involved, 
it  satisfies  me  that  the  rejection  of  the  widow's  claim  by  the  Pension 
Bureau  on  the  ground  that  the  cause  of  death  was  mainly  intemperance 
was  correct.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  6431,  entitled  "An  act  for 
the  relief  of  Van  Buren  Brown." 

Tlie  beneficiarj'  named  in  this  bill  was  discharged  from  the  Army  Sep- 
tenilK.-r  11,  1865. 

He  filed  an  application  for  pension  in  the  Pension  Bureau  May  19, 
1S83,  alleging  chronic  diarrhea,  rheumatism,  spinal  disease  the  result  of 
an  injury,  and  deafness. 

His  claim  was  very  thoroughly  examined  and  reopened  and  examined 
again  after  rejection,  and  rejected  a  second  time. 

The  case  is  full  of  uncertainty  and  contradiction.  Without  discuss- 
ing these  features,  I  am  entirely  satisfied  that  a  pension  should  not  be 
allowed,  for  the  reason,  among  others,  that  three  careful  medical  exam- 
inations made  in  1883,  1884,  and  1886  failed  to  disclose  any  pensionable 


disability.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  367,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Nathaniel  D.  Chase." 
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This  beneficiary  enlisted  September  3,  1863.  The  records  show  that 
lie  was  admitted  to  a  hospital  March  3,  1864,  with  a  disease  of  a  discred- 
itable nature  and  by  no  means  connected  with  the  military  service,  and 
that  he  was  discharged  from  the  Army  May  20, 1864,  upon  a  certificate  of 
paralysis  of  left  arm,  which  came  on  suddenly  February  20, 1864,  and  that 
the  cause  was  unknown,  but  believed  not  to  be  incident  to  the  service. 

He  filed  an  application  for  a  pension  in  June,  1864,  allegping  paralysis 
of  the  left  arm  from  causes  unknown  to  him. 

This  claim  was  not  prosecuted  at  that  time,  and  the  claimant  reenlisted 
in  January,  1S65,  and  served  until  September  5,  1865,  without  any  evi- 
dence of  disability  appearing  upon  the  records. 

He  renewed  his  claim  in  1870,  stating  that  he  was  first  taken  with  a 
pain  in  his  left  arm  about  March  i,  1864,  and  that  it  became  partially 
paralyzed. 

It  will  be  observed  that  thus  far  in  his  application  he  g^ves  no  expla- 
nation of  the  incurrence  of  his  disability  which  leads  to  the  belief  that  it 
was  related  to  his  service. 

In  a  letter  dated  May  31, 1864,  his  captain  states  that  he  can  but  think 
that  the  disability  of  the  claimant  was  the  result  of  his  folly  and  indis- 
cretioti,  and  that  he  feels  it  his  duty  to  decline  giving  him  a  certificate. 

In  1880  the  claimant  stated  the  cause  of  his  disability  was  an  injury 
to  his  arm  while  expelling  a  soldier  from  a  railroad  train  at  Augusta, 
Me. ,  he  acting  as  provost  guard  at  the  time.  Upon  this  allegation  the 
case  was  reojxined  at  the  Pension  Bureau. 

In  reply  to  a  letter  from  the  Bureau  the  captain  of  claimant's  com- 
pany stated  that  he  had  no  knowledge  of  such  an  injury.  The  same 
officer,  in  a  letter  dated  February  25,  1887,  expresses  the  belief  that  the 
disability  of  the  applicant,  if  any  existed,  was  caused  by  the  injudicious 
use  of  mercurial  medicine  self-administered  for  venereal  disease  con- 
tracted at  Augusta,  Me.,  in  January,  1864,  and  that  such  was  the  rumor 
among  his  comrades  when  he  was  sent  to  the  hospital. 

I  can  not  believe  that  an  injury  was  sustained  such  as  was  specified 
by  the  ai)plicant  in  1880  and  that  nothing  was  said  of  it  either  in  the 
claim  made  in  1864  or  in  1870.  In  the  absence  of  this  or  some  other 
definite  cause  consistent  with  an  honest  claim  we  are  left  in  the  face  of 
some  contrary  evidence  to  guess  that  his  arm  was  injured  in  the  service. 

The  api")lication  of  this  beneficiar>'  is  still  pending  in  the  Pension 
Bureau  awaiting  further  information,

It  is  i)roposed  by  this  l)ill  to  jx^nsion  the  beneficiary  named  therein,  as 
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the  widow  of  Edmund  Fitzniorris,  under  the  pro\-isioTis  and  limitations 
of  the  general  pension  laws.  The  name  of  the  lieneficiary  is  already  upon 
the  pension  roll,  and  she  is  now  entitled  to  receive  precisely  the  sum  as  a 
pensioner  which  is  allowed  her  under  this  bill. 

As  her  application  to  the  Pension  Bureau  was  quite  lately  favorably 
acted  upon,  it  is  supposed  this  special  bill  for  her  relief  was  passed  by  the 
Congress  in  ignorance  of  that  fact.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  121,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Tobias  Baney. ' ' 

This  soldier  was  enrolled  on  the  23th  day  of  February,  1S65,  and  was 
discharged  on  the  31st  day  of  Januarj',  r866. 

He  filed  an  application  for  a  pension  in  1878,  which  was  supplemented 
by  statements  from  time  to  time,  not  always  in  exact  agreement,  but 
alleging  uniformly  that,  during  his  service,  fixing  the  date  at  one  time 
as  in  January,  1866,  and  at  another  time  as  in  November,  1865,  he  was 
attacked  in  the  city  of  Washington  by  palpitation  of  the  heart,  which 
increased  after  his  discharge  and  resulted  in  disability.  After  a  careful 
special  examination  by  the  Pension  Bureau  the  claim  was  rejected  upon 
the  ground  that  origin  of  disability  in  the  service  and  line  of  duty  had 
not  been  shown,  nor  that  the  same  existed  for  some  time  after  discharge. 

ThL>  liL-ueficiary  named  in  tliis  bill  enli.sted  shortly  Ufore  the  surrender 
of  the  Confederate  forces,  and  it  appears  did  little,  if  anything,  more  than 
j;arrison  duty.  He  does  not  seem  to  have  suffered  any  of  the  exposures 
usually  incident  to  a  soldier's  service,  and,  as  I  understand  his  claim, 
does  nut  himself  j;ive  any  instance  of  expasure  or  exertion  from  which 
hi>dimcnlty  arose. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  sickness  or  disability  during  the  time  he  was 
in  the  Army  iiur  any  satisfactorj'  proof  that  he  was  suffering  with  any 
ailment  at  the  time  of  his  discharge.  His  own  statement,  which  some  of 
the  ]iroof  taken  tends  to  show  is  not  entirely  reliable,  goes  no  further 
than  to  claim  that  dnriiig  his  term  of  ser\'ice  his  difficulty  began. 

On  a]i]ieal  from  the  rejection  of  the  beneficiary's  claim  the  case  was 
tli"roni;hly  examined  at  the  Interior  Department  and  the  rejection  af- 
firmed. 

I  aiii  entirely  satisfied  that  the  case  was  properly  determined.

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The  husband  of  this  beneficiary  was  pensioned  for  a  gunshot  wound 
in  his  right  shoulder  which  he  received  in  1864  in  a  battle  with  Indians. 

The  report  of  the  conmiittec  to  which  the  bill  was  referred  states  noth- 
ing concerning  the  death  of  the  soldier  and  gives  no  information  as  to 
the  date  or  cause  of  the  same,  and  the  recommendation  that  a  pension 
should  be  given  the  widow  is  based  upon  the  service  and  injury  of  the 
soldier  and  the  circumstances  of  the  l)eneficiary. 

No  claim  was  filed  in  the  Pension  Bureau  on  behalf  of  the  widow. 
This  perhaps  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  information  is  lodged  in 
that  Bureau  to  the  effect  that  the  deceased  soldier  died  on  the  21st  day 
of  September,  1883,  ''from  a  pistol  ball  fired  by  Luther  Cultor.'* 

If  he  was  killed  in  a  personal  encounter,  as  the  report  of  his  death 
would  seem  to  indicate,  I  am  unal:)le  to  see  how  his  death  can  be  in  any 
way  attributed  to  his  military  service  or  his  widow  be  justly  pensioned

for  total  disability  to  ex-soldiers  of  his  rank. 

Inasnuich  as  the  bill  herewith  returned  limits  any  increase  to  the  rate 
fixed  l)y  law  for  cases  of  total  disability,  it  appears  to  accomplish  noth- 
ing of  benefit  to  the  beneficiary  therein  named.

On  the  4th  day  of  July,  1S72,  he  was  upon  leave  at  the  city  of  Rio 
Grande,  in  the  State  of  Texas.  Some  of  the  citizens  were  celebrating 
the  day,  and  one  of  them  had  a  can  of  powder  in  his  hand  which,  accord- 
ing to  the  report  of  the  accident,  "was  about  to  explode."  The  soldier 
endeavored  to  knock  the  can  from  the  hand  of  the  person  who  held  it, 
when  the  powder  exploded,  severely  injuring  the  soldier  and  necessitating 
the  amputation  of  his  right  foreann. 

Though  this  was  a  most  luifortunate  accident,  it  is  quite  plain  that 
it  had  no  coiuiection  with  the  militar>'  service. 

To  grant  a  pension  in  such  a  case  would  establish  a  precedent  in  the 
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appropriation  of  money  from  the  public  Treasury  wliicli  I  can  hardly 
thiuk  we  should  be  justified  ia  following.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.9i74,eutitletl  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Woodford  M.  Houchin." 

The  beneficiary  named  in  tliis  bill  was  enrolled  September  18,  1861, 
and  discharged  December  17,  1R64. 

He  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  the  Pension  Bureau  December  22, 1876, 
alleging  that  he  had  a  sore  or  ulcer  on  his  left  leg  "which  existed  iu  a 
small  way  prior  to  enlistment, ' '  but  was  aggra\-ated  and  enlarged  by  the 
exposures  of  the  service. 

This  claim  was  rejected  in  1377  on  the  ground  that  the  disability  ex- 
isted prior  to  enUstment. 

In  September,  1879,  he  filed  another  application  for  pension,  alleging  a 
disability  arising  from  an  affection  of  his  right  ej'e  caused  by  an  attack 
of  measles  in  September,  1861,  and  also  again  alleging  ulcerated  varicose 
veins  of  his  left  leg. 

In  October,  1886,  the  rejection  of  the  claim  for  ulcerated  varicose  veins 
was  adhered  to  and  the  added  claim  for  disease  of  the  eyes  was  rejected 
on  the  ground  that  it  was  not  incurred  in  the  ser\-ice  and  line  of  duty. 

On  api>eal  from  the  action  of  tht  Pension  Bure:iu  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Inlerior  the  rejection  of  the  claim  was  sustained. 

The  claimant  staled  in  support  of  his  application  that  about  three 
months  l>efore  he  enlisted  a  little  yellow  blister  appeared  on  his  left  leg, 
which  made  a  small  sore,  wliicli  existed  when  he  enlisted;  that  while  he 
was  in  Central  America  witli  General  Walker  he  received  a  wound  in 
the  temple  from  a  musket  ball,  and  that  he  had  also  before  enUstment 
been  sick  with  the  dropsy. 

The  case  was  very  thoroughly  examined  by  ofGcer.s  of  the  Pension  Bu- 
reau, and  a  great  mass  of  testimonj-  was  taken  from  numerous  witnesses. 
Three  brothers  of  the  claimant  testified  to  the  existence  of  all  the  disa- 
bilities l)efore  his  enlistment,  and  two  of  them  stated  facts  which  go  far 
toward  accounting  for  such  di.sabilities  in  a  way  very  discreditable  to  the 
claimant.  Many  other  witnesses,  with  good  opportunities  of  knowledge 
on  the  subject,  testified  to  the  same  effect. 

While  testimony  of  a  different  character  was  also  given,  tending  to 
establish  the  theory  that  the  disabilities  alleged  were  at  least  to  some 
extent  attribnta!)le  to  military  ser\-ice,  the  overwhelming  weight  of  proof 
seems  to  establish  that  whatever  disabilities  exist  are  the  result  of  disease 
contracted  by  vicious  habits,  and  that  such  disabilities  had  their  origin 
prior  to  onlistmmt.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I'.r.t  I  will  take  no  jKirt  in  jnittin^  a  name  upon  otir  pension  roll  which 
iv],rrM-iiis  .1  I'liioii  M)l(bc-r  found  rii;litin<^  a^^ainst  the  catise  he  swore  he 
wouM  iijOioId.  nor  should  it  be  for  a  moment  admitted  that  such  deser- 
tion and  tiea(  lier\-  are  excused  when  it  avoids  the  rigors  of  honorable 
Ciipl  ure  and  eonrniemeiit. 

It  would  have  been  a  sid  condition  of  affairs  if  every  capttired  Union 
soldier  had  deemed  himself  justified  in  fighting  against  his  Government 
rather  than  to  under,L;o  the  i)rivations  of  ca])turc.

I  return  without  a])])roval  Senate  bill  \o.  1447,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 

ini;  a  ])ension  to  ]>ridi;et  I'ole>'." 
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Joseph  F.  Foley,  the  husband  of  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill,  en- 
Hsted  ou  the  zad  day  of  August,  1S62,  and  was  discharged  February  13, 
1863,  for  disability  which  was  certified  to  arise  from  chronic  rheumatism 
contracted  prior  to  enlistment. 

He  appears  to  have  been  sick  with  rheumatism  a  large  part  of  the  time 
he  was  in  the  service,  and  because  of  that  fact  never  reached  a  point 
nearer  the  front  than  the  city  of  Washington. 

He  died  May  13, 1873,  of  consumption. 

His  widow  filed  in  1 884  a  declaration  executed  by  the  deceased  shortly 
before  his  death,  in  which  he  alleged  that  he  was  first  attacked  with 
rheumatism  at  Capitol  Hill,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  in  October,  1862. 
The  soldier  never  applied  for  a  pension. 

It  is  strenuously  disputed  that  he  had  this  complaint  before  enlistment. 
However  this  may  be,  it  is  certain  that  he  died  of  consumption,  and  I  can 
find  no  proof  that  this  disease  was  contracted  in  the  service  or  had  any 
relation  thereto.  GROVER  CLEVTiLAND.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  2644,  entitled  "Au  act  grant- 
ing the  right  of  way  to  the  Fort  Smith,  Paris  and  Dardaiielle  Railway 
Compaii)'  to  construct  and  operate  a  railroad,  telegraph,  and  telephone 
line  from  Fort  Stiiith,  Ark. ,  through  the  Indian  Territory-,  to  or  near 
ISiixter  Spring?;,  iti  the  State  of  Kan.sas." 

Tliis  bill  grams  :i  right  of  way  100  feet  in  width,  with  the  use  of  ad- 
JDiiiing  lands  for  .stations  and  other  purposes,  through  the  eastern  part 
of  tliat  iMirtiiJii  of  the  Indian  Territory  occupied  by  the  Cherokee  Indians 
unik'V  a  treaty  with  the  United  States. 

r>\  ihc  ti.niis  of  the  treaty  concluded  between  the  Government  and 
the  Clicrokce  Nation  in  1866  these  Indians  expressly  granted  a  right  of 
\v,-\y  tliraii.q;li  their  lands  "to  any  company  or  corporation  which  shall 
be  did>-  anlhori/.ed  by  Congress  to  construct  a  railroad  from  any  point 
north  to  any  point  south,  and  from  any  point  east  to  any  point  west  of, 
niid  which  may  [tass  through,  the  Cherokee  Nation." 

'riiLTL-  are  excellent  reasons  why  this  clause  in  the  treaty  should  be 
coii^^tniL-d  as  limiting  the  railroads  which  should  run  through  these  lands, 
at  Kasi  wiihniit  further  permis,sion  of  the  Indians,  to  only  one  from  north 
lu  south  and  uiie  Other  from  east  to  west. 

It  is  evidi.nt,  however,  that  the  Congress  has  either  not  so  interpreted 
this  provisiiin  of  the  treaty  or  has  determined  that  it  should  be  disre- 
g.Trdcd,  for  there  have  Ix'eii  .six  or  seven  railroads  constructed  or  author- 
i/fd  through  these  lands  by  the  pennission  of  the  Government. 

It  has  hecouie  \-ery  much  the  custom  to  grant  these  rights  of  way 
through   Indian  lands  and  reservations  merely  for  the  asking.     They 
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have  Ix-'Cii  duplicated  to  such  an  extent  that  rival  roads  are  found  strug- 
gling!^ for  the  advantage  (^f  a  prior  Congressional  grant  or  for  the  posses- 
sion of  a  contested  route  through  these  reservations. 

I  Ixilieve  these  indiscriminate  grants  to  railroads  permitting  them  to 
cross  the  lands  occupied  l^y  the  Indians,  if  not  in  absolute  violation  of 
their  treaty  rights,  are  dangerous  to  the  vsuccess  of  our  Indian  manage- 
ment. 

While  maintaining  their  tribal  condition  they  should  not  be  easily  sub- 
jected to  the  disturbance  and  the  irritation  of  such  encroachments.  When 
they  have  advanced  sufficiently  for  the  allotment  of  their  lands  in  sever- 
alty, they  should  ])e  permitted,  as  a  general  rule,  to  enjoy  and  cultivate 
all  the  land  set  apart  to  I  hem.  and  not  discouraged  by  the  forced  surrender 
(;f  a  part  of  it  for  railroad  purposes.  In  the  solution  of  the  problem  of 
their  civilization  by  allotments  of  land  they  need  the  land  itself,  and  not 
compensation  for  its  appropriaticm  l)v  others.  They  can  not  be  expected 
to  understand  this  i)rocess  in  any  other  way  than  an  indication  that  their 
tenure  is  uncertain  and  the  assurance  that  they  shall  hold  their  allotted 
land  for  cultivation  a  delusion. 

It  is  not  necessary  in  the  treatment  of  this  subject  to  insist  that  in  no 
case  should  a  railroad  be  permitted  to  cross  Indian  reserv-ations.  There 
may  be  valid  jniblic  reasons  why  in  some  cases  this  should  be  allowed. 
Imi)()rtant  lines  of  through  travel  should  not  be  always  obstructed  or 
defeated  by  a  refusal  of  such  permission.  But  I  think  there  should  be 
shown  in  every  case  a  justification  in  the  public  interest  or  in  further- 
ance of  general  gn^wth  and  pn^gress,  or  at  least  in  a  plain  local  necessity 
or  convenience,  before  such  grants  are  made. 

It  seems  to  nic  also  that  the  consent  of  the  Indians  for  the  passage  of 
railroads  through  their  land  should,  as  a  general  rule,  be  required;  that 
the  means  of  determining  the  compensjition  to  l3e  made  for  land  taken 
should  be  just  and  definite  and  easy  of  application;  that  the  route  of  the 
pro])osed  road  should  Ixr  as  particularly  described  as  is  jx)ssible;  that  a 
reasonable  time  should  Ix?  fixed  for  the  construction  of  the  road,  and  in 
default  of  such  c(Mistruction  that  the  grant  should  1^  declared  null  and 
void  without  legislation  or  judicial  action,  and  that  in  all  cases  the  rights 
and  interests  of  the  Indians  should  be  carefully  ccmsidered. 

The  bill  under  consideration  grants  to  the  railroad  company  therein 
named  the  right  to  construct  its  n^ad  over  substantially  the  same  route 
(k-vscribed  in  a  law  already  passed  permitting  the  Kansas  City,  Fort  Scott 
and  (fulf  Railway  Compau}'  to  build  its  road  through  this  reservation. 
No  necessity  or  good  reason  is  apparent  why  these  two  roads  should  be 
built  U])on  the  same  line. 

The  bill  makes  no  provision  for  gaining  the  consent  of  the  Indians  occu- 
]ning  tliese  lands.  The  Cherokee  Nation  of  Indians  have  their  local  laws 
and  legislation ,  and  are  quite  comi)etent  to  pass  upon  this  question.  They 
have  heretofore  shown  their  interest  in  such  subjects,  I  am  informed,  by 
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protesting  against  some  of  the  grants  which  have  tjeen  made  for  the  con- 
struction of  railroads  through  their  lands. 

The  bill  provides  for  the  taking  of  lands  held  by  individual  occupants 
and  the  manner  of  fixing  the  compensation  theiefor;  but  it  is  declared 
that  when  any  portion  of  the  land  taken  hy  the  company  shall  cease  to  be 
used  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  taken  the  same  shall  revert  to  the 
nation  or  tribe  from  which  the  same  shall  have  been  taken.  There  is  no 
provision  that  in  any  case  land  taken  from  indii.-idual  occupants  shall 
revert  to  them. 

In  the  fifth  section  of  the  bill  it  is  provided  that  the  railroad  company 
shall  pay  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  for  the  benefit  of  the  particular 
nation  or  tribe  through  whose  lands  its  line  may  be  located,  in  addition 
to  other  compensation,  the  sum  of  $50, 

It  was,  of  course,  intended  to  declare  that  this  sum  should  be  paid  for 
every  mile  of  road  built  through  Indian  lands,  but  it  is  not  so  expressed, 
I  am  by  no  means  certain  that  the  context  will  aid  this  omi.ssion,  which 
is  quite  palpable,  when  that  part  of  the  bill  is  compared  with  others  of  the 
same  character.  In  any  event,  this  is  a  provision  which  should  be  free 
from  all  doubt. 

There  is  no  time  limited  in  the  bill  within  which  the  proposed  road 
through  the  reservation  shall  be  completed,  and  consequently  no  forfei- 
ture fixed  for  noncompletion.  The  nearest  approach  to  it  is  found  in  a 
clause  providing  that  the  company  shall  build  at  least  50  miles  of  its  road 
in  the  Indian  Territory  within  three  years  from  the  passage  of  the  act,  or 
tJiL-  rights  t,'raiited  shall  lie  forfeited  as  to  that  jxirtion  not  buih.  The 
length  uf  the  proixiscd  mute  throuj^li  the  Cherokee  lands  appears  to  be 
considfrahly  ovL-r  ivi  miles,  and  it  is  plain  that  there  is  no  sufficient 
guaranty  in  the  bill  that  the  entire  nwd  will  be  built  within  any  partic- 
ubr  time.  Tliere  is  no  forfeiture  and  no  limitation  for  the  completion 
of  the  road  if  50  niiks  is  built  within  three  years,  and  there  may  be  some 
doubt  how  far  the  forfeiture  would  extend  in  case  of  a  failure  to  finish 
Die  50  miles  within  the  time  s|x«ified. 

I  lH;lie\*e  these  grants  to  railroads  should  be  sparingly  made;  that  when 

ni:idc  thev  sJiould  present  letter  reasons  for  their  necessity  and  useful- 

ne.-s  llian  are  apparent  in  this  case,  and  that  they  should  be  guarded  and 

limited  l>y  provisions  which  are  not  found  in  the  bill  herewith  returned.

1  return  witlinut  approval  House  bill  No.  3008,  entitled  "An  act  for 
the  rt'lief  of  V.  A.  Leatherhury." 

Tliis  hill  provides  tJiat  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  pay  to  the 
persim  above  named  the  sum  of  5601.27,  being  the  amount  paid  by  him 
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to  lyticy  Roberts  on  two  pension  checks  which  were  afterwards  recalled 
and  canceled. 

The  committee  of  the  House  to  whom  this  bill  was  referred  report 
that— 

The  Department  discovered,  after  the  issuing  of  the  checks,  that  the  claim  for 
pension  was  fraudulent,  but  not  until  after  the  purchase,  in  the  ordinary  course  of 
business,  by  Mr.  Leatherbury  paying  J601.27  therefor  and  giving  his  duebill  for  the 
balance,  which  Ijalance  he  refused  to  pay  after  ascertaining  that  the  check  >**as  repu- 
diated by  the  Government. 

Lucy  Roberts,  a  colored  woman,  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  1868,  alleg- 
ing that  she  was  the  widow  of  Nelson  Roberts,  who  died  in  the  military 
serv^ice  in  1865. 

Her  claim  was  allowed  in  1876,  and  tw^o  checks,  numbered  6863  and 
6864,  aggregating  $1,301.27,  were  issued  on  account  of  said  pension. 
Before  payment  of  the  checks  information  was  received  which  caused 
an  investigation  by  the  Pension  Bureau  as  to  the  honesty  of  the  claim 
for  pension.  This  investigation  established  its  utterly  fraudulent  char- 
acter, and  thereupon  the  checks  were  canceled  and  the  woman^s  name 
was  dropped  from  the  pension  rolls. 

Certain  important  facts  are  reported  to  me  from  the  Pension  Bureau 
as  having  been  develoi)ed  u|)on  the  investigation. 

It  appears  that  one  Thomas  had  undertaken  to  act  for  the  claimant  in 
procuring  her  ix^nsion  under  an  agreement  that  he  should  have  S300  if 
successful.  Mr.  I^eatherbur}-  was  a  notary,  postma.ster,  and  claim  agent, 
and  acted  as  notary  and  general  assistant  to  Thomas  and  the  claimant, 
who  was  employed  at  Leatherbury'S  house.  In  the  month  of  July,  1876, 
the  same  month  the  claim  for  pension  was  allowed,  the  woman  Rol)erts 
was  indicted  for  larceny,  the  complaining  witness  being  Mr.  Leatlierbur>', 
Shortly  after  the  issue  of  the  checks  the  woman  disappeared,  and  it  is 
reported  that  certain  indications  suggested  that  \yoW\  Leatberbur>'  and 
Thomas  were  not  entirely  ignorant  of  her  whereabouts  nor  completely 
disconnected  with  her  disapj^ea ranee.  The  checks  were  obtained  from 
Thomas  by  Leatherbur>',  he  paying,  as  he  alleges,  to  Thomas  the  fee  of 
$3cx^  which  had  been  agreed  upon.  The  checks  remained  in  Leather- 
bury 's  ])ossession  until  they  were  delivered  by  him  to  the  special  agent 
of  the  Pension  Bureau  uiK)n  the  investigation.  He  claimed  in  his  depo- 
sition that  he  considered  that  what  monev  he  had  let  the  woman  have 
and  the  goods  she  had  obtained  at  his  store  while  she  worked  for  him, 
and  the  $300  which  he  had  advanced  to  Thomas,  her  agent,  justified  him 
in  holding  her  indebted  to  him  in  the  sum  of  $600,  and  that  he  held  the 
checks  as  security  for  the  same,  admitting  that  there  was  still  $700  in  her 
favor,  written  acknowledgment  of  which  he  had  placed  in  the  hands  of  his 
wife.  He  further  stated  that  rather  than  gain  notoriety  in  the  matter  he 
would  return  the  checks  to  the  vSpecial  agent,  but  he  trusted  that  the  Gov- 
ernment would  pay  him  the  $600  which  he  had  sunk  in  the  transaction. 
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The  woman  testified  that  she  did  take  some  goods  from  Leatherbury 
at  his  store  at  his  suggestion,  after  the  arrival  of  the  checks  and  l>efore 
she  left,  about  August  16,  1876,  which  purchases  amounted  to  no  more 
than  $100,  and  that  he  also  advanced  her  $roo;  that  he  made  no  further 
paj'inent  and  wrote  to  her  that  he  had  to  give  up  the  checks,  and  that 
she  never  indorsed  the  checks  nor  authorized  anyone  to  do  so. 

Both  Leatherbury  and  Thomas  disclaimed  any  knowledge  of  the  fraud- 
ulent character  of  the  claim;  but  the  fraudulent  claimant  lived  in  the 
house  of  one  of  them  and  he  was  assisting  in  procuring  her  claim  to  Ije 
allowed,  while  the  other  made  an  unlawful  agreement  for  a  liberal  com- 
pensation for  his  services  if  the  claim  succeeded.  The  woman  was  in- 
dicted at  the  instance  of  Leatherbury  at  about  the  time  of  the  issuance 
of  the  checks  and  fled,  but  if  she  is  to  be  Iselieved  Leatherbury  wrote  to 
her  during  her  absence.  After  her  disappearance  he  ventures  to  pay  to 
Thomas  his  illegal  fee  and  takes  possession  of  the  checks.  He  consid- 
ers that  she  owes  him  $600,  and  the  bill  under  consideratiou  gives  him 
$601.27,  the  exact  amount  of  the  checks  less  $700. 

Someone  with  more  intelligence  than  this  ignorant  colored  woman 
concocted  the  scheme  to  gain  this  fraudulent  pension;  and  the  circum- 
stances point  so  suspiciously  toward  Thomas  and  LeatheTbur>-,  the  claim 
of  the  latter  upon  the  Government  is  infected  with  so  much  illegality, 
aiid  the  amount  of  his  advances  is  arrived  at  so  loosely  that  in  my  opin- 
ion he  should  not  at  this  late  day  be  relieved.

I  rtturii  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1870,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
inj;  tlK'  use  of  certain  lands  in  Pierce  County,  Washington  Territory,  to 
tliu  tnty  of  Taooiiia,  for  the  purpose  of  a  public  park. ' ' 

It  is  ]>ropusc'(l  by  this  bill  to  permit  the  appropriation  for  a  public  park 
of  a  fiTtain  military  reservation  containing  635  acres,  which  was  set  apart 
for  luililiiry  and  d<.-funsive  purposes  the  22d  day  of  September,  1866. 

Thu  tslablishnient  of  this  reservation  was  strongly  recommended  by 
hi.^'li  iiiililary  authority,  and  its  preservation  and  maintenance  have  since 
llial  ujut  Ix-L-n  aUn  uri^wl  hy  the  same  authority. 

At  this  time,  when  the  subject  of  national  defense  is  much  discussed, 
I  lan  not  account  for  the  apparent  willingness  to  grant,  or  permit  to  be 
u-cd  tor  other  purpo^les,  Govennnent  lands  reserved  for  military  uses. 

I  jud.L,'!-'  from  iui  expression  in  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers, 
iiKulf  a  p;i!t  cif  the  report  of  the  committee  of  the  House  to  which  this 
Ijjll  was  iLlVrred,  that  its  original  puriwse  was  to  absolutely  transfer  this 
rL-ir\:ilinii  lo  the  city  of  Taconia.  The  Chief  of  Engineers  suggested 
an  niiKniliiiL'iit  lo  the  bill  providing  that  the  mere  permission  lo  use  this 
\:\w\  fur  a  jxirk  ^.hlJuld  lie  granted,  "and  that  this  permission  be  given 
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with  the  full  utiderstaiiding  that  the  Uuited  States  intends  to  occupy  the 
lands  or  any  part  of  them  for  military  or  other  purposes  whenever  its 
proper  officials  see  fit  to  order  the  same,  and  without  any  claim  for  com- 
pensaticni  or  damage  on  the  part  of  said  city  of  Tacoma. ' ' 

Instead  of  adopting  the  recommendation  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers  the 
provision  of  the  bill  limiting  the  extent  of  the  use  of  this  land  declares — 

That  the  United  States  reserves  to  itself  the  fee  and  the  right  forever  to  resume 
possession  and  occupy  any  portion  of  said  lands  for  naval  or  military  purp>oses  when- 
ever in  the  judj^nient  of  the  President  the  exigency  arises  that  should  require  the 
use  and  appn)priation  of  the  vsanie  for  the  public  defense  or  for  such  other  disposi> 
tion  as  Conj^ress  may  determine,  without  any  claim  for  compensation  to  said  city  for 
improvements  thereon  or  damages  on  account  thereof. 

The  ex|)ediency  of  granting  any  right  to  the  occupancy  of  this  land 
is,  in  my  opinion,  very  doubtful.  If  it  is  done,  it  should  be  in  the  form 
of  a  mere  license,  revocable  at  any  time,  for  the  purposes  used  by  the 
officers  to  which  its  use  and  disposition  are  now  subject. 

It  seems  to  me  that  if  any  use  of  this  land  is  given  to  the  city  of 
Tacoma  it  should  be  with  the  proviso  suggested  by  the  Chief  of  Engi- 
neers, instead  of  the  indefinite  and  restricted  one  incorporated  in  the  bill,

ing  a  i)ensi()n  to  Mrs.  Anna  Butterfield. " 

It  is  i)r()]H)scd  by  this  bill  to  pension  the  beneficiary  therein  named  as 
the  "dependent  mother  of  James  A.  B.  Butterfield,  late  a  sergeant  in  the 
Second  Illinois  Cavalry." 

The  records  sliow  that  the  son  of  this  beneficiary  enlisted  in  the  regi- 
ment mentioned  in  August,  iS6i,and  was  mustered  out  August  13, 1864. 
No  claim  is  made  in  any  quarter  that  he  incurred  the  least  disability  dur- 
ing this  service,  and  there  is  no  disptite  in  regard  to  the  date  of  enlist- 
ment or  discharge,  nor  does  there  seem  to  be  any  definite  claim  that  he 
again  entered  the  military  service. 

The  re])(>rt  of  the  connnittee  states  that  his  mother  is  advised  that 
after  his  discharge  her  sou  -''till  remained  in  the  service  of  the  Goveni- 
ment  and  was  killed  by  an  explosion  on  lx)ard  of  the  steamer  Sultana, 
in  April,  1S65. 

Her  claim  for  pension  is  now  pending  in  the  Pension  Bureau  awaiting 
testimony,  which  seems  to  be  entirely  wanting,  to  .support  the  allegation 
that  at  the  time  of  his  death  the  deceased  was  in  the  service  of  the  Gov- 
ernment in  any  capacity. 

This  evidence  ought  not  to  be  difficult  to  obtain.  Though  the  mother 
seems  to  have  saved  something,  from  which  she  draws  a  small  income, 
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her  advanced  age  and  the  honorable  service  of  her  son  would  make  the 
allowance  of  a  pension  in  her  case,  upon  any  fair  and  plausible  justifica- 
tion,  very  gratifying.  GROYER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  2140,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Eliza  Smith." 

The  husband  of  this  beneficiary  was  a  second  lieutenant  in  an  Indiana 
regiment, and  was  discharged  from  the  service  in  April,  1864.  It  is  pro- 
posed in  the  bill  herewith  returned  to  pension  the  beneficiary  as  the 
widow  of  a  first  lieutenant. 

The  deceased  was  pensioned  fi.ir  a  gunshot  wound  in  his  left  arm  under 
the  general  law,  and  his  pension  was  increased  by  a  special  act  in  1883. 

He  died  away  from  home  at  a  hotel  in  Union  City.  Ind.,  on  the  i8th 
day  of  Decemljer,  1884,  and  it  was  dclerniined  at  the  time,  and  is  still 
claimed,  that  his  death  was  tlie  re.sult  of  an  overdose  of  morphine  self- 
administered. 

It  is  represented  that  at  times  the  wound  of  the  deceased  soldier  was 
ver>'  painful  and  that  he  was  in  the  habit  of  taking  large  doses  of  mor- 
phine to  alleviate  his  suffering. 

Two  days  before  his  death  he  was  at  the  house  of  one  Moore,  in  Union 
City;  he  complained  of  pain,  and  a.'^ked  for  a  dose  of  morphine,  but  it 
does  not  appear  th:il  he  obtained  it. 

t)n  the  s:iine  day  lie  wt-nt  tc)  a  hotel  in  the  same  town  and  remained 
there  until  liis  dealli.  On  the  second  evening  after  his  arrival  there  he 
complained  of  asthma  and  pain  in  his  arm,  and  retired  about  9  o'clock 
p.  in.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  next  day  the  door  of  his  room  was  forced 
ojicn,  and  he  was  fianid  prostrate  and  helpless,  though  able  to  talk.  Med- 
icine wn-^  administered,  but  lie  sikjii  died. 

nil  riLiiiily  physician  testified  iliat  the  deceased  did  not  suffer  from 
asthma :  that  when  his  wound  was  suppurating  he  liad  diSiculty  in 
bnathiiii;-.  aiul  tliai  at  such  tinics  he  was  in  the  habit  of  taking  morphine 
in  lari.:c  du--i.-:.,  ami  that  at  times  he  was  intemperate,  especially  when  snf- 

It  HtLiii^  to  HK-  it  woidd  estalilish  a  very  bad  precedent  to  allow  a  pen- 
sion upon  the  facts  developed  in  this  case.

[  1  uturii  without  approval  House  bill  No.  75 10,  entitled  '  'An  act  grant- 
ing a  pensiim  lo  Stephen  .\.Seavey." 
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This  beneficiary  served  in  a  Maine  regiment  from  November  1 1,  1861, 
to  August  17, 1862,  when  he  was  discharged  upon  a  surgeon's  certificate  of 
epilepsia  and  nielanchoha.  The  surgeon  further  stated  in  his  certificate 
that  the  soldier  had  been  unfit  for  duty  for  sixty  days  in  consequence 
of  epileptic  fits,  occurring  daily,  and  requiring  the  constant  attendance  of 
two  persons  during  the  past  thirty  days. 

In  1879  he  applied  for  a  pension,  alleging  that  he  incurred  a  sunstroke 
on  July  20,  1862.  This  was  witliin  the  sixty  days  during  which  he  was 
unfit  for  duty  and  also  within  the  thirty  days  during  which  he  required 
the  constant  attendance  of  two  persons. 

He  succeeded  in  vsecuring  a  pension,  and  drew  the  same  until  Decem- 
ber, 1885,  \vhen  information  was  received  at  the  Pension  Bureau  which 
caused  an  examination  of  the  merits  of  the  case. 

This  examination  developed  such  facts  as  led  the  Pension  Bureau  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  condition  of  the  soldier  was  then  identical  with 
that  before  enlistment  and  that  his  disability  existed  before  he  entered 
the  service.     His  name  was  accordingly  dropped  from  the  rolls. 

The  object  of  the  bill  herewith  returned  is  to  restore  tiie  pensioner  to 
the  rolls. 

An  examination  of  the  facts  satisfies  me  that  the  act  of  the  Pension 
Bureau  in  dropping  this  name  from  the  pension  rolls  was  entirely  correct 
and  should  not  be  reversed.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  6307,  entitled  **An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Sarah  A.Corson." 

Joshua  Corson,  the  husband  of  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill,  en- 
listed in  August,  1862,  for  nine  months,  was  wounded  by  a  ball  which 
passed  through  the  lower  part  of  each  buttock,  and  was  discharged  June 
29,  1863.     He  was  pensioned  for  his  wound,  and  died  December  12,  1885. 

The  cause  of  death  is  stated  to  have  been  femoral  hcniia  by  a  physi- 
cian who  attended  him  shortly  before  his  death.  The  official  record  of 
his  death  attributes  it  to  a  malignant  tumor. 

The  widow  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  1886,  but  furnished  no  evi- 
dence showing  when  or  how  the  hernia  originated.  No  disability  of 
this  description  is  shown  by  any  service  record,  nor  was  it  ever  claimed 
by  the  soldier.  It  is  stated  in  the  report  of  the  committee  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  to  whom  this  bill  was  referred  that  the  hernia  first 
made  its  appearance  al)out  four  years  prior  to  the  soldier's  death. 

The  claim  of  this  beneficiary  for  pension  was  rejected  by  the  Pension 
Bureau  upon  the  ground  that  there  was  no  possible  connection  between 
the  soldier's  wounds  and  the  hernia  from  which  he  died. 
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I  am  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  the  case  was  properly  disposed  of, 
and  base  uiy  disapproval  of  the  bill  herewith  returned  upon  the  same

I  return  without  approval  House  hill  No.  3521,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Manuel  Garcia." 

From  the  records  it  appears  that  the  lieneficiary-  named  in  this  bill  en- 
listed as  a  substitute  August  6,  1S64,  and  was  transferred  to  the  Eighth 
New  Jersey  Volunteers;  that  he  is  reported  absent  sick,  and  never  joined 
his  regiment,  and  was  discharged  from  a  hospital  Jnly  2.  1865. 

He  filed  a  claim  for  pension  March  4,  iHSo,  alleging  that  in  October, 
1864,  at  Alexandria,  Va.,  he  became  lame  in  both  legs,  and  that  subse- 
quently his  eyes  became  inflamed.  His  hospital  record  shows  that  he 
was  treated  for  pneumonia. 

The  hoard  of  examining  surgeons  in  r883  found  no  such  evidence  of 
varicose  veins,  which  seems  to  be  the  disability  claimed,  as  would  justify 
a  rating,  and  there  appears  to  bo  no  proof  of  the  existence  of  any  disa- 
bility between  the  date  of  dischar^ie  and  the  year  1867. 

The  application  of  tliis  heneficiar;-  is  still  pending  in  the  Pension  Bu- 
reau awaiting  any  further  proof  which  may  be  submitted  in  its  support,

The  luisliaiul  of  this  lH.*ncficiary  served  in  the  Regular  Army  of  the 
I'liiiL-d  StntL-s  from  February  34,  183S,  to  February  24,  1841. 

Ill  i.ssii  he  applied  for  a  i>ension,  alleging  that  he  contracted  disease 
<•{  the  eyes  durin;^  the  year  1840  while  serving  in  Florida. 

['ending  the  examiiiatiim  of  his  application,  and  on  the  24th  day  of 
Mareii,  1 SS2,  he  conunitted  suicide  by  hanging.  His  widow  filed  a  claim 
for  pension,  alleging  that  he  died  of  insanity,  the  result  of  disease  of  the 
liend  and  eyes.  Her  claim  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  his  insanity, 
forty-line  years  after  discharge  from  the  service,  had  no  connection  with 

In  Jul)-,  1SK6,  a  special  act  was  pas.sed  granting  a  pension  to  the  widow, 
wliieh  met  with  Ivsccntive  disapproval, 

.\t  the  titiie  ihe  soldier  committed  suicide  he  was  68  years  old.  Upon 
the  hut'^  I  hardly  think  insanity  is  claimed.  At  least  there  does  not 
ajipear  tw  be  the  least  evidence  of  it,  unless  it  be  the  suicide  itself.      It  is 
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claimed,  however,  and  with  good  reason,  that  he  had  become  despondent 
on  account  of  the  delay  in  determining  his  application  for  a  pension  and 
because  he  supposed  that  important  evidence  to  establish  his  claim  which 
he  expected  would  not  be  forthcoming.  It  is  very  likely  that  this  de- 
spondenc}'  existed  and  that  it  so  affected  the  mind  of  this  old  soldier 
that  it  led  to  his  suicide.  But  the  fact  remains  that  he  took  his  own 
life  in  a  delilxirate  manner,  and  that  the  affection  of  his  eyes,  which  was 
the  disability  claimed,  was  not  in  a  proper  sense  even  the  remote  cause 
of  his  death. 

I  confess  that  I  have  endeavored  to  relieve  myself  from  again  inter- 
posing objections  to  the  granting  of  a  jx^nsion  to  this  poor  and  aged 
widow.  But  I  can  not  forget  that  age  and  poverty  do  not  themselves 
justify  gifts  of  ])ublic  money,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  the  according  of 
pensions  is  a  serious  business  which  ought  to  be  regulated  by  principle 
and  reason,  though  these  may  well  be  tempered  with  much  lilxirality. 

I  can  find  no  principle  or  plausible  pretext  in  this  case  which  would 
not  lead  to  granting  a  pension  in  any  case  of  alleged  disjihility  arising 
from  military  service  f(^llowed  by  suicide.  It  would  be  an  unfair  dis- 
crimination against  many  who,  though  in  sad  plight,  have  l^en  refused 
relief  in  similar  circumstances,  and  would  establish  an  exceedingly  trou- 
blesome and  dangerous  precedent.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  S574,  entitled  *'An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  vSallie  T.  Ward,  widow  of  the  late  \V.  T.  Ward." 

The  husband  of  this  beneficiary  ser\'ed  about  nine  months  in  the  Mex- 
ican W\ir.  He  entered  the  service  as  a  brigadier-general  in  1861,  and 
served  through  the  War  of  the  Rebellion  with  credit,  and  was  wounded 
in  the  left  arm  on  the  15th  day  of  May,  1864. 

For  this  wound  he  was  ^x^nsioned  according  to  his  rank,  and  received 
such  pension  until  his  death,  at  the  age  of  70  years,  which  occurred  Octo- 
ber 12,  1S78. 

The  cause  of  his  death  was  brain  disease,  and  it  seems  not  to  be  seri- 
ously claimed  that  it  had  any  relation  to  his  wound. 

His  widow  is  now  in  receipt  of  the  pension  provided  for  those  of  her 
class  by  the  Mexican  |Xinsion  law. 

If  this  bill  l)ecomes  a  law,  I  am  unable  to  see  why,  in  fairness  and  jus- 
tice, the  widow  of  any  officer  of  the  grade  of  General  Ward  should  not 
Ije  allowed  $50  a  month,  the  amount  proposed  by  this  bill  to  he  paid  his 
widow,  regardless  of  any  other  consideration  except  widowhood  and  the 
rank  of  the  deceased  husband. 

The  bill  herewith  returned,  while  fixing  the  monthly  amount  to  be 
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absolutely  paid  to  the  beneficiary,  does  not  make  the  granting  of  the  pen- 
sion nor  payment  of  the  money  subject  to  any  of  the  pro\-isions  of  the 
pension  laws  nor  make  any  reference  to  the  Mexican  service  pension  she  is 
now  receiving.  While  it  is  the  rule  under  genera!  laws  that  two  pensions 
shall  not  be  paid  to  the  same  jiorson,  inasmuch  as  the  widow  is  entitled 
to  the  pension  she  is  now  receiving  up<m  grounds  different  from  those 
upon  which  the  special  bill  was  passed,  and  no  intention  is  apparent  in 
the  special  bill  that  the  other  pension  should  be  superseded,  it  may  result 
that  under  the  peculiar  wording  of  this  bill  she  would  be  entitled  to  both 
pensions. 

The  beneficiary  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  the  Pension  Bureau  in 
1884,  which  is  still  pending,  awaiting  evidence  connecting  the  death  of 
the  soldier  with  his  wound.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  490,  entitled  "Au 
act  granting  a  pension  to  George  W.  Pitner." 

It  appears  from  the  recom>  that  the  Ixjneficiary  named  in  this  bill 
entered  the  military  service  in  Jinie,  1863.  and  was  discharged  in  March, 
1866.  He  was  treated  while  in  the  Army  in  the  months  of  Decembef, 
1864,  and  January,  1865,  for  conjunctivitis. 

He  filud  a  claim  for  pension  in  1SK6,  alleging  that  he  had  a  sunstroke 
in  \^(^^.  and  that  while  at  work  in  a  basement  in  the  year  1881  he  fell 
iTiln  a  well  which  was  oj^en  near  him  and  received  serious  injuries,  re- 
sulting in  the  amputation  of  his  right  foot  and  also  disability  of  his  left 
foot.  He  attributes  his  fall  to  vertigo,  consequent  upon  or  related  to  the 
.sunstroke  lie  suffered  in  the  Army. 

Tlio  claim  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  the  evidence  taken  failed 
to  cnntiect  the  disabilities  for  which  a  pension  was  claimed  with  army 

WliatL-vcr  may  l>e  .said  of  the  incurrence  of  sunstroke  in  the  Army, 
thnugli  he  fixes  it  as  after  the  date  of  his  only  medical  treatment  during 
Ills  SL-rvictj,  and  whatever  may  be  said  of  the  continuance  of  vertigo  cou- 
SL'tjUL-nt  upun  tJic  sunstroke  for  sixteen  years,  I  find  no  proof  that  at  the 
tinif  hf  fell  he  was  afflicted  with  vertigo,  unless  it  be  his  own  statement; 
and  whatever  disal>ility  naturally  arose  from  sunstroke  does  not  appear 
by  l)im  to  ha\c  been  deemed  sufficient  to  induce  him  to  apply  for  a  pen- 
sion prcviuiis  to  his  fall. 

In  any  event  Ihere  seems  to  1^  no  satisfactory  evidence  that  anything 
whicli  occurred  in  his  army  service  was  the  cause  of  his  fall  and  conse- 
qUL-nt  iujurj-.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  9034,  entitled  **An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Lydia  A.  Heiny." 

The  husband  of  this  beneficiary  serv^ed  in  an  Indiana  regiment  from 
August,  1 86 1,  to  March,  1864,  when  he  reenlisted  as  a  veteran  volun- 
teer and  serv-ed  as  a  private  and  teamster  to  July  20,  1865,  when  he  was 
discharged. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  disability,  and  he  never  applied  for  a  pension. 

On  the  i2tli  day  of  Dccemlxir,  1880,  in  leaving  a  barber  shop  at  the 
place  where  he  resided,  he  fell  downstairs,  and  died  the  next  day  from 
the  hijuries  thus  received. 

His  w-idow  filed  an  application  for  a  pension  in  the  year  1885,  alleging 
that  her  husband  contracted  indigestion,  bronchitis,  nervous  debility,  and 
throat  disease  in  the  Army,  which  w^ere  the  cause  of  his  death. 

The  claim  was  rejected  upon  the  ground  that  the  death  of  the  soldier 
was  not  due  to  an  injury  connected  with  his  military  service. 

While  there  has  been  considerable  evidence  presented  tending  to  show 
that  the  deceased  had  a  throat  difficulty  which  might  have  resulted  from 
army  exposure,  the  allegation  or  the  presumption  that  it  caused  his  fatal 
fall,  it  seems  to  me,  is  entirely  unwarranted.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  9344,  entitled  **An  act  grant- 
ing a  |)ension  to  James  C.  White." 

The  records  of  the  War  Department  show  that  this  beneficiary  en- 
listed in  a  Kentucky  regiment  September  29,  1861.  On  the  muster  roll 
of  April  30,  1862,  he  is  re]X)rted  as  absent.     On  the  roll  of  August  31, 

1863,  he  is  mentioned  as  having  deserted  July  19,  1862.  His  name  is 
not  borne  on  subsequent  muster  rolls  until  it  ap|)ears  upon  those  of  Jan- 
uary and  February,  1864,  with  the  remark  that  he  returned  Febnian% 

1864,  and  that  all  pay  and  allowances  were  to  be  stopped  from  July  19, 
1862,  to  February  5,  1S64.  It  appears  that  he  deserted  again  on  the  iSth 
of  December,  1864,  and  that  his  name  was  not  borne  upon  any  subse- 
quent rolls. 

Naturally  enough,  there  does  not  appear  to  be  anj-  record  of  this  sol- 
dier's honorable  discharge. 

It  seems  that  this  man  during  the  time  that  he  professed  to  be  in  the 
ser\nce  earned  two  records  of  desertion,  the  first  extending  over  a  period 
of  nearly  a  year  and  a  half  and  the  other  tenninating  his  military  ser\'ice. 

He  filed  a  claim  for  pension  on  the  4th  day  of  August,  1883,  alleging 
that  he  contracted  piles  in  Deceml>er,  1861,  and  a  hernia  in  April,  1862. 
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A  medical  examinatiou  in  1883  revealed  the  uou existence  of  piles  lukI 
the  presence  of  hernia. 

The  fact  of  the  incurrence  of  any  disability  at  all  in  the  service  is  not 
satisfactorily  established,  and  the  entire  case  in  all  its  phases  appears  to 
be  devoid  of  merit .

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No,  9183,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  William  P.  Riddle. ' ' 

The  records  of  the  War  Department  show  that  the  beneficiary  named 
in  this  bill  was  enrolled  Octolier  4,  i86r,  in  the  Fifth  Kentucky  Regi- 
ment of  Cavalry,  and  was  mustered  into  the  ser\-ice  on  the  31st  day  of 
March,  1862. 

From  that  time  to  April  30,  1862,  he  is  reported  absent  sick.  On  the 
rolls  for  four  mouths  thereafter,  ending  August  31,1 862 ,  he  is  reported  as 
absent  and  deserttd.     His  name  is  not  borne  on  any  subsequent  rolls. 

He  did  not  lile  an  application  for  pension  until  April,  1879,  when  the 
act  granting  arrears  was  in  force.  He  then  claimed  that  he  contracted 
pneumonia  February  15.1862;  that  about  a  month  after  he  was  sent  home, 
and  was  under  medical  treatment  for  two  years;  that  he  returned  about 
May  1.  18(14,  and  \v:Ti  discharged  about  May  15,  1864,  but  that  his  dis- 
charge pajicrs  were  lost. 

Tliou^b  liL-  h;ts  furnished  some  evidence  in  support  of  the  claim  that 
111-  was  sick  at  about  the  time  alleged  and  that  he  returned  to  the  Army 
after  an  absence  <if  two  years,  no  record  proof  of  any  kind  is  furnished 
iif  an  honornlile  discharge  at  any  time. 

He  has  been  informed  that  the  record  of  his  desertion  in  the  War 
Department  will  l)e  investigated  with  a  view  to  its  correction  if  he 
will  fiirnisli  direct  proof  that  it  is  erroneous.  No  such  proof  has  been 
supplied,  and  the  case  has  not  been  fSually  acted  upon  in  the  Pension 

It  di)es  not  seem  to  me  that  this  case  in  its  present  condition  should 
receive  favdralilc  consideration.

I  reliuH  without  approval  House  bill  No.  9126,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Mrs.  Caroline  G.  Seyfforth." 

The  hnshand  of  this  beneficiary  served  as  contract  surgeon  in  the 
M  1'— VOL  viu— 45 
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United  States  Army  from  September  12,  1862,  to  August  17,  1865,  and 
was  stationed  at  Portsmouth  Grove  Hospital,  in  Rhode  Island. 

He  never  filed  a  claim  for  pension,  and  died  July  21,  1874,  of  conges- 
tion of  the  liver.  His  widow  filed  an  application  for  pension  in  1882, 
alleging  that  her  husband's  death  was  caused  by  blood  poisoning  con- 
tracted while  dressing  the  wound  of  a  patient  in  January,  1863.  There 
is  proof  that  he  suffered  from  blood  poisoning. 

The  record  of  death  states  its  cause  as  congestion  of  the  liver,  but  the 
certificate  was  not  signed.  A  young  doctor  named  Adams,  a  friend  and 
pupil  of  the  deceased,  seems  to  have  been  more  than  any  other  the  attend- 
ant physician,  but  he  appeared  to  think  that  one  of  three  other  doctors 
had  actual  charge  of  the  case.  These  ph3\sicians,  named,  respectively, 
Sullivan,  Dana,  and  Sargent,  agreed  that  Adams  had  charge  of  the  case 
and  that  they  w^ere  consulting  surgeons  in  the  last  illness. 

Dr.  Adams  testified  before  a  s])ecial  examiner  that  from  intimate  asso- 
ciation he  knew  that  the  deceased  w^as  subject  to  kidney  disease  and 
other  symptoms  of  bad  health  from  discharge  to  his  death;  that  as  he 
had  lost  a  part  of  one  hand  from  blood  poisoning  in  the  Army,  he  always 
supposed  his  subsequent  troubles  were  referable  to  that  cause;  that  he 
believed  the  cause  of  death  was  albuminuria,  and  that  his  liver  was  also 
affected.  He  further  expresses  the  opinion  that  the  death  was  the  cul- 
mination of  the  disorders  which  affected  him  from  the  time  of  his  dis- 
charge from  the  service. 

Dr.  vSullivan  deposed  that  he  knew  the  deceased  well  from  about  1869, 
and  never  had  any  reason  to  think  him  the  subject  of  blood  poisoning  or 
its  results.  He  further  says  that  he  was  called  in  consultation  at  the 
last  illness  of  the  deceased  and  diagnosed  his  trouble  as  liver  disease, 
due  to  the  patient's  habits  of  intemperance. 

Dr.  Dana  testified  that  he  knew  the  deceased  well  from  the  time  of 
his  discharge;  that  he  was  called  to  coUvSult  in  his  case  with  young  Dr. 
Adams  a  few  days  lx?fore  the  death  occurred;  that  he  took  a  general 
view  of  the  case  and  considered  that  the  trouble  w^as  due  to  habits  of 
intemperance. 

Dr.  vSargent  deposed  that  he  knew  the  deceased  well  and  knew  that  he 
had  lost  a  part  of  his  hand,  as  alleged,  from  septic  poisoning  in  the  Army, 
though  he  was  not  aware  that  the  poivSoning  had  left  any  other  effect; 
that  the  deceased  had  several  spells  of  alcoholism  after  the  war;  that  he 
had  heard  him  complain  of  his  kidneys,  but  attributed  his  troubles  to  his 
excesses. 

Cither  e\'idence  suggested  the  same  cause  for  sickness  and  death  s^wkeii 
of  by  these  physicians,  but  there  seems  to  be  an  almost  entire  absence  of 
evidence  connecting  the  death  with  service  in  the  Amiy. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  case  is  not  ])resented  in  any  of  its  aspects 
justifying  a  pension.

The  beneficiary  iiaiiied  in  this  bill  filed  a  declaration  for  a  peusitm  in 
1879,  alleging  that  in  1863  he  bruised  his  leg,  which  became  very  Bore, 
and  when  it  began  to  heal  his  eyes  became  sore. 

The  evidence  taken  upon  a  careful  exauiinatiou  of  this  application 
seeras  to  establish,  by  the  admission  of  the  applicant  and  by  other  evi- 
dence, the  correctness  of  the  position  taken  by  the  Pension  Bureau  in 
rejecting  the  claim,  that  whatever  disability  was  incurred  existed  before 
enlistment  and  was  in  no  manner  attributable  to  military  service.

By  this  bill  it  is  propwsed  to  pension  the  beneficiary  therein  nanied  as 
of  Company  A,  Fourteenth  Regiment  of  Missouri  Volunteer  Infantry. 

It  seems  that  he  served  in  the  company  and  regiment  named,  but  that 
he  also  served  in  Company  A,  Sixty-sixth  Illinois  Regiment,  and  it  is 
claimed  that  while  in  the  latter  sen'ice  exclusively  he  received  the  inju- 
ries for  whicli  a  pension  is  claimed. 

His  application  is  still  pending  in  the  Pension  Bureau,  and  the  papers 
pertaining  to  the  same  are  now  iu  the  hands  of  an  examiner  for  special 
examination, 

I  think  this  shoidd  he  completed  before  a  special  act  is  passed,  and  I 
luiderstand  this  to  l)e  in  accordance  with  a  general  rule  adopted  by  Con- 
gress and  its  pension  committees.  This  is  certainly  the  correct  course  to 
l)e  pursued  in  this  case,  in  view  of  the  failure  to  state  in  the  special  bill 
the  regiment  and  company  to  which  the  soldier  belonged  at  the  time 
of  the  incurrence  of  disability.  This  can  be  corrected  by  the  Pension 
linrenii  if  the  claim  is  found  meritorious.

1  return  herewith  a  joint  resolution  which  originated  in  the  Senate, 
and  is  mnnlit-red  17.  providing  for  the  printing  of  additional  copies  of 
the  rniled  Stales  map  of  the  edition  of  1886,  prepared  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Lands. 

This  resolution  directs  that  7,500  of  these  maps  shall  be  printed  at  a 
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rate  not  exceeding  $1.35  each;  that  2,000  of  said  maps  shall  be  for  the 
use  of  the  Senate,  4,000  for  the  use  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  500 
for  the  ConimivSsioner  of  the  Land  Office,  and  that  1,000  l)e  mounted  and 
sold  at  the  price  of  $1.50  each.  The  sum  of  $10, 125  is  appropriated  to 
pa}'  the  expense  of  the  publication  of  said  maps. 

The  propriety  and  expediency  of  this  appropriation,  to  be  applied  so 
largely  by  the  two  branches  of  Congress,  should  be  left  to  legislative 
discretion. 

I  believe,  however,  that  through  inadvertence  the  duplication  of  the 
edition  of  these  maps  issued  in  1886  has  l^een  directed  by  this  joint  res- 
olution instead  of  the  edition  of  1887. 

The  map  of  1886  was  published  at  a  cost  of  $1.25  per  copy. 

The  map  of  1887  will  very  soon  be  issued  at  a  cost  of  $1  per  copy,  and 
the  publishers  have  offered  to  print  an  enlarged  edition  at  the  rate  of  95 
cents  for  each  map.  This  map  will  ho.  later,  more  correct,  more  valuable 
in  every  way,  and  cheaper  than  that  issued  the  previous  year. 

Upon  these  facts  I  return  the  joint  resolution  without  approval,  in 
the  l)elief  that  the  Congress  will  prefer  to  correct  the  same  l>y  direct- 
ing the  publication  of  the  latest,  best,  and  cheapest  map,  and  reducing 

the  amount  appropriated  therefor.

The  husband  of  this  Ix^neficiary  was  nuistered  into  the  military  ser\'ice 
Octol)er  8,  1862,  was  wounded  in  the  right  arm,  and  was  discharged  Sep- 
tember 3,  1863. 

He  was  jK^nsioned  for  his  wound  to  the  time  of  his  death,  September 
17,  1880. 

The  physician  attending  him  in  his  last  illness  testified  that  the  de- 
ceased was  in  the  last  stages  of  consumption  when  pneumonia  intervened 
and  caused  his  death. 

I  do  not  understand  that  this  physician  gives  the  least  support  to  the 
theory  that  the  wound  for  which  this  soldier  was  pensioned  was  in  the 
slightest  degree  connected  with  his  death,  and  there  seems  to  Ixi  nothing 
in  the  case  to  justify  the  conclusion  that  such  was  the  fact.

This  bill  does  not  give  the  name  of  the  intended  beneficiary,  but

merely  directs  that  the  name  of  the  widow  of  John  Leary.  late  first  ser- 
geant in  Battery  F,  Tliird  Artillery,  United  States  Army,  be  placed  upon 
the  pension  roll,  aud  that  she  i«  paid  the  sum  of  $so  per  month. 

John  J^eary  first  enlisted  in  the  Regular  Array  July  z6,  1854,  and  re- 
enlisted  in  August,  1S59.  He  was  slightly  wounded  July  1.  1862,  and 
appears  to  have  been  discharged  March  35,  1863,  on  account  of  syphi- 
litic iritis.  In  April,  [K63,  he  entered  the  general  service  and  acted  as 
a  clerk  in  the  Adjutant -General's  Office  until  April  i,  1864,  when  he  was 
discharged. 

Neither  he  nor  his  widow  ever  filed  a  claim  in  the  Pension  Bureau, 
but  an  application  on  Ijehalf  of  hi.s  minor  children  was  filed  in  1S83, 

The  soldier  died  on  the  8th  day  of  December,  1872,  of  pneumonia, and 
his  widow  remarried  in  1S76. 

The  application  on  bt-tmlf  of  the  children  was  denied  on  the  ground 
that  the  death  of  the  soldier  was  not  due  to  any  cause  arising  from  his 
military  service.  The  youngest  child  will  reach  the  age  of  16  in  Sep- 
tember, 1888. 

It  is  stated  in  the  report  of  the  Senate  committee  to  whom  this  bill 
was  referred  that  the  second  husband,  to  whom  this  mdow  was  married 
in  1876,  is  now  dead,  and  it  is  proposed  to  pension  her  as  the  widow  of 
John  Leary,  her  first  husliand,  at  the  rate  of  $,10  per  mouth. 

Ill  the  unusual  cases  when  a  widow  has  been  pensioned  on  accoimt  of 
the  death  of  her  first  husband,  notwithstanding  her  remarriage,  which 
forfeited  her  claim  under  the  general  law,  it  has  been  well  established 
that  shi:  was  again  a  widow  \iy  the  death  of  her  second  husband,  that 
Ixivonil  nil  controversy  the  death  of  the  first  husband  was  due  to  his  mili- 
tary service,  and  such  advanced  age  or  disability  has  been  shown  on  the 
part  of  the  widow  as  prevented  self-support. 

In  this  case  the  name  of  the  widow  is  not  in  the  bill;  there  is  hardly 
rooui  for  the  pretense  that  her  first  husband's  death  was  due  to  his  mili- 
tar\'  suiA'icL-.  her  age  is  given  as  over  40  years,  aud  $20  a  month  is  allowed 
her;  l>e!ng  considerably  more  than  is  generally  allowed  in  cases  where  a 
.\vidi>w's  right  is  clear,  with  no  complications  of  second  marriage,  and  her 
n.-CL-ssitiL-s  great.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No,  ryfii,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  i>cnsion  to  Heiijamiu  A,  Burtram." 

Tin.'  liL-ncficiary  named  in  this  bill  was  mustered  into  the  military  .serv- 
ici-  NovtiiilK.-r  26,  i.Sfii;  he  was  reported  present  until  February  28, 1862, 
iiiid  wa^'  disdiargcd  for  disability  July  26, 1862. 

The  medical  certificate  of  the  disability  of  this  soldier  was  made  by 
the  seiiiur  surgeon  of  a  hospital  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  and  stated  that  the 
soldier  had  Ijeen  disabled  iox  sixtj-  days;  that  his  lungs  were  affected 
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with  tul>ercular  deposits  in  both,  and  that  there  was  some  irregularity  in 
the  action  of  the  heart;  that  he  was  of  consumptive  family,  his  mother, 
brother,  and  two  sisters  having  died  of  that  disease  according  to  his  and 
his  father's  account. 

It  is  of  course  supix)sed  that  this  certificate  was  based  upon  an  exami- 
nation of  the  patient,  though  both  he  and  his  father  seem  to  have  sup- 
plemented such  an  examination  with  statements  establishing  a  condition 
and  history  which  operated  to  bring  atout  a  discharge. 

I  do  not  find,  however,  either  as  the  result  of  examinations  or  state- 
ments, an}'  other  trouble  or  disability  alleged  than  those  mentioned  above. 

But  in  1879,  seventeen  years  after  the  soldier's  discharge,  and  during 
the  period  when  arrearages  of  pensions  were  allowed  on  such  applica- 
tions, he  filed  a  claim  for  pension,  in  which  he  alleged  that  about  Decem- 
ber I,  1 86 1,  while  unloading  gim  boxes,  he  incurred  a  rupture,  and  that 
in  January,  1862,  he  was  taken  with  violent  pains  in  left  arm  and  side, 
causing  ][)ermanent  disability. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  time  of  the  incurrence  of  these  disabilities 
is  fixed  as  quite  early  in  the  very  short  military  service  of  this  soldier; 
and  it  certainly  seems  that,  though  short,  his  term  of  service  wa;'.  suffi- 
ciently long  to  develop  such  disabilities  as  he  claims  to  have  incurred  to 
such  an  extent  that  they  neither  would  have  escaped  in  the  succeeding 
July  the  examination  of  the  surgeon  nor  the  mention  of  the  soldier. 

A  medical  examination  which  followed  the  application  for  pension  in 
1879  disclosed  a  large  scrotal  hernia,  but  no  discoverable  trouble  of  left 
arm  and  side. 

A  s|)ecial  examination  of  the  case  was  made  and  a  large  amount  of 
testimony  taken.  Without  giving  it  in  any  detail  as  it  is  reported  to 
me,  I  fail  to  find  in  it  reasoriably  satisfactory  proof  that  the  disabilities 
ui)on  which  he  now  bases  his  claim  for  a  pension  were  incurred  in  the 
military  service.

I  return  without  approval  vSenate  bill  No.  3038,  entitled  **An  act  for 
therelief  of  P.E.Parker." 

Mr.  Parker  was  a  surety  with  six  other  persons  upon  an  official  lx>nd 
given  by  one  Franklin  Travis,  a  collector  of  internal  revenue,  which 
lK>nd  was  dated  on  the  9th  day  of  May,  1867.  A  few  years  after  that 
the  collector  l)ecanie  a  defaulter  to  the  Government  for  something  over 
$27,cx)o.  vSuit  was  conunenccd  against  the  sureties  upon  the  bond,  and 
the  defense  was  presented  in  their  behalf  that  by  reason  of  the  imposi- 
tion of  new  duties  and  res|X)nsibilities  upon  the  collector  after  the  execu- 
tion of  the  lx)nd  his  sureties  were  released.  Judgment,  however,  passed 
against  them,  and  the  jiro^xirty  of  the  l>eneficiary  named  in  this  bill  was 
sold  upon  said  judgment  for  the  sum  of  $2,366.95.     But  only  $1,793.16 
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of  such  amount  was  paid  into  the  United  States  Treasury,  the  remainder 
having  been  apphed  to  tlie  payment  of  fees  and  expenses. 

After  the  apphcatioii  of  this  sum  to  the  payment  of  tlie  judgment  a 
bill  was  passed  by  the  LVuigress  relieving  all  these  sureties  from  liability 
upon  the  bond.  It  a^ipears  that  the  amount  above  stated  was  all  the 
money  collected  thereujioii.  The  grant  of  the  relief  of  these  sureties 
by  the  Congress  appariniiiy  was  the  same  interposed  by  them  to  the  suit 
in  which  the  judgment  was  recovered. 

The  present  bill  directs  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  pay  to  the 
surety  Parker  the  sum  of  $2,336.95,  the  entire  amount  for  which  his 
property  was  sold,  though  the  Senate  committee  to  which  the  bill  was 
referred  reported  iu  favor  of  reducing  this  sum  to  $1,793.16,  the  amount 
actually  received  by  the  United  States  upou  its  indebtedness. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  action  of  Congress  in  relieving  these  sureties 
was  generous  in  the  extreme,  and  if  money  was  to  be  refunded  which 
was  apparently  legally  recovered  and  collected  it  should  not  exceed  the 
amount  the  Government  actually  received.  The  Governnient  is  in  no 
default  and  should  be  put  to  no  expense  in  refunding  the  small  sum 
recovered  on  account  of  the  defalcation  of  its  officer  whose  good  conduct 
this  beneficiary  guaranteed.  I  think  it  would  better  sufjserve  public  in- 
terests if  no  further  relief  should  be  granted  than  that  already  afforded. 

There  is  another  fact  reported  to  me  which  deprives  this  surety  of  any 
equitable  claim  for  further  relief.  It  appears  from  an  examination  of 
this  matter  that  the  man  who  is  now  attempting  to  be  reimbursed  this 
numuy  from  the  Government  Treasury  conunenced  a  suit  against  his 
cosureties  for  this  identical  money  on  the  ground  of  their  liability  with 
Jiim.  and  that  he  actually  collected  from  two  of  them  in  such  suit  the 

If  tliis  is  Inic.  it  is  sj'cakinjj  mildly  of  the  claim  he  now  makes  against 
thL*  (iovLriuiiLnt  to  say  that  it  should  not  have  been  presented.

Tlii>  1  )L-tR-riciary  enlisted  August  ro.  1862.  He  is  reported  as  absent 
sick  fnr  Xovcnilicr  and  December,  1862;  present  for  January  and  Febru- 
ary, iSii-,;  on  the  ri)lls  for  March  and  April  he  is  reported  as  deserted, 
ami  fur  May  and  June  as  under  arrest.  On  the  rjth  of  September,  1863, 
afttr  liavinjf  been  in  the  ser\-ice  a  Httle  over  a  year,  he  was  mustered  out 
witli  his  company  with  the  remark  "absent  without  leave  and  returned 
t<i  fluty  with  loss  of  fifty- two  days'  pay  by  order  of  General  Boyle."  The 
charge  of  desertion  does  not  appear  to  have  been  removed. 

He  fded  a  claim  for  pension  in  1870  on  account  of  quinsy  alleged 
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have  Ixjeii  contracted  alx)iit  December  7,  1862,  with  some  evidence  to  sup- 
IK)rt  the  claim.  Three  medical  examinations  fail  to  establish  the  exist- 
ence of  this  disease  in  a  pensionable  degree,  and  it  is  reported  to  me  from 
the  Pension  Bmeau  that  in  March,  1882,  the  family  physician  of  the 
l)eneficiary  stated  that  though  he  had  practiced  in  his  family  for  eight 
or  nine  3'ears  he  had  no  recollection  of  treating  him  for  quinsy  or  any 
other  disease. 

It  seems  to  me  that  neither  the  service  nor  the  alleged  disability  of  this 
Ix^neficiary  are  of  a  meritorious  character.

William  H.  Anderson,  the  husband  and  the  father  of  the  1)eneficia- 
ries  named  in  this  bill,  enlisted  on  the  27tli  da}"  of  August,  1862,  and  is 
reported  as  sick  or  absent  a  large  part  of  his  short  term  of  ser\'ice.  He 
was  discharged  April  23,  1863,  to  date  Novemljer  5, 1862,  on  a  surgeon's 
certificate  of  disability  for  "tertiary  syphilis,  with  ulcerated  throat  and 
extensive  nodes  on  the  tibia  of  both  legs." 

He  never  filed  an  application  for  jxinsion.  He  was  admitted  to  an 
insane  asylum  in  vSeptember,  1S83,  suffering  with  epilepsy,  chronic  diar- 
rhea, and  dementia,  and  died  of  pneumonia  on  the  26th  day  of  February, 
1SS4. 

His  symptoms  and  troubles  after  his  discharge,  so  far  as  thej'  are 
stated,  are  entirely  consistent  with  the  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability 
given  at  the  time  of  his  discharge,  and  there  seems  to  l)e  an  entire  lack 
(►f  testimony  connecting  in  any  reasonable  way  his  death  with  any  inci- 
(lent  of  his  militarj-  service.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  2206,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  David  H.  Lutman." 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  was  pensioned  in  1885  on  account 
of  spinal  irritation,  the  result  of  measles. 

In  1SS6  he  filed  a  claim  for  increase  of  pension,  alleging  rheumatism. 
and  the  lK)ard  of  examining  surgeons  at  Cumberland,  Md.,  upon  an  exam- 
ination, found  no  evidence  of  spinal  irritation  or  rheumatism,  and  he  was 
dropped  from  the  pension  rolls  on  the  ground  that  the  disability  for  which 
he  was  pensioned  had  ceased  to  exist. 

He  afterwards  filexl  medical  and  lay  testimony  tending  to  show  that 
he  suffered  from  disease  of  the  back,  legs,  and  anns,  and  he  was  there- 
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upon,  and  on  the  Sth  ilay  of  October,  1886,  again  examined  by  the  Iward 
of  examining  surgeons  at  Hagerstown,  Md.,  who  reported  as  follows: 

We  have  stripped  him,  iiiul  find  a  splendid  specimen,  square  built  from  Uie  ground 
up,  muscles  well  developL-(i,  his  appearance  indicative  of  perfect  liealth.  No  curva- 
ture of  spine,  disease  or  irritation  of  spinal  cord;  no  atrophy  of  any  muscles  or  evi- 
dence of  weakness.     No  impairment  of  motion  anywhere. 

If  there  is  any  value  to  l>e  placed  upon  the  reports  of  these  examining 
boards,  the  refusal  of  the  Pension  Bureau  to  restore  this  beneficiary  to 
the  rolls  was  fully  justified;  and  this  is  not  a  proper  case,  in  my  opinion, 
for  interference  with  that  detennination.

I  return  without  a[)pro\'a]  Senate  bill  No.  645,  entitled  "An  act  gjant- 
ing  a  pension  to  Mrs.  Margaret  B.  Todd. ' ' 

This  bill  does  not  describe  the  beneficiarj'  as  related  to  any  soldier  of 
the  war,  but  from  other  data  it  is  found  that  she  is  the  widow  of  Frank 
G.  Todd,  who  served  as  a  private  in  the  One  hundred  and  eighteenth 
Volunteer  Infantry  from  July,  1863,  to  May.  1864,  when  he  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Navy.  It  appears  that  he  served  in  the  Navy  from  May 
13,  1864,  uiitil  April  10,  ib66.  He  died  in  January,  1878,  from  exhaus- 
tion, as  stated  by  the  physicians  who  attended  hira. 

There  is  scarcely  a  particle  of  satisfactory  evidence  showing  his  con- 
dition Irom  the  time  of  his  discharge  to  1871,  and  there  is  almost  an 
eiitirL-  lack  of  proof  showing  a  connection  between  his  death  and  any 
incident  of  his  service.  The  widow  in  her  application  to  the  Pension 
Bureau  for  a  pension  states  that  she  has  children  who  were  bom  in  1 870, 
1K71,  and  1878. 

There  seems  to  1^  no  record  of  any  disability  during  the  husband's 
service  in  the  Army,  and  the  only  mention  of  disability  while  in  the 
Xa\\-  is  an  entry  on  the  30th  day  of  May,  1864.  showing  that  he  was 
admitted  to  treatment  for  "  syphilis  secondary." 

Thi.-  widow's  claim  is  still  pending  in  the  Pension  Bureau.

1  rulurn  vvitliniit  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1542,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
in,!,'  a  ]Kiisinn  to  John  \V.  Reynolds." 

The  bill  describes  this  beneficiary  as  being  "late  of  the  One  hundred 
and  fifty-seventh  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry." 

He  filed  a  claim  in  1872  that  he  was  a  deputy  United  States  provost- 
marslial  for  the  Twelfth  Ohio  district  from  October.  1864.  to  March. 
1S65,  and  that  in  December,  1864,  while  ascending  a  stairway  to 
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two  deserters  who  had  lxx»n  drafted,  a  barrel  of  cider  was  rolled  down 
iiixni  him,  by  which  he  was  severely  injured. 

The  claim  havinj^  been  rejected  on  the  ground  that  the  claimant  was 
not  entitled  to  a  iKrnsion  as  a  civil  employee  of  the  Government,  he  after- 
wards, and  in  January,  iSSS,  informed  the  Bureau  that  he  was  drafted  in 
Xovenil)er.  1S64,  while  servinj^  as  assistant  deputy  provost-marshal,  and 
was  sworn  in  and  reserved  for  home  duty,  and  was  discharged  from  the 
One  hundred  and  fifty-first  Ohio  Volunteers.  The  records  of  the  War 
Department  show  that  John  W.  Reynolds  served  in  the  One  hundred 
and  fifty-first  Ohio  Reji^iment  from  May  2,  1864,  to  August  27,  1864. 

It  is  perfectly  apparent  that  this  l)eneficiary  was  injured  while  acting 
as  a  deputy  assistant  i)rovost- marshal,  arresting  deserters  for  the  pay  and 
rewards  allowed  him,  and  that  his  injuries  were  not  at  all  connected 
with  actual  military  service.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  2088,  entitled  ** An  act  for 
the  relief  of  W,  vS.  Carjxinter." 

This  bill  appropriates  the  sum  of  $126.26  to  be  paid  to  the  beneficiarj' 
named  therein  for  his  salary  as  an  employee  in  the  Railway  Mail  Service 
from  the  yX  day  of  Octol.)er  until  the  20th  day  of  November,  1882. 

Mr.  Carpenter  was  employed  as  a  railway  postal  clerk  at  a  salary  of 
SS(K)  per  annum.  He  abandoned  his  route  about  the  2d  day  of  October, 
1SS2,  without  any  leave  of  absence  or  explanation  at  the  time,  lea\nng 
his  work  in  charge  of  one  Jones,  another  railway  postal  clerk.  He  ap- 
pears to  have  l)een  paid  for  all  the  work  he  did,  unless  it  be  for  two  or 
tlnee  days  in  ()ctol)er,  for  which  he  apparently  makes  no  claim. 

There  i>  nothin^^  in  the  Post-Ofhce  Department  showing  tliat  the  ab- 
sence of  Carpenter  was  claimed  to  be  on  account  of  sickness,  though 
there  are  a  numlx-r  of  conmuinications  relatinj^  to  the  case. 

The  re.;;nlations  of  the  Department  ^xirmit  the  i)erformance  of  the 
duties  of  a  ])ostal  clerk  by  an  associat'*.  in  case  of  sickness,  but  never 
without  the  written  permission  of  the  di\'sion  superintendent  after  an 
arrauLieiueut  between  the  parties  in  writing  signed  by  them  and  filed 
with  tlie  su]>erinten(lent. 

Ani(»n,L::  ^i  number  of  connnunicati(ms  from  Railway  Mail  Service  ofii- 
ciak  relatin.s^-  to  the  conduct  of  Carpenter,  all  tending  in  the. same  direc- 
tion, there  i^  a  letter  from  the  chief  clerk  of  the  Railway  Mail  Service  at 
Peoria.  111.,  under  whose  inune<liate  su]x.»rvision  Mr.  Carpenter  pierfonned 
Service,  written  to  the  su])erinteiidcnt  of  the  sixth  division  of  said  serv- 
ice at  Chicago,  and  dated  Xoveml">er  16,  r8S2,  containing  the  following 
statement: 

I  ilcsirc  to  rail  y<»iir  :illenli(»ii  to  the  ra^^o  rif  W.  S.  Carpenter,  Oilman  and  Spring- 
ficlfl  R.  r.  ().,  as  follows:  October  10  he  was  retjiiested  to  appear  at  the  post-office  at 
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Springfield,  111.,  for  eiami nation  on  Illinois  schejne.  I  went  to  Springfieli!  for  the 
purpose  of  examining  him,  but  he  failed  to  put  in  an  appearance.  Upon  my  return 
liome  I  found  a  letter  frrim  him  stating  that  he  did  uot  expect  to  remaiu  in  the  serv- 
ice, hence  his  failure  lu  report  for  examination;  and,  furthermore,  tliat  he  would 
send  in  his  resignation  to  your  office  by  the  first  of  the  following  week.  This  he 
had  not  done  the  lath  instant.  He  has  not  been  on  duty  but  two  days  since  Octo- 
\kx  I.  Deleft  the  run  in  charge  of  Mr.  Jones,  of  the  same  line,  telling  him  he  did  iiot 
know  when  he  would  return,  and  for  Jones  to  keep  up  the  run.  He  has  no  leave  of 
absence,  either  verbally  or  otherwise.  What  his  motives  are  for  conducting  himself 
ill  this  manner  I  can  not  imagine.  I  have  written  him  an  the  subject,  hut  !•""  not 
hear  from  him.  When  in  Springfield  the  3d  instant,  I  requested  the  postmaster  there 
to  not  pay  Carpenter  for  October  until  he  received  notice  to  do  so.  I  then  notified 
you  of  the  facts  in  the  nmlter.  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  Carpenter  be 
relieved  from  further  duty  and  a  successor  be  appointed.  He  is  of  no  account  at  the 
best;  he  has  no  interest  in  the  work,  and  should  he  removed.  I  would  also  recom- 
mend that  he  be  paid  for  but  the  two  days'  run  in  the  month  of  October. 

Four  days  after  the  date  of  this  letter  Mr.  Carpenter  was  notified  that 
an  order  had  been  issued  discontinuing  his  pay  and  services. 

These  facts  stated  present  the  case  of  an  employee  of  the  Goveniment 
abandoning  liis  duties  without  leave  or  notice,  in  direct  violation  of  rules, 
and  claiming  compen.'ation  for  work  done  in  his  absence  by  another  em- 
ployee whose  entire  sen-ices  were  due  the  Government. 

To  allow  a  claim  so  lacking  in  merit  would  endanger  disciphne  and 
invite  irregularity  and  loose  methods  in  a  very  important  branch  of  the 
public  service.

I  rt'luni  without  approval  House  bill  No.  2524,  entitled  "An  act  for  the 
relief  i>f  CItnient  A.  Loiuisberry. " 

Tlii^^  bill  appropriates  the  sum  of  $1,214.51  to  reimburse  him  for  clerk 
hire  aiul  fuL-1  and  lights  in  excess  of  allowances  made  to  him  by  the  Post- 
Oflice  ncpartnient  while  he  v^as  postmaster  at  Bismarck,  in  the  Territory 
of  Dakatn. 

Seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  of  this  sum  is  appropriated  on  account 
of  clerk  liire  paid  out  from  April  i,  1881,  to  June  30,  1S82,  and  $464.51 
fi.r  li<;lils  and  fiR-l  from  July  i,  1883,  to  September  30,  1885. 

.\s  a  -i^iu-imI  rule  llie  allowances  made  by  the  Post-Office  Department 
in  tliL-L'  ca^k.s  ou.s;ht  uot  to  be  interfered  with.  But  sometimes  a  sudden 
ru>h  ijf  .-.klllciuent  iu  a  locality,  or  some  other  cause,  will  so  increase 
uiKx]KLtLdly  thu  need  of  clerks  to  distribute  and  handle  the  mails  that 
tlK-  tDiiiloyiiieiit  of  more  than  have  been  provided  for  is  absolutely  nec- 

1  aiii  inclined  to  think  the  item  for  clerk  hire  in  this  bill  should  be  so 
re!;arded.  This  w:is  the  only  appropriation  included  in  the  bill  pre- 
sented  in  the  Forty -eighth  Congress  iu  behalf  of  this  postmaster  upon 
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which  a  favorable  committee  report  was  made  and  which  was  not  unfa- 
vorably spoken  of  by  the  Department. 

But  it  does  not  follow  that  the  otlier  item  for  fuel  and  lights  should 
lie  allowed.  1  think  it  should  not,  on  the  grounds  that  the  amount  was 
fixed  by  the  Department  upon  full  examination,  that  there  is  no  special 
reason  shown  why  the  postmaster  should  have  exceeded  the  expendi- 
tures allow^ed,  and  that  to  give  the  least  encouragement  to  postmasters 
that  these  allowances  would  be  upon  their  application  revised  and  in- 
creased by  Congress  would  lead  to  demoralization  in  the  ser\'ice. 

It  appears  that  the  allowance  made  to  this  officer  for  fuel  and  lights 
was  increased  October  i,  1883,  and  although  the  claim  now  made  on 
this  account  embraces  the  period  from  July  i,  1883,  to  Septeml^er,  1885, 
nothing  was  asked  for  fuel  or  lights  in  the  bill  prevSented  to  Congress 
for  this  beneficiary's  relief  in  1884. 

It  should  not  have  been  tacked  upon  the  bill  now  presented.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  288,  entitled  **An  act  for  the 
erection  of  a  public  building  at  Sioux  City,  Iowa." 

On  the  19th  day  of  June,  1886, 1  was  constrained  to  disapprove  a  bill 
embracing  the  same  subject  covered  by  the  bill  herewith  returned.  Fur- 
ther investigation  on  the  second  presentation  of  the  matter  fails  to  con- 
vince me  that  $150,000  should  be  expended  at  present  for  the  erection 
of  a  public  building  at  Sioux  City. 

From  all  the  representations  that  are  made  in  an  effort  to  show  the 
necessity  for  this  building  I  gather  that  the  only  two  purposes  for  which 
the  Ooveniment  should  furnish  quarters  at  this  place  are  a  term  of  the 
United  States  court  not  s|>ecially  crowded  with  business  and  the  post- 
office,  which,  though  perhaps  crowded,  I  am  sure  can  get  on  very  well 
for  a  time  without  a  larger  public  building. 

As  far  as  the  court  is  concerned,  it  was  agreed  when  a  term  was 
located  there  in  18S2  that  it  might  be  held  in  the  county  building,  which 
from  the  description  furnivShed  me  seems  to  be  entirely  adequate  for  the 
pur]X)se  and  very  well  arranged.  The  tenn  held  in  October,  1887,  was 
in  session  for  nhie  days. 

I  am  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  if  a  public  building  is  to  be  located 
at  vSioux  City  it  had  better  be  delayed  until  a  better  judgment  can  be 
formed  of  its  future  necessity  and  proper  size. 

I  see  some  of  the  parties  interested  have  such  confidence  in  the  growth 
and  coming  needs  of  the  place  that  in  their  opinion  the  work  ought  not 
to  be  entered  upon  with  a  less  appropriation  than  $500,000.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  9363,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Edwin  J.  Godfrey." 

The  beneficiary  uaruwi  in  this  bill  enlisted  on  the  27tU  day  of  May, 
1861,  in  a  New  Hampshire  regiment,  and  less  than  three  niouths  there- 
after was  discharged  on  a  surgeon's  certificate  of  hia  disability  occa- 
sioned by  "disease  of  heart  existing  prior  to  enlistment." 

In  18S1,  twenty  years  after  discharge,  the  beneficiarj-  applied  to  the 
Pension  Bureau  for  a  pension,  and  alleged  that  his  disease  of  the  heart 
was  the  result  of  fatigue  and  overheating  at  Bull  Run,  Virginia,  July  zi, 
1861. 

If  the  heart  disease  of  which  the  discharged  soldier  complained  in 
1861,  and  which  the  claimant  of  a  pension  in  i88i  alleged  still  contin- 
ued, could  have  been  caused  by  fatigue  and  overheating  in  the  only 
battle  of  his  brief  sen-ice.  it  seems  to  me  that  its  niaiiifestations  and 
symptoms  a  month  aftenvards  could  not  have  been  mistaken  for  swell 
as  belonged  to  a  much  longer  continuance  of  the  disease. 

I  am  fully  satisfied  that  the  surgeon  was  not  mistaken  who  made  the 
certificate  upon  which  the  beneficiarj'  was  discharged,  and  that  his  mili- 
tary service  is  not  properly  cJiargeable  with  any  disability  he  may  have 
nicurred.  GROVER  CLE\'ELAND.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5155,  enlitk-d  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  ]>cnsion  to  John  S,  Bryant." 

The  man  for  whom  this  pension  is  projxised  never,  so  far  as  I  can  learn, 
did  a  single  day's  actual  military  service  at  the  front,  nor  ever  left  in 
such  service  the  State  in  which  he  was  enlisted. 

He  cidisted  December  7,  1863,  in  a  Maine  regiment;  on  the  i6th  day 
of  tile  same  month  he  is  marked  as  a  deserter,  having  failed  to  report 
after  leave  of  aljsence:  December  31,  1863,  he  is  reported  sick  in  hospital 
at  Augusta.  Me.;  January  26,  1864,  he  is  marked  as  having  deserted  from 
Camp  Keyes,  at  Augusta,  Me. 

He  was  discharged  Jauuary  14,  T865,  for  disability  occasioned,  as  the 
siir^'eon's  certificate  declares, "by  a  fall  from  a  wagon  while  at  home  on 
a  furlough.  DecendN;r  23,  1863."     The  certificate  continues  as  follows: 

Ni\i.'r  lias  liiiiit-  ii  ilay's  ihny.  Is  utterly  worthless  and  unfit  for  the  Veteran 
Ri-siivi'  Corjis. 

After  hi^-  discharge  the  second  charge  of  desertion  was  removed,  and 
the  first  charge  does  not  seem  to  t>e  serious. 

But  he  was  injured  while  home  on  a  furlough,  his  regiment  still  being 
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in  camp  within  the  vState  of  his  residence;  and  although  there  are  cases  in 

which  it  seems  not  improper  that  pensions  should  be  granted  for  injuries 

sustained  during  furlough  and  before  actual  return  to  duty,  this  does  not 

appear  to  me  to  be  one  of  them.

I  lierewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  2507,  entitled  **Aii 
act  granting  a  jxiusion  to  Russel  L.  Doane,  of  Peck,  Sanilac  County, 
Mich." 

It  is  proposed  by  this  bill  to  pension  the  beneficiary  therein  named  as 
the  dependent  father  of  the  late  Demster  Doane,  late  Compan}-  D,  Thirty- 
fifth  New  York  Volunteers. 

The  only  information  I  have  concerning  this  case  is  furnished  by  the 
report  of  the  connnittee  of  the  House  to  whom  the  bill  was  referred. 
There  is  nothing  alleged  in  the  report  except  that  Demster  Doane,  who 
was  a  second  lieutenant  in  the  company  and  regiment  named,  died  at 
Peck,  Mich.,  on  the  22d  day  of  Septeml^er,  1881,  and  that  the  deceased 
u])  to  the  time  of  his  death  supix)rted  his  father,  the  claimant,  who  is 
now  over  81  years  of  age,  incapable  of  manual  lalx^r,  and  destitute  of  the 
means  of  support. 

There  is  no  intimation  that  the  death  of  the  son  sixteen  years  after  the 
close  of  the  war  was  caused  or  in  any  way  related  to  his  military  service. 
I  do  not  understand  that  it  has  ever  been  claimed  that  a  parent  should 
be  pensioned  for  the  death  of  a  son  who  had  Ix^en  in  the  Army  unless  his 
death  could  be  traced  in  some  way  to  his  army  ser\'ice. 

While  this  case  is  i)rol)ably  one  where  the  exercise  of  generosity  would 
be  pleasant  and  most  timely  to  the  recipient,  I  can  not  think  that  such  a 
])recedent  should  be  establislied.

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  was  mustered  into  the  ser\-ice  of  the 
United  vStates  February  25,  1863.  He  never  went  to  the  front,  but  while 
in  camp  at  Staten  Island,  on  the  21st  day  of  April,  1863,  '^vas  granted 
a  i)ass  for  forty-eight  hours,  and  on  account  of  sickness  did  not  again 
rejoin  his  comi)any  or  regiment.  The  charge  of  desertion  made  against 
him  has  been  removed.  The  Surgeon -General's  re|x>rt  shows  that  he 
was  treated  at  quarters  on  vStaten  Lsland  in  April,  1863,  for  syphilis,  rheu- 
matism, and  debility.

He  was  admitted  to  Charity  Hospital,  Blackwells  Island,  New  York 
Harbor,  August  5,  1863,  and  discharged  Novemlier  iS,  1863,  He  was 
admitted  to  the  Ladies'  General  Hospital  in  New  York  December  1, 
1863,  and  was  dischar^'ed  from  the  service  for  disability  April  7,  1864. 

The  discharge  was  granted,  as  stated  by  the  surgeon  of  volunteers 
in  charge  of  the  hospital,  "Ijecaitse  of  sloughing  of  both  corneas  from 
inflammation  contracted  while  absent  without  leave,  havnug  received  a 
forty-eight-hour  pass  from  his  regiment  April  15, 1863.  then  stationed  on 
Staten  Island.  He  lest  his  sight  in  August,  1863.  while  absent  without 
leave.  Unfit  for  Invalid  Corps.  Admitted  to  this  hospital  December  i, 
1863.     Not  a  case  for  pension." 

A  claim  for  pension  was  filed  by  the  beneficiary  at  the  Pen.sion  Bureau 
in  March,  1877,  alleging  that  on  or  about  April  i,  1863,  he  suffered  from 
chronic  rheumatism  and  sore  eyes,  occasioned  by  exposure  and  ilhiess 
contracted  in  camp. 

It  will  be  observed  that  no  affection  of  the  eyes  is  mentioned  in  the 
record  of  his  treatment  in  quarters. 

The  claimant  was  examined  by  the  New  York  City  board  of  surgeons 
in  June,  1878,  and  no  rheumatism  was  found  to  exist.  He  is  now  blind, 
and  while  his  case  is  certainly  a  pitiable  one  I  am  forced  to  the  behef 
that  the  conclusions  reached  in  1S79  upon  his  application,  that  his  dis- 
ease was  contracted  while  absent  without  leave  and  that  his  disability 
was  due  to  syphilis,  were  correct.

This  bt-neficiary  enlisted  Augn.st  i,  1863,  and  was  discharged  January 
37,  1865,  for  disability. 

The  comman<ler  of  the  ixwt  certifies: 

This  soliliiT  says  lliiit  he  was  first  affected  with  the  present  disease,  conjunctivitis, 
ill  thi-  spriiij.;  of  1S62.  simi-  wliicli  time  his  eyes  have  never  been  well,  and  for  a  great 
porli<iii  (if  Diu  lime  .siiK-e  enlistment  he  has  t>een  nnfit  for  duty. 

The  certificate  of  the  surgeon  is  as  follows:

The  beneficiary  filed  no  application  for  pension  until  April,  1883. 

N'litwitlistaiiding  some  evidence  of  soundness  prior  to  enlistment,  it 
stems  to  liL'  quite  well  established  that  the  trouble  with  his  eyes  was  not 
the  resuU  of  his  military  aen'ice,  but  existed  before  enUstment.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5503,  entitled  '*An  act  grant- 
ing a  jjension  to  Charles  Walster. ' ' 

This  case  has  been  very  exhaustively  examined  by  the  Pension  Bureau 
upon  the  application  for  a  i^nsion  filed  there  by  the  beneficiary  named 
in  this  bill.  Upon  a  review  of  the  evidence  taken  it  appears  to  be  well 
established  that  any  disability  of  the  beneficiary  heretofore  existing  was 
not  attributable  to  his  military  ser\'ice. 

In  addition  to  this  a  board  of  pension  surgeons,  as  late  as  July,  1886, 
determined,  after  a  thorough  medical  investigation,  that  no  pensionable 
disability  existed. 

It  thus  appears  that  even  if  this  bill  were  approved  there  could  be  no 
rating,  and  the  legislation  would  be  of  no  advantage  to  the  beneficiary

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  333,  entitled  *'An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Catharine  Ikissey. ' ' 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  husband  of  this  beneficiary  ever  applied 
for  a  ]Xinsion.  He  was  discharged  from  the  Volunteer  Army  on  the  9th 
day  of  December,  1S64,  after  a  service  of  more  than  three  years. 

He  was  found  dead  on  a  railroad  track  on  the  nth  day  of  June,  1870, 
apparentl}'  having  been  struck  by  a  passing  train. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  deceased  suffered  a  sunstroke  while  in  the  Anny, 
which  so  affected  his  mind  that  he  wandered  uix)n  the  railroad  track  and 
was  killed  in  a  fit  of  temporar}'  insanity. 

Tliough  it  would  be  gratifying  to  aid  his  widow,  I  do  not  think  these 
facts  are  proven  or  can  be  assumed.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5525,  entitled  **An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Mrs.  Jane  Potts. ' ' 

The  husband  of  this  beneficiary  enlisted  in  1861  and  was  mustered  out 
of  the  ser\nce  in  April,  1865. 

He  was  taken  prisoner  by  the  enemy  and  endured  for  a  long  time  the 
hardshij)  of  prison  life. 

He  never  applied  for  a  pension,  though  luidoubtedly  his  health  suf- 
fered to  some  extent  as  the  result  of  his  imprisonment. 

The  beneficiary  married  the  soldier  in  1871. 
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He  conducted  his  business  affairs,  niauaged  his  farm,  and  accumulated 
property  np  to  the  year  1880,  wlieii  by  a  decree  of  court  he  was  adjudged 
insane,  caused  by  sickness  as  far  as  was  known,  and  that  his  disease  was 
hereditary. 

It  also  appears  that  his  mother  and  sister  had  periods  of  insanity. 

He  committed  suicide  in  1883  by  drowning. 

The  beneficiary,  his  widow,  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  1885,  claiming 
that  the  insanity  which  caused  him  to  commit  suicide  resulted  from  the 
hardships  of  prison  life. 

Upon  this  application  the  facts  of  the  case  have  been  thoroughly  ex- 
amined. Two  witnesses  indicate  that  domestic  trouble  was  the  cause  of 
the  soldier's  suicide.  Another  says  that  his  wife  (the  beneficiary^  was  a 
pretty  rough  woman — a  hard  talker — and  that  the  soldier  often  consulted 
him  about  the  matter,  and  said  it  was  hard  to  live  with  her.  This  wit- 
ness adds  that  he  does  not  belie\e  that  the  soldier  would  have  committed 
suicide  if  she  had  not  abused  him  till  he  could  not  longer  endure  it- 

The  special  examiner,  in  summing  up  the  proof,  says  in  his  report: 

The  general  opinion  in  the  commiiinty  is  to  the  effect  that  his  wife  clrove  him  to 
commit  suicide  rather  tlian  to  hve  with  or  to  obtain  a  divorce  from  her.  Her  repu- 
tation is  that  of  a  virago. 

This  kind  of  evidence,  while  not  perhaps  determining  the  case,  rec- 
onciles nie  to  the  conclusion,  which  seems  inevitable  from  other  facts 
developed,  that  the  nulitary  sen'ice  and  prison  experience  of  the  de- 
ceased were  in  no  manner  connected  with  his  death.

The  husband  of  this  lieneficiary  served  in  the  Army  from  July  25, 
[Sri2,  to  Octol^er  16,  1862.  when  he  was  discharged  for  disease  of  the 
lungs.      He  was  pensioned  for  hernia  and  disease  of  the  lungs. 

On  the  23d  day  of  No\'einber,  1880,  while  working  in  a  sawmill,  a 
pifce  of  board  was  thrown  from  a  buzz  saw  and  struck  him  in  the  groin, 
causing  a  wound  from  which  he  died  two  days  afterwards. 

It  is  impossible  to  connect  this  injury  and  the  resulting  death  with  the 
disaliilitv  for  which  he  was  pensioned.

I  tttuni  witlioTit  approval  House  bill  No.  4855,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  jjciLsion  to  Jacob  Newhard." 

The  records  show  that  this  beneficiary  was  mustered  into  the  service 
M  i'— viiL  vui— 46 
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August  20,  1862,  as  a  lieutenant;  that  on  the  return  for  November,  1862, 
he  is  reported  as  "absent  without  leave — ^left  hospital  at  Louisville." 
He  was  treated  for  hemorrhoids  in  the  hospital  at  Nashville  from  De- 
cember 12  to  December  23,  1862,  when,  having  ser\'ed  a  few  days  more 
than  four  months,  he  tendered  his  resignation  upon  the  ground  of  disa- 
bility and  procured  the  following  surgeon's  certificate,  upon  which  his 
resignation  was  based: 

Lieutenant  Jacob  Newhard  havinjjj  applied  for  a  certificate  upon  which  to  ground  a 
resignation,  I  do  hereby  certify  that  I  have  carefully  examined  this  officer  and  find 
him  suffering  from  hemorrhoids,  *  *  *  and  in  consequence  thereof  is,  in  my 
opinion,  unfit  for  duty.  I  further  declare  my  belief  that  he  will  not  lie  fit  for  the 
duties  of  a  soldier  in  any  future  time,  having  already  been  afflicted  twelve  years,  as 
he  asserts. 

On  the  14th  day  of  February,  1880,  nearly  eighteen  years  after  his  res- 
ignation, the  beneficiary  filed  his  claim  for  pension  based  upon  hemor- 
rhoids, the  result  of  diarrhea  and  fever. 

He  denied  upon  this  application  that  he  was  unsound  prior  to  enlist- 
ment, and  filed  evidence  to  support  his  denial.  One  of  the  witnesses,  a 
surgeon,  who  testified  to  incurrence  of  disability  in  the  service,  on  a  spe- 
cial examination  stated  that  he  so  testified,  having  satisfied  himself  of 
the  fact  by  personal  interviews  with  the  beneficiary. 

I  do  not  think  in  the  circumstances  surrounding  this  case  that  the 
beneficiary  should  at  this  late  day  be  permitted  to  impeach  and  set  aside 
the  medical  certificate  procured  by  himself  and  containing  his  own  state- 
ments, upon  which  he  secured  exemption  from  further  military  service.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  6371,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Jesse  M.  Stilwell. ' ' 

On  the  6th  day  of  May,  1885,  twenty  years  after  this  beneficiary  was 
discharged  from  the  Army,  he  filed  an  application  in  the  I^ension  Bureau 
for  a  pension,  alleging  that  in  December,  1863,  one  year  and  eight  months 
before  his  discharge,  a  comrade  assaulted  him  with  a  stick  while  he  was 
sitting  in  front  of  his  tent  preparing  for  l)ed  and  injured  his  Ixick.  He 
alleged  that  the  assault  was  unprovoked  and  unexpected. 

The  claim  was  rejected  upon  the  facts  stated,  upon  the  ground  that 
any  injury  incurred  was  not  the  result  of  military  duty. 

Unless  the  Government  is  to  be  held  as  an  insurer  against  injuries 
suffered  by  anyone  in  the  military  service,  no  matter  how  incurred,  and 
also  as  guarantor  of  the  good  and  peaceable  behavior  toward  each  other 
of  tlie  soldiers  at  all  times  and  under  all  circumstances,  this  is  not  a 
proper  case  for  the  allowance  of  a  pension.

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  8310,  entitled  "An  act  to 
provide  for  the  disposal  of  the  Fort  Wallace  Military  Reservation,  in 
Kansas. ' ' 

This  bill  provides  that  a  portion  of  this  reservation,  which  is  situated 
in  the  State  of  Kansas,  shall  bt  set  apart  for  town-site  purposes,  and  may 
be  entered  by  the  corporate  authorities  of  the  adjoining  city  of  Wallace. 

The  second  section  of  the  bill  permits  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad 
Company  to  purchase  within  a  limited  time  a  certain  part  of  the  mili- 
tary reservation,  which  is  particularly  described,  at  the  rate  of  $30  per 
acre. 

I  am  informetl  that  this  privilege  might,  by  reason  of  a  faulty  descrip- 
tion of  the  lands,  enable  the  railroad  company  to  purchase  at  the  price 
named  property  in  which  private  parties  have  interests  acquired  under 
our  laws. 

It  is  evident  that  the  description  of  the  land  which  the  railroad  com- 
pany is  allowed  the  option  of  purchasing  should  be  exact  and  certain 
for  the  interest  of  all  concerned. 

Section  4  of  the  bill  grants  a  certain  portion  of  the  miUtarj'  reservation 
heretofore  set  apart  by  the  military  authorities  as  a  ceuietery  to  tlie  dty 
of  Wallace  for  cemetery  purposes. 

There  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  a  provision  that  no  bodies  heretofore 
interred  in  this  ground  should  be  disturbed,  and  that  when  the  same  is 
no  longer  used  as  a  cemetery  it  slioidd  revert  to  the  Government.

1  aui  unable  to  give  niy  assent  to  a  joint  House  resolution  No.  14  and 
entitled  "'Joint  resolution  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to 
certify  laiuls  to  the  State  of  Kansas  for  the  t>enefit  of  agriculture  and  the 
niucbanic  arts."  and  I  therefore  return  the  same  with  a  statement  of  my 
objections  thereto. 

\\\-  an  act  of  Congress  pas.sed  July  2, 1862,  certain  public  lands  were 
gruUcil  to  such  of  the  several  States  as  should  provide  colleges  for  the 
hijiKfit  <if  aj^riculture  and  the  mechanic  arts. 

riiiler  tile  terms  of  this  act  the  State  of  Kansas  ^vas  entitled  to  90,000 
acres  iif  laiiil,  sid)ject,  howe\'er,  to  the  provisions  of  said  statute,  which 
declared  that  when  lands  which  had  been  raised  to  double  the  minimum 
price,  in  consequence  of  railroad  grants,  should  be  selected  by  a  State 
such  lands  should  Ije  computed  at  the  maximum  price  and  the  number 
of  acres  proportionately  diniini.shed. 

Of  the  lands  selected  by  the  State  of  Kansas,  and  which  have  been 
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certified,  7,682.92  acres  were  within  certain  limits  of  a  railroad  grant, 
and  had  therefore  l)een  raised  to  the  double  minimum  in  price,  so  that 
the  number  of  acres  mentioned  and  thus  situated  really  stood  for  double 
that  number  of  acres  in  filling  the  grant  to  which  the  State  of  Kansas 
was  entitled. 

It  is  now  claimed  that  after  the  selection  of  these  lands  the  route  of 
said  railroad  was  abandoned  and  another  one  selected,  and  that  in  conse- 
quence thereof  such  lands  included  within  its  first  location  were  reduced 
to  the  minimum  price  and  restored  to  public  market  at  that  rate.  It  is 
supposed  uix>n  these  allegations  that  justice  and  equity  require  that  an 
additional  grant  should  now  be  made  to  the  State  of  Kansas  from  the 
public  lands  equal  to  the  number  of  acres  selected  within  the  limits  of 
the  first  railroad  location. 

But  an  examination  discloses  that  the  joint  resolution  is  predicated 
upcm  an  entire  misunderstanding  of  the  facts. 

The  lands  heretofore  mentioned  as  amounting  to  more  than  7,000 
acres,  selected  by  the  State  of  Kansas,  and  charged  at  double  that 
amount  because  their  price  had  Ijeen  raised  to  the  double  minimum  in 
consequence  of  their  l^eing  within  a  railroad  location,  have  all  except  320 
acres  remained  either  in  the  new  or  old  railroad  location  up  to  the  pres- 
ent time,  and  if  now  vacant  would  be  held  by  the  Government  at  the 
double  minimum  price. 

It  seems  clear  to  me  that  the  State  of  Kansas  has  been  granted  all  the 
public  land  to  which  it  can  lay  any  legal  or  equitable  claim  under  the  law

I  herewith  return  without  ap])roval  Senate  bill  No.  2201,  entitled  "An 
act  for  the  relief  of  L^uira  Iv  Maddox,  widow  and  executrix,  and  Robert 
Morrison,  executor,  of  Josei>li  H.  Maddox,  deceased.** 

An  act  of  Congress  approved  July  2,  1864,  provided  among  other  things 
tlifit  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  with  the  approval  of  the  President, 
ini.i^lit  authorize  agents  "to  purchase  for  the  United  States  any  products 
of  vStates  declared  in  insurrection,  at  such  price  as  should  be  agreed  on 
with  the  seller,  not  exceeding  the  market  price  thereof  at  the  place  of 
deliver  v." 

Under  the  authority  of  said  act  the  vSecretary  of  the  Treasury,  with  the 
a])proval  of  the  President,  prescrilx?d  rules  and  regulations  to  go\^m 
the  transactions  tlius  ])ennitted,  and  ap])ointed  one  H.  A.  Risley  an  agetit 
to  act  for  the  I'nited  States  in  making  such  purchases. 

On  or  about  the  i.^th  day  of  November,  1864.  said  Risley  entered  into  a 
written  contract  with  Jose]^h  H.  Maddox  and  two  other  parties,  whereby 
the  latter  agreed  to  sell  and  deliver  to  Risley  as  such  agent,  at  Norfolk 
or  New  York,  6,(X)(3  lK)xes  of  tobacco,  350  barrels  of  turpentine,  and  700 
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barrels  of  rosin.  It  was  also  agreed  that  all  products  transported  under 
the  contract  should  be  consigtiL-ti  to  said  Risley  as  ageut  and  shipped  on 
a  Government  transport,  or,  if  not  so  shipped,  should  be  in  the  Immediate 
charge  of  an  agent  of  Risley's,  whose  compensation  and  expenses  should 
be  paid  by  the  sellers.  Said  products  were  to  be  sold  in  New  York  or 
Baltimore  under  Risley's  direction,  and  one-fourth  of  the  proceeds,  after 
deducting  certain  expenses,  cjsls,  and  charges,  were  to  be  retained  for  the 
United  States  and  three-fourtlis  paid  to  Maddox  and  his  associates. 
It  was  expressly  provided  in  siiid  contract  as  follows: 


Nothing  in  this  contract  containitl  shall  be  construed  as  iactimng  any  liability  on 
behalf  of  the  United  States. 

It  appears  that  Maddox,  very  soon  after  the  contract  was  made,  ac- 
quired all  the  interest  of  his  associates  therein. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  signed  an  order  or  permit  for  the 
transportation  of  the  goods,  in  fulfillment  of  the  contract,  and  for  the 
passage  of  the  parties  selling  such  goods  through  the  Federal  military 
lines,  the  permit  declaring,  however,  that  such  transportation  and  passage 
should  be  "with  strict  compliance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  and  for  the  fulfillment  of  said  contract  with  the  ageut  of 
the  Government." 

Maddox  and  his  associates  were  not  at  the  time  the  contract  was  en- 
tered into  the  owners  of  an\'  of  the  property  they  agreed  to  sell  and 
deliver;  but  it  is  alleged  that  Maddox,  as  one  of  the  parties  to  the  contract 
and  as  as.signee  of  his  co-contractors,  purchased  4.042  boxes  of  tobacco, 
worth  at  that  time  more  than  67i5i'-"-'^t  l^or  the  purpose  of  fulfilling  this 
contract. 

Tlie  tobacco  wan  purchased  Ijy  him  within  the  rebel  lines  in  the  State 
of  \"irgiuia.  A  ])art  of  it,  he  charges,  was  forcibly  taken  by  the  military 
forces  of  the  Go\'ernnient  and  converted  to  its  use  or  destroyed  while 
Ijeiug  transported  to  its  destination,  and  the  remainder  of  it,  having  been 
detained  in  storajje  at  Richmond,  Va.,  was  afterwards  appropriated  to  the 
u.sc-  of  the  X'uited  States  or  was  destroyed  in  the  fires  at  Richmond  upon 
the  capture  of  the  city  by  the  United  States  forces  in  1865. 

Au  action  predicated  u]X)n  the  contract  with  Risley  was  brought  by 
Maddox  in  the  Court  of  Claims  to  recover  the  value  of  this  property, 
but  it  was  lield  by  the  court  that  the  contract  was  void. 

On  a]ipeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  the  decision  of  the 
Ci>urt  of  Claims  was  affirmed,  upon  the  ground,  as  had  been  previously 
decitled  by  naid  court,  that  under  the  law,  the  Treasury  regulations,  and 
the  Kxecutive  orders  concerning  the  purchase  of  products  of  insurrec- 
tionar\-  States  a  jiurcJiasing  agent  of  the  Government  had  no  authority 
to  negotinte  with  an\-one  in  relation  to  the  purchase  of  such  products 
unless  at  the  time  of  the  negotiation  the  party  either  owned  or  controlled 
them:  that  neitlier  the  law  nor  the  regulations  for  its  execution  pro- 
tected a  speculation  wherein  the  products  to  be  sold  were  to  be  procured 
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by  the  contractor  within  the  rebel  lines  after  the  contract  was  made; 
that  private  citizens  were  prohibited  from  trading  at  all  in  the  insurrec- 
tionary districts,  and  that  the  object  of  the  law  and  the  regulations  to 
carry  it  into  effect  was  to  encourage  the  insurgents  themselves  to  bring 
their  products  to  agents  of  the  Government. 

With  this  adverse  decision  all  chance  of  recovery  upon  legal  grounds 
or  before  the  courts  was  dissipated.  But  recourse  to  Congress  still  re- 
mained. As  appears  from  a  memorandum  furnished  in  support  of  this 
bill,  the  alleged  equities  of  the  case  were  presented  to  the  Forty-second, 
the  Forty-third,  the  Forty-fourth,  the  Forty-fifth,  the  Forty-sixth,  the 
Forty-eighth,  and  the  Forty-ninth  Congresses.  Two  adverse  and  more 
than  two  favorable  committee  reports  have  been  made  upon  the  claim. 
No  bill  for  the  relief  of  the  claimant  has,  however,  passed  Congress  until 
the  present  session,  when  a  favorable  condition  vSeems  to  have  presented 
itself. 

The  bill  herewith  returned  empowers  and  directs  the  accounting  oflS- 
cers  of  the  Treasury  to  settle  and  pay  to  the  representatives  of  Maddox 
the  amount  found  due  him  on  account  of  the -loss  and  damage  he  sus- 
tained by  the  seizure  by  our  military  forces  of  the  tobacco  purchased  by 
him  under  the  agreement  referred  to,  excluding,  however,  the  tobacco 
destroyed  by  fire  in  the  city  of  Richmond,  and  provides  that  said  claim 
shall  be  determined  upon  the  evidence  taken  and  now  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  clerk  of  the  United  States  Court  of  Claims  and  the  War  Depart- 
ment and  any  other  competent  evidence. 

I  fail  to  a])preciate  the  equities  which  entitle  this  claimant  to  further 
hearing. 

Kver>'  intelligent  man  should  \vt  charged  with  the  knowledge  that  as 
a  general  rule  commercial  intercourse  with  the  enemy  is  entirely  incon- 
sistent wnth  a  state  of  war,  and  that  the  law  of  1864  had  for  its  object  the 
encouragement  of  the  insurgents  themselves  to  bring  their  products  to 
us,  and  not  the  authorization  of  persons  to  roam  through  the  insurrec- 
tionary districts  and  purchase  their  products  on  speculation. 

liven  if  the  claimant  did  not  understand  these  conditions,  he  certainly 
knew  that  his  contract  was  based  upon  a  statute;  that  the  agent  with 
whom  he  was  contracting  was  a  creature  of  statute,  and  that  such  statute 
and  certain  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  made  thereunder 
regulated  the  right  and  limited  the  action  of  all  the  parties  to  said  con- 
tract. These  things  sufficiently  appear  from  the  very  terms  of  the  con- 
tract and  the  j>ermit  signed  by  the  President.  The  privileges  and  liberties 
contained  in  this  permit  are  expressly  granted  **with  strict  compliance 
with  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. ' ' 

If  before  or  after  entering  into  this  contract  the  claimant  had  exam- 
ined these  regulations,  he  would  have  found  that  they  provided  that 
'  *  connnercial  intercourse  with  localities  beyond  the  lines  of  actual  mili- 
tar>-  occupation  by  the  United  States  forces  is  absolutely  prohibited." 
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He  would  have  also  found  that  such  regulations  expressly  provided  that 
the  power  of  the  agent  of  the  Govei'iinieut  to  make  contracts  should  be 
founded  upon  the  statement  that  the  contractor  then  owned  or  controlled 
the  products  for  which  he  contracted.  Aud  yet  the  permit  of  the  Presi- 
dent, which  so  completely  put  the  claimant  upon  inquiry  as  to  what  he 
might  or  might  not  do,  seems  now  to  Ije  relied  upon  as  the  source  of 
equities  in  his  favor,  and  is  pressed  into  his  service  under  the  guise  of  a 
sanction  of  his  unlawful  proceedings. 

Besides  the  general  knowle<lge  the  claimant  should  have  posses.sed  of 
the  commercial  disabilities  consequent  upon  a  state  of  war,  aud  the  infor- 
mation afforded  him  by  his  contract  and  permit,  a  proclamation  of  the 
President  publicly  issued  September  24,  1864,*  furnished  abundant  no- 
tice of  the  kind  of  trading  which  would  he  permitted. 

The  property  for  which  compensation  is  asked  constitutes  a  part  only 
of  that  agreed  to  be  furnished.  None  of  it  ever  reached  the  possession  of 
the  agent  of  the  Government,  but,  as  I  understand  the  case,  was  at  the 
time  of  its  seizure  or  destruction  still  in  the  territory  of  the  enemj'  and 
in  rebellious  possession.  If  in  the  circumstances  detailed  it  was  treated 
by  our  military  forces  in  like  manner  as  other  property  in  the  same  situ- 
ation, tJiere  would  .seem  to  be  no  hardship  in  holding  that  the  contractor 
assumed  this  risk  as  one  arising  from  his  unauthorised  and,  if  successful, 
his  profitable  venture. 

Not  being  satisfied  that  there  are  any  especial  equities  which  entitle 
this  claim  to  more  consideration  than  many  others  where  equities  might 
be  claimed  in  behalf  of  those  who  long  ago  violated  oiir  non intercourse 
laws,  1  am  unwilling  to  sanction  a  precedent  which  if  followed  might 
snb.stantially  work  a  reiK-al  of  these  laws,  regarded  necessary  and  expe- 
dient by  those  charged  with  legi.slation  during  the  War  of  the  Rebellion, 
and  who  had  m  full  view  all  the  necessities  of  that  period.

I  return  witJinut  approval  Senate  bill  No.  3276,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing restoration  of  pension  to  Sarah  A.Woodbridge. " 

The  first  husband  of  this  beneficiary,  Anson  L.  Brewer,  was  an  addi- 
tionnl  paymaster  in  the  Army,  aud  died  February  2,  1866,  from  injuries 
rt.veived  in  an  explosion  of  a  steamer. 

Ilis  widow,  the  beneficiary,  was  pensioned  at  the  rate  of  $25  a  month 
from  the  date  of  her  husband's  death  until  October  21, 1870,  when  she 
remarried,  becoming  the  wife  of  Timothy  Woodbridge. 

Two  children,  who  were  minors  at  the  time  she  was  pensioned,  became 
16  years  of  age  in  April,  1870,  and  July,  1874,  respectively. 

'  Sec  Kxcculivf  ordi-r  <jf  Scpti^mbcr  24,  jS64,Vo].  VI,  pp.  ^o-^t. 
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Upon  the  remarriage  of  the  beiieficiar>'  her  pension  stopped  tinder  the 
law. 

It  is  now  proposed  t<j  restore  her  to  the  pension  roll,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  her  second  husband  is  still  alive. 

Many  cases  have  occurred  in  which  pensions  have  been  awarded  by 
sjKicial  acts  to  the  widows  of  soldiers  who,  having  remarried,  were  a 
second  time  made  widows  and  rendered  destitute  by  the  death  of  their 
sea^nd  huslxinds.     I  have  not  objected  to  such  charitable  legislation. 

But  I  think  this  is  the  first  time  that  it  has  been  proposed  to  grant 
a  i)ension  after  such  remarriage  when  the  second  husband  still  surxdves. 

It  seems  to  me  that  such  a  precedent  ought  not  to  be  established.  If 
in  ixinsion  legislation  we  attempt  to  determine  the  cases  of  this  descrip- 
tion in  which  the  second  husband  can  not  or  does  not  properly  maintain 
the  soldier's  widow  whom  he  has  married,  we  shall  open  the  door  to 
much  confusion  and  uncertainty,  as  well  as  unjust  discrimination. 

I  am  glad  to  learn  from  a  statement  contained  in  the  committee's 
report  that  this  Ijeneficiary,  though  in  a  condition  making  the  aid  of  a 
pension  very  desirable,  has  a  small  income  derived  from  property  inher- 
ited  from  her  mother.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1044,  entitled  **An 
act  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasur>'^  to  state  and  settle  the 
account  of  James  M.  Willbur  with  the  United  States  and  to  pay  said 
Willbur  such  sum  of  money  as  may  be  found  due  him  thereon." 

The  claim  mentioned  in  this  bill  grows  out  of  alleged  extra  work 
done  by  the  claimant  in  the  construction  of  the  post-office  and  court- 
house building  in  the  city  of  New  York. 

Tlie  United  States,  in  Scpteml)er,  1874,  entered  into  a  contract  with 
Messrs.  Bartlett,  Robbins  &  Co.  by  which  they  agreed  to  furnish  and 
l)ut  in  ]ilace  certain  wrought  and  cast  iron  work  and  glass  for  the  illumi- 
nated tiling  required  for  the  said  building  according  to  certain  specifica- 
tions and  schedules  which  formed  a  part  of  said  contract.  The  work 
was  to  be  of  a  specified  thickness  and  the  contractors  were  to  be  paid 
for  the  same  at  certain  rates  per  vSUperficial  foot.  The  approximate  esti- 
mate for  the  entire  work  was  specified  at  $35,577.56.  Samples  of  the 
tiling  to  be  j)ut  in  were  submitted  to  the  Supervising  Architect  and 
acce])ted  by  him. 

In  August,  1874,  tlie  claimant  entered  into  an  agreement  in  writing 
with  Hartlett,  Robbins  &  Co.  to  do  this  work  as  subcontractor  for  them 
at  certain  jirices  f<.)r  each  superficial  foot  of  said  tiling  put  in  place. 

In  neither  contract  was  the  weight  of  the  tiling  mentioned. 

The  work  was,  under  the  contract  wnth  Messrs.  Bartlett,  Robbins  & 
Co.,  comi)leted,  and  after  such  completion  and  the  measurement  of  the 
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work  the  said  firm  of  Bartlett.  Robbing  &  Co.  were  paid  by  the  Govern- 
meiit  the  sum  of  $35,217.57,  in  full  satisfaction  of  their  contract  with  the 
United  States. 

It  appears  that  after  the  completion  of  the  work  the  claimant  gave 
notice  to  the  Government  that  he  Imd  a  claim  agaiiist  Bartlett,  Robbins 
&Co. ,  growing  out  of  said  work,  for  the  sum  of  $8,744.44,  and  requested 
that  payment  be  withheld  from  said  firm  until  his  claim  against  them 
was  adjusted. 

The  fact  that  said  claim  had  Ijeen  made  having  been  communicated  by 
the  Supervising  Architect  to  Bartlett,  Robbins  &  Co. ,  on  the  22d  day  of 
August,  1876,  they  responded  to  the  Supervising  Architect  as  follows: 

Dear  Sir:  We  inclose  copy  of  oiir  account  against  Willbur  and  the  Illuminaled 
Tiling  Company  and  a  copy  of  Willbtir's  assignluenl  to  the  Tile  Coiupany,  which 
includes  a  copy  of  his  agreement  with  us;  and  when  the  Departnieut  settles  the  tneas- 
ureinent  of  the  work  the  items  in  the  contract  will  show  just  what  the  ainouut  is,  and, 
as  we  have  repeatedly  assured  him,  lie  will  have  all  tlie  measurements  the  Govem- 

If  anyone  has  cause  of  complaiDI  in  ttiis  case  it  is  us.  Pour  times  tlie  work  came 
to  a  stand, or  nearly  so,  and  our  Mr.  B.  was  compelled  to  go  to  New  York  and  stay 
until  it  was  moving  again,  charging  his  expenses,  by  Willbur'a  request,  and  finally  it 
had  to  be  finished  by  others,  etc.  We  know  Um  does  not  interest  yoa  particularly, 
a-s  you  do  not  know  him  in  the  matter,  but  there  has  been  so  much  willful  raiarepre- 
setitation  we  thought  silence  might  be  misconstrued. 

It  is  charitable  to  think  Willbur  must  be  crazy.

III  an  opinion  of  the  Solicitor  of  the  Trea.sury  concerning  this  claim, 
dated  Noveml>cr  30.  18S3. 1  find  a  statement  that  on  the  20th  day  of  Octo- 
ber, 1  Sjfj,  a  paper  was  filed  bj-  the  attorneys  of  the  claimant  in  which  his 
claim  for  extra  work  and  materia!  in  performing  his  contract  was  alleged 
to  be  ■$2 1 ,857.94.  It  is  further  stated  that  this  claim  was  hastily  drawn 
by  one  of  Willbur's  attorneys  and  without  consultation  with  him. 

On  or  alx)ut  the  20tli  day  of  March,  1877,  Mr.  Willbur  himself  filed  a 
statement  of  such  extra  work  and  material,  in  which  he  claimed  for  the 
same  the  sum  of  $42,685.20, 

Another  statement  made  by  Willbur,  in  February,  1878,  presents  a 
claim  on  account  of  the  same  matters  amounting  to  $47,159.62. 

This  claim,  so  variously  stated,  is  based  upon  the  allegation  that  tiling 
and  frames  of  jjreater  thickness  than  were  required  by  the  contract  were 
put  in  the  building.  Although  it  is  insisted  by  the  claimant  that  these 
thicker  tiles  and  frames  were  directed  to  be  put  in,  or  at  least  accepted 
b\-  the  per.son  lia\-ing  charge  of  the  construction  of  the  building  for  the 
Government,  I  hardly  think  it  will  be  seriously  contended  that  the  claim- 
ant has  any  legal  claim  against  the  United  States. 

Rut,  with  a  \-iew  of  disco\-ering  whether,  upon  equitable  grounds,  the 
claimant  should  be  paid  anything  by  the  Government  for  glass  and 
iron  of  greater  thickness  than  its  contract  with  Bartlett,  Robbins  &  Co. 
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required,  and  which  had  been  put  in  its  building  by  their  subcontractor, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  1884  appointed  a  committee  of  three 
persons  to  examine  and  report  upon  this  claim  of  Willbur*s,  '*with  a 
view  of  determining  what  portion,  if  any,  it  is  proper  for  the  Government 
to  pay." 

On  the  24th  day  of  Januar>^  1885,  this  committee  made  a  report  by 
w^hich  they  determined  that  there  should  be  paid  to  the  claimant  on 
account  of  the  matters  alleged  the  sum  of  $1,214.90. 

This  report  was  based  upon  the  measiu-ements,  examinations,  and  esti- 
mates of  two  experts,  one  selected  by  the  claimant  and  the  other  by  the 
committee.  The  report  was  transmitted  to  the  House  of  Representatives 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  an  appropriation  asked  to  pay  the 
amount  awarded. 

But  Mr.  Willbur  was  not  satisfied,  and  on  the  6tli  day  of  January,  1885, 
addressed  a  communication  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  which  this 
passage  occurs: 

I  shall  insist  ou  a  remeasurenient  of  the  entire  work,  as  this  is  vital  to  my  claim. 
The  excess  which  I  furnished  can  only  be  ascertained  by  weight  instead  of  by  meas- 
urinj(  the  thickness  of  the  plates  and  frames. 

At  the  vSecond  session  of  the  Forty-ninth  Congress,  and  early  in  1886, 
this  claim  was  before  the  Senate  Committee  on  Claims,  and  at  the  in- 
stance of  the  committee  this  work  was  again  examined  by  experts,  who 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  claimant  was  entitled  to  the  sum  of 
$45,615.67  for  the  extra  work  which  he  had  perfonned  and  materials 
furnished. 

It  is  only  alleged  that  the  glass  tiling  and  frames  actually  put  in  the 
building  were  slightly  thicker  than  those  required  by  the  contract,  and 
this  alleged  increased  thickness  seems  to  be  fairly  represented  in  a  general 
way  by  the  claim  that  some  of  the  glass  and  frames  which  were  required 
to  be  I  inch  thick  were  actually  put  in  i  inch  and  a  quarter  thick. 

Upon  this  statement  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  sum  above  stated 
as  the  value  of  this  extra  thickness  is  somewhat  vStartling.  In  the  lan- 
guage of  the  report  upon  this  bill  by  the  Supervising  Architect,  **a 
claim  of  $47, 159.02  for  such  slight  excess  on  work  the  price  of  which 
was  $35,217.57  is  hardly  entitled  to  coUvSideration. * ' 

The  claim,  as  well  as  the  award  of  the  experts  last  named,  reach  their 
astonishing  proportions  by  the  application  of  weights  to  the  question  in 
the  following  maimer:  A  certain  area  is  measured.  A  square  foot  of  the 
tiling  actually  put  in  is  weighed,  and  a  square  foot  of  the  tiling  required 
by  the  contract  is  also  weighed.  Both  these  weights  are  multiplied  by 
the  area.  The  lesser  aggregate  weight  is  deducted  from  the  greater,  and 
the  difference  is  di\nded  by  the  weight  of  a  square  foot  of  the  lightest 
tiling,  thus  reducing  it  to  square  feet  of  such  lightest  tile.  These  square 
feet  are  multiplied  by  the  price  agreed  to  be  paid  by  the  contract  for  each 
superficial  foot,  and  an  item  of  extra  work  is  determined.    Thus  additional 
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weight  in  constructed  and  finished  tihiig  is  converted,  as  far  as  price  and 
measurement  are  concerned,  into  finished  tile,  which  more  than  doubles 
the  quantity  actually  laid  down. 

This  can  not  be  right.  And  yet  the  hill  herewith  retunied  directs 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  settle  this  claim  for  extra  work  upon  the 
basis  of  the  report  of  the  experts  who  have  adopted  this  mode  of  adjust- 
ment: or,  if  not  satisfied  with  their  report,  he  shall  within  thirty  days 
from  the  passage  of  the  act  ciiiise  a  reweighing  of  said  material  to  lie 
made  by  two  sworn  experts,  one  to  be  appointed  by  him  and  one  by  the 
claimant,  and  a  third  to  be  appiinted  by  these  two  in  case  they  can  not 
agree.  The  bill  further  provides  that  he  shall  then  pay  to  said  Willbur 
the  difference  of  excess  in  weight  and  superficial  measurement  as  found 
by  said  experts  between  the  illuminated  tiling  and  frames  furnished  and 
that  contracted  for  at  the  contract  prices  for  such  work  and  material. 

There  are  features  of  this  claim  which  suggest  suspicion  as  to  its 
merit.  In  auy  view  of  the  matter,  I  regard  the  claimant  as  seeking 
equitable  relief.  He  is  not  entitled  to  dictate  the  rule  by  which  his 
claim  is  to  be  adjusted,  and  he  should  be  quite  satisfied  if  the  officers 
of  the  Govemineut  charged  witli  the  settlement  of  such  matters  are  per- 
mitted by  the  Congress  to  afford  equitable  relief  according  to  sucll  rules 
and  methods  as  are  best  calculated  to  reach  fair  results.

Thi^  l)fneficiarj-  named  in  this  bill  applied  for  a  pension  on  the  14th 
clay  cif  Xovi-mlier,  1S7S,  and  the  same  was  rejected  in  April,  1879.  Her 
claim  ha,-;  lately  been  reexamined,  and  since  the  passage  of  the  bill  here- 
with returnL-d  she  has  Ih^cu  allowed  a  pension  by  the  Pension  Bureau,  it 
bavins'  btvii  there  determined  that  the  former  rejection  was  a  manifest 
erriir. 

With  thi^;  action  of  the  Pension  Bureau  I  entirely  concur. 

I  tlierefore  venture,  notwithstanding  the  persistent  misrepresentations 
iii  my  actinn  in  similar  cases,  to  disapprove  this  bill,  upon  the  ground 
Ihiit  this  deserving  l>encficiary  will  receive  under  the  action  of  the  Pen- 
-iiin  Hureau  a  much  larger  .sum  than  she  would  if  such  action  was  super- 
.-edfd  by  the  enactment  of  the  proposed  special  .statute  in  her  behalf.

1  herev.ith  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  3208, entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  William  S.  Bradshaw." 
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The  beneficiary  mentioued  in  this  bill  was  mustered  into  the  military 
service  as  first  lieutenant  on  the  28th  day  of  October,  i86i. 

Alx)ut  ei>?ht  months  afterwards,  and  in  June,  1862,  he  resigned  from 
the  service,  his  resi>(nation  lx?ing  based  upon  a  surgeon's  certificate  which 

he  i)r()cured,  and  which  is  as  follows: 

WilHani  S.  liradshaw  having  appHed  for  a  certificate  to  accompany  his  rengna- 
tioii,  I  do  hereby  certify  that  I  have  carefully  examined  this  officer  and  find  that  his 
disease  is  of  a  chronic  pleuritic  character,  contracted  (previous  to  his  entering  the 
service)  four  years  since  from  an  injury  received  in  shoeing  a  fractious  horse,  in 
consecjuence  of  which  he  was  laid  up  for  a  number  of  weeks  with  a  severe  attack  of 
pleuritis;  that  he  has  never  l)een  able  to  endure  severe  labor  since;  that  since  enter* 
injr  the  service  active  drilling  or  marching  has  invariably  developed  severe  pleuritic 
])ains  about  his  chest  and  underneath  his  sternum,  rendering  him  totally  unfit  for 
duty. 

It  is  entirely  evident  that  the  statements  contained  in  this  certificate 
are  of  such  a  nature  that  they  nuist  have  almost  entirely  been  cotnmuni- 
catetl  to  the  surgeon  by  the  officer  himself.  It  will  be  observed  that 
there  is  an  absolute  lack  of  any  intimation  that  his  disabiUties  were 
attributable  in  their  orij^in  to  army  service,  and  he  surely  can  not  ask  us 
to  l)elieve  that  a  man  with  the  intelligence  fitting  him  to  be  a  commis- 
sioned officer  in  the  Army,  and  having  this  certificate  in  his  possession, 
did  not  know  what  it  contained. 

It  furnished  the  rea.son  for  his  honorable  discharge  in  the  dark  days  of 
his  country's  need  and  operated  as  an  exemption  from  further  miUtaiy 
service. 

And  yet  in  vSeptemlKT,  1883,  niore  than  twenty-one  years  after  his  dis- 
charge, he  applied  to  the  Pension  Bureau  for  a  pension,  alleging  lameness 
of  breast  and  back,  contracted  in  the  service. 

After  an  examination  of  all  the  facts  I  can  not  beUeve  that  this  is  a 
case  in  which  a  pension  should  be  granted.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  7657,  entitled  **An  act  grant* 
in^  a  pension  to  Mary  Woodworth,  widow  of  Ebenezer  F.  Woodworth." 

The  husband  of  this  beneficiary  enlisted  October  i,  1861.  On  the  rolls 
of  his  conii)any  for  May  and  June,  1862,  he  is  reported  as  a  deserter,  and 
the  re])ort  is  the  same  on  the  nuister-out  roll  of  his  regiment »  dated  Octo- 
ber 24,  1864. 

An  effort  was  made  on  the  application  by  the  beneficiary  for  pension 
to  the  Pension  Bureau  to  attribute  the  charge  of  desertion  to  the  un- 
friendliness and  injustice  of  the  soldier's  captain,  and  an  unsuccessfnl 
effort  was  made  to  have  the  charge  removed  from  the  record  by  the 
Adjutant-General. 
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The  soldier,  therefore,  is  still  recorded  as  a  deserter  from  camp  near 
Farmington,  Miss.,  since  March  is,  1862. 

The  application  of  the  widow  to  the  Pension  Bureau  in  1867  states 
that  her  husband  was  missing  at  Hamburg,  Tenu..  May  7,  1862,  and  got 
having  since  been  heard  from  is  supposed  to  be  dead. 

The  captain  of  the  compan>'  testifies  that  the  soldier  was  employed 
with  the  ambulance  corps,  and  that  for  misconduct  he  (the  captain)  or- 
dered him  to  his  company  and  censured  him;  that  very  soon  after  that 
the  soldier  was  absent  at  roll  call  and  was  marked  as  absent  without 
leave;  that  in  a  day  or  two  after  that  a  member  of  a  detail  returned  to 
canip  from  Hamburg  Landing  and  reported  that  he  had  seen  the  soldier 
there  and  had  been  told  bj'  him  that  "he  was  off  and  would  never  go 
back. ' '     Thereupon  he  was  dropped  from  the  roll  as  a  deserter. 

Various  theories  are  presented  to  account  for  the  soldier's  absence  in 
other  ways  than  by  desertion,  some  of  his  comrades  going  so  far  as  to 
express  the  opinion  that  he  was  murdered  at  the  instigation  of  his  cap- 
tain. None  of  these  theories,  however,  seem  to  be  more  than  coujectures 
with  various  degrees  of  plausibility. 

If  the  question  of  desertion  could  be  solved  favorably  to  the  beneficiary, 
another  difficulty  immediately  arises  from  the  fact  that  there  is  ab.sohitely 
no  proof  of  death  except  the  soldier's  long  ab.sence  without  knowledge 
of  his  whereabouts;  and  if  his  death  could  ,be  presumed  the  cause  of  it 
and  whether  connected  at  all  with  military  service  are  matters  regarding 
which  we  have  no  information  whatever. 

I  am  unable  to  see  how  a  case  in  such  a  situation  can  be  considered  a 
proper  subject  for  favorable  pension  legislation.

I  return  without  approval  Hou.se  bill  No.  1066 1,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pen.sion  to  Mrs.  Sophia  Vogelsang." 

The  lnisl)aiid  of  this  beneficiary  was  severely  wounded  in  the  military 
service  of  the  United  States,  and  in  consequence  of  said  wound  his  left 
leg  xvas  amputated.  This  was  in  1862.  In  January,  1863,  another  ampu- 
tation was  performed  higher  up  above  the  knee.  He  appears  at  that  time 
to  have  been  living,  or  at  least  was  treated,  at  Detroit,  Mich.  He  was 
pensioned  at  the  rate  of  §30  per  month  at  the  time  of  his  death,  which 
<x-currod  at  Louisville,  Ky.,  where  he  appears  to  have  then  resided,  on 
the  2i.-^t  day  of  July.  1885. 

The  beneficiary  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  November,  1885,  alleging 
that  her  husband  died  of  gangrene. 

There  does  not,  however,  seem  to  be  a  particle  of  e^ddence  establishing 
that  cause  of  death.     On  the  contrary,  the  report  received  at  the  Pension 
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Bureau  of  his  death  attributes  it  to  sunstroke,  and  this  does  not  seem  to 
be  directly  questioned. 

The  report  of  the  House  connnittee  to  whom  this  bill  was  referred  pro- 
ceeds upon  the  theory  that  death  was  caused  from  the  use  of  opium  to 
allay  the  pain  of  the  wound.  This  theory  is  presented  upon  the  alleged 
opinion  of  the  surgeon  living  in  Detroit,  who  made  the  second  amputa- 
tion in  1863.  He  says  that  the  pain  of  the  wound  obliged  the  soldier  to 
take  morpliine.  But  it  does  not  appear  that  he  observed  the  case*  for  a 
long  time  ])receding  death.  Instead  of  his  giving  an  opinion  that  the 
disability  and  morphine  produced  death,  he  says,  as  it  is  reported  to  me, 
after  describing  the  condition  of  the  limb  previous  to  its  amputation  in 
1863  and  immediately  thereafter: 

According  to  iny  opinion,  said  disiibiHty  and  the  constant  use  of  morphia  in  con- 
sequence of  it  may  have  been  the  cause  of  his  death. 

This  and  the  statement  of  a  druggist  in  Louisville  that  he  sold  him 
morphine  to  alleviate  pain,  and  of  two  different  persons  with  whom  he 
boarded  at  that  city  in  1885  to  the  same  effect,  is  all  the  evidence  that  I 
can  di.scover  tending  in  the  least  to  hint  that  the  death  of  the  pensioner 
resulted  from  any  cause  but  sunstroke,  which  really  stands  as  the  undis- 
puted cause  of  death. 

The  allegation  in  the  conmiittee's  re|X)rt  that  the  l^neficiary's  claim 
was  rejected  l)y  the  Pension  Ihireau  on  the  ground  that  her  luisl>and's 
death  proceeded  from  tlie  UvSe  of  morphine  is  erroneous.  The  cause  of 
rejection  is  stated  to  be  "that  the  death  cause  (sunstroke)  was  not  the 
result  of  the  soldier's  military  service." 

We  are  not,  therefore,  left  to  the  consideration  of  the  question  whether 
death  from  the  use  of  morpliine  to  allay  pain  can  l)e  charged  to  the  dis- 
ability incurred,  for  if  death  resulted  from  sinistroke  it  will  hardly  be 
claimed  that  it  was  in  any  way  related  to  such  disability.  ■

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  enlisted  August  8,  1862,  and  was 
discharged  for  disability  on  the  21st  day  of  Noveml)er,  1862,  after  a  ser\'- 
ice  of  a  little  more  than  three  months. 

In  the  certificate  of  disability  upon  which  his  discharge  was  granted  the 
caj)tain  of  the  l)eneficiary's  company  states  that  **he  has  l)een  unfit  for 
dut\'  for  sixty  days;  that  the  soldier  represents  that  he  has  not  done  effi- 
cient service  since  enlistment  by  reason  of  phthisic,  from  which  he  has  suf- 
fered since  childhood,  but  has  grown  worse  since  entering  the  service." 


Graver  Cleveland  -jt,^ 

The  surgeon  of  the  regiment  states  in  said  certificate  that  "the  soldier 
has  asthma,  with  which  he  has  been  afflicted  from  his  infancy. ' ' 

Upon  this  certificate,  based  necessarily  so  far  as  his  previous  condition 
is  concerned,  this  man  procured  his  discharge  after  doing  but  very  slight 
service. 

He  filed  an  application  for  pension  in  the  Pension  Bureau  in  October, 
1879,  basing  his  claim  upon  the  allegation  that  he  contracted  asthma  in 
September,  1863,  about  a  month  after  he  entered  the  service. 

Two  special  examinations  were  had  in  his  case,  and  his  statement  was 
taken  in  each. 

On  the  first  examination  he  said  he  could  not  account  for  the  state- 
ments of  his  captain  and  surgeon,  unless  they  arose  from  a  remark  he 
made  that  he  had  phthisic  when  he  was  small. 

On  the  second  he  accounted  for  the  statements  of  the  captain  and  sur- 
geon by  saying  that  he  fett  very  sick  and  feared  that  he  could  not  live 
if  he  remained  in  the  sen,'ice;  that  he  was  suffering  with  jaundice  as 
well  as  asthma;  and  having  been  told  that  he  could  not  be  discharged 
on  account  of  jaundice,  but  could  on  account  of  asthma,  he  asked  the 
captain  to  tell  the  surgeon  that  he  had  known  him  to  have  asthma  before 
enlistment.    He  also  says  that  he  procured  others  to  tell  the  same  story. 

On  these  examinations  there  was  the  usual  negative  testimony  pro- 
duced of  certain  parties  who  knew  the  claimant  before  enlistment  and 
did  not  know  that  he  was  afflicted.  This  is  balanced  by  the  evidence 
of  others,  who  testify  that  the  claimant  had  asthma  before  enlistment. 

i.'[X)n  consideration  of  the  cliaracter  of  the  ailment,  the  testimony 
upon  the  two  examinations,  and  the  conduct  of  the  beneficiary  and  his 
own  admissions,  I  can  not  escape  the  conviction  that  whatever  disability 
he  had  at  the  date  of  di.scharge  he  had  when  he  enhsted,  and  that  his 
claim  was  properly  rejected  by  the  Pension  Kureau.

While  on  a  inarch  from  one  post  to  another  on  the  frontier,  in  Septem- 
bii .  r.'^74,  the  beneficiary  was  severely  wounded  by  the  bursting  of  a  gun, 
nt-ivsMtalinK  Uil-  amputation  of  three  of  his  fingers. 

The  rejuirts  of  tills  occurrence  develop  the  fact  that  the  gun  which 
bni>.t  i:i  his  hands  was  a  shotgun,  and  that  the  accident  happened  while 
Uic  btn-.'ficiaiy  was  Ininting  "for  his  own  pleasure  or  benefit."

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His  wound  was  a  severe  one,  and  the  injured  man  was  probably  a 
good  and  faithful  soldier,  but  it  seems  quite  clear  to  me  that  it  would 
lie  extending  the  pension  theory  to  an  unwarrantable  limit  to  hold  the 
Government  responsil)le  for  such  an  accident.

The  Ixineficiary  named  in  this  bill  enlisted  in  August,  1862.  The  rolls 
for  March  and  April,  1S63,  report  him  a  deserter,  but  it  having  been 
ascertained  that  sickness  was  the  cause  of  his  failure  to  return  to  his 
regiment  at  the  end  of  a  furlough  granted  to  him,  upon  which  failure 
the  charge  of  desertion  was  based,  he  was  restored  to  his  company  and  the 
charge  of  desertion  removed. 

All  this  is  stated  in  the  report  of  the  committee  to  which  this  bill  was 
referred. 

But  it  is  not  mentioned  in  said  report  that  he  was  again  furloiighed 
on  the  17th  day  of  August,  1863,  and,  failing  to  return  at  the  end  of  his 
furlough,  one  month  thereafter,  again  became  a  deserter,  but  was  not  so 
re]x>rted  until  October  8, 1863. 

He  was  arrested  January  i,  1864,  but  there  appears  to  be  no  record  of 
his  trial  or  his  restoration. 

He  filed  a  claim  for  ixjnsion  in  the  Pension  Bureau  in  Januar>%  1870, 
and  he  was  informed  twice  during  the  year  1888  that  no  favorable  action 
could  l)e  taken  until  the  charge  of  desertion  had  l^een  removed. 

On  application  to  the  Adjutant- General  that  officer,  on  the  2ist  day  of 
I^Vhruary,  1888,  declined  to  remove  said  charge  of  dCvSertion. 

The  claim  is  still  pending  Ijefore  the  Pension  Bureau. 

I  do  not  su])ix>se  that  the  Congress  is  prepared  to  go  so  far  in  special 
]>ension  legislation  as  to  grant  pensions  to  those  against  whom  charges 
of  desertion  ap]K\ir  of  record. 

In  the  lK*Iicf  that  the  fact  of  the  second  desertion  al)ove  mentioned  was 
overlooked  hy  the  Congress,  and  l:)ecause  the  application  for  pension  in 
this  case  is  still  jx?nding  in  the  Pension  Bureaii,  where  complete  justice 
can  still  be  done,  I  am  constrained  to  withhold  my  approval  of  this  bill.

The  claim  of  the  beneficiary  was  rejected  011  the  ground  that  the  fatal 
disease  was  not  due  to  army  service,  and  I  fail  to  discover  how  any  other 
co„clusio..  can  be  reached.

He  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  September.  1879.  alleging  as  cause  of 
disability  diarrhea  and  disease  of  the  stomach,  liver,  kidneys,  and  bladder. 

None  of  these  ailments  were  established  satisfactorily  as  originating  in 
the  soldier's  brief  sen'ice,  and  as  constituting  disabihties  after  discharge. 

The  claim  was  therefore  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau,  and  this  action 
appears  to  be  entirely  justified  upon  the  facts  presented.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  10504,  entitled  *'An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Mary  Hooper. ' ' 

The  husband  of  this  beneficiary  was  first  lieutenant  in  the  volunteer 
service  from  December  7,  1861,  to  February  28,  1862,  a  little  over  two 
months,  when  he  resigned.  His  resignation  w^as  based  upon  a  medical 
certificate  in  which  it  is  stated,  that  * '  this  officer  is  unfit  for  duty  on 
account  of  chronic  pleuritis  and  pulmonary  consumption,  from  which  he 
has  vSuffered  for  the  past  four  months. ' ' 

This  certificate  is  dated  February"  14, 1862. 

The  soldier  filed  a  claim  in  1871  alleging  typhoid  fever  resulting  in 
paralysis,  and  that  the  fever  was  contracted  in  the  latter  part  of  Febru- 
ar5%  1862. 

The  soldier  died  January  17, 1884,  of  paralysis. 

The  beneficiary  filed  a  claim  for  pension  November  17,  1887,  claiming 
that  her  husband  died  of  disease  contracted  in  the  service. 

The  claims  have  been  specially  and  thoroughly  examined.  The  testi- 
mony does  not  establish  any  disease  or  disability  in  the  service  other  than 
those  stated  in  the  certificate  procured  by  him  when  he  resigned,  but  it 
does  tend  to  establish  that  about  April  17,  1862,  after  his  resignation,  the 
soldier  was  sick  with  typhoid  fever,  and  that  afterwards  he  suffered  froin 
partial  paralysis,  which  increased  and  finally  caused  his  death. 

I  make  no  reference  to  the  fact  stated  in  the  committee's  report  sug- 
gesting the  idea  that  the  courage  of  the  deceased  soldier  had  been  ques- 
tioned further  than  to  correct  the  allegation  of  the  report  that  either  his 
or  his  widow's  claim  for  pension  has  been  rejected  for  cowardice.  It 
appears  from  the  record  furnished  to  me  that  they  were  rejected  on  the 
ground  that  the  evidence  is  insufficient  to  connect  the  death  cause  or 
disability  w^tli  the  soldier's  military  service. 

I  am  unable  to  see  what  other  conclusion  could  be  reached  in  the  face 
of  the  soldier's  own  statements,  as  contained  in  the  medical  certificate 
furnished  him  and  elsewhere  made,  and  upon  consideration  of  the  other 
facts  in  the  case.

The  husband  of  this  beneficiar}-  served  in  the  Army  from  November  5, 
1863,  to  June  15,  1865.  He  made  a  claim  for  pension  for  injiu-y  to  his 
left  ankle,  caused  by  being  thrown  from  a  horse  while  in  the  service,  and 
some  time  after  his  death  a  pension  was  allowed  upon  his  claim,  at  the 
rate  of  $4  per  month,  commencing  at  the  date  of  his  discharge  and  ending 
at  the  date  of  his  death. 

He  died  on  the  ifith  day  of  March,  1877,  of  apoplexy,  and  his  widow 
fded  a  claim  for  pension  on  her  own  behalf  in  March,  1885,  based  upon 
the  alJcKi^tion  that  the  injury  for  which  her  husband  was  pensioned  was 
tlie  cause  of  his  death.

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He  filed  a  claim  for  pension  December  24, 1879,  more  than  fifteen  years 
after  discharge,  in  which  he  claimed  that  on  the  15th  day  of  January, 
1864,  he  received  an  injury  to  his  back  by  slipping  and  falling  upon  the 
ground. 

After  a  thorough  examination  this  claim  was  rejected  on  the  ground 
that  his  disability  existed  prior  to  enlistment. 

The  beneficiary  filed  a  claim  for  pension  December  3,  1885,  alleging 
the  death  of  the  soldier  April  26,  1885.  This  claim  was  also  rejected, 
on  the  ground  that  the  death  causes,  "nervous  prostration  and  spinal 
trouble,"  w^ere  not  due  to  the  ser\nce. 

Both  of  these  cases  were  appealed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and 
in  the  decision  of  said  appeals  it  is  stated  that  upon  an  application  for  a 
discharge  from  the  service  the  soldier  first  set  up  an  injury  to  his  back 
from  a  fall  while  on  drill;  that  the  regimental  surgeon  refused  to  enter- 
tain this  proposition;  that  the  next  day  the  soldier  returned,  and  upon 
the  representations  of  himself  and  his  captain  that  his  trouble  dated  back 
of  the  alleged  accident  upon  drill  and  was  chronic  the  certificate  for  dis- 
charge was  made  out,  and  pursuant  thereto  his  discharge  was  granted. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that,  considering  the  cause  of  death  and  all  the 
facts  and  circumstances  surrounding  this  case,  the  certificate  of  discharge 
which  the  soldier  himself  procured  to  be  made  out  should  stand  as  stat- 
ing the  true  origin  of  his  disability;  and  if  the  certificate  was  set  aside 
and  all  the  facts  tending  to  support  it  were  disregarded,  the  cause  of 
death  would  still,  in  my  opinion,  appear  to  be  disconnected  with  military

PROCLAMATIONS. 

By  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

A  proclamation. 

Whereas  the  title  to  all  that  territory  lying  between  the  north  and 
south  forks  of  the  Red  River  and  the  hundredth  degree  of  longitude 
and  jurisdiction  over  the  same  are  vested  in  the  United  States,  it  being 
a  part  of  the  Indian  Territory,  as  shown  by  surveys  and  investigation 
made  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  which  territory  the  State  of  Texas 
also  claims  title  to  and  jurisdiction  over;  and 

Whereas  said  conflicting  claim  grows  out  of  a  controversy  existing 
l>etwcen  the  ITnited  States  and  the  State  of  Texas  as  to  the  point  where 
the  hundredth  degree  of  longitude  crosses  the  Red  River,  as  described 
in  the  treaty  of  February  22,  1S19,  between  the  United  States  and  Spain, 
fixing  the  lx)undary  line  between  the  two  countries;  and 

Whereas  the  commissioners  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  United  States 
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under  the  act  of  January  31, 1S85,  authorizinj;  t]ie  appoint  me  tit  of  a  com- 
mission by  the  President  to  run  and  mark  tlie  boundarj-  lines  between  a. 
portion  of  the  Indian  Territory  and  tlie  State  of  Texas,  in  connection 
with  a  similar  commission  to  be  appointed  by  the  State  of  Texas,  have 
by  their  report  determined  that  the  South  Fork  is  the  trne  Red  River 
designated  in  the  treaty,  the  commissioners  appointed  on  the  part  of  said 
State  refusing  to  concur  in  said  report: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Grover  Cleveland,  President  of  the  United  States, 
do  hereby  admonish  and  warn  all  persons,  whether  claiming  to  act  as 
officers  of  the  county  of  Greer,  in  the  State  of  Texas,  or  otherwise, 
against  selling  or  disposing  of,  or  attemptir.g  to  sell  or  dispose  of,  any  of 
said  lands  or  from  exercising  or  attempting  to  exercise  any  authority 
over  said  lands. 

And  I  also  warn  and  admonish  all  persons  against  purchasing  any  part 
of  said  territory  from  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal 
of  the  United  States  to  be  affixed,

Whereas  satisfactory  jiroof  has  lieen  given  to  me  by  the  Government 
of  tht  Uinjiire  of  Germany  that  no  tonnage  or  light-house  dues,  or  any 
ci|uivalent  tax  or  taxes  whatever,  are  imposed  upon  American  vessels 
entering  the  ports  of  the  Empire  of  Germany,  either  by  the  Imperial 
Gmonnnent  or  by  the  governments  of  the  German  maritime  States,  and 
that  vessels  Ixrhniging  to  the  United  States  of  America  and  their  cargoes 
are  not  rei]uired  in  German  ports  to  pay  any  fee  or  due  of  any  kind  or 
nature,  or  any  import  due  higher  or  other  than  is  payable  by  German 
VL'sst'Js  <)r  their  cargoes: 

Now.  therefore.  I.  C.ro\-er  Cleveland.  President  of  the  United  States 
of  .AniL-rica.  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  section  11  of  the

eign country  or  their  cargoes,  or  of  the  fees,  dues,  or  duties  imposed  on 
the  vessels  of  Germany  or  the  cargoes  of  such  vessels. 

And  the  suspension  hereby  declared  and  proclaimed  shall  continue  so 
long  as  the  reciprocal  exemption  of  vessels  belonging  to  citizens  of  the 
United  States  and  their  cargoes  shall  be  continued  in  the  said  ports  of 
the  Empire  of  Germany,  and  no  longer.

commissioners,  seamen,  and  owners  of  vessels,  and  for  other  purposes," 
approved  June  19,  1886,  do  hereby  declare  and  proclaim  that  from  and 
after  the  date  of  this  my  proclamation  shall  be  suspended  the  collection 
of  the  whole  of  the  tonnage  duty  which  is  imposed  by  said  section  of  said 
act  upon  vessels  entered  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States  from  any  of 
the  ports  of  the  island  of  Guadeloupe. 

Provided,  That  there  shall  be  excluded  from  the  benefits  of  the  sus- 
pension hereby  declared  and  proclaimed  the  vessels  of  any  foreign  country 
in  whose  ports  the  fees  or  dues  of  any  kind  or  nature  imposed  on  vessels 
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of  tile  United  States,  or  the  import  or  export  duties  on  their  cargoes,  are 
in  excess  of  the  fees,  dues,  or  duties  imposed  011  the  vessels  of  such  foreigu 
country  or  their  cargoes,  or  of  the  fees,  dues,  or  duties  imposed  on  the 
vessels  of  the  country  in  which  are  the  ports  mentioned  in  this  procla- 
mation or  the  cargoes  of  such  vessels. 

And  the  suspension  hereby  declared  and  proclaimed  shall  continue  so 
long  as  the  reciprocal  exemption  of  vessels  belonging  to  citizens  of  the 
United  States  and  their  cargoes  shall  be  continued  in  the  said  ports  of 
the  island  of  Guadeloupe,  and  no  longer.

He  has  not  visited  with  swift  punish- 
ment onr  sliorteoniings,  but  with  gracious  care  He  has  warned  us  of  our 
dependence  \\\nm  His  forbearance  and  has  taught  us  that  obedience  to 
His  holy  Inw  is  the  jirice  of  a  continuance  of  His  precious  gifts.

In  the  exercise  of  power  vested  in  him  by  the  Constitution  and  of  au-

That  this  revocation  shall  not  be  construed  as  an  exclusion  from  the 
classified  civil  service  of  any  now  classified  customs  district  or  classified 
post-office.

and  orphans  of  deceased  soldiers  and  sailors,  shall  be  exempt  from  such  examinations.

Persons  who  were  in  the  classified  civil  service  on  July  16, 1883,  and  persons  who 
have  been  since  that  date  or  may  \vt  hereafter  put  into  that  service  by  the  inclusion 
of  subordinate  places,  clerks,  and  officers,  under  the  provisions  of  section  6  of  the 
act  to  regulate  and  improve  the  civil  service  of  the  United  States,  approved  January 
16, 18S3,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  of  promotion  possessed  by  persons  of  the  same 
class  or  grade  appointed  after  examination  imder  the  act  referred  to  above. 

7.  Xo  question  in  any  examination  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  elicit  information 
concerning  the  political  or  religious  opinions  or  afiiliations  of  competitors,  and  no 
discrimination  in  examination,  certification,  or  appK)intment  shall  be  made  by  the 
Connnission,  the  examiners,  or  the  appointing  or  nominating  officer  in  favor  of  or 
against  any  ap])licaiit,  competitor,  or  eligible  because  of  his  political  or  religious 
opinions  or  affiliations.

5.  The  grade  of  each  conii)etitor  shall  be  expresse<l  by  the  whole  number  nearest 
the  general  average  attained  by  him,  and  the  grade  of  each  eligible  shall  l>e  noted 
upo!i  the  register  of  eligil)les  in  connection  with  his  name.  When  two  or  more  eli- 
gibles are  of  the  same  grade,  preference  in  certification  shall  ])e  determined  by  the 
order  in  which  their  application  pajK-rs  were  filed.

In  the  exercise  of  authority  vested  in  the  President  by  the  seventeen 
hundred  and  fifty- third  section  of  the  Revised  Statutes  to  prescribe  such 
re^^ulations  for  the  admission  of  ]KTsons  into  the  civil  service  of  the  United 
vStates  as  may  best  promote  the  efficiency  thereof  and  ascertain  the  fit- 
ness of  each  a]^])licanl  in  res|>ect  to  age,  health,  character,  knowledge,  and 
ability  for  the  branch  of  the  service  into  which  he  seeks  to  enter,  I  hereby 
direct  that  the  officers,  clerks,  and  other  employees  of  the  United  States 
Civil  vService  C<jmmission,  now  authorized  or  that  may  hereafter  be  au- 
thorized l)y  law,  shall  be  arranged  in  the  following  classes,  viz: 

Class  A.  including  all  persons  receiving  compensation  at  the  rate  of 
less  than  Si,<xx)  ])er  anntnn. 

Class  H,  including  all  persons  receiving  com|Densatiou  at  the  rate  of 
51, (KX)  or  more,  l)ul  less  than  $1,200  |)er  anntnn. 

Class  I,  including  all  persons  receiving  compensation  at  the  rate  of 
Si  ,20(.)  or  more,  but  less  than  $1,400  i)er  anntnn. 

Class  2,  including  all  ]K*rsons  receiving  compensation  at  the  rate  of 
$1,400  or  more,  but  less  than  $1,600  |x?r  annum. 

Class  3,  including  all  ];ersons  receiving  comi>ensation  at  the  rate  of 
$i,6(.)<j  or  more,  but  less  than  $1,800  ]kt  annmn. 

Class  4,  including  all  ])ersons  receiving  comi)ensation  at  the  rate  of 
$1,800  or  more,  l)Ut  less  than  $2,oix")  per  amunn. 

Class  5,  including  all  persons  receiving  compensation  at  the  rate  of 
$2, OCX.)  or  more  per  annum. 

No  jK'rson  who  is  appointe<l  to  an  office  by  the  President  by  and  with 
the  .'Kh'ice  and  consent  of  the  vSenale,  or  by  the  President  alone,  and  no 
person  who  is  to  be  em])loye(l  merely  as  a  lal)orer  or  workman  or  as  a 
watchman,  shall  be  considered  as  within  this  classification. 

And  it  is  ordered.  That  the  Ignited  v^^tates  Civil  Service  Commission 
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thus  classified,  as  provided  by  clause  a  of  Departmental  Rule  I  of  the 
civil-service  rules  approved  Fehniary  2,  1888,  and  in  force  ou  and  after 
the  date  hereof,  shall  be  considered  a  part  of  the  classified  departmental 
service,  atid  the  rules  applicable  thereto  shall  be  in  force  therein,

Gentlemen:  I  desire  to  make  a  suggestion  regarding  subdivision  (f). 
General  Rule  III,  of  the  amended  civil -serv'ice  rules  promulgated  Febru- 
ary 2,  1888.  It  provides  for  the  promotion  of  an  employee  in  a  Depart- 
ment who  is  below  or  outside  of  the  classified  service  to  a  place  within 
said  classified  service  in  the  same  Department  upon  the  request  of  the 
appointing  officer,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Commis.sion  and  the 
approval  of  the  President,  after  a  noncompetitive  examination,  in  case 
such  person  has  served  continuously  for  two  years  in  the  place  from  which 
it  is  proposed  to  promote  him,  and  "]>ecause  of  his  faithfulness  and  effi- 
ciency in  the  position  occupied  bj'  him,"  and  "because  of  his  qualifica- 
tions for  the  place  to  which  the  appointing  officer  desires  his  promotion. ' ' 

It  has  occurred  to  me  that  this  provision  must  be  executed  with  cau- 
tion to  avoid  the  application  of  it  to  cases  not  intended  and  the  undue 
relaxation  of  the  general  purposes  and  restrictions  of  the  civil -seirice  law. 

Noncompetitive  examinations  are  the  exceptions  to  the  plan  of  the  act, 
and  the  rules  [lerniitting  thi^  same  should  Ije  strictly  construed.  The 
cases  arising  under  the  exception  above  recited  should  be  very  few,  and 
wJien  presented  they  should  precisely  meet  all  the  requirements  speci- 
fied, anil  should  lie  supported  by  facts  which  will  develop  the  basis  and 
reason  of  the  application  of  the  appointing  officer  and  which  will  commend 
thcni  to  the  judgment  of  the  Commission  and  the  President.  The  sole 
purpose  of  the  provision  is  to  benefit  the  public  service,  and  it  should 
nf.'\er  l>e  ]>crmitted  to  operate  as  an  evasion  of  the  main  feature  of  the 
law,  wliicli  i.s  coinjx'titive  examinations. 

As  these  cases  will  first  l;e  presented  to  the  Commission  for  recomnien- 
dation,  I  ha\'e  to  request  that  you  will  formulate  a  plan  by  which  their 
merits  can  l)e  tested.  This  will  naturally  involve  a  statement  of  all  the 
facts  deemed  necessary  for  the  determination  of  such  applications,  m- 
chidinj;  the  kind  of  work  which  has  been  done  by  the  person  proposed  for 
]>n>mi)tii.ii  :ind  the  considerations  upon  which  the  allegations  of  the  faith- 
fulness, eiriciency,  and  quaUfications  mentioned  in  the  rule  are  predicated. 

\\'h;it  has  alrea<lj-  been  written  naturally  suggests  another  very  impor- 
tant subject,  to  which  I  will  invite  your  attention. 

The  desirability  of  the  rule  which  I  have  commented  upon  would  be 
nearly,  if  not  entirely,  removed,  and  other  difficulties  which  now  embar- 
rass the  execution  of  the  civit-sendce  law  would  be  obviated,  if  there 
was  a  better  and  uniform  classification  of  the  employees  in  the  different 
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Departments.  The  ini]x)rtaiice  of  this  is  entirely  obvious.  The  present 
imperfect  chissifications,  hastily  made,  apparently  with  but  little  care  for 
uniformity,  and  jmnnul^ated  after  the  last  Presidential  election  and  prior 
to  the  installation  of  the  present  Administration,  should  not  liave  been 
permitted  to  continue  to  this  time. 

It  appears  that  in  the  War  Department  the  employees  were  divided 
on  the  T9th  day  of  XovemlxT.  1S84,  into  eight  classes  and  su1x:lasses, 
eml)racin^  those  earninj^  annual  sidaries  from  $900  to  $2,000. 

The  Navy  Department  was  classified  Novemlxir  22,  1884,  and  its  em- 
ployees were  divided  into  seven  classes  and  sul)classes,  embracing  those 
who  recx^ived  annual  salaries  from  ^5720  to  $1,800. 

In  the  Interior  Department  the  classification  was  made  on  the  6th  day 
of  Deceml)er.  1SS4.  It  consists  of  eight  classes  and  .subclasses,  and  eni- 
l)races  employees  receiving  annual  salaries  from  $720  to  $2,060. 

On  the  2(1  day  of  January,  1885,  a  classification  of  the  employees  in  the 
Treasury  l)e])artment  was  made,  consisting  of  six  classes  and  subcla.sses. 
including  tho>>e  earning  annual  salaries  from  $900  to  $1,800. 

In  the  Post-OfBce  Department  the  employees  were  clas.sified  on  Fel)ru- 
ary  T).  18S5.  into  nine  classes  and  subclasses,  embracing  persons  earning 
annual  salaries  from  S720  to  S2,oo(). 

On  the  T2lh  of  December,  i<SS4,  the  Bureau  of  Agriculture  wfis  classi- 
fied in  a  manner  different  from  all  the  other  Departments,  and  presenting 
features  |.>eculiar  to  itself. 

It  seems  that  the  only  classification  in  the  Department  of  State  and  the 
Department  of  Justice  is  that  provided  for  by  section  163  of  the  Revised 
vStatutes,  which  directs  that  the  employees  in  the  several  Departments 
shall  l)e  divided  into  four  classes.  It  a]ipears  that  no  more  definite  clas- 
sification has  l)een  made  in  these  Departments. 

I  wish  the  Connnission  would  revise  these  classifications  and  submit  to 
me  a  j^lan  which  will  as  far  as  i^ossible  make  them  unifonn,  and  which 
will  espuciall\'  remedy  the  present  condition  which  |Xinnits  persons  to 
enter  a  jL^rade  in  the  service  in  the  one  Department  without  any  exami- 
nation which  in  another  Department  can  only  be  entered  after  p>as.sing 
sucli  t-xaniinalion.  This,  I  think,  shoidd  be  done  by  extending  the  limits 
of  tile  classified  service  rather  than  by  contracting  them.

Sir:  The  order  heretofore  approved  by  you  authorizing  noncompetitive  examina- 
tions under  General  Rule  III,  section  2,  clause  {/'),to  test  fitness  for  certain  desig- 
nated places  in  the  classified  departmental  service,  included  among  such  places  the 
following: 

In  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  seventeen  clerks  employed  as 
expert  money  tellers. 

The  attempts  thus  far  made  to  make  appointments  to  these  places  under  this  order 
have  fully  satisfied  the  Commission  and  the  Treasury  Department  of  the  impractica- 
bility of  this  method  of  procedure,  not  because  of  any  difficulty  of  applying  suitable 
tests  to  deteniiine  the  expertness  required,  but  because  there  are  really  no  experts 
to  Ik.'  tested.  The  duties  of  these  positions  can  not  l)e  learned  elsewhere  than  in  the 
])ositions  themselves,  and  therefore  the  only  experts  are  those  now  occupying  them 
and  the  very  few  who  have  left  them  for  one  cause  or  another,  but  who  are  not  seek- 
ing to  return.  Therefore,  since  experts  are  not  available,  and  persons  will  have  to 
})c  ap|)ointed  who  nmst  learn  the  duties  of  the  positions  in  the  actual  performance 
of  those  duties,  there  woul<i  seem  to  Ixj  no  good  reason  why  such  persons  sliould  not 
Ix!  selected  from  the  eligible  registers  of  this  Commission,  which  are  at  all  times 
abuiKlantly  suj)plicd  with  the  names  of  persons  who  are  l)otli  competent  and  worthy. 
And  l)esides,  so  long  as  these  tempting  places  are  in  the  noncompetitive  list,  the 
Department  will  be  subjected  to  solicitation  and  pressure  concerning  them  which  it 
would  rather  avoid. 

In  view  of  these  considerations  it  is  respectfully  recommended  that  you  approve 
the  revocation  of  so  much  of  the  order  above  referred  to  as  provides  for  the  appoint- 
ment upon  noncompetitive  examination  of  seventeen  clerks  in  the  office  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  United  States  employed  as  expert  money  tellers.

FOURTH  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 

Washington,  December  3,  1888. 
To  the  Congress  of  I  lie  United  SlaUs: 

As  you  assemble  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  you  have  assumed  as 
the  representatives  of  a  free  and  generous  people,  your  meeting  is  marked 
by  an  interesting  and  impressive  incident.  With  the  expiration  of  the 
present  session  of  the  Congress  the  first  century  of  our  constitutional 
existence  as  a  nation  will  be  completed. 

Our  survival  for  one  hundred  years  is  not  sufficient  to  assure  us  that 
we  no  longer  have  dangers  to  fear  in  the  maintenance,  with  all  its  prom- 
ised blessings,  of  a  government  founded  upon  the  freedom  of  the  people. 
The  time  rather  admonishes  us  to  soberly  inquire  whether  in  the  past  we 
have  always  closely  kept  in  the  course  of  safety,  and  whether  we  have 
before  us  a  way  plain  and  clear  which  leads  to  happiness  and  perpetuity. 
When  tlie  experiment  of  our  Government  was  undertalcen,  the  chart 
adopted  for  our  guidance  was  the  Constitution.  Departure  from  the 
lines  there  laid  down  is  failure.  It  is  only  by  a  strict  adherence  to  the 
direction  they  indicate  and  by  restraint  within  the  limitations  they  fix 
that  we  can  furnish  proof  to  the  world  of  the  fitness  of  the  American 
people  for  self -government. 

Tile  equal  and  exact  justice  of  which  we  boast  as  the  underlying  prin- 
cipk-  of  our  itistitutioiis  should  not  be  confined  to  the  relations  of  our 
citt/ens  to  each  other.  The  Government  itself  is  under  bond  to  the 
American  jieople  that  in  the  exerci.se  of  its  functions  and  powers  it  will 
deal  with  the  iKxly  of  onr  citizens  in  a  manner  scrupulously  honest  and 
fair  and  absolutely  just.  It  has  agreed  that  American  citizenship  shall 
l>e  the  only  credential  necessary  to  justify  the  claim  of  equality  before 
the  law,  and  that  no  condition  in  life  shall  give  ri.se  to  discrimination 
in  the  treatment  of  the  people  by  their  Government. 
The  citizen  of  our  Republic  in  its  early  days  rigidly  insisted  upon  full 
phance  with  the  letter  of  this  bond,  and  saw  stretching  out  before 
-  Qeld  for  indi\'idtial  endeavor.  His  tribute  to  the  support

liad  given  them, 

A  century  has  passed.  Our  cities  are  the  abiding  places  of  wealth 
and  luxury;  our  manufactories  yield  fortunes  never  dreamed  of  by  the 
fathers  of  the  Republic;  our  business  men  are  madly  striving  in  the  race 
for  riches,  and  immense  aggregations  of  capital  outrun  the  imagination 
in  the  magnitude  of  their  undertakings. 

We  view  with  pride  and  satisfaction  this  bright  picture  of  our  coun- 
try's growth  and  prosperity,  while  only  a  closer  scrutiny  develops  a 
somlxjr  shading.  Upon  more  careful  inspection  we  find  the  wealth  and 
luxury  of  our  cities  mingled  with  poverty  and  wretchedness  and  unre- 
munerative  toil.  A  crowded  and  constantly  increasing  urban  x>opulation 
suggests  the  impoverishment  of  rural  sections  and  discontent  with  agri- 
cultural i)ursuits.  The  farmer's  son,  not  satisfied  with  his  father's  sim- 
ple and  latorious  life,  joins  the  eager  chase  for  easily  acquired  wealth. 

We  discover  that  the  fortunes  realized  by  our  manufacturers  are  no 
longer  solely  the  reward  of  sturdy  industry  and  enlightened  foresight, 
but  that  they  result  from  the  discriminating  favor  of  the  Government 
and  are  largely  built  upon  undue  exactions  from  the  masses  of  our  people. 
The  gulf  between  employers  and  the  employed  is  constantly  widening, 
and  classes  are  rapidly  forming,  one  comprising  the  very  rich  and  pow- 
erful, while  in  an<^tlier  are  found  the  toiling  poor. 

As  we  view  the  achievements  of  aggregated  capital,  we  disco\'er  the 
existence  of  trusts,  combinations,  and  monopolies,  while  the  citizen  is 
struggling  far  in  the  rear  or  is  trampled  to  death  beneath  an  iron  heel. 
Corix)rations,  which  should  be  the  carefully  restrained  creatures  of  the 
law  and  the  servants  of  the  iXioi)le,  are  fast  becoming  the  people's  masters. 

Still  congratulating  ourselves  upon  the  wealth  and  prosperity  of  our 
country  and  complacently  contemplating  ever>'  incident  of  change  insep- 
arable from  these  conditions,  it  is  our  duty  as  patriotic  citizens  to  inquire 
at  the  present  stage  of  our  progress  how  the  bopd  of  the  Government 
made  with  the  people  has  been  kept  and  performed. 

Instead  of  limiting  the  tribute  drawn  from  our  citizens  to  the  necessi- 
ties of  its  economical  administration,  the  Government  persists  in  exacting 
from  the  substance  of  the  people  millions  which,  unapplied  and  useless, 
lie  dormant  in  its  Treasury.  This  flagrant  injustice  and  this  breach  of 
faith  and  obligation  add  to  extortion  the  danger  attending  the  diversion 
of  the  currency  of  the  country  from  the  legitimate  cliannels  of  business. 

Under  the  siinie  laws  by  which  these  results  are  produced  the  Govern- 
ment i^ermits  many  millions  more  to  1^  added  to  the  cost  of  the  living  of 
our  i)eople  and  to  be  taken  from  our  consumers,  which  unreasonably  swell 
the  profits  of  a  small  but  powerful  minority. 

The  ]K*oi)le  must  still  Ixi  taxed  for  the  support  of  the  Government 
under  the  operation  of  tariff  laws.  But  to  the  extent  that  the  mass  of 
our  citizens  are  inordinately  burdened  beyond  any  useful  public  purpose 
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and  for  the  benefit  of  a  favored  few,  the  Goverament.  under  pretext  of 
an  exercise  of  its  taxing  power,  enters  gjatuitoiisly  into  partnership  with 
these  favorites,  to  their  advantage  and  to  the  injury  of  a  vast  majority  of 
our  people. 

This  is  not  equality  before  the  law. 

The  existing  situation  is  injurious  to  the  health  of  our  entire  body 
politic.  It  stifles  in  those  for  whose  benefit  it  is  permitted  all  patriutii: 
love  of  country,  and  substitutes  in  its  place  selfish  greed  and  grasping 
avarice.  Devotion  to  American  citizenship  for  its  own  sake  and  for  what 
it  should  accomplish  as  a  motive  to  our  nation's  advancenieut  and  the 
happiness  of  all  our  people  is  displaced  by  the  assumption  that  the  Gov- 
ernment, instead  of  being  the  embodiment  of  equality,  is  but  an  instru- 
mentality through  which  especial  and  individual  advantages  are  to  be 
gained. 

The  arrogance  of  this  assumption  is  unconcealed.  It  appears  in  the 
sordid  disregard  of  all  but  personal  interests,  in  the  refusal  to  abate  for 
the  benefit  of  others  one  iota  of  selfish  advantage,  and  in  combinations 
to  perpetuate  such  advantages  through  efforts  to  control  legislation  and 
improperly  influence  the  suffrages  of  the  people. 

The  grievances  of  those  not  included  within  the  circle  of  these  bene- 
ficiaries, when  fully  reaUzed,  will  surely  arouse  irritation  and  discontent. 
Our  farmers,  long  suffering  and  patient,  struggling  in  the  race  of  life 
with  the  hardest  and  most  unremitting  toil,  will  not  fail  to  see,  in  spite 
of  mtsrepre.sentatioiis  and  misleading  fallacies,  that  they  are  obliged  to 
accept  such  prices  for  their  protlucts  as  are  fixed  in  foreign  markets 
where  tliey  conii>ete  with  tlie  farmers  of  the  world;  that  their  lands  are 
declining  in  value  wliile  their  debts  increase,  and  that  without  compen- 
s:iting  favor  they  are  forced  by  the  action  of  the  Government  to  pay  for 
the  benefit  of  others  such  enhanced  prices  for  the  things  they  need  that 
the  scant>'  returns  of  their  labor  fail  to  funiish  their  support  or  leave  no 
margin  for  accunmlation. 

Gnr  working  men.  enfranchised  from  all  delusions  and  no  longer  fright- 
enetl  by  the  cr>'  that  their  wages  are  endangered  by  a  just  revision  of  our 
tariff  laws,  will  reasonably  demand  through  such  revision  steadier  employ- 
ment, cheajicr  means  of  living  in  their  homes,  freedom  for  themselves  and 
their  children  from  the  doom  of  perpetual  servitude,  and  an  open  door  to 
tlicir  advancement  l>eyond  the  limits  of  a  laboring  class.  Others  of  our 
ciiixens,  whose  comforts  and  expenditures  are  measured  by  moderate  sal- 
aries antl  fixed  incomes,  will  insist  Upon  the  fairness  and  justice  of  cheap- 
ening the  cost  of  necessaries  for  themselves  and  their  families. 

When  to  the  selfishness  of  the  beneficiaries  of  unjust  discrimination 
under  our  laws  there  shall  be  added  the  discontent  of  those  who  suffer 
from  such  discrimination,  we  will  reaUze  the  fact  that  the  beneficent  pur- 
pases  of  our  Government,  dependent  upon  the  patriotism  and  content- 
ment of  our  people,  are  endangered. 
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Communisni  is  a  hateful  thing  and  a  menace  to  peace  and  organized 
government;  but  the  connnunism  of  combined  wealth  and  capital,  the 
outgrowth  of  overweening  cupidity  and  selfishness,  which  insidiously 
undermines  the  justice  and  integrity  of  free  institutions,  is  not  less  dan- 
gerous than  the  connnunism  of  oppressed  poverty  and  toil,  which,  exas- 
perated by  injustice  and  discontent,  attacks  with  wild  disorder  the  citadel 
of  rule. 

He  mocks  the  jxiople  who  proposes  that  the  Government  shall  protect 
the  rich  and  that  they  in  turn  will  care  for  the  laboring  poor.  Any  inter- 
mediary Ixitween  the  people  and  their  Goveniment  or  the  least  delegation 
of  the  care  and  protection  the  Govenmient  owes  to  the  humblest  citizen  in 
the  land  makes  the  l)oast  of  free  institutions  a  glittering  delusion  and  the 
pretended  boon  of  American  citizenship  a  shameless  imposition. 

A  just  and  sensible  revision  of  our  tariff  laws  should  be  made  for  the 
relief  of  those  of  our  countrymen  who  suffer  under  present  conditions. 
Such  a  revision  should  receive  the  support  of  all  who  love  that  justice 
and  equality  due  to  American  citizenship;  of  all  who  realize  that  in  this 
justice  and  equality  our  (lovennnent  finds  its  strength  and  its  power  to 
protect  the  citizen  and  his  property;  of  all  who  believe  that  the  contented 
coniixrtcnce  and  comfort  of  many  accord  better  with  the  spirit  of  our  in- 
stitutions than  colossal  fortunes  unfairly  gathered  in  the  hands  of  a  few; 
of  all  who  appreciate  that  the  forbearance  and  fraternity  among  our  peo- 
ple, which  recognize  the  value  of  every  American  interest,  are  the  surest 
guaranty  of  our  national  progress,  and  of  all  who  desire  to  see  the  prod- 
ucts of  American  skill  and  ingenuity  in  every  market  of  the  world,  with 
a  resulting  restoration  of  American  connnerce. 

The  necessity  of  the  reduction  of  our  revenues  is  so  apparent  as  to 
Ixi  generally  conceded,  but  the  means  by  which  this  end  shall  be  accom- 
plished and  the  sum  of  direct  benefit  which  shall  result  to  our  citizens 
present  a  controversy  of  the  utmost  imjx)rtance.  There  should  be  no 
scheme  accei)ted  as  satisfactory  by  which  the  burdens  of  the  people  are 
only  api)arently  removed,  ICxtravagant  appropriations  of  public  money, 
with  all  their  demoralizing  consequences,  should  not  be  tolerated,  either 
as  a  means  of  relieving  the  Treasury  of  its  present  surplus  or  as  furnish- 
ing pretext  for  resisting  a  proper  reduction  in  tariff  rates.  Existing 
evils  and  injustice  should  l)e  honestly  recognized,  boldly  met,  and  effect- 
ively remedied.  There  should  be  no  cessation  of  the  struggle  until  a  plan 
is  perfected,  fair  and  conservative  toward  existing  industries,  but  which 
will  reduce  the  cost  to  consumers  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  while  it  pro- 
vides for  our  manufacturers  the  advantage  of  freer  raw  materials  and 
l>ermits  no  injury  to  the  interests  of  American  labor. 

The  cause  for  which  the  battle  is  waged  is  comprised  within  lines 
clearly  and  distinctly  defined.  It  should  never  be  compromised.  It  is 
the  ])eople's  cause. 

It  can  not  l)e  denied  that  the  selfish  and  private  interests  which  are  so 
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persistently  heard  when  efforts  are  made  to  deal  in  a  just  and  compre- 
hensive manner  with  our  tariff  laws  are  related  to,  if  they  are  not  respon- 
sible for,  the  sentiment  largely  prevailing  among  the  people  that  the 
General  Government  is  the  fountain  of  individual  and  private  aid;  that 
it  may  be  expected  to  rtlieve  with  paternal  care  the  distress  of  citizens 
and  communities,  and  that  from  the  fullness  of  its  Treasury  it  should, 
upon  the  slightest  possible  pretext  of  promoting  the  general  good,  apply 
public  funds  to  the  benefit  of  localities  and  indi\'iduals.  Nor  can  it  be 
denied  that  there  is  a  growing  assumption  that,  as  against  the  Govern- 
ment and  in  favor  of  private  claims  and  interests,  the  usual  rules  and 
limitations  of  business  principles  and  just  dealing  should  be  waived. 

These  ideas  have  been  unhappily  much  encouraged  by  legislative  acqui- 
escence. Relief  from  contracts  made  with  the  Government  is  too  easily 
accorded  in  favor  of  the  citizen ;  the  failure  to  support  claims  against  the 
Government  by  proof  is  often  supjplied  by  no  better  consideration  than 
the  wealth  of  the  Government  and  the  poverty  of  the  claimant ;  gratuities 
in  the  form  of  pensions  are  granted  upon  no  other  real  ground  than  the 
needy  condition  of  the  applicant,  or  for  reasons  less  valid;  and  large  sums 
are  expended  for  public  buildings  and  other  improvements  upon  repre- 
sentations scarcely  claimed  to  be  related  to  public  needs  and  necessities. 

The  extent  to  which  the  consideration  of  such  matters  subordinate  and 
postpone  action  upon  subjects  of  great  public  importance,  but  involving 
no  special  private  or  partisan  interest,  should  arrest  attention  and  lead 
to  reformation. 

A  few  of  the  numerous  illustrations  of  this  condition  may  be  stated. 

The  crowded  condition  of  the  calendar  of  the  Supreme  Conn,  and 
the  delay  to  suitors  and  denial  of  justice  resulting  therefrom,  has  been 
strongly  urged  upon  the  attention  of  the  Congress,  with  a  plan  for  the 
relief  of  the  situation  approved  by  those  well  able  to  judge  of  its  merits. 
While  this  subject  remains  without  effective  consideration,  many  laws 
have  l)een  pas,sed  providing  for  the  holding  of  terms  of  inferior  courts  at 
places  to  suit  the  convenience  of  localities,  or  to  lay  the  foundation  of  an 
application  for  the  erection  of  a  new  public  building. 

Repeated  recommendations  have  been  submitted  for  the  amendment 
and  change  of  the  laws  relating  to  our  public  lands  .so  that  their  spolia- 
tion and  diversion  to  other  uses  than  as  home.s  for  honest  settlers  might 
be  prevented.  While  a  measure  to  meet  this  conceded  necessity  of  re- 
form remains  awaiting  the  action  of  the  Congress,  manj'  claims  to  the 
puljlic  lands  and  applications  for  their  donation,  in  favor  of  States  and 
indi\'iduals,  have  been  allowed. 

A  plan  in  aid  of  Indian  management,  recommended  by  those  well 
informed  as  containing  valuable  features  in  furtherance  of  the  solution 
of  the  Indian  problem,  has  thus  far  failed  of  legislative  sanction,  while 
grants  of  doubtful  expediency  to  railroad  corporations,  permitting  them 
to  pass  through  Indian  reservations,  have  greatly  multiplied. 
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The  propriety  and  necessity  of  the  erection  of  one  or  more  prisons  for 
the  confinement  of  United  States  convicts,  and  a  post-office  building  in 
the  national  cajntal,  are  not  disputed.  But  these  needs  yet  remain  un- 
answered, while  scores  of  public  buildings  have  been  erected  where  their 
necessity  for  pu])lic  i)uriK)ses  is  not  apparent. 

A  revision  of  our  i)ension  laws  could  easily  be  made  which  would  rest 
ujK)n  just  ])rinciples  and  provide  for  every  worthy  applicant.  But  while 
our  general  i)ension  laws  remain  confused  and  imperfect,  hundreds  of  pri- 
\ate  iK'Usion  laws  are  annually  passed,  which  are  the  sources  of  unjust 
discTimination  and  ix)pular  demoralization. 

A])pr()])riation  bills  for  the  support  of  the  Government  are  defaced  by 
items  and  provisions  to  meet  private  ends,  and  it  is  freely  asserted  by 
resixmsil)le  and  exj)erienced  jxirties  that  a  bill  appropriating  money  for 
I)ubHc  internal  improvement  would  fail  to  meet  with  favor  unless  it  con- 
tained items  ihore  for  local  and  private  advantage  than  for  public  benefit. 

These  statements  can  Ix;  nuicli  emphasized  by  an  ascertainment  of  the 
])r<)i)orti<)n  of  PVderal  legislation  which  either  bears  upon  its  face  its  pri- 
vate character  or  which  ujkju  examination  develops  such  a  motive  power. 

And  yet  the  pe(>i)le  wait  and  expect  from  their  chosen  representatives 
such  i)atriotic  action  as  will  advance  the  welfare  of  the  entire  countr>''; 
and  this  ex]x:ctati<)n  can  only  Ije  answered  hy  the  performance  of  pub- 
lic chity  with  unselfish  i)ur])ose.  Our  mission  among  the  nations  of  the 
earth  and  our  success  in  acccmiplishing  the  work  God  has  given  the  Amer- 
ican people  to  do  reijuire  of  those  intnisted  with  the  making  and  execu- 
tion of  our  laws  jK-rfect  devcHion,  al)ove  all  other  things,  to  the  public 

^(MXI. 

This  devotion  will  lead  us  to  strongly  resist  all  impatience  of  constitu- 
tional limitations  of  Federal  i)ower  and  to  persistently  check  the  increas- 
ing; tendency  to  extend  the  scojxi  of  Federal  legislation  into  the  domain 
of  State  and  local  jurisdiction  uix)n  the  plea  of  subserving  the  public 
welfare.  The  preservation  of  the  partitions  between  proper  subjects  of 
rVderal  and  local  care  and  regulation  is  of  such  importance  under  the 
Constituti(jn,  which  is  the  law  of  our  very  existence,  that  no  consideration 
of  exi)ediency  (jr  sentiment  should  tempt  us  to  enter  upon  doubtful  ground. 
We  have  undertaken  to  discover  and  proclaim  the  richest  blessings  of  a 
free  K<>vernment,  with  the  C()nstituti(m  as  our  guide.  Let  us  follow  the 
way  it  iM»inis  out:  it  will  not  mislead  us.  And  surely  no  one  who  has 
taken  ujjon  himself  the  s<^lenni  obligation  to  support  and  preserve  the 
Constitution  can  find  justification  or  solace  for  disloyalty  in  the  excuse 
that  he  wandere<l  and  disobeyed  in  search  of  a  better  way  to  reach  the 
jniblic  welfare  than  the  Constitutiim  offers. 

What  has  been  said  is  deemed  not  inappropriate  at  a  time  when,  from 
a  century's  hei«;ht,  we  view  the  way  already  trod  by  the  American  people 
and  attempt  to  discover  their  future  path. 

The  seventh  President  of  the  United  States — the  soldier  and  statesman 
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and  at  all  times  the  firm  and  brave  friend  of  tlie  people — in  vindication 
of  his  course  as  the  protector  of  popular  rights  and  the  champion  of  true 
American  citizenship,  declared: 

The  ambition  which  leada  me  on  is  an  anxious  desire  and  a  fixed  determiuation  lo 
restore  to  the  people  unimpaired  the  sacred  trust  they  have  confided  to  my  charge- 
to  heal  the  wounds  of  the  Constitution  and  to  preserve  it  from  further  violation  to 
persuade  my  countrymen,  so  far  as  1  may,  that  it  is  not  in  a  ipleudid  government 
supported  by  powerful  monopolies  and  aristoeratical  establi>ihment5  that  thej  will 
find  happiness  or  their  liberties  protection,  but  in  a  plain  system  void  of  pomp 
protecting  all  and  granting  favors  to  none,  dispensing  its  blessings  like  the  dews  of 
heaven,  unseen  and  unfelt  save  in  the  freshness  and  l)eaut\  they  contnl  ute  to  pro 
duce.  It  is  such  a  governraetit  that  the  genius  of  our  people  reiiuires — such  an  one 
only  under  which  our  States  may  remain  for  ages  to  come  united,  prosperous,  and 
free. 

In  pursuance  of  a  constitutional  provision  requiring  the  President  from 
time  to  time  to  give  to  the  Congress  information  of  the  state  of  the  Union , 
I  have  the  satisfaction  to  announce  that  the  close  of  the  year  finds  the 
United  States  in  the  enjoyment  of  domestic  tranquillity  and  at  peace  with 
all  the  nations. 

Since  my  last  annual  mes.sage  our  foreign  relations  have  been  strength- 
ened and  improved  by  performance  of  international  good  offices  and  by 
new  and  renewed  treaties  of  amity,  commerce,  and  reciprocal  extradition 
of  criminals. 

Those  international  questions  which  still  await  settlement  are  all  rea- 
sonably within  the  domain  of  amicable  negotiation,  and  there  is  no  exist- 
ing subject  of  dispute  bet\vci;n  thf;  United  States  and  any  foreign  power 
that  is  not  susceptible  of  satisfactory  adjustment  by  frank  diplomatic 
treatment. 

The  questions  between  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  relating  to 
tlie  rights  of  American  fishermen,  under  treaty  and  international  comity, 
ill  the  territorial  waters  of  Canada  and  Newfoundland,  I  regret  to  say,  are 
not  yet  satisfactorily  adjusted. 

These  matters  were  fulK'  treated  in  my  message  to  the  Senate  of  Feb- 
ruary 20, 1888,*  together  with  which  a  convention,  concluded  under  ray 
authority  with  Her  Majesty's  Goveniment  on  the  rsth  of  February  last, 
for  the  removal  of  all  causes  of  misunderstanding,  was  submitted  by 
me  for  the  ajtproval  of  the  Senate. 

This  treaty  having  lieen  rejected  by  the  Senate,  I  transmitted  a  message 
to  the  Congress  on  the  z.^d  of  August  lastt  reviewing  the  transactions 
and  submitting  for  consideration  certain  recommendations  for  legislation 
concerning  the  important  questions  involved. 

Afterwards,  on  the  12th  of  September,!  in  response  to  a  resolution  of 
the  Senate,  I  again  communicated  fully  all  the  information  in  my  pos- 
session as  to  the  action  of  the  government  of  Canada  afTecting  the  com- 
mercial relations  lietween  the  Dominion  and  the  United  States,  including

the  treatment  of  American  fishing  vessels  in  the  ports  and  waters  of  Brit- 
ish North  America. 

These  communications  have  all  been  published,  and  therefore  opened 
to  the  knowledge  of  l)oth  Houses  of  Congress,  although  two  were  ad- 
dressed to  the  Senate  alone. 

Comment  U]x)n  or  rei)etition  of  their  contents  would  be  superfluous, 
and  I  am  not  aware  that  anything  has  since  occurred  which  should  be 
added  to  the  facts  therein  stated.  Therefore  I  merely  repeat,  as  appli- 
cable to  the  present  time,  the  statement  which  will  Ix;  fouud  in  my  mes- 
sage to  the  Senate  of  September  12  last,  that — 

Siiicf  March  3,  1.SS7,  no  case  has  lK*en  re|)orte(l  to  the  Dejjartment  of  State  wherein 
coiiiphiint  was  made  of  unfriendly  or  unlawful  treatment  of  Aniericau  fishing  \*essels 
on  the  ]>art  of  the  Canadian  authorities  in  which  reparation  was  not  promptly  and 
siitisfaclorily  ohlaine*!  by  the  United  States  consul-general  at  Halifax. 

Having  essayed  in  the  discharge  of  ni}'  dutj'  to  procure  by  negotia- 
tion the  settlement  of  a  long-standing  cause  of  dispute  and  to  remove  a 
constant  menace  to  the  g(K:)d  relations  of  the  two  countries,  and  contin- 
uing to  l)e  of  opinion  that  the  treaty  of  February  last,  which  failed  to 
receive  the  appnjval  of  the  vSenate,  did  supply  * '  a  satisfactory,  practical. 
and  final  adjustment.  ui^>on  a  basis  honorable  and  just  to  both  p>arties,  of 
the  difficult  and  vexed  (piestiim  to  which  it  related,"  and  having  sub- 
secpiently  and  unavailing!}'  reconmiended  other  legislation  to  Congress 
which  I  lioiK-d  would  suffice  to  meet  the  exigency  created  by  the  rejec- 
tion of  the  treaty,  I  now  again  invoke  the  earnest  and  immediate  atten- 
tion of  the  Congress  to  the  condition  of  this  important  question  as  it 
now  stands  before  them  and  the  country,  and  for  the  settlement  of  which 
I  am  deeply  solicitous. 

Near  the  close  of  the  month  of  Octol:)er  last  occurrences  of  a  deeply 
regrettable  nature  were  brought  to  my  knowledge,  which  made  it  my 
painful  but  im])erative  duty  to  obtain  with  as  little  delay  as  possible  a 
new  ])ersonal  chainiel  of  diplomatic  intercourse  in  this  country  with  the 
(jovernment  of  ( xreat  Britain. 

The  corres])()n<lence  in  relation  to  this  incident  will  in  due  course  be 
laid  before  you,  and  will  disclose  the  unpardonable  conduct  of  the  official 
referred  to  in  his  interference  by  advice  and  counsel  with  the  suffrages 
of  American  citizens  in  the  very  crisis  of  the  Presidential  election  then 
near  at  hand,  and  also  in  his  subsecpient  public  declarations  to  justify 
his  action,  su])eradding  impugnment  of  the  Kxecutive  and  Senate  of  the 
TTuited  vStales  in  connection  with  important  questions  now  pending  in 
contnnersy  between  the  two  Ciovernments. 

The  offense  thus  connnitted  was  most  grave,  involving  disastrous  pos- 
sibilities to  the  good  relations  of  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain, 
constituting  a  gross  breach  of  diplomatic  privilege  and  an  invasion  of 
the  ]mrely  domestic  affairs  and  essential  sovereignty  of  the  Government 
to  which  the  envoy  was  accreilited. 
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Having  first  fulfilled  the  just  demands  of  international  comity  by  af- 
fording full  opportunity  for  Her  Majesty's  Government  to  act  in  relief  of 
the  situation,  I  considered  prolongation  of  discussion  to  be  unwarranted, 
and  thereupon  declined  to  further  recognize  the  diplomatic  character  of 
the  person  whose  continuance  in  such  function  would  destroy  that  mutual 
confidence  which  is  essential  to  the  good  understanding  of  the  two  Gov- 
eniments  and  was  inconsistent  with  the  welfare  and  self-respect  of  the 
Government  of  the  United  States. 

The  usual  interchange  of  communication  has  since  continued  through 
Her  Majesty's  legation  in  this  city. 

My  endeavors  to  establish  by  international  cooi>eration  measures  for 
the  prevention  of  the  extermination  of  fur  seals  in  Bering  Sea  have  not 
been  relaxed,  and  I  have  hopes  of  being  enabled  shortly  to  submit  an 
effecti\'e  and  satisfactory  conventional  projet  with  the  maritime  powers 
for  the  approval  of  the  Senate. 

The  coastal  boundary  lietweeii  our  Alaskan  passessions  and  British 
Columbia,  I  regret  to  say,  has  not  received  the  attention  demanded  by 
its  importance,  and  which  on  several  occasions  heretofore  I  have  had 
the  honor  to  recommend  to  the  Congress. 

The  admitted  impracticability,  if  not  imi>ossibility,  of  making  an  accu- 
rate and  precise  survey  and  demarcation  of  the  boundary  line  as  it  is 
recited  in  the  treaty  with  Russia  under  which  Alaska  was  ceded  to  the 
United  States  renders  it  absolutely  requisite  for  the  preventiou  of  inter- 
national jurisdictional  complications  that  adequate  appropriation  for  a 
rL-connois.sance  and  survey  to  obtain  proper  knowledge  of  the  locality 
and  the  geographical  features  of  the  boundary  should  be  authorized  by 
Congress  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 

Knowledge  to  be  only  thus  obtained  is  an  essential  prerequisite  for 
negotiation  for  ascertaining  a  common  boundary,  or  as  preliminary  to  any 
other  mode  of  settlement. 

It  is  much  to  be  desired  that  some  agreement  should  be  reached  with 
Her  Majest\-'s  Government  by  which  the  damages  to  life  and  property 
on  the  Great  Lakes  may  be  alleviated  by  removing  or  humanely  regu- 
lating the  obstacles  to  reciprocal  assistance  to  wrecked  or  stranded  ves- 
sels, 

TliL-  act  (if  June  rg,  187S,  which  offers  to  Canadian  vessels  free  access 
to  our  inland  waters  in  aid  of  wrecked  or  disabled  vessels,  has  not  yet 
lid'ome  effective  through  concurrent  action  by  Canada. 

The  due  protection  of  our  citizens  of  French  origin  or  descent  from 
claim  of  military  ser\'ice  iu  the  event  of  their  returning  to  or  visiting 
France  has  called  forth  correspondence  which  was  laid  before  you  at  the 
last  session. 

In  the  absence  of  conventional  agreement  as  to  naturalization,  which 
is  greatly  to  be  desired,  this  Government  sees  no  occasion  to  recede  from 
the  sound  position  it  has  maintained  not  only  with  regard  to  France,  but 
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as  to  all  countries  with  which  the  United  States  have  not  concluded  spe- 
cial treaties. 

Twice  within  the  last  year  has  the  imperial  household  of  Germany 
been  visited  by  death;  and  I  have  hastened  to  express  the  sorrow  of  this 
people,  and  their  appreciation  of  the  lofty  character  of  the  late  aged  Em- 
peror William,  and  their  sympathy  with  the  heroism  under  suffering  of 
his  son  the  late  Emperor  Frederick. 

I  renew  my  recommendation  of  two  years  ago  for  the  passage  of  a  bill 
for  the  refunding  to  certain  German  steamship  lines  of  the  interest  upon 
tonnage  dues  illegally  exacted. 

On  the  1 2th  [2d]  of  April  last*  I  laid  before  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives full  information  respecting  our  interests  in  Samoa;  and  in  the  sub- 
sequent correspondence  on  the  same  subject,  which  will  be  laid  before 
you  in  due  course,  the  histor>'  of  events  in  those  islands  will  be  found. 

In  a  message  accompanying  my  approval,  on  the  ist  day  of  October 
last,  of  a  bill  for  the  e^tclusion  of  Chinese  laborers,  I  laid  l^efore  Congress 
full  information  and  all  correspondence  touching  the  negotiation  of  the 
treaty  with  China  concluded  at  this  capital  on  the  1 2th  day  of  March, 
1888,  and  which,  having  been  confirmed  by  the  Senate  with  certain  amend- 
ments, was  rejected  by  the  Chinese  Government.  This  message  contained 
a  recommendation  that  a  sum  of  mone^'  l)e  appropriated  as  compensation 
to  Chinese  subjects  who  had  suffered  injuries  at  the  hands  of  lawless  men 
within  our  jurisdiction.  Such  appropriation  having  been  duly  made,  the 
fund  awaits  reception  by  the  Chinese  Government. 

It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  by  the  cCvSsation  of  the  influx  of  this  class  of 
Chinese  subjects,  in  accordance  with  the  expressed  wish  of  both  Govern- 
ments, a  cause  of  unkind  feeling  has  ]:)een  permanently  removed. 

On  the  9tli  of  August,  1887,  notification  was  given  by  the  Japanese  min- 
ister at  this  capital  of  the  adjournment  of  the  conference  for  the  revision 
of  the  treaties  of  Japan  with  foreign  ix)wers,  owing  to  the  objection  of  his 
Government  to  the  provision  in  the  draft  jurisdictional  convention  which 
required  the  submission  of  the  criminal  code  of  the  Empire  to  the  powers 
in  advance  of  its  becoming  operative.  This  notification  was,  howe\^r, 
accompanied  with  an  assurance  of  Japan's  intention  to  continue  the  work 
of  revision. 

Notwithstanding  this  temporary  interruption  of  negotiations,  it  is 
hoi)ed  that  improvements  may  s(X)n  Ixi  secured  in  the  jurisdictional  sys- 
tem as  respects  foreigners  in  Japan,  and  relief  afforded  to  that  country 
from  the  present  undue  and  oppres.sive  foreign  control  in  matters  of  com- 
merce. 

I  earnestly  recommend  that  relief  l)e  provided  for  the  injuries  acciden- 
tally caused  to  Japanese  subjects  in  the  island  Ikisima  by  the  target  prac- 
tice of  one  of  our  vessels. 

A  diplomatic  mission  from  Korea  has  been  received,  and  the  formal 
intercourse  between  the  two  countries  contemplated  by  the  treaty  of  1882 
is  now  established.

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Legislative  provision  is  hereby  recommendecl  to  organize  and  equip 
consular  courts  in  Korea. 

Persia  has  established  diplomatic  representation  at  this  capital,  and 
has  evinced  very  great  interest  in  the  enterprise  and  achie^'ements  of  our 
citizens.  I  am  therefore  hopeful  that  beneficia]  commercial  relations 
between  the  two  countries  may  be  brought  about. 

I  announce  with  sincere  regret  that  Hayti  has  again  become  the  thea- 
ter of  insurrection,  disorder,  and  bloodshed.  The  titular  government  of 
President  Saloman  has  been  forcibly  overthrown  and  he  driven  out  of  the 
country  to  France,  where  he  has  since  died. 

The  tenure  of  power  has  liecu  so  unstable  amid  the  war  of  factious 
that  has  ensued  since  the  expulsion  of  President  Saloman  that  no  gov- 
ernment  constituted  by  the  will  of  the  Haytian  people  has  been  recog- 
nized as  administering  responsibly  the  affairs  of  that  country.  Our 
representative  has  been  instructed  to  abstain  from  interference  between 
the  warring  factions,  and  a  vessel  of  our  Navy  has  been  sent  to  Haytian 
waters  to  sustain  our  minister  and  for  the  protection  of  the  persons  and 
property  of  American  citizens. 

Due  precautions  have  been  taken  to  enforce  our  neutrality  laws  and 
prevent  our  territory  from  becoming  the  base  of  military  supplies  for 
either  of  the  warring  factions. 

Under  color  of  a  blockade,  of  which  no  reasonable  notice  had  been 
given,  and  which  does  not  appear  to  have  been  efficiently  maintained,  a 
seizure  of  vessels  under  the  American  flag  has  been  reported,  and  in  con- 
sequence measures  to  prevent  and  redress  any  molestation  of  our  innocent 
nierchanlmen  have  been  adopted. 

Proclamation  was  dniy  uiade  on  the  gth  day  of  November,  18S7,  of 
the  conventional  extensions  of  the  treaty  of  June  3,  1S75,  with  Hawaii, 
under  which  relations  of  such  special  and  beneficent  uitercourse  have 
l>een  created. 

In  the  \-ast  field  of  Oriental  commerce  now  unfolded  from  our  Pacific 
l)ordcrK  no  feature  presents  stronger  reconnnendations  for  Congressional 
action  than  the  establishment  of  communication  by  submarine  telegraph 
with  Honolulu. 

The  geographical  position  of  the  Hawaiian  group  in  relation  to  our 
Pacific  State.s  creates  a  natural  interdependency  and  mutuality  of  interest 
which  our  present  treaties  were  intended  to  foster,  and  which  make  close 
couununication  a  logical  and  commercial  necessity. 

The  wisdom  of  concluding  a  treaty  of  commercial  reciprocity  with 
Mexico  has  been  heretofore  stated  in  my  mes.sages  to  Congress,  and  the 
lapse  of  time  and  growth  of  commerce  with  that  close  neighbor  and  sis- 
ter Republic  confirm  the  judgment  so  expressed. 

The  precise  relocation  of  our  boundary  line  is  needful,  and  adequate 
appropriation  is  now  recommended. 

It  is  with  sincere  satisfaction  that  I  am  enabled  to  advert  to  the  spirit 
of  good  neigIil»rhood  and  friendly  cooperation  and  conciliation  that  has 
marked  the  correspondence  and  action  of  the  Mexican  authorities  iu 
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their  share  of  the  task  of  maintaining  law  and  order  about  the  line  of 
our  coninion  lx)undary. 

The  long-pending;  boundary  dispute  between  Costa  Rica  and  Nicaragua 
was  referred  to  my  arbitration,  and  by  an  award  made  on  the  22d  of 
March  last  the  (question  has  been  finally  settled  to  the  expressed  satis- 
faction of  lx)th  of  the  parties  in  interest. 

The  Empire  of  Brazil,  in  abolishing  the  last  vestige  of  slavery  among 
Christian  nations,  called  forth  the  earnest  congratulations  of  this  Gov- 
ernment in  expression  of  the  cordial  sympathies  of  our  people. 

The  claims  of  nearly  all  other  countries  against  Chile  growing  out  of 
her  late  war  with  Bolivia  and  Peru  have  been  disposed  of,  either  by  arbi- 
tration or  by  a  lump  settlement.  Similar  claims  of  our  citizens  will  con- 
tinue to  be  urged  upon  the  Chilean  Government,  and  it  is  hoped  will  not 
Ixi  subject  to  further  delays. 

A  comprehensive  treaty  of  amity  and  commerce  with  Peru  was  pro- 
claimed on  Novem])er  7  last,  and  it  is  expected  that  under  its  operation 
mutual  prosi>erity  and  good  understanding  will  be  promoted. 

In  pursuance  of  the  policy  of  arbitration,  a  treaty  to  settle  the  claim  of 
Santos,  an  American  citizen,  against  Ecuador  has  been  concluded  under 
my  authority,  and  will  l)e  duly  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Senate. 

Like  disposition  of  the  claim  of  Carlos  Butterfield  against  Denmark 
and  of  Van  Bokkelen  against  Hayti  will  probably  be  made,  and  I  trust 
the  priiici])lc  of  such  settlements  may  be  extended  in  practice  under  the 
approval  of  the  Senate. 

Through  unforeseen  causes,  foreign  to  the  will  of  both  Governments, 
the  ratification  of  the  convention  of  December  5,  1885,  with  Venezuela, 
for  the  rehearing  of  claims  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  under  the 
treaty  of  1866,  failed  of  exchange  within  the  term  provided,  and  a  supple- 
mentary convention,  further  extending  the  time  for  exchange  of  ratifica- 
tions and  explanatory  of  an  ambiguous  provision  of  the  prior  convention, 
now  awaits  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate. 

Although  this  matter,  in  the  stage  referred  to,  concerns  only  the  con- 
current treaty-making  ix>wer  of  one  branch  of  Congress,  I  advert  to  it  in 
view  of  the  interest  rcix^atedly  and  conspicuously  shown  by  you  in  your 
legislative  capacitx'  in  favor  of  a  s^x^edy  and  equitable  adjustment  of  the 
questions  growing  out  of  the  discredited  judgments  of  the  previous  mixed 
commission  of  Caracas.  With  every  desire  to  do  justice  to  the  represen- 
tations of  Venezuela  in  this  regard,  the  time  seems  to  have  come  to  end 
this  matter,  and  I  trust  the  prompt  confirmation  by  both  parties  of  the 
su])plementary  action  referred  to  will  avert  the  need  of  legislative  or  other 
action  to  prevent  the  longer  withholding  of  such  rights  of  actual  claim- 
ants as  may  be  shown  to  exist. 

As  authorized  by  the  Congress,  preliminary  steps  have  been  taken  for 
the  assemblage  at  this  capital  during  the  coming  year  of  the  represent- 
atives of  South  and  Central  American  States,  together  with  those  of 
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Mexico,  Hayti,  and  San  Domingo,  to  discuss  sundry  important  moue- 
tary  and  commercial  topics. 

Excepting  in  tho.se  cases  where,  from  reasons  of  contiguity  of  territory 
and  the  existence  of  a  common  border  line  incapable  of  being  guarded, 
reciprocal  commercial  treaties  may  be  found  expedient,  it  is  believed  that 
commercial  policies  inducing  freer  mutual  exchange  of  products  can  be 
most  advantageous!  y  arranged  by  independent  but  cooperative  legislation. 

In  the  mode  last  mentioned  the  control  of  onr  taxation  for  revenue 
will  be  always  retained  in  our  own  hands  unrestricted  by  conventional 
agreements  with  other  governments. 

In  conformity  also  with  Congressional  authority,  the  maritime  powers 
liave  been  invited  lo  confer  in  Washington  in  April  next  upon  the  prac- 
ticability of  devising  uniform  rules  and  measures  for  tlie  greater  security 
of  life  and  property  at  sea.  A  disposition  to  accept  on  the  part  of  a  num- 
ber of  the  powers  has  already  been  mauifested,  and  if  the  cooperation  of 
the  nations  chiefly  interested  shall  be  secured  important  results  may  be 
confidently  anticipated. 

The  act  of  June  2fi.  1884,  and  the  acts  amendatorj'  thereof,  in  rela- 
tion to  tonnage  duties,  have  given  rise  to  extended  correspondence  with 
foreign  nations  with  whom  we  have  existing  treaties  of  navigation  and 
commerce,  and  have  caused  wide  and  regrettable  divergence  of  opinion 
in  relation  to  the  imposition  of  the  duties  referred  to.  These  questions 
are  important,  and  I  shall  make  them  the  subject  of  a  special  and  more 
detailed  communication  at  the  present  session. 

With  the  rapid  increase  of  immigration  to  our  shores  and  the  facilities 
of  modern  travel,  abuses  of  the  generous  privileges  afforded  by  our  nat- 
uralization laws  call  for  their  careful  revision. 

The  easj-  and  unguarded  manner  in  which  certificates  of  American  citi- 
zenship can  now  be  obtained  has  induced  a  class,  unfortunately  large,  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  become  absolved  from  allegiance 
to  their  native  land,  and  yet  by  a  foreign  residence  to  escape  any  just 
duty  and  contribution  of  service  to  the  country  of  their  proposed  adop- 
tion. Thus,  while  evading  the  duties  of  citizenship  to  the  United  States, 
they  may  make  prompt  claim  for  its  national  protection  and  demand  its 
intervention  in  their  behalf.  International  complications  of  a  serious 
nature  arise,  and  the  correspondence  of  the  State  Department  discloses 
thegreat  number  and  complexity  of  the  questions  which  have  been  raised. 

Our  laws  regulating  the  issue  of  passports  should  l)e  carefully  revised, 
and  the  institution  of  a  central  bureau  of  registration  at  the  capital  is 
again  strongly  recommended.  By  this  meausfull  particulars  of  each  case 
of  naturalisation  in  the  United  States  would  be  secured  and  properly 
indexed  and  recorded,  and  thus  many  cases  of  spurious  citizebship  would 
be  detectetl  and  unjust  responsibilities  would  be  avoided. 

The  reorganization  of  the  consular  service  is  a  matter  of  serious  im- 
portance to  onr  national  interests.  The  number  of  existing  principal 
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consular  ofl&ces  is  believed  to  be  greater  than  is  at  all  necessary  for  the 
conduct  of  the  public  business.  It  need  not  be  our  policy  to  maintain 
more  than  a  moderate  number  of  principal  offices,  each  supported  by  a 
salary  sufficient  to  enable  the  incumbent  to  live  in  comfort,  and  so  dis- 
tributed as  to  secure  the  convenient  supervision,  through  subordinate 
agencies,  of  affairs  over  a  considerable  district. 

I  repeat  the  recommendations  heretofore  made  by  me  that  the  appro- 
priations for  the  maintenance  of  our  diplomatic  and  consular  service 
should  be  recast;  that  the  so-called  notarial  or  unofficial  fees,  which  our 
representatives  abroad  are  now  permitted  to  treat  as  personal  perqui- 
sites, should  be  forbidden;  that  a  system  of  consular  inspection  should  be 
instituted,  and  that  a  limited  number  of  secretaries  of  legation  at  large 
should  l^e  authorized. 

Preparations  for  the  centennial  celebration,  on  April  30,  1889,  o^  ^^ 
inauguration  of  George  Washington  as  President  of  the  United  States, 
at  the  city  of  New  York,  have  been  made  by  a  voluntary  organization  of 
the  citizens  of  that  locality,  and  believing  that  an  opportunity  should  be 
afforded  for  the  exprCvSvSion  of  the  interest  felt  throughout  the  country 
in  this  event,  I  respectfully  recommend  fitting  and  cooperative  action  by 
Congress  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  the  United  States. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  exhibits  in  detail  the  con- 
dition of  our  national  finances  and  the  operations  of  the  several  branches 
of  the  Government  related  to  his  Department. 

The  total  ordinary  revenues  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  3'ear  ended 
June  30,  1888,  amounted  to  $379,266,074.76,  of  which  $219,091,173.63 
was  received  from  customs  duties  and  $124,296,871.98  from  internal- 
revenue  taxes. 

The  total  receipts  from  all  sources  exceeded  those  for  the  fiiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  1887,  by  $7,862,797.10. 

The  ordinary  expenditures  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1888,  were  $259,653,958.67,  leaving  a  surplus  of  $119,612,- 
116.09. 

The  decrease  in  these  expenditures  as  compared  with  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30, 1887,  was  $8,278,221.30,  notwithstanding  the  payment  of 
more  than  $5,000,000  for  pensions  in  excess  of  what  was  paid  for  that 
puqxjvSe  in  the  latter-mentioned  year. 

The  revenues  of  the  Government  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1889, 
ascertained  for  the  quarter  ended  September  30,  1888,  and  estimated  for 
the  remainder  of  the  time,  amount  to  $377,000,000,  and  the  actual  and 
estimated  ordinary'  exjienditures  for  the  same  year  are  $273,000,000, 
leaving  an  estimated  vSurplus  of  $104,000,000. 

The  estimated  receipts  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1890,  are  $377,- 
000,000,  and  the  estimated  ordinar>'  expenditures  for  the  same  time  are 
$275,767,488.34,  showing  a  surplus  of  $101,232,511.66. 

The  foregoing  statements  of  surplus  do  not  take  into  account  the  sum 
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necessary  to  be  expended  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  sinking-fund 
act,  amounting  to  more  than  $47,000,000  annually. 

The  cost  of  collecting  the  customs  revenues  for  the  last  fiscal  year  was 
2.44  per  cent;  for  the  year  1885  it  was  5.77  per  cent. 

The  excess  of  internal -revenue  taxes  collected  during  the  last  fiscal 
year  over  those  collecti.-d  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1887,  was  $5.4S9,- 
174.26,  and  the  cost  of  collecting  this  revenue  decreased  from  3,4  per 
cent  in  1887  to  less  than  ^1.2  per  cent  for  the  last  year.  The  tax  col- 
lected on  oleomargarine  was  $723,948.04  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1887,  and  $864,139.88  for  the  following  j-ear. 

The  requirements  of  the  sinking-fund  act  have  been  met  for  the  year 
ended  June  30, 188S,  and  for  the  current  year  also,  by  the  purchase  of 
bonds.  After  complying  with  this  law  as  positively  required,  and  bonds 
sufficient  for  that  purpose  had  lieen  bought  at  a  premium,  it  was  not 
deemed  prudent  to  further  expend  the  surplus  in  such  purchases  until 
the  authority  to  do  so  should  ije  more  explicit.  A  resolution,  however, 
having  been  passed  by  Ixith  Houses  of  Congress  removing  all  doubt  as  to 
Executive  authority,  daily  purchases  of  bonds  were  commenced  on  the 
23d  day  of  April,  1888.  and  have  continued  until  the  present  time.  By 
this  plan  bonds  of  the  Go\'ernnient  not  )'et  due  have  been  purchased  up 
to  and  including  the  30lh  day  of  November,  1888,  amounting  to  $94,- 
700,400,  the  premium  i>aid  thereon  amounting  to  $17,508,613.08. 

The  premium  added  to  the  principal  of  these  bonds  represents  an  invest- 
ment yielding  about  2  per  cent  interest  for  the  time  they  still  had  to  run, 
and  the  saving  to  the  Govenmient  represented  by  the  difference  between 
tlie  amount  of  interest  at  2  per  cent  upon  the  sum  paid  for  principal  and 
premium  and  what  it  would  have  paid  for  interest  at  the  rate  specified  in 
the  bonds  if  they  had  run  to  their  maturity  is  about  $27, 165,000, 

At  first  sight  this  would  seem  to  be  a  profitable  and  sensible  transac- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  Government,  but,  as  suggested  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasurj-.  the  surplus  thus  expended  for  the  purchase  of  bonds 
was  money  drawn  from  the  people  in  excess  of  any  actual  need  of  the 
Go\-erniiient  and  was  so  expended  rather  than  allow  it  to  remain  idle  in 
the  Treasury.  If  this  surplus,  under  the  operation  of  just  and  equitable 
laws,  had  been  left  in  the  bauds  of  the  people,  it  would  have  been  worth 
in  their  business  at  least  6  per  cent  per  annum.  Deducting  from  the 
amount  of  interest  upon  the  principal  and  premium  of  these  bonds  for 
the  time  they  had  to  run  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent  the  saving  of  2  per 
cent  made  for  the  peoi>le  by  the  purchase  of  such  bonds,  the  loss  will 
a]i]*ear  to  be  $55,760,000. 

This  calculation  would  seem  to  demonstrate  that  if  excessive  and  un- 
necessarj-  taxation  is  continued  and  the  Government  is  forced  to  pursue 
this  policy  of  purchasing  its  own  bonds  at  the  premiums  which  it  will 
be  necessary  to  pay,  the  loss  to  the  people  wiU  be  hundreds  of  millions 
of  dollars.

"'I'he  IJoard  ^^i  OrdnaiKx-  and  Fortifications"  provided  for  under  the 
act  a])|)i"n\t(l  .S(|»ic'inl)er  22  last  was  enlivened  ()ctol)er  30,  1888,  and  plans 
and  si)eeitieatiniis  for  ])rneurini;-  fori^in^s  for  8,  10,  and  12  inch  ^uns, 
under  ])rovi>ion>  of  seetioii  }.  and  also  for  ])rocuring  12-inch  breech-load- 
iii;.;  ninitar^.  eii^i  iioii,  hoo]>ed  with  steel,  under  the  provisions  of  section 
S  ^A  the  sai(l  art.  were  submitted  tn  the  Secretary  of  War  for  reference  to 
the  board,  b\-  the  (  )i(liian«v  1  )e])artnient,  on  the  Siime  date. 

These  plans  and  sjucifK  atioiis  havinj;  been  ])romptly  approved  by  the 
board  and  tlie  Secretary  ("^^  War,  the  necessary  authority  to  publish  adver- 
tisements iiuitiiiL:  ]M-o])nsals  in  the  news])a]K'rs  throiig^hout  the  country 
wa^  L^ranted  by  the  Seei\tary  on  November  12,  and  on  Novenilx?r  13  the 
advertisement^  were  sent  nut  tn  the  different  newspapers  designated. 
The  bi(N  for  the  steel  fori;in.i;s  are  to  be  oi)ened  on  December  20,  1888, 
and  for  the  mortars  on  December  15,  18S8. 
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A  board  of  ordnance  officers  wiis  convened  at  the  Walervliet  Arsenal 
on  October  4,  1888,  to  preiiare  the  necessar>-  plans  and  specifications  for 
the  establishment  of  an  army  gun  factorj'  at  that  point.  The  prelim- 
inary report  of  this  board,  with  estimates  for  shop  buildings  and  offi- 
cers' quarters,  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Ordnance  and  Fortifications 
November  6  and  8.  Tht  sjiecifications  and  form  of  advertisement  and 
instructions  to  bidders  hji\-e  Ijeen  prepared,  and  advertisements  iii\'itinfi; 
proposals  for  the  excavations  for  the  shop  building  and  for  erecting  the 
two  sets  of  officers'  quarters  have  been  published.  The  detailed  draw- 
ings and  specifications  for  tlie  gun-factory  building  are  well  in  hand,  and 
will  be  finished  within  three  or  four  months,  when  bids  will  be  invited 
for  the  erection  of  the  builrling.  The  list  of  machines,  etc, ,  is  made  out, 
and  it  is  expected  that  the  plans  for  the  large  lathes,  etc,  will  be  com- 
pleted within  about  four  months,  and  after  approval  by  the  Board  of  Ord- 
nance and  Fortifications  bids  for  fnniishing  the  same  will  be  iuvited. 
The  machines  and  other  fixtures  will  be  completed  as  soon  as  the  shop 
is  in  readiness  to  receive  them,  probably  almnt  July,  1890. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Army  bill  for  the  procurement  of  pneu- 
matic dynamite  guns,  thi.-  neces.sary  specifications  are  now  being  jire- 
pared,  and  advertisements  for  proposals  will  issue  early  in  Deceml>er. 
The  guns  will  probably  be-  of  15  inches  caliber  and  fire  a  projectile  that 
will  carry  a  charge  each  of  about  500  pounds  of  explosive  gelatine  with 
full-caliber  projectiles.  The  guns  will  probably  be  delivered  in  from  six 
to  ten  months  from  the  date  of  the  contract,  so  that  all  the  guns  of  this 
class  that  can  l>e  procured  under  the  provisions  of  the  law  will  l^e  pur- 
cliastd  during  the  year  iSKy. 

I  carntstl)'  request  that  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  Secre- 
tary's reimrt,  all  of  which  are,  in  my  opinion,  calculated  to  increase  the 
usefulness  and  discipline  of  the  Army,  may  receive  the  consideration  of 
the  Congress.  Among  these  the  proposal  tliat  there  should  be  provided 
a  plan  for  the  examination  of  officers  to  test  their  fitue.ss  for  promotion  is 
of  the  utmost  inqiortance.  This  reform  has  been  before  recommended  in 
the  rei>orts  of  the  Secretary,  and  its  expediency  is  so  fully  demonstrated 
liy  the  argument  he  presents  in  its  favor  that  its  adoption  should  no 
longer  Ije  neglected. 

The  death  of  General  Sheridan  in  August  last  was  a  national  affliction. 
Tile  .\rniy  then  lost  the  grandest  of  its  chiefs.  The  country  lost  a  brave 
and  experienced  soldier,  a  wise  and  discreet  counselor,  and  a  modtst  aud 
seiiMble  man.  Tbase  who  in  any  manner  came  within  the  range  of  his 
personal  association  will  never  fail  to  pay  deserved  and  willing  homage 
to  his  gre;itTiess  and  the  glory  of  his  career,  but  they  will  cherish  with 
more  tender  sensibility  the  lo^■ing  memory  of  his  simple,  generous,  and 
considerate  nature. 

The  .Xpaclie  Indians,  whose  removal  from  their  reservation  in  Ari- 
zona followed  the  capture  of  those  of  their  number  who  engaged  in  a 
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bloody  and  murderous  raid  during  a  part  of  the  years  1885  and  1886, 
are  now  held  as  privSoners  of  war  at  Mount  Vernon  Barracks,  in  the  State 
of  Alabama.  They  numbered  on  the  31st  day  of  October,  the  date  of  the 
last  report,  83  men,  170  women,  70  boys,  and  59  girls;  in  all,  382  persons. 
The  commanding  officer  states  that  they  are  in  good  health  and  con- 
tented, and  that  they  are  kept  employed  as  fully  as  is  possible  in  the  cir- 
cumstances. The  children,  as  they  arrive  at  a  suitable  age,  are  sent  to 
the  Indian  schools  at  Carlisle  and  Hampton. 

Last  summer  vsome  charitable  and  kind  people  asked  permission  to 
send  two  teachers  to  these  Indians  for  the  purpose  of  instructing  the 
adults  as  well  as  such  children  as  should  be  found  there.  Such  permis- 
sion was  readily  granted,  accommodations  were  provided  for  the  teachers, 
and  some  portions  of  the  buildings  at  the  barracks  were  made  available 
for  school  purposes.  The  good  work  contemplated  has  been  commenced, 
and  the  teachers  engaged  are  paid  by  the  ladies  with  whom  the  plan  orig- 
inated. 

I  am  not  at  all  in  sympathy  with  those  benevolent  but  injudicious  peo- 
ple who  are  constantly  insisting  that  these  Indians  vShould  be  returned 
to  their  reser\^ation.  Their  removal  was  an  absolute  necessity  if  the 
lives  and  property  of  citizens  upon  the  frontier  are  to  be  at  all  regarded 
by  the  Government.  Their  continued  restraint  at  a  distance  from  the 
scene  of  their  repeated  and  cruel  murders  and  outrages  is  still  necessary. 
It  is  a  mistaken  philanthropy,  every  way  injurious,  which  prompts  the 
desire  to  see  these  savages  returned  to  their  old  haunts.  They  are  in 
their  present  location  as  the  result  of  the  best  judgment  of  those  having 
official  responsibility  in  the  matter,  and  who  are  by  no  means  lacking  in 
kind  consideration  for  the  Indians.  A  number  of  these  prisoners  have 
forfeited  their  lives  to  outraged  law  and  humanity.  Experience  has 
proved  that  they  are  dangerous  and  can  not  be  trusted.  This  is  true  not 
only  of  those  who  on  the  warpath  have  heretofore  actually  been  guilty 
of  atrocious  murder,  but  of  their  kindred  and  friends,  who,  while  they 
remained  upon  their  reservation,  furnished  aid  and  comfort  to  those  ab- 
sent with  bloody  intent. 

These  prisoners  should  be  treated  kindly  and  kept  in  restraint  far  from 
the  locality  of  their  former  reservation;  they  should  be  subjected  to  efforts 
calculated  to  lead  to  their  improvement  and  the  softening  of  their  savage 
and  cruel  instincts,  but  their  return  to  their  old  home  should  be  persist- 
ently resisted. 

The  Secretar>'  in  his  report  gives  a  graphic  history  of  these  Indians, 
and  recites  with  painful  vividness  their  bloody  deeds  and  the  unhappy 
failure  of  the  Government  to  manage  them  by  peaceful  means.  It  will 
be  amazing  if  a  perusal  of  this  history  will  allow  the  survival  of  a  desire 
for  the  return  of  these  prisoners  to  their  reservation  upon  sentimental  or 
any  other  grounds. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  demonstrates  very  intelligent 
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management  in  that  important  Department,  and  discloses  the  most  satis- 
factory progress  in  the  work  of  reconstructing  the  Navy  made  during  the 
past  year.  Of  the  ships  in  course  of  construction  five,  viz,  the  Charles- 
ton, Baltimore,  Ybrkioztm,  Vesuirius,  and  the  Petnl.  h&ve.  in  that  time 
been  launched  and  are  rapidly  approaching  completion;  and  in  addition 
to  the  above,  the  Philadelphia,  the  San  Francisco,  the  Newark,  the  Ben- 
nington, the  Concord,  and  the  Herreshoff  torpedo  boat  are  all  under  con- 
tract for  delivery  to  the  Department  during  the  next  year.  The  progress 
already  made  and  being  made  gives  good  ground  for  the  expectation  that 
these  eleven  ve.ssels  will  be  incorporated  as  part  of  the  American  Navy 
within  the  next  twelve  months. 

The  report  shows  that  notwithstanding  the  large  expenditures  for  new 
construction  and  the  additional  labor  they  !n\-olve  the  total  ordinary  or 
current  exiK-nditures  of  the  Department  for  the  three  years  ending  June 
30,  1888,  are  less  by  more  than  20  per  cent  than  such  expenditures  for 
the  three  years  ending  June  30,  1S84. 

The  various  steps  which  have  been  taken  to  improve  the  business 
methods  of  the  Department  are  reviewed  by  the  Secretary.  The  purchas- 
ing of  supplies  has  been  consolidated  and  placed  under  a  responsible 
bureau  head.  This  has  resulted  in  the  curtailment  of  open  purchases, 
which  in  the  years  1884  and  1885  amounted  to  over  50  per  cent  of  all 
the  purchases  of  tlie  Department,  to  less  than  1  i  per  cent;  so  that  at  the 
present  time  about  90  per  cent  of  the  total  departmental  purchases  are 
made  by  contract  and  after  competition.  A.s  the  expenditures  on  this 
accomit  exceed  an  average  of  Jj, 000, 000  annually,  it  is  evident  that  au 
important  improvement  in  the  system  has  been  inaugurated  and  sub- 
stantia! economies  introduced. 

The  report  of  the  Post  master- General  shows  a  marked  increase  of  busi- 
ness in  every  branch  of  the  postal  service. 

The  ntmiber  of  post-offices  on  July  1,  188S,  was  57,376,  an  increase  of 
6,124  i"  three  years  and  of  2,219  for  the  last  fiscal  year.  The  latter- 
mentioned  increase  is  classified  as  follows:

!•' fee -deli  very  offices  have  increased  from  189  in  the  fiscal  year  ended 
Jime  30,  1887,  to  358  in  the  year  ended  June  30, 1888. 

In  the  Railway  Mail  Service  there  has  been  an  increase  in  one  year  of 
168  routes,  and  in  the  number  of  miles  traveled  per  annum  an  increase 
of  '5w95-9i7-48-  The  estimated  increase  of  railroad  service  for  the  year 
was  6.000  miles,  but  the  amount  of  new  railroad  service  actually  put  on 
was  12,764.50  miles. 
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The  vohiiue  of  business  in  the  Monej'-Order  Division,  including  trans- 
actions in  ix)stal  notes,  reached  the  sum  of  upward  of  $143,000,000  for 
the  year. 

Durinj^  the  ]>ast  year  parcel-post  conventions  have  been  concluded 
with  Barbados,  the  Bahamas,  British  Honduras,  and  Mexico,  and  are  now 
under  negotiation  with  Jill  the  Central  and  South  American  States.  The 
increase  of  corrcsix)ndence  with  foreign  countries  during  the  past  three 
years  is  gratifying,  and  is  especially  notable  and  exceptional  with  the 
Central  and  vSoiith  American  States  and  with  Mexico.  As  the  greater 
])art  of  mail  matter  exchanged  with  these  countries  is  commercial  in  its 
character,  this  increase  is  evidence  of  the  improved  business  relations 
with  them.  The  ])ractical  oix?ration  of  the  parcel-post  conventions,  so 
far  as  negotiated,  has  served  to  fulfill  the  most  favorable  predictions  as 
to  their  benefits.  In  January  last  a  general  postal  convention  was  nego- 
tiated with  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  which  went  into  operation  on 
March  i ,  and  which  practically  makes  one  postal  territory  of  the  United 
vStates  and  Canada.  X'nder  it  merchandise  parcels  may  now  be  trans- 
mitted through  the  mails  at  fourth-class  rates  of  pastage. 

It  is  not  ]^)ssible  here  to  touch  even  the  leading  heads  of  the  great 
]M^stal  establishment  to  illustrate  the  enormous  and  rapid  gnx)wth  of  its 
business  and  the  needs  for  legislative  readjustment  of  much  of  its  machin- 
ery that  it  has  outgrown.  lH)r  these  and  valuable  recommendations  of 
the  Postmaster-General  attention  is  earnestly  invited  to  his  report. 

A  1  k'i)artmc*nt  whose  revenues  have  increased  from  $19,772,000  in  1870 
to  $52,7(X),(K)o  in  iSSS,  despite  reductions  of  postage  which  have  enor- 
mously reduced  rates  of  revenue  while  greatly  increasing  its  business, 
demands  the  careful  consideration  of  the  Congress  as  to  all  matters  sug- 
gested by  those  familiar  with  its  operations,  and  which  are  calculated  to 
increase  its  efllciency  and  usefulness. 

A  ])ill  i)r()i)ose(l  by  the  Postmaster-General  was  introduced  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Congress  ])y  which  a  uniform  standard  in  the  amount  of 
gross  receii)ts  would  fix  the  right  of  a  community  to  a  pubUc  building  to 
l)e  erected  l)y  the  Covernment  for  iK)st-office  purposes.  It  was  demon- 
strated that,  aside  from  the  jniblic  convenience  and  the  promotion  of  har- 
ni()n>'  among  citi/ens,  invariably  disturbed  by  change  of  leasings  and  of 
site,  it  was  a  measure  of  the  highest  economy  and  of  sound  business 
judgment.  It  was  found  that  the  (lovernment  was  paying  in  rents  at 
the  rate  of  from  7  to  10  i)er  cent  i)er  anniun  on  what  the  cost  of  such 
])u])lic  buildings  would  be.  A  very  great  advantage  resulting  from  such 
a  law  would  l)e  the  ])revention  of  a  large  number  of  bills  constantly  intro- 
duced for  the  erection  of  i)ul)lic  l)uildings  at  phaces,  and  involving  expend- 
itures not  justified  by  i)u])lic  ncH:essity.  I  trust  that  this  measure  will 
l^ecome  a  law  at  the  present  session  of  Congress 

Of  the  total  number  of  ]X)stmasters  54,874  are  of  the  fourth  class. 
These,  of  course,  receive  no  allowances  whatever  for  expenses  iu  the 
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service,  and  their  compensation  is  fixed  by  percentages  on  receipts  at  their 
respective  offices.  This  rate  of  compensation  may  have  been,  and  prob- 
ably was,  at  some  time  just,  but  the  standard  has  remained  unchanged 
through  the  several  reductions  in  the  rates  of  postage.  Such  reductions 
have  necessarily  cut  down  the  compensation  of  these  officials,  while  it 
undoubtedly  increased  the  business  performed  by  them.  Simple  justice 
requires  attention  to  this  subject,  to  the  end  that  fourth-class  postmasters 
may  receive  at  least  an  equivalent  to  that  which  the  law  itself,  fixing  the 
rate,  intended  for  them. 

Another  class  of  jTOStal  employees  whose  condition  seems  to  demand 
legislation  is  that  of  clerks  in  post-offices,  and  I  call  especial  attention  to 
the  repeated  recommendations  of  the  Post  master- General  for  their  classi- 
fication. Proper  legislation  of  this  character  for  the  relief  of  carriers  in 
the  free-delivery  ser\'ice  has  i>een  frequent.  Provision  is  made  for  their 
promotion;  for  substitutes  for  them  on  vacation;  for  substitutes  for  holi- 
days, and  limiting  their  hours  of  labor.  Seven  million  dollars  has  been 
appropriated  for  the  current  year  to  provide  for  them,  though  the  total 
number  of  offices  where  they  are  employed  is  but  358  for  the  past  fiscal 
year,  with  an  estimated  increase  for  the  current  year  of  but  40,  while  the 
total  appropriation  for  all  clerks  in  offices  throughoiit  the  United  States 
is$5.95o.ooo- 

The  legislation  affecting  the  relations  of  the  Government  with  railroads 
is  in  need  of  revision.  While  for  the  most  part  the  railroad  companies 
throughout  the  country  have  cordially  cooperated  with  the  Po.-it-Office 
Dt-partmcnt  in  rendering  excellent  scr\'ice,  yet  under  the  law  as  it  stands, 
while  the  compensation  to  them  forcarr\*ing  the  mail  is  limited  and  reg- 
ulated, and  although  railroads  are  made  post-roads  by  law,  there  is  no 
authority  reposed  anj'where  to  compel  the  owner  of  a  railroad  to  take 
and  carry  the  United  States  mails.  The  only  alternative  provided  by 
act  of  Congress  in  case  of  refusal  is  for  the  Postmaster- General  to  send 
mail  forward  by  pon\'  express.  This  is  but  an  illustration  of  ill-fitting 
k-gislatiim,  reasonable  and  proper  at  the  time  of  its  enactment,  but  long 
since  outgrown  and  requiring  readjustment. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  from  the  carefully  prepared  statistics  accom- 
panying the  Postmaster-General's  report  that  notwithstanding  the  great 
(.-xpansion  tif  the  ser\'ice  the  rate  of  expenditure  has  been  lessened  and 
efficienc>'  has  l)een  improved  in  every  branch;  that  fraud  and  crime  have 
ilecreased;  that  losses  from  the  mails  have  been  reduced,  and  that  the 
luimlier  of  complaints  of  the  service  made  to  postmasters  and  to  the 
Department  are  far  less  than  ever  before. 

The  transactions  of  the  Department  of  Justice  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1HS8,  are  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Attorney-General,  as  well 
as  a  luimber  of  valuable  recommendations,  the  most  part  of  which  are 
repetitions  of  those  previously  made,  and  ought  to  receive  consideration. 

It  is  stated  in  this  report  that  though  judgments  in  civil  suits  amounting 
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to  S532,02i.oS  were  recovered  in  favor  of  the  Govemnieiit  during  the 
VL-ar.  only  the  sum  of  $132,934  was  collected  thereon;  and  that  though 
fniL-s,  iKrnaltics,  and  forfeitures  were  imposed  amounting  to  $541,808.43, 
only  Sioy/>4S.42  of  that  sum  was  paid  on  account  thereof.  These  facts 
may  furnish  an  illustration  of  the  sentiment  which  extensively  pre\^ls 
thai  a  (k-l)t  due  the*  (lovernment  should  cause  no  inconvenience  to  the 
citizen. 

It  als(j  ai)iK.-ars  from  this  report  that  though  prior  to  March,  1885, 
there  had  l)een  hut  6  convictions  in  the  Territories  of  Utah  and  Idaho 
under  the  laws  of  iSf)2  and  1882,  punishing  polygamy  and  unlawful 
cohabitation  as  crimes,  there  have  l^een  since  that  date  nearly  600  con- 
victions under  these  laws  and  the  statutes  of  1887;  and  the  opinion  is 
ex]>ressed  that  under  such  a  firm  and  vigilant  execution  of  these  la^'S 
and  the  adxance  of  ideas  op]x^sed  to  the  forbidden  practices  polygamy 
within  the  United  States  is  virtually  at  an  end. 

vSuits  instituted  by  the  Oovernment  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of 
March  3,  iS87,for  the  termination  of  the  corporations  known  as  the  Per- 
l)etual  lunij^ratinj^^  Kund  Company  and  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  have  resulted  in  a  decree  favorable  to  the  Government, 
(leclariu.i(  the  charters  of  these  corporations  forfeited  and  escheating  their 
])r<)i)erty.  Such  i)r()i)erty,  amounting  in  value  to  more  than  $800,000,  is 
in  the  hands  of  a  receiver  ])ending  further  proceedings,  an  appeal  having 
been  taken  to  the  vSui)reme  Court  of  the  United  States. 

In  the  rei>ort  of  the  vSc^Tetary  of  the  Interior,  which  will  be  laid  before 
you,  the  condition  of  the  various  branches  of  our  domestic  affairs  con- 
nei^t.e<l  with  that  I)ei)artnient  and  its  operations  during  the  past  year  are 
fully  exhibited.  lUit  a  brief  reference  to  some  of  the  subjects  discussed 
in  this  able  and  interestinjj^  report  can  here  Ije  made;  but  I  commend 
the  entire  n-jxirt  to  the  attention  of  the  Congress,  and  trust  that  the 
sensible  and  valuable  reconnnendations  it  contains  will  secure  careful 
consideration. 

I  can  not  too  strenuously  insist  uix)n  the  importance  of  proper  meas* 
un -^  to  insure  a  rij^dit  (lispositic)n  of  our  public  lands,  not  only  as  a  matter 
of  ]>resent  justice,  but  in  foreca.st  of  the  consequences  to  future  genera- 
lions.  The  broad,  rich  acres  of  our  agricultural  plains  have  been  long 
juvserved  by  nature  to  l)ecome  her  untrammeled  gift  to  a  people  civilized 
and  free.  u])on  which  should  rest  in  well-distributed  ownership  the  numer- 
ous homes  of  enli.i;litened,  ecjual,  and  fraternal  citizens.  They  came  to 
national  ]M)ssession  with  the  warning  example  in  our  eyes  of  the  entail  of 
ini([nities  in  lande«l  ])ro]>netorsliip  which  other  countries  have  permitted 
and  still  sulTer.  We  have  no  excuse  for  the  violation  of  principles  co- 
j.;ently  tauj^dit  by  reason  and  exami)le,  nor  for  the  allowance  of  pretexts 
which  have  sometimes  exi)osed  our  lands  to  colossal  greed.  Laws  which 
ojKii  a  door  to  fraudulent  accpiisition,  or  administration  which  permits 
fa\-or  to  rapacious  sei/iue  by  a  favored  few  of  expanded  areas  that  many 
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should  enjoy,  are  accessory  to  offenses  against  our  national  welfare  and 
humanity  not  to  be  too  severely  condemned  or  punished. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  something  lias  been  done  at  last  to  re- 
dress the  injuries  to  our  people  and  check  the  perilous  tendency  of  the 
reckless  waste  of  the  national  domain.  That  over  80,000,000  acres  have 
been  arrested  from  illegal  usurpation,  improvident  grants,  and  fraudulent 
entries  and  claims,  to  be  taken  for  the  homesteads  of  honest  industry — 
although  less  than  the  greater  areas  thus  unjustly  lost — must  afford  a 
profound  gratification  to  right-feeling  citizens,  as  it  is  a  recompense  for 
the  labors  and  struggles  of  the  recovery.  Our  dear  experience  ought 
sufficiently  to  urge  the  s])eerty  enactment  of  measures  of  legislation  which 
will  confine  the  future  ilisjiosition  of  our  remaining  agricultural  lands  to 
the  uses  of  actual  husbandry  and  genuine  homes. 

Nor  should  our  vast  tracts  of  so-called  desert  lands  be  yielded  up  to 
the  monopoly  of  corporations  or  gra.sping  individuals,  as  appears  to  be 
much  the  tendency  under  the  existing  statute.  The.se  lands  require  but 
the  supply  of  water  to  become  fertile  and  productive.  It  is  a  problem  of 
great  moment  how  most  wisely  for  the  public  good  that  factor  shall  be 
furnished.  I  can  not  but  think  it  perilous  to  suffer  either  these  lands  or 
the  sources  of  their  irrigation  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  monopolies,  which 
by  such  means  may  exercise  lordship  over  the  areas  dependent  on  their 
treatment  for  productiveness.  Already  steps  have  been  taken  to  secure 
accurate  and  scientific  information  of  the  conditions,  which  is  the  prime 
Ixisis  of  intelligent  action.  Until  this  shall  be  gained  the  course  of  wis- 
dom appears  clearly  to  lie  m  a  suspension  of  further  disposal,  which  only 
promises  to  create  rights  antagonistic  to  the  common  interest.  No  harm 
can  follow  this  cautionar)'  conduct.  The  land  will  remain,  aud  the  pub- 
lic good  presents  no  demand  for  hasty  dispossession  of  national  owner- 
ship and  control. 

I  connncnd  also  the  recommendations  that  appropriate  measures  be 
taken  to  complete  the  adjustment  of  the  various  grants  made  to  the 
States  for  internal  improvements  and  of  .swamp  and  overflowed  lands,  as 
well  as  to  adjudicate  and  finally  determine  the  validity  and  extent  of  the 
numerous  private  land  claims.  All  these  are  elements  of  great  injustice 
and  peril  to  the  settlers  upon  the  localities  affected;  a:id  now  that  their 
existence  can  not  be  av-oided.  no  duty  is  more  pressing  than  to  fix  as  soon 
as  piwsible  their  Ixjunds  and  terminate  the  threats  of  trouble  which  arise 
frum  uncertainty. 

The  condition  of  our  Indian  population  continues  to  improve  and  the 
l)roofs  multiply  that  the  transforming  change,  so  much  to  be  desired, 
Hhich  shall  substitute  for  barbarism  enlightenment  and  civilizing  educa- 
tion, is  in  favorable  progress.  Our  relations  with  these  people  during 
tile  year  have  Ijeen  disturbed  by  no  serious  disorders,  but  rather  marked 
b>-  a  l)etter  realization  of  their  true  interests  and  increasing  confidence 
aud  good  will.     These  conditions  testify  to  the  value  of  the  higher  toue 
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of  consideration  and  lunnanily  which  has  governed  the  later  methods  of 
dcaHn>^  with  them,  and  commend  its  continued  ohservance. 

Allotments  in  severalty  liave  been  made  on  some  reservations  until  all 
those  entitled  t<>  land  thereon  have  had  their  shares  assigned,  and  the 
work  is  still  continued.  In  directinj^  the  execution  of  this  dut\'  I  have 
not  aimed  so  nuich  at  rai)id  dispatch  as  to  secure  just  and  fair  arrange- 
ments which  shall  best  ccmduce  to  the  ol)jects  of  the  law  by  producing 
satisfaction  witli  the  results  of  the  allotments  made.  No  measure  of 
general  effect  has  ever  iK-eti  entered  on  from  which  more  may  l>e  fairly 
lio])ed  if  it  shall  be  discreetly  administered.  It  |)roffers  opportunity  and 
inducement  to  that  independence  of  spirit  and  life  which  the  Indian 
])eculiarly  needs,  while  at  the  same  time  the  inalienability  of  title  affords 
security  against  the  risks  his  inexjxirience  of  affairs  or  weakness  of  char- 
acter may  ex])<)Se  him  to  in  dealing  with  others.  Whenever  begun  upon 
any  reser\ation  it  should  be  made  complete,  so  that  all  are  brought  to 
the  same  condition,  and  as  s(H)n  as  possil)le  community  in  lands  should 
Cease  by  ()])ening  such  as  remain  unallotted  to  settlement.  Contact  with 
the  ways  of  industrious  and  successful  farmers  will  perhaps  add  a  healthy 
emulation  which  will  both  instruct  and  stimulate. 

I>ut  no  agency  for  the  amelioration  of  this  people  apj-Riars  to  me  so 
])romising  as  the  extension,  urged  by  the  Secretar>',  of  such  complete 
facilities  of  education  as  shall  at  the  earliest  possible  day  embrace  all 
teaclia])le  Indian  youth,  of  both  sexes,  and  retain  them  with  a  kindly 
and  beneficent  hold  until  their  characters  are  fonned  and  their  facul- 
ties and  di>])()sitions  trained  to  the  sure  pursuit  of  some  form  of  useful 
industry.  Ca])acity  of  the  Indian  no  Umger  needs  demonstration.  It 
is  established.  It  remains  to  make  the  nio.st  o'f  it,  and  when  that  shall 
be  done  the  curse  will  be  lifted,  the  Indian  race  vSaved,  and  the  sin  of 
their  o])pression  redeemed.  The  time  of  its  accomplishment  depends 
U])on  the  spirit  and  justice  with  which  it  .shall  be  prcsecuted.  It  can 
not  be  too  soon  for  the  Indian  nor  for  the  interests  and  good  name  of 
the  nation. 

'I'he  average  attendance  of  Indian  pupils  on  the  schools  increa.sed  by 
over  900  (lining  the  \ear,  and  the  total  enrollment  reached  15,212.  The 
co^t  of  maintenance  was  Tiot  materially  rai.sed.  The  mmiber  of  teachable 
Indian  youth  is  now  estimated  at  40, (.mk),  or  nearly  three  times  the  enroll- 
ment of  the  schools.  It  is  believed  the  obstacles  in  the  way  of  instruct- 
ing are  all  snrmountal»le,  and  that  the  nece.s.sary  ex])enditure  would  be  a 
measure  of  econoniw 

The  !^ionx  tribes  on  the  great  reservation  of  Dakota  refused  to  assent 
to  the  ac  t  ])asse(l  by  the  Congress  at  its  last  se.s.sion  for  opening  a  ix>rtion 
of  their  lan<ls  to  settlement,  notwithstanding  modification  of  the  terms 
was  suggested  wliich  met  most  of  their  objections.  Their  demand  is  for 
inunediate  ])ayment  of  the  full  ])rice  of  $1.25  JX-T  acre  for  the  entire  body 
of  land  the  occupancy  of  which  the\'  are  asked  to  relinquish. 
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The  manner  of  subuiission  insured  their  fair  understanding  of  the 
law,  and  their  action  was  undoubtedly  as  thoroughly  intelligent  as  their 
capacity  admitted.  It  is  at  least  gratifying  that  no  reproach  of  over- 
reaching can  in  any  manner  lie  against  the  Government,  however  ad- 
visable the  favorable  completion  of  the  negotiation  may  have  been 
esteemed. 

I  concur  in  the  suggestions  of  the  Secretary  regarding  the  Turtle  Moun- 
tain Indians,  the  two  reservations  in  California,  and  the  Crees.  They 
should,  in  my  opinion,  receive  immediate  attention. 

The  number  of  pensioners  added  to  the  rolls  during  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  1888,  is  60,252,  and  increase  of  pensions  was  granted  in 
45,716  cases.  The  names  of  15,730  pensioners  were  dropped  from  the 
rolls  during  the  year  from  various  causes,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year 
the  number  of  persons  of  all  classes  receiving  pensions  was  452.557.  Of 
these  there  were  806  survivors  of  the  War  of  1 8 1 2 ,  10, 787  widows  of  those 
who  served  in  that  war,  16,060  soldiers  of  the  Mexican  War,  and  5,104 
widows  of  said  soldiers. 

One  hundred  and  two  different  rates  of  pensions  are  i)aid  to  these  bene- 
ficiaries, ranging  from  $2  to  $416.66  per  mouth. 

The  amount  paid  for  pension.s  during  tbe  fiscal  year  was  $78,775,861.92, 
being  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  $5,508,280.22.  The  ex- 
penses attending  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  Pension  Bureau 
during  that  period  was  $3,262,524.67,  making  the  entire  expenditures  of 
the  Bureau  $82,038,386.57.  being  21%  per  cent  of  the  gross  income  and 
nearly  31  per  cent  of  the  total  expenditures  of  the  Goverumeut  during 
the  year. 

I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that  our  general  pension  laws  should  be 
revised  and  adjusted  to  meet  as  far  as  possible,  in  the  light  of  our  experi- 
ence, all  meritorious  cases.  The  fact  that  102  different  rates  of  pensions 
are  paid  can  not.  in  my  opinion,  be  made  consistent  with  justice  to  the 
pensioners  or  to  the  Go\-ernment;  and  the  numerous  private  pension  bills 
that  are  i>as.sed ,  predicated  upon  the  imperfection  of  general  laws,  while 
tliey  increase  in  many  cases  existing  inequahty  and  injustice,  lend  addi-* 
lional  force  to  the  recommendation  for  a  revision  of  the  general  laws  on 
this  subject. 

The  laxity  of  ideas  prevailing  among  a  large  number  of  our  people 
regarding  pensions  is  ItecomJng  every  day  more  marked.  The  principles 
njion  which  they  should  be  granted  are  in  danger  of  being  altogether 
ignored,  and  already  pensions  are  often  claimed  because  the  applicants 
are  as  nnicli  entitled  as  other  successful  applicants,  rather  than  upon 
any  disability  reasonably  attributable  to  military  service.  If  the  estab- 
lishment of  vicious  precedents  be  continued,  if  the  granting  of  pensions 
be  not  di\'orced  from  partisan  and  other  unworthy  and  irrelevant  con- 
siderations, and  if  the  honorable  name  of  veteran  unfairly  becomes  by 
these  means  but  another  term  for  one  who  constantly  clamors  for  the 
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aid  of  the  Cioverniiieiit,  there  is  danger  that  injury  will  be  done  to  the 
fame  and  ])atriotisni  of  many  whom  our  citizens  all  delight  to  honor, 
and  that  a  i)rejudice  will  Ix;  aroused  unjust  to  meritorious  applicants  for 
])ensi()ns. 

The  Department  of  A p^ri culture  has  continued,  with  a  g^ood  measure 
of  success,  its  efforts  to  develop  the  processes,  enlarge  the  results,  and 
augment  the  ])rofits  of  American  husbandr>'.  It  has  collected  and  dis- 
tributed practical  information,  introduced  and  tested  new  plants,  checked 
the  spread  of  contaj^ious  diseases  of  fann  animals,  resisted  the  advance 
of  noxious  insects  and  destructive  fungous  growths,  and  soug^ht  to  secure 
to  agricultural  lalM)r  the  highest  reward  of  effort  and  the  fullest  immu- 
nity from  loss.  Its  records  of  the  year  show  that  the  season  of  1888  has 
heen  one  of  medium  i)r(^luction.  A  generous  supply  of  the  demands  of 
c(»nsum])ti(>n  has  been  assured,  and  a  surplus  for  exportation,  moderate 
in  certain  prtMlucts  and  l)ountiful  in  others,  will  prove  a  benefaction  alike 
t(»  buyer  and  grower. 

I'our  years  ago  it  was  found  that  the  great  cattle  industry  of  the  couu- 
tr\'  was  endangered,  and  those  engaged  in  it  were  alarmed  at  the  rapid 
extension  of  the  luiroiK*an  lung  plague  of  pleuro-pneumonia.  Serious 
outbreaks  existed  in  Illinois,  Missouri,  and  Kentucky,  and  in  Tennessee 
animals  affected  were  held  in  (luarantine.  Five  counties  in  New  York 
and  from  one  to  four  counties  in  each  of  the  States  of  New  Jersey,  Penn- 
sylvania, Delaware,  and  Maryland  were  alnuxst  equally  affected. 

With  this  great  danger  upon  us  and  with  the  contagion  already  in 
the  ehatniels  of  commerce,  with  the  enormous  direct  and  indirect  losses 
already  being  caused  by  it.  and  when  only  prompt  and  energetic  action 
could  be  successful,  there  were  in  none  of  these  States  any  laws  author- 
izing this  I)e])artnient  to  eradicate  the  malady  or  gi\'ing  the  State  offi- 
cials ]H)wer  to  coo])erate  with  it  for  this  purpose.  The  Department  e\'en 
lacked  both  the  re(iuisite  aj^propriation  and  authority. 

Hy  securing  vState  coojKTation  in  connection  with  authority  from  Con- 
gress the  work  of  eradication  has  l)een  pressed  successfully,  and  this 
dreaded  disease  has  been  extirpated  from  the  Western  States  and  also 
from  the  ICastern  vStates,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  restricted  areas. 
wliich  are  still  under  su])ervision.  The  danger  has  thus  been  removed, 
and  trade  and  connnerce  have  l)een  freed  from  the  vexatious  State  restric- 
tions whieh  were  deemed  necessary  for  a  time. 

During  the  ]>ast  four  years  the  process  of  diffusion,  as  applied  to  the 
nmnufacture  of  sugar  from  sorghum  and  .sugar  cane,  has  been  introduced 
into  this  country  and  fully  i)crfected  by  the  experiments  carried  on  by 
the  I)ei)artment  of  Agriculture.  This  ])roce.ss  is  now  universally  consid- 
ered to  be  tlie  most  economical  one,  and  it  is  through  it  that  the  sor- 
ghum-sugar industry  has  l)een  established  upon  a  firm  basis  and  the 
road  to  its  future  success  opened.  The  adoption  of  this  diffusion  proc- 
ess is  also  extending  in  Louisiana  and  other  sugar-producing  parts  of 
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the  country,  and  will  doubtless  soon  be  the  only  method  employed  for  the 
extraction  of  sugar  from  the  cane. 

An  exhaustive  study  has  also  within  the  same  period  been  under- 
taken of  the  subject  of  food  adulteration  and  the  best  analytical  methods 
for  detecting  it,  A  part  of  the  results  of  this  work  has  already  been 
published  by  the  Department,  which,  with  the  matter  in  course  of  prep- 
aration, will  make  the  inost  complete  treatise  on  that  subject  that  has 
ever  been  published  in  any  country. 

The  Department  seeks  a  progressi\e  development.  It  would  combine 
the  discoveries  of  science  with  the  economics  and  amelioration  of  rural 
practice,  A  supervision  of  the  endowed  ex  peri  mental- station  system  re- 
cently provided  for  is  a  proper  function  of  the  Department,  and  is  now 
in  operation.  This  super\'ision  is  very  important,  and  should  be  wisely 
and  vigilantly  directed,  to  the  end  that  the  pecuniary  aid  of  the  Govern- 
ment in  favor  of  intelligent  agriculture  should  be  so  applied  as  to  result 
in  the  general  good  and  to  the  benefit  of  all  our  people,  thus  justifying 
the  appropriations  made  from  the  public  Treasury. 

The  adjustment  of  the  relations  between  the  Government  and  the 
railroad  companies  which  have  received  land  grants  and  the  guaranty 
of  the  public  credit  in  aid  of  the  construction  of  their  roads  should  re- 
ceive early  attention.  The  report  of  a  majority  of  the  commissioners 
appointed  to  examine  the  affairs  and  indebtedness  of  these  roads,  in 
which  they  favor  an  extension  of  the  time  for  the  payment  of  such  in- 
debtedness in  at  least  one  case  where  the  corporation  appears  to  he  able 
to  comply  with  well- guarded  and  exact  terms  of  such  extension,  and  the 
reenforcement  of  their  opinion  by  gentlemen  of  undoubted  business  judg- 
ment and  exj>erience,  appointed  to  protect  the  iutere.sts  of  the  Govern- 
ment as  directors  of  said  corporation,  may  well  lead  to  the  behef  that  such 
an  extension  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  Government. 

The  subject  should  be  treated  as  a  business  proposition  with  a  view  to 
a  final  realization  of  its  indebtedness  by  the  Government,  rather  than  as  a 
question  to  be  decided  upon  prejudice  or  byway  of  punishment  for  pre- 
vious wrongdoing. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  with  its 
accompanying  documents,  gives  in  detail  the  operations  of  the  several 
deiiartments  of  the  District  government,  and  fumislies  evidence  that  the 
financial  affairs  of  the  District  are  at  present  in  such  satisfactory  condi- 
tion as  to  justifj-  the  Commissioners  in  submitting  to  the  Congress  esti- 
mates for  desirable  and  needed  improvements. . 

The  Com mis.si oners  recommend  certain  legislation  which  in  their  .opin- 
ion is  necessary  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  District. 

I  invite  your  special  attention  to  their  request  tor  such  legislation  as 
will  enable  the  Commissioners  without  delay  to  collect,  digest,  and  prop- 
erly arrange  the  laws  by  which  the  District  is  governed,  and  which  are 
now  embraced  in  several  collections,  making  them  available  only  with 
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great  difficulty  and  labor.  The  suggestions  they  make  touching^  desir- 
able amendments  to  the  laws  relating  to  licenses  granted  for  carrying  on 
the  retail  traffic  in  spirituous  liquors,  to  the  observance  of  Sunday,  to  the 
proper  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes,  to  the  speedy  punishment  of 
minor  offenders,  and  to  the  management  and  control  of  the  reformatoiy 
and  charitable  institutions  supported  by  Congressional  appropriations  are 
commended  to  careful  consideration. 

I  again  call  attention  to  the  present  inconvenience  and  the  danger  to 
life  and  property  attending  the  operation  of  steam  railroads  through  and 
across  the  public  streets  and  roads  of  the  District.  The  propriety  of  such 
legislation  as  will  properly  guard  the  use  of  these  railroads  and  better 
secure  the  convenience  and  safety  of  citizens  is  manifest. 

The  consciousness  that  I  have  presented  but  an  imperfect  statement  of 
the  condition  of  our  country  and  its  wants  occasions  no  fear  that  any- 
thing omitted  is  not  known  and  appreciated  by  the  Congress,  upon  whom 
rests  the  responsibility  of  intelligent  legislation  in  behalf  of  a  great  nation 
and  a  confiding  people. 

As  public  servants  we  shall  do  our  duty  well  if  we  constantly  guaid 
the  rectitude  of  our  intentions,  maintain  unsullied  our  love  of  oountxy, 
and  with  unselfish  purpose  strive  for  the  public  good.

in  executive  vSeSvSion,  and,  in  order  to  avoid  duplication  of  the  ntunerons 
documents  involve<l,  referred  to  the  correspondence  which  accompanied 
my  public  resj)onse  to  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
and  which  was  duly  printed  and  published  by  order  of  that  body  (House 
Kxecutive  DcKnuiient  No.  238,  Fiftieth  Congress,  first  session). 

Ill  my  annual  messa>j^e  of  the  3d  instant  I  announced  my  intention  in 
due  course  to  lay  before  Congress  further  correspondence  on  Sflmfflw« 
affairs.  Accordingly,  I  now  transmit  a  report  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
with  accompanying  correspondence,  on  that  subject.

On  or  about  the  25tlnlay  of  September,  188S,  I  received  a  copy  of  a  reso- 
lution adopted  oil  that  day  by  the  Senate  in  executive  session,  requesUug 
the  transmission  to  that  body  by  the  President  of  all  communications  and 
correspondence  (not  heretofore  sent  to  the  SenateJ  under  his  control  on 
the  subject  of  the  proposed  convention  with  China,  transmitted  by  him 
to  the  Senate  by  message  dated  i6th  March.  1S88,*  and  on  the  subject  of 
the  reported  failure  of  the  Government  of  China  to  finally  agree  to  the 

A  few  days  after  the  copy  of  said  resolution  was  recei\'ed  by  me,  and 
on  the  1st  day  of  October,  1888, 1  sent  a  communication  to  the  Congress, t 
accompanying  my  approval  of  a  bill  prohibiting  the  return  of  Chinese 
laborers  to  the  tTnited  States,  in  which  I  supposed  all  the  information 
sought  under  the  terms  of  the  Senate  resolution  above  recited  was  fully 
supplied. 

I  beg  to  refer  in  this  coimection  to  Senate  Executive  Document  No, 
273,  first  session  of  the  Fiftieth  Congress,  and  especially  to  page  3  thereof. 

Believing  the  information  contained  in  said  document  answered  the 
puq)oses  of  .said  Senate  resolution,  no  separate  and  explicit  answer  was 
made  thereto. 

But  in  my  message  of  October  1, 188S,  the  tenor  and  purport  of  a  cipher 
dispatch  from  our  minister  in  China  to  the  Secretary  of  Stale,  dated  Sep- 
tember 21,  1888,  was  given  instead  of  attempting  to  transmit  a  copy  of 
ihc  same. 

For  ffrc-ater  precision,  however,  and  with  the  object  of  answering  in 
more  exact  terms  the  resolution  of  the  Senate,  I  transmit  with  this,  in 
jiaraplirase  of  the  cipher,  a  copy  of  the  said  dispatch.  I  also  transmit 
copies  of  two  notes  which  accompanied  my  message  of  October  i ,  1888, 
one  from  Mr.  Shu  Cheon  Pon,  charge  d'afTaires  of  the  Chinese  legation 
in  this  city,  dated  September  25,  1888,  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  the 
other  being  the  reply  thereto  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  dated  Septera- 
l)er  26,  1SS8,  both  of  which  will  be  found  in  Senate  Executive  Document 
No.  273. 

The  dispatch  and  notes  above  referred  to  comprise,  in  the  language 
of  the  Senate  resolution,  "'all  communications  and  correspondence"  the 
transmission  of  which  is  therein  requested.

On  the  2d  day  of  April,  1S88, 1  transmitted  to  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives, in  res|X)nse  to  a  resohition  passed  by  that  body,  a  report  from  the 
vSecretary  of  State,  relating  to  the  condition  of  affairs  in  the  Sanioan 
Islands,  toj^^^ether  with  numerous  letters,  dispatches,  and  documents  con- 
nected with  the  subject,  which  gave  a  history  of  all  disorders  in  that 
locality  uj)  to  that  date/'^ 

On  the  2 1st  day  of  December,  iSSS,  this  information  was  supplemented 
by  the  transmission  to  the  Con«^ress  of  such  further  correspondence  and 
documents  as  extended  this  history  to  that  time.f 

I  now  submit  a  re])ort  from  the  vSecretary  of  State,  with  later  corre- 
spondence and  dispatches,  exhibiting  the  progress  of  the  disturbances  in 
vSamoa  U])  lo  the  present  date. 

The  information  thus  laid  iK-fore  the  Congress  is  of  much  importance, 
since  it  has  relation  lo  the  preservation  of  American  interests  and  the  pro- 
tection of  American  citizens  and  their  property  in  a  distant  locality  and 
under  an  unslal.)le  and  unsatisfactory  government. 

In  the  midst  of  the  disturbances  which  have  arisen  at  Samoa  such  pow- 
ers have  been  exercised  as  seemed  to  l)e  within  Executive  control  under 
(mr  Constitution  and  laws,  and  which  ap|Xfar  to  accord  with  our  national 
policy  and  traditions,  to  restore  tranquillity  and  secure  the  safety  of  our 
citizens. 

Throu.i^h  negotiation  and  agreement  with  Great  Britain  and  Germany, 
which, with  our  own  Government, constitute  the  treaty  jwwers  interested 
in  Samoa n  peace  and  (piiet,  the  attempt  has  Ix^en  made  to  define  more 
clearly  the  i)art  which  these  powers  should  assiune  in  the  Government 
of  that  country,  while  at  the  same  time  its  autonomy  has  been  insisted 
U])on. 

These  negotiations  were  at  one  time  interrupted  by  such  action  on  the 
part  of  the  Cierman  (  K)vernment  as  ai)peared  to  be  inconsistent  with  their 
further  continuance. 

Germany,  however,  still  asserts,  as  from  the  first  she  has  done,  that  she 
has  no  desire  or  intention  to  overturn  the  native  Sanioan  Govennnent  or 
to  ignore  our  treaty  rights,  and  she  still  invites  our  Government  to  join 
lur  in  restoring  ])eace  and  ([uiet.  Hut  thus  far  her  pro]x>sitions  on  this 
subject  seem  to  lead  to  such  a  ]>reiK)nderance  of  (lerman  power  in  Samoa 
as  was  never  contemjjlated  by  us  and  is  inccmsistent  with  every  prior

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agreement  or  understanding,  while  her  recent  couduct  as  between  native 
warring  factions  gives  rise  to  the  suspicion  that  slie  is  not  content  with 
a  neutral  position. 

Acting  within  tht  restraints  which  our  Coustitution  and  laws  have 
placed  upon  Executiw-  iwwer,  I  liave  insisted  that  the  autonomy  and 
independence  of  Saiiui;^  should  be  scnipulously  preser\'ed  according  la 
the  treaties  made  willi  Samoa  by  the  powers  named  and  their  agreements 
and  understanding  with  each  other.  I  have  protested  against  every  act 
apparently  tending  in  an  opposite  direction,  and  during  the  existence 
of  internal  disturbance  iine  or  more  vessels  of  war  have  been  kept  in 
Samoan  waters  to  protect  American  citizens  and  properly. 

These  things  will  abundantly  appear  from  the  correspondence  and 
papers  which  have  been  submitted  to  the  Congress. 

A  recent  collision  between  the  forces  from  a  Gennaii  man-of-war  sta- 
tioned in  Samoan  waters  aud  a  body  of  natives  rendered  the  situation 
so  delicate  and  critical  that  the  war  ship  Trenton,  under  the  immediate 
command  of  Admiral  Riniberly,  was  ordered  to  join  the  Nipsic.  already 
at  Samoa,  for  the  bttler  protection  of  the  persons  and  property  of  our 
citi/.ens  and  in  furth(;rance  of  efforts  to  restore  order  and  safety, 

The  attention  of  the  Congress  is  es-pecially  called  to  the  instructions 
given  to  Admiral  Kiniberly  dated  on  the  nth  iustant  aud  the  letter  of 
the  Secretary  of  State  to  the  German  minister  dated  the  12th  instant, 
which  will  be  found  among  the  papers  herewith  submitted. 

By  means  of  the  papers  aud  documents  heretofore  submitted  and  those 
which  accompany  this  connuunicatiou  the  precise  situation  of  affairs  In 
Samoa  is  laid  liefore  the  Congress,  and  such  Executive  actiou  as  has  been 
takL-ii  is  fully  exhibited. 

The  \'iews  of  the  iCxecutive  in  respect  of  the  just  policy  to  be  pursued 
with  rc^'ard  to  this  group  of  islands,  which  lie  in  the  direct  highway  of 
a  jiniwiug  and  imixirtaut  commerce  between  Australia  and  the  United 
States,  lia\'e  foiuid  expression  in  the  correspondence  and  documents 
which  have  thus  l>eeu  fully  commimicated  to  the  Congress,  and  the  sub- 
ject iti  its  present  sta^e  is  submitted  to  the  wider  discretion  conferred 
by  Ihc  Constitution  upon  the  legislative  branch  of  the  Government.

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the  German  minister,  of  the  i2tli  instant,  was  duly  laid  before  Congress 
with  my  last  message  in  relation  to  Sanioan  affairs. 

It  is  also  proper  to  inform  yon  that  on  Monday,  the  38th  instant,  the 
occasion  of  the  coin  111  inii  cat  ion  of  the  note  of  the  Prince  Chancellor,  the 
Secretarj-  of  State  was  given  to  understand  by  the  German  minister  that 
a  proposition  from  liis  Government  to  that  of  the  United  States  for  a 
conference  on  the  Sanioan  subject  was  on  its  way  by  mail,  having  left 
Berlin  on  the  20th  instant,  so  that  its  arrival  here  in  due  course  of  mail 
could  be  looked  for  in  a  very  short  time. 

In  reply  to  an  inquiry  from  the  Secretary  of  State  whether  the  prop- 
osition referred  to  was  for  a  renewal  of  the  joint  conference  between  the 
United  States,  Germany,  and  Great  Britain  which  was  suspended  in  July.

I  transmit  herewith,  for  approval  and  ratification,  a  provisional  agree- 
ment lately  entered  into  lietween  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
and  the  Creek  Nation  of  Indians,  through  their  duly  authorized  repre- 
seiitati\-es,  and  winch  has  l>een  appro\'ed  by  the  National  Council  of  said 
natioii,  by  which  agreement  the  title  and  interest  of  the  said  Creek  Na- 
tion of  Indians  in  and  to  all  lands  in  the  Indian  Territory  or  elsewhere, 
except  -sucli  as  are  held  and  occupied  as  the  homes  of  said  nation,  are 
CL-ded  to  the  United  States. 

The  ciyhtli  section  of  the  Indian  appropriation  bill  approved  March  3, 
1S85,  autbori/.ed  the  President  "to  open  negotiations  with  the  Creeks, 
.Scniinoles.  and  Cherokees  for  the  purpose  of  opening  to  settlement  under 
the  homestead  laws  the  unassigned  lands  in  the  Indian  Territory  ceded  by 
them  respecti\ely  to  the  United  States  by  the  several  treaties  of  August 
11,  i^fifi,  March  21,  i86(>,  and  July  19, 1866."  This  section  also  contains 
an  appropriation  in  furtherance  of  its  purpose,  and  requires  that  the  action 
of  the  President  thereunder  should  be  reported  to  Congress.  ._ 
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The  * '  unassi^ned ' '  lands  thus  referre<l  to  should  be  construed  to  be 
those  which  have  not  l)een  transferred  by  the  United  States  in  pursuance 
of  the  treaties  mentioned  in  the  section  quoted. 

The  treaty  with  the  Creeks  is  dated  June  14, 1866.  It  was  confirmed 
by  a  vSenate  resolution  ]>assed  July  19,  1866,  and  was  proclaimed  August 
II,  1866 (  14  U.  vS.  vStatutes  at  Large,  p.  785). 

The  third  article  of  the  treaty  makes  a  cession  of  lands  in  the  follow- 
ing words: 

In  coin])liaiicc  with  the*  desire  of  the  United  States  to  locate  other  Indians  and 
freedmcn  thereon,  the  Creeks  hereby  cede  and  convey  to  the  United  States,  to  be  sold 
to  an«l  nsed  as  homes  for  such  other  civilized  Indians  as  the  United  States  may  choose 
to  settle  thereon,  the  west  half  of  their  entire  domain,  to  l)e  divided  by  a  line  running 
north  and  south;  Ihe  eastern  half  of  said  Creek  lands,  being  retained  by  them,  sliall, 
except  as  herein  (otherwise  stipulated,  1)C  forever  set  apart  as  a  home  for  said  Creek 
Nation;  and  in  consideration  of  siiid  cession  of  the  west  half  of  their  lands,  esti- 
mated to  contain  3,25o,5rx)  acres,  the  United  States  agree  to  pay  the  sum  of  30  cents 
per  acre,  amcmnting  to  f975,i6S. 

The  provision  that  the  lands  conveyed  were  ''to  be  sold  to  and  use<l  as 
homes  for  such  other  civilized  Indians,"  etc.,  has  l>een  steadily  regardetl 
as  a  limitation  upon  the  grant  made  to  the  United  States.  Such  a  con- 
struction is  admitted  to  Ixi  the  true  one  in  many  ways,  esi>ecially  by  the 
continual  reservation  of  the  ceded  lands  from  settlement  by  the  whites, 
by  the  sale  of  a  portion  of  the  same  to  Indians,  by  the  use  of  other  por- 
tions as  the  home  of  Indians,  and  also  by  various  provisions  in  proposed 
legislation  in  Congress.  Thus  the  bill  now  i>ending  for  the  organization 
of  Oklahoma  provides  for  the  payment  to  the  Creeks  and  Seniinoles  of 
the  ordinary  (xovernment  price  of  $1.25  per  acre,  less  the  amount  hereto- 
fore paid. 

The  section  of  the  law  of  ICS85  first  above  quoted  appears  also  to  have 
been  passed  in  contemplation  not  only  of  the  existence  of  a  claim  on  the 
part  of  the  Creeks,  but  of  the  substantial  foundation  of  that  claim  in 
equity,  if  not  in  law,  and  in  acknowledgment  of  the  duty  of  the  Gov- 
ernment to  satisfactorily  discharge  the  claim  of  the  Indian  people  l)efore 
])Utting  the  land  to  the  free  uses  of  settlement  and  territorial  occupation 
bv  whites. 

But  it  seems  to  have  l)een  considered  that  so  far  as  the  lands  had  lieen 
assigned  they  may  fairly  l)e  taken  to  be  such  as  under  the  treaty  were 
"to  l>e  sold."  As  to  these,  they  having  l>een  assigned  or  "sold'*  in 
accordance  with  said  treaty,  the  claim  of  the  Creeks  thereto  has  been 
entirely  discharged,  and  the  title  from  the  United  States  passed  unbur- 
dened with  any  condition  or  limitation  to  the  grantees.  This  seems  to 
be  an  entirely  clear  proposition. 

The  unassigned  lands  must  be  those  which  are  unsold,  because  not  only 
is  that  the  fair  significance  of  the  term,  as  used  technically  in  conveyan- 
cing, but  l)ecause  the  limiting  condition  in  the  Creek  treaty  was  that  the 
lands  should  l)e  sold  to,  as  well  as  used  as  homes  for,  other  Indians.

Of  this  total  quantity  of  unassigned  land  whicli  is  subject  to  tlie  nego- 
tiations provided  for  under  the  law  of  1885  there  .should  be  a  further 
division  made  in  considering  the  sum  which  ought  fairly  to  be  paid  in 
discharge  of  the  Creek  claim  thereto. 

I,  In  that  part  of  these  lands  called  the  Oklahoma  country  110  Indians 
have  been  allowed  to  reside  by  any  action  of  the  Goveminent,  nor  has 
any  execution  been  attempted  of  the  limiting  condition  of  the  cession 
of  1866. 

The  quantity  of  these  lands  carefully  computed  from  the  sur\'ey5  is 
1.392,704.70  acres. 

II.  The  remainder  of  these  unassigned  lands  has  been  appropriated 
in  some  degree  to  Indian  uses,  although  still  within  the  control  of  the 
Government.

For  the  lands  which  are  not  only  unassigned,  but  are  unoccupied,  and 
which  ]ia\-e  lieen  in  110  way  appropriated,  it  appears  clearly  just  and  right 
that  a  price  of  at  least  $1.25  .should  be  allowed  to  the  Creeks.  They 
held  more  than  the  ordinary  Indian  title,  for  they  had  a  patent  in  fee 
from  the  Government.  The  Osages  of  Kansas  were  allowed  $1.25  per 
acre  upon  giving  up  their  reservation,  and  this  land  of  the  Creeks  is 
reported  by  those  famihar  with  it  to  be  equal  to  any  land  in  the  conn- 
iry.  Without  regard  to  the  present  enhanced  value  of  this  land,  and  if 
rL-ferencc  l)e  only  had  to  the  conditions  when  the  cession  was  made,  no 
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kss  price  oiij^ht  lo  Ik-  piiid  for  it  than  the  ordinary  Goveninient  price. 
Thtrcf(Mv  ill  Ibis  provisional  aj^reement  which  has  l^een  made  with  the 
Creeks  the  ])riiv  of  Si. 25  has  1k:l-ii  settled  ii]H)n  for  such  land,  with 
the  dediutioii  of  ihe  .v>  I'eiits  j)er  acre  which  has  already  lx?en  paid  by 
the  (rovenimeiit  therefor. 

As  to  the  reiiKiinder  of  the  uuassij^ued  lands,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
some  use  has  ])eeii  made  of  them  of  the  j^eneral  character  indicated  by 
the  treaty  of  iS()6.  and  l>c*cause  some  ]H)rti()n  of  them  should  l)e  allottetl 
to  Indians  under  the  >;eneral  allotment  act.  and  to  cover  the  ex^ienses  of 
surveys  and  adjustments,  a  diininishment  of  20  cents  per  acre  has  lx*eii 
acceded  lo.     There  is  no  difference  in  the  character  of  the  lands. 

Thus,  compulinj;  the  una.ssi^ned  and  entirely  unappropriated  land. 
K-in;^  the  Oklahoma  country,  containing  1,392,704.70  acres,  at  95  cents 
])er  acre,  and  the  remainder  which  has  been  appropriated  to  the  extent 
alK)ve  staled,  beinj;  i  ,277,050.  \<)  acres,  at  75  cents  per  acre,  the  total  price 
.stijmlated  in  llie  ai^reemeiU  has  been  reached — $2,280,857.10. 

Hut  as  it  was  desirable  that  the  Indian  title  should  Ixj  beyond  all  ques- 
tion extiiiv^aiisbed  to  all  ])arls  of  the  land  ceded  by  the  Creeks  in  1S66. 
with  their  full  consent  and  understanding,  the  aj^reenient  of  cession  has 
been  made  to  eml)iaee  a  complete  surrender  of  all  claim  to  the  westeni 
half  of  their  domain,  ineludiiij^;  the  assigned  as  well  as  the  unassigned 
lands,  for  I  lie  prire  named.  vSo  the  agreement  takes  the  form  in  the  first 
article  of  such  a  cesMoii,  and  in  the  second  article  is  stipulated  the  price 
in  ^ross  of  all  llie  lands  and  interests  ceded,  with  no  detailed  reference  to 
the  manner  of  its  as^^erlainnient. 

The  overtures  which  led  lo  this  a^jreemeiit  were  made  by  representa- 
lives  of  the  Creek  Nation,  who  came  here  for  that  pnqx>se.  They  wen? 
intellii^^eiit  and  evidently  lo>al  to  the  interests  of  their  ]^eople.  The  terms 
of  the  ai^neemeiil  were  fully  discussed  and  concessions  were  made  by  both 
])arlies.  It  was  jM'oinptly  confirmed  by  the  National  Coimcil  of  the  Creek 
Indians,  and  its  com])lele  oon.summation  only  waits  the  approval  < if  the 
Con>^^ress  of  the  Tnited  States. 

1  am  convinced  that  such  ratification  will  l)e  of  decided  l^nefit  to  the 
( loveriniuni.  and  that  the  aj^reement  is  entirely  free  from  any  su.spicion 
of  unfairness  or  injustice  toward  the  Indians. 

I  desire  to  lall  es])ecial  attention  to  the  fact  that  to  lx?conie  eflFective 
the  aj^reement  must  be  ratified  by  the  Conj^re.ss  prior  to  the  ist  day  of 

July.   iSSi;.

Although  the  present  c(Mivention  fully  explains  the  reasons  for  its 
negotiation,  it  may  not  be  impro[)er  here  to  add  that  Article  VII  of  the 
convention  of  July  29,  1S.S2,  stipulated  that  the  said  convention  should 
continue  in  force  until  the  comi)letion  of  the  work,  **  provided  that  such 
time  does  not  exceed  four  years  and  four  months  from  the  date  of  the 
exchange  of  ratifications  hereof." 

Tlie  exchange  of  ratifications  took  place  March  3,  1883,  and  the  period 
within  which  the  convention  was  in  force  ended  July  3.  1S87. 

In  order,  therefore,  to  continue  the  pnjvisions  of  the  said  convention  of 
July  29,  iss2,an  additional  article  concluded  at  Washington  December 
S.  1SS5,  further  extended  the  time  for  the  cimipletion  of  the  work  for 
"eighteen  months  from  the  expiration  of  the  term  fixed  in  Article  VIII 
of  the  said  treaty  of  July  29,  1SS2."  or  until  January  3,  18S9. 

As  there  was  no  further  provision  extending  the  said  treaty  of  July  29, 
1SS2.

This  ])ill  directs  the  Po.stni«ister- General  to  credit  to  the  beneficiar\- 

therein  named,  who  is  the  ixxstniaster  at  Buena  Vista,  in   the  State  of 

Colorado,  the  sum  of  S22^,  lx:ing  i^ost-office  funds  forwarded  by  him  to 

the  de]X)sit  oflice  at  Denver,  but  which  were  lost  in  transmission. 

A  K^"^'r^l  l^i^v  ^vas  i)assed  on  the  9tli  day  of  May,  1888,  authorizing 

the  Postmaster-Cieneral  to  make  allowances  and  credits  to  postmasters 

in  precisely  sucli  cases. 

On  tlie  Sth  day  of  Se]Uem])er.  18SS,  under  the  sanction  of  that  law, 

the  credit  (Hrected  by  this  l)ill  was  made.

This  bill  appro])riates  the  sum  of  S4S  to  the  lx?|ieficiary  therein  named, 
formerly  the  ]>ostmaster  at  (Juincy.  111.,  which  was  paid  by  him  for  the 
use  of  a  telei)hone  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1873. 

There  is  evidently  a  mistake  made  in  the  statement  of  the  period  cov- 
ered by  the  use  of  this  tele])hone,  for  the  official  term  of  the  beneficiary 
extended  from  May  \i\  iSSi.  to  June  iS.  1SS5. 

Assuminj^,  howe\er,  that  it  was  intended  to  describe  the  period  ending 
June  30,  issv  it  a])]K-ars  that  the  use  of  a  telephone  during  that  time  was 
wliolly  unauthori/ed  by  the  Post-Office  Department,  and  that  the  only 
authority  j^Mven  for  any  exi)enditure  for  that  purpase  covered  the  period 
of  one  year  from  llie  ist  day  of  January.  1SS4.

He  is  reported  absent  without  leave  in  April,  1864,  and  further  re- 
corded as  having  deserted  Novenil)er  24.  1864,  He  was  restored  to  duty 
in  May,  1865,  by  tlie  President's  proclamation. 

He  filed  an  application  for  pension  in  Deceniljer,  i as i, alleging  that  he 
contracted  rheumatism  in  May,  1865. 

This  statement  of  the  claimant  and  nearly,  if  not  all,  the  evidence  in 
the  case  which  tends  to  show  the  incurrence  of  the  disability  complained 
of  appear  to  fix  its  appearance  at  a  date  very  near  the  return  of  the 
beneficiary  after  his  desertion. 

In  these  circumstances  the  proof  of  disability,  such  as  it  is,  is  as  con- 
sistent with  its  incurrence  during  desertion  as  it  is  with  the  theory  that 
the  l)cni.-ficiary  suffered  therefrom  as  the  result  of  honorable  military

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  filed  an  application  for  pension  in 
the  Pension  Bureau  April  15,  1875,  basing  his  claim  upon  an  alleged 
wound  of  his  left  leg  from  a  spent  ball  about  October  15,  1861. 

There  is  no  record  of  his  incurring  any  wound  or  injury  during  his  serv- 
ice, and  it  does  not  appear  that  the  company  to  wliich  he  belonged  was 
in  action  nearer  to  the  date  he  specifies  than  September  17,  1861.  and  his 
captain  testifies  that  the  beneficiar>-  was  not  injured  in  the  engagement 
iif  that  day,  which  lasted  only  about  fifteen  minutes. 

The  profif  taken  in  the  case  establishes  that  before  enlistment  the 
l>cnefieiary  had  a  sore  on  his  leg  which  was  quite  troublesome,  which 
suppurated,  and  after  healing  would  break  out  again. 

In  the  medical  examinations  made  during  the  pendency  of  the  claim 
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iIk*  diseased  le^  was  always  found,  hut  no  mention  is  made  of  any  other 
injury  and  no  other  injury  seems  to  have  lx*en  discoverable. 

I  can  not  avoid  the  conviction  \\\yM\  the  facts  presented  that  \vhate\-er 
disiihility  has  existed  since  the  discharge  of  the  l^neficiary  arose  from 
causes  which  were  ])resent  l)efore  enlistment,  and  that  the  sauie  is  not 
chargeable  to  his  military  service.  GROVKR  CLEVELAND.

This  ]x.*neficiary  entered  the  volunteer  ser\*ice  nearly  at  the  close  of  the 
War  of  the  ReK-llion  and  served  from  the  8th  day  of  March,  1865,  to  July 
24,  in  the  same  >ear,  a  period  of  four  months  and  sixteen  days. 

He  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  1884,  alleging  that  he  mcurred  camp 
itch  in  July.  1865,  wliich  resulted  in  partial  blindness. 

r])on  the  pr(K)f  ])resente(l,  and  after  examination,  the  claim  was  re- 
jected upon  the  ground  that  it  did  not  appear  that  the  impairment  of  his 
vision  was  the  result  of  any  incident  of  his  army  ser\'ice. 

I  am  entirely  satisfied  that  this  was  a  correct  disposition  of  the  case, 
and  tliat  U])on  the  same  ground  the  bill  herewith  returned  should  not  be 
approved.

I  relurn  without  ai>])roval  vSenate  bill  No.  3646,  entitled  **  An  act  for 
the  relief  of  William  R.  Wheaton  and  Charles  H.  Chamberlain,  of  Cali- 
ornia. 

These  i)arties  were,  respectively,  ft>r  a  numl)er  of  years  prior  to  1879, 
tliL-  register  and  receiver  of  the  land  t)flrice  at  San  Francisco,  in  the  State 
of  California. 

Prior  to  July.  1877,  tliey  had  collected  and  retained,  api>arentl 3' without 
(piestion,  certain  fees  allowed  by  law  for  reducing  to  writing  the  testimony 
lieard  by  them  in  establishing  the  rights  of  claimants  to  public  lands. 

On  the  9tli  day  of  July,  1877,  these  ofiicials  were  notified  by  the  Acting 
Commissioner  of  the  (leiieral  Land  Office  that  monthly  thereafter,  and 
dating  from  July  i,  1S77.  such  fees  should  be  reported  with  other  fees  to 
the  (fciieral  Land  Ofllce. 

This  nolificalioii  furnished  clear  information  that,  whatever  may  have 
])een  the  justification  for  their  retention  of  these  fees  in  the  jxist.  the  par- 
ties notified  must  thereafter  account  to  the  (^lovernment  for  the  same. 

On  the  sth  day  of  I'ebruary,  1871;.  the  ])eneficiaries  were  peremptorily 
required  by  the  Connnissioner  of  the  C'cneral  I^aud  Office  to  deposit  in 
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the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  the  sums  which  they  had  received  for 
the  services  mentioned  since  July  1,  1877,  and  which,  though  re^Kirted, 
had  not  been  paid  over.  Soon  thereafter,  and  pursuant  to  this  demand, 
the  sum  of  $5,330.76,  being  the  aggregate  of  such  fees  for  the  nineteen 
months  between  July  i,  1877,  and  February  i,  1S79,  was  paid  over  to  the 
Government, 

On  the  19th  day  of  February,  1879,  the.se  officers  were  authorized  to 
employ  two  clerks,  each  upon  a  salary  of  Jioo  per  mouth. 

The  purpose  of  the  bill  now  under  consideration  is  to  restore  to  the 
beneficiaries  from  the  money  paid  over  to  the  Govenunent,  as  above 
stated,  the  sum  of  $3,800.  This  is  proposed  upon  the  theory  that  clerks 
were  employed  by  the  register  and  receiver  to  do  the  work  for  which  the 
fees  were  received,  and  that  the.se  officials  having  paid  them  for  their 
services  they  should  be  reimbursed  from  the  fund. 

It  will  be  obsen,-ed  that  whatever  sernces  were  performed  by  clerks 
in  the  way  of  writing  down  testimony,  and  paid  for  by  the  beueficiaries. 
were  performed  and  paid  for  after  July,  1877,  and  after  they  had  in  effect 
received  notice  that  such  employment  and  payment  would  not  be  approved 
by  the  Government. 

Upon  this  statement  the  claim  covered  by  the  bill  can  hardly  be  urged 
on  legal  grounds,  whatever  the  Government  may  have  allowed  prior  to 
such  notice. 

I  am  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  the  relations,  the  duties,  and  the 
obligations  of  suljordinates  in  public  employment  should  be  clearly  de- 
fiuwl  and  .strictly  limited.  They  shouhl  not  be  permitted  to  judge  of 
the  propriety  or  necessity  of  incurring  expenses  on  behalf  of  the  Gov- 
ernment without  authority,  much  less  in  disregard  of  orders.  And  yet 
there  are  cases  when  in  an  emergency  money  is  paid  for  the  benefit  of 
the  public  service  by  an  official  which,  though  not  strictly  authorized, 
ought  in  tfiuity  to  be  reimbursed. 

If  tJicre  is  any  equity  exi.sting  in  favor  of  the  beneficiaries  named  in 
the  liill  liLTcwith  returned,  it  is  found  in  the  fact  that  during  the  nine- 
teen niniiths  from  the  ist  day  of  July,  1877,  to  the  ist  day  of  Febniarj', 
iiS79,  they  i>aid  out  certain  moneys  for  which  the  Government,  in  the 
receipt  of  the  fees  which  they  paid  over,  received  the  Ijeiiefit.  Mani- 
festly such  ecjuily  in  this  case,  if  it  can  lie  claimed  at  all  in  view  of  the 
facts  recited,  is  measured  by  the  sum  actually  paid  by  the.se  officials  to 
the  i)ersons,  if  svicli  there  were,  who  did  the  work  from  which  the  fees 
aro.se  which  were  i>aid  over  to  the  Govenmient. 

Ill  other  words,  if  certain  clerks  were  paid  by  the  beneficiaries  from 
their  ]irivate  funds  for  doing  this  work,  there  should  be  a  distinct  state- 
ment of  the  Sinn  so  paid,  and  tlieir  claim  should  rest  upon  indemnity  and 
reimbursement  alone.  Ihit  no  such  statement  appears,  so  far  as  I  can 
see  from  an  examination  of  papers  presented  to  me  by  the  Interior  De- 
partment and  from  the  report  of  the  Senate  committee  who  r 
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this  bill,  except  as  it  may  be  gathered  from  the  rather  indirect  allega- 
tions contained  in  a  paper  prepared  by  counsel. 

No  vouchers  have  ever  lx?en  received  at  the  General  Land  Office  for 
money  paid  for  clerical  services  rendered  during  the  period  for  which 
reimbursement  is  sought.  The  verified  statement  of  the  claimants  an- 
nexed to  the  connnittee's  report  contains  only  the  allegation  that  they 
paid  for  the  necessary  clerical  scrs'ices,  and  the  affidavits  of  the  clerks 
themselves  furnish  no  clew  to  the  amount  they  received.  Such  an  omis- 
sion, in  my  opinion,  discredits  the  claim  made,  and  the  allowance  of  the 
sum  of  $ioo  per  month  for  two  clerks  during  the  period  of  nineteen 
months  covered  by  this  claim,  l)ecause  that  was  the  vSum  authorized  to 
be  paid  thereafter  for  clerks'  services,  is,  it  seems  to  me,  adopting  a 
standard  entirely  inapplicable  to  the  subject. 

In  any  event  these  beneficiaries  should  be  required  to  establish  the 
simi  necessary  for  such  indenmification,  and  the  amount  appropriated 
for  their  relief  should  be  limited  to  that  sum.

It  is  proposed  by  this  bill  to  jxMision  the  beneficiary'  therein  nanie<l  as 
the  widow  of  Newton  E.  Drake,  who  served  as  a  soldier  from  August  i, 
1863,  to  January  18,  1865. 

The  records  do  not  show  that  he  suffered  from  an}-  disability  during 
his  term  of  service. 

He  filed  an  application  for  jiension  Septeml)er  23,  1879,  claiming  that 
he  contracted  rheumatism  about  Octolxir,  1864. 

He  died  June  7,  1881,  and  there  does  not  api)ear  to  have  been  any  evi- 
dence produced  as  to  the  cause  of  his  death  or  establisliing,  except  by 
the  allegations  of  his  own  application,  that  he  contracted  any  disease  or 
disability  in  the  .service.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  979 1 ,  entitled  **An  act  for  the 
relief  of  Charles  W.  Geddes." 

This  bill  directs  the  vSecretary  of  the  Interior  to  include  the  name 
of  the  beneficiary  mentioned,  late  assistant  engineer  in  the  United  States 
Navy,  among  those  who  served  in  the  Mexican  War,  and  i.s.sue  to  him  a 
land  warrant  for  his  ser\-ices  as  assistant  engineer  on  the  United  States 
steamer  Gcjicral  Taylor  during  said  war. 
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On  an  application  made  by  this  beiieficiarj-  for  bounty  land  under  gen- 
era! laws  the  Secretir>'  of  the  Navy  reported  that  the  vessel  to  which  he 
was  attached  was  uol  considered  as  having  been  engaged  in  the  war  with 
Mexico,  and  thereupon  his  application  was  rejected.  Upon  apjieal  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  he  states  the  settled  doctrine  of  such  cases  to  be 
that  "service  must  have  been  in,  not  simply  during,  a  war  to  give  title  to 
bounty  land." 

The  only  claim  inade  by  the  beneficiary  is  that  the  vessel  upon  which 
he  was  employed  was  engaged  for  a  time  iu  transporting  seamen  from 
New  Orleans,  where  they  were  enlisted,  to  Pensacola.  and  that  he  was 
informed  and  believed  that  they  were  enlisted  to  serve  on  board  vessels 
composing  the  Gulf  Squadron,  then  cooperating  with  the  laud  forces  in 
the  Mexican  War, 

It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  establishing  a  bad  precedent,  tending  to  the 
breaking  down  of  all  distinctions  l>etiveen  civil  and  military  employment 
and  service,  to  hold  that  a  man  engaged  on  a  vessel  transporting  recruits 
to  a  rendezvous  from  which  they  may  be  sent  to  the  scene  of  hostilities 
should  be  allowed  the  same  advantages  which  are  bestowed  iipon  those 
actually  engaged  in  or  more  directly  related  to  the  dangers  and  chances 
of  military  operaUoM.  GROVER  CLEVKLAND.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  9252,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Mrs.  Catherine  Bar!.)erick.  of  Watertown." 

The  l)eiieficiary  named  in  this  hill  is  the  mother  of  William  Barberick, 
who  enlisted  February  ly,  1862,  and  died  of  smallpox  August  2,  1864,  at 
his  home  while  on  veteran  furlough. 

It  is  not  claimed  that  the  soldier  contracted  the  fatal  disease  while 
in  the  Army.  On  the  contrar>',  the  testimony  taken  upon  his  mother's 
application  for  pension  to  the  Pension  Bureau  shows  that  he  was  taken 
sick  after  his  arri\-al  at  his  home  on  furlough,  and  that  several  of  his 
family  had  died  of  the  contagious  disease  to  which  he  fell  a  victim  before 
he  was  taken  sick  with  it. 

In  these  circumstances,  unless  there  is  to  be  a  complete  departure  from 
tliL- principle  that  ]iensions  ;ire  to  l>e  granted  for  death  or  disability  in  some 
way  rt-hited  to  the  niililary  service,  this  bill  should  not  lK;come  a  law.

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The  lx?ncficiary  uainecl  in  this  bill  is  the  widow  of  Jacob  Karstetter, 
who  enlisted  in  June,  1864,  and  was  discharged  in  June,  1865,  on  account 
of  a  wound  in  his  left  hand  received  in  action.  He  died  in  Aujj^ust,  1874, 
of  gastritis,  or  inflammation  of  the  stomach,  and  congestion  of  the  liver. 
He  was  granted  a  jx^nsion  for  his  gunshot  wound  and  was  in  receipt  of 
such  pension  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

I  was  constrained  to  return  without  approval  a  bill  identical  with  the 
one  herewith  returned,  and  which  was  passed  by  the  last  Congress,  and 
stated  my  objections  to  the  same  in  a  comminiication  addressed  to  the 
House  of  Representatives,  dated  July  6,  1886.* 

It  seemed  to  me  at  that  time  that  the  soldier's  death  could  not  ht  held 
to  be  the  result  of  his  wound  or  any  other  cause  chargeable  to  his  mili- 
tary service. 

Upon  reexamination  I  am  still  of  the  same  opinion,  which  leads  nie  to 
again  return  the  bill  under  consideration  without  approval.

This  bill  proposes  to  pension  the  l)eneficiary  therein  nanieil  as  the 
dependent  mother  of  Patrick  Carroll,  who  was  enrolled  as  a  sergeant  in 
the  Regular  Army  in  188  r,  this  being,  as  it  is  stated,  his  second  term  of 
enlistment. 

In  Septeml)er,  1886,  being  absent  from  his  command  at  Fort  War- 
ren, Mass.,  he  was  drowned  while  sailing  in  a  small  lx)at  with  two  com- 
panions. 

The  beneficiary  is  aged  and  in  need  of  assistance,  but  there  is  no 
pretense  that  the  soldier's  death  was  in  the  least  degree  related  to  his 
militfiry  service. 

I  am  sure  no  one  could  fail  to  be  gratified  by  an  opportunity  to  join  in 
according  aid  to  this  dependent  old  mother  of  a  faithful  soldier,  but  I 
can  not  l)elieve  that  such  a  departure  as  is  proposed  should  l>e  made 
from  the  just  principles  upon  which  pension  legislation   ought  to  l)e

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The  beneficiary  named  in  this  hill  filed  an  applicatinn  for  pension  in 
June,  1873,  alleging  as  his  disahility  a  fracture  of  his  right  arm. 

In  a  subsequent  affidavit  filed  in  1883  he  alleged  deafness,  which  ap- 
pears to  be  the  disability  upon  which  the  special  act  proposed  for  his 
relief  is  based. 

The  records  establish  that  he  enlisted  July  27,  1861,  that  he  deserted 
April  25, 1862,  and  returned  February  so,  1863,  after  an  absence  of  about 
ten  months,  and  that  he  deserted  again  April  30, 1864,  and  returned  prior 
to  August  31,  1864,  I  am  informed  that  his  record  shows  two  enlist- 
ments and  desertion  during  each.  He  was  discharged  December  31, 
1864. 

An  application  to  remove  llic  charge  of  desertion  against  him  was 
denied. 

Without  especially  discussing  the  question  of  disability  chargeable  to 
military  service,  it  seems  to  me  that  a  .soldier  with  such  a  record  should 
not  be  pensioned.  GROVER  CI,EVEI,AND.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  3264,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Mrs.  Ellen  Hand." 

The  husband  of  the  beneficiarj'  named  in  this  bill  enlisted  August  33, 
1862,  and  was  mustered  out  with  his  company  July  10,  1865. 

He  tiled  a  claim  for  pension  in  1881,  sixteen  years  after  his  discharge, 
alleging  lliat  he  contracted  rheumatism  about  December,  1862. 

He  died  in  Febrnar>',  1 883,  the  cause  of  death  being,  as  then  certified, 
typhoid  fever. 

His  claim  for  pension  on  account  of  rheumatism  seems  to  have  been 
fa\-orably  determined  after  his  death,  for  it  was  made  payable  to  his 
xvidow  and  was  alloweij  front  the  time  of  filing  his  petition  to  February 
25,  1SS3,  the  day  of  his  death. 

The  facts  of  the  case  as  now  presented  appear  to  me  to  lead  in  the 
niDst  satisfactory  manner  to  the  conclusion  that  the  soldier's  death  was 
in  no  way  related  to  any  incident  of  his  military  service.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  9163,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Eli  Garrett." 

This  beneficiary  enlisted  in  the  Confederate  Army  December  i,  1862. 
He  was  ca]>tured  by  the  United  States  forces  on  the  26th  of  November, 
1S63,  and  enlisted  in  the  Union  Navy  January  22,  1864. 
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He  was  discharged  from  the  Navy  for  disability  September  8,  1864, 
upon  the  certificate  of  a  naval  surj^^eon,  which  states  that  lie  had  valvu- 
lar cardiac  disease  ( disease  of  the  heart ),  and  that  there  was  110  evidence 
that  it  originated  in  the  line  of  duty. 

His  claim  for  pension  was  rejected  in  1882  uix)n  the  ground  that  the 
act  which  permits  pensions  to  Confederate  soldiers  who  joined  the  Union 
Army  did  not  extend  to  such  soldiers  who  enlisted  in  the  Navy. 

I  can  see  no  reason  why  such  a  distinction  should  exist,  and  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Connnissioner  of  Pensions,  made  in  1887,  that  this 
discrimination  be  removed  should  be  adopted  by  the  enactment  of  a  law 
for  that  purix)se. 

In  this  case,  however,  I  am  unable  to  discover  any  evidence  that  the 
trouble  with  which  this  beneficiary  appears  to  l)e  afflicted  is  related  to 
his  naval  service  which  should  overcome  the  plain  statement  of  the  sur- 
geon upon  whose  certificate  he  was  discharged  to  the  effect  that  there 
was  no  evidence  that  his  disability  originated  hi  the  line  of  naval  duty.

\  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  1 1052,  entitled  **Aii  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Clara  M.  Owen." 

The  husband  of  this  iKMieficiary  was  pensioned  for  a  gunshot  wound 
in  the  left  chest  and  lung,  received  in  action  on  the  30th  day  of  Septeni- 
l>er,  1864. 

He  was  drowned  August  31,  1884. 

It  appears  that  he  was  found  in  a  stream  where  he  frequently  Ixithed, 
in  a  depth  of  water  variously  given  from  5  to  8  feet.  He  had  inidressed 
and  apparently  gone  into  the  water  as  u.sual. 

Medical  opinions  are  ])roduced  tending  to  sliow  that  drowning  was  not 
the  cause  of  death. 

No  post  mortem  examination  was  had,  and  it  seems  to  me  it  must  be 
conceded  that  a  conclusion  that  death  was  in  any  degree  the  result  of 
wounds  received  in  military  service  rests  \\\^\\  the  mast  unsatisfactory 
conjecture.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5752,  entitled  **An  act  for  the 
relief  of  Julia  Triggs." 

This  beneficiary  file<l  an  application  for  pension  in  1882,  claiming  that 
her  son,  William  Triggs,  died  in  1875  from  the  effects  of  poison  taken 
during  his  military  ser\^ice  in  water  which  had  been  poisoned  by  the 
rel)els  and  in  food  eaten  in  rebel  houses,  which  had  also  been  poisoned. 
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He  was  discharged  from  tlie  Anuy  with  his  company  July  24,  1865, 
after  a  service  of  more  than  four  years. 

The  cause  of  his  death  is  rejxirti-'d  to  have  been  an  abscess  t)f  the  huig. 

The  case  was  specially  exainiued,  and  the  evidence  elicited  to  support 
the  claim  of  poisoning  ;ippears  to  ha\'e  been  anytliing  but  satisfactory. 

The  mother  herself  testified  that  her  son  was  absent  from  Chicago, 
where  she  lived,  and  in  the  South  from  1868  to  1S69,  and  that  he  was  in 
Indiana  from  1869  to  1.S74. 

The  claim  was  rejected  on  the  12th  day  of  Febniary,  1887,  on  the 
ground  that  evidence  could  not  be  obtained  upon  special  examination 
showing  that  the  soldier's  death  was  due  to  any  disability  contracted  in 
the  military  service. 

While  I  am  unable  to  see  how  any  other  conclusion  could  have  lieen 
reached  upon  the  facts  m  this  case,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  a  favor- 
able determination  upon  its  merits  would  be  of  no  avail,  since,  on  the  1 7th 
day  of  April,  1888,  a  letter  was  filed  in  the  Pension  Office  from  a  citi /.en  of 
Chicago  in  which  it  is  stated  that  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  died 
on  the  27th  day  of  Febrnarj',  1 888,  and  an  application  is  therein  made  on 
l>ehalf  of  her  daughter  for.  reimbursement  of  money  expended  for  her 
mother  in  her  last  illness  and  for  her  burial.

I  return  without  approval  St;iiEUL-bill  No.  2514,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
injj  n  pension  to  Michael  Shoug. " 

It  a])]x.-ar>-  that  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill,  imder  the  name  of 
John  M.  Johns,  enlisted  in  Company  I,  Fourteenth  New  York  Volunteers, 
on  the  i7tli  (lay  of  May,  iisfu,  and  was  discharged  May  24,  1863. 

In  Xovenilx.-r,  1876,  more  than  thirteen  years  after  his  discharge,  under 
tiic  same  name  of  John  M.  Johns,  he  filed  an  application  for  pension, 
alleging  a  fever  sore  on  his  right  leg  contracted  July  i,  18A2,  which 
resulted  in  the  loss  of  the  leg. 

His  claim  was  rejected  in  November,  1882,  after  a  thorough  special 
examination,  on  the  ground  that  the  disease  of  the  leg  resulting  in  am- 
putation was  eontraoted  after  the  .soldier's  di.scharge  from  the  sen-ice. 

The  leg  was  amputated  in  February,  1865. 

While  there  is  .some  evidence  tending  to  show  lameness  in  the  service 
and  following  discharge,  and  while  one  witness  swears  to  lameness  and 
fever  sores  in  the  ser\-ice,  evidence  was  also  produced  showing  that  the 
soldier  returned  home  from  the  Army  in  good  physical  condition  and 
that  the  disease  of  his  leg  first  manifested  itself  in  the  latter  part  of  1864. 

It  will  Ije  obser\'ed  that  he  ser\'ed  in  the  Army  nearly  a  year  after 
it  is  alleged  he  contracted  his  disability,  and  that  though  his  leg  was 
amputate<l  in  February,  1865,  he  did  not  apply  for  a  [jension  unlit 
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Moreover,  the  surgeon  who  amputated  his  leg  testified  that  the  soldier 
and  his  parents  stated  that  he  came  out  of  the  Army  without  a  scratch ;  that 
on  New  Year's  night  in  1S65  he  Ixicame  very  warm  at  a  dance;  that  he 
went  outdoors  and  w-as  taken  with  a  chill  and  pain  in  his  side,  which  sub- 
sequently settled  in  the  leg  and  caused  a  gangrenous  condition,  and  that 
upon  amputating  the  leg  the  artery  lielow  the  knee  was  found  plugged 
by  a  l)lood  clot,  which  caused  the  diseased  condition  of  the  leg  and  foot. 

This  testimony  and  the  other  facts  established  and  the  presumptions 
arising  therefrom  clearly  indicate,  in  my  opinion,  that  the  claim  made  for 
a  pension  by  this  l^eneficiary  is  without  merit.

I  return  without  approval  vSenatc  bill  No.  3451,  entitled  *'An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Frank  D.  Worcester. ' ' 

The  Ixiiieficiary  named  in  this  bill  served  in  the  Volunteer  Armj'  from 
February  4,  1863,  to  January  27,  1864,  a  period  of  less  than  one  year, 
when  he  was  discharged  upon  the  certificate  of  a  surgeon,  alleging  as  his 
disability  "manifest  mental  imlx^cility  and  incontinence  of  urine.  Dis- 
ease originated  previous  to  enlistment." 

In  1880,  sixteen  years  after  his  discharge,  a  claim  for  pension  was  filed 
in  his  behalf  by  his  father  as  his  guardian,  in  which  it  was  alleged  tliat 
his  mind,  naturally  not  strong,  became  diseased  in  the  Army  by  reason 
of  excitement  and  exposure. 

He  was  adjudged  insane  in  1872  and  sent  to  an  insane  hospital,  where 
he  remained  alx)Ut  six  years,  when  he  was  discharged  as  a  harmless  incur- 
able.    His  mental  condition  has  remained  alx)Ut  the  same  since  that  time. 

Upon  the  declared  inability  to  furnish  testimony  to  rebut  the  record  of 
mental  disease  ])rior  to  enlistment,  the  claim  for  pension  was  rejected  iu 
1883. 

In  1887  the  case  was  reopened  and  a  thorough  examination  was  made 
as  to  soundness  prior  to  enlistment  and  the  origin  and  continuance  of 
mental  unsoundness. 

\5\}o\\  this  examination  evidence  was  taken  showing"  that  he  was  defi- 
cient intellectually  w^hen  he  joined  the  Army;  that  he  was  stationed 
where  he  was  not  much  exposed,  and  that  his  duties  were  comparatively 
light,  that  he  never  was  considered  a  lx)y  of  solid  inteUigence,  and  that 
he  had  epileptiform  seizures  prior  to  enlistment. 

On  the  other  hand,  no  disinterested  and  unbiased  evidence  was  secured 
tending  to  rebut  these  conditions. 

The  claim  was  thereujwn  again  rejected.  This  was  a  proper  disposi- 
tion of  the  case  unless  the  Government  is  held  liable  for  every  disability 
which  may  afflict  those  w^ho  ser\'ed  in  the  Union  Army.

A  bill  in  precisely  the  same  words  as  the  bill  herewith  returned  was 
approved  on  the  8th  day  of  July.  1886,  and  under  its  provisions  the  bene- 
ficiary is  now  upon  the  pension  rolls. 

It  is  supposed  that  the  bill  now  under  consideration  was  passed  by  the 
Congress  in  ignorance  nf  the  previous  statute.  A  duplication  of  the  act 
would  manifestly  be  entirely  useless,

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  1368,  entitled  "An 
act  to  quiet  title  of  settlers  on  the  Des  Moines  River  lands,  in  the  State 
of  Iowa,  and  for  other  inirposes." 

This  bill  is  to  all  intwits  and  purposes  identical  with  Senate  bill  No. 
150,  passed  in  the  first  session  of  the  Fortj'-niuth  Congress,  which  failed 
to  receive  Executive  approval.  My  objections  to  that  bill  are  set  forth 
in  a  message  transmitted  to  the  Senate  on  the  i  ith  day  of  March,  1886.* 
They  are  all  applicable  to  the  bill  herewith  returned,  and  a  careful  reex- 
amination of  the  matters  embraced  in  this  proposed  legislation  has  fur- 
ther satisfied  me  of  their  validity  and  strength. 

The  trouble  proix>sed  to  be  cured  by  this  bill  grew  out  of  the  indefi- 
niteiiess  and  consequent  contradictory  construction  by  the  ofiGeers  of  the 
Government  of  a  grant  of  land  made  in  1846  by  Congress  to  the  State 
of  Iowa  ( then  a  Territorj-)  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  improvement 
of  the  Des  Moines  River.  This  grant  was  accepted  on  the  gth  day  of 
Jannary,  1847,  by  the  State  of  Iowa,  as  required  by  the  act  of  Congress, 
and  soon  thereafter  the  question  arase  whether  the  lands  granted  were 
limited  to  thase  which  adjoined  the  river  in  its  course  northwesterly 
from  the  southerly  line  of  the  State  to  a  point  called  the  Raccoon  Fork, 
or  whether  such  grant  covered  lands  so  adjoining  the  river  through  its 
entire  coiirsc  through  the  Territory,  and  both  below  and  above  the  Rac- 
ciK)n  I'ork. 

Tin.'  Acting  Conunissioner  of  the  General  Land  OflSce,  on  the  i  7th  day 
of  OetolxT.  1S46.  instructed  the  officers  of  the  land  office  in  Iowa  that  the 
grant  extended  only  to  the  Raccoon  Fork. 

On  the  23d  day  of  February,  1848,  the  Commissioner  of  the  General 
Land  Office  held  that  the  grant  extended  along  the  entire  course  of  the 

Notwithstanding  this  opinion,  the  President,  in  June,  1848,  proclaimed 
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the  lands  U]K>n  the  river  al)ove  the  Raccoon  Fork  to  be  open  for  sale 
and  Settlement  under  the  land  laws,  and  alx)Ut  25,000  acres  were  s»ld 
to  and  ])reenipted  by  settlers  under  said  i)roclamation. 

In  1S49.  and  before  the  orjj^anizaticMi  of  the  De]>artnieiit  of  the  Inte- 
rior, the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  decided,  upon  a  protest  against  open- 
ing said  lands  for  sale  and  settlement,  that  the  grant  extended  along  the 
entire  course  of  the  river. 

Pursuant  to  this  decision,  and  on  the  ist  day  of  June,  1849,  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  General  I^and  Office  directed  the  reser\'ation  or  the  with- 
holding from  sale  of  all  lands  on  the  odd-numl)ered  sections  along  the 
Des  Moines  River  above  the  Raccoon  Fork. 

This  reservation  from  entry  and  sale  under  the  general  land  laws  seems 
to  have  continued  until  a  deed  of  the  lands  so  reser\'ed  was  made  by  the 
vState  of  Towa  and  until  the  said  deed  was  supplemented  and  confimied 
by  the  action  of  the  Congress  in  1861  and  1862. 

In  April,  1S50.  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  that  Department  having 
then  iK^en  created,  determined  that  the  grant  extended  no  farther  than 
the  Raccoon  Fork;  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Congress  was  in  session 
and  might  take  steps  in  the  matter,  the  Commissioner  of  tHe  General 
lyand  Office  expressly  continued  the  reservation. 

In  Octo])er,  1851,  another  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  while  expressing 
the  o])inion  that  the  grant  only  extended  to  the  Raccoon  Fork,  declared 
that  he  would  approve  the  selections  made  by  the  State  of  Iowa  of  lands 
alxn-e  that  point,  "leaving  the  (piestion  as  to  the  construction  of  the  stat- 
ute entirely  o])en  to  the  action  of  the  judiciary.'* 

In  this  condition  of  aff^airs  selections  were  made  by  Iowa  of  a  large 
([uantity  of  land  lying  above  the  Raccoon  Fork,  which  selections  were 
a])prove(l  and  the  land  certified  to  the  State.  In  the  meantime  the  State 
had  entered  ujmmi  the  improvement  of  the  river  and  it  appears  had  dis- 
])osed  of  some  of  the  land  in  furtherance  of  said  improvement.  But  in 
1S54  the  vState  of  Iowa  made  a  contract  with  the  Des  Moines  Naviga- 
tion and  Railroad  Company  for  the  continuance  of  said  work  at  a  cost  of 
$i,3(X),o()(^,  the  State  agreeing  in  ])ayment  thereof  to  convey  to  the  com- 
])aiiy  all  the  land  which  had  been  (jr  should  thereafter  l)e  certified  to  the 
vState  of  Iowa  under  the  grant  of  1846. 

In  Xovemb'jr,  1856,  further  certification  of  lands  al)Ove  tile  Raccoon 

lM>rk  under  the  grant  to  the  State  of  Iowa  was  refused  by  the  Interior 

Department.     This  led  to  a  disi)Ute  and  settlement  between  the  State  of 

Iowa  and  the  Des  Moines  Navigation  and  Railroad  Company,  by  which 

the  State  conveyed  by  deed  to  said  amipany — 

All  lands  granted  l>y  an  art  of  Congress  iipprove<l  Aitgust  8,  1846,  to  the  then  Ter- 
ritory of  Iowa  to  aid  in  llu*  improvement  of  the  Des  Moines  River  which  have  been 
aj)])roved  and  oerlified  to  tlie  State  of  Iowa  by  the  General  Go\'emment,  saving  and 
exeej)ting  all  laiuls  sold  and  conveyed,  or  agreed  to  be  sold  and  conveyed,  by  the 
Stale,  by  its  otUcers  and  agents,  prior  to  the  23d  day  of  Decemberi  1853,  under  saiif 
Krant. 
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This  exception  was  declared  in  the  deed  to  cover  the  lands  aJjo\-e  Ihe 
Raccoon  Fork  disposed  of  to  settlers  by  the  Government  in  1848  under 
the  proclamation  of  the  President  opening  said  lands  to  sale  and  settle- 
ment, which  has  been  referred  to;  and  it  is  conceded  that  neither  these 
lands  nor  the  rights  t.f  any  settlers  thereto  are  affected  by  the  terms  of 
the  bill  now  under  consideration. 

The  amount  of  lanfl  embraced  in  this  deed  located  alx>ve  the  Raccoon 
Fork  appears  to  be  mr^re  than  271,000  acres. 

It  is  allege<l  that  the  company  in  winding  up  its  affair.s  distributed 
this  land  among  the  parties  interested,  and  that  said  land,  or  a  large  part 
of  it,  has  been  sold  to  numerous  parties  now  claiming  the  same  under 
titles  derived  from  said  company. 

In  December,  1859,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  decided 
that  the  grant  to  the  Territory  of  Iowa  under  tlie  law  of  1846  conveyed 
no  land  above  the  Racnxm  Fork,  and  that  all  selections  and  certifications 
of  lands  above  that  point  were  iniaiitliorized  and  void,  and  passed  no  title 
or  interest  in  said  laiid.s  to  the  State  of  Iowa,  In  other  words,  it  was 
detennined  that  these  lands  were,  in  the  language  of  the  bill  under  con- 
sideration, "improperly  certified  to  Io\va  by  the  Department  of  the  Inte- 
rior under  the  act  of  August  8,  1846." 

This  adjudication  wmdd  seem  to  conclusively  determine  lliat  the  title 
to  these  lands  was,  as  the  law  then  stood,  and  notwithstanding  all  that 
had  taken  place,  still  in  the  United  States.  And  for  the  purpose  of  grant- 
ing all  claim  or  right  of  the  Government  to  said  lands  for  the  Iwnefit  o£ 
the  grantees  of  the  Statt- (if  Iowa,  Congress,  on  the  3d  day  of  March,  186 i, 
l>as.sed  a  joint  resolution  providing  that  all  the  title  still  retained  by  the 
United  States  in  the  lands  above  the  Raccoon  Fork,  in  the  State  of  Iowa, 
' '  which  1ia\e  lieen  certified  to  said  State  improperly  by  the  Department 
of  the  Interior  as  part  of  tlie  grant  by  act  of  Congress  approved  August  8, 
1  S4fi.  and  which  is  no\v  held  by  bona  fide  purchasers  under  the  State  of 
Iowa. 1)0,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  relinquished  to  the  State  of  Iowa." 

.Afterwards,  and  on  the  12th  day  of  July.  1862.  an  act  of  Congress  was 
passed  extending  the  grant  of  1846  so  as  to  include  lands  lying  above  the 
Racc<K)n  Fork. 

The  joint  resolution  and  act  of  Congress  here  mentioned  have  been 
repeatedly  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  to  supply  a 
title  to  the  lands  mentioned  in  the  deed  from  the  State  of  Iowa  to  the 
Navigation  and  Railroad  Company,  which  iimred  to  the  benefit  of  said 
conijiany  or  its  grantees. 

No  less  than  ten  cases  have  been  decided  in  that  court  more  or  less 
directly  estal>lishing  this  proposition,  as  well  as  the  further  proposition 
that  no  title  to  thi-se  lands  could  prior  to  said  Congre-ssional  action  he 
gained  hy  settlers,  for  the  reason  that  it  had  been  withdrawn  and  reser\'etl 
fn;ni  entry  and  sale  undi.'r  the  general  land  laws.  It  seems  to  lie  [le^s*^^ 
ivell  settled  also,  if  an  adjudication  was  necessary  upon  that  queatVo'^^-"^*^'^ 
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all  inlcrest  of  the  United  vStates  in  these  lands  was  entirely  and  completely 
granted  hy  the  resolution  of  1S61  and  the  act  of  1862. 

The  act  of  1S62  i)r(^vides  for  the  settinj^  apart  of  other  lands  in  lieu  of 
such  as  were  covered  by  the  act,  but  had  l)een  Ijefore  its  passage  sold  and 
disposed  of  by  the  United  vStates,  excepting;  such  as  had  been  released  to 
the  State  of  Iowa  under  the  joint  resolution  of  186 1. 

It  is  claimed.  I  lx.*lieve,  that  in  a  settlement  of  land  grants  thereafter 
had  l)etween  the  I'nited  States  and  the  State  of  Iowa  lands  were  allowed 
to  the  vState  in  lieu  or  indenniity  for  some  of  the  lands  which  it  had  con- 
veyed to  the  Des  Moines  Navigation  and  Railroad  Company.  But  if  the 
title  of  the  company  is  valid  to  lands  along  the  river  and  above  the  Rac- 
coon l*ork,  under  the  deed  from  Iowa  and  the  joint  resolution  and  act 
of  Congress,  it  can  not  be  in  the  least  affected  by  the  fact  that  the  State 
afterwards,  justly  or  unjustly,  received  other  lands  as  indemnity. 

The  bill  under  consideration  provides  that  all  the  lands  "improperly 
certified  to  Iowa"  under  the  grant  of  1S46,  as  referred  to  in  the  joint  reso- 
lution of  iS6i,and  for  which  indenniity  lands  were  selected  and  received 
by  the  vState,  as  j)rovided  in  the  act  of  1862,  * '  are,  and  are  hereby,  declared 
to  be  ])ublic  lands  of  the  United  States." 

The  claims  of  i)ersons  and  their  heirs  who,  with  intent  in  good  faith 
to  obtain  title  under  the  i)reemption  and  homestead  laws  of  the  United 
vStates,  have  entered  and  remained  ujyon  any  tract  of  said  land  prior  to 
1.SS0  arL-  confirmed  and  made  valid  to  them  and  their  heirs,  not  exceed- 
ing 160  acres:  and  upon  due  proof  and  i)ayment  of  the  usual  price  or  fees 
it  is  directed  that  such  claims  shall  be  carried  to  patent. 

It  is  further  provided  that  the  claims  of  settlers  and  claimants  which 
do  not  come  in  conflict  with  the  claims  of  the  parties  alx>ve  mentioned 
are  confirmed  and  made  valid.  By  the  second  section  of  the  bill  it  is 
made  the  duty  of  the  Attorney-(jeneral,ass(K.m  as  practical jle,  and  within 
three  years  after  the  ])assage  of  the  act,  to  institute  legal  proceedings 
to  assert  and  j)rotect  the  title  of  the  United  States  to  said  lands  and  to 
remove  all  clouds  from  its  title  thereto. 

( )ne  result  of  this  legislation,  if  consunnnated  and  if  effectual,  would  be 
to  restore  to  the  United  vStates.  as  a  ])art  of  the  ])ublic  domain,  lands  which 
more  than  twenty-i'nu  years  ago  the  (lovernment  expressly  granted  and 
surrenderee!,  and  which  re])eated  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  ha\'e 
adjudged  to  bt-long  by  virtue  of  this  action  of  the  Govenmient  to  other 
]Kn-ties. 

Another  usult  would  be  not  only  to  validate  claims  to  this  land  which 
our  higliest  judicial  tribunal  have  solenndy  declared  to  lie  invalid,  but  to 
actually  direct  the  issue  of  ]xitL-nts  in  confirmation  of  said  claims. 

Still  another  result  would  In.-  to  oblige  the  (lovernnient  of  the  United 
States  to  enter  the  courts  ostensibly  to  assert  and  protect  its  title  to  said 
land,  while  in  i)oint  of  fact  it  would  be  used  to  enforce  private  claims  to 
the  sime  and  unsettle  private  ownership. 
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It  is  by  no  means  certain  that  this  proposed  legislation,  relating  to  n 
subject  ]x:culiarly  within  the  judicial  function,  and  which  attempts  to  dis- 
turb rights  and  interests  thoroughly  intrenched  in  the  solemn  adjudica- 
tions of  our  courts,  would  be  upheld.  In  any  event,  it  seems  to  me  that 
it  is  an  improper  exercise  of  legislative  power,  an  interference  with  the 
determinations  of  a  coordinate  branch  of  the  Government,  an  arbitrary 
annulment  of  a  public  grant  made  more  than  twenty-five  j'ears  ago,  an 
attempted  destruction  of  vested  rights,  and  a  threatened  impairment  of 
lawful  co-.i tracts. 

The  advocates  of  this  measure  insist  that  a  point  in  favor  of  the  settlers 
upon  these  lands  and  important  in  the  consideration  of  this  bill  is  found 
in  the  following  language  of  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  which 
was  adopted  in  1857: 

The  geiiernl  asseiiililj'  shall  not  locate  any  of  the  public  Inntls  which  have  been  or 
may  be  granted  by  Congress  to  this  State,  and  the  location  of  which  may  he  given  to 
the  general  assembly,  upon  lands  actually  settled,  without  the  consent  of  the  occupant. 

The  State  under  its  constitution  was  perfectly  competent  to  take  the 
grants  of  1861  and  1862.  The  clause  of  the  constitution  above  cjuoted 
deals  expressly  with  "lands  which  have  been  or  may  be  granted  by 
Congress  to  the  State,"  and  thiLS  of  necessity  recognizes  its  right  to  take 
such  grants.  This  competency  in  the  State  as  a  grantee  was  all  that 
was  needed  to  create,  under  the  joint  resolution  of  j86i  and  the  act  of 
1862,  a  complete  divestiture  of  the  interests  of  the  United  States  in  these 
lands.  It  must  1:ie  borne  in  mind,  too,  that  prior  to  this  time  these  lands 
had  l>eeii  conveyed  by  the  State  of  Iowa  in  furtherance  of  tlie  purpo.ses 
()f  tile  original  CoTigressional  grants,  and  that  the  joint  resolution  of  r86i 
and  the  act  of  1862  were  really  made  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  held 
under  grants  from  the  State,  After  these  grants  by  the  Government  it 
had  no  concern  with  these  lands.  If  in  any  stage  of  the  proceediugs  the 
genera]  assembly  of  Iowa  was  guilty  of  any  neglect  of  duty  or  failed  to 
act  in  accordance  with  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  the  remedy 
.should  !je  found  in  the  courts  of  that  State;  and  it  is  dithcult  to  see  how 
the  situation  in  thi,'^  aspect  can  be  changed  or  improved  by  the  bill  under 
consideration. 

I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  there  may  Jjc  persons  who  have 
suffered  or  who  are  threatened  with  loss  through  a  reliance  upon  the 
erroneou-s  decisions  of  Government  officials  as  to  the  extent  of  the  origi- 
nal grant  from  the  United  States  to  the  Territory  of  Iowa.  I  believe 
cases  of  this  kind  should  be  treated  in  accordance  with  the  broadest 
sentiments  of  etjuily,  antl  that  where  loss  is  apparent  arising  from  a  real 
or  fairly  .supposed  invitation  of  the  Government  to  settle  upon  the  lands 
mentioned  in  the  l>ill  luider  consideration  such  loss  should  be  made  good. 
Hnt  I  do  not  believe  that  the  condition  of  these  settlers  will  be  aided  by 
encouraging  them  in  such  further  litigation  as  the  terms  of  this  t»VVi.-5^.- 
\ite,  nor  do  I  believe  that  in  attempting  to  riglit  the  wrongs  o£   "*'' 
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tlK-y  complain  legislation  sliould  l)e  sanctioned  niischievoiis  in  principle, 
and  in  its  j^raclical  o]x.*ration  doinj^  injustice  to  others  as  innocent  as  they 
and  as  nnich  entitled  to  consideration.

I  herewith  return  without  a])pr()val  House  l)ill  No.  220,  entitled  **  An 
act  j^rantin^  a  jK^nsion  to  John  J.  LtK^krey." 

It  is  stated  that  this  heneficiary  enlisted  Ai)ril  11,  1865,  hut  it  appe«irs 
from  the  muster  roll  of  his  company  for  May  and  June,  1865,  that  he  was 
a  recruit  assigned,  but  who  had  not  joined.  There  is  nothing-  appearing 
on  the  record  which  ix)sitively  shows  that  he  ever  reached  his  regiment. 

It  is  conceded  that  his  real  and  nominal  cotuiection  with  the  Ami y  ex- 
tended only  from  A])ril  1 1 ,  1S65,  when  he  was  mustered  in,  luitil  August, 
iShs,  when  he  was  discharj^ed  for  disid)ility,  consisting  of  a  disease  of  the 
eye,  called  in  the  suri^eon's  certificate  "iritis  with  conjunctivitis.'* 

It  seems  that  this  claimant  enlisted  just  at  the  close  of  the  war,  and 
was  connected  in  a  manner  with  the  Army  for  four  months.  It  is  not 
l^rohahle  that  he  ever  Siiw  any  actual  service,  for  none  is  stated  in  the 
pa])ers  before  me;  and  it  does  api)ear  that  he  s]x?nt  a  large  part  of  his 
short  term  of  enlistment  in  hospitals  and  under  treatment  for  a  trouble 
with  his  e>  e.  As  early  as  May  2,v  1865,  he  was  admitted  to  hospital  with 
gonorrheal  ojihtliahnia.  His  claim  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau 
on  the  ground  that  this  wasthe  cause  of  his  disability,  and  the  inferences 
from  the  ])ro()f  ])resented  make  this  extremely  probal)le. 

One  of  the  witnesses  who  testified  that  the  l^eneficiary  caught  cold  in 
his  eye  in  April,  18^)5,  on  the  Mississippi  River  is  shown  to  have  l^een  at 
that  time  with  his  regiment  and  company  at  Danville,  Va. 

The  circumstances  surnnmding  this  case  and  the  facts  proved  satisfy 
me  that  the  determination  of  the  Pension  Bureau  was  correct,  and  there 
is  certainly  no  sentiment  in  favor  of  the  claimant  which  justifies  the  indul- 
gence of  violent  i)resuniptions  for  the  purpose  of  overriding  such  determi-

This  iK-nelK-iary  serve<l  in  an  Iowa  rej^iment  of  volunteers  from  May 
.^7,  isr>i .  to  Jnly  ij,  iShs. 

He  filed  a  ])etition  for  jKiiMou,  alleging  an  accidental  wound  in  the 
right  thumb  while  extracting  a  cartridge  from  a  pistol  in  August,  1861. 
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There  is  no  record  of  any  such  disabilitj-,  though  it  appears  that  he  was 
on  a  furlough  about  the  date  of  his  alleged  injury.  It  appears  that  he 
served  nearly  four  years  after  tlie  time  he  fixed  as  the  date  of  his  iujury. 

No  evidence  was  filed  iu  support  of  the  claim  he  filed,  and  he  refused 
to  appear  for  examination,  though  twice  notified  to  do  so. 

His  claim  was  rejected  in  May,  188S,  no  suggestion  having  been  made 
of  any  other  disability  than  the  wound  iu  the  thumb,  upon  which  his 
claim  before  the  Bureau  was  based. 

The  report  of  the  committee  in  the  House  of  Representatives  recom- 
mending the  passage  of  this  bill  contains  no  intiniatiou  that  there  exists 
any  disability  contracted  in  the  military  service,  but  distinctly  declares 
the  pension  recommended  a  service  pension,  and  states  that  the  benefi- 
ciary is  bhnd. 

As  long  as  the  policy  of  granting  pensions  for  disahlhty  traceable  to 
the  incidents  of  army  service  is  adhered  to,  the  allowance  of  pensions  by 
special  acts  based  upon  ser\'ice  on]\'  gives  rise  lo  unjust  and  unfair  dis- 
criminations among  tho&e  equally  entitled,  and  makes  precedents  which 
will  eventually  result  in  an  entire  departure  from  the  principle  upon 
which  pensions  are  now  awarded.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

This  beneficiary  enlisted  September  9,  1862,  and  was  mustered  out 
August  15,  1865.     The  records  show  no  disabihty  during  his  service. 

It  i-s  now  alleged  that  the  soldier  was  sitting  on  the  ground  near  his 
tent  while  two  comrades  were  wrestling  near  him,  and  that  in  the  course 
of  the  scuffle  one  of  the  parties  engaged  iu  it  was  thrown  or  fell  upon  the 
beneficiary,  injuring  his  right  knee  and  ankle, 

I'pon  these  facts  the  claim  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  on  the 
ground  that  the  injnrj'  was  not  received  in  the  line  of  duty, 

I  do  not  think  that  the  Government  should  be  held  as  an  insurer 
against  injuries  of  this  kind,  which  are  in  no  manner  related  to  tliu  per-

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  hill  served  in  a  Kentucky  regiment  froiw 
August  y,  1861,  to  December  6,  1864. 
SI  i>_vui.  vni-53 
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He  made  claim  for  pension  in  the  Pension  Bureau  in  September,  1882, 
alleging  that  in  October,  1862,  he  was  accidentally  injured  by  a  pistol 
shot  in  the  thigh  while  in  the  line  of  duty. 

It  is  conceded  that  he  was  wounded  by  the  discharge  of  a  pistol  which 
he  was  carr>- ing  while  he  was  absent  from  his  command  with  permission 
on  a  visit  to  his  home,  and  that  the  discharge  of  the  pistol  was  accidental. 

The  circumstances  of  the  injury  are  neither  given  in  the  report  of  the 
committee  to  whom  the  claim  was  referred  by  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives nor  in  the  report  of  the  case  furnished  to  me  from  the  Pension 
Bureau,  but  on  the  conceded  facts  the  granting  of  a  pension  in  this  case 
can  be  predicated  upon  no  other  theory  except  the  liability  of  the  Gov- 
ernment for  any  injur>'  by  accident  to  a  person  in  the  militar>'  ser\'ice, 
whether  in  the  line  of  duty  or  not. 

I  think  the  adoption  of  the  principle  that  the  Government  is  an  in- 
surer against  accidents  under  any  circumstances  befalling  those  enlisted 
in  its  military  servnce  when  visiting  at  home  is  an  unwarrantable  stretch 
of  pension  legislation.  "  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  10448,  entitled  ''An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Squire  Walter.'* 

The  son  of  the  beneficiarj^  named  in  this  bill  enlisted  iu  a  West  Vir- 
ginia regiment  on  the  28th  day  of  June,  1861. 

On  the  15th  day  of  September,  1862,  while  bathing  in  the  Potomac 
River  near  the  Chain  Bridge,  with  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  his 
commanding  officer,  he  was  drowned. 

It  is  i>erfcctly  clear  that  he  lost  his  life  while  in  the  enjoj'ment  of 
a  privilege  and  when  at  his  request  military  discipline  was  relaxed  and 
its  restraints  removed  for  his  comfort  and  pleasure.  His  death  resulted 
from  his  voluntarj-  and  perfectly  proper  personal  indulgence,  and  can  not 
be  in  the  least  attributed  to  military  ser\nce. 

The  father  does  not  appear  to  be  so  needy  and  dependent  as  is  often 
exhibited  in  cases  of  this  class.  GROVKR  CLEVELAND.

A  claim  for  pension  on  Ixihalf  of  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  was 
filed  in  the  Pension  Bureau  May  6,  1867.  I^  ^^  h^^n  examined  and  re- 
examined and  always  rejected,  until,  on  the  29th  day  of  December,  1888, 
as  the  result  of  a  i)ersonal  and  thorough  investigation  by  the  Commis- 
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sioner,  a  peiisioii  was  allowed  and  a  certificate  issued  iiuder  wliich  the 
claimant  will  be  paid  $18  a  month  hereafter  and  arrearages  anioimling 
to  sometliing  near  $2,000. 

As  the  s])ecial  act  for  the  beuefit  of  this  claimant  was  pasised  by  the 
Congress  upon  the  supposition  that  nothing  had  been  done  for  the  bene- 
ficiary therein  named,  I  deem  it  best,  in  his  interest,  and  probably  con- 
sistent with  the  intent  of  the  Congress,  that  the  bill  herewith  returned 
should  not  become  a  law.

The  record  shows  that  this  beneficiary  was  enrolled  in  the  military 
service  August  10,  1862,  and  was  mustered  out  Jyue  i,  1865. 

There  is  no  record  of  auy  disability  during  his  service. 

He  was  pensioned  at  the  rate  of  %2  a  month  for  a  dog  bite  just  aliove 
the  ankle. 

In  September,  1865,  three  mouths  after  his  discharge,  he  strained  the 
knee  of  the  leg  which  had  been  bitten. 

In  1887  lie  appUed  for  an  increase  of  pension,  alleging  increased  disa- 
bility. This  increased  disability  appears  plainly  to  be  the  result  of  the 
strain  or  injury  to  the  knee,  and  in  no  waj-  connected  with  the  bite  for 


which  he  was  pensioned.

This  lieiiefiL'iary  filed  an  application  for  pension  in  November,  1876, 
alk-.iciug  that  her  huslwnd,  William  A.  Reed,  died  in  September  of  that 
year  of  cousii  nipt  ion  contracted  in  the  line  of  military  duty. 

Tile  records  show  that  the  soldier  was  in  hospital  in  the  year  1864  for 
chnmic  diarrht-a  and  intermittent  fever. 

( In  tho  ,,lh  day  of  November,  1864,  he  was  injured  in  a  railroad  acci- 
dent wliile  on  his  way  home  to  vote  at  the  Presidential  election  of  that 

The  beneficiary  claimed  in  August,  1885,  in  support  of  her  application 
fur  pension  that  those  injuries  resulted  in  consumption,  from  which  the 
soldier  dic-ii,  and  the  favorable  report  of  the  House  committee  to  which 
tlie  bill  herewith  returned  was  referred  seems  to  proceed  upon  the  same 
theory. 
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N(nliinj2:  ai)iK*ars  which  satisfactorily  connects  this  injury,  which  was 
received  in  November,  1864,  with  death  from  consumption  in  1876. 

Another  (Ufficulty  in  the  case  is  found  in  the  fact  that  when  the  soldier 
was  injured  he  was  clearly  not  engaged  in  any  military  duty  nor  was  his 
injury  in  any  degree  attributable  to  military  service.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  11466,  entitled  **An  act  granting 
a  ])ensi()n  tu  Mary  A.  Selbach." 

This  bill  does  not  give  the  name  of  any  soldier  to  whom  the  beneficiary 
was  related  or  in  what  cai)acity  the  pension  provided  for  is  to  be  paid  to 
her,  but  it  aj^pears  from  tlie  report  of  the  conmiittee  accompanying  the 
bill  that  she  is  the  widow  t)f  (lUstavus  vSelbach,  a  volunteer  in  the  Ninth 
Regiment  of  Ohio  X'olunteers. 

This  s()l(lier  drew  a  |K*nsion  from  January,  1SS2,  to  January  16, 1886, 
when  he  died.  lie  claimed  disiibility  for  disease  of  the  ears  and  a  result- 
ing deafness  of  his  left  ear.  There  apjxiars  to  l)e  no  e\'idence  iu  his 
record  of  any  disability  or  medical  treatment  while  in  the  service,  and  the 
medical  examination  uimmi  his  application  for  pension  shows  no  rating 
for  any  disability  other  than  that  alleged  by  him  and  for  which  he  was 
l)ensioned — disease  of  the  ears  and  resulting  deafness. 

It  is  conceded  that  the  soldier  died  January  16, 1886,  of  pneumonia. 

The  widow  liled  a  claim  for  ^x^nsion  in  May,  1887. 

The  testimony  of  i)hysicians  ujwn  her  claim  covered  seven  years  prior 
to  his  death,  tlnis  dating  back  to  the  year  1879,  and  thej'  speak  of  the 
disease  of  the  ear  and  of  the  kidneys,  which,  in  their  opinion,  undermined 
his  health,  so  that  *'lie  succumbed  to  an  attack  of  pneumonia,  which  to  a 
person  of  ordinary  good  health  would  not  have  l)cen  considered  serious.*' 

It  can  hardly  be  supj>ose(l  that  the  tnnible  with  his  ears  caused  the 
soldier  to  fall  a  victim  to  pneumonia;  and  si)  far  as  the  kidney  disease 
tended  in  that  direction,  it  is  to  l)e  ()l)served  that  it  apjiarently  did  not 
make  its  ai)pearance  until  fourteen  years  after  the  soldier's  discharge.

])r()vi(led  in  this  bill  served  as  a  volunteer  in  an  Illinois  regiment  from 
(K'tnber.  iShj,  toOctober,  18^)4,  at  which  date  he  is  reported  as  a 
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He  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  1881 ,  in  wliicli  he  alleged  that  he  was 
struck  with  a  guostock  upon  his  head  and  injured  in  October,  1S64. 

The  evidence  shows  that  a  druiiken  comrade  struck  the  claimant  with 
the  Stock  of  his  gun  liecause  he  would  not  buy  whisky  for  him. 

This,  upon  all  the  facts,  does  not  appear  to  be  a  proper  case  for  allow- 
ing a  pension  for  an  injury  suffered  iu  the  line  of  military  duty.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No,  139,  entitled  "An 
act  to  credit  and  pa>-  to  the  several  States  and  Territories  and  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  all  moneys  collected  under  the  direct  tax  Ie\"ied  by  the 
act  of  Congress  approved  August  5, 1861," 

The  object  of  this  bill  is  quite  clearly  indicated  in  its  title.  Its  pro- 
visions have  been  much  discussed  in  both  branches  of  Congress  and  have 
received  emphatic  legislative  sanction.  I  fully  appreciate  the  interest 
which  it  has  excited  and  have  by  no  means  failed  to  recognize  the  per- 
suasive presentation  made  in  its  favor.  I  know,  too,  that  the  interposi- 
tion of  Executive  disapproval  in  this  case  is  likely  to  arouse  irritation 
and  cause  complaint  and  earnest  criticism.  Since,  however,  my  judgment 
will  not  permit  me  to  a.ssent  to  the  legislation  proposed,  I  can  find  no  way 
of  turning  aside  from  what  appears  to  be  the  plain  course  of  official  duty. 

On  the  5th  day  of  August,  1861,  a  Federal  statute  was  passed  entitled 
"An  acl  to  provide  increased  revenue  from  imports,  to  pay  inttrest  on  the 
public  debt,  and  for  other  purposes." 

This  law  was  passed  at  a  time  when  immense  sums  of  money  were 
needed  by  the  Go\-cnnnent  for  the  prosecution  of  a  war  for  the  Union, 
and  the  puri>ose  of  the  law  was  to  increase  iji  almost  everj-  possible  way 
tlic  Federal  revenues.  The  first  seven  sectious  of  the  statute  were  de- 
\-oted  to  advancing  very  largely  the  rates  of  duties  on  imports,  and  to 
supplement  this  tlie  eighth  section  provided  that  a  direct  tax  of  $20,000,- 
000  sliouid  be  annual]}'  laid  and  that  certain  amounts  therein  specified 
should  l>e  ai>portioned  to  the  res]>ective  States.  The  remainder  of  the 
law,  consisting  of  fifty  sections,  contained  the  moat  particular  and  detailed 
pro\-isions  for  the  collection  of  the  tax  through  Federal  machinery. 

It  was  declared,  among  other  things,  that  the  tax  should  be  assessed 
and  laid  on  all  lands  and  lots  of  ground,  with  their  improvements  and 
<hvelling  houses;  that  the  annual  amount  of  said  taxes  should  be  a  lien 
ujioii  all  lands  and  real  estate  of  the  individuals  assessed  for  the  same,  and 
that  in  default  of  paj'ment  the  said  taxes  might  be  collected  by  distraint 
and  sale  of  the  goods,  chattels,  and  effects  of  the  delinquent  persons. 

This  tax  was  laid  in  execution  of  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Gen- 
eral Govenmient  for  that  purpose  by  the  Constitution.  It  was  an  exer- 
cise of  the  right  of  the  Government  to  tax  its  citizens.     It  dealt  with 
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individuals,  and  the  stronj^  arm  of  Federal  power  was  stretched  out  to 
exact  from  those  wht)  owed  it  siip|X3rt  and  allej^^iance  their  just  share 
<»f  tile  sum  it  had  decreed  should  be  raised  by  direct  taxation  for  the 
.t;eneral  );(H)d.  The  lien  created  l)y  this  tax  was  iiix)n  the  land  and  real 
estate  of  the  "individuals"  assessed  for  the  same,  and  for  its  collection 
the  distraint  and  sale  of  i)erstjnal  projx;rty  of  the  "persons  delinqueuf 
were  permitted. 

Hut  while  the  dirt-ct  relationship  and  resixnisilnlity  between  the  indi- 
viduals taxed  and  the  Federal  (loverinnent  were  thus  created  by  the 
exercise  of  the  highest  attribute  of  soverei)=;nty,  it  was  pro\nded  in  the 
statute  that  an>-  Stale  or  Territory  and  the  District  of  Columbia  might 
lawfully  ' '  assume,  assess,  collect,  and  pay  into  the  Treasur>'  of  the  United 
Stales"  its  (|uola  of  said  tax  in  its  own  way  and  manner  and  by  and 
iliroujj^h  its  Dwn  ofTicers,  assessors,  and  collectors;  and  it  was  further 
])r()vided  that  such  vStates  or  Territories  as  should  give  notice  of  their 
intention  to  thus  assume  and  i)ay  or  to  assess,  collect,  and  ]>ay  into  the 
Treasury  of  the  United  States  such  dirc\:t  tax,  should  l^e  entitled,  in  lieu 
of  the  com])en^ation,  pay,  ])er  diem,  and  iK-rcentage  in  said  act  prescribed 
and  allowed  to  assessors,  assistant  assessors,  and  collectors  of  the  United 
vStates,  to  a  <leduction  of  [5  ])er  cent  of  the  (piota  of  direct  tax  appor- 
tioned to  such  vStates  or  Territories  and  levied  and  collected  through 
their  olVicers. 

It  was  also  ])rovide(l  by  this  law  and  another  ^Kissed  the  next  year  that 
certain  claims  of  the  vStates  and  Territories  against  the  United  States 
mij^ht  be  ap])lie<l  in  ]>a>'ment  of  such  (juotas.  Whatever  may  be  said  as 
to  tliL-  etTc\.*t  of  these  ])rovisions  of  the  law,  it  can  hardly  be  claimed  that 
by  virtue  thereof  or  any  ])roceedin<^s  under  them  the  apportioned  quotas 
of  this  tax  became  debts  aji^ainst  the  several  States  and  Territories,  or 
that  they  were  liable  to  the  (leiieral  (lovernment  therefor  in  ever>' event, 
and  as  ])rinci])al  debtors  bound  by  an  enforceable  obligation. 

In  the  forty-sixth  section  of  the  law  it  is  ])rovided  that  in  case  any 
vState.  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  after  notice  given  of  its  in- 
tention to  assume  and  pay  or  to  levy.  ctjUect,  and  jxiy  said  direct  tax 
a])portioni(]  to  it.  should  fail  to  pay  the  amount  of  said  direct  tax,  or  any 
part  llnivof.  it  shoulil  bu  lawful  for  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to 
appoint  rnilfd  States  oilicers  as  in  the  act  ])rovided,  whose  duty  it  should 
Ik-  to  pnuved  forth  with  to  collect  all  or  any  i)art  of  said  direct  tax  **the 
same  as  lhon.i;h  said  Stale,  Territory,  or  District  had  not  given  notice  nor 
assnme<l  to  K\\-.  collect,  and  ])ay  said  taxes  or  any  part  thereof.** 

A  majoril\  of  tlie  vSiates  un(lert(K)lv  the  collection  of  their  quotas  and 
accounted  lor  tlie  amount  thereof  to  the  (leiieral  (rovemment  by  the  paj'- 
ment  of  money  or  l)y  setting;  off  claims  hi  their  favor  against  tht  tax. 
iMfteen  ])er  cent  of  the  amount  of  their  resi)ective  quotas  was  retained  as 
llu-  allowance  for  collection  and  payment.  In  the  Northern,  or  such  as 
were  then  calletl  the  loyal  vStates,  nearly  the  entire  quotas  were  collected 
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and  paid  through  State  agencies.  The  money  necessary  for  this  purpose 
was  generally  collected  from  the  citizens  of  the  States  with  their  other 
taxes,  and  in  whatever  manner  their  quotas  may  have  been  canceled, 
whether  by  the  payment  of  money  or  setting  off  claims  against  the  Gov- 
ernment, it  is  safe  to  sa;-,  as  a  genera!  proposition,  that  the  people  of  these 
States  have  iudividualh'  lieen  obliged  to  pay  the  assessments  made  upon 
them  on  account  of  this  direct  tax  and  have  intrusted  it  to  their  several 
States  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Federal  Treasur>'. 

In  the  Southern  Stiites,  then  in  insurrection,  whatever  was  actually 
realized  in  money  upon  this  tax  was  collected  directly  by  Federal  officers 
without  the  interposition  of  State  machinery,  and  a  part  of  its  quota  has 
been  credited  to  each  of  these  States. 

The  entire  amount  applied  upon  this  tax,  including  tile  15  per  cent  for 
collection,  was  credited  to  the  several  States  and  Territories  upon  the 
books  of  the  Treasury,  whether  collected  through  their  instrumentalities 
or  by  Federal  officers. 

The  sum  credited  to  all  the  States  was  $17,359,685.51,  which  includes 
more  than  $2,000,000  on  account  of  the  15  per  cent  allowed  for  collect- 
ing. Of  the  amount  credited  only  about  $3,300,000  is  credited  to  the 
insurrectionary  States.  The  amount  uncollected  of  the  twenty  millions 
directed  to  be  raised  by  this  tax  was  $2,646,314.49,  and  nearly  this  entire 
sum  remained  due  upon  the  quotas  apportioned  to  these  States. 

In  this  condition  of  affairs  the  bill  under  consideration  directs  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  ' '  to  credit  to  each  State  and  Territory  of  the  United. 
States  and  the  District  of  Cohimbia  a  sum  equal  to  al!  collec-tions,  by  set- 
off or  otherwise,  made  from  said  States  and  Territories  and  the  District 
of  Columbia,  or  from  any  of  the  citizens  or  inhabitants  thereof,  or  other 
])crsoiis,  under  the  act  of  Congress  approved  Augu.st  5,  i86i,aiid  the 
amendatory  acts  thereto. ' '  An  appropriation  is  also  made  of  such  a  sum 
as  may  Ije  necessary  to  reimburse  each  State,  Territor>',  and  the  District 
of  Cohindiia  for  all  money  found  due  to  it  under  the  provisions  of  the 
bill,  and  it  is  pro\'ided  that  all  money  still  due  to  the  United  States  on  said 
direct  tax  shall  be  remitted  and  relinquished. 

The  conceded  effect  of  this  bill  is  to  take  from  the  money  now  in 
the  Treasury  the  sum  of  more  than  $17,000,000,  or.  if  the  percentage 
allowed  is  not  included,  more  than  $15,000,000,  and  pay  back  to  the 
resiK'cti\'c  States  and  Territories  the  sums  they  or  their  citizens  paid 
more  than  twenty-five  >ears  ago  upon  a  direct  tax  levied  by  the  Goveni- 
nient  of  the  United  States  for  its  defense  and  safety. 

It  is  iii\-  Ijelief  that  this  appropriation  of  the  pubhc  funds  is  not  within 
the  ctinstitutioiia!  power  of  the  Congress,  Under  the  limited  and  dele- 
gated authority  conferred  by  the  Constitution  upon  the  General  Govero- 
meiit  the  statement  of  the  purposes  for  which  money  may  be  lawfully 
raised  by  taxation  in  any  form  declares  also  the  limit  of  the  objects  for 
which  it  may  be  expended. 
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All  must  a^ree  that  the  direct  tax  was  lawfully  and  constitutionally 
laid  and  that  it  was  rij^htfully  and  correctly  collected.  It  can  not  be 
claimed,  therefore,  nor  is  it  pretended,  that  any  debt  arose  against  the 
(lovemnient  and  in  favor  of  any  State  or  individual  by  the  exaction  of 
this  tax.  vSurely,  then,  the  appropriation  directed  by  this  bill  can  not  be 
justified  as  a  payment  of  a  del>t  of  the  United  States. 

The  disbursement  of  this  money  clearly  has  no  relation  to  the  common 
defense.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  the  repayment  of  money  raised  and  long 
a.i^n  ex]K*nded  by  the  (lovernment  to  provide  for  the  common  defense. 

The  exiK.-nditure  can  not  ])ro])erly  be  advocated  on  the  g^oiuid  that  the 
general  welfare  of  the  United  States  is  thereby  provided  for  or  promoted. 
This  "general  welfare  of  the  United  States,"  as  u.sed  in  the  Constitu- 
tion, can  only  justif>'  appropriations  for  national  objects  and  for  purposes 
which  have  to  do  with  the  prosj>erity,  the  growth,  the  honor,  or  the  peace 
and  dignity  of  the  nation. 

A  sheer,  bald  gratuity  Ixistowed  either  upon  States  or  individuals,  based 
ui)()n  no  l)etter  reason  than  sui)ix)rts  the  gift  proposed  in  this  bill,  has 
never  been  claimed  to  ])e  a  provision  for  the  general  welfare.  More  than 
fifty  >'ears  ago  a  surj^lus  of  public  money  in  the  Treasur>'  was  distributed 
among  the  vStates;  Init  the  unconstitutionality  of  such  distribution,  con- 
sidered as  a  gift  of  money,  apjK^ars  to  have  l:)een  conceded,  for  it  was  put 
into  the  vState  treasuries  under  the  guise  of  a  deposit  or  loan,  subject  to 
the  demand  of  the  (xovernment. 

If  it  was  i)roi)(jsed  to  raise  by  assessment  uix)n  the  people  the  sum  nec- 
essary to  refund  the  money  collected  u]K)n  this  direct  tax,  I  am  sure  many 
who  are  now  silent  would  insist  upon  the  limitations  of  the  Constitution 
in  opj>osilion  to  such  a  scheme.  A  large  surplus  in  the  Treasury'  is  the 
])arc  lit  of  many  ills,  and  among  them  is  found  a  tendency  to  an  extremely 
lii)Lnil,  if  not  loose,  construction  of  the  Constitution.  It  also  attracts  the 
ga/e  of  States  and  individuals  with  a  kind  of  fascination,  and  gives  rise 
to  ]>lans  and  ])retensi()ns  that  an  unc(mgested  Treasury  never  could  excite. 

Uiit  if  the  constitutional  (juestion  involved  in  the  consideration  of  this 
bill  should  he  determined  in  its  favor,  there  are  other  objections  remain- 
ing wliirli  jM'eveiit  my  assent  to  its  provisions. 

'I'liLie  >lioul(l  he  a  certainty  and  stability  alx)ut  the  enforcement  of 
taxation  which  should  teach  the  citizen  that  the  Govenmient  will  only 
use  the  i)ower  to  tax  in  cases  where  its  necessity  and  justice  are  not 
(loiihifiil.  and  which  sliould  also  discourage  the  disturbing  idea  that  the 
exer(M><.'  of  this  ])ower  may  l>e  revoked  l)y  reimbursement  of  taxes  once 
collected.  Any  other  theory  chea])eiis  and  in  a  measure  discredits  a  proc- 
ess whirli  more  than  any  other  is  a  manifestation  of  sovereign!  authority. 

A  government  is  not  only  kind,  hut  ]>erforms  its  highest  duty  when 
it  restoivs  to  the  citizen  taxes  unlawfully  collected  or  which  have  been 
erroneously  or  o]>])ivsMVL-ly  extorted  by  its  agents  or  officers;  but  aside 
from   iliLse  incidents,  the  people  should  not  be  familiarized  with  the 
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spectacle  of  their  Oovernmeut  repenting  the  collection  of  taxes  and  re- 
storing them. 

The  direct  tax  levied  in  1861  is  not  even  suspected  of  invalidity.  There 
never  was  a  tax  levied  which  was  more  needed,  and  its  justice  can  not  be 
questioned.     Why,  then,  should  it  be  returned? 

The  fact  that  the  entire  tax  was  not  paid  furnishes  no  reason  that 
would  not  apply  to  nearly'  every  case  where  taxes  are  laid.  There  are 
always  delinquents,  and  while  the  more  thorough  and  complete  collec- 
tion of  taxes  is  a  troublesome  problem  of  government,  the  failure  to  solve 
the  problem  has  never  been  held  to  call  for  the  return  of  taxes  actually 
collected. 

The  deficiency  in  the  collection  of  this  tax  is  found  almost  entirely 
in  the  insurrectionary  States,  while  the  quotas  apportioned  to  the  other 
States  were,  as  a  general  rule,  fully  paid;  and  three-fourths  or  four-fifths 
of  the  money  which  it  is  proposed  in  this  bill  to  return  would  l>e  paid 
into  the  treasuries  of  the  loyal  States.  But  no  valid  reason  for  such 
payment  is  found  in  the  fact  that  the  Government  at  first  could  not,  and 
afterwards,  for  reasons  probably  perfectly  valid,  did  not,  enforce  collec- 
tion in  the  other  States. 

There  were  many  Federal  taxes  which  were  not  paid  by  the  people  in 
the  rebellious  States;  and  if  the  uonpaymeut  by  them  of  this  direct  tax 
entitles  the  other  States  to  a  donation  of  the  share  of  said  taxes  paid  by 
their  citizens,  why  should  not  the  income  tax  and  many  other  internal 
taxes  paid  entirely  by  tlie  citizens  of  loyal  States  be  also  paid  into  the 
treasuries  of  these  States?  Cou.si derations  which  recognize  sectional 
divisions  or  the  loyalty  of  the  different  States  at  the  time  this  tax  was 
laid  slionld  not  enter  into  the  discussion  of  the  merits  of  this  measure. 

The  lo\al  States  should  not  be  paid  the  large  sums  of  money  promised 
thuii  by  this  bill  liecause  they  were  loyal  and  other  States  were  not,  nor 
,  should  the  States  which  rebelled  against  the  Government  be  paid  the 
sinalkT  sum  promised  them  because  they  were  in  rebelhon  and  thus 
prevented  the  collection  of  their  entire  quotas,  nor  because  this  conces- 
sion to  them  is  necessary  to  justify  the  proposed  larger  gifts  to  the  other 
States. 

The  (leople  of  the  loyal  States  paid  this  direct  tax  as  they  bore  other 
burdens  iu  supi)ort  of  the  Government,  and  I  believe  the  taxpayers  theni- 
scUes  are  content.  In  the  light  of  these  considerations  I  am  opposed 
to  the  payment  of  money  from  the  Federal  Treasurj-  to  enrich  the  treas- 
uries of  the  States.  Their  funds  should  be  furnished  by  their  own  citi- 
zens, and  thus  should  tjc  fostered  the  taxpayer's  watchfulness  of  State 
exi>enditures  and  the  taxpayer's  jealous  insistence  upon  the  strict  ac- 
countability of  State  officials.  These  elements  of  purity  and  strength  in 
a  State  are  not  safely  exchanged  for  the  threatened  demoralization  and 
carelessness  attending  the  custody  and  management  of  large  gifts  from 
the  Federal  Treasury. 
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The  baneful  effect  of  a  surplus  in  the  Treasury  of  the  General  Gov- 
ernment is  daily  seen  and  felt.  I  do  not  think,  however,  that  this  sur- 
plus should  l)e  reduced  or  its  contajj^ion  spread  throughout  the  States  by 
nielhods  such  as  are  i)rovided  in  this  bill. 

There  is  still  another  tjbjection  to  the  bill,  arising  from  what  seems  to 
ine  its  unfairness  and  unjust  discrhnination. 

In  the  case  of  proi)osed  legislation  of  at  least  doubtful  constitutionality, 
and  based  upon  no  legal  right,  the  et^uities  which  recommend  it  should 
always  be  definite  and  clear. 

The  money  approi)riated  by  this  bill  is  to  be  paid  to  the  governors  of 
the  resi)ective  vStates  and  Territories  in  which  it  was  collected,  whether 
the  same  was  derived  through  said  States  and  Territories,  or  directly 
"from  any  of  the  citizens  or  inhabitants  thereof  or  other  persons;  '*  and 
it  is  further  provided  that  such  sums  as  were  collected  in  payment  of  this 
PVderal  tax  tlirough  the  instrumentalitj'  of  the  State  or  Territorial  offi- 
cials, and  accounted  for  to  the  General  Government  by  such  States  and 
Territories,  are  to  be  paid  unconditionally  to  their  governors,  while  the 
same  collected  in  payment  of  said  tax  by  the  United  States,  or,  in  other 
words.  Ijy  the  TY-deral  machinery  created  for  that  purpose,  are  to  be  held 
in  trust  by  said  vStates  or  Territories  for  the  Ixinefit  of  those  paying  the 
same. 

I  am  unable  to  understand  how  this  discrimination  in  favor  of  those 
who  have  made  payment  of  this  tax  directly  to  the  officers  of  the  Federal 
Gcnernment,  and  against  those  who  made  such  payments  tlirough  State 
or  Territorial  agencies,  can  l)e  defended  uiK)n  fair  and  equitable  princi- 
l^les.  It  was  the  (leneral  Ciovernment  in  every  ca.se  which  exacted  this 
tax  from  its  citizens  and  people  in  the  different  States  and  Territories, 
and  to  jmn'ide  for  reimbursement  to  a  part  of  its  citizens  X^y  the  crea- 
tion of  a  trust  for  their  Ixiuefit,  while  the  money  exacted  in  payment  of 
this  tax  from  a  far  greater  numl)er  is  paid  luiconditionally  into  the  State 
and  Territorial  treasuries,  is  an  unjust  and  unfair  proceeding,  in  which 
the  (lovernnunt  slu)ul(l  not  be  implicated. 

It  will  hardly  do  to  say  that  the  vStates  and  Territories  who  are  the 
reoi])ients  of  tliese  large  gifts  may  be  trusted  to  do  jiLstice  to  its  citizens 
who  originally  ])ai(l  the  money.  This  can  not  be  relied  upon;  nor  should 
the  ( lovernment  lose  sight  of  the  equality  of  which  it  lx>asts,  and,  having 
entered  upon  the  ])lan  of  reimbursement,  al>andon  to  other  agencies  the 
duly  of  just  distribution,  and  thus  incur  the  risk  of  becoming  accessory 
to  actual  iiiecjuality  and  injustice. 

If  in  defense  of  the  i)lan  proposed  it  is  claimea  that  exact  equality  can 
not  be  reached  in  the  ])remises,  this  may  Ixj  readily  conceded.  The 
mone\'  raised  by  this  direct  tax  was  collected  and  expended  twenty- 
seven  >ears  ago.  Nearly  a  generation  has  passed  away  since  that  time. 
I'A'en  if  distribution  should  be  atlemi)ted  by  the  States  and  Territories, 
as  well  as  bj'  the  Government,  the  taxpayers  in  many  cases  are  neither 
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alive  nor  represenletl,  and  in  many  other  cases  if  alive  they  can  not  be 
found.  Fraudulent  claims  would  often  outrun  honest  applications  and 
inuumerable  and  bitter  contests  would  arise  between  claimants. 

Another  difficulty  lu  the  way  of  doing  perfect  justice  in  the  opera- 
tion of  this  plan  of  reimbursement  is  found  in  the  fact  tliat  the  money  to 
be  appropriated  therefor  was  contributed  to  the  Federal  Treasiu-y  for 
entirely  different  purposes  by  a  generation  many  of  whom  were  not  bom 
when  the  direct  tax  was  levied  and  paid,  who  have  no  relation  to  said 
tax  and  can  not  share  in  its  distribution.  While  they  stand  by  and  see 
the  money  they  ha\-e  I)een  obliged  to  pay  into  the  public  Treasurj'  pro- 
fessedly to  meet  present  necessities  expended  to  reimburse  taxation  long 
ago  fairly,  legally,  and  justly  collected  from  others,  they  can  not  fail  to 
see  the  unfairness  of  the  transaction. 

The  existence  of  a  surplus  in  the  Treasury  is  no  answer  to  these  objec- 
tions. It  is  still  the  people's  money,  and  better  u.se  can  be  found  for  it 
than  the  distribution  of  it  upon  the  plea  of  the  reimbursement  of  ancient 
taxation.  A  more  desirable  plan  to  reduce  and  preveut  the  recurrence 
of  a  large  surplus  can  easily  be  adopted — one  that,  instead  of  creating 
injustice  and  inequality,  promotes  justice  and  equality  by  lea\-ing  in  the 
hands  of  the  people  and  for  their  use  the  money  not  needed  by  the  Gov- 
ernment "to  pay  the  debts  and  provide  for  the  coranion  defense  and 
general  welfare  of  the  United  States." 

The  difficulties  In  the  way  of  making  a  just  reimbursement  of  this 
direct  tax.  instead  of  excusing  the  imperfections  of  the  bill  under  con- 
,si(kTatiou,  furnish  reasons  why  the  scheme  it  proposes  should  not  be 
em^rc-d  „,.,„. 

I  am  ciiiistraiued.  ui«>n  the  considerations  herein  presented,  to  withhold 
my  assent  from  the  bill  herewith  returned,  because  I  believe  it  to  be  with- 
out c"iistitutii>iial  warrant,  l>ecause  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  exists 
no  adefitiate  reasons  either  in  right  or  equity  for  the  return  of  the  tax 
ill  said  bill  mentioned,  and  l>ecause  I  believe  its  execution  would  cause 
actual  injustice  and  unfairness.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

Gkntlkmkx:  The  efficiency  of  the  public  ser\uce,  in  \\\y  opinion,  ren- 
ders it  necessary  to  inckule  in  the  classified  senuce  and  subject  to  exam- 
ination the  employees  in  the  railway  mail  serv'ice.  The  difRculties  iu 
the  way  of  this  movement  can,  I  l)elieve,  be  overcome  hy  carefully  pre- 
pared rules  and  regulations. 

I  have  this  day  directed  the  Postmaster-General  to  so  revise  tlie  classi- 
fication of  his  Department  as  to  include  these  employees  in  one  or  more 
classes;  and  in  furtherance  of  my  purpose  I  have  to  request  that,  after 
conference  with  the  Post  master- General,  you  will  prepare  the  necessan' 
modifications  of  the  plresent  rules  and  regulations  to  meet  the  proposed 
extension.

The  classifinl  railway  mail  service  shall  include  all  the  officers,  clerks,  and  other 
]KTsoiis  in  that  service  classified  under  the  provisions  of  section  6  of  the  act  to  regn- 
1:ite  and  improve  the  civil  service  of  the  UllJted  States,  approved  January  l6,  18S3. 

1 .  To  test  fitness  for  admission  to  the  classified  railway  mail  service  the  following 
examinations  shall  Ije  provided: 

Chrk  t'.vamiiialioii.—  This  examination  shall  include  not  more  than  the  following 

(at  Orlllography. 
{b)  Copying. 
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(r)  Penmanship. 

\d)  Arithmetic — fundamental  rules,  fractions,  and  percentage. 

(r)  lA'tter  writing. 

(/ )  The  geography  of  the  I'nited  States,  and  especially  of  the  State  or  railway  mail 
division  in  which  the  applicant  resides. 

Kg)  The  railway  systems  of  tlie  State  or  railway  mail  division  in  which  the  appli- 
cant resides. 

(//)  Reading  addresses. 

Other  competitive  examinations,  —Such  other  competitive  examinations  as  the  Com- 
mission may  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary. 

Noncompetitive  examinations. — Such  examinations  may,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Commission,  be  held  under  conditions  stated  in  Cieneral  Rule  III,  clause  2. 

2.  No  jxTson  shall  be  examined  for  the  railway  mail  ser\nce  if  under  18  or  over 
35  years  of  age,  except  that  any  |)erson  honorably  discharged  from  the  niilitar>'  or 
naval  service  of  the  United  States  by  reason  of  disability  resulting  from  wounds 
or  sickness  incurred  in  the  line  of  duty,  and  whose  claim  of  preference  under  section 
1754  of  the  Revised  Statutes  has  been  allowed  by  the  ConmiLssion,  may  be  examined 
without  regard  to  his  age. 

3.  Any  person  desiring  examination  for  admission  to  the  classified  railway  mail 
service  must,  in  his  own  handwriting,  make  request  for  a  blank  form  of  application, 
which  request,  and  also  his  application,  shall  l)e  addressed  as  follows:  '*  United  States 
Civil  Service  Connnission, Washington,  I).

1.  The  papers  of  every  examination  shall  l>e  marked  under  the  direction  of  the 
Connnission,  and  each  competitor  shall  l>e  graded  on  a  scale  of  ioo»  acconling  to 
tlie  general  average  determined  by  the  marks  made  by  the  examiners  on  his  papent.

3.  These  lK)ards  .shall  conduct  such  examinations  for  admission  to  and  promotions 
in  the  classified  railway  mail  service  and  such  examinations  for  the  other  branches  of 
the  classifietl  ser\'ice  as  the  Commission  may  direct.  They  shall  also  mark  such  exam- 
ination jKijKTs  as  the  Commission  may  direct. 

4.  ITnless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Commission,  the  papers  of  examination  for 
admission  to  the  classified  railway  mail  service  shall  be  marked  by  tlie  central  board. 

5.  The  papers  of  an  examination  having  been  marked,  the  Commission  sliall  ascer- 
tain— 

((/)  The  name  of  every  competitor  who  has,  under  section  1754  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  claim  of  jireference  in  cix-il  appointments,  and  who  has  attained  a  general 
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average  of  not  less  than  65  per  cent;  and  a.il  such  competitors  are  lierehj-  declared 
eligible  to  the  class  or  place  to  test  fitness  tor  which  the  examination  was  held. 

(i)  The  name  of  every  other  competitor  who  has  attained  a  general  average  of  not 
less  than  70  per  cent;  anil  all  such  applicants  are  hereby  declared  eligible  to  the  class 
or  place  to  test  fitness  for  which  tile  examination  was  held. 

6.  The  names  of  all  preference -claiming  competitors  whose  general  average  is  not 
less  than  65  per  cent,  tc^tlier  with  the  names  of  all  other  competitors  whose  general 
average  is  not  less  than  70  per  cent,  shall  be  entered  upon  the  register  of  persona 
eligible  to  the  class  ot  place  to  test  litnesa  for  which  the  examination  wOiS  held. 

7.  The  grade  of  each  competitor  shall  be  expressed  by  the  whole  number  nearest 
tlie  g-neral  average  attained  by  him,  and  tile  grade  of  each  eligible  shall  be  noted 
upon  the  register  of  eligibles  in  connection  with  his  nanie.  When  two  or  more  eli- 
gibles  are  of  the  same  grade,  preference  in  certification  shall  be  determined  by  the 
order  in  which  their  application  papers  were  filed.

4.  Kach  person  designated  for  appointment  shall  be  notified,  and  upon  reporting 
to  the  proper  officer  shall  be  appointed  for  a  prol>ational  period  of  six  months,  at  the 
end  of  which  period,  if  his  conduct  and  capacity  l)e  satisfactory,  he  shall  Ix*  abso- 
lutely appointed;  but  if  his  conduct  and  capacity  be  not  satisfactory  he  slinll  l)e  so 
notified,  and  such  notice  shall  l)e  his  discharge  from  the  service. 

5.  The  general  superintendent,  with  the  approval  of  the  Postmaster-General,  shall 
prescribe  regulations  under  which  each  probationer  shall  Ix?  observed  and  tested  and 
a  record  kept  of  his  conduct  and  capacity,  and  such  record  shall  determine  his  fit- 
ness for  the  service  and  whether  he  shall  be  dropped  during  or  at  the  end  of  pro- 
bation or  l)e  absolutely  appointeil. 

6.  There  may  be  certified  and  appointed  in  each  State  and  Territory,  in  the  man- 
ner provided  for  in  this  rule,  .such  number  of  substitute  clerks,  not  exceeding  the 
ratio  of  one  sub.stitute  to  twenty  regular  clerks,  in  such  State  or  Territory  as  the  Post- 
master-General may  authorize,  and  any  vacancies  occurring  in  class  i  in  any  State  or 
Territory  in  which  sub.stitutes  have  been  appointetl  shall  be  filknl  by  the  appoint- 
ment thereto  of  those  substitutes  in  the  order  of  their  appointment  hs  substitutes 
without  further  certification.  The  time  during  which  any  substitute  is  actually 
employed  in  the  ser\'ice  shall  be  counted  as  a  part  of  his  probation.

(«)  Every  probational  [  whether  substitute  or  regular)  and  every  absolute  appoint- 
nient  in  the  railway  mail  service  in  each  State  or  Territory ;  every  appointment  under 
any  exception  to  examinatifin  authorized  by  Railway  Mali  Rule  II,  clause  s:  every 
reappointment  under  Rnilway  Mail  Rule  VI,  and  every  a.ppointnient  of  a  substitute  ' 
to  ^  regular  place, 

(A)  Every  refusal  to  make  an  alisolute  appointment  and  the  reason  therefor,  tuid 
every  refusal  or  neglect  to  accept  an  appoiutmeut  in  the  classified  railway  mail 

(<:)  Every  transfer  Inlcj  the  classified  railway  mail  service. 

{d)  Every  separation  from  the  ciasnified  railway  mail  service  and  the  cause  of 
such  separation. 

{e)  Every  promotion  or  degradation  in  tile  classifietl  railway  mail  service,  if  such 
promotion  or  degradation  K-  from  one  class  to  another  class. 

(/)  Once  in  every  six  montlis,  namely, on  the  30th  of  June  and  the  sistoTDecem- 
ber  of  each  year,  the  nlmle  number  of  employees  in  each  railway  mail  division, 
arranged  by  States  and  classes,  showing  the  number  of  stibstitutes  and  the  nmnber 
of  regular  employees  in  each  class  in  each  State  or  Territory.
